V^'v rv ’ Nakednefe and diftrefs of thtir Country even to 
Strangers and Enemies of it. And indeed fuch 
was the lnfolence and uncontroulable Power of 
the Souldiery, that their Delires and Commands 
were Laws, and their Determinations Rules for 
their Sukan and his Subjeds. 

This Humour of Ufurpation and unlimited 
Power, wearied all the Officers of the Empire, 
and inclined them fecredy to approve the Caufe 
of jibaffa Pafha of Erzirum-> who declared and 
ftiled himftlf Enemy to the Janifaries and of 
Eechir Pallia of Babylon , who was joined with 
him. The Vizier alfo finding his Power abrid¬ 
ged by the Arbitrary Will of the Souldiery, mo¬ 
ved flowly and coldly into ^Afia^ where all the 
Force he could make, confifted of no more than 
fifty thoufand new and unexperienced Men, fuch 
as were uncapable to contend with a more nume¬ 
rous Army of veterane Souldiers , to which al¬ 
io the Beglerbei of Anatolia joined himfelf, as 
did all other the chief Timar-Spahees, who con- 
ipired together to confound and deftroy the 
Pride and Government of the Janifaries. The 
Vizier alfo was of the fame Party, and coldly at 
firft anfwered the Requeft of the Janifaties, 
when they earneftly prelled him to lead them a- 
gainft Abafla their common and mortal Enemy : 
At length, being fortified with the Force of the 
Timar-Spahees, he told them plainly. That if 
they would go and fight, he would be a Spedta- 
tor of the Succefs, but would not engage him¬ 
felf in a Quarrel wherein the Blood of MufJ'el- 
mtn might be fpilt on one fide and the other: by 
which means the Rebels in Aji* took Head, in- 
creafed in Force, and every day rendred them in 
a more formidable and dangerous pofture. 

But this was not all the Trouble which enfu- 
ed i for-the Tartars having refiifed that King 
whom the Grand Signior had appointed them to 
receive, declared for Mehmet bis Brother: who. 
was feconded by tire Votes of the Generality, 
and maintained by the ftrongeft Nerve of that 
Nation. The Vizier was unwilling to ingage in. 
this Quarrel, alledging. That a Civil War was 
the worft of Evils, and that it was better to 
connive at a prefent Inconvenience, than in this 
diftradled Time of Affairs, to pollute the Empire 
with .the Blood of Tartars, who were their 
Brethren, and of the fame Religion and Alliance 
with them. Howfoever the Divan was of ano¬ 
ther Opinion, and refolved. todifpeed theCap- 
tain-Pafha with a Force Efficient to re-inftate 
Gherey ( for fo die Elder Brother was called) in 
the Government of that Kingdom. But yet 
the Inftruftions given, rather direfted him to 
adl with Dexterity than with Force, fuppofing 
that the Authority rtf the Turks abetted with the 
prefence of 3 eonfiderable Force, would create 
an inclination,in the Tartars co Obedience, fo 
loon as they difeovered them to appear on their 
Coaft. The Captain-Pallia being arrived at 1 
* Tit chitf * Caffiy declared. That he was lent by the 
city of tbt Grand. Signior, not to exclude either one or 
Krira T«r- other of the Pretenders, but only to be Witnefs :

hereat,demed to give his AfTent tb the Confirma¬ 
tion, on pretence, that he was firilto demand , 
the Grand Signior’s PJeafure ^ but at length was 
perfwaded by Gherey to land a Force of about 
eight thoufand Men to own and maintain his 
Canfe, on hopes, that rather than ingage againft 
the Turks, the People would condefcend tb 
Terms in his Admiffion and Favour. The Tar¬ 
tars nos being in the leall difmayed hereat, ar¬ 
rayed themfelves in a warlike Pofture, and feign¬ 
ing Fear and Flight, allured the Turks to a pur- 
fuit of them, until they had brought them to a 
place where thirty thoufand Horfe lay in ambufli, 
which on a fudden arifing and encompafling theni 
round, had entirely deltroyed them, had not 
S*Wthe Brother of Mehmet given a flop to the 
daughter, on hopes, that fuch a tellimony of 
Friendihip would reconcile the Spirits of the 
Turks, atleaft might render his Brother’s pre¬ 
ferment more tolerable and grateful to the Turks. 

In this conflict, Ibrahim and Chufaein who were 
Viziers of the Bench, the Kahya and a Capigi- 
bafhe of the Seraglio were flain, whofe Bodies 
were afterwards tranlported to Conftantinople , fix 
hundred Janifaries and as many Sea-men were kil¬ 
led, and fifteen hundred Prifoners were taken, 
whofe Liberty was procured at a mean Ranfom, 
for the fake of that Faith and Religion which 
they jointly profefled j they alfo took thirty 
Pieces of Gannon, and might alfo have become 
Matters of the whole Fleet confuting of thirty 
fix Gallies, had they been defirous to have profe- 
cuted their Victory to the utmoft advantage: 
and moreover in that conjuncture of Affairs, 
when a general confirmation had overfpread the 
principal parts of the Ottoman Dominions, when 
the Councils were feeble and faint, and that a 
languifiung Pulfe beat in all the Government, 
had the Tartar with an Army of fifty thoufand 
Horfe then ready to march, made up to the 
Walls of Adrianople , it might have proved fuch 
an opportunity for dividing and deftroying this 
Empire, as hath not offered at any time riince 
that Occafion. But the two Brothers, Mehmet 
and Salil, ftilingtheir War forced and defenfive, 
ufed that moderation in their Vidtory, which 
might not provoke a defire of Revenge in the 
Turks. The Captain-Palha being thus permit¬ 
ted to depart from Cajfa with his Fleet, failed 
to Varna, a Port in the Black Sea, about two 
hundred miles diftantfrom Confiantinople •, where 
the News of this Defeat being arrived, put all 
the City into confufion, and raifed the Viziers at 
midnight to confult of thofe Remedies and Ex¬ 
pedients which were agreeable to the prefent e- 
mergency of Affairs. The Great Vizier Alt was 
of opinion, that the Grand Signor ought to 
condefcend to Terms of Accommodation, tho 
to the difadvantage and difreputation of his 
Power} and that accordingly a Letter fhould be 
wrote to Mehmet the Tartar, beginning with 
the ufual Complements of Friendfhip and Saluta¬ 
tion ; and afterwards declaring. That it was ne¬ 
ver the intention of the Port to ingage in a War 
againft him, the late conflict having only pro¬ 
ceeded from a miftake and. mifinterpretation of 
Orders} and that there was no other defign, 
than to 1 compote the Civil Differences amongft 
themfelves, by advancing that Prince to the 
Kingly Dignity who was mod pleafing and 
grateful to' the People. This Advice was appro¬ 
ved by the reft of the Council, and a Meflenger 
difpatched with the Letter, accompanied with 
a Cemiter and Veft of Sables, which are the Sig¬ 
nals of. the Sultan’s Favour.

Alt Pa (ha, who opppfed the King in Mcfopota- 
mia , was (lain, and his Army wholly defeated, 
fo that the Province became a Prey to the Ene¬ 
my : thefuccefs in Paleftine was equally fortunate 
by the revolt of Damafcus, a place of great 
Richps and Importance ; the Coalt of the Black 
Sea was grevioufly infefted, and a Port taken .near 
to frapezond ; and little oppofition being made 
at Balfora, the Town was taken by that Army 
in their March towards Mecha and the parts of 
the Red Sea, where they rendered themfelves 
Mailers of Medina ,the City of their Prophet Ma¬ 
homet. 

To repair thefe lodes, and to encounter num¬ 
bers fo ftrong and valiant in all parts, the Vizier 
was difpeeded with a powerful Force to the 
Town of Bagdat y but by reafon of Mutinies and 
Tumults amongft the Souldiery, Matters found 
not the fuccefs expected: and the Garifon mak¬

This News arrived at ConftantinopU, that 
the Camp was rifen and fled by Nighr, that they 
were forced to burn their Tents and Provilions, 
and to break their great Artillery and caft them 
into the Euphrates: that the Miferies in the Ar¬ 
my had been fuch by Famine and Peftilence, and 
want of all Provilions and Ammunition, that the 
like was never known : that the Vizier had be¬ 
headed three of his Palha’s, that fo he might caft 
the whole blame upon them; and that now re¬ 
treating with his Army into the Turkifli Domini¬ 
ons, the Perfians purfued them in the Rear, and 
for ten days did execution on them, making the 
belt ufe they could of their Victory j which Re¬ 
lation filled the Hearts of all People with lad- 
nefs, and difordered the Counfels with confuli- 
on. The Caufe of which ill Succefs, according 
tocuftom, being imputed to the General, he was 
deprived of his Office, and facrificed to the Fury, 
of the Janifaries. 

Thefe Troubles were increafed at Conftantino- 
ple , by the AddreHes which the Prince of Tran- 
Jylvania made unto the Port by his Kapi-Kahya 
or Agebt, reprefenting to the Grand Signior, 
That he wanting Heirs Male tofocceed him in 
his Principality 5 the States at a Diet had, with 
common'confent, elected his Lady for his Suc- 
ccifor; and therefore defired confirmation from 
the Port. In excufe of her Sex, he alledged the 
urgent Neceffity of the prefent Tfipps, which 
perfwaded rather to admit of the Government 
of a Woman, than that his Principality, lhould, 
for want of an Heir, fall into, the Hands of the 
powerful Family of Aufiria. To make good 
D l m gf this Demand, Duke John of Wtymar , and Count 
weymar Mansfelt, arrived in Silijhria, to whom, the Prince 
and Count of Tranjylvania joined his Troops: and Morttza 
Mansfelr p a fha of Buda wrote to the Port, that he was 
the Ptitee marchin § towards Vatz to meet the Prince, and 
oJTranfyl- confer with him concerning thefe Defigns.

But, *0 fay truly, 
the InftruCtions given were in fuch ambiguous 
terms, that they in effect left the whole Matter 
to the Difcretionof Morteza to. aCt, as he judg¬ 
ed moft agreeable to the State of Affairs on the 
Frontiers, and fecurity of the prefent Peace. 

Thus did the Turkifli Court leek to ward off 
the blow of a War with Germany, and yet Se¬ 
cretly nourifeed ,and encouraged it, by giving 
Orders to.the.Palha of Buda to take np his Win¬ 
ter-quarters with |the Prince of Tranfylvapia, 
and to follow his Directions; but yet fo to go¬ 
vern Matters with Caution, as not tp engage too 
far on uncertain Grounds or doubtful Hazard, 
but to embrace Propofitions of Peace, if offered 
with Honour and Security. In profecution of 
thefe Rules, Morteza obferving, that tyeymar 
and Mamfelt having united their Forces wich 
Gabor, had formed a confiderable Army, and 
were able'to fight with Wallefiein General of the 
Imperialifts y joined alfo his Forces to theirs, 
judging it a prudent and- politick Defign to wage 
a War at the Blood and Expence of others. 

With thefe Encouragements, and with the fa- ne Empi , 
vour of a good Opportunity, the Confederates m 's Amj 
fell upon the Army of WalUftein near the River dtftattd. 
Gran y who not being able to withftand their 
Force and Fury, was put to flight, and purfued 
in the Rear with great flaughter y and endea-. 
vouring tp pafs the River on two Bridges of 
Boats, yvcfre clpfely followed by the Prince s For¬ 
ces, who gaining the Pafs, put the whole Army 
into great amazement, and refolved to purfue 
them to the Gates of prtsburg, or Vienna. 

NotwitJiftandjng this Succefs, the Prince of 
Tronjylvania obferving the backwardnefs of his 
Allies to contribute the Succours of Men and Moi 
ny which they had promifed ; and fearing that 
the unfortunate Eftate of the Turkilh Affairs 
lhould caufe the Sultan tp difewn the War, 
difpeeded a Meflenger to the Emperor in the 
Winter-feafon, to excufe the Conferaint upoa 
him of taking up Arms, and to offer Terms of 
Accommodation and Peace. But the Emperor 
refufed all Treaties, until ftch. time as Gabor had 
feparated himfelf from his Allies, and from aflch- 
ciation with the Turk: Upon which Anfwor, 

Gabor retired to Caffovia, ana Morteza to Pejtk, 

This Compliance gave beginning to. a Treaty at 
Komar a, where the Commifljoners on part of 
the Emperor, of the Grand Signior, and Prince < 
of Tranfylvania, alfembled.

Thefe Articles being thus agreed, andfig- 
ned, arid' approved by the Sultan, in 
the MQ[nth of September following 1627, 
the Articles between the Emperor and 
the Grand Signior wei;e alfe agreed at 
KpmarA j. the which gre as fellow, tran- 
flated out pf thi? Turkifli, word" for 
word. 

T HAT feeing the Peace eftablifred for¬ 
merly ay Zitwar, Vienna, Komara* 
and Chiaynaan, hath remained in the fame 
State, arid in the fame. Articles, without an jf 
alteration , it {ball not h violated by any nefi 
occafion of Contention^ 

That the Pijferences of Vatz, whereof is 
made mention At the prefent, frail reft in the 
fame SWfc thAt the Commiffioners on both 
fides frail Agry. 

That the new forps built upon the Confines 
pf Croatia,' contrary po the Peace, {ball hi 
demaltfred. Tp which ptgpqfe our /aid De¬ 
puty Mebjnet, and our Fffier Moitela Pafra, 
frail meet upon the FrPnjiprs of Buda with 
pouf 
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1626. your Deputies, at the Time appointed by the 
Treaty ; and thereupon the places on both 
Jides {ball eaufe to be demolijbed the Forts 
built contrary to the Peace : Wherein if they 
find any Impediment , they {ball chufe able 
and valiant Men to perform and execute the 
faid Service. 

That after the Approbation of this happy 
Peace, your great Ambaffador jball come to 
Komara, and ours-{ball repair with our Im¬ 
perial Letters to Strigonium : and there one 
of them adviftng the other, yours {ball fet > 
forward to our happy Port, and ours {ball 
advance to you. For fo it u agreed by our 
Imperial Order, both carrying with them the 
new Imperial Capitulations. 

That all Complaints of Villages fubjett to 
both parts, {ball be laid ajide,and no Violences ,. 
Taxes, or Contribution, contrary to our for¬ 
mer Convention, {ball be ex ailed. And all 
Forts built in the common Confnes, {ball be 
raifed. And reciprocally it {ball be made 
known, according to the ancient Treaty, what 
great Men do dwell aniongH our Tributaries. 
And for the execution of the Sixtelnth and 
Seventeenth Articles of the Peace of Zitwa, 
the Tenth of Vienna, and the Fourth of Ko¬ 
mara and Chiarman (for fuck was then the 
Agreement) two Capigi-Pafbds of our high 
Port {hall be deputed and difpatbhed, the one 
to this fide, and the other to that fide of the 
Danube. And upon your part yoU {ball 
fend two fuch qualified Per font to the fame 
places : who being met together with the De¬ 
puties of Mortefe Vafiha, and the Palatine 
of Hungary, (ball reftify all Disorders, and 
fee that good Jufiice be done on both Parties ; 
for fo it is our mofi High Pleafare. 

That the Slaves which have been taken du¬ 
ring this our Treaty, {ball be freed and fet at 
liberty without any Ranfom : And thofe who 
were taken before the faid Treaty, {ball be 
exchanged and Redeemed, according to their 
Qualities and Efiates, by the interpofition of 
Morteia Pa{ba, and the Palatine of Hunga¬ 
ry deputed for that purpofe. 

For the Good of poor People on both fides, 
the Commiffioners have thought fit to conclude 
this renewed Peace for Twenty five Tears, 
from 1627. Whereunto we have given our 
Imperial Affent. 

That all Merchants, and other our Subjects 
on both parts, {ball have fafe paffage and 
conduit through both our Dominions : And 
we have given command to our Pafijas, Beg- 
lerbeghs. Generals, Beghs, and Captains, 
upon our Confines, to apprehend, bring into 
jufiice, and punijb all fuch as {ball any way 
difiurbor mole(l them contrary to the Peace. 
As likewife the Palatine of Hungary, and 
other your Minifiers {ball do on your part, 
if they find any fuch Offenders. 

That our Beglerbeghs, Sanzacks, Captains, 
and Governors’, and your Generals, Com¬ 
manders , and Captains, jball upon occafion 
imploy all fuch Perfions as are lovers of the 
Peace and Common Good. 


That there {ball be no Damage or Hurt 1616. 
done to any of our Sub jells in any of your 
Kingdoms or Dominions, neither by Sea nor 
Land ’, as there {ball hone be done to yours in 
our Dominions. 

That all by-pafi Wrongs, Enmities, and 
Vnkindneffes, on both parts, '{ball be forgot¬ 
ten and laid'afieep: and That this happy 
Peace {ball be fncerely and firmly continued 
and kept inviolate. 

Vpon Condition that the Emperor perform 
and qbferve all the aforefaid Articles, and 
that there follow no Allion from any Mini¬ 
fiers, contrary to the faid Peace : We pro¬ 
mtfe and Jwear, by God our Creator, who 
made the whole World of Nothing’, and by 
\the Honour which we bear to our mofi high 
; Prophet Mahomet Mufta'pha, That there 
{ball not be done’, during the whole Term of 
the faid, Peace, the leafi Hurt or Damage to 
the Subjells, Countries, Kingdoms, Cafiles, 
or Forts of the faid Emperor, by any of our 
: Minifiers or Armies, nor to any Chrifitan 
Staves fubjell to our happy Port. 

By thefe Articles we may obferve, that both 
Parties were deGrous of a prefont Peace, rather 
than one which was durable j for things arelb 
1 flubber’d over to forve the prefent Occafion, 
that they leave all Dilputcs undecided, till Time 
ihould happen more proper to interpret them with 
the Sword, than with the Pen : like Sores ob- 
dudted by an unskilful Chirurgion, which feAe- 
ringwithin, muA be again opened before they 
are cured : howfoever they fcrved the turn of 
Gabor, whofe IntereA it was to maintain an ill 
Correfpondcnce between the two EmperorS. 

Peace being thus concluded, between Ferdinand l62 - 
the Second and Sultan Moras, gave fome reputa- - ■- ■ 

tion to the Affairs of the Turks : fo that not- 
withAanding the late fuccefs of the Perfian in 
their War, by railing the Siege of Bagdat, and 
! overthrow of the Turki/h Army -, yet that King 
: finding himfolf now engaged alone, and fingly 
. to contend with the Ottoman Power, feared the 
i Puillance of that Empire, leA being roofed and 
j heated with the fenfible Pinches of the late Dip 
\ grace, they ihould call up and invigorate all their 
i Forces to a Revenge, which might at length tend 
! to a ruin and deftrudtion of Perfia, unlefs For¬ 
tune, which attended the firA auipicious begin¬ 
nings with Succefs, did alfo continue.conAant, 

; and Aill accompany their Arms, which could 
hardly be expected. 

Wherefore on thefe Confideratiops becoming 
more faint in profecution of the War, thePer- 
fian difpatched an Ambaflador to Confiantinople , 
furniihed with various Propofals and Projects for 
a Peace; but Aill Mattters driving fo as to referve 
the City and Province of Bagdat, or Babylon, in 
the hands of thePerfian, the Treaty became in¬ 
effectual, in regard the Vizier (who was then 
called Halil Paffia) judged it a high and an irre¬ 
coverable difreputation to the Empire, to be diP 
membred of fojjfincipal a part of It. Where¬ 
fore the Ambaflador being difpatched away with 
fomenegleft, the Turks armed with that dili¬ 
gence and heat, that they entred Perfia with an 
Army of an hundred and fifty thoufand Men; 
with which appearance the people being difmay- 
ed, fullered Tauris to be taken without much op- 
pofition. From hence marching to Bagdat, they 
found 
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\ 6 zy. found the City well provided and defended with 
a numerous Garifon, from whence many Sallies 
were made with variety of Fortune, till at length 
the Turkilh Souldiers being wearied and tired 
with inceffant labour and watchings* many of 
.them fled from their Colours: and with fuch di¬ 
minutions, the Army being much abated in its 
Numbers, the Vizier withdrew them from the 
Perfian Dominions.. . ... 

AnotkrEx- some Months after the Turkilh Army being 
MPerfit! 8 * reinforced, the Vizier entring again into Perfia , 
overthrew the .Trucmen who oppofcd him in his 
March, and deftroyed the Gregorians, who were 
Friends to the Perfian, with a very great {laugh¬ 
ter took Moroc their. General, and. cut off his 
Head : And adding to thefe Victories, the re¬ 
port of having taken fome few inconfiderable 
Towns, his Expedition ended without other Ad¬ 
vantages, or Progrefs of their Arms- This ill 
Succefs much troubled the Councils.at Confianti¬ 
nople j for they confidered that they had now 
waged an expenfive, laborious War, for the 
fbaceof three Years, without any Effect agree¬ 
able to the Blood and Charge which maintained 
it, but rather to the Lofs and Damage of the 
Empire: The Souldiers abhorred the length 
and tedioufoefs of the Way, and the mifery of 
the March, being to pafs ovei- vaft Countries 
and Defarts, where there was nothing befides 
Rocks, Sands, and Barrennefs. Many Horfes, 
Camels, and other BeaAs of Burden, perifhed 
for want of Nourilhment \ and where Proyifi- 
ons were to be had, the Price wasfo excelfive, 
that the Timariots and other Souldiers had not 
aPurfo to defray their Charges. The Enemy . 
likewife was very Arong, for the Sofi was at the 
Head of forty thoufand brave Horfe, which dai¬ 
ly infeAed the Ottoman Camp, beat their Con¬ 
voys, and cut off their Provifions, and fo ob- 
Arudted them that they could not advance. 
Protcjltm : The Vizier Halil, then General* being dif- 
Mdtbftit couraged by thefe DifaAers, was inclinable to 
aPttu acce P c °f the Ptopofition made by the Perfian j 
" Viz.. That Babylon Ihould remain to his eldeft Son 
in Fee, and to his Heirs and Succeflbrs, acknow¬ 
ledging to the Grand Sigaior a Tribute as great 
as the yearly Revenue which proceeded from it, 
at the time when it was in the Hands of the Sul¬ 
tan. But this middle Way feemed an Expedi¬ 
ent difhonourable to the Grestnefs of this Em¬ 
pire, and that which argued pufillanimity and 
want of courage in the Government, and there¬ 
fore ,was rejected by the Council of State, as well 
as b^ the M ilitary Men: Howfoever the Per Cans 
taking their Meafures by the difpofition they 
difcpvered in the Vizier thereunto, adventured 
todifpatch an Ambaflador to Confiantinople with 
tender of the fame Project *, but as he was cold¬ 
ly and faintly received, fo he was in a few days 
difpatched with few words, and little refpedt, 
XtjtHtd by as if he had been fent as a Spy to difeover the 
tbtTurb. State and Condition of the City, and the Incli¬ 
nation of the Prince, rather titan to obtain any 
Benefit by the Treaty. For now Amurat grow¬ 
ing into Years, increafed in Spirit, and difeo- 
Vered a Martial Courage; he began to leave his 
Delights,and Walks in Gardens, and the fociety 
with his Mother and Women, and to affmne 
thoughts of War and Government: fuch as en¬ 
tertained him in foftnels and luxurious PaAimes, 
were reproved by the MiniAers about him, and 
by them p’erfwaded to buckle on his Armour,and 
to delight in Martial Exercifes : So that now 
new Meafures were taken in all Affairs : And in 
the firA place, Halil the Great Vizier was recal¬ 
led from being General in Perfia, and the Palha 


of Darbiquier. put into his Place. •, and though he 1627. 
was Brother-in-Law to the Grand Signiorj yet 
being eAeemed at Court as a Perfon who had 
amalled great Riches in his Employment, he was 
forced to difgorge five hundred thouland Crowns 
as an eafe of his Burden, and an Atonement to 
pacify the Sultan for the Fault of his Misfortunes 

and ill Succefs. . 

. In thefe Times of Licentioufnefs and Revolt, 
the Pirats of Algier and Tunis, began alfo to caA 
off their Refped and Reverence to the Ottoman 
Empire j for being become Rich by the Prizes The pirats 
they had taken on ChriAian Vellels, they refol- °f Tunis 
ved to fet up for themfelves, and to eAeem the 
Peace which ChriAian Princes had made with the seas. ‘ 
Grand Signior, not to concern them ; but as if 
their Governments had been independent, de¬ 
manded a. particular Treaty, and diftinft Arti¬ 
cles with themfelves: So that now daring to do 
any thing, fix Vellels of Tunis chafed fome Chri- 
Aian Shipiinto Rhodes, and there attaqued them, 
notwithftanding that the Caitle lhot at them. 

They afterwards took a Dutch Ship, which had 
laden at Alexandria: and entring the Port of 
Salines in Cyprus , they engaged with two Vene¬ 
tians *, the leiler Ship made a good reliftance, but 
having no help, Ihe was thrice fired, and at laft 
burnt: the other being a Ship of eight hundred 
Tuns, was cowardly fet on fire by the Mariners, 
and abandoned, efcaping alhore with their Boats. 

Then they failed for Scanderone , where finding a 
Dutch Ship and a Polaca, they took both, and 
then landed. The Aga of the Scale, with ail the 
Inhabitants, fled j fo that finding no oppofition, 
they ranfacked and robbed all the Ware-houfes, 
and afterwards fet them on fire : The greateffc 
Lofs fell upon theEnglilh and Dutch, the firft 
loA about ten thoufand Dollars, and the latter 
about thirty thoufand. - 
Ofl thefe Loffes, and breach of Peace, the 
ChriAian Ambaffadors much lamented and 

3 1 ained, that ifc fome Remedy were not ap- 
thereto, all Trade muA be given over, no 
Security being to be expedted in the Articles and 
Faith of the Grand Signior: To which, though 
the Vizier and Great Men did feem to yield a fa¬ 
vourable Ear, and promife Redrefs: Yet being 
corrupted with fome lhare of the Spoils, and 
fweetned with part of the Robbery, they began 
to rejedt the Memorials of the Ambaffadors, and 
to allow the Pleas of the Pirats, as groundtel on 
fome folid Foundation of Reafon and Religion : 
fufiering them to publiih Difoourfes, that the 
Turks were obliged to maintain a perpetual War 
with the ChriAians, as Enemies to their Law 
and Alchoran ; and though Policy may fuggeA 
fotne Conveniencies by Peace with them, yet 
thofe Confiderations are Matters of Sin rather 
than of Reafon. 

To make all this gctod,the Divan of Tunis font 
two Deputies to remonArate the great Benefit 
and Advantage the Port received by the Depre¬ 
dations and hoAile Adts which they committed 
on the ChriAians: And to inculcate this Argu¬ 
ment the better, they declared, That they had 
lately taken two Gallies of Malta, out of the 
Spoils of which, they prefonted unto the Sultan 
two Stirrups of Gold, with divers Slaves 5 two 
of which were Cavaliers, one of the Roman, 
and the other of the French Nation ; thofe which 
were Youths, and comely in fhape and feature, 
were entred into the Service of the Seraglio ; 
and the more Arofig and robuftous, were com¬ 
mitted to the Service of the Gallies ; fo that the 
Turks were inwardly pleafed withthefo Piracies, 
howfoever gave good words to the ChriAian 
G Ambaf- 
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1627. Ambafladors, promifed much, and effected no- 
thing. 

At that time Trade flourifhed greatly in thofe 
Parts, and had done much more, had it not been 
interrupted by the Piracies of Barbary ; and the 
Trade was cfpecially fo great with Venice, that a 
Turkifh Merchant called Rodpl Aga, whofe whole 
Negotiation and Dealing was for that place, 
died worth a Million of Soltanees} of which, 
for want of Children, the Grand Signior became ! 
the foie Heir. 

But one Accident happened about this Time 
on the Seas, worthy to be recounted : The Seas j 
(as we have faid) fwatmiDg then with, Pirats, 
the General of Candia , with three Gallies, coaft- 
ing on the Seas for defence and proteftion of 
Merchant-Ships, arrived in the Port bi Andro ; 
from whence efpying a Gaily plying dofe under 
the Shore, and believing her to. be a: Corfaire, 
or Pirat, made up to her ; and becaufejti.was a 
about the glimpfe of the Evening, .foTiihat lhe 
could not be well known or di(tinguiflaed, the 
General ralhly charged her.; and' meeting ailout 
refinance, many were killed before it .was known 
A Fight at t,iat the Ga Uy belonged to the Archipelago, com- 
Sta try mi- manded by DcrvU Bei, one of the Grand Sig- 
P*ks- nior’s Captains : but fd foon as the Miftake was 
difeovered, the Candiot General demanded of 
the Turk a thoufahd Excufes, returned .him bis 
Gaily and Slaves again, and whatsoever was ta¬ 
ken from him, bellowing with them an infinity 
of Complements, fuppofing that thereby the 
Spirit of the Turk being fomewhat appealed 
and niollified, he would reprint thisEncOUnter 
with' the more favourable T^-ms and Advantage 
at the Port. Notwithftanding which (Offices' of 
Kihdnefs, bervis Bei , without farther, fofs of 
time pafTed up to Confiaminop{e, bringing bis 'Gaily 
in without Lantern, foot thorough, jlj .treated, 
and Mattered, feigning hipifejfj alfo tp.be 
wounded ; related, that he bad foft forty fotiV 
Levents, and feventy feyenJSIayes yvhicfe'yyere 
killed; and that all the Haratch or Tribute- 
Mony, which was collefted for the Gran<j Signi- 
or’s Service from the feveral Iflands,;was rob¬ 
bed and embezled by thefe Candiots. His Com¬ 
plaints were aggravated by many Circumilan- 
ccs, and being aflifted with the Clamours of other 
Beys or Captains of Gallies •, the Noife and 
Difpute was exceeding high in the Divan, urg¬ 
ing, that the Venetians were obliged to make 
good a Lofs, which they had caufed rather out 
of Malice than Miftake. 

At that time Georgia GiuJHniano refided at Con- 
fiantinople for the moft Serene RepubJick; who 
to oppofe the high Clamours of thefe Complai¬ 
nants, Ihewed Courage, and accompanied his 
Anfwers with Prudence and Refojution, which 
are often very convincing in the Turkifli Court. 
They ailedged, that the Peace was broken.. He 
anfwered. That it would not be the firfttime-, 
and that they ought not to yield entire Credit 
to the Relation of Perfons paifionate and partial 
in their own Caufe : that filch Accidents as thefe, 
were as ordinary and common in the World as 
Cold and Heat, as fair and foul Weather and 
that fo foon as the Error was difeovered, and 
the Gaily known not to belong to Barbary , but 
to the Grand Signior, it was punctually and en¬ 
tirely reftored, with all the Excufes imagina¬ 
ble. 

In fhort, this Bufinefs which had fo bad an 
AfpeCt at the firft, by the dexterity of this Mi- 
nifter,and giving fomethingto DervU Bei, where¬ 
by to flop his Mouth, the Complaint ceafed, and 
all farthei Proceedings were fuperfeded. 


The Wars in Per ft a being unfuccefsful, it was 1627 
propofed in Council, that a Peace ihould be made, Wvj 
if poffibk, with Abaffa Pafha ■, that his Demands, Propfaisej 
whatfoever they were, Ihould be granted, and Accm ma- 
promifes given him of. Honours and Preferment • vith 
But.the inveterate Enmity and Hate which the 
Janifaries bore him, and the difficulty there was 
to. perfwade Abaffa, that the .Overtures made 
him were free and candid, and not mixed with 
Treachery and Deiign, wereObftrudlions not to 
be .obviated or overcome., Wherefore Abaffa 
keeping mutual Intelligence with the Perfians, 
and receiving afljftance and Juccbursifrom them, 
was become very formidable and .ftrong, and 
the Town of Ertirum well fortified With Works 
and a numerous Garrifon. Howfoever the Jarii- 
faries, his mortal Enemies, preging. the Vizier 
to .proceed againft him, at length'obliged him to 
belfege the .Place y which having done, and 
clofely begirt it, the jnoft forward and brave a- Erzirum 
mongft the Janifariesf were the fipftto feale the btfits ' d - 
WaHs, but were repulfed by the qpalour of feout 
apd refolute Souldiers; for .they knowing-that 
tiierie was no other fafety but in theii: Arras, arid 
OP.other Mercy than an ignominious Death,* bei 
mg ; the juft: Reward of their Rebellion, , reefed 
*0 me or receive Quarter: .^Wherefore they 
frequent Sallies on the Egymy, grid as rail 
py Jahifaries of them as they .topk Prifoners, 
yiey immediately hanged about, the’Walls, as i 
fpeftacle of Horror to their AJfociates. ’ This 
Refolution and Crucify, deterred theTurks from 
frequent Aflaults and Storms made upon 
WfrTo.wo y and the many Batteries and Fortifi- 
rejidred the Place almoft impregnable; 
fo that. there feemed no other hopes to remain, 
biit tp overpome them by a long Siege and Fai 
Abaffa had fo well .provided againft 
Efcriger,, with fuch plenty.) of* Provifions, 
that the Turkilh Army began to! bcimore ftraiti 
tffid for wagt of .Suftenance than theRefieged : 
fo that becoming vyeary and difcouraged amidft 
fo many Difficulties, they raifed the ;Siege with 
foch difoxder and hafte, that they left'feveral n ' Sugt 
Pieces , of £ann.on behind ;them;'< and retiring r ^ td - 
with feme confufion, were charged lin the Rear^ 
fo tbat many Janijuries: fell a Sacrifice to the hate 
and revenge of the Enemy. 

TJje News of ihisSuccels coming to Confian- 
timle, was ill received ^ but the Difafter there¬ 
of, .according to t;he ufual Cuftom, was attribu- 
ted to.tbe Vizier who was General-, for which 
Caufe he was deprived of his Office, and the Se- 
lnftar Aga (wha tarries the Sword before the 
Grand. Signior;) was put into his place, a Per-:

tryvexafeed to the Princely Digriity/f as we have Tattar y- 

already declared ) by the Favour aid Election of 
that People, though contrary to the fenfe and 
pJealiire of the Port, .was now 'fallen, from the 
good efteem which they conceived for him, be: 
caufe he gave feme hindrance to their ufual In- 
curfions on the Polonians and Coflacks, out of 
memory and gratitude to the afliftance they had 
! contributed towards his Election; for which rea- 
fon.being, as it were, famifhed for want of their 
ufual Depredations, they refufed to obey his 
Commands ^ and then openly threw off their 
Obedience to him as their Prince. The Turks, 
who always envied this Dignity to Mahomet, 
rejoiced to fee this Difcord between him and his 
People, and therefore thought it time to make 
ufc of this occafion to re-inftate Ghtrey the elder 
Brother 
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1617. Brtrther into the poffeffion of his Kingdom i 
whom,the Turks, for his betterfecurity* having 
v placed at Rhodes, the ufual Retirement of the 
Tartariair Prineesy difpatched a Squadron of 
Gallfes to fetch him from thence to Conftomimpla \ 
olq- : whirje being arrived, he was received with a 
magnificent and Princely Entertainment’by the 
Sultan ; that fo the Fame thereof forerunning 
hisarrival in Tortoty, the peopte might be better 
prepaired to conGiif with the Port in their ac¬ 
ceptance of him for their King, ffeiwas after- 
wards cohdudted to Caff a, the Grand Signiofs 
Town in Tart ary, with a ftrong: Rleet of fifty 
Gallies, where at his firft landing he was received 
htpCant-Emir, a rich and powerful ..Tartar, and 
Chief of the Turkilh Faction, and" by many o- 
thjers with great honour and Tolammty, with 
whom alfo a conliderable Par tymofe willingly eni 
gaged. But the Coflacks of Poland and Circaf- 
Jimis, Friends to Maho friet the Brother, joyning 
their'Troops- to his Forces,’ bfcame too Strong 
fot the Turks-, for giving them Battel near the 
Iricfofures of the tiZamtbe, at a place called Ban-> 
dtt, they defeated them, and killed three-or four 
thousand of their Men, putting all to Fire and 
Sword round about ; and entring -on the Seas 
vsirh their Fleet of Boats, took fiVe of the Tur¬ 
kilh Gallies : with which ill Sucoefs, the Tari- 
tajs, which took part with Caxt~Emir, being 
difcouraged, abandoned their Colours and fled'■} 
fo that ■ Cant~Emvr was forced to take Saniftm 
avy.ii x'Caffa, which being a Town belonging 
totbe Grand Signior, it was hoped, that the re- 
verence they owed to that Name, would Caufe 
them to refrain all Violence thereunto. But the 
Tartars, provoked by this lateeffofion of Blood, 
loft all refpedt to that Government fo that be- i 
fieging the Town, they aflaulted and took it,' 
ana therein the Son of Cant-Emir whom they cut ! 
ia pieces, the Father efcaping in a dilguifefrom 1 
the City. | 

The News hereof arriving at Confiantinople 1 
was greatly difpleafing, and caufed many ferious 
Debates and Confultationsthereupon; tie wifelt; 
and moft fober of the Council was for diflem- 
bling the Matter, and with their ufual dexterity 
to fuffer what they could not remedy : for that 
it was by no means advifable in the prefent con-1 
jundture of Aflairs, to proceed unto an open 
Rupture with the Tartars, fearing left the Chri- 
foans, Perfians, mid other Enemies Ihould make 
a benefit of this Occafibn, and joyning with a 
Nation fo ftrong in Horfe, Ihould dangerpufly 
profs upon the Empire, and force them to 
the ultimate extremity of Aflairs. Wherefore 
as Envoy Extraordinary was lent to the Tartars, > 
who covering the inward fentiments of Regret’ 
and Anger, which the Sultan conceived for the 
late Difgrace, feemed to wonder at the Gaufe 
and Reafon of the laft Engagement, as if it had 
been adted without the knowkdgor order of the 
Grand Signior ; and thus with gentle Terms in- 
finuating, that the Surrender of Cajfa would be 
very acceptable to the Port, and that which 
would atone for all mifcarriages, andbefuthan 
oaring of Pacification, as would reconcile ail 
pall Differences, and reftore aperfed Correfpon- 
deace. bet ween die Sultan and hem : the Tartars 
readily affented to the Demand, upon condition, 
that the Turks fbould impofe no other King upon 
them than him, whom by general confent they 

_ had eleded for their Prince. 

1 5 a 8. Though Differences were thus concluded with, 

- the Tartars, yet the Coflacks continued ftill their 

Enmities, entring the Black Sea with eighty 
Saicks, which they fo infefted, that the Turks 


could for that Year avail themfelves little of their 16281 
Navigation in thofe Seas: fo that the Turks, 
to curb, thefe-Irilblencies, gave Orders to build 
two. Eorts gpi the' Mouth of the Black Sea : efte 
Pbllfh Arabaflador made Complaint hereof, and 
protefted againft it, as an Ad contrary to the 
Capitulations of Peaces but the Turks efteem 
little of the. Air . of Bravadoes, whillt they are 
not accompanied with fometlyng elfe more folid 
than their own Levity. 

But the grand Concernments which bulled the 
Thoughts of the Turks, was *the Rebellion of 
-Aka fa, and the War ill Perfia, the management 
of which was the charge and care of the SeMar 
Aga lately made Vizier, called Pafljai 

His Head-quarters were at the beginning of this 
Year taken up at Jconium, called by the Turks 
&me-, and Abaffa was encamped at Katfaria. a- 
gainft whom, the: Vizier marched ; and being 
nearly approached, -the Janifaries earneftly ur¬ 
ged, that Battel might be given, the Enemy ; but 
the Vizier having received Inftru&ions not to en¬ 
gage, if poflible, but rather to enter into a Trea¬ 
ty, and to propofe Terms of Accommodation, 
dtelayed the Time, and with various Excufes, 
eluded the prefent premures of the Janifaries 
at which they became fo angry, that they flew 
into an open Mutiny, cutting , the Cords of his Thtjadfr 
Tents, Honing him, and wouridipg him in the rUsmntii)jr t 
Head : by which open Violence, the Vizier being 
compelled to make known his. Orders, he aflem- 
bled the chief Commanders of the Spahees and 
Janifaries, giving them to underftand, that the 
Grand Signior's Pleafore was, to make up' the 
Diffieretice with -Abajfa, as the only means to con- 
cludfcan inteftine and unnatural War, and to 
be able to withftand the Perfians, and regain the 
Country anid Reputation which the Turks had 
loft. This Pitopofition feemed plaufible to the 
Commanders at the General 1 Affembly, and more 
especially, becanfe it vias- the Pleafore and In-*- 
junction of thUGrand Signior ; but more difficult 
it was to incline the rough and obftinate minds of 
the Janifaries toa refolutian fo different to their 
Natures, and fb contrary to that Revenge which 
they had deeply rooted in their Hearts, aqd fworn 
to execute: howfoever the perfwafions which the 
-Officers ufed’ to their inferiour Souldiers^ put¬ 
ting them in memory of the Blood of their Com¬ 
panions, and how deftruftive the continuance of 
fuch ai War mull neceflarily prove for the future 
by thofe large effufionsof Blood which they mull 
expe& farther to make, were fo prevalent upon 
them, that at length they condefeended to a 
Treaty, and to receive Abaffa for a Friend and a tf l!y con p tnt 
Fellow-Souidier. Abaffa at firft fufpedting fome to treat 
Treachery, refufed to give a private meeting to witfc Abaf- 
the Vizier; but the Vizier giving his Brother 
the Beglerbegh of Caramania , and the Palba of 
Anatolia for Hoftages, the Day and Place for a 
Conference was appointed j where both Parties 
meeting. Articles were agreed. That Abaffa 
ihould ftill continue to be Pafha of Endrum, his 
Son Pafha Of Bofra , his Cahya, or Lieutenant^ 
to be Pafha of Marafcb, (all which were Places 
on the Confines of Perfia) a general Aft of Par- • 
don and Amneftie was to be given to Abaffa and 
his whole Army, and the Articles fworh unto 
in the moft folemn manner by the Vizier, and 
. confirmed in the publick Gamp of the Janifariess 
who alfo promifed to maintain this Word and 
Promife of the Vizier ^ to all which the Grand 
Signior gave his Hand, and affixed his Royal Sig“ 
nature. Abaffim. 

A Reconciliation being in this manner com- 
pleated, the-Gity of £»•»>*/» refigned k felf to signer. 

1 G 2 the 
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1628. the Obedience of the Grand Signior, and the j 
Army of Abajfa was employed on the Confines 
of Perfia, and converted againlt the. Enemy. 
The Vizier alfo was appointed to.proceed on 
the fame Enterprife ; but his Army .was fo ill 
provided of all Neceflaries,tbat he made his Ex- 
cufe, and refufed to march forward : But on 
the contrary, he returned to Conftantinople in 
company with Abaffa ; where,with many dcmon- 
ftrations of Friendfliip and RefpeCt, he was 
conduced to the prefeuce of the Grand Signior 
to receive Honour, and the Reward of his Peni¬ 
tence, and return to Obedience. The approach 
of thefc two great Perlonages near to Conftdnti- 
mple, made much noife and rumor in the City •, 
fome blamed the weaknefs of the Government 
for accepting an Enemy unto Favour, and that 
the crowning of his Rebellion with Rewards* 
was to encourage others in the like Practi¬ 
ces. 

.... The Vizier was alfo murmured againft for 
and Abaifa having the Army and the War, contrary to the 
thir Royal Command, by fuch as were emulous of 
Entty into his Greatnefs: But as Envy is converted into 
Conftami- Veneration, and ceafes as Smoke doth, when it 
nopie. j s blown up by the Flame of Succefs and Glory •, 
fo thofe who were emulous of thefe Perfons, fub- 
mitted to all obfequious Offices towards them i 
and diflembling their Malice, went to meet them 
as far as Scutari , that they might add to their 
Train and Equipage, and help at the Solemnity 
of their Entrance. All People now caft their 
Eyes on the Vizier and Abajfa, as the two great 
Men of this Age •, the firft was efteemed for his 
dexterous and fuccefsful management in bring¬ 
ing over Abajfa to his Submiffion and Obedience; 
for though he was not famed much fpr his great 
Feats of Arms, yet this Reconciliation of Abajfa 
was accounted a Matter-piece of Policy, and 
better Sew ice than a Victory. Abajfa alfo 
drew the Eyes of the People, who crowded to 
fee fo great a Captain, that could contend with 
the. Port, and put all Aft* into Difturbance, and 
in coodufion could make the fame Arms ferve his 
Matter, which had lately before given a check 
and ftpp to all the Ottoman Force. The Vizier 
was the firft introduced to the Royal Prefence, 
where being gracioufly received, he was prefen- 
ted with a Veft of Sables and a Cemiter fet with 
Jewels. Abaft was afterwards admitted, and 
having performed his Obeifance by touching the 
Ground with his Forehead after their fafhion , 
he declared. That he never was other than a 
faithful Vaflalto the Sultan, and that he had ta¬ 
ken up Arms for his fake, that he might fubju- 
gate the infolence of the Janiferies, and with 
their Blood revenge the Death, and facrifice to 
theGhoftof his murdered Brother Ofman , that 
they might learn to reverence their Princes for 
the future,& learn to know how facred the Blood 
is of their Soveraign. The Grand Signior 
feemedkindly to accept this Apology, andas a 
Token thereof, beftowed three Vefts upon him \ 
which was a treble Honour of that kind, and 
made him Pallia of Bofna •, on which employ¬ 
ment he immediately entred : And though when 
fuch offices are beftowed, it is commonly the cu- 
ftora for that Perfon, who is invefted in the Em¬ 
ployment given, to kifs the Sleeve of the Grand 
Signior publickly by way of Thanks : Yet, left 
fuch Demonftration of Honour lhould ill affeCt 
the Eyes of the Janifaries, and caufe murmuring 
and repinings amongft the moll envious of the 
Souldiery, his laft Audience was defigned pri¬ 
vately, and his Difpatch procured in more fe¬ 
rret and familiar manner, and therefore more 
obliging than was ufual- J 


To yield fome affiftance to the preftnt grow- 1628. ■. 
ing Charges of the Empire,: ihe Vizier impofeda 
heavy Tax on the Chriftiaris pnd Jews} otbthp 
firft it was levied With all fevericy ; but the JeWs 7 
found more favour by their Artsy and fecret ma* atConfhn- 
nagement. oft Affairs, for they, are a People of tiaople 
fome Authority and Power in Turkic -• they are bowtumi 
curled by particular Perfons, i but careffid byathe 
generality : they are Slaves in all Cpuntries^and 
yet acquire fomewhat of Mafterlhip and pro¬ 
priety: they are Vagabond?,; ; and yet every 
Country ! is-their own : they cannot bhy Lands, 
and yet daily increafe their.Fqrtunes: they mul¬ 
tiply in abundance,, becaufethey all marry,!and 
are not deftroyed by Wars : they are greac .Conr 
fidents of the Turks, and Enemies to the Chri- 
ftians. In fliort, Covetonfnefs in Conftantinople 
is like a pubiick Courtifan, to whom the Jews are 
the Panders and Ruffians, • t ._ 

The Grand Signior palling one day through 1 6 29. 

the Streets, unhappily met with the Ambaflador - 

of the Prince of Tranfylvania ; w;ho becaufe.he 
did not immediately defeend from hisHorfe in 
token of Reverence, he caufed him and his whole 
Family to be imprifbned ; but being afterwards 
excufed by the Chimacam, to have only been a 
matter of inadvertency, his Omiffion was par¬ 
doned, and fo releafed from his Reftraint* 

The Souldiery having for a long time been go¬ 
verned. by a loofe and gentle hand, continued 
their licentious way of living, committing ma- * 
ny outrages oq the Merchants and Inhabitants of 
Conftantinople j againft which many, Decrees 
having been publiflied, and Proclamations madej 
without any efFed or notice of the Souldiery, 
the Vizier was unwilling to dally longer; and 
therefore taking a Spahee and a Janilhry, hanged 
them up, and cut off their Heads : and .with 
fuch courfe and method of Severity, he fo aba¬ 
ted the haughty Stomachs of the Souldiers al¬ 
ready mortified by the afliimption of Abajfa into 
favour, that they began to yield bnto Command, 
and to behold their Rulers with an eye of Refbed, 
as thofe which were feated in fome degree above 
themfelves j for till now there was fcarce a com¬ 
mon Janifary, but who thought himfelf to be 
the Creator or Eledor of his General, and 
therefore to be little inferior- to him in Power 
and Dignity. 

And as this Vizier was fevere towards the 
Souldiery, fo he demeaned himfelf with equal 
rigour towards the Paiha’s and Grandees of the 
Court j which though it was an Humor in the 
Vizier at that conjuncture, laudable and necefla- 
ry, yet it procured him fiich enmity, as removed 
him at a diftance, and caufed him to be lent- into 
Per fix to command the Army, and by that means 
to expofehim to the hazard and difficulties of 
doubtful Succefs in a dangerous War. 

The Vizier being departed, the Grand Sig¬ 
nior appeared in pubiick on Horfe-back, toge¬ 
ther with his Brother by his fide, an unufual fight 
amongft the Turks: But the Queen-Mother, who 
in abfence of the yizier ruled much, commanded 
that it lhould be fo. The Grand Signior had 
this Year a Son born, which caufed great rejoy- 
cing at Conftantinople, becaufe there were few 
Males at that time lurviving of the Ottoman 
Line •, but fcarce was the Feftival ended before 
the Child died. . . 

But let us now for a-while withdraw our 
Dilcourfe from the Wars of Perfta , and look to 
the AftiOns in Poland and Tranfylvania. Meh- ' 
met the late King of Tart ary, whowas fo dif- _ 
pleafing to the Port. ( as we have already related) 
was now dead , to whom fucceeded a Kinfman 
of 


Eleventh Emperor of the Turfy: 


1629, ofI his called Jembeg Cher ay, miverfally pleafing 
and acceptable to that People. 

This new: King, to demonitrate his Prowefs, 
and to adtfomething acceptable to the Port, dif- 
patched forty thoufend Horfe into Podolia and 
Rnjfiato feck and ravage the Country ; which 
dividing themfelves into feveral Parties, made 
their' Incurfions as far as Socal. But in the mean 
time the Polonians and Coflacks having formed 
a ftroqg Body of Horfe under the Command of 
Stephen Chmieleskje, met them at their return 
ThiTdrtars near to Burftinow, where they gave them a total 
nfrthrtnvx overthrow. And in like manner Stanijlaus Lh- 
itndtrs. 0 ' encountred another Party, and over¬ 

threw them-, leaving thirty thoufand flain on 
the plaee, and taking two thoufand Prifoners, 
amongft which was the younger Brother of the 
Tartar King. 

‘ This Defeat, as it was the greateft that ever 
was given to the Tartars, fo it is probable, that 
had it been well profecuted at that time by the 
Polonians, they might have entred the Cherfme- 
ftuTauricus, and without much oppofition have 
put an end to that Kingdom : KutSigifmond King 
of Poland had other Deflgas in hand; fuch 
mixed Monarchies as that, being better. able to 
defend their own Dominions, than to acquire or 
conquer others. 

To this News ill received at Conftantinople , lii- 
iht Dtatb pervened the unexpected Death of Bethlem Gar 
o/Bethlem wr j unexpected, I fey, becaufe that though he 
Gabor. had been long labouring under.the Difeafes of 
Dropfy and Althma, yet the greatnels of his 
Soul, and aCtivenels of his Spirit, mattered for 
a long time his Indifpofition, fo that he- feldom 
or never omitted his Counfels and Bufinefs •, and 
to the very time of his Deadi, was meditating 
and contriving Defigns, whereby to prelerve 
his Dominions, and enlarge them. And in¬ 
deed the Government of Tranfylvania required 
no lels than fuch d ltirring Spirit: for being 
leated between two fuch powerful Monarchs, as 
the Emperor and the Turk, there was need of 
dexterity and courage to fleer between the 
Rocks of fuch oppofite Interefts : Sometimes it 
was neceflary to join with one, and anon with 
the other. So Sigifmond Battori Prince of Tran- 
fylvaniO) uniting his Forces with the Emperor’s, 
in leveral Conflicts overthrew the Turk, and 
kept the Scale in an equal Ballance. Gabor on 
the contrary inclined to the Turks, and Suppor¬ 
ted his Intereft with the Ottoman Power, fol¬ 
lowing fuch Maxims as had been more ruinous 
to Chriftendom, bad he transferred them to a 
Son to imitate and purfue * but dying without 
Blue, the Government devolved to his Princds, 
by Vote of the States of the Country, and by 
Confirmation of the Turk, as we have already 
intimated. 

Gaber knew fo well how to deal and treat with 
the Turks, that he gained an abatement of ten 
thoufand Dollars of the annual Tribute * he 
managed his Affairs fo fubtilly with the Empe¬ 
ror, that he was always invited to a Peace, 
and accordingly made his Advantage by the 
Treaty. 

The other Princes of Chriftendom in like man¬ 
ner courted him, and particularly the Cardinal 
RichelicH employed one Borncmuy a Gentleman of 
Tranfylvania , %-Lover of the French Intereft, to 
be always about himby whofe means, and with 
the affiftance of twenty thoufand Crowns of 
yearly Penfion, he obliged .-him to make War on 
the Emperor, at fuch Seafons as it lhould be in¬ 
timated unto him to be thoft conducing to the 
advantage of France. 


,At length, as wehayefeid, giving way to mor- 1629. 
tality, he died on the 1 $tb of November j after he G'-v-'v* 
had reigned eighteen Years : he was a Prince of 
great Abilities, but exerciftd them ill to the dam- 
mage of Chriftendom j howfoever he wasaSoul- 
dierof extraordinary Courage and Conduct, ha¬ 
ving begun to manage his Sword at feventeeh 
Years of Age 7 and as it is faid, had been enga¬ 
ged in forty two feveral Fights. His Widow Ka- 
therine 7 Sifter of the Elector of Brandenb*rgh 7 
rendred an account to the Port of this Accident, 
and the Grand Signior immediately returned An - 
fwer by Sulficar Aga, condoling the Misfortune, 
and encouraging her to a dependence on the Port: 
which flie accepting with due Refentment, pro- 
mifed^ Obedience to the Grand Signior, and beg¬ 
ged his Protection. But the weather wastoo boi- 
lterous and rude fora Veflelto be navigated well 
under the Pilotage of a Woman; for the fituati- 
on of the Country, between two mighty and po¬ 
tent Monarchs, requited more than a Feminine 
Mind and Courage to free and defend it from the 
Plots, Snares, and Violence with which it was, 
as with a toile, encompafled by thofe two great 
Nimrods of the Eaft and Weft. And though the 
Sultan undertook to defend his Female Ally, yet 
thediverfiondf the Ottoman Arms in Perfta, the 
inteftine Diffractions, and the Minority of the 
Emperor were fuch burdens on the Fouqdation 
pf Empire, and obftruClioris to great and Hero- 
ick Achievements in behalf of the diftrefled Prin- 
cefi, that all the Promifes made to her vyere un¬ 
available and ineffectual.. For Stephen Bethlem, a 
Kinfman of the deceafed Prince, a Manconfpi- 
cuous in his own Perfon and Eftate, as well as for /waded to 
the feveral Governments divided amongft his wither Go. 
Sons, and the intereft he had gained in his Coun? 
try, procured means to convoke the States at 
ClaudiopoUr, andinfinuating the foregoing Incon¬ 
veniences of a Female Government, fo prevailed 
with the Aflembly, that they perfwaded thePrin- 
cefs to yield up herSdveraignty to Stephen Gabor , 
as one better capacitated forRuie and Soveraignty 
than her felf. Stephen having thus obtained his 
intent, entred into a ferious Coniultation with 
his Friends and Relations, whether he lhould la¬ 
bour to confirm the Government to himfelf, and 
entail it to the Family, or renounce it to fome 
other. The firft feemed a Matter very dubious 
and difficult j for that Bethlem Gabor his Prede- 
ceflor, had difobliged the principal Boyards or 
Barons of the Country, and thereby derived aq 
envy and hatred to all his Family : His long and 
violent Government annexed to the Intereft of 
the Turk, had not only rendred his Memory 
odious to his own People, but likewife to the 
Houfe of Aufhia, which would be ready to 
continue the like prejudice and averfion to any 
of the fame Family, as it did to the laft there- 
ofl 

For which Reafons, after due and mature 
confideration, it was refolved to offer the Go¬ 
vernment to George Ragottkie, a Perfon rich in 
Mony, and of great Intereft, by reafon qf the 
JurifdiCtion and Caftles which he poflelfed in 
Hungary , belonging to his own paternal Inheri¬ 
tance ; and in^iurfuance thereof, they fentSff- 
phen the fecond, Son, and Solomon a Kinfman of 
that Family^ for Arabafladors to Ragouii. re-' 
presenting to him, that they had preferred his 
Merit before the Intereft of their own Family ; H, e ptiad. 
and therefore defired him, that he would be pditj offer* 
pieafedto take upon himfelf the Regoncy of the id to Ra- 
Principality. { . .. goek£,' 

The offer of Governnleht was i favou'ry Baft 
to the Palate of Rogotski i which he embraced 
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t62 9. with Angular affe&ation and contentment, and 
was eafily perfvcaded on this occafion, t6 take a 
Journey to Waradui , one of the principal For- 
trelles and Places of cbnfideration in that whole 
Province, and was there received by Stephen the 
Ambaflador, Governor of the Citadel,. with 
firing all the Cannon, and with thecdpmion Joy 
and Feftivity of the whole City. But in the 
mid ft of this Mirth, an unexpected Mefienger 
arrived with News, thatthe States had with com¬ 
mon confent elected another Prince, which was 
Stephen Bethlem, Father of the Ambaflador, and 
Author of thisGounfel. 

Ragotski was ftrangcly furprifed with this In¬ 
telligence, and the Atttbafladors were put to 
the blulh to fee their Negotiations under fuch a 
Ihameful defeat : Howfoever revolving to con¬ 
tinue conftant to their firft Election, and to re¬ 
nounce the Intereft of their own Family, they 
Hill maintained the fame obfequious Offices of 
Honour and Reverence towards Ragotski as for¬ 
merly. 

And notwithftanding the Orders received from 
the States to abftain from any other dcraonltra- 
tions of Honour to Ragotski , than what were or¬ 
dinary towards a private Perfon of his Quality 
and Riches -, and that he fhould retire from the 
Confines of Tranjylvartia to the PrecinCts of his 
own Caftles : yet they ftill perfifted to execute 
their firft Commiflion, and fo to attract People 
to his Party ; that the number thereof daily in*- 
creafing, it was at length agreed, that the firft 
Eledlion not being fair, the Point in Controverfy 
fhould be determined at Saz.burg > - a City of 
Saxony. 

The States General being aflemHed, Ragotski 
accompanied his Pretenfions with a large effufion 
of Gold, the moft powerful and molt convincing 
Argument imaginable : to which he added. That 
he. had no defign to afFedt the Principality, had 
hot the fame been firft offered to him from Ste¬ 
phen Gabor the Father by the Hand of his Son : 
That it was very improper for that Perfon to 
offer a Dignity to another, which he affe&cd for 
himfclf: that it was in the power of the Tran- 
fylvanians; not to have offered him the Princi¬ 
pality j but having once chofen him to it, they 
could not, withoutiiis difparagement and preju¬ 
dice, retraCt from their Election. 

In Ihort, thefe Confiderations, afifted by the 
Intereft of the Prinoefs Dowager, fo far pre¬ 
vailed, that Stephen Bethlem was put afide, and 
Ragotski Ragotski , who attended the fuccefsof this Mat- 
thojtn ter at TParadin ,was with commfln confirm eleCted 
rriice. prince; from whence.being with great Accla¬ 
mations, and a general concburfe of the People, 
conducted to Alba Julia ; he there took the tribal 
Oath with much Solemnity and Magnificence : 
and with Princely Magnificence, entertained and 
treated the cwo.Ambafladors, Stephen and Solo¬ 
mon, and difpenled freely his Mony unto divers, 
who before being Enemies, were now reconci¬ 
led, and become his Friends and Admirers. Li¬ 
berality in a Prince, is the moft refplendent 
Gemm in all his Crown,and is a Light fo forcible, 
that it dalles Envy it felf, and puts Out all the 
_Eyes of Sufpicion and Jealoiify. 

1630. By this time the Great Vizier was far advan- ! 

-ced with his Army into Ptrjia , having been en- | 

couragcd to proceed by the feigned Flight, or i 
rather Retreat of the Enemy,, who burned, de- > 
ftroyed, and laid wafte all round them, as they 
retired; which put the Turks to fuch inextrica¬ 
ble Difficulties, that in two months March, they 
had all the Inconveniencies and Mtferies to con¬ 
tend with, which commonly attend Armies in 


ftrahge. : Countries; the Plains throngh which t&x). 
they travelled were abandoned 1 bv the Irihabi- 
taut?, and void of ProVifronsj the'Mountains 
were covered with Snow and edmfordefs r and 
what was worft, : the Perffans kept all the narrow 
Paffages fo ftrongly guarded!, that the 1 Vizier was 
now more in danger of Famine than Of the 
Sword^ but being a Perfon of forfeit Senfe.and 
Experience in Military Affairs, 1 W’patiently di£ 
ingaged himfelf from the ihtrica,^ of fbefe Dag¬ 
gers ; and encamjbingfoi-s Army In’jfe of 

Amidan, he fo provoked the hSfSpirits of the 
Perfiags, that they refolve to aflaulc him ontha't 
fide of his Camp, which they judged to be the 
moft vyeakly dferepdda 1 ^ of which having fome 
adverrifement, he fecretly laid hp AmbuIcddO 
in the way 5 which fo happily fucceeded, that he A 
killed eight thoufand, Perlians on the place: but g^ntdbyik 
howfoever the Viftoty eoft fo dear, and was fo Turks over 
bloody, by the lofs of the ftouteft Janifaries, titPnfieu 
and the braveftof the Souldiery, that the News 
thereof made little noife or rpjoycing at Con¬ 
stantinople, / 

With this Intelligence the Vizier demanded 
new Recruits •, for that befides the abatement of 
his Numbers by the laft Engagement, the Mul¬ 
titudes of the Enemy increafed, and his own 
Souldiers fled from their Colours; of which ma¬ 
ny being obferved to enter Constantinople , not¬ 
withftanding the fevere Decrees of Martial Law 
puMahed againft them, put the Grand Signior 
into A high Cholor and Indignation. Arid be- Thtdiffiid- 
ingdefirous to reinforce the Vizier’s Army with ty«J fading 
ail the-Recruits that he was able, Proclamations Mm 
were made, that all the Militia at Confla»tinople Pcrfw ’ 
foould immediately pafs over unto Scutari under 
their refpe&ive Commanders; and that whofo- 
ver received one Afper of Pay from the Grand 
Signior in quality of a Souldier, fhould imme¬ 
diately pafi die Chanel into Aft*, and follow 
their Leaders to the War.* But fo great was 
the abhorrency which the Souldiers had to this 
March into Perft *, calling it the Sepulchre and 
Cemetery of the Turks, that few or none would 
obey, every one flying, hiding, and lbifting for 
himfelf as well as he could: During which Fears 
and Troubles, the Ways from Per/ta were fo ob- 
ftrufted by theCurdes, thatin the (pace of three 
or four Months, no News arrived at Constantino¬ 
ple from the Army ; which caufed as great appre- 
henfions and affrighttnents there, as if the Em¬ 
pire had been reduced to the utmoft extremity. 

Nor did the Sultan want Jealoufies and Fears of 
receiving Affronts from the Empefor, and King 
of Poland ; the firft of which had a fair oppor¬ 
tunity prefented of regaining all’ Tranfylvqnia, 
efpecially at a time when that Country was di¬ 
vided by two feveral Factions : but more pref- 
fing and troublefom were the Coflacks, who dai- n ‘ Co fa c i s 
ly infefted the Black Sea ; and ter the great re- 7“^ * 
proach of the Imperial City, perpetually di- 
fturbed it with Alarms, palling up almoft in 
light of ConHantittopk. Of which Complaints 
being made to the Polonian Ambaflador, he an- 
fwered with fome indignation. That the Cof- 
facks had reafon for what they ofted; for that 
fince the Tartars had, by Orders from the 
Grand Signior, made their late irruption into 
that Country, as they could well prove from the 
Corniniffion taken amongft theSraggage of the 
Prince of Tartary in the laft Defeft^the Coflacks 
might -with all juftice aflumeto themfelves a me¬ 
thod of Revenge. 

But the Grand Signior not “being able to fup- 
port this Affront, or to foe himfelf braved on 
the very Banks of his Imperial "Seat, and his 
Villages 
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16so. Villages and Towns round about burnt apd pi!- 
lagedby acrewof Free-booters and Pirats, caft, 
all the blame on the Chimacham; to whom, in 
his rage, he gave fuch a blow with his Fift on the 
Face, that Blood iflued from, his Nofe and had 
not the Queen-Mother interceded for him, he had 
been delivered into the Hand of th,e Executio¬ 
ner to take away his Life- : Nor was the Cap¬ 
tain-Pallia in lefs danger at. his return •, bepaufe, 
that upon his aflurance, that the Coffaks,yvpuld 
not for that Year make any attempt in . the 
Chanel of Constantinople ,' tfie Grand signior had 
aflented, that .the Fleet of Gallics fhou.ld that 
Summer make a Voyage- into the Archipelago : 
Which Miftake having been the.caufe of alLthis 
Affront, the Captain-Palha was to. fliare in the 
blame, and had likewifo in the puniflimei.it,, had 
not good Friends interpofed between him and 
Danger. 

Nor were the Coflacks fatisfied with theif late 
Plunder, but ipeedily made another return with 
two hundred Boats; and though the whole 
Fleet of Gailies were then in Pert, yet they had 
the bolcfoefs to proceed as far as Pompefs. Pillar, 
and thereby to hinder all Provilions from palling 
to Constantinople by way of the Black-Sea. And 
what gave greater fear than all this,was the News 
which came at the fame time, that the Poles were 
on the Frontiers with thirty thoufand Horfe \ to 
whom immediatly a Chaous, or Envoy was dif- 
•, patched with Proportions very advantagious to 
the Crown of Poland, conditionally, that the con¬ 
tinual Irruptions made by the Golfacks fhould be 
ftopped, and they reftrained within the due 
Terms of Peace and Moderation. 

The Chaous found a civil Reception from the 
Polesy and promifos of Compliance, in regard 
that the King had fome Intentions of making 
War upofi the Mufcovite. 

. But whilft thefe tilings were in agitation, and 
that the Chaous was ready td return, behold, 
on a fudden News came, that ten thoufand Tar¬ 
tars were broken into Podplia ; which put all 
things back again, and fo changed the ftile of 
Affairs, that inftead of Articles of Peace, the 
Chaous was again returned with the Menaces of 
War, and with Reproaches for the laft perfidi¬ 
ous Action. 

Notwithftanding all thefe Troubles abroad, 
the puilfance of the Ottoman Empire might have 
been able to have ftruggled with greater Difficul¬ 
ties, had not its own 1 n teftine Diftra£tions ren- 
dred all things dangerous, and of a malevolent 
Afpeft. 

neVifor- The Government was at that time chiefly in 

otto nthe ^ an< ^ s the f° ur Brothers-in-Law, wlio 
had married four Sifters of the Grand Signior’s; 
and for that reafon were powerful, and employ¬ 
ed in the principal Offices of State, and com¬ 
monly drew contrary to the Opinions of the 
fllufti and Chimacham; which two laft were not 
well accorded between themfelves, for that the 
latter encroached on the Office of the Mufti, to 
the great fcandal and difeontent of all the Reli¬ 
gious and Literate Men in the whole City; how- 
. foever they both joined in confoltation by what 
means they might belt fecure themfelves and the 
Government from the Lufts and evil Defigns of 
this quadruple Fraternity; but their Wiidom 
and Interefts were too weak to contrive Reme¬ 
dies againft fuch high Opprelflons; for befides 
the Violences daily pradtifed by the Brothers, the 
extravagant Humors in the Sultan himfelf, ad¬ 
ded to theDifordersof State, and increafed the 
Difeontent and Diflatisfadtiocs of the People : 
For though Marat was naturally endowed with a 


good Wit and Parts, was ftout, and of a good 1630. 
Courage: yet as his perpetual Debauchery in 0^-0 
Wine rendred him fo appearance but of a weak 
Underftanding, mixed with much Levity, fo it 
caufed his Accelfionsof the Falling-ficknefs (to 
which he was fubject) to return often, whereby 
the ftrength of his Brain was daily weakened 
and impaired. He was negligent alfo in the 
performance of thofe Ceremonies which his An- 
ceftprs were accuftoraed to obferve ; nor did he 
live with that gravity and regular Courfe which, 
is agreeable to the Grandeur of fo great a 
Prince : for fometiraes he would go out of his 
Seraglio with no other Attendance than of three 
or four Men, which were for the molb part Buf¬ 
foons, players upon theGittern, and Eunuchs ; 
and with no better an Equipage would he fome- 
timejivbpifren 0n Hprfe-back, or in his Boat 
rowed :Op the Bojfhorns with fix Oats only : by 
which. A.dtions, apd other fallies of Youth, he 
created fpeh a contempt, towards his -Perfon, 
that evil,A|ten grew fatuous and weary, anden- 
tred into Confpiracies againft his Life, whilft 
the good Men feared and prefaged the ruin and 
downfal of the Empire: for neither Juftice, 
nor Order, nor Obedience, prevailed; no Of¬ 
fices were conferred for Merit, but by Mony, or 
fome other unlawful Means; there remained 
no CounfelJors of true Faith and Integrity, nor 
Souldiers almoft, either of experience Tor Sea 
or Land-adventures. The People, being bur¬ 
dened by double Taxes and Imports, were muti¬ 
nous, and' ready to take the leaft Fire of Rebel-, 
lion ;; the Souldiery. were diforderly for want of 
Difdpline and their conftant Pay : the Pallia’s of 
remote Provinces grew infolent, taking upon 
themfelves rather an abfolute than a depending 
Sovereignty. 

In fliort, all thingslooked with that black ap¬ 
pearance, that nothing feemed to keep the Frame 
of Empire together, but only the expectation 
of good Succefs to the Army in PerJIat, the which; 
as it depended on uncertain Events, fo the Ot¬ 
toman Monarchy was then lhaking, ar.d Hood 
totteringon its deepeft Foundation. 

Wherefore all People being intent to hear of 
good News from Perfia, were much pleafed to 
underftand, that the Vizier having, by advan¬ 
tage in the laft Engagement, laden bis Army 
with Plunder and Spoils, was now preparing to 7h Vki, r 
befiege Bagdat ; for whofe gpod Succefs, Pray- pnpiresto 
ers were daily made in the Mofchs ; and the Ww&i' 
Schoolmafters furrounded the Streets with their dac " 
young Scholars, finging out Prayers with the 
Amen at every Period, according to the Guftoni 
of that Country. 

The Vizier marched towards Bagdat , and be¬ 
gan to befiege it about the ic th of September .- In 
order whereunto, he amafled great abundance 
of all forts of Provilions, and made his Maga¬ 
zine of them at Moful , two thoufand Camels, 
each laden with two Sacks of Cotton, every 
Sack being of about ten foot long, were carried 
to the Siege, for fhelter of the Souldiery, and 
to fill the Ditches. 

The Vizier having palled part of his Army 
over the River Tigris , the.reft with the Cannon 
remaining on the hither fide, he difpatched Na- 
fuf Pafhaof Aleppo , with fix thoufand Spahees, 
to take a view of the Piace, and to difoover the 
Avenues unto it. In his way thither, he met 
with eight thonfand Perfian Horfe font to rein¬ 
force the Garifon, which he valiantly engaged; 
but being dangeroufly wounded, was forced to 
retreat, with the loft of almoft half of his 
Men, part killed, and part taken: thofc which 1 
were 
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1630. were carried Prifoners to Bagdat, were treated 
v^-y-o with a11 civility by the Governor, who gave 
them a view of the Garifon, which confilted of 
twenty thoufand effeftive Men 3 fliewed them 
their Stores and Provifion'* and that there was 
fcarce an unufeful Mouth in all the City to de¬ 
vour them. 

ThiSitje. Notwithftanding this Difafterat the begin¬ 
ning, the Vizier nothing difmayed, proceeded 
on his Defign, fpending the whole Mofith of 
September in making his Approaches. In the 
Month of Ottober, he mounted eighteen Pieces 
of great Cannon, which for the fpace of twenty 
five days battered continually the Curtain be¬ 
tween the tvvo Baftions, on which were four 
Pieces of Cannon not perceived by the Turks 3 
there was alfo a deep and large Ditch not difeo- 
veredbythem, for that it was plankedoVer With 
Boards, and covered with a green Turf, fo that 
it appeared like plan and firm Ground-: the 
Breach being made, and feemingly undefended, 
the Turks refolved to make an Aflault*; where¬ 
fore the Vizier, on the 20 th of November , com¬ 
manded the Spahees, under the Conduit of the 
Beglerbei of Anatolia, accompanied with Pa- 
Iha’s, Sangiacks, and other Perfons of Note; 
as alfo with Janifaries, to the number of thirty 
thoufand, to enter the Breach: which being 
performed, and great numbers crowding on the 
Turf, the weight of them prefled down the 
Planks3 and therewith the whole Engine giving 
way, five or fix thoufand were in a moment ta¬ 
ken, as it were, in a Pit-fall, and fwallowed up 
without any poflibility of Succour to be yielded 
from their Companions. After which on an in¬ 
fant there appeared fifteen thoufand Men on the 
Breach and on the Baftions > which with their 
Cannon, and continual Vollies of Musket iho't, 
fo galled the Spahees, that they broke their main 
Body, and killed the Beglerbei of Anatolis, with 
other Peafons of Note and Quality, and made 
the whole Army to retreat. 

siege Two days after this Difgrace, the Vizier rai- 
reifed. f e d the Siege, and marched towards Moful-, 

. and the Perfians encouraged with this Succefs, 
purfued the Turks with eight thoufand Horfe, 
aflailed the Rear-guard of the Enemy; and 
thongh the Conduct and Care thereof was com¬ 
mitted to the charge of the Pallia’s of Aleppo 
and Damafcui , yet the Perfians killed three 
thoufand Turks, and had defeated the whole 
Rear of the Army, had not the Spahees turned 
their Horfes, and withftood the fhock with great 
Valour. 

Notwithftanding this diihonourable Retreat, 
the Vizier loft not his Courage, or hopes of 
taking the Town 3 in order unto which, heap- 
pointed all things neceflary to renew the Siege 
again in the Months of September and OSlober 
following, for thac the foregoing Months are 
either too rainy, or too hot in thofe Countries, 
to undertake a Defign or Enterprize of that Na¬ 
ture : He fortified all the fmall Places in thofe 
parts round,and quartered his Souldiers in them; 
fothat having all conveniencies of living, they 
might be induced to continue, and not abandon 
their Colours : efpecially he took care to fortify' 
jtlay, a place of about two days journey from 
Bagdat, reinforcing the Garifon with fix thou¬ 
fand Men, under the command of three Begler- 
begs, in regard that it was a very confiderable 
Pafs, and the principal Magazine and Granary 
of Corn and other Provifion. 

At the fame time he fent Letters to Conftanti- 
nople , reprefenting the ftate of his Affairs to be 
in a hopeful condition 3 and defiring Recruits 


both of Men and Mony, gave great aflilrances 1630. 
of conquering the City at the next Attempt: <-'*v~vj 

In this perrilous Condition of the Ottoman The p»u s 
State, one would have imagined that Chriftian 
Princes would have feen their own Intereft, and 
made ufe of their advantage j but God not 
having as yet fixed a Period to the Bounds of this 
Empire, was pleafed, by his fecret Providence, 
to divert both the Emperor and King of Poland 
from making War with the Turk, inclining them 
to employ their Arms on their Chriftian Neigh¬ 
bours'. For though the Chaous C as we have faid 
before ) was returned from Poland with difdain, 
and an angry Meffage, yet the Chimacam, when 
he made Mofes Vay vod of Moldavia , enchargcd 
him to perform all Offices of Mediation between 
the. Grand Signior and the Poles.; perfwading 
them to reftrain the Ihcurfions of the Coflacks, 
and to fend an Ambaffador to the Port. In 
which Affair Mofes fo well performed his Nego¬ 
tiation, that applying Lenitives to the Anger of 
the Poles, he reduced them to Articles of Peace, 
and to promifes of reftraining the Coflacks, on 
coadition, that the Turks reciprocally forbid 
and withhold the Tartars from joining or af¬ 
fording afliftance to his Enemies the Mufto- 
vites. 

Thefc Conditions being agreed, the Ambaf¬ 
fador was lent from Poland to Confiantinople , 
where he was received with as much Joy, as" he 
was expefted wirh Impatience. The Coflacks tbscoffseks 
and Tartars were two forts of people which mdTsrtsrt 
lived equally on Spoils and Booty 3 the firft as «»**■<«• 
offenfive to the Turk, as the latter to the Pole 3 
and therefore as it was an equal Benefit, fo it 
was an Agreement of even Terms, to counter¬ 
change the Caution given reciprocally for one 
and the other. 

But the Engagement for fuch wild People* 
was more eafily given than performed3 which 
becaufe it was a Point agreeable to both Par¬ 
ties, it was exprefled with the moft clear Words 
and ftrift Terms poflible. 

The’Poles were weary and grieved to fee their 
Provinces depopulated by the Tartars, who 
yearly carried away fome thoufands of Souls. 

The Turks on the other fide were not lefsinfe- 
fted with the Coffacks, who captivated their 
People, burnt their Towns and Villages, and 
kept them in continual Alarms. 

But becaufe thefe People are hardly reftrained 
from their Robberies and Pillaging, the Poles, as 
a Remedy, refolved to carry the Coffacks to 
the War againft the Mufcovite and better to 
fecure the Tartar,the Polilh Ambaflador was obli¬ 
ged to pay them twenty thoufand Florins yearly, 
and fix thoufand pair of Boots, according to the 
ancient Articles of Peace. On which* Confide- 
rations the Tartars were .engaged never to en¬ 
ter Poland in a hoftile manner, but to ferve that 
King in his Wars againft all Nations whatfoever, 
the Turks only excepted. _ 

In this manner were the Turks this Year freed 1631. 
from all apprehenfions of Alarm from the Cof¬ 
facks, and of War with Poland. And the Em¬ 
peror was fo bufied concerning the furprize of 
Montana, and engaged in the Quarrel about 
that Dutchy, and with fome ambitious thoughts 
relating to Italy , that the Turks hoped to have rmbltsin 
profecuted their Wars in Per ft a without fear of Hungary. 
Diverfion from the Weftern Parts. But yet the 
Affairs towards the parts of Germany were not fo 
well fecured, but that the turbulent Spirit of 
Ragotski adminiftred fubjeft for Diflention ■, for 
being lately feated (as we have fakl) in his 
. Principality, he was doubtful whether it were 
moft 
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1630. moil for his Intereft to incline unto the Empe- 
for, or to,the Turk*, and whilll both Parties 
courted his Friendlhip, and cheapned his ac¬ 
knowledgments, (for of necelfity he muft be a 
Vaffal to one or the other) the Heyducks who 
were Tenants to the Lands of Gabor, refufed to 
return to the Obedience of the Emperor, de¬ 
manding proteftion from the Grand Signior. 
The jealoufy of thofe ill Confequences which 
this Commotion might produce, alarmed all the 
Country : and the Emperor and Ragotski being 
hereby raifed to a mutual Defiance, advanced 
their Troops one againft the other upon the 
Frontiers: But all Hungary trembling with fear 
of thofe Calamities which enfue from War, fe- 
veral of thofe concerned, interpofed fo far to¬ 
wards an Accommodation,that Deputies were ap¬ 
pointed to meet at Cajfovia to treat of Peace. 
But irf the mean time the Palatine of Hungary 
pafling eight thoufand Men over the River Tibi fi¬ 
cus, to make feifure of a certain Fort built by 
George Bafts, fo alarmed and awakened Ragotski, 
that he difpatched a Gentleman to him to de¬ 
mand the Caufe of this Motion 3 and not re¬ 
ceiving an anrwer agreeable to his expeftation, 
he advanced upon him with an Army of ten 
thoufand Men, and engaging him with great re- 
folution, killed four thoufand on the place, and 
fo cau.fed him to retire: from thefe beginnings all 
the mifebiefs of a bloody War had certainly enfu- 
ed, had not Ragotski reftfed to receive Succours 
from the Turk', but he depending on his own 
ftrength (having fifteen thoufand Men in Arms for 
defence of his Hereditary Lands in Hungsryjcon- 
temned all external Affiftances, as favouring too 
much of vaflalage and dependance : howfoever 
the Palha’s of the Frontiers aflembled their Forces, 
and yet afted with fuch caution, as hot to proceed 
to an open Rupture ; for the Wap in Perfia be- 
iug'unfuccefsftl and preffing, required moderati¬ 
on and Lenitives on this fide,that fo the differen¬ 
ces now on the Frontiers might be transferred to 
an opportunity more leafonable for dilpnte. 

1 tS , 1, In the month of September Sultan Morse being 
=r — - A at his fmall Seraglio called Doom Palha, and fleep- 
morafiigk- bag there one night in his Bed, he was on a fud- 
nd with den awakned by a terrible Lightning 3 which en- 
Lightning. tring his Chamber,furrounded his Bed,leaving fe* 
veral Marks on his Sheets and Qjiilts 3 and whilft 
he fought fome place to hide himfelf in, it paf- 
fed under his Arm, and burnt part of his Shirt 3 
the afrightment of which fo aftonilhed him, 
that he remained for fome time in a fwound, 
which for ever after did much impair the 
ftrength of his Brain:He now began to be fenfible 
that there were other Thunder-bolts than thofe 
that proceeded from his own Throne 3 and,like 
Tiberius , learned to tremble at the Voice of 
God, whilft he heard him fpeak in the Clouds: 
Nec Beam unqusm nifi iratum pertinuit, & turbs- 
tiori Calo fulminantem. And fo affefted was the 
Sultan with this Accident, that afterwards he 
difmilled divers of his Buffoons from the Court 3 
and particularly a Mute, whofe ridiculous Ge- 
ftures were his common Diverdfement, and for 
fome time caufed tiim to abftain from Wine 3 
and as a farther token of his. Converfion and 
Thankfulnefs to God for this efeape, he ordered 
five thoufand Dollars to be given in Alms to the 
Boor, and Korban to be made of three hundred 
Sheep 3 and the Friday following, he folemnly 
went to the Mofch, to render Thanks unto God 
for having fo prodigioufly preferved him from 
the Executioner of his Vengeance. 

During aU this time the Great Vizier wanting 
Succours and Supplies of Men and Mony, had 


great difficulty to contain his People in their due » 1631. 
Obedience, or within the Bounds of their Quar- 
ters j for they were apt to leave their Colours, 
and would really have disbanded, had not their 
Spirits been daily held up with the hopes and a- 
mufements of Pay and Recruits. 

The four Brethren-in-Law, which greatly ap- 

E rehended left their Power and Authority Ihould 
e abated by the return of the Vizier, cxerciicd 
all the diligence they were able to make new 
Levies, the reinforcement of which might infill 
new Courage into the Souldiery, and be a means 
to continue the Vizier in thofe parts 3 but the 
Mufti obftrufted all Levies on the fide of Greece , 
and the Frontiers of Chriftendom, alledging.

Wijfe this ill fuccefs the Vizier retreated honi 
Afoful as far as Mir din, from whence i:e re¬ 
doubled his Inftances for Supplies for Men and 
Mony.

It happened about that time,that a Turkifh Wo¬ 
man, a Slave, was found aboard a French Ship, 
ready to fail from Conflantinople 3 which the 
Turks hiahly refented, and aggravated theGrime 
fo much ~againft the French Amballadour, that 
they imprifoned his Son then embarqued, and 
would have confifeated the VefTel and her Lading. 
In thofe days the Chriftian Ambafladors refident j 
at that Court, kept better Union and Correfpon- 
dence among themfelves than they do at prefent; 
fo that all of them, as concerned, joined toge¬ 
ther to reprefent before the chief Minifters, 
that fuch.a Fault merited not fo grand a Forfei¬ 
ture, for that it was molt probable to have been 
committed without the privacy either of the 
AmbafTador,or Commander of the Ship.The Am- 
balladors then refident were Sir Peter Wych for 
England-, the Sieur Marcheville for France , and 
Pietro Fofcarini for Venice ; at whofe warm and 
urgent Inftances the Turks condefcended tore- 
leafe the Veflel, and the Goods laden upon her, 
with free liberty to depart. Howfoever it be¬ 
ing reprefented to the Grand Signior by the Cap- 
tain-Palha ( who is Admiral of the Seas ) that 
one Baldafar , an Armenian by Nation, but Dra¬ 
goman or Interpreter to the French Ambafla- 
dor, was a principal Inftrument to move the 
Ambafladors to unite in this Pretence; and be¬ 
ing obferved to manage the Intereft of his Ma¬ 
iler with warm and earneft Sollicitations, the 
furly Sultan grew fo angry, that one of his own 
Slaves Ihould prefume to manage a Difpute with 
The French him, in Fury and Rage, commanded that he 
Ins'IiT' ft° u ld be immediately empaled; and that he 
‘ 1 ’ might be allured that his Sentence took effect, he 
would fee him with his own Eyes on the Stake 
before he would pafs the Water to his Seraglio at 
Scutari. The resolution was fo fudden, and the 
Execution fo fpeedy, that there was neither Ear 
lent to hear, nor Time given to mediate in his 
behalf; and the Ad being performed, com¬ 
plaints would not ferve to redrefs a tyrannous 
Adion now paft Remedy,and not to be recalled:

Thefe Advantages being Well reprefented,, 
took place eafiiyft the mind of Marat , fo that, 
hie' difpatched^ex^fefs Orders to the Palha of 
Buda to aflemBie his Forces, and put all things in 
a readinels on the Frontiers: in compliance with,; 
which, though the Palha fet forth bis Tents, and 
made great appearance of a March, yet fome fe- 
cret Defigns cabled him to move flowly, and to 
afeCt a Peace rather than a War 3 fo that receiv¬ 
ing an Ambaffador from the Emperor at P<Jf, he 
readily Admitted him, and gave him fafeCondudt' 
and Convoy unto Confiantinoplt: at which time' 
Advices coming;' that the 1 Great Gujlavtts Adol¬ 
phus was flafo, arid that the Affairs of the Swedes 
went backwards and unftccdsfoUy in Germany , 
altered all the Meafures of the Ottoman Coun- 
fels; and though Ragotski endeavoured all he 
was able to foment the Differences, and encou¬ 
rage the Turks to a War, having befides other 
Ipecious Pretences, an Army of thirty thoufand 
Men in a readfoefs to joyn .with the Turks a- 
gainft the Emperor 3 howfoever the Turkslook- 
jiig on the Condition of the Swedes as defperate, 
and the Proffers of Ragotski to be uncertain, and 
A / ta ‘ l of no true Foundation, and the State of Affairs 
tnfen the amongft themfelves to be turbulent and unfet- 
Emperer' led, gave a kind Reception to the Emperor’s 
mi Grand Ambaffador, arid figned the Agreement for con¬ 
sul-. tinuance of the Truce. 

By this, and. other A< 9 ions of like Nature, Ra¬ 
gotski loft much of his Eftcem with the Emperor 
and the Grand Signior 3 the firft always looked 
on him as an Ambitious Prince, exciting the 
Turk againft him, andreadyontheleaft Occa- 
fion to enter his Country with Fire and Sword : 
The other locked on. him as a Falfe Friend, who 
never made Prpffers, but thofe which Iquared 
with his own Defigns and Intereft 3 and parti¬ 
cularly he had difgufted tiie Port, by prefumfog 
to inflate one Matthias in the Principality of 
Walachia , and to eje# another conllituted there 
by Authority of the Grrind Signior, called Stri- 
diaBei , or Lord Oyfiers, becaofe his Father was 
aFilher-man, and gained a good Eftate by the 
Trade of Oyfters 3 howfoever it being the 
Grand Signior’s Pleafure to ordain fuch a Perfon 
to that Office, it was a Prefumptfon, and a bold 
Piece of lifurpatioh ft Ragotski, to dilpofe of 
that Government, by virtue of his own Angle

' ‘Whilft the Turks wire appointing a new Cap- 
tain-Pafha, and again refitting their, Fleet, the 
Pa(h’aof 'jDrfwi«yci«difpailched aShmmops to Fa- . 
car dr* tofurrender Seitte upto him, with other 
Cailles and Places of Strength. The Old Man 
refided ‘then zBarut, where pretending to be 
retired from all BufinefS, anfwerC'd, that he had 
rclTgned the whole Government into the Hands 
of his Son Ah, as he ted already tettified by 
Publick Ads : that he was but a Subjed, and a 
Souldier under his Son, and therefore to him 
they ought to make their Applications.

"aftin For which Reafon, without farther inquiry, he 
Merchant, was hanged in his) Shirt on the top of his Jar¬ 
dac, witli a red Streamer in his Hand, that fo 
the Grand Signior might be Pure that the Sen¬ 
tence was executed. The Eftatc of Zanettt, whe¬ 
ther belonging to himfelf or Principals, was con- 
fifeated 3 but in regard the Goods, forfecurity, 
were privately conveyed to the Ware-houfes of 
feveral Frank Merchants, ftrift fearch was made 
for them •, but in regard the Marks and Num¬ 
bers were altered, they could not be diftfoguilh- 
ed : wherefore the Grand Signior concluding, 
that all the Frank Merchants had combined to¬ 
gether to deceive him, he imprifoned every Man 
of them > nor would he releafe them, until they 
had paid forty thoufand Dollars for their Ran- 
fora and Liberty. 

After which, upon pretence of a Plot, or A- 
greement of the Franks to defend themfelves 
from the leviation of this Tax, _ the Turks 
fearched their Houfes for Arms 3 in taking of 
which they were fo rigorous, that they fpared 
not fo much as a Birding-piece 3 nor yet the 
Sword of Sir Ptter Wych , then Ambaflador for 
England, though he allcdged, that it was the ve¬ 
ry Sword with which his Majelty had conferred 
the Honour of Knighthood upon him. 

But from thefe Tranfaftions at Home, let ns 
pals to the Wars in Poland and Perfia. That In¬ 
vincible Prince, Vladiflasu King of Poland, had 
gained fuch good Succefs againft the Czar of 
Mafcovy, that the Czar was forced to demand 
Afliltance from the Turks. The Grand Signior, 
though he had lately made a Peace with Poland, 
and fworn to maintain the Articles of Cb’ocin, 
concluded by his Predeceflbr Sultan Ofman\ yet 
the continual Depredations which the Goflacks 
made, did always adminifter reafonable Preten¬ 
ces fora War: To which Abafa, one of his 
chief Counfellors, a valiant and prefuttiptuous 
Captain, did much incite him 3 for promiling to 
himfelf the Conduft of that Army defigned a- 
gainft Poland , did much flatter the Sultan and 
himfelf with the Fancy of mighty Succefs. 

Ta Turks The War being thus refolved upon, the Turk, 
nuke Wtr w lio commonly ftrikes before he Quarrels, gave 
cn the Orders to Aba fa to make Levies of Men in Mol- 

dovirt and Falachia 3 and to put the Tartars in 
Arms, and the Militia of Buda, and of the Pam 
along the Danube into a warlike Pofture, and 
with ail Expedition to enter Poland. 

Abafa who had with wonderful diligence put 
his Troops in readinefs, ordered the Tartars, 
with a Body of fifteen thoufand Men to enter Po¬ 
land , which they performed with fuch celerity, 
that palling the River of Tyre above Chociu and 
Rincz.ug , they in a few hours laid wafte for the 
fpace of ten Leagues round Kcmenitz, and fo 
retired with their Booty into Moldavia. : how- 
fpever their hafte was not attended with fuch 
goodfpeed, but that they were overtaken on 
the 4 th of July by Stamflans Komfpolzki , General 
of the Polilh Army, withfoo greater Force than 
two thoufand five hundred Horfe 3 howfoever 
furpriling them whillt they were feeding their 
Horfes, he put them into fuch Confufion and 
Diforder, that he eafily recovered all their Boo¬ 
ty, and took five of their chief Men Prifoners 3 
of which the Son-in-Lavv of the Cantemir was 


one. But this was a faint Refrelhment in refpeft 1 
to that terrible Storm of fixty thoufand Men, 
compofed of Turks, Tartars, Moldavians and 
Valachians; which under the Command of A- 
baffa had already palled the Danube. 

Konifpolzki the Polilh General, having not fuf- 
ficient Force to oppofe them in open Fields nor 
time to aflemble a greater Army, gathered what 
Supplies he could from the ColTaeks and Lords 
of that Country, aiid therewith encamped him¬ 
felf upon a Hill between the River Tyr and the 
Town of Chocin, shat he might be the better 
able to fuccour Kemenitz., which the Enemy de¬ 
figned to allault. 

Abafa who contemned this weak Force of the 
Poles, refoived, without farther confideration, ., 
to attack them in their own Camp,'and force 
them to fight 3 of which the Poles being well Turks and 
advifed, placed leveral Pieces of Artillery, and the Poles. 
lined all the Hedges and Ditches with Mufque- 
tiers, where the Turks were neceflarily to pafs, 
drawing out their whole Army into Batalia* 
the Turks who haftened the neareft way to 
charge the Enemy, fell into the Ambulh, where 
having loft about five hundred Men, they began 
to make a ftand, and to confider of fome more 
advantageous way to their Defign. Wherefore 
Abafa taking another Courfe, which he judged 
to be free from all concealed Dangers, ordered 
the Tartars to charge the Right Wing, arid the 
Moldavians and Valachians the left of the Ene¬ 
my, and he with his Turks would right the main 
Body. The Tartars with great Refolution perr 
formed their part, and had wholly defeated that 
Wing,had not fPifnovitzJtj,viith fomc Troops and 
a Train of fmall Artillery, comein feafonably to 
their Succour : The Moldavians and Valachians 
fought fo faintly againft the Enemy, whom they 
confidered to be Chriftians, : Brothers, and 
Neighbours, that they foon turned their Backs 
and fled, but were not far porfued by the 
Poles. 

Abafa receiving this Repul/e, founded a Re¬ 
treat, and immediately repalled the River Tyr , 
and iriarched with all the hafte he was able, flop¬ 
ping no where, until he arrived at Mnz.Hr, about 
thirty Engliih miles from the place of the Fight 3 
and arriving at length on the Banks of the Da¬ 
nube, he gave Licenfe to his Souldiers to difperfe 
into their Winter-Quarters 3 in the mean time 
Abafa difpatched Advice to the Grand Signior 
of the Particulars of the Fight, and of his great 
Vi ft or y, by an entire defeat of the Polilh Army., 

The Grand Signior believed the Report, which 
none durft to contradift, and which was con¬ 
firmed by the Rumour of an Ambaflador com¬ 
ing from Poland. For the Poles being at that An Anbsf- 
time engaged in a War with Mufcovy, and^ap- fder fnt 
prehenlive of another with Sweden, judged it not th * 
feafonable to provoke the Turk, but rather, by 
way of Accommodation, difpatched an Ambaf- Lmd. 
fador with a Train of three hundred Men, to 
make Complaints againft the late Afts of Ho- 
lli'ity committed by Abafa, as if he had moved 
his Arras without the Orders or Knowledg of 
the Sultan. 

About that time that the Ambaflador ap¬ 
proached near to Confiantinople , the Grand Sig¬ 
nior had another Son born, but of a weakly and 
fickly. Temperament, howfoever great Joy was 
exprefled, and all the City was enlightned with 
Torches, Bonefires, and Fire-works; and that

good Courage, and ready to follow their King to 
the Walls of Confiontiftoplt. 

The fear of the 1 Motion of this great Army, 
in a Conjundture when .the Wars, broken out a- 
gain in Perfia were not prolperous, affeded the 
Mind of Marat with much terror j f?- that he 
became.,yerjf foUicjtpus to find o.ut, and make 
fome fubftantial Propofition in order to an Ac-;

But thepoles.not being pacified with this Angle

A Dife- In this Year happened out great Diflerences 
rente be- between the French Ambaflador and the Turkilh 
tween the Officers. The firlt Difgult had its Original 
French Am- from the Year 1631, when the Marquefs of 
bijfidor & Marchcville going Ambaflador to Conftantinople , 
pJhT*** was bi bis Voyage met off of Scio by the Cap- 
^ tain-Palha and his Fleet of Gallies, who imme¬ 
diately fent off a Boat to adrife him, that he 
Ihould ftrike his Flag, and make ready the Pre- 
fents which were due to the Grand Signior’s 
Admiral. MarcheviUe duly confidering, that 
this Submillion would blemilh the Honour of his 
Mailer, and the Dignity of his Charadter, re- 
fufed Compliance either in one or the other •, 
howfoever that he might teftify the Friendlhip 
and good Correlpondence which he came to 
confirm between the two Kings, he Hood off at 
fomediltance, and fired five Guns to falute the 
Grand Signior’s Standard : But the Captain- 
Palha not contenting himfelf herewith, required 
the Ambaflador to come aboard and fpeakwith 
him* which after divers Meflages from one Vef- 
fel to another, the Ambaflador was counfelled 
to perform, not knowing how far otherwife he 
might engage the Honour of his Mailer. Mar- 
cheviUe being arrived at Constantinople, did great¬ 
ly complain of the Affront and Violence he re¬ 
ceived from the Captain-Pallia} which though 
the Grand Signior and other Minifters feemed 
not to approve, yet the Ambafladour received 
little other fatisfadlion than fair Words and Pro- 
mifes, that his Honour ihould be again repai¬ 
red. 

At the Arrival of the Sieur Marcheville, the 
Count Cefi, who was tbe former Ambaflador, 
was to return into France } but the Debts which 
he had contracted by a certain way of living, 
were fo great, that the Creditors would not 
fuffer him to depart without paiment; for De¬ 
fault of which, he endured many Affronts of¬ 


fered to his own Perfon, and was detained at 1634. 
Confiantenople until this Year 1634; during which 
time the Marquefs Marcheville mauaged all the 
Affairs of the Embally} who keeping Hill in 
mind the Affront offered him before Scio, watched 
all Opportunities to difparage the Actions ar.d 
Perfon of the Captain-Palha } who at length re¬ 
turning from the Black Sea, where he had fome 
Succefs againlt the Coflacks, was gracioufly re¬ 
ceived by the Grand Signior} and being ad ver- 
tifed, how, during his abfence, the Fresich, Am¬ 
baflador had endeavoured toblaft his Reputati¬ 
on by many lnftances of Diminution, which he 
qften inculcated by his Druggerman, took Ad¬ 
vantage of the Grand Signior’s good Humor, to 
vent before him the refentment which he con¬ 
ceived thereof: The Grand Signior, to gratify 
the Pallia, promifed to hang the Druggerman } 
which the Palha acknowledged as a lingular Fa¬ 
vour, ar.d returned from the Prefence of the 
Sultan full of Joy and Contentment. But better 
to cover his Malice, and to enfnare the poor 
Wretch, he'lent a Meflenger to.the Ambaflador, 
afluring him that he defired his Friendlhip } and 
that there blight be a right underftanding be¬ 
tween them, he perfwaded him to fend his 1 

Druggerman to him, that by his Mouth he might 
fignify the efteem he had for the Ambaflador, 
from whofe Spirits he was willing to take off all 
Jealoufies and Umbrages of Difcontent. 

The Ambaflador not fufpeCting the perfidi- The French 
oufnels of the Palha, fent his Druggerman to Drugger- 
him} who being come within his Power, was im- mnl,:in Pd 
mediately hanged by the Grand Signior’s exprels 
Command,. and ordered that he Ihould remain 
on the Gallows with bis Velvet Cap on his Head, 
which in this Sultan’s Reign all Druggermen 
wore to diftinguilh them from others. 

The ( Ambaflador complained greatly of this 
Affront^ and Violation of Articles, to the Chi- 
marain'and other Officers;, but could receive no 
other Anfwer or Satisfaction, than that the 
Grand Signior might execute Juftice as he plea- 
fed on. his Subjects, without asking leave, or 
concerning the King of France or his Ambaflador 
in the Matter. 

But MarcheviUe not refting fatisfied with this 
Reply, ftill prolecuted his Pique and Animofity 
to fuch a height, that the Captain-Palha farther 
incenled thereat, obtained Authority from the 
Grand Signior to difpatch him away : fo that 
fending one day for MarcheviUe , and firft re¬ 
proaching his Contrivances and Defigns againft 
him, told him plainly, that it was the Grand 
Signior’s Pleafure that he Ihould depart at that 
inftant} to which he conftrained the Ambaflador 
fo precipitately, that he would not give him 
time to advertife his Servants, or make up his 
Baggage, but forced him aboard a French Ship 
then in Port, which heimmediatly compelled to 
fail} and the Wind being contrary, caufed die tiyfinta.’ 
Veflel to be toaed abroad by two Gallies into the Bir¬ 
open Sea of the Propontis. 

After the injurious departure of this Ambaf- 
fador, the Count Cefi, who had been detained 
at Confianeinople, for the Reafons before denoted, 
took again upon him the Function of Ambaflador. 

To execute which, in better advantage of Trade 
and Commerce, he was advifed to a compliance 
with the Captain-Palha, and to ufe fuch Means 
as might mitigate that Acrimony of Spirit which 
this Palha nourilhed againft the French Nation. 

Thefe Difputes between the French and the 
Turkilh Officers, revived certain Difgufts and 
Averfion againft all the Frank Nations, which 
favoured the Latine Rites} fo that in defpight 
E 2 to 
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1634. to them, the Grand Signior reftdred again Cy- 
v^y-O nllus the Patriarch to the Patriarchal Jurifdifti- 
on, who had long been perfeCuted by the Jefu- 
its, and by their Means been depored, promi- 
ling that for the future he fhould continue undi- 
fturbed, in oppofition to all thofe of the Roman 
Religion. 

The Peace (as we have faid) being conclu¬ 
ded with Poland , the Grand Signior was more at 
leifure to attend the Wars in Perfia\ with the 
Labours and Toils of which the Januaries being 
wearied, began new Troubles and Seditions in 
the Camp 3 the which Diforder Morat attribu¬ 
ting to the negligence or cowardife of the Offi¬ 
cers, as wanting Courage to fupprefs them, fum- 
Acls 0 r moned the Janifar-Aga to appear before him, 
emit). anc * without long Procefs or Excufe cut off his 
Head, and confifcated his Eftate to the Exche¬ 
quer, which amounted to a Million and feventy 
thoufand Dollars: another Janifary alfo, more 
rich than feditious, was in like manner facri- 
ficed, and an hundred and fixty thoufand Dollars 
of his Eftate added to the Treafury of the Sul¬ 
tan. The Palha alfo of Damafcm , with feveral 
other Officers of the Army enriched with Spoils 
of the People, fell a Sacrifice to Morals Avarice 
and Cruelty; to whom Riches and Blood were 
fo pleafing, that none acquired a higher degree 
of Grace in his Favour, than thofe who could 
give him notice of opulent Men, who having 
found Riches, he undertook to find them Guilty, 
and to prove their Wealth fo corrupted by ex¬ 
tortion and violence, that nothing Could hallow 
or purifie it but his Coffers. 

The next NeWs from Perfia brought advice, 
that that King at the Head of a powerful Army 
was encamped in the Country about ‘fam, with 
which the Turks not having fufficient Force to 
fight, the Vizier wrote to the Grand Signior, 
that his Prefence was neceflary io ifiertafe the 
Army, and encourage the Souldiery 3 whereupon 
he refolved to leave AdrianopLe, and tr ansf er his 
ntG. Sig. Court to his Seraglio at Scutari, that fo rCiuain- 
tiscucwL jng on the Banks of Afia, he might be nearer to 
his Bufinefs, both to receive Intelligence, andad- 
minifter Supplies •, and becaufe Seditions and 
Difcontents in the People do always obftrudt the 
Motion of Publick Affairs, he not only ruined the 
Taverns and Tabacco-lhops, but forbid Coflee- 
houfes, and other idle Places of Concourfej nay 
to Barbers Shops no more than one was fuf- 
fered to enter at a time; for thofe being places 
of refort, Treafon was frequently vented there. 
Men of that Profelfion being notorious through 
the World for their Talk and Intemperance of 
Language : And farther, to reftraia Meetings 
and fecret Conventions, ftridt Orders were gi¬ 
ven, that after an hour and half in the Night, 
all Fires and Cahdles in the City ffiouldbeex- 
tinguifhed, which was the general Difeontent of 
all People. 

But what fhew.ed much of the fierce Spirit of 
the Sultan, was a certain Fury which he concei¬ 
ved on this occafion. On a certain day, riding 
on his Horfe, thirty Indian Pilgrims met him in 
the way to demand his Charity, and being in a dif¬ 
ferent habit to what the Turks wear, and not 
accuftomary in that Country, the Grand Seni¬ 
or's Horfe ftarted at the fight of them •, and be¬ 
ing fpurred for bogling in that manner, the Horfe 
capred and reared an end, fo that he threw his 
Rider *, at which the Grand Signior being high¬ 
ly enraged, drew out his Cemiter, gnd with his 
own hand killed his Horfe, and inftead of Alms, 
prepared a place of Entertainment in the Gallies 
for thofe unhappy Indians.

Thoughts baick fp the Trouble' Of Tranjytvania, 
occafionedby the competition of Stef ben Betbltm 
hnd George Ragotski, for that Principality. 

Bethlem C as we have faid before) being grie- Bcthlem 
ved and difeontefited at his hatdFOttune in feeing 
put by the Government, and refenting thePu- 
niffiment which Rmtsk* inflicted on his Son for signm. 
the Crime of Mariflanghter, fate Went to Buda, 
and there renewing his old Complaints to the 
Palha, he was, with Recommendations from him, 
accompanied tb the Port 3 whore feeing introdu¬ 
ced to the Prefence Of foe chief 1 Remitters, he at 
large declared foe Merits and gbod Services of 
his Family towards foe Sultan:. 4 That for this MbRtefm 
4 Reafon only, in diffionour and defpight to foe « & 't-i*- 
‘Ottoman Empire, he was excluded from the 
‘ Government, and therefore challenged its Afti- 
4 ftance tb re-eftablilh him therein 3 inconfidera- 
4 tion of which, he promifed the feme Faithfid- 
4 nefs and Devotion to foe Sultan, which was 
4 profefled and maintained by his, Anceftors, and 
‘ was natural to the Family of Gabor. That as 
‘to Ragotski it was apparent, that he entertained 
‘different Principles 3 that he.Was a Perfon of 
4 elated Thoughts, and a Turbulent Spirit, and 
4 was ever united in Combinaftrod with foe Ein- 
‘peror, Germans, and other Enemies to the Ot- 
4 tbfflan State.

T F Ragotski had been the Lawful Son and 
JL Hereditary Succepr of Gabbr, who was an 
Enemy fO your JMajejly, we might then appre¬ 
hend the evit Conftquences of a Son a that tra¬ 
ces the fame Path and Foot fiefs of his.Father.

Cavalry in thefe Countries, your 
Dangers mufl neceffkrily be inevitable and full 
1 } rr ? r - For 1 compute, that when this 
lurf^ defigns to make War upon us, he mar¬ 
ches with an hundred thoufand Men, and per¬ 
haps ten thoufimd Camels, befides other Beaks 
°f Burden : fo numerous a Body as this can¬ 
not bi maintained until the Grafs be fully 
grown, which is not until the middle or end 
of Jude 5 and from that time they have more 
than a month or fix weeks March before they 
arrive upon our Confines 3 the which confump- 
tioh of Time, prolongs their Enterprifes, and 
protrk&s the time of our Damages. But if 
once they become Mafiers of Tranlylvania, 
and that that Country be laid to Moldavia^ 
Walachia j and other parts of Hungary, they 
may then commodioufiy winter amongfl us, 
and begin their Wars and Attempts upon ui 
early in the Tear, and purfie them until the 
laft Jeafon of the Autumn : and in this man¬ 
ner, whilfi we are debating and taking our 
Meafures in our Diet, they will fatten them- 
filves, and fatiate their Appetites with our 
Spoils.

Let not the Scruple 
neither ef breaking with fhe Turk, trouble us 5 
for 
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for we may adminijler JJJifiance under-hand, 

» and without noife effett our Bufinefs , without 
arriving at the extremity of a Rupture. It is 
folly and weak&efs in us to be charmed by the 
Flatteries of the Turks, and the fair chords of 
this Chaout ; or tj> imagine, that when they 
have over-run all Tranfylvania, they will flop 
in the midjl of their Career, before they , ar¬ 
rive at the Gates of Vienna ; no, their In¬ 
tentions are to lull us afleep, and to defiroy our 
Neighbour firfi, and then us ; they pannot 
devour us both at once, but husband their Diet, 
and referve us for another Meal. The Turk, 
is like a Serpent, who lies quiet and coiled up 
all the Winter 5 not becattfe he wants either a 
Sting or Poifon,but being benummed with cold, 
wants warmth and heat to .give it Motion and 
Operation. - This is my Senje and Opinion, 
which I mojl humbly tender before the greater 
Wifdom of Tour Sacred Majejly.

Ragotski being thus abandoned by.thelmpe- 
rialiits, andexpofed to the Mercy of an infatia- 
ble Enemy, though his Courage was good and 
refolute, yet he began to defpond of nis Force, 
unable to deal with fuch an unequal Match as 
that of the Turks 5 And his Subje&s being fear¬ 
ful of the Event, perfwaded him to give way, 
and rcfign his Rule to the hands of Gabor his 
Competitor •, Ragotski , that he might not feem 
to neglcdt the Counfel of his Subjects and 
Friend:-, and to gain Time, pretended to hear¬ 
ken to their Advice \ and accordingly entred in¬ 
to a Treaty with Gabor. During which Debate 
‘f he fecretly obtained fome Forces from Poland, 
r " by connivance of that Government : and the 
Hungarians being his Friends, privately favoured 
him, knowing that the Conqueft of Tranfylvania 
would be a ftep to their Deltrudtion -, and being 
at length well fortified and recruited, he began 
to declare openly, that he . found no fecurity to 
himfelf in this Surrender, for that a Place was 
denied him, wherein he put his chief hopes of 
Defence ; and therefore that he was refolved 
to fupport and maintain his State and Caufe in 
the bell manner that he was able. • 
ki Hereupon the Turks entred Tranfylvania with 
n * an Army of twenty five thoufand Men under the 
Command of the Palha of Buda .* Ragotski, to. 
obftruft their March, difpatched his General 
Corn* with feven thoufand Men, toprepollefs an 
advantageous Ground, with Order to entertain, 
but not fight the Enemy, until he could come up 
to him with the grofs of his Army. 

The Turks perceiving their advantage in num¬ 
ber, refolved to engage the Enemy before they 
•were reinforced with new Succours ■, to perform 
which they made a Detachment of twelve thou¬ 
fand Horfe, and two thoufand Janifaries, and 
fomc Field Pieces, commanded by the Pallia him- 
fdf and Stephen Gabor. Cor nis not being able 
to difingage himfelf, or avoid fighting, made a

.T’he Turks retired^ to Dippa, apd Stephen ya- 
Temifpar , whilft K^/^ made his Incurfiops in¬ 
to jhe Country of tha /Turks, burning and fpoil-, 
irig two. thoufand Villages; with which;-being, p 
terrified and beaten; into .terms of R§afon,r they- m 
agree#, to fuffer Rago^ki to injoy his Govern--

Ot-Gfbff.in Tranfylyapia Ihould be rellored ira^ 
to him : and' thus Ragotski eftablilhed himfelf iht 
the Government, and . obtained a .Confirmation;

So foori as this News arrived the Ears of the 
proud Sultan, he was fo incenfed, that in a fiiry 
he would have defifted from his prefent War in 
Perfia , to vent his Revenge upon Tranfylvania 
but the cooler and more moderate Counfels of 
wifer Friends, advifed* him to defer the execu¬ 
tion of his Anger, until he could difeharge it 
more to the purpofe, and^in a Conjuncture when 
it would’fell more eafy on himfelf, and more 
heavy on his Enemy: Howfoever in'.'the mean 
timt Ragotski made foefo rife of this remote Di- 
verfionof the Ottoman Arms, by advantaging 
himfelf of an Alliance with the Coflacks, and by 
the ill Correfpondence and Diffidence which at 
that time intervened between the Tartars and . 
the Port, that he not only avoided the Revenge 
threatned by Moral, but obtained ari eftablilh- 
ment of the Inheritance to his Son. 

By this time Sultan Morat was arrived at M 
Erzrum, which is a City belonging to the Turks Ei 
on the Confines of Perfia • where the firft ACt 
which he performed of Jullice, was to. cut off 
the Head of the Palha for his Oppreffion and 
Extortions infli&ed on his People. . 

Entring into Armenia, he was grieved to fee ‘ 
the upper and lower Provinces fo. miferably de- 
llroyed and wafted by the War *, to recover 
which, he commanded the People, under pain 
of Death, to return again to their Ancient Ha¬ 
bitations within the fpaceof twenty days ■, but. 
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i<* 35 - : they being fecled in other Cities, where perhaps 
v^y~o they had purchafed Houfes and Lands, could 
not poffibly comply with the Severjty of this De¬ 
cree j and therefore were couftrained to buy a 
Dilpenlation and releafe from the Penalty for a 
Sujuof Mony. ‘ 

About the beginning of Jdy, in the parts of 
Erzxum, Morat made a general Review and Mu- , 
fter of his whole Army \ with which thofe he j 
brought from Conftantinople .joined to Recruits 
by the way, and thofe Forces which had _war 
ged War in Perfia, amounted to near the num¬ 
ber of three, hundred thoufand fighting: Men, 
but fuch as were admirably well diCciplined,;not 
only by the Severjty of their Soveraign, but by 
the example , he ihewed them of Frugality and 
Patience: for he often marched afoot in tfie 
Til Grand midft of the Heats; he was very temperate in 
signin'* his Diet, though he was naturally of a glutto-, 
Fotience &• BOas an d luxurious Palate : for feveral Months 
he made ufe of no other Pillow for his’ Head 
than his Saddle, no other Blanket or Quilt than 
the Covering or Foot-cloth of his Horfe. : 

Being arrived near to the City-of fievtm, he 
bellowed that Largefs on the. Souldiery of a 
Dollar a Man, which is accuftomary to be given 
at all times, when the Grand; Sigoior marches 
in Perfon, and then made, known.; to them bis 
Intentions of befieging that Place ; and in cafe 
he ; took it not in the fpace of ten days, that 
then he would leave it begirt with-forty thou¬ 
sand Men ; and dividing his Army, into three 
JBpdies, he would ehter> the Bowels pf Perfia by 
diyers -ways. - iThe Tents of the Grand Sig- 
nior, and of ail the^Camp, were^itched, Bat T 
teries railed, the Trenches opened, and ail 
Matters laid in the; formal manner-of a Siege. 
Revan It- The Garifon within, ^ommanded by Emir 6‘«- 
mir ' COD rifted of fifteen thoufand Men, fitted 
J ty Emir a - n ^ P rov i d . e< i with all lorts of Ammunition, and 

Gumir. Wanted neither • Courage nor Proyifipns ;. howr 
foever at the end of nine days,; the City was fur- j 
rendred to the* Sultan, upon Terms of Quarter I 
t<? the whole Garifon, both for Life and Freei 
dora of Ellate: And becaufe this Governour 
Emir Gumir, a principal Noble-man of Perfia , 
had by corruption thus voluntarily delivered up 
the Gity, he acquired a place; of high Grace 
and elleem in the Favour of the Grand Signior ; 
to which his courtly manner of indulging his 
Humour, and complying with him in his Wine 
and Fealts, ( to which the joy of this prefent 
Succels priviledged him to return.) gave him 
daily a new Tide to receive extraordinary Ho-; 
nours from him. ; 

The News of .this prolperous Succefs was 
polled to Conjlantinoplc , as the firft Eflay of the 
good Effects of the Sultan’s "Prefence, and was 
Rfjfidng there celebrated with Fealls, Joy, and Lights, 
Ttirtbm according to the Turkifh Falhion, dailed Do- 
fa it at ndma-, to perform which, the Turl^s obliged 
Contend- li^ew ife the Ghriftiari Ambafladors, / faying.That 
nopie. if they were Friends, they ought to evidence 
their Satisfaction, by demonllrations of Joy in 

theprofperityof their Ally.. 

The Feltival was-kept for the fpaceof four- 
days; during which two Brothers of the Suk 
tan, viz. Bajozet and Ordaan were ftranglcd-j 
the latter of which, as is faid, was fo.brave*, 
and pf that Courage, that he killed four of riis 
Executioners before he fubmftted his Neck to 
the fatal Cord. 

The Turks entring farther into Terfia, incori- 
liderately fell into an Ambufli, where tvfehre 
thoufand of their Men were defeated ; howfo¬ 
ever the remainder of the Army .not being difr 
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lJread and Terrourto the Countries round, that mer fa- 
afl People fled, leaving their Houfes and Things 
not portable, to the pofleflion of the Enemy. PcrfeU 
Howfoever the Turks found greater Difficulties 
than they expeded ; for meeting frequently Par¬ 
ties of the Perfian Cavalry,,, which were pradi- 
fed to manage their Horfe and Sword, were often 
defeated, at leaft endured and fuftained the Ihock 
of Bloody Skirmifties; and then the Perfians re¬ 
tiring into the Mountains; known to them* .but 
unknown to the Turks, which ferved them bet- 
ter than fortified Places, returned again when 
any Advantage or Booty appeared, which perpe- 
tually vexed and wearied the Enemy ; and burn¬ 
ing all Things which might afford them relief; 
j-endred that fruitful Country more Defolate and 
barmi than the Defarts of Lybia, or the Sands of 

Jwabiu. '. .. i 

. In this njanner the Turkifh Army being.de/li- 
tute of afl forts of Provilions and Refrefoments, 
were forged to retire to the Country of Tour is - 
which being haraffed and impoverilhed likeo^ 
ther Proyincfs, caufed amiferable Famine in the 
Camp, whereby Multitudes of Horfes and Ca- 
mek-peri%dfor want of Nutriment; at which 
the.Grafid Sigiuqr being highly incenfed againft 
the ; Inhabitants of Tauris, committed their City Tauris dt- 
to the Will and Mefcy of the Souldiery, who fl re > ed ‘ 
having pillaged and facked it, left it a miferable 
fpedaclepf Fire and Sword. 

_ The King of Perfia feeing in what manner the 
Troopsnf bis, Enemy .were wearied and confu- 
med, took hold of this Opportunity as leafonable 
to propofe certain Articles of Peace by an Am- 
baflador, to which Morat. feemed to incline a 
flexible Ear ;- but lodging his Souldiers in their 
Winter-quarters in the parts, of Dasnafcm and 
■Aleppo, he took his way towards Conftantinople^ 
with intentitinto eafe the Hardlhips and Labours 
of the.Summers War, by a voluptuous Eafe and 
Winters paftime in the delights and foftnefs of 
I the Seraglio. , 

j The 1 Friday of. December he arrived at Con- 
fiantinople having palled-from Ifmii through the 
Gulph of Nicomedia with the attendance of four¬ 
teen Galiies..: he made his Entry by the Jews 
Gate, and not by that of Adrianople , as was ac- 
cuflomary ; he was mounted on one of the bell 
of his Horfes, .and cloathed with a Coatrof Mail; 
a Casket on his Head* with three Feathers ador¬ 
ned with Pearls and precious Stones * his Sword 
was girt to his fide with his Bow and Quiver, his 
Beard was in a rough and. neglected manner, 
which made him appear more Fierce and Marti-? 
al ; the Chimacam came after him, accompanied 
with the Traitor who furrendred Revan. This Feftivalfa 
Feltival for his return was celebrated for the r i t fa! °f. tb e 
fpaceof a whole week, during which, time the G ' %Mr ‘ 
Shops were /hut, the Doors and Outfides ador¬ 
ned with green Boughs and Paintings, and by 
Night the Streets with Torches were made as 
clear as the day : howfoever the People fecretly 
murmured, that the War was not profecuted, 
and the Advantages taken, .when Fortune began j " ' 
to fmile and favour their Enterprifes; and that 163 6> - 
now defi/ling in the middle way, the Work was 
again to be. begun, and all die foregoing Blood 
and Treafure.was /pent and confumed to no pur¬ 
pofe. Thefe Murraurings of the People were.noc 
jyithont fome Ground and Caufe ;-for after the 
departure of trie Grand Signior, the Perfians put 
themfeives again into the Field, and recovered 
the Country which they had loll; and having- 
ofiered 
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1 63 6. offered a Sum of' Mony to Mortefa Pafha to fur- ! 
v^y-vJ render Revan which he refilling to accept on ! 
Principles of Fidelity and Honour, they prepa- i 
red to lay clofe Siege to the Place : the Jhnifaries 
were alfo difplealed to fee themfelves neglected,: 
and caff: out of the Guard, and their Places ftp- : 
plied by the Boftartgees ^ nor lefs difgufted were , 
the Lawyers to fee feveral of their Judges and 
Kadies hanged, and their Heads cut off, upon 
pretence of Sedition and Fadtion. His ill Hu¬ 
mor more increafed to the hpight of TyraHny 4 
by reafon of certain twinges which he fullered 
of the Gout, which is not ufual in Perfons of 
his Age^ not furpafling twenty fix years ; and 
becaufe his Phyfician, a Jew, forbid him wholly 
to drink Wine, aspoifonto his Difeafe and Com¬ 
plexion, he was fo enraged, that he drove him 
from his Prefence with Indignation *, and im¬ 
mediately conceived fuch Anger and Prejudice a-- 
gainft the whole Nation, that he caufed theft 
Houfcs to be ftarched, and their Jewels taken 
from them. But what was molt ftringe, was 
his . horrid averfion to Tobacco, the taking of 
bmt. which, by any Perfon whatfoevef, he forbid 
upon pain of Death; which Sentence he fori- 
goroufly executed, that he caufed the Legs and 
Arms of two Men, one that fold Tobacco, and 
the other that took it, to he ftwed off* ■ and in 
that manner expofod to the View of theTeople: 
he alfo caufed two others, a Man and a Woman, 
to be impaled alive, for the fame Offence, with 
a Roll of Tabaco about their Necks. 

As the Gout caufed him to be frbward and ill- 
natur’d, fo more efpecially when 1 ill 1 news came 
from Perfia, he was obferved to be tnorC raying 
and tyrannical than evep. His Army in Perfik 
wanting Provifions, disbanded; Mmefa Palha 
Governour of Revan being killed, the Souldiers 
Reran >.•- rebel, open the Gates, and yeiid themfelves to 
ftoZili* * he . Per(ian 5 for which Offence, the Janifarie^ 
p ' ‘ fearing the Juftice of. their Mailer the Grand 
Signior, two thoufandof them took up Arms in 
Service of the Enemy : the fenfe hereof vexing 
Moral to the Soul, he caufed the Regifterof the 
Janifaries to be hanged, and another of their 
The Grind principal Officers to be beheaded, and ftrowed 
signitr's t he Streets of Confiantinople with dead Bodies, 
Cruelty ' Pome for one caufe, and fome for another, which 
ftruck the whole City with a general Dread and 
Conllernation. 

He often walked in the night, puriilhing Quar¬ 
rels and Diforders of the Streets, and meeting 
two Women wandring in the dark, he caufoa 
them to be cut in pieces. 

He put his Cook to Death for not dreffing his 
Meat well, or not feafoning his Sauces according 
to his Palate. 

In his Seraglio fporting with his Arms, he 
wounded himfelf with a Dart in the thigh j and 
by accident wounded the Son of Mehmet the 
late Vizier with a Carbine-lhot, of which in a 
fhort time after he died. 

The Perfians having taken Revan ( as we have 
faid ) inftituted Chambers of Janifaries in that 
place after the Turkilh falhion, paying them in 
the fame form as at Confiantinople t, and to allure 
the Spahees to enter into his Service, he offered 
to all that came in twelve Afpers a day of con- 
ftant Pay; and declared. That their Faith and 
Law had no difference from the Mahometan. 

The Grand Signior receiving theft Advices 
with extreme indignation, proclaimed his Inten¬ 
tions to return again into Perfia ^ and though 
the Defign pleafed not the Militia, who were 
weary of the War, yet his Power was too great 
to be refitted, and his Humors too violent to be 


diverted by fober Counlels 5 forfiaving fubje&ed 1636. 
and abfolutely fobdued the InfotenCe pf the Soul- wu 
■diers, and ftpprefled the Arrogance of the .Law¬ 
yers and Church-men, he ordered every thing 
according to his Arbitrary and Uncontrollable 
Pleaftre; which being rendred Extravagant dud 
linftpportable , by reafon . that in his Cups, 
and at the time of his Debauchery, he would 
often take his Cpuhftls and determine his Refo- 
lutiofis, were-notwithttanding ^tvith more pati¬ 
ence-endured, iiporThopes that- they would not 
fee hitting, andthatExcefles would accelerate his 
Ceiatfe, and the endof their Oppfeffions.

Sea-lide, and from thence to fhoot at the 
People wlthhis Eoiv and Arrows, as they row- 
fed near the Banks of die Seraglio j which cau- 
lid^the Boat-men afterwards to keep themfelves 
at A diftanctf from the Walls of the SeragUa 
And as he likewife took pleaftre to go from one 
Garden to another on XhetBoffhorm, fo if heobt- 
fctved any fo bold, as to put forth his Head to 
lfcehfin paisv he commonly made him pay the 
priqe of his Curiofity fey affiot from his Car¬

dilTS - gent Miferio, under the pretence of wanting 
Pay, they cut in pieces the Treafurcr of the Ar- 
my, two Aga’s of the Spahees> and the Chaouf- 
bafiiee of the Janifaries. 

This News arriving at Confiantinofle , when 
Morat was afflided with a grievous acceffion of 
the Gout, ferved to redouble his Pains; in which 
raving againft the Conduit of his Officers, he 
immediately deprived the Vizier of his Charge, 
and ordained Biram Palha, late Chimacam, to 
fucceed him in iiis Employment. 

A mw Vi- The new Vizier immediately fet forth the 
fi»t to Horfes Tail, which is a fignal of departure, 
tbiAmy. with found of Drums and Trumpets, making 
Corban, which is a diltribution of Mutton to 
the Poor, in divers Places : His Retinue was fpee- 
di!y equipped with fuch fumptuous Magnificence, 
that it looked rather like the Train of *an Am- 
bafi'ador, which intended to make Peace, than 
to the Troops of a General, whofe Bufinefs was 
nothing but Blood and Deftrudtion. And indeed 
Matters feemed to be inclining that way, the Per- 
fians having far advanced in this Negotiation *, 
for they wifely pondering the immenfe Force of 
the Ottoman Empire, with which they were now 
contending, judged it themoft politick courfe 
to make Peace, under the aufpicious Planet of 
their gy.od Fortune ; for not knowing how long 
that might remain conftant, they might, fofoon 
as the Wheel turns on the other fide, be forced 
to accept Terms of lefs Advantage than at pre- 
fen t they might promife to themfelves under 
their happy Stars. 

A Ptrfan Wherefore a Propofition being made of fend- 
Ambilfidtt ing an Ambalfador to the Grand Signior, he ac- 
fi«.t to the cepted of it ; and accordingly arrived at Con- 
O.sig-tior. fiantiiiople in the Month of sing"ft, when the Vi¬ 
zier was fcarce in the middle of his Journey. 
The Grand Signior entertaining fome real Incli¬ 
nations to Peace, laid alide fomething of his u- 
fual Grandeur and State, giving the Ambalfador 
Audience in a few days after his arrival *, and as 
nothing mollifies the hard Mettle of a Turk’s 
Spirit, like a gentle Shower of Gold, and the 
emulgent foftnefs of Rich Prefents ; fo Marat 
undemanding of Gifts with which he came ac¬ 
companied, afforded to the Amballador an eafy 
Ear and a pleafing Countenance. 

The Prefents for the Grand Signior, befides 
thofe for the Court, were thefe that follow. .

Thefe Prefents fo well difpofed and prepared 
the Mind of the Grand Signior towards an Ac¬ 
commodation, that he bellowed a kind Afpedt 
and gentle Words on the Amballador, fo that 
all the World expedted that a Peace would have 
enfued. 

And indeed one might well have believed his 
Reality in this Intention, fiuce the ardent Paffion 
he had to be revenged of Ragotski^ availed more 
with him than all other Confiderations in the 
World. His Honour alfo called him to give a 
flop to the Progrcfs of the Molcovites, who had 
taken u4fac ; and the Tartars and Coflacks gave 
lorne ground of Jealoufy, that before long they 
defigned fome Adtiou on the Turkith Territo¬ 
ries : the Reafons whereof we fhall difeourfe in 

this following Year. _ 

We have already related, fome Years paft, 1637. 
on what Terms the Tartars ftood with the Turk, 
how they refufed to accept that King which 
the Port recommended to them, though the el- 
deft and firft of the true Line: how they fought 
and overthrew the Forces which the Grand Sig¬ 
nior fent to compel them to the Eledion he de- 
fired *, and this laft Year, upon pretence of a Troubles in 
War with Cant emir,- they refufed to fend their tht ll U" 
Army againft the Perfian, as had always been ac- Tarar y- 
cuftomary to do againft the Enemies of the Sultan, 
whenfoever required. 

The Palha, Muftee, and Kadi of Caffa (which 
is the Grand Signior’s Town in Tartary) urged 
the Tartar Han to prepare and forward his For¬ 
ces, according to the Duty and Obligation which 
was incumbent on him ; and enlivening their 
Arguments with Reproaches of Cowardife and 
Ingratitude -, fo far provoked the Han-, that he 
caufed them all three to be ftranglcd. 

Notwithftanding this high Provocation, the 
Grand Signior diflembled the Injury, left a due 
Refentment fhould raife them into an open Re¬ 
bellion : and diffembling an approbation of the 
Fad, as done with Reafon and Juftice, fent to 
the Tartar Han a Sword and a Veft, as Signals 
of his Favour : And farther fufpeding, left in 
profecution of fo fenfible a Blow, the Tartar 
joining in League with the Coflacks and Molco- 
i vites, Ihould make himfelf Mafter of Caff a, he 
prudently touched the Wound with a gentle 
Hand, offering to ordain fuch a Palha, as Ihould 
be warranted with his Aflent and Approbati¬ 
on. 

The Tartar being overcome by fuch Lenitives 
as thefe,protefted that he never entertained other 
Thoughts, than to maintain his Faith and Alle¬ 
giance inviolable towards the Grand Signior *, 
and that the Alliance he had made with the No¬ 
gay Tartars, and the Forces now raifed, were 
maintained with no other Defign, than to fup- 
prefs the Rebellion and Infolence of Cantemir . 

This Cantemir being a Perlon of a bold Spirit, 
and daring in all his Actions, did oftentimes, by 
virtue of his own, Authority, lead a ftrong Par¬ 
ty to the Field, being followed by the brayeft

The Country inhabited by them, was at firft on 
the Banks of the River Borifthenes , about fif¬

At prcfeotthe name of Collacks, and their Coun¬ 
try alio, is of a far greater extent than it was 
formerly 3 for they call now all fuch in Poland 
Collacks, that are light Horfe armed with Bow 
and Arrow and Fire-arms: and their Country 
fince the late Commotions is raeafured from the 
fartheft parts of the Palatinate of chioviay for 
tdie fpaceof an hundred and twenty Leagues on 
one fide, and the other of the BorifiheneSy which 
comprehends likewife all the Country of Vkga- 
nia. This Country was always inhabited by the 
molt Warlike People, of Ruff a ; for that being 
fubjeCt to the frequent Incurfions of the Tartars, 
neceflary Defence, and conftant practice in 
Arms, endued them with a Bold and Martial 
Spirit... 

. Vjqania, is a Country fo fertile, that it may 
compare with the molt fruitful Soil in the World, 
producing fuch quantities of Corn, with little 
labour, that the Husband-men being made neg¬ 
ligent by. their abundance, produced with little 
Toil, have leifure. to- apply therafelves to Vio¬ 
lence an 4 Rapine. They have no Wine, but 
ufe themfelves much to Strong-waters; Their 
Houfesare not built of Wood or Stone, but of 
Ofiers, interwoven and daubed over with Earth 
and Lime •, fo that they ufe no Nails or Iron : 


they have no Merchants unlels in Kioto 3 nor do 11537. 
they ferve themfelves of Phyficians or Apotheca- G'-y-o 
ries. Their learned Language, dr the Tongue 
wherein they write, is the Sclavonian, anciently 
called the Illyrian : fo that in all things this Peo¬ 
ple is rude and barbarous 3 and though their 
manner of Government and Policy is not refined 
or methodically difpofed, yet neverthelels it is 
folid and of deep Foundation, appropriated to the 
nature and difpofition of that People. 

This honeft Delign of King Vladi/laus, to re¬ 
duce this People to a juft and an induftrious courfe 
of living, not agreeing with their Temper and 
Guftoms, they rather refolved to leave their 
Country, and betake themfelves to various For¬ 
tunes -, fome of them palled into Mojcovia to 
plant a Colony in thole uninhabited Parts: a Bo¬ 
dy of them, to the number of fix thoufand, join¬ 
ing together, refolved to pafs into Per ft a to offer 1 

their fervice unto that King ; and being on their 
Journey, as far as the TanaiSy they encountred 
with a Party of Mofcovite Collacks, who inha¬ 
bited certain Iflands of that River ; with whom 
entertaining Difcourfe, they underftood that 
Afae might eafily be furprifed by them, if they 
could agree to unite Forces, which together 
might compofe a Body of ten thoufand Men: 

The Importance of the Place being well conlide- 
red, 'it was refolved, that the March into Per ft a 
ffiould be Ihortned, and this City be ordained 
for the ultimate End of their Travels and Place 
of Repofe. According to this counfel Afae hie¬ 
ing allaulted and taken, ( as we have already in¬ 
timated) the Collacks fortified it in the bell 
manner that they were able, making an Ar- 
fenal for their Boats and Saicks, whereby af¬ 
terwards they did much more infeft the Turks 
than before. 

The other Coflacks who continued in their 
Country, being much perfecuted by the Polifll 
Nobility, chofe Kilminiefchi for their General, 

(the Son of a Noble Family in Litudnia , but ba- 
nifhed and degraded of his Honour for his Cri¬ 
minal Offences) and rebelled againft the Go¬ 
vernment. At firft not being able to refift the 
Force of Poland , they retired within the Woods 3 
but joining afterwards with other Coffacks, they 
iflued forth at the beginning of the Spring,’ beat 
the Poles, and carried away a confiderable Boo¬ 
ty. Afterwards joining with the Tartars, they 
made their Incurfions as for as Zamofcay within 
twenty Leagues of Warfam 3 and fo Matters con¬ 
tinued with various Succefles not appertaining to 
this Hiftory. Only thus far it is pertinent to the 
Matter difculled for us to have Ihewn, That the 
Counfels of Poland were in a great Error, when 
they refolved to change the Life, and alter the 
Humour of this Warlike People, which being 
protected in their Priviiedges, and encouraged 
, in their Wars, would at all Times, as occafion 
ferved, have been ready to haVe ejected great 
numbers of good Souldiers into the Ottoman 
Territories, and might ftill‘ have been confer- 
ved to ballance' the L Power of the Tartars, wtiidi 
now daily infeftahd' ruiri the Borders of Po¬ 
land. . X ... . 

Thefe People were like Ill Humors, which 
being* vomited , dut i into the Dominions of the 
Turk, eafed andimade healthy the Body Politick . 
of Poland 3 but being conferved within the Sto¬ 
mach, cauled Syncopes,. Convulfions, and foch 
Commotions, ds.have of late Years: lhaken the 
whole Body of- the Polifh Kingdom: and at 
length withdrawing themfelves entirely- from 
all. Obedience, together with that large -PrO^ 
vince of Vkranidy as- they have weakned J that 
Govern- 
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j 63 7. Government; fo now of late years feeking pro- 
teftion from the Turk, have added to his King¬ 
dom, and enfeebled thatof Poland. 

When the News arrived firft at Conftantinople 
that Afae was belieged, the Captain-Palha going 
then to inllrate Bechir into his Kingdom of Tar- 
taryy received Orders to relieve Afacy and if 
poffible, to raife.the Siege; but the Succours 
coming too late, and the Town being taken, the 
lofs thereof was not efteemed important enough ■ 
to divert either Thoughts or Forcesfrom the Per- 
fian War.

tns for the j n perfia, .which could not be fuccefsful without 

Periia* • the united Power of his whole Empire, con¬ 
duced by his own Perlbn, he refolved to make 
a fecond Journey into thofe Parts, and with his 
own Hand to knock at the Gates of Babylon. 
To prepare and difpofe all matters in order here¬ 
unto, he in the firft place countermanded his De¬ 
cree, which prohibited a farther increafe of the 
number of Janilaries; for now being defirous 
to augment his Army beyond the account of an¬ 
cient Regifters, he opened the Janifaries Door, 
f as they call it) and enrolled fix thoufend more 
into that Order. 

To conferve ftill the Order of this Militia, he 
appointed Officers ftriCtly and feverely to take 
the Decimation of the Chriftian Children in 
Europe , and left (as wasufual) they ffiould be 
corrupted by the Parents, who often give Pre¬ 
sents,. whereby to blind the Eyes of the Mini- 
frers, that fo they may overfee their Children, 
or in lieu of the comlieft and irioJfc fit for Service, 
accept of the Sickly aiid Impotent, or fuch as 
are unworthy of the Bread and Education given 
them by the Snltan, he molt feverely injoined 
this Service', and under a thoufand Menaces en- 
charged the care heteof to be executed without 
Favour or Partiality to any. He carefully re¬ 
viewed the Books of the Timjar-Spahees, count- 
ting the number exactly that every Country 
yields, and comparing them with thofe muftered 
in the Field, he confifcated the Lands of thofe 
that wanted, being forfeited for non-appear¬ 
ance : he would admit of no Excufe or Delay to. 
the Matter in hand. The Superintendant of 
the Ordnance but making a Scruple about the 
Proportion L of. fome Guns, as too Weighty and 
unwieldy for fo 1 long a March, loft his Life, for 
doubting or making a difficulty in what the 
Grand Signidr propofed or defigned. 

And that no Commotions at home might di¬ 
vert'6r call him back before his Bufinefs was per¬ 
fected, heendiarged hisPalha’s of the Fronti¬ 
ers to live ^hietly with their Neighbours, and to 
be fore to jgive no occafions of Complaint, or 
Caufe for War during his abfence 3 recomniend- 
. ing to the'prudence of the Pafha of Siliftria the 

care of cpmpofing certain Differences between 
the Princes 1 oft 'Moldavia and Walachia. 

. Havingfecured Matters as well as he cduld at 
"home, he'ordered the Horfe-taii to be fet forth 
at the gate'of the Divan, and all Palha’sand 
Officers of 1 the* Army did the like at their own 
Doors. His Troops began now to' grovVnume- 
rous; the Spahees and Timariots appointed for 
the Guard of the Grand Signior’s Tents, toge¬ 
ther with other Cavalry, which hold their Lands 
under Service, amounted unto two huiidlred 
thoufond. - From the hundred feventy two 
Chambers - of Janifaries'he drew forth thirty ; 
thoufand. ' From the Topgee's or Gunners, 
whereof there are no mbre than twelve hundred 
in their Chambers at Confiantinoplty yel nidke up 
twelve thoufand in other parts, he dre'W out 


three thoufand for the prefent -Service. The i6* 7 . 
Shepherds and Plough-men of Bulgaria made up o-v*\J 
twenty thoufend 3 which with Water-bearers, 

Smiths, Bakers, Butchers, and all other Tradef- 
men which followed the Camp, were in vaft 
Numbers: fo thatthe whole Army, with the At¬ 
tendants belonging thereunto, were at: a mode¬ 
rate calculation computed to amount unto near 
five hundred thoufand Men 3 whereof three 
hundred thoufand were fighting Men- ; 

The Peftilence, which is the Epidemical Dife 
tzfeoi Turkey and which abates the Numbers 
and Pride of that People, raged this Year great¬ 
ly in Confiantinnpley and in the parts, of Romag - 
nia 3 it entred into the Seraglio, and amongft 
others, took away the only Son of the Grand 
Signiorof two or three Years old. Thiscaufed 
Morat to pafs moft part of the Summer at a Pa¬ 
lace on the Bofphoruty where he recreated him- 
felf with his drunken Companion the Perfian 
Traitor 3 and hereby he contradicted the Pro¬ 
verb, That Princes love the Treafotiy but not the 
Traitor-y for Morat it feems loved them both, 
entertaining this Feljow in his Bofom: His 
Cloaths, his Garb, his Horfes, and Equipage, 
might rival with that of the Sultan’s; He took 
place of the Chimacam in all Publick Appear¬ 
ances 3 and what was molt ftrange, he preceded 
the Mufti 5 which was a new Form never before 
praftifed, and would have afforded matter of 
Wonder and Difcourfe, but that the World 
confidered this Novelty, as a Method agreeable 
to the extravagant Humor of the Sultan. 

.Amopgft his Paftinfes, nothing was more plea- 
ling than fome Diyertifement afted with Blood 3 
he foot the Son qf' a Pafha .with his Gun, for 
daring to approach near the Walls of his Serag- 
“Or fuppofing .that fie came with' curiofity to 
d'lfeqver his Plealqi-es, and manner of voliiptu- The extra- 
otif Recreations: For the lame Reafon he would 
have funk a Boat laden with Women, as it p!ej l' ,ris 
glided flowly by the Banks of the Garden. He 
would himfelf behold two Thieves impailed, rat , ^ 
which were condemned to die for robbing fome- 
: thin'g out of his Seraglio. He commanded the 
Head of the Treasurer of Cyprus to be cut off in 
his prefence 3 as alfo the Mafter of his Mufick, 
for daring to ling a certain Air which feemed 
PCrfian, and to praife the Valour of that Na¬ 
tion. The Palha oj Temifwar he put to Death 
at a foil Divan, for fighting unfortunately againft 
Ragofskj. 

To thefe fevere ACts of Cruelty, which he 
called Juftice, he added one not ubplealant; ‘A 
certain Greek, called Stridia Bei y or Lord Oy- 
fierif whp hadbeeii Priiice of Wal^hia, and ode 
Whom' we have befbrementioned, .having, by his 
oppreffion and haraflirig that People, amalfed a 
confiderable Suin of Mony, eilayed a fecond 
oune^ by.force thereof, to obtain the Principa- 
hty '^nd making his Offer and Requeft before 
thS' Grand Signior, he was heard with fome 
railer'y : At length the Grand Signior told him. 

That he was too proud and alpiringi and there¬ 
fore'ordered the tips of his Nofe and Ears to be 
cut dff, telling him,' that that was to clip the 
Wings of his Ambition, 

But that before fos departure for Perfta , he 
might: cohfummate" his ACts of Tyranny, he pra- 
Ctlfed prie upon his Brother, a Youth of twenty 
twp .Years of Age, ofegreat Hopes, and good 
Endowments. He Was'conducted to the pre- 
fenc^ of his _ Brother," at the Biram, to pay his 
Relpe£t ; s, as is ufual at that Feftival 3 and having 
performed the Ceremony, he enlarged himfelf 
in high’ Praifes and Admiration of the Grand 
Signior’s 
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Siguior’s Generolity and Bravery 3 who for re- 1 
covery of Bagdat, was contented to expofe his 
Perfon to the Inconveniences of a long Journey, 
and the Dangers of a hazardous War, and that 
therein he equalled, if not furpaffed, the Glory j 
of his Anceftors: Which courtly and rational 
manner of Difcourfedid not pleafe Morat, but 
rather adminiftred Subjedt of Jealoufy, fearing 
that he knew too much and that as he could 
Speak well, fo he might Adi; accordingly f 
wherefore the fame L’ay he caufed him to be 
ftrangled, to the great Sorrow of the People, 
and deteftation of his Abominable Tyranny: 
But to amufe the Minds of the Multitude, and 
ceafe their Murmuring-', he caufed it to be di¬ 
vulged abroad, that fourteen of his Women in 
the Seraglio were with Child : which was all 
falfe, there remaining none of the Ottoman 
Race befides his Brother Sultan Ibrahim , who 
was Weak, as well in Body as Underltanding, 
and whole Imperfedtions fecured and compound¬ 
ed for his Life : And to fupprefs the Difcourfe 
about his Brother’s Murder, he changed it into 
a talk about his Preparations for War, and his 
departure for Perpa. Wherefore the Fore¬ 
runners and Harbingers of the Army being fent 
away with Labourers to repair Bridges, and to 
level the Ways for the more eafie pallage of the 
Cannon. Alorat palled over to his Tents at 
Scutari , cloathed in a Coat of Mail, and with a 
Head-piece fet with Precious Stones, and his Sar- 
gouch or Feathers clafped to it with Buckles of 
Diamonds.* 

Ashe landed at Scutari, he was received by 
three Squadrons of SoUldiers, each Squadron 
confiding of four thoufahd Men well Armed, 
and richly Attired 3 the Garments of one Squa¬ 
dron of which were provided at the Expence of 
the Grand Signior, and of the other two at' the 
Charge of his Favourite, and of th<i Captain-- 
Palha: the latter of which prefehted fo the 
Grand Signior thirty Purfes of Mony, for be¬ 
llowing on him the Honour to command that 
Gaily which tranfported him to the Allan Coaft. 
The Ambafiador lent from Perpa was detained 
at Coofiantinofle until this time, and after the 
Turkilh Falhion not permitted to depart at his 
own liberty ; but being now ordered to follow 
the Camp, his Port and Quarters were alligned, 
that fo he might be a Spectator of that Tragedy 
which was now to be adted. All things were 
now difpofed in good Pofture, with much So¬ 
lemnity, in order to a March; the Conacks, or 
days Journies, with their Places of Quarters, 
were laid out in an hundred and twenty days of 
March from Sc#f<jry to Babylon, and feventy days 
of Otorack or Repofe. The Journies with the 
grofs Body offuch an Army could not belong*, 
and the joyning with other - Forces in the way, 
required leilhfe and time. • . T 

In fhort, the Horfe, after the Turkilh. nian- 
ner, having-eaten their Grafs and been foiled, 
this powerful Army decamped from Scutari a- 
bout the end - of May. The fir 11 day of Oto¬ 
rack or Repofe was appointed at lfmit, where 
the Grand Signior made a review of his .Army *, 
fuch as were Aged, and unable to endure the 
Fatigues of a long March, he difmifled, giving 
them half Pay for their Lives, with the Name 
of Otorack-’, whidh is the fame with Milit&F.- 
meriti among the Romans : with exadt Order 
therefore and fevere Difcipline, to which their 
fierce Monarch had reduced them, marched this 
numerous Army; no Villages were abided, nor 
Country-people plundred, and all things were 
purchafcd with ready Mony ; And the Grand 


Signior himfelf being rendred more gentle and t 638. 
tradtable in the Field than in hislSeraglio, heard 
all Complaints, and diftributed Jullice with an 
equal and impartial Hand. 

In the mean time, at CouPantinople , due care 
was taken to keep‘things Quiet and in Order; 
the Boftangibafhec, like Lord High Chamberlain, 
had the Charge committed to him of the Seraglio, 
and the Moveables of it 3 he frequently made 
his Rounds both by Sea and Land, punilhed thofe 
whom he found in Taverns; nor would he fuf- 
fer any Candles to be lighted after two hours in 
the Night. The Chimacam, and the Captain- 
Palha, likewife executed their Offices with all 
care and feverity in their refpedtive Stations. 

At this time, to the great diflatisfadlion of ^y r ^ ,us . 
the Greek Nation, Cyril the Patriarch, who had 
been in England, and greatly affedted with the J a 
Difcipline of our Church, was depofed, impri- 
foned in the Seven Towers, and ftrangled : in 
his place one Carpla was ordained Patriarch, and 
his Commiffion or Baratz obtained from the 
Grand Signior at the expence of fifty thoufand 
Crowns, ~ one Moity whereof was paid from 
Rome, the whole Defign againft Cyrillus being 
managed by the Jefuits and other Religious 
living at Galata , who accufed him before the 
Turks, of keeping a fecret Correfpondence with 
the Mofcovites and Coflacks j for which lofing 
his Life, Carpla, a pretended Friend to the Roman 
Fadion, was inftituted Patriarch. 

The Grand Signior marching with his potent 
and numerous Army, all the World remained at 
a gaze what the Iffue ihould be of this mighty 
Enterprife 3 yet moft were of Opinion, that the 
Honour and Riches of the Ottoman Empire be¬ 
ing now at Stake, the War could not otherwife 
conclude than with the Conqueft of Babylon. All 
that could be feared,- was fome diverfion by the 
Chriftian Princes 3 who taking hold of the pre¬ 
fect Conjundure, Ihould enter the Frontiers, 
with a powerful Army, and thereby force the 
Sultan to return. But as to Poland, the Jea¬ 
loufy foon vanilhed. When the News came of 
• a Civil War between the Poles and the Coifacks, 
and that ten thoufand of the latter were flain in 
a Battel, this Intelligence came mpft feafonable 
and grateful to thePort, expeding now a Mef- 
fage from the Coflacks, defiring Supcogr in their 
Extremity 3 for fuch Accidents as thefe have nou- 
riffied the Turkilh Intereft, which hath grown 
out of the Civil Difcords of Chriftian Prin- . 
ces. ... - ' ' 

By this means, as the Apprehenfions of War 
by Land ceafed, fo there appeared fome, Clouds 
of Storm at Sea 3 which doubtlefi, might have 
produced a War with Venice, .had the Turks 
been at leilure to attend it 3 for fixteen Gallies 
belonging to Algier, Tunis, and pferia, weU 
armed with Slaves and Soulqiers, and ; .provided 
fufficiently with Cannon, Powder,' , and Bullet, 
Commanded by Alt Pkenin, united together and infill tht 
formed a fmall Fleet, vyith defign to rove over Gulf of 
the Adriatick Sea, and infeft the Coalt of Italy.' Venice. 
Their Intentions were to plunder the Riches of 
Loretto 3 but being hindred by contrary. Winds, 
from entring fo high into the Gulfi-they made a 
defcent in Puglia , and facked all thq .Country, 
of Nicotra, carrying away a great Booty, with 
Slaves,'and amongft them feveral Nuns which 
they proftituted to their Lull; thence they paf- 
fed over to the fide of. Dalmatia, and in fight of 
Cataro took a Veflei, and made Prize of all 
Ships which they met in thofe Seas 3 'the Rumor 
of which made great noife over all Italy , the 
People exclaiming againft their Princes for fuf- 
ferihg 
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1638. fering their Lives andEfiatesto remain fubjedt 
to the petty Force of a few Pirats. For the Vef- 
fels of Malta and Florence were disjoined, and 
roving after purchafe in the Archipelago, took 
little notice of what was adted in the Gulf. 
The Spaniards,- after their falhion, were flow in 
Arming, and fpent the Summer in Preparations, 
till the Pirats, laden with Booty, were depar¬ 
ted towards the Winter 3 fo that none remain¬ 
ed to take care of Italy , and the Venetian Gulf, 
but Venice only, to whom the Dominion of thofe 
Seas are rightly appropriated. 

To fupprefs therefore the Infolence of thefe 
Pirats, the Republick fet forth a Fleet confuting 
of twenty eight Gallies and two Galleafles, un¬ 
der the Command of Marin Capello, with In¬ 
flections to fink, burn, and deftroy thofe Pi¬ 
rats, either in the open Seas, or in Harbour of 
the Turks; for that by the Articles of Peace, 
between the Grand Signior and the Venetians, 
it was agreed. That no Port or Harbour of his 
Ihould be priviledged to afford entertainment or 
protedlion to any Free-booter or Pirat of that 
nature. 

It happened about that time, that the Malteles 
and Florentines crufing in th 0. Archipelago, had 
done great Mifchief to the Turks in thofe Seas; 
to revenge which, and to prevent farther da¬ 
mage, the Captain-Pafha fent Orders to thefe 
Veflels of Barbary immediately to come to his 
Affiftance 3 to which they were now more ea- 
fily perfwaded 3 for being already laden with 
Booty and Spoils, they contented themfelves with 
a change of their Station. But to give a fare- 
wel to thofe Parts, they firft relblved to fpoil, 
and plunder Liffa, alias Lefina, an IQand belong¬ 
ing to the Republick 3 but being overtaken by 
the Venetian Fleet in their Voyage thither, near 
to Vtilona, a Port and Harbour belonging to the 
Turks, they put themfelves under the Defence 
of the Town and Caftle, which received them 
willingly to their Protection, notwithftanding 
all Articles and Agreements to the contrary. 
Capello xhe Venetian Fleet faluted the Caftle without a 
the rims shot > defiring, that according 10 the Capitula- 
in valona. tions of Peace, the Pirats might be rejected, and 
commanded to abandon their Port: in anfwer 
hereunto the Turks replied with a Shot, making 
known their Intentions to defend their Friends: 
wherefore the Venetians retiring at fome di- 
ftance came to an Anchor, defigning to block up 
the Port. Many days had not palled before the 
Pirats endeavoured, by help of their Oars, and 
a gentle Gale, to make their efcape 3 and being, 
with the gray of the Morning, advanced with¬ 
out the Port, they were efpyed by the watch¬ 
ful Venetians, who dividing their Fleet into 
two Squadrons,charged them with high Courage 3 
the Fight continued for the fpace of two hours, 
during all which time the Caftle of Valona fired 
at the Venetians, and fhotdowna Mall of one 
of the Galleafles, a Splinter of which wounded 
Lorenx .6 Afarcello the Commander ; at length 
five of the Gallies of the Pirats being difabled, 
and many of their People killed, they began to 
fly, and retire again under the Protection of the 
Town 3 asalfo did the Venetians to their Place 
of Anchorage. 

. AdiflinCt Advice of all Particulars being dis¬ 
patched to Venice , the Senate wrote to Capello, 
That fince the refpeCt which the Republick owes 
to the Ottoman Court was not unknown to him, 
he Ihould by no means make any attempt againft 
thofe Pirats upon the Land, but meeting them 
fairly at Sea, lie ought then to make ufe of all 
the valour and force he was able. 


In the mean time the Duke of Medina las Tor- 1638- 
res, Vice-King of Naples , difpatched an Ex- . 

prefs to Capello, with Letters applauding the ge¬ 
nerality of the Defign, wherein he was now en¬ 
gaged for the Glory of his Republick, and the 
Common Good of all Chriftendom, proffering to 
fupply him with Refrefhments and Ammunition, 
and what elfe might fnpply his Occafions; ex¬ 
pecting, that by fuch Encouragement as this, 
he might be induced to Aflault the Enemies in 
Valona , without refpeCt to the Grand Signior, 
or any Inconveniences which might arife thereby-. 

On the contrary the Governour of the Caftle, 
and Kadi of the Town, wrote a Letter to Ca¬ 
pello, putting him in mind, that he was within 
the Grand Signior’s Dominions, and that he 
ffiould be careful how he offered any Violence to 
thofe Places, which would certainly prove a 
Violation of the Peace, and be the Original of 
an inevitable War. 

Capello had now Jain a whole Month before the 
Port, having all the time injoied fair Weather, 
and a fmooth Sea, againft the hope and defire of 
the Turks, who expected that by means of 
fome Storm, the Enemy would be forced to re¬ 
move their Quarters to fome fecure Harbour, 
and thereby afford them an opportunity to 
efcape. But Capello growing weary of fuch te- Htaflxdts 
dious Attendance, refolvcd to expeCt no longer, tlifig in tl:i 
nor yet to lofe the prefent Advantage of ren- Pon ' 
dring himfelf Matter of the Veflels ol the Ene¬ 
my ; wherefore dividing his Fle-t into feveral 
Squadrons, he advanced near the Port, firing fe¬ 
veral Shot at the Tents of the Pirats, of 
which one from a Galeafs ftruck a Mofch 3 and 
arming with ftore of Men the Galeots and Bri¬ 
gantines, they entred the Port, and to the afto- 
nifhment and vexation of the Turks, polMed all 
the fixteen Veflels, and brought them to their 
Admiral: which though they had disfurniffied of 
all their chief Booty, yet their Cannon and 
Arms remained, of which there were twelve 
Pieces of great Brafs Guns, befides others of 
Iron, with divers Falcons and lefler Arms. 

The Intelligence hereof being carried to Ve¬ 
nice, Orders were given, that all the Veflels 
ffiould be funk in the Port of Corfu, excepting 
only the Admiral of Algier , which was to be 
brought to the Arfenal of Venice, there to remain 
as a Trophy of Vidtory, and for a perpetual 
Memory of this Glorious Atchievement. How- 
foeverthis Exploit was varioufly interpreted at ' 

Venice , and approved, or difproved, according 
to the diverfity of Humors. The younger Men 
applauded it as an Adtion of great Gallantry, 
excufing his Tranfgreffion of the Senats Orders 
by a tranfport of Paffion and Zeal towards his 
Country, and defire of Glory. But the Sena¬ 
tors, and Men of mature Judgments, highly re- 
fented this Breach of their Orders, which as 
they are ftridtly Enjoined, fo they expedted that 
they ffiould be pundtually Obeyed. That this 
adtion was a fufficient and Juft Caufe alone to 
kindle a War, and that it was a matter intolera¬ 
ble, that a fingle Citizen fhonld of his own 
Head and Humor, prefume to adt fuch things, 
as muft neceffarily involve the Publick in a.War, 
contrary to their Pleafure, and in oppofition to 
tlfcir exprefi Commands. For which Crime 
and other fubfequent Defaults, Capello was after¬ 
wards forced to juftify himfelf, as will be figni- 
fied in the fequel of this Hiftory. 

The Particulars of this Advice, were by an 
exprefs Meflenger difpatched to Luigi Contari- 
ni the Bailo or Ambafiador for the Venetians at 
Conpantinople, a Perfon of great Reputation and 
Efteem, 
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1(5 ,g Efteem, having been converfant in the principal 
Courts of Chriftendcm, and employed for the 
v l'pace of feven years at Munfier , where he was 
Aflittanc with die Nuntio Chigi, afterwards 
Alexander the 7 th, in the general Peace of Eu¬ 
rope. 

The Turks alfo receiving this News aggrava¬ 
ted to them with all the foul Circumftances ima¬ 
ginably the Chimacam immediately fummoned 
the Bailo to Audience, and with an Angry 
Countenance began to exclaim : 44 That taking 
44 advantage of the Grand Signor’s abfence in 
44 remote Parts, the Venetians had, in a perfidi- 
4 ‘ dious ai d hoilile manner, allaulted and de- 
“ itroyed the Fleet of Barbary , which were his 
“Subjects, andfuchashe had called to his afli- 
4 - ftance agai.dt the Corfarcs of Malta and Li- 
“gorn. Th.it being acc identally compelled by 
44 ltorm to enter into the Port of Valoma , they 
44 were forcibly taken thence, and violence offer- 
44 ed to the Grand Signior’s Port and Cattle, by 
tt way of a manifeft and open Breach. If this 
44 prefumption were grounded on the long di- 
44 ttance of the Grand Signior from thefe parts, 
44 the Venetians would do well to confider, how 
44 that they ptovoke an angry Prince, and one 
“ who citterns neither Expence, Hazards, nor 
41 Labours to compleat his Revenge. If this 
“ were a deiign to divert the Grand Signior’s 
44 Arms from Perfa, they would do well to con- 
44 lider, that the Sultan was not fo far advanced, 
44 but that he could turn a Current, if he plea- 
“ led, fufficient to drown, and in an inftant to 
44 overwhelm the Dominions of Venice 5 orcould 
44 at leaft collect Forces from nearer parts able 
4 to revenge his Quarrel, and vindicate his Ho- 
44 nour from the Difdain and Scorn of fuch pet- 
44 ty Neighbours. 

Hereunto the Bailo or Ambaflador made this 
Reply: 44 That this Piratical People was the 
‘‘lame which the Year before had landed in Can- 
44 iIm, and made fpoil of the Eftates of the In- 
44 habitants, and carried many of them into fla- 
44 very; ai:d not contented with this Booty, they 
44 entred the Gulph, and penetrated into the ve- 
44 ry Bowels of Italy, with deiign to Sack and 
44 Plunder the llland of Li/fa, which was under 
“the Dominion of the Republick. That the Ve- 
44 netian General friendly faluted the Cattle of 
44 Valona, which was returned with fevcral Shots 
44 from thence ; that had it been his intention to 
44 have attempted the Port in the beginning, 
44 he would not have lain thirty feven days in ex- 
44 peAation of the forth-coming of thofe Pirats, 
44 it b. ing only refpeA to the Grand Signior, 
44 which obliged him to that attendance. At 
44 length being wearied, and provoked by the 
44 inlbienee of that People, he forcibly entred 
“the Port, knowing, that by Capitulations with 
44 the Grand Signior, it was agreed. That all 
44 Ports fhould be forbidden, and that to thefe 
44 Pirats, unlefs they firft gave Security and Cau- 
44 tion not to injure and make Prize of the Sub- 
44 jcAs of the Republick. 

The Chimacam replied hereunto, “That 
44 there were ten thoufand Souldiers and Slaves 
44 belonging to thofe Gallies, which had taken 
44 their Refuge in Valona ; and therefore he re- 
squired the Venetians to permit them freej^f- 
4t fage into their own Country, and to reftore 
44 their Gallics, unlefs^they, intended, to come to 
44 an open Rupture with the Grand Signior. 

The Chimacam alfo prefled more urgently for 
reftitutionof the Gallies, in regard, that having 
advifed the Grand Signior of this Difafter, he 
had at the fame time given him hopes, and al- 


moft aflurance to believe, that by his Negotia- 1638. 
tions he fhould recover them out of their Hands : VTTvJ 
But the Senate was of a different Opinion ; and 
therefore gave exprefs Orders to their Officers 
of the Marine Affairs, immediatly to fink all 
thofe Veflels ; that fo the expectation of the 
Turks being difappointed by an impoflibility of 
recovery, might not, by the rude Jnftances and 
Threats of Morat , oblige them to a difhonoura- 
ble and an undecent Reftitution. 

The News of this Misfortune made greater The Algt- 
noife and difturbance in the Divan of Algier tints angry 
than at Conflanitnople. , that rude Rabble raved, a * thu 
and railed, and threatned, laying the blame Nnvt ‘ 
fometiraes on one, then on another, being ready 
t<fcome to blows amongft themfelves; but- that 
being obliged, by order of their Divan, to keep 
their Thumbs within their Girdles, they durit 
only exprefs their Anger by Punches and Thrufts 
of their Elbows. At length coming to cooleE 
Terms, they charged all the Fault on their Ad¬ 
miral Aliy and refolved to make Applications 
to the Grand Signior for Redrefs, and Repara¬ 
tions on the Eftates af the Venetians in his Do¬ 
minions. 

The News alfo hereof overtaking Morat in TbeG.sig- 
hij March into Perfa, angred him to the Heart, niofs Anger 
and tranfported him to that heat of Indignation, 
that he immediately ordered, that the Venetian muaSm 
Bailo, with all his Nation in the Ottoman Do¬ 
minions, fhould, without exception, be cut to 
pieces; but the Great Vizier, and his Favourite, 
luffering him for fome time to vent the impetuo- 
fityof his Fume and Rage without contradicti¬ 
on, gave a flop for thirteen days to the difpatch 
of thefe fatal Orders; until taking him in a 
more gentle mood, they perfwaded him to 
change this Sentence of Death, to the imprifon¬ 
ment only of the Bailo ; and fuch care was ta¬ 
ken, left the News of a War with Venice fhould 
fly into Per fia, and thereby prejudice the Terms 
of Peace, that this Accident was kept as a Se¬ 
cret, and communicated to none, but fuch as 
were nearly concerned in the Government. 

The Command for the Bailo’s Imprifonment 
being arrived at Conftantinople, he was fummon¬ 
ed to Audience by the Chimacam; and though 
at that time he was exceedingly afflicted with 
the Gout, yet the Turkilh Obedience to Impe¬ 
rial Commands admitting of no Excufe, he was 
forced to an attendance ; and being brought in 
his Sedan, he was carried to the Chamber of 
Audience, where he expected forae time until foe 
Chimacam came to him : in the interim being 
entertained by fome Aga’s, whom the Chimacam 
had employed to found him touching the refti¬ 
tution of the Veflels; who finding by his Dif- 
courfe that they were funk, without poffibility 
of recovery, and that there could be no com- 
penfation made for them, they returned with 
this Anfvver to the Chimacam : of which being 
now informed, he came in, and having no far¬ 
ther to expoftulate on this Matter, produced the 
Grand Signior’s Command for his Imprifonment, 
and killing it firft, caufedit to be read. The 
Bailo replied. That he was ready to fubmit, m V(nt _ 
being not only willing to fuller Imprifonment, t -, MS Bails 
but alfo Martyrdom, accompanied with the fe- mprijjatd. 
vereft Pains, for the fake of his Prince and his 
Country. 

To (often and mitigate Matters, the other 
Chriftian Ambafladors then refident at the Port, 
had made Arz to the Grand Signior, wherein, 
with all reverence and refpeA, they offered 
themfelves for Mediators in this Difference, en¬ 
gaging themfelves, but not the Parole of their 
Princes,

dYv; fhould not fiy from the Port, nbr yet refofeany 
feafonable Terms by Way df Accoffimbdaripn, 
This Mediatioh of the Arijbafladore, fefcoijaed 
with fome Prefefltkfrbfia foellailo to the TiifoifK 
Minifters, fo facilitated Mdtforsy’foat foe'Bfoo.

Liberty to all Vifitants WhhtfoeVe'r. 

There was noW no other Ruinbtir orDifcourle 
in Confianiihople, but 6f a War with Venice, fo 
foon as that With Perfa whs cfottctitded:, Apd. iii 
the mean time the Grand Sigttidrgave Orders, 
that ten Gallies fhould be built id his own Affe- 
fihl at his Charge, and prefebted,to the Barba- 
JfOufes, With condition that theyjnould ftay un¬ 
til the Spring, and accompany his, Fleet to Sea. 
Bat AU Piceniti the Admiral fu(p«Alng that this, 
was only a Silbre to engage him and his Wen for 
ever in the Grand signior s Service, refilled die 
Obligation, and Fet two Gallies tin the Stocks for 
his own Account. 

Adviei of the Bailo’s Confinemeiit being come 
td Venice, With a Report of the Pauioh and Rage 
of the Sultan, they expeAfed nothing more than 
A War with the. Turk* which they communica¬ 
ted to all Chriftian Princes, refoefting tHeir 
Succours and Affiftance hgairift the common the* 
my. Thefe Addreilbs produced rather CompaP 
Con of their Csifo, than fubftahtial Contributi- 
dfts 1 Popfe Vrban himfelf giying them, great Aflu- 
ranceis of fom^help from the jp« 3 efiaftical Reve¬ 
nues* belides Piroceflions, Maflfes^ afid BehediAx- 
ons for their good Succefs, in as.great a Number 
as they could defife : NbtwifHftghcUhg which 
dtfe 'Cafe was taken fo make reaciy add provide 
againft all Encounters. Letters' were wrote to 
the Captain-GeneM in the tevtfnt, to' make due 
Preparations againft the Enemy : Sixteen Gallies 
were armed out of pouti*, fb wMcjh were join¬ 
ed other GalttafleS UHder the Command of Anto¬ 
nia Pifarti and SctajlioMo Venieto : Spittdiers wore 
levied in every Pbce* add al^ Ganifons provided 
with AihmunUipti and Vidtubls, and reinforced 
With Numbefs of ad Auxiliary hlilitia. Hdyyfo- 
ever it' was not the Bufineis nor Advantage of foe 
Venetian^ to make a War with the, Turks, but 
rather, whilft they feared foe worft, and made

to qualifie foe hot Spirit of foe GrahdE Signior 
with the gentle Lenitives of fair and 

proffers of making Atoriemedt wlfo foe Sacrifice 
of Gold and other Prefen ts t Inorder unto which 
foeywrote a Letter to the Grand Signior to this 

“That beirigproyoked by foe InfoTence and 
44 frequent Robberies of the Piiates of Barbary, 
44 who did not efteem Faith or Obedience to his

Better Bargain than with fuch^a Sum as 
would ferve only to make the firft Preparations of 
War, to evade all Haza,rds, Troubles, and Ca¬ 
lamities by a happy and fafe Copdufio&pjf p^ace. 

The which notwithftandihg took no EffeA,- until 
the Return of Morat item Per fra ; and therefore 
we Ihali defer Difcourfe thereof to its proper 
place.

In this March he was overta¬ 
ken by one who rode hard to demand Mojlalack., 
which is the Reward of good News for the Birth 
of a Son, of which one of his Sultana’s wa s deli¬ 
vered at 7 /^# .* the Meflenger, was, fecured unril 
foe News was con§rn^d * which being after¬ 
wards turned to the Birth of a Daughter, the 
poor Man fujffered Death, being crueUy impaled 
for his uhadvifed hafteand excefs of officious Re-

I # The Great.Virier met.his Mafter.at lconiam 
with a moderate Equipage, to give more Room 
for foe Quarters of the Arpiy, and rendringhim- 
folf more gracious in his Eyes by a Prefent of fif¬ 
ty thouland Dollars, ho was again remunerated 
with a Cemiter and a Veft of Sables, which are 
foetriual Signals of the Sultan’s Favour.

The Grand, Signior who coiild not 
underftand 6r believe this DoArine, prefendy 
detached aftrong Body with fome Cannon under 
Command of the Captain-Palha ( who, as we 
have faid, wastp accompany the Grand Signior 
ip foe War) to confute, foe Principles of. this 
Rebel, and to reduce him to Qbedience. Thefe 
Forces being entred on his Dominions, Procla¬

Thb Siiccefs being attained. Mot at Proceeded 
in his March, and pdffihg through Atcxandreita 
or Scanderone, he was there falutedby the Guns 
of all the Englilh and Dutch Ships then in Port, 
and prefented by the Merchants and Confuls, ef- 
pecially by the Venetian called Mareopofeolo, 
whofe Prelents were computed to arpount unto 
the Value of ten thbufand Dollars. Thence he 
proceeded to Antioch, where he refrelhed his Ar¬ 
my.for-a few days,; obferving the Antiquities of. 
that Place. At Aleppo he Was met by the Palha of 
Grand C 4 iVo, who brought with hinj a rich Tri¬ 
bute, accompanied with an Army of twenty four 
thoufand Souldiers, all choice Men Well armed 
and well cloathed; at the fame Place alfo the For¬ 
ces oiPaltfline joyned with him, fo that his Ar¬ 
my was now increafed to a vail Number. Pro- 
ceeding forward new Sangiacks came in daily 
belonging to the Countries'through: which they 
marched, and a ftrong Party of Tartars dcfpai- 
ring of being able to aft any confiderabie Matter 
againft Afac, offered themfelves to f:He Service of 
the Grand Signior. . . 

7 "t Pirpat The King of Perfa entred the Field at the 
vFgi"" Head of an hundred and twenty thoufand Horfe; 
But tin but being inferiour in Force, made only ufe.of 
tii r»\. them to reinforce his Garrifon of Bagdat^ with an 
Addition of thirty thouland Men-, which now 
being well provided, hfe judged that the Force 
within, and the.Strength of the Place would be 
able to endure a long Siege, and with time, wea¬ 
ken, if not deftroy the vaft numbers of the T urks,' 
of which there were former Examples: With the 
reft of his Forces he returned to encounter the 
Great Mogul, who fas we have faid) promifed 
MorAt to affift him in this War, and attack the 
Perfian on the other fide of hisDominions, which 
ferved for an advantageous Diverfion to the 
Turk. This was the Reafon that no memorable 
Battels fucceeded in the Field, there being none 
of greater Note than a Fight which Hainan Palha 
had With two thoufand Perfians belonging to Re- 
van, with whom accidentally encountring, he 
killed fifteen hundred of them on the Place, and' 
took the reft Prifoners, which being five hundred 
in number were brought before Morat, and "all 
barbaroufly put to death by him. 

During the time of this March, Morat often 
exercifed himfelf in Feats of Arms, to (hew his

Bagdat. ' 
and enlarged by Semiramis the Wife of 'Nines, 
is recorded in Hiitory for the vaftnefs thereof 
to be ene of the feven Miracles of the World. 
Afterwards the furious Inundations of the Ri.-. 
ver, and the Iron Teeth of devouring Time, 
and the fubjeftion thereof to. the Macedonian 
Empire, did much edipfe the Glory of that 
City, and caufed ScUucus Nicanor, one of Alex¬ 
ander's Captains, to build a new one where the 
Tigris' and Euphrates meet, forty Miles more 
Northwards than the old Babylon^ which he there¬ 
fore called Seleucia after his own Name. In the 
Year Of our Lord 753, Abugiafer Almanfor y an 
; Arab King, enlarged this City to the Eaftern.

: undations of the River, giving it the Name of, 

Badgat , or the place of Gardens; but his Sou

To effeft which the Great V izier, who was 
left at Badgat to command the Army, intimated 
to the Governours of the Frontiers, that aprof- 
An Ambaf. fer of Peace fhould be accepted; which being 
fador fia jpade known to the King ot Perfia, he imniediate- 
fm I Perfia j y difpatched an Ambafladour to the Grand Sig- 
nior to propofe Terms of Accommodation. The 
& ' Ambafladour being arrived at Ginfiantinople^ was 
grateful and acceptable to all, and his Day of Au¬ 
dience appointed after the ufual manner on the 
Pay-day of the Janifaries, when the Floor of the 
divan is covered with Sacks of Mony i before 
the Door of the Chamber of Audience ftoodthe 
Perfian Captive^ all cloathed in rich Vefts. The 
Ambafladour being conduced to the Rovdl Pre¬ 
fence with the ufual Ceremonies (of which we 
have given an Account in another place) was re¬ 
ceived by the Sultan fitting Upon a Saffaw cove¬ 
red with Crimfon Velvet, embroidered With 
p$afl i his Turbant was encompafled with a 
Chain of Diamonds, cloathed with a rich Veft 
lined with Sables \ he caft iio Pleafaritnefs of Af- 
paft onthe AmbafBdouf, but beholding him with 
a fierce and fcornful Look, received the Letter in 
a kind of careleft Difdain, behaving himfelt in 
every Motion, as if he neither elteemed the King, 
nor his Ambafladour •, or as if the Perfian had 
been wholly conquered by him, had fent to beg 
Peace, and Pardon for his Life: The Ambafla¬ 
dour was foon difmifled from his Prefence and 
matters being referred to the Negotiation of the 
Chimacam, no other difficulty arofe belides the 
Difbute concerning Revan, which at length was 
A Ptact a a ree d by another Ambafladour fent to the Via- 
(winded. e ° on the frontiers to remain unto, the Perfian, as 
Sagdat was confirmed to the Turk : And fo Peace 
whs without fong Debate clapt up *, «e Grand 
Signior, by reafon of his ftidifpofiuon which m- 
creafed upon hioh, being riot inclinable to trou- 
_ bfe his Head with the Burden of Bufinefs. 

Peace being thiis concluded with PerJja, there 
appeared a perfect Sun-ffiine ancf fair Weather in 
the Ottoman Court, neither Diflenfioris athome, 

o^the Sultan : Until fome Differences happe¬ 
ning Between the Princes of Moldavia and Wala- 
exhaled the firft Cloud of Difturbance. . At 
that time Lupufo was Prince of Moldavia, a Per- , 
fon of evil Principles, covetouk, and unjuft. Mat- 
tliew was Prince of iPalaihia, a good Man, zea¬ 
lous for the- Chnftian Religion, and one who ad- I 

miniftred equal Jnftice to his People. Lupxlo not 
contenting himlelf with his own, but defirousal- 
Tnublis in fo of his Neighbours Pofteffidn, made inftanc^ to 
Moldavia the 'Portrto have-the Prmcipality of Moldavia con- 
and wala- f erre d upon his Son, alledgLhg that thereby he 
chk * ffiouH be better enabled to hilarice the Power of 
Ragetski in Tranfylvania , arid on'all occafionsbe 
rendred more' ferviceable to the Grand Signior’s 
Defigns and Intereft: And feconding tto Propo¬ 
rtion with a Prcferit of fifty thoufand' Dollars to 


the Chimacam, and promife to increafe the 1639. 
annual Tribute, he obtained the Chimacam’s 
Frieridfhip, at whofe Inftance the Grand Si^- 
nior was perfwaded to write unto Matthew to 
furrender up his Province into the hands of 
the Son of Lupulo -, declaring. That it having 
been accuftomary to change the Princes of 
thofe Countries every three years, he ought 
after an Injoyment of above feven years to 
content himfelf with a quiet and voluntary Re- 
fignation, unlefs he would defire to draw up¬ 
on himfelf a Ruin by the Anger and Difplea- 
fure of the Sultan. Matthew having no Po- 
fterity, refolved not to furrender his Govern¬ 
ment but with his Life -, and having a parti¬ 
cular Animofity againft Lupulo, could by no 
means incline his Mind to make his Enemy 
happy with the Spoils of hisEIlate. Where¬ 
fore having obtained Alfiftance from Ragouki, 
he refolved to withftand tbe Forces of young 
Lupulo , and engage with him: And being rea¬ 
dy to mount oh Hdrfe-back, and begin the 
Battel, he fiirft difpatched an humble Meflage 
to the Grand Signior, acquainting him, « That 
“■ he was ready at his Command to refign his 
“ Principality into the Hands of the meaneft 
«• Greek his Majefty would appoint who be- 
c ‘ ing the Source of all Equity and Juftice, he 
“ hoped that he would not oblige, him to 
fuch Terms as would raife his Mortal Ene- 
<l my upon his Ruin •, a Man lo intent to his 
44 own Interefts, and fo unconfcionable to 
44 edmpafs them, that all late Revolutions, 

(<■ Wars, arid Commotions have been raifed 
44 either by him, or by hk Inftruments. 

This Letter being received and read by the 
Grand Signior, was leconded In a few hours 
after, with News of the total Defeat of young 
Lupulo *, which put the Grand Signior lo much 
into choler, that he immediately committed the 
Chimacam to the feven Towers, for being the 
Projector arid Author of this Counfel. It was 
fuppofed however, that Moral's Anger would 
not proceed to that degree, as to extend to 
his Life ; but being informed, that he was 
rich, and that he was poflefled of two Milli¬ 
ons of Dollars, which lay by him in ready 
Moriy, it was concluded, that fo vaft a Wealth 
could not in a fhort time be honeftly gained -, 
which appearing as an undeniable Evidence and 
Teftimoriy of his Violence and Oppreflion, the 
Grand Signior made nb Difficulty to pafs the chim 
Sentence of Death againft him, nor to con- cm f * 
derriri the Mony to his own Exchequer: His Dlgt } )t 
Office was given fo Sinon Palha, and the Prin¬ 
cipality corifinried unto Matthew. 

During all this Time, the Quarrel which the 
Turks conceived againft the Venetiaris, for vio¬ 
lating their Port of Valona, was not yet com- 
poled 3 but now having time to perufe and con- 
fider old Accounts, the Venetian Bailo was called 
by the Chimacam to Audience, and to a Con¬ 
ference with him concerning this Matter. In 
the firft place therefore the Bailo alledged, 

“ That the Pirates of Barbary had for thefpace 
44 of twenty Years roved in the Venetian Gulf, 

44 arid made Prize in that time of fo many 
44 Ships and Goods belonging to Merchants, 

44 that the Republick had been prejudiced by 
44 them in feveral Millions; which alfo did 
44 in fome manner prejudice theCuftoms of the 
« Grand Sigriior, to whom the Venetian Mer- 
44 chants pay for the moft part yearly the Sum of 
144 an hundred thoufand Dollars in Cuftom for their 
44 Goods, befides the benefit which tbe Ottoman 
<c Dominions receive by fo profitable a Commerce. 

Here- 
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i 6 3 p. Hereunto the Chimacam replied : “'That the 
v/-y-"w' 11 damages which the Turks received by the 
“ Corfairs cr Frcc-booters at Sea under the 
“ Colours of Malta, Leghorn, Majorca , and 
- ‘‘other places, were greater and more dilho- 
44 nourable to the Majefty of the Ottoman 
“Grandeur, than the depredations of the other 
“ fide were to Venice : And therefore it would 
“be neceflary for the good of the World, that 
“ fuch Violences were prevented in all places : 
“ and that Men of fuch wicked Profeflion fliould 
“ be efteemed for univerfal Enemies, and to 
“ have no other Quarter, nor Articles grant- 
“ ed then', than what we give to wild and 
“ hurtful Beafts, whom we deftroy by Snares 
“ and Gins, and all Advantages. The which 
“ alfo w as never denied to the Venetians, whiift 
“they encountrcd and took them in the open 
“Sea; 3 but to enter into priviledged Places, 
“ and violate a San&uary of the Grand Signi- 
“ or’s, without refpeft to the mighty Power of 

fo dreadful a Monarch, was an aft fo info- 
“ lent, as could never obtain Pardon without 
“ due Compenfation for the Offence } which 
“could not be done, but either by a Reftitu- 
“ tion of the Veirels, or elfe of a like Num- 
“ her in the places of them. 

Hereunto the Bailo replied : “ That if an 
“ Accommodation could not be made bn other 
“ Terms, nor Peace maintained, but by a fub- 
“ million to Pyrats, and fupportation of all 
“ their Injuries and Robberies, a War mult 
“ inevitably enfue 3 for the good fuccefs of 
“ which they depended on the Blelling of God 
“ Almighty, and the general Affiftance of all 
“ Chrillendom, which will efteem it felf uni- 
“ verfally concerned in this Caufe, and obli- 
“ ged as well to make good this Quarrel a- 
“gainft Pirates, as to preferve Pinice for their 
“main Bulwark and Defenceagainlt the Otto- 
“ man Force. 

“ You make die Smile ( anfwered the Chi- 
“ nrcam j) when you tell me of the Power 
4 of Chriflendcm, which contains nothing more 
“of Terrour than the Name. Do not I know, 

“ who have been Pafha of Batja, that the Em- 
“ perour hath no Mony; and'that when the 
“ Swc.ds, a finall and inconfiderable People, 
“have made War upon him, they have almoft 
“over-run his Country? As for France, if 
“ they underftand their own Politicks, they 
“will fcarce be perfwaded to lend affiftance 
“to the Empire, when we make War againlt 
“it. The Spaniards have io much to do at 
“ Home, and to conferve themfelves from the 
“ Incroachments of their powerful Neighbour 
“ the French, that they are wholly unable t6 
“lend Forces to wage a War at fuch a di- 
“ ftance from their Dominions. Wherefore 
“conlidering the Advantage we have upon 
“ you, which we well know and underftand; 

“ you muft either have War on thefehazard- 
“ ous Terms, or elfe pnrehafe your Peace 
“ with a confiderable Sum of Mony. In ma- 
“ king of which Bargain you muft confider, 

“ that you have to deal with a mighty Prince, 

“ and not with a Merchant; and therefore 
“ your Offer ought to be large at firft, fo as 
“ it may gain Credit, and be received with a 
“ favourable Ear •, for a fmall Sum to him is 
“ like a little Morfcl given to an hungry Sto- 
“ math, which ferves only to increafe the Ap- 
“ petite. And you know, that we our felves 
“ are often forced to facrifice to the Avarice 
“of cur Prince, by effufions of vaft Sums of 
“ Money, which are always beft compounded 


“ for, when they are. done readily, and at 1635 
“ firft, before we give our Mafter time to 
“confult with his Pillow, and to make upour 
“ Accounts according to the. Calculation of his 
“own Reckoning. Let me. therefore exhort 
“you to follow the like Example, and imme- 
“ diately make an Offer of three hundred thou- 
“ land Zechins of Gold, which if you will do, 

“ and employ my Intereft to make this Com- 
“ polition for you, 1 hope, though with feme 
‘difficulty, to gain its acceptance. To talk 
‘ and reafon of Things paft is but to beat the 
“ Air, becaufe the time is vanilhed and gone •, 

* £> ut you niay confider of the prelenr, that 
“ you may fecure the future. We fell you 
‘ Peace at this Price 3 if it be worth your 
‘ Mony, take it 3 if not, refofe it, as you 
“ judge the Purchafe molt agreeable to your 
“Intereft, 

. At this time Chriftendom was embroiled in 
its ufual Combuftions, fo that Affiftance from 
other Princes was not only uncertain, but 
without all Foundation; fo that the Venetians 
could have no fure Truft to any other than 
their own Force. In regard that many were 
defirous at that time to lee the Venetians en¬ 
gaged with the Turk, that fo they might not 
be able to concern themfelves in the War of 
Jfaly, which then grew hot by rhe Wars of 
Savoy , Modena , and Matoua , favoured by the 
Protection of the Spaniards, by whofe means 
all the Differences arofe about the Valtoline. 
Conlidering which, the wife Senate being wil- ' 
ling to purchafe fo great a BleHing to their 
Country by a moderate Price, gave Liberty to 
their Bailo to compound for it at what rate 
and terms he was able •, which by the Bailors 
Dexterity in. the Management, was con¬ 
cluded for the Sum of two hundred and fi£ 
ty thoufand Zechins, which was .efteemed for 
a great Service, and redounded much to the 
Reputation of the Bailo : after which Conclu- 
lion, the former .Articles were ratified, and 
thefe which follow added thereunto. 

“ That'the Ambafladour or Bailo fliould 
be fet at Liberty, and permitted to return 
to own Habitation : That Commerce be 
‘ renewed as formerly between the Subjects 
of both Countries That all Controverlie 
‘ about the Maters happened at Valona , for 
“ ever be filenced and forgotten. When at 
any time the Pirats of Barbary lhall hap- 
“ pen to enter within the Ports of the Grand 
Signior, thfey lhall give Security, that they 
will- commit ho Damage or Spoil on the 
“ Subjects of Venice. And in cafe they lhall 
‘ have taken any Prizes belonging to the a- • 
forefaid State, they lhall pot be admitted 
nor protected in the Ports belonging to 
‘ the Grand Signior. Wherefore in virtue 
hereof all Aga’s, Captains of Caftles, and 
“ other Minifters who lhall not obey and ~ob- : 

1 ferve this Capitulation, lhall be deprived 
“ of their Office -, and if the Venetians lhall 
‘ then enter violently into the Port, where . 
fuch Enemies have taken. Refuge, it lhall 
not be imputed to them for a Crime, ot 
“ efteemed a Breach of the Capitulations. And 
“ farther, if the Venetians lhall at any time 
encounter the aforelaid People of Barbary : ; 
in the open Sea, it lhall be lawful for them ; 

“ to affault, take, and deftroy them without 
“ notice, or exceptions of the Ottoman Port.

The Perfian provoked 
his Pleafure of drinking by fait Meats, and 
by peppered and fpiced Diffies -, the fort of 
Wine they moll ufed, was a fweet Malvoifia, 
fometimes twifted, and encouraged with the 
ftrong Waters, called Rofa Solis , of which 
they fucked lb long, and with fuch Excels, 
that falling under- the force of it, they were 
infenfibly carried away to their feveral Beds. 

This diflolute Repaft became fatal to the 
Grand Signior 3 for a Fire being kindled in 
his Veins_ and Bowels, he fell into a violent 
and continued Feaver. The Pbyficians being 
called, were fearful to adminifter Remedies, 
left proving unfuccefsfol, their Lives Ihould 
pay for the ineffeftual Operation : At length 
they agreed to let him blood, but this hafte- the death 
ned his Death. For he died the fourth Day Sultm 
of his Feaver, being the 2 th of February , in Morat * 
the feventeenth Year of his Reigiv and the 
one and thirtieth of his Age, having ruled in 
the height of all Difbrders and irregular Ex- 
1 cefles.

Sometimes he refolved to recover 
Afac out of che hands of the Coflacks 3 fome¬ 
times he thought of making War upon Po¬ 
land, judging himfelf much affronted by that 
King, for not fending an Ajnbaffadour to con¬ 
gratulate his late Succefles : Then he fuppo- 
fed, that a War in‘ Germany would be more 
eafie, and the Conqueft more profitable by rea¬ 
fon of the Riches of the People, and the Fer¬ 
tility of the Soil, to which pretences could 
never be wanting on the fcore of thofe Dif-

H* was a great Dihembler, 
ready, aftive, and revengeful, ^ovetoos to fcx- 
tremity, having left fiteen Millions of Gold A 
his Treafury, which was empty When he en- 
tred upon the Sovereignty. in feort, he was 
fo bad, that he had fcarce any Allay of Vet* 
tue -, being fo great a Tyrant, 
he became his own Aflaffinate, and fell nnla- 
mented by all but the two Companions of his 
beftial Excefs.

That he did not fomuch 
as think of the Empire, nor defire it, but only 
prayed that Sultan Marat might live, to whom 
he pretended not to be a Brother, but a Slave : 
And when he perceived that they began to force 
the Door, though with terms of Refpeft and 
Obfervance, he Hill endeavoured to keep it 
tlofe; for Nature had taught him to confervea 
Life, howfoever Milerable, and void of Confo- 
lation. 

He continuing thus refblute not to open. Re¬ 
verence to his Perfon commanded them to for¬ 
bear any ruder Violence * until the Queen-Mother 
over-hearing all this Stir, defeended her felf in 
Perfon ; and firft caufing the dead Corps of Sul- 
tah Marat to be extended before his Door, with 
gentle Compellations, and confident Affurances, 
averred the Death of his Brother. The Voice 
of his Mother began to diflipate the Fears, and 
being in part already convinced by his Ears, he 
adventured to peep at the Door, and giving 
then entire Credence to his Eyes, his Heart ana 
Spirits confentcd to revive; and fo retiring back 
into his Chamber, he willingly received the 
Congratulations of the Minifters and Souldiers *, 
which being pail, he readily applied his Shoul¬ 
ders to the Cofiin of his dead Brother and 
having bore his fhare of that dear Burden to 
the Gate of the Seraglio, he there refigned it to 
his Domeflick Officers, who bufj«d-him in the 
Sepulchre of Sultan Achmet. \ f 

From thence he took Boat, and pd 0 ed to the 
Mofchof Jitbh Seraglio, where ik the fpace of 
eight days, he compleated all the Ceremonies of 
his Coronation ; and afterwards, according to 
the Cuftom of his Anceftors, he rode through 
the City to his great Palace ; but whether it 
were for want of pr aft ice, or by reafon of a 
Polture natural unto Fools, he fat fo ridiculoufly 
on his Saddle, as moved rather the Laughter 
than the Acclamation of the People. 

In fine, being entred the Seraglio, he began 
to breath, and enjoy the Air of Liberty, with fo 
much contentment and fatisfaftion, that he un¬ 
willingly would empair the leaf!: Particle of his 
late acquired Freedom, by thinking, or attend¬ 
ing to Bufinefs, and as if he enjoyed Efficient, 
committed all to the management of his Mother ■, 
howfoever, being defirous to handle fomething 
of the Government, he did it with fo little Grace 
and Dexterity, that it plainly appeared, that 
that Soul animated a Body not fit tofway or 
wield a Scepter. 

The Queen-Mother, to maintain the Word 
fhe had given to the Viziers, continued them all 
in their refpeftive Offices •, fo that, though 
there was great difproportion in the Mind of 
the two Princes, yet the Minifters being the 
fame, there feemed to be little or no Alteration 
in the Government. 

The Great Vizier remembring well the 
thoughts of War which Sultan Morat meditated 
againlt the Colfacks, and being defirous of Glo¬ 
ry, and continuance of his Power, refolved to 
profecutc the fame Delign, hoping to meet a 
Spirit in Ibrahim equal to the Generality of his 
f°! Brother. To this War many and various were 
tiico/hls. ^ 1C Motives; as lirft, A.natural defire of Revenge 
M on the Collacks, for having infefted the Black 
Seas, that they might thereby provoke Poland 
to a War, which when they had reduced to 
fome Extremity, the Emperor would confequeqt- 
ly fall in to their Affiftance, and thereby create 
Quarrels, which muft necelfarily open a large 
Field of Troubles ; which being fown with the 


Seed of Difcord, could not fail to produce Cau- 1640. 
fes and Pretentions for a War. _ ... '‘-'''V'G 

It being thus refolved, to which the Vizier nei¬ 
ther wanted Eloquence nor Reafons to perfwade, . 
great Preparations were made for a War, which 
was intended to be maintained for many Years : 

During which time, God, who difpofes all 
Things at his Pleafure, permitted a falfe Report 
to fly, that the Perfians were providing a great 
Army to befiege Bagdaty to which the Turks 
giving entire Credence, it was refolved in the 
Divan, that thofe Preparations againlt Chrilten- 
dom, Ihould be diverted towards the Parts of 
the Eaftern Countries. By this vain Rumour 
only were all thefe Grand Defigns difappointed, 
and all farther Thoughts vanilhed for the pre- 
font of moleftingthe Chriftians. From whence 
it is obforvable, how neceffary are the Foreign 
Refidences of Minifters, and how abfurdly the 
Turks err who, by reafon of their Pride, 
vouchfafe not to entertain Ambafladors in the 
Courts of Strangers, being beholden to the 
Jews, or Armenian-Merchants for all their Intel¬ 
ligence they receive touching the Affairs of 
Neighbouring Kingdoms. 

The Wars being thus fufpended, the Great 
Vizier had time to caft his Eyes about him, and 
contrive the Ruin of fuch whom he fufpefted 
moft dangerous to his Condition. Amongftthe 
reft, none appeared more formidable than Mu- 
fiapha Palha, Captain-Palha, a young brisk Per¬ 
fon, and Favourite of the Queen-Mother, whom 
to remove was difficult and dangerous, being a 
Vizier as well as he, and on one of the moft emi¬ 
nent Degrees of Dignity in the whole Empire : 

And therefore that he might touch him with 
fmooth and gentle Terms, he praftifod upon 
him the ordinary Decoy of Preferment, prof¬ 
fering him. the Government of Buda -, which 
whilft the one foemed out of modefty to refufo, 
the other with the greater force of Complement, 
and obliging expreffions of Fricndlhip, prefled 
him to accept. At length, overcome with im¬ 
portunity and kindnefs, Muftapha received the 
Proffer •, whereby being diverted of the Qpeen’s 
Proteftion, he was foon after overtaken in his 
Journey towards his Principality, and by ano¬ 
ther Mandate required to take his way to the 
Province of Siliftria i, the finalleft, and moft in- 
confiderable of the Empire : in which he was no 
fooner inverted, than a fccond Edift took off 
his Head. 

But another Mupapha, more fortunate, was 
font Palha to Grand Cairo in erEgypt ; he was a 
mortal Enemy to the Crlm Tartar , of whom he 
Ihewed his hatred at Rhodes , by putting his Son 
to Death, for having laid, That Sultan Morat , 
and Sultan Ibrahim dying without Ifliie, the Em¬ 
pire was to defeend to his Family. This Son of 
Tartar was then at Rhodes, it being a Cuftom al¬ 
ways to have one of them as a Hoftage for the 
Father’s obedient Comportment towards the 
Turks, their place of Refidence being either at 
Rhodes , or fome Town on the Black Sea, as we 
have elfowhere declared. 

The Sultan in this Interim had little regard un¬ 
to the Government, both for want of Capacity, 
and by reafon of his luxurious and wanton Apr 
petite, the which he indulged in the higheft ex¬ 
cels of Senfuality ; for having been accuftomed 
to a Prifon, and Reftraint, he'knew not how 
to enjoy that freedom he had recovered, but by 
fubjefting it to the imperious fervicude of his 
Lulls. This Humor the Vizier and great Mi¬ 
nivers cherilhed in him, by continual Banquets, 

Feafts, and Entertainments, in which he always 
took 
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1640. took high contentment and fatisfaftion. His 
other Recreations were, Horfo-races, and Shoot¬ 
ing with the Bow, rewarding the moft dexte¬ 
rous Archers. Bufinefs was a Stranger to him, 
he knew not what it meant, nor thought there 
was other Employment for the Emperor than to 
ftudy thofe Paftimes, which moft correfponded 
with his Youth and Nature: only the Vizier 
would fometimes, in Matters of high Impor¬ 
tance, demand his Aflent, which was either out 
of formality, orelfo tofocurehimfolf with the 
Name and Authority of his Mailer. 

The News of Sultan Ibrahims promotion to 
the Throne being arrived at Venice, the moft 
forene Republick dilpatched Pietro Fejcarini as 
Ambaffi- t * lcir Ambaflador Extraordinary to complement 
dors jint to Sultan.. The Prince of Tranfylvania in like 
compliment manner font his Tribute, which was fome Hawks, 
Sultan ib- and twelve Veflels of Gilded Plate, as feudatary 
ralnm. ' Acknowledgments for the Lands held, and for 
his Confirmation in the Principality. 

The Minifters of other Princes having palled 
the like Addrcfles, which were cuftomary, the 
Ambafladors of Poland made Complaints of the 
Tartars, whole Incurfions againlt them, the 
Turks, by Conditions of Peace, were obliged 
to reftrain •, but in this, as in other Occafions 
lince that time, the Poles could obtain no Re- 
drefe from the Turks, who willing to have the 
Chriftians oppreffed or ruined, either foem- 
ed not to give Credit to the Subjeft of Com¬ 
plaints, or elfo to find out Excufos to acquit the 
Tartar; which being fo known and common a 
Praftice with the Turk, it is fo be wondred why 
the Poles have font fo many late Meflages of 
this Nature, which in former, as well- as in this 
prefent Age, have proved fruitlefs; a pregnant 
Example of which we lhall find in the Reign of 
Sultan Mahomet, Son of this Ibrahim. 

Amongft other Corruptions of thefe Times, 
Afpers were fo cut and dipt, that the Dollar 
rofe from eighty to an hundred and twenty A- 
fpers which Irregularity being complained of 
in the Divan, all Monies were reduced to their 
intrinlick Value; and the Afpers called in to be 
coined in the Mint, to the great Damage of the 
People. 

But this Matter will not appear ftrange, if it 
be compared to the Vellion of Spain , and to the 
Permiffion in Turkey, of the bafo AHoyof Te- 
mins, by which never any Nation before was 
ever fo cheated and abufed. 

And now the Storms of War, which threat- 
ned from Perfta, being blown over, it was 
judged feafonable to reaflume the thoughts of 
War fo long meditated againft the Collacks : In 
order unto which, Gallies were commanded to 
be built, which Ihould draw little Water, and 
purpofely made to pafs the Shoals on the Black 
Sea near Afac, for the recovery of that Place 
out of the Hands of tfie Enemy. Another Squa¬ 
dron allb of Gallies was defigned for the Archi¬ 
pelago , to oppofo the Gallies of Malta and No- 
pies, which much infefted thofe Seas. 

To the lirft Enterprifo, the Tartar much ex¬ 
cited the Turk, by reafon that Afac did not on¬ 
ly hinder his Incurfions by Land, but rendred his 
Navigation in the Black Seas very unfecure. To 
the focond. The Gallies of Malta much pro¬ 
voked them, under the Command of Frederick . 
the Landgrave of Hejfe ; who by the Perfwa- 
fions of the Cardinals of Savoy, and Barberini , 
from a Proteftant was become a Roman Catho- 
lick, and had obtained the great Crofs of Malta \ 
and with feveral Gallies and Ships, performed 
fome Exploits at Biferta, and at the Golletta near 
Tunis. 


The Year 1641 being now entered, the Sul- 1641 
tan palled a moft Luxurious Life in his Seraglio, o-vsj 
confummg an lmmenfe Treafure on his Women ; 
and whilft theft two Fleets were preparing to 
proceed on their refpeftive Expedition, that in¬ 
tended for Afac had alraoft been diverted by 
the Rumors and Difturbances on the Frontiers 
of Hungary ; but thepwere foon afterwards ap¬ 
peared, by an appearance of an Envoy from the 
Emperor, and return of a Chiaus to Vienna, 
with Ratification of all the former Articles and 
Conditions of Peace. Howfoever the German 
Internuncio was braved at the Port, for not ap¬ 
pearing fooner with his Prefents and Comple¬ 
ments of Congratulation, for the happy En¬ 
trance of Sultan Ibrahim to the Ottoman 
Throne; fo apt are the Turks to believe Afts of 
Civility, or Ceremony, to be Parts of Obedi¬ 
ence and Submiffion ; and what Chriftians have 
once given them voluntarily, is afterwards ex- 
afted as a Matter of Debt or Duty. 

And being thus freed from a Suipicion of 
Troubles in Hungary , and exempted from the 
Fears of waging two Wars at once, f which the 
Turks always ftudioufly avoid) they difpatched 
a Letter into Poland, to demand paflage for 
their Army, through that Country, to the Siege 
of Afac •, but that not being confonted unto, 
the Turks prepared to open their way by Force, 
and die Poles to defend the Paflage. In which 
interim, many Dilafters concurred, fufficient to 
difeourage the Turks in their Defign; who are 
a People* that fuperftitioully calculate the Suc¬ 
cess of their Enterprifes, by the difficulty or 
fmooth fuccels of their lirft beginnings : For 
when the Vi2ier Was ready to depart, a dreadful 
Fire happened in Conjtantinople , to the quench¬ 
ing of which, applying not only his Orders, but 
Jus own Perfon; he adventured fo far, that he 
burned both his Hands, andfinged his Beard in 
that manner, that he was forced to take his Bed 
for feveral Days, where he was honoured with 
aVifitof the Sultan. 

News alfocame at the fame time, that fauris, 
or Ecbatan, on the Borders of Perfta , was mi- 
ferably ruin’d by an Earthquake ; and what was 
worfe, the Sultan himfelf was feized with ari 
Apoplexy, which turned to a Paralytical Diftem- 
per, the Caufe whereof was attributed to his 
exceffive ufe of Women *, to whom he was fo 
immoderately addicted* that he confumed his 
Days and Nights in their Apartments. This 
Difeafei which is rarely or never cured, being 
joined to a Report given out by his Ladies, that 
notwithftanding his Venereal Heat, he was yet 
Impotent as to Women •, created a Belief* of at 
leaft a ftrong probability, that he might die 
without Ifliie, which caufed high Confufion in 
the Counlels of the Grandees* that no Defign 
could make any chearful Progrefs, until Provi- 
fion was lirft made for Supply of the Ottomap 
Houfe ; for the Succeffion of the Tartar was in 
no manner convenient or fecure; but rather that' 
the Throne Ihould be furnilhed with the Son of 
a Sifter, or of a Niece, than to fubjeft them- 
felves to the Rule and Paflions of a Foreign 
Prince. And though the Sultan did afterwards 
recover his Health, yet all fufpefted and feared, 
that by the immoderate Heat of his Venerial In¬ 
clination, he would die without Children * eve¬ 
ryone difeourfing, as moved by hisPaffion* or 
his Intereft. 

About this time arrived an Ambaflador at 
Confiantinople from the Sofia! of Perjia , bringing 
a Ratification of the Peace 5 who was fo much 
the more welcome, by how much more the pre-» 
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fent Conjunfture rendred it advantageousuand 
being ufliered in with exceeding rtchPrefents 
ravilhed the Hearts of the Turks, whofe good 
Nature melts and diflblves with the light or 
hopes of Gifts. , 

In Dalmatia , near the Confines oiZara, tnc 
Turks made Incurfions on the Venetian; Terri-, 
tories, and caufed fome Difturbattces-,: .butbeing 
chaftifed by an Ambulh laid for them,' whereby 
about two hundred of them perdhed y ah Mat

And now one would imagine, that the Pe- 
fign again ft Jfac, by fuch diverfity of Obftrutti- 
ons, were abfolutely laid afide-, which though 
they were of that Importance, and elpecially 
the fear of Ibrahim* s Death, to detain the Vi¬ 
zier at Home , yet he thought fit 
the Defign under the Command of the Pafta of 
Siliftria , to whom he had committed, the Con¬ 
duct of this War. , . . , . 

The siegt The Palha proud of; bis Charge,, tejoiced to 
cj Afac. be irapioyed in a Wat, wherein he apprehended 
fo little difficulty, and prognoftkatedw himlelt 
nothing but Glory and Viftory ; efteemed foe 
Defendants for no. other, than FiffierifflSP* and 
better experienced to fail; their Boats, and go- ■ 
vern their Saiks in the black Seas, than to draw 
up an Army in the Field, pr defend.their Walls, 
This Confidence was farther merged, .by.an 
Embaify.at the lame time from the MofeOvite, 
who not only renounced all Afliftance or Con¬ 
cernment for that Town, but renewed, with them 
his Friendlhip, and Articles of ancient Agtee- 

m The Ottoman Army, befidesjanifari^ and 
other Turks, confifted of Moldavians,, and Wa¬ 
lachians, and a great number pf Tartars which 
at firft entred into their Trenches* and befieged 
the Town •, but here they retted notfccurely* by 
reafonof the frequent Sallies.the Befiegedmade 
upon them; and more especially by the Mines 
which they fprang, to the terror and damage ot 
their Enemies. The Turks moved hereat, made 
furious Aflaults, but were as valiantly repnifed 
by the Defendants, who threw folding Water, 
and Pitch, and burning Sulphur upon the Affar- 
lants fo that noebqing able to. take foe Town 
by Force, they retired tQ their Trenches, and; 
deliberated in what manner,- by fair Promifes, 
and Mony, they might invite them to Surren¬ 
der. Hereupon the Captam-Paffia, the Tartar 
Han, and others, tried the Efficacy of large 
Proffers of Priviledges to the Town, thqir 
Country, and Inhabitants •, with a Gratuity of 
twelve thoufand Hungers of Gold : But thefe 
Promifes could make no mpreentranceintq them 
Hearts, than the Turks could, do into their 
Wails, which they itemed refoliite to defend, 
wanting neither Pvovifipn, nor Amniumtiqnj nor 
courage for the War : but on the contrary fide, 
all thefe were wanting in the Turkifti Camp; 
fo that fifteen days palled without any Aftiqn, 
until they were fupplied by the arrival of cer¬ 
tain Brigantines, and light Veflels, dilpatched 
with all expedition with the necefiaries of War : 
At the coming of which, the Turks prepared 
for another Allault, which they continued un- 
ceffantly for the fpace qf feven days, but vyere 
received with that vigour by the Befieged, tlrat 
they could not gain one palm or inch of ground 
So that at length with'difgrace, and difeourage- 
ment, they were forced to give over their At¬ 
tempt, defpairing $0- gain the Town in the 
time, and with the Force which was allotted, for 
this Enterprizc. 


With this ill Succefs, Extremity and Famine 1641. 
pinched the Turks in their Trenches fo much, VW 
that an Ox was fold for fifteen Zecbihs, a Lamb 
forthyee, and a Meafure of Barley, which fer- 
yed a Horfe for one time. Tor a Dollar i fo that 
at length they were forced to raife the Siege.? 
aqd the Captain Pafba, by tempeftuous Weather, 
was cojiftrained to 'ihelter his Eteet/in the Port 
of Cajfat . In their return 1 Home* the General 
was,fearful of. having, forfeited his Head; the 
Commanders were, filent, and afhamejd of their 
Succefs, and the Souldiers difcouragect, familhed, 
and .poor 5 for they, hadiloft three thoufand Spa- 
hees, feven thoufand Janjfaries* and. eight hun¬ 
dred other Souldiers, befides Moldavians, Wa¬ 
lachians, and Tartars-, thofe that furvived of 
the Fqot were naked/ and many fick. -, the Spa- 
heesrwere without Horfes* with which they were 
fopplied by the Tartars i. and in fine, fo unfuc- 
cefsful were all Matters, that the Veteran Soul- 
diery avouched,, that they never endured a more 
cruel, nor a more; nuferable War. 

And now we.ffiaffiend this Year with ttijuftpr- 
the ruin of Emir Gaimir^ a Perfian by Birth, a mfhmintoj 
Favoprite, and yet Traitor to bis Natural t p J ) t j‘ r 1 ' 1 
Prince. This Emir, in the laft Wars which Sul¬ 
try Morat waged againft iVjfa, was entrufted 
with,an Embaffy, and with Conduit of part of 
hia Army, but ha betrayed both to the Turk, 
under whofe Protection he took Sanctuary, and 
obtained, great Giftaapd Preferments, for a Re- 
Wiprdi and Price, qf his Treachery. Sultan Marat 
afterwards bellowed a magnificent Seraglio upon 
fimv> Uniated- qn the Bfifohorns , enriched him 
with a vaft Tr-eafery, and what is more, with 
hfs Favour, making him hja Companion in his 
Primes, and his Confident in his furious Counr 
fefe: It warhqthat'fiicft perfwaded the Sultan to 
drink Wine, in which both of them were beaft- 
ly intemperate, and mighty and- valiant to bear, 
until the heat tbereqf having extinguiffied the 
natural heat qf their Stomachs, it became too 
cqld and crude, unlefs correfted, or fortified 
with Rach, or diftilled Spirits. The Fumes of 
fuefi ftrong Dtiflks, were the caufe of the ex¬ 
travagant Actions, which Morat praftifed in bis 

Life, and afterwards became the means to haften 
his Death} whole days being ended, it was time 
alfo for profperous Wiqkednefs to expire, and to 
meet a Punifliment equal to its Demerits. Wbere- 
fore one day, (having defired Licenfe of the Vi- 
1 zier to return to his own Country, where it is be¬ 
lieved he had by Mony purchaled his Pardon} 
fie yvas called tp the vizier’s Prefence, and there, 
Without aqy Impeachment, Procefs, or Accufa- 
tion,. had the String applied to hi$; Throat, and 
ftfangledon the place 5 the reafon hereof fome 
give,-to be the immenfe Riches which Sultan Mo* 
rat had beftowed upon him, though there .wan¬ 
ted not many Caufes to render him fufpe&ed, 
and obnoxious to the prefent Government *, firft, 
becaufe he was 400 well acquainted with the Se¬ 
crets of the Seraglio, and of that State, to live 
in any other Country than the Turkilh Domi¬ 
nions j then ip was feared that the Perfian Ara- 
baflador might make ufe of this Perfon to aft 
what Treafon he plqafed on the remainder of 
the Ottoman Family, on prpmife that fuch an 
Attempt Ihould expiate his former Villany, and 
regain the favour of Ills natural Prince. But fuch 
Fgnal Aftions as thefe, are commonly wrote in 
fuch large Charafters of Divine Juft ice, which

In the Place likewife of 
the Palha of SiUfiria , was ccnftituted Mufiafhs , 
Palha of *^gyp which Gavernment, though 
much infer four to his former* yet was received 
without fence ;of Dilgrace,if not being the Rich- , 
es or Power of any Office thjt confers Honour, 
but the Favour and good Wil of the Solan. Nor 
did only the Mifcarriage of Che late War tend ■ 
to the dtfrepute of the former Palha of Siberia, j 
but the Report of his having poifoned the Tar -1 
tar Han ^encrealfed the difficulty of reconcilement j 
with hisSuperiors, which being a Matter rather 
fufpeifted than proved, exciifed him fronnfar- j 
ther punilhment than only a deprivation of his 
Office. . 

The new Palha of Sililhta thus taking- upon. 
himfelf the Command of tie Army, and^Con- :

Tartars. Moldavians, and Wdachians^ far exceed¬ 
ing the number of the laft Year. At the News j 
-of which, and of the Fleet of Gallies defigned t 
tobefiega them by Sea, they apprehended their;

The Turks, 
who can,neither live in quiet .with their-Neigh¬ 
bours, nor obferve Capitnlatiops longer than 
they turn to. their advantage, contrived to take 
Giavar^A alias Mak, a, ftroog Fortrefs on the 
Confines.ofi Hitngary,. by a Stratagem which they 
defigned in this mannerCertain Souldiers ha- tneTtk *i 
bited fekfe jPeafants, were crouded into feveral to take 
Carts, covered with Hay, which being entered Eab by 
within the. WaHs, )were;immediatly to leap forth, strawm. 
and furpjrife the Centioels, and Guards at the 
Gates ( which) might eafily be executed on Men, 
whom t.wenty Years before of Peace had; made 
fecute} thefe were to be feconded by-fourthon- 
fendSqj^diers, -whichlay ready in a. Neigbbou- 
1 ring Vally* but it happened* That an Officer of. 
the Garrifon returning from Hunting* had by 
chance:,dilcoyeced this ftrong Party of Turks, 
which caufed him to quicken his pace, towards 
the Town,, and overtaking in his way certain 
Carts of Straw* which appearing tQ be laden in 
aforntdifferent to what was ,yfual, iacreafed m 
him a farther fafpicion of Treachery, * bowfo- 
^ver, he proceeded forward with the more hafte, 

.yet withftut aay appearance of Jeafoufy : until 
being entred; into the-Town, fie declared what 
he had feen, at which the Qarifon was immedi¬ 
ately in Arms. •*and having: permitted the Carts to 
enter* : theBridg was drawn up*and theCarts be¬ 
ing fearcbed, the whole. Fraud and treachery 
’ wasdifeovered * and hayins made the. Tuiics Pri- 
foners, and armed the Walls with Souldiers, 

I . the whede; Defign was difapppifited r fo that 
-thofe whOib®.in, Ambuffi returned totheir own 
L cities. ThejEmpewr hereupon tefebred to lend 
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1642. an Ambaflador to Conftantincple, to complain of 
this Treachery 3 whereof the Turkfe being a- 
Ihamed, and the more btcaufe it did not fucceed; 
refufed to admit the Ambaflador, unlefs the Em¬ 
peror would firft agree to pay a yearly Charge 
of an hundred thoufand Rix-Dollarsto the Port ; 
not by way of Tribute, but of Prefent 3 in 
which unreafonable Demand, they took more 
confidence, in regard they perceived that the Em¬ 
peror was engaged in a War againft the Swede. 
Upon this difhonourable Demand, the Emperor 
dcferr’d the Embafly intended, fuppofing it Ids 
perilous to adventure a .War in Hungary, than 
difhonourable to condefcend unto a Propofition 
fo derogatory to the Majefty of his Cefarean 

___ Greatnefs. 

1643. This Year 1643 being entered, the Prince of 

- Jranjylvania conveyed his Annual Tribute, be¬ 
ing ten thoufand Zechins, to the Port; which 
when the Agents of that Prince prefented before 
the Vizier, he feemingly refufed it •, pretending, 
that the compleat T ribute was to be fifteen 
thoufand, according to Agreement: but the A- 
gents replied, that five thoufand had been re¬ 
mitted unto Bethlem Gabor, not by way of Gra¬ 
tuity or Recompence for his Service, but in Ex¬ 
change, or as the price of two Cities, which the 
Prince had yielded to the Sultan, out of his own 
proper Eftate in Hungary: With which Anfwer 
the Vizier remained fatisfied, being" jealous of 
the Turbulent and a&ive Spirit of that Prince. 

During all thefe Wars and" Revolutions in 
Kingdoms and States, Sultan Ibrahim contained 
and contented himfelf within the Precin&s of 
his Seraglio •, where becoming a faithful and va¬ 
liant Soldier of Venus, he confumed more Trea- 
fure in that War, than his Brother Marat did in 
Foreign Conquefts 3 and being, as it were, en¬ 
tered into the Mahometan Paradife; where the 
Company of fair Women is the chiefeft Felicity 
promifed, he laboured to increafe the Ottoman 
Family, and to acquit his People! of the appre- 
henfion they had of wanting an Heir to fucceed 
in the Throne ; fo that on the 15 th of February 
he had a fecond Son born, and a third on the 
1 2th of March following 3 which abfolutely took 
away the Reproach of his Frigidity or Impo¬ 
tence, proving afterwards the molt lafeivious 
and devout Sultan that ever afpired to the Ma¬ 
hometan Heaven. 

This Year the Turks armed out twenty Gal- 
lies more than ufual, belldes thirty Sail of Ships, 
and Gally-Grofles in the beginning of June, 
riding at the Seraglio Point (where the Com¬ 
manders in Chief came to take their leave of 
Sultan Ibrahim) they divided into two Squa- 
. drons; one of which confining of twenty Gal- 
lies, under the Command of Beker Pafha, took' 
their Voyage into the Black Sea; the remainder 
under the Captain Palha, failed for Cyprus , with 
intention to do Jufticeon the Palha of that Ifland, 
whofc Riches gained by OpprelGon, had de¬ 
bauched him from due Obedience towards his 
Prince3 and being arrived there, without Rumor 
or Noife, giving figns of good Will and Re- 
fpefts towards the Pafha, one day he feat to in¬ 
vite him Aboard to banquet with him 3 where 
the Pafha foolifhly coming,and having well eaten 
and drank with him, his Entertainment had not 
time time to digeft, before he breathed his Lalt •, 
for being on his departure, the Slaves aflaulted 
him, and Itrangled him by Order of the Captain- 
Pafha. 

No other Matters remarkable did the Turkilh 
Fleet perform this Year at Sea, before they re¬ 
turned again to their Winter-Qparters. Howfo- 


ever this Year proved favourable to many poor 1643. 
Chriftians in Slavery, for there happening 'a 
molt milerable Plague in Alexandria, which re¬ 
laxed the Spirits of Men, and rendered every 
one fo negligent in his Office, that about four- 
thoufand Slaves taking advantage of fuch Remif- 
nels in their Guardians, feized a Ship in Port, 
and crouding themfelves therein, fet Sail, and 
landed fome of their People at Candia , others 
at Malta, the reft at MarfetUia, by; which means 
they happily regained their Liberty : on which * 
incouragement eight hundred more ; adventuring 
to perform the like, and fighting in a Body at 
the Gate of Alexandria, three hundred of them 
were flain, the reft leaped inteta Gaily, which 
though without Oars, had yet her Sails' to the 
Yard, and having the fortune of a favourable 
Wind, arrived fafe at Candia ; in like manner 
they became free, taking convenient paflage from 
thence to divers parts of Chrifteridom : Thefe 
Slaves were all redemanded by the Grand .Signior 
from the Venetians , in which no Satisfadtion be¬ 
ing given, was one Caufe and Original of that 
War which afterwards enfued. • _____ 

And now the Year 1644 being -begun, Ra- 1 <y 4 4. 

gotski, who was never contented put in Combu- - 

ftions, and never at eafe but. when he was 
proving new Projeds, made Demands of certain 
Places on the Confines of Moravia , feituated 
within the Mountains, which he challenged as 
the Inheritance of his Son 3 befides o.ther Pre¬ 
tences which he made in right of Bethlem Gabor. 

To forward which Defigns, moved with an in¬ 
veterate Enmity to the Auftrian Family, he ear 
deavoured to win the Hearts of the Commonal¬ 
ty with a plaufible Declaration for Liberty, and 
to throw off the Yoke which had fq long gauled 
the Neck of Hungary 3 whereby having railed an 
Army of twenty thoufand Horfe, and thirty 
thoufand Foot, heentred, and fpoiled the Coun¬ 
try of his old Enemy - and Neighbour the Count 
of Humanay an Hungarian, took Solnock hy 
force, and befieged Fileck, „, and Caffovia : For 
fuppreffipn of which In furred ion and Rebelli¬ 
on of Ragotski , the Emperor was forced to a 
War; and having Rendezvoufed his Army at 
Presbourg, the Condud thereof was committed 
to the Charge of Count Puceain. 

The Turks having intelligence of thefe Pre¬ 
parations for War, commanded twenty thou¬ 
fand Men to march into thofe Parts to oppoft* 
thefe Combuftions on the Frontiers; with fix- 
thoufand of which the Count Puecaim encoun¬ 
tering furioufiy, aflaulted and routed them. And 
in the mean time Ragotski laying afide all care for 
the War in Hungary , applied himfelf to relieve 
Olimz. in Moravia 3 but in his March thither he 
was recalled by the Inhabitants of Sendar , which 
is a Caftle ere&edon a Hill near Caffovia, offer¬ 
ing to furrender unto him; but the Governor 
Forgotz., and the German Garifon oppofing this 
Mutiny of the People, a Civil War began a- 
mongft themfelves, but at length the advantage 
falling unto Ragotski, the Gates were opened un¬ 
to the Tranfylvanians; with which Succefs their 
Spirits being raifed to higher Matters, they pro¬ 
ceeded forward, until General Getz, with a 
ftrong Body, gave a flop unto their Progref$. 

And thus was the Fire of War rekindled again 
in Hungary , by means of Ragotski 3 to whom 
notwithftanding the Turks would never adhere, 
being well acquainted with his turbulent and 
unfteady Humour. In the mean time the Empe¬ 
ror difpatched his Ambaflador with rich Prefents 
to the Sultan, defiring him to forbear giving far¬ 
ther Affiftance unto Ragotski 3 but what, between 
Skirmilhes, 
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,544. Skirmilhes, Propofitions, and Treaties, Matters 
were not compofed until the 1 /\th of Assguti 1645, 
at which time all Articles were concluded and 
ligned between the Emperor and Ragotski . 

But to return.now to the Affairs of Confianti- 
nofle 3 Sultan Ibrahim having the Fortune of 
Adtive and Prudent Minifters, attended en¬ 
tirely to his Paftimes and Pleafures, without. 
Prejudice to his Intereft, and the State of his 
Empire; for the firft Vizier being Faithful and 
Vigilant, immediately cut off thofe Members 
with the Sword, which he fufpe&ed in the leaft 
manner inclinable to Sedition 3 amongft which 
were the Palhaws of Aleppo and Caff a. For by 
this kind of feafonable and fpeedy Remedies, 
the Plethory of the Ottoman Empire is common¬ 
ly evacuated, and the Body Politick thereof 
reftored to its priftine ftate of Health and Safety. 

In like manner the Valedt Sultana, being a 
Woman of great Courage and Abilities, attend¬ 
ed carefully to the Welfare of her Son, whom 
ihe fometimes decked up, and fee forth as a 
’ Property of Majeftick Gravity to the People, 
whilft Ihe her felf aflumed the Authority, and 
carried all things with a high and imperious Spi¬ 
rit ; and being ambitious to be feared as well as 
honoured, ffie laid violent Hands on the firft Vi¬ 
zier, called Mufiapha , and Itrangled him 3 for 
though he was an A&ive sjnd Faithful Minifter, 
yet becaufe he palled fomething on her which Ihe 
imagined did favourof negleft,and becaufe Ihe ap¬ 
prehended bis Power,which was greatly confirmed 
by the Intereft and Favour he had with the Janifa- 
ries,and their Favourers,Ihe refolved to make him 
an Exaraple,as well of her Re venge,as her Power 3 
after whofe Death the Charge of firft Vizier was 
conferred on Mahomet the Palha of Damafcut. 

The fame Fate befel the Captain-Palha, who 
was likewife Itrangled for having over-boldly, 
or peremptorily, made anfwer to feme Imper¬ 
tinences of the Grand Signior 3 and his Office 
was afterwards conferred on Btkfr Palha of 
Rhodes. With fuch Rigour as this do the Sul¬ 
tans govern, who refolve to be obeyed, and to 
have their Commands executed without delay or 
contradiction. 

The Tar- Whilft thefe Matters were in agitation, the 
inarrtims Tartars forgetful of their Peace, made another 
into Po- Incurfion with thirty thoufand Men into RuJJja , 
land, not- againft whom Konifpolski having made Head with 
wJ tbjland- twenty thoufand Men only, overthrew them, 
p g t J' and killed twelve thoufand, and took three 
thoufand Prifoners, purfuing the reft to the 
Borders of Walachia. In like manner Wiffno- 
roick a noble Polander, happily encountred ano¬ 
ther Party of Tartars, as they were on their re¬ 
turn from .fpoiling the Countries of Mofcovia 3 
of whom having killed 10000 Men, he recovered 
their Booty, and fent the reft Home naked and 
empty. This was the true and moft effectual 
Means for the Polanders to avenge and right their 
Injuries, and more prevalent than Amballies and 
Meflages of Complaint unto the Port 3 which we 
have experienced fince, and in the prefent Reign 
of the Son of Ibrahim, to have been fo far from 
producing Matter worthy fo much as the Charge 
of the Ambaflador, that they have been retorted 
with Ignominy and Affronts. 

But here Ibrahim perceiving how the Polj9 had 
avenged themfelves with their own Sword,would 
feem to approve of the Action, which he could 
not hinder; and to appear a fincere Obferver of 
the Peace, he depofed the Tartar Han for his 
unlawful Incurlions; which was fuch a fatisfaCti- 
on to the Crown of Poland, as they never could 
obtain by force 'of juftice. Complaints, and 


Vertqe of. paflive Valour, until, their ; aCtive 1 5. , 
Fortitude took their Caufe in Hand, and pleaded j 
for them. v 

On the 19 th of March of this Year, a fourth 
Son was born to Sultan Ibrahim ; and on the 
19th of February following, being in the Year 
1 <545; notwithftanding all the Reports of his 
Impotency, was born a fifth Son, named So. 
lyman, to the great contentment of his peo¬ 
ple. 

The Turks Gallies this Year, under the Com¬ 
mand of Beker their new Captain-Palha, made an 
Attempt on the Coaft of Calabria, bringing from 
thence two hundred Slaves 3 and attempting the 
like near Corton, paid for their former Booty.; 
with the lefs of five hundred Men. 

Howfoever, the Gallics of Malta, being fix 
in number, had better Succelsas to themfelves, 

^though the Confequences thereof proved fatal 
“to the Venetians, having given the firft pccaliOn 
of that long War, which afterwards enfued be¬ 
tween the Turk and them. 

The truth of which Story is this, free of all The story 
Romance or Fable, which the Knights of St. John of Kuzlir 
or Malta would mix therewith: It happened that 4 ?-*, his 
the Kuzlir Aga, or chief Eunuch, which governs 
the Women in the Signior’s Seraglio, having tyduml- 
caft his Eye on a fair Slave, then fee tofaleby a «/«. 
Perlian Merchant, became lo enamoured of her; 
that he purchafed her for himfelf, under the No¬ 
tion of a Virgin, at the price of four hundred 
and fifty Dollars : But the Eunuch had not long 
entertained this Lady in his Service, before Ihe 
proved with Child 3 pot by him ( you may con¬ 
ceive) if you underftaud how the Eunuchs of 
this Country are difarm’d of their Virility : At 
which he was fo greatly offended, that heba- 
nifhed her from his Society, and confined her to 
the Houfe of his Steward. The time being 
come for her to be delivered of her great Belly, 
it proved a Son; and fome Months alter, the Aga 
being delfrous to fee ( the Babe, was fo pleafed 
with the Afpedt of it, that he refolved to adopt 
it for his own, ordering it Cloaths, and other 
Neceffaries agreeable to its Condition. .It hap¬ 
pened that about that time Sultan Mahomet 
( which now reigns ) was then born 3 and there 
wanting a Nude for the Child, this beautiful 
Slave was preferred to the Honour 3 fo that Ihe 
. was entertained near two Years in the Seraglio : 

During which time Sultan Ibrahim took luch an 
affedtion to the Nurfe’s Boy, that he loved him 
better than his own eldeft Son, who was of a bad 
Complexion; and of no better Air in his Face 
than his Father, aqdtook great delight to* play 
and fport with him. 3 at which the Mother of 
Sultan Mahomet was fo difpieafed, that ihe could 
not longer endure either Nurfe or her Boy 3 and 
for her fake, took fo much dilpleafure againft 
the Kuzlir Aga, who preferred her, that neither 
his Prefence nor Service were acceptable 3 and 
fo violent Ihe was in her Paffion,’ that one day; 
when Sultan Ibrahim was playing with his Wo¬ 
men and Children in the Garden, according td 
his ufual Cuftom, throwing them one on the 
other into the Water, the Queen grew fo furi¬ 
ous, that ffie could not contain longer fronj 
venting her Anger in unhanfome Terms, and 
jealoufy againft the Nurfe and her Son: . At 
which the Sultan being much difpieafed, and be¬ 
ing ill-natured, (if we may fpeak boldly of an 
Emperor) took her Son (which is now Sultan 
Mahomet ) out of her Arms, and with feme few 1 
CurfesfwunghimintoaCiftern3 where he had 
been certainly drowned, had not every one in 
that ipftanee applied themfelves to fave him 3 at 
Vvhicte 
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l6 . i which time he received the Mark-or Scar he 

o-v-o wears at this day in his Forehead. 

All th-fe Matters ferved for farther Fuel to 
nourifh the implacable Spirit of the Queen ; 
which the Kuzlir Aga well obferving, judged it 
prudence to give way to her Fury, and fo beg¬ 
ged his Difmillion from the Court, together 
with his Slave and Son •, and that having vilited 
Aleck a-, according to his Law;, he might enjoy a 
Retirement in Egypt , which is the Portion of ba- 
niihtd Eunuchs. „ , , 

The Queen eafily confented hereunto; nor 
was it difficult to procure the Licence of the Sul¬ 
tan, who was as eafily perfwadedto any by thofe 
who were about him •, wherefore the Eunuch ha¬ 
ving provided to be gone, ffiipped himfeif with 
his great Treafure, on the Fleet which was now 
defigned, and ready to depart for Alexandria, 
which conlifted of three Ships one a great 
Gallion, and two others of lelier Burthen, and 
_ feven Saiks; thefe having at the beginning of 
their Voyage found contrary Winds, put into 
ofthtnr- Rhodes ; from whence looting with more favou- 
%ijb nith rablc Weather, they unfortunately met with 
tilt Ma!ca fix Malta Gallics, excellently well manned, and 
GaUuu provided. The Admiral Gaily immediately 
■ Boarded one of the Saiks, and took her, man¬ 
ned only by Greeks ; by whom they were in¬ 
formed of the Condition, Quality, and Cargo 
of the greater Ship, which gave Heat and Re- 
folution to the Souldiery. In like manner, with 
little Oppofition, the Gallies called the St. John, 
and Jofeph, poffeffed themfelves of one of the 
letter Ships, which being laden only with Tim¬ 
ber, brought from the Black Sea, to build Ships 
at Alexandria, was of little value, having forty 
Turks aboard, eight Women, and a Child 
which fucked at the Mother’s Breaft. In the 
mean time, the three other Gallies, called the 
St. Mary , St. Lorenr.o, and Victory, attacked the 
great Gallion, and having caft their Iron Graples 
into the Ship, with the Motion of the Ship, the 
Irons gave way and broke, only that of the St. 
Lorem.o held fait, fo that the wholeTorce of the 
Ship, both of fmall and great Shot, was poured 
in upon the Gaily, to their damage and loft Of 
Men. In the mean time the Admiral Gaily came 
in to their Affiftance, and Afiaulting theShip on 
the other Quarter, made a Diverfion of their 
Men ; and having thrown in their Graples, they . 
fealed the Tides of the Gallion, as if it had been 
a Fortrefs •, where being entred, they remained 
for fome time at handy-blows with the Turks ; 
but at length, all the Gallies coming to their 
help,* having made an end of fubduing the other 
Ships, the Turks were forced to retire under 
Covert of their Decks, which they defended 
ftill with lingular Valour, wounding the Chrifti- 
ans with their half Pikes through the Gra¬ 
tings. 

But, in fine, the Captains of the Gallies, per¬ 
ceiving that this was not the way to compel them 
to a fpcedy Surrender, ordered feveral Mufque- 
tiers out of every Gaily, to fire in at the Win¬ 
dows and loop-holes of the Ship by which ha¬ 
ving killed their Commander in Chief, their Va¬ 
lour and Conftancy began to fail, and defirous 
tofave their lives with lofs of Liberty and E- 
ftates, they caft down their Arms, and begged 
Mercy. 

In this Engagement were killed the Captain 
of the St. Mary, and feven Cavaliers, of which 
five were French, one Italian, and one German •, 
the Admiral himfeif, and the Captain of his 
Gaily were both wounded feventy nine Soul- 
diers and Mariners killed, and an hundred thirty 


two wounded : Of the Turks it is not certain 1644. 
how many fell, in regard as they were killed, 
according to Cuftom, they caft them over-board; 
the Eunuch himfeif, though always educated in 
the foftnefs of the Seraglio, and in the Conver¬ 
sation of the Female Court, yet in the end con¬ 
cluded his days like one of the Maftuline Sex, 
fighting valiantly with his Sword, until over¬ 
whelmed by his Enemies : by which it is obfer- 
vable, that thofe Perfons lofe not their Courage 
with their virile Parts; for it hath been known 
in former days, how that Eunuchs have been 
Generals in the Turkiffi and other Armies, and 
condu&ed their Affairs with admirable Courage 
and Succefe. 

The Prize which the Chriftians had gained in 
this manner, was very confiderable •, for befides 
the Gold, Silver, and Jewels, which were the 
Treafure this Eunuch had amafied in the Reign 
of three feveral Sultans, they gained three hun¬ 
dred and fifty Slaves, befides thirty Women, 
fome of which were young and Virgins; fo that 
there was not a Souldier or Seaman who had not 
a confiderable ihare of benefit proportioned un¬ 
to him. With this Fortune, towing their Pri¬ 
zes, they in a fhort time came to an Anchor in 
the Port of Califmene , in the Ifland of Candia, 
called anciently Phenicen, on the South-fideof the 
Illand, remote from all Venetian Garifons; and 
where ( as it is reported ) they were fupplied 
with no Provifions, excepting a fmall quantity 
of Bisket, which was furnifhed by a Country 
Fellow, who for that very Caufe was ffiot to 
Death. From hence the Gallies departing, ar¬ 
rived in Malta with their Prizes, where they 
were received in great Triumph. The young 
Son of the Eunuch ( for fo we call him) was 
reported to be a Son of the Grand Signior, lent 
into Egypt to be Educated, and was accordingly 
faluted, treated, and reverenced by the Grand 
Matter *, the fame Opinion was difperfed and 
confirmed in all parts of Europe, and the Er- 
rour for many Years maintained at the Ex- 
pence of the * Religion, until the Boy grow- 
ing up to a good Age, and not judged worthy of 
a Ranfom, or enquiry after by the Turks, it 
was thought convenient for him to put off his 
State, and Greatnefs, and become a Fryer, and 
I think a Dominican, and this is he who now 
goes under the name of the Padre Ottomano. 

The Mews hereof arriving at the Ottoman 
Court, Sultan Ibrahim was tranlported with An¬ 
ger, threatning Deftrudtion and Ruin unto Mal- 
ta ^befides he ihewed amoft inveterate Paflion 
againft the Venetians, for not guarding the Seas 
from his Enemies, and for relieving them in 
their Ports. In which Rage and Fury, he put 
his own Captain Paffia to death, and Summoned 
the Chriftian Ambafiadors, braving them all for 
the little refpedt was ftownto his proper Stup¬ 
ing; and in fhort, was angry with all, but re¬ 
ferred the Effeft of his Wrath to be poured on 
the Venetians, to which this Accident admini- 
ftredthe firft Original, and will afford us am¬ 
ple matter of Difeourfe in this enfuing Hifto- 
ry.

his Religion afforded him a priviledg to fallifv, 
lye, and commit any Aft for advantage thereof, 
though never fo contrary to Truth and Morality. 
This Santone, with the Teftimony of one or 
two more grand Profeflors, with many Atteve- 
rations and Vows, endeavoured to perfwade the 
Bailo, of the Grand Signior’s good Intentions 
towards Venice, and his fixed Refolutions to de- 
ftroy Malta. And though the Concernment 
which thofe godly Elders Ihewed, and the ear- 
neftnefs they ufed, whereby to inculcate a Cre¬ 
dence to what they affirmed, were enough to 
difeover their contrary Intentions , and though 
it is faid, that the Venetians could not heartily 
believe what they fo ftrongly fufpefted •, yet 
hereby, and by the common vogue of the Peo¬ 
ple, they abated much of their Caution and 
Heat, which they otherwife had ufed in duePre- 
parations and Provifions againft an Evil fo fatal 
and deftru&ive in the fequel. . 

The firft Aft of Hoftility was committed by 
s Giacomo da Riva, who being fent for Sopravedi- 
tor to Two, was in his way to touch at Candia, 
there to deliver Ammunition and Provifions for 
War; but being encountered by fome barbarous 
Veflels, who alfailed him for a Merchants Ship 
of fmall Force, were received fo warmly that he 
funk one of them, with which the reft left him 
and fled, relating at Conftantimple, that they 
had been ill treated by the Venetians, and that 
they gave the firft Aflault upon them, becaule 
they were called to the Affiftance and Service 
of the Grand Signior. 

The Fleet and Land Forces bang already put 
to Sea, the Report and Opinion ftill continued, 
that the War was deijgned againft Mal¬ 
ta ; wherefore fuch as apprehended the Hazard, 
and were acquainted with the Difficulty of fuch 
an Enterprize, began to inform the Grand Sig¬ 
nior how impoflible it was that this Aftion 
fhould be accompanied with goad fuccefs. • To 
which Arguments he made no other reply, than 
by a feeming obftinacy, refolved with the Ot¬ 
toman Sword, to cut all thofe Knots and Dif¬ 
ficulties which oppofed him in the Work. At 
length one Sales Efendi , a Preacher, who had 
obtained fome more than ordinary Efteem with 
the Grand Signior, advifed him, That before 
he commenced a Work of that importance, he 
fliould inform himfelf of the true ftate of that 
Place, from a certain Aga, who was lately re¬ 
turned from Malta. The Grand Signior being 
very willing to hear any thing of this nature, 
called the Aga, who related to him how im¬ 
pregnable both the City and Caftle were ^ how 
the Knights were provided againft all Aflaults* 
that the Ifland it felf is only a Rock, not con¬ 
taining Earth enough for an Army to intrench ; 
that the Approaches muft be made by the Pick- 
Axe and Mattock, it being all Stone. In ffiort, 
it was not a place to be taken in one Summer, 
and the Winter coming on, it affording nofhel- 
ter, nor provifions of it felf, was not capable 
of relief in Seas fo ftorrny, and from Countries 
fo remote, without hazards, lolles, and frequent 
Shipwracks. Ibrahim , who fad defigned all 
along to make War upon Candia, feemed little 
concerned or moved at this Difeourfe. The 
Gallies and Ships which were now all in a rea- 
dinefs, being come forth to the Seraglio point. 


the Grand Signior entered his Grand Chiosk; 1644-. 
fituated on the Bank of the Sea 5 where the Se- 
liftar Aga, Generali and all the Chief Com¬ 
manders, came to perform the ulual Ceremonies 
of Obedience and Duty before their Departure. 

At this folemn Aflembly the Grand Signior de¬ 
clared, That his Intentions were to make War 
upon the Infidels, according as every one fhould 
underftand by his refpeftive Commiflions, which 
ffiould now be delivered unto them : That he 
expefted the higheft Demonftrarions of Courage 
in them imaginable, and what was agreeable td 
the Conduftors of the Ottoman Armies : That 
Reward and Punifhment were in his Handsi and 
that he refolved to difpenfe them according to 
their Merits: That they fliould not doubt of all 
due Afliftance and Succours; lor he had fo well 
contrived, and fo juftly fitted all hisMeafures, 
that he was already provided of Men, Timberi 
Amraunitioni and Mony fufficient to maintain 
and carry on this War for feven Years. At 
which they all gave a fliout, and declared, that 
they were ready to fpend their Blood and Lives 
in Execution of his Commands. Whereupon 
every one received a rich Coftan, or Veft, and 
the General a Scimitar fet with Diamonds j who 
being a young Man of about 26 , or 27 Years 
of Age, had a Council of fix graver Pallia’s al¬ 
lowed him; and then the Commillion for the 
War was brought forth lealed, .with Orders not 
to open it, until they were paft the DardaneUi. 

Hereat the noife of great and fmall Shot from 
the Gallies and Ships, refounded through all Con¬ 
stantinople, and the Commanders repairing to 
their Veflels, the Aflembly broke up, and every 
thing was put in a pofture to make Sail. .. . ^ 

It was now the laft day of ^pril, 1645, old 1 6 4 51 
Style, when the Fleet firft broke ground, which ’ 
confifted of 73 Gallies, befides the S Gallies of 
Barbary ; 2 Mahons, cr Galleallb, one great 
Gallion called the Sultana, 10 Ships of Alexan¬ 
dria, 2 of Tunis, arid 10 of Eng'ifli and Dutch 
Ships, which coming to Conftantimple for Trade* 
were there preffed into the Sen ice, with about 
300 Saiks and Caramuffals, which carried Soul- 
diers, Provifions, Ammunition, and Utehlils 
for War. Their Militia confifted of 7000 Ja- 
nifades, 14000 Spahces, and about 50000 Ti- 
mariots, and other Souldicrs, with about 3000 
Picniersj thefe all were to Rendezvous at Scio ■, 
where they arrived the 7 th of May. But before 
their departure from Conftantimple , the Bailo :

well inclined towards the moft Serene Repub- 
lick : wherefore, he ought to be watchful and 
circumfpeft, yet with as little demonftratton of 
jealoufy as was poflible ^ fo that if the Turks 
fhould there arrive, he fliould afford them all 
conveniencies of Watering, Provifions, and 
other Refrelhments. _ , 

The Fleet being departed from Scio, for Na¬ 
poli di Romagnia , the Northern Wind fo frelhned, 
and blew fo hard, that the Gallies were fepara- 
ted, and forced to put into divers Ports, ard 
the Saiks and Caramuflals to Anchor at Micono 
I I 2 and 
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1645. and Tino. At the latter of which, belonging to 
the Venetians, they had licence to Water, and 
and were refrelhed with fuch provilious as the 
Ifland afforded; and now after this flurry of 
Wind, the Fleet being again united, they were 
feen off at Sea from Cerigo, an Ifland of the Ve¬ 
netians at the Mouth of the Archipelago^ and 
failing towards the Channel of Bracciode Main* \ 
and the next day 9 Gallies, a Gallion, and a 
Brigantine, made towards the Ifle of Cerigo, 
and fent a Letter a Ihore by a Boat to the Pro- 
veditor, from the Pafha of Rhodes , demanding 
their ufual prelent of Coffee and Sugar, which 
was given them, they affuring all Friendlhip, 
and real good Intentions towards the People, 
and Dominions of Venice. 

But in the mean time a Satia laden with Arms 
and Ammunition from Venice, bound for Retimo , 
unhappily falling into the Turkilh Fleet, was 
intercepted by them, and taken, which un¬ 
masked all the Defign, and made the Turks ap¬ 
pear in their true Colours, notwithftanding all 
their religious Proteftations, and outwardly fair 
Comportment, the ufual difguife of the Maho¬ 
metan Sincerity. 

Towards the end Qf May the Turkilh Fleet 
was difcovered from Carabufo , a fmall Fortrefs 
of the Venetians, fome diftance off at Sea, 
Handing to the. Weftward, which gave fome 
jealoufie to them at Catidia ■, and being compa¬ 
red with fome precedent A<fts, as that of found¬ 
ing the depth of Water about St. Theodoro with 
a Brigantine, ( which is a fmall Rock lying off 
of Canea) which pretended to come from Sar&a 
Maura with Turky Merchants, afforded unde¬ 
niable grounds of aflurance to thofe in Candia , 
that the War was defigned againft them *, how- 
foever, the Ottoman Fleet rendezvoufing again 
at Navarino , a place far diftant from Catidia, 
altered their Apprehenfions at Venice , andelfe- 
whereof this War, deeming it now certain, that 
this Delign had no other aim or mark but that 
of Malta. 

But this opinion was no fooner entertain’d, 
than it was confuted by open A<fts of Hoftility; 
for the Captain-Palha being arrived at Cape Ce- 
lonna , by fome called Sumo, immediately dif- 
patched a Brigantine to Conftantinople , with ad¬ 
vice of his Proceedings and Intentions to pafs 
diredly for Candia > whereupon it was thought 
feafonable to publilh the War againft Venice , 
which was performed with committing the Am- 
ballidor Soran^o to Prifon, and giving Orders 
through all the Archipelago to deftroy or enllave 
alt the Subjects of that Republick. And here 
the Turk pradifed his .ufual beginnings of War 
with more than ordinary Caution; for though 
with other Princes, whofe Territories border 
on him by Land, he ufually endeavours to ftrike 
at the fame time when he gives the Salutations of 
Peace j Yet here being to contend at Sea, where 
he is confcious his Forces are inferiour to thofe 
of Venice, he pradifed all thofe feigned Artifices, 
confirmed with as many holy Vows and Pro¬ 
teftations, as their Religion hallows, and makes 
lawful, when they can bring advantage and en- 
creafe to the Mahometan Faith. 

. But though the Venetian Republick was fo 
politick as outwardly to demonftrate a Religious 
Confidence of their potent Neighbour, whom 
they were confcious not to have provoked by 
any breach of Capitulations •, yet were not fo 
fecure of his Faith, and fo eafie to believe his 
fair Diffimulations, as not prudently to provide 
againft the utmoft Effeds of his Power and 
Treachery. Wherefore, whilftthe Turk pre¬ 


pared, they armed likewife fecretly, made con- 1545. 
liderable Levies without noife, ccmmiflionated Vyvi 
thirty extraordinary Commanders of Gallies, 
took up feventeen Englifh.and Dutch fhips into 
their Service, armed out two Galliaffes extra¬ 
ordinary •, and when the Turk had unmasked 
his Defign, they then imparted their Condition 
to all the Chriftian Princes, craving their Suc¬ 
cour and Affiftance to maintain the common Bul¬ 
wark of Chriftendom againft the common Ene¬ 
my. The Gallealles were commanded by Giro¬ 
lamo Moroftni •, the Gallies, of which fifteen 
were made ready, and afterwards put to Sea, all 
commanded by Noblemen, were under the Con- 
dud of Antonio Capello. Francefco Molino was 
made Proveditor General, a Perfon of untainted 
Juftice and Honour, and extraordinary zealous 
and vigilant in the Publick Intereft, whofe in¬ 
defatigable Labours and Care of his Country, 
promoted him afterwards to be Doge of Ve¬ 
nice. By his Order and Counfel, extraordinary 
Proveditors were fent to Candia, Cerigo , and 
Two, as Places molt feared, and in danger \ and 
Orders were diipatched to Andrea Cornaro, then 
General and Inquifitor in Concha, to arm out 
■twenty Gallies from the Arfenal of- Canea *, and 
to promote this Defign the better, he hired two 
Englilh, and one Dutch Ship, then in Port of 
Medomocco, to carry unto Candia Timbers fitted, 
and already fquared at Venice , for building Gal¬ 
lies ; befides which he lent Cannon, Corn, and 
all Ammunition of War, with fifty thoufand 
Zechins in Gold for encouragement of the Mi¬ 
litia, with a recruit of two and twenty Compa¬ 
nies of Foot, formed and coUe&ed out of di¬ 
vers Nations. 

Intelligence being come of the imprifonment 
of theBailo at Conftantinople, the Senate by a 
common and unanimous Suffrage elected Fran¬ 
cefco Erixjt.0, then Doge, General of the Sea; 
judging, that their Arms would profper under 
his Command, which had formerly been fuccefs- 
ful under the aufpicious Conduct of his Ance- 
ftors *, and he, though a Perfon of feventy four 
Years, worn out with Age and Cares of the 
Publick, did yet chearfully confecrate the re¬ 
mainder of liis days to the Service of his Coun- _ 
try. But whilft he prepared to crown the end ' 
of his Life with the Glory of this important and 
generous Enterprize, Death terminated all his In¬ 
tentions, leaving him with the honourable me¬ 
mory .of his paft Actions, and with a Lawrel 
hanging over his Head, which had his Life con¬ 
tinued, had been planted on his Brows. But 
that this Accident might not give interruption 
to the weighty Affairs now in hand, Molino took 
his place, and proceeded in his Voyage and De- 
figns, and arrived with the Venetian Fleet at 
the Ifland of Corfu. In the mean dine the Tur¬ 
kilh Fleet careened and fitted themfelves at Na- 
varine with all Neceflaries to aflault Candia ; in 
which interim advice came to Canea , that the 
the Bailo was imprifoned at Conftantinople, by a 
Letter from Soran^o himfclf} which he had 
dropped from the Window of his clofe reftraint, 
and difpatched by one of his Confidents with a 
Veffel exprefsj which was not leaner arrived, 
than it was that Night confirmed by all the Bea¬ 
cons or Watch-Towers of the Country who 
having ddcovered the Turkilh Fleet far diftant 
at Sea, gave a general Alarm by the Fires they 
made. 

The nekt Morning being the <fV of June, 
they difcovered the whole Fleet, near Cape 
Spada, which being drawn up in the forip 
of ah half Moon, took up a vaft traft of 
Sea*, 
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1645. Sea \ and falling (lowly with fair Weather, and 
a fmooth Sea, difplayed themfelves with the 
greateft terrour imaginable to the Illanders. At 
length the lighter Vellels began to edge in with 
the Bank of Gogna, (which is a place diftant 
about eighteen miles from Canea) and were fol¬ 
lowed by the grofler and heavier part of the Ar- 
mata. 

And now, before I proceed farther, I Ihould 
make a paufe, and deferibe the Antiquity, the 
Geography, and the prefent State of this famous 
and renowned Ifland, but that is already perfor¬ 
med fo diftin&ly and elegantly by other Pens, 
that it Ihall be fufficient for me to declare here 
in brief terms, how this Kingdom became the 
Patrimony orPoflelfion of Venice. In the Year 
1204, a Sale thereof was made to this Repub¬ 
lick, by the Marquels Bonifaccit of Montferratto, 
by an Inftrument fealed the 11th of Auguft at 
Adrianople, and figned, and delivered, in the 
prefence of Marco Sanudo, and Ravano da Vero¬ 
na, Amballadours in the time of Enrigo Dandola 
Doge •, but the People of this Ifland not confent- j 
ing unto the fale, oppofed themfelves againft it, * 
until the Venetians by force of Arms procured 
their Obedience, and confirmed their purchafe 
by a double Title. Hereupon fuch noble Citi¬ 
zens as adventured their Lives in this acquifition, 
obtained the Eftates of the Rebellious Greeks, 
being obliged in proportion to the Lands they 
held, to maintain Men and Horfeat their own 
Charge, and are therefore called the Feudatary 
Cavalry. So that the whole Country is divided 
into three parts j viz., the noble Venetians or Ca¬ 
valry fecondly, the noble Candiots, or Colo¬ 
ny, which were Infantry that came to inhabit 
from Venice j and thirdly, the Greeks or Na¬ 
tives of the Country which never rebelled, but 
took part with the Venetian State: the firft two 
fpeak Italian, and are of the Roman Church ', 
the others fpeak Greek, and conferve the Right 
of that Religion. 

The Ottoman Fleet now touching the Shoar 
at Gogna, took Livery and Seizin quietly of that 
flourilhing Ifle of Candia, where they Encamped 
a while to refrelh their Forces, and prepare all 
things in order to their Conqueft. In the mean 
time, the news hereof alarmed all Venice, and 
not only haftened them in the expedition of 
their Fleet, but warmed their applications to all 
Chriftian Princes, from whomthey craved help 
in the general defence of Chriftendom : which 
fome at firft imagined would have been granted, 
as it was once in the time of the Holy War •, 
or that thofe whom the Declaration of a com¬ 
mon Crufada, or Devotion, or fenfe of Religion 
could not move, f et at leaft the confideration of 
their Countries Defence, or the maintenance of 
a Bulwark of Chriftendom, might perfwade to 
wage Arms againft the Turk, as a Common 
Enemy: but what cold Apprehenfions the 
Chriftian Princes entertained hereof, both the 
faint Supplies and Afliftances they adminiftred, 
and their bloody and vigorous Wars one againft 
another,have abundantly teftified,to the fatal lofs 
and ruin of that Country. And though in the 
beginning there were better hopes, by means of 
the Pope’s earneft interceflion with all the Prin¬ 
ces of Italy, to whom he fliewed a fair Example, 
by uniting his own Gallies with the Venetian 
Fleet, andamongft the reft prevailed alfowith 
the Republick of Genoua, to employ their Gallies 
in this Noble Enterprize, which tended to the 
Glory of God, and the common Safety and 
Prefervation of Italy .- yet that Leaven of vain 
Pundtilio’s, which hath fo often betrayed the 


Chriftian Caufe to the advantage of the Turk, 164.-: 
gave aftopfor fome time to thefe Proceedings, 

For before they would enter into Arms, they 
defired the Genoefes, that the right of bearing 
the Flag fhould firft be determined in favour of 
their Admiral, before that of Tofcany, or Mal¬ 
ta .• And though the Pope, to take sway this 
occafion of difpute, propofed to have no other 
Flag worn befides his own, under which all Ita¬ 
lian Princes, without impeachment of their 
Honour, as Auxiliaries, and Military Adven¬ 
turers might promilcuoufly wage War; yet this 
could not appear fatisfaftory to the Genoefes, 
who not only took this occafion to demand the 
precedency before Tofcany and Malta to which 
the G. Duke (who was not inferiour in State, 
and fuperiour in Title) and the Maitefes ( who 
timeout of mind, and by Decree of Charles the 
Fifth, claimed Precedency on the Seas before 
them ) would never aflent -, but alfo thought 
fit to avail themfelves in this Conjuncture, to 
obtain from the Pope the Grant of a Royal 
Court, and that Treatment which is given to 
Kings, or Crowned Heads. But becaufe thefe 
Demands feemed to contain thofe Difficulties in 
them, which could not be granted without the 
manifeft difpleafure of other Princes, the Pope 
refolved to afford what affiftance he could from 
himlelf, and therefore granted a Levy of a 
thoufand Foot out of his own Dominions, with 
free liberty to buy what Ammunition and Pro- 
vilions were to be found in the Ecclefiaftical 
State, with impofition of a double Tithe or 
Tenth on the Goods and Dominions of the Cler¬ 
gy *, fo that thefe Succours of the Pope, and 
the Auxiliary Forces of Naples, Tofcany , and 
Malta, under the Command of Prince Ludovifio, 

General of the Church, being united to die Ve¬ 
netian Fleet, did fpeedily compofe a moll puif- 
fant and formidable Forces ho.. ever, by ica- 
fon of Diflentions amongft the Commanders, 
and other Misfortunes derived from thence, to 
the Chriftian Arms, nothing fuccccded fortu¬ 
nately this Year. For the Turks having n - r ed 
their landing at firft without oppolition, over¬ 
threw the Chriftians in feveral fmall Skirmilhes, 
and afterwards forced Canea , the iecond City 
of that Ifland, which they took with much blood 

and (laughter of the Chriftians. - 

The Turks having made fo fuccefsful a pro- 1 6 4 6 ' 
grefs this firft Year, as to poff fs themfelves of 
one of the molt confiderable Cities, took Cou¬ 
rage to proceed in their Conquefts ^ in which 
they had the fortune to make themfelves Mailers 
in the next place of Retimo ; in defence of which, 
the General Andrea Comoro , loft his Life by a 
Musket ihot. Nor more fuccefsful were the 
Venetians this Year at Sea ^ for what with 
Qparrels among the Commanders,and with their 
coldnefs and negligence in their Bufinefs, they 
fuffered the Turkilh Vellels to pafs freely, with¬ 
out giving them that interruption which was 
very facil to' Men relblute and concerned : Nor 
was the opportunity which prefented to ruine 
the Turkilh Fleet made ufe of, then lying half 
difarmed, and ill provided; at the Ifle of St. 

Theodoro , ( which is a Rock oppofite to Canea) 
where at that time, it is believed, they might 
all have been burned, had the occafion been im¬ 
proved, agreeable to that Advantage which 
then offered : fo that towards the latter end of 
the Year, the General Molino returning Home, 
either by reafon of fome diftemper, or by re¬ 
vocation from the Senate, which feemed to be 
ill fatisfied with his ill Fortune, or his ill Manage¬ 
ment of the Publick Affairs ; he was difmifled 
from 
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l6 . 6 from his high Charge. And Gio Capdlo, Pro- 
•v/y-o curator of St ' Mark * was conftlCuted in hls 

^ This Year was remarkable for the ruinous Dif¬ 
ferences between Sir Sackyile Crow Baronet, our 
King’s Ambaflador then reliding at Conftauttnople , 
and the Turky Company. The Original ot 
which feemed to ai ife from the Civil Dillentions 
at Home ; for fo unhappy were thofe Times,and 
lb ill alleCted were Englifli Minds with Rancour 
and Malice againft each other, that this Leaven 
of Difcovd could not be confined within the 
Banks of Great Eritatn and Ireland , but feemed 
to dilfufe it felf over the Seas, and as a Conta¬ 
gion, infected the Minds, Goods,and Interefts of 
the Englilh, to what Quarter or Climate foever 
they were tranfported. 

In the.Year 1638, Sir Sackyile Cron was, with 
the Confent and Approbation of the Turky 
Company, dignified by his Majefty with the Ti¬ 
tle and Authority o 4 his Ambaflador to the 
Grand Signior. For Maintenance and Support of 
which, the faid Company were to pay him the 
yearly Sum of five thoufand Zcchms, in four e- 
qual Proportions, which is above the value of 
two thoufand Pounds Sterling. And farther, be¬ 
fore his departure from England , paid him fix 
hundred Pounds Sterling towards the Furniture of 
his Houfe, Plate, and other Neceflaries ; de¬ 
fraying all the Charges expended for Tranfpor- 
tation of his Lady, Followers, and Provifions to 
Conftantinofle. . 

Sir Sackyile Crow, from the time of his arrival 
at the Ottoman Court, until the end of the 
Year 1645, managed the Affairs of the Com¬ 
pany to their general Satisfaftion, and with the 
EQeeiti and Honour of the Turkifh Minifters, 
who conlidered him as a Perfon of Courage and 
Relblution, and in every way qualified for that 
Employment. .

Capit\!i- -phis Right of Strangers Confulage, is now con- 
firmed to the Turky Company , by virtue of their 
Charter which his Majefty was pleafed,intheYear 
of his Happy Reftauration, gracioufly to Re¬ 
new, Confirm, and Amplify to them-, the which 
was morccafily granted, by the concurrent Afli- 
ftance of the Right Honourable the Earl of Win- 
cbelfea, then defigned for Ambaflador to Conftan- 
tinople , who on fome Confiderations offered from 
the faid Company, aflented thereunto. 

But Matters of a higher Nature than this, in¬ 
flamed the Accounts and Differences between the 
Ambaflador and Company. For firft, one John 
Wolfe , at that time Treafurer at Conjlantinople, 
becoming Infolvent for greal Sums of Mony, 


Sir Sackyile Crow alledged, that thofe Debts were 1646. 
National, ariling from the late Changes of State 
Officers, their extravagant Exactions, and Aya- 
nious Pradices : and therefore to extinguish 
this PublickDebtjhe made a Leviation of one hun¬ 
dred and ten thoufand, nine hundred and fifty 
Dollars on the Englifh Eftates at Conjlantinople 
and Smyrna , detaining the Companies Ships in 
thofe Ports, until the aforefaid Debt was iatis- 
fied and cleared. The Ground and Cnufe of 
'which, will more plainly appear by this follow¬ 
ing Warrant. 

Sir SackYtk Crow his Order, dated in 
Ter a of Conjlantinople the i6tb of 
January 1645. Directed to all Cap¬ 
tains, Commanders of Ships, zsrci 
Prohibiting the lading of any 
Goods or Eftate on their Ships. 

W Hercas ly the unhappy failings of fome 
of our Nations here , and at Smyrna, 
and. through the many late Changes of this 
State’s Officers, and their extravagant Ex¬ 
actions on us in thofe Difficulties and by 
fundry other avanious ways, our Nation is 
brought into a great Debt : For which We, 
or thofe , and that Eftatejwhich {ball remain- 
on the Place, who, and whatever, in cafe of 
Exigent , and force of Paiment, when-ever 
that {hall happen, muft (if not otherwife pro¬ 
vided for) in all probability , and according 
to the rude Onflows of this State in like cafe, 
look to be made liable unto. There being at 
prefent a full and competent Eflate of the 
Levant Companies arrived here, -and at 
Smyrna, which as well by the Obligations of 
their Charter, as by the Laws of England, 
the faid Companies own Inflitutions and Cu- 
fioms in cafes of like Nature, ought as wed 
to bear the faid extraordinary as ordinary 
Charges, and fo pay thofe Debts, which ei¬ 
ther are , or {ball be adjudged and declared 
to belong unto them. We having taken pains 
in drawing the faid Accompts to a Head , and 
for difeovery of the Truth thereof '■> and (af¬ 
ter a Certificate being directed thereon) for 
the more formal Satisfaction only of the faid 
Company, being advert ifed that fome of thofe 
who with us have had the view, and been pre¬ 
fent at the Examination of the faid Ac- 
compts, whom it concerns on the Companies 
behaljf to make fucb Certificate, on our Or¬ 
der ; for fome private Refpects, make feru- 
ple to certify the faid Debts, as they appeared 
before us and them : And hearing alfo that 
the General Ships here in Port, and/ that at 
Smyrna, prepare, and make ha fie to begone : 

In Providence, as well for own ffety tn the 
Premises, as for that due regard we owe to 
his Majefty s Honour, and the Pnblick Inte- 
reft for the future. We find it requifite, and 
hereby order and require, that until the faid

til our farther Order and Licence in that be¬ 
half: Whereof not only the Merchants, 
Factors, Mqfters , and Commanders afore- 
* Inter- mentioned ; but our * Druggermen, and other 

precers; %)„dcr-Minifters here or there, are to take 
notice, and obferve accordingly', as they, and 
every of them concerned herein, will anfwer 
the contrary at his or their Peril. Dated in 
Pera of Conftantinople this 2.6th of Janua¬ 
ry, 1645. 

To all Captains, Commanders of 
Ships, Merchants, Favors, Drugi 
germen,and all other his Majefty’s 
Subjects and Minifters whoever, 
in the Ports of 'Conftantinople and 
Smyrna. 

SACKYILE CROW. 

The Turkie Company was altogether unfatif- 
fied with this Leviation, alledging that a great 
part of this Debt arofe from Monies lent by 
Sir Sackyile Crow himfelf to Wolfe , at a high In- 
tereft j for fecuring of which, and of his Prin¬ 
cipal, he had in this maaner taxed and charged 
their Eftates. But Troubles aad Differences 
ended not with this Paiment 3 for Hill the Con- 
troverfy about Strangers Confulage was de¬ 
pending, which with other Matters, caufed great 
Heats and Animofities on both lidcs : So that 
fome of the Turkic Company, Men of the better 
Principles, thought it moll: advifable to Petition 
his Majefty to conftitute another Ambaflador, 
with tetters of Revocation, to recal this 3 but 
others, who were the zealous Men of thofe 
Times, who had tafted the fweetnefs of Seque- ! 
ftrations, and proved it to be the Grand Catho- 
licon of all Remedies, perfwaded that his Eftate 
fhould be Sequeftred. This, I day, may per¬ 
haps have been the attempt of fome few; though 
the generality of the Company have fo fardifa- 
vqwed the Seizure of his Lands and Eftate in Eng¬ 
land, that they declared themfelves ignorant of 
any Eftate he had there. Howfoever this Appre- 
henfion being fixed in the Mind of Sir Sackyile 
Crow,he proceeded to ftrange Extremities againft 
the Company: For he not only caufed all the 
Goods and Monies belonging to them, within the 
Grand Signior’s Dominions, to be fequeftred 
and feized by his Agents, but alfo imprifoned 
the Perfons of all the Englilh Merchants and. Fa¬ 
ctors which were confiderable, either at Conftan¬ 


tinople or Smyrna. The Particulars of all , which 1646. 
will appear with more cleairnefs by this follow- 
ingWatrant. 

Sir SdckVile Crow his Second Warrant; 

dated irk Ter a of Cotiftandnople the 
, 30 tb of April 1646, directed to 

I John Hetherington , Lorengo Zumai 
Enordering (upon falfe Pretences) 
the Sequeftration of the Merchants 
Eftates at Smyrna b according to a 
Schedule. 

W Hereas the Levant Company, fome- 
time before our corning to this Place 3 
by a Court of their Affislants, thereunto efpe- 
cially authorized, treated with Vs touching 
a yearly Allowance for our Care and Pains 
during our reft deuce here as his Majefty's Am- 
bajfador to be had and taken in fuch Parti¬ 
culars as might have relation to their Trade 
i and Ocedftons: And for a conclufton of fuch 
I Treaty as aforefaid, did offer unto us the 
election of any one of their Agreements , for¬ 
merly made with any of our Predeceftors in 
like occafton. And for a further manifefta- 
tion of their fincerity in their faid Offer , upon 
our accord thereunto, did, at the Court af ore¬ 
faid, in publick give into our Hands and 
Poffeffion the Copies of five of their Agree¬ 
ments, made with our faid Predeceffors, with 
Power to chufe which of them we fhould beft 
like of, to be a Rule and Pattern for an 
abfolute Conclufton and Condition to be drawn 
up between its and them ; thereon alfo pro- 
miftng that they would make, grant, and con¬ 
firm the like unto us. And whereas we there¬ 
on, and to the Purpofes and Ends aforemen¬ 
tioned, chofe and fixed upon that Agreement , 
which the Jaid Company had made with Sir ' 
Thomas Glover, formerly Ambajfador,Reft- 
dent for the Crown of England, with this 
State: And his Majefty by his Favour, did 
ajfure the fame unto us, gracioufty promiftng 
to make his Employment of us here , as good 
and beneficial in all the Allowances and Per- 
quifites thereof, as it had been to any of our 
Predeceffors whoever, and we expected no lefs. 

The faid Company finding themfelves mif- 
taken in their Offer, (as they pretended) firft 
retired from the fame, denying their faid 
Agreement, (though fufficiently proved be¬ 
fore his Majefty ); and then by force of Pre- 
fents and Mony given under-hand to the 
Officers of that Time, fo prevailed againft 
: us, that we could not only not obtain that 
Right, which fince hath appeared unto us, 

■ and (as well by their own Agreement , as by 
his Majefty s Judgment then, Cuftom, and 
'• their former Contracts) was due unto us ; 

: but were forced after to other Agreements 
I with the faid Company, by which (over and 
above all fuch Rights, Priv 'tledges, and Per- 
. qmfites, as then were and fhould be granted 
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1646. tiitt6 Us'by his Majejly's Capitulations ; and 
befides all other Gratifications and Allowances 
acctt(lowed to be given to his Majejlys Am- 
bafiador, (which in Houjloold Provijions only\ 
the' faid Company ajfured us, were to the va¬ 
lue of 800 l. per.Anbum Sterlings at leaf) 
and over .and above fuch Plate and Houfbold- 
Stuff as they ajfured us, we fbould find of 
theirs here-, and hold to our ufe during our 
Refidchce, (of which we found not the value 
of an Afper) the ftid Company did cove¬ 
nant with us, (for and in ref peel of our Pains 
and Care only therein agreed to be taken by 
us, in their Affairs and Occafions as afore- 
faid, for and during all our time as his Maje¬ 
jty s Ambaffador with this State) they would 
pay, or caufe to be paid unto us, the Sum of 
5 °°° * Chickeens per An. to be paid by e- 
li: S . qual Proportions quarterly beforc-hand ; by 
their failing wherein]befides our other Engage¬ 
ments for them to a very good Value) twenty 
and five thoufand Dollars or thereabouts,refis 
at this day due and unpaid unto us : And 
whereas alfo after the Agreements aforefaid, 
upon feveral Arguments held before his Ma- 
jefiy, concerning the Rights of that Confu- 
lage, which among# other things is granted 
by the Grand Signior, and payable by his Ca¬ 
pitulations to his Majeffys Ambajfador Refi- 
dent at this Imperial Port from Strangers, 
(to which the jdid Company could fhew no 
likely or probable Title) the faid ‘Company 
were adjudged to relinquish their Pretences to 
the faid Confulage ', and a Grant thereof 
under his Majejly's Royal Hand and Signet, 
was thereon made and given to us, for our 
better fupport during the time of our Refidence 
here. The faid Company (upon Conditions 
between them and us agreed) did alfo promife 
to give us Content thereforewith intent 
. neverthelefi thereby to get advantage of our 
credulity and abfence, and to draw us out of 
fufpeff of their, evil Intentions towards us, 
which hath fince( as well by their fever al inter¬ 
ruptions and hinderances here in the Collecti¬ 
on thereof as their practices, and endeavours 
at Council Table before his Majejty, and by 
their other Appeals to the Courts of Parlia¬ 
ment, wherein thefe Times of Difir affions, 
they prefumed of fome better advantage) hath 
appeared unto us : Whereby, and. by fuggefi- 
ing’ fiver al Untruths againfi us, and by o- 
ther ftlfe ways they have endeavoured not on¬ 
ly to deprive us of the Strangers Confulage, 
and benefit thereof', but under' that'colour al¬ 
fo, and thefe their Pretences, to keep them- 
felves from paying , as us from taking'fuch 
other Confulage, as was, and is as much our 
right and due unto us from them].elves, by 
the faid Capitulations, and the Grand Sig¬ 
nior s Grant thereon, for all their own Goods 
traded in : And now of late, but fufpectihg 
our juft Intentions of making a claim there- j 
to,, (for until this prefent day we never made j 
any demand thereof, or publick pretence there- 
in) to prevent what they fuppofe we might \ 


jufily do in our own Right, (for we take God 1646. 
fdWitnefs we knew no other caufe) : under like 
unjufi and fcandalous Pretences, we are certi- 
tified, that they not only go about to get us 
‘removed from our Employment here, but up¬ 
on falfe Suggeftions, loofe and bare Sufpicions 
only, have gotten Order for the feizure of 
all our Lands and other Eftqtesin England 
into their power ; as fome of their own Ser¬ 
vants and Faff ors here have the confidence to 
report and affirm: and as-we are allured 
from thence, without hearing of us ; nay, fo 
much as intimation to us of the Grounds 
thereof, or fuch Matters and Things as they 
pretend at leaf: to have againfi us, whereby 
we might anfwer for our felves', and fo, 
whilft we are labouring (as for thefe many 
Tears we have done, with all fidelity) for them 
and their publick Interefi (whereof, as we 
have proof fifflcient in our Afftons, fo we 
have him that is Jndg of the World for Wit- 
nefs to our Confcience) they are contriving 
the ruin of us and our Pofterity. Which 
manner of proceeding , fo unjufi:,'horrid, 
and odious before God and Man (as in all 
reafon we ought) taking to heart, and our fe- 
rious confideration, and as well that Violence 
which is offered to the Laws, and his Majejly s 
Honour and Interefi therein, as our Self and 
our Family; not pretending to extend that 
Authority which his Majejly hath put into 
our Hands td unlawful Ends, but only to make 
a juft ufe of it for the right and lawful de¬ 
fence of our felves and it, in the fever al Oc- 
cafions aforementioned', finding by Accompt 
under the Hands of iheTreafurer of the faid 
Company here, that for. fuch Goods as they 
have brought in and carried out from the 
Port of Gonftantinbple, there is due unfa 
us according to the Capitulations, and the 
Grand Signior s Grants therein, to .the va¬ 
lue of Dollars Ryqls of J, feventy four thou¬ 
fand: and that for the like in Smyrna 
there is due Dollars Ryals of l, one hundred 
thoufand in cirfca ; and rating that Eftate in 
Land which they have gotten into their pdwer 
as aforefaid, but at the value we were offered 
for tt, viz. at ninety feven thoufand and five 
hundred Dollars ; in all, two hundred fervent 
ty one thoufand and five hundred Dollars* 

Befides, (for ought we know to the contrary) 
they may elfe have prevailed themfelves upon 
of ours, and as due td us by Privy Seal to 
the value of one hundred thoufand Dollars \ 
and Leafes under the Great Seal to near as 
great a value more. We .hereby enorder Set 
quefiration of all Monies, Merchandizes, and 
other Goods and Faculties whatever, within 
the Dominions of the Grand Signior wherf 
ever, belonging to the Parties and Member j 
of the faid Company, in the Schedule here¬ 
unto annexed, the chief Fontentors, Contrir 
vers, and Abettors of thefe unjufi. and hdr- 
ridr ‘Proceedings ; requiring you, John He- 
rhetington, and you , Lorenzo Zuma, dr 
fine ',■ or both, of either of you, by thd help 
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, <54(5. and means of that Officer fent by the Vizier, 
And thofe Commands in your Hands, (being 
norv at Smyrna on other like Occafions) ac¬ 
cording to your Infir actions herewith fent, to 
board and enter all Ships and Feffels, and to 
break open, and enter into all and every of 
the Houfes , Warc-houfes, Ceunting-houfes, 
of all and every of the Parties in the Sche¬ 
dule hereunto annexed and aforementioned ; 
and there to Attach, Arrefi, and take into 
your cufiody and poffeffion ; and as arrefted 
and fequefired, to take, carry away, and put 
into fafe cufiody, all fuch Monies, Merchan¬ 
dizes, other Goods and Faculties of what Na¬ 
ture foever that you Jhall difcover, find out, 
and get into your power, belonging to any of 
the Parties, or under the Marks of the Sche¬ 
dule hereunto annexed and the fame to keep, 
fo atrefied and fequefired, for our better In¬ 
demnity, Satisfaffion, and Defence, againfi 
all Pretences of the Levant Company before- 
mentioned whatever, until we may be heard 
therein by due courfe of Law, and till farther 
Order from us in that behalf ; for which this 
is to be your Warrant. Dated in Pera of 
Conftantinople, this 30 th of April, An¬ 
no, 1646.

Sackyile Crop. 

To perform and put in execution the fore¬ 
going Warrant, it jyas neceflary to make ufe of 
the Turkilh Officers Power and Authority : 
Wherefore Sir Sackyile Crow demanding Audi¬ 
ence of the Grand Vizier, and reprefenting Mat¬ 
ters unto him ip that manner, as be judged moft 
agrpeahle to his Caufe, was heard by him vyith 
a gentle and gracious Ear -, andaflqrapces made 
to hip of all Refpeft, Favour, and Afliftance 
imaginable. For the Turks had now fraelt out 
a Gaufe ia Tranlaftion, which wiph good im¬ 
provement might be worth them many Purfes of 
Mony; and was of fuch a Nature, as that their 
Religion, and Doftrine, obliged them to nou- 
rilh, haying the profpedt of gaining fdpny, and 
enflaming Chriftian Difcord. On thefe Grounds 
Sir Sackyile Crow eafily obtained Commands from 
the Vizier, directed to. the Kadi of Smyrna, to 
aft all things according to direftion of him the 
Ambaffador; and to enforce Matters with better 
execution, a Chapus, or Purfuivant, accompa- 
' nied vyjth John Hethfrfttgton, and Lorenzo Zuma 
Interpreter, was difeatched to Smyrna, with 
Commands to carry up the Conf^l and Faftors : 
to Confiantimple, " and to break qpen the Warp- * 
houfes, and make feizure on fuch Eftates belong¬ 
ing to the Turkic Company, as would anfwer 
the Demands and Pretentions of the Ambafla- 
dor. v Accordingly th,cCppfu] and Faftory were 
' earned up, and with that other of Galata, im- 
prifoned in the Amb^fiador’s Houfe. 

In the mean time the Agents at Smyrna, with. 
afliltance of the Kadi,iealed up ajT th.e Merchants' 
Ware-houfes; but when it caihe tp’execution; 
and .Seizure, more difficulties arofe for the 
Turks, Armemaps,- and Jew-Merchants, made 
high Clamours to the J office,, many of the | 


Goods belonged unto them, fome were not yet 1 64P. 
paid for, others were only Pawns in the Englilh 
Hands •, and all the Town being delirous to fa¬ 
vour the Caufe of the Merchants, a’ great Up¬ 
roar and Hubbub arofe amongft the People : 

The Kadi affrighted hereat, grew more Hack 
and faint in his Proceedings; but the Cordial of 
1500 Dollars, and Gratuities to his Servants, 
overcame the Difficulties, and gave him new Rc- 
folution j fo that at length, being attended 
with the Principal Officers of the Town, he 
began firft with the Con ful’s Houfe, making 
Seifurc, and delivering out of the Ware-houfes 
all the Goods found there ^ with fome Cautiori 
howfoever,and refpeft to thofe Pretenfions which 
Stranger-Merchants made thereunto as appears 
by the following Letters. 

Joh.Hetheringcon and LorenAo ’Zumi, 
their Letters to Sir Sackvite Crow, 
qdvijing further of their Proceedings$ 
dated in Smyrna, June 16. 1646. 

Right Honourable, 

Y Efterday we received your Lordfhips 
of the 4 th prefent, being the Copy 
of the id: And to day we received your 
Lordfliips’s of the 8 th, and rejoice to hear 
your Lord (hip is in fuch a readineis for 
your juft Demands, and wifti your Lord- 
fhip lefs Trouble, and better Succefs than 
we this day have had, and we doubt for 
many days ftiati incounter here. This 
morning die Cadie’s Son, with his Neipe 
and principal Officers came; and we be- 
.gan firft with the Conful’s Houfe. But be¬ 
fore we began, ’fwas fpoken in the Kad- 
(die'S o^n Houfe, and all oyer the Town, 
opr Defign tp feize what we could find; 
about feven a Clock his Son came and en- 
tred the ConfuFs Houfe, and opened all 
the Warelioufes, and took from thence, 
with ElforcO s and Kjebles, fome four hun¬ 
dred Clothes, and nine Bales Mohairs; 
we left behind us 38 Bales of Silk, 13 Bales 
his Servant pretended were fold by his Ma¬ 
tter to Mr. Brent, to be paid by Bill of Ex¬ 
change at Conftantinople, and when advice 
came the Bills were paid, the Goods fhould 
be delivered; in the mean time they lie in 
Mr. Lancelot’s Warehoufe, with fome 49 
Clothes,6p Barrels qf Tin, which Tin be¬ 
longs to Mr. Sainthill, and foaled up by 
the Neipe and us. Before we had ended 
at this Houfe, the whole Town was in an 
Uprore, being fomented by Jews, and femfe 
of the young Fry left behind, and pro¬ 
claimed in the Streets, that the" Town 
would be undone, the Trade loft and go - 
to, wrack, if this was fuftered; fo that be.-, 
fore the Confers Door were fo many of 
the feum of the Town, the Streets were 
packed thick of them. On the other fide/ 
a more unruly Enemy threatned worle 
things, the Matter of the Golden Lion,- 
who had before given Bar nor di (ton 9000 
K Dollars* 
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164^. Dollars at Cambio, and had no Goods in his 
Poffelfion, hearing how it would fare with 
them, Lands forty Men at Barnardifion s 
Houle, and vowed he would have his Mo- 
ny or Goods, or fwore he would beat down 
the Town; fo likewife the jf 'ottos got her 
Sails to Yards, that the Kaddie’s.Son and 
the Chiouz, defired to let it alone until a- 
nother day, for fear of worfe Events: So 
when they had made an end at Lancelot' s 
Houle, would ftay no longer, but pro- 
mifed to come another day. The Eftate 
before mentioned we carried away in 
Ipight of Envy, and have put it up in a fate 
Cane. As loon as this was done, becaufe 
the Captain would not come alhore, I got 
Jordan to go aboard the Golden Lion, and 
know the Mailer his Intent, and to ac¬ 
quaint him with the Danger might enlue 
thereon; all we could urge was nothing, 
except he had fatisfaftion for his 9000 Dol¬ 
lars ; at laft told him, if we knew where 
his Eftate lay, we would endeavour to 
help him to it; lo he found it out, and we 
delivered it to him, and the Man was ve¬ 
ry well latisfied. And now we hope to 
find little Impediment, and to morrow 
Morning the Caddie’s Son promifeth to 
come again,and we doubt not the lame day 
but to make an end. If your Lordlhip law 
the little regard thefe People bear to the 
Grand Signior’s Commands, the Caddie, 
or ought elfe but their private Ends, your 
Lordlhip would (as we hope yourLord- 
fhip will) not blame us if we procured but 
the half of what your Jfordlhio’s letter- 
mentions. To morrow (if God blels us ) 
vve lhall lend your Lorfhip more punctual 
Advice, and for the prelent crave leaye to 
fubfcribe our felves,

John Hetherington, and Lorenza Zu- 
mas Letter to Sir Sackvile Crow 
dated in Smyrna, June 19. 1646. 

Right Honourable , 

O Urs of the 16 th advifed yoUr Lord¬ 
lhip, how with the Caddie’s Son, 
his Niepe, andChia, we had entred the 
Houle of Mr. Lancelot t, and taken into 
our poffeflion the Goods we found therein, 
not pretended unto by Strangers; and how 
by the inlolency of Nicholas Terrick, Ma¬ 
iler of the Hopewell, (formerly the Golden 
LionJ we were interrupted that day from 


proceeding any farther; and how by the 16+6. 
means of Captain Jordan , we had pacified 
that young, rafli, and undifcreet Man; 
and that we hoped the next Morning to 
proceed without interruption, but it fell 
not out lo: for the next Morning we went 
to Barnardifion a Houle, thinking to make 
all fore there ; and when we had begun, in 
comes the Mailer with a Crew of his own, 
and laid, thole Goods he had received were 
not fufficient to give him fatisfaftion, and 
demanded of us the reft. Weanlwered,We 
could not give him thefe Goods we had 
fealed up before he came into Port,for what 
he demanded ; but allured him, if he 
knew of any thing Handing out, we would 
endeavour, the bell we could, for his Sa¬ 
tisfaction : Upon this, as we underftood 
lince, a young Man of the Houle whim¬ 
pered the Mailer in his Ear, and told him, 
if he were not latisfied before the Goods 
went out of the Houle, all was loft, he 
would never have a Penny of it: Upon 
this, away goes the Mailer aboard, with 
this young Man in his company, and loo- 
led his Sails, but threatned nothing. Upon 
this comes in the Jews, and told tne Niepe 
and the Chia, that the Mailer would fhcot 
down the Town ; but for all our perfwa- 
fions that he durft not, away runs the 
Niepe & his Company, and leaves us there . 
alone: lo we relblved to have done it our 
lelves; but the Merchants had lo worked 
with the Hamalls, that there was not one 
tobefeen; lo being alone, and feeing his 
Boat coming alhore, well mann’d, and fear¬ 
ing a lurprize, we prelently repaired to 
the Chiouzes, and defired him to go with 
us to the Caddies, to fee if we could have 
any better afliftance from him. By this 
time the Town was in a great Uproar, 
and the People lomething too inlolent; 
the Caddie, to prevent the word, prefent- 
ly caufed the Shops to be Ihut up, and im¬ 
mediately fent for all the chief Men of 
the Town, (who by Prefents before we 
had made our Friends) and there before 
them all, and a great company of the 
Townlmen, cauled the Commands fo be 
read, and told them how much they were 
bound tofee theGrand Signior’s Commands 
put in execution, and what dilhonour it 
would be for one Ship to command the 
Town. So after they had dilputed the Bu- 
finels, the Caddie lends an Officer aboard 
(accompanied with the Druggermen to 
the Nation) to know whether he would 
hinder the profecution of the Grand Sig¬ 
nior’s Command, or no, and to know his 
Anfwer ? He prelently denied he ever in¬ 
tended to jfhoot at'the Town, only defired 
his owri : So prelently after the People 
were a little appealed, we went to work a- 
gain,,and lo this day"havefinilhed all: it 
being done in Inch confiifion, we cannot 
give your Lordlhip that exaft Accompt 
you 
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1646. you may expert within a day or two; for 
then we will lend your Lordlhip the Par¬ 
ticulars, with the Values; in mean time 
we Hand upon our Guard, having feme 20 
or 30 of the Souldiers of the Caftle to 
keep watch every night; for (my Lord!) 
here is no Imall Hubbub in the Town, and 
threatning both of us and the Eftate, but 
we will fecure both as well as we. can. 
We have fent your Lordlhip a rough 
Draught of what we have, and what we 
have left lealed up, and find it fell Ihort 
fer of what your Lordlhip expe&ed : the 
Iboner your Lordlhip difpofes of it, the 
better ; for allure your felf, there is daily 
feme Defign or other hatching: We Ihould 
be very lorry, after all this, to have it 
mifearry, therefore pray ( my Lord! ) 
dilpofe of it. (to prevent the worll) as 
loon as you may. Your Lordlhip was 
pleafed to inorder us to change our Lodg¬ 
ing, being too near the Water-fide, and 
in a Merchant’s Houfe ; which, as loon as 
we can get a fecure Houfe, we will; but 
the farther from the Water-fide, the more 
dangerous, if the People of the Country 
Ihould intend us any ill. 

The French, and many others, pretend 
Debts of many of thofe People that are 
gone up, and would know who lhall pay 
them, and pretend to be paid Out of their 
Eftates; but we have put them off, telling 
them, we believe your Lordlhip will hard¬ 
ly let your Eftate go to pay their Debts; 
neverthelels, lhall advife your Lordlhip of 
it: lb have fecured none, only to one Hu- 
zoone Amet Aga, one of the,chief Men in 
the Town here, Mr. Lancelott having gi¬ 
ven him a Bill of Exchange for 475 Dol¬ 
lars, and the Bill returned unpaid, we 
were forced to deliver into the Hangee’s 
Hands, for his Security, ioCloathes. 

We have given the Ships liberty to lade, 
by realbn of their continual grumbling, 
but fear our Defign on the Jonas will not 
take ; for the Caddie feeing the ilubborn- 
nefs of Terrick, will not affift us as he pro- 
mifed. We have not ought to inlarge at 
prefent, but to fubfcribe ourfelves.

Matters running thus high, and the Breach 
made fo wide, there remained little hopes of 
an Accommodation: For now the MeVchants 
ox. Gdata, having obtained their Liberty from 
the Ambaflador’s Houfe, by the Vizier’s Com¬ 
mand, entred into a Confutation in what man¬ 
ner to govern their Affairs, electing fome parti¬ 
cular Men to that Employment, which they cal¬ 
led by the Name of the Seded Knot , Which much 
provoked the Anger of Sir Sadt&ile Crow , and^ 
more, becaufe that deferring his Protection,* 
they made Applications to the Heer Coppei , A- 


gent for the States of Holland ; who readily em- 1 64.6. 
braced the defence of their Caufe, and willingly 
reprefented to the Grand Vizier the Aggrievan- 
ces, and ill Treatment of which they complain¬ 
ed. The French Ambadador, on the other fide, 
bewg a great Favourer of Sir Sackvile Cram and 
his Proceedings, ailifted him both at Smyrna and 
C onjrantinople. All which will more particularly 
appear by the following Letters. 

The Factors general Letter to the Levanc 
Company , dated the 18 th of June, 

1646, in Conftancinople. 

Right Worjbipful, 

S irs, at prefent we have our Heads and 
Hands full, and all little enough to pre- 
ferve your Eftates from devouring, and our 
felves from that Evil Confequence might 
enfue upon fuch unheard-of Proceedings 
and Intentions, as have been long in pri¬ 
vate agitation; but when the Monfter 
came to the Birth, there wanted ftrength 
I to bring forth ; fo, in a good hour we may 
fey, the Snare is broken, and doubt not 
! the. Devices of the Crafty is fruflrate by 
him, whole Almightinefs Ihews it felf 
moll, when we Mortals are lead capable 
to help our felves. We lhall, according to 
our Obligation, give your Worlbips feme 
account of the laft Progreffions of his 
Lorlhip Sir Sackvile Crow, whom his Ma- 
jefty fent hither Ambaffador, and to be a 
Prote£lor of your Eftates, and our Per- 
fons; how he hath performed this Charge 
and Duty formerly, your Lorlhips have in 
part heard ; what hath happened of late, 
we lhall now chiefly infill upon. 

After; his Lordlhip had caufed the ftay 
of the Ships in this Port, and at Smyrna, 

Under pretence of this State’s requiring it, 
in relpeft of their Wars with the Vene¬ 
tians, the Sampfon and Smyrna Merchant, 
having been here almoft feven Months, to 
the great lots and damage of Ships and 
Goods; he picks a quarrel with the Facto¬ 
ry of Smyrna, for not complying accord¬ 
ing to his Order, in the paiment of their 
Parts of the laft Leviation-Mony; and 
hereupon fends down John Hetherington 
one of his Servants, a moll lewdjdebaucht,- 
prophane, riotous Fellow, (yet his Lord- 
Ihip’s Klnfman) accompanied with two 
Chiouzes, two Druggermen, a Janizary, 
and other Servants, to proceed with thofe 
who Ihould refufe to pay their Leviatiori 
according to the InftrudEons he had given 
die laid Hetherington, and Lorenzo Zyma, 
Druggerman: But before the arrival of 
thefe Agents, the Nation there had un¬ 
dertaken the paiment by an O'bligafory 
Letter to his Lordlhip; this would not 
latisfy, nor depofition of Goods for Secu¬ 
rity, Until Anfwer Ihould come fiom, 
hence of the paiment of their Bills of 
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Exchange, which was tendred ; but the ( 
fecond day after their arrival, Hetherwgton 1 
and his Retinue goes to the Caddie s, and 1 
thither caufes the Conful and all the Nati \ 
on to come ; where it was pretended they t 
had laden the William and Thomas with c 
Corn, and fent her away ; and therefore, 1 
by virtue of an Imperial Command, (ve- c 
vy privately here procured) the Conlul, 
and fix more of the Nation, were deli- 1 
vered into the Hands of the Chiouz^ and j 
lo brought up hither, not being fullered 
to return to their own Houfes, but put a 
day and a night into an olienfive dark ' 
place, the Doors and Windows not only 
fliut but nailed upon them, not luftermg 

either their Friends or Servants to come at 

them, or a Window open till the evening, 
for which alio they paid Dollars ioo. In 
this dilgraceful manner they were brought 
hither, where they have been fince the 
22 d of the laft Month, Prifoners in his 
Lordfhip’s Houfe to the 21 ft prefent, not¬ 
withftanding they had complied ih paying 

the Leviation Monies in lefs than a Week 
after their arrivals; and by /air Promiles, 
put off from day to day, for their difpatch 
to their Bufinefs at Smyrna, which could 
not but much fuffer by their abfence: 
Their Magazines and Counting-houles 
continued fealed from the time of their 
Attachments; the Ships not permitted to 
lade, or depart, though empty; and no 
Debts due to them would be paid m this 
their Abfence and time of Diftraftion. 

The Leviation Monies being fatisfied, 
(of which Dollars 31000, his Lordfhip 
forced into Cancellaria) ; and we of Smyr- 
na expecting no more rubs in the way, his 
Lordfhip, the 1 6th Inftant, calls a Court, 
and there declared, That of what Monies 
had been collc&ed, there would not remain 
much on the old Accompt; therefore pro- 
vifion muft be made for the future growing 
Charge, for fo much as upon this pretended 
Imbargo, no Ships would come in hafte, 
and he and his muft be maintained, which 
he would provide for: Hereupon, when 
we could not do otherwife, Dollars 25000 
was promifed, half by this Factory, for 
which his Lordfhip caufed us to enter into 
Bond, as he did thofe of Smyrna for the 
other half; this being effe&ed, which we 
fhould not neither altogether have been fo 
ready to have complied in,' but thereby to 
put a period to all other Demands, and en¬ 
able our felves to proceed in our Bufinefs 
for your Worfhips better Service. 

The 18 tb prefent his Lordfhip calls a- 
nother Court; and after arguing of fbme 
General Matters, with a teeming fadnefs, 
tells us how that he had been wronged by 
falle Information from hence and Smyrna, 
( but he was fo far from proving it, as that 
he would not difeover fb much as whom 
he flifpefted ) and thereupon the Levant 


Company at Home had, by means of the 
Parliament, procured Sequeftration of his 
Eftate and Lands in England, and endea¬ 
voured to ferprize. his Perfon ; and there¬ 
fore, according to Religion, Reafon, and 
common Policy, he ought to fecure him¬ 
felf and his Hoftages; and thereupon he 
departed from us, requiring the Nation 
fpeedily to refblve of fbme prefent Satif- 
faction that might fecure his Eftate at 
Home, and Perfon here, otherwife he 
vowed to God, he would fiiddenly do it 
himfelf, with no little difadvantage to 
our felves and Principals. Thefe ftrange, 
unreafonable, and unexpected Demands, 
filled us with amazement, not knowing 
what Anfwer to give to fiich a groundlels 
demand; we defired the Secretary SigUiof 
Dominico to know his Lordfhips more par¬ 
ticular Defires therein, that fo we might 
better under Hand him, and to put his De¬ 
mands into fuch a moderate way, as he 
might receive fome Satisfaction. He re¬ 
turned us Anfwer, that we muft refblve 
to fatisfy his aforefaid Demands before we 
went thence: Whereupon the Gates were 
fhut, and alfo Guards fet upon us, that we 
fhould not converfe with any, or convey 
fb much as a Paper out of Doors. Thus 
we are all furprized, made clofe Prifb- 
ners, and our Counting-houfe, Ware-houfe, 
and Chambers fealed up, to make fure of 
our Goods and Eftates there alfo. Conti¬ 
nuing in this fad Condition all Night, and 
finding no Motion to proceed from his 
Lordlhip to declare himfelf farther, four 
or five of Us was appointed by the genera¬ 
lity, perfonally to crave his Lordfhip’s 
particular Defires and Demands of us : 
Whole Anfwer was, That the loweft va¬ 
lue he could put upon his Lands the Com¬ 
pany had fequeftred, was 25000 pounds 
Sterling ; and for the lofs he fhould fu- 
; ftain by being put out of the Ambaffador- 
! fhip, which he faith his Majefty hath 
granted him for his Life; therefore the 
l Strangers Confulage he rates at Dollars 
1 5000 per Annum ; which for the clear 

> Gain of feven Years to come, is Dollars 
; 35000 ; for which he declared that he 

) would not accept of any Perfbnal Security 
; or Obligation whatfoever, but a prefent 
i difpofition of Dollar's 160000 in Mony or 
) Goods, into his own hands muft be made. 
d And if to this we would not condefeend, 

- he told us, That he at the laft Sacra- 
s ment had vowed to God (as he doth 

now) to facrifice his Eftate,Himfelf, Wife 

- and Children, for the execution of this his 
e abfolute Intent; and till then, neither our 

Perfons, Eftates, Ships here, or at Smyrna, 
y fhould be free. We told his Lordfhip, 
1, that finding not any of us had heard of any 
.t fuch Things was (or intended to be) 
n' done againft him by the Company, it 
it would give us great Satisfaction, to fhew 
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1646. us thofe Advices he grounded this Pretence 
upon. To this no Anfwer was then gi¬ 
ven by himfelf, but difmiffed us, leaving 
it to our laft and fpeedy Refolution, be- 
caufe he was refolved to ftrike home. Im¬ 
mediately after he fent us word by. a fe¬ 
cond, That he could not let his Honour 
defeend fb low, as to fhew lus Advices to 
any. This empty Reply, gave us too 
much reafon, not only to conclude this to 
be a feigned Pretence, but made us fiifpeCt 
his Intention and Aim was at all the Na¬ 
tion’s Eftate in die Country; and there¬ 
fore we returned him this reafonable and 
defenfive Anfwer, 'as your Worfhips will 
particularly perceive by the inclofed Pa¬ 
per : whereunto is adjoined his Reply to 
that our Anfwer, as he pretended ; tho it 
appears it was intended before, it being 
dated a day before our Anfwer. Whilft 
thus we continued, it happened that thofe 
four of us were fortunately abfent from 
Court that day, who hearing of our Con¬ 
ditions, wherefore, and why we were 
thus detained, and what an ill Period 
thefe Proceedings tended unto, if not 
timely and prudently prevented; they 
ufed their beft endeavours to free us and j 
your Livelihoods from the Claws of Ty- j 
ranny and Covetoufnefs; they applied 
themfelves to Signor lllufirijfimo Copper , the 
States of Hollands Agent: who as he was 
ever a Friend and Favourer of the Nation, 
fb now he gave us good and great teftimo- 
ny thereof in this our greateft Need and 
Extremity: and chiefly by his means with 
a Sum of Mony ; together with the Cla¬ 
mors of the Jews, and many other of the 
Grand Signior’s Subjefts againft this our 
prefent Abufe, and deftru&ion of future 
Trade: The Vizier ( whom they had 
well and fully poflefled with the Truth of 
all Things) after three'days Imprifbn- 
ment, fent a Chiouz for us to his Lord¬ 
fhip’s Houfe, from whence we were car¬ 
ried before the Vizier, who much up¬ 
braided his Lordfhip, faying, He never 
gave him Commands for fuch Proceedings, 
notwithftanding his Lordlhip’s avaneous 
• Allegations againft his own Nation, by 
faying, an Englifh Ship at Smyrna was la¬ 
den with Powder, Ammunition, &c. and 
there refided for affiftance of the Turks 
Enemies; and other the like Abufes, and 
deftruCtive Courfes againft thofe here; 
tending not only to the confifeation of 
Ships and Eftates, but the rifgo of en- 
flaving our Bodies, if not the lofs of all or 
fome of our Lives, had his Hellifh Plots 
taken efte£h The next day after our ge¬ 
neral Commitment, arrives five more of 
our fellow Fa&ors from Smyrna, there 
feized upon and made Prifbners; and fo by 
his Lordfhip’s Command, in that nature 
brought to his Houfe, and put amongft 
us, notwithftanding the advice from their 


Correfpondents hence was at Smyrna, (be- 11*46. 
fore their departure thence) that their 
part of Leviation Mony was all paid in 
here ; yet their Leviation, with one third 
more in Monies and Goods, was taken a- 
gain from them by his impudently impi 7 
ous Minifters there, and all the reft of their 
Goods continued fealed up: So the Intent 
(as your Worfhips may plainly perceive ) 
was no other than firft to get the Monies 
here paid, then to feize upon their Per¬ 
fons, and next to take away and fecure 
their Eftates; thereby to prevent a juft, 
reafonable, and natural Defence ; - and*now 
it too plainly appears, (becaufe his Lord¬ 
lhip’s Imployers had taken courfe no Mef 
fengers fhould come unto us) ; Horfemen 
are daily difpatched unto us by our Friends 
at Smyrna, advifing us to the 20th Inftant, 
of the unnatural and devouring Progref- 
fions they had there made; which was 
done by the affiftance of the Caddie,whom 
they had well bribed, beginning to a£fc 
there at the fame time as we were here all 
imprifoned; fb there was no intent of 
ftayingfor our Anfwer to his extravagant 
Demands. They firft fell upon Mr. Lan* 
eelods Houfe, thence proceed all through¬ 
out the Nation; fo that they have not on¬ 
ly taken away all the Goods, Monies, and 
Effects whatfoever they could find in their 
Houfes, at Home or Abroad, but broke 
open and ranfack’d all our Chambers, 
Trunks, and Counting-houfes, which 
mounteth to a far greater value than his 
demands of Dollars 160000; and by large 
Promifesto Informers, endeavour to di£ 
cover and take what is owing them abroad 
by People of the Country; and have fo 
threatned our Friends and Servants to de¬ 
liver our Books, and declare where’s more 
of our Eftates, that they are conftrained to 
leave our naked Houfes to the open World, 
and betake themfelves to the Ships in Port 
for Refuge. All this it feems contents 
them not, but are Contriving Provifions, 
by policy and force of fome Rogues of the 
Country, to unlade what Goods the Na¬ 
tion had put on board the Jonas. For 
all which, we have not only the advice of 
our diftreffed Friends therfe, but fuch in¬ 
fallible Information,as your Worfhips may 
perceive by the inclofed authentick Co¬ 
pies of Letters from his Inftruments at 
Smyrna to his Lordfhip here ; by which 
you will too plainly perceive lfts Lordfhip 
did, and ftill doth aim at all the Eftate the 
Nation had in the Country; and for that 
caufe he was fb much enraged for the de¬ 
parture of the Hercules, and William and 
Thomas , whofe Goods he efteemed as fb 
much lofs to him. 

We have been now feven days out of 
his Lordfhip’s hands, and are endea¬ 
vouring to free that Eftate they have al¬ 
ready taken at Smyrna, as alfo to defend 
our 
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164 6 . our Selves and your Eftates in future from 
him, and free the Ships out of Pott, (which 
no queftion at laft will be proved have beep 
.detained by his Lordlhip to this ill pur- 
pole ) and if poffible, to procure the re¬ 
turn of’Dollars, 20 in .30000, his Lord- 
’lh ip hath unavoidably forced from us in the 
Leviation Accompt, upon ftrange Preten¬ 
ces. All which ( by the affiftance of our 
obliged and worthy Friend Signior Illttjirif- 
fimo Coppes together with the expence of 
Dollars 30 in 40000, to the Vizier an,d o- 
ther Turkifh Minifters) we doubt not 
but fpeedily to effect; for without this ho- 
neft defenfive Remedy, we can expert no¬ 
thing but ruin to all your Eftate in the 
Coimtry, which frill he threatneth, and 
endeavours by all his devilifh Policy and 
Means to effect: But the Vizier,..and the 
two Caddeleskiers, :who are our; Judges, | 
are lo poffeft with the Truth and Reafon 
of our Caufe, as . well by the People of 
the Country, as our.Selves, that they have 
given us full aifurance, ;by Promifes, Pro- 
teftations, and found Probabilities, that 
our juft Demands fhall be accampUflied; 
for which we all faithfully'andearneftiy 
endeavour,Night and Day,and. fo dahourly 
expert a good determination of-it : and 
till there be an Iffue or Settlement given 
to this our confufed Condition, (which 
we hope will not continue for many days) 
no particular Principal muft expert Advice 
from any Fattor here,’ becaufe no private 
Man can fitly advife any thing, till the ge¬ 
neral Bufinels be better ordered : And as 
we proceed therein, we fhall by all Ways 
and Conveyances give your Worfhips a 
true and exa£t Account. We do humbly I 
befeech your Worfhips to acknowledg the 
good Offices of the State’s Agent to their 
Ambaffador with you, and fo fully certify 
him, that Illuftr. Sign. Coppes appeared no 
ways againft his Lordlhip as Ambaffador, 
or trenching on the.King’s Honour, but 
refpe£tfuliy and modeftly for the fafety of 
your Eftates.-’ 

To particularize all Paffages and Cir- 
cumftances in this Bufinefs, would prove 
more troublefom than needful to your 
Worfhips, fo pleafe to accept of this Re¬ 
lation ; for this is the prelent ftate of yours 
and our Condition; which though not fo 
well as we could wilh, yet better than we 
could imagine; for the Hand was. up, the 
Match lighted, and a little more time 
would have blown up all. We need not 
put your Worfhips in mind fpeedily to 
lend us another Protestor, feeing the Ne- 
. ceffity of your Ocgafions craves it too plain¬ 
ly ; and in confidence of your fpeedy Re- 
lolution thereof, we lhall continue, hoping 
our Defires will be latisfied, and the 
Eftates in better fecurity, by his fpeedy 
arrival here, which- God in Mercy 
grant. 


His Lordfhip’s Caufo is fo bad, that 1646. 
Signor Dominico your Secretary, Signior 
George , and all other Druggermen, have 
not only declined Ins Lordfhip, but apply 
themfelves to us, (and efpecially the for¬ 
mer ). In fine, we conceive his Lordfhip 
finds , his former bad Proceedings have 
made him uncapable to return into Eng¬ 
land, and alfo uncertain of his Refidence 
here; which, ’ together with the improvi¬ 
dent ufe he hath made of his Golden Time, 
that he intended to feize upon all He and 
his unworthy Inftruments could catch hold 
of ; for to this purpofe he diverted the Gol¬ 
den Fleece's advantagious Defign for Venice ; 
which at firft was approved and caufed by 
his own content; and occafioned her Fa- 
ftor here, to whom fhe was configned, to 
let her him to fraight, that fo Himfelf, Fa¬ 
mily, and undue gotten Eftate, may be 
conveyed (as is foppofed) into France, 
with whole Ambaffador, there hath been 
often a more than ordinary correfpondency 
of late. 

Gdlata of Cdnfiantinople, 

June 28. 1646. 

Before the foaling up of our Letter, we 
have procured an Imperial Command for 
the < recovering of tne Eftate into our 
Hands; taken away at Smyrna ,; as alfo for 
the attaching the Perfons, and bringing 
thofe good Agents of his Lordfhips hither, 
to anlwer their Proceedings ana Behavi¬ 
gour: the obtaining of which Command, 
we are not a little glad of, being our Obli¬ 
gatory Teftimony of the Vizier’s being 
our Friend, and ties him thereby to conti¬ 
nue fo, which we hope effectually to find, 
two days hence, when his Lordfhip is to 
appear with us before him; but in cafe he 
refufeth (as already he hath done) the 
Vizier will give Sentence againft him. 

Your Worfhips may be pleafed to take 
notice, that his Lordfnip’s chief Counfel- 
lor, in thefe his undue Proceedings, is 
Mr. Henry Hyde, of whofe good Service 
in your former Occafions at the Morea , we 
need not to give teftimony; but can affure • 
your Worfhips, that fince his coming hi¬ 
ther, he hath occafioned great Difturbance 
among the Nation; and now at laft (had the 
Defign before mentioned taken effe£t)might 
have railed his decayed Fortunes, by the 
ruin of Yours and our Eftates; but, thanks 
be to God, the Counfel of Achitophel is 
turned into Folly. And for your late 
Treafurer John Woolf, the latisfying of 
whofe Debts hath fo mounted the laft Le¬ 
viation, he is fo far from acknowledging 
the Courtefies done in acquitting him from 
his Creditors, that he is become Affiftant 
(though a weak one ) to his Lordfhip in 
the Proceeding aforementioned: And ha¬ 
ving deforted Galata, with Mr. Henry 
■ Hyde, 
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Hyde, refides at his Lorfhip’s, laying their 
Heads together in contriving Mifchief a- 
gainft. thofe from whom they have had 
their Maintenance. 

In cafe your Worfhips fhould not be in 
a pofture to procure an Ambaffador fo 
foon as you may defire, that you would 
pleafe in the interim, and as foon as may 
be, to obtain a Letter from his Majefty to 
the Grand Signior, or Vizifcr, in appro¬ 
bation and acknowledgment of what is 
done; and that his Lordfhip be not nim¬ 
bler than your Worfhips in getting the 
like againft us, which doubtlefs he will en¬ 
deavour. We fhall not farther inlargeat 
prefent, but intend fhortly, when all things 
fhall be fully and abfolutely fetled, to 
write to your Worfhips again. So we 
reft. , 

At Inftant a Copy of Ins Lordfhip s 
Letter, with others directed to him, be¬ 
ing come to hand,we fend them herewith; 
and from Smyrna are advifed that the Per- 
fbns of Hetherington and the Druggerman 
are detained aboard our Ships there ; and 
by this time the Command is with them, 
which will warrant the bringing them up 
with their Papers^ that are alfo aboard; 
by which the Plot will more plainly ap¬ 
pear To morrow we expeflt his Lord- 
lhip’s appearance before the Vizier, When 
we have hopes to reward the Trouble 
he intended others* &c.

T he Faftors general Letter from Smyr¬ 
na, dated the 4th of July, 1646, to 
the Levaric Company, 

Right Worjbipful Sirs, 

I T may pleafe you, our laft from hence 
was by the Ship William and Thomas, 
advifing his Lordfhips Proceedings for ano¬ 
ther Leviation, for aifeharging vourDebts 
at Conftantinople , being then informed that 
the whole amounted unto Dollars 118109; 

. and how we were refolved to withftand it; 
until your Worfhips further Pleafure fhould 
be fignified unto us concerning the fame, 
for foch Reafbns as we then prefumed to 
lay open unto you; and that in the mean 
time we had prefented our Grievances to 
' his Lordfhip’s gracious perufal, the Copy 
whereof went annexed to our laid Letter, 
to both which you may pleafe to have refe¬ 
rence; 

The 24 th of March following, our Con- 
ful called a Court, and declared his Lord¬ 
fhip’s Anfwer to our laid Letter, difliking 
our Proceedings; and, by a new Order pro¬ 
hibited the lading of Goods; and receiving 
them on Board, and the departure of Ships; 
until the faid Leviation were paid, accord¬ 
ing to his former Order, and Schedule now 
fet down, fhewfog each Man his propor¬ 
tionable part for his Faftory of Smyrtia, 
amounting in jail to Dollars 549 5 °> and for 
the Fa&ory at Conftantinople, to Dollars 
56000,is together Dollars 110950. Where¬ 
upon* we generally defired that his Lord¬ 
fhip would be pleafed to fufpend the exe¬ 
cution of the faid Order of Leviation, un¬ 
til fuch time we fhould receive your Wor¬ 
fhips farther Order about it,without which 
we our felves were like to pay it out of 
our OWnPurfes, as in, the laft Leviation; 
receiving fince particular Orders from fbme 
of our Principals, not to pay any Levia- 
tions, otherwife it fhould be for bur owri 
Accompts, and not theirs. 

The 24 th bf April, the Conful called 
another Court, fignifying unto us, that 
his Lorfhip did require an account for the 
departure of the Ship William and Thomas, 
j and Succef, contrary to his Lordfhips 
Commands, there befog an Officer of the 
Vizier’s come down to apprehend Captain 
Tho. Porter, and to carry him up to Con¬ 
stantinople, (which Ships departed at their 
own pleafures, being not in our powers to 
ftay them). And that concerning the Le¬ 
viation. it was inevitable,. and his Lordfhip 
was refolved upon it, and therefore would 
force us unto it, and expert repair of Ho¬ 
nour from theDelinquents.Wftereupon fear¬ 
ing his Lordfhip’s farther difpleafure,which 
might beget tome greater Inconveniences 
amongftus, we prefumed to yield unto his 
Lord- 
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1646. Lord (hip’s Commands, byway of a fub- 

C'V'*-' mi (five orderly complyance, and conform 
our (elves unto the paiment of our parts 
of the (aid Leviation, in proportion to the 
Eftates were received on the laft general 
Ships, Hercules, Sampfon, and Smyrna- 
Merchant, according to our particular Af- 
lellmcnts; as appeareth by our general 
Letter preferred to his Lordfliip, and en- 
tred in Cancellaria, grounded upon the re- 
fult of this days Court; defiring his Lord- 
Ill ip would be pleafed to allow us four 
Months time for paiment, for fiich Rea- 
(bns as we have alledged in the lame. 

The 6tb of May , the Conful told us lie 
had received other Letters from his Lord- 
fhip, prohibiting not only the Lading of 
Goods, and die Departure of any Ships, 
until the Leviation be fetled; but al(o 
therein more fully fignifies and declares, 
That until the Grand Signior’s Fleet be 
gone forth, lie cannot permit any Ship, 
either at Conftantinople, or here, to lade or 
be difpatched; and that accordingly his 
Lordfliip is fo required of this State. And 
in like manner hath ordered and com¬ 
manded thole whom it concerns, both a- 
bove, and in this Port, to oblerve the 
fame. And moreover farther witneffing, 
which accordingly (as he laid) he was 
bound to acquaint us, how that the Em¬ 
bargo at Conftantinople , and here, wasfe- 
ccnded; and his Lordlhip, to avoid far¬ 
ther Dangers and Inconveniences to the 
Publick,could not refofbhisContent there¬ 
unto. 

• The 1 oth of May arrived here Mr. John 
Hetherington, a Servant to his Lorlhip, 
and Signior Lorenzo Zjyma a Greek, one of 
his Lordfhip’s Druggermen, from Conjlan¬ 
tinople ; who the next Morning moved 
our Confiilto call a Court for the Nation ; 
where being affembled, the Confiil told 
the laid Hetherington and Lorenzo , That 
their Defires were performed, and there¬ 
fore required them to deliver what they 
had in Commiffion*from his Lordlhip : 
who produced an Order of the 27th of 
April, direCted to. the Conlul and Us,-for 
paiment of the laid Leviation. forthwith, 
or elte to proceed according to his farther 
Order,- Warrant, and InftruCtionsin ’ffich 
behalf; and we to be anfwerable to fuch 
Lois, Damage, and Inconveniencies as may 
enlue thereby. To which we anlwered. 
That the Leviation was fubferibed unto, 
and therefore defired the laid .Hetherington 
and Lorenzo to Hay four or five days, until 
his Lordfliip fhould return Anfwer to our 
Letter of the 24 th of April. The laid 
Lorenzo told us, He would retire and per- 
ufe his Lordfhip’s Commiffion, ana in 
two hours return, to have a more full and 
fatisfaCtory Anfwer from us: which being 
expired, he declared, That his Lordfhip’s 
Commiffion required forthwith ready 


Mony Or Goods, (being his InftruCtion, 1646. 
from which he could' not vary ). Where- 
upon Mr. John Lancelot firft anfwered, (as 
he was a Merchant) He could not depo- 
fit his Cloth, for his Credit’s fake, but 
would give his Bills for his and Mr. Dix- 
rvell Brent's proportionable part of the Le¬ 
viation, payable at Conjlantinople per Mr. 
Thomas Pigot, t at five days fight, into his 
Lordfhip’s Cancellaria \ which was refuted, 
unlefs they would depofit the value in 
Cloth, and one third part more towards 
Charges, in the poffeffion of him the laid 
Lorenzd ; which they laid again, for their 
■ Credits lake (as they were Merchants) 
could not content unto ; fb referred them- 
felves unto the laid Lorenzo's farther pro¬ 
ceedings, if thefe Proffers would not be 
accepted of, being not poffible for them at 
prefent to procure Monies at Intereft, or 
otherwife. 

The like Conditions we all in general 
proffered for our proportionable parts, but 
were refilled by the laid Hetherington and 
Lorenzo. Whereupon the Conlul told 
them, they had all our Affents for pai¬ 
ment of the Leviation; and if that, with 
luch Reafbns and Proffeis as we propound¬ 
ed, might not be fatisfaCtory, the Confiil, 
and we in general, referred our felves to 
the laid Lorenzo s farther Proceedings. 

After this, the laid Hetherington and 
Lorenzo prefently repaired to the Cad¬ 
dies, accompanied with a prime Chiouz 
of the Vizier’s, and declared their farther 
Commiffions: After publication whereof, 
the Caddie lent for the Confiil, and all our 
Nation, where the. Capitulations were 
firft taken away by Warrant, and the Con¬ 
ful in a moft barbarous manner was laid 
hold on, ' with Dixwell Brent, Daniel Ed¬ 
wards, John Pixley .:, Samuel Barnardifto/f, 

George Hanger , and James Moyer, and com? 
'mitted Pfifoners into the Cuftpdy of the 
laid Chiouz and Officers, and tranfported 
toaHoufe (taken by them on purpofe) 
where .they were, violently, and in a for¬ 
midable manner, thruft into a dark Cham¬ 
ber, and at length were fpreed to prefent 
Dollars 300, to have a Window fet.open 
to give them Light and Air; the Conlul 
telling the laid Hetherington gnd Lorenzo, 
before he was furpriled, in the prefence of 
the Caddies, That neither he, of the Na¬ 
tion, had a«y ways tranfgreffed the Grand 
SigniorV or his Lordfhip’s Commands, 
and that he did not fear what they coujd 
do unto him, no not lb mqch asto 4ie, in 
performance of his Faith and Truft to the 
Levant Company, whom he had truly 
ferved; as likewife for his Love and Affe¬ 
ction he bpre to the Nation here under his 
Charge, v whom he would never betray, 
hoping fhortly to fee his own Country a- 
gain. And in two hours after, the laid 
Hetherington , Lorenzo ,and Chiouz, Caddie, 
and 
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1646. and Neipe, fealed up all the Counting- 
t/y'O houfes, Magazines, and fome Chambers; 
and in two days after, tranfported the Pri- 
loners over-land up to Conjlantinople, 
where they were delivered to his Lord¬ 
fhip’s Power and fafe Cuftody ; we in the 
mean time being left like fo many Sheep 
without a Shepherd, and ignorant where 
to leek protection. 

The next day after departure of thefe 
Prifbners, the laid Hetherington and Lo¬ 
renzo fealed up our Cloth in our own 
Warehoufes, for what concerned our pro¬ 
portionable part of the Leviation, at the 
rate of Dollars 45 per Cloth, and one third 
part more towards Charges. 

The 18 th day of May, at the inftance 
of the laid Hetherington and Lorenzo , the 
remainder of us left here behind met to¬ 
gether, where the laid Hetherington told 
us we had not brought in our Bills of Ex¬ 
change for Conjlantinople , for the parts of 
our Leviation, and one third part more; 
unto which we anlwered, We had com- 
plyed with his Lordfhip’s Commands, in 
all willing and obedient manner, accord¬ 
ing to our prefent Poffibilities, until we 
fhould be able to fatisfy the fame with our 
ready Monies here, or by our Bills payable 
in Conjlantinople, at five days fight, where¬ 
in we promiled to ufe our utmoft Endea¬ 
vours, hoping to redeem our Cloth again, 
which we had depofited, and they fealed 
up, for our proportionable Parts of the 
Leviation. 

In few days after arrived here one of 
the principalleft Chiouzes of the Grand 
Signior, with new Commands fent down 
by his Lordfhip ; by virtue whereof the 
faid Hetherington and Lorenzo feized upon 
the Perfbns of John Ball, Henry Davey , 
Phillip Harwell, Nathaniel Barnardifton , 
and John Ingoldsby, who were committed 
* Prifoners to the faid Chiouz, who ufed 
them with fome humanity, and fent up 
the next day to Conjlantinople, to be deli¬ 
vered unto his Lordfhip’s Power; after, 
whofe departure ( all Law being fet alide) 
the faid Hetherington and Lorenzo by this 
Command came down, opened all our 
Warehoufes, and by Violence carried all 
our Goods away into feveral Canes of the 
Turks ; as well what they had fealed up, 
for the Leviation, as all other Goods of 
wliat nature foever they could find, unlefs 
it were fuch as was fealed up, and be¬ 
longed to Turks, and other of the Grand 
Signior’s SubjeCts ; and left many of us fb 
bare, that we had not wherewithal to af¬ 
ford us a piece of Bread* to keep Life and 
Soul together, only bare Promifes. The 
faid Chibuz remaining behind, put us 
daily into great Fears that we fhould all 
be fent up, or clapt up here in Prilbn, 
which caufed many of us to repair on 
board the Ship for Succour, here being in 


Harbour the Ships Rainbow, Jonas, Hope- 1646. 
well, and Triangle. 

In all which time of this Diffraction 
and Sufferings, our Miferies have been 
much condoled by the chief Turks and 
Inhabitants of this Place, who feem to 
fympathize with us in our fad Conditions ; 
and had not the Commands been fo 
powerful, the whole Town would have 
rifen up in our Defence and Protection, 
who have privately advifed of thefe A- 
bufes; which as they them felves confefs, 
are like to ruin, not only this Scale, but 
that of Aleppo and Conftantinople alfo, to 
the Difhonour of the Grand Signior, and 
ruin of many of his Subjects; and of a 
profitable and acceptable Friend (our Na¬ 
tion) to become a potent Enemy againft 
them. 

The 28 th of June came Letters from 
Conjlantinople, advifing the Vizier’s Or¬ 
der for retelling both Factories from his 
Lordfhip’s Imprifonment, and particular 
Advice to fome of us here left, for appre¬ 
hending the Perfbns of the faid Hethering- 
ton and Lorenzo , and to keep them in fate < 
Cuftodies on board our Ships, fearing (we 
having no Order as yet to receive our E- 
ftates out of their Pofieffions) they might 
convey our faid Eftates away, or fell 
them for half their Worth, and fb make 
their private efeapes out of Town, ex¬ 
pecting daily a Chiouz to carry up their 
Perfbns to Conftantinople, and to free our 
Goods, hoping all will go well again for 
us. Hereupon the very fame day, the 
faid Hetherington and Lorenzo , (without 
any noife or rumour) were by the Mari¬ 
ners conveyed on board feveral Ships from 
the laid Hetherington s Lodging, viz. He¬ 
therington on board the Triangle , William 
Hodges Commander; and Lorenzo on 
board the Hopewell, Nicholas Ter rick Com¬ 
mander ; where now they remain, to the 
contentment of the Inhabitants here, who 
daily expeCt their fending up to the Port, 
there to anfwer to fuch Crimes and Infb- 
lencies as fhall be objected and proved a- 
gainft them. 

Thus we have prefumed plainly and 
diftinCtly ( accordingly as we conceive it 
becomes us ) though briefly, to prefent un¬ 
to your Worfhips perufal, the whole Pro- 
cefsof his Lordfhip’s Proceedings againft 
us here in Smyrna, (fince our laft) ac¬ 
cording to our experience of the PalTa- 
ges ; by which your Worfhips may eafily 
conjecture his Lordfhip’s farther Inten¬ 
tions. And for what hath occurred at 
Conftantinople , your Worfhips will receive 
by this Conveyance, advife to both which 
we pray you to be referred ; which being 
taken into your deliberate Confiderations, 
may afford fuch future Means of'Prote¬ 
ction, and incouragement to enter into a 
way of fetling this Turky Trade in fuch a 
L pofture. 
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1 646. pofture, that we hope thefe Loffes may be 
repaired with advantage. 

And fo we humbly take our leaves, 
having given your Worfhips teftimonyof 
our Concordance, in the difeharge of our 
Obligations and Duties,; and in conformi¬ 
ty we fubfcribe, evermore refling,

But not to infill long on a Subject fo ungrate¬ 
ful, as the Difference was between the Ambafla- 
dor and his Merchants •, the Conclufion, and If- 
fue of all was this. After Sir Sackyile Crow had 
fpent at the lead fevcnty thoufand pieces of 
Eight of good ready Mony, and the Turky 
Company two hundred thoufand ; the Turks 
finding the Ambaflador’s Exchequer to be almolt 
exhaufted, for that Prefents and Purfes of Mony 
came not in fo plentifully as at firlt; and on the 
contrary, feeling the Spring of the Levant Com¬ 
panies Treafiiry ftill to run frelh and quick, 
their Inclinations towards the Ambaffador grew 
more cold and faint, his Agents were not admit¬ 
ted lb readily to Audience as formerly, nor his 
Petitions and Addrefles received with that can¬ 
dor, as when Mony and Interelt made their en¬ 
trance eafy; in the mean time, the Merchants 
were heard with great patience, their Caufe and 
Complaints efteemed reafonable •, and in Ihort, 
Sir Sackytle Crow was difmifTed from Conflanttno- 
pte, in a manner not ufual for Ambafladors, nor 
agreeable to that Quality and Character: and 
was fucceeded by Sir Thomas Bendyjh , who was 
Authorized and conftituted in that EmbafTy, by 
Commiflion from his Majelty King Charles the 
Firll of ever blefTed and glorious Memory. 

1647. Gio Capello being conftituted General in the 

■-place of Molino , as we mentioned at the end of 

the preceding Year, departed from Venice ear¬ 
ly in the Spring, having under his Command 
fifty Gallies, fix GaUeafles, and forty Ships of 
War, and four Fire-lhips, befides other Vef- 
fels, which are neceflary Attendants on fo 
great an Armata ; which grand Preparations 
raifed the Minds of the Chriftian World to ex¬ 
pert the abatement of the Ottoman Pride, and 
other Efferts equal to the magnificent Oftenta- 
tion, and triumphing Glory of this mighty 
Power: But God, who gives not always Succefs 
to the Powerful, nor the Battel to the Strong, 
was not, it leeras, fo well fatisfied for the Sins 
of Chriltendom, as to judge it worthy to be 
delivered from the Scourges of its Grand Op- 
preflor. 

Whilft Capello remained with the belt part of 
the Fleet at Candia, Tomafo Morofini , Admiral 
of the Ships, (hewed himfelf in a Bravado with 
twenty two Sail before the Caftles of the Helle- 
Ipont, called the Dardatielli , defying the whole 
Turkifh Power, with Colours flying, and Drums 
beating: nor did they dare to anfwer the bold 


Challenge, until in a dead Calm, fome few light 16, 7 
Gallies prefented themfelves jn a feeming Bat r o-vru 
tel,, with, whom, for want of Wind, the Ships 
were on the difadvantage, and rather received 
Prejudice than gave it ; fo that both fides were 
contented with the Artion. 

Morofini withdrew from that Station, and re¬ 
turned to his General at Candia ; to whom 
having joined his Forces, heearneftly perfwad:d 
him, together with the Proveditor Grimani , to 
engage the Turkilh Fleet, which they allured 
him was much inferior to ttyera, both in num¬ 
ber of Veflels, and in Skill and Courage of the 
Combatants ; and that the Succefs of this Year 
confifted in the cutting off the Enemies Suc¬ 
cours, which was their foie Relief and Depen- 
dance, without which they could not lender 
maintain the Ground they pofleiTed, but muft 
deliver up that and themfelves to their pleafure. 

But the cautious General would not aflent to 
this Refolution, judging it over-rafh and preci¬ 
pitate ; for that the Fortune of Candia, and 0- 
ther Ifles of the Archipelago , was not to be ha¬ 
zarded on the Succefs of one Battel. 

During which Difpute, and irrefolution of 
Affairs, the Turkilh Fleet, confifting of three 
hundred SaU, arrived at C«m, where they 
landed forty thoufand fighting Men, which tur¬ 
ned the Scale of the War, and rendred the 
Turks fo powerful, as not evermore to be ex¬ 
pelled, or their Off-fpring extirpated from the 
Confines of thatlfland. By this time the Pope’s 
and Malta Gallies were come to their Afliftance, 
and united with the Venetians? fo that Capello 
letting fail fromthe'Portof Suda, refolved to en¬ 
gage the Enemy at St. Theodoro ; which was ef¬ 
fected accordingly, though with little Succefs, 
for the Turks had fortified themfelves, and fe- 
cured their Gallies with that advantage, that 
they could not be-aflaulted without great hazard 
of the Cbriftians; and when they endeavoured 
to burn them, their four Fire-fhips took fire too 
foon, and proved of more fear and aftoni/hment 
to the Turks (to whom this Invention was as yet 
unknown; than of real dammage. After this 
the Venetians returned again to Suda, where 
having intelligence that thirty Turkifh Gallies, 
with Men and Provifiori (which they had col¬ 
lected in feveral parts of the Archipelago) were 
on their Voyage to Cane*, Capello preparing to 
intercept them with a Force of GaUeafles and- * 
Gallies,and leaving Grimani and Morofini to com¬ 
mand the main Body of the Fleet, he in Perfon 
bent h>s Courfe towards Cerigo. 

• In the mean time Afuftapha Pafha departed 
from Canea, in order to his return to Constanti¬ 
nople, with fifty feven light Gallies, two Ships, 
two GaUeafles, and many Saiks ; but meeting in 
his Paftage with a hjird ftorm of Northerly 
Winds, he loft feven of his GaUies, and feveral 
other Veflels, fo that he refolved to divide his 
Fleet, and fend part of them to Sdo, and him¬ 
felf with the other part to make for Negropont. 

This Fleet was foUowed by fome other Veflels 
under the Command of Mahomet Celebee, Bro¬ 
ther of the Pafha of Algier , who being as far 
in his way as the narrow Streights of Andra, he 
was there (topped by the Fury of the Northern 
Winds, (which are fhe Mailer-Winds of thofe 
Seas ) and by the impetuous rage thereof, was 
carried to the Illand of Zia- ; where having gi¬ 
ven Licence to the greatefl part of his Souldiery 
to Land, they carelefly ftrayed abroad, and 
without fulpicion of Surprize, merrily pafled 
their time in eating and drinking. In the inte¬ 
rim, advice hereof being carried to Tomafo Moro- 
fmi t

164.7. ro fwi y then with fome Ships in the Port of Mi- 
oyv). /o, hc immediately, without lofs of time, ap¬ 
plied himfelf to aflault the Turks ; and being 
followed by the Proveditor Grimani , he took 
trto of their Ships, whilft Mehmet Celebee, with 
about two hundred of his Men, betook them¬ 
felves to the weak fhfelter of an old demoliihed 
Fort, and afterwards furrendred themfelves to 
the diferetion of the Conqueror. 

Morofini and Grimani , encouraged with this 
Succefs, refolved to purfue the Enemies Fleet ; 
in order unto which, Morofini firlt putting out 
to Sera, was inftantly carried away by a fierce 
gale of Wind towards Ambro , and feparated 
from the relt of his Fleet, and taence again was 
tolled by the impetuofity of the Storms unto 
Rafti ; of which Mufiapha Pafha having Intelli¬ 
gence, made hafte to attack this Angle Veflel, 
with forty Gallies; giving order to the Bey of 
Rhodes, to lay him aboard with fifteen Gallies, the 
ftrongelt and belt armed of aU their Squadron : 
Morofini nothing difmayed, bearing the fame 
“ conflancy of Mind in the midlt of his Enemies, 
as at a diftance, boldly lhewed himfelf on the 
Quarter Deck, encouraging his Men with his 
words, and by his Example, to Actions wor¬ 
thy their ReUgion, Faith, and Country for which 
they contended. The Turks continued for fome 
time to batter the Ship at a diftance with their 
Cannon, but with little dammage to theChri- 
ftians ; who returned their, Shot to better ad¬ 
vantage. Hereby the Turks perceiving that 
Blows given fo far off did little Execution, re¬ 
folved to Board the Veflel, and fp.bdue Her by 
force of Arms, and being come to the fide of the 
Ship, the Souldiers were fearful to enter, 
fufpeCting fome trains of Powder to blow them 
up, until Emurat, one of the Captains, ftruck off 
the Head of one or two of his own Men, whom 
he perceived backward in the Aflault, which 
affrighted the reft into the greater danger, and 
forced them to enter the. Ship, who were foon 
followed by the Gallies of the Bey of Rhodes , 
of Milo, of Mehmet Bey, and others ; fo that 
now two hundred of the Enemy were Com¬ 
bating with Swords and Half Pikes upon the 
Morofini Deck ; in which ftorm, Morofini fighting amongft 
i*® r * thethickeft, was fhot through the Head with a 
Musket Bullet, and fo glorioufly finifhed his 
Days in the Service and Defence of his Coun¬ 
try ; gaining to himfelf a Laurel, and an Im¬ 
mortal Name of Glory and Renown. 

The Chriftian Souldiers little regarding all 
this time the fall of their General, ftoutly 
maintained their Fight, in which they received 
encouragement from the profpeCt they had of 
two GaUeafles making hafte to their Succour ; 
at whole nearer approach, the Turks defifted 
from their farther Attempt-, being unwilling 
to purchafe a Victory at the dear rate it would 
colt them. , . 

The Body of Morofini was tranfported to 
Venice, and his Obfequies Celebrated in a man¬ 
ner more Triumphant than Funebrous; the Pro¬ 
veditor Grimani was likewife declared Captain 
General in the place of Capello ; who having,, 
as it were, Befieged the Caftles at the Mouth of 
the Dardanelli , taken feveral places in the Ar- 
' chipelago, and put the Enemies Fleet often unto 
flight, he thereby, and by other Arts of Va¬ 
lour, rendred him juftiy renowned through all 
ChrifteHdom. 

Thefe were the chief and moll memorable 
artions by Sea, performed this Year ; Thofe by 
Land were adtea chiefly in Dalmatia, where the 
Turks poured in their Forces on the Yonetian 


Dominions, but were bravely repulfcd by Lee- 1S47. 
nardo Fofcolo, who took AU Bey Priibner, the 
Commander in Chief of the Sangiac of Lice a, 
and flew his Son.; befides which, he took Sac- 
covar, Polijfano, Jjlan, and other Fortrefles and 
Caftles, full of Arms and. Ammunition, which 
were the. Magazines 6f the Country; he alib 
recovered Novegrade out of the hands of the 
Turks, which was afterwards demolifhed by 
Order from the Senate; which Victories were 
followed with other Succefles; nothing being 
able to oppofe the Valiant and Profperous Arms 
of Fofcolo for befides the taking and lacking 
of feveral other Forts and Caftles in Dalmatian 
Obraozzo, Carino , Ottiffina, Velina, Nadino, Ti¬ 
rana, Tim, and Salona, in the Confines of Croa¬ 
tia, and Bofna, became a Prey to the Venetian 
Arms* ... 

But to this fuccelsful Progrefs of the War; 
a flop was given for fomfc time by the ficknefs 
of Fofcolo ; in which interim, the new Pafha of 
Bofna, called Mahomet Techli, a Circaftian born, 
a Perfon both Generous and Valiant, with an 
Army of forty thoufand Men, befieged the 
ftrong Fortrefs of Sebenico ; but was bravely Sebcn j co 
repulfcd by the Valour of the Inhabitants, the bifigtd. 
very Women exceeding the imbecillity of their 
Sex ; and Children and old Men, with the weak- 
nefs of their Age, ftrengthened themfelves 
with Refolution againlt their Enemies, and fo 
valiantly behaved themfelves in defence of their 
City, that the Turk was forced to raife bis 
Siege, having gained nothing but the lofs and 
(laughter of many of his People, and the belt 
of his Souldiery; whereby he gained an aliii- 
rance of the Invincible Strength of that placed 
and the Valour of the Inhabitants. • 

Fofcolo in .like manner recovering his Health; 
continued the un-interrupted courfe of his Victo¬ 
ries; and therfeunto added the taking of Scar- 
4 mm; fo that in Dalmatia the Venetian Affairs 
ran fo profperoufly, that nothing could be de- 
lired. to render them more happy and glorious. 

For the Turks not only were expelled from the 
Confines of Dalmatia, but likewife that Pro¬ 
vince became more quiet and fecure than ever 
it had been in the Times of Peace. 

But the joy of thefe Succefles was very much 
allayed by the unhappy Fate of a great part of 
the Venetian Fleet, at the Ifland of Pfara ; 
which being lanched from Candia with inten¬ 
tion to aflault thd Turks within the Dardanelli, Thrnm f 
unfortunately were driven by contrary Winds theruitbu 
to thatunfecure lhore; where contending with 
a molt furious Storm, a great part of the'FJeet PIara * 
was call away, and the General Grimanl bm- 
felf drowned. About which time, th# Turks; 
for the greater Terror of the Chriftians, laid 
clofe Siege to the City Of Candia, and made 
many and various Attempts thereupon, carry¬ 
ing on their Aflaults with the height of bra^ 
very and Refolution; the Particulars of which 
require a diltinCt Hiftory; but by the invincible 
Fortitude and Courage of the Chriftians; they 
were repulfed with that Daughter, and with the 
lofs of fo many Men, by-Sallies and other Stra¬ 
tagems of War; that the Turks were at length 
conftrained to raife their Siege with difhonour 
andconfilfion.; during Which time many of the 
Nobility and Perfdns of Quality loft their 
Lives; atnOngft which, the principal were,

The Sultan had 
uy\J no fboner heard the Story, but accordihg to his 
ufual*Guftorn, fell moft defoeratly in love, and 
had immediately, without farther confideration 
or counfel, difpatched his EraifTariesor with¬ 
out other Preamble, Ceremony, c-r Courtlhip, 
to have fetched her to him ; hadnbt the fenfe of 
the late Rebuff he had received frotn his Bro¬ 
ther’s Wife, made fome imprdBon of fear in 
him; and the apprehenfion he had of the Power 
of the Mtifti, created in him a certain Caution 
and Refpedt in the treatment of his Daughter : 
wherefore he rather refolved to fend for the 
Mtifti, with whom he treated of honourable 
Terms concerning Marriage -, promifing to take 
her into his Bofom, and prefer her in Honour 
equal to any other of his Sultana’s. 

The old Man who was tender of, anddoated 
on his Daughter, knowing Well the wandring 
humour of the Sultan in his Amours, intended 
rather to inarry her to fome great Perfohage, 
with whom Ihe might be more happy, than in 
being a Soltana : for he confidered, that Ibra¬ 
him having already other Sons, her Illhe would 
either be Sacrificed for fecurity of their Bro¬ 
thers, or elfe fpend their days ifl a Prifon, and 
become Grey-headed, whilft they breath in a 
medium between Life and Death, arid are fad 
Redules in the Grave of their unhappinefs. 
Thefecorifidetations were well imprinted in the 
mind Of the Mufti: but becaufe he durft not 
deny his propofal, he dealt with him as Inferi- 
ours ufually do with their Lords and Superiours y 
that is, he returned him thanks, fexprefling infi¬ 
nite Obligations, that he would vouchfafe to call 
his Princely Eyes on the unworthinefs of his 
Family: however he advifed him, that accor¬ 
ding to the Canons of their Law, of which he 
was the Expofitor, arid obliged to be a fevere 
arid prccife Obferver it was gteat Impiety in 
a Father to impofe on the Affections of his 
Child ; fo that though he could heartily wifh 
that his Daughter would embrace this Honour, 
to which he would exhort her with all the ear- 
neft Perfwafions of a Father ;-ytt if foe proved 
refractory thereunto, it would not be becoming 
his Power to force her; antf therefore hoped his 
Majefty would believe, that in proceeding thus 
far, he had performed that Duty which be¬ 
came him, both as a Father, and a Loyal Sub¬ 
ject. 

Ibrahim fuppofing that by this Coriceflion he 
had gained his Defign, thanked and imbraced the 
old Man, whom difmifling with plenary fatif- 
fadtion, he remained now with an impatient ex¬ 
pectation arid hopes of enjoyment, Next Morn¬ 
ing the Mufti returned early to the Grand Se¬ 
nior, and having firft fufliciently iriftrudted his 
-Daughter to refufe the Sultan’s Proffers, told 
him plainly, that he had ufed all his paternal Au¬ 
thority and intereft with his Daughter, that he 
might induce her to accept this mighty Fortune, 
which call it felf upon her; but that it found 
not that ready acceptance with her as he expect¬ 
ed ; what could be thereafon he knew not how 
to conjecture, fince Women ate commonly ir¬ 
regular, and unreafonble in their Affections. 

Ibrahim being in this manner disappointed, and 
more angry to encounter any boundary or re- 
ftraint to the imperious violence of his Lrifts, 
than oppofition againft the puiflance of his 
Arms; difinift the Mufti with fome negleCt 
and difilain, whom he refolved to treat With 
Rigour, and his Daughter with Courtlhip. In 
order to the firft, he banifoed him the Court,; 
and forbad him his preferice in ariynther platey

where fhe fhould Reign as Emprefs and Sove¬ 
reign of the World: all which Ihe exprefled 
with that paffion, and lafeivious enticement, as 
Would have fhaken a firmer Conftancy, than the 
Vertue of a Turkilh Maid : but fhe being well 
admoniihed by her Father; remained obflinate 
in. her Denial: but to quiet the importunity of 
this Seducer, fhe begged her not to fbUiciteher 
Father in this Redileft, but rather that foe would 
intercede in her behalf with the Sultan fpplica- 
ting him with all humility to pardon her Childifh 
refufal, and to leave her unto her unto her own 
Liberty and Choice, and a fingle Life : to ob¬ 
tain which favbur from her, fhe produced a Dia¬ 
mond of confiderable value, defiring her to ac¬ 
cept of that from'her, and to become her Friend, 
herAffiftant, and ProteCirefs. Shechir Para be¬ 
ing overcome by her Maiden Modefty; could 
na longer refill fuch forcible. Entreaties; and 
having her Eyes obfeured With the luftre of the 
Jewel, promifed to change her Note, and ex- 
cafe her refnd witlr all the advantages and 
compafGonate Terms poffible; ,and fo taking hei 
leave with a courteous farewel, repaired to tie 
Snltan, fo. gifre an account of her Negotia¬ 
tions. 

Ibrahim having with more doubtful Fear at¬ 
tended the I fine of this laft Conference, chan he 
did the Succefi of his War with Venice', re¬ 
ceived his Shecher Para with exceeding joy, who 
being come in, began to recount all the Particu¬ 
lars that had paffed : but the fum of all was, 
that this filly Maid was fnfficiently fenfible of 
the honour of being a Soltana, of being Cour¬ 
ted by his Majefty, of the Joys, Delights, and 
Glory of the Seraglio ; but that when flie re- 
fledled, how that foe was to bring forth Chil¬ 
dren to die by untimely Deaths, and to end 
their Days by Poifon, or the Bow-ftring,- or at 
leaft to live miferable Lives feparated from Man¬ 
kind; and immured within Walls, andlntombed 
- whilft they breathed; foe conld not but trem¬ 
ble , with fome horrour, and judg, that all 
the biandiffiments of Worldly Fortune were 
butatranfientParadife; which could riotpolfi- 
bly recompence, or out-weigh the fenfe and 
tendernefs foe conceived for the mifery of her 
unfortunate Off-fpring. Howfoever fhe fo cou¬ 
ched her Dilcourfe, that foe gave Ibrahim fome 
hopes to overcome at length ; by which foe ap- 
peafed a little his Fnry and Defpair, and ex¬ 
tracted fome Jewels and Gifts in reward of her 
pall Labour, and encouragement for her future 
Service. In this manner Ibrahim had patience a- 
wbile, expecting fomething farther from the in-

Ibrahim 
comforted a little, that he Ihould lave his Life, 
Ihrunk himfelf willingly into his old Shell, 
wherein he had fo long confemd his Life. 

In the mean time the Conlpirators taking 
forth his eldeft Son Sultan Mahimet, fet him on 
the Throne of his Father, and planting the Sar- 
gouch, or Imperial Feathers on his Head, falu- 
ted him for Emperor with loud Acclamations. 
Ibrahim continued his Imprifonment for fome 
days with great patience, but at length growing 
defperate and furious, often beat his Head a- 
gainft the Wall, until at length, he was on.the 
17 th ftrangled by four Mutes. 

In this manner Sultan Ibrahim ended his Days, 
which puts me in mind of the faying of a witer 
and a better King than he. That there is little di- 
ftance between the Frifons and the Graves of Prin¬ 
ces. And this Example made a great Officer 
underftand how King Charles tie Glorious Mar¬ 
tyr was put to Death. For he, I think it was 
the Great Vizier, falling into Difcourfe with the 
Chief Englilh Interpreter at Cmfiantinople , not 
then calling to mind the Fate of Sultan Ibrahim , 
demanded, How, and when King Charles was put 
to Death? Sure, faid he. Your King mull have 
no Power, or y our People mull be more Rebel¬ 
lious and Mutinous than other Nations of the 
World, who durft commit an Aft fb horrid and 
vile as this. See, faid he. How our Emperor is 
< j. revered and obferved *, and how fubmiffive and 
obedient half the World is to the Nod 1 *of our 
Great Monarch. To which the Interpreter re- 
plyed, that to recount unto him the Hiftory and 
Occafion of this prodigious Fad, would be too 
long and tedious for him to hear: but that the 
time it happened, was fome Months after the 
Death or Murder of Sultan Ibrahim ; which was 
an Item fufficient to give him a perfeft under- 
ftanding of what he required. 

Sultan Ibrahim having in this manner ended 
his Days, the Government was committed into 
the hands of the Grand Vizier, and the old 
Queen-Mother (which is lhe whom we call Kio- 
ftm in the Ottoman State ) and of twelve Pa- 
fhaws ; who were to manage all Affairs withfu- 
pream Power, during the Minority of Sultan 
Mahomet , who now Reigns. 

Ibrahim was the fifth Son of Sultan Achmet , 
born of the fame Mother with Sultan Marat, 
Educated like the other younger Sons of the Otto¬ 


man Family, within the Walls of an obfeure 1*548. 
and unhappy Prifon; fo that ’tis no wonder, 
if wanting the advantages of feeing and prafti- 
fing in the World, he Ihould neither have ftu- 
died Men, nor been experienced in the Art of 
Government. Nor lefs ftrange is it, being na¬ 
tural to humane Infirmity; for Men who have 
lived under Reftraint, Affliftion, and fear of 
Death, to become licentious and immoderate 
in all kind of Pleafures, whenfoever they pals 
on a fudden from the depth of Mifery to fome 
tranfeendent degree of Happinefs and Prolperi- 
ty; which as, I lay, all Men are naturally' fub- 
jeft unto, fo more especially thofe whofe Religion 
indulges them all kind of fenfual Carnality in this 
Life. 


Ibrahim was in his own Nature of a gentle 
and eafy Temper,of a large Forehead,of a quick 
and lively Eye and ruddy Complexion, and of a 
good Proportion in the Features of his Face, 
but yet had fomething in the Air of his Coun¬ 
tenance, that promiled no great Abilities of 
Mind. And giving himfelf up to all kind of 
Effeminacy and Softnefs, attended not unto the 
Government of his Affairs ; and therefore it was 
his greateft misfortune to be ferved by wicked 
and faithlefs Officers to whom he trailed, and 
to whom he gave Credence, wanting in him¬ 
felf the Talents of Wifdom and Difcretion to 
difeem their Malice. 

The continual apprehenfions that he enter¬ 
tained of Death during his Imprifonment, had 
fo frozen his Conllitution with a ftrange frigi¬ 
dity towards Women, that all the dalliance and 
warm Embraces of the moft inflaming Ladies 
in the Seraglio, could not in a whole Years 
time thaw his Coldnefs; which was the occa- 
fion at firft of that Report, which fpoke him to 
be impotent towards Women: during which 
time he attended to his Minifters of Juftice, and 
to a management of the Affairs of his Empire, 
which in the beginning of his Reign gained him 
a Credit and Reputation, and railed a great ex- 
peftationof his goodnefs and Care of his Sub- 
jefts Welfare; an evidence of which, he gave 
in his Charge to the Great Vizier, that he 
Ihould put no Man to Death unlefs for Capital 
and Enormous Crimes. But at length haling him¬ 
felf in Lulls and Senfualiries, he forfook the 
Helm of his Regency, committing the guidance 
of his Empire to other Hands: and as he was 
ignorant of War, fo he foolilhly fported in the 
Calms of Peace; and fullering himfelf to be 
guided only by Fortune, felt the Stroke thereof 
in hislaft Unhappy Fate. 
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S UItan Ibrahim periling ia this manner, 
by the mutinous Violence of-the Soul- 
diery, his Son Mehmet , or Mahomet, be¬ 
ing a Child of feven Years of Age, fuc- 
ceeded in the Throne: During whofe Minori¬ 
ty, (which was to continue for the fpace of ten 
Years longer) his Mother, who was the firll 
Sultana , affifted with the Courffel of twelve 
Pafhaws, took upon her felf the Regency, and 
in the firft place refolved to continue the War 
againft the Venetians, which Ibrahim intended 
to conclude, having engaged himfelf far in a 
Treaty of Peace with the Bailo or Ambaflador, 
which refided at the Port for that Republick. 

Whilft thefe Matters were tranfa&ing, and 
Preparations making to profecute the War; the 
Malignant Humours of the Empire began to fer¬ 
ment unto that degree, as afFcdted the Body 
Politick at firft with unnatural Heats, which 
foon afterwards proceeded to a Feaver, and 
then to a dangerous Convulfion. The ill-af- 
fe< 3 ed Part was the Militia, which is the Heart 
and Principal of the Life of that Government. 
For the Spahees and the Janifaries, being the 
Horfe and Foot, entred into a defperate Con- 
troverfie. 

The firft judged it their Duty to revenge the 
Death of their Sovecaign, Sultan Ibrahim j and

in order thereunto demanded the Head of the 
Great Vizier, as the Chief Author and Con¬ 
triver of the Death of his Lord and Matter. 
The others being confcious to themfelves of ha¬ 
ving, by their Arms, carried on the Confpira- 
cy, not only, declared their Refactions to de¬ 
fend the Vizier, but owned that what he had 
a£ted was by their Order, and at their Requeft 
and Inftigation. 

The Spahees being highly provoked with this 
Declaration, fwelled with Anger and Malice 
againft the Janifaries; and both fides ‘being 
equally proud and rich, could not bear each 
others Reproaches. The Spahees being Men of 
Eftates in Land, looked on themfelves as the 
Gentry, and to have the greateft Share in the 
concernment of the Empire. The Janilaries 
living regularly in their Chambers, or Martial 
Colledges, looked on themfelves as the better 
Souldiers, and the more formidable Party *, and 
the truth is, both' of them were proceeded to 
that height of Command and Authority in' Go¬ 
vernment, that had they not been fupprefTed by 
the cruel Hand, and bloody Difpofition of Kn- 
ferlee, as fhall be more largely related hereafter, 
this Empire was then in danger of falling into 
as many Divifions, as there were at that time 
Palhaws, or great Captains.

Notwithftanding all which, as the Divifions 
which the Turks entertain amongft themfelves, 
were never fo great as to afford the Chrillians 
any Advantage thereby, fo the Venetians did 
not reap any Benefit from there Quarrels •, but 
on the contrary, the Turks ftudioully attended 
to their Affairs in Candia , palling thither with 
fixty Gallies, thirty great Ships, and twenty 
five other fmaller Veffels, laden with Men, and 
all forts of Provifions and Ammunition for 
War •, fo that in this Year 1649, the Affairs of 
the Turks remained in that Illand in this happy 
and hopeful pofture. Amongft thefe Ships 
were thirteen Englilh, which the Turks took 
up at Smyrna , and forced into their Service. 
For though the Ambaflador, Sir Thomas Bendysh , 
then Refident at Conftantinople , oppoled the En¬ 
gagement of thefe Ships what was poffible, and 
alfo the Commanders and Seamen were very un¬ 
willing arid diflatisfied to undertake the Defign, 
yetth? Turks with Menaces, and Promifes of 
Reward, forced them to carry Men and Ammu¬ 
nition to Candia ; fo that, making a Virtue of 
Neceflity, they complied with that which they 
could not refill.

Hafacin Palha, Governour 6f the Illand of 
Vj Candia , having received thefe Succours 
and Recruits,. refolved to befiege the Chief 
City of Candia ; to which- intent, drawing out 
from the Ships, and Garifons of Retimo and 
Canea, what Men he was able, he formed an Ar¬ 
my of thirty thoufand Men, with which he 
marched, and pitched before the Town, He was 
provided alfo with twelve Pieces of Cannon, 
four thoufand Sacks of Wool!, three thoufand 
Ladders, and with a good quantity of Grana- 
does ; with this Force he attaqued the City in 
two places, viz. on the Forts of Martinengo , 
arid Moctnigo ; and preffed fo hard on the 
latter^ that notwithftanding the generous re¬ 
finance of the Defendants, he won the Fort, 
and there planted the Ottoman Colours •, for¬ 
tifying it with more Cannon, and a good num¬ 
ber of Men. 

Count Colore do, Governour of that Place, 
was then fick, the Garifon very weak, and 
things reduced to the laft terms of extremity ; 
when General Balbiani , Admiral of Malta, ar¬ 
rived with fix Gallies, and there landed fix hun¬ 
dred Men, and fixty Kinghts i which with great 
Courage mounted the Guard of the Fort Mar. 
tinengo, which was the place of moft Danger 
and Honour. The Turks excited with a defire 
to welcome the new Guefts, made three defper 
rate and furious Aflaults on this Fort, but were 
with equal Valour repulled by the Defendants ; 
at which Difgrace and Foil being highly enra¬ 
ged, they refolved on a fourth Attempt, which 
they purfued with that Courage and Succefs, 
that the Venetians were forced to give way to 
their Violence, with the flaughter almoft of all 
thofe which defended this Fort; until the Ca¬ 
valiers of Malta, who having no greater Glory, 
nor readier Will, than to fpill their Blood for 
the Chriftian Caufe, rallied all the Force they 
were able, and made fo profperous an At- 
taque upon the Fort, that they recovered it a- 
gain, with the Blood and Deftruftioa of aU 


thofe who defended it; but they enjoyed it not i<j< 0 .

| like fuccefs and flaughter: which variety of 
Fortune the Venetians being fenfible oft- and that 
' the £ “ n !J noc foch coftly Interchanges 
with the Turks, had recourfe to their ultimate 
Remedy of Mines, which fucceeded fo happily, 
that the whole Fort was carried into the Airs 
and therewith two thoufand good Souldiers of 
the Turks ; with which Deftruflion, and other 
Repulfes in divers places, they were fo weak- 
nedand difeouraged, that they raifed the Siege 
on the fifth of October new Stile. 

In this Interim, the Tartar Han , called the 
Ar«w, demanded the Guardianfhip of the young 
Sultan, as of right belonging unto him; but the 
Council anfwered hereunto. That their Mailer 
was already in better Hands than thofe into 
which they defired to transfer him; and that 
his Grandmother, and the Divan, wanted nei¬ 
ther Wifdom nor Fidelity to direft his Affairs: 
with which anfwer the Tartar being forced to 
remain fatisfied, was able to revenge hiaifelf 
no farther, than by exciting the Coilacksto in- 
reft the Seas ; which gave fome diverfion to 
thofe Arras, which otherwife had all been em¬ 
ployed againft the Venetians. 

But thefe Defigns from Tartary did little trou- 
ble the Council, in comparifon of that Spirit of 
Dilcord which was arifen between the Spahees 
and the Janifaries; for both Parties being emu- 
eac h others Greatnefs, endeavoured on 
all Occafions to elevate their Chief Coalman- 
highelt and moft profitable Places 
of the Empire : which Diffention touching the 
principal Minifters of State, who were all en- 
gaged on the one fide or the other, adminiftred 
great Troubles, and retarded the execution and 
foccefs of all the grand Defigns of the Empire. 

Nor was it of lefs importance and dilhonour to' 
the Divan, that their Fleet washindred paffage 
by the Venetians, whor blocked up'the Mouth of 
the Dardanelles •, whereby all intercourfe with 
Candia was interrupted: but being refolved to 
remove this Obftacle, they commanded the Cap- 
tain-Palhato force his Paffage » which he accord¬ 
ingly performing, was fo warmly received, that 
he quickly loft two Gallies, and after much 
Blood, and lofs on both fides, was forced at 
length to retire againwithin the Streights. But 
what was of worfe conlequence to the Turks, 
was foe inveterate Difcord between the Spahees, 
and Janifaries j who having been unadvifedly 
embarked pfomifeuoufly together, came often¬ 
times to Words, and then to Blows 1 which 
ended not without the Blood and Death of di¬ 
vers of each party. Thefe milchiefs increaled 
the rage which foe Turks at Conftantinople con¬ 
ceived againft foe Venetians; who were all 
thereupon (not excepting the Bailo Soranzo, 
nor his Secretary Brdlarino) interdidled the 
Territories of the Grand Signior; and fent 
back into their own Country. ’ 

The Captain-Palha, that he might be in a 
capacity to make a focond Attempt to force bis 
paffage, font to Conftantinople for new Recruits: 
when News came that the Siege of Candia 
was raifed, and that the Turks had loft the 
Fort of St. Theodoro ; which fo angred the Spi- 
r f c <* 'the Queen-mother againft foe Vizier, 
that Ihe immediately depofed him from his 
Charge, and therewith had taken away his Life, 
had not the Faftion of the Janifaries protected 
him in this Extremity. 

The Palha of Bnda was introduced Into his 
place, a Perfon of a turbulent and ambitious 
M a Spirit, 
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1 1650. Spirit, who to increafe his Favour with, his Mifr 
UyO trefs the Sultana, evidenced his Heat and Zeal 
againft the Venetians, and to that end fent im- 
mediatelyexprefs Orders tothePalha of Bofna , 
to inveft Clijfa with all the Power he was able -, 
and therewith be prefented him with a Cimeter, 
and a Halter the former to be his Reward in 
cafe of good Succels, and the latter to be his 
Punifliment in cafe of Misfortune. But this 
furious Vizier continued not fo long, as to ex¬ 
perience the Iflue of this Command } for he was 
in a few days laidafide, and Chufaein Palha, the 
General of Candia, was placed in his Head *, 
howfoever his Orders were to remain with the 
Army, by which means, much Emulation and 
Conteft was prevented, which might otherwise 
have happened between theSpahees, and Jani- 
faries, at the Election of a new Vizier; and 
thereby all excufes taken from the Souldiery of 
abfence from the War, who could now pretend 
nothing pf Reafon to withdraw themfelves, on 
fcore of attendance on the Vizier’s Perlonj and 
to fupply his Authority at the Regal Court, a 
Chimacam was fubftituted to adminifter Juftice | 
in place of the Vizier, which is ufual on fuch 
Occafions. 

Notwithlbmding all which. Affairs fucceeded 
not extraordinary well for the Turks in Candia \ 
for being ftraitned for Provifions in Coma, by 
the near approach of the Chriftians, the Turks 
were forced to make a Diverlion, by appear¬ 
ing in great Troops before Caudia ; which they 
were enabled to do, by the Supplies they had 
lately received, with the arrival of their Fleet 
of Gallies; for the Winter Seafon approach¬ 
ing, the Venetians were conltrained to abandon 
their ftation before the Dardanelles, and to leave 
the Paffage open for the Enemy. And fo this 
Year ended, rather with Advantage than Dif- 
grace to the Chriftians.

W ith thefe great Succours and Supplies lent 
to Candia by the Turks, Affairs mull 
neceffarily have fucceeded profperoufly to their 
Defigns, had not inteftine Difcords at Home 
interrupted their proceedings -, which arofe from 
a Jealoufy and Emulation between the Grand¬ 
mother and Mother of the young Sultan. For 
each of them pretending to the tuition orguar- 
dianlhip of the Emperor, during his Minority, 
divers Parties and Fadtions formed at Conftanti- 
no ole , from whence all that Trouble and Com- 
buftion arole, which we have at large related 
in the third Chapter of the Prefent State of the 
Ottoman Empire. 

So that now it was no time to talk to the 
Souldiers or People of a War in Candsa t -, For 
the firft thought themfelves engaged to contrive 
a Settlement and Determination of Difputes at 
Home: and the latter being irritated with a 
new Tax laid on them, for want of Mony in 
the Treafury, exclaimed, and talked loud, and 
at length, inftead of paying, broke out into 
open Rebellion; whichby jafliftance of the Soul¬ 
diery, was appeafed, under no lefs Terms than 
the Death of feveral principal Minifters of 
State. 

During thefe Divifions, the" Venetians had 
time to arm out a very confiderable Fleet for 
defence of Candia } Fojcolo, whb hSd been Ge¬ 
neral in Dalmatia, being fent thither with title 
of Generalijftmo in the place of Moctnigo: But 
thefe Diflentions amongft the Turks, according 
to their ufual Cuftom, lafting not long before 


they came to a Conclufion, by the entire de- 1651. 
ftrudtion of one of the Parties 5 the Chief ML- v^\pj 
nifters began to reafliime again the thoughts of 
profecuting the War in Candia, and to fend 
Recruits to reinforce the Army under the Com¬ 
mand of Chufaein Palha, who was returned with 
new Forces and Courage to aflault the City of 
Candia. 

At this time a certain Greek, pretending to 
be a Perfon of Quality, and difcontented with 
the Turks, fled from them to the Chriftians, 
where being received with all kind and obliging 
entertainment, he had thereby liberty of feeiog 
and vifiting all the Fortifications of the Place. 

After he had obferved and difeovered as much 
as he defired, this traitero'us Fugitive fled again 
to the Turkilh Camp, where he revealed what 
places were molt ftrong or beft fortified, and 
where the Town was weakeft, and moft eafily 
to be aflaulted. The Venetian General being 
awakened at this Diicovery, and Confideting the 
1 numbers of his People to be few;, in refpett of 
the Enemy, and that the Outworks could not 
be maintained without a more numerous Garb 
fon, he refolved to deftroy feme of thofe Forts -, 

, and accordingly blew up with Mines four Bafti- 
ons, which being at a diftance could not be re¬ 
lieved without much danger. The Turks here¬ 
by making conjedtures of the weaknefs of the 
befieged, cheerfully aflaulted the Fort of St. De~ 
metrio, thinking to carry it without much trou- 
ble*, but contrary to their expectation, they en- 
countred lo bold a refiftance, that they loft 
three thoufand Men on the Place. 

. At Conjlantinople they were ftill Co intent to 
! carry on this War, that having, prepared, and 
I laden on the Fleet great quantities of Grana- 
' doe?, Bomboes, and Mortar-pieces, with other 
Fire-works, the Captain-Pafha, with hopes a- 
greeable to his Force, fet forth to Sea, with 
eleven hundred Sail,, confuting of Gallies, Ships, 
Gafleaffes, Saiques, Brigantines, and finaller 
Veflels, with resolution to engage the Venetian 
Fleet, whofe Commanders alfo were equally de- 
firousand ready to confent with them to a Bat¬ 
tel. 

On the 7 th of July, the Venetians being-*at 
an Anchor in the Port of St. Ermina, difeovered 
the Turkilh Fleet, to which, as they were much 
inferiour in number, fothey were fuperiour to 
thpmin the agreement and experience of their 
Commanders. The Turks having palled for¬ 
ward on their way, the Venetians purfued them, 
and the better to draw them to a Battel, Moce- 
nigo ordered two Ships, commanded by Barharo 
and Dolfhino tocrofs the Turks at the point of 
the Hland, and his Vice-Admiral, Bataggio, 
with four Ships to engage the main Body of the 
the Turkilh Fleet.} to whofe afliftance many 
dther Veflels coming in, he lo rudely treated 
feveral Gallies, that they were forced to feek 
harbour in the Port of Chios, now Scio, with the 
Iofs of Mahomet, Palha .of Anatolia, who was 
fent to fucoeecTin the Office of Chufaein Palha, 
the General' of Candia.', but Night coming on, 
the reft of the Fleet retreated to the Illes of 
AfaxM.and Paros. 

On the tenth day the Turks having watered 
their Fleet, gave a fignal of defiance to the;Ve-

In the mean time Mocenigo , the General, gave 
chafe to the Gallies, which two to a Ship were 
toaing the heavier Veflels as faft as they could} 
but being hardly purfued, were forced to caft 
off the Hauler, and Ihift for themfelves as well 
A great Vi- as they were able. The Turkilh Ships feeing 
a>ry ob- themfelves thus abandoned, fired whole Broad- 
tfoVennL fides a P° n the Enem y » but the Venetian Gallies 
ms over tbt leaving their own Ships aftern, that they might 
Turks. purfiie their advantage, guerini boarded 2 Great 

Galleafs, called the Soltono, upon which were 
three hundred Souldiers, who offered to furren- 
der upon promife of Quarter for their Lives. 
But the Chriftian Souldiers heated with fight, 
and not then underflanding anything of Con¬ 
ditions, defperately boarded the Veflel, where¬ 
by the Turks being reduced to an extrejnity of 
defpair, gave fire to the Powder, and therewith 
carried, as well the Vanquilheis, as the Van- 
quilhed, into the other World. 

According to this example four other Veflels 
burnt themfelves, one of 60 brafs Guns, and 
three others of 40 to 44. Fifteen Veflels of the 
Starboard Wing faved themfelves by good fail¬ 
ing. Of the Larboard Wing, Captain Nicolo, 
a Renegade, with his Ship, was taken by the 
Admiral of the Galleafles, likewife another 
Great Veflel by Lox-oro Moctnigo, and another 
by Proveditor Mhlitio. In fhort, there, was not 
one Veflel which remained in fight of the Vene¬ 
tians, which was not either taken, funk, or 
burnt. Notwithftanding all which, confidering 
the Veflels which were efeaped, and the 3 thou- 
fend Men which the Turks had landed at Naxia, 

. in order to their being tranfported unto Candia, 
the Vidtory feemed to be very imperfedt} 
wherefore the Venetians attending another en¬ 
counter with the Turkilh Fleet, did happily 
meet them in a few days after 5 and being en¬ 
couraged with the late Succefs, as the Enemy 
was low in their Spirits and Refolution, they 
bravely attaquedthe Turks, and took 39 Gal¬ 
lies, 2.3 Ships, three Galleafles, together with 
the three thoufand Souldiers which were then 
embarked from Naxia: Thofe which efeaped 
took Refuge in the Port of Rhodes. 

After this great lofs, the Turks entertained 
no great Defigns of the Conqueft of Candia } 
but only to conferve Cant a, and‘the footing 
that they had won in that Ifland: nor did ever 
the Turks after this, dare to Hand a formal 
Battel with the Venetians at Sea, but rather 
contriving to efcape than to fight, did ever af¬ 
ter build light Gallies, for tranfporting of Men 
and Ammunition, with intention to wage their 
War only at Land, and not at Sea ; it being a 
faying ever after common in their Months } 
That God had given the Sea to Chriftians, and the 
Earth to the Turks. 

To thefe ill Succefles abroad, were added 
great Diflentions at Home •, for the mutinous 
Spahees in 'Afta, having united into a ftrong 
Body, marched towards CorftaninopJe, to ioin 
with their other Brethren in thefe Parts: The 
Janifaries on the other fide, not left diligent to 
Oppofe their Enemy, to revengfj the Outrages 
committed on their Brethren, Whom the Spa¬ 


hees had ill-treated, having cut off the Nofes 1651. 
and Ears of feveral of them •, befides all which, uy\J 
they proceeded to that height of Infolence, as 
to demand the Heads of the Great Vizier* and 
of the Aga of the Janifaries 5 and being now 
by their numbers rendered formidable to the 
Courr,ic was judged agreeable to the prefent Con- 
jundure, to fhtisfy in fomemeafure thefe Muti- 
mers,by difeharging thefe two Officers of their 
employment, which did in fome degree for the 
prefent qualify and appeafe thefe Tumults.

T HE Seditions at Conjlantinople were fcarce 
quieted, before advice came of a Rebel¬ 
lion of the People of Grand Cairo and Domaf- 
ctu, who both at the fame time confpired, as 
if they intended to caft off Subjedtion to die Ot¬ 
toman Family} the which Mutiny and Diftur- 
bance arofe to ‘that Head, as gave_great caufe 
of fear to the Divan -, and employed all their 
Counfelsand Contrivances for this whole Year, 
in what manner they might reduce this People 
to their Duty and Obedience. During which 
time, the Chriftians in Candia had time to breathy 
and opportunity to provide themfelves with all 
A mm u n ition and Provifions •, and to repair 
I: their old, and add new Fortifications to their 
j Town.

B U T thefe Troubles being with time com- 
pofed, the Grand Vizier defired greatly the 
Conqueft of Candia , which being by experience 
proved to be with difficulty gained by the Sword, 
he endeavoured to win it by fairer Terms \ and 
to that end wrote a Letter to the Republick of 
Venice, in_ Letters of Gold ; wherein he decla¬ 
red, that it feemed ftrange to him, that the Se- 
j nate had not dilpatched their Ambaffador to" 
j him with the furrender of Candia, in regard 
I that thereby they might allure themfelves to 
purchafe a certain Peace, which they vainly re- 
i tarded by fech delays. Howfoever in thefe Let¬ 
ters no mention was made of the Caufes, or 
Reafonsy why Signior Capt Ho, who was an emi¬ 
nent Perfon, being Procurator of St. Mark., and 
fent thither for Bailo, was fo ill treated with 1 m- 
prifonment at his Arrival, notwithftanding the 
permiffion and encouragement which was given 
for his kind reception, obtained at the inftance 
of the French Ambaflador j but this Reftrairic. 
continued not long upon him, before he was 
releafed with a daily Allowance (which con¬ 
tinued for fome time J of 1200 Afpersa Day ; 
and afterwards the Court returning from Adria-. 
nople to Conftantinoplt, he was permitted to lodg 
in the Palace which belongs to the Bailo’s of 
Venice. 

The .Venetian Fleet being Victorious at Sea, 
made it their work to keep the Mouth of the 
Dardanelles always blocked up, whereby they 
hindered all Succours from Candia: notwith¬ 
ftanding which diligence, the Venetians being 
fometimes forced, for the lake of Water and 
Provifion, to abandon that Station the Turks 
took hold of the opportunity to efcape forth 5 
but being eagerly purfued by the Venetians,’ 
they were forced to take Sanftuary in Rhodes , 
where being again blocked up, the affairs in 
Candia fuffered much, and the Complaints front 
thence were loud at the Court. So that Order* 
were fent, and often repeated ufito the Captain- 
Pafiia, that be lhoakl fpead no longer time in 
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1653. Rhodes , but that in defpight of all Difficulties, 
he Ihould immediately proceed to Candies, and 
fight through the Venetians in cafe they remain¬ 
ed in the way to interrupt his paflage •, but the 
Captain-Pallia notwithftanding thefe Orders, 
and Menaces which accompanied them, could 
not perfwade himfclf to the Hazard of a Bat¬ 
tel ; till at length, the feafon of the Year fpend- 
ing, and being wearied in the Port of Rhodes , 
he refolvcd to adventure abroad •, but inftead 
of going, to Candia , he plundered the Iflands 
as he palled, and returned to Conftantinople , with 
40 Gallies, where he hoped with the Booty he 
had plundered, to appeafe the arfger of the Di¬ 
van againrt him : but this Sacrifice did not much 
avail, for he was not fooner arrived, than his 
Perfcn was feized, and Goods fealed up for the 
ufe of the Grand Signior ; the which Seal his 
Sons broke open, and taking with them the 
richeft and molt confiderable part of their Fa¬ 
ther’s Eft ate, laded it on one of the Gallies, 
and fled therewith into Foreign Parts, little re¬ 
garding that danger in which they had left their 
Father to perifh- During which time the Ve¬ 
netians ftill maintained their Guards on the 
Coafts of Candia , not fuffering any Recruits of 
Men, or Provifions for War, to be tranfported 
thither; fo that if the Turks defigntd to pro- 
fecute this War,it mull be by new Forces,and fiich 
as were able to encounter the Marine Power 
of the Enemy •, the which being refolved 
upon by the Council, a heavy Tax was laid on 
the people to carry on the Defign, which they 
not willingly fupporting, made a publick Infur- 
re&ion in the City -, and at the fame time alfo the 
ancient Quarrel between the Spahees and Jani- 
faries, began again to ferment; which Trou¬ 
bles being added to a Rebellion raifed by the 
Pallia of Aleppo , who increafing in ftrength and 
number, came marching towards Conftantinople, 
put that great City into a horrible Fear and 
Confulion.

T H E Venetians judged that thefe Troubles 
would naturally produce fome Advantage 
to them, and much facilitate the Peace which 
they had long defired : but as Seditions' amonglt 
the Turks are always too violent to continue 3 fo 
thefe Difcontents evaporated in a Ihort time, 
and new Refolutions were taken to profecute the 
War in Candia ■, for notwithftanding that Mon- 
Jieitrde Venttlay , Son to the French Ambaflador, 
mediated with agreeable prudence to compofe 
Matters in order to a Peace, yet his Endea¬ 
vours were all infigniScant •, for neither had Sig¬ 
nior Cape Ho Audience granted him, nor that li¬ 
berty which was promifed before his Arrival •, 
the Turks ftill infilling on the Surrender of 
Candia , would not underftand any Terms which 
did not entirely invert them in that Conqueft. 

To effedt which by Force, which could not 
be performed by Compofition •, the Palha of Buda 
was Eledted for Captain-Palha, or Commander 
in Chief of the Seas; and Orders given to 
equippe a new Fleet of Ships, and Gallies, for 
tranfporting the Succours of Men and Provi¬ 
fions to Candia where Chufaein Palha the Ge¬ 
neral, being wearied with his long Siege of the 
Town, withdrew his Men at fome. farther di- 
ftance for their better refrelhment •, for they 
wanting all Conveniences in their Trenches, 
began to Mutiny, and to refufe the perfor¬ 
mance of their Duty, until the General fatisfy- 
ing their Pay, and difpenling liberally Largef- 


festothe Officers, gave them new Encourage- 1654. 
ment and Satisfaction 3 with which, being a 
little enlivened, Chufaein fent a Herald, with a 
defiance to thofe in the City, challenging them 
to fight a pitcht Battel with him ; but the Chri- 
llians refufed the Offer, thinking it more pru¬ 
dence not to accept, than lofs of Honour to de¬ 
ny an Anfwer to the Challenge. Then the 
Turks fought fome means to effect their Defign 
by Treachery •, to which end, they treated with 
a certain Captain for delivery of one' of the 
Gates of the City; which he promifed to do 
unto the Turks, but gave Advertifement unto 
the Governour. The Palha the night following 
advanced with fome Troops, hoping to find one 
of the Gates opened to him ; but inftead there¬ 
of, the Defendants having prepared a Mine to 
receive them, fprang the fame fo opportunely, 
that it carried away the molt of thole who 
were engaged in the Defign, and therewith their 
hopes of becoming Mailers fpeedily of that im¬ 
pregnable Fortrefs. Wherefore they refolvcd 
for a while to repofe, and attend thofe Suc¬ 
cours which were now preparing at Conftanti- 

nople. , 

The Fleet being put into a readinefs, the 
Souldiery departed with their ufual hopes of 
Succefs j but meeting with their Enemy again at 
the Mouth of the DardaneHi, the Fight was fu- 
. rious and hot for a long time between them, but 
concluded to the difadvantage of the Turks, 
who there lolL'tfooo Men, two Gallies, three 
■ Ships, and a Mahone: howfoever they broke 
through the Venetians, and landed 12000 Men in 
the Ille of Candia. The: News of this defeat, 
and the Confirmation thereof, by the wounded 
Men which were landed at Conftantinople , made 
agreat noife amonglt the people. Howfoever 
the Turks perfifting conftant to their Intentions 
of profecuting the War, fent Orders to the 
Captain-Palha again to fight the Venetians fo 
foon as the Fleet was refitted, andreftored to a 
condition to engage in another Battel; but the 
Venetians fcarce gave them the leifure to repair, 
before they attacked them again, whereby they ‘ 
put them to fuch diforder, that they were forced 
to take refuge in the firft convenient Port , 
where having attended a favourable Wind, they 
haftned to Conftantinople 3 and from thence were 
dilpatched into the Black Sea againlt .the Cof¬ 
lacks, who very much infefted thofe parts. 

The Captain-Palha being arrived, extolled 
hisown great Services and Adventures, and on 
the contrary vilified the Great Vizier, dispara¬ 
ging all his Actions, as mixed with weak Coun¬ 
sels* and prolecuted with Cowardife, or'want 
of true Refolution: the which took fuch deep 
impreflion in his ablence, having none to an¬ 
fwer for him; that all being given for granted 
whictf was' alledged againlt him, Orders were 
dilpatched to Candia by an Officer to take off" 
his Head, in whofe place this Captain-Palha fuc- 
ceeded. 

Amidll of all thefe Combuftions of War, 
the mediation of Peace was carried on by the 
French Ambaflador : For though Signior Capello 
was actually Refident on the Place, qualified 
with the Character of Bailo for the Republick 
of Venice •, yet the Turks' would fcarce voiich- 
fofe to Treat perfonally with him 5 and indeed 
his fufferings by Imprifonment, and'other bar¬ 
barous Ufages, had affedted him with fuch a me¬ 
lancholy, as rendred him uncapable for fome 
time of adminiflring publick Affairs ; for ha¬ 
ving loft his Reafon, by giving way to fad 
and black Thoughts, he laid violent Hands on 
himfelf, 
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1654. himfelf, by wounding himfelf in two or three 
vx-y-O places of his Belly; but the Wounds proving, 
not Mortal, he was in a Ihort time reltored again 
to a found Eftate both in Mind and Body as. 
I lhall fome few years after have occafion to re¬ 
late from the words of his own Mouth, which 
he was pleafed to utter to me on his Death-bed, 
the day before he departed this Life.

T H E Great Vizier after all his evil Infinuati- 
ons againlt Chufaein Palha, fell very lick and 
infirm^ fo that the Court confidering him as a 
Perfon uncapable of farther Service, call their 
eyes on the Palha of Aleppo , who being a daring 
Martial Man, was efteemed to be the better 
Chief in fuch a hazardous War, which for be¬ 
ing on the Sea, was unufual and dilpleafing 
to the Turks. Againft’him nothing could be 
objected befide? his-Rebellions and Contrariety 
to the Government; but hereunto it was pre- 
fently anfweted, that the extravagance of his 
humour proceeded only from his Ambition of 
being Great Vizier 3 which when he had attain¬ 
ed, that thirfty delire of Glory, which he exer¬ 
cis’d for acquiring this Office, would be bulled 
in thoughts to advance and improve his Honour 
in AdMons beyond his Predeceflors. 

Letters being arrived at this Pallia’s hands, 
which called him to Court to accept this Charge, 
did fecretly pleafe the humour of his haughty 
Spirit 3 howfoever, he remained for a while in 
fomefufpence and irrefolution, not being allured 
whether fome Deceit might not be concealed 
under this fpecious appearance of Preferment: 
But confidering, that the way unto Gains and 
Advantage was by daring Adventures, he refo- 
lutely accepted the Proffer, and put himfelf in 
his March towards Conftantinople , with a glori¬ 
ous Equipage of forty thoufand Men, thinking 
therewith to make good his Retreat, and fecure 
his Perfon in cafe that Deceit were difeovered 
which he rationally fufpedted. Being arrived 
near unto Conftantinople, he received from the 
Great Signior feveral Meflages of Kindnefs, and 
a good welcome; and was accordingly received 
into the City, and inverted in the Office, with 
all the Circumftances of Favour and Honour 
imaginable. 

Having thus taken polleffion of his Charge, 
he promifed the Grand Signior that he would 
employ all his Endeavours to reftore the decayed 
Eftate of Affairs, and reform the Government. 
And as an earneft thereof, he began to remove 
fuch Minifters from the Court which were fuf¬ 
pedted by him; and to render himfelf the more 
Abfolute, he cut off feveral others, whom he 
imagined might in any wife difturb or controul 
. him in the management of his Affairs. 

After which he difpatched his Orders to all 
Maritime Towns of the Empire, to fit and make 
ready what Gallies and Ships were poffible to be 
provided , intending thereby to fet out the 
greateft Fleet that ever was feeninth e Levant: 
but to compleat this Work, two great Diffi¬ 
culties arofe; The firft was, to find a wife and 
well experienced Commander: and thenext,was 
in what manner to perfwade the Spahees and Ja¬ 
nuaries to embark; for they having heard and 
feen in what manner their Companions had pe- 
rilhed in this miferable War, abfolutely refufed 
to go •, and though the Animofities of thefe two 
orders of Souldiers were irrecondleable one to 
the other, yet in this common Caufe being uni¬ 
ted, they raifed fo horrible a Sedition, that they 


affaulted the Mufti in his very Houfe, and pur- itfcc 
fixed him within the Gates of the Seraglio with v^v-v 
a thoufand reproaches and injuries, as an Au¬ 
thor of evil Counfels, and a Difturber of the 
common Peace and Quiet of the Empire. Ncr 
was it poffible to appeafe this Tumult, but by 
anticipating to them four months Pay ; with 
which their Minds being made more pliable, they 
gently yielded to Obedience, and fuffered them- 
felvestobe embarked for Candia. 

Zarnoz.au Muftapha was made Captain-Pafha, 
or General of 'the Fleet, which was very nu¬ 
merous, and well equipped, confining of fixty 
Gallies, eight Mahones, thirty great Ships of 
War, and fixty one Gallies belonging to the 
Beys. After having remained three days at the 
Mouth of the Dardanelles near the Cattles, they 
went out in this Order; The Bey’s Gallies were 
the firft, then followed the Ships, next the Ma¬ 
hones, and the Rear con lifted wholly of the 
Grand Signior’s Gallies. The Van of the Fleet 
being the Bey’s Gallies, which are always the 
beft manned, and provided, were ordered to 
attack the main Body of the Chriffian Fleet, 
for that, being leconded with the Ships, they 
would be able to fuftain the Shock until the Ma¬ 
hones could come up, which were directed 
againlt the Starboard Wing-of the Enemy,com- 
pofed of Galleafles. The Venetians, though 
much inferior in Number, yet as great in Cou¬ 
rage, gave evident Signs of their delire to fight, 
with hopes, by God’s Blefling, to obtain a Victo¬ 
ry. The Venetians whilft the Turks palled, 
remained ftill with their Anchors apique, which 
the Turks interpreting as a token of their Cou¬ 
rage and Boldnef-, were fo daunted, that they 
began to ply towards the Coaft of Greece ; but 
being forced to pafs under the Guns of the Ve¬ 
netian Admiral, they were fo ill treated by his 
Broadfides, that they were difeouraged from 
making a fecond Charge. The Ships, and o- 
ther Veffels fared little better, being forced to 
pafs under the Guns of the Enemies Fleet; The 
Captain-Pafha attempted to pafs on the Coall 
of Anatolia , with his lighter Gallies, but being 
hindred by a ftrong party of the Enemy, he was 
forced to follow the reft of the Fleet, taking 
his Courfe with them by the Coall of Greece. 

In this Charge one of the Turks Mahones was 
funk, and two difabled : But the greateft Fight 
happened between a Squadron of the Turks 
Ships,, and four of the Venetians, which had 
been hard put to it, had not the Captain Moce- 
nigo come in to their Affiftance 3 howfoever, 
the Venetian Captain of the Ship, called the 
Crown, was flain by a Musket foot. ' 

In Ihort, the Chriftians boarded the Turks 
with fo much Vigour and Refolution, that they 
took feveral of their Ships, and mixing with 
thethickeft of their other Veffels, they put ma¬ 
ny Afhore, and others efcaping in their Boats, 
left their Slaves and Gallies to the difpofal of 
the Enemy; fo that the Venetians obtained 
that day a hundred brafs Guns, with a fignal 
Vidlory, having had no other important Lofs, 
unlefs the Ship called the David and Golidh, 
which being overpowered, was bijrnt by the 
Turks. 

The People of the Turks, who were in daily 
expectation to receive intelligence of a Succefs, 
agreeable to fo great Preparations, were much 
troubled to hear the News of the Defeat gi¬ 
ven to their Naval Forces; of which Mifcar- 
riage, the World dividing it felf into different. 
Conjectures, the moll part, efpecially thofe of 
Conftantinople j attributed the Misfortune of all 
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165 5 - to the iJ] Government, and want of Experience 
V'V~' J in the General. Wherefore to appeafe the Peo¬ 
ple, efpccially the Merchants, who were weary 
of this Marine War ; from whence they reap¬ 
ed nothing but Loiles of their Ships and Goods; 
It wa. thought fit to enter into a Treaty with 
Signior Capello, the Venetian Bailo, concerning 
a Peace; but he having his Commiffion taken 
from him, for the Reafon before related, his 
Secretary • Ball,vino fupplyed his Office •, and in 
Order to an Accommodation, had two Audi¬ 
ences with the Great Vizier, to whom, and to 
others of the Divan, he made Prefents of rich 
Pieces of Cloth of Gold, in the Name of the 
Republick. Howfoever the Turks thinking it 
difhonourable to accord unto other Terms, than 
the intire Refignation of Candia , • proceeded in 
their Preparations as formerly •, at which the 
Merchants and Tradefmen at Conftantinople re¬ 
ceived fuch matter of Difcoiitentment, that in 
Tumults they cryed out for Peace at the Gates 
of the very Seraglio ; and behaved themfelves 
with that Infolence, that the Janifarj,es were 
called to drive them from thence by force of 
Arms ; howfoever this Tumult and Riot of the 
People ended not without the Life of the Great 
Vizier, to whofe fury he was made a Sacrifice. 
And though his Son appeared at the Gates of 
the City with forty thoufand Men, to demand 
Julticc on the Murderers of his Father, yet the 
People were fo far from being difinayed thereat, 
that their Fury and Rage encreafed to a great¬ 
er height, and required the Authority of the 
Divan to keep things from running into the In¬ 
conveniences of a Civil War. 

ANNO 165 6. 

T Hefe Diforders induced the chief Minifters 
to enter into another Treaty with Ballari- 
uo, propofing to withdraw their Forces from 
Candia, and make a Peace, upon the paiment of 
ten Millions for the Charge of the War : And 
to incline the Venetians hereunto, the Turks 
gave fevere Orders to their People living about 
Cor foil, to moleft the Inhabitants of that Ifland 
with all AOls of Hoftility imaginable : and far¬ 
ther publiihed, That their Intentions were to 
fet out a more numerous, and Itronger Fleet, 
than any which from the beginning of this War 
had failed on the Seas •, and in order thereun¬ 
to, great Numbers of Slaves, confining of 
Coflacks and Mofcovites, were bought of the 
Tartars, and tranfported tc Conftantinople. 

The Venetians were not in the leaft affrigh¬ 
ted at theft Boaftings of the Turk, but on the 
contrary, knowing that their Affairs in Candia 
were well fecured and provided, gave Orders to 
Ballatino to defift from farther -Treaties, and 
to procure his Licence to depart. And the 
Turks, to evidence their intentions to profecute 
the War, entered into' Canea with twenty eight 
Sail, laden with Arms and Provifions, on which 
alfo were fifteen hundred Men. By this convey¬ 
ance was fent a Janifar-Aga with Orders from 
the Grand Signior, to conftitute Chufaein Palha 
in the place of Captain-Palha, or Admiral of 
the Seas •, but he judging this to be a Defign, or 
Lure,to draw him from his Poft,or Offke,where- 
in he was more itrong and fecure, acknowledged 
the Honour of the Employment, but framed 
Excufes to continue his Seat and Place of Reli¬ 
ance, which the Chief Mmilters were forced to 
accept; it being a Conjuncture more feafona- 
ble to diflemble, than to refent his refufal. 
Whilft new Preparations were making againft 


Candia, fo horrible a ftorm of Mutiny and Se¬ 
dition arofeat Conftantinople, as conftrained the 
Grandees of the Council to quit for the pre¬ 
lent all thoughts of providing for the War 
againft the Enemy, that they might defend and 
fave themfelves from the Fury of - their own 
People ; For the Spahees and Januaries join¬ 
ing together, pretended to reform the, Abuies 
of .the State; to perform - which, in a furious 
Tumult, putting themfelves in Arms, they ran 
to the Divan, where they depofed the Great 
Vizier, and difeharged divers other Officers of 
their Employment -, The Mufti was conftrain¬ 
ed to fly to Jerufalem , and the Queen-Mother 
frarce remained fecure in her old Seraglio. And 
to fo great a height their Rebellion proceeded, 
that they propofed even to dethrone tjhe Grand 
Signior himfelf. And having thus caft off all 
Refpedt and Duty to their Prince,-they entred 
the imperial Palace, aid forcing the Guards, 
broke up the Tfeafury, and carried two millions 
from thence. ‘ 

Amidft of this horrid and affrighting Confii- 
fion. Merchants and well-meaning Citizens re¬ 
mained in the molt aftonifhing apprehenfions 
imaginable ; for all Laws being broken, and 
Juftice unregarded, the whole City laid open to 
be pillaged and lacked by the licentioufnefs of an 
unbridled Souldiery. For feveral days th^Offi- 
ces^ both of the Mufti, and Great Vizier re¬ 
mained vacant, by reafon that the two Facti¬ 
ons of Janifaries and Spahees could not agree 
. upon the Election. At length the moft feditious 
amongft them wearying out the others with 
Quarrels and Contefts, advanced a Fellow of 
no Underftanding or Reputation to the eminent, 
degree of Great Vizier \ in which condition he 
remained not long. For 'the Fire of the mul¬ 
titude being with time quenched, and the po¬ 
pular Heat abated, this new Vizier was difpla- 
ced, all things returning to their ufual Channel, 
and Authority to its Fountain. 

And that Matters might more eafily be re- 
ftored to their ancient order, the Grand Signior 
caUed for che Palha of Damafcm to receive the 
Dignity of Great Vizier •, for he being a Per- 
fon of eighty Years of Age, and of long Ex¬ 
perience in Affairs, having managed the moft 
weighty Charges of the Empire, was looked 
on by all as the moft proper Perfon to coin- 
pofe and heal thefe great Diftempers in the 
State; and this was that famous Kttperlee, who 
was Father to him who fucceeded him in this 
Office. The Palha of Siliftria was alfo confti- 
tuted Captain Palha, and Chufaein was confir¬ 
med in his Government of Candia. 

And now the bright 'Beams of Juftice and 
Government having diffipated the Storms and 
Fury of popular Sollevations; the Grand Sig¬ 
nior in Perfon mounting his Horfe, accompa¬ 
nied with his principal Minifters of State, vi- 
fited all the Parts of Conftantinople, where ma¬ 
king Inquifitionfor the principal Leaders and Fo- 
menters of this Rebellion, he leized on fome, and 
without further procefs, boldly executed them 
in the Face of the People. 

But before things were reduced to this con¬ 
dition, four Months were fpent in this horrid 
Confufion; and what is moft ftrange, this Great 
Empire for fo long time remained without a 
Pilot, tolled on the Wave's of popular Commo¬ 
tions ; all which ferved to give eafe and refpite 
to the Venetians in their War, but not to ope¬ 
rate towards a Peace; fo relblute were the 
Turks in their Defign of making an entire Con- 
queft of Candia. 
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16s<S For having again Equipped a moft formida- 
</vrO bleFleet, confining of lixty light Gallies, twen¬ 
ty eight Ships, and nine Gallealles -, they attemp¬ 
ted to make their way for Candia, and there- 
* with to fight the Venetians in cafe theylhould 

oppofe them in their Voyage, to which they 
were the more encouraged upon fight of the 
Venetians, who appeared at the Streights of 
the DardancUi, with no more than twenty nine 
Gallies, and fome Boats, or Brigantines ^ how- 
- foever the Turks were not fo confident in their 
numbers, but that they judged it requifite to 
fortify themfelves with two Batteries'-, one on 
the Coaft of Anatolia, and the other on the 
European fbore -, whereby they imagined, that 
they might caufe the Venetians to give way, and 
open a Paflage to their Fleet. 

V., m But notwithftanding the continual foot which 
mm %- the Turks made upon them, they ftill kept their 
twin tht station from the 23 d to the 2 6th of Jane ■, when 
Turks and. t j, e wind coming about to the North, which 
Vmutns. was favoura bie for the Turks to Sail out, and 
to bring them nearer to their Enemies, they 
began gently to approach; and the like the Chri- 
ftians endeavoured, being defirous to join Bat¬ 
tel i at which firmnefs of .Refolution, the Turks 
being a little ftartledj became willing to avoid 
the Fight, and to creep under the fhelterof the 
point of Babiers, which locks in one of the 
■ Bayes between the Cattles and the Mouth of the 
DardancUi. But the Wind on a fudden turn¬ 
ing favourable for the Venetians, the Prior of 
Rochelle with his Squadron, and Mocenigo with 
three Ships under his Command, made up to¬ 
wards the Cattles, with defign to cut the Turks 
off from their Retreat y the others valiantly 
aflailed the Turks, who defending themfelves 
like thofe, whofe chief fecurity confifts in their 
Arms, there enfued a moft raiferable fiatighter 
7,, on one fide, and the other; at length the Suc- 
cefs of Victory happened to the Venetians, who 
the Viaory. were animated by the couragious Example of 
their General Marcello, though he having 
Boarded, and become Matter of a great Ship 
called a Soltana, with the Gaily which attended 
her, was Ihot in the thigh with a Cannon Bul¬ 
let, and thereby gained the glory, to die Con¬ 
quering, and Triumphant. 

After whofe Death, the Proveditor taking 
upon him the Command of the Fleet, prose¬ 
cuted the Vidor y fo clofe, that excepting four¬ 
teen Gallies which efcaped with the Captain- 
Palha, and four Gallies of the Bey’s; all the 
whole Fleet was either taken, funk, or burnt. 
The Venetians not being able to man all the 
Veflels that they had taken, fet many of them on 
fire in the Night, excepting only twelve Gal¬ 
lies, four Ships, and two Gallealles,, which they 
referved for a Demonttration or Evidence of 
their Vidory. With this glorious fuccefs five 
thoufand poor Chriftians obtained their Free¬ 
dom, and had their Chains and Shackles knock¬ 
ed off! What number the Turks might have loft 
is uncertain ; bufas to the Venetians, it is re¬ 
ported, that befides their General, there were 
not above three hundred Men in all killed and 
wounded. . . 

The Venetians being encouraged by this Suc- 
cefs, attacked the Ifland of Tenedos , and in the 
Ipace of four days became Matters of it; as 
alfo in alhort time afterwards of Stalimene, an- 
tiently called Lemnos ; the which lhameful Lofi- 
fes and Overthrow, fo irritated the Mind of 
the Grand Signior, that he gave Orders to car¬ 
ry the War into Dalmatia, intending the next 
.Summer to go thither in Perfon *, and in the 


mean time Commanded by the Palha of Bofna, 1656. 
that the City of Ragufa ffiould be put into a 
readineft to receive his Troops, being judged 
a convenient Place for the Seat and Magazine of 
Arms for thofe Countries. 

But the poor Republick greatly apprehend¬ 
ing this Misfortune, than which there could be 
no greater Mifchief, nor Ruin to their Country; 
difpatched certain Deputies with their yearly 
Tribute to the Port, with Inftru&ions, that in 
the way thither, they Ihould fupplicate the Pa¬ 
llia to intercede with the Grand Signior in their 
behalf reprefenting to his Majefty, that they 
paying their annual Tribute for Protection, 
ought not in juftice to be expofed to the licen- 
tioufnefs of an Army, which their little Ter¬ 
ritories were not capable to receive, nor pro¬ 
vide with convenient Quarters: at which Mef- 
fage the Pafha being highly incenfed, anfwered 
rudely, and imprisoned them; threatning to 
ftrangle them, in cafe their Government did noe 
obey the Commands of the Sultan. 

ANNO 1657. 

B UT the chief Minifters at the Port; taking 
into their confideration the prefent State of 
Affairs that the City of Conftantinople was full 
of Difcontents; the Perlian on one fide, and 
the Mofcovite on the other, ready to invade di¬ 
vers parts of the Empire ; that there were De- 
figns to depofe the Grand Signior, and fet one 
of his Brothers on the Throne } befides a mul¬ 
titude of other Dangers; the refolution of the 
Court’s removal, and of the Grand Signior’s 
March into Dalmatia, was fufpended; his Pre¬ 
fence and Authority being efteemed moft reqiii- 
fite in fuch a conjuncture of Troubles at the 
Heart and Center of his Empire. After which, 
the appearance of the Grand Signior in Pubiick 
was lefs frequent-, for that he might haften the 
departure of the Spahees and Januaries for Can¬ 
dia, he deferred his Journey to Adrianople for 
fome time ■, but they being averfe to this War, 
refufed to march, until firft they had received 
afl Arrears which were due to them -, the which 
audacious Propofal fo incenfed the Grand Sig¬ 
nior, that he caufed the Heads of two of the 
moft forward Mutineers to be cut off in his 
prefence. 

This unfeafonable rigour rather provoked the 
Spirits of difeontented Men, than abated them ; 
and the continual Prizes which the Venetians 
made on the Turks, and ftoppage of Provifions, 
which did ufually fupply Conftantinople from the 
Archipelago, railed the price of Bread, and of 
all Victuals in that populous City ; fo that the 
People murmured and exclaimed, as if they had 
been reduced to their laft Extremity. 

The Grand Vizier conlldering that the lols of 
Tenedos was the caufe of all thefe Inconviences; 
promifed the Inhabitants of Conftantinople, that 
he would regain it in a Ihort time; in order to 
which, he fet forth a very numerous Fleet to be- 
fiege that Fortrefs; but contrary Winds, and 
bad Weather, forced them into a Neighbouring 
Port, where they attended the conjunction of 
the Bey’s Gallies with them.. 

The General of the Venetians having received 
advice hereof, put to Sea, that he might hinder 
thefe two Fleets from joining-, and was no 
fooner in the Channel of Scio , than that he met 
with ten Sail of Barbery Men of War, convoy¬ 
ing a great number of Saiques, and other Vef- 
fels, of which fourteen were laden with Provi¬ 
fions, carrying alfo with them two hundred 
N thou- 
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1657. thoufand Crowns, which was the Tribute of 
Rhodes ; Thefe the Venetians aflailed with fuch 
Courage and Succefs, that they burnt the ten 
Ships, and many of theSaiques-, killed a thou- 
fand Turks, took four hundred Prifoners, deli¬ 
vered three hundred Chriltians j with the loft 
only of an hundred killed, and three hundred 
wounded. 

This and other Lofles augmented the Difcon- 
tents at Confiantinople fo that the Grand Vizier, 
to hold up the Spirits of the People, refolved 
to go in Perfon to Ttnedos -, and accordingly 
equipped a Fleet of eighteen Ships, thirty Gal¬ 
lics, ten Galleafles, with an*innumerable Com¬ 
pany of Saiques, and other Vellels, whereon he 
embarked" twenty thoufand Horfe, and eighty 
thonfand Foot 5 with which Army the Vizier fai¬ 
led out of the Dardanellt, on the 1 yth of Jnly y 
having firft received Intelligence, that Mocenigo 
was not returned from the Morea, where he 
•had been for fome time in chafe of certain Ships; 
Howfoever the Turks found not the Paflage fo 
clear, but that they encountred with a Squa¬ 
dron of eighteen Sail of Men of War, under the 
Command of Signior Bembt •, the which Teem¬ 
ing an inconfiderable number to the Turks, they 
aflailed them with undoubted hopes of Viftory. 
The Admiral and Vice-Admiral of the Turks, I 
with five other great Ships, charged the Vene¬ 
tian Admiral, who defended himfelf fo bravely, 
that for three hours they lay Board and Board 
the reft of the Turkilh Fleet aflailed the other 
part of their Enemies Fleet fo clofc, that the 
Fight became terrible and bloody, both for one 
and the other, until-at length the Turks being 
worfted, were put to flight, and in the purfuit, 
a great Turkilh Sultana was put afliore near 
Troy •,' one of their Galleafles wasdifabled, two 
of their Ships funk, and the reft were chafed 
as far as Metyltne, being put by the Ifland of 
Tenedot. 

In this Interim, the General Mocenigo was on 
his Voyage towards th z'Dardanelli • and being 
come within the noife of the Cannon, he ha° 
ftened with more diligence •, and arrived fo fea- 
fonably to the affiftance of Bembo, that at his 
appearance moft of the Turkilh Gallies began 
to turn their Sterns, and make towards the 
Shore of Anatolia, with fuch difbrder, that of 
twenty eight Gallies, and two Galleafles, there 
were but five only which kept company with 
the Ballard Gaily of the Captain-Pafha, and en- 
tred with him under the defence of the Caftles. 
The reft of the Fleet was chafed by Moctnigo ; 
but the Turks being to windward, the Chrifti- 
ans were not able that day to come up with 
them. The next day the Wind being more fa¬ 
vourable, a Council of War was held aboard 
the Venetian General; during which Confuta¬ 
tion, they efpied five Gallies making towards 
the Point Baba , there to fecure themfelves under 
the Shore : and thereupon refolved, that whilft 
the Captain General, with a Squadron of Mal- 
ta i attempted thofe five Gallies, and others 
which had taken the fame place of Refuge, the 
reft of the Fleet fhould keep firing at thofe 
without. 

Accordingly the Captain-General made to¬ 
wards the Point Baba , where palling within I 
Musket-lhot, and under the reach of five Batte¬ 
ries, an unfortunate Shot in the Powder-room 
blew up the Ship, and therewith ended the Days 
of this Valiant Mocenigo, who died full of Ho¬ 
nour and Glory; his brave AJtions continuing 
his Memory in all the Hiftories of Venice. The 
Proyeditor fucceeding in his Command, profe- 


cuted the fame Defign •, and as if he would imi- 16s 7 
me the ancient Funeral Piles, he celebrated the \sZZj 
Obfequies of his General, by burning the Ad¬ 
miral Gaily of the Turk', and thence retired 
towards Tenedot. 

After the Turks had refitted their Vellels, and 
put their Fleet m a reafonable pofture, they de¬ 
parted from Metylene the a8 th of July at Night, 
and on the 30th were on the Coall of Tenedot : Tcnedra 
where imraediatly landing five thoufand Men, Sgftk, 
and great numbers approaching ready to fet M'-. 
their foot on Shore, the Defendants of the For- 
trefs fummoned a Council of War y at which all 
agreeing that the Ifland was not tenable againft 
fo great a Force, embarked their Men, Ammu- 
muon, and Artillery, and refigned their place 
to the ?.P° ral and command of the Enemy. 

After which Succefs the Turksin like manner 
•landed ten thoufand Men on the Ifland of Lem - 
i where, having laid a formal Siege to the 
Caitle, they made a general Aflault, but were 
repulfed with the lofs of five hundred Men, 
leaving their Scaling-Ladders to the Befieged. 

They made afterwards divers Attempts, but in 
all were beaten off with confiderable lofs * fo 
that they had abandoned the Enterprize, had 
not the greater fear and*apprehenfion of the 
Divan at Home* confirmed their Courage a- 
gainft the Enemy -, until at length the Chriftians 
being wearied with two Months Siege, without 
hopes of Relief, were forced to a Surrender i tta ^ ln ‘ 
which was performed on Articles, That they 
fhould depart with Arms, Baggage, and have 
Mm to embark themfelves for Candia. 

hvThT- tV u° lmport ? nt Placcs regained 
by the Turks, were the Subjedt of great Joy to 
the Court, and of Courage and Satisfaction to 
the Inhabitants of Confiantinople •• So that the 
Grand Signior apprehending that by thefe Suc- 
cefles, the Seditions and Mutinies of the City 
were appealed, he took his Journey to Adriano- 
f le ; where to evidence his Grandeur to the Bai¬ 
rn CafcUoy and the Secretary Ballarino, he made 
his entry with an Army of twenty thoufand 
Men, befides the ordinary Attendance of the 
court, and ufual Concomitants of the Ottoman 
Tram. . * 

After which Oftentation, the Grand Signior 
encharged Ballarino to write to the Senate, That 
though he was able to over-run all their Country, 
and take from them their Capital City, yet fuch 
was his Clemency, that he was contented to 
grant them Peace, on Conditions that they fur- 
rendred to him all the Ifland of Candia , with the 
Fortreft of Clijfia in Dalmatia , and paiment of 
three Millions of Gold for the Dammages of the 

But thefe feemed to the Senate to be fuch un¬ 
reasonable Propofitions, and fo prejudicial to 
their Honour, that they refolved to maintain 
the War, and to defend themfelves more viao- 
roufly than ever.

The News hereof multiplied theDif- 
ordersand Confufions at Conftantinople^ to which 
being added the Motion of the Perliaqs, and that 
they were to join with the Pallia as alfo fome 
Troubles in Tranfylvania, caufed by the unquiet 
Spirit of Ragotski^ together with the ill Humour 
of the Male-contents in the City, made all things 
appear with equal or greater Danger at Home 
than Abroad. 

Wherefore, as the ultimate Remedy of thefe 
imminent Dangers., it was refolved, that the 
Grand Signior Ihould go in Perfon to the War, 
on fuppofition that Reverence to his Royal Per¬ 
fon would produce that awe on the Spirits of 
his Subjects, which was not to be effefted by 
Violence, or force of Arms- According to this 
Refolution the Grand Signior paffed into AJia, 
and joining his Forces with thofe of the Vizi¬ 
er, compofed an Army of feventy thoufand 
Foot, and thirty thoufand Horfe-, with which 
marching boldly towards the Enemy v the Heart 
of the Palha began to fail him •, fo that calling 
a Council of his Officers, he propoled his In¬ 
clinations towards Terms of Agreement, rather 
than to hazard all on the Uncertainties of a 
Battel the Spirits of the Souldiery being now 
become traftable by the appearance of fo great 
a Force, affented to the Propofition * and there¬ 
upon Articles being lpeedily drawn up, were 
fent to the Grand Signior for his Approbation; 
who, though he would not feem to refufe any 
thing therein contained, yet declined a perfo- 
nal TreaEy, as being a Matter too mean for his 
Imperial Perfon to capitulate with his Vallals 
and therefore ordered, that Mortaza Palha 
Ihould Treat in his behalf, promiling to confirm 
whatloever A<ft Mortaza Palha Ihould conclude 
in this Matter. 

Mortaza being thus made Plenipotentiary, re¬ 
fused to treat with the Palha, until fuch time 
as he had retreated with his Army at a diftance 
of fome days March from the Grand Signior’g

The cruel Vizier retained his thoughts of Re¬ 
venge, which we lhaU Jhortly hear in what 
manner he yented on the great Spahees and rich 
Men in ^4, who had joined themfelves with 
the Palha in this Rebellion. This good Service 
promoted Mortaza , and rendred him more con- 

fiderable to the Grand Signior j that he was 

| employed in the Afliftance of the Tartars, 
againlt Ragetski in Tranfylvania , and afterwards 
preferred to the important Charge of Bagdat, 
or Babylon, of whofe Succefs, and Fate, we 
we lhall hear in the Sequal of a few Years. 

But as yet the Commotions of Alia were not 
fo whoHy extinguilhed, but that the Nephew 
or the Palha of Aleppo^ in revenge of the trea¬ 
cherous Death of his Uncle, took up Arms, and 
was followed by the People of the Territories 
depending on Aleppo To his Alliftaoce came 
in alfo the Son of Chufaein Pallja, late General 
in Candta, whom the cruel Vizier had put to 
death, notwithftanding the merit of his late 
services* which might feem to atone for his 
former Misfortunes,, anti make fatisfaftion for 
non-compliance with Inftruftions j but this Vi¬ 
zier, who never pardoned any Perfon, would 
not-begin with an .Aft of Clemency towards 
one who was none of his Creatures or Confi¬ 
dents depending on him. 

. To iK e i oined Bey of Torgue, who call¬ 
ing off his Obedience to the Palha of Cairo 
entred into the Cabal with ten thoufand Horfe 1 
iothata formidable. Army being compofed by 
this Union, gave a new Subjeft of Fear and Ap- 
prehenfion at Conftantinople. But the Great Vi¬ 
zier fadextroufly managed his Affair, by fow- 
lng Diffention between the Chiefs, andbeftow- 
ln S Larscires on the Souldiery, that the Army 
unlenfibly mouldred away,’leavingtheir Gene¬ 
rals, and Commanders to Ihift for themfelves, 
and expofing them to the Juftice of a Vizier, 
who was unacquainted with Mercy, and never 
pardoned any who was either guilty of a Fault, 
or fupefted for it. 

Towards the end of this Year, the Vizier 
built the lower Forts, which are Icituated at the 
entrance into the Dardanelles , commonly called 
by the name of the Queen-Mother’s Caftlcs. 

And difpatched a Chaous to the Palha of Ca- 
pea, to put all things in a Readinels for the 
Siege of Candia \ Orders were alfo given to the 
Palhaws of the Inland Countries to prepare tbem- 
lelves for the Wars againlt Dalmatia. and Tran- 
filvania.

T HE Rendezvous of the Army being ap¬ 
pointed at Belgrade, , the Vizier haftened 
thither in Perfon to quicken the Preparations, 
and

^ ing thither from all parts. Thk Vizier K* P er- 
/«, though aged, w 3 i yet very aftive and vigo- 
b /.' vhic u h he created fo much confidence 
of himfelf mhisMafter, thathe afted nothing 
in all the Government but by his Counfel and 
Uireftion: which being always jealous and bloo- j 
dy towards thofe who had any Power in the 
Empire, he for that Reafon cut off the Calir 
ot Damafcus, who though he was a good Go- 
vernour, and a faithful Servant, yet becaufe h- 

was a Favourite of the Queen-Mother, and con-' 

lerved the State of his Affairs in a laudable do- I 
fture, he grew jealous of his Power, and there- I 
fore facrificed his Blood to his own Security and 
Bloody Difpolition. 

The which aft of unjull Cruelty fo enraged 
the Qiieen-Mother, that lhe for ever after bore a 
“°rtal hatred.to this Vizier, and continued 
We lame to his Son, which was the famous I 
Kuperlee j but his Moderation and Difcretion 
was fo weU tempered with refpeft towards her, 
tnat She at length not only pardoned the Sin of i 
ms Father in him, but became his Friend, and 1 
Matter theServices wfaich he performed for his 

The Venetians having about this time received 
confiderable Succours, namely four thonfand 
french Foot, which his molt Chrillian Majeftv, 
^fter the Conclufion of Peace at the Pyrenean 
had molt generoully Spared to that Re- | 
publick, were enabled to attempt fome notable I

Advertifement to the Reader. 
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T HIS following Hiftory is fome part of thofe fruits arifing from my -vacant- 
hours of eighteen Tears refidence in Turky, /even whereof / enmpleated at 
Conftantinople, in quality of Secretary to the Lord Ambaffador ; and for 
eleven Tears Iexercifed the Office of Conful at Smyrna. In the firfl times of 
which, I had great advantages to obferve, and make my Annotations ; having 
for the mofl part been acquainted with the perfons as well as with the affairs of thofe concern¬ 
ing whom I write -, and indeed the incumbence which was then upon me, obliged me to a know- 
ledg both of perfons and bufinefs. My latter time, which was that of being Conful, con- 
fir ained me to an attendance on matters re la ting to the government of our Trade-, and there¬ 
fore it is not to be expected, that at that diflance from the Court, 1 fhould lay down TranfaCli- 
ons fo pofitive, and particular, as in the preceding Tears ; yet the acquaintance, and corre- 
fpondence I afterwards continued at Court, and the care I took to inform my felf of what oc¬ 
curred, qualified me in fome neafure for an Hiftorian; at leafi put me into a condition to 
make a Breviate, or CoUetl'ton of - certain Obfervatious occurring in the Turkifh Court. 

When / firfl entred on this work, I was carried With a certain emulation of French and 
Italian Writers, of whofe Mhiifters few there were employed in the parts of Turky, but 
Who carried with them from thence , Memoirs, Giornals, or Hiftorical Obfervatious of tfieir 
times. In which our Nation hath been fo defective, that befides fome fcattered and abrupt 
Papers, without coherence , or method, adjoined to the end of Knollj Hiftory of the Turks 
f which is an excellent collettion from divers Authors j one fhall fcarce findfive /beets of Pa¬ 
per wrote by our Countrymen in way of Hiftory. At which omiffion having often wondred, I 
tefolved from my firfl entrance in thofe Countries, to note down in a blank Book what occurred 
bt that Empire, either as to Civil, or Military affairs ; with what Cafualties and Changes 
befel our Trade, that fo both one and the other might ferve for Examples and Precedents to 
future Ages i the which-after jbtne years afforded me materials to compofe and frame this 
following Difcourfe. In which , having by Gods affifiance thus far proceeded; As it may be 
an Example to.my Succeftors, to fpin and draw out the thread of this Hiftory through Ages 
to come-, fo it will be a good part, and office, of thofe who re fide there at prefent, by a more 
diligent enquiry to correct, and amend what I have miftaken , or mifunderftoud. 

For next to the immediate attendance to the Charge and Truft impqfed upon me, 1 judged 
it a chief duty towards my Country, to denote and Record certain Iranfatlions relating to 
Trade, which is the grand Intereft that hath engaged England to a Communication and Cor - 
refpondence with thefe remote Parts: nor doth the World perhaps ex pell much lefs from me, 
than that I fhould add feme thing to the Hiftory of the Turks in our time-, which howfoever 
imperfectly I may perform it , yet the Offices which I have exercifed, and the impartiality 
with which it is wrote, maygpin it fome credit and reputation-in the.World. For in the wri¬ 
ting hereof, I cannot be taxed with animofity to any perfon; nor am I to be efteemed as pojfef- 
fed with affeClion, or partiality to any fide ; which is a point of fobriety, and good temper, 
neceffary for all Hiftcrians : For we who lived in thofe parts, were little concerned for the 
Houft of Kuperlee, or for the Favourites of the Court; nor was it of any moment to us, 
whether the FaCtion of the Spahees, or Janizaries prevailed; or whether the Courtiers, or 
the Soldiers, ruled the Empire: only we efteemed it our duty, to f "peak left of that Govern¬ 
ment under which our Trade thrived mofl. And tho the times of Sultan Ibrahim were the 
golden days for Merchants, which employed our Navigation beyond the memory of any times, 
either before, or fince 4 and confumed of our Manufactories (tho not in greater quantities 
yefi) perhapSwith better advantage and profit to our Nation: Tet I ought not to be fo injuri¬ 
ous', or ungrateful to Sultan Mahomet the Fourth, astoaccufe his Government of Oppreftion, 
or Violence towards us, or of any breach of Articles, and Priviledges , which he had granted 
to his Majesties Subjects ; but fhall rather applaud, and be ready to own that Justice which 
our Complaints have found, and met at the Ottoman Court, under the protection of thofe 
worthy Ambaffador s fent by his MajeFty to Hand Cent melon the Guard of their Country. 

For whereas in the time of Sultan Morat, when the Military men bore the /way4 Injustice 
and Violence, which mingled in all the aClions of Rule, had an influence alfo on the Engiifb 
^ O affairs; 









affairs: And when in the time of Sultan Ibrahim, 'that the Female Court had gained the 
predominancy, and that vaftTpeafures were expended in Riot and Luxury ; the‘prodigality 
of great perfons made it heceffary to he rapacious and unjufi : But in thefe more moderate 
times of this prefent Sultan, when neither excefftve Wars abroad\ nor Luxury nor immode¬ 
rate ex Pence at home, exhaufted the Coffers f We mayeaftly imagine, that the diforders of 
State aid not drive the Rulers to a necejfity of exereijing unjuft Aits , which are always moft 
certain Symptoms, either of a lad Government, or a vicious inclination in the Prince. 

The Englifh Trade, according to the Chronicles of Sir Richard Baker, was firft introduced 
into the Country of the Turks, in the Tear 1579. but Sagredo an Italian Writer , accounts 
only from the Tear 1583. perhaps before that time Overtures were only made for a Trade, 
which might he fo inconfiderable, as that until then it was not efteemed worthy to be adorned 
with an Ambaffador , or to be oppofed by the Minifters of Foreign Princes. For fo foon 'as 
an Amh fador from England appeared at the Ottoman Courts vpith Credential Letters from 
Queen Elizabeth, the French <W Venetian Minifters took the Alarm, and optiofed his re¬ 
ception, efpecially the French, who Qas Sagredo reports in his Hiftory of tb Turks) re- 
prefented unto the G. Vizier, how much this new Friendfhip with the Englifh would olflrud 
that ancient Alliance which was made with his King, and would impeach and Lffen the Pri- 
viledges and Trade which they enjoyed in thofe parts: To which the Vizier anfwered, ac¬ 
cording to their ufual phrafe and flile; That the happy Imperial Seat where bis Mafter re- 
fided, was called the Port, becaufe it was free and open to all fitch who defied to take re¬ 
fuge and fimduary therein, and therefore the Englifh without juft reafon ought not to be ex¬ 
cluded. That the Sultan ought not to be denied that freedom of love and hatred, which 
was common to all Mankind ; and that he was as well refolved to chufe andcherijh his Friends, 
as to profecute and deflroy his Enemies. Whereunto the French Ambaffador urged. That 
fence it was the pleafure of the GrandSignior to admit the Englifh ; that at leaft they fhould 
be obliged to enter Conftantinople under the French Colours. ■ But the Englifh Ambaffador 
replied, that his Miftrefs who was fo potent, fcorned all Dependencies on other Nations, and 
would rather abandon the Friendfhip of the Sultan, than admit the leafl diminution of her 
own honour : And embellifhing his Difcourfes £ as Sagredo proceeds ) with the reprefenta- 
tion of that advantage and profit, which the Englifh Trade would bring to the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire-, he fo enfnared the hearts of the Turks, that they preferred the admittance of new 
Guefts, before the Alliance of ancient Friends. Since which time our Commerce and Trade 
with the Turk hath been in its increafe, and being governed by a Wife and Grave Company 
of Experienced Merchants, hath byGods bleffing brought an ineJlimable Treafure and advan¬ 
tage to the Englifh Nation, which that it may ftill continue, increafe , and flourifh in all Ages 
and times to come , is the hearty defire, and Prayer of him, who is a true, and faithful Ser¬ 
vant to that worthy Society, and a fencere Wellwifher to his Country. 


Farewel. 
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I T was now the beginning of this Year, 
when the Earl of Winchelfta arrived at 
Conftantinople , the firft Embaffadour lent 
abroad from His Majefty of Great Britain, 
Charles the Second, after his happy Re¬ 
turn to the Glorious Throne of his Ance- 
ftors, to Sultan Mahomet, the Thirteenth Em- 
perour of the Turks; it being judged fit, that 
amongft other Alliances which were to be con¬ 
tracted with Foreign Princes, and States, this of 
Turkey fhould not be omitted, but rather in the 
firft place confidered : In regard, that as the 
flouriftiing Eliate and Profperity of England's 
richefs depends abfolucely on her Foreign Trade, 
lb on none more particularly than on that of 
Turkey , which confumes great qutn ities of her 
moft ftaple and fubftantial Manufactures, and 
makes returns in whatfoever Employs , and 
gives Bread to the poor and induftrious of the 
Nation. 

But before we come to treat of the Succeffes 
of this Ambaffador, and the various Tranfadtions 
in the Turkifh Affairs; we lhall relate fome ac¬ 


cidents which befel us in our Voyage by Sea to 
Conftantinople. The Earl of Winchelfea and his 
Lady, With a numerous Retinue being embark¬ 
ed on the Plymouth Frigat, commanded by Sir 
Thomas Allen, and accompanied with a Catch 
and two Merchants Ships, the Profperous and 
Smyrna Fador for Turkey , f ec fail from the 
Downs on the Twentieth of Octab. 1660. And 
proceeding with a favourable Gale , and fair 
Weather, until we were come to the heighth of 
the Norward Cape, or Cap e Finifierre ■, we then 
contended with fo fevere a ftorm, that we were 
forced to bring our Ship under a maincourfe, to 
faften our Helm, and lye, and drive. In the 
Twenty nineth about F.ve in the Morning, our 
mam Tack flew, which fhook and ftrained our 
Mafs fo violently, that it was fhivered in two 
places between Decks: The danger hereof might 
have proved of ill confluence, had the Maft 
gone by the Board j for in all probability it would 
have carried up our Decks, unfixed both our 
Pumps, and laid us open to the Sea : but the 
Providence of God, and the diligence of our 
O * Seamen

1 6 6 i. Seamen was fuch , that we foon (truck our Top 
Mart, boared our main Yard, and fo fifhed the 
Malt it felf where it was defective, that with 
the help of our fore-Sail, and the benefit of bet¬ 
ter Weather we fafely arrived on the Thirty firft 
Lisbon. - In t h e p orc G f ^sbon. The Match being then in 
Treaty between Charles the Second our Dread 
Soveraign, and Catherine the Infanta of Portugal , 
now our gracious Queen; all the concernments 
of England were extreamly acceptable to the 
Court of Portugal ; and particularly thePerfon of 
the Earl of Winch-lfea,a Peer of England, qualified 
with the Character of Ambafladour Extraordi¬ 
nary to the Ottomon Port. For at our firft arri¬ 
val there, 1 being then Secretary to the (aid Earl, 
was employed to carry a Letter to the King, 
which was received by the CounceFbf State then 
fitting : After the Letter had been read and con- 
fidered ,-I was called in, and an anfwer giveri-me 
by the Marquis de NiJJ-t, and D. Gafper Faria de 
Sevarin then Secretary of State, to this purpofe. 
That they were glad, lb grateful an opportu¬ 
nity presented , whereby they might Demon- 
ftrate their warm and real affections towards 
the King of England, by fervingbis Ambafladour 
in fo neceflary a piece of Service as that which 
was required : That Orders were given to fur- 
nifti the Ship with a Maft,and what (he wanted, 
out of the Kings Stores; and that both his Ex¬ 
cellency and Lady, with all their Retinue fhould 
be welcomed a (hore, with due regard to their 
Quality and Condition. The Day following his 
Excellency was complemented from the King, 
by a cJALieftro de Campo fenc to him on Ship¬ 
board ; and being come afhoar, and lodged at 
the Houfe of Mr. Maynard the English Conful, he I 
was vifited by D. Francifco de Melo , (who had 
before, and was afterwards employed Ambafla- 
dour into England ) and by D. Antonio de Saottfa 
and others. After Eight days his Excellency 
had Audience of the King, and the Queen Mo¬ 
ther, and was received by both, with many de- 
monftrations of a hearty defire to contrail a 
firm Alliance with England. He was after¬ 
wards invited by th sCondede Odemira Governour 
ef the young King, and Chief Minifter of Portu- 
gal, to a jQiinta, or Garden-houfe at Bellain : 
where were prelent the Duke of Calaval, the 
Vfconde de Caftel Blanco , and D. Francifco de Me¬ 
lo ; the entertainment was very (plendid, with 
variety of Di(hes, and Wine, correfponding ra¬ 
ther with the inordinate Tables of Englifls, than 
with the frugality, and temperate Diet of Spa¬ 
niards. Our Ship being in this interim refitted, 
we returned aboard on the Twelfth of Novem¬ 
ber ; the Earl of Wincbelfea being prefented by the 
King, with feveral Hampers of fweec-Mears, 
Veflels of Wine , and other Provifions for his 
Voyage; and his Lady by the Queen Mother, 
with a Jewel of confiderable value, and with 
diverle boxes filled with Purfes of perfumed 
Leather, and Amber Comfits. 

On the Thirteenth we fee Sail, being defign'd 
Algier. by Order of his Majefty for Algier , to fettle a 
Peace with that unfetled People; where arriving 
on the Tewenty fecond day about Three a 
Clock in the Afternoon, we came to an Anchor • 
about Two Miles diftant from the Town, which 
we faluted with Twenty one Guns, but re¬ 
ceived none again in anfwer thereunto; it being 
the cuftome of that People, not to acknowledge 
Civilities, but to repay injuries, and not requite 
benefits. We found that they had already be¬ 
gun to break the Peace : Having brought in thi¬ 
ther an Englijh Ship, which lay between hope 
and fear of freedom, or feizure : So foon as we 


had dropt our Anchors, a Boat came frr m that i 6 6 t. 
Ship, acquainting us of the State of Algier, and 
how near Matters were to a Rupture w.th them; 
by this Boat my Lord Ambafladour fenc a L etter 
to the Conful, appointing him to come aboard » 
who the next Day, being the Twenty third, ap¬ 
peared accordingly; to whom his Excellency 
imparted the Infttuftions and Oiders from h*s 
Majefty to renew the Peace on the fotmer'Ar¬ 
ticles ; and particularly to infert a Caution, That 
the Algerines (hould on no terms fearch our 
Ships, but that the Paflengers, and goods there¬ 
on, whether of Englijh or Strangers, fhould be 
free and exempted from all feizure, and Pyracy 
whatfoever. I being appointed to -a(lift the Con¬ 
ful in this Treaty, accompanied him a(hoar, and 
in the firft place we applyed our (elves to Rama- 
dam Bullock-bajhee, then the Chief of their Di- 
viari, and Head of their Government whom we 
acquainted, that on the Ship in the road, was an 
Earl of England , (ent Ambafladour lay bis Ma¬ 
jefty our King to the Grand Signor, and in his 
way thither was appointed to touch at Algier,and 
to inform the Government of that place of the 
happy Reftoration of his Majefty to the Throne 
of his Father , and to confirm the fame Peace 
which was before concluded with ufurped 
Powers, and (o delivered him the Lecters from 
his Majefty, which were fuperferibed in this 
manner: 

To their Excellencies the Aga, JiabaJhees, and reft 
of the Honourable Council of State and War, in the 
City and Kingdom of Algier. 

Ramadam anfwered us,that he was well fetis- 
fied with the Propofel; that there was a Peace 
already with the Englijh , and that they were 
Brothers; that the next Day was appointed for 
a general Divan of great and fmall, at which we 
might freely open our breads, and declare 
whatfeever was committed to us by our King and 
his Ambafladour. 

But for the better underftanding of the State 
of Algier, at this time, we mull obferve, that for 
many years before, this government was com- 
pofed of a Divan, the Chief and Head whereof 
was a Palha fenc every Three years to prefide 
there,and bad (o continued , until that fome few 
Months before this time one Halil a poor Fellow, 
who had no better Eftate than the Sixteenth part 
ofaVeflfel, but bold and defperate, complained 
one Day in open Divan againft the Palha, ac- 
cufing him of many mifearriages, with which he 
(b affeCted the Divan; that he rudely threw him 
from his Seat, drubbed him, trampled on him, 
and plucked the Hairs out of his Beard, which is- 
the greateft mark of ignominy and contempt 
that any Perlbn can offer to another ; and ha¬ 
ving committed him to Prifon and Chains, he 
with the Divan took upon himfelf the unlimited 
Power of an Arbitrary Government : And thus . ■> 
for the fpace of Six or Eight Months this Mis¬ 
creant tyrannized, and ruled without controul: 

Until an obfeure and contemptible Moor, an 
ordinary Jerbin or Countryman, inftigated ( as 
was fuppofed ) by the Aga, or General of the 
Souldiery, approaching near him in the Streets, . 
under pretence of killing his Veft, (truck him , 

with a long Knife between the Ribs; which bold- Moor, 
nets of the Moor fo aftonilhed the Attendants 
which were about him, that none had power to 
lay hands on the Murderer, but fuffered him to 
depart, and fly unpurfued : Of this wound 
Haiti dyed in Two days, in which time he no¬ 
minated Ramadam his Kinfman to be the molt 
proper, and fit Ferfon to fucccd him in the Go¬ 
vernment;

ly pronounced, and repeated them, carrying the 
Voice from the lower to the upper end ; I fan¬ 
cied, that it was after the manner of our repeat¬ 
ing Syllogifms in difputations, that fo no mi- 
ftake might be, and that the Refpondent might 
have time to confider and weigh the argument. 
Then Ramadam demanded, whether they were 
pleafed to enter into Treaty with the Englijh > 
which words being repeated as before, and an¬ 
fwered in the Affirmative, the Letters were 
read in the Turk-.jh Tranflation; with the Ar¬ 
ticles of Peace propofed, which were as follow¬ 
ed: 

I. th Englifh fhall be obliged to

Algier, aboard their Ships, to the utmsft of 
thir power, againft any of their Enemies. 
And in like manner all for reign Paffengert, 
Merchants and others, their goods, and

Ships of Algier, and be fuffered to pafs with¬ 
out moleftation. 

II. No Shipvorack of Englifh on the coaft 
of Algier ,/W/ become prize, nor their goods 
forfeited, nor thir men made Slaves 0 but th 
People of Algier Jball do thir beft endeavour 
to Jave both them and thir goods. 

III. That neither th Conful, nor other 
EagUfhman, {ball be obliged to fatisfe th 
Debts of another Eaglifhtnan, unlefs he' 
hath been bound , or become Security for 
him. 

IV. That no Englifhman in matter of dif¬ 
ference {ball be jubjett to any Judgment , but 

J that of the Divan. 

■ V- That th Englifh in differences among(l 
themfelves {ball be fubjeS to no determination , 
but to that of the Eoglifh Conful. 

VI. That either fide are to furnifb men of 
War with all necefftries thir Ports afford, at

VI f. If any grievance happen, neither par¬ 
ty fhall break, the Peace until fitisfaclion be 
denied. 

Thefe Articles being read, were all approved 
except the firft; for they declared , that they 
would have a Liberty to fearch our Ships, and 
rake out the Goods and Perfcns of Strangers; fer 
that otherwife, we having this priviledge, might 
carry away the Trade ol the whole World in our 
Shipping ; and that French, Spaniards, Italians, 

Dutch, and all other Nations, had no need of 
other protection and fafeguard for their Perfor.s 
and Goods, than to put them under the Englijh 
colours: And that then their men cf War might 
rove the Seas to no purpofe, their City become 
poor, and their Souldiers ftarve, when they' re¬ 
turned home. We on the other fide, being fen- 
fible how prejudicial and diflionourable fuch an 
Article as this would be, and how ruinous to our 
Navigation, and having his Xlajefties Command 
to the contrary, abfolinely refined to allent, or 
agree thereunto. Whilirwe were bus arguing, 
a great fat Turk appeared with two young men his 
Slaves, one a Frenchman , and the other a Dutch¬ 
man, requefting Ramadam corecommend him to 
us for paffage to Smyrna,arid having performed his 
requeft to him by killing his Uznd,Ramadan mace 
it hts requeft to us in behalf of that his Kinfman, 
recommending him to our care and protection, 
and conjuring us thereunto, by that Sacred league 
of Peace that was between us: We readily af- 
fented thereunto, and at the feme rune rook bald 
of the Example toreprefenr the reafonablenefs of 
that Article on which we inlifted. For (hall we 
(faid we) protect your People, and v. .11 you re¬ 
quire, and impofe it upon us as a matter Juft 
and Sacred ? And (hall not the greatnefs of our 
King have a Liberty to dirpence the like Pri¬ 
viledge to other Nations, his Neighbours, and 
Allies, governed by Kings and Princes, who are 
Chriftian, and of his Kindred, and near Relations? 

But neither this, nor any other argument was 
Reafon, or Sence to them ; nor d d they care to 
anfwer it by other arguments, than that of their 
own difadvantage thereby ; and that if they af- 
fented thereunto, their Ships might better rot in 
the Mould, than to venture them out at Sea 
with expectation of booty. They told us alfo 
ftories of Englijh Ships which had delivered fome 
Algerines to their Enemies; and one particularly, 
who had fold a Hundred Turks to the Venetians. 

In anfwerhereunto, weaflured them, that upon 
complaints and proofs made hereof to our King; 
hisjufticewas fuch, as that he would notfuffer 
a piece of fuch Treachery toefcapeunpunilhed. 

And as to that argument, which they urg’d, 
that in this Cafe none would be employed be- 
fides Englijh (hips; we largely reprefenced the ne- 
ceffity of employing French, and Dutch, and the 
Ships of other Nations. But thefe People being 
Deaf and Blind to any Reafon, but that which 
agrees with their incereft, we concluded nothing; 
for after a long and loud difeourfe, and repeti¬ 
tion of the feme things over and over again,we at 
length told them,that it was nor in ourCommifli- 
on to conclude on thefe terms; but that we (hould 
inform the Lord Ambafladour of their defires, 
and refolution, and that we would return the 
next Day with his peremptory Anfwer; not but 
we knew, that the InltruClions from his Majefty 
extended not fo far ; but thac we might have oc- 
cafion to leave matters, as it were in fufpenfe, 
andparc faifly from them, at the prefenc. For 
a* 
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i. as to mynwi pirticular, I did not like to re¬ 
main wirh fuch Company, not knowing how far 
the perfi Jioufnefs of that People might tranfporc 
them to a Barbarity againft the LawsofReafbn 
and Nations. 

The wind blew all this day fo hardatWeft,that 
oar Snip drove.and a great Sea went; fo that there 
was fome difficulty (dr me to get aboard ; howfb- 
ever in regard it was neceffary to render his Ex¬ 
cellency an account of the proceedings of that 
Day, 1 eafed the Pinnace of all Provifions, and 
iinnecefTtry Company, and fo by God’s Provi¬ 
dence got fife, though wet, aboard that Evening. 
1 did nor fail immediately to render an account 
molt exaftly, how every thing pafTed, to the 
Lord Ambaflidour, letting him know, what 
fruit was to be expefted by a farther Treaty 
with this People. Wherefore it was thought fit 
rather to keep the bufinefs in fufpence, than to 
come to an open rupture wiih them; and rather 
than to ufe long difcourfe to them, or perfwafi- 
ons to little pnrpofe, to write them this fliort 
Letter, the fuperfcription of which was to Ra¬ 
w'd'm their Governour in Chief, and to the reft 
of the Divan.

lute by thofe Guns which lye under the'Garden- 
wall, of which moft, or ajl are dilmounted: I 
anfwer, nor, for this having been the firft Man of 
War, or firft Royal (hip, that ever carried up an 
Englijh Ambaffador to Conjtantinople ; it having 
been the cuftom formerly to have them tran- 
fported thither on fbme goodly Merchant-lhip 
lad* with the rich Commodities of riur Coun : . 
try, a return of Guns was never demanded, or 
exp'efted; and perhaps it was a matter not then 
thought of, which if it had;, and been required, 
it is probable, in that’conjuncture ('ifever)it 
would have been granted ; both be^aufe old Ka¬ 
pur h e the Father, then governed, who wasa great 
friend to the Enghjh, and Enemy to the Fr««c£>, 
whofe Ambaffador was then under feflrainr,' 
wou Id have in meer oppofuion and hatred to' 
them, bellowed thofe hofrburs on our Nation,, 
which at another time* could not have been ex- 
tor ed fot a;greatSurri of Money; and ft much I- 
colleft frofri rheVery topfds'ttf Kuperlee, ; who af¬ 
ter our Lrtrd Ambaffafdt>r 3 had' made his 'En-' 
trance in a more fplendid manner than; tribal, as 
we (hall undei ftand by the fequel, he demanded 1 
of ourChiefDruggerraan, how the French relent¬ 
ed this treatment? He anltoered, not well, but 
with an envious Eye, as he fuppofed • let them 
btirft with malice, replied the Vizier. Of late 
years fince the glory and greatnels of France , 
their Ambaffadors have been altyays tranfportetf 
up to Conftantincple in the Kings Ships. Monfieur 
la rlaye the younger came on a Man of War of 
the Kings, and a Firelhip ; Monfieur de Nointel , 
with Two men of War and a Firefhip ; and now 
latch' Monfieur de Guilleragues with no left an 
Equipage than the former. All which before 
they entered Conftantinoplc i made a ftop about 
the Seven Towers, capitulating firft to have a 


re-falute froth the Seraglio, before they would pafs 1 6 6 u 
their Complement to that place ; which being de- 
nied,as a thing never praftifed ; the French Men of 
War have of late paffed with filence, without 
giving, or receiving a falute : Howfoever, as 
things Hand now, I fhould fcarce advife, that 
Enghjh Men of War fhould infiftupon the like, for 
we having once done it, a cuftom may be pre¬ 
tended ; and that may give a beginning to fuch 
a difpute which a new Ambaffador ought ltu- 
dioufly to avoid, the prefent circumftances of 
France not fuiting exactly with the foie Inrereft 
of Trade which is exercifed by England. 

Againft the next Day, being the Eighteenth, T he . ^ 
things were provided for the entrance of his Ex- *or hnd- 
eellency ; and indeed with that ftate and hand- ingatcw" 
fome Equipage, that neither any Embaffador jiantino- 
from England , nor yet from the Emperor, paf- pie. 
led with greater Splendor and Honour than 
this: For when his Excellency firft defeended 
from the Ship into his Boac, the Ship fired Fifty 
one Guns, lo leifurely, that they To continued, 
until he fet his Foot on the (hoar -, where mounts- 
ing on Horfe-back covered 1 with a rich Velvet 
Foot-cloth, the whole Equipage marched in 
this Order, on Horfe-back alfo;

On the Twenty eighth of this Month of Janu- 
His firft ar y t his Excellency had his firft Audience of the 
wUhthc G reac Vizier; and being attended thither, and 
Vizier. met by the TurkiJIi Officers on Conjlantinople fide, 
(in the fame manner, as when he firft landed^ 
he was conducted to the Viziers Palace ; and be¬ 
ing held up under the Anti "by Two of his Gen¬ 
tlemen ( that being the falhion of great men 
amongft the Turks ) he was introduced to the 
Prefence of the Vizier ; who being aged and de¬ 
crepit, Was fitting on Culhions in a little Room 
with a Fire, and his Feet covered, feveral Pa- 
(haws, Pages, and other Officers (landing by 
him. His Excellency and Sir Thomas Bendyjh 
were feated on Two Velvet lloo's; where firft 
the Earl of Winchtlfea having preferred the King’s 
Letters to the Vizier wrote in Parchment, and 
put into a Bag of Cloth of Gold; S\rThomas 
Bendyjh began to inform tbeViziei, that this was 
that honourable Perfon, of whom he had for¬ 
merly acquainted him, was coming to refide for 
Ambaffador in his place: That he was of that 
Nobility, and relation to our King, that had not 
his Majefty intended highly, and in an extraor¬ 
dinary manner to Honour, and oblige the Grand 
Signior, he* would not have expofed his Kinfman, 
and a Perfon extraordinary, to the hazard of a 
Voyage fo long and dangerous as this. Then 
the Earl of Winchdfea began to fpeak, and relate 
the happy reftauration of the King his Maker 
to the Throne of his Anceftors; extolling his 
Power, Greatnels and Clemency in pardoning 
all, blit fivch , who were engaged in the Blood 
of his Father. That in his paffage to Confianti- 
nople, he had by Command of the King touched 
at Algier , endeavouring to renew the former 
Articles of Peace, and releafe an Englijh Lord 
(meaning the Lord Obryan Jtaken Captive by them 
contrary to the Articles of Peace, but without 
fuccefs, not being able to reduce them to any 
. Terms of Reafon, or Juftice : And enlarging in 
his Complements with affurances of thefriend- 
fliip which the King his Maker defired to con- 
ferve, and maintain with the Grand Signior, as a 
token thereof, he acquainted him, that he was 
the firft Ambaffador tent abroad by his Matter, 
fince his happy recarn, before he had defigned,or 
appointed any to Cliriftian Princes. The Vjzier 
readily anfwered : That it was but Reafon it fhould 
befo ; fince the Grand Signior was on Emperor, and 
they but Kings -, and he the greatejl, and mojl Scve- 
raign Potentate of the World : And that as to the 
Bisfinefs of Algier , he would take cere if it, and do 
him Juftice. This having.paffed. Two China 
difties with Sherbet were brought forth, and given 
to the Two Ambaffadors, and Two larger bowles 
of the fame to their Attendants : Then the Pre¬ 
fent was brought forth,and laid before the Vizier, 
confining of Twenty Veils ; Four of them were 
of line Englifti Cloth of feveral colours; Four of 
feveral coloured Velvets :Fourof feveral flowred 
Stuffs With Gold and Silver ; Four of watred 
Tabbies, and Four of Sattins : In recompence 
hereof both the Ambaffadors were, veiled , with 
Six others, which Veils are of no great matter of 
ufe, or value, more than that they are evidences 
and badges of the Vizier’s favouV. After this his 
Excellency With Sir Thomas Bendyjh arole, and de¬ 
parted, wearing thefe Veils, until they were 
paffed Without the Gates of the Viziers Palace, 
find then they delivered them to be carried by 
their Servants, as the Others did; and fo his Ex¬ 
cellency returned to his Houfe at Vera, With an 
appearance of a fair Gacrefpondency, and 


with affurances that the Capitulations and friend- 1 6 6 i- 
{hip ihould be maintained, and conlerved with C"W. 
a drift and inviolate Faith. 

The day of giving pay to the Januaries draw¬ 
ing near , the Ambaffador’s Audience with the 
Grand Signior was deferred until that time, for 
with that occafion the Court would appear in the 
moft folemn manner, and the attendance of the 
Soldiery would render all things more great 
and powerful : In the mean time the Grand Sig¬ 
nior often took a view -from his Seraglio , of the 
Plymouth Frigat, and frequently rowed round 
her in a Boat; and feme fay, he once came In¬ 
cognito aboard to fee her; at length he was fo 
pleafed wjth her, that he fancied her to be a very 
pl-oper Vellel to carry Soldiers and Ammuni¬ 
tion for Candia ; blit ptopofing his Thoughts and 
intentions to the Vizier, he was diffwaded from 
the demand, or conftraint of the Ship, being ad- 
monilhed, that this was a matter unprafticable, 
and uncivil towards a Prince, who on confidence 
of Amity and Alliance with him, had adventu¬ 
red his Ship within his Port. 

The Twenty fixth day of February, being Pay- Audience 
day of the Janifaries , the Lord Ambaffador had ™ Uh ,hc 
Audience of the Grand Signior, which was per- ■ 
formed in this manner. His Excellency, with ai8tuor * 
Sir Thomas Bendyjh, departing from his Houfe,with 
his rfetinue on Horfe-back,bv break of day in the 
Morning, was met on Conjlantinople fide by the 
Chaous-Baihee, and his Chaoufes, and by them 
condufted to the Seraglio. We rode through the 
firft Court which was very fpacious, and then we 
alighted from our Horfes, and walked through 
another Courc leading to the Divan , or place of 
Judicature; at the upper end of which the Great 
Vizier was feated ; on his right Hand late Five 
Viziers of the Bench, of which the Captain-Pa- 
Iha, or Admiral of the Seas, was one; on the left 
were theTwo Kadilefetiers or Chief Juftices,one of 
Anatolia,and the other of Romelia, and by them the 
Tefterdar Palha or Lord Treafurer, with Three 
otherPaiha’s: Thefloar of the Divan was covered 
with Carpets, and on them a richer covering of 
Bags of Money,for paymenc of the Janifaries. The 
Two Ambaffadors with about Six or Seven of 
their retinue ( amongft which I was one ) being 
admitted in, and placed at the lower end, their 
Excellencies approached toward the Vizier, and 
were feated near unto him on Two ftools co¬ 
vered With Crimlbn Velvet, and fome Difeourfe 
and Complement having paffed between them, 
they retired to another part of the Room, that 
they might give way to Bufinefs. In the mean 
j time the payment of the Soldiers went forward, 
every Churbagee, or Captain, taking from the 
heaps , the Pay of his Soldiers, and laying thd 
Bags on their Shoulders, made up to the Vi¬ 
zier , and having kiffed the Hem of his Veil 
on his Knees , he retired with great -Humility 
and haft from him, palling away with hi* fide 
towards him.it being very unfeemiy amongft them 
to turn their backs to Perfonages of that Dignity. 

The Payment being over. Three fmall Tables 
were brought in; the firft of which was covered 
with a Silver Voyder, at which theTwo AmbaP- 
fadors fate with the chief Minifters; but the 
Great Vizier by reafon of his Age and Weaknefs. 
retired into another Room. The other Two 
Tables were covered wich a mixed Mettal, which 
ferved in the place of a Table-Cloth, at which 
the othets fate: We had no Knives, Forks, nor 
Plate;, but only Wooden Spoons were laid for us. 

Which Was fufficienun that manner of eating, for 
their Meats are mod boyled, and conveniently 
received by the Spoony or are lb well roafted,that 
they are eafily parted with the Fingers. The 
P dilhes 
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• f> 6 i. di(hes were ferved in by one at a time.but fo faft» 
(✓'"V'S) that we had fcarce tailed of one, before it was 
fnatched away to make place for another; and l 
think there might be about Twenty feveral 
changes, in this manner; at the end of all, to con¬ 
clude our Feaft, a great Bowl of Sherbet was 
brought in, and we drank of it, as large draughts 
as we pleafed. Being rifen from the Table, 
Eighteen Coftans, or Veils, being the ufual num¬ 
ber given to the Engli[h Ambafladour, with one 
extraordinary in favour to the New Ambaflador, 
were brought forth , and bellowed ; and in the 
mean time , the Prefent from our King to the 
Grand Signior, provided at the expence of the 
Turky Company , confining of Fifty Veils, viz. 
Ten of Velvet, Ten of Sattin, Ten of Cloth of 
Gold, Ten of Tabbies, and Ten of fine Englifh 
Cloth, were brought forth and dilplayed in the 
open Court by Fifty men which carried them, 
and Four Engltjh Maftiffs, which were more ac¬ 
ceptable to this Grand Signoir than all the reft. 
The whole body of Janifaries then payed, con¬ 
fiding of about Five thoufand, were drawn up 
in a body, and ranged on one fide of the Court¬ 
yard ; amongft them there was that filence, that 
the leaft whifper, noile, or motion was not heard ; 
and as their Janifar Aga, and other Commanders 
pafied, the bowings they made in falute were lo 
regular, and at the fame time, as may well 
teftify the exadtnels of their Difcipline, and ad¬ 
mirable obedience, which hath in a great meafure 
contributed towards their Conquefts and Enlarge¬ 
ment of their Empire. 

Being thus Veiled, and ranked in Order, the 
Great Vizier entered into the Prefence of the 
Grand Signior; and then Two Capugi-balhes or 
Chief of the Porters of the Gate, with long Silver 
Staves, took the New Ambaflador under each 
Arm to conduit him to the Chamber of Au¬ 
dience ; thofe permitted to accompany him were 
Sir Thomas Beadyfts, the Earl of IVwcbelfea’s Bro¬ 
ther , Sir Thomas Allen Captain of the Plymouth 
Frigat, the Interpreter, and my felf, who then 
being Secretary, carried the Credential Letters 
made up in a Purfe of Cloth of Gold. We gent¬ 
ly knocked at the firft Gate, which was imme¬ 
diately fee wide open to us, in the £orch where¬ 
of Forty white Eunuchs attended, clothed in 
' Veils of Sattin, and Cloth of Gold of divers co- 
> lours, and flood with their Hands before them 

with marvellous (lienee, and modefty. Coming 
near to the Prefence-door, where theKapi-Aga 
or Chief of the white Eunuchs attended, we 
made a paule in the Porch, and trod very foftly, 
(b as not to difturb with the leaft motion, the 
greatnefs of that Majefty; and lo profound was 
the lilence, that nothing was heard befides the 
murmurings of a Fountain adjoining hereunto. 
Juft at the entrance of the Chamber, hung a 
gilded Ball ftudded with divers precious Stones , 
the Floar was covered with CrimfonVelvet; em¬ 
broidered with Golden-wyre. The Grand Sig¬ 
nior himfelf fate in a Throne raifed a finall heigth 
from the ground , fupported with Four Pillars 
plated with Gold ; from the top hung feveral 
gilded Balls twined with Malles of Pearl; the 
Culhions he late upon, and thole allb that lay by, 
were richly embroidered, andbefet with Jewels, 
and on his right hand llood the Great Vizier. 
And having made a confiderable flop at the Door, 
the Two Capugibalhees, who. held his Excel¬ 
lence under each Arm, brought him to the mid¬ 
dle of the Room, and laying their Hands upon 
his Head, made him bow, until he touched the 
Carpets with his forehead; and then railing 
him again, they retired batkward with him, un¬ 


to the fartheft part of the Rotmi and in uke man¬ 
ner they took all the others fingly and in order, 
placing them behind theAmbafladors.TheCreden- 
tial Letters from our King were then prelenred, 
and appointed that they lhould be delivered to the 
hands of the Rm-E/iWi, or Secretary of State. 

Then the Druggerman or Interpreter, by Or¬ 
der. of the Lord Ambaflador, read’ a Paper in the 
Turkifh Language m this Effedt. 

Firft, Declaring how the King of Great Bri¬ 
tain our Sovereign Lord and Mailer, was reftored 
to the Throne of his Ancellors wirhoutWar, or 
any Conditions: And the great Clemency of His 
Majefty in pardoning all, buc thofe who had a 
hand in the Murder of his Father. 

Secondly, Recommending the Merchants and 
their Intereft to the continuance of his ufual Fa¬ 
vour and Protection. 

Thirdly, Begging the freedom of all Englifh 
Slaves, as a particular Teltimony of Favour, and 
Grace to this New Ambaflador. 

Thefe Ceremonies being performed, and the 
Paper read, we immediately departed, palling 
to our Horfes by the fame way which we came .- 
And being mounted, we drew up a little out of 
the pafiage to fee the Soldiers march by us, 
which indeed appeared to be a very flourilhing 
Militia of young Men,robuft, and well clothed; 
many of them running with Bags of Money on 
their Shoulders, and all of them chearful, and 
glad of the charge they carried with them > after 
them followed their Commanders exceedingly 
well mounted : And laftof all'came the Greac 
Vizier attended with many Palhaes, and a goodly 
Equipage : And then his Excellency .with Sir Tho¬ 
mas BenJyJh,and attendance, proceeded forwards, 
and returned to their home. After this Two 
vifits were made: Namely, to the Captain-Pafha 
or Admiral of the Seas, and the other to the 
Mufcee; at the firft. Six Veils were prefemed ; 
and at the; latter, Five ; and both were perform¬ 
ed, and accepted with filch mutual kindnefs,thac 
never did the Turkifh Minifters call more ferene 
countenances on the Trade and Concernments of 
England, than on this conjuncture. 

And thus the Earl of tVinchelfea being very fuc- 
celsfully, and with figrtal Demonftrations of Ho¬ 
nour, and a good correfpondence, leated in the 
ufualrefidenceof Ambaffadors,the Grand Signior, 
as a particular Note and mark of his favour pre- 
fented him with Three English Slaves, and re¬ 
turned a kind and friendly anfwer to his Maje- 
fties Letters, by Sir Thomas BcnJyfh, who embark¬ 
ed on the Plimoutb Frigat, and departed the Ele¬ 
venth of March. And thus having given the Rea¬ 
der a Relation of the^State of the Englifh concern¬ 
ments in Turky : Let us view and confider the 
Condition of the 7 l/rvt//?;Affairs amongftthemlelves. 

At the arrival of this Ambaflador, the im¬ 
portant affairs of this vaft and Hill growing Em¬ 
pire , were governed by the Great Vizier Ku- 
perlee ; a Perlbn decrepit and infirm in body,' by 
reafon ofhis great Age, but of a folid and fubtfe 
judgment; by Nature cruel, and by Years fro- 
ward ; which difpofition was Angularly well fit¬ 
ted to do fervice to his Mailer, againft the im¬ 
petuous ltorras of the FaCtion of thofe times, in 
which the Palhaws, and Chiefs of the Soldiery 
fas often it happens in Empires, whofe Body is 
grown too vaft to be ruled by a weak Head ) 
became rich and powerful, and by the long Va¬ 
cations of Peace, inlolentand wanton ; for as then 
the Wars with Venice were carried on faintly, 
only by fending forth an Armata of Gallies in the 
Spring ; and the preparations became rather ac- 
cuftomary, returning with the Year, and made 
for 
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i d 6 i. forexercifeof the Arfenal, anJ amufementofehe 
i-'VV) People, than defigned with ary probable expe¬ 
ctation of fuccefs or Victory, proportionable to 
thac Treafure and Trouble which maintained 
them. So that to encounter (o many difficul¬ 
ties, and predominancy of Ambition and Avarice, 
the Prince himfelf being young, the Fortune of 
his Empire had more than urgent neceffity of 
fuch a rough and cruel difpofition as was found 
in KuperUe ; who fo feafonably made ufe of it, to 
the deftruCtion of all fuch, who might either 
endanger his Prince, or himfelf; that in two or 
three Years time he became Mailer of the Lives 
and Ellaces of the Grand Muiiniers $ confilca- 
ting their richefs and fortunes to the ufe and fe- 
curitv of his Mailer; having in his time put to 
Death thirty fix thoufand peilbns, whom he 
prolcribed in (everal Countries, and privately 
llrangled in the City,' by vertue of his abfolute 
and uncontroulable Authority, without giving 
the Offenders liberty of # Proce!Tes, or Pleas for 
their Lives, or the folemnity of Scaffolds, or ap- 
plaufe of a Funeral Oration at the Gallows, 
whereby to win the affections and companions 
of the vulgar, but went through with his bloody 
and tragical bufinels, without noile, or rumour, 
or knowledge almoft of the Souldiery, or the 
people; whilft the great Perlbnages, whole ra¬ 
pine and pride had contracted them envy and 
hatred from their inferiours, flood confuted and 
amafed, not having power to rebel, nor San¬ 
ctuary to fly unto. 

Such is the effect of an abfolute, and arbitrary 
power, which is Mailer of times and affairs, and 
rather fits and Iquares Enterprizes to Counfels, 
than Counfels to Enterprizes. Reges Hercule non 
liberi folum impedimentis omnibus , fed Domini re¬ 
rum, temporumq ; trabunt Conjiliit emit a, non fe- 
quuntur. Liv. lib . g. The Grand Signior in the 
mean time applauded the diligence and .circum- 
fpeCtion of his Minifter; and though yet trem¬ 
bling with the memory of late follevations a- 
mongft the Janizaries ; yet being young , and 
aftive, addicted himfelf wholly to the delight of 
Hunting, and to follow the Gbace of fearful, 
and flyingBeafts ; whilft his Viz ; er fo clofely fol¬ 
low’d his game of Bloud.that he left noPerfon con¬ 
fiderable in the Empire, who was not a Creature 
made by, or depending on him ; unlefs the Ka- 
hyabei, or Lleucenant General of the Janizaries; 
Mortaza Pafha of Babylon, now called by the Turks 
Bagdat , and the Pafha of Magnafia ; Men, whole 
bravery, and generous Juftice, or elfe their 
Guards, or Fortune, had only feaced beyond the 
reach and Sword of this Tyrant. This was then 
the State of the Turkifh Affairs amongft them- 
felves; As to Foreign, and Chriftian Princes ; 

. the Emperor, the King of England, the French 
King, and the States of Holland, had their Em- 
bafladors and Refidents at the Ottoman Court, 
with whom as yet palled a fair and amicable cor¬ 
refpondence, excepting with the French ; whole 
Embaffadour had then lately obtained his releafe 
from Imprifonment, to which he was confined 
contrary to the Law of Nations, and the Cuftom 
of the wifeft, and moll generous People of for¬ 
mer Ages; and compelled to return into France ; 
an Agent being there fttled by the Merchants, to 
Negotiate their Affairs; the occafions and grounds 
whereof we hare at large fignified in another 
place: which unlawful treatment of a Perlbn Sa¬ 
cred, none will much admire, who confiders the 
humour of fupream Minifters thac judge them- 
felves under no reltraim or limits of Law, either 
Civil, or National. 

This Embaflador from France was call’d Mon- 
fieur U Hope, the Father, a Perlbn excellently 


well qualifi’d,having with fuccefs pafs’d in that ca¬ 
pacity for the fpace of x* years.until feme niifun- 
derftandings palling between him, and this Tyran- 
. meal Vizier,he [offeredmany indignities from him, 
which being added to the extream torment of the 
Stone, under which he laboured, made him wil¬ 
ling on any terms to recurn to his own Counr:ey. 

The Venetians notvvirhllanding the War, had 
two Minifters there refident; the Etcellentijfimo 
Capello, Procurator of Sr. Mark, a right worthy 
and noble Perlbn; and Signior Iiallarino , a Perfon 
vigilant, and fiibtle, who omitted no opportuni¬ 
ties to advance his own Fortunes, and with thac 
the benefit of his Republ ck. The Emperors Re¬ 
fident, called Simon Rmningbcn, a Perlbn fincere 
free, and open hearted, agreeable to the Nature’ 
of the Germans ; bad for lome 'Years, tho with 
fome difficulty , continued the Peace, or rather 
matters from breaking out into an open War; the 
Incurfions on the Frontiers, and other accidents, 
always adminftring occafions of dilcontent, and 
complaints to both parties. 

But that the Series of this Hiftory may be con- T 
tinud with an even Thread, and clear light to the r i 
Reader, we mult call back our Eyes to the Year P 
165-7. .when the Ambition of George Ragotzki , 
Prince of Tranfilvania , began New troubles in his 
own Principality, and laid the Foundation of a 
future War between the Emperor and the Turks. 
For now Poland was fo wearied with the inceflanc 
Wars of Mufcovy fthe inveterate Enemy of that 
Crown) with the frequent Rebellions of theCof- 
(acks, arid the invafion of the Swedes , whom the 
traiterous Vice-Chancellour, and his Adherents, 
had invited to the fpoils of their own Countrey; 
that King Cafimirus was reduced to the ultimate 
extremity of his Affairs; thepublick Exchequer, 
and private Trealuries were exhau/led, the Vil¬ 
lages difpeopled, the Fields uncultivated, Traf- 
fick and Commerce ceafed; nothing but Wars 
Robberies, and Confufion filled theDiurnals with 
News, and the hearts of the Inhabitants with Sor¬ 
row and Calamities: Wherefore Cajimer King of 
Poland , vexed on all fides, and not knowing 
where or how to apply a remedy, dilparched his 
Great Chancellor silbcrtus 1‘ravefmoski, in Qua¬ 
lity ftf Embaflador, to demand afliftance from Ra- 
gotzki, promifing in recompence thereof, to 
adppe his Son to fucceed him in that Kingdom. 

No Meffage could arrive more grateful to ambi¬ 
tious Ragotzkt, who by fo defired a proffer, feem- 
ed te arrive to the Zenith of hisProfpericy ; which 
like the Land of Promife, being only (hewed to 
his Father in a long Profpedlive, (eemed now as 
it were, by Inheritance, to devolve upon his Son • 
in order unto which, many days of Treaty and’ 
Conferences were held between Ragotzki, and the 
Polilh Minifters j buc Ragotzki infillingon certain Rag 
particulars, which were not in the Power of the ^ oin 
King or his Commillioners to grant without the the,: 
approbation of a Diet, the Treaty was diflblved If,' 
and Ragotzh remained difpleafed, and angry • ‘ 

pretending himfelf to have been deluded and’ 
flighted, refolved to avenge the Affront, and by 
his Arms gain to himfelf the Crown of that King- 
dom; fo that railing a llrong Army, and join¬ 
ing himfelf in a Confederate League with Sweden, 
he invaded Poland, wafting all the Frontiers with 
Fire and Sword. The Ottoman Port growing 
jealous of the fucceffes of thefe Affairs, and not fo 
much of the Advance of RagotZjki , as of the grow* 
ing greatnefs of the Swedes,whh whom unwilling¬ 
ly they would be Borderers, iffued an exprefs 
Command , That without contradiction or delay, 
he (hould immediately give a (top to his March, 
and return with his Army into Tran/ilvania. And 
though the Emperor, of Germany, and the Krim 
P ^ Tartar 
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i Tartar declared their dffi.ke of his proceedings, o 
threatning to invade his Principality at home, un- c 
)c(s he ret rafted himfelf, and defifted from this 
enterprize ; yet Ragotski having his understand- < 

ine blinded wirh Ambition, and the luff of Rule * 

and Government, flopped his ears to the menaces 
of his Enemies, and the counfel of his Friends. 
This Ragotski enjoyed a State moft happy, large, 
fertile, and populous, in Power inferior to few 
fuperior to many ; fo that he might have paired 
peaceably and honourably with all , could his 
great rpirit have bowed to, and complied with his 
ii- Potent Neighbours. For on the one fide the ruu- 
fant power of the Turk threatned him, to whom 
•'’ s the leaft Ombrages of difpleafure admimfter oc- 
cafion of War ; On the fide of Hungary the Em- 
perour over-awed him: On the fide of Valacbta, 
and Moldavia he lay open to the incurfion of the 
Tartars. So that a man might rationally expeft. 
That this Prince fhould have efteemed it honour 
enough to have conferved his own without ren- 
drine himfelf obnoxious to the jealoufie and fu- 
fpicion of his Neighbours. But his great fpinc 
vvas ft enamoured of a Crown, and fo bewitched 
with the hopes of obtaining it.that nothing Teem¬ 
ed difficult or improbable to theacqu.fiuon of his 
longing defires, which were the occafion of all 
thole calamities and miferies in Hungary, which 

of all which forefeen evi„, 
his Cxfarean Majcfty fent a MelTage to the Otto¬ 
man Port, declaring againft the temerity and 
audacioufnefs of Ragotski-, who in the mean tune 
fubdued the Fort of Bnfiia , invaded with Fire 
and Sword the Province of Rujjia, plundered Po- 
Aolia, and advanced as far as Camomtz, a For- 
trefs ftrong by Art and Nature; and joining af¬ 
terwards with the Swedes , aflifted them in the 
fubjeftion of Cracovia. About this time the Empe- 
rour Ferdinand the third began to fend fuccours 
into Roland, and to proteft againft the proceed¬ 
ings of Ragotski, but being furpnzedby ficknefs, 
ftonafterpafled to abetter life; which for feme 
time giving a flop to the afliftance of Roland , was 
interpreted by Ragotski , as a happy Omen of his 
good Fortune. • 

But how vain and deceitful are humane hopes, 
whole foundations are Ambition and Violence! 
For Leopold fucceedir.g in the place of his Father 
to Hungary, and the Empire , immediately pro- 
fecuted the defign in favour of Roland, and in 
the firlt place befieging Turcne, one of the thief 
Cities of PruJJia, taken by the Swedes, forced ic 
to a Surrender. The King of Denmark alfo 
growing jealous of the encreafing greacnefs of 
the Swedes, noutiffied by ancient grudges and 
National Emulations, took up Arms in defence 
of Roland, and being at firlt, fluffi of Money, 
gave conftant pay and large donatives to merce¬ 
nary Soldiers, which encreafed his Army, draw¬ 
ing great numbers from the Swedilh Colours; fo 
that being ftoutly recruited, he entered into the 
Enemies Countries, poffeffed himfelf of the im¬ 
portant Fort of Olme in Norway ; overthrew the 
Swedilh Army at Vorgajl, and obtained a victory 
over their Fleet in the Baltick Sea. The Roles alfo 
chemfelves, who at firft revolted from their Prince, 
and favoured the Swedijh proceedings, perceiv¬ 
ing the Wind change, and become contrary to 
that Party, began to abandon the intereft they 
profetfed, and by degrees to return to the due o- 
bedience of their King. Zerneski alfo the Gene¬ 
ral , and Lubomiski the Great Chancellour of 
Roland met the Swedijh Forces near Cracovta, 
where giving them Battel, difeomfitedthe whole 
Army, killed fourteen thoufand upon the place, 


took all the Caitnon and Baggage, and won tha 
day a moft fignal Viftory. . 

Ragotski perceiving the face of things_thu S 
changed, and being by Command of the Otto¬ 
man Port abandoned by his Moldavian and Wala¬ 
chian Forces, began to turn his face towatdsr^- 
filvania, where now he wiffied himfelf and Array 
lodged in fafety. But being overtaken by Gene- 
ral Zerneski near the Mountains of Tranjilvama, 
he was, tho unwillingly, engaged to fight and 
was with that fury affaulted by the Roltjh Horfe, 
that tho according to his ufual Bravery, be charg¬ 
ed in Perfon at the head of his Troops, vet he 
was not able towithftand a violence fo difadvan- 
tageous in number, but that his men being tirft 
put into diforder, then to a Retrear, and then to 
open flight, his whole Army was defeated, many 
of them periffied by the Sword, others flying 
through the Woods and Mountains, died with fa- Ragotski 
mine; and he himfelf obliged to buy a foameful over- 
Peace, engaging by Wprd and Oath to the pay- “ 
raent of a great fumm of Money, was permitted Po!ef _ 
with a meanRetinue to return into his own Coun¬ 
try. Nor didthefe misfortunes end here; but the 
Tartars commanded by the Turks, in revenge 
and chaftifement otRagotskPs Enterprize with¬ 
out their confent, entered into his Principality 
with confiderable Bodies of Horfe, againft whofe 
hidden Invafion, an Army under the Conduft of 
his General Ktmenius could not be to toon colle- 
fted and difciplined, as to be able to refill that 
fury of Tartars , who at their pleafure burned 
the Towns and Villages, and carried away mul¬ 
titudes of people of both Sexes, and all Ages for 
Captives into their own Country, ainongft which 
tome were of Quality and Condition. Amidft . .. 

which troubles came Letters from the Ottoman 
Port, direfted to the Nobles of Tranfilvama, de- ^ a „ ots ^ 
daring Ragotski a Rebel, and commanding that 
according to the Laws and Priviledges of that 
Principality, they fliould proceed to the Election 
of a new Prince, and in cafe of refufal, all the 
ruins and calamities were threatned, which they 
might juftly expeft in punilhment of their duobe- 
dience from a fevere and angry Emperor. 

Ragotski being well informed what.wasdefign- 
ing againft him at the Ottoman Port; and know¬ 
ing that his power was not able to oppoie lo He d e po. 
much puiffance, refolved to give way to necef- fe , him- 
fuy, and voluntarily depofe himfelf, before he felf. 
fhould be engaged thereunto by the Imperial 
Decree; fo that he calmly receded from his Prin¬ 
cipality, hoping that his humility and fubmilft- 
on might procure his pardon at the Court. The

>f received it. But though Ragotski had renounced* 

,, promifed, fwore, and in appearance feemed to re- 
e cede from his Government, and furrender all at 
the irrefiftible Decree of a fuperior power ; yec 


h \ h Spirit and working Brain could not dif- 
lodg that Ambition of his Heaic, which at firft 
pnvarely countermined and enervated the Power 
of the new 'defted Prince; but afterwards his 
towering Thoughts fwelled too big to be fuppreC- 
fed under the cover of Diffimulacion, yielded juft 
Keaton to the Ottoman Pore to fiifpeft his defigns; 
who not being ignorant of what was paft, dis¬ 
patched Orders to the Pafha of Buda to de¬ 
mand the ftrong Fort of Janetta for Caution and 
security of the good Behaviour of the Tranfilva- 

maSh?l?fr ng thus difeovered, un- 

ciare* masked himfelf openly, and threw away his Vi- 
himfelf zaf d, and with a vigorous Force and Courage 
Prince. reaffumed the Rights and Standard of his Princi¬ 
pality, forcing Redeius not only to relinquifh his 
Power, bur to fwear never again to ufurp it, tho 
enforced upon him by the Authority of the 
Turks. 

Thefe Extravagancies fo exafperated the minds 
of the Turks , that whereas before they began to 
entertain tender thoughts towards Tranftlvania, 
they now meditated its entire .Ruin and Con- 
queft; and fo laying afide Arguments and Trea¬ 
ties , they made Levies of Horfe and Foot both 
in Europe and ZJia. Ragotzki forefeeing how 
unable he was to refift a Force fo unequal as the 
puiflance of the Ottoman Empire, without the 
fuccor of Foreign Force, refolved, like the 
Prodigal Son, to throw himfelf into the compafi 
uonate Arms of the Emperor, as his Father, 
earneftly fupplicating. That whereas before, his 
diforderly and difobediCnt Life had rather meri¬ 
ted Punilhment than Favour; yet in this Caufe, 
wherein the Intereft of CbriJRendm was concern¬ 
ed, hewould compaflionate the common Good 
of the Chriftian Church, rather than chaftife 
his particular Mifdemeanours. With this meft 
fage Michel Meftes, hif .Chancellor, being dif- 
parched, was gracipufly received by the Emperor, 
and readily affurbd of powerful Aid and Prote- 
ftion. ' . 

Ragotzki elevated wi^ r^is ,courteous Treat¬ 
ment and Promifes, had-Jiis whole-ipind enflamed 
with hopes and defire "of Revenge; to that af- 
fembling fuch Forces as he could, he entered 
boldly into the Field againft the Paflia of Buda, 
Who with a confiderable Army, was ordered to 
March before, and enter the Confines ofTranfil- 
'Vania, and there unite with the Paflia.<jf Temif- 
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» 6 y 8. In the Tranfaftion of all thefe Paflages, July 
was well entered, when both Armies met in open 
Field; and tho the Forces of the Trdnfiluanians 
were much inferior to thofe of the Turk , yetsfi a- 
gotzki full of bis wonted Courage and Hear, To 
vigoroufly affailed the Enemy-, that he quickly 
broke and difordered their Ranks, put them to 
flight, and killed three thoufand upon the place. 
But little did this advantage benefit pobr Tranfil- 
'Oftnia, for the Great Vizier foon after following 
tyith the grofs of his Array, confining of little 
left than an i oo. thoufand Men, provided accor¬ 
dingly with Artillery, and all other Military 
Ammunition; feconded by the tartars, and affi- 
fted by the Moldavians and Valachians, and a Rout 
of other barbarous Nations; laid Seige to the 
TheVixi- ftrong Fortrefs oRJanoua ; of which and offeveral 
erbefiege* others, in a fhorc time he rendered himfelf Ma- 
janoua. fter> laying wafte and defolate all the Countries 
round with Fire and Sword. The Nobles of 
Tranfilvania fenfible of thefe imminent and ap¬ 
proaching Mifchiefs, difpeeded three Perfons of 
confiderable Quality amongft them, in an Embaf- 
fy to the Vizier; viz. Francis Daniil, John Luts,

perceiving himfelf thus enfhared, neglefted, and 
perfecuted by all Parties, reprefented thefe Inno¬ 
vations to the Ottoman Port, with the moft ag¬ 
gravating Circumftances imaginable; befeeching 
them to afford him aid, and vindicate their own 
Honour in maintenance of him, whom they had 
conformed a Prince, and was a Creature formed 
I by their own favour. The Turks immediately 
touched with the Senfe hereof, lifted out Orders 
to Cidd, Ahmet , the new Paft a of Buda j Com- 
foanded him without delay, to gather what 
Forces he could to interrupt the defigns of Tran- 
Jilvanta ; and to put matters unto a Hand, until a 
greater Army could fecond him, under the Com¬ 
mand-of Alt Paft a, appointed General for this 
Expedition. The Pafta of Buda readily obeyed, 
and affembling what Forces he could in Hungary, 
and joining with the Pafta of Temifwar , paffed 
th ^Danube, and with a very confiderable Army 
enpered Tranfivania. Ragotzki undaunted at the 
near approach of bfs Enemy, boldly entered the 
Field with his Forces, and joined battel with them 
in the Month of May, 1660. between the Cities 
Of Claufenburg , and Giulia Alba. At firft the 
Chriftians endeavoured to have intercepted the 
Enemies paffage, by lome Ambufeado or Strata¬ 
gem of War; but the Turks Hill advancing, 
were at length met by the Van-guard of the Chri¬ 
ftians; to. afliftance of which feveral Bodies fol¬ 
lowing one after the other, ic became a general 
Engagement of both Armies ; in which Battel,

radler. * ki was of a tall and well proportioned Stature, 
black Hair, and a frilled Beard: hisEy.es quick 
and lively , of an adtive Body, and healthy 
Conftimtion: his Spirit was high and great, which 
betrayed him to Extravagancies: his Comport¬ 
ment was generous and courteous towards all,- 
which rendered him exceedingly beloved and 
efteemed by his Nobility: he was free in his 
Speech, and eloquent in his Exprelfions, prudent in 
his Counfels and Enterprizes : had not the quick- 
nefs and vivacity of his Soul made him fomething 
lafh and violent in his Attempts: he was of the 
Proteftont Religion,leaving behind him a Widow, 
and a Son of hopeful and happy endowments. 

After the Death of Ragotz.ki , it might well be 
expected that thefe Storms of War fliould be di- 
fperfed, and that Tranjilvania fliould at length 
cnjny theSun-fhine, and calmer Weather of Peace 
and Repofe. But Ali Pafha, General of the Tur- 
Hfh Camp, being by this time arrived the Con¬ 
fines with his powerful Army, refolved not to re¬ 
turn empty or in vain, without advantaging the 
Ottcmau Inrereft, and making fome Satisfaction 
towards the Expence and Trouble of fo great an 
Army. Wherefore taking pretence againft Va¬ 
radin , for receiving Ragotz,hi after his Defeat, 
abetting his party, and following his Intereft, de- 
figned to fummon that important Fortrefs to fur- 
render , which is fituated at the loot of thofe 
Mountains which open a Paffageinto Tranfilvania. 
ThePeo- The Inhabitants of Varadin terrified at the ap¬ 
ple of Va- p roac h Q f this formidable Enemy, difpatched 
crave aid a Meffenger to the Emperor, imploring with 
nf the mod effectual Arguments his Sacred Protection 
Emperor, and powerful Affiftance againft the common Ene¬ 
my to Cbrifttndom , reprefentlng to his Cefare- 
an Majefty, how that the Turks in their Capitu¬ 
lations with him, had agreed to Build or EreCt 
no new Fort on thofe Frontiers: and whereas it 
was the fame thing to force and ufurp a Fortrefs 
already made, as to form a new one; the taking 
of Varadin was to be efteemed a real Violation of 
the Articles of Peace. That his Majefty would 
be pleafed to reflect on the fatal Confequences 
which the lofs of Varadin might prove to Hunga¬ 
ry as well as Tranfihania ; being that Gate,which 
obftrudted, cuts off all Intercourfe between them 
and Germany . Thefe Confiderations with feve- 
ral others, were exceeding prevalent in the Impe¬ 
rial Council; fo that it was refolved, that Gene¬ 
ral Scuches fliould prepare his Army, and put all 
things in readinefs to afford the Affiftance which 
was defired; fuppofing that with the German 
Regiments, and Hungarian Forces, might be 
formed an Army of about 25-. thoufand fighting 
men. But in regard in thofe lnftrudtions given to 
Soucbes, there was a Claufe, that he fliould be care¬ 
ful not to engage his Forces in any attempt, 


where the event might be doubtful, he affembled t 6 6 i. 
the principal Perfons of that Country, and the — 
Militia, to confult whether fuccor and relief 
might be given to Varadin, without hazarding the 
Army in a doubtful and a dangerous Adventure: 
in confideration of-which point, a true Compu¬ 
tation being made of all the Imperial Forces, 
they were found much inferior to; chat calculate 
which was made of them av Vienna ■> For that 
fince Tockai, Zdtmar , Kalo , ahd; other places be¬ 
longing to the State of Ragotzki, had been Gati- 
foned by German Soldiers, there remained not of 
them above 4000. effective Men; the Hungarian 
Forces which were fuppofed to have confifted of 
2,000. Men, could not form 600.; the Haiducks 
which were computed to be 6000. Men, did not 
appear in thePerfonof one; being all dilperfed 
and retired to their own homes. The additional The diffi-

certain, as the Expectation of them long and te- vvarulth 
dious; for tho the Imperial Forces united are t h e Turks. 
of puiflance fufficient to bid Battel, and Defiance 
to the numerous Troops of the Ottoman Power; 
yet in regard the Union of that Body depends on 
the Affembly of Diets, Treaties, and long De¬ 
bates, which are fubjeCt to time and delays, caufed 
by different Factious, (which are impoifible co be 
avoided amongft different States) whole Difuni- 
ons, Competitions, Emulations and Pretences, 
always in fiich meetings abound,and prejudicethe 
common caufeand benefit of the Empire; the 
raifing of fuch a formidable Army, becomes a 
matter always of time and difficulty. Howfoe-

Secure, apprehend not tfye Premures and Storms 
that the Emperor fuftains, and is enforced to ex¬ 
pel with the lofs and diminution ofhis own People, 
and impoveriflunent of his,- peculiar Treafure; 

To thefe Confiderations, which rendered thefe 
pious Intentions ' towards Varadin almoft im- 
poffible, there wanted Money, which is the Si¬ 
news of War, and the Soul of all Enterprizes: 

And that which farther retarded thofe Succors and 
Profecution of the defign in hand, was the depar¬ 
ture o His Cefarean Majefty from his -Court at 
Vienna,. pn occafion of a Progrefs as far as Triefte, 
to take Homage of bis Provinces of Stiria, Carin- 
tbia and Cragno ; which was an ACtion much 
againft the Counfel and Advice of the Arch-Duke 
Leofold his Uncle; who forefaw how great difor- 
ders would enfue by the Emperors abfence,in this 
Conjuncture, from his Imperial Court. Upon 
which Confiderations, Count Soucbes fent a true 
Lift of all his Forces, with an account of the 
ftrength of his Enemy; remonftrating that it was 
impoifible to convey Forces into Varadin, without 
hazarding a Battel with Ali Palha, which would 
prove an abfolute Breach of the Peace; which in 
this Conjuncture, and want of Preparation, was 
j neither honourable, nor fafe for the Empire. 

In the mean time Ali Palha proceeded and Varadin 
encamped with his Army before Varadin , break- befieged. 
ing firlt Ground the 40b of July, 1660. and be¬ 
ginning a formal Siege, he loan begirt the 
Town, and continually labouring in making 
Trenches, Batteries and Approaches, they arri¬ 
ved in a few days to the Counterlcrap of the 
Wall.

done before, the powerful protection, andfacred 
Patronage of the Imperial Eagles, alledging thofe 
Arguments of common fafety, and mutual inte- 
reit, which apparent reafon fuggefted, and 
which were the pretent Subject and Theme of all 
the Courts in Christendom. To this Demand the 
Emperor aflented.promifing readily his afliftance, 
but with Provifo, that for his fecurity, the Cities 
of Zecbelbid, Cbowar , Julia, and other places, 
thould receive Garifons of German Soldiers.

the beginning of June, he laid the foundations i 66 i.

nient toaffault, and offend the Enemy, and to fix 
the Bulwark, or Redoubt, of the Province of Sti- 
ria, which work was laid with that fecrefie, and 
executed with fuch expedition, that it was almoft 
finifhed before it was known , or notice taken 
thereof by the Turks ; but fo foon as it was difeo- 
vered, and the News arrived at Conftantinople , 
the old Vizier Kuperlee ftormed with rage,and in 
his height of paflion , figried a Command for 
ftrangling the Pafha of Canifia, for not timely 
preventing the Erection of that Fort in its begin¬ 
ning. In like manner this work was an occafion

This hath always been the Mailer-piece 
cf the Turkifi) Policy, and this difunion amongft 
Chriftians hath availed the Ottoman Intereft more 
than their Swords, and confirmed their obftinacy 
in Religion with a Miracle , as if the divifion of 
Chriftian Princes (which in IateAgeshavefruftra- 
ted the holy defigns againft this common Enemy) 
had been an effedtof their Prayers, and a Concef- 
fion of Divine Providence to their daily Petitions. 
So now the Tranfilvanians being divided , great 
numbers of them revolted from Ksmenit/s to Apafi, 
^uied ,W which not only weakned , but difcouraged the 
rou Chriftian Army with fear andconfufion* amidft 
of which, Ah Pafha took his time to affaultthem, 
not far from Cladiovolis a , and being afiifted by the 
advantagious conjundtureof the prefent opportu¬ 
nity, fo wholly difcomficed them, that he killed 
and took yooco perfons, which was the Iflue of . 
the prefent union, and theexclufion of Kemcnius, 
who was now forced to abandon Tranfilvania, and 
feek his refuge in Hungary. 

Howfoever Kemenius could not here reft fatisfi- 
ed, but revolving in his mind certain ways tore- 
cover his Principality, obtained from Montecu- '■ 
culi fame German Troops; with which, and with ' 
his own foattered Forces, which at length be had j 
colledted into a Body, hereiblved to try his For- , j 
tune once more with the Turks ; and joining Bat¬ 
tel with them, not far from Freiburg, he fought 
with a refolution becoming the defperatenefs of.

Notwithftanding which, the rumour at this 
time running, of a Combination of all Chriften- 
dom againft the Turk, with Men or Money, for- 
warded by the endeavours of the Pope, and the Ka ou y ‘ 
contrivances of Venice, encreafcd the former jea- 
loufy, and caufed the Skirmiflies on the Fron¬ 
tiers to be more hot and frequent: And the Vi¬ 
zier being froward and cholerick, and by nature 
jealous; matters had immediately proceeded to 
an open rupture, had not the German Refident, 
by his Moderation and Prudence, reprefented af¬ 
fairs iu the fmootheft guife of Peace, and de¬ 
layed the War rather than compofed it j fo that 
this whole Summer was fpent in difputes, mef- 
fages, and debates on both fides. 

The Vizier defigning this War in his Eye, and 
defirous to comply with the vagrant humour of 
his Matter, who was weary of his Seraglio at Con- Tbe T.r- 
fiantinuple, refolved to transfer the Turkifii Court 
to Adrianople , fo that toward the end of June 
they entered their Tents without the City. Eut „ 0 pi e .

At which time the Greek and Armenian Patriarchs 
are likewile defired to offer up their Devoctons,and 
intercede with God for mitigation of the Pefti- 
lence ; and the fame Day in a Field called Ok- 
maidan , do all affemble, though divided apart, 
to pray againft the common Calamity, it not 
teeming vain to-them, that every one fhould call 
upon his God. Nor did the Plague rage 'only in 
the City, but the Ships aad Turks Saykes were in- 
feCted in parts remote on the Black Sea, and the 
Propontu, fo that above a Hundred Sail were re¬ 
ported to be lodged at feveral Ports for want of 
Seamen to navigate them home. The Camp alfo 
where the Grand Signior, and Vizier remain¬ 
ed , was not exempted from this common 
Con; 
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1 6 6 i- Contagion, for the neceflTary intercourfe between 
that and the City communicated the evil equal 
unto both, ftrowing the ways with dead Bodies, 
in that manner as reprefented a paflage conduct¬ 
ing to a Coemetery, or Gbarnel-houfe, rather 
than to a Martial Camp or Court of a Great Em¬ 
peror. This mortality haftned the Grand Signior 
with his Army and Attendances into a better Air, 
the Vizier was to follow a few days after, but be¬ 
fore his departure he fetled and conftituted his 
Son Cbimacam , or Governour of Conftantinople. 
Tilings in this confufion and bafte not being well 
provided for, the Grand Signiors reception at A- 
driancple caufed him to prolong his Journey by 
raking a compafs round by the Callles at the 
mouth of the Hellespont, and from thence went 
to Dimotodum , where having lingered out eight 
or ten days more, he made a folemn entrance 
into Adrianople, which will for fome years fol¬ 
lowing be difeourfed in this Hiftory as the Seat of 
the Ottoman Empire. 

The time of this great Mortality was no fea- 
lon for us to move in buiinefs or aftion, we and 
all other Chriftians avoiding common converfoti- 
on, every one confuking his particular fafety ; 
Howfoever two bufineffes brought our Lord Am- 
baffador to Town from his Country Retirement. 
One was to obtain juftice from the Vizier, on two 
mifereant Turks who had committed a Robbery 
on his Page and Steward, as they were drinking 
at a Fountain near a place called Baucbafarai, a 
Village inhabited by Greeks', the Steward by the 
fwiftnefs of his Horfe efcaped, but the Page being 
fckly and weak fell into their hands, and was 
£ ? gnevoufly wounded by them. Complaints hereof 
ftice to bein 8 made to the Grand Vizier, he feemed much 
wards our concerned at the evil treatment of the Ambafla- 
Anibalfa- dors fervants; and therefore fent the Nayp of the 
dor. Kadi of Galata to take notice, and write down 
the Wounds which the Page had received ; and • 
at the fame time difpatched Officers into all parts 
adjacent, to take the Thieves, and to examine, 
and torment the people in places where it might 
be fufpefted only that they were harboured, and 
that nothing (hould be neglected in order to this 
difeovery. Jc is incredible with what diligence, fe- 
verity, and violence this command was executed, 
the people in the Villages where they had lodged I 
or been, or but palled through, were all feized ; 
and the men examined under the Cudgel, with 
Drubs on their feet; the men, women, and chil¬ 
dren of Baucba-farai were carried, and fome of 
them-in Chains,to our AmbafTadors Houfe at Pera-, 
and alf the Countries round were fo ill treated, 
that their common fafety was concerned in the 
taking of thefe Thieves, and the allarum was by 
this time fo far Ipread, that it was moreprelling 
and urgent than our Hue-and-Cry ; in fhorr, one of 
the Thieves was taken ; and he difcovered the 
abode of his Companion, and both were brought 
to our AmbaffadoFS Houfe, and there put into 
the Stocks, laden with Chains, and guarded by 
the Turkijk Officers. The next day they were 
carried before the Stambol-Efends, or Recorder of 
Conftantinople , they confeffed the faCt, and Hoget 
or Sentence paired upon them, whieffby Law 
could reach no farther than to the Gallies ; but 
being brought before the Vizier, he had a mind to 
itretch the Law, and their necks to a farther ex¬ 
tent , and fo without other demur calling the 
Hang-man, ordered him to put Ropes about their 
necks,and tocarry them to the Lord Ambaflador, 
following his directions for their execution; and fo 
accordingly one was hanged by the Fountain,and 
the other on a Tree at the entrance into tbe Vil¬ 
lage of Baucbe-faraii This Exemplary juftice 


railed the reverence, and fear of the Country- 165, 
people towards our Ambaflador unro ihat degree, 
that during the rime of the Earl of Wmcbilfta. \ no¬ 
thing of this nature ever puffed again, but on the 
contrary, the Pailants, and the people in the 
Countries round, honoured and feared him like 
one of their Palha’s, or great men. 

The other bufinefi was of a different nature re¬ 
lating to the Emin, or Cuftomer of Aleppo, who 
being difmiffed of his Employment was now come 
to Conftantinople ; before his departure from Aleppo, 
he had demanded of our Merchants there itfcco 
Dollars for Arrears of Cuftom due to him, on 
Silk and other Goods; his pretence was falfe and 
unjuft, howfoever it being ufual for Turks upon 
every demand to gain an advantage, the matte* 
was compounded with the Sum of 2500 Do! 
lars, and fo the Cuftomer departed with an ap¬ 
pearance of perfect fatisfaCtation ; nocwirhftand- 
ing which coming to Conftantinople he renewed 
his precenfions again, and by the favour of the 
Reis-Efendi or Secretary of State, fo proceeded in 
his buiinefs, that the Lord Ambaflador was for¬ 
ced to make a fecond compolition with 2.000 
Dollars. 

The Grand Signior and Vizier, as we faid be¬ 
fore, being now at Adrianople, the Viziers Deputy, 
called by the name of the Caimacam, governed 
Conftantinople, to whom our Ambaflador, accor¬ 
ding to cuftom made a vific, prefenting him with 
eight Veils. 

Likewife in abfence of the Vizier,it being ufual 
for the Ambaflador to make a Vifit to the Biftan- 
gee-Bajhee, or Head of the Gardiners; his Excel¬ 
lency palled that Complement on him, and pre- 
fented him with four Veils. This perfon though 
entitled Head-Gardiner, is yet of great power, 
making a confiderable figure at Court > for he not 
only commands all the Gardiners belonging to 
the many Seraglio’s of the Grand Signior, which 
are very confiderable in number, but his Jurifdi- 
Ction reaches all along the Bofpborus , and com¬ 
mands the Villages, Woods and Countries at a 
fardiftance, fo that he may in Englijh be com¬ 
par’d to the chief Ranger. 

It was now towards the Winter, when this Vi- Kuperlee 

zier Kuperlee, finding himfelf mature with Age, fend* for 
and ready to fall like Autumn Fruit, font for his his Son - 
Son from Conftantinople to bear a lhare with him 
in the Burden of the Empire. This he did with 
the confent of the Grand Signior, for he alledged, 
that being now feeble and decayed, he could not 
make bis perfonal Addrefles as formerly, nor at¬ 
tend at the Court to render his Majelly an ac¬ 
count of his Affairs ; and therefore had need of. 
fo ttufiy a Meflenger as his Son, to carry his ad¬ 
vices and directions, and faithfully to communi¬ 
cate what he fhould encharge to his Relation ; 
all others being on fome confideration or other 
lufpeCted, and at leaft Enemies to him, or to the 
Grand Signior. The Sultan accepting the pro- 
pofidon and the Perfon, had .often occafions of 
difcourfe and familiarity with the Son, called 
Ahmet, who deported himfelf with rhat faith and 
prudence in the management of all his Affairs, 
that the old Vizier had no great difficulty to pro¬ 
cure a Gj-ant of fucceflion for him in that Office : 

For though there were many obllacles therein, as 
theabhorrency of the Turkifh Policy from all he¬ 
reditary fucceflion in places of trull; and the 
Youth of his Perfon, not exceeding thirty two 
years of Age, and fome emulous, powerful, and 
ancient Competitors, who hated the Father; 

Yet the old Fox had fo ingratiated himfelf with Procur « 

; his Mailer, for (to fpeak truly; he had been the 
only tnftrument that had preferyed him and his son-

old Man acknowledged the favour with all humi¬ 
lity and thankfulnels, declaring, that he had now 
ferved his Majelly faithfully for the fpace of five 
years, a longer proportion than commonly Vi¬ 
ziers had managed that Office, in luch tem- 
peltuous and diftraCted times, who either for 
their own offences , or want of Providence, 
or good Condud , have made fhip wrack of 
their own lives, and the Charge they pi¬ 
loted : But he had lived in the worft of times, 
when the fpirits of men'with difeontent were en- 
flamed round about him, and threatned the ruine 
of their Prince and Empire; and yet had reduced 
things to compofure, and to the obedience of the 
Ottoman Yoke, that now he that was the Sultan 
might incline his Head to reft with fecurity, and 
enjoy his paltimes and pleafures, without being 
interrupted by thofe Confpiracies, which deftroy- 
ed his Father, and endangered him in his years of 
Infancy. And becaufe the continuance of his Se¬ 
curity and Glory depended on the execution of 
certain Maximes, which he had framed to himfelf, 
he was chalking out to his Son fuch undoubted 
Rules and Doftrines of Government, as would 
certainly tend to the glory and prolperity of the 
Empire , being abundantly fatisfied that his Son 
was faithful, prudent, and atftive. But three 
things he particularly recommended to his Ma- 
jefty. 

Rules gi- 1. Never to give Ear to the Counfels and Ad- 
ven to the vices of Women.

Kuperlee On the lytb of OEtoher, Kuperlte having ended 
dies. his days, whole Difeafe was Old Age, and a Gan¬ 
grene in his Legs, his Son by Hattelheriff, or the 
Grand Signior’s Patent under his hand, taking the 
Seal, was conftituted Vizier in the place of his Fa¬ 
ther, to the admiration anddifappointmentoftiie 
graver Seniors, who were difeontented, not only 
to perceive themfelves neglected, but that perfon 
alfo to fupplant them, who was judged uncapa- 
bleof the Office, according to the Canon, and 
ancient Precedents of this Government. 

The Body of Kuperlee was tranfported to Con¬ 
ftantinople, where in his life time he had eredted a 
very ftately and magnificent Strafture, and his 
Monument over the Grave, or Vault, where he 
defigned to be interred. In his life time he had 
filled it with Corn, which daily was diftributed to 
the poor, and beingempried after his death, re¬ 
ceived his Corps, over which a fmall Mofch was 
endowed with Oyl for Lamps, and maintenance 
of certain Talifmansand Softaes, to make Prayers 
and Offerings for his Soul. 

UtlaL The Father thus interred, Ahmet his Son 
cut off. began to contrive his owneftablifliment, and to 
fettle his Greatnels on the foundation of his Fa¬ 
thers Rules of Policy, from whom not to degene¬ 
rate in cruelty of Nature, or leave his Legacies 
unpaid to thofe he had proferibed, he in the firft 
place focrificed the Blood of theEalhaof Mag-

cannot be cut off during his Command, without 
infringement of the honour and order of the Ja- 
nifaries ) preferved Hill his Station, and Com¬ 
mand in defpight of the Viziers hate and endea¬ 
vours. But what could not be done by meer vir¬ 
tue of the abfolute Power, was effected under 
the appearance of honour and favour of the Sul- 
tan, who by his Royal Commiflion, having made 
him Palha of Damaftut, he was at the lame inftanc 
deprived of his. Military Power and Priviledge 
and lay now naked and expoled to the Arbitrary 
Pleafure and will of his Adverlary. Nor could 
his prayers or tears incline the Grand Signiors 
mind to reverfe his Order, who, together with 
the Vizier, rather inforced it with the fpecious 
pretext of Favour and Grace for his former me¬ 
rits, and with commendation of his Abilities agree¬ 
able to the importance of fo confiderable a Go¬ 
vernment, encreafed the juft fufpicion of Solyman, Solymab 
( for fo the Kayab-begb was called ; not being ig- ? afca in 
notanc of the Turkift Proverb, A Kayab-begb is d,fgiace - 
like a Fiflim the Water, which out of its Element 
immediately dies.

cording to the Duty of a good Subjeft, who ought 
to acquiefce in the fentence of his Prince, which, 
though never fo full of fevericy, ought to.be be¬ 
lieved , and called Clemency. The Vizier now 
hailed Solyman Palha to depart with all expedi¬ 
tion, not allowing him above Four or Five days 
time to make preparation for fo long a Journey, 
which otherwife be would have prolonged,as one, 
like the reft of Mankind, defirous to protradt the 
thread of Life, imagining that in his journey, at 
fome diftance, where his Death might be moli 
obfeure, and leaft noted, the Ediift of the Grand 
Signior might overtake him, and find a Grave 
for him in fome lolitary Deferc, or unfre¬ 
quented Mountain. Wherefore he made one 
Day an Addrels to the Vizier, under pretence 
of taking his laft farewel, and freely ac¬ 
quainted him with his apprehenfion and his 
Q * fears 
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fears, defiring that he would deal asi franklywlA 
him, in letting him know the inmoft of his Fate, 
for that now he was in his hand, and was fo good 
a Proficient in the Mahometan Religion, as to op- 
pore nothing which was hisDeftmy, « 
ftent with the Decree of the Sultan. The Vizier 
reverencing the Years, and pitying the Conditi¬ 
on offo worthy a Commander, abafed foie y by 
his Power, bid him be of good cheer ,affuring 
him of his Life, folong as he afted nothing con¬ 
trary unto his, which he confirmed by Vows, 
and all imaginable Protections, encouraging 
him to proceed forward to his Government with 
thofe cheerful Words and Affurances, that Soly- 
man Pafba taking his farewel with more eafe ot 
mind, and confidence of Life, departed Adrta- 
nople in three days after his defignment to the 
He ii rent n / w office . But nQ tmany days Journey bad he 
aW2y ‘ advanced into Ajia, before the Grand Signiors 
and Viziers Commands overtook him, altering 
his defign for Damafcut, and inftead thereof or¬ 
dered him a Pilgrjmage unto Mecba, and exile 
into the remote and defert parts of Arabia, until 
he Ihould be thought worthy to be recalled by 
that power which banilhed him. In like manner 
fome few davs after, the Mufti being on a Fri¬ 
day feated in his place, in the Mofch of Sultan Se¬ 
lim (a very noble and 1 famous Fabrick) and atten¬ 
ding there the Grand Signiors entrance, that be 
might begin his Prayers, was unexpectedly whil- 
pered in the Ear, that he fhould retire and give 
place to another Mufti ; which immediately he 
obeyed, and in four hours departed lAdrtanc- 
ple, being banilhed to Gallipoli , for his Fnendlhip 
fas was fuppofed J to Solyman Pallia, and for not 
palfing the Fetfa for his Death, according to the 
will and defire of the Grand Signior.. 

Duringthe Tranfadtionof thefe affairs in divers 
parts, the Wars againft the Venetians were carri¬ 
ed on faintly ; the Gallies had no other defign, or 
employment, than to tranfport recruits of Men 
and Ammunition to Canea , that to the Turks 
might rather keep the ground that they had 
gained in that lfland,than add thereunto by new 
Conquefts, until fuch time as that being freed 
from other Wars, they might have leifure and 
opportunity to attend unto that alone. Accor¬ 
dingly the Captain Palha fet forth at the ufual 
Sealon from Con/lantinople ; and arrived at 
with twenty three Gallies, befides his own called 
the Baftard-Gally , or Admiral; the advice of 
which, coming to the Captain-General of the Ve¬ 
netians, he haftned thither with all his Fleet to be- 
fiege him in the Port: but this feeming after fome 
days a tedious work, and what might lofe too 
much time ; he refolved to depart from thence, 
and fo leaving a fufficient Guard before the Port, 
he fet Sail with two Galleaffes, thirteen light Gal¬ 


lies, and feven Auxiliaries fortheCnaft of ^ 
Rhodes : where his Brigartires adv.-ed, th.t the 
remainder of the Turkifh Fleet were Anchored, 
and were taking aboard two thoufand Soidie.s 
for reinforcing Canea ; but before the Venetians 
could arrive, intelliger.ee was given them by the 
way, that the Turks were Inched fmm Rhodes, 
and were Anchored under the Ifland r.f Vatmos ; 
wherefore altering their courfe, they fteered for 
i JsTio, and there watering their Veffels, failed near 
to Nixia, where the Van-guard difeovered five 
and thirty Gallies of the Enemy, which had made , 
prize of aTartana laden with Prdvifions defin¬ 
ed for the Venetian Fleer, and having taken out 
her lading, had fet her on fire. The Venetians hs- 
' ving their Enemy in their Eye, gave them cha.e 
until the Evening, when the Night coming on, 
put an end to the purfuit .* but keeping their 
courfe towards CW/rt, they had fight again of 
them the next Morning, and coming nearer, the 
Turkifh Admiral put forth his Flag of Defiance, 
as if he intended to come to a Battel; but the 
Wind blowing hard, and the Sea mcresfing, both 
Fleets were feparated until the Morning; when 
the Venetians difeovered certain of the Enemies 
Gallies to Leeward of Milo , where bearing down 
before the Wind upon them, five of them ran a- 
(hore ; one was funk, and four were Taken by 
the Venetian and Maltefe Gallies, three of which 
fighting with great Courage and Valour, killed 
divers brave Cavaliers of one and the other Coun¬ 
try The men which ran die Gallies afhore at 
Milo , did it with defign to fecure themfelves in . 
that fmall Fort which the Turks polletied in that 
Ifland • but they were not able to wirkf.and the 
valour of the Venetians , who having firft recover¬ 
ed the Cannon of the Gallies* which were ran a- 
{hore, with their rigging, and what elfe was ufe- 
ful, they fet the Hulls on Fire; and immediate¬ 
ly entering the Port, the Captain-Genera, land¬ 
ed two hundred feted!: men, and vererane Soldi¬ 
ers to befiege the Fortrefs, giving Orders to one 
Manolaccbi Macchiotti, who was well acquainted 
with the Turki/h Language, to fumraon them to 
a Treaty, the which they readily accepted, and 
were received to quarter at diferetion of the Ge¬ 
neral i the next Morning they were brought 
down to the Sea-Coaft to the number of about - 
nine hundred, amongft which there was a Jant- 
zar-Aga, a Bey of Rhodes, and three of Con(lan- 
tinople, befides Captains, and other perfons of 
condition and quality.

Guns, or any other way, with abundance of noife 
and confufion , which Paftime, tho lawful in it 
felf, and commendable enough in fo great a 
Prince, yet the frequent ufe of it, was a burden 
and an oppreffion to his People, whilll in the 
Winter they palfed many cold Nights in the 
Woods, and being unufed to that hardfhip, many 
of them paid for their Emperors Paftime with their 
own lives. 

The vizier Th e Grand Signior being now at Confiantinople , 

vours to the Vizier i ud 8 ed noc himfelf fo well fixed in his 
eftahiifh Government, but that through the Malice of his 
himfelf. powerful Enemies, who were familiar to the 
Grand Signiors Ear, he was then in danger to be 
fhaken 5 the principal of which was KuzJir Aga, 
or chief Eunuch of the Women of the Seraglio, 
who by means of the Valede, or Queen Mother, 
wasill-atfefted to him.being both inclined to prefer 
fome Favourites of their own, for the Diminuti- 
tion and Eclipfe of the Viziers Power, one where¬ 
of was the Tefterdar Pallia, or Lord Treafurer, 
placed in Office againft the Viziers Approbation, 
which the Vizier underftanding, made fhort 
Work with him, depriving him of his Office, 
commanded him in a few hours to quit Confianti¬ 
nople. 

But the Queen Mother, and Kuzlir Aga refec¬ 
ting this Affront to their Favourite, refolved to 
even fcores in a piece of the like Nature; Where¬ 
fore they obtained for the Viziers Kahya , or 
Steward, the Palhalick of Darbiquier , a rich and 
honourable Government , not for any difaffe- 
dtion or hatred they had unto him, but only to 
deprive the Vizier of the Counfel and Afliftance 
of fo knowing and faithful a Servant; for he 
was a Perfon, who by his own Eftate and 
Friends had railed the Houle of Kuperlee , having 
in the time of his Poverty and Meannels lent 
him that Sum of Money, which gave him the 
firft Rife to his Richels and Authority; for Re¬ 
compense and Intereft of which, old Kuperlee 
made him his Steward, and (hared to him his 
Honours and Profperity; in which deporting 
himfelf towards all People with the feme modefty 
and evennels of Temper which he ufed in his for¬ 
mer Condition, he procured no Enemies to his 
own Perfon, and fuch as hated the Intereft he 
ferved, only wiftiing him difobliged from it, fo 
as to be able to difpenfe their Malice on the Vi¬ 
zier, wichout concerning him in his Maftersruin. 
This confideration moved the angry Lady, and 
the envious Eunuch to vex their Adverlary by

j Tbe Y izie . r bein g thus weakned by the remo- 
yal of his faithfulleft Friend, his Condition was

falfe (lories to conceal his Refidence at Conflanti- 
nople. This fee the Vizier all on fire, and made 
him tremble wich the choughts of it; wherefore 
fearch was made for him day and night, but not 
found; for in reality he was goneon his defigned 
Journey, only it was the misfortune of his Kahya, 
or Steward, as before it was of Mortal s Emaum, 1' 
to fall into the Viziers hands, who being beaten to 
confefs where his Matter was, died afterwards of 
the blows. 

But notwithftanding that Mortaz,* was fled, 
yet the Vizier laid not afide his fears and thoughts 
concerning him, not knowing how foon he might 
be recalled home,and feated in his place; of which 
various Examples are extant in Turkifh Hiftory ; 
and therefore he fent orders to Mabomit Pafha, 
his late Kahya, now Palha of Darbiquier , as Ge¬ 
neral ( with the knowledge andconfenc of the 
Grand Signior) and to the Palhaws of Aleppo , 
Erzurum and others near adjacent, to prepare 
and affemble what Force was neceffary to con- 
ftrain the King of the Curdi, to furrender Morta- 
z.a into their hands: Buc whilll thefe matters were 
in agitation, fome unexpedted troubles in Georgia.

This Fadt was fo hainoufly received by 
the Princes of the three Provinces under the Yer¬ 
fian, that with common confent, they eledted one 
to fucceed Acbic-bafh, and extorted che power out 
of the hands of rae Am >rous Traitor. The 
Princes of the three provinces under the 
Turk alarm’d hers it, made iniurrection, refolving

whole Kingdom being, as it were, one Mountain 
of dangerous anddifficulc accels, hath hitherto 
preserved the Inhabitants from the Ottomon Sub- 
jeftion.

Wherefore he craved the affiftance 
of the Emperor, and of the King of Poland, ac¬ 
quainting other Chriftian Princes more remote of 
the lad eftate of the Chriftian Caufe» he fent alfo 
hij Ambaffadors to the Port with moft fubmiffive 
Letters to the Vizier, complaining againft the Pa¬ 
llia of Varadin , and craving his Commands for 
retirement of his Army, within their due and an¬ 
cient bounds. Letters Were alfo dire&ed to the 
Publick Reprefentatives of Chriftian Princes re- 
fiding at Conftantinople, one of which was direct¬ 
ed to the Earl of Winchelfea , His Majefties Ambaf¬ 
fador , which, being that which may conduce to 
the more full underftanding of thi prefent deplo¬ 
rable Condition of Trdnfilvania, I thought fit to 
be here mentioned.

This Letter Was received by His Majefties 
Ambaffador with that humanity as was agreeable 
to his Noble Nature; and with that fenfe of the 
Chriftian Caufe as became a Religious Minifter 
of the Faith’s Defender, and an AnfWer returned 
thereunto full of affedtionate Piety and CompaP. 
fiori. But it Was feared that the time was elap- 
fed, and the Difeafe proceeded too far to admit 
a gentle Cure; for it could not probably be ex¬ 
pected, that the Vizier (hould, upon fair words 
or perfwafiohs, or by the force of paffionate and 
Rhetorical eapreffions, be induced to let flip the 
R a fair 
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i 6 6 x. fair opportunity of an intire and total fubjedtion 
of Tranfilvania. And the truth is, herein lay the 
ground of the great Qparral between thefe two 
Emperors; for ever fince the Defeat of Cbimianus 
( or as the Tranfilvanians call him Ktmen'tus ) the 
Turk fwallowing in his thoughts the intire fubje- 
dtion of that Country, defigned to reduce it to the 
Government of a Pafha, rather than of a Chri- 
ltian Prince, though eledted at the Ottomon Port; 
and in order thereunto, advanced beyond the Li¬ 
mits of the ancient bounds, and pitched his Camp 
• in the very Bowels of the Country. Thefe pro¬ 
ceedings giving matter of jealoufie to all the Cap- 
tains of the bordering Chriliians; the Count Serhii 
fir ft haftned the finishing of his Fort, as much as 
was poflible ; and next, according cohis exam¬ 
ple, the Imperialifis in all parts of the Borders for¬ 
tified their Towns and Caftles, and reinforced 
their Garifons; which was anfwered by the Turks 
in the like preparations. And thus mutual fears 
and jealoufies effected that ill Correfpon- 
dence, in which the State of Affairs then remain¬ 
ed. 

And fince Tranfdvama is the prcfent Scene of 
Adtion, it will not be much from our purpofe to 
digrefs a little in declaring theftateof thatmife- 
rable Principality, and by what ways arid means 
the Turks encreafed their Tribute, and encroach¬ 
ed on their Liberties; the which Relation I re¬ 
ceived from one of the Tranfilvaniau Agents , 
to this effedt. 

A Hiftory In the time of Sultan Solyman, Tranfilvania was 
o(Tratijll- governed by her own Laws, and her natural 
Xi n r Un Prince, paying then only Thirty Thoufand Dol- 
Mlfcry * lars of yearly Tribute. After which Alt Pafha 
taking Varadin on the Frontiers, had feme part 
of the Country alloted him for maintenance of 
his Garifon, and at that time fblemtdy: flvore.Thac 
beyond thofe Limits allotted to Varadin, the Turks 
fhould not farther enter into Tranfilvania, hut that 
Oath being little regarded, they have fince that 
time poffelfed themfelves of fix Provinces, (viz.) 
Bicbar , Doboka, Halnock, Celos , in Which is Clan . 
diopolis, and of the heft part of Zarand. Nor 
were the Ti/r/L Satisfied herewith, but in the year 
1658. the Vizier Ruperlee entered Tranfilvania. 
and by force of Arms took the ftrong Town of 
fanova , and demanded the Surrender of Lugas 
and Karanfebes into his .hands. Nor could the 
allegations of the O^th of Sultan Solyman, or of 
Ali Pafha, or any other perfwafions or fubmifli- 
on induce him to moderate any part of his fevere 
demands, until ifittt having miferably deftroyed 
the whole Country, and fatiated bimfelf with 
blood , he was contented, upon the fad and 
humble fupplication of the AmbafTador from that 
Prince , to withdraw his Army out of Tranfilva¬ 
nia, on condition that Fifty thoufand Dollars of 
yearly Tribute fhould be added to the former 
Thirty thoufand , and that Lugas and Karanfebes 
fhould be wholly abandoned by the native Inha¬ 
bitants, and deliverd into pofleffion of the Turk : 
And as a mark of his abfblute Dominion over that 
Country , he forced one Acbacius Barcley , em¬ 
ployed before as Ambailador to him, to take on 
him the Government, threatning that if he ac¬ 
cepted not of the Charge, he would inveft a Car¬ 
ter in the Principality : Notwithftahding all this 
Treatment; and though the Tranfilvanians com- 
ply’d with all the propofitions offered them by 
the Tnrk, yet not long after the Tartar Han 
palfed twice through the Country, miferably 
harraffing, fpoiling, and killing, or making Cap¬ 
tives all he met, whofe departure alfo from 
this Country was pnrchafed with a confiderable 
Sum of Money, And this was the ftace of the mifery 


of Tranfilvania, when the troubles railed by Ra- 1 002^ 
gotzki and Kemcnius added to the other difcon- 
tents, and adminiftred farther occafion to the en- 
fuing War. 

But whilft the thoughts of the Ottoman Court 
were intent on their preparation for the next 
years War in Hungary, advice came that the 
Turkifh Fleet, confuting of Seventeen Ships, and 
Thirty feven Saiques, lately departed from Con¬ 
stantinople bound for Alexandria in *s£gypt, and 
convoyed by fix Gallies, which met them at Scio, 
very rich With Money, and other goods, ( whofe 
returns are yearly for the raoft part made in Su¬ 
gar , Coffee, Rice, and other Commodities) 
were encountred near Rhodes by the Venetian Ar- 
mata, and fitch ruine and prize made of them, Th tAlex- 
that of theThreefcore Sail,Twenty eightSaiques, andnan 
4 Ships were funk and taken: (viz.) 1 8 Saiques F |eet en- 
taken, Sc 10 burnt, 3 Ships taken,and one burnt, 5 ° un , rre r d ! 
and thereon Two hundred and feventy Slaves, 
among which there were of note, Arnout A fan 
Aga, Eunuch of the Seraglio, Mahomet Aga, Bafi 
cut Agafey of Grand Cairo, and Emin Reis , Cap¬ 
tain of a Ship. When this news arrived, J hap¬ 
pened to be at the Viziers Court, and perceived a 
ftrange difturbance and alteration in the faces of 
then prefent; bqt more particularly the Grand 
Signior feemed to be heated with fury, and pre¬ 
fent ; refolution of revenge; fb that he had almoft 
forgotten his defigns againft. the Emperor; and 
quitting his paftime in Hunting, he began to talk 
of tranfporting his Arms into Dalmatia , and there¬ 
upon fent Orders to one Beco a Begh of the Mo~ 
rea to caufe a furvey of the High-ways, Paffages, 
and Bridges towards Dalmatia, as if he had in¬ 
tended immediately to march, and either to de¬ 
fer his Hungarian War, or wage both at the fame 
time. But his graver,and more foberGouncil mo¬ 
derated his heat with Reafon,knowing that the de¬ 
figns of Princes, though never fb abfolute, mult 
be fubjedt to times and feafons, until their Pow¬ 
ers can extend to Omnipotency, which never yet 
could exceed the abilities of a mortal man, 
though feme have affedted Divine Honours, and 
by Flatterers have been ranked after death in the 
number of the Gods. The Venetians loft Seventy 
men only, or thereabouts, and amongft them 
Giacomo Semitecolo , a noble Venetian, with other 
Braves and Souldiers of Fortune. T he Turks hor¬ 
ribly touched with this lofs and difgrace, efpe- 
cially the Grand Signior, who had an fntereft in 
the Caravana had a mind to vent feme of their 
fury on Signior Ballarino , the Venetian Minifter 
to the Port, like thofe (as we fay ) who can¬ 
not beat the Horfe, will beat the Saddle; fo that 
they intended to imprifon him again in feme dark 
Cell, or obfcure retirement, of which, or offe me 
other rigor Signior Ballarino was fb fenfible, that 
he wrote this enfuing Letter to the Senator Nico- 
lo Contarini , which may ferve to explain the 
anguifh and forrowful apprehenfions of his 
Soul. 

I F my Mind were capable of Comfort, I could 
not in the midfi of fo much anguifh enter¬ 
tain a more efficacious Motive thereunto, than 
thofe obliging Expreffions which your Excel¬ 
lency ufes towards me, who like a Terreftrial 
Deity is pleafed to protett me. But alas, / 
am too much overwhelmed with Grief to difco- 
ver any Subjell which may caufe me to dry my 
Tears. I find no Jhelter againft that Storm 
which 1 forefaw. Nor is it jufficient for me to 
difcover the Tempeft before it arrives: It is 
not 
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6 2.. not fufficient in this darhnefsto lofe my Sleep, 
r'-' difiurb my Quiet, tire my Body , debilitate 
my Health by a Jlender Diet, whilft toffed in 
the Bofom of an inexorable Element , I am 
denied the enjoyment of a ray of Light. I 
hold the Helm of the Ship as dir eft as I can, 
but the adverfe Waves of my Fortune drive 
me into the midft of thofe Storms where I ap¬ 
prehend the greatefl Dangers: I am here in 
the midft of the Sea , which is the Neft of 
Extravagancies, the grand belief of unthought 
of Accidents, the fpacious Theatre of Trage¬ 
dies, a fierce. Giant, a horrible Monfter, who 
with gentle Opiates endeavours to lull ajleep, 
and lead thofe to Deftrutiion who have too 
great a confidence in their own Strength. I 
reproach my felf for not having been able to 
make it fufficiently underftood, how one ftroke 
of adverfe Fortune is capable to put all into 
Danger, who are imbarked in the fame Vef 
fel ; And as little able am -1 to. inculcate into 
the minds of Men, that whilft the Waves of 
the vaft Sea are fmooth and cdm , the nearer 
- is the raging of the Waters, and the fury of 
a Tempeft. It was therefore necejjary that 
tlfere fhould have been fome mere skilful Pilot 
than my felf to conduit this Veffel. I was 
long fince acquainted with my Imperfeltions, 
and therefore called aloud for the affiftance of 
ah abler Pilot, to direll me in this tempeftu- 
bus Region \ but fince I was not heard, I glo¬ 
ried at leaft to be alone in this Gulf, that be¬ 
ing fwallowed up by a final Ruin, my Martyr¬ 
dom may be a means to fave the reft. Rains 
and Lightnings do not affright me, but rather 
ferve to quench that fire of pifdain which I 
conceive againft my felf , for hot knowing how 
to perform better, and ferve io enlighten me 
daily to find out that Compafs or Cart which 
may direll me to a courfe or path of Security. 

/ fear Thunders and Tempefts , becaufe the 
violence of one, and the hardnefs of the other 
is able io render a cold Sweat mixed with 
Blood altogether unprofitable. This miferable 
School, iho of eleven Tears continuance, con- 
ftrains me to ftudy the Difpofition of the Stars , 
the Signs in the Air, the Ebbings and Flowings 
of the Waters, concealed Rocks, the Dangers 
of a long Voyage, and the necejjity of recover- 
ing a Port. I have ftudied indeed, but / 
fear I have not well learned this profound 
Difcipline; for where there is the greateft ur¬ 
gency, there I have gathered the leaft Fruit; 
for fince the Afpell of the Spheres are become 
more inaufpicious , 1 am doubtful that I fhall 
fee the Ship beaten with fwelling Surge t, nnd 
being full of Water, it void be fo far from 
being eafed by thofe opportune Remedies which 
1 bring, that it will rather be encreafed by 
my T?ars. God grant by his miraculous Pro¬ 
vidence, the Tranquillity which we defire, and 
which by humane means will be difficult to ob¬ 
tain. I had not the underftanding to take 
Opportunity by the Foretop when She prefent- 
ed her felf unto me with gentle and benign 
Appearance , fhowing me th$ means to fave 


this floating Veffel, and /pare our infidhus 1 6 6 z 
rewards. For this Reafon my dejelted ,* but '-'N 
not conquered mind, makes my very Bowels 
feel an unufual anguifh of an over-troulled 
Eftate. May it pleafe the Divine pity, that 
thefe my Afflillions may prove the Offifpring of 
my own vilenefs , but not the means of my 
Ruin. I truft therein, I confefs, and yet frail 
hope, amidft this Gulf of Sin, induces me to 
expell doubtful Succeffes; Tet certainly I will 
endeavour to avoid a jhipwrack on thofe Rocks 
°f Defpairs And fo imploring the Patronage 
of your Excellency here on Earth, I confirm 
m y felf From Pera of Conftantinople the 
19 of December, 1662. 

This Letter feems to be wrote in the ftile ora 
defpairmg Perfon; yet if it be well confidered, the 
meaning is no other than what the Iffue of Affairs 
feme years afterwards did evidence; and his In¬ 
tentions were no other than to defcribe the ill na¬ 
ture of the Turkifh Minifters, and their obftinacy 
of continuing a War, until they had wearied out 
the Venetians into an Humour of furrendring the 
whole Ifland of GanJia unto them. I had the 
1 Honour to be well acquainted with the Perfon 
of Signior Ballarino , and I always efteemed him 
| m his external Behaviour accoraplifhed with the 
Exceues of Italian Civility; he was endued with 
great flqency of Language, both in Difeourfe 
and Writing; he was Jealous, Acute and Wary; 
and in ftiort, was a proper Minifter for that Re- 
publick, well prafticed and verfed in the manner 
of Treaty with the Turkifh Court. He at firft 
was fent from Venice to Conftantinople in quality 
of Secretary to the Excellentilfimo Capello , Pro¬ 
curator of St. Mark , a Perfon eminent for his 
Office, and the feveral great employments which 
he had exercifed in that State; he was fincere, 
and of a generous Soul; his comely Looks, and 
grave Habit fpoke him to be a Gendeman, and a 
Senator. In fhQrt, he was fb well eftemeed of at 
V ?»<<?«,that he was thought worthy to be imployed 
in this Ernbafiyto the Grand Signior, which is 
commonly granted to Perfons after they have run 
through all Services of the Commonwealth, as a 
Confummation of their Honours and Richefs. 

This Gentleman then had the misfortune to be 
invefted in this Honour in the worft of Times 
when the War was broke forth, and being there¬ 
by expofed to their cruelty, he was put into Pri- 
fon, where palling for fome time a Life of Sor¬ 
row and Sadnefs, he fell into a Melancholly, 
which reprefented all things to him in the black- 
eft manner; fo that, I know not why his fancy 
fuggefted to him, that he was not only miferable 
m his Imprifonraent and Reftraint amongft the 
Turks, but that he was fallen alfo into difgrace, 
and difpleafure of his Prince at home. I will not 
fay that Signior Ballarino did nourilh the Opera¬ 
tion of this black humour in him; but I have 
heard that he did not adminiller that comfort to 
him* as might ferve to difpel the thicknefs of 
that Vapour which obfeured the generous temper 
of his Soul. In ihort, he gave fuch way to this 
melancholly, that he laid violent hands upon 
himfelf (as we have laid before);, but afterwards 
by the Care of his Friends and Servants, being 
cured of his wounds, he lived fome years after, 
by his Sorrows and Repentance for it, to give Satif- 
fadtion to God and the World. Howfoever, the 
Senate being informed thereof, and judging this 
Adfc 10 be the effedt of a Violent Phrenfy* appoint-

I 6 6 z. ed Ballarino to take on himfelf the inrire manage- 
C/'VXJ menc of Affairs, referving only the Title and Ho¬ 
nour to Signior Capello. Ballarino now manage¬ 
ing all Affairs, Capello looked on himfelf as neg¬ 
lected and laid afide, howfoever comported his 
Condition with Submiflion and Gentleneft, never 
openly relenting the Honours of Ballarino, or to 
fee him preferred before himfelf; Howfoever, fe- 
cretly nourifhing an inward Difeontent, his ro- 
buftious Nature, upwards of eighty years of Age, 
was forced to give way to its final Diffolution ; 
and falling Sick, he font to the Earl of iVinchelfea, 
then Ambaffador for his Majefty at Constantinople, 
to acquaint him of his Diftemper, defiring him to 
fend me, who was then his Secretary , unto him. 
At thefe Summons I was eafily perfwaded to go, 
having always had his Perfon in great Reverence; 
and being come to his Bed fide, he railed himfelf 
upon his Pillows, and embracing me in his Arms, 

I fancied my felf to receive the Benediction of one 
of the Ancient Patriarchs. He began with a weak 
Voice to fay to me. Sir, 1 am near my end, ex- ] 
peCting every Minute to render up my lalt Breath, 
and therefore as a dying man, I defire of your 
Mafter, the Ambaffador, that fo foon as 1 am 
dead, he would be pleafed to deliver this poor 
Carcafe of mine from under the covering of this 
accurfed Roof. For Anfwer whereunto I did noc 
(land to expoftulate the Reafons with him, well 
knowing the caufe of his difeontent; but that I 
would communicate his defires to my Lord Am- 
balTador, and fpeedily return with my Anfwer to 
him. Accordingly I departed from him, and 
quickly brought from my Lord a PrOmife'to en¬ 
deavour his utmoft to comply with his requeft ; 
at which he feemed to be much fatisfied, and 
commanded his Servants then prefent, elpecially 
one called Sig.Tomafi Gobbato , his great confident, 
to be WitnelTes thereof. . Thenextdayhe expired 
his laft Breath, and the day following his Body 
being embalmed , his bowels were buried, and 
the Funeral Rites performed with fuCh order and 
decency as was feemly in a Country where he 
lived rather like a Prifoner than an Ambaffador. 
All things being thus prepared, the Earl of Win- 
chelfea , according to the Will of the Deceafed, 
fent for his Body, already embalmed, which 
was immediately without oppofition or feruple 
fent to his houfe; where it remained for forae 
months, in expectation of a conveyance for Ve¬ 
nice. At length a Dutch (hip, being bound from 
Con(lantinople thither, it was defigned that the 
Body (hould be thereon imbarked ; but I know 
not for what reafon , the Guftomer refufed to 
fuffer it to pafs; though it may well and rational¬ 
ly be conjectured , That Ballarino , whowasfen- 
fibly touched to have the care of the Body of his 
Mafter,hisCountryman and Colleague taken from 
him, did with Prefents prevail with the Cufiomer 
to put difficulties in the way , which he fuppofed 
might vex thofe who were thought worthy of 
this employment. . This oppofition being made, 
and not to be overcome Without much Money, 
it was contrived that the Ship departing (hould 
attend the Corps at Tenedot , which was without 
the command of theCaftles; and the Body being 
divided from the Legs, was packed up in a But 
o(Cavear,and fo fent down by a boat with Licence 
of the Cufiomer, as a parcel of Goods and Mer- 
chandice; and fo fafely arriving aboard, the Corps 
were feparated from their adjunits; and being 
laid decently in a Coffin, covered with a Pall of 
black Velvet, with Scutcheons, and other orna¬ 
ments appertaining to the Funerals of fuch great 
Perfonages, it arrived fafely at Venice , where it 
was interred with the ufual ceremonies, in the 
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roily. WV. 

But the heads and thoughts of thefe Governour* 
were not fo employed in their preparations of 
War, but that the Vizier could lend an ear to the 
fuggeftions offome malicious Pharifees, who, un¬ 
der pretence of Religion, informed him. That 
the Chriftian Churches, burnt down in Constanti¬ 
nople and Galata by thofe dreadful Fires in the year 
i 66o , were again re-edified againft his com¬ 
mand, and the Law of the Turks, which allows the 
reparation of Churches, and continuance of fuch 
which were found ftanding when Mohometanifm 
was introduced ; but not to ereft new, or re¬ 
build what are either by time, fire, or other ac¬ 
cidents fallen to ruine. And being farther informed, T j, e v;. 
that though thofe Churches were reftored under zier de- 
the notion of Dwellings, or Ware houfes, yet fe- ftroysthe 
cretly ferved forCelebration of Divine Service.and 
thereby his Decrees and Edicts were fruftrated , ebui , taf . 
and difappointed: Wherefore, furiou fly tranfport- ter ,h e 
ed with zMabometanZeal ,commanded immediate- Fire, 
ly that the Authors of thofe Buildings (hould be 
imprifoned.the Churches themfelves levelled to the 
Foundation, and the ground whereon they ftood 
confifeated to the Grand Signior. This a&ion, 
though naturally agreeable to the difpofition of the T(je 2eal 
Vizier, who was a perfect Turk, zealous in execu- 0 f a 
tiori of all points of the Mahometan Law, being e- TarkjJh 
ducated after the fevered fort of Profeffors, and Preacher, 
one of thofe whom they called Softaes; yet he was 
chiefly prompted unto this,and to a greater abhor-. - 
rency of Chriftianity,by one Vanni EffenJi ,a Shegh, 
or Preacher, one who was as inveterate and mali¬ 
cious to the Chriftian Religion, as any Enthufiafi or 
Fanatick is to the Rites of our Church and Religi¬ 
on. And thus we may fee how troublefotih Hy- 
pocrifie and Puritanifm are in all places where 
they gain a Superiority; for this Preacher not con-* 
tented only to ruine the Chriftian Churches, but 
perfwaded the Vizier that the terrible Fires in Con- 
ftantinople and Galata in the year 1660, and the 
laft years unparallel’d Peftilence’, and the incon- 
fiderable advance of the Turks on the Chriftians 
for fome years, were fo many parts of Divine 
Judgments thrown on theMuffulmenor Believers, 
in vengeance of their too much Licence given to 
the Chriftian Religion, permitting Wine to be fold 
within the Walls of Constantinople, which polluted 
the Imperial City, & enfnared the faithful by tem¬ 
ptation to what was unlawful: Where fore a com¬ 
mand was iffued, That no Wine (hould be hence¬ 
forth fold within the Walls of the City. And it was 
farther intended, th&tGreeksSc/lrmenians.&cati other 
Chriftians, who had Dwellings or Poffelfions with¬ 
in the Walls of the City, (hould within Forty days 
fell thofe habitations, and depart; which other- 
wife (hould be confifeated to the Grand Signior; 
but God who fupports the Faithful in Tryals of 
Perfecution, moderated thi? Decree, and referved 
ftill this Church in the midft of Infidels ; not fuf- 
fering this City to lofe the Name nor Religion of 
that holy Emperor, who both erefted, and chrift- 
ned it; as alfo to preferve moft of the Churches, 
which though again uncovered, yet were redeem¬ 
ed for Money from the poffellion of the Turks. 

Nor was the Mahometan Zeal fatisfied in Demolilh- 
mentofthe Churches themfelves, unlefs it vented 
part of its fury againft the poor Workmen, which 
for their hire and days Wages ereded them; 
fuch as Greek Labourers , Mafons, and Carpen¬ 
ters, who were all beaten and imprifoned. But it 
happening at that time that the Queen Mother 
building a fumptuous Mofeh.and having occafion 
of many Labourers and Arcifis to forward fo vaft 
a Work, font to the Maimarbaihee ( who. is 
the 


16 6 7.. the Mafter work-man, or Cape, over all fuch ! 
who are employed in Building ) to fup- 
ply fuch a number of Carpenters, Mafons, 
and others, as Were convenient to carry on that 
Fabrick with expedition; who readily replyed, 
That he would provide all that was poflible, but 
could not prom'ife a fufficient number, unleft 
thofe Greeks were fet at liberty, who were im¬ 
prifoned by the Grand Vizier for building the 
Chriftian Churches; which anfwer being reported 
again to the Queen Mother, (he interceded with 
the Vizier in their behalf, who being glad of any 
occafion togratifiefo great a Lady, immediately 
releafed them , without any fine or reward, 
Which he defigned to ohtain for their li¬ 
berty. Howfoever the Vizier not well brook¬ 
ing fuch an indignity (as he fuppofed) put 
upon him by fo mean a Slave, as the Maimatba- 
(hee, dealt with fome of the imprifoned Labou¬ 
rers toaccufe him, as the Author and Licenfer of 
building the Chriftian Churches. The Greeks 
eafily enough perfwaded to pleafe fo great a Per- 
fonage , accufed him accordingly, whofe Evi¬ 
dence ,' though nor paffable againft a Turk by the 
Mahometan Law, yet ferved the Viziers revenge 
for the prefent, who immediately commanded 
The Vi- his head to be (truck off, and his Eftate confif 
zieri re- cared; which was reported to confift of Two 
venge on t houfand Purfes of Money , eveiy Purfe import- 
f the Pe ing Five hundred Dollars, then found adtually in 
Builder*, his Houfe, which, if true, is a (trange Wealth 
for fo ordinary a Perfon. But by this, and by 
many other inftances , we may perceive that 
there is no People in the World more covetous 
and defirous to amaft Wealth than the Turks, nor 
- none more uncertain to enjoy it. 
i About this time the French Merchants in the Le¬ 

vant, having advifed his moft Chriftian Majefty 
that the Turks were fenfible that the affront to the 
Perfon of Monfieur la Haye , his Ambafiador, was 
contrary to theLaw of Nations.and fuch an injury 
as could not but provoke the Choler of fo pui(- 
fant a Prince to a juft revenge ; and knowing that 
his Majefty being powerful at Sea , was able to 
extend his Arms to the utmoft Confines of his 
Empire, whilft the interpofition of other Coun¬ 
tries limited the Turks march by Land, and their 
ignorance and inability in Marine Affairs rendred 
them uncapable to arrive thofe Banks of France, 
which the Sea wafhes : Thefe Confiderations the 
French Merchants having perfwaded the King to 
be the thoughts of the Grand Signior, and that 
he defired the continuance of the Peace and Traf- 
fick with France , and as an evidence of his re- 
morfe and difpleafure for the injury to Monfieur 
la Haye , the Father, his Majefly was contented 
in fatisfaftion thereof to redreft this injurious 
tranfgreflion of the Law of Nations, by fome ex¬ 
traordinary marks of favour and honour to the 
Perfon of Monfieur la Haye the Son; that fo ex¬ 
ceeding the ufual method and rale of Ceremony 
towards this Ambafiador at his arrival, the 
World might be convinced of the real affection, 
arid hearty defire the Grand Signior had to renew 
his Peace, and preferve his Commerce with 
France. This is fuppofed to be what the Mer¬ 
chants of tjtfarfeille and Lyons , governed by 
the Intereft of their Trade, faggefted to their 
King, to induce him to fend an Ambafiador to 
Constantinople i for at this time Monfieur Rohol't, a 
Meffen- Merchant, remained only as Conful or Agent for 
FraMceto the Affairs of Commerce. Things thus repre- 
introduce fented at the French Court, the King difpatched 
a newAm- away two Gentlemen to Conftntinople with Lec- 
baflador. ters to the Grand Signior and Vizier , and one to 
th e Sieur Roboli, the Agent, declaring that if the 


Turk would make amends for the laft Affront done i 6 6 i- 

to the Ambaffador, by fome fignal notes of Ho- 

nour in the abufed Perfon of Monfieur la Haye, 

the Son, he would then condefeend to Confirm 

the Ancient League and Amity. The Letters 

tranflated out of the French Tongue, were as 

followeth.

T He Inclination We have to continue that 
Amity with the Emperor of the Turks, 
which hath remained fo long between Vs, and 
Our Empires, and maintain the ancient Alli¬ 
ances, hath caufed Vs to ivrite to Him, and his 
Great Vizier , to know the Entertainment and 
Reception that they will give to the Sieur de 
la Haye, the Son, in fatisfaftion of the violence 
exercifed before on his own Perfon, and the 
Perfon of the Shear de la Haye , the Father, 
our Ambaffador, againft the Law of Nations. 
We write to Tou this Letter, to give you Or¬ 
der to conduft and prefent before the Vizier , 
the Secretaries du Prefloir , and Fontain, 
which We have fent to carry him oiir Di- 
fpatches, and return with the Anfwers, which 
youfhall folicite without lofsof time, the which 
you fhall bring your felf, in cafe they be not 
agreeable to that refolution we have taken not 
to receive any fatisfaftion, but in the Perfon 
of the Jaid Sieur de la Haye, the Son, which 
is due to Vs , for that Infolency and Affront 
which hath been done them. Willing alfo not• 
withftanding, that before you depart, you af- 
femble the French Merchants in Conftantino- 
ple together,that they may chufe amongft them¬ 
felves one for their Chiefs but if the Anfwers 
be fuch as We have caffe to expect , We ap¬ 
prove that you remain in the Station where 
you are , in Quality of Our Agent, until the 
arrival of the faidMov&sm de la Haye, and 
that you fend them by the faid Secretaries du 
Prefloir, and Fontain, of which you fhall not 
fail, for fo is Our Pleafure.

ing after being informed, that the difgrace 
which the faid Gentlemen have incurred, hath 
proceeded rather from malice , and the til Of¬ 
fices of fome Per fans , who have endeavoured 
to difturb, by this ill Treatment of them, the 
good Correfpondence which hath been between 
Zts, than from any defign on the Grand Sig¬ 
nior s part to offend Zts ; and that on the con¬ 
trary , there continues in His will an intention 
to maintain the Ancient Friendjhip which re¬ 
mains between Our Eftates and People after fo 
many Ages.We being not defir ous to eft range Our 
J.elves, jhall fend an Embaffador in ordinary 
to his high Port, and having caft our Eyes up¬ 
on the faid Sieur de la Hxyefthe Son, We are 
much inclined to difpatch him for this employ¬ 
ment ;but asWe defire to be affurd of the good re¬ 
ception that jhall be made him, We give Tou ad¬ 
vice of Our intentions by this Letter $ that ac¬ 
cording to the defireTou have teftified of the con¬ 
tinuance of Our friendjhip, and Our Ancient Al¬ 
liances with His Highnefs, Jhall pray God to 
have Ton, Mnft Illuftrious and Magnificent 
Lord, in His holy and worthy Protection.

the Enemy, as before mentioned, and indeed 
for feveral years the Marine Affairs of the Turks 
have always gone decaying in Fame and Force ; 
and the preparations of the Armata every 
Spring, have been of Form and Courfe, rather 
’than with hopes of fuecefs correfpondent to the 
expence. In their return home, near Conftanti- 
mple they encountred a fierce ftorm, fo that three 
Gail es were caft away at Ponte Piccolo , ( by the 
Turks called Cucuccheckmage , about four Leagues 
: diftant from C onftantinople.j Howfoever the Wea- 
: ther clearing, the remainder of the Fleet got 
into Port, entring with Joy, with Vollies of 
great and fmall Shot, with Streamers flying, 

Pipes (bunding, and all ocher forts of their 
Country Mufick , bringing wich great Oftenra* 
tion a fmall Flyboat, which had been a L gor- 
ne:e Man of War, taken by them as lh- was 
cruifing fingly in the Arches of Pdago ; which 
was brought in with fo much Ceremony u!ed 
in toaing her into Port, decking her with 
Streamers and Pendants, with fucli (igns oDVi¬ 
ctory and Triumph, as if they had led Cap¬ 
tive the whole Venetian Armata. But I mull The 
not omienthe relation of what befel one of the ^

amongft fmall Ifles in the Gull of Ncomedia. one otThe 
It was a Gaily , the Commander of which had 
newly received as the Portion ofhis Wife, being ,e *‘ 
a Young man lately married, who entertained 
great thoughts of raiftng his Fortunes by the 
fpoils and prize he was to make. At thefe ifles , Tf)g 
feveral of the Officers, and * Levenrs went on soldiers 
(horei where whtlft they entertained them- at .Sea aal- 
felves wich Wine and merriment; the Slaves led by 
made an infurredtion in the Gaily , (eized the th « nam0 
Captain, cut off his Head , and threw his Body 
into the Sea ; and (b becoming Mafters of the 
Veffel, weighed Anchor, and fet Fail. Thole 
on the (hore admiring at the unexpected depar¬ 
ture of the Gaily, accompanied her with the^r 
Eyes and wonder as far as they could perceive 
her in fight, but obferving her to lleer a dif¬ 
ferent courfe from the Port, to which they were 
defigned, fufpedted much of the truth ot what 
had fuceeedeo ; wherefore tak ng their float im¬ 
mediately, they haltned uiConftantinopleto give 
advice of what had puffed , that ( ii poflible ) 

Orders might timely arrive the Caftles on the 
Hellefpont, which might obftruft their farther 
paffage. But alas 1 the poor Slaves were lo dif- 
mayed with their own adtion , and fb tran* 
fported with a flavifti fear and apprehenfion of 
what might fucced, Ihould iheir efcape not be 
effedted; that they knew not what courfe to 
fteer : All things (eemed to contradidt their li¬ 
berty, the Wind proved contrary, their Spirits 
dejedted , their underftandings void of counfel 
and contrivance -, lb that wandring three or :our 
days in the Propontis , at lalt ran their Gaily 
aflioar on the Afian fide , near Palermo. from 
whence they were brought back to Con flam i- 
mple, and there by fenrence of the Captain Pa¬ 
llia, fourteen of them had their Legs and Arms 
broken, and fo fuffered to die in that torture, 
and afterwards their Bodies were thrown into 
S the 
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.. the Sea, to the terrouf of all other Slaves, who 
prefer a miferable Life at the Oar , before the 
torments of fome hours’m dying. 

Though the Turks have their Affairs but ill ma¬ 
naged at Sea, and their fuccefs accordingly for¬ 
tunate ; yet their preparation for Land (ervices 
are more expedite , and executed with that fe- 
crefy and fpeed, that oftentimes Armies are 
brought into the Field, before it is fo much as 
rumoured by common Mouths that any defigns 
are in agitation : For though it was now Win¬ 
ter, yet the defign againft Germany went "for¬ 
ward , Forces were daily fent to the Frontiers, 
Cannon, and Ammunition for War, tranfported 
by way of the black Sea, and the Danube . Or¬ 
ders iffued out to the Princes of Moldavia and 
Valachia to repair their Wharfs and Keys along 
the River-, for the more convenient landing of 
Men and Ammunition, and to rebuild their 
Bridges for the more commodious paffage of the 
Tartars ; that Horfes-fhould be provided againft 
the next Spring, for drawing all Carriages of 
Ammunition, and Provifions; their Magazines 
ftored with quantities of Bread, and Rice, their 
Fields well ftocked with Sheep, and other Cac- 
tel, and that no neceffaries be wanting which 
concern the viftualling, or fuftenance of a Camp. 
The Tartars were appointed to have in a readi¬ 
ngs a Hundred thoufand Horfemen, to make In- 
curfions on the Frontiers; likewife the Paihaws 
of Darbiquier, Aleppo , Cara mania , and Anatolia 
received their orders; and fevert and twehty Let¬ 
ters, accompanied with as many Vefts, after the 
Turkish manner, were fent to as many Pafhaws of 
the Empire,todifpofe the ftrength of their Coun¬ 
tries in a Warlike pofture, fo as to march when 
the Grand Signiors Commands fhould re¬ 
quire them to attend bis defigns : And that the 
occafion of the War might appear the more 
juftifiable , it was refolved, That no Atfls of 
Hoftility, or other Breaches of Peace fhould be 
pretended, than the Fort built by the Count Se¬ 
rins, being a matter really againft the Articles 
of the laft Peace; the Demolifhment whereof, 
the Ottoman Force intended to make the princi¬ 
pal end of their firft Enterprize, in which if they 
encountred any oppofition from the Emperor, 
the Caufe of their War would be then the more 
plaufible ; for as yet the Emperour had not fully 
declared his approbation of that Work, raifed 
by Serin's , as agreeable to his A (Tent, or Plea- 
fure. On the other fide with no Iefs caution 
and labour did the Chriftians endeavour to fe- 
cure their Frontiers, by raifing their Militia, and 
reinforcing their Garifons, and efpecially to per¬ 
fect the new Fort near Canifia, which, as it was 
thought fo confiderable, as to countervail the 
inconveniencies and miferies of a War,fo theTurk 
thought it neither honourable,nor fecure, until he 
had feen it razed, and levelled with the ground. 

•* All things thus growing black and ftormy 
• round about, that nothing feemed left probable, 
.j. and it may be faid,left poffible.than an accommo- 
. dation; behold,on a fudden,an Accident fell out 
a at Rowe, from whence this War with the Turks 
received its life and heat, which becalmed much 
e of the fury and ftorm on the Chriftian Con¬ 
fines , and inclined matters in Germany towards 
propofitions of Peace, fearing that Italy , who 
had begotten this War, was not able ( as things 
flood ) to contribute towards its maintenance 
and fnpport. Theoccafion was this. It happen¬ 
ed chat in the ftreets of Rome the French Ambaf- 
fadours Coach wasaffaulted by the Corfi Natves' 
of the Iftie of Corfica , which are of the Popes 
Guard, the Page killedat the Boot of the Coach, 


and the Ambaffadors Lady wounded; whether i 6 6 
this barbarous aft was.defigned againft the Per- 
fon of the Ambaffador by any Perfons of Emi- 
nency, or malice of the People, is little to the 
purpofe I have now in hand; only the King 
took this Affront fo heinoufly, that for the pre- 
fent no acknowledgments or fatisfaftion the 
Pope could make, could allay his juft relent- 
ment, or any thing be imagined poflible to ex¬ 
piate this indignity, befides a War. This News 
of this Divifion between the Son, and the fpiritu- 
al. Father, filled all the Minifters of Confianti- 
wop/e with much Joy, and with fubjed of Laugh¬ 
ter, and expectation of the Event, judging now 
that their daily Prayers for the Difcord of the 
Chriftian Princes amongft themfelves, were 
heard and granted, fince they had fo far a- 
vailed, as to difdnite the very Oeconomy of 
Ghriftendom. And now they imagined that 
this difference, would have a forcible influence 
oqjbdr Affairs in Hungary , and either incline 
the " Emperor fpeedily to a Peace, or other wife 
to undertake a War on difadvantageous terms; 

Things had an iffue accordingly, for in a few 
Weeks after, advice came by Poft from Alt Pa- 
fha, then at Temifivar, that is Salam-Cbaous, cal¬ 
led Cbufaein , who had long fince been fent to 
Vienna, with more diftindt Demands of what 
the Turks propofed, and being fuppofed, 
through his long flay, to be detained a Frifrner, Yhe Ba- 
was again returned, and with him had brought of 
the Baron of Goez>, as Internuncio, lent to ^ fewlo 
Pafha, to receive a more particular Imformation aU Palhi. 
of the Turks propofitions, for that the Emperor 
pretended, he was not as yet throughly fatisfied 
therein. And thus matters, beyond all expedi¬ 
tion, began to incline to an agreement, in re- 
. gard that Rome being now in danger her felf, not 
by the Turks, but by the Chriftians, held her 
felf uhcapable to adminifter that Fuel to the Fire 
of War which fhe had proroifed; fo that the 
League treated there beginning to fail, the Em- * 
peror grew faint, and the Princes cold, in their 
Preparations, wifhing fome Courfe could be ef- 
fedted, which might bring matters to an accom¬ 
modation. Such were the Difcourfes and imagi¬ 
nations of the Turks; in which condition we 
leave the ftateof Affairs until the beginning of the 
next year; and in the mean time it may not be 
from our purpofe, nor tedious to the Reader, to 
record what befel this year moft remarkable to 
the Englifh Nation, and their Trade in Turky, 
which alfo may be beneficial, by inftrudlion of 
paft examples, to fuch who (hall for the future 
be concerned in the Traffick and Bufineft of the 
Levant. 


What Remarkable accidents befel the 
ENGLISH Nation , and their 
TradethisTear TURKEY* 

T HE Meflengers from Algier , as before 
related, having promifed better Obedience 
for the future to the Commands of the 
Grand Signior, obtained a new Pafha for their 
City, and Country thereunto belonging; who 
before his departure, wasenjoyned by the Grand 
Signior to difpofe Affairs with the Earl of Win- 
cbelfea, his Majefties Ambaffador at Confianthicple , 
as might demonftrace his difpoficions towards a 
Peace, and his defire that the Algerines fhould do 
the like,and accept of that Claufe in the Articles, 
pro- 
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1 6 6 x. prohibiting the fearch of Engltjl Ships, either for 
their own or. Strangers Goods. The place ap¬ 
pointed for the meeting between the Embaffa- 
' dor and the Pafha, was a certain Chiosk, or 
Garden houfe, belonging to an Eunuch, the Aga 
of a Seraglio at Pera ; where both parties being 
met, the Pafha declared that the Grand Signiors 
defires were,That a Peace fhould be concluded on 
the Ancient Capitulations, and that by him thefe 
Orders were to be carried unto Algier , from 
whence he wasadvifed, that the Algerines were 
ready to accept thofe Articles, if one of bis Ma¬ 
jefties Ships fingly appeared abouc the Treaty ; 
lo that the World might not efteem their conde- 
(cenfion to proceed from Force and Compulfion. 
Hereof Advices being font into England, a Peace 
enfued in fome Months after; but what faith 
thefe Infidels kept will be related in the Sequel 
of this Story; the Memory of which is engraven 
with the Point of a Diamond , and the Lofles 
which enfued thereupon to the 1 xchange at Lon¬ 
don, deferve a particular Treatife, which in the 
mean time many Families recainin a fad remem¬ 
brance. 

In May, Advice was brought to the Lord Am¬ 
baffador, how chat the Ann, a Frigat of his Ma- 
jellies Royal Navy,commanded by Captain Jonas 
Fool , which had convoyed the general Ships co 
Symma, in her pallage homewards flopped at the 
. Morea, and came to an Anchor near a place in 
that Country, called the. Black Mountain, com¬ 
modious to Wood and Water in;.to which end 
were landed threefcore men, armed withSwords 
and Firelocks; thefe made havosk of the Woods 
on all fides, loading their Boats away as fall as 
they could, and not only fo, buc fet great Trees 
on Fire, which in that dry Seafon of the Year 
difperfed it felf far and wide; which being feen 
at a diftance in the Night, alarmed the People 
of the Country, fo that the Begh; or Governor 
came down with fome Force to difeover the 
matter, fuppofing that fome Mtltefes, or Vene¬ 
tians might be landed. At the approach of this 
■Body of Turks, our Men quitted the Woods, and 
Ihifted away as fafl as they could to their Boats, 
of which Thirty eight efcaped, the reft falling 
Ihort were intercepted by the Turks, and Eleven 
of them were killed, and Eleven taken Captives; 
and of the Turks, twoAga’s, and Two or Three 
others had the fortune to fall by fome Musket- 
fhot from our men, whilft in this confufion they 
endeavoured to defend themfelves. On the news 
hereof, our Lord Ambaffador reprefented the 
whole matter to the Vizier, dedaring, That it 
was lawful according to our Capitulations, to 
take refrefliments, and fupply our wants in any 
part of the Grand Signiors Dominions > and that 
therefore he demanded Juftice onthe Begh of the 
Morea, and reftitution of the Captives. But the 
Vizier underftanding that fome Turks were killed 
in the skirmifh, lenc not fo ready an ear to thefe 
Complaints ; howfoever, to be acquitted of the 
Ambaffadors folicitarions, referred the bufineft 
tothe Examination and Juftice of the Captain Pa¬ 
llia : But it falling out that at that time the 
Conful and Merchants at Smyrna had an un¬ 
happy difference with the Captain Pafha, 
(which (hall in the next place be related) 
was the Caufe that all Applications to his Fa¬ 
vour and Juftice were fiifpended, and a flow 
progreft made towards obtaining the liberty of 
thofe poor unfortunate men Howfoever, fome 
months after it. happened that the Begh of the : 
Morea being removed from that Government,and 
coming to Confiantlnople with his whole Efiate, 
brought with him the Eleven Englishmen, which 


he had taken , and offered them to fale unto i 6 6 zi 
the Ambaffador, who confidering that they were 
En-glifhnten, and fuch as had been enfhved in 
ailnal Service of their King, he efteemed him- 
felf obliged both in Charity and Honour to re¬ 
deem chem. But the Cafe appeared too foul to 
demand their Liberty by ftrength of the Capitu¬ 
lations ; for befides that, the cutting Wood in 
places inhabited without permilfion, is a Rob¬ 
bery and a Crime in its felf, not to be maintained 
by the Law of Nations, the killing of a principal 
Aga, and wounding others, might fufficientiy 
warrant the Turks, without any Breach of Peace, 
to detain thefe men as lawful Captives : Where¬ 
fore the Lord Ambaffador deeming it unfeemly, 
that thofe who had ferved in his Mi jellies Navy 
fhould be condemned to che Turktjh Gallies, dif 
buried Fourteen hundred Lion Dollars, which 
was demanded for them, which was afterwards 
repay’d him by his Majefly ; and having cloathed, 
and provided them with necefluries for their 
Voyage, conveyed them with the firft occafions 
into England. 

The difference between the Englifls Nation and 
the Captain Pafha which impeded the Liberty, 
for fome time, of thefe Captives, had its Origi¬ 
nal at Smyrna, where fome En?h(h M tenants 
making Collation one Evening in a Gardeo were « g oi| j. 
affaulted and beaten by cerrain drunken * Le- belonging 
vents, belonging to a Gaily then in Port, in tothe Sea. 
whofe Company was a Portuguez, * Slave. The The Gar- 
News hereof flying to the Frank Street, put all den Ava '’ 
the Neighbourhood into an uproar, fb that divers nia ‘ 
People with fuch Weapons as came next to hand, 
in afury went in purfuitof theLevents, and un¬ 
happily meeting one, drew him into the Engli/h 
Confuls houfe, where they treated him with 
fuch blows as abated much of the heat and 
fumes of his Wine; during which dilturbance 
and confufion, the Portuguez- Slave found an op¬ 
portunity to make hisefcape. The Conful knowing 
it fome advantage in Turky to cqmplain fint, lent 
to the Kadi, giving him to underhand the ill 
ufage of Four of his Merchants (whofe names 
he gave in writing) by the unruly I events, 
whilft they innocently, and without injury to 
any.diverfifed themfelves in a Garden ; to which, 
for the prefenc, little more was given in anfwer, 
than that on a farther examination of the Bufi¬ 
neft, the Conful fhould receive Juftice In the 
mean time the Turk, who had been beaten in 
the Confuls Houfe, refolved not to leave the G^ate 
till he had received fatisfatti.on for his blows $ 
and the others that were his Comrades demand¬ 
ed their Slave from the Engh(h, which was loft, 
by whofe means and affiftance (as they pretend ) 
he had made bis Efeape. The matter came now 
to high Demands on both fides, which the Kadi, 
either not being defirous, or not of lufficient Au¬ 
thority to compound, the Gaily departed with¬ 
out any agreement, and the complaint was car¬ 
ried by the Turks to the Captain Palha, who 
then being with his Fleet at Mytiline, with little 
other thoughts or bufinefs, was glad of this oc¬ 
cafion to get Money, and therefore fuddenly re¬ 
turned the Gaily again, with Orders to bring 
before him the Four Merchants, whofe names 
he particularized, to make anfwer to their ac- 
cufation of having beaten hisLevents, and con¬ 
trived the efeape of the flaVe. The Conful and 
Merchants being affrighted by this Meffage, and 
Command .of fo great a Perfonage, endeavoured 
with Money to accommodate the Bufinefs, by 
force of which it was at length taken up, cofting 
in all the futnm of Two thouiarid leven hundred 
Dollars , or thereabouts. The which pallage 
S a • -may 
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i 661. may ferve for an example to fuch as live mTurky, 
that all troubles of this nature are beft compound¬ 
ed for at firll; for at the beginning nothing more 
was demanded than the price of the SI a ve,& of the 
broken pate of the Levent: But being fuffered to 
come under the Cognizance of powerful and co¬ 
vetous Tyrants ; as there is no fathoming their 
untenable defires,fo there is no profpeCl into what 
inconvenient dangers fuch Affairs will involve, 
and entagle themfelves. 

As Turky hath been feldom or never without 
having falfe Money currant, fo the beft fort of 
Silver hath been fo clipped by the Jews, Arme¬ 
nians , Merchants, and others ; that the Dollar 
was brought at Confiantinople to fix Drams, and 
at Smyrna to feven, which made great confufion 
in the Trade of thefe Countries. Wherefore the 
Vizier as he had already given proof and tefti- 
mony to the World of his ftridt obfervance, and 
adherence ro the Mahometan Law, fo he was de- 
firous to appear highly careful and fenfible of the 
l’ublick fntereft: And therefore as the mod necefi 
tery work,he began with the Dollars of fix Drams, 
proclaiming that they (hould no longer pafs in 
v payments, and that thofe in whole hands they 
The ^vi- were found , delivering them into the Mint, 
^ (hould receive a j 8 o in return of every fuch Dol- 

againil lar, by which means the Mint would a<i- 

liollais of vance a Fourth on every Dollar, efteem- 
lixDratr.i. } ng evcr y Dram worth Fourteen Afpers, and 
that for the prefent no Dollar being currant under 
feven Drams, it might afterwards be brought to 
Lyons, and Dollars of nine Drams; which regu¬ 
lation, though at firft grievous to fome particular 
perfons, would afterwards redound to the com¬ 
mon advanrage and benefit of Trade. To for¬ 
ward which Defign the Grand Signior, and Queen 
Mother fent all their Dollars of fix Drams to be 
new coined into Afpers at the Mint, fo likewife 
did the Vizier, intending to be very ftriCt in pro¬ 
hibition of that Money. But a while after it hap¬ 
pened that the Treafurer of the Viziers Steward 
having occafion to pay Monies, either for his own 
or his Matters account, forced fome Bags of Six 
Drams on thofe to whom payment was to be 
made; the Receivers denied to accept them; but 
he being a powerful man, and very urgent, forced 
theMony upon them, with which laden, as they 
had received them , they went diredtly to the 
Viz : er, acquainting him that they were defirous 
to obey his Commands, as to the fix Dram Dol¬ 
lars, but his Stewards Treafurer had forced on 
them that fort of Money, which if it was his plea- 
fure that they (hould (till pafs, they were con¬ 
tented to receive; if not, they defired him to 
give Command for their payment in other Mo¬ 
ney. The Vizier being highly enraged, that the 
firft Violation of his Commands (hould begin in 
his own Family, immediately ordered, without 
farther proof or procels, that the Offenders Head 
(hould be (truck off, and his body thrown into 
the Sea; which Sentence was executed in the 
fame hour for example and terror of others, and 
to expiate the crime, and takeaway thefcandal 
from the Fountain of Juftice, whole dreams can 
never be efteemed to run clear when the fource 
is corrupted. In like manner the Overleer of the 
Mine was ltrangled, and Emir Palha, formerly 
Pa(ha of Grand Cairo, wasbanilhedtothelfleof 
Lemnos, for making the Coin of Afpers y per Cent. 
worfe than their true value. 

The Merchants at Aleppo, being far from the 
Court, are more fubjedt co troublefom Avanias 
chants of than others, who are nearer to the Head or 
Aleppo. Fountain, from whence Juftice (hould pro¬ 
feed, as may appear by many examples, 


and particularly by an accident which fell out * ^ 
there this year. For it happened , that a Jani- 
tery which ferved the Englifl) Nation , riding 
abroad with fome of the Merchants, for want of 
heed, or the unrulinels of his Horfe, chanced to 
hurt a Youth playing in the ftreets. Whereup¬ 
on the Merchants, and the Janitery, not to dif¬ 
fer this bufinels to come within the knowledge of 
the Cities Officers, immediately for fome Money 
quieted the complaints, and (lopped the farther 
demands of the Father; and to make the bufi- 
nefs more fecure, caufed the Father to make Ho- 
get before the Kadi , that he was well fatisfied, 
and remained without farther pretence, either on. 
the Merchant, or the Janitery , for the hurc * 
which his Child had received. But the Palha , 
who had for a long time attentively watched an 
opportunity to extort Money from the Englifh, 
was refolved not to let pafs this fair occafion; 
and therefore fent to demand from the Conful 
. thofe Merchants, which he called Acceffories to 
this milchief, and the Affaflinates of a MuJJUlman. 

. The Conful appearing in Perfon before the Palha, 
denied to deliver up the Merchants, being guilt- 
| lefs of any crime ; and that for hurt to the Child, 

| the Father had received full fatisfa&ion from the 
Janifary, and given a difeharge before the Kadi. 
Howfoever this reafon would not pacifie the Pa- 
, (ha, who could acknowledge no other argu¬ 
ment available than a Sum of Money ; and 
therefore in protection of his defign produced 
Ten falfe Wicnefies, that the Child was dead of 
its hurt, and that Englifl) men had done the mif- 
chief. The Conful had now no other anfwer 
than a flat denial; for the Palha had forced by 
.threats the Hogetfrom the Janitery , and perfift- 
ing with conftancy in defence of his Merchants, 
the Palha confined him for an hours time in a 
Chamber of his Houte, and beat, and imprifoned 
his Druggerman. The Conful afterwards re¬ 
turned home; and perceiving a difference be¬ 
tween the Palha and the Mufti, purchafed the 
favour of the Mufti on his fide, and procured 
from him an Hoget of the feveral proceedings 
in this bufinefs, which was difpatched away with 
all expedition to Confiantinople , that a redrete of 
this injury might be obtained from the Superiour 
Power. Whilft the Lord Ambaffador in due 
manner relented this breach of Capitulations, and 
prepared to make his complaints to the Vizier, 
it happened that certain Chriftiansof Aleppo, from 
whom the Palha had forced 18000 Dollars by 
unjuft extortion, were then at Court folliciting 
the reftauration of their right. The Ambaflador 
judging this a convenient and opportune prepa¬ 
ration to prepoffefs the mind of the Vizier with a 
true apprehenfion of the fnjuftice of this Palha, 
encouraged gnd pricked forward thefe abufed 
and oppreffed Chriftiansin their complaints; and 
the next day prefented his Memorial to the Vi¬ 
zier, containing all the particulars of the late paF 
(ages at .Aleppo : Which with the other Crimes 
alledged the Day before, fo moved the mind of 
the Vizier, that he promifed the Ambaffador to 
fend a Kapugibalhee of the Grand Signior to en¬ 
quire into the Truth of thefe Allegations; and 
that he might be fatisfied of his real intentions to 
do him juftice, he advifed him to fend a MeF 
fenger in company with this Officer, who might 
witnefs the reality of his proceedings. The Ka¬ 
pugibalhee being in this manner difpatched, and 
arriving at Aleppo, made the Palha refund the 
Money he had unjuftly taken from the poor op- 
preffed Chriftians of that- Country; in which 
good adtion my Lord Ambaffador had been an 
ufeful inftrument, having encouraged the Agents

1663. of thofe Chriftians at Confiantinople , connfelled 
them what Courfe to take, and introduced them 
by his Chief Interpreter to the Prefence of the 
Vizier, for which he received the thanks of the * 
Greek and Armenian Patriarchs, who gratefully 
acknowledged to the Englifh Conful at Aleppo , 
how much they were engaged to the charity and 
. favour of the Englifh Ambaffador; But whilft all 
mens eyes were in expectation what farther pro¬ 
ceedings were defigned againft the Palha in fa¬ 
vour of the Englifh , the Officer denied to have 
received any inftrudtions therein , and fo return¬ 
ed to Confiantinople without taking notice of the 
Englijl) Concernment. The Ambaffador judging 
• himfelf herein flighted, fent to the Viziers Kahya 
to know the myftery of this neglecft; for the Vi¬ 
zier and himfelf having pawned his word and 
promifes to do him juftice againft the Palha of 
Aleppo , it teemed ftrange that his affurances 
• (hould vanilh into nothing ; and that hefo mean¬ 
ly efteemed his Quality and Office, as to difpa- 
rage ic with fo much difrepute and contempt as 
muft neceffarily befal him , fliould this Palha 
efcape without exemplary punilhment; for then 
the World might with reafon believe his Appli¬ 
cations of no prevalency, and his Merchants fear 
the infufficiency of his protection. To which the 
Kahya anfwered. That it was true, chat the Ka¬ 
pugibalhee was not inftruCted in the Concern¬ 
ments of the Englijl), in regard a more folemn 
and eminent piece of Juftice was defigned for the 
Ambaffador, than any that could be performed 
by the Kapugibalhee , and that in twenty or 
thirty days at fartheft, the Palha (hould be de¬ 
prived of his Office. The next day following 
the Kahya advifed that the Hattelheriff, or Im¬ 
perial Command for depofing of the Pallia, was 
figned, and that old Mahomet Palha of Darbiquier 
was conftituted in his place; which News was 
highly pleafing to the Lord Ambaffador, in re¬ 
gard he had been an ancient Friend to the Eng¬ 
lifh , under whom he prefaged to our Nation at 
Refle&i- Aleppo all fecurity and contentment. By which 
ons on the Story ic is obfervable. That though the Supream 
Premifet. Officers amongft the Turks are willing to fadsfie 
Chriftian Ambaffadors refidenc with them, in 
the Care they have of their Welfare, and main¬ 
tenance of their Capitulations; yet are not defi¬ 
rous to publilh to their own People the punilh- 
ment of their Grand Officers, at the inftigadon 
or for the concernment of a Chriftian: And that 
tho the Turks are apprehended amongft us for a 
People of great Morality, and finglenels in their 
Dealings; yet it is obfervable inthis.as well as in o- 
. ther their actions, that they have dquble Tongues 
and Faces, and know how to aCt with as fine a 
Thread,and plaufible pretences,as are accuftoma- 
ry in the molt politick and refined Courts of Italy. 
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T H E Baron of Goe&,which at the end of the 
laft Year arrived at Bttda with feveral o- 
vertures of Peace, had fo far proceeded in 
his Treaty with Alt Palha of Buda, that all Articles 
teemed almoft concluded, and (carce any diffi¬ 
culty to remain, unlels the Surrender of Zekel- 
hyd on the Confines of Hungary ; which alfo was 
afterwards afccbmmodated. by Agreement, That 
the City (hould be refigned into the hands of the 
Prince oF Tranfilvania, as . the moft equal Con¬ 
dition between the Emperor and the Turk; So 
that, matters thus teeming to be compofed, all 
People talked of-Peace vixthGermany, and that 
the force and miteries of Wan were to be turned 


upon Dalmatia : And though the Turks had no 1663. 
defign lels in their thoughts than this, or anv in- 
tentions towards a Peace , as will be proved by 
the Sequel; howfoever , the German Minifters, 
as men credulous of what they delire, gave the 
Peace for certainly concluded-, in wh'ch conceit 
the Turks fo humoured and indulged their fancy, 
that they perfwaded Prince Portia, the Chief Mi- 
nifter of State to the Emperor , in that manner 
of the reality of their intentions, that he neg- 
Iedted the neceffary Provifions and Preparations 
of War. And though he was often advi:ed by 
the Refident at the Ottomcn Port, that all thele 
Demonftrations of Peace were only Artifices of The Turks 
the Turk, to delude the Emperors Council; yet with N 
fo tenacious was he of this Opinion, that though words lic¬ 
it be but common reafon, and the vulgar Rule of ce,vethe 
Policy for a Prince to arm, and fufpeft his Neigh- 
bour , who puts himfelf into a Warlike pnllure; 
yet this Great Perfonage, though in other things’ 
profoundly wife, and circumfpeCt, was fo de¬ 
luded, that he replyed to the KelTdents Advices 
to this effedt. That it was the Office of a prudent 
and experienced Minifter to difeover with dili¬ 
gence the refolution of the Cabinet Councils 
of Princes, and not to give ear or credit to what 
is the common Voice or vogue of ihe Vulgar. 

The Spring drawing near, the Vizier prepared 
all things, for adtion, nominating and appointing 
fuch, who in his abfence were to fupply the Of¬ 
fices of State : Ifhmatl Palha, then Palha of Bn- 
da, was defigned for Chimacam, or Governour 
of Confiantinople , and Mufiapha Palha, Captain 
Palha, Brother in Law to the Grand Vizier by 
Marriage of his Sifter ( and now the prelent Vi¬ 
zier ) was made Chimacam at Adrianople, near 
the Perfon of she Grand Signior. All other pre¬ 
parations for War went forwards, Thirty pieces 
of Cannon from Scutari, and fifty from the Sera¬ 
glio, moft of a vali bignefs and weight, which 
had ferved in the taking of Baby In, with great 
ftore of Ammunition and Provifions of War, 
weretranfported u^uhtDamtbe to Belgrade,and the 
Princes of Moldavia , and Valacbta , had now 
Commands fent them to quicken their diligence 
in making their preparations of War, and in 
providing Sheep, Beef, Rice, and all forts of 
Victuals for fupply of the Camp ; and general 
Proclamation was made in all places, That all 
Soldiers, who received one Afper of pay from the 
Gr.Signior,were to prepare themfelvesfor theWar. 

About the middle of February the Horfe Tail 
was let- forth at the Viziers Gate; ( which is the 
ufual fignal of the Camps motion within ‘the 
fpace of a Month ) fo that none may excufe him¬ 
felf from the War for want of due and timely 
intimation. And though the time for departure 
nearly approached, yet the Grand Signior was 
fo impatient, that he would fearce expert until 
the Equinoctial, which was the Term formerly J be . Gr ‘ 
appointed and publilhed for this expedition; re- [Sent 
folving fometimes to proceed before, and leave to leave 
the Vizier to follow him, letting fall words of- Conflanti- 
ten. That fuch as loved and honoured him would ”°P le - 
keep him company. But this hafty refolution, 
and eager defire of his Journey, the Vizier, 

Mufti, and others of his Counfellours, did mode¬ 
rate, perfwading him to a little longer patience : 
to which, though with fome difficulty, he affen- 
ted; yet he could not forbear from his Horfes 
back,and conftanc exercifes abroad, nor could he 
be induced to take one Nights repofe longer in 
his great Seraglio at Confiantinople , but lodged 
at Daout Palha, a (mall Palace about four 
miles diftant from Confiantinople. Which ex¬ 
travagant manner of living moft People ac- 
i, til- 
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, tribuced to his wandring humour, and delights 
in hunting, riding, and fuch like exercifes, ha¬ 
ving his foie pleafure in the Woods and Fields : 
But others, who judged with better Foundation, 
did conceive. That the Grand Signiors choice 
of other places of Refidence rather than his Im¬ 
perial Seraglio, proceeded not fo much from his 
own unfetled humour, ar.d courfe of living, as 
from an apprehenfion of fome Defigns, and mu¬ 
tinous Treafons of the Janifaries againft him: 
For tofpeak the truth, fince the death of Ku- 
perlce, the Militia began again to be corrupted ; 
and if we may believe the opinion of the moft 
principal Turks , the Vizier undertook this War 
to employ the bufie fpirits of the Soldiery, 
which began to grow refty and infolent through 
idler.efs, and by that means fecure his own life, 
and eftabliffi his Condition and Fortune. 

The Eqtiinoftial being come, the Grand Sig- 
nior wpulJ not have one days longer patience; 
for though thd»Seafon was wet and rainny, yet 
the Tents were pitched ; and though the Wind 
was fo violent and forcible as overturned almoft 
the whole Camp, yet no difficulties and incon- 
veniencies of Weather could give one hour of 
intermiflion to the Sultans defires : Wherefore 
on the Ninth of this Month, the Grand Signior 
departed from Confiantinople , attended with his 
Court, his principal Officers of State, and with 
what part of his Army was then a in readinefs to 
march. The magnificence of the (how they 
made, was according to the ufual Solemnity, 
yet worthy the fight of a Stranger, and perhaps 
not incurious to the Reader in its Relation. 

Firft, marched with a Angular Gravity, the 
feveral and diftinft Orders of Civil and Military 
e Officers in their proper Habits rfnd Caparifons, 
e the Santones in their wild drefs followed by the 
Emirs, or fuch as are of the Kindred of their 
falfe Prophet; the Great Vizier and Mufti rode 
in rank together , the Vizier on the left hand, 
the moft honourable place amongft the Soldiery, 
being the fide to which the Sword is girt, as the 
right is of greateft efteem amongft fuch as are of 
the Law, being that hand which guides the fen: 
The Trappings of the Viziers Horfe were plared 
with Gold , and before him were carried three 
Horfe-tails, called in Turkijh (Tugb,) and behind 
him came about Three hundred and fifty Pages, 
all Young men well mounted, and armed with 
Jacks and Coats of Male: Next followed the Mi¬ 
nions of the Court, or Seraglio, ( viz.) the Paicks 
with Caps of beaten Gold, and embroidered 
Coats, the Solacks with Feathers, armed with 
Bows and Arrows; thefe twolaftareofthehigheft 
degree of Lacqueys, which more nearly attend 
the Perfbn of the Grand Signior; thefe were fol¬ 
lowed by Nine led Horfes of the Graqjl Signior, 
richly adorned with precious Stones, and Buck¬ 
lers all covered with Jewels of an unknown value. 
Immediately before the Perfon of the Grand Sig¬ 
nior was led a Camel carrying the Alcoran in a 
Cheft covered with cloth ofgold The Gr.Signior 
himfelf was clothed in a Veft ofcloth of gold lined 
with aSab’e incomparably black,held up from the 
fides of his Horfe by four Pages 5 bis Perfon was 
followed with great numbers of Eunuchs, and 
Pages with long red Caps wrought with Gold 
about the head, carrying Lances and Mails, with 
two Locks, one on each fide of their Head, which 
are worn by fuch only as are of the Royal Cham¬ 
ber : After thefe crowded great numbers of Ser¬ 
vants , with the chief Comp, of Saphees, com¬ 
manded by the Sehtfor Aga, in number about 
i8oc. And in this manner and order they 
marched to their Tentsi 


The Tents were raifed on a fmall Hill as may 1 
be judged about Four Miles diftant om Con- ' 
fiantinople, and about Two Thouland in num¬ 
ber ranged at that time without order, only the 
Grand Signior’s feemed to be in the midft, and 
to over-top all the reft, well worthy obfervation, 
coding C as was reported) One hundred and i 
eighty thouland Dollars, richly embroidered in n 
the infide with Gold, and fupported by Pillars 
plated with Gold. Within the * Walls of this * 
Tent (as I may fo call them ) were all forts 
of Offices belonging to the Seraglio, all Retire- d 
ments and Apartments for the Pages, Cbiosk.es or 
Summer-houfes for pleafure ; and though 1 could 
not get admittance to view the innermoft Rooms 
and Chambers, vet by the outward and more 
common places of refort, I could make a guefs 
at the richefs and greatnefs of the reft, being fum- 
ptuous beyond companion of any in ufe amongft 
the Chriftian Princes. On the right hand hereof 
was pitched the Grand Viziers Tent, exceedingly 
rich and lofty ; and had I not feen that of the 
Sultans before it, I ffiould have judged ic the 
bell that my eyes had feen. The ollentation and 
magnificence of this Empire being evidenced in 
nothing more than in the richels of their Pavilions, 
fumptuous beyond the fixed Palaces of Princes, 
ereded with Marble and Mortar. 

On the Sixteenth of. this Month the Aga of the j 
Janifaries firft raifed his Tents, and began his , 
march > the next day followed the Grand Signior, I 
Vizier, and other Officers, and Spahees. At 
which time all Afia was full of Soldiers flocking 
from all parts of the Eaft, as from Aleppo, Da- 
majeus , Arabia, Er&irum , and Babylon: So that 
for a long time Boats and 8arks were continually 
imployed to ferry the Souldiery from Scutari in¬ 
to Europe : And the High-ways, Villages, and 
all parts of the Road towards Adrianople were 
filled with Soldiers, as if all Afia had iilhed out 
to devour and inhabit the German Polfeflions. 
And for greater expedition in the march of the 
Army, Proclamation was made of a general 
Rendezvous at Sophia at the * Biram , then within \ 
Three weeks time, where they defigned to foil ; 
their Horfe, and refrelh themfelves before they 
fell in earneft to their bufinels. But before the 
Grand Vizier departed from Adrianople to prb- 
fecute a War in Hungary againft the Emperor, 
he called Signior Ballarino to his prefence, as if 
he would treat with him of matters tending to 
an adjuftment with Venice \ when at the fame 
time he had '1000a men in a readinefs at Scutari 
to march into Dalmatia, and to joyn with other 
Forces in Bojha and Croatia ; but this diflimula- 
tion and appearance of Treaty ferved only to 
difeover on what Terms a Peace might be ob¬ 
tained, in cafe Affairs in Hungary ffiould be lb 
prefling as to require an application folely of Arms 
to that Country. 

Not only had Signior Ballarino Affairs of pub- 
lick trouble, but likewife (omething touched him 
of private concernment in his own Family ; 
where the Turks, I know not upon what infor¬ 
mation coming to fearcb, found in his Houfe two 
figures, oneof araan^ and the other of a woman 
made of Linen cloth, ftuffed with Wool and Cot¬ 
ton; the which were interpreted by'theT«nb to 
be Images of Sorcery and Inchanttnent; one re- 
prefenting the Grand Signior, and! the other his 
Mother, were defigned in a fecret manner, by 
thrufting Needles and Pins into thofe parts, where 
the Heart and Liver is,to caufe thofe whom they 
feprefenc to dye with macerations and confum- 
ptibns, according to rhe Inchantment of Me¬ 
dea. In jecur urget aetts. And • this fufpicion 
was 
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i 6 6 3. was augmented by the reports of the Neighbour- 
WW hood, who hearing the Pried often recite his 
Litany, and fing Evening-fong, avouched that 
they conftantly over heard the Charms muttered 
in fuch forms as are ufed by Magicians and Sor¬ 
cerers : Whereforb defigning to take the Prieft, 
who was the Father Provincial of St. Francis, and 
puniffi himforhis Witchcraft, ,the good man fair¬ 
ly fled, and kept himfelf out of harms way, un¬ 
til Signior Ballarino couid quiet the minds of the 
Turks by feme Art, which he more forcibly pra- 
btifed upon them by a ltronger.charm of-Money 
and Prefects than that which Was the fubjeft of 
their complaint. 

In the mean time all fears and dangers of Can- 
dia vaniffied, becaufe the Turks bent their For¬ 
ces and chief of their ftrength againft their Ene¬ 
mies at Land : To provide sgainft which, the 
Senate of •Venice fent into Dtlmatia the Baron 
Spaar for General, with many other Officers uri- 
der him, namely the Marquefs Maculani, Count , 
Ettore Albano, Carlo Martmewto , and Roverelli, 
Count of Caudes, the Cavalier Grimaldi, Echen- | 
felt, and others. Into Friuli, Francifco Morofihi 
was difpatched in quality of Froveditor General 
with fupream Power and Authority, and in 
this manner all matters were as well pro¬ 
vided and fecured by Land, as they were by 
Sea. 

The Biram chanced to happen out this Year 
towards the end of April, by which time the Vi¬ 
zier, and moft of his Army, aflembled according 
to Proclamation at Sophia ; where having conti¬ 
nued fome time, and confuted well in what 
manner to put their defigns in execution, they 
proceeded in their March towards Buda, and the 
Confines of Hungary ; but in the way the Vizier 
was encountred by a Meffenger frond the Em¬ 
peror, offering all reafonable Propoficions of 
Peace, if poflbly a flop might be given to the 
farther progrefs of that vaft and formidable Ar¬ 
my. All matter; were propofed which probably 
might give fatisfadlion; the Fort of Count Serini 
(the grand Eve-fore of the Turks ) was proffered 
to be demohlhed , with other Conditions Which 
before the March of the Army were never pro¬ 
pofed or demanded. But the Vizier gave little 
63r to thefe fair Overtures, but proceeded for¬ 
wards in his Demands, as he did in his March : 
Requiring now, not the demolilhment of the Fort, 
but the Surrender of it entirely with all the 
Strength , Artillery, and Ammunition into the 
hands of the Grand Signior. Had this condition 
been granted, it is probable the defires and pre- 
tenfions of the Turks would not have flopped 
here, but have rifen, as the fpirits of their Ene¬ 
mies had condefcended, and exceeded all the 
hopes and advantage which they imagined pro¬ 
bable and feafible to be obtained by the War. 
Wherefore this Meffage proving fruitlefs, the 
Bringer of it was permitted Licence to return in¬ 
to Germany : But the Refident was refufed dif- 
miflion, being detained in the Turkish Camp, as 
an Inftrument to mediate a Peace, when both 
fides ffiould grow weary of the War. 

About this time the Tartars were greatly in- 
fefted by the Coffacks, who were then very for- 
fhe Cof- ffi'dable and llrong, approaching near the City of 
lacks " Ofac,theKey and chiefFortrefs of Tartary, under 
mfeft the the Command of a Fiffiernran of the Boriftbenes, 
Tartars, who having had great fuccefies, and colle<fted a 
confiderable film of Money, became a dangerous 
Enemy •• By Sea alfo they commanded abfolucely, 

' roving uncontrouled, having a Fleet of Saykes 
and Gillies near an hundred and fifty Sail,againft 
whom the Tarcar Han or King of Tartary craved 


°t* e & ra " d s, 8 mor fo rty fail of Gaflies that year 1 
fo oppbfe them. But this Force of tjie Coflacks 
wasfoon abated; for it pleafed God, that pa fling 
through the narrow paf- 
fagfe.of Colchos into the Black Sea, the beft 
part of this Fleet fuffered (hipwrack ; with 
Which they were fo difmayed , that the twelve 
fail of Gaflies ( which was the whole Force 
the Turks could fpare this year for that Sea ) 
gave a check to the remainder, and forced them 
again to the Banks of :he Borifihnet. The reft of 
the Turkifh Fleet/confiding, together with the 
Beys Gaflies, in all but of thirty Saif, departed 
from Constantinople, withdefiyn rather to make 
fome appearance of -a Fleet, ard a noife amongft 
their own people, and colleft the. Contribu¬ 
tions o? the Hies in the Archipelago , than out of 
hopes ofeffedting anything againft the Venetians ; 
and fo it fucceeded; for this Fleet remained the 
wftole Summer at Mytilene , not daring to appear 
abroad for fear of the Enemy. 

Though the Tartars Were fo hardly befet by the 
Coflacks, yet their danger at home was not a fufi- 
ficient excufe to' difingage them from their afli- 
ftance in the War of Hungary. For the Vizier 
marching towards the Frontiers, fent one Mef- 
fenger after the other to halten the Tartar Han 
with all fpeed pofiibletothe Wars. But the Tar¬ 
tars feeming not fo willing, or fo ready as the 
Turks expected, more pofitive commands, andfe- 
vere threats, were difpatched than before, that 
laying afideall excufes or delays, they ffiould 
witli all che Force of their Country attend in this 
prefent War againft the Emperor, orotherwife 1 
thd Tartar Han was to be deprived of his Govern- * 
mfent, and his Son conftituted in his place. Thefe 11 
fevere menaces reduced the Tartar to great V 
llraits j fearful he was to difpleafe the Sultan , 
not knowing what ill confequences might 
proceed from thence; but more apprehen- 
five he was of the approaches of the Cof¬ 
facks, and of the difpleafure of his own People, 
who were refolved to fee this fire of War extin- 
guiffied in their own homes, before they would 
attend the defigns, or farisfie the Lulls of a. 
ftranger Prince. In this Dilemma the Tartar Han 
finding himfelf, made ufe of fair words andpro- 
mifes, ingaginghis word, That after the harveft 
was paft , no obftacle ffiould prevent his com¬ 
pliance with the Sultans expeditions ; for at pre¬ 
fent it was impoflible, in regard that ffiould their 
People at this feafon be diverted from gathering 
the harveft , the Corn and Fruit would remaitf 
on the ground, and fo occafion a Famine and 
deftrudlion of their Country. And herein the 
Tartar had fome reafon 5 for thefe People go noc 
to the Wars, as other Nations, who leave a fuffi- 
cient number behind to cultivate their Country, 
and perform all other Offices and Imployments 
in a Common-wealth .- But thefe making their 
chief livelihood and fubfiftence on the prey and 
robberies they make on their Neighbours;as many c 
as refolve to eat Bread and live,whoaremen not ii 
old or impotent, able to bear Arms, betake them- n 
felves to their Horfe and Bow; fo that when their t] 
Afmy is abroad, their Towns and Villages are 1 
only inhabited, and defended by their Women. 
But the Turk whole defires are never fatisfied with 
reafons, or withftood by words, or with any 
thing befides the execution of his Commands, 
difpatched another Meffage more full of threats 1 
and refolution than formerly, carried by the Em- 1 
brahor, or Mailer of the G. Signiors Horfe, mena- a 
cingnothing but Fire, and Sword, and Delirudti- 
on to the Han and his Country, if he longer de¬ 
layed to perform his Duty. But by this time

W ho whilft they were putting themfelve# in 
order , and affembling for the War; reports 
were murmured, as if the Turks were in a 
Treaty of Peace with theEmperoor, and matters 
in a fair likelihood of compofure: At this news 
the common Souldiers amongft the Tartars were 
not a little (larded, fearing thatffiey who ar,e free 
Booters, and have no other pay than their pur- 
- chafe, fliould by fuch a Treaty be forced to re¬ 
turn empty; and therefore before they would 
proceed, lent to advife the Sultan of thefe their 
fears ; fupplieatinghitn, .that if he (hould think fit 
to conclude a Peace, and ^oblige them to return 
into their own Cpunrry, that be would not take 
it araifs, if upon their march home, they {hould 
make themfelves good upon his Subjects of Mol¬ 
davia and Valacbia , whofe perfons and Eftates . 
they relblved to carry with them, a# a juft prey 
and recommence for their lofs of. time and labour. 
The Sultan who fees a fmall value on the Lives 
and Eft ites of his Chriftian Subjedts, judged this 
Fropofirion but realonable, fo .long as upon thefe 
terms he might obtain the benefit of the Tartars 
afliitance, who are the heft Horfe to forage, de- 
ftroy, and make defolate a Country. 


The Story of Afan Aga the Mofayp 
or Favourite, and other inftances 
of the uncertainty of /Ae Turkifti 
Richefs , and Glory 

T H E Great Vizier being by this time ar¬ 
rived on the Frontiers with a very confi- 
derable Army; the G. Signior at Adriano- 
pie continued his ufual pleafures in Hunting, Ri¬ 
ding, throwing of the Geritor Darr, and in other 
paftimes and fports of this nature ; at which time 
calling his Eves upon on cAfan Aga, a fprightly 
youth of his Seraglio, a Polonian by Nation, to be 
more forward and adtive than any of his Court, 
took an affedtion to him, fo fudden and violent, 
as might be judged neither well founded, nor 
long durable ; for the Grand Signior having 
heard, thac there were examples amongft the 
Emperors his Predeceflbrs, not only in the ab- 
fence, but in the prefence alfo of the Vizier, of 
maintaining and conftituting a Favourite, in 
Turkilh called Mofayp , did own publickly the 
Eledtion of this perlon for his Friend and Com¬ 
panion ; fo that this Minion was on a hidden fo 
highly ingratiated in the favour of his Prince, that 
he always rode equal with him ; Cloathed as rich, 
and mounted as well, as the Sultan himfelf, as if 
he had been his Coadjutor, or Companion in the 
Empire. The Queen Mother, the KuzJier Aga, 
and other rich Eunuchs of the Seraglio, the ChU 
macams of Adrianople, and Con fl antinople, with all 
the Great Officers and principal Minifters, were 
commanded to make Prelencsof Money, Jewels, 
and other Sacrifices,to this rifing Sun; whom now 
everyone Co courted and adored, that he became 
the only talk and admiration of the whole Town; 
no other difeourfe there was. but of sifan Chelabei , 
Afan- the fine accomplice Gentleman, Afan the 
only Creature of Fortune, and Idol of the whole 


Youth, greatly difpleafed the'Queen Mother, 

KuzJier Aga, who had Creatures of their ownto 
perfer and by their means became the Envy 
and Emulation of the whole Court, fo that there 
wanted not fuch who polled the news to the Vi¬ 
zier, as him, on whom the growing greatnels of 
Afan might have the moft dangerous reflexion: 

But the Vizier duly confidering, that the deep 
imprelfions this Youth had made in the affections 
of ms Matter, were not to be removed by plain 
dealing, but by lorae more occult Artihce and 
diflimulation, tookoccafibn to wrire to the Grand 
Signior, in favour of Afan Aga, extolling the pru¬ 
dence of his choice of fo compleat and hopeful a 
Youth for, his Favourite ; but thac it was pity, fo 
pregnant parts as ihnfe with which Afan was en¬ 
dued, fit to promote his Matters Service and In- 
tereft {hould be Encloiftred , and Buried in the 
formers and delights of his Seraglio; and there ore 
his Counfel was, to have him preferred to feme 
government, and degree of a Palha, to which-his 
Abilities and Education, in the Nurfery and Dif- 
cipline of the Court, had abundantly accomplifli- 
ed him. Peftmum genus inimicorum , laudantes. TMttus. 
Nor were the Queen Mother, and KuzJier Aga, 
all this time wanting in their contrivance to un¬ 
dermine him, but not with a delign fpun with fo 
fine a Thread, profeffing themfelves openly his 
Adverfaries: For which Courtly Policy, the Vi¬ 
zier only received a check, and fome few verbal 
reproofs, for intermcdling with what fo nearly 
concerned his Mailers Fancy and AffeCtion: But 
the KuzJier Aga, was by one word from Afan 
( whom he had difeovered to be his Enemy; Jh 
deprived of his Office, and had therewith loft banill j d 
his Life; had not the Queen Mother pow- to Cairo. 
erfully interceded for him, and gained an ex¬ 
change of his puniflimenc from death to ba- 
nilhment in Grand Cairo in 

Baltagibaftiee alfo ( who is the Captain of that a. fothe 
part of the Grand Signiors Guard, who.car- Baiwg.ua 
ry Hatchets, and are empyloyed in cutting Wood 
for the ufeof the Seragliojbeing diftovered » bea. 
Confederate in the famePlot againft theFavourite, 
was condemned to the fame pumflimenr, and 
immediately both of them difpeeded away to the 
place, where they were to fpend the remainder 
oi their days. Grand Cairo hath always been 
the place of Baniftiment for unfortunate Courtiers, 
or rather of fuch who have with much greatnefs, 
plenty, and contentment fometimes enjoyed the 
Fruic of their great Richefs , gained in the Sun- 
{hine and fummer of their Princes favour- To 
this City alfo was this KuzJ.ier Aga exiled, who 
in the enjoyment of his Office for feveral years, 
hadamaffeda moft vaft Wealth, incredible to be 
fpoken, and much to be wondred, that a Negro, 
whofe hue and perfon is contemptible amongft 
all, whom God hath created of a Colour diffe¬ 
rent from thofe who partake more of Light, and 
are of nearer fimilitude with the Sun, and Nature 
of an Angel; one whofe Original was a Slave, and 
his price never above a Hundred Pieces of Eight, 

{hould be loaded with fuch Goods of Fortune, 
and enriched with the Treafury of a Prince -• His 
Retinue confided of about 9ooHorfe,( befides Ca¬ 
mels, and Mules for his Baggage ) amongft which 
a Hundred were led Horfes. worth Seven 
or eight hundred Dollars a Horfe, and thac 
he might (till feem to live by his Princes Bounty, a 
thoufand Afpersaday was to be his conftant pay, 
to be iflued out of the G. Signiors Revenue in 
Egypt ; by which we may in part calculate the 
greatnefs of this Empire,when fo vaftRichefs is ac¬ 
counted but a reafonable proportion for fo vileand 
mean 
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Freafury differs little hereby, for this wealth and 
pomp is but lent him to keep, and look on ; he 
is uncapableto make a Tellamen r , orconftitute 
an Heir; the Grand Signior himfelf fucceeding to 
all the Eftate he harh given him, and the im- 
■ provemenc of ic. This Negro being proceeded 
as far as to Confiantinop/e , had his Companion 
the Baltagibaftiee, recalled from him with delign 
to be put to Death, but afterwards by mediation 
of fome powerful Friends, wao took advantage 
of the gentle and benign humour of the Sultan, 
his pardon was obtained, and he preferred to a 
♦Govern- fmall * Pafhalick in the Idler Afia. Howfoever 
ment of a the Eunuch proceeded in his Journey to Grand 
Paiha. Cairo , where being arrived, after three Days, 
was by the Imperial Command ftripc of all his 
wealth and greatnefs, which amounted unto 
Two Millions of Dollars, to be reflored again 
to their firft Matter, who ufes to lend his Slaves 
fuch gaieties and Ornaments, only to afford the 
World occafion to fee and admire the vaftnefs 
of his Wealth, and contemplate the vanity and 
ungonftancy of Richefs and Worldly glory. This 
poor Negro thus devefted of all, returned to his 
primary condition of a Slave, in which he was 
born, and for many years had lived, and was 
now banifhed, forfaken, and difconfolate in the 
upper Egypt ; whicher going fearce with fufficient 
ro preferve him from Famine and Beggery, the 
Beyes of Egypt , out of companion, bellowed on 
him an Alms of twelve Purfes , being Eight 
Thoufand four hundred Dollars, according to 
the Account of Cairo , now the only fupport and 
fuflenance of his Life. 

This Victory gained over thefe great Perfo- 
nages, and foyl given to the Queen Mother her 
felt, was not carried by this young Favourite 
with that prudent equality of mind as was de¬ 
cent ; but being puffed up with pride and glory, 
adventured to a judgment and cenfure of the 
deepeft matters of State , which touched not a 
little the jealoufie and (corn of the Great Vizier, 
who therefore wrote to all thofe grave Sages, to 
whofe Counfel he conceived the Sultan gave any 
ear or credit; reprefenting with extraordinary 
palfion and fervency the dangers he apprehended 
might befal his Matter, and his Empire, whilft 
both were fubjedt to the unexperienced Counfels 
of Afan, a Youth both in years and knowledge. 
That it was much to the difpiragement of the 
Supream Office of Vizier, whilft he was with 
Thoufands of Turks on the Frontiers contending 
for the Glory and Enlargement of the Ottoman 
Dominions, fubjedled to millions of dangers and 
labours; to be fupplanted by a Boy, fit only for 
an attendants in his Matters Chamber; and to 
have the privacy of the Emperors State Counfels 
and policy rifled by a Youth, wlftfe years had 
not fitted him for the knowledge and continence 
of an ordinary Secrer. Thefe reafonable Com¬ 
plaints of the Vizier’s were by feme of his wife 
Friends, whofe Age and Gravity had produced 
femething of Reverence towardstheir Perfons, not 
without hazard and fear communicated unto 
the Sultan, the violence of whofe Love being with 
time moderated and abated , he began to confi- 
der the reafenablenefs of this Difeourfe, and fo on 
afudden, to the great admiration of all, call off 
his Favourite, creating him a Kapugibafhee, or 
chief Porter, with a hundred and fifty Albers a 
day Sallary. . 1 ^ 


The Ruine of Samozade, the Reis 
Effendi , or Chief Secretary of 
State to the Great Vizier. 

A N D fince we have related a Story which 
partly reprefents the unconftancy and ty¬ 
ranny of the Turkifls Greatnefs, it may yet 
pleafe the Reader, {hould we add another, tho’ 
a little out of its due order, not lefs remarkable, 
and worthy of Record, than the former. 

When Ue-wbaufel was befieged , called by the 
Turks and Hungarians, Oyar , and divers attempts 
made on it in vain ; Samozade the Reis Effendi, 
with lefs caution and wifdom than he did ufually 
pradtife in other matters, wrote a Letter to the 
Chief Eunuch of the Women, then in the Serag¬ 
lio at Adriznople, to this effedt Thac if the 
Grand Signior defired to have that Fortrefs taken 
that was then befieged , he fliould chufe a more 
able Captain for his Army than the prefenc Vi¬ 
zier, a Perfon who had only been educated in a 
Tekeh , or Colledge, and ttudied in the fpecu- 
lations of Law, and not in the 'Ida’s of the Ja¬ 
nuaries, orCultomes and Exercifes of the Camu: 
And therefore if his Majefty thought fit to chufe 
another General, he could not call his eves on 
any more able and deferving than Ibrahim i'aftia 
his Son in Law, a Perfon qualified for the Office 
of Vizier, being skilful in all points both of War 
and Peace. This Eunuch being the perfon that 
had fucceeded to the former lately exiled, ha¬ 
ving received this Letter, immediately without 
farther Art or Prologue, read it to the Grand 
Signior, at which though at firft he was ftartled, 
yet not asyet weary of the Vizier, but Hill con- 
ferving a kindnefs and efteem for him, took the 
Letter, from the Eunuch, and fent it to the Vizier, 
permitting him to inflidt what punilhmenr he’ 
judged moft agreeable to his own prefervation 
and vindication of honour. The Vizier, having 
received this Letter, feemed not in the leaft to 
be furprized with the perfidioufoefs of Samozade, 
but in a cool temper recollecting all the Applica¬ 
tions and Addreffes (which we have mentioned 
before ) at his firft entrance into this Supream 
Office, and judging from thence , that he was 
not a Perfon capable of friendlhip, or afteadinefs 
to his Intereft, fent for him, and forPa¬ 
ftia his Son in Law to his prefence, and firft ha¬ 
ving upbraided his«Treachery, and want of Inte¬ 
grity, in return to all the Careffes and Endea¬ 
vours he had ufed to win his Faith, caufed both 
their heads to be ftruck off by the Executio¬ 
ner. 

This Samozade was one of the moft wife and 
belt pradtifed Secretaries of State that ever ferved 
the Ottoman Empire , and one whom our Englifh 
much lamented, being perfectly acquainted with 
the particulars of ourCapiruIations.and Confticuti- 
on of our Trade; and had not his extraordinary 
Covetoufnefs blemiflied his ocher moral Venues 
he might have been efteemed a man rare, and a 
not unworthy the greateft Monarch 
of the World. The Richefs he had collected du- 
ring the time of his State-Negotiations were in¬ 
credible and immenfe, for he (pared and loft no 
opportunity of gains, which rendred him the 
more liable and obnoxious to the ftroke of Jultice 
His Goods were now feifedon for fervice of the 
•Sultan, his Matter, as juftly confifcated for Trea- 
fon ; his Eftate was found to amount unto three 
Millions of Pieces of Eight in ready Money: 

1 he had fixteen hundred Camels, four Hundred 
T Mules; 
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1663. Mules* Six hundred Hoifes of the heft fort, be- j 
ly'V'o lidos ordinary Horfes of fervice proportionable 
to thole of value. In his Cherts and Stores were | 
found Four thoufand Girdles, or Safhes, of the j 
belt fort of Silver, never worn •, Seven and twen¬ 
ty pounds weight of Pearl, three hundred Dag¬ 
gers ( or Turkijh Hanjars ) molt let with Dia¬ 
monds and Rubies, befides Ninety Sable Verts, 
each u hereof might Le valued at a 7 houland 
Dollars, his Swords and rich Furniture were 
without number, or account, with a Cart-Load 
of the belt and firteft China ; over and above all 
rl i-, remained to his Son a Revenue of about Ten 
pounds Sterling a day, who being condemned 
t >the torture to confefs the hidden Riches of his 
Father, at his firft examination dilcovered One 
hundred and twenty five thouiand Zaicbins of 
Venetian Gold.

Avania brought upon 
Dutch Nation. 


B Efore we proceed on with the Relation of the 
War in Hungary , where we for a time (hall 
leave the Great Vizier, it will not be from our 
purport: 'o digrcfs a little in recounting certain in- 
termeditre Accidents, which had reference to our 
own and th e Dutch Nations Intereft at the Ottoman 
Court. And firft l (hall begin with the Dutch, to 
whom a confiderable trouble and mistorcune be¬ 
tel, by means of a Ship of theirs called the Em¬ 
peror Octaviano , which defigning to lade Turks. 
Goods at Alexandria for Conjlantinople,, had her 
Licence and Dilpatches’ obtained by means of the 
Holland Refidenc, the Sieur lYarnero. .This Ship 
being accordingly laden at Alexandria, whereon 
a lib the Grand Signior hifnfelf had Thirty thou¬ 
iand Dollars Intereft, and .being ready to depart, 
was near the Port furprized by the Venetian, and 
Alalttfe Corfairs, and fo taken. This News was 
ported over land from Grand Cairo, and the Car¬ 
go lent of the Goods, importing Fourfcore and 
tour thoufand Dollars, which in the Month of 
'Jane arrived ac Couftantincple. The perfons in- 
tereited in this lofs being many, in the nature of 
a Tumulc applied themfelves to the Grand Sig¬ 
nior, and demanded fenrence againft the Dutch 
Refidenc for reparation, alledging that he 
had recommended the Ship, and Com¬ 
mander, who had combined with the Cor- 
lairs to furprize him, and that the Refidenc 
had engaged for the faithfulnefs of the Captain, 
who had betrayed their Goods, not endeavouring 
to defend himfelf fo much as by the (hot of one 


Nations , nor his own private Aft. Notwith- 1 
Handing which , the Turks fentenced the Refidenc 
to be liable to make fatisfaftion, in regard that 
when the Ship was firft freighted, he appeared 
before theChimacam ac Conjtantmople, and being 
asked whether the Commander of this Ship was 
an honelt man, and one who might be intrufted 
with fuch a concernment of the Turks', his 
Anfwer was, That he believed he might, and 
that he was always efteemed faithful and honelt 
to his Trull: which in the Turkijh Law amount¬ 
ing to as much as if he had faid, he would be¬ 
come his fecurity, the Grand Signior confirmed 
the former fentence againft the Refident, and 
with hafte and fury difjpatched a Kapugibafbee 
to bring bis Perlon to Adriancple j where being 
arrived , and continuing as yet conftanc to his 
firft Anfwer, was committed to cuftcdy of the 
Chaousbalhee, or Chief of the Purluivants, where 
they gave him time until after the Feaft of the 
little Biram, to confute his own good and lecurity 
of his Nation within the Turkijh Dominions. The 
Feaft was no fooner ended , but the Grand Sig¬ 
nior fent immediately to know his ultimate re- 
folution , declaring. That if be continued ftill 
obftinate againft his Power , he had commanded 
that he fhould be committed to that Dungeon 
which had lorne few years before been the 
Lodging of other Chriftian Minifters. The Re¬ 
fidenc terrified at the thoughts of fuchanlmpri- 
lonmenc, declined from his tormer conftancy, 
ingaging to pay the Money in an Hundred and 
five days time, for no longer would be granted; 
fo violent and unreafonable the Turks were in 
their demands, againft the Law of Nations, the 
particular Capitulations, and the common 
reafon and juftice of the World. This Money 
was for the moft part taken up by the Dutch N a- 
tionin Turky atlnfereft, and afterwards the debt 
extinguifhed by Money lent them by the States, 
for payment of which a particular Jmpofition was 
granted on all Goods brought from Turky , until 
the Debt to them was cleared, with an Intereft of 
one per cent, for the year. By which ic may be 
obferved, how little are efteemed the Perfons 
of Chriftian Representatives in the Turkijh Court; 
who having proved with what tamenefs feme 
Princes have taken the affronts offered to the Per- 
fonof their Ambalfador in former times,and now 
obferving with whac patience the'States of" Hol¬ 
land have fuftained the like infolence and injury 
in their Refident, they may poflibly profefs their 
Funftion facred, but yet in matters of their own 
intereft will never be induced to vouchfafe them 
that refpeft or juft treatment which is due to 
them. 
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Musket. The Grand Signior being likewife con- j 
cerned herein himfelf, was eafily perfwaded to 
grant his Order and Sentence,. That the lolsof 
all fhould concern the Dutch Refident, and his 
Nation, requiring the Chimacam of Conjlantinople 
to fummon the Refident, and intimate his plea- 
fure therein, exaftir.g a time limited for the pay¬ 
ment. The Refident being called co feveral Au¬ 
diences thereupon, denied to have had any hand 
in the employment of thisShipon the this Voy¬ 
age, and that their Capitulations, to which the 
Grand Signior had fworn, acquitted him from 
being refponfible for the mifdemeanors of any of 
bis Nation , for whole fidelity and good behavi- 
vour he had never perlbnally engaged , and 
thereupon p.oficively refuted to make him- 
felt liable for payment of this Money, to 
which he was neither obliged by the Law of 


In what ftate the Affairs of England, 
in reference to the Turkilh Court, 
flood about this time with Algier, 
and other Parts of Barbary. 

I N the preceding year we declared how a 
Peace was concluded between England and 
Algier : For better confirmation whereof, and fe¬ 
curity of our Merchants Eftates in the Levant, 
upon occafion of a future breach, it was judged 
neceffary by His Majefties Council, That the re- 
fpeftive Articles lalt made and concluded 
with Algier, Tunis, and Tripoli , fhould be diftinftly

this Claire at the Conclufion ofeach, viz,. “ That 
“•" cr, fe die foregoing Articles were not kept by 
w fhefe-his Subjefts refpeftively, but fhould con¬ 
trary to the meaning thereof through Piracy 
‘Jbe broken, that then ic fhould be lawful for 
“ die King of England to chaltife chofe People by 
** his own Arms and Force, without Impeachment 
‘‘ or Breach of that good Peace and Amitv which 
‘I Intervenes between His Ma jelly of Great Britain 
“and the Q ttonion Emperor: And this was fup- 
pofed might always be a Plea in defence of the 
Englijii Nation in Turky, when at any time 
His Majefty *provoked by the Injuries of thofe 
fa'thlefs and piratical Nations, fhould rake due 
Revenge upon them, not only on the Seas, 
but alfo on the Land, fubverting thofe very 
Cities and Forrreffes, which are the Nefts of 
Piracies, and riie common Chaftifement and 
. Gaols of Chriftendnm. When diefe Articles came 
to the hands of His Majeffies Ambafiador the 
Earl of IVmcbelfea, with Orders to have them 
ratified and liibfcribed in the manner foregoing, 
the Turkijh Court was then at Adrianoplt ,to which 
place on this occafion the Lord Ambafiador made 
a Journey from his ufual Refidence at Conftan- 
titi'ple ; and having acquainted the Chimacam 
with the whole matter? and the Propofitions 
rightly apprehended by him, they were offered, 
and the nexc day communicated in behalf of the 
Ambafiador to the Grand Signior, who readily 
promifed compliance with His Majefties defires, 
ordering tne Articles and Conclufion of them, 
to be ingrofied and prepared for the Imperial 
Afient. Howfbever fome confiderable time ran 
on before they were delivered out, in regard 
that being matters of State relating to War and 
Peace, they could not be fully granted without 
Privity and Knowledg of the Grand Vizier, who 
was the fupreme Counfellor, and therefore we 
were forced to attend thirty five days before an 
Exprefs could go and return from the Frontiers 
with the Anfwer expefted, which was as eafily 
granted by the Vizier, as before it was entertain¬ 
ed by the Grand Signior. On Augufi y. the Con¬ 
firmation of the feveral aforefaid Articles were 
configned unto my felf in prefence of our Lord 
Ambafiador by the hands of the Chimacam , being 
my felt" defigned in Perlon to deliver them ; for 
Which Service a Frigat of His Majefties Navy at¬ 
tended at Smyrna : fo that very Evening l depart¬ 
ed, and arrived at Smyrna the 1 j tb of Augufi. 

In my Journy from Adrianople to Smyrna, omit¬ 
ting the Geography of the Countries, and the 
pleafenc view I had from the top of a Mountain 
between Malagra and Gallipoli , from whence I 
could furvey all the HtUejpont , and at the fame 
time take a profpeft of the Propinttck and Ionian 
Seas, 1 (hall only relate two palfages which be- 
fel me in this Journey, not unpleafanc to be re- 
membred. 

The firft was at a fmall Village called Jjhecle, at 
the foot of the Mountain Ida, not far from the 
Ancient Troy, now named by the Turks Kauz,dog, 
which fignifies the Mountain of Geefe; the Peo¬ 
ple that inhabit here, are of a rude Difpofition, 
great Thieves, and of a wild andfavage Nature; 
at my entry thereupon I was advifed by thofe 
that were with me, that ic was receflary to take 
Mules to carry, my Baggage through the Moun¬ 
tains , and to prefs the People to convoy me to 
the next Government by Virtue of a Command 
the Grand Signior had granted me for the fecu- 
ritu. of my Travels; fo that arriving ac this 
pJ-^e by break of day, I went diredly with all 
my Attendance, being about eighteen or nineteen 


horfe, to the Kadi’s Houfe, where knocking hard 1 A* 6 3. 
at die Door, a Servant looked out at the Win- 
dow, and fpving fo great a company. wholly 
affrighted, ran to his Mailer, and awakening him 
with fuch dreadful news, he had fcarce any Soul 
or Life remaining to render an Anfwer; for he 
was one of thofe, who three times a day was ufed 
to take his Dofe of Opium, which gave him a 
ftrange kind of Intoxication or Drunkennefi; 
during the Operation of which , men have their 
Spirits violently moved and agitated , that after¬ 
wards it leaves them fo wearied and languid, 
that in the morning when they firft awake, they 
remain like dead Stocks, their Members are be* 
numbed,and can fcarce turn from one fide to ihe 
other. In this condition the News of new Guefts 
furprized this Kadi , when wholly feeble he called 
to his Servant to reach him his Box of Opium, of 
which when he had taken his ufual Propotion, 
and that it began to work, his Life returned a- 
gain to him. and he began immediately to reco¬ 
ver, fb that he had Courage to open his Gates 
and receive us in: when he had read the Com¬ 
mand, and found no hurt in it, the Man was tran- 
fported with Joy and Opium, and was fo kind, 
chearful, and of a good humour, that I could not 
I but admire at the change; he told me, mat he 
lived in a barbarous Country, and was forced to 
ufe that for Divertifement.and as a Remedy of his 
melancholly hours. 1 eafily perceived the effetfl 
it had upon him, for he feemed to me like a Bed¬ 
lam ; in which humour be called all his Neigh¬ 
bours about him, and after a wife Confutation, 
they provided me with two Mules, and five Men 
on foot with rufty Muskets without Powder or 
Shot, to guide and guard me through the Moun¬ 
tains. I had not travelled two Miles before all 
my Guard were ftollen afide, and taking advan¬ 
tage of the Woods and Mountains,were fled from 
me, fo that I found my felf with no other than 
my own People, in an unbeaten Path, and a way 
unfrequented; the man excepted who drove the 
Mules., who for fake of his fieafts was obliged 
to a farther attendance. We travelled in this 
manner through the Mountains about four hours, 
when near a Village called Suratnee , we met one 
of the Principal men on Horfe-back, carrying a 
Head Mutton behind him, which upon Exami¬ 
nation wedifeovered to be carried for a Bribe to 
the Kadi of Ifheclee , that fo he would be his Friend, 
and favour him in his Caufe: And further upon 
inquiry , finding that our Entertainment was 
likely to be mean at Suratnee, we forced the 
Gentleman to return with us, and to fell us his 
Mutton at the market-price, and lb for that time 
we difappoinred our J Kadi of his Fee or Reward: 
and being upon the rife of a Hill defeending 
to Suratnee , fo that the People could fee us ac 
a diftance, they like true Sons of Kauz,-dog for- 
fook their Habitations, and fled, which we per¬ 
ceiving ported after them, and caccbed two of 
their men, whom we brought under Share, (or 
the Country-mans Oath, which they account 
very facred, and will by no means break) to be 
true and faithful to us, to ferve, and not leave 
us for fo long time as we fhould remain in 
their Village;and accordingly thefemen werenoc 
only ferviceable, but diligent: fb foonastbey' 
difeovered me to be one who would pay jultly 
for what I took, and was not a Turkijh Aga, or 
Servant of Great men who harrafs the People, 
and take their Service and Meat on account of 
free Quarter, the whole Village returned again 
from their places of Refuge amidft the Woods, 
fo that 1 neither wanted Provifions nor Atten¬ 
dance.

nations ♦ and inftead of confirming the Peace, 
produced a War. For the Divan being met, 
they were afraid to releafe the Ships, left the Sol¬ 
diers who had fent them in , being then abroad, 
(hould call them to queftion for it at their re¬ 
turn ; and not to releafe them, might be an oc- 
cafion of a War; which noc fucceeding accord¬ 
ing to their defire, the caufeis thereof might be 
catted into queftion, and puniftied for it; ot which 
(fill remained the frefh memory of late Examples. 
In this Dilemma of their Affiiirs, they refolved to 
make the Adi herein, to be of general and publick 
Affent; and to that end they Affembled a Grand 
Divan, calling the Captains of Ships and Gallies, 
then in Port, unto their Council; who without 
Hefitation, or queftioning other Matters, decla- 
r^, that the three Engliju Ships were lawful 
Prize; and that it was no longer requifite to 
maintain the fecond Article of freeing Strangers 
Goods on Englifl> Veffels; it neither being the 
defign nor intereft of Algitr, to benefit all Chri- 
(tendom by their Peace with' England: this Sen¬ 
tence was followed by the whole Rabble of the 
Divan, with cry and noife; to which the wifer 
fort,notwithftanding our Plea, and Reafons to the 
contrary, which laited for full two hours, were 
forced to condefcend, and concur in the fame 
Vote. Howfoever by Importunity, and fome- 
thing of the force of Reafon, which in the molt 
blind and obfcure minds of Men, hath fomething 
of forcible Violence; we obtained the releafe of 
the three Ships, upon difeharge of the Strangers 
Goods, and payment of their Freight. But the 
fecond Article of Peace , forbidding the learcli 
of Enghjh Ships for Scrangers Eftates, or their 
Perfons,. was declared null, and no longer ro 
be maintained ; nor the Peace likewife, unlefe 
His Majelty would accept it upon that Con¬ 
dition, to which end, they wrote this following 
Letter. 


The Letter of the Government of 
Algier to His Majefty. 

G Reat and Cbriflian Prince, King of Eng¬ 
land. After Health and Peace, tkc. 
Since we have made Peace' with l ou, uuto this 


day there have n 1 Injuries nor Daraatres been 166 
offered by Z's. Jour Shits that have been at v-T'' 
Prizes, for Tour fide we have let free, not 
offering them the leaf Injury, n •#• dimhiijhin* 
any thing from them in the lead, until fuel 
time as Tour Conful gave Z>s Counter-paffes , 
that what Ships were found with them, to be 
let free, and thofe that are without them, to 
be brought in: And we have found divers 
without them, which for Friendjhip fake which 
is betiveen Vs, V/e have let go free. Now 
from henceforth, if that we find any of our 
Enemies Goods or Men in Tour Ships, ive f all 
tane the Goods and Men, paying the Freight 
to their Port. And we fhall deft re y if as 
foon as you fhall receive this our Letter, that 
you will fend your anfwer hereunto , for we 
fhall think it long until we receive it from Tcti; 
and for the future, what Ships fhall be brought 
in without a Pafs-port, we fhall take them, 
and detain them here, until fuch time as we 
have an anjwer from lou ■ which pray fend 
without delay. The end of the Month Sefar, 

1074. which was then in the Month ^ Septem¬ 
ber, 1663. 

In this manner a fecond War broke forth in the 
(pace of two Years, by which a Perfon may judg 
of the inconftancy and unfteady humour of this 
People; who but three days before, gave us all 
the evidence of fair Correlpondence and Friend- 
(hip; and it is probable, that when they entered 
•the Divan, they came not with Refolutions or 
Thoughts of War; however accidents andocca- 
fional Difcourfes each with other, following the 
cry and humour of fome rude Savage Perfon, 
which leads the reft, carried all things with Vio¬ 
lence towards a Breach: So that by what preced¬ 
ed, and from thefe following Reafons, it may bp 
concluded impolfible to maintain a firm and laft- 
ing Peace with this People. 

Firft, Becaufe thefe People are compofed of 
the worft Sort or Scum of the Turks , and worlt 
ofCbriftians, which are Renegadoes, who have 
renounced God and their Country, and a Ge-. 
neration of People who have no Religion, nor 
Honour; Peace cannot be longer expected or 
maintained,- than fear or intereft enjoins them 
to compliance. 

Secondly, The Government of Algier being 
popular, and in the hands of a vile Commonal¬ 
ty , who are ignorant Perfons, guided by no 
Rules or Principales; unfteady in all their Coun¬ 
cils , not refolving or confulting any thing be¬ 
fore they enter the Divan, do commonly fol¬ 
low that Refolution, which they perceive to be 
carried on with the greatell noife; and therefore 
are a People not capable of Peace or Friend- 
(hip. 

Thirdly, This irrational Commonalty is over¬ 
awed by a heady Soldiery, who are only then 
affrighted into a Peace, whilft a ftronger force 
compels them into good Manners. But when 
that Power and Punilhment is withdrawn, they 
again harden their hearts like Pharaoh, and then 
when the Temptation of rich Merchant-men 
prefents it felf, their natural Inclination to Piracy 
returns, and their Covetoufhefs again prevails, 
and then they curfe the Peace, and the makers 
of it, and without remorfe break their Articles, 
and their Faith, having neither Honour nor Con* 
feience to reftrain them. Wherefore unlels. the 
Heads 
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fatisfadion, or Money paid for the expence, and 
Tloftages given for fecurity of it, it can never be 
cx peek'd that a lartir.g Peace (hould be maintain¬ 
ed with this People •, the proof of which, hath been 
made appear by the leqoel of affairs, and by thofe 
Wars which have enlued fmee this time. And 
11 w let us return to the Wars in Hungary , and 
become Spectators of thoie Tranfadtons, which 
were then the general concernment of the Ealtern 
and Weftern World. 


The Proceedings of the War in 
HUNGARY. 


W E left the Grand Vizier on his March to¬ 
wards the parts of Hungary, with an Ar¬ 
my, as computed, to confift of Eighcy Thoufand 
fighting men, and of about Seventy Thoufand 
defigned for Pioniers, and other neceffary fervices 
of tne Amy. In this march the Vizier out of 
T' c Vi- defign to flacken the warlike Preparations of the 
•/ it <ie- Chriftians, and to difeover the inclinations of the 
ti >< a Emperor to Peace, defired a Treaty, that if pof- 
Tic.i-v to fjbie, matters might be reduced to terras of ac- 
Oirifti- cr,nirn °dation. The Refident of Germany, was 
ans ' then in the Army, but he, not being impowered 
fi tgly for any f'uch Treaty, the Baron .of Goez,, 
then with Alt Pafha at Tem-.fwar, was fent for,and 
being arrived, were both called into the Viziers 
Tent at Belgrade, to whom it was propofed, That 
in Cafe the Emperor defired a Peace, he (hould 
refign into the hands and pofleflion of the Sultan 
7.. kclbyd , /Catmar , Claufenburg, alias Colofvar, 
with the late builr Fort of Count Scrini , without 
which, no Sacrifice could appeafe the anger, and 
give a Hop to the progrefs of th eOttomon Arms. 
Whilft thefe Propositions by Poll were difpatched 
to Vienna, the Viz er proceeded in his Journey to 
Sn-igcnitim, now called Gran, to which place, af¬ 
ter lixreen Days time, the Meffenger returned 
with an Anfwer from the Emperor, which fhowed 
an inclination towards an acceptance of Peace on 
the terms propofed, but with inftrudtions to his 
Miniiters to moderate by alieir difereet manage¬ 
ment ( what was pnflible) the rigour of the de¬ 
mands. For by reafon of the dilaffeitinn of the 
Hungarians, whom the Emperor had lately dif- 
guftcd by demolifhing feveral of their Churches, 
and difeountenanemg the Pi olefiant Religion 
which they profefled; and by reafon of the 
Phlegm of the Princes of Germany, whom diffe¬ 
rent inrerefts made flow and unaftive in their 
preparations againft the common Enemy ; the 
Emneror was wholly unprovided to oppofe the 
violence of this over-flowing Torrent, and be- 
curie an unequal match for the Ottoman Force.

Thefe extravagant demands awakened the Impe- 


their Vizard , to march haftily to furprize them, 
vigoroufly roufed themfelves to make that con¬ 
venient provifion and defence by W ar , which 
the ftraitnefs of time permitted them: So that in 
the firft place they Affembled a Diet at Ratisbonnc, 
where it was refolved to raife four Armies; the 
firft for the Guard and defence of Moravia ar.d 
SiUfia , under the Command of Count Sufa, a 
Native of Rubel. The fecond under the Com¬ 
mand of Count Raymond Monteculi , for fafety of 
Raab, Niovbattfel, and Komorra, and the Frontiers 
of Hungary. The third under Command of 
Count Nicholas Serini for defence of Croatia • The 
fourth compofed folely of Hungarians, command¬ 
ed by the Palatine of that Country, which they 
reported to confift of Thirty thoufand fighting 
men, Fifthly, It was ordered that all Garifbns 
(hould be well provided of Victuals and Ammu¬ 
nition; and that the Inhabitants of Vienna (hould 
take into every Houle a provifion for a years 
maintenance, and fuch as were not able at their 
own Coft, were to abandon their Dwellings. And 
in the mean time the Villages round about were 
demolifhed, to the great amazement and confu- v 
fion of the People. 

The Turks now bearing in tfieir thoughts no¬ 
thing but War, began to defign and chalk out the 
belt order and method for its profecution. The 
principal places then in eye of the Vizier, were 
Raab, and Komorra, Fortreffes of confiderable 
ftrength, maintained and defended by Souldiers 
of known prowefs and conduct, and provided 
equally with all forts of Ammunition and Provi- 
fions, agreeable to fuch confiderable Bulwarks 
and Walls.not only of the German Empire, but (I 
may fay)ofall Chriftendom. Raab, called by thefoi- Raabt 
lians, Javari», and by the 7 «nD, Yanickjs feituated 
in a plain,level,and Champion Country; theTown 
it felfvery regular and compaft,the Fortifications 
moft exad according to the new Model , and 
much improved in its ftrength fince the recovery 
of it from the hands of the Turk, by whom it was 
once taken, in the year it h 3 th its name 

from the River Rab, on which it is feated juft on 
the meeting of the Danube. K.morra is a ftronger Komor- 
Forcrefe , eredted in an Kland of the River Da- ra 
nube, called after the fame name, which hath 
often been attempted by the Turks , but with ill 
fuccefs; at both which places I have perfonally 
been, and viewed them with much delighr. 
Wherefore the Vizier confidering the ftrength. 
and difficulty of thefe places, refolved to take 
due and mature confideration before he engaged 
himfelf in any enterprize, and to that end aflem- 
bled together in Confultation with him the moft 
ancient and grave men, that were Natives of the 
Country; fome of thefe being fuch who had lived 
mRab, been Slaves there, and had well marked The Turk 
and obferved the ftrength of that Forrrefs both as deliberate 
to Nature and Art, affured the Vizier, That the oftheme- 
Work was immenfe , difficult, and dangerous, t,lodtobe 
and not to be accompliflied in the fpace of one $ ed in 
Summer; and that the Winters in that Countrey aP * 
were very cold and rigid, and ill agreeing with 
the temperament of the Afiacick Souidiery. The 
Vizier, though he farther confidered that his 
Souldiers were as yet young and unexperienced, 
and that a foylencountred at the firft Enterprize, 
might be a difeouragement from following thecon- 
tinued Trail apd Courfe of this War, which muft 
be fuftained with labour and patience, and that to 
withdraw his Forces in the Winter would be a 
difhonour to the Ottoman Arms, a blemifh in the 
beginning to hi£*own Reputation, and an encou¬ 
ragement of the Enemy: Howfoever, having a 
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1 6 6 3. violent Ambition and Defire to become Mafter®of 
frFVS Rab, he could not reft fatisfitd in this Counfel 
before he had cortfulted with Alt Pa(ha , and 
other Pafhaws of the Frontier Countries, who 
duly confidering the matter as it ftood, concur¬ 
red in the fame judgment that was formerly made 
of the difficulty of th s defign; and herein they 
were the more ftrongly confirmed, by the re¬ 
port of certain Hungarians, whom fome parties 
of Horfe, under the Command of Ali Pafha, ro¬ 
ving and fallying out near the Walls of Rab, had 
furprized and taken, who berig brought bound 
before the Vizier , related , That-the Town was 
well provided with all forts of Ammunition and 
Provifions, and the Garifon reinforced by Count 
Montecuculi with fupply of four Thoufand men, 
and in this manner reported the Work as difficult 
as the Turk; of the Counrrey had formerly figni- 
fied. This relation confirmed by fo many hands, 
diverted the Viz er from this Defign ; for before 
that time imagining it a place which might eafily 
be fubdued, he propofed to himfelf, without any 
interruption, a clear and undifturbed March to 
the Gates of Vienna, which he (wallowing alfo in 
his thoughts, hoped by his own fuccefs to repair 
the fhame of Solyman's fl glit from the Walls of 
that City, and befides the glory of forcing 
the Emperor from his Imperial Seat, he 
fhould atone for the fin of the Ottomon Cow¬ 
ardice, and be the firft who undertook to 
mend the aftions , and outvie the prowefs of 
the moft magnificent, andmoft fuccefsfulof their 
Sultans. But the Ambition of this grand defign 
giving way to neceffity, and to thole other im- 
New- pediments which obftru&ed it , after due and 
baufel. mature Confultation , Nevsbaufel , called by the 
Hungarians Oywar, was fixed upon as the place to 
be firft attempted, and held up to the eye of the 
Souidiery, as the reward and prize of their va¬ 
lour and hazard. Wherefore Boats were pro¬ 
vided, and Planks, and Timbers for a Bridge to 
pafs the Danube, which the Turks in a few days, 
according to their ufual expeditions, had railed ; 
fo that the Army both Horfe and Foot began to 
tranfport themfelves as fall as was pofsible to the 
other fide, but the multitudes crouded over in 
thatdiforder and hafte,that Three or four Thou¬ 
fand men had fearce pafled the River before the 
Bridge was fo broken and (battered, that fome 
time was neceffarily required to repair it, before 
the reft of the Armydurft adventure to follow 
their Companions. The Approach of the Turkijh 
Army alarmed all that fide of Hungary, butefpe- 
cially the Inhabitants of NewbaufeT, who ob- 
lerving the Turks to bend their Courfe that way, 
plainly fore-few the Storm of War to be break¬ 
ing on them : The News alfo of the fall of the 
Bridge , and thereby the Separation of a- 
bout Four thoufand Turks from the Body of the 
Forcatz Army, was brought in by the Countrey people, 
theGover- who forfeking their Villages, fled for fiiccour to 
nourof the ftronger Fortrefs of Nenbaufel. Hereupon 
Ntmbdu- Forcatz,, the Governour of Novbaufel, a valiant 
vifo £ and experienced Souldier, though efteemed by 
Sally. the Turks unfortunate, taking this Alarm, judged 
that this occafion of cutting off that part of the 
Turkijh Army which had paft the River, was in 
no wife to be omitted, and therefore aflembled a 
. Council of War, which confuted of all the prin¬ 
cipal Officers and Commanders of the Garifon; (a- 
mongft which was Colonel Fi liter , that command¬ 
ed the Four thoufond men, lately fent to rein¬ 
force the Town ) he declared that his Opinion 
was, immediately to make a Sally on that part 
of the Turkijh Army , which had already parted 
the River, before the Bridge was repaired for

Speech, yet could it not prevail with the reft of 
the Council, which feemed wholly averfe there¬ 
unto , efpecially Volter, who declared, That his 
Commiflion was not to fight in the Field, but to 
conferve himfelf within the Walls, for mainte¬ 
nance of his Garifon; Some days pafled in this 
Difpute, whilft Forcatz, growing more eager and 
hot on this defign, ufed opprobrious Terms, and 
exprefsions of infamy towards the other Officers, 
accufing all fuch of Cowardice and Treafon, who 
refufed to concur with him in this Enterprize 
and advantage on the Enemy, which Heaven 
feemed to reach out to them for their Delive¬ 
rance , if their wifdom and courage afforded 
them only will and grace to lay hold on the op¬ 
portunity. Thefe (harp words and refoJution of 
the Governour provoked the minds of the Offi¬ 
cers to a condefcention , and thereupon about 
Eight thoufand men of Choice, and approved 
Souldiers , well armed with flout hearts, and 
hard Iron; not liiffering themfelves to be up¬ 
braided with fuch reproach, in rhefilenceof the 
Night, under the Conduct of Forcatz-, (their own 
Commander, Vdter remaining in the Town) tack 
their way towards the Turltf,: Camp, ar.d being 
armed with Firelocks, marched with all privacy, 
without lighted Matches , or found of Drum or 
Trumpet. But whilft the foregoing Difpute 
lafted, the Turks had tranfported the grots of 
their Army over the River, and then lay on her 
Banks, refting fecurely under their Pavillions. 

The Chriftians approaching near the Turkijh Tortcat% 
Camp, with the firft twilight, and downing of 
the Morning, ( perceiving the Enemy unprovid- 
ed, but not difcovering their Force) dealt at firft J ‘ 
on-fet, their fhot moft plentifully amongft them, 
and proceeding amidft the thickeft, cutting, 

(hooting, killing, and making liavock of all be¬ 
fore them. The amazed 'Turks having many of 
their Companions brought to their laft fleep, 
before themfelves were throughly awake, and 
fome flying before they dilcovered the reafon or 
the danger, an Alarm was given by the confu- 
fed murmur of Allah, Allah, and that the Chri¬ 
ftians were upon them, reached the fartheft 
Quarters of the Turkifh Army, which immediate¬ 
ly put themfelves into Battalia, and order of 
fighting, whilft this handful of Germans proceeded 
forwards, dealing their blows amongft their Ene¬ 
mies,cutting the Cords of theTents,anddeftroying 
all before them. But by this time the Turks ha¬ 
ving put themfelves into a polture of Defence, 
the Horfe and Foot came marching in a Body, 
extending their Wings in the form of a half Moon, 
fo as to enclofe this fmall number, and on all The Ger. 
fides to affail them. The Germans feeing this mam arc 
formidable fight approach, and no fafety in flight, touted, 
encouraged each other to fell their Lives at as and 
dear a rate as they could; all hopes of efcape 
feeming defperate, they fought with that cou¬ 
rage and obftinacy as amazed the Turks, and 
yielded not until their Spirits fainted with labour, 
and their Swords were blunted by the Bodies of 
their Enemies. The Count Forcatz, hardly ef- 
caped, but by the help of his Horfe, with fome 
few others, fled to Newhaufel , which unwillingly

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1663. In this manner all places feemed to fill down 
and yield ac the very rumour of the Turks ap¬ 
proach ; for not only Levant, furrendred it foif, 
but like wife Nina , though over-topped by a 
ftrong and an impregnable Cattle, was bv 'the 
fAitvardice of the Commander betrayed at the 
firft Summons of the Turks ; far which action, the 
Captain afrerwards, bv exprels Command of the 
Emperor, fettered Death. 

After all thefe fiicceffes, thr ugh no oppofition 
appeared in the Field , to ohlfrudt the luxuriant 
and wanton march of the viiforious Squadrons of 
the Ottoman Army; and not only Hungary, but 
Aufiria , and the lower Germany was Alarmed 
and terrified with the rumour of theTurkifh num- 
bers ; and though the Vizier (as it is faid) began 
this War with the ambitious thoughts of polfef- 
fing Vienna it felf, and out-vying the Aits of Soly- 
i.y.yj the Magnificent: Yetitfeemed ftrange, that 
being come thus far, and almoft in profpeift of 
his hopes, that he fliould give a check to his 
Fortunes, and not advance towards Vienna, to 
which now the paflage (eemed wide and open; 
but it was almoft a miracle, that he fhould not 
ma ^ e a . Vific to P.JJonium, before which, had he 
only difplaid his dreadful Arms, it bad furren- 
dred ac his firft Summons and zlppearance. In- 
The Vi- fiesd whereof he attempted Schinta , the Maga- 
2ier af- zine of the Emperors Arms and Artillery, But 
faulty found not the fame eafy entrance as he did with 
buc'bea- t,ie ^ overnoilr of Nitra , but inftead thereof,being 

ten olfi ftoutly repulfed after feveral Afiaults, concluded 
the enterprize too difficult, and requiring more 
time and blood than could be countervailed by 
the acquifition of that place. Wherefore railing 
bis Camp, he employed a confiderable Party to 
take Novigrade, aCaftlefeituatedonahighRock, 
take^bv e ncompafTed with a Ditch of 34 Foot deep, Gari- 
the Turks. w,t h Six hundred Soldiers, and provided 

fufficiently with Vidtuals and Ammunition; how- 
foeverby ill fortune, and worfe Condud, this 
place alfo was refigned into thehands of the Turks. 
The Vi- E y this time the Winter approaching, and the 
zier re- feafon of the Year beginning to be unfit for adtion, 

treats to the Great Vizier retreated as far as Belgrade, to 
Quarter^ take U P his Winter Quarters with the grofs of his 


Army : Where remaining with full fuisfadlion 1663. 
and glory, concem'-il.uirriiiefnccefres of thepaft 
iear, and promifing r-:» iiimfeif greater renown, 
and exaltation of his mighty adts, for that infu- 
mg ; he fo contemned the Force of his Enemies, 
that he Licenced great numbers of the Afia't Spa- 
Bees, who came as far as from Bayl.n and Grand 
Cairo, to return home to their own poflcffions. 
Howfoever, to vex the Chriftians with continual 
Alarms, the Vizier ordered a flying Body of Turks 
and Tartars, to the number of 30000. under the 
Command of * Chcngiogli, to pafs into Stiria and * P.iftuof 
Craotia, the Country of Count Serin, and there Temifvar. 
to burn, lay watte, and depopulate all before 
them. Count Serins was now newly returned 
from Hungary, and fuppofing the feafon for adtion 
firiifhed, had lodged the greateft part of his Forces 
within their Winter Quarters, and fecurely laid 
himfelf ro repofe; when an Alarm came oftheap- 
proach of Thirty thoufand Horfe; the Count 
rowfing his great Spirit from its eafe, colledted as 
many of his People into a Body, as the fhortnefs 
of time would permit, which were not above 
480 njen; and with thefe he betook himfelf to 
the River Muer, to give a flop (if pofiible) to the 
paffage of the Enemy , placing Centinels in all 
places where the River was fordable. On the 
Seventeenth of November, the Chriftians efpyed 
the Turks Encamped on the other fide, and at 
the fame time difeovered Two thoufand of 
them to have pafied the River; on which, Seriui Count se- 
immediately made that furious Alfiult, affifted over - 
wich the Courage of Captain Chirfaleas ( a Per- p a r r ° t y* of a 
fon who had oftentimes given glorious proofs of Turks and 
his valour againft the Turks') that he foon put Tartars. 
them to open flight, and they feeking to pafs the 
River, and miffing the place where the River was 
fordable, threw themfelves headlong into the Wa¬ 
ter where the molt part of thofe perifhed who es¬ 
caped the Sword. The Turkt on the other fide 
were fo amazed at this ftupendious Valour of Se- 
rini , that their Courages failing them, they de- 
fifted from their farther attempt upon Croatia ; fo 
that this poor Country feemed as it were for the 
prefenr, to be reprieved,by Miracle, from a total 
deftruCtion. 
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T H E Month of January was now 
well entred with its rigid Frofts, 
when Apafi Prince of Tranfilva- 
nia i beholding his Souldiers in 
their Winter Quarters , and all. 
things quiet and ftill about him, 
judged it feafonable for his eftablilhment to dif- 
cover himfelf with fome luftre to the World, 
feated in the ufual Throne of the Tranfilvanian 
Princes; wYich fight appeared fo univerfally grate¬ 
ful to the People, that they began to be ena¬ 
moured of their Prince, and to applaud hisPer- 
fon, his Prowefs and Vertues, and to call an ill 
and envious Eye on thofe Cities which were Gar- 
rifon’d with German Souldiers. About which time 
the Fortrels of ’Zachelbyd revolted from Obe¬ 
dience of the Emperor unto Apafi the Prince: For 
the Souldiery of that Garrifon having long Ar¬ 
rears of pay due to them , made a Mutiny, and 
expelled their Collonel from his Office, 

and pillaged his Houle, placing the Quarter-Ma- 
fter of StrcxAiS Regiment in his ftead. The 
news of this Sedition flew quickly to Vienna, from 
whence immediately a Meffenger was difpatched 
with an Adi of Pardon from the Emperor, upon 
fubmifilon, and proffers of full fatisfadlion of all 
Arrears ; but the Souldiery finding themfelves on¬ 
ly paid with words , hearkened to the more ef- 
fedtual Propofitions of sipafi, who taking hold of 
this opportunity, lent every Souldier ten Dol¬ 
lars with a Suit of Cloaths, promifing larger and 
more ccnftant Pay than they received from the 
Emperor, with which the Garrifon being fatisfied, 


furrtndred up their City on the ioth of January. 
But whilft other Armies remained in their Quar¬ 
ters, and other Commanders gave themfelves up 
to eafe, and drowned themlelves in Wine and 
Banquets; and whilft Jealoufies,Envies,and Ce¬ 
remonies, difturbed and confufed the refolves of 
Diets and private Councils; the generous and 
vigilant Sertni, having received advices from A- 
drianople , that the Turks defign in the next Cam- 
pagna, was to convert the whole heat and fury 
of the War upon Croatia , and through that 
Country to open a paffage unto Friuli ; hisadtive 
fpirit conceived that heat and flame, that the 
Winters cold could not chill his hot and eager 
defires froip entring into the open Field, and com¬ 
mencing fome attempt and eme'rprize on his E- 
nemy. Wherefore on the i6tb of January , he 
began his march from Serinjwar , with an Army 
of about if000 men; and in the firft place, 
marching along the Banks of the Dravus, (hewed 
himfelf before Ber&encbei which upon conditions 
of marching away with Arms, Bag, and Bag¬ 
gage , was furrendered to him. Bakockza was 
likewife yielded , and a Palancha on the Ri¬ 
ver quitted upon report of the Counts ap¬ 
proach, leaving behind them Eight brafs Guns 
in the Fort. From hence he marched towards 
EJJeck , otherwife called C feck, which is the 
only pals from the upper to the lower Hun¬ 
gary , having a Bridge of Wood over a Moor 
or Fen, about fix or feven miles in length, which 
once I remember, with my Hcrfe , 1 was an 
Hour and three quarters in palling f as I 
obferved 
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16 6 4.. obferved by my Watch) , and reported to have 
k een fix years in building. This Eridg Serini re- 
folved to burn, which colt the Turks qcccoo. Dpl- 
lars, and fix years time to build ; imagining that 
to rebuild it again-, was a Work of that time, as 
could not be repaired in one Summer, and that 
by this means the Turks would be difappointed of 
The all Aftion the following Year, and the Empire 
Bridge have time to breathe, and affemble the utmoft of 
burned. t h e ir Strength and Force together ; wherefore ta¬ 
king opportunity of the hard Winter, when the 
Marlh was frozen, and a ftrong Wind to carry 
the Flame; he fent before him 1000. Dragoons, 
and 3000. Croats, which encountring 6000. Turks 
at the foot of the Bridg, fet for Guard of that 
place, were fo ill treated by them, that they 
had been wholly cut off, had not a confiderable 
Force of Horfe and Dragoons come in to their 
affiftance, by whole Re&lution they not only 
routed the Turk , but took the Falancha, which 
was the Defence of the Bridg, and having gained 
it in hot Blood, put all to Fire and Sword; 
after which, Fire being fet to the Bridg in divers 
places, in alhortYime it wasconfumed, and re¬ 
mained in Alhes. The news of this Exploit was 
received at Vienna with great Joy; believing that 
for the following Year, they had dilappointed 
the Turks of a Paffage; but by the fequel it will 
appear,how much they erred in the account made 
of the Diligence of the Turks, who in forty days 
repaired that which they efteemed a work of 
fome Years; arid as I obferved, it was all built 
of new Timber, and on another Foundation dif¬ 
ferent from the old* From this place Serini 
Quint],Ec- marched to Jgtiinej-, Ecclefia , or Five Kirk , at 
ken by ~ who ^ e near approach, the Turks fet out a white 
Serini. Flag on one of the .Towers, lignifying a defire of 
Parly, as if they had had intentions to furrender 
on Terms and Articles of Agreement; theChri- 
liians with this Confidence marched near the 
Walls, where the- Turks efpying their Advantage 
on their Enemies now under command of their 
Guns, fired upon them, and did fevere Execution, 
killing amongft others, feveral principal Officers, 
of which were General Hammsrling , and Count 
Harberftein ; which perfidious Altion ft) tranfport- 
ed Serini, that be refolved on a furious Afiault, 
and performed it with that Gallantry, that on 
the ftb of February he took the Town by Storm 
and Force of Arms, and in Recompence of their 
treacherous Stratagem, put all the Inhabitants to 
the Sword, and gave up the Town to the Pillage 
and Plunder of the Souldiery, and aftewards let¬ 
ting it on Fire, rendred it the moll horrid Specta¬ 
cle of Fire and Sword that had as yet been feen or 
known in this prefenr War.. 

Thefe Succdles of Serini gained him the Repu¬ 
tation of a valiant and fortunate Prince, and his I 
liberal hand in frankly bellowing the Booty and 
Pillages amongft the Soldiery, invited great num¬ 
bers to follow his Banner. His aCtive Spirit and 
Vigilance gained him likewife a Reputation 
amongft the Turks , that their principal Fear and 
Dread was of Serin-Ogli , as of a watchful and 
politick Enemy; for in every place he made 
great Havock and Spoil, being reported to 
have laden two thoufand five hundred Carts 
with Slaves, Goods and Ammunition, and to 
carry with him an hundred fifty five Pieces of 
Cannon taken.out of fmall Forts and ?alancha\ 
and to have laid wafte all the Country between , 
the Dravus and the Danube. In thefe Incurfions, 
and victorious and dreadful Travels through 
the Enemies Country, the valiant Serini at length 
Sigeth Be- arrived ac Sigetb,a. Fortrels confiding of a new and 
ficged. old Town conjoyned by a Bridg which crofles a 
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famous Marlh or Fen , ennobled by the Attempt 1 66 a. 
made thereon hy Solyman the Magnificent in the 
year i y6y with an Army offix hundred thoufand 
Men; m defence of which Nicholas Serini the 
great Grandfather of the prefent Count / im¬ 
mortalized his Fame and Memory with the lots 
of Ins Life, and renowned n-.e Place it feif bv 
his Feats at Arms. At this piste Serini was re- 
folvecl to revenge the Elood of his A -ceftors, and 
facrifice great numbers to the Ghoft of his 
Grandfather; to-which end lie fent tie Count 
Otack before him with part of his Army, to Sum¬ 
mon the Enemy, arid prepare the v* ay to his 
own more effectual Force; Olack had ordered 
all things accordingly, when Serini full of Glory 
and Spoils arrived him in his Leag re, and joyn- 
ing together, appointed a day for a general 
Storm ; but whilft thefe things were meditating, 
and that Sigetb was reduced almoft to the laft 
Extremity, advice came of the near approach 
of a Body of twelve thoufand Turks and Tar- The Siege 
tars-, to encounter which, the Attempt was ac- raifcd - 
counted difficult, confidering the lols and diminu¬ 
tion of the Chriftian Forces, which by continual 
AClions, and the bitter Sufferings of the Winter 
Sefifon, were reduced to a number inferior to that 
of their Enemies; and wanting all forts of Provi- 
fion and Ammunition, it was refolved, as moft 
expedient, to raife the Siege, which was the next 
day performed, and the Soldiery taken into 
Garifons to Repofe and Recruit themfelves. But 
whilft by the active and zealous Spirit of this 
great Champion, moft matters proceeded fucceft 
fully on the fide of Croatia , the Chriftian Af¬ 
fairs on the other fide, by the negligence of fome 
Mimfters , ran into evident Ruin and Diforder. 

For Claudiopoljs, which not many years paft had cUudiopo- 
defended it felf fo valiantly againft the Turks lis yields 
under the Command of the Governor Retani, did ic(elf to 
now,' wanting pay 1 , (the Sinew and Life of 
the Soldiery ) - follow the late Example of Zecbel- 
hyd, and furrendred it felf into the hands of 
Apafi-, and tho the Complaints and Murmurings 
of the Soldiers gave a fufficient time of warn¬ 
ing to make due Provifions againft a Misfortune 
fo imminent and plainly appearing; yet the wane 
| of Expedition at Vienna , and the unprofitable 
Application only of empty Words and Air to 
feed'the penury, and fatisfie the Appetite of 
ftarving Men, was a Remedy fo little avail¬ 
able, that the Garifon fubmitted to Apafi, and 
yielded to Conditions whereby they might Eat 
and Live: the Story of which Place, compa¬ 
red with that of Zechelhyd , was fo Ihameful 
and pungent to Men capable of any, impref- 
fions of Honour or Duty, that at. length it 
awakened the Germans, and admonilhed them 
to provide better for Zecmar and Tckcy, and o- 
ther Frontier Garifons, left they alfo Ihould incur 
the like Fate and Misfortune with the two for¬ 
mer. 

By this time the Allions of Serini were rumour¬ 
ed in the Grand Signiors Seraglio, and the re¬ 
port of them became common in the mouths 
of the Vulgar; wherefore full of Anger and Dif- 
dam, ihe Sultan wrote feverely to his Vizier, re¬ 
proving him of negligence for fuffering Serini 
to freely to Range his Countries without controul, 
to the great Dilhonour of his Empire, and 
Damage of his People: whereupon the Vizier 
not as yet having received his Recruits, nor pre¬ 
pared fo early for the March of rhe grols of his 
Army , difpatched notwithftanding a confide¬ 
rable Force to precede him, with Orders either 
by Health to furprize Serinfivar, or elfe to lay 
Siege unco it. This Army marching by the way 
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i 6 6 4. of 1.0 the news thereof was brought to Count 
iu.rr Siris:. 1 , appoin t'd by his Erother to ftand 
f.'uur.r p.- Cc-nrina! on the Guard of his Country, whilft he 
ters-.nat ; f) i'*t:r!«-r» tv.is bnfied in Hungary, who immedi- 
, t ately thereupon, with what Force he could colleft, 
ambufhed hiiufelf at the- narrow Pafs of a Moun- 
Sirr't.-.•li:-, rain called the Marine, where he had not long 
. i M r- attended, before the lurks, without order or care, 
i-z. erred with their Whole body; but being on a 
bidden (iirprized by the Count, were wholly de- 
ic.'. ed, leaving two thousand dead on the place, 
with many Prifbners. 

The Month of March being now well entred, 
ti e Frofts began to thaw, and the Air become 
more mild and moderate, when Count Nicbo- 
/,:< Sa ir.i entertained thoughts of laying Siege to 
Kan:fa : But to lay the Foundation of this Cefign 
with the better Judgment, it was thought firft 
necefhry to view the State and Scituation of the 
'vf-l's' ^ ac? > wherefore the Count in Perlon, accompa- 
j-»»a 1 " r ' ]L ^ with "l 3001 fourteen Officers, went one day 

to t ;ke a furvey thereof; but he was. not fo pri¬ 
vate in his Uefign, but that it was known to the 
7 nr hi , who fecretly laid live hundred Men in 
wait to rake him, and upon the-near approach 
of S-.rini , ftarted from their Holes with Shouts 
md Out-crys; but the Count was Co well mount¬ 
ed on his Croatian Courfer, that he out-ran 
them all. and got Refuge in the Thickets of a 
neighbouring Wood, where three hundred of 
hia own l-lorfe alarmed at a diftance by the 
Echo’s of the cry, came in to his Succor, and 
making Head againft the Turks, routed and de¬ 
feated them, killing and taking many Prifoners; 
amongft the Slain was found one armed Cap-a¬ 
pe, with a fi’k Twift, or Cord of divers Colours 
about his Waite, who was, as reported by the 
C aptives, to have been one who refolved to 
have taken Scrini, and with that Cord to have 
brought him bound to the Feet of the Vizier. 
S:r:m having thus efcaped, refolved to Revenge 
himfelf of the Affront, ar.d therefore made 
molt dreadful Spoils and Confufion ’in all Places 
round Knnif.a ; fo that the People flying thither 
h r SanAuary, were refufed Entertainment by the 
Pafha, who at that time labouring with fearcity, 
and exporting a Siege, had no need of unneceflary 
Guclts. 

St rim having now fully refolved to lay Siege 
to Kaiiifi.if thought fic firft to fignifie the De- 
fign to his Imperial Majefty; for which purpofe 
he difpatched away the Engineer General with 
Letters to the Council of War of the Lower Hun- 
Scrini gary , containing a perfect Relation of the Succefs 
nuGi and Progrefs of his Arms in that Winter, and 
ti'.GGv-.c llow ,1C 1)ad Hid wafte and defolate all that cir- 
ror l:*s tie- cHmference of Land which lies between the Ri- 
fi an .1- ver Dravtss and Serinfwar , by which means Ka- 
iaainfl al*- ni/ia was already ftraitned with Famine, and that 
t.tjit. now was the only Seafon to recover that Fort- 
rels, if the Deflgn were put into immediate Exe¬ 
cution, before the Turks arofe from their Winter- 
quarters, or had $ime to afford a powerful Re¬ 
lief. The RefSlution of Serins was fo well plea- 
fing to the Council, that by che fame Meflenger 
they fignified their Approbation thereof to the 
Emperor, then at the Diet at Ratisbone, humbly 
defiring, that this Defign might proceed, which 
would undoubtedly take tiled, if the Count 
were provided only with thirteen thoufand Foot, 
and (even thoufand Horfe; but then the Siege 
was to be laid before the beginning of April, 
eft ihe early motion of the Turkijh Camp fhould 
Llaft and defeat the too late beginning of this 
Adion. The particular Journal of Serins' s Slic¬ 
es was not lefs plea ling to h;s Cafarean Ma- 


jefiy, than bis' picftnt Hermcal Rtfbluticn 2- j 664. 
gainfi Kanifa ; who tbereiprn gave Orders 
to the General Ccrrcil to fiipply him with 
all Proviflons , Ammuniticn and Men which 
were requifite for this Siege, and was grsci- 
oufly pleafed himfelf to exprefs in a Letter to the 
Count, the Senfe he had of his Merits and Valour, 
which he applauded and extolled in the Words 
following.

According to this Older of the Emperor, the 
Refolution of the Council of War was eftablilhed 
on the 1 oth of March , and Serins publifhed, 

That on the Sth of April he would begin the 
Siegebut in regard the Germans in Sliria , and befieged. 
the Forces of the Rhyne, by reafon of the Abfence 
of their General, the Count Olack, could not be 
fo foon ready, the time of the Siege was defer¬ 
red until the 30 th of April , on which, or the firft 
of May, the Town was formally beleagured, 
not fb much with hopes of Succefs, as with Deflgn 
to maintain the Reputation of the Imperial Arms, 
and to divert thegrofsof the Enemies force from 
the more eafle and delightful Plains of Hstngary t 
or the plenteous Confines of Vstnna to a Coun¬ 
try lefs happy or fruitful, encompaffed with Fens 
and Marfhes, poifoned with bad Airs and 
Vapours, and made more miferable already by 
the Defolations of War. But let us leave Serins 
at his Siege before Kanifia , and travel a while 
with our thoughts to the Diet at Ratisbone , and. Th ® Die t 
underftand what is there forming and defigning *"■ 
towards Prefervation of the Commonweal of 
the Empire. The taking of Newbaufel, and the 
Progrefs of the Ottoman Arms, had awaken¬ 
ed the German Princes with that Senfe of the 
common Danger, that a Diet was aflembled at 
Ratisbone to confult of the moft effectual means 
that might give a Hop to the uncontrouled In- 
curfions of the Turk. And not to trouble the 
Reader with the Names of all thole Princes 
and Ambafladors which there appeared, it will 
be fufficient to fignifie. That befides his Cefarean 
Majefty, there were prefent, as his Plenipo¬ 
tentiaries, the Elector of Mentz ,, and Arch-Bi- 
fhop of SaltZjburgh : And tho many Princes (flow¬ 
ed themfelves with Glory and Splendor; yet 
none appeared with that Pomp and Magnificence 
as the Eledtor of Bavaria , who for number of 
Coaches, richnefs of his Liveries, and compleac 
Government of his Retinue, was fo neat and po- 
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lire, that he feemed not only to exceed every 
Court in particular, but in Elegance and Mag¬ 
nificence to equalize them all together. Upon 
Debate of matters in reference to this War, the 
Counc of Olack was unanimoufly chofen General • 
• for the Confederaies of the Rhine ; buc the more . 
■ hot difputes between the Proteftants and Papifts 
. about Election of other Generals lfept matters, ip 
-longer fufpence; yet at length the Marquefs of 
lijfin was chofen Marfhal General in behqlf of 
th? League,, the Marquefs of BurLach, and the 
.Bifhop of Munfier his Councellours j and Dire- 
. diorof the War ; and Count Francis pucher s Q^- 
npral of the Ordnance. But in the Levies of their 
Forces they concurred more freely and willing¬ 
ly ; for befides the Imperial Fcrces, which con- 
filted of 41600 Fopt, and 13900 Horfe, the Al¬ 
lies and Confederates furnifhed 13 85-0 Foot, and , 
3350 Horfe j the Aux liaries of the Empire made 
up a Body of 16991 Foot and 4.03.7 Horfe, ; be- 
.fides the Forces of Saxony, and Brandmburgh, apd 
the Succours of France ; fo that, by Gods Provi- ' 
dence, theChriftian Army was this year elteemed j 
equal, if not more numerous than the multitude^ j 
of their Enemies. 

The next matter under confederation was the 
nomination of Minifters to be fenr abroad to im¬ 
plore afliltance from Chriftian Princes more re¬ 
mote ; the Count Piccrlemins was to negotiate in 
the Courts of Itesly, but having taken a Diftemper 
in his Journeys,died afi er a (hort ficknefs zr Milan. 

Alfo the Count Colalto , fent to his Majefty of 
Great Brs ain, died in his Journey before he arri¬ 
ved at London ; norwithftanding which the gene¬ 
rous Piety of His Majefty was not wanting with a 
liberal Hand tocontr.bute towards the Promotion 
of the Chriftian Interell. 

From I’oland nothing more could be obtained 
than Terms of Courtefy , and Demonftrati 
ons of Good Will and Defires, for that their 
Forces being employed againft the Athfcwite to 
recover the loft Countries of Lituania, could not 
pofDnly attend the Service and Command of 
his Imperial Majefty, tho they could not but at 
the fame time refled on their Premures and Ne- 
ceffities with Shame and Confufion which difabled 
them from anfweringwich like returns, the graceful 
Memory they ftill retained of the affutance againft 
Sweden. 

To his Moft Chriftian Majefty Count Stroll 
was employed , before whofe Arrival at Paris 
the common Report and Vogue was, That that 
King refolved to contribute an effedual Affiftance 
to the Chriftian Caufe in that prefent Conjun¬ 
cture; which pious Difpofition Strozaci fb hap¬ 
pily improved, that he obtained from his Ma¬ 
jefty a Grant and Promifq of four thoufand 
Foot, and two thoufand Horfe, raifed and pay¬ 
ed at his own Charge, to be united with the 
Troops of the Rhinifh League: And farther. His 
Majefty was fb gracious herein, that he pub- 
lilhed a Declaration, That what Perfbn fbever 
would ferve the Emperor againft the Turk, his 
Refolution and Adion therein fhould be accept¬ 
ed by him, in the fame manner as if the Ser¬ 
vice were immediately tendered to himfelf. Up¬ 
on which many Perfons of Quality reiblved up¬ 
on this Expedition, amongft which was the 
Duke of Buglson, the Marquis de Vtlleroy , the 
Abbot of Richelieu, and many other Heroes, 
and Perfons of Bravery , who ventured tbeir 
Lives with no other Confideration.than that of 
Honour and Religion. But before I pafs from 
this Embafly, give me leave to report a Com¬ 
plement which Count Strops palled upon this 
King, which fome fay did favour' a little too 


' much of Flattery and Affedation. The matter 1664, 
was this: Count Strozzi being admitted to his 
Audience, fb foon as he entered into the Cham Count 
her, I know not whether it was feigned or real. Strops 
,he feemed to be (truck with fuch an Amazement s P e f ch 
and Fear , .that for a while he was not able to „ cb 
pronouneq-a word Articulate or Intelligible; but King 
at length refeolleding himfelf, he began with a 
-trembling Voice to excufe this Hefuation of his 
Speech, having his Senfes diffipated, and his Eyes 
:dazled with the Rays and Splendor of fo much 
Majefty;. and ^with that, as in a’Rapture or Ec- 
-ftafie, broke out into an Admiration of the French 
Monarchy,. the report of Whofe Grearn’efs-and 
Glory, tho :arrived to the mmoft Confines of 
the Univerfe, came yet far fiiort of that real 
Majefty. which he faw and admired . whofe 
dreadful-arid ;myfterious Throne was fufficient 
to revive the; dead Afhes of the S ibean Queen to 
proftrare her felf before this new Solomon much 
excelling the Wifdom, the Rlchefs. the Virtue, 
and Happinefs of the former. . And thence de¬ 
fending with the like fagacibus Obfequioufnefs, 
confute the malicious Reports of malignant 
Tongues, who, envious of the harmony of Chri- 
-ftian Spirits, reprefented Hrs Majefty as ill-affe- 
dted to the Auftrian Family; whereas - • ihe 
contrary, he could teftifie to have found that 
.excels of Affc&ion, and admirable Difpofition 
in Hs Majefty towards the Emperor his Ally, 
as rendre.d his Embafly abundantly happy and 
fuocefstul, which joined to the..Zeal His Maje¬ 
fty had towards the Chriftian Caufe, was like 
Friendfhip unitecLto Charity, and moral Virtues 
made per fed by fpirithal Oualifications. In fine, 
ihe compared his Chriftian Majefty to that Glo¬ 
rious Sun., which, communicating his light to 
the Chriftian World, affords the moft benign 
Influence to the Carholick Climate; with much 
better reafon therefore ought Germany to par¬ 
ticipate lb. grdat a Circle of thofe Rays, as may 
ferve wholly to obfeure and darken the dim 
and barbarous Light of the O toman Moon. 

In fum , Stn.zzi knew fb well how to manage 
his Difcourfe, and plav the Orator, that he 
obtained confi.ierable Affiltances, and returned 
to his Mafter the Emperor w th full Demon- 
ltrations of all obliging Terms, and courteous 
Treatments. And having thus underltood what 
Preparations are making in c hrsfimdom, let tis 
pals over into the Turks Quarters, and fee what is 
in the mean time trinfafting in thofe Dominions. 

At this time the Rumour of a Rebellion and Rebellion 
Mutiny amongft the Great Beghs at Grand of riic 
Cairo in Egypt, afforded matter for Trouble and i:1 
Confutation at the Ottoman Court; for that E ^F- 
thofe Beghs who have gresc f 'oflelfions and Power 
in that Country, made Seizure of Ibrahim Pafha, 

-and imprifbned him, being about the Expiration of 
1 his three years commonly allotted to that Govern¬ 
ment; and therefore near upon departure. The 
demands they had upon him was for no lefs than 
three thoufand Purfes of Money, which according 
to the Cairo Account, are reckoned (even hundred 
and fifty Dollars a Purfe, and pretended to be 
taken from them againft Law and Juftice; and that 
without Reftitudon thereof they reiblved not to 
reftore him his Liberty. This lniolenc<e egainft 
fo eminent a Pafha, qualified'with filch abfeliite 
Power in his Government:, and ! ore related to rne 
Grand Signior by Marriage of his hifter, compared 
with the late neglects and difbbed.tnce of that 
People who for lome years hud tailed in the full 
payment of their l ributepwefe inter, reted as evi¬ 
dent Symptoms of Difaffe&ion ar.d taahgriaricy, 
which that People entertained agatnft the Oilman 
Subjection. 
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*664. Subjection. Wherefore the Sultan immediately I the Iaft Pofition, citing in favour of his Opinion 1664 


i/YV difpatched away the Matter of his Horfe to Cai¬ 
ro , with full Power to apeafe this Rebellion, 
and with Lenitives to moderate the Fury of the 
People, who feemed to be too Licentious and 
Unbridled to be governed by a Muflelim or De¬ 
puty: Wherefore the Selidtar Aga was elected 
Palha,. and to depart with all Expedition. In 
the mean time this Meffenger , to make greater 
hafte, took poll through Afia with thirty in his 
Company, and in a (hort time arrived at Grand 
Cairo , where, with fair terms, and Refticution of 
fome Money from the Palha, all matters were re¬ 
duced to an amicable compofure, only thepunifh- 
ment of the chief Mutimers, with a fair Counte¬ 
nance, deferred for a Seafon, was afterwards ac¬ 
cording to the Turkijh Fafhion, when time and 
opportunity prerented, remunerated to thole fa¬ 
ctious Spirits with a fevere Intereft, and Satisfa¬ 
ction to Jultice. 

Not long after, Ibrahim Palha having obtain¬ 
ed his Liberty, returned from his Govern¬ 
ment of Cairo to Confiantineple, where refrelhing 
himfelf fome time with the Embraces of his 
young Sultana, an Imperial Command for imme¬ 
diate payment of four hundred Purfes of Money 
to the Grand Signiors Treafury, dillurbed h*s 
Ibrahim delightful quiet. The Palha made a prefent 
Paiha payment of one half, bur defired time for the 

fined , Remainder, either for want of that inltanc fup- 

ply, or elfe in hopes of eafe of his Fine. But 
the Sultan, who is impatient of any delay in his 
Slaves, which favours ofobftinacy or difobedience, 
tho never fo reafonable, difpatched another Com¬ 
mand, enjoining prelent Compliance, and as a 
Penalty for the late NegleCt, raifed the Demand 
from four hundred to fix hundred Purfes, which 
if not as readily payed as required, the Kima- 
cham of Confhnrinople was impowered to com¬ 
mit him Prifoner within the four Gates of the 
Seraglio, the fatal Prifon, from whence few find 
other Releafe than by Death. The Palha not 
being able to comply, was there reltrained of 
amlimpri- |?' s j' bert y i an ,d yet had the good fortune in a 
foned. days to obcairrhis freedom, by the endeavours 

(as fome luppofe) of the Great Vizier, who having 
by this Adt weakened his Power and Treafure, did 
afterwards as an inftrument of his Deliverance, 
conlerve his Life, and obtain fur him the Govern¬ 
ment ol Darbicjuitr, where being remote and ob- 
Icureat lofaradiftance, could never be capable to 
fhadow, or by his great popularity and affable 
comportment endanger the prefent happy Hate of 
the V ziers Office. 

Matters growing now towards ACtion, by re¬ 
turn of the Spring, the Grand Signior, to incou¬ 
rage his Vizier in a continuance of his duty, lent 
him a ,Horle and a Sword as a Teftimony of his 
favour and good efteem of his Perlon; and Or¬ 
ders were iffued out through all the Empire for 
pubhck Prayers to be made fome days before the 
Vizer began his March towards the Enemy. 

J his appointment of publick Devotions occafioned 
matter ol argument and difpute between the Muf¬ 
ti, and a Shegh or Preacher, one chat was always 
near the Grand Signiors Perlon, and theretore 
on Confidence of his familiar Accefs to the Pre 
fence of the Sultan, and on Prelumption of his 
Sandlity and Privledg of bis Office, took Liber-

That the 
Aflembly of.all the People of a City into one 
Body did nothing avail or inforce- the Power of 
Prayer; for they being true Believers, were all 
illuminated , and had no need of helps to make 
their Prayers more fervent or more accepta¬ 
ble. The argument was hot ori both Tides; and 
tho the Mufti had got another Shegh on his 
part, who might pretend to as much of Illumi¬ 
nation as the other, and joyned to the Mu'ti’s 
Opinion, who is tbe Mouth and undoubted Inter¬ 
preter of the Law, might feem able not only ro 
refolve the knortiell difficulties, but to impoie an 
Affent on them with greater Authority ; yet she 
Shegh having the Grand Signior on his fide, pre- 
fently got molt of Realon and forced the Multi 
to recant his former Op’nion as 'Erroneous and tb 
bamfli the other Sbegh his Companon, prerend¬ 
ing that he was now convinced, and had (boner 
dilcovered the truth, had not the Impoft r. rhe 
falte Preacher deceived him by his te gncd Illu¬ 
minations. This Victory gained rhe Shegh much 
applaufe and eueem with the Grand Hgnior, lo 
that he vended whit DoCtrine he plealed and all 
he faid was taken for Divine Rules and Pre¬ 
cepts He was born about Van on rhe < 01 fi >es 
of Perfia , lo that he is called Vami Efmd:. and 
is of the Armenian Race: he preached every Fri¬ 
day at Adrianople in one Moich or orher 4 
where the Grand Signior was for the moll part 
prefent; and tho the greacelt part of his sermons 
were Huffed up with Praifes of the M.ib.muan ' 
Religion, and Tnvedtives againlt Chriltians, fen- 
tencing all polluted and profane who afficiate 
with them, and exclaiming againlt the Abomina¬ 
tion of Wine; yet it is confidently reported. that 
he is no ItriCt Obferver of the Law he protefles, 
the which his Difciples and Familiars are 
ready to excufe in him, faying. That it may be 
lawful for him to difpenle with fuch matters, in 
regard his Illuminations and high Prerogatives 
of SanCtity have infranchiled him from obiervance 
of the meaner and Iefs fubftamial points of their 
Law. 

The Turks, who are as much given to Predi- Predidti- 
dtions and Interpretations of old Prophecies, as ons a- 
ever the Egyptians were, bufied tbemfelves this mon » ft 
year more than ever, to know the Event of this the Tur ^‘ 
War. Some, who had ltudied ancient Arabick 
Predidtions, had extradted certain Aftrological 
Figures, and from thence framed Itiange Fancies, 
according to the humour or melancholly of the 
Altrologer; one whereof coming to the Grand 
Signiors ears, mentioning divers .things oblcure- 
ly, and in general of the great Effufion of Blood, 
but that at laft the Advantage and Vidtory Ihould 
remain to the Turk, and that the Grand Signi¬ 
or himfelf Ihould fhortly make a Journey; the 
Grand Signior troubled hereac, as much as ever 
Pharaoh was about the Interpretation of his Dream, 
fent for one of the Chief Juft ces.of the Law, 
called the Kadilelcher, and with him conferred 
concerning this Prtdidlion: all things pleafed 
him well, but only the latter part of m->k»v a 
Journey.

that he killed Five hundred upon the place, till 
slr'-'di at length being unfortunately (hot by a Musket- 
iuiir' bullet in the Forehead, he glorioufly, together 
with one Cbssfareas , a renowned Croatian Cap¬ 
tain, ended his days in defence of his Countrey 
and the Chriftian Caufe. 

In this interim General Montecuculi arrived 
with his Army , and was received by Count Se- 
rini with all evidences and demonftrations of re- 
fpeft and hearty welcome, and between both 
palled an appearance at leaft of friendly corre- 
fpondence. But as to the prefenc Engagement, 
Momccucitlt was of opinion, That the opportuni¬ 
ty was over flipt, which fhould at firft have been 
pei formed, rather byway of furprize than open 
Mattel, before the Ottoman Army had arrived to 
its full numbers, confuting now of an hundred 


thoufand fighting men. To which reafons Seri- i 6 6 4.. 
ni replied. That the Chriftian Caufe, and the t/VNJ 
States and Confines of the Empire were not to 
be maintained by men that carry their thumbs to 
at their girdles , or by Armies made refty with with the 
eafe, and wanton with luxury. That thofe Ar- Turfs. 
mies were raifed not to confuineand exhauft the 
Revenues of their Princes, and Exchequers of 
their States, without making fatisfaftory amends 
by a valiant defence of that lntereft which they 
owned. That the Enemy had not been before 
that time attempted, was no fault or negleft of - 
his , who under the very Walls of Kanifia re- 
folved to give them Battel; but that the other 
Generals fuppofed it more prudence and caution 
to protraft the Engagement till his Arrival, who 
being now happily conjoyned with them, nothing 
ought to deter them from a glorious Attempt on 
the Turks, who not confifting of above Thirty 
thoufand men, ill difciplined, and worfe armed, 
were not able to withftand the prowefs of their 
Veterane Army,which far exceeded them in num¬ 
ber, di feipline, and courage. Thefe or fuch like 
expreffions Serini ufed; and to prove what he 
averred, hedifpatched a confident Perfon of his 
own, who fpake naturally the Tnrki(is Language, 
with a Letter to the German Refident, then en¬ 
tertained under cuftody in the Turkifh Camp, to 
know of him the true ftate and number of the 
Turks, which Meflenger foon after returned with 
this fhort account.

Ac ^” el he 
length Montecuculi entring into Serini"t Fort fit is 
not known upon what reafons ofjealcnfie, or dif- " 
content ) cleared Serini*s Forces of the Garifon, 
and difpolfelTed the Governour ; which when Se¬ 
rins perceived, full of anger and difpleafure, he 
quitted the Camp, and retired-himfelf to his Refi- 
dence at Cbiacaturno , with intenr to make his juft 
Appeal and Complain^ to the Emperor’s Court, [^'Var*. 

The Turks availing themfelves of thefe delays 
and difcontents, proceeded forward in their work, 
fothat having Mined to the very Walls, on the 
9 th of June, they blew up one of the half Moons, 
at which the Defendants were fo terrified, that 
with amazement they left open one of their 
Sally Ports, at which the Turks entring, put the 
whole Garifon into diforder , confifting of ipco 
fighting men; fo that now no fafety remaining; 
but in flight, they forfook their Forr, andcroud- 
ing over the Bridge in confuted heaps* broke it 
down with the- over-prefliire of its burden; 
fall of which, many perilhed ih the Waters, and 
about Three hundred and fifty which remained , 
were cut off by the Sword - this was the fate of 
Serins's Fort, built with Art;'and loft by Cowar- Ser:»j.t-.v 
dice and ill Conduct, which the Year before, llJun - 
only with Twenty Germans , and One hunched 
and fifty Hungarians , withftood a mo ft impe¬ 
tuous and fierce ftorm of the Enemy, but 
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1 6 f» 4. now was left tenable than a Palancha, tho Gari- 
l/'WJ foned with igoo Men, of whom in this laft 
Affault one alone had Courage to fire his Muf- 
ket, but none adventured to draw a Sword ; 
unleft certain Volnntiers, and French Officers, 
whofe Courage only renowned their own Deaths, 
and ferved to upbraid the Cowardice of their 
Companions. In the Fort were only found five 
finall Field Pieces, one whole Cannon, a great 
Mortar Piece, and two fmall ones belonging to 
Count Serini ; there were alfo one Mortar Piece, 
and two fmall Field Pieces, like to thofe of Seri- 
ni, belonging to the Emperor; tho other Guns 
of weighc or value, were carried out of the 
Fort, as being judged not long tenable, and de¬ 
creed to be abandoned to the Enemy. Scrinf- 
war being thus taken was immediately demolilh- 
ed by the Vizier, and razed to the Ground ; ei¬ 
ther becaufe he would feem to maintain his Word 
or Vow he had made; or becaufe he would not 
multiply Garifons, when the prefent Occafions 
required rather the a drive Force of a moving 
Army. 

Reflefti- But before we proceed farther, it feems perti- 

onson the rent to our purpofe, to declate the Reafons and 

35 “ Grounds of the preceding neglefts and difooun- 
tenance pafled upon Serini by the Grandees of the 
Imperial Army, which not being vindicated by 
the Emperor, feem to have been caft upon him 
by his exprefs Order, or at leaft to have been 
willing for feme private refpedt, to have the 
Perfon of Serini abafed, and his Adrions obfeured. 
It is therefore to be noted (what before hath been 
laid) That the firft pretence the Turks made for 
this War , was this Fort of Serinfwar , raifed 
againft the Capitulations and Articles of the laft 
Peace; for which, tho the Violence againft 
Varadin may be pleaded as equal, if not ex¬ 
ceeding the prefent Breach, to which this was 
only fubfequent, and feemed to be but a juft 
Recompence or Effedl: thereof; yet becaufe it was 
that ftone of Scandal and Offence, which drew 
after it that deadly War, in which the Emperor 
unwillingly engaged againft the Ottoman Power, 
and caufed him freely to intimate unto Serini, his 
defire rather to fee that Fort demolifhed, than 
the Peace interrupted; to which Serini yielding 
no Ear, drew upon himfelf thedeferved difplea¬ 
fure of his moft gracious Prince, who permitted 
the aft of his Obftinacy and Difobedience, to be¬ 
come a juftSnare to his own Folly. But perhaps, 
that Difpleafure which was Juftice in the Empe¬ 
ror, might be Envy, and Emulation in his Mi- 
nifters, who beholding with jealous Eyes his Afti- 
ons and Succeffes the Winter before, which en¬ 
raged his Enemies, and exalted his Name to that 
Glory in all the Courts of Chriftian Princes, that 
the Pope honoured him with Medals of Gold ; 
the King of Spain, with the Order of the Golden 
Fleece; the French King as a Demonftration of 
his Efteem , with a Token of ten thoufand 
. Crowns; and Cardinal Francis Barberini. with a 
Penfion of eight hundred Crowns a Month ; and 
all other European Princes , at leaft made the 
moft part Applications to him by Congratulatory 
Letters, admiring his Virtues, and applauding 
his Succeffes; permitting their Gazets and Diur- 
nals, Weekly to divulge and publifh his Praifes. 
From whence may rationally be collefted,the true 
occafion of that Envy, which by cold affiftances, 
and flow fuccors, obftrufted as well the taking of 
Kanifia, as the valiant defence of Serinfwar , which 
was decryed, not only as a Fort erefted without 
due and mature Confideration , but without arc, 
or regular Proportions, which might render it 
tenable; accufing ac the fam: time as well the 


Rafhneft and Temerity of Serins's Counfels, as 166 4. 
his want of Judgment and Experience in Militarv 
Affairs. 

But to leave now the fad fubjeft of the Chriftian 
misfortunes, occafioned by their own quarrels and 
diflentions, which the Grand Enemy of Gods 
Church always endeavoured to few for advance¬ 
ment of his own Kingdom: Ler us caft our Eves 
on the other parts of unhappy Hungary. The Siege 
of Kanifia being raifed, and Scrbtfwar taken and 
demolifhed, fuccefs had fwelled and puffed up the 
minds of the Turks to a height that nothing feemed 
difficult or impoflihle ro the r defires. On the other 
fide,comroverfie? and defers gave 'hat advantage 
to the Enemy, that nothing could be expefted, 
but Ioffes, flaughter, and in the end, a tot*I min. 

But God who pitied the trnferies of poor 
dom , caft his Eyes of mercy on the Frontiers of 
the upper Hungary, granting feme more happy 
fucceffestorhe.Chriftian Arms, cor.dufted bv the 
Valour and Fortune of Count Soife, a French Gen¬ 
tleman, who having the Command of an Army 
diftinft from that of Montecuculi, began his firft 
attemptand enterprizc upon Ultra, where feveral 
Perfons of Quality, and Officers of the Turkifh Ar- ... 
my, were aflembled to confider of the Affair: of kenbvihe 
War. Soife having taken his convenient meafores, Chriltiai-.s. 
and made his due approaches, began to batter 
the Walls, a great part of which in a fhort time 
he fhook fo forosdlv, that he opened a very wide 
Breach , and continually plying Granadoes nro 
the Town, fo affrighted the befieged, tiiatimrne- 
diately they offered a Parly,which Soife accepted, 

(and the rather, upon advice, that Paradin', S c l- 
noc, Temifwar, and the places adjacent, were col¬ 
lecting-Forces to raife the Siege, and relieve the 
Town) entered into Treaty, and concluding up¬ 
on Conditions, the Town furn-ndered, arid the 
Turks marched out with the Colours folded, and 
Muskets under their Arms, leading their Horfes, 
had Convoy as far as Cbomar. 

Soife having obtained this fuccefs, entered into 
Confhltation about recovery of Flewhatifil, i uc 
having not Forces judged fufficiem to attempt ti.e 
difficulty of that place, he turned his endeavours 
and defigns upon Lcwa or Leventz, ; but in the 
way thither, lie was cafually engaged with a Body 
of fourteen thoufand Turks and" Tartars, who 
were marching to the relief N.tra , and fell in The 7V(, 

1 unawares upon his Rereguard ; whereupon Soife ailauit ' 

I commanded the Regiments of his Major Gene- So//-*- 
ral Guarnisri , and of the Collonels Caprara and 
Zcitfcb, and the Horfe and Dragoons* of Brar.- 
dtnburgh, then marching in the Van, to face about, 
and Charge the Eneruy, which they performed 
I with that Courage and Vigour, th3t they routed 
! and purfiied them as far as the River Giava. At 
which place Soife Encamped with his Army, and 
in an advantagious Situation made a line of Cir- 
cumvallation about his Camp , lirengchening it 
withfome Pieces cf Cannon. The Turks having re¬ 
covered a convenient Retreat upon the River, re¬ 
mained oppofitetotheChriftians.a.nd having there 
reinforced themfelves with additional Recruits, 
returned again to give them Battel, and in three 
places with extremity of Fury and Defpair. uf- 
laulced the Chriftian Camp: Fortune foraiong 
time remained doubtful on botli Ikies, r.Il ac 
length the admirable Refolution of the Chriliians 
overcame, leaving a thoufand Turks extr.-G d on 
the place; many were drowned and the left fled , 
leaving a rich Booty for reward to the conque¬ 
rors. 

The Chriftans in this manner being fuccefsful, 
refolved not to check the current of their For- ^ fn , a fa- 
tune, bat without delay, proceeded to Ltwa, ken. 
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j 6 6 4- which having been for feme time battered with 
UVV great Guns, lurreneired it felf to the rr.ercv of the 
Conqueror; in which was found a confiderable 
quantity of Meal, and twenty great'pieces of.Ar¬ 
tillery. 

In the mean time, the difference between the 
King of France and the Pope (on occafion of the 
in fu It offered at Rome by the Corfi , to the Em- 
ball'adcrs Houte and Perfon) being this Year 
computed ; thofe Forces of the French being in

Valiant and defirous of ACtion. The Pope alto, 
w hole words expreffed and breathed out nothing 
but holy Ztal againft the common Enemy, pro- 
mifed a fiipply of iccoc.Foot, and 3000. Horfe, 
which were to pats by way of Hie fie into Croa¬ 
tia , according to the Promise and Affurance of 
he Nuntio at Filina: for acknowledgment of 
which religious and confiderable Succour, Count 
Leijle was difpatched from the Imperial Court, 
in a private Character, to pals those Offices of 
grateful Acceptance, a9 were due to fo high a 
Merit and Sente of the Chriftian Caufe. But fearce

their Refolutions and Promifes, Count Leijle was 
revoked from his Employment, and the Imperial 
Intereft, and hopes d.fappointed of foconfidera- 
ble a Succour. 

Howfoever, that the Paftoral care might not 
feem to be altogether dormant and carelefs of the

will! n-.vii. Cent, of their yearly Revenue, under the noti¬ 
on of Tenths or Tithes, which in all amounted 
to the limi of 700. thoutand Dollars, which by 
Bills ot Exchange, was temitted by way of Venice 
.to the Imperial Court. In the mean time, the 
Fiench Troops were arrived in Hungary, under 
the Command of the Count Coligni, which join¬ 
ing themfelves with tie General Montecuculi , 
followed the motion of the Viziers Army. The 
Tir,ks dtligned to pats the Danube, for recovery 
of Lni a or Li'ua.tz, , and in their way to de-

But whilft thefe two great Armies marched in 
view of each other, the Walachian and Moldavi¬ 
an Forces joining with a confiderable number of 
Turks and Tartars , under the Command of Cbu- 
faein Palha, refolved to A ID tilt, and again to 
recover Levcntz,, which tho tearce fetled, being 
fo lately taken by the Chrittians, yec valiantly 
repulfed two fierce Affaults of the Enemy, with 
that Courage and Bravery, that wco. were 
Slam under the very Walls, by which time,-ic CountSw- 
being the-, J of July, Count Soils patted the Nitra marches 
with his Horfe and Foot, and thence haftning his j.?™ *f‘ e 
March with all Expedition, he firlt Encamped ac Levtnt ^ 
the Foot of a Hill called Sc. Bintt, Jiom whence 
he difeovered the Enemies Body from the Top of 
a Mountain, and thence approaching nearer, 
threw up feme Earth and Works by the Banks 
of the River Grava ; the next day having found 
a fordable place of the YY ater, Soife in lets than 
two hours paffed the grots of bis Army; which 
the Enemy obterving, left their Siege, abandoned 
their Trenches, and 1 difplaid their Army in open 
Field , which confiding of zy. or 30. thoutand 
fighting Men, appeared much more numerous 
than the Chriliians. For to thefe Forces, under 
the Conduit of Hufaein Pafha of Buda, were join¬ 
ed the Pafha of Anatolia and Csdiz,adc, the Pafha 
of Tense [war, four Boluchees of Spahees, and a 
good Force of Tartars, together with the Militia 
of Moldavia and Valacbta, under their reipeCtive xiieTt/rA; 
Princes, which compofed an Army, as was com- before 
puted, of above zy 000. Men. Upon approach Lava. 
of Hufaein Pafha, the Chriliians gave way, and 
retreated, intending to receive their Enemies in a 
larger Field, and afford an occafion to them of 
greater Confidence in Execution of the Defign 
they came to Ait. 1 he Turks fuppofing die 
Chriftians to be fled for fear, with more boldnets 
marched forward. And believing this Retreat to 
proceed rather of Fear than Policy, continued to 
contemn the Pufillaninvty ot the Chriftians; and 
left it fhould argue too much regard and elteem 
of their Force, vouchsafed not 10 fend Scouts 
abroad, either to view their Camp, or to prevent 
furprifat; but feme of their Officers wifely con- 
fidering, that a Soldier ought never to detpife his 
Enemy, they were perfwaded to fend a confide¬ 
rable Body of Horfe, to view and difeover the 
Enemies Force, who in the way, meeting with 
a party of the Chriftians, after a final! Skirmifh 
put them to Flight, and taking feme Prifoners, 
brought them before the General; the Prifoners 
upon Examination confdled, that Count Sufa 
was fully refolved the next Morning to give them 
Battel, and declared the number and courage of 
his Army to be fuch, as altered the Opinion Hujd- 
ein had conceived of the Cowardice and Weak* 
nefs of the Chriftians power; fo that that whole 
Night the Turks paft with watchful and vigilant 
Guards, their Arms ready, and the whole Camp 
in a pofture of Defence. 

T he next Morning being the 9 th of July , the xheChri- 
day breaking difeovered the Chriftian Army ac ftu n Ar- 
fo near a diltance, as that their feveral Motions my put 
might be difeerned ; and putting themfelves in f ttra ^ s 
Array for the Battel, made two Wings of Horfe; "* * 
each Vt ing confuting of 3000. Horfe fhe molt 
armed Cap-a-pe, and well provided; the Foot 
marched in the tody of the Army, well appoint¬ 
ed and fitted with all forts of Ammunition and 
Arms, and fo railed with chearful Courages, as 
rendered them in appearance to the Turks, a 
Warlike and formidable Army. The Turks like- 
Wife 


1664. wife drew themfelves into Battalia, defirous ro 
try the fortune of the day; the right Wing was 
Commanded by the Prince of Valacbia , and the 
left by the Prince of Moldavia. The Body of 
the Army was compofed of Turks and Tartars, 
almoft all Horfe, except icr 3006. Janizaries, 
lent as an Auxiliary Force fiom Newbanfel and 
Strigonium. Thefe two Armies thus ranged in a 
Portfire of Defiance, flood in view each of other, 
until Hufaein Commanded his Men to pals the 
Marfh or Fen, which was between them and the 
Chriftians: but feveral would have perfwaded 
him the contrary, left the fuccefs of the day not 
proving to Expectation , the Marfh fhould be a 
difadvantage to their Flight, and an occafion of 
greater Slaughter in the purfuic; to which Hufaein 
Couragioufiy anfwered, That Men who would 
Conquer were to look forward, and not behind 
them; thofe that would fave their Lives by flight, 
were fit to perifh in it; and time for his part, he 
was refolved to cut off all hopes of fafecy from his 
Army, but what confifted in their Swords and Vi¬ 
ctory over their Enemies. The Turks having thus 
paffed the Marfh, made a halt and faced the 
Chriftians until Noon; who moved not a foot 
from their ground, that fo they might obtain the 
advantage of the Sun; which in the Morning 
being in their Faces, would upon declining bean 
offence unto the Turks. In the mean time, no 
queftion but both Generals made their Orations 
to their Soldiers, encouraging them to Fight in 
Defence of their Faith and Religion; of their 
Countries Glory and Safety; fuggefted with thole 
Arguments and Rhetorick, as was agreeable to 
the Principles and Condition of both Parties; and 
which we may well fuppofe according to the Li¬ 
cence of Hiltorians, to have been in thefe words, 
or to this effeCt. 

The Speech of Count Sufa to his 
Army. 

W Hen / fee, and confider before us 
(Fellow Soldiers) thofe Enemies who 
are the object of our Fury and Rage, I conceive 
words more neceffary to moderate the heat of 
your Anger, fo as to Fight with Difcretion, 
rather than to raife your Spirits to that height 
of Warlike Courage, in which conftfls the fafety 
and glory of this days Fortune. For thefe are 
they, who lately in cool Blood againft the Laws 
of Arms and Nations , unhumanely butchered 
our Countrymen and Kindred, and made no 
difference between Captives of War, and Ma¬ 
lefactors^ but like Thieves and Murderers , 
fentenced brave Men to Death, who had no 0- 
ther crime, than that they unhappily fought in 
defence of their Country.' Thefe are they, 
who in the very times of Peace, c.nfume your 
Borders, and rob your Markets; and whofe 
Capitulations of Peace, make yet all alls of ho- 
Jlolity lawful: Thefe are the grand Enemies and 
Defpifers of the Crofs of Chrifl ; againfl whom 
whofoever dies , is' both a Conqueror and a Mar¬ 
tyr. This Army before your Eyes , confjls in 
part of Moldavian, and Valachiati Chriliians , 
forced to this War by compulsion, not of choice; 
the reft are either Turks educated in the joft- 
nefs of Afia, or Tartars who never mads ad¬ 
vantage by Battel, but by flight; thefe are they 


with whom you have this day to contend before i S 6 4, 
the Walls ofLewa.nvhere many of your Wives, 
and Children , and Friends , are immured, and 
are Spectators of your Virtue and Courage: 

Let us therefore valiantly addrefs our felves 
to this Battelf on the fuccefs of which the for -' 
tune of Hungary and Germany depends. 

The Speech of Hufaein Pafha to 
his Soldiers. 

W Hilfl our General the Grand Vizier is 
fo fuccefsful in his Arms abroad, ha¬ 
ving fubdued the flrong Fortrtffes of Oyu ar 
and Serinfwar,<W flruck a Terror and Amaze¬ 
ment to all the Enemies of our formidable Em¬ 
peror ; let not us le mallive , or want our (bare 
in the renown and fame of Triumph'and Victo¬ 
ry. I jhall not need to put you in mind of the 
glorious Exploits of your Anceflors , whofe Va¬ 
lour and Virtue , which formed this vtfl Empire 
rdund about (isf you ought now to imitate, and 
give the World new proofs, how emulous you 
are to exceed the Courage and Bravery of 
former times. The other Divijwts of the O t- 
toman Power have contended hitherto with 
their Enemies on unequal terms , and droven 
them forth from their Jhelters of Trencher and 
Bulwarks ; but here you have an open Field to 
fight,nothing between you and the naked Breafls . - 
of your Enemies ; we fland in equal numbers 
and terms with them; nothing can win the day 
but only Valour; and nothing lofe it but meet- 
Cowardice. Thefe are the Jbattered Compa¬ 
nies we have expelled lafl 'Tear from Oyvvar, 
and the Companions of thofe, whfe Bodies and 
Heads we have heaped before .Strigonium: 
fhould we fubmit to be fubdued by thefe whom 
our Ofmanlees have fo often Conquered • we 
fhould not onlyflain our felves with the higbefl 
infamy andJhame, but give a turn to theZini- 
verfal Fortune of the Ottoman Arms. 

By this time it was Noon, and the Sun turning 
it felf from the Chriftian to the Turkijh Armv , 
a warning Piece was fired from the Chriftian 
Camp, at which fign their whole Army began to 
advance, and with chearfulnets to approach the 
Turks, who flood ready to receive them. At the „ 
firft onfet the Chriftians poured a plentiful Volly 
of foot on the Turks and Tartars , which com- roun-d 
pofed the main Body; at which immediately and tied, 
they put themfelves to Flight, leaving the two 
Wings to an unequal Battel, who refitted not 
long before they followed the Example of their 
Companions, leaving their Baggage and Cannon, 
with the Honour of the day, unto the Chrifti¬ 
ans ; who in the purfuit flew the Turks without 
Compaflion or Refinance; filling the Fields with 
dead Bodies, and the Rivers with Blood, until 
Night, which is the fhelter of the diftreffed, gave 
a flop to their farther Slaughter: fuch as efcaped Refrgs 
betook themfelves to Strigonium, where they denial 
were refufed either pafKge over the Water or the:r - r - c 
Prov fions or any other Refuge or Entertainment S:r: & cm ~ 
after their wearubme Flight, for Strsgomum ic um ‘ 
felf was judged now in Danger, and the next at¬ 
tempt after the foregoing Victory; and therefore 
there 
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. there was no Reafon or Policy to unfurnifh 
t liens (elves of neceflary previfions to fupply or 
■ relieve a difcouraged and cowed Army. Where¬ 
upon the Moldavian! , and Valacbians, finding 
. themfelves half famiflted, forced their Princes to 
return home, being glad of the occafionto acquit 
themfelves of the Turkifh Wars , in which they 
were ufed more like Slaves than Soldiers. The 
Princes though fenfible of the danger this unli- 
cenfed departure, and defertion of the Wars 
might bring upon their perfons, were yet neceP 
(rated to yield to the violence and mutiny of 
the r Soldiery : In their march homewards they 
encoumred no difficulties or oppofirion, unlefs ac 
the Tibifcus , where a fmall number of Turks 
would have denied them paffage, but were foon 
difperfed by the Sword of therefolved Soldeiry, 
who having conducted their Princes to their 
ufual Courts, made an end betimes of this years 
Campagna. Hufaein Paffia in the mean time, 
being denied entrance at Strigonium, fled to New- 
haufel , where his prefence was mod acceptable 
for reinforcement of that Garifon, which now 
was in fome danger of being recovered by the 
Chriftians. Of the Turks were killed in this Fight 
fieoo, of the Chriftians 150; none of Quality, 
excepting one Kovari, a worthy and flout Hun¬ 
garian Captain; 4000 Carts were taken, laden 
"with all (brts of Provifion and Ammunition for 
War; about 100 Colours , and a great number 
of Tents , and Arms of all forts ; twelve pieces 
of Cannon, about 1000 Horfe, and 140 Ca¬ 
mels , ftraying in the Fields , without care of 
Keepres, or Riders, with great Droves of Cattel 
of all forts, and other good booty and fpoil, 
which remained as a reward to the Conqueror. 
The number of Prifoners Was not great, by rea- 
fon that the Souldiery , in heat of the purfuit, 
and in revenge of the Turks Cruelty towards the 
Garifon of Komar the lefs, whom lately in a bar¬ 
barous Cruelty they had put to the Sword, were 
wholly inclined to (laughter and deftrutftion, only 
about 700 Moldavians , and Valacbians , were 
(pared until they came in fight of Strigonium, 
where they erected feveral Gibbets, and hanged 
them thereupon, with their Muskets about their 
Necks, requiting ( as they fuppofed ) part of the 
Viziers Cruelty, and executing pare of God’s 
1 iliice upon thofe who profefs the Name of 
Cintft, and yet fight under the Banner of Ma- 

S.-ife animated with the foregoing fuccefs, de- 
figned to attempt Barcan , a Palancha oppofite on 
the other fide of the Danube to Strigonium, and 
to that end embarked Ten thoufand five hun¬ 
dred of hismenonFourGallies, andFortyGal¬ 
liots, carrying the Teutonick Colours, in regard 
that religious Order had amply contributed to¬ 
wards the building of thofe Veflels, when they 
were on the Stocks in the Arfenal of Vienna. The 
Soldiers were fo flelhed with the former Vidtory, 
that nothing feemed difficult or hazardous; fo 
that that Count Marfet, without Orders of the Ge¬ 
neral, rafhly in a Bravado fell in upon the Town, 
without any advantage ofEarth, or other (helter, 
buc with open Brealts expofed himfelf and Sol¬ 
diers to all dangers; but the attempt being too 
difficult, he was, in fine, (hot through both the 
Cheeks, and forced to retire with lo(s and dis¬ 
reputation : This attempt was feconded by the 
Duke of Holfatia, and his Infantry, who bring¬ 
ing fome fmall pieces of Cannon to the very Pa- 
lizadoes , began to batter the houfes , du¬ 
ring which about a Hundred and fifty Janua¬ 
ries made a vigorous Sally, but were repul- 
fed with a fufficienc lofs, fo that the Cbri- 


I ftians making good their ground, brought up j 
and planred four Cannons, and two Mortar t 
Pieces, and firing at the fame time fome Grana- 
does, fo plyed their work , that the Inhabitants 
looking on theircondition as defperate, gave fire 
themfelves to their Wooden Buildings, palled the 
Bridge, and recovered Strigonium. The Town 
thus abandoned, the Chriftians had no difficulty 
to get poffeflion, but entring quietly in, feized 
what was remaining of value, and adding to the 
flames, by other fires, in a few hours reduced all 
to Allies; which being done, Soife marched back 1 
to Komorra, to refrefh his men, and take Coun- 
fel what ought to be the next deftgn and enter- 
prize tobetaken in hand. And here fera while 
was a paufe, or full point of the aftions of Soife , 
who not wanting Adverfartes in the Imperial 
Court, emulous of his happineft and fortune, 
inftilled fitch fufpicions and fcruples into the 
mind of the Emperor and Council, as caufed 
Soife to give up his Commifllon, that he might 
feek alife private, and free from the evil Tongues 
of the envious, until afterwards his Virtues dif- 
perfing thofe mhlignam Clouds, he was reftored 
to the good Opinion of his Cefarean Majefty, and 
honoured with the Charge and Command of the 
llrong Forcrefs of Komorra, where I my felf had 
once the honour to make him a Vifie, and was 
courteoufly received by him. This ill fucceft of 
thePalhaof A//^arrived the Viz : ers ears, whilft 
he was attempting to pafs the River Rab , in 
which were many difficulties , in regard the 
Banks weredefendedby theChriftianPalancha’s, 
which in every adventure cut off confiderable 
numbers of men. At which loft of men , and 
time , and the ill fucceft near Lewa, the Vizier 
being greatly moved, made another attempt on 
the zjtb of July ; advancing with the Groft of 
fiis Army as far as Kemend, where the River runs 
narrow and (hallow, but by the valour of the 
Hungarians , Germans, and French conducted by 
General Montecuculi, an Italian Born, were re- 
pulfed with fome Slaughter. 

On the firft of Augaft , the Turks made ano- 1 
ther confiderable attempt, having planted Guns ^ 
on the Banks of the River, which (hot into the ^ 
Chriftian Camp, and paffed over in one place p 
Six thoufand Janifaries and Albanians, and near I 
a Village called Cbiesfalo, where the Water was 
narrow and (hallow, very confiderable numbers 
of Horfe crouded over. Ac which formidable 
fight, the Chriftians colleding their Forces to¬ 
gether , retreated to a more fpacious place , 
where might be open Field fufficient for both 
Armies to draw up and join Battel. About half 
the Army having now paffed the Water , the 
other part, in which was the Viz er, remained 
(fill on the other fide, intending the next Morn¬ 
ing to follow and advance to the Body, which 
was gone before ; but ic happened,by God’s Pro¬ 
vidence , that that very Night there fell (uch a 
Deluge of Rain, as immediately made the River T 
to fwell above its Banks, and become altogether p v 
unpaffable withouc a Bridge or Floats; 16 that w 
the Turkifh Army being now divided by the Wa- m 
ters, were uncapable of yielding any Hidden R 
afliftance each to the other. Howloever, the Vi¬ 
zier judging that that part of his Army which had 
already paired , was an equal Match for the 
Chriftians, entertained not the lead diffidence of 
good fuccefs, at leaft fuppofed they might be 
able to decline a Bactel,until by abatement of the 
Waters ( which could not be long at that Seafon 
of the Year ) he were enabled to paft, and pin 
his main Body with them ; and therefore full 
of hope and confidence, having at firft dif- 
comfi.ed 
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i 6 6 4. com Sited the forlorn hope of the Chriftians, 
which confiited of a thoufand men , difpatched 
immediately Mefibngers to acquaint the Grand 
Signior of his fuccefs and pafluge , which News 
he knew would be the more grateful, becaufe 
the Grand Signior by daily Letters and Com¬ 
mands urged him to proceed in his March, and 
not to fuffer the impediment of a narrow Ditch 
to be an interruption to the whole. Ottoman 
Force, which in former times was not reftrained 
by the depth or breadth of the Ocean. The 
Grand Signior having received this Intelligence, 
as if the intire Victory and Triumph over the 
World confided in the paffage over the Rab, 
was tranfported with fuch an extraordina¬ 
ry joy and affurance of Victory, that to antici¬ 
pate the good News a folemn Feftival was or¬ 
dained for the fpace of feven days , and feven 
nights, called by the Turks, Dunalma ; in which 
time the whole nights were made light with 
TlieTuri« Lamps and Gandies, and madechearful with ■ 
vainjoy.^ great Guns, Vollies of Muskets, Sound ofDrums 
and Trumpets, revellings and what other So¬ 
lemnities might tefttfie joy and triumph. But 
fcarce three Nights of this vain Dream had pal- 
fed , before the Grand Signior awaked by intel¬ 
ligence, contrary to his allured expe&ation, of 
the Defeat and Deftrudtion of a confiderable part 
of the Viziers Army, (hamefully commanded 
the Lights to be extinguilhed, and the remain¬ 
ing four Nightsdefigned for Joy, to be convert¬ 
ed to Melancholly and Darkneft : And though 
the raftinefs and vain fancy of the Governours 
was the foie caufe of this precipitate mirth, yet 
as greacmen love always to charge their errours 
and follies on the (houlders of others, fo the Sul¬ 
tan accufed the Chimacham, through fafte In¬ 
formation, to have been the Author of this 
(hameful Decree; and in that fury, calling the 
Executioner, had certainly taken off his head, 
had not his young Minion or Favourite, now 
called Kul Ogli ( promoted to the Perferment 
Signifies of Afan , before mentioned ) with much ear- 
the Son of neftneft and Prayers interceded for his 
or Life. 

Slave ' And indeed this Joy and Triumph was fo 

much more ridiculous and (hameful, by how 
much more fatal and deltrudive was theenfuing 
Event. For the Turks being now got over the 
River, had not, at firft, time enough given them 
to calf up Earth , buc were forced by the Chri¬ 
ftians to an Engagement; for the Chriftian Army 
Was drawn imo Batalia to receive them. The 
right Wing confilted of the Auftrian Forces, com¬ 
manded by Montecuculi himfelf; the Left was 
formed of the Confederates of the Rhine, com¬ 
manded by Count Olac, to which was adjoined 
Forty Troops of the French Cavalry, conducted 
by Monfieur Coligni , and the main Body was 
commanded by the Marfhal General Marquis 
Bada, which compofed a very formidably Body, 
and affailed the Turks with extraordinary Va¬ 
lour; the Fight was very furious, and began 
about Nine a Clock in the morning on the third 
of Auguji , and continued till Four in the After¬ 
noon with variable fortune; during which time 
the Waters being abated, the Spahees paffed 
over in feveral places, and charged the left Wing 
of the Chriftians, and in other places they made 
attempts, only to divert the Army, whilft the Ja- 
nifarics threw up Earth to fecure a. paffage for 
the reft; which when the Chriftians efpied, they 
ac firft refolved to found a Recreac, but after¬ 
wards perceiving that the Trench was but new¬ 
ly began, Montecuculi drawing.up the Body of 
ihe Army into a half Moon, attacked the Janua¬ 


ries on all fides with that fury, ordering the Bo- 1 6 6 41 
dies of Horfe to contend with the Spahees ; that w-v-O 
the Turks now faintly fighting began to give 
ground to their Enemies , at which inftant turn 
of Fortune , an outcry was heard, That Serini 
on the ocher fide had fet on the Viziers Camp; 
which fo animated the Chriftians, and terrified 
the Turks, that the latter began to give back, 
and put themfelves to (hameful flight, leaving 
dead upon the Place Eight thoufand of their 
Companions, and the Glory of the Day to the 
Chriftians. The Turks, who always fly difor- 
derly, not knowing the Art of a handfome Re- The ( je- 
treat, crouded in heaps to paft the River, the 
Horfe trampling over the Foot, aud the Foot 
throwing themfelves headlong into the Water, \ yy jjY. 
without confideration of the depth, or choice of vet Rd. 
Places fordable; thofe finking catching hold on 
others who could fwim, funk down, and periflied 
together; others were carried away by the ra- 
pidneft of the Stream, and both Men and Horfe 
were carried down the River,and fivallowed up in 
| deeper places : The Water was died with Blood, 
and the whole face of the River was covered with 
Men, Horfe, Garments, all fwimming prom cu- 
oufly together; no difference was here be ween 
the valiant and the Cowardly, the Foolifh and the 
Wife, Counfel and Chance, all being involved in 
the fame violence of Calamity, Non vex 0 mutui Tacdib.i. 
hortatus juvabant adverfante unda , nihil [irennus 
ab ignavo, fapiens a prudenti, confilia a cafu differre , 
cuntia pari violent ia mvolvsbantur ; fo that the 
Waters devoured a far greater number chan the 
Sword, whilft the Vizier (landing on the ocher 
fide of the River, was able to afford no kind of 
help or relief, buc as one void of Counfel and 
Reafon , knew not how, nor where to apply a 
remedy. This defeat though in Chriftendom 
not greatly boafted, by reafon that the-dc!tra¬ 
ction of the Turks , which was moft conftuer mle 
by the Water, was partly concealed to them, yec 
the Turks acknowledg that Ruine and Slaughter to 
have been of a far greater number than what the 
Chriftian Diaries relate, confefltng that ftnee the 
time that thcOttoman Empire arriv’d to this greac- 
nefs,no Stories make mention of any Slaughter or 
Difgrace it hath fit tiered to be equal unto the 
calamity and difhonour of this. On the Turks 
fide were (lain that day, Iflsmael the late Pafha 
of Buda, and Kimacham of Conflcntir.t.p e, by a 
(hot from the Enemy pafltng the Water ; the 
Spaheelar Agafee , or General of the spahees; 
the Janifar Aga, the younger Son of the Tartar 
Han, and feveral otlies Pafttaws, Al-.btgh, Ge- _. „ . 

neralof Bofna, Thirty Capugibafhees, Five and 0IM h e "' 
thirty Pages of the Vizier’s, and Three hundred Turk} tide, 
of his Guard, Five thoufand Janifories, Three 
thoufand Spahees, Fifteen hundred i'olnacks. 

Eight hundred Albanians, Six hundred Croats 
and Hungarians of the Turks Subjects, Two hun¬ 
dred and fifty Valacbians and Moldavians , Six 
hundred Tartars, of Anatclia fifteen hundred , 
and about Four thoufand other A fat ids, from 
the farcheft parts of the Turks Dominions, Euft- 
ward ; fo that in all we may account Seventeen 
thoufand (lain on the Turks fide ; befitJes which 
were taken Sixteen pieces of Cannon , a Hun¬ 
dred and twenty fix Colours, with the Standard 
of the Vtziers Guard , Five thoufand Cemircrs, 
moft of which were enfeoffed with Silver, and 
fome befet with Jewels , with many Horles, of 
which fix were fenc as a Prefenc co the Vizier. 

Of the Chriftians were flam near Three thou¬ 
fand Men; thofe of note were. The Count Naf- 
fau , Count Charles of Bracond. rf , Captain of 
I the Guards to Count Montecuculi , Count Fuchiir

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1664.. General of the Artillery of the Empire. Collonel 
Pletter , with his Lieutenant Collonel and Ser¬ 
jeant Major, and with many other Gentlemen 
of the French Nation, who deierve for ever to be 
chronicled for their Virtue and Valour. For 
herein the French Nation ought not to lofe their 
juft praife, having made proofs of their Valour, 
2s well in this , as in other Battels ; it being re 
ported, Thar Monfieur i their General, 
killed Thirty Turk with his chand-

enna, it is wonderful to confdei with what Ap I 
plaufes, with what Honourswith what En~ i 
cc>,.mnc. the Fame of Jlicn'. ru'.uii was celebra- I 
ted ; for be 'ides the Triumphs, withFires, found- ' 
ing of Bells Banquets, and ‘ithe; oernonftrations 
offolem-i ]oy; the Glory uf M ute-.ucult was the 
Theme of every Ballad fling ?n the corners of 
ftreets; which Honours of the Commonalty 
were leconded by greater and m ire fubftantial of 
the Imperial Court, who conferred upon him the 
Title of Lieutenant General of the whole Army,a 
Dignity fo eminent as is inferiour to none, except 
the Emperor, in order of the Militia ; and was 
not without fome fcruple granted to the Arch¬ 
duke Leopold by his Brother Ferdinand the Third; 
and withheld from Piccolomini Duke of Amalfi, 
until he had highly merited it, and made his 
way to it through bloody fields, where Provi¬ 
dence firft crowned him with Laurels of Succefs 
and Virtory. 

And here is juft occafion for us to doubt, why 
Montecuculi fliould be thus admired and loaded 
with Honours, w'ailft the fervices of Serini and 
Soft were fo far from being taken notice of, that 
they feemed to effert the difgrace and ruine of 
thefe Worthies, rather than to produce the fa¬ 
vour of their Prince, and the applaufe of their 
Country., the natural Rewards of Valour and 
Virtue. And indeed l cannot but confefs, I my 
felf have wondred, when in the Court of Vienna 
I have heard the Aftions and Zeal of Senni fo 
lligbtly fpoken of, or contemned, when a Stran¬ 
ger cook the liberty but to defiant on his adti¬ 
ons , and to vent any thing which but favoured 
of his commendations. The reafon of which, 1 ad¬ 
venture to aflign unto two caufes. The firft is,that 
Reafon. Antipathy or natural averfion the Germans have to 
why the the Hungarians and Croatians, thefe endeavouring 
Servicesof to maintain the Priviledges of a People who 
Montcc//- have a free liberty of the Etedtion of their Prince: 
accepted 6 whil , ft the others defirous to take occafion to 
better weaken and impoverifh them, would necelfi- 
than chofe rate them to yield their Kingdom to the Empe- 
of Serins, ror by an hereditary Right. The fecond is, 
the fury of Serini and Soife, whofe zeal without 
confideration of irritating the Turk , or fear of 
moving the paffion of the Lyon beyond the terms 
of an eafie pacification, eranfported them to com¬ 
mit all damage and ruine, which are the juft 
concomitants of War; which rage feemed o- 
ver violent to the Court at Vienna , and not to 
fuic with the prefent Policy of the War, which 
was defigned to be carried on rather in a defen- 
five chan inanoffenfive poftare; imagining per- 
haps, that the good nature of the Turk might 
be complemented into Peace, and that gen- 
tlenels and generofiry might have the fame ef- 
fedt upon them, as it had upon Saul, when Da¬ 
vid had his life at his mercy, and yet fpared 
him: according to which counfels of the Court 
Montecuculi fquaring every particular of his 
tion, and thereunto adding fiiccefs, mounted on 
the wings of Fame, and had his Glory celebrated 
Without diminutions ; but the hot and zealous 
temper of Serini, which Souldier* like underftood 


nothing but down-right blows, knew not how to 1 6 6 4. 
ufe that moderation and caution, which the Im- Vorv. 
perial Cohrt judged an ingredient fo requilite to 
the prudent management of the prefent War, that 
he was efteemed uncapable of command , who 
had not diferetion enough to prartice it; And 
this was the true reafon that. Serini was difeoun- 
tenanced, and that his Command was taken 
from him , and that his Appeal to the Court was 
Without redrefs : Howfoever in regard that the 
Fame he had won carried him high in the efteem 
of all Chriitendom, he was entertained with 
hopes and fair prornifes; and even after the very 
‘atcel of R.ab , nothing was more common!.' dif- 
courfed than the giving Nicholas - ■ t .i com¬ 
mand independent of any other General • But in 
the end it proved nothing but v;vn Piopofals to 
humour the fancy of Serini fcimfe 1 ?, and to fa- 
tisfie the World, which admi> ed i'erfon fb 
qualified and deferving as he, ftimid be made a 
fubjert of fo much difgrace and negied. 

With this News the Tnrks remained greatly 
afhamed and dejerted, having but two days be¬ 
fore demonftratedexcefles of joy, congratulated 
the happy News one to the other, and after their 
manner fent Prefents abroad, derided the Chri¬ 
ftians upon ttie News, exprobriaced them with 
a Thoufand injuries, and applauded their own 
Virtue, Valour , and the righteoufnefs of their 
Catife and Religion: But on a ii.dden Intelligence 
coming contrary to their expectations , filch a 
dampnefs fell upon tbeir fpirics, that for feme 
days mere was a deep file nee of aTl News at Cori- 
fiantimple i they that t'ae Day before fought for 
Chriftians to communicate to them the Miracles 
of their Virtory, now avoided their Company, 
afhamed of^their too forward joy, and the li¬ 
berty they had taken to contemn and deride the 
low condition of the Chriltian Camp. And 
now the ill News not being able longer to be con¬ 
cealed, Prayers and Humiliation were appointed 
publicity to be made at all the great Mofchs of 
Confiantinople and Adrianople , where all Emaums 
with their young Scholars were commanded to 
refort, and ling cercain Prayers appointed for 
fuch occafions. 

The minds ofrheSoIdiery after this defeat were Seditionin 
very much difeompofed , tending more to fedi- the ra¬ 
tion than obedience. Every one took licence «/&Camp. 
to fpeak loudly and openly his opinion, that the 
War was commenced upon unjuft and unlawful 
grounds. That the total Eclipfe of the Moon, 
which portends always misfortune* to the Turks , 
fliould have caufed more caution’in the Com¬ 
manders in ingaging the Armies this year, until 
the malignancy of that Influence had been over¬ 
paired. All generally accufed the firft Vizier as _ . 
the Author and ill Manager of the War, Ini* JXS- 
quijfima bellorum conditio efi , profpera otnnes fihi la. * 
vendicant , adverfa tint imputantur , and calling 
to mind the folemn Oath with which Sultan Soly- 
man confirmed his Capitulations with the Em¬ 
peror, particularly vowing never to pafs the Rab, 
or place, where the Turks received their defeat, 
without a foltd and reafbnable ground of War, 
concluded that this Invafion was a violation of 
the Vow, and an injury to the facred Memory 
of that fortunate Sultan „ and therefore that all 
Enterprises and Attempts of this War would be 
fatal and deftrurtive to the MufTulmen or Ee- 
lievers.and the end difhonourable to the Empire. 

This opinion was rooted with much fuperftition 
and ftrength of fancy in the minds of the Vulgar :

At Strigonium great were the Confutations, 
what courfe was to be taken: The Chriftians were 
now Matters of the Field, and the Turks dif- 
couraged, and now the Summer was fo far fpent, 
that it was too late to think of recovering their 
reputation that year with the hazard of a Battel.

And that they might 
march with lefs impediment, they lent their Ar¬ 
tillery and heavy Baggage down the Danube : 
Such was the fear of the Turkifh Army at prefenr, 
that it is fuppofed, had the Chriftians eagerly 
purfued their Victory, they had not only de¬ 
feated the whole Turkifh Force with little oppo¬ 
sition, but alfo without any impediment marched 
to the very Walls of Buda. 

But what infatuation foever blinded the Chri¬ 
ftian Counfels, little or no advantage was taken, 
as if the defign of the Emperor had only been 
to repel the Enemy from his Borders, or that he 
feared to irritate the Turks with a too invete¬ 
rate and pertinacious profecution of his Vidlories- 
Inftead of which, the Vizier making fome Over¬ 
tures of Peace, and evidencing the realty of his 
intentions by his Prefents of a Veil of Sables, 
and a Horfe richly furniflied, with which he flat¬ 
tered and careffed the German Refident, the Ar¬ 
ticles were accepted and embraced at Vienna 
with much greedinefs, and the Peace almoft 
wholly concluded and clapped up in a moment.

Firft , That Tranfilvania remain with its ancient 
Limits and Priviledges tinder the Command of Prince 
Michael Apafi. 

Secondly, That the Emperor of Germany lave 
liberty to fortifie both Gutta and Nitra. 

Thirdly, That the Turks fhall not alter or inno¬ 
vate any thing on the Confines of Hungary, or any 
other part bordering on the Emperor. 

Fourthly, That Apafi pay Six hundred thoufand 
Dollars to the Ottoman Port for exptnces of the War. 

Fifthly , That all aids of Hoftility between the 
Emperor , and the Grand Signior, and their Subject, 

Sixthly, That the two Provinces of JZatmar and 
Zaboli, granted to Ragotzki by his Imperial Ma¬ 
jefiy during life , return again to the Emperor, to 
which neither the Prince of Tranfilvania, much lefs 
the Ottoman Port , fhall ever pretend. 

Seventhly, That the ftrong Cufile of Zechelhyd, 
which revolted fropt the Emperor, be demoliflied, in 
regard neither Party will relinquifh his Right there- 

. Eighthly, That Varadin and Newhaufel remain 
to the Turk, having conquered them by force of their 
own Arms. 

Ninthly , That for confirmation of this Peace, 
Ambaffadors be interchangeably fent with Prefents of 
equal value. 

On thefe Terms (of which none feems dis¬ 
advantageous to the Chriftian Intereft, unlefsthe 
fourth Article, the difhonour of which feems 
to be covered with the name of Apafi, though the 
(core was paid by the Emperor) the Peace was 
eftablilhed, and the Vizier, as a beginning there¬ 
of, gave liberty to many Chriftian Captives, 
fome whereof were of Quality, and Proclama¬ 
tion was made through all the Confines for a 
Ceffation of Arms. Howfoever, fome petty mat¬ 
ters remained undecided, which were deferred 
until the Arrival of an extraordinary Ambafla- 
dour , who was to exchange with the Turks ano¬ 
ther Ambafladour in the Month of May follow¬ 
ing ; and in the mean time fufpenfion of Arms, 
and all other Hoftilities was confirmed. At 
which News all forts of People amongft the 
Turks were greatly rejoyced, and the Publica¬ 
tion thereof the more welcome, by how much 
the more unexpected. Whereby we may ob- 
ferve the alteration of that ancient Martial difpo- 
fition, which was natural to this Empire, which 
whilft it was exercifed in War , grew hardy, 
aCtive and inured to warlike exercife, but now

Eut » depofe 
it feems this young Tartar , though barbarous, tar 

had yet fo much of filial obedience and reverence 
inftamped on him by nature, that he modeftly 
refilled the proffer , and immediatly difpatched a 
Meffenger with fecret Advices to his Father. The 
Tartar Chan received this Intelligence with great 
indignation, and purpofing to play that game in 
reallity with the Vizier, which he had paffed on 
him only by way of overture,wrote a Letter to the 
Pallia of Bud a, a man of great abilities and cou¬ 
rage, advertifing him, that hearing a true and 
worthy character of his prowefs and wildom, he 
could not but defire to be his friend ; and that he 
might make demonftrations of his being fuch, he 
proffered all the intereft he had at the'Ottoman 
Court to promote him to the fupreme Officeof firft 
Vizier. What Fate foever accompanied this mat¬ 
ter, either from the Confidents of the Tartars, 
or of the Palha , the fubftafice of the Meffage 
came to the knowledge of the Vizier, who ob¬ 
taining a private Commiffion immediately from 
the Grand Signior therein, fent for the Palha, 
and without farther procefs, or evidence of proof, 
or accufation, ftruck off,his Head.

The Am¬ 
balTadour had of his own Retinue about a Hun¬ 
dred and fifty Perfons on Horfe-back, well 
mounted, and cloathed after the Hungarian falhi- 
on ; his proper Guard confilled of Four and twenty 
Perfons armed with Partifans ; before him went 
his Trumpets, and Kettle Drums, but not found¬ 
ing, with Two Banners of fpread Eagles fly¬ 
ing, one of them richly embroidered, carried by 
a Count of the Empire. The AmbalTadour him- 
ielf was cloathed with a Cloth of Silver Veft, 
lined with Sables, on his Cap he wore a Feather 
after the Turkijh fafhion , adorned with Jewels, 
which they call (Sargoucb ) and is only uled 
by the Grand Signior, and his principal Vizier ; 
before him went Eight led Horfes richly furnilh- 
ed; immediately after him followed the Pages 
and Servants of the Spaheelar Agafee, and of the 
Aga which conducted him from the Frontiers. 
Next came his Litter covered with Violet colour¬ 
ed Velvet, ard carried by Mules; then his three 
Coaches with fix Horfes a piece, one of which 
being richly gilded , and made chearful with 
Glals Windows after the new mode, the Grand 
Signior became much pleafed with ir, and at his 
requeft it was prefented to him: after thefe fol¬ 
lowed four or five other Coaches of Four Horfes, 
in which were Churchmen and unfirm perfons ; 
and 'aft of all came th cGerman Wagons,and other 
Carts with thole of the Countrey with Baggage. 

This AmbalTadour was not long arrived be¬ 
fore he w : as admitted to Audience with the Prime 
Ki'vt-n 1 ” Vizier, who beltowed on him a Veft of Sables, 
tiie c,er- with a Horle and Furniture of confiderable va- 
jm.im Am- lue, and a Hundred of his Retinue were veiled 
bdtl.idor. with Coftans, which among!! the Turks are tefti- 
monies of favour and acceptance. About Four 
days after, the AmbalTadour had Audience with 
the Grand Signior himfelf, at which were only 
Forty Coftans given out, which coming from fo 
Grand a Perlbnage, were in value multiplied 
much above the number given by the Vizier. 

The Prefents brought hy the Amdafladour 
were as followeth:

And though this 
Relation may feem impertinent to the Weight of 
Hiftory, yet in regard on fuch minute things ma¬ 
ny times greater matters depend, and thereby^ 
thecuriofuyof the Reader latisfied, I thought it 
not from our purpofe to infert a Lift thereof.' 

This year gave the firft Beginning to trade be¬ 
tween the Ottoman Dominions, and that of Ge- 
noua.

fadour , in condition of a private Perfon, came Ge * 

the Marquefs Durazz.0 a Nobleman of Genoua, 
with Letters from that Republick to the Grand Peace 
Signior, and Great Vizier, importing their defire with the 
of friendlhip and commerce with the Ottoman 
Port. This defign of opening a door to a new 
Trade was commenced and carried on wholly , 
by the contrivance and power of the Family

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i 6 6 5. of the Durrazzo’s, falfly founded on the courfe 
allay of Money, then currant in. the Turkijh 
Territories, which proved net long durable, as 
will appear by the Sequel. This Marquefs 
being arrived at Conftatitinople, declared his Mef 
fage, which if favourably accepted, an Ambaf¬ 
iadour or Relidene with Merchants Ihould be 
font to hold a Trade in the Turkijh Dominions. 
In anfwer wbereunto the Vizier replied according 
to the ufual complement. That the Arms of the 
Fort are always open to thofo whodefire toenter- | 
tain a friendlhip and correfpondence with it. But 
becaufe in former days Ambailadours from Spain 
and Genoua having like promifes ofadmiflion, were ! 
notwithftanding. through the union of the Englifk, 
and French and Venetians , obftrufted in their 
paflage, and forced to return home , though 
one of them as for as Scio in his way, and the 
other as Raguja ; therefore this Marquefs in re¬ 
membrance hereof prefled the Vizier farther in 
his promifo, defiring him to give him the afllt- 
rance, that what oppofirion might be made to 
the contrary by other Minifters, be would yet 
keep firm to that word he had given to his Re¬ 
publick : The Vizier conftantly promifed that he 
Would; and if any other Ambalfadours were 
not pleafed with the friendlhip and Treaty 
of that day, they might feek their remedy as 
they pleafed, and if they pleafed might have 
liberty to depart. The Marquefs being fatisfied 
with this aflurance , rook Letters to his Repub¬ 
lick in aflurance thereof, and Articles were given, 
and Priviledges for Trade figned according to 
The r, - e , Tenour of oth « Capitulations : And be- 
rtoefi‘1 ,n 8 herewith difpatched , he returned home by 
ceived. Land, and the next year appeared again himfelf 
in the Perfon of AmbalTadour Extraordinary 
to the Ottoman Court 5 whereafter high and con¬ 
fiderable Prefents and great Expences made, 
chiefly fupported by the Houfe of Durazzo , a 
Refident was feated at Conftantmople , and a Con- 
ful at Smyrna , where we will leave them for a 
while, and feme years after (Gcd willing) take an 
account of the profit and lols this progging Na¬ 
tion had made by this Embafly and Trade. But 
before we leave this point, it will be worth our 
noting, how bainoufly the French Ambafiadour 
Monlieur LaHaye took this entertainment of the 
Genoefe, in regard he was fo concerned againft 
his admiflion, that he declared to the chief Mi¬ 
nifters of State, how he had received Orders to 
oppoie the entrance of the Genoefe, Nation, as 
highly prejudicial and obftruftive to their Trade; 
and in fine, to acquaint the Grand Signior, that 
in cafe he refolved to entertain them, his Mafter 
would withdraw his AmbalTadour and Nation • 
and therefore they ought to confider, whether 
a new Friend and an inconfiderable Republick 
ought to be perferred before the known and ap¬ 
proved acquaintance of the powerful Empire of 
France. But whatfoever the French Minifters 
were able to aft to the contrary, the Genoe- 
fes kept their ftations, in which they were the 
better fecured by thole frequent occafions of dif- 
guft his molt Chriftian Majeity in defence of the 
Chriftian Caufe, had given to thefe Enemies of 
the Chriftian Faith. 

The Great Vizier and the German AmbalTadour 
being now both at the Ottoman Port, the Wars 
were concluded, and every one began to 
difpofe his affairs to a quiet and a repofed life. 
But this Empire being ftiil by God’s Providence 
in a condition of growth and augmentation, 
could not remain long in Peace, nor long in 
health without exercife and aftion. Wherefore 
no fooner was Germany at eafe, than the Vifier be¬ 


gan to move the profecution of the War in Can- 1 6 6 j, 
defiring to obtain the glory of fufcjrftmg 
totally that llland, which for the ("pace of Twenty TheT-.-Ax 
five years had been the principal fubjeft of the refo i vc ro 
Ottoman defign and exercife, and acquire to him- 
feif the Fame in Hiftory of being Conquerour in Cii'utia, 
of Candia, and Concluder of the Venetian War. 
Wherefore the Vizier with feveral other princi¬ 
pal Perfons, aflembled in a Garden near the 
City of Mrianoplc, font for the Signior Bal/ar'mo 
Reprefentative for the Republik of Venice ; where 
being come, at the firft word demanded of 
him the Surrender of the whole llland of Can¬ 
dia. To which he modeftly replied , That fo 
great a gift was not - in his power to give, 
and that his office was only to be afliftanc to 
that happy hour, wherein all matters might 
concur towards Beace , and that his Mediation 
might contribute towards a conclufion of this 
long and tedious War. In the mean time he 
Ihould acquaint his Prince with the demand the 
Vizier was pleafed to make. To which the Turks 
added menaces, with high and inlblent words, 
defigning to bend their whole force and power 
againft Candia , the effeft of which will hereaf¬ 
ter be a material fubjeft of our Hiftory. And 
thus much, to my belt remembrance. 1 received 
from the mouth of that Venetian Minifter. 

In the mean time the Grand oignior, though 
he continued his Sports and Hunting, without re¬ 
gard to the violent heats of the Sum’mer; yet he 
began to entertain fomethirg more of warm af¬ 
fection towards his Women, and to be recon¬ 
ciled tothntSex, in contemplation of hi- iittie Son, 
who beginning now to play and prattle, afforded 
him matter of entertainment in the Apartments 
of his Women; fo that he affeftionately doting 
on his Queen, gave order for increafe of her Re¬ 
venue and Attendance, and appointed the belt ™ e .

And now the Grand Signior, at the perfwafion 
of the Vizier and others of his Council, refolving 
to winter at Cortfiantin-pie , certain Women of 
the lower rank were diipatched before, as fore¬ 
runners of the removal of the Court: ond being 
in the Seraglio at large without obfervance and 
awe of their ufual Spies, two of the boldeft 
Wenches finding a Cradle, wherein the Royal 
Infants wereufually laid, adventured to pick out 
the belt Jewels, of which feme were very good 
Stones, and afterwards laid it up again in a pri¬ 
vate place, where it was not eafily found.

Emperors were for the moft part a confirmation 1 
of the ancient Agreement, only it was provided { 
as a new Addition, That the Armies lhould de¬ 
part from the Confines of Tranfilvama.

Formalities of the late Englilh Ambaffidour. 
But the V.zier it feems judged, that the recepti¬ 
on of the Englilh, Brained on a particular occa- 
fion, was not to be brought into example, and 
that a Salute from the Seraglio was fo befides 
the ordinary cuftom , that he efteemed the 1 

demand to be extravagant, and that fuch a Prefi- I 
dent would be dilhonourable to his Matter, And ] 
therefore refolvingnot to exceed the perticiilars 
of former cuftoms, offered at his landing to have 
him accompanied to hisHoufe with ten Chaoufes, 
only the Ambaffadour not accepting hereof, in a 
difeontented manner entred with his Ship the 
day following, and giving the ufual Salutes to 
the Seraglio, landed at Topenau, a place near to 
his own Dwelling, from whence with no other 
attendance than his own Company, privately 
walked up, and with no farther ceremony took 
poffeflion of the place of Refidence of former Am- 
buffadours from France. 

Notwithftanding this flight treatment, the Am¬ 
baffadour was not fo much mortified,but he con¬ 
ceived hopes, that the Turks would at length 
in contemplation ofhis Matters greatnels, gratifie 
him with feme fignal demonllrations of extraor¬ 
dinary honour, by conceflions of unufual Pri- 
viledges, and greater facility in his Negotiations: 
and therefore was induced, though as yet he had 
not had a perfonal Audience of the Vizier, 
to defire a revocation of the Agreement made 
with the Genoefe, Q the Marquefs Duraz.z,o, of 
whom we have fpoken before, being juft upon his 
departure ) protefting againft it with all ear- 
nehnefs. as a matter lb prejudicial to the French 
Trallick and Commerce in thole Dominions, that 
if ad.T.iflion were given to the Genoefe , they 
mutt exped to lole friendftiip and commerce 
with France. But notwithftanding this heat and 
other proteftations againft it, the Vizier who in¬ 
herited his Fathers fpirit , litcle regarded the 
difeontent of the French, but calmly anfwered, 
That the Grand Signior was Matter of himfelf 
and Country, and might make Peace or War at 
his own plealure without licence or permiftion of 
the French king; and that fuch as were envious, 
or difeontented at the Peace, had free liberty 
to depart and take their remedy as they efteemed 
molt beneficial. 

In this manner matters paffed between the 
A ftrange time of this Ambaffadours Arrival and his Au- 
--vif.uit dienee. In which interim the curiofity of Mon- 
f ieur Vermont, Captain of the French Man of 
I-' tn -Ii War, bad like to have proved fatal to him ; for

" appeared certain Gaffes gently gliding down 

theftream, dreffed up with Flags and Streamers, 
which ail Ships and Saykes faluted with 
their Guns as they paffed. This Captain 
being informed that the Grand Signior was there 
inperlon, and returned from his Hunting, which 


he had made in certain Woods not farlrnm the. • ’AJ’ 

City, faluted him alfc os lie paffed with twenty 
five Guns; but being not able ro difeoter bis 
perlon, prefenrly fitted his Px.at and followed 
him , hoping ro receive that fatisfaflinn at his 
landing; fot concciving,that sccefs to the Ottoman 
and Eaftern Princes is as fac ie and grateful; as it 
is to thole of Chriftendom, with all confidence 
endeavoured to accoft the Ter Ion of the Grand 
Signior as near as was poflible. The Grand Seni¬ 
or turning his eyes, and feeing a man habited 
(as he conceived ) in a barbarous ar.d extravagant 
drels, apprehended the Majefty ofhis Peifon vio¬ 
lated by fo near and bold an approach of the cu¬ 
rious Stranger ; and thereupon, without farther 
inquiry, being moved with fcorn and indignati¬ 
on, called for the Executioner, who is ever rea¬ 
dy at his hand ; but fome perfons then prefenr, 
efpecially the Boftangibalhee, being of more mo¬ 
deration, befeecbed the Grand Signior to have a 
little patience, and to enquire of the Ghaur or 
Infidel C as they call’d him ) the caufe of-this his 
boldnefs: with which the Grand Signior fuppref- 
fing a little his paflion, and having patience until 
one was lent to expoftulate with the Captain, 
who all this while, though he perceived fome 
difturbance, was yet ignorant that the matter fo 
dangeroufly concerned himfelf; end not being 
able to underftand the Meffenger, nor to be un- 
derftood by him, rendred thebufinefs rr.oreconfu- 
fed, andlels undfrftood which the Meffenger 
obferving; and knowing the danger of this wor¬ 
thy and innocent Gentleman, being perhaps of a 
compaflionate nature, and prudent, framed this 
excufe to the Grand Signior, That he did not 
well underftand the Infidels language, but what 
he conjeftured was, That he being Captain of 
j that Veffel, which had newly faluted his Majefty 
I as he paffed with twenty five Guos, was now 
come in confidence of his Royal bounty and cle¬ 
mency to receive a Coftan, as a fign ofhisMa- 
jefties favour, and reward of his own refpeft.l he 
Grand Signior having by this.time his choler 
fomewhae abated, v^is better pacified with thefe 
gentle ■words ; the Boftangibafhee alio ^interce¬ 
ding at the fame time in his behalf, that he was a 
ftranger, and ignorant of the cuftoms of their 
Court, and that if he deferved punilhment, he 
might be remitted to the examination of the Vizi¬ 
er, who might chaftife him, as hefounditreafo- 
nable. The Grand Signior contented herewith, 
the rude Bolbangees feized the Captain and hur¬ 
ried him to the Vifier, who all this time was igno¬ 
rant of his errour or his danger, more than 
that he perceived by accent of their words, ar.d 
by their geftures , that fomethifg was amifs, 
and debated in reference unto him. The 
Drugger men , or Interpreters of the French 
Nation being lent for, and the Vifier and the Cap¬ 
tain both underftanding the matter, the crime 
I appeared only to be an abfurdicy committed 
| through ignorance: yet so pleafe the Grand Sig¬ 
nior, and to make an appearance, as if fomething 
were done In chaftiiement of this bold curiofity, 
the ViGer ordered, that the Captain Ihould be . 
conduced by two Chaoufes cothe Ambaffadour, 
thereto be put in Chains aiid in Prifon, until fa- 
tisfadion was made for his fault. The Captain 
being thus brought before the Ambaffadour, this 
honeft Gentleman was punilhed in the fame man¬ 
ner as we do thole in Chriftendom, who crowd 
to fee their Prince. 

The Ambaffadour had. his firft Atjdier.ee with 
the Vizier on the 7th of December, which being 
infignificant to any other bufinels more than to 
the delivery of his Matters Letter, and other mat¬ 
ters 
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rersofForm and Ceremony , we Ihall need to 
infiit the lefs upon it. 

His fecond Audience before that of the Grand 
Signior, was in the beginning of January^ which 
tjme the Ambaffadour began to declare what 
he had in Commilfion from his King , which 
principally related towards a fatisfadion tor 
thofe Affronts formerly offered him in the per- 
fon of his Father, and himfelf inculcating into 
the Vifier a true apprehenfion of the greatnels 
of his Matter, his force by Land, his powerful 
Fleet which Ihould that following year be fet forth 
in the Mediterranean Seas, with other arguments 
which might challenge due refped and honour 
to fo great a Prince. Thefe Propofals and Dif- 
courfes, though the Vizer teemed not to entertain 
with that benign and flexible ear as was exped- 
ed or thought latbfadory, and thereupon feveral 
difgufts did afterwards fucceed ; howfoever in 
the end all matters cleared up again, and his 
Excellency was permitted to return to his own 
Houfewith all imaginatble fatisfadion, as he was 
pleafed to intimate to the Ambaffadour for 
. his Majefty of great Britain. Soon after followed 
his Audience with the Grand Signior .according 
to the ufual Ceremonies, fo that all things run 
Imoothly with the French for feveral years after. 
And here by the way it is obfervable. That an En¬ 
glilh Ambaffadour once arguing hotly# with 
the Vizier On fome points of the Capitulations, in 
which judging himfelf wronged, threw the Ca¬ 
pitulations to the Vizier, telling him , that he 
might keep the Writing and Paper , fince he 
refolved not to obey the Letter. The Vizier 
hereupon calmly took the Cspitulations,and laid 
them behind his Culhion, which the Ambaffa- 
dour in a more confiderate temper could not a- 
gain recover under an expence of fifteen hundred 
Pieces of Eight. 

During the time of thefe Negotiations the 
Grand Signior wholly imployed his time and 
thoughts in Hunting,ranging all the Woods for fe¬ 
veral days journies round Constantinople in which 
Exercife twenty or thirty thouland men were 
imployed,*colleded from the Cities and Villa¬ 
ges round about, all which were paid at the pub- 
hek expence and charge of Houfe-keepers both 
iurks and Cbrftians; which in one bunt might 
amount to. thirty or forty thouland Dollars. 
With this burden the people being often opppref- 
fed, and many perifhing in the Woods with cold 
ahd hunger, began to murmur at the excefs of 
Tyranny, curling their Princes madnels and folly, 
maintained with the life and ruine ofhis Sub- 
jefts. But notwithftanding all thefe whilpered 
curfesand fecret menaces the Grand Signior fol¬ 
lowed his delights with fuch frequency, and with 
that heat and eagernefs, that the people percei¬ 
ving no end of their mifery, began to fpeak'loud¬ 
ly and plainly, and by feme principal Perfons 
gave the Vifier to underftand. That the people 
would not longer endure the extravagant 
Vagaries of their Prince at fo dear a rate , of 
which he thar was his chief Counceffour ought to 
inform and advife him. The Vizier, who was be¬ 
fore ferifibleof the excefs cf his Mailers humour 
in this particular, and that immoderation, even 
in lawful, and innocent exercifes, may become a 
Vice, and when adted withoppreffion qf the Sub¬ 
ject as dangerous asother terms which found more 
of Tyranny-and Violence, refolved with courage 
and humility to reprefent to his Mailer the dan¬ 
ger of fuch expenfive Huntings, efpecially when 
overfrequent; and therefore affured thofe who 
made their Complaints, That for the future all 
matters Ihould beredreffed, and'the Grand Signi- 


or Ihould net be fo prodigal in his Huntings on the i 

Purfe of h.s Subjects. And fo fenfible was the V z ; - ■ 
er of the diforders which might arife from hence,

nople after the Peace concluded with the Empe- 

Smr n pH d K' th f . Germa n Ambaffadour was 
returned back to his Mailer; yet the Turks 
profecuted their defigns againft Venice, aad made 
great preparations in the Provinces of Albania, 
BoJJena, and Ltcca, which confine on the Veneti¬ 
an Territories ; and though in reality thofe For¬ 
ces were not intended againft thofe parts, but 
in order to a more warm profecution of the War 
in Ca l d,a ' ,^ he n the r rhe Vizier intended to tranf- 
porc himfelfin Perfon; yet the Venetian State not 
fuffy, penetrating the Delignj took the Alarm 
chiefly in Dalmatta, and reinforced their Garrifons 
of Cataro and other Fortrefles. And chat matters 
thete might be well provided, and all things adted 
with due circumlpediion; Marquifs Villa wasor- 
dered to vific thofe Garrifons in his Voyage to 
Candta-, fo that departing from Venice attended 
with two Galhes,he arrived in a few days at Zara. 
and thence proceeding to Spalato, where the Pro- 
veditor General, Catarin Cornaro , made at that 1 
time his refidence; they both joined together to 
fervey the moft important places of that Province. 
They began with the City of Spalato , which > 
rather feems a place intended by Nature for a 
Palace of delights, than a Garrifon of Arms : 
being the Seat which Duckfiau (who was born at 
Salona, fix miles diftance from thence ) chofe for 
his Garden of recirement,after he had renounced 
the Empire,and is now turned into a ruder lhape of 
War, fince the invalion of the Turk made it neccP 
lary.to.be fortified for fecurity of it felf, and the 
parts circumjacent .Spalazo is now very ftrong, be¬ 
ing fecured by divers Redoubts; the chief of which 
is feituated on a little riling, called Gr/cpc.diftant 
about a Musket-Ihot from the Town,is ltrengthe- 
ned with four Royal Baftions, and with good Artil- 
lery;there is alfo a new Line ofFortification drawn 
round the Town, which renders it the ftrong- 
eft, and moft eonliderable of all Dalmatia 
• Bus 
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... G <t. But to make this place the more impregnable, 

— t , e f e Generals laid the foundation for another 
Bulwark; and as an evidence of their Union, 
they call a Medal with a ftamp on one fide of 
( Jnaro, and on the other of Marquis Villa, and 
f« ranking thanks to God , the Service ended 
with firing all the Guns of the Town. 

Afterwards both the Generals Embarking, 

.... palled that Night to Cur&ola, anciently called 
Co fiita St-pra, which is one of the greateft and 
belt of the‘Hies of this Gulf; Thence palling by 
Bajuft, where the Deputies of that Government, 
in recognition of that Sovereignty which the Ve¬ 
netians have over the Adriatick Seas, prefented 
the ufual refrelhments to the General of the Pro¬ 
vince; and in a particular manner treated Mar¬ 
quis Villa with a Prefent in name of their Repub- 
lick. r l hat Night they arrived at the Entrance

their way (which is a ftrong Fortification about 
fix miles diftant from Cataro) they were received 
there with firing all the Guns of the Town,which 
were doubly multiplied by an'Eccho returned 
from the found of the neighbouring Mountains.

J '' have been planted when Nature defired to fport, 
and he wanton ; for it iffues, as it were, out of 
the Boloru of two Mountains, which are at an 
equal diltance from the Town, and then draw¬ 
ing themfdves at each end into the fafhion of a 
Bow, feetn to forma Triumphal Arch. The paf 
iage through thefe Mountains is fo narrow and 
crooked, that it appears like a Labyrinth ; and 
being fupplied with plenty of Fountains and Ci¬ 
tterns both within and without the Fortrefs, the 
Suburbs demohfhed, and no incumbrances to 
cloy and weaken its ftrcngtli, is certainly more 
obliged to Nature for its defence than to Arc. 
no. From hence they proceeded to view Sebenico , j 
which is another Itrong Fortrefs, fituated on a 
rifing Hill, and overviews a fpacious Port, the 
entrance to which is lecured by the Fort St.N/c/jo- 
las ; and the City it felf, befides its own Walls, is 
guarded by a Citcadel, and by the new works of 
St. John, fituated on two Hills: From hence the 
Generals returning to Zara, the Capital City of 
' the Province,which being encompalfed by the Sea, 
annexed to the Land only by a Bridg, which is 
alfo defended by a Fort, is rendered the ftrong- 
elt and ninft impregnable of all the Forcreffes. 
And here having made a general Mufter of all the 
Forces, and vifited the Country of Novigrade, 
and l‘oJfidaria,the habitations of the Morlacb Mi¬ 
litia, the Marquis returned again to Venice, being 
called thither by the Senate ; for the Year being 
now well fpent, and the Winter approaching too 
near to admit of any confiderable action ; the 
time grew lealonable for Counfels, in which man¬ 
ner the Affairs of Wars might-beft and moft ad- 
vantageoufly be diredted for thefucceeding year. 
Yet in regard Advices were come from Candia, 
That the Turks were muchafUicted with the Pe- 
ftilence, and fcarcity of all Provifions ; it was 
judged requifite to prolecute the War the more 
eagerly again!! them, before the Great Vizier 
. arrived there with fuch an Army as commonly at¬ 


tends his Perfon ; it being advifed from Count 
Leflie,the Emperors Ambaffador at ten ft ant mope, 
that the whole force of the Ottoman Arises was 
to refund it felf fpeedily on that lfland- 1 ni«‘in¬ 
telligence haftned the departure of Marquis Vtlla 
from Venice,vi\th fuch Force as was then in a rea- 
dinefs, being diredted with neceffary Inftrudti- 
ons of what he ought to adt in Candia. In his 
Voyage thither he touched at Corfu, Cefalonta, 
and Zant, and afterwards happily arrived on the 
fixth of December at the Hie of Faros or Vareft in 
the Archipelago , where he met with the Captain- 
General, and other Chief Commanders of the 
Fleet, together with Vuerttnilltr the Lieutenant- 
General of the Ordnance; and here the Marquis 
reforming feveral Companies,which were much 
dimimlhed in their numbers,a generalMufter was 
made of all the Forces, which being ranged in 
form of Battel, they were accounted to amount 
unto eighteen hundred Horfe, and eight thou- 
land two hundred ninety five Foot. H his Army 
had fome want of Fire-Arms, and other NeceF 
faries, of which the Senate being advifed, they 
promifed to lupply all by a Convoy, then pre- • 
paring; and congratulating' in their Letters to 
Marquis Villa the good News of his happy Arri¬ 
val at Paros, raifed and prompted him to At- 
chievements worthy hisCourage and Grandeur; 
for being a Perfon now elevated on the Bulwarks 
of Candia, he feemed to ftand on that Theater, 
where he had all Europe for his Spectators. 


The Troubles which the Englilh "trade found 
this Tear in Turky. 

T H E Currant of our Negotiations ran 
fmoothly this year without any confidera¬ 
ble interruption in all parts of Turky, unlefs at 
Aleppo, where the Emim, or Cuftomer, accor¬ 
ding to his ufual practice, began a new pretence, 
not only ugainft former Prefidents, but alfo a- 
gainft the very Letter -of Capitulations, deman¬ 
ding x % per Cent. Cultom at Scanderoon, and 3 
at Aleppo ; a matter againlt which our Articles 
of Peace and Commerce have made many and 
fundry Provifions : Notwithftanding the Cufto- 
mer (like others of his Predeceffors, who have 
ever at Aleppo made Difputes about their Cu- 
ltoms, without being reltrained by the molt ItriCt 
Imperial Commands, and plaineft Decifions of 
the Law) refolved to make good hjs pretence by 
a fequeftration on the whole Cargo of two gene¬ 
ral Ships, then under his Cultody in the Cuftom- 
houle, TheConful hereupon bad recourfcto the 
Juftice of the Kadi, and therfc produced the Ca¬ 
pitulations, the Hatteflieriff, or Royal Signature, 
under the hand of Sultan Ibrahim, wherein the 
particulars of Cuftom were regulated, a Com¬ 
mand from the prefent Vizier, and his Father, 
and other Commands from Adrianople and Con- 
ftantinople ,, all of the fame tenour- The Emim on 
the other fide, had no other Argument than his 
Baratz or Patent from the Tefterdar or Lord 
Treafurer, which was fo prevalent, and of that

Howfoever it is obferva- 
b:e in the tranfa&ion of all this bufinefs, that it 
is d fficult to bring a corrupt Turk (It Miniller to 
JuiLce or punifliment, meerly for breach of our 
Capitulations, or in refpedt to any difference or 
abide < ffered to Chriftians, unlefs the complaint 
be accompanied with Prefents or Money, which 
are moll prevalent Arguments in the Turkifh 
Court; and in this cafe I really believe, that had 
three or four thou fa nd Dollars been offered as a 
reward for bringing theCuflomer to capital pu- 
nifhmcnt, the complaint had found acceptance, 
and honourable luccefs: for default of which,the 
Cnufe was llarved, and naked, and carried no 
fire or heat in thofe aggravations with which it 
was reprefented. It is bkewife obfervable, that 
bufinefs in the Turkifh Court doth not always find 
that di.patch, or expedition, as is generally be¬ 
lieved in ■. b<-i(lendom, unlefs it come accompani¬ 
ed with the interefl of the Minifters themfelves, 
and then it is tranfadted in a moment, which o- 
therwife languifhes with delays, and will never 
want excules to defer it.

W E (hall begin this Year with the grange 
rumour and difturbance of the Jeihs, con¬ 
cerning Sabatai Sew, their pretended Mefliah, 
which for being mod principally a died in Turkey, 
may properly belong to the Hiftory of this time 
and place ; which therefore for delight of the 
Readers, I lhall here infert: for though it may 
have been elfewhei e publilhed, yet being an ilfiie 
of my Pen, I may lawfully now own it, and an¬ 
nex it to this Hiltorv, in refpedt of that near co. 
berence it may have therewith ; and that many 
other particulars have been added thereunto, 
which luccteded until the Death of this Sabatai. 

According to the Predi&ions of feveral Chrilti- 
an Writers, efpecially if fuch who comment 
Upon the sip,caljpje <>r Revelations, this year of 
lfib'i.was to prove a year of \Vonders,'of ftrange 
Revolutions in the World, and particularly, of 
blelliug to the Jews, either in refpedt of their 


Converfion to the Chrillian Faith* or of theirPe- 1 6 6 6 { 
iteration to their Temporal Kingdom. This ’"'V**-' 
opinion was (o dilated and fixt in the Countries 
of the Reformed Religion, and in jhe heads of 
Fanatical Enthufiafts, who dreamed of Fifth Mo¬ 
narchies, the down fall of the Pope and Anti- 
cbrilt, and the greatnefs of the Jnvs, infopmeh, 
that this fubtil people judged this Year the time 
to llir, and to fit their Motion accordirg to the 
feafon of the Modern Prophecies. Whereupon 
ftrange reports flew from place to place, of the 
March of multitudes of People- frem unknown 
parts into the remote deferts of Arabia J uppofed 
to be the Ten Tribes and a half, loft for fo many- 
Ages. That a Ship was arrived in the Northern 
parts of Scotland, with her Sails and Cordage of 
Silk, navigated by Marriners who fpeke nothing 
but Hebrew, and with this Motto on their Sails, * 

The Twelve Tribes oflfrael. Thefe reports agree¬ 
ing thus near to former Predictions, put the wild 
fort of the World into an expectation of ftrange 
accidents this Year (hould produce in reference 
to the Jewiflj Monarchy. 

In this manner Millions of people were poflef- 
fed when Sabatai Sevi firft appeared at Smyrna , 
and publiffied bimfelf to the Jews for their Mef- 
fiah, relating the greatnefs of their approaching 
Kingdom, the ftrong hand whereby God was 
about to deliver them from Bondage, and ga¬ 
ther them from all the parts of the World. Ic 
was ftrange to fee how this fancy took, and how 
faft the report of Sabatai, and his Dodtrine flew 
through all parts where Jews inhabited, and fb 
deeply pofiefled them with a belief of their new 
Kingdom and Riches ; and many of them with 
promotion to Offices of Government, renown and 
greatnefs ; that in all places from Ctnftantincple 
to Buda (which it was my fortune that Year to 
travel) I perceived a ftrange tranfport in the 
Jews, none of them attending to any bufinefs, 
unlefs to wind up former Negotiations, and to 
prepare themfelves and Families for a Journey to 
Jerufalem ; all their Difcourles, their Dreams,and 
difpofal of their affairs, tended to no other defign 
but a re-eftabli(hment in the-Land of Promile, to 
Greatnefs and Glory, Wifdom and Dodtrine of 
the Mefliah, whofe Original, Birth and Education 
is firft to be recounted. 

Sabatai Sevi was Son of Mordecai Sevi, an In¬ 
habitant and Natural of Smyrna, who gained his 
Livelihood by being Broker to an Englifh Mer¬ 
chant in that place:, a perfon who before his Death 
was very decrepit in his Body, and full of the 
Gout and other infirmities : But his Son Sabatai 
Sevi addicting himfelf to ftudy and learning, be¬ 
came a notable Proficient in the Hebrew and A- 
rabtek Languages; and efpecially in Divinity and 
Meraphyficks, he was fo cunning a Sophifter, 
that he vented a new DoClrine in their Law, and 
drew to the profeflion of it fo many Dilciples, as 
railed one day a tumult in the Synagogue ; for 
which afterwards he was by cenfure of the Kock- 
hams (who are the- Expounders of the Law) ba- 
niffied out of the City. 

During the time of his Exile he travelled to 
Thcjjalon.ca, now called Salontca, where he mar¬ 
ried a very handfom Woman; but either not 
having that part of Oeconomy as to govern a 
Wife, or being impotent as to Women, as was 
prerended,or that (he found not favour in his eyes, 

(he was divorced from him. Again, be took a 
fecond Wife more beautiful than the former ; 
but the fame caufes of difcontent railing a differ¬ 
ence between them, he obtained another Divorce 
from this Wife alfo. And being now free from 
the incumbtances of a Family, his wandring head 
moved 
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i 6 6 6.. moved him to travel through the Morea , thence 
to Tripoli in Syria, Gaza and Jerufalem , and by 
the way picked up a Ligornefe Lady, whom he 
made his third Wife, the Daughter of feme Polo- 
nian or German, her Original and Country not 
being very well known. And being now at Jeru- 
fd'.em, he began to reform their Law, and to a- 
bnlilh the Fall of Tamaz., (which they keep in 
the month of June) and meeting there w.th a 
certain Jew called Nathan, a proper lnftrument 
to promote his defign, he communicated to him 
his condition, his courle of life, and intentions 
to declare himfelf the Mefliah of the World, fo 
long expeCled and defired by the Jews. This de¬ 
fign took wonderfully with Nathan ; and becaufe 
ic was thought neceflary, according to Scripture 
and- ancient Prophecies, that El bis was to pre¬ 
cede the Mefliah, as St. John Baptift was the 
Fore-runner of Chrift, Nathan thought no man 
fo proper to aft the part of the Prophet as him¬ 
felf ; and fo no fooner had Sabatai declared him¬ 
felf the Mefliah, but Nathan difeovers himfelf to 
be his Prophec, forbidding sll the Fafts of the 
Jews in Jerufalem , and declaring that the Bride¬ 
groom being come, nothing but joy and triumph 
ought to dwell in their habitations; writing to all 
the Affemblies of the Jews to perfwade them to 
the lame belief. And now the Schifra being be¬ 
gun, and many Jews really Relieving what they 
(b much defired, Nathan took the courage and 
boldnefs co prophefie, That one year from the 

* June. of* Kijlau, which is the Month of July, the 

Mefliah was to appear before the Grand Signior, 
and to take from him his Crown, and lead him 
in chains like a Captive; Sabatai alfo at Gazy 
preached Repentance to the Jews, and Obedi¬ 
ence to himfelf and DoClrine, for that the Co¬ 
ming of the Mefliah was at hand. Which novel¬ 
ties fo affedted the Jews, Inhabitants of thofe 
parts, that they gave up themfelves wholly to 
their Prayers,Alms,and Devotions;and to confirm 
this belief the more, it happened that at the feme 
time that news hereof with all particulars were 
difpatched from Gaza, to acquaint the Brethren 
in foreign parts; the rumour of the Mefliah had 
flown fofwifc, and gained fuch reception, that 
intelligence came from all Countries, where the 
Jews fojourn, by Letters to Gaza and Jerufalem, 
congratulating the happinefs of their deliverance, 
and expiration of their time of fervicude by the 
appearance of the Mefliah. To which they ad- 
joyned other Prophecies relating to that Domini¬ 
on the Mefliah was to have over all the World, 

* that for nine Months after he was to difeppear ; 
during which time the Jews were to fuffer, and 
feveral of them to undergo Martyrdom ; but 
then returning again mounted on aCoeleltial Li- 

, on, with his Bridle made of Serpents with feven 
heads, accompanied with his Brethren the Jews, 
who inhabited on the other fide of the River Sa- 
bation, he (hould be acknowledged for the foie 
M onarch of the Univerfe,and then the Holy T em¬ 
ple (hould defeend from Heaven already built, 
framed, and beautified, wherein they (hould of¬ 
fer Sacrifices for ever And here I leave the Rea¬ 
der to confider, how ftrangely this deceived Peo¬ 
ple wasamufed, when thefe confident and vain 
reports and dreams of Power and Kingdoms had 
wholly tranfported them from the ordinary courfe 
of their trade and incereft. 

This noiie and rumour of the Mefliah having 
begun to fill all places, Sabatai Sevi relbived to 
travel towards Smyrna, the Country of his Nan 
vity ,and thence to Conpantinof.e, the capital City, 
where the principal work of preaching was to be 
performed; Nathan thought it not fit to be long

mean while writes this Letter to Sabatai Sevi, as 
followeth.

And 
though we have heard of many ftrange things, 
yet we are courageous, and our heart is as the 
heart of a Lion, nor ought ive to inquire a rea- 
fon of your d 'mgs, for your works are marvel¬ 
lous and pajl finding out, and we are confirm¬ 
ed in our fidelity without all exception, refign- . 
ing up our very 'ouls for the Helixefs of your 
Name. And now we are come as far as Da- 
mafeus, intending fhortly to proceed in our 
Journey to Scanderoon, according as you have 
commanded us, that fo we may afeend and fee 
the face of God in light, as the light of the 
face of the King of life : and we lervants of 
your fervants fhall cleanfe the daft from your 
feet , befeeching the Majefty of your Excellen¬ 
cy and Glory, to vouchfafe from your habita¬ 
tion to have a care of us, and help us with 
the force of your right hand of ftrength, and 
(horten our way which is before us. And we 
have our eyes towards Jah, Jah, who will 
make hafte to help us and fave us, that the 
children of iniquity fhall not hurt us, and to¬ 
wards whom our hearts pant,and are con fumed 
within us, who fhall give us talons of Iron to 
be worthy to ftand under the fhadow of your 
Afs.

And now all the Cities of Turkie, where the 
Jews inhabited, were full of the expectation of 
the Meffuh , no Trade or courfe of gain was 
lollowed ; every one imagined, that daily Pro- 
vifions, Riches, Honours, and Government were 
todefeenduponhim by fome unknown and mi¬ 
raculous manner. An Example of which is molt 
oblervable in the Jews atTh‘JJ'alonica,who now full 
of aflurance, that the reftauration of their 
Kingdom ( and the accomplifhment of the times 
for the Coming of the Meffuh was at hand , 
judged themfelves obliged to double their Devo¬ 
tions, and purifte their Confciences from all fins 
and enormities; which might be oblerved by the 
ferutiny of him who was now come to pene¬ 
trate into the very thoughts and imaginations 
of Mankind. For which work, certain Kochams. 
were appointed to direct the people in the regu¬ 
lation ofrheir Prayers, Devotions, and Fadings : 
but io forward was every one now in his aCts 
of Penance, that they flayed not for the fen- 
tence of the Kocham, or Prelcriptions or Rules, 
but applied themfelves immediately to Fallings, 
and fome in that manner beyond the abilities 
of Nature, that having for the fpace of (even 
days taken no fultenance, were farmfhed: others 
buried themfelves in their Gardens , covering 
their naked bodies with earth , their heads 
only excepted, remained in thofe beds of dirt, 
until their bodies were lliffned with the cold and 
moilture: others would endure to have melted 
waxdropt upon their (houlders: others to roul 
tkemfelvs in lhow , and throw their bodies in 
the coldeft feafon of the winter into the Sea, 
or frozen waters. But the molt common man¬ 
ner of Mortification was firft to prick their backs 
andfides with thorns, and then to give themfelves 
thirty nine lathes. All bufinefs was laid afide, 
none worked or opened fhop, unlels to clear 
his Ware-hole of Merciiandife at any price : 
who had fuperfluity in Houfhold-ftuff fold it 
for what he could, but yet not to Jews, who 
were interdicted from all bargains or tales un¬ 
der pain of Excommunication, pecuniary mulcts, 
oc corporal punifhmenc ; Ibr their comportment 
as to bufinefs and imploymenc was elbemed the 


reft or touch-ftrre cf tbeir faith. It being the 
general Tenent, That in tbe days that tlieMel- 
fiah appeared, the Jews {hould become Mailers 
of the Eltates and Inheritance of Infidels ; 
until when, they ought to content themfelves 
with matters only necelfary to maintain and fup- 
port life. But becaule that evety one was not 
Mailer of that Provifion and Fortune as to live 
withourdaily labour ; therefore to 1 quiet the cla¬ 
mours of the poor,and prevent the enormous lives 
of fome, who upon thefe occafions would be¬ 
come vagabonds, and defert their Cities, due 
order was taken to make collections, which were 
lo liberally bellowed , that in Thtffalmtca only 
four hundred poor were fupported by the meer 
charity of the richer. And as they endeavoured 
to purge their confciences of fin, and to apply 
themfelves to good works, that the Mefiiah 
might find the City prepared for his reception; 
fo left he fhould accufe them of any omilfion in 
their Law, and particularly in their negleCt of 
that ancient Precept of lncreafe and multiply, 
they married children together of ten years of 
age, and fome under, without refpeCt to richefs 
or poverty, condition or quality; but being pro- 
mifeuouflyjoyned to the number of fix or (even 
hundred couple,upon better and cooler thoughts, 
after the deceit of the falfe Mefiiah was dis¬ 
covered, or the expectation of his Coming grew 
cold, were divorced, or by confenc feparated 
from each other. 

In the heat of all this talk and rumour came 
Sabatai Sevi to Smyrna, the City of his Nativiry, 
infinitely defired there by the common Jews, 
but by the Kochams or DoCtors of their Law, 
who gave little or no credence to what he pre¬ 
tended, was ill received, not knowing what miC 
chief or ruine this DoCtrine and Prophecy of a 
new Kingdom might produce. Yet Sabatai 
bringing with him Teftimonials of his SanCtity, ho¬ 
ly Life, Wifdom, and gift of Prophecy fo deep¬ 
ly fixed himfelf in the heart of the generality,both 
as being holy and wile, that thereupon he took 
courage and boldnefs ito enter into difpute with 
the Grand Kocham (who is the head or chief 
Expofitor of their Law, and Superintendent of 
their civil Government ) between whom the ar¬ 
guments grew fo high, and language fo hot, 
that the Jews^who favoured the DoCtrine of Saba- 
tat, and feared the Authority of the Kocham, 
doubtful what might be the iflue of the conteft, 
appeared ifi great numbers before theKaddeeof 
Smyrna , in juftification of their new Prophet, be¬ 
fore fo much as any accufation cameagainft 
him ; the Kaddee according to the cuftom of the 
Turks fwalloued money on both tides , and 
afterwards remitted them to the determination of 
their own Jultice: In this manner Sabatai gain¬ 
ed ground daily ; and the Grand Kocham with 
his Party, lofing both the affeCtion and obe¬ 
dience of his Peop!e,was difplaced from his Office, 
and anotherconftituted more affectionate and a- 
greeable to the new Prophet, whofe Power daily 
increafed by thofe confident reports of his Ene¬ 
mies being ftruck with phrenfie and madnefs, 
until being reftored to their former temper and 
wits by him, became his Friends, Admirers, and 
Difciples. No invitation was now made in Smyr¬ 
na by the Jews, nor Marriage, or Circumcifion 
held, where Sabatai was not prefent,accompanied 
to the folemnities with multitudes of bis Follow¬ 
ers, and the ftreets covered with Carpets or fine 
Cloth for him to tread on ; but the humility 
of this Pharilee appeared fuch, that he would 
ftoop and turn them afide, and fo pafs. And ha¬ 
ving thus fixed himfelf in the opinion and adm ra¬ 
tion 
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1 6 6 6.- tion of the people, he began to take on himfelf 
the Title of Mefiiah, and the Son of God, and to 
make this following Declaration to all the Nati¬ 
ons of the yews, which being wrote Originally 
in Hebrew, was .tranfluted for me faithfully into 
Italian in this manner.

Notwithftanding the Difciples of Sabatai Sevi, 
were not lb numerous, bui 'many oppofed his 
DoCtrine, publicity avouching, that he was an 
Impoftor, and deceiver of the people, amongft 
which was one Samuel Pennia, a man of good 
Eftate and reputation in Smyrna ; who arguing 


in the Syn igogue, rhar the ore'ent ligns r.f the i .1 C, < 
Coming of the Mefiiah were nor apwrenr, e -- 
ther according to Scripture, or the DoCtrine of 
Rabbins railed luch a Sedition and Tumult 
mongft the jews, as not only prevailed 
his arguments, but had alfo again!! his life? had 
he noc timely conveyed himfelf out of the Syna¬ 
gogue, and fo eleaped the hands of the Multi¬ 
tude, who now could more eafilv endure BJaC 
phemy againlt the Law of Al-fis, and Proohana- 
tion ot the Sanctuary, than contradiction or mif- 
belief ot the Doctrine of Sabatai. If or bowfbever 
It fell our, Ptmna in a fhort time became a Con¬ 
vert, and Preacher up of Sabatai fer the Son of 
God and Deliverer of the Jews ; and not nr.lv 
he, but his whole Family, his Daughters Pro- 
pbefie, and fall into ftrange eeftafies : and not 
only this houfe, buc above four hundred men 
and women Prophefie of the growing Kingdom 
of Sabatai, and young Infants who could fetree 
yet ftammer out a fyliable to their Mothers, re¬ 
peat and pronounce clearly the Name ol^ Saba- 
tai the Mefiiah and Son of God. For thus far had 
God permitted the Devil to delude this people, 
that their very children were for a time poflelied 
and voices heard to found from their Itomacks 
and entrails; thofe of riper years fell firlt into a 
trance, foamed at the mouth, and recounted 
the future profpericy and deliverance of the 1 - 
raelites, their Vifions of the Lion of Judah, and 
*h e Triumphs of Sabatai• All which were cer- 
tainly true, being effects of Diabolical delufiors, 
as the Jews themfelves fi,ice have confeflcd to me. 

With thefe concomitant accidents and liiccefles 
Sabatai Sevi growing more prefumptucus, that 
he might correfpond with the Prophecies of 
Greatiiefs and Dominion of the Mefiiah, procee¬ 
ded to Election of thofe Princes which were to 
govern the Ifraelites in their March towards the 
Holy Land, and to dilpenfe Judgment and Ju- 
ftice after their Reftauration. 

In this manner things ran to a ftrange height of 
madnefs amongft the Jews at Smyrna, when ap¬ 
peared fuch Pageantry of Greatnefs, that no Co- 
medy could equal the mock-lhows they reprelen- 
ted- And though none durft openly confels any 
feruple or doubt pf this common received Belief, 
yet for confirmation of the Jews in their Faith, 
and aftonilhment of the Gentiles, it was judged’ 
no lefs than neceffary, that Sabatai (hould fhew 
fome Miracles, whereby to evince all the World 

j that he was the Melfiah. And as the prelent oc- 

[ cafion feemed to require an evidence and convi¬ 
ction infallible of this truth, fo it was daily expe¬ 
cted by the Vulgar with an impatience fuitable 
to humors dilpofed to Novelty, who out of eve¬ 
ry aCtion and motion of their Prophet, began to 
fancy fbmerhing extraordinary and fupernatura!. 

Sabatai was now horribly puzzled for a Miracle, 
though the imagination of the people was 16 vi¬ 
tiated, that any legerdemain or flight ofhand 
would have pafled more eafiiy with them for a 
Wonder, than Mofes ftriking the Rock for water 
or dividing the Red-Sea. And an occafion happen¬ 
ing,that Sabataiwzs in behalf of his SubjeCtsto ap¬ 
pear before the Kaddee or Judg of the City,to de¬ 
mand eafe and relief of fome oppreflions which 
aggrieved them ; it was thought neceffary a Mi¬ 
racle (hould be worked now or never, when Sa- 
batai appearing with a formal and Pharifaical 
gravity which he had ftarched on, fome on a 
ludden avouched to fee a Pillar of Fire be¬ 
tween him and the Kaddee, which report pre- 
fencly was heard through the whole room, filled 
with Jews that accompanied Sabatai.. Some 
of w.io.m , who ftrongly fancied it, vowed 
A a z and 
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end fv.v.re they faw it ; others ‘in the outwrnd i 
Yard, < r that could not come near tohearor 
j ; .j ; (; r ’he crowd, as freedily took the Alarm, 
ar.d the riimor ran, and belief received by the 
Women and Children at home in a moment So 
that Sabatai Sevi returned to his houfe trium¬ 
ph m.\ fixed in the hearts of his People, who now j 
recced no farther Miracles to confirm them m j 
tiicT Faith. And thus was Sabatai exalted, j 
when no man was thought worthy of communi- j 
cation, who did not believe him for the Mef- 
fuh: others were called Kophrim , Infidels, 
or tdcrericks. fubjedted to theCenlureofExcom- 
mm.caruai, with whom it was not lawful fo 
much is ro eat. Every man produced his Trea- 
fure, his Gold, and Jewels, offering them at the 
feet of Saba*at ; fo that he could have commanded 
all the Wealth of Smy.na ; but he was too fubtle 
to accept their money, left he (hould render his 
defign i-.ilpeeled by any adts of cnve-.ouinefs. 

baba:ill St 'vi having thus fully fixed himfelf in 
&r.yrn.t, and filled other places with the rumours 
nf ium, declared th it he was called by God to 
vifr Cawnere the greateft part ofhis 
w-'ik was to be accomplifhed ; in order where- 
umo lie pnvdteiv lhipped himfelf with fome few 
Attendants on a" l’urkilh Saike in the month of 
'■ r.nua; y 166?, left the crowd of his Difciples, 
and kith who would pi els to follow him, (hould 
endanger him in the eyes of cite Turks, who al¬ 
ready began to be (candil zed at the Reports 
and Prophecies concerning his Perfon. But though 
S.iu took few into the Veffel w th him, yet 
multitudes nt Jews travelled over land to meet 
him again at i'.i,n(lantimfle , on whom all their 
L yes and expectations were intent. The Wind 
proving Northerly, as commonly it is in the 
/ / lit (punt and Pripentii, Sabatai was thirty nine 
davs in his Voyage , and yet the Veflel not 
arrived: fo little power had this Mefliah over 
the Sea and Winds 1 n which time the News fore¬ 
running to ConfLuitinople that the Jews Mefliah 
was near, all that people prepared to receive 
him with the lame j y and impatience as was ex- 
prtiled in other parts where he arrived. The 
C.reat V zier then alfb at Conflntuinople , ( being 
nor v et depul ted'on his expedition for Candia) ha¬ 
ving beard fome rumours of this Man and the 
dilorder and madnefs he had railed amongft 
the Jews,fent two Boats,whilft che Saik was detain¬ 
ed la contrary Winds, with Commands to bring 
him up Prilbner to the Port, where accordingly 
Sabatai being come, was committed to the molt 
loathlome and darkeft Dungeon in the Town, 
there to remain in farther expedlation of the Vi¬ 
zors Sentence. The Jews were not at alldif^ou- 
raged at this ill Treatment of their Prophet, but 
rather confirmed in their belief of him, as being 
an accomplilhmenc of the Prophecy of thole 
things which ought to precede his Glory and 
Dominion; .which Conlideration induced the 
Cbie'elt Perfbns amongft the Jews to make their 
Vilics and i-.ddreffes to him with the fame Cere¬ 
mony and RefpeCt in the Dungeon, as they 
would have done, had he then fate exalted on the 
fublune Throne of 'ftulab. Several ot them,with 
one A~-ac.\io by name, a Man of great efteem 
amonglt the Jews, attended a whole day betore 
him, with their Eyes call down, their Bodies 
bending forward , and hands crols’d belore 
them ; (which are poltures of humility ancNervice 
in the Eartern Parts ) the undecency of the place, 
and prelent fubjedtion, not having in the leait 
abated their high choughtsand reverence towards 


mad and diffracted, as they were in other places, 
all Trade and Traffick forbidden, and thole 
who owed Money, in no manner careful howto 
fatisfie it; amongft which wild C rew, fome were 
indebted to our Merchants at Galata, who not 
knowing the way to receive their Money, partly 
for their intereft. and partly for curiofity,thought 
fit to vilit this Sabata'i, complaining, T hat luch 
particular Jews , upon his Coming, took upon 
them the boldnefs to defraud them of their 
right, and defired he would be pleafed to fig- 
nifie to thofe his Subjedts, his pkaluxe to have 
fatisfatbon given. . 

Whereupon Sabatai , with much affectation, 
took Pen and Paper, and wrote to this effedt. 

To you of the Nation of the Jews, who ex- 
pell the appearance of the Meffiah, and the 
Salvation of Ifrael, Peace without end. Where¬ 
as we are informed, That you —— **re 

indebted to feveral of the Englilh Nation , 
ft feemeth right to us to enorder )ou to make 
fatisfallion to thefe your jufi Debts : which if 
you refufe to do, and not obey us herein ; know 
you that then you are not to enter with us into 
our Joys and Dominions. 

In this manner Sabatai Sevi remained a Prifo- 
ner at Canflantinople for the I pace of two Months; 
at the end of which the Vizier having defign- 
ed his expedition for Candia , and confidering the 
rumour and difturbance the Prefence of Saba¬ 
tai had made already at Ccnftantinople, thought 
it not recure to fuffer him to remain in the Impe¬ 
rial City, whilft both the Grand Signior and him¬ 
felf were abfent; and therefore changed his 
Prifon to the Dardanelli, otherwife called rhe 
Caftle of Abydos , being on the Europe fide of the 
Hellefpont , oppofite to Sep os ■. places famous 
in Greek Poetry. This removal of Sabatai from 
a worfe Prifon, to one of a better Air, confirmed 
the Jews with greater confidence of his be¬ 
ing the Mefliah, fuppofing that had it been in the 
power of the Viz er , or other Officers of the 
Turks . to have deftroyed his Perlon they would 
never have permitted him to live unto that time, 
in regard their Maximes enforce them to quit 
all jealoufies and (ufpicions of ruine to their 
State by the death of the Party feared; which 
much rather they ought to execute on Sabatai , 
who had not only declared himfelf the King of 
Ifrael , but allb by Prophecies publilhed fa¬ 
tal things to the Grand Signior and his King¬ 
doms. 

With this Confideration , and others prece¬ 
ding, the Jews flocked in great numbers to the 
Caftle, where he was iraprifoned, not only from 
the Neighbouring parts, but alfo from Poland, 
Germany, Ligorn, Venice, Ampler dam, and other 
places, where the Jews relide; on all whom, as 
a reward of the expence and labours of their Pil¬ 
grimage , Sabatai bellowed plenty of his Be¬ 
nedictions , promifing encreafe of their Store, 
and enlargement of poffeflions in the Holy Land. 
So great was the confluence of the Jews to this 
place , that the Turks thought it requifite to 
make their advantage thereof, and fo not only 
railed the price of their Provifions, Lodgings, 
and other neceffaries , but alio denied to ad¬ 
mit any to the prefence of Sabatai, unlels for Mo¬ 
ney, fetting the price fometimes at Five, fome- 
times at ten Dollars, or more or Ids, according 
as they gueffed at the abilities and zeal of the 
Perfon; by which gain and advantage to the 
Turks, no Complaints or Advices w ere carried to 
Adriano vie,e\\htx of the Concourfe or Arguments 
amongft

i 6 6 6. amongft the Jews <n th at place ,&uc rather all Ci- 
v.-v—vilifies and Liberties indulged unto them, which 
ferved as a farther .Argument to endure this poor 
People in the belief of their Mefliah. 

During this time of Confinement Sabatai had 
leifurd to compofe and infticute a New Method 
of Worlhip for the Jews, and principally the 
manner of the Celebration of the Day of his Na¬ 
tivity, which he preferibed in this manner. 

B Rethren , and my People, Men of my Re¬ 
ligion, inhabiting the City of Smyrna 
the Renowned, where live Men, and Women , 
and Families; much Peace be unto Tou from 
the Lord of Peace , and from Me his be¬ 
loved Son King Solomon. I command you , 
That the Ninth of the Month of Ab (_ which 
according to our account anfwered that 
Year to the Month of June) next to come, 
you make a Day of Invitation , and of great 
Joy, celebrating it with choice Meats, and 
pleafing Drinks , with many Candles and Lamps, 

■ with Mtifick and Songs ; becaufe it is the day 
of the Birth of Sabatai Sevi the High King, 
above all the Kings of the Earth. And as to 
matters of labour , and other things of like 
nature , do as becomes you upon a day of Fefli- 
val, adorned with your finefl Garments. As to . 
your Prayers , let the fame Order be nfed as 
upon Fejtivals. To converfe with Cbriftians 
on that day is unlawful, though your Difcourfe 
be of matters indifferent j all labour is for¬ 
bidden , but to found Jnflruments is law- 
fid 

This Jhall be the method of your Prayers on 
this day of Feflival. After you have faid, 
Bleffed be thou, 0 Holy God-, then proceed, 
and fay : Thou hafl chofen us before all Peo¬ 
ple, and hafl loved us, and hafl been delighted 
with us, and hafl humbled us more than all 
other Nations, and hafl fanclified us with thy 
Precepts, and hafl brought us near to thy Ser¬ 
vice, and the Service of our King. Thy Ho¬ 
ly, Great, and Terrible Name thou hafl pub- 
tifhed amongft us ; And hafl given us, 0 Lord 
God, according to thy love, times of Joy, of 
Feflivals, and times of Mirth, and this Day 
of Confolationfor a folemn Convocation of Ho- 
linefs , for the Birth of our King the Mef- 
fiah Sabatai Sevi, thy Servant, and fird-born 
Son in love, through whom we commemorate 
our coming out of Egypt. And then you Jhall 
read for your Leffon the firflfecond, and third 
Chapters of Deuteronomy to the Seven¬ 
teenth Vefife ; appointing for the reading 
thereof Five men, in a perfect and uncorrupt¬ 
ed Bible ; adding thereunto the Blefjings of 
the Morning, as are preferibed for Days of 
Feflivals. And for the Leffon out of the Pro¬ 
phets , uj,ually read in the Syncg -gue every 
Sabbath, you (hall repeat the Thirty jjrfl Chap¬ 
ter of Jeremiah to your Prayer called the. 
Muffaf (ufed. in the Synagogue every Sabbath 
andfolemn Feflival.) Inftead of the Sacrifice 
of Addition at the returning of the Bible to its 
place , you Jhall read with an audible Voice, 
and clear Sound, and with holy Harmony, the 


I Ninty fifth Pfalm. And at the first Praifes 1 6 6 6 . 
I in the Morning, after yv: have fung Pfalm 
Ninty one, and juft before you fing Pfalm 
Ninety eight, you /hall repeat Pfalm hue hun¬ 
dred thirty two; but in the last Verfe where 
it is faid, As for his enemies I fliall clothe 
them with flume, .but upon himfelf llriil 
his Crown floimfh g fn the place of [ upon 
himfelf J you (ball read, 7Jpon the M.st 
High ; after which fliall follow the One hun¬ 
dred twenty (jxth Pfalm, and then the One 
hundred and thirteenth , to the One hundred 
and Nineteenth. 

At the Confecration of the Wine upon the 
Vigil, or Even, you (hall make mention of the 
Feast of Confutation, which is the Day of the 
Birth of our King the Mefliah Sabatai Sevi, 
thy Servant, and firft-b n n Son ; giving the 
BleJJing as followeth. Blefjed be thou, our 
God, King of the World, who haft made us to 
live, and haft maintained us, and baft kept 
us alive unto this time. Ztpon the Eve of 
this Day you Jhall alfo read the Eighty cne 
Pfalm, as alfo the One hundred thirty two, 
and One hundred twenty fixth Pfilms, which 
are appointed for the Morning Praifes. And 
this Day (hall be unto you for a remembrance 
of a folemn Day unto eternal Ages, and a per¬ 
petual Testimony between me, and the Sons of 
Ifrael. 

Auditeaudiendo, & manducate bonum. 

Befides which Order and Method cf Liturgy 
for Solemnization of his Birch , he preferibed 
other Rules for Divine Service, and particularly 
publilhed the fame Indulgence and priviledge ro 
every one who (hould pray at the Tomb ot his 
Mother, as if he had taken on him a Pilgrimage 
to pray and facrifice at Jtrufalem. The Devo- ' 

| tion of the Jews towards thispretended Mefliah, 
encreafed ftill more and more , fo that not only 
the chief of the City went to attend and proffer 
their fervice towards him in the time of his Im- 
prifonment, but likewife decked their Syna¬ 
gogue with S. S. in Letters of Gold, making for 
him on the Wall a Crown, in the Circle of which 
was wrote the Ninety one Pfalm at length, in 
a fair and legible Charadter ; attributing the 
feme Titles to Sabatai, and expounding the Scrip¬ 
tures in the feme manner in favour ofhis appear¬ 
ance, as we do of our Saviour. 

Howfoever feme of the Jews remained in their 
Wits all this time, amongft which was a certain 
Cocham at Smyrna , one zealous of his Law, 
and of the good and fafety of his Nation; and 
obferving in what a wild manner the whole Peo- 
pie of the Jews was tranfported with the gronnd- 
lefs belief of a Mefliah, leaving not only their 
Trades , and courfe of Living, buc publifhing 
Prophecies of a fpeedy Kingdom, of rdcue from 
the tyranny of the Turk, and leading the Grand 
Signior himfelf captive in Chains , matters fo 
dangerous, and obnoxious to the State wherein 
they lived, as might juftly convidt them of Trea- 
fon and Rebellion, and leave them to the mer¬ 
cy of that jultice, which on the leaft jealoufie

Howfoever ic being 
now too late to pubtifh any fuch pretence ,Sabatai 
having already prepoflefled the office, and with 
that the hearts and belief of the Jews , Nehemi- 
ah was contented with fame (mall appendage 
or relation to a Meffiah ; and therefore to lay his 
defign tiie better , defired a private Conference 
with Sabatai. Thefe two great Rabbins be¬ 
ing together, a hot Difpute arofe between them. 
For Cohen alledged, That according to Scrip¬ 
ture and Expofition of the Learned thereupon, 
there were to be two Meffiahs, one called Ben 
Ephraim , and the other Ben David ; The firft 
was to be a Preacher of the Law, poor and defpi¬ 
fed, and a Servant to the fecond, and his Fore¬ 
runner ; the other was to be great and rich, to 
reftore the Jews to Jertifalem , to fit upon the 
Throne of David , and to perform and art all thofe 
Triumphs and Conquefts, which were experted 
from Sabatai. Nehemiah was contented to be 
Ben Ephraim , the afflirted and poor Meffiah, and 
Sitbatai was well enough contented he (houfd be 
fo ; but that Nehemiah accufed him' for being 
too forward in publifliing himfelf the latter Mef 
fiah , before Ben Ephraim had firft been known 
to the World. Sabatai took this reprehenfion fo 
ill, either out of pride and thoughts of his own 
Infallibility , or that he fiifperted Nehemiah being 
once admitted for Ben Ephraim , would quickly, 
being a fubtle and learned Perfon, perfwade the 
World that he was Ben David , would by no 
means underftand or admit of this Dortrine, 
or of Ben Ephraim for a neceffary Officer: And 
thereupon the Difpute grew 16 hoc, and theCon- 
troverfie fo irreconcilable, as was taken notice 
of by the Jews , and controverted amongft them 
as every one fancied; but Sabatsi being of greater 
Authority , his Sentence prevailed , and Nebe- 
miah was rejerted as Schifmacical, and an Enemy 
to rhe Meffiah , which afterwards proved the 
ruine and downfal of this Impolture. For Nehe¬ 
miah being thus baffled, and being a Perfon of 
Authority, and a haughty Spirit, meditated no¬ 
thing but revenge; to execuie which to the full, he 
took a Journey to Adrianople, and there inform¬ 
ed the chief Minilters of State and Officers of the 
Court, who (by reafon of the gain the Turks 
made of their Prifoner at the Caftle on the Helle- 
‘ jpont ) heard nothing of all this concourfe of Peo¬ 
ple, and Prophecies of the Revolt of the Jews 
from tbeir obedience to the Grand Signior. And 
taking likewife to his Counfel fome certain dil- 
contented and unbelieving Cochams, who being 
zealous for their Nation , and jealous of the ill 
confequences of this long continued and increa- 
fmg madnefs, took liberty to inform the Chima- 
cam (who was Deputy of the Great Vizier then 
at Candia)th&t the Jew ,Prifoner at the Caltle,cal- 
led Sabatai Sevi was a lewd perfon, and one who 
endeavoured to debauch the minds of the Jews,8c 
divert them from their honed courfe of livelihood, 
Sc obedience to the Grand Signior,and that there¬ 
fore it was neceffary to dear the World of fo fa- 
rtious and dangerous a Spirit.The Chimacam be¬ 
ing thus inform’d , could do no lefs than acquaint 
theGr.Signior with all the particulars of this mans 
condition, courfe of life, and Dortrine; which 
were no (boner underftood , but a Cbaoufe or 
Meflenger was immediately difpatched to bring 
up Sabatai Sevi to Adrianople. The Chaoufe 


executed his Commiffion after the Tnrk:jh fa- J 660. 
(hion in hafte, bringing Sabatai in a few d ys ta '“'-v-— 
Adrianople, without farther excufe or ceremony, 
not aff >rding him an hours fpice to take a (ole un 
farewel of his Followers and Adorer.', who now 
were come to the vertical point of all their hopes 
and expertations. 

The Grand Signior having by this time re¬ 
ceived divers informations of the madefs of the 
Jews, and the pretences of Sabatai, grew big with 
defire and expectation to fee himi (6 that he no 
fooner arrived at Adrianople , but the fame hour 
he was brought before the Grand Signior. Sa¬ 
batai appeared much dejerted. and (ailing of 
that courage which he (hewed in the Syna¬ 
gogue. And being demanded (everal queltions in 
Turki(hby the Grand Signior, he would r.o: rruft 
fo far to the vertue of his Meffiah(h p, as to 
deliver himfelf in the Turkifh Language , but 
defired a Doftor of Phyfick (who had from □ Jew 
turned Turk ) to be his Interpreter, which was 
granted to him, but not without reffertion of 
the ftanders-by, that had he been the Meffiah and 
Son of God, as he formerly pretended , his 
Tongue would have been loofed into Eloquence 
and perfection of Languages. Hut the Grand Sig¬ 
nior would not be put off wi'houca Miracle, and 
it muft be one of his own chufing ; which 
was, that Sabatai (hould be ((ripped naked, and 
fet as a mark to his dextrous Archers; if the ar¬ 
rows pafled not his body, but that his flefli and 
skin was proof, like Armour, then he would be¬ 
lieve him to be the Meffiah, and the Perlon whom 
God had defigned to thole Dominions and 
Greatnefs he pretended. But now >a!>atui not 
having Faith enough to Hand to fo (harp a tryal, 
renounced all his Title to Kingdoms and Go¬ 
vernments , alledging that he was an ordinary 
Cocham and Jew, as others were, and had no¬ 
thing of priviledge and virtue above the reft. The 
Grand Signior notwithftanding, not wholly fatis- 
fied with this plain enn-effion, declared, i hat ha¬ 
ving given publick (ctiidal to the Profeflors of 
the Mahometan Religion, and done dilhonour to 
his Soveraign Authority, by pretending to with¬ 
draw from him fo confiderable a portion as 
the Land of Vale (line , his Treafon and Crime 
could not be expiated without becoming a Maho¬ 
metan Gonverc.- VVhich if he refufed to do, 
the Stake was ready at the Gate of the Seraglio 
to impale him. Sabatai being now reduced to his 
laft game and extremity, not being in the lead 
doubtful what to do , for to dye for what he was 
afiured was falfe was againft Nature,and the death 
of a mad man : Replied with much chear- 
fulnefs, that he was contented to turn Turk, 
and that it was not of force, but of choice , ha¬ 
ving been a long time defirous of (6 glorious a 
profelfion , he efteemed himfelf much honoured, 
that he had an opportunity to own it firft in 
the prefence of the Grand Signior. And here 
was the Nonplus ultra of all the blufter and noils 
of this vain impoftour. And now the Reader 
may paufe a while, and contemplate the Itrar.ge 
point of confternation, (hame, and filence, to 
which the Jews were reduced, when they under¬ 
ftood how fpeedily their hopes were vaniffied, and 
how poorly and ignominioufly all their fancies 
and promifes of anew Kingdom, tbeir Pageantry 
and Offices for Devotion were pall like a tale, 
or a midnights dream.

rumours, who. accordingly arriving in Smyrna, 
full of expectation and hopes, intending ropre- 
fent themfelves with great humility and febmif- 
fion before their Mefliah, and his Prophet ifatban,, 
were entertained with the fad news, jtbat Sabatai 
was turned Turk ; by which information, the 
Character of their Embafly in a manner ceafing, 
every one of them laying afide the formality of 
his Fundlion, endeavoured to lodge himfelf beft 
to his own convenience. But that they might 
return to their Brethren at home with the cer¬ 
tain particulars of the fuccefs of thefe affairs, 
they made a vifit to the Brother of Sabatai , 
who ftill continued to perfwade them, that Sa¬ 
batai was notwichftanding the true Mefliah; that 
it was not he who had taken upon him the hahit 
and form of a Turk, but his Angel or Spirit, his 
Body being attended into Heaven, until God 
fhall again fee the feafon and time to reftore it; 
adding farther, thac an effeft hereof they ihould 
fee by the Prophet Nathan verifyed , now every 
day expected , who having wrought Miracles in 
many places, would alfo for their confolation, 
reveal hidden fecrets unto them, with which they 
fhould not only remain fatisfied but aftonifhed: 
with this only hope of Nathan, thefe Legates 
were a little comforted , refolving to attend his 
arrival, in regard they had a Letter to confign

At length Nathan arrived near Smyrna , on 
Friday the ?d of March, towards the Evening, 
and on Sunday thefe Legats made their vifit to 
him, but Nathan upon the news of what fuccefs 
his Mefliah met with, began to grow fullen and 
referved , fb that the Legats could fcarce pro¬ 
cure admittance to him ; all thac they could do, 
was to inform him, thac they had a Letter to 
him from the Brotherhood qf Italy, and Comraif 
fion to confer with him concerning the ground 
and foundation of his Prophecies: But Nathan 
refufed to take the Letter, ordering Kaim Abo- 
lafio , a Cochara of the City of Smyrna , to re¬ 
ceive it; fb that the Legats returned little con¬ 
tented, but yet with hopes at Nathans arrival at 
Smyrna, to receive better fatisfa&ion. 

But whilft Nathan intended to enter into Smyr¬ 
na, the Cochams of Confiantioople , being before 
advifed of his refblution to cake a Journey into 
their parts, not knowing by which way he might 
come, fent their Letters and orders to Smyrna , 
Truffia, and every way round, to hinder his 
paflage, and interrupt his Journey, fearing that 
things beginning now to compofe, the Turks ap¬ 
pealed for the former diforders, and the minds of 
the Jews in feme manner fetled, might be mo¬ 
ved, and combuftions burll out afrefh by the 
appearance of this new Impoftor, and therefore 
difpatched this Letter as followeth. I

inventions. •At this time we have received 
advice, that this man fome days fince depart, 
ed from Gate, and took his" Journey by the 
T y ,°f Scanderone, intending there to Em¬ 
bark for Smyrna, and thnee to go to Con- 
ltantmople , or Adrianople. And though it 
J<£ms a flrange thing unto us , that any man 
fhould have a defire to throw himfelf into a 
place of flames and fire, and into the fparks 
of HeU\ Nvtwithflanding, we ought to fear 
and fufpeft it, for the feet of man always 
guide him to the word. Wherefore we F 
underwritten, do advertife you , that this 
Man coming within the Compafs of your Ju- 
njdtaton you give a flop to bis Journey, and 
not fuffer him to proceed farther, but prefent- ‘ 
ly to return back. For we would have you 
know. That at his Coming he will begin a?ain 
to move thofe tumults, which have been caufed 
through Dreams of anew Kingdom^ And that 
miraclesare not wrought every cfav. God p 
rJlt h j s Coming , the Pe pie of 

God fhould be deffroyed in all places where 
they are, of which he will be the jirjt. whole 
blood be upon his ,mn head; for in this Con-- 
juncture every little errour or fault is made 
Capital ; you may remember the danger oj the 
firfl Combuftion, and it is very probable, that 
he will be an occafion of greater, which the 
Tongue is not ablp to exprefs with words. And 
therefore, by virtue of ours, and your own Au¬ 
thority, you are to hinder him from proceed- 
in his journey, upon pain of all 
thofe Excommunications, which our Law can 
impofe and to force him to return back again, 
both he and his Company.

the Letter which was Tent him from all the Com¬ 
munities of the JevA in Italy. And thus the Embat¬ 
tle of thefe Legates was concluded,and they r * ur ^" 

ed from the place to whence they came, and the

In this maimer Sahatai pafled 
his days in the Turlyfh Court, is tome time Mofes 
did in that of the Egyptians ; arid perhaps in imi- 
tation of him, call his eyes often on the Afflidti- 
Oils of his Brethren, of whom, durii^his life, he 
continued to profefs himfelf a Deliverer, but with 
that care and caution of giving fcandal to the 
Turly, that he declared, Unlefs their Nation be¬ 
came like him, that is, renounce the Shadows, 
and imperfect Elements of the Mfaical Law, 
which will he completed by adherence to the 
Mihometan , and fuch other Additions as his infpi- 
red Wifdom Ihould fugged, he Ihould never be 
able to prevail with God for them, or condudt 
them to the Holy Land of'their Forefathers. Here¬ 
upon many Jews flocked in, fome as far as from 
Babylon y Jerif.ikm, and other remote places, and 
calling their Caps on the ground, in prefence of 
the Grand Sigoior, voluntarily protefTed them- 
l'elves Mihm:tans. Sahatai himfelf by thefe Profe- 
lytes gaining ground in the efteein of the Turly, 
had priviledg granted him to vifit familiarly 
his Brethren, which he employed in Circnmciling 
their Children the Eighth day, according to the 
Precept of Mofes, preaching his new Dodtrines, by 
which lie hath confirmed many in their Faith 
of his being the Meiliah, and itartled all with ex- 
pedfation of what thefe ltrange ways of Enthu- 
liafm may produce; but none durft piublickly 
own him, lclt tiiey ihould difpleafe the Turks , and 
the Jews, and incur the danger of Excommuni¬ 
cation from one,and the Gallows from the other. 

Howfoever in January 167J appeared another

Morea, as it was faid, or not known from whence, 
who in defpigbt bf Sahatai, and, his own Gover- 
nours, pretended to be Meiliah ; but with fo mcon- 
fiderable and petty a Deluder as tms , the Jews 
thought to make quick work * but being Earned 
at ft rft to bring another Melfiah on the_Stage , by 
help of money they accufed him of Adultery, 
and procured a Sentence from the Kadi, condemn¬ 
ing Wo the Gallies ; in older unto which, and 
in proof of his good behaviour he remain d fome 
time in Prifon, in which Interim he foftnd means to 
clear himfelf of that Crime by open evidence to the 
.contrary, and had for the prefent efcaped out of the 
power cf the Synagogue,had not their Authority8c 
money prevailed more than the Friends or Difciplcs 
of this Impoftor; whom we will leave m prifon,and 
Sahatai in the hbufe of Pharaoh ; where he continued 
until thcYedr 167 d,and then died. And fo we return 
to more important matters of the Tttrktfb Adairs.

Hy this time the Turkish Army being at their 
Rendezvous at Thebes, the Great Vizier prepa¬ 
red to imbark ; and confidering the difficulty 
of the paflage, thought it prudent firft to make 
new Propolitions ro Signior Ballarino before he 
enrred on this hazardous attempt, fuppofing 
perhaps, that the rumour of this March might 
have affrighted the Venetians to a Surrender of 
that Kingdom, that they might fpare the blood 
and charge of that War which afterwards en- 
ft’.ed : wherefore Ballarino being called from 
his Houfe at Constantinople, began his Journey 
towards Thebes on the twenty fifth of Augu(l, 
accompanied by a Capugibafhee , and three 
Janizaries: and in twenty three days arriving 
at Thtjfalcnica % now called Salonica , he fell fick 
of a violent Feave^ caufed by that agitation 
of body in his Travels to which he was un- 
accuftomed, and for want of that fleep which 
he ufed to take after his {lender dinner, paffing 
the reft of the day and night in continual 
watchings: at firft he felt only fame little al¬ 
terations, which he hoping might pafs over, 
refolved to proceed on his Journey notwith¬ 
ftanding the perfwafions to the contrary of 
Signior Patavino his Secretary, with whom I 
was well acquainted, and ever efteemed for 
an honeft and a worthy Perfbn : but he con¬ 
tinued refolute to proceed, fearing left his de¬ 
lays by the way (hould lofe him the oppor¬ 
tunity of that moment of Treaty, which was 
impoflible afterward to be retrieved ; for in his 
Journey he would often reafbn in this manner: 
if I fliould ftop here, what cenfure would the 
World pafs on me ? I may polfibly excufe my 
It If; but in the mean time the Vizier may in¬ 
gage too far in his defign , and fruftrate all 
thofe methods and foundations which I have 
laid towards a Peace : and then if I live , I 
fliall be over-burdened with the reproaches of 
the World, for having abandoned the grand in- 
cumbance in its ultimate neceflhy, which is 
charged upon me, which will be a more fenfible 
afiliftion than the agony of death. My ficknefs 
will be efteemed by many to be rather dilfem- 
blcd than real.- The dead man lives in the 
memory of his faithfulnels and conftancy, and 
the living man dies in the indelible characters 
of his cowardife and misfortune. Thefe were 
his own words. 

And thus travelling forward his Feaver dai¬ 
ly increafed to that excefs, that on the fixth 
day he was forced to ftop at a City called 
JJeltno , where having inftruCied Signior Pata- 
'vino in what manner he ought to manage af¬ 
fairs, and recommending his fervices and chil¬ 
dren to the favour and protection of the Senate, 
he pafl'ed to the other World,.being honoured 
by a lolenin Funeral at the publick Expence, 
and Interred in the Church of St. Mark , his 
Son Domenico Ballarino fucceeding into the Of¬ 
fice and Inheritance of his Father. The Senate 
underllandirg by advices from Signior Vada- 


vino , T*at the Vizier defired another Envoy, 1 6 b < 5 .

Secretary Girolamo Gtavarina, a Perfon of good 
abilities, to that place. And at the fame time 
the Captain-General Andrea Cornaro prefling 
the Senate for licenfe to return to his own Coun¬ 
try ; his requeft was granted, and Francefio Mc- 
rofini was appointed to fucceed him in that im¬ 
portant Charge, and was accompanied at a time 
of fo great emergency with powerful Convoys, 
and with Recruits of Men, Provifions, and Am¬ 
munition fitting to carry on fo prelfing a 
War.

wark of Chriftendom, fituated at the Entrance 
of the Archipelago ; of the fuccefs of which fa¬ 
mous Siege we {hall have occafion to difeourfe 
more ac large and more particularly hereafter ; 
in order unto which the Great Vizier on the laft 
day of this Year, went in Perfon to take a view 
of this City, and having furveyed all fides of it, 
apprehended that the Siege would be long and 
tedious; and therefore returned again to Canea 
to take thofe meafures which were requifite for 
an Enterprife of that weight and cotiflderation. 

In the mean time the Princes of Chriftendom 
being for the moft part either in that difeord a- 
raongft themfelves, of which-the Turks have al¬ 
ways made their advantage; or elfe living in parts 
remote, did not confider Candia as a Bulwark to 
their Dominions ; and therefore rendred little 
other aififtance to the Venetians than good words, 
and vain withes for their fuccefs and Viftory. 

The Popes Forces only under Command of 
Muz,eo Maitei which were in Dalmatia , were 
tranfported to Candia, and five hundred Foot 
belonging to the Grand Duke of Tofcany. , came 
into their places for defence of that Country. 

The moft Chriftian King in return to the Embafly 
of Venice performed by the Cavalier Alvife Sagre- 
do, remitted to that Republick an hundred thou- 
fand Crowns, and Cardinal Barberim at his ex¬ 
pence fupplied four thoufand Meafures of Corn. 

But the prefenc Conjuncture did not feem to fmile 
on the Venetians , for all the Gallies belonging to 
Spain and Italy, as well as .thofe of Malta, were 
employed in the Tranfpprtation of the new Em- 
prels Margerita of Aufiria. The Jope was in¬ 
firm, and diftrafted wit&his own Domeftick Af- ' 
fairs. The Emperor was a young Bridegroom, 
andbefides the Diverfion which a Wife gave him 
from Cares, he apprehended that he might fpeedi- 
ly receive fbme difturbance from the Princes of 
the Rhine , and from Sweden in the Dukedom of 
Bremen. The King of Spain was a Child of five 
years old, labouring at the fame time under a 
War with Portugal, and threatned by the more 
powerful Arms of France fin the pretence of Flan¬ 
ders. Eefides all which, tne Turks were as well in 
quietnefs amongft themfelves, as they were at 
peace with all other Princes} fo that we may ex¬ 
pert that the force and power of the Ottoman Em¬ 
pire fhould now be turned, like a Torrent, to 
overwhelm this fpot of Land, which feemed to 
be fo fituated, as well to refill the Waves of the 
Seas, as the Inundation of this mighty and Mar¬ 
tial People.

A T the Beginning of this year thef Winter 
and Cold which chilled and benumbed the 
Earth, encreafed the heat, and gave vigour and 
adion to the Tartars, who made fuch an unex¬ 
pected incurlion into Poland, that they carried with 
them near a hundred thoufand captived Souls, as 
they were numbred before Jajh, in their return 
home. The Polanders , awakened herc-at, but 
ill advifed, refolved on a Treaty where there was 
more jull caufe for an open War, and in order 
thereunto difpeeded an Ambafladour to the Sul- 
tan, to expoitulate the reafon of this breach of 
Peace, and require juftice and fatisfaftion on 
thofe his Subjefts, who had, contrary to the Ar¬ 
ticles of Peace, committed fuch aftions , and 
outrages of open hoftility; or at leaft, that the 
Turk would not take upon him to abet the 
caufe of the Tartars, whilft the Polanders took 
jull revenge for their late injuries. The Am¬ 
bafladour with this Meffage put himfelf in a rea- 
clinefs, and with a retinue of about two hun¬ 
dred and fifty Perfons, begun his Journey to¬ 
wards the end of April , and on the fecond of May 
crofled the River Niejtro, which divides Poland 
from Moldavia, where he was received by two of 
the Boiars, or Moldavian Noblemen, and thence 
conducted to Jajh , where the Prince of that 
Country relided. The Ambafladour expeCted the 
Vifit of the Prince, according to Cuftom and 
Articles of Peace; but the Prince being either 
forbidden by the Port, or rather out of an igno¬ 
rant ltiffnefs and pride, omitted to pafs the Civi¬ 
lities of that Office, but yet fupplied the Ambal- 
fadour with Plenty of Wine and Provifions; 
which the Polanders enjoying freely, difpenfed |

from him , as from a juft and vertucus Prince, 
a permiftion for revenge, and fatisfaftion of his 
injuries, to enter Tartary , without afluming it as 
any ground of Breach or Infringement of that 
Peace which he held with him; or elfe that he 
would by his authority enjoyn the Tartars to re- 
ltore their Captives, and their fpoils, and render 
them a reafcnable fatisfaftion. The Grand big- 
nior returned no reply hereunto, but referred 
that to be done by his Chimacam, {Ifence being 
efteemed fbme part of his Majelty and State, 
which he fcldom breaks but with few and haugh¬ 
ty words. 

This Ambafladour was a man of a bold and 
daring Spirit, a fit Orator for fuch Jan Embafly, 
had not his immoderate Covetoufnefs, the Vice 
and Folly commonly incident to Old Age, much 
cclipfed many of thofe Vertues of which he was 
Mailer. He was alfo a Man of a violent temper, 
feavered to a madnefs in the height of his Cho- 
ler, which itrangely betrayed him to many un¬ 
decencies in his Language afnd Comportment. 

For at his Audience with the Chitnacam, when 
he came to receive the Grand Signior’s Anfwer, 
his words were vented with that heat, and fo 
like to menaces, that the Turks taking exception 
thereat, returned his courfe Speeches with the 
like Dialeft, at which the Ambafladour {welled 
with that indignation and anger, as became not 
the Moderation and Gravity of his Office ; ad¬ 
ding in Conclufion, That he was an Aged Man, 
full of Years and Corporal Infirmities; that no¬ 
thing could arrive more happy to him than a 
Death in which he thould triumph to fufler for 
the benefit and glory of his Country. This ex¬ 
cefs and intemperance of Language moved die 
Turks to fet a Guard upon him, and confine him 
to his own Houfe in the nature of a Prifoner ; 
which violation of his Sacred Office, fo worked 
upon his Spirits, that he often vented Ionic pare 
of his fury in words and blows on the Officers 
of his Guard ; for which rude behaviour having 
received fbme reproofs from the Chimacam, his TheDeatH 
paflion not knowing which way to cafe it felt', of the p °- 
feavered him into a defperatc ficknefs, of which 
in a few days, phrenfical and diltrafted, he de¬ 
parted this life. 

The Secretary of the Embafly, being the next 
in Office, took upon him the Funftion and 
Charge of the Ambafladour, and having now 
nothing to aft, but to receive the Anfwer to 
the.Meffage of his Mailer, for which a Day be¬ 
ing appointed , he was prefented witli a Horfe 
and Furniture by the Chimacam, of whom ha¬ 
ving Audience, he received no other fatisfaftion 
to the Complaints againlt the Tartars than thefe 
following, which were related to me by the Se¬ 
cretary of the Embafly, who did me the honour 
to make me a Vifit, when I was on my recove¬ 
ry from a dangerous Sicknefs, at Conjiantinople. 

Firft, That no compenfation or pretence be 
ever hereafter demanded for the late iiicurfions 
made by the Tartars into Poland. 

Secondly, That the Polanders make not War 
upon the Coflacks, who had lately renounced 
their fubjeftion, and were fled for proteftion to 
the Ottoman Power.

Tbvrfday foe the 
fpace of a year; the Great.Vkier firft appear¬ 
ed before the renowned FortrefS of Candia, 
and began the memorable Siege of that City* 
which lor the fpace of twenty five years pre¬ 
ceding had been the fubjed to which thcfpeaal 
care and expence of Venice , and the Art of the 
moft fubtle Engineers of the World, as far as 
Jiumanely was polfible, did concur to 
render it the moft impreguable Fortrefs of the 
Univerfe. _ 

The Town waS fortified with feven great 
Baftions, viz. the Sabionero, Vetturi , Jefus, 
Martintngo , Betlrn,Panigra, and St. Andrea-, 
thefe were all focompafled with a large and 
deep Ditch, of which were the Revelin of St 
Spirito, the Revelin of Panigra flanked to the 
right with the Half-moon ot Mocenigo -- next 
hereunto was the Revelin of Bctlewi bordering 
on the Work of Sc. Maries, which to the left 
had the Revelin of St. Jdichdae, and this ad- 
joytied to the Fortification of de Palma, next 
whereuntowas the Revelin of Friuli, with the 
Redoubt of Crepa-cuore ; and overall was the 
Royal Fort of Sr. Dmetrio, which command¬ 
ed the Work of Molino ard Sabionera unto 
the very Sea. 

Marquels Villa at his laft return was chiefly 
intent to ftrengthen the Fortifications, and re- 
. pair the Out-works, efpecially that of St. An¬ 
drea which was almoft ruined, and the old 
fubterranean Traverfes were fo full of water, 
and the old Galleries fo high, that the Enemy 
,i could eafily pafs under them, all which he re¬ 
paired ana amended fo a fhort time. In con¬ 
fidence of gaining this ftrdag Fortrefs, the 
iTurks demolifhed New Candia, fituate about 
two miles from the Old, which the Vizier now 
pointed out to them as a better Seat, and in- 
couraged them to win and inhabit it i fo that 
\\th cf May the Turks incamped over againft 
St. Maries along the Valley of Gioffiro with 
the found of their Drums and Trumpets, and 
firing great Guns and Vollics of Muskets. 
Their Forces at firft confifted of about forty 
thoufand fighting Men, and eight thoufand 
Pioniers, but foon afterwards increafed to 
feventy thoufand, and fo .for die moft part 
were maintained during the Siege. 

The firft Traverfes began from the fide of 
Sc. Maries , and were carried to the Sea, the 
Great Vizier took his Quarters over againft 
. Panigra, the Janifar-Aga againft Martinengo , 
Tbtdifm- an j ot j ier Pafoa’s between that and Betlem. 
Turtt * On the other fide the Pafha of Romiia in- 
Camp. camped againft the Lazaretto , and Catirgi-OgU 
PaQu of Canea againft Sabionera , Achnet Pa-

Cannons, fhooting Bullets of fixty, ninety tp 
an hundred and twenty pound weight. 

Nor were the Befieged within lefs induftrious 
or wife in the difpofition of their Affairs 5 for 
Marquefs Villa took his Quarters at the en¬ 
trance of the Bulwark le\m, Proveditor Bar- 
baro at Panigra, the Proveditor General of the 
Kingdom at Martinengo, the Duke of Candia , 

FranCefco Battaglia , in the Fort of Sabionera, 
and ether Officers between the Curtains of St. 

Andrea., Betlem, and Sabionera. 

Things thus difpofed on both fides, many 
and various were the valiant Affaults and 
Sallies, the Traverfes extraordinary, the Ren¬ 
counters bloody, the refiftance vigorous, not 
known or recorded in any Siege before; which 
though they can never be folly expreffed, or 
particularly denoted, yeti Ihould do injury to 
the afhes of thofe Heroick Chriftians who fo 
freely enured the Lift, and on this Theatre of 
the World facrificed their lives in defence of 
Chriftendom, ihould I not fignalize fome of 
them of divers Nations for their Proweft and 
Valour. And here pardon me, good Reader,- 
if I come fhort or fail in this relation, wherq 
many of unparalleled Valour and Vertue dyed 
obfeurely and unknown, and the numbers of 
; others fo great, that to fpeeifie them all, were 
rto fwell this Work to a larger Volume than 
] the Book of Martyrs. Here was that Martial 
5 field into which remote Nations and uncon- 
; cemed defeended, carried thither by zeal to 
. the Chriftian caule, or by certain Principles of 
j Valour and Magnanimity) fo that though the 
] War bore no other denomination than of the 
Venetian and the Turk, yet fo great was the 
confluence of both parts of the World to this 
little Ifle, as if it had been ehofen by unani¬ 
mous confenc for a Stage to try the Title to the 
Univerfal Empire. The Town being thus be- 
leagured on all fides, but where * Neptune the 
Spoufe of Venice kept it open, the_ Chriftians r lr j} 
endeavoured firft to difturb the 1 raverfes of Mini 
the Turks by a Mine of Powder which they blown 
blew up j but through the negleft or little ex- U P- 
perience of the Engineer, it being the firft 
which they had fired, reverted, and did more 
hurt to themfelves than to the Enemy) the 
errour of which being obferved, another Foe- 
nello was fired, which, taking its due place and 
meafures, fo affrighted the Turks, as yet not 
acquainted with this manner and invention of 
War, that they began at the firft onfet to be 
difeouraged, confidering that if the ground was 
unfccure and unftablc at that diftance what 
abyffesand chafmes mutt there be prepared to 
make them graves under«thc Walls or entrance 
to the City. To fccond and juftifie this Gun¬ 
powder Plot the Chriftians made two Sallies, 
one by the Savoyards under Command of Co¬ 
lonel Prof to Torfe , who iflued forth from rl c 
Reyclin of Betltpi, and made great flaughtf f of

About this time arrived at Standi me 
Captain-General Francefco Morofini , who after 
The cip- f omc Confultation difarming his Fleet of about 
Tiidfarm a thoufand men, entred with that Succour 
bis GtiUes. into the Town, avid yet fitted out a convenient 
Squadron of Gallies and Galleafles w rove in 
the Archipelago-to hinder the Enemies Succours 
and Recruits, which were defigned for Candia. 

In this interim the Turks repaired the old 
...... Battery againft the Lazaretto , and laboured 

fk'cbri- continually in their Galleries and fubterranean 
Pius Works; fothat by that time that the Chn- 

/?«'!?• ftians had fprang five Fomelli upon them to¬ 

wards the point of the Half-moon of Movexigo, 
the Turks had advanced fo well towards the 
Borders of Panigra, that-they ferang twd 
Mines; but thefe being but the firft proofs 
or dlays of this kind of invention, reverted on 
themfelves with the lofs of two hundred of 
their men, and again fired a third with little 
fuccefs; which the Chriftians anfwered to 
barer purpofe, blowing up fixty or feventy 
Turks. Wherefore the Turks made a farther 
tryal of two Mines by the Half-moon, rather 
to their own lofs, than to the damage of their 
Enemy. 

In all the month of July paffed not a day. : 
without fome confiderable action, fometimes 
to good, fometimes with bad fuccefs to both ; 
Parties; every day Mines were {prank on both 
fides, deftroymg the Lines, and overthrowing ‘ I 
Attempts the Galleries; but the main force and heat of 
ef the the War as it were concentring it felf cowards 
Turks on the Quarters of Panigra , in defence thereof the 
the fide of Engineer ca&eUan as freely as couragioufly 
Panigra. pl . of k red t h c ufe of his Art, and the hazard of 
his Perfon, In which wliilft he imploy- 
cd himfelf , and endeavoured to dcanfe 
the Galleries of their rubbilh, which the 
Enemies Mines had thrown down, the 
Turks threw fuch quantities of Bombces and 
Stink-pots into thofe Caverns,as made the ftench 
thereof fo fuffocaring and noifom, that two 
Officers were choaked or fmothered that went 
to view the place, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
Cavalli and the Engineer Caflellan himfelf 
were brought away half dead, poyfoned with 
Sulphur and peftiferous fmoke; to purifie 
which Grota, nothing could render the air 
more wnolcfom, in expulfion of the preceding 
vapour, than the fmoke of Juniper and burnt 
Aqua vitae, which being made ufe of with 
good fuccels, the Chriftians fired two Mines, 
which opened fo dreadful an abyfs, as ferved 
. . , for the grave of great numbers of Infidels. 
iLHies ° During this time daily rencounters arrived 
jrom the the Auxiliary Gallies from the Pope and 
Tope jiJ Malta, commanded*by Prior Bichi and Bali 
Mjita. & i e i as alfo the Gallies of Naples and 

Sicily commanded by Oianettino Daria and 
the Duke of Ferrandina , of whom the Captain- 
General would have borrowed fome. Forces to 
have ferved at Land ;buc their Commiffionsit 


feems or their courages were too ftrait to afford 6 6, Jf. 
any fuch Supplies, being defigned rocruife in W*V 
the oply the geoespus Chevalier 

a'Harcourt with ten ocher Camerades that were gg™. 
imbarked on the Gallies of Malta agreed to court , 
enter the Garrifon, having come with no other 
defign from France, than to offer chemfelves 
in defence of the Chriftiaa caufe, and in a time 
of Peace, when their Prince bad no need of 
their alfiftance and fervice, to give the World 
true evidences and proofs of the value Mid 
greatnels of their fouls. In all Enterprifes this 
• Perfon, worthily defeended of the Houle, of 
Lorrain, was a Companion to Marquels Vida, 
and one day venturing on a defign to difturb 
the Enemies approaches, was {hot in the face 
with a Musket-bullet; of which wound re-- 
covering fome time after, he with his Compani¬ 
ons returned to France having like Cavaliers 
Paffant a< 5 ted the parts of true Chivalry. Bur 
neither did the Prior Bichi Commander of 
thc Popes Gallies, nor Daria Admiral of thofe 
of Naples 3 aGt agreeable to the bravery of 
thofe French Gentlemen ; for they not only 
denied, as we have (aid, to land a final] num¬ 
ber of their men, but as if they came only to 
make them a vifit, fine this fliort Letter of 
Advice dated the 24 th of Auguft, in thefe 
words. ‘Tie Auxiliary Gallies are obliged to de¬ 
part this night and to return to Suda, where they 
are to remain until the expiration of that time 
which is appointed for them in thefe Seas. Prior 
Bichi likewife fent word to Marquels Villa, That 
he judged it fit to depart, by reafon that no 
a£tion prefented for them to undertake: to 
which the Marquefs replied. That he who feeks 
may find, and that fuch opportunities never 
offer to thofe who endeavour to avoid them; 

Doria alfo, to colour his excufes, laid. That 
his Orders were not to land men, unlels the 
Town were in the extremity of danger of being 
taken; to which Villa replyed. That he could 
not well be affured in what condition the Town 
was, fince he never vouchlafed to fet his foot 
afhorc, or conceived a curiofity of feeing the 
greateftand the moft famous Siege that ever 
was in the World. In fliort, thefe Holy and 
Catholick Squadrons departed without contri¬ 
buting any alfiftance to the Chriftians, incur¬ 
ring thereby the fevere cenfure of the Com¬ 
manders in chief, with the anger and difdain of 
of the Souldiety. 

The Venetians have always thoughtit Policy 
to maintain an Agent in the Ottoman Quarters, 
perhaps with defign to afford them Intelligence, 
or to be ready to apply Terms of Peace in 
times of moft urgent nccdlities. According to 
which Rule Signior Giarvarina. was fent to 
Candia upon the Venetian Armata, now go- candia 
vemed at Sea by one Pafqualino , with Inftruiti- to treat 
ons to treat with the Vizier, and perhaps to with she 
grant him any thing befides Candia, though 
without this nothing could come either wel¬ 
come or fatisfa&ory to the Turks. Howfoever 
to introduce him into the Camp, a white Flag 
was difplayed on the fide of the Lazaretto ; 
which when the Turks perceived, they flocked 
in great numbers to know the myftery of this 
Signal of Pacification. And though nothing 
appeared, befides a Letter diretted to the 
Great Vizier, yet they hoped it might portend 
fomeching of Treaty, which in the end would 
produce a Peace, and a condufion of their la¬ 
bours, before the Winter furprifed them in 
their 
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j 6 6 7. their ; colder Lodgings. The Vizier hayiqg 
t/VNJ read thc Letter, had his thoughts; rafted as 
high as was poffible in hopes of ; a Surrender ; 
• and therefore moft freely ordered. That Sig¬ 
nior ' Gicevatina {hould the Sunday following 
come to the Valley of Gioffirc with what Atten¬ 
dance and; : Followers he judged fit, proffering 
at thfe fame time a reflation ofArms and afl 
. ads of Hoflility .* but the Chriftians who were 
nor reduced to. that extremity as to crave 
Peace, or arefpite from, a^ioa* kindly refufed 
his gentle proffer, which fo.'inraged the Vizier, 
Th J that in a fury-he gave fire to a Mine on the 
left fide of Panigra , which ; was feconded with 
that furious aflault, that Panigra had been PMC 
into great dangel', had ndt-.tfie courage of the 
Defendants been fupereminent, and repulfcd the 
Enemy with fo,great a {laughter, that, the eaph 
round about was covered wjth dead, bodies ‘ 
which a&ion was feconded by. a' brisk Sally 
performed by fome Knights of Malta, ast la 
Maifon Neufve, de Langerotk de Clement, de_ 
Manrafier, fete Charboniere, ^ :de Blanbuijfon^ 
though againft -the advice* and; counfel of 
Marquels. Vtildi of whiph. thc two firft were 
flain, and the reft returned with honour and. 
fuccels. • 

A? the end of this month of July the Gar- 
rifon received a Supply of fix hundred Foot 
under Command of Ottavio Aina , a noble 
Venetian, who likewife made his entry more 

brought with him. At the time of his arrival 
the Chriftians fired a Mine with good fucccfr, 
but the Enemy nad prepared another in re¬ 
venge, which took fuch effeft: on the right 
Angle of Pamgrai as broke the Counterfcarp 
ten paces, and filled the Ditch, with Earth, on 
advantage of . .which: the Turks came, to an 
Aflault, but, through the courage of Luca 
Grandis Serjeant Major, and other. gallant 
Officersva ftopr was given to the Enemies fury, 
and tney beaten off with confiderable 
lofs. : 

. And now for the prefent; all Sallies ceafed, 
whilft both fides carried on their defigns under 
ground, thwarching and crolfing thc Mines, 
each of other; in which fubterranean Travels 
and Paflages, the Miners often met, and had 
frequent and bloody Encoupters, thofe that 
were ftrongeft robbed the Powder and lltenfils 
of the weaker, fo that the Scene of War 
feemed to. be transferred ad inferos ? and to be 
earned on with more fury , and violence in the 
Grave, or the other world, than it was in the 
The Turks open Air of the Cydonian Fields. The Turks 
fire a becoming now as expert as the Chriftians in 
dreadful, their fecret and hidden Traverfes, had penc- 
Mine. trated fo f af) t hat on the 8 th of Augufl they, 
fired a moft dreadful Mine on the fide of the 
half Moon, which made fo great a Breach in 
that work, that eight men could march a 
breaft; which fo animated the Enemy with 
the advantage, that immediately in great num¬ 
bers they mounted the breach to give an 
Aflault; but fupplies being timely affordediu. 
alfiftance of the Guard, the Enemy was pre¬ 
cipitated headlong, and overwhelmed with 
fuch flowers'of Musket Ihot, that the Retreat 
into their works was not only diforderly, but 
the number of thofe who furyived fo few and 
diminifhed, as gave proof, how hazardous it 
was to attempt other more difficult and, better 
fortified Baftipns. 


Nor was the fuccefs of the Turks lefson 1667. 
the fide of Panigra , where having made a i/vsj 
I Breach^ they endeavoured to make good their 

S ound under flicker of Sacks of earth, which 
e Chrifiians drew away from them with long 
iron hooks, which was fuch a piece of fport 
to the befieged to fee their Enemies difmanrled 
of their Abater, and lye open to their flior, 
that a young Page of Marquefs Villa, called du 
Clos, venturing in this aftion beyond his years, 
was {hot with a Musket Bulletin the head, and 
fo haftned to the other , World covered with 
glory and renown. 

There ; waSc fcarce now a day which palled, 
that was. nqt fignalized with the fpringing of 
feveral Mines both on one - fide and the other 3 
moft of thofe made by the Chriftians were 
feconded with Sallies, and thofe of the Turks 
with Afiauits and Stormings of one Fort cr 
other. 0 n the 10th of September Signior da 
Riva, a noble Venetian, arrived with a Re¬ 
cruit of five fiupdred S pyldiers, and a great 
number of Pioneers, and the fame day was ce¬ 
lebrated, lifter the ufual manner, by fpringing 
of Mines; one of which threw a Turk on the 
Fort of Panigra, and riiincd the Galleries of 
the Enemy ; the next day likewife feveral 
Fomelli; were fired by the Enginier Lubatiers 
from the partsof thchaif Moon, and of Pani¬ 
gra , which filled up theLiqc, and Ipoiled the 
Redqufes of -thc Turks. 

On |he ; iy>i&* the Ghpiftians vigoroully fal- 
licdout witli feventy Fpot, under the Com¬ 
mand of Colonel and two other Cap¬ 

tains from the Reyelin .-pf- Panigra, who after 
a valiant skirmiflf, orderly retreated uqder 
the rampart of the Revcjin; to which place 
% the Turks cagerly purfiiing them, were enter¬ 
tained with a Mine, and^,tolled into the Air; 
which being done; the Venetians returned 
again, and were in the. lame manner .epeoun- 
tred by the Turl^s, whereby.a very hpc ; fight 
began; during wnichi time the, Gaprain 
; General, who flood qn/the Baftion of Betlem 
, to obferve the motions of ^ the: Enemy, laluted 
them with a plentiful fliower of Musket Ihot. 

In Ihort, after the Venetians Fad for the fpace 
of an hour refilled the Eorce of the Enemy 
with much fiaughter, they retired with, good 
order into the Ditch of the City. 

On the 18 th Captain Fetieli, with a hun¬ 
dred Souldiers, made another Sally, but be¬ 
ing wounded, he retreated with fome lofs; 
which was retured again on the Enemy by a 
, Mine which the Engmier guadruplani fprang 
' .with happy luccds on the Quarter of Panigra ; 
and on the fame day the Captain of. the Gal- 
leaffes, called Giofeppe Morofini, arriving with 
' five hundred men, and two hundred thoufand 
Ducats together wich good quantities of Am¬ 
munition and Vi&uals,. gave encouragement 
and relief to all the City; with whom alfo 
came the Cavalier Gonges and his Brother, in 
quality of Adventurers for Honour and Re¬ 
ligion. There was not one day in all this 
Month, but divers Fomelli and Mines were 
fired on one fide and the other; and though, 
the Chriftians exeircifed as much military Art, 

Induftry, and Valour, as men were capable to 
perform, yet the’ Turks Hill gained ground, 

' and daily advanced their works upon the 
Chriftians; wherefore thc Captain Genera* 
ordered that a Mine and three Fomelli flior d. 
be fired; by which a fmall Fort of thcTu'ks,

Walls with his hafl^The hopesof’ rkhes and ! 
honour fo prickedfocwand all coaclirions of the 
Souldicry, that; ; the Commonalty dcfperateiy 
threw themfelvesatall,;and endangered fo far. 
the taking of fimignti. that they had certainly 
poffefied thenlfplyca of it, had not the Vene¬ 
tians: had reeotsfe fo their laft refuge of Mines, | 
and blown the whole: Work into the Air, by | 
which perilhed t]«m Paftaws^ and great num- 
hetsiof common SQuldiers» And this for tire 
prefern aftondhed -the Turks, and jjave a ftep 
to the farcherpmecedingsof tiiis;Aflaulr. This 1 
proof gave an. evident Cqnri&ion to the 
Grand Signidt’s-inquifitor of theftrength of the 
place, and difficulty of the Work ; and having, 
been an Eye-witnefs of all, returned: with dif 
mal Storiesof a cruel War, reporting perhaps, 
and it was.rdlated.inchp.isutS'Of Ghriflendom; 
That this, was a: place where blood: was fpilt. 
day and night, where Gallant Men had; forgot 
to fleep, living in perp et ual lahoars, enured to 
intolerable, fufferings and hourly dangers, 
there being noneifeeurc either in the Church, 
in the home, oc in the ftreet;. for Granadoes 
rained; Gannons thundrel. Arrows flew, with 
(tones like a Tempeft; fo that there was none 
in: that place,, hue who: quartered on the Brink 
- of-the Grave. - 

It now grew towards Winter; and yet the 
Vizier thought of no other Quarters than his 
Trenches, judging that if he fhould quit his 
fbtion, the labours and progrekof the former 
Summer would.be loft, and the Work to be. 
again begun in the Spring. Wherefore re- 
felving to keep* his Works, provided all con¬ 
veyances to carry away the Water, and fheds 
tocaftoff thelfUin, and warmer Tents for 
the: Soldiery, which yet could not fo artifi¬ 
cially . be. contrived; but that the Camp was. 
full of mire and dire, tedious and tcoublefome 
to Man and. Beaft, and the Quarters of the 
Souldicry, fo damp between their Banks of 
Earth, ascaufed Catarrhs, Fluxes, Feavers,

^‘Z un n r Hr was now the dead of Winter, and yet 
Mian to Martial Exploits Were as frequent as they had 
tetft. beerr in Summer; and though the great rains- 
and flouds of water excinguiftkd the fires, and 
made, as it were, a ceflation.of Arms, and of 
all afl;s of hoftility; yet this interval of calm- 
•refs arid tranquillity the Chriftians made ufe 
-of .to repair the Palifade of St. Andrea, and 
the Lines of Communication withiu the Ditch. 
And becaufc the. main Bulwark was alfo 
fhaken, and in fotne danger, all the Chiorma 
or-Staves of the Gallics were commanded 
a-fhorc to labour in the reparation, and to 
make an inward retrenchment, which in fhort 


time, with admfrable diligence, was perfeaed, i 66 * 
andon aUfides compleated. 

The Turks in the mean time carried their 
I raverie? forward as much as they could, for 
they wrec now entered into the very Ditch of 
the Town; and becaufe there was no poflibility 
fowork in the Mines, by rcafon that the Gal» 
tones were filled with wafer; they attended 
wholly to employ their great Guns, and fire 
Granadoes* fo that they raifed a new Battery

. The Sultan fatisfied with the Relarfoh given 
by his Mcffenger concerning the progrefs his 
Vizier had made upon the Town, and of the 
hopes there was in time to gain it, encouraged 
him with a Letter of Praife, accompanied with 
a Sword, and Veft ef Sables, the magnificent 
Signal of the Sultans favour. And now be¬ 
tides theEorce of Fire-Arms, the Tuiks made 
ufe of Arrows, (hot into the Town, carrying 
papers written in Italian and French, per- 
fwadmg the Souldiers to fly to their Camp, 
inhere they (hould receive civil treatment, and 
^ fecure refuge; which gave that encourage¬ 
ment to thofe wearied with the labours of the 
Siege Mid hard ufage, that many of them 
“Tv °* £ he Turks entertainment; 
and elcaping out of the Works, fled to the 
Enemies-Camp, where they were cloathed, 
received Conduft Mony, and were permitted 
Licence to embark themfelves for what place 
they pleafed. 

About this time the Proveditor General Bar- General 
baro and the Lieutenant General of the Artillery Barbaro 
VvertmlUr having obtained licence from the ^urert- 
Senarc, returned to Venice ; the firft was dif- miU " <fc * 
pleafed, that Marquefi Villa lhould take the^JET 
precedence of him; and the other, baaulc his 
opinion cf • making a general Sally of all the 
Garrifon on the Enemy was not followed, but 
rejefted. by the Council of War, as a defign 
pernicious and over-hazardous ; for that the 
fighting with an Enemy more numerous than 
themfelves, fortified in their Redoubts and 
Works, and hidden under ground in inextri- 
, cable Labyrinths, was an Entcrprife fo ra(h, 
that no man wiftiing well to the Garrifon, and 
of found judgment ought to advife. 

The Turks having in this Campagne fixed 
themfelves well in a formal Siege, and gained 
ground, and many advantages on the Chri¬ 
ftians, of which the deftructiori of the Work 
of Panigira was none of the leaft : the Vizier 
: fuppofed it a feafonable time to enter into a 
i Treaty by the hand of the'Secretary Giarvarina 
who was there entertained for that purpofe 
■ but he falling fick of the Campdiftemper 
. dyed in a' (horn time, whofe death was foon The deaths 
; after followed , by that of Signior PadaiAno, °f Secre .‘ 

• who finifhed his days at Caveat, the Plate tary - G,a > 
: Money, and Houftiojd-ftuff of both were care- Padavino. 
fully mventored, and by the juflice of the 
Vizier duly accounted for, and adminiftfed to 
the Venetians. The Iriftrumentsof Treaty be¬ 
ing thus taken away, the Captain-Paflia was 
difpatched fo Confiantimtle, carrying with him 
four thoufand woundecf and fick men, and a 
Letter to the Grand Signior and Divan, figni- 
fying his refoluriens cp win the place, or rve 
under 1 
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1667. under the Walls of it; and to that end defired 
them to fend him fuch Recruits of men and 
fupplv of Provifions as were requifice. He 
complained of the cowardife of thofe to whom 
they had incharged the Convoys; that he 
wanted both Powder and Bullet, for default 
of which they could neither ply their great 
Guns, nor go forward in their Mines; that 
bread was fo dear, that no price could be let 
to it; that his Souldiers by (laughter and lick- 
nefs did daily diminifh, fo that his Army was 
reduced to twenty three thoufand Foot, feveri 
hundred Horfe, and two thouland Pioniers; 
and in fine concluded with urgent inftances to 
have Recruits of all difpeedcd to him, without 
which it was impoffible to gain the Town, or 
lave himfelf. Hereupon Recruits came from 
all parts, both of Men, Ammunition, and 
Provifions, efpecially from the Frontiers or 
adjacent places, which by fuch vaft evacuations 
were almoft difpeopled, more pamcularly in 
Albania and Caflelnuovo extraordinary Pre¬ 
parations were making both of Men, Horfe, 
and Camels; and a report was fpread, that 
the Grand Signior intended to pals over in 
Perfon to Candia ; but this was foon difproved 
by his refidcnce at Larijfa, where he remained 
to render affiftance more eafilv, and receive 
advices more fpcedily than could be performed 
at Adriample. 

Great quantities of Com were alfo lent from 
divers places, particularly from Smyrna, where 
Englilh, French, and Dutch Ships were taken 
up for that fervice, to the prejudice of the 
Trade, and damage of the concerned: fome 
of which Veflels were taken in their paflage to 
Candia , whilft others arrived in fafety through 
the negligence, as was fuppofed, of the Com¬ 
manders at Sea. And indeed the Turks plyed 
their bufinefs with that induftry and diligence, 
that notwithftanding the Force which the 
Venetians had at Sea, their Recruits for the 
mod part arrived fate and Cbm began to be 
fo plentiful, that the Viziergavea prohibition 
againft having more imported; and in Ihort, 
nothing wanted for profecution of the War, 
which was carried on in the Winter, as far as 
the feafon or the weather would permit; fo 
that fcarce a day pafled without fomething of 
a£tion, either of (forming or blowing up of 
Forts, overthrowing Galleries, filling Trenches, 
the particulars of all which are fo numerous, 
that to recount them would fill a Volume, and 
are more proper to be related in a Journal than 
a Hiflory, in which minute matters ought to 
be pafled by, and nothing but a£ts of greareft 
moment be recorded. 

Howfoever great Actions at this feafon 
ccafed for a while on onfc fide and the other- 
only cofitinual difeharges of great Ihot and 
Bombocs were praftifed. And the Turks 
endeavouring with artifice to cover their de¬ 
limits, difpatched a Letter to the Senate of Ve¬ 
nice by way of Suda, and dience in a Galley 
to Candia , touching certain Motives of Peace, 
fuppolin?, that Propofitions and Offers of Ac¬ 
commodation would loofen the minds of the 
Officers, and render them lefs intent and dili- 
gen in their Affairs; on receipt of which 
Letter, chough Marquels Villa replied, That 
he had as much power from the Senate to con¬ 
clude a Peace, as the Vizier himfelf had from 
his Mafter, yet the Vizier would not treat 
with him, but fent a Letter which was configned 


by an Aga at the Bulwark of Palma undtr the t'66 8. 
caution or a white Rag, defiring that it Ihould 
be forwarded to Venice. About this time arri¬ 
ved to the great comfort of the Beficgcd the flew 
Proveditor Barnardo Nant with five- hundred 
Souldiers, and Matteo Mathews Sergeant 
General with fome Recruits from the Pope, 
bringing with him three hundred Medals of 
Silver to bellow on fuch as deferved them, 
with Jubilees and Indulgences 1 without num¬ 
ber, and thus ended the Aftion of this Year.

T H E Spring approaching, toward the end 
of January the. Turks full of -hopes to 
compleat their Conqutft ? vigoroufly in 
all maritime Ports of the Empire made pro¬ 
vifions of Com and other Vi&uals to be fent to 
the Camp, when occafion Ihould require, and 
opened a door for Januaries according to the 
Turkilh phrafe, the Formality of which is in 
this manner: The Chcif Officer appointed for 
that purpofe asks feverally fuch as come to be 
lifted. Of wbat Chamber they defire to be; to Formality 
which they making reply. That they will be » making 
of the fifth, fixth, or feventh, or the like, the f™JP!s es 
Officer gives them a blow under the car with ^ iJs . 1 
the palm of his hand, and bids them repair to 
their Chamber, with which they nimbly pals 
away But herein the due form and order of 
Jamfaries was corrupted; for in former days 
Januaries were educated in that condition from 
children, and from thenpe named Temfheri or 
Tyrones , or the young Souldiery; but now on 
this neceffity of railing Forces, ancient men. 

Fathers of Families with long beards were ad¬ 
mitted, to the difparagement of that Order, 
and corruption of thexxaftne&of that Difci- 
pline. Confiderable Supplies alfo were fent 
of Beldargees or Pioniers ; fo that this year 
from fcveral parts, according to chebeft com¬ 
putation, the Forces of Candia were recruited 
with a Supply of fevenry thoufand men, for 
tranfportation of which and of their Provifions, 
all ChrifKan Ships were imbarged at Smyrna 
and Conflantinople, feveral ot which in their 
voyage to Candia , were intercepted by the 
MaltefeCoriaires^nd particularly aFrenchShip 
called the Arms of France , on which were be- 
, tween four and five hundred Turks, was taken, 
and in hording of her about an hundred Turks 
were killed upon the Deck : fome other finall ■ 

Veflels ('one of which was a Ligomefc under 
Englilh Colours) were taken, the French Barks 
which had in this manner loft their Com, un- 
advifedlv returned to Smyrna , fuppofing the ex- 
cufe of having done then: endeavours, and of 
being over-powered by a ftronger Force was 
fufficient: But the Turks who judge of no¬ 
thing well, but by the fuccefs, having gotten 
them into their hands, made them not only 
return their Freight, butfatisfie thelofsof the 
Cargafon. 

In the Month of March the Vizier having * Fight at 
intelligence of fix or.feven Venetian Gallies to Sea ' 
be at Fodile, not far from Standia , under the 
Command of the Proveditor of the Armata 
Lorenco Comoro , gave order to Regep Pa(ha of

The night being dark, 
the Venetians npt to miftake each' otherj 
carried fuch great Lights on foeiy Maft-hrad.s, 
as not only diftinguilhed them ham -the Ene¬ 
my, but alfo dire&ed them to give battle to 
the Turks, which they ptofecuted fo hprne, 
that they took and fonk 'five of the Turkilh 
Gallies, of which the Admiral commanded;by 
Durach Bey was one; foe reft, though much 
(battered, and for the prefeqt unserviceable, 
did yet by foe help of foeir Oars,and thedark- 
nefr of the night, find a way to efcape: nor ! 
was this Victory .gained hy foe Venetians in a 
Fight of (even hours without the lofsof two 
hundred Souldiers killed, .and about five hun¬ 
dred wounded, befides fome.Peifonsof Quality 
^dCommand,'t«'x..foe Cavalier.dr^ Juftiniam , 
the Commiflary Francefco Comoro, Fofca - 
rim, SOc. the wounded were Georgia Greco, 
Lorenco Bembo , and Marco Bal'd. The Turks 
loft many of their beft Sea-men and Souldiers, 
befides Slaves and others, counting on every 
Galley one with.another three hundred perfons; 
amongft the iPrifoners which amounted to four 
hundred and ten, the Beys of Cyprus and 
FJavarine with Mujlapha of Anatolia, and foe ; 
Chiaus of foe Palhaol Aleppo were taken, to¬ 
gether with eleven hundred Chriftian Slaves ; 
who were all freed, on condition that they i 
ihould ferve the Summer following in the Ve¬ 
netian Armata. Of the Turks were flain Durach 
Bey, the Bey of Cor on, and Haftam formerly j 
Bey of Caron. The Great Vizier from foe 1 
Gamp could all the time behold the flalhes of ; 
the finall and.great fhot,and by help of the Ve- | 
netian Lights perceive foe fuccefe of his own 
Fleet, not anfwerable to his_ expeftation. ! 
"What lofs the Turks fuftained with Slaves ana 
Souldiers is incertain, only an hundred Chri- ;

Ships were pn the Careen 'wgflung and tallow¬ 
ing their Veflels, whilft ‘foe other two, m.

the Harbour. . The Turks fuppofed at firft,, 
that fo formidable an appearance of their Fleet" 
would affriglit the Chriffians to a Surrender, 
rather than to contend on thofe unequal terms. 
But ir feems foe Corlaires were more refolute 
than was imagined; for no fooner did foe 
Turks approach, than the Chriftiansdifcharged 
foeir Cannon and Vollies of finall fliot fo 
plentifully, as caufed the Gallies to difpute at 
a farther diftance, where fhooting as it were at 
rovers with their long Cafhee Pieces (not ad¬ 
venturing to come to a nearer Fight) for the 
{pace of eight hours made (as reported) about 
eight thoufandihot, with little or no execution; 
fothat the Captain-Pafha made his fign of 
Retreat, and forfook the Engagement, as be¬ 
ing too dangereous and difficult an Enterprife. 
But better fuccefs had the Turks the next 
month at Sca againft Captain Georgia, an old 
andfubde Pirate,who for many years had vex¬ 
ed and pillaged^ioc only the Turks, but Chri- 
ftians on all Ifles of foe Archipelago : great for¬ 
tune he had in taking Turkilh Saiks and Veflels; 
and fome of them confiderably rich, and when 
that prey failed him, or was fcarce, he purfued 
his game on the fhore, from whence he often 
carried men, women, and children into Ha- 
very, and oft-times had the fortune of confi¬ 
derable Booty. The Iflands which lay open 
and ungarded were his common Rendezvous, 
where the. men attended his fcrvice, and the 
women his luft.

Forces, which in’.th? Sinomer leafon made 
their Rendezvous, at. Scio. But at; length the 
Captaiii-Pafha with the whole Turkifh Ar- 
mata bring at Scio, and with him three Shi jds 
of Tripoli, advice came that Captain Georgia 
liad not forlakcn his little lfles, but was there 
careening his fmall Fleet which confided of two 
Ships-and a Brigantine; hereupon the Tripo- 
Ides were commanded out to encounter the 
Enemy, whom the next day they found fo. 
fenire and negligent, that he dilcpvered not 
his Foes before they were ready to attaque him. 
The Captain Pafha alfo fearing that the Tripo- 
lefes w ere not of fufficient Force to encounter fo 
valiant and expefibneed a Commander, both 
to make the Enrerprize the more eafie and 
certain, and to gain rhe reputation of that bufi- 
nefi to nimfelf, weqt out in perfon with all his 
tallies. The Tripolefes had began to fire on 
Captain Georgia before the Palha came in to 
their afliftance, but it falling calm, and the 
Ships not able to joynm a nearer fight, gave 
way for the Gallies, which being above fifty 
in number, overpowered the Chriftians on all - 
dies; howfoever, the two Ships defended them- 
felves againtt all this Force, until the Captain 
himfeitbeing killed, his own Ship furrendred, 
but fo lhattered, that Ihe was Jcarce able to 
Cipttin fwim above water; This Ship being over- 
Georgio fome, the Turks boarded the other, com- 
ttken b) t'* manded by Captain dt Lefcafes, who feeing no 
Turks, remedy to avoid being taken, he leaped into 
his Boat, and blew up his Ship; howfoever 
cduld not efcape his defliny, lor having his 
Arm broke, he became a prey and a Have to 
his Enemy. 

The News of this V i&ory was celebrated 
with fo much the more joy, by how much 
this perfon was feared and hated, and was not 
only a fob j eft of rejoycingto the Turks, but 
alfo to the Chriftians, whole Parents and Rela¬ 
tions this Corfairc had pillaged and enflaved; 
fothat the Inhabitants of the Archipelago for 
the moll part were pleafed with the revenge, 
and promifed more fecurity and quietnels to 
their open Coafts. With no lels triumph was 
this News polled to the Grand Signior, who 
rewarded the Meffenger with two thoufand 
Dollars gratuity, andcaufed demonltrations of 
joy to be made through the whole Court* fo 
dreadful was grown the Name of fo inconfide- 
rable a perfon, in refpeft of the greatnels of 
the Ottoman Empire. 

But the fuccefs of this advantage did not 
heighten the courage of the Captain Palha to 
that pitch, as to make him more bold with 
the Venetian Armata; for in the month of 
July having great Recruits of Men and Provi- 
fions to land,and hearing that the Venetians lay 
before Ganea, having fortified a Rock, called 
St. T idoro, at the mouth of that Port, he rc- 
lolvcd for Retirn ; but purfuits, or intelli- 
gcr.ce of the Enemies being in the way, or his 
own fears Hill prevented him, until at length

ijcord^lace, far diflant from the City of Candia, 
and" the way thither by land rticky, and al- 
moft unpayable for Beafts of Burden; howfo¬ 
ever, the Men and Ammunition were there 
landed with that halle and expedition, that in 
Ids ihan thirty ihours* time the Captain Palha 
w^ aRain upon'hisi xiturnfor Srw, leaving thd 
Sbulmery, and'the Ammunition he had dif- 
barkedto finda.paflage through the Rocks 
and Mountains.- At which rhe Vizier was fo 
difolcafedi thaihfcffiht the Captain Palha this 
Meffage, That the next time he lhould for¬ 
bear to bring farther fupplies,. until he could 
find a more commodious Port wherein to land 

them* ;■ 

hi this mannet the Marine Affaita pafled this 
year at Sea, the Turkilh Fleet having, betides 
other fuccours, tranfported Ibrahim Pafha of 
Datnafcus with eight hundred Spahees unto. 

Candia , whom we mentioned formerly to have 
been Palha of Grand Cairo-, and married to. 
the .Grand SignioPs Sifter ; and being one with 
whom 1 had a former acquaintance, and who 
was a great friend to the Englifh Nation, l 
made him a vifit as he pafled through^ 

Smyrna. 

Whilft thefe matters were tranfa&ing at Sea,' • 

On the 7 th of January arrived the new Provedi- 
tor General "Bernardo Nani, and Sergeant Ge¬ 
neral Muteo Matei with five hundred Foot, font 
by the Pope, who gave licence for deftru&ion 
of fome Monafteries, whofe Orders were judged 
lefs neceflary in the Venetian State, that their 
Revenue might be applied to the fervice of this 
War; after Arrival of which fuccours, a ge-; 
neral Muller was-made of the whole Garrifon, 
and the number thereof reckoned to amount 
unto eight thoufand fighting Men; though 
foon afterwards continual a£tion and exploits 
of War decimated the number, and many of 
the brave Commanders being taken offj 
every tenth man. perifhed, and rendred the 
place in a condition which required continual 
fupplies. 

For many and various were the attempts 
and a&ions performed on both fides under the 
Wails of Candia ; and firlt the Turks began to 
make appear a Battery which they had railed 
on the tide of the Lazaretto, which fo offended 
tho Port, that there was no harbour or accefs. 
for Veflels. On the contrary to which, by 
the Fort of St Andrea another Battery was 
raffed, which offended Tramata very much, 
i which was another fmall harbour, capable only 

to receive Boats or Barks* the paffage to which j 

was fo annoyed now by the Enemies Cannon, I 

that no Veffel could go in or out, unlefs in the 
Night, and that too with fome difficulty and 

The Turks gaining advantage on the fide of 
St. Andrea , applied their whole llrength and mike their 
diligence to that part; and one dark Night pafage by 

} >afling undifeovered along the Seas, they filent- • rtAjldr<J ' 
y fixed a Cord to the Palifade of St Andrea , 
arid with an Engine llrained it fo violently, that f ! 

they tore away feveral of the main Stakes of 3 

the Work without being perceived by the = 

Centinels, who paid for that negleft with the 
price of their lives; upon which fuccefs they i 

continued to advance their lines on that fide, !j 

which Marquefs Villa perceiving, refolved to 
hinder by fome valiant fallies. And firft two 
hundred brave men fele&edout of feveral Re¬ 
giments, 
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giments, conducted by Sergeant Major Motta, 
iflued out froiii Pahigra , and taking their way 
' along the Sea, bravely mixed with the Turks, 
nude brtbe anc *- P ut to ; and though the Alarm 
cbriftwisd^e^oS ^ brought a Concourfe of Turks from 
all parts of the Camp, yee the Chriftians flood 
fo ftpucly to it, that they ftruck a terror to 
their Enemies, and once forced them to a Re¬ 
treat within their Trenches; and at length, 
after they had overthrown certain Redoubts 
and Traverfes, they gave back, with good or¬ 
der, returning with Vhlory and Glory; which 
bravery the Captain General acknowledged to 
all, and encouraged in the common Souldiery 
with a Prefent of fifty Zechins. This fuccefs 
nave the befieged opportunity to finifh their 
Platforms which they had raffed on the fide of the 
Pitch adjoining to the Bulwark of St. Andrea , 
on which they planted two pieces of Cannon 
which carried fifty pound Bullet a piece; 
which much difturbed the Enemies Traverfes; 
Howfoever, the Turks with indefatigable pains; 
and invincible patience battered the little Tower' 
of Priuli, the Curtain, and Revelin of Sc. 
Andrea , and employed all their power and at¬ 
tention to fill the Ditch with Faggots, Earth • 
and other Rubbilh. 

On the 19 th of Fdr/eary, after the Chriftians 
had firft made a Breach on the Enemies Re¬ 
doubt, which confronted the Revelin of St. 
Andrea , and fpirangfive Mines one after the 
other, a fecond Sally was midc by a confide- 
rable Body of the befieged, confining of two 
hundred French and Savoyards, three hundred 
Italians, two hundred Germany and a hun- 
Another dred and twenty horfemeh ,7 who iflued forth 
silly. with that Gallantry, that driving the Turks 
under Covert, advanced for within tneir Works, 
with which Demonftration of honour the Cap¬ 
tain-General, being fatisfied, they made the 
fmoke which was a Signal for their'Retreat; fo 
that returning vi&onous without much lois, 
that day was remarkable,and numbred amongft 
the other days which were eftcemed fuccefsful 
and fortunate in that Siege. ’ ' 

Howfoever, the' Turks with- admirable pa¬ 
tience and aiEduicy crept forward by their- 
Traverfes, and help of their great foot on the 
Baftion oi Sti Andrea, which whilft A'gafiine 
ne. Adjutant of Marquefs Vtlla, confi- 
. he was taken off by a Cannon Bullet-; 
and yet the Turks could not advance fo foft, 
but that the Engineer Maupafan $p.ve fome re-; 
tacdmenc to their progrefe- 'by 'firing a Mine, 
which overthrew taro of their ■■ Redoubts, and 
afforded them new work to'repait them and 
the adjoining Traverfesi i-- ■ " f . .3 

This was the prefent ffota of- the mfferabie 
Candia, when the Duke of Savoy recalled' -hft 
Subjeft Marqueft Villa from his honourable 
Mtrquefs employment ; and a Ship,^ tailed Alexander the 
Villa re- Great, - by appointment of the Venetian Senate 
taw mw arrived at 'Standia to tranfpott him and his 
y * -Family, ta Venite\ fo that ctrthc ti oi'Afrii 
accompanied to Trapiata bp^allLthe principil 
Officers of die .Garrifon, he embarked in or- 
derto his Voyage, whole pkee was about two 
Months after, iupplied by the- Marquefs St. 
Andrea Mojubrun* a Nobleman oi France,mth 
whom theVenetian Ambaffadour at Paris, by 
order, of chat Republick, had prevailed to take 
bpon Him the. defence and protedbon of that 
deplorable City, reduced now almofttoits ulti-

might induce the Dukeof Savoy to rccal the i/y\J 
worthy Govemour from this glorious adlion. 

Some fay, that thofe who were emulous of his 
glory procured his revocation; Others, that 
the Marquefs ■ himfelf drifted it; and that C aufa cf 
finding.the Forces of the Town to decline, and AUrquefs 
the Turks to encroach and penetrate daily into Villah ir- 
the innermoft parts of ftrength, he was defirons, 
after fo long a Sic-ge, to return with untainted 
glory • or perhaps weary of a Siege fo tedious 
and perilous, he might driire to retire, having 
performed fufficient already in his own perfon, 
and enough to make all Chriftendom his 
Debtors and Admirers. So that I cannot but 
reproach thofe tongues and pens, which in 
report and writings attribute the caufe of Mar- 
queCs Villa’s .retirement to certain juft occaficns 
of difeontent given him by the Captain Gene¬ 
ral Francefco Morofini, who, envious of his 
Fame and a&ions, and unwilling to have a 
cpnfharer with him in his honours, did ufually 
thwart his Counfels and Propofals; and more 
particularly contemned a Redoubt which Mar¬ 
quefs Villa had built, arid of which he had a 
tinguiar efteem. Yet that Morofini might evi¬ 
dence the' unfufficiency- thereof, ’ris reported 
that he wrote.a Letter to the Vizier, to aflault 
that Redoubt ; for if he did, he promifed to 
afford him,opportunity to take it, by with¬ 
drawing all Forces from thence; which Letter 
it is laid,, was betrayed to Marquefs Villa, and 
brought to hjs Hands, which he with great pru¬ 
dence and mhderation diffembled until the 
hour of his departure, and then produced it 
to the aftonifhmcnt and fhame of Morofini. 

To this patriqular . I give the lefs belief, bc- 
caufc I. find ,ic,wrote in a Journal of this Seige 
by a perft?n who was a great Favourer of the 
‘and willing to (hare the intire glory 
tp that N^uo'u, and the mifearriages to the 
Italian. \Vhatfoever might be the motive to 
Marquefs W//tf - to perfwade his return, is un- 
certain • howfoever, it is reported, that being 
arrived ja t Zani. in his way to Venice x and there 
meeting a ftrong Convoy bound for Candia, 
with recruits of -Men, and plenty of provifions. 

He conceived hew thoughts of the greatnefs of 
the Republick; and beholding alfo with what 
vigpur arid vigilance they attended to the con- 
fervation of that place, he began to teftifie 
fome remorfe. and diflarisfoaion for having 
abandoqed.fi Charge which rendred his Fame 
gr^t thrpiJgh. .the World,; and the continua¬ 
tion of ^wmcftfobouK being crowned with-that 
filc^fs wfnicn his courage and conduft merited, 
might;f|aVe 'brought a BIrifingto all Chriften- 
dom, and'gctpetuated his honour and glcry 
toi all poflqrily. . The Marquefs being arrived 
tovVenift received; with the ufual Cere- 
m^niesgapff -^onours from the Publick, and 
being - ^nrrpducpd, . after private Audiences,

The Senace,that they might teffifie theeftcem 
they entertained of the perfon of Marquefs 
Villa , preletited him witha Bafon of Gold 
valued at fix thouiand Ducats, together with a 
Patent recounting at large the many famous 
Exploits which he had performed itt their Ser¬ 
vice, which they expreffed witha ftilefo ge¬ 
nerous and obligmgias maVfcrve for * Record 
to tranfmic the fame of his Merits to all 
Pofterity. . 

Marquefs Fiik being departed from Candu, 
the Captain-General recalled all his Forces from 
divers pans of the Archipelago, which, he had 
fent thither with the Soldiers wounded in the 
Iaft Battle i and being returned , they brought 
with them great numbers of Pioniers and Work- 
i men, to labour in the Fortifications and Mines: at

of Marquefs Villa, wanted nothing of the vi¬ 
gilance and arcumfpe&ion of his Predeceflour; 

Abd therefore in the firft place having vifited 
all the Forts* Out-works, and Retrenchments 
of the Town!, ordered what wasneceffary for 
repair of the breaches, and amended what was 
deficient in the moft diftrefied Fortifications. 

And though the Turks fired a Mine the 1 %th 
of Aitgufl at tbfe point of the Fort St. Andrea, 
which made a mdft dangerous breach j yet ie 
Wdsfo Valiantly defendediand fo Ipcedily repair¬ 
ed, that the Enetoy gained little or no advan¬ 
tage, and all by the ejttraordibary diligence of 
das, Marqiftfs St. Andrea, who palled whole 
qiotiths without uncloathing himfelf 5 and as 
Sis nights wette: without fleep, fo his days con- 
fumed without repofe, applying himfelf perfo- 
nally to all places where was moft of danger, es¬ 
pecially at tfife, Fott of St .Andrea, where he took 
nphis cdnfi&pt Qgarteis. . ; : . 
v TheTtfrksROw daily prefling the Town moire

; The Turk,approaching daily nearer, with 
their Works, inlefted very muebche paflageot 
yeflelsto the Town, andlhoc fo diredly into 
the Port, that no Ship, Galley, or Bark could 
remain manySecurity from their Cannon ;. W 
remedy which, a fmadl Redoubt was raifedat 
Tramta, which being well and ftrongly fortified 
ferved 
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1668. ferved for a final 1 Port, ufider the fljeltcr of 
txV\J which the lefler Vefiels found fome protc£h‘on, 
and was of great relief to the diftrefied City. 
About this time the Popes Gallics wich thofe of 
Malta arrived, commanded by Fra. Vincenx.o 
Roffiglioji, the Popes Nephew,’who having not 
brought a greater number of people than what 
ferved to man their Gallies, they were not 
able to fpare many for defence ol the 
Town: 

The long continuance of this Siege, and the 
fame thereof noiled through the whole World, 
moved the heroickand gallant Spirits of our

lome being moved by a principle of vain-glory, 
proceeding from the brisknelsof a youthful and 
aery Spirit, and others from the fenfc of De¬ 
votion and fervour towards Religion; amongft 
which none were more forwardthan fomc Gen¬ 
tleman of the French Nation,; as namely Mon- 
lieur LaFueillade, aim. Duke of Roane a., with 
some the Count Sr. Pad, a young Cavalier, to for- 
ceZ^nen, ward which delign, taking firft the Licence 
Alventu- and Benedidfion of their Ring, they appointed 
rers for their Rendezvous at Toton,, where they lifted 
honour, two hundred Gentleman, Cadets or younger 
GwcTa a ‘ Prathers, who went in queft of Honour, and j 
ia * nor of Pay, with four hundred ordinary S011I- 
diers who expeded their maintenance from the 
bounty of their Leaders. The chief of whom 
was Monfieur La FueillaJe, and his Lieutenant 
the Chevalier De Trefmes. 

Their whole Body was divided into four 
Bridgades. 

The firft commanded by Count St. Paul 
The fecond by the Duke Di Cardtfoujfe. 

The third by the Count De Villa Maw. . 
And the; fourth by the Duke De Cheateau 
Thy. 

W hen thefe Perfons of Honour and Courage 
arrived at Candia, they found the City hardly 
befec, and reduced to a ftrait and difficult con¬ 
dition; for the Turks were advanced fo near to 
the-Fort of St. Andrea , that the Souldicrs with¬ 
in and without could cuofs their Muskets, and 
reach Tobaco one to the other: howfoever this 
breach was fo well repaired with a good Palif- 
fado fortified with feveral Bonnets, aud a 
double Retrenchment on rhe Baftion, it felf, 
and a third Retrenchment of fquared'froqe with¬ 
al, that the courage of the Bcfiegcd being no¬ 
thing abated by the many and furious affauits of 
the Enemy, the Town ftill remained in a de- 
fenfible poflure, and ftill capable with goodSuc- 
cours and Supplies to yield matter of imploy- 
ment for feveral, years to the Ottoman Forces. 
Thefe worthy Champions, as I faid, being arri¬ 
ved, moved’ with the fenfe of Religion, and 
defire of glory to themfelves, challenged the 
priviledgeof mounting the Guard of St. Andrea ; 
but that being already prcpoflefled by the 
Knights of Malta and other Officers of the place, 
was refilled to them. Howfoever the Captain- 
General Morojini was plea fed to gratifie them 
wich the Guard of a fir.aii Chapel over that 
Baftion on the right hand ot the breach, 
a place of no lefs darner, and there¬ 
fore of no lefs honour man the other; 
wich which the Cavaliers being fatisfied, Mon¬ 
fieur St. Paul mounted the Guard one day at fix 
a clock in the morning,/ and continued there 
viril the fame hour of • the day following; 


during which time he loft his Major Dupre and a668^ 
Monfieur De Marenvalyhc latter of which had ^ 
his brains knocked out with fo violent a blow 
of a great foot, that fome’pieces of his skull 
dangeroufiy wounded the Sienrs De Cbarnilly 
and De Lore, who were near to him : and more 
malicioufiy did the Turks ply the ftations ot 
thefe new-come Gucfts than any others, throw¬ 
ing Bomboes, Granadocs, Stink-pots, and other 
forts of artificial Fire without ccllation into their 
Quarters, notwithftanding which, this young 
Prince and Monfieur La Fueillade expofed them¬ 
felves like common Souldiers, animating 
their men more with their example than their 
words. 

And now by this time by fo many Works 
and removals.of Earth, by fo many Travcrfes 
and Mines under ground, and throwing up 
the caverns and bowels of the Earth into the 
Air, the foil became fo brittle, crumbling, and 
as it were fandy, and like afhes, that it ieemed 
not capable longer enduring of the Pick-ax or 
thcShovel, and was fo porous, that die light of 
fome Mines glimmering into the others Traver- 
fes, eafily difoovered each others Mines, where¬ 
by it became equally a trade and cuftom cofteai 
Powder. Howfoever- rhe Venetians fo clofely r£ . ch,i. 
worked with thofe. Props and Arts, that they fihso^,- 
formed a confiderable Mine, which on ehe firft t,lr0TO * 
oiDtcember they fprang with fo much fucccfs, b f nerj ft 
that they wholly overthrew a Battery of the the Turts ’ 
Turks directed againft St. Andrea, and buried 
all their Cannon. 

But thefe French Gallants intended not from 
the firft of their defign to make this War their 
Trade, or the Town of Candia their place of 
habitation, but as Paflengers or Pilgrims, whole 
fouls are a&ive, and hare idlenefs, to give the 
World fome proofs of thefr Valour, and foa- 
way: wherefore La Fueillade their General . 
prefled Morojini to give leave, that he and his 
Fellow-Souldiers might make a Sally, and en¬ 
ter into the Enemies Trenches, fo as to yield a 
divertifemeoc to thofe on the Walls, and per¬ 
form that Aftion and Enterprife for which they 
had.defigned and undertaken this Voyage: of 
which fome of them were fo impatient, that 
they would not expeCt Orders for their Sally, as 
the Chevaiier De Treftnes, who alone entred 
into the Enemies Works, and returned with his 
Sword all bloody ; at which La Fueillade his 
Commander was .fo incenfcd, that he reproved 
him with this Ihort reprehenfion, / would as 
gladly fee a Butcher as you. Others by this ex¬ 
ample fcarce refrained from, the like; amengft 
which Monfieur De VilleFrancke drew a Turk 
by force from his Trench , and brought him 
to the foot of the Baftion ; but there he was 
forced to quit his Prize, for being (hot in the 
Leg with a Piftol-bullet, foon after dyed of the 
wound ; By thefe examples the Commanders 
feeing.it impofiible to reprefs or abate the met¬ 
tle of thele vigorous Spirits, their bridle waS 
taken off, aha licence given to make their cx- 
curfion; fo that all things being ordered and 
contrived for a Salh^ before break of day in 
the morning they fiUhtlv iftiicd forth, and leap- As t :lh . 
ing into rhe Enemies Quarters, valiantly ming- 7 f-trZh 
led with them, cutting and hewing down all 
before them-, their Banner was a Crucifix car¬ 
ried in the Front by Father Paul a Camich'n 
Fryer, who little regarding thofe who folk wed 
* him, proceeded with his Enfign as unconcerned, 
as if he had been in Proceflion; which fo ani- 
L> d 2 mated 
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1668. mated the Sculdiery, that like men conduced 
V'-y-'O bv miracle, they broke through the grofs Bo¬ 
dy of the Enemies Force : and fo violent they 
were in their combatCj and fo intent to thek 
bufinefs, that they neither obferved the multi¬ 
tudes of the Enemy which came upon them, 
nor the fignal of their Commander for a Re¬ 
treat ; until at length difeovering their danger, 
thev made fpeed with fome difordcr to return, ' 
having loft an hundred and twenty Gentlemen 
in this rencounter, whofe heads being cut off 
(as the cuftom of the Turks is) were pitched up¬ 
on the Pikes end, and ranked before the door 
of the Viziers Tent, amongft which the head of 
theMarquefs Doradoiir did beyond all the others 
draw the eyes of the Turks, who admired the 
clcarncfs of his complexion, and fairnefs of 
the hak; which being breaded in treflesfor the 
more convenience in fighting,' made death it | 
fclf beautiful, and was at the fame time both 
his Enemies glory and their compaffion. The 
French having thus evaporated their fury with 
this Phlebotomy, there net remaining above 
two hundred and thirty after this Sally of all 
thofe fix hundred brought into Candia , Mon- 
ficur La Fueillade with his reliques departed: at 
which cim<;the whole ftrength of the Town con- 
fifted of about feven thonland ftranger Souldi- 
ers, four thoufand Inhabitants, and two thou¬ 
fand Savoyards, which was too weak aGarrifon 
to tefiftfo potent an Enemy, fo formally and 
flrongly incamped, unlefs fupplied with new Re¬ 
cruits. Wherefore the Dukes of Brunfn>ic\ and 
Lunenburg mindful of their Chriftian Brethren 
in this diftreffed Siege, contributed three Regi- 
rbt Dais ments towards their relief, confiding in all of 
of lirunf- three thoufand three hundred men. The firft 
wkk uii.l U ndcr Count iValdecf-, the fecond under Molle- 
Limen- and the third under Count Radesfeld. 

Iona to They made their Mufler firft at Verona , and 
r litvt imb.irking at Venice the iftth of March , on the 

Candia. 1 2t/j of May 1 669. they arrived at Candia. 
Thefe valiant Souldiers defiring to eafe the long 
belieged Companies, demanded the Guards of 
Salionera and St. Andrea *, which being by this 
time become hot and dangerous Qations, were 
not dilputed with that heat of honour as for¬ 
merly, but were eafily yielded to the frefh and 
new-come SouIdiery. Many now and various 
were the aliaults which the Enemy made up¬ 
on the Town, hoping to carry it by . dint o{ 
Sword j but the Chriftians unweariedly main¬ 
tained their valour and courage, and par¬ 
ticularly die Lunenburghers, whole gallantry 
delcrvcd its due praife and reward. Their 
o.:,,, General Count PValdecl^vjhilff he undauntedly 
Wai;!eck incouraged his men, and openly expofed him- 
f lit fclf on die Works, received a mortal wound, 
of which foon afterwards he dyed} but be¬ 
fore he expired, lie aflembled together his 
Fellow Souldiers, and incouraged them in the 
Holy canfc rhev were come to maintain, 
giving them as a Farwel-Sermon, inftru&ions, 
and pei fwafive arguments to a godly life, and 
having confclled his owns fins in the prefence 
of them all, he refigne<Lhis fpirit into the 
hands of his Creator, leavmg not only his own 
Forces, bur the whole Town difconfolate for 
die lofs of fo able a Commander. 

And now the time of year approaching,where- 
i the Town cxpe£tcd its ulrimate Relief, and 
die Union of all the Princes of Chriftendom for 
railing the Siege, which had continued for the*i 
fpace no w of about two years; the valiant Chri¬ 


ftians 'foil of hopes, daily animated each other, t 6 6 8. 
calling thek eyes to Sea-ward, promiled a re- 
ward to the firft Defcryer of the long defired 
Fleet. The Turks alfo being advifed of the 
expe&cd Succours, rcfolved.it poftible to per¬ 
forin the bufinefs deGgned before their arrival ; 
and thereupon made one of the greateft affaults 
that ever was yet given to the Town, in which 
though the Gnriftians behaved themfelves with 
all valour imaginable, yet the Turks ftiU gain¬ 
ed farther footing and advantage. And now 
it fared with the Town after every ftorm, as it 
doth with a phyfical body after every acceffion 
of a Feaver, wmch though it intermits for fome 
time, yet it leaves the Patient always more 
weak and debilitated than before. Wherefore 
the Chriftians increafing in care and diligence, 
the Captain-General difarmed feveral of his 
Gallies to fupply the Town with what Force he 
could poffibly contribute, and the Engineers 
imployed theii^brains for deftruftion of the 
Enemy, fo that they fell again to their Mines, 
and (prang one which took good effeft ; foon 
after they (prang feven others after which four . f 
more near the Revelin of St. Sfirito, which M 
blew up many Turfes, ruined their Lodgings, &,dfixtj 
and buried one of their Batteries: thefe alfo sacis of 
were followed by another. Mine of an hundred Z 0 "/? 
andfixty Sacks of Powder, which took its way y£cbri. 
between St. Andrea and the Revelin of St. Spi- anSm 
rito with extraordinary execution and violence^ 
tlirowing up that vaft quantity of Earth and 
Timber, that it not only overwhelmed the 
Enemy in the neighbouring Trenches, but over¬ 
threw a Battery of three Pieces of Cannon, 
which the Turks had railed on the Revelin of \ 
St . Andrea', yet all this ferved to increafethe 
heat and Airy of the Enemy rather than abate 
it} for they imagining this to be the ultimate 
force and the laft blaft of the expiring Fortrefs, 
plyed their aflaults with the more fury and 
madnefs, preffing forward the crowds of the 
Souldiery collected lately in Villages, and the 
Januaries newly created taken from the Pjough 
to be matter and fuel for the Chriftians 
Pqwder. .... 

Winter now approaching, and the Vizier 
refolving. to quarter a fecond year under the 
Walls of Candia, began to provide againft the 
weather, and refolved to lye ftill until the 
Spring‘fhould renew the time for a&ion, but 
never intermitted his imploy merit of plying con- 
ftantly his Batteries, and fhooting Bomboes 
into the Town. In the mean rime theBefieg- 
ed being, animated by their new additional 
Forces, whofe fpirits alfo were high, and de- 
firous of a&iori ; the Commanders thought it 
not policy to fupprefs the heat and mettle of 
thek courage ^ the beginning, but gave way 
to the Souldiers propofition of a Sally, which 
was effe&ed in the month of December with no fhy ckri- 
bad fuccefs. For the Chriftians furprifing the 
Turks unawares, little dreaming of any fuch B r 
defign, fell in amongft them on the fide of Sa- nera. 
bionera , where they took a Battery, difmeunt- 
ed ana fpiked the Cannon, with the lofs of 
the Duke of Candid, being {hot in the breaft 
with a Musket-bulier, of the Turks near three 
thoufand were killed, amongft whom was 
Benelee the Sampfongibafhee or Major General 
of the Januaries, and Katirgi- Ogle Pafha of 
Canea, whom we havealready mentioned, and 
fo returned with Triumph into the Town. 

This Katirgi Ogle vjbich fignifies the Son of a 
Mulatier, 
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166 8. Mulatier, was formerly a common Thief, who : 
robbed on certain Mountains near Antioch in 
Pifidia , called Ockjbaher, which now have j 
Katirgi- their names from him: and being a couragi- 
°s'f tis ous man and fortunate, drew a confiderable 
midlife number of Mifcreants from all parts to follow 
him in his Enttrprifes. His prOfeffion was not 
to rob Caravans or Merchants travelling in 
their honeft imployment; but Knight-Errant- 
likeptetendcd to tevenge die injuries and abufes ; 
of his Country by-the unjuft and corrupt Mini- 
fters, whom for robbing and dpprefllng the 
^people, he efteemed it Jriftice and Vestue to, 
deprive of thek ill gotten Wealth. In which 
Trade he gained fubh Riches and Power, that 
at length he came to Scutari;, from whence 
acquainting the Grand Signict df the abufes | 
of his Officers, and his owncourfe of living j 
was upon promifes of duty arid fubmiffion re-; 
ceived into Grace and ftivonr, arid not oiily ! 
obtained pardob, but preferment. For the.I 
Grand Signior difeovering .ill him a fpirit of j 
much reidlution and braVety ferlt him unto 
Candia, and Conferred dri him the Paffia- 
luck of Cam* 3 in which on all occa- 
fions he comported himfelf with rnuch 
bravery, dying dt laft before the Walls of 
Candia. 

Various were the Sallies arid Conflicts the 
Chriftians made upon the Turks towards the 
end of this Year} one of which, after that ; 
foregoing, was made by Mafquefs Villa, WH6 , 
with a thoufand two hriridtM rrieri fell iri 
upon the Turks. Trenches, frhere he had fo 
good fuccefs, that he brifught bAck wfth 
him a hundred Turks heads, which he planted’ 
on the Walls. 

The Turks alfo as they bad made ftrong 
-Aflaults, arid gained on the Fort of St. Andrea 
to the Eaft, fo they undauntedly preffed Fdr- 
wards on the Baftion of Sabiosera to the Weft, ; 
with a Foriceof: ten thoufand meh, liavihg the I 
advantage of three Batteries, edch confiding qf; 
tie r«rii ^n pieces of Ordnance. The nekt Nislit the ; 
ftom three Turks gave a gftierdl Affdttlt with all tlieir , 
Bafiions at Foraes to the Baftionsof P&nigra, Sabionera,, 
me ' and St. Andrea, arid the great Tort St. Depie- 
trim ; bur the Befieged were armed with all 
caution ahd vigilance againft furprife, and with ! 
that Condu£t and Valour, that tfaeygave the j 
Enemy three Gallant Repulfes with much, 
daughter and confufion; but yet this fueefs was 
ditrilnifhed by the lofs df the Coriric de Metre, 
ah experienced Verietian Souldief, who, after 
proofs of an invincible Valonfi loft his life in 
defence of* the Ghriftrao Caiifel But not long 
after the Mafqricfs Cormiro, arid the Baton 
Spar arriving with a Recruit of three thoufarid J 
Men, as if they intended to requite the Turks 
laft Affaults, made fo refolute and fofnceefsful 
a Sally, that they left above two thoufand In¬ 
fidels,dead upon the - place, with: aOonfiderable 
nuxnbcr of thek Officers.

The St Ate of Affairs in the 

7urkijh Court , arid 1 other Tarts 
of the Empire during the War 
in Can-dia, 


B U T whilft we are in relation of the 
Wars abroad, we mud not forger 
the proceedings of Affairs at home. 

The Grand Signior now weary of his 
repofe and aboad in his Seraglio at Adrianople, 
and impatient of the delays in his Affairs it 
Candia, judged it as well agreeable to the pre- 
fent convenience of his Empire, as to his own 
humour, to feat himfelf in fome place of 
nearer diftancefrom Candia, chan his prelent 
ahead; from whence by his prefence add au¬ 
thority, his Army might with better expedi¬ 
tion be fripplied with all neceffaries of War and 
provifion/ After various Arguments about the 
Choice of the place, Larijfa was fixed upon, a 
City anciently renowned for Antiquity and 
Plenty. And thatthe Court might riot abound T te femte 
With unneceffary Attendants 5 the Queen Mo- Court pent 
ther, and Hafahf. Sultana, with all the Ladies "Conftan* 
of their Retinue, We're fent to Constantinople, tin0 P le - 
-a policy pethapi to amufe the minds pf the 
people, and aftofd them An occafion of dif- 
courfe, and hbpes that the Grand Signior him* 
felf might fliortly follow; But before the de¬ 
parture of 'this Female Court, the difpofal of Tte fani- 
the Grand Signior’s Brothcfs was moved and f" ies f Vfp 
queftioned.by the Janiferies, who having long TJeVof 
fince been jrialous and doUbrfol of their lafccy, tie L\Lm 
did d«fiandj thAt the protedVion and cuftpdy Brothers . 
of them fhould be committed to the Queen 
Mother*,who willingly ftceived the Charge, 
and gAve fecurify by Hoget to defend and pre- 
ferve them from all jprivatfe Treachery, or 
publick Attempts with the lame tendeinels and 
• rare as fhe fhould her own life, or the life of 
her Son. In this manner thefe Princes and 
-Prineeffes departing, made a folemn and mag¬ 
nificent .entrance into Conflantinople. The 
chief of the CaVAlcade was Kul-ogli , the Grand 
Signiors Mofayp, or Favourite, attended with - 
A hundred afid fifty Pages in' Coats of Hdale, 
and Sa'tteh Vefts 5 in orie Coach was t he Valedi 
Sultana bi the -Qnerii 0 Mbther, in. VtBe 
next was the Sultana, or the Gjcand 
Signior’s Queen, in the thifd' were die Bro¬ 
thers, in the fourth was the. young ‘Prince} or 
the Grand Signior’s .Son, after came the 
. Coaches of nriiore ordinary . LAdies attended 
with about a hundred and fifty blAck Eunuchs, 
in Veftsof white Satten. ; " 

The Gtand Signior alfo preparing for his 
jbumey to Ldrijfa , pitched his Tents without 
the City; from whence one day viewing round 
the Camp from a Jardac, or Tent, elevated 
above the reft, he' erpied‘ With a Profpeftive 
Glafs a certain perfon taking Tobacco in his 
Tent, whilftaSlaverubbed hig Legs: His At¬ 
tendants not able or willing upon his Demands 
to inform him who he was, he fent an Officer Tt f Grand 
to make Enquiry, who returned with Anlivcr, s M” ior r , 
that it was Ibrihim Aga, the Kahya or Steward tub to - 
to the Chimacam, and iri efteft Cbirracam bacco. 

himfelf. 
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I 6 6 8. h'mfclf, having a great fhare in the mannage- 
*^-yment of Affairs; but the finoke had like to 
have fmotheted him auffall his Fortunes; for 
this Grand Signiot;, who is as great an Enemy 
ia.it as'-Kingl^ftkirAwds, or Sultan Monty would 
liavc ..made him {tire Sacrifice to that In- 
ccnl'e,' had not thofe' prefent interceded for 
him j who with' the' Cnimacam’s own media¬ 
tion, and the coft of fifty Putfes, or five 
and cwcuty thoufand Dollars, ranfomed his Life. 

The Sultan being arrived at Larifa , News 
An Ambjf- came Q f t h e near approach of the Excellentiffi- 
frlm Vc- mo Al'vife tk Mi/lino, Ambaflador from the 
ike. Vcnctian Rcpublick, with propofitions of peace. 

But the Turks before they would- admit the 
Embafly, or the petfon which brought ir, to a 
nearer approach than a Days Journey from 
the.Court, would be refolvcd firft whether he 
.brought with him the Keys of Candia ; To 
which it was replied by the Interpreter, That 
he was not able to give them fatisfafltion in 
that particular, being but a mean and ordinary 
fervant, to whom the Secrets of State, and 
resolutions of great men were not committed; 
his Office being only to render faithfully the 
words and fence of his Matters, and not to 
enter into the private thoughts and Cabinet of 
their Counfels. To which the Chimacam 
* proudly and barbaroufly made anfwer,Go tell 
thy Mailer, thatunlHs he brings the Keys of 
Candia, thy head fliall pay for it. Andthac 
he {prefume not in petfon to approach nearer 
unto this Court., So the Ambaffadour re¬ 
mained at a diftance for fome weeks, and at 
length was transferred over to the Vizier at 
CXdiia ;, who heing more ready, to hearken to 
pi'opofkions, in ljQp.es by fome-overture or 
,diner, to hook in Candia, gave an eafie Audi¬ 
ence to the AmbafTador, and controverted 
feveral Article’s ahd PropoGtions with all free- 
dbril and patience! ' So that on the Venetians 
part, ,the Surrender f pf Sudd was offered, and' 
a Sum of mony, {i^ fompenfationof the War.! 
The Vizier on chip qther fide would: be conten¬ 
ted with nothing Ids than the Surrender of 
Ci/idja ; and. in lieu thereof to, grant a Licence 
to rebuild PaleoCaflro, an ancient., Fortrefs. 
But the Foirfcfs it fclf of Candid being the; 
prize and aim of both, nothing could be con- * 
eluded without that; fo that, the AmbafTador. 
. in’fine, dcclarcd\ plainly. That the City of 
Candid was maintained and defended by the • 
Arms of Foreign Princes, without whofe con- • 
lent It could not be , refigned y aiil-the reft qf j 
the Ilian J fhotiidibj'the reward <pf their bloud 1 
add labour, only.. Candid was capable of no 
Conditions,, but- what were impoled on it by ! 

force; of yArfps..' - ' ; 

TheVizici;, whofe honour could be felved;. 
and "the glory of the Ottoman Empire main -1 
rained, at no other rate chan the fubje&ion of 
Hand!a, would hearken to no other terms or 
propoiais; fo that'the Treaty broke off, and 
the Ambaffadour returned to Camay there to 
remain until farther, Overtures of an Accomo¬ 
dation ftould prefent. 

E,tr.d' L was now towards the depth of Winter 
:( .'when thiee men of War and a Fire-Ship, fent 
ir r f.,a bv'tlic mod Chriftian King, fleered up the 
lLri-’"* Wdlef'poiif with words and boaftings as full of 
Wind as their Sails; and being arrived at Con- 
Jl.unincfk, vaunting of their Force, as if fuffi- 
dicnc to fubduc the Turkifh Dominions; they 
- ' uttered certain rumors, that they were come to 


revenge the late .affront offered to their Mer- .1668. 
chants, to caufe that mony to be repaid,which 
in late and frequent Avanias had been extorted 
from their Nation; and to! renew their Capi¬ 
tulations with more advantageous terms. As 
namely. Thar rheir Cuftoms, from f be re¬ 
duced to 3 for Cent, as the Englifh, Dutch, 
and.Genoefa pay. Thatffheir King be treated 
by the Sultan with die equal Prefentsand Gifts, 
according to the Cuftom ufed with the Empe¬ 
ror; and that at all rimes interchangeably Am- 
baffadors be fent to refide in each others Do¬ 
minions; with other propofitions which lean¬ 
ed as extravagant to the Turks, as they ap¬ 
peared, to others" vain, and to have no founda¬ 
tion but in the report of the Vulgar. 

But that which was reported bv themoft ju¬ 
dicious concerning thefe Snips,was,Thathis moft 
Chriftian Majefty being made to underftand 
perfectly the affronts put on his Nation by the 
Turks; and not fully ferisfied (as is fuppofed) 
with the refpedt they had fhown to his Ambafla¬ 
dor at Conftantinofle, made it the chief Defign 
of his Ships to withdraw him from thence, fup- 
pofing it a lefs diminution to his honour, to 
nave the perfop of his Agent fubje&ed to af¬ 
fronts, than of his Ambaflador, to which (it 
was imagined) he might be obnoxious, in con¬ 
federation of thofe great fupplies, which were 
in the following year defigned for Candia. In 
whac manner foever the Turks deemed of this 
appearance of Men of War tohe£tor and 
brave them at their Imperial City, they did 
yet for the prefent cunningly diffemble die 
mattergiving the French fair Words , 
and what plenty of Provifions their oc- 
cafions did require. In what manner this 
Affair was tranfafled, I fliall noc adventure to 
relate, nor is it well or. certainly ’ known; Yet 
not long after came Orders for che Ambafla¬ 
dor to repair to the Court at Larifa ; and 
that undl the Grand Signior’s pleafure was far¬ 
ther known, the Ships of War, were to be 
detained. The Commander in chief, called 
Monfieur cC Altneras, was noc a. litde troubled 
to have his Ships thus erabargijpd, and labour¬ 
ing in his thoughts between the time limited in 
his Inftruftions by his Matter and the reftrainc 
by the Turks, he once bravely refolved to 
hazard his paflage through the Caftles 5 but 
procradling the execution thereof from day to 
day, even until the end of April ; at length 
Licence came for their departure, and Orders 
to repair unto Cola, near Larifa, there to take, 
an Ambaflador, or Agent, or Envoye from 
the Sultan to their King. For it Teems, the 
Vizier had intimated to the Grand Signior, 

That it was not time to difguft the French 
King, and to bring him under the notion of a 
declared and publick Enemy, or at leaft to irri¬ 
tate him fo far as might provoke him to; fend 
greater Forces, than perhaps he defigned the 
next year, for Candia : and that he ought to 
comply with the prefent conjundture, and falve 
that up for a rime, which he might afterwards 
open at his pleafure. . This counfel feeming The Grand 
reafonable to the Grand Signior, and agreeable 
to the prefent neceffity, he ordered fas 1 was 
credibly informed) a thoufand Dollars only to J t f tbe 
adorn his Ambaflador ; fo pitifully do the French 
Turks efteem of Chriftian Princes, and fo Kfng. 
highly do they value themfelves, as if a Mef- 
fage from them would be reverenced in 
Chriftendom as a favour, though brought by 
a Porter or a Slave. But the French Ambafla¬ 
dor 
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t -dor confidering tliisallowance too mean,aprq- 

Viflon for,a petfon qualified to appear before his 
w ^'r 4 after, did.(as it is faid)out of fits own.Purfe 
and generous. Soul contribute a far greater 
Sum,with tyjo Vefts of . Sables towards hisbejter: 
Equipage. In this manner the Sultan .diffembling 
an appearance of good courefcondence with , 
his Chriftian Majefly, dirpaafed away his, 
Dpvoye on the Ships of War, being a Perfon.

all the Forces by Sea, whether of French or 
other Nations. This Duke, like a couragious 
and brave Prince, thinking it little glory to 
command at Sea, where the Enemy was of an 
inferiour and unable Force to encounter him, 
did therefore defire Licence from his King to 
make tryal of his Fortune in the Field, where 
he might evidence his Valour in the face bt 
the Ir£dcls, and fignalize his Fame either by 
Death or Vidtory. The King, unwilling to 
hazard fo worthy a perfon of’.nis bloudoutof 
his-due Command in the rank of an ordinary 
SouUier, at fir ft denied his requdfts j but the 
Bope interceding for him, whofe General he 
was^vithholy Arguments,and devout Contem¬ 
plations ofMattyrdom^and glory ofdying forthe 
Chriftian Caufe, at length obtained a contrition 
from the King, who of himfelf was flexible to 
. fo pious a requefti-efteeming it unholy to deprive 
his Kinfman rither of die Palm ofa Martyr, or 
the Lawrd ofa Conqueror. 

TheSummer being come, and all things pro- Fkit }oQ r e 
Vided, theDuke afeended his Ship at Talon a/rotaTo- 
City in Prwtnee, the 6th. of June , Nerr-fyk, Ion. 
with about (even dioufand Land Souidieni, com¬ 
manded by the Duke of Navailles, with the 
Marfhals JLebret and Colbert , and feveral other 
! Worthies and Heroes of undaunted Courage, 
and arrived before the Town of Candia the igth. 
of the fame Month, having cafually encountrcd 
together in the Season the 17 tb. with fourteen 
Sail of Venetian Ships, laden with Horfe and 
Ammunition to mount the Troops, and relieve 
the Town; which happy encounter and fpeedy 
pafiage, feemed a happy Omen of the future 
fucceft. The appearance of this fuccour feem¬ 
ed to the Befitted as fent from Heaven, and 
adminiftred unto them new hopes and cou¬ 
rage? and the falutcs palled between the Town 
and the Fleet with the ufual Ceremonies^and all 
the imaginable teftimonies of joy and triumph. 

No fooner were they arrived chan the two T j >e y 
Generals, with other principal Officers, imme- r J?* dia> 
diately in their Shallops took the beft view and 
furvey they could or the Enemies Camp, and 
the Condition of the Befieged *, in which whilft 
they entertained themfelves, they efpied a finall 
Veflel making towards them with Sc. Marlas 
Colours, in which was the famous Engineer 
Signior CaJUVam , difpatched by the Captain 
General Morofini w ith an axaft plac of the Town, 
and difpofition of the Turkifh Gamp, which 
being particularly viewed and cohfiaered, it 
was evident- That if the Turks Ihquld make 
fome very KMrrible Attempt beforethe new For- 
ces could be landed ^as it was very probable they 
1 might,) they would put all in hazard of being 
loft; wherefore the Captain General prefled to 
have fome fuecoms immediately fnppliM. ro be 
afliftant in that cafe of extremity ;To which the 
Duke of Navaitles immediately confented, and 
i landed himfelf that Night in perfon with fuf- 
i ficient Fprce to mounttne Guard on the Breach

That the %Jth. .fhould be the.- day of faHy.both 
with Horfeand Fhot, and that die Fleet not 
to lofe. their .part in thjs aftion, fhould play 
with their great Guns, on that fide of the 
Turkifo-Army which lay incamped on the 
Quarters of St. Andrea. All the Forces were 
landed 011 the 26th .^ and the whole night fol T 
1 lowing was fpent in prepamions for the next 
if days ially: the. Army being drawn up made 
four Batalions, the firft called the Admirals 
commanded by the Sieurs Martel, Vandre, 
and Gravier ; the {econd was the Vice-Ad¬ 
mirals commanded by the Sieurs de la Monthe 
and Plants, the third was the Rcre-Admirals 
under Command of Chevalier de BouiVion , 
jGarbaret, and the Chevalier Dotty -, the fourth 
was the Batalion of the Sieur « v Altnem com¬ 
manded under him by the Sieurs Parnier, de 
la Rogue, Fonder, Bitauh, and the Chevalier 
de Nemond s and on the left hand of thefe afore- 
faid Batalions, the Guards of the Duke at Beau¬ 
fort were difpofed. The Duke of Beaufort un¬ 
willing to be a Speftator in this glorious Aaion, 
without bearing a part in his own perfon, af¬ 
ter he had .given order to die Fleet to accoft 
the fhoreon the fide of St. Andrea, as near as 
conGfted with tfieir fecuricy, and from thence 
witli their great Guns to annoy the Enemies 
Gamp as much as was poffible, came that 
• night on fhore/efolving to fight in the Head of 
the Forlorn Hope, from which hazardous ad¬ 
venture no intreaties or counfel of bis friends 
could prevail to diffwade him. 

The Forlorn confifted of 400 men, on the 
head of which marched fifty men with hand 
Granadoes, flanked with three Troops of 
Horfe, Commanded by Count Dampire: the 
Regiments of Guards, with four Troops of 
Horfe for their Wings, flanked alfo with 
three Regiments of Foot, followed the For¬ 
lorn. The Rcferve confifted of the Regiments 
of Harcourt , Conti, Ugmere\, Kofan, Montpefat , 
and Vendofme , flanked with four Troops of 
Horfe under Command of the Count Chcifeul, 
which placed themfelves on a rifing ground, to I 
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fifw MifijcetierV <Sf theKitig, to be affiftant on 
occaflw^.'yapd the ether 'Troops' of Horfe 
were‘fo 1 talie'fhe ‘ left hand r along the Trench 
leading' !to'the; Sabionertt'i the Regiment bf 
MpntfeyrOuft l vras to mpnht the Guard on the 
Fort pt'Sil ‘0emetriua to . fecure the Retreat, 
if bdcafiqn',fooujd reduire.'

Andrea, wHiift the Body of the Turks Army

'/hirigs' being difpofed in this manner, and 
the morn approaching, the Fbrces marched out 
by the Gate of !St. GMr^e .trithall filence polB- 
ble; coveting their Matches^ that the fire might 
not alatnithe Enemy ; the Onlet was to begin 
with the dawning of the day, and the Signal ^ ci)1t _ 
wastobe given by firing of the chief Mine Roy- 
al; which being large, arid fumifhed with a at the Gate 
great quantity of Powder, might (as was flip- Jr.Gcorge 
pofeSj make.^ay to the flaughter of the Turks 
whom the Chriftians might find terrified and 
disordered by fuch • an unexpefted accident. 

This Mine was. referved forthelaft extremity, 
but befog ‘low was foil of water; fothat the 
Powder." was flowed on floats and raftstofup- 
pojt it, but yet received 1 fo great a damp and 
moifture, that when they came to fpringit, the 
Powder took not fire, which was the fiift dilap- 
pointment of this Enterprife. Though fome 
are of opinion, that the Mine was fo vaft, 
and contafodd foch a quantity of Powder, that 
the Engineers were rimbrous tofpring it, left 
it fhould reyet;fe on the 11 Befieged, as well as 
take efleft on' the Enemies Camp. But be it 
how it will, a quartcri bf an hour before day 
die General? expe&ing no longer, the Forlorn 
Hope which lay within Half a Muskec-fhot of . 
the Enemy, affoulted two Redoubts, took them, 
and put them all to the Sword: with the like J upon t J he 
courage the other Regiments entred the Line, T Ur y. 
and making themfelves Mafters of the Trenches 
after much .blood and flaughter, and (forming 
a Fort on which was the Battery directed againft 
St. Ttemefrio, poffefled themfelves of if, and 
therewith of a great Magazine of Powder 
belonging to the Enemy, fpiking all the Cannon 
that were found therein. 

The day by this time being clearly broken 
out, difeovered the adtion ; fo that the Turks 
with all expedition pur themfelves into a Body 
on the Hill near New Candy, from whence ob- 
ferving and contemning the fmall number of 
the Chriftians, came thundring down • in great 
numbers to regain their Trenches. TheDuke 
of Navailles perceiving hfs Forlorn hardly be- 
fet, came in to their afliftance with two Regi¬ 
ments of Foot, and two Troops of Horfe, 
which behaved themfelves with that gallantry, 
as ingaged the Turks again to quit their 
Trenches. But whilft fuccefs feemed thus ro 
fmile on the Chriftians,the Magazine of Powder 
which was newly won, containing an hundred 
thirty four Kintals of Powder (by what accident 
is not known) took fire, and blew up all into 
the air, by which many were deftroyed and 
wounded, cfpecially of the Battallion of the 
Guards, with many Officers. 'This fatal blow 
quite turned the Scale of Fortune. For the

That the zeal 
which the Kipg his Mafier conceived for the con- 
fervation of Cdndia, was evidaiad by better 
effefts, than thp empty promifes without fruit 
'.Mother Princes ; and that Accounting the pre- 
fentnumfer of Fprces and Genplemen of con- 
fidegable Quality which were ingaged in this 
War, together with the great cxpcnce and 
' charae his Majcfty had been at in maintenance 
pfaFlept to aau/port them, his Majefties afle-. 
aipn to theRcpub.l.ick wa? unqueftionable: and . 
that both fie and fiis Officers who had the ho¬ 
nour to command thofe Forces had undertaken 
a long Voyage , and entred into dangers with 
. cdnftancv andreadioefs of mind, and had affault- 
qdthe Enemy almoft before they law them,and; 
given.relief .to the Town before they fee their 
IpOt in if: but if the iftuc of affairs did not cor- 
refppnd with a fuccefs agreeable to their good 
indentions,and the primary defign of this Enter- 
prijTe, they mufth.a.ve patience, feemgthat it 
coft no ctiier than the fiaughtcr of French¬ 
men, and that there had been a ferge effufion 
iof the Noble, .and Illuftrious as well as of rhe 
- cornmpo blood. It was a fpecies of ingratitude 
not to remain conrented with fuch forcible ar¬ 
guments of tncndfhip; and it was a breach of 
modefty to pretend, that becaufe his King had 
lajE them .eiglu .thoufand men, that therefore 
- ifiey^ iLouid: continue in Candia fo long as one 


remained alive. It was true, that befides rhe ( 66 9. 
Rings fervice he was a£tcd by fome inward mo- 
rives of Religion, but that he could not tranf- 
grefs the Gomtriands and Inftruftions of his 
Majefty, which injoyned him to imbark his 
Forces in 7 order to their return about the 
>6, th. of that prefent - month of Auguft. 
in reply to which, though-the Captain-General 
and the toher,Venetian Officers, and alfo Bali 
Roffigliofi the Admiral of the Popes Gallies- 
ufged his. flay with all the inftances and ar¬ 
guments imaginable, yet nothing could pre¬ 
vail to dehftn hhn until the arrival of other 
Forces, only hi was contented to leave fix 
'hundred men in theTown during the time that 
he continped"snf Standia: fo that by this time 
having imbatked his Forces, and laflly the 
fix hundred imeh left on the Works, the Duke 
took his- fatewel and depaned: fo that the 
Tpwn being * as it- wete deferted and for- 
faken of its chief hopes, all things were given 
fordefperate, and men began to be weary of 
their lives, as well as erf - the War and of their 
labours; apd whereas with, the affiftance of 
the French, (as it was (aid in the Council) the 
Town might have held out until the next 
Spring, it was now by this grand revulfien 
reduced to its laft Crifis, and lo weakened, as 
that no poffibility of prefervation remained 
but in honourable terms of Surrender. And 
though the French in their Voyage home about 
Malta cncQuntred pofitive Orders to remain 
on the place, yet judging the Town might al¬ 
ready be furrendered, and fo the return dis¬ 
graceful and in vaiu, proceeded notwithftand- 
ing in their tourfe for France, for which default 
dtid want of conftancy the Duke of Navailks 
being arrived at Tolon, fuftained the punifti- 
ment of his Princes disfavour, and ordered fix 
fome time not to approach the Court. 

The Turk& by departure of the French, t . 
increasing in hopes and courage, made an miie aa 
affaulton the Quaacrs of Sdionera and Sr. affiuh. 
Andrea ; arid firft attaquing fome Souldiers to 
the number of about thirty, who.were placed 
on the Guard at the Poft of St.PeIogiaj.hty cut 
moftof them off, and put the rttt to flight; 
with which the Turks being more animated, 
advanced to the Palifade of the new Retrench¬ 
ment; but Vollies of Cannon, and (bowers of 
Musket-fhot, and (tones pouring on them, gave 
I fome (top to the fury of their career. Grimaldi 
obferving that the -Enemy was at a ftand, 
brought up his Voluntiers and Cavalry which 
ferved on Foot, and together with the Forces 
from Brunfwickjo plyed the Turks with (tones, 
Granadoes, ana (hot, that the Fight was con¬ 
futed, bloody, and horrid; howfoever the Ene¬ 
my fo perfifted, that the Commanders gave 
Order, That the grofs of the Army .lhould 
fall on; but the Souldjers were fo broken and 
torn, that they refuted to advance, though 
thruft forward with the point of Sword and 
Spear. The Captain-General in the mean 
time taking his courfc along the Marine, on 
which part alfo the Turks were far. advanced, 
caufed a Mine to be fprang under the thickeft 
crowd of the Turks : which confiding of au 
hundred Barrels of Powder, made fuch a 
deftru&ion, as abated much of the (form, and 
induced the Enemy to retire within their Re¬ 
doubts. The Marquefs St. Andrea , in like 
manner performing the office of a valiant and 
experienced Souldier, applied himfelf to all 
p'aces 
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16 6 Q. places where danger mod required his pre- . 
Jv<j fence, and recovered certajn Breaft-works; 
which the Enemy had gained in ; the bkirmim. 

Nor was the {form lefs furious and bloody 
on the part of Sabionera, nor was the fuccds ; 
and advantage on the Chriftiansfrde lefs conli- 
dcrable, in all which the Soulchery deferved 

K commendations and renown; the two 
Regiments of Perafi audjonfac under 
the Command of the Sieur Chafed did won- , 
ders i as alfo thofc few which remained of. 
Regiments of Savoy commanded by. Signior 
Arborio : Signior Ratios,Mtcob Potanin Noble 
Venetian, the Provcditor Comoro, *he Colo- 
nel s Gabriel, Givii , and the Sergeant Major ‘ 
of the Troops of Bruxfiricfc and Serjeant 
Major Bellegarde, as alfo the Commander in 
cheif of Malta gave honourable teftimomes of 
their Bravery and Valour. In (hprt the Cap¬ 
tain-General praifed them all, which was the 
beft reward he could bellow on fuch generous 
Souls ; and then fent Orders to Standia, That 
the Forces arrived with the Duke Mirandola 
fhould immediately be landed: • thefe Forces, 
which when they were firft imbarked, amounted 
to the number of a thoufend five hundred 
men, were now by Calentures and other iick- 
neffes caufcd by the excelfiye heats of the fea- 
fon reduced to fix hundred} and though they 
were unhealthy and unexperienced Souldiers, 
yet the extremity of Affairs was fuch, as 
called them to immediate ferviee^ and to 
be placed on the Guard of the new Retrench- , 

m But all this could give little relief to the : 
perilling condition of this miferable Town} 
which was not only weakened by departure of 
the French, but by at lead five hundred others, j 
fuch as Swedes and Germans, and other Na- j 
tions, who notwithflanding all care and endea- 1 
vours to the contrary, crowded under the 
French Banner. Likewife the Batalion of 
Malta imbarked, which though reduced to a 
fmall Body, was yet very confidctable for the 
Qiialitv and Valour of the Cavaliers; which 
example all the Voluntiers followed,, and there¬ 
by reduced the Town to a condition beyond; 
ail poffibiluy of defence} for that in actual 
fervice not above four thoufand men remained, 
and of thefe at lead an hundred a day being 
killed, the Town mull necellarily in a (hort 
time b:come a prey to the Enemy ; wherefore 
a Council the Captain-General called a Council of the 
>' <0 con- mo ft e ninent Officers; and becaufe the mat- 
jUc f of the tcl . was Q f greac importance, he judged fit 
cZvL alfo to have the opinion of the Commanders 
of the Galleaffes, and of the other Cap¬ 
tains of the Fleet. At this Council were 
prefent.

All which having taken their places, the 
Captain General began to declare, That the 
extremity of the place was fo well known and 
evident to them all, that there Was no need tot 
him to inform them of the patnculars; only 
that he had called fbein together to know their 
Opinions and counfels in what manner the de¬ 
fence of the Town might be beft prolonged, 
and what advice they would give him touching 
the prefent premures and emergency ot Attairs. 
He added further. That he had by good ex¬ 
perience proved them to be as well judicious 
and wife in their Counfels* as they were valiant 
in the Executionjarid that now was the tunc to 
lay afideall oftentariod of fpeech, and toattmd 
unto that which was folid reafon and advice, 
which he defired every one to ddiver freely 
with a clear and real fenfe and aflfeftion towards 
the grand Concernment. Then he ordered the 
Cancellier to read a fhort preamble of the 
matter on which chey were to deliver their 
opinions, defiring eveiy one to exprefe tus 
judgment in Writing* But after feme few had 
fubferibed their Declaration, fo much time 
was fpcnc therein, that it was concaved more 
expedite for every perfon to declare his opinion 
by word of mouth. . , 

As to the firft point all generally incurred, 
that considering the fmall number ot the de¬ 
fendants, theTown could not hold out much 
longer} for. that the Enemy on the lide^ot St. 
Andrea was arrived to the laft Retrenchment 
which being low, weak, and compofed ot ted 
matter, could not long refill their power s that 
on the fide alfo of Sabionera they were fo tar 
advanced by the lower grounds towards the 
Arfenal, that in a fhort time they would block 
up the Port, and cut off all provifions and 
fuccours from the Town; and that if the 

Enemy were refolvcd to adventure the lots ot 

two or three thouland men bya general norm; 
there would remain no powbility ot wich- 
ftanding their Force. This being generally 
affented unto, and concluded on all hands, 
another Queflion was propounded; namely. 
That confidering . the premifes, what was to 
be done which might render the molt ettectual 
fervice to the Republick} it was well known 
how important that place was to the Publick, 
and what vaft Treafures of Gold and Silver, 
and what plentiful Eflufions of bloud had beep 
expended and poured forth in defence thereof j 
and that theiefore it ought to be maintained 
to the utmoft and laft gafp of ftrength; J>uc 
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that it bright ^fo to be eonftdered, That the 1 
* Town being -either taken by affauk, or the 

iPort blocked-up, there would certainly 'enfue 

imagine j^and the Republickbe damagid 
by Jofing aU that which is.now in a poffibiifty 
< of being fevjed. It was therefore put to tfie 
,Vote, beginning on the fide of the Inferiors,. as 
;-rhecuftomis; and fo afcending co the thief; 
rand it was refolved that they fiionld capitulate, 
randenter into a Treaty with the Turks. When 
it came to GrlmaldPs turn to'^eak, he <Sh- 
-feffed clearly* That the Townicould not hold 
put for many days, and though it was more 
^loridus to tne^Defendersto dye.on the -Walls 
cpf it, .yet dc .would be of ‘ worfe fervice -to the 
Publick} howfoever he was of opinion, that 
father than furrender, >it troiild be better to 
twn ft, Pr blow it up With Mines; in exe<fu- 
rien-of which, the wounded and unferVIteabfe 
people fhould in the firftplacc befhippedaway, 
then taking the opportunity of a dark and 
quiet Night, the lnfainry' might *be all; dm- 
barked; K .was true, as Jre.tonfeffed, that the 
a£lion was difficult and fuU df ihaaard ; how®- 
ever, two things moved him to this Gou'nfef; 
One was* The'little afitfrance fie conceived of 
the iairfi of the Turks; and die other 'vises* \ 
The glorioufbefs of the a&ibn .* for as this 
Gjty had been in an exrracrdinary manner -de¬ 
fended, and of which the World cannot gfte | 
the tike example; fo the end thereof yfquld ; 
not be lefs reoowufcd and famous, it not befife 
a greater triumph- to.drivi the- Enemy from 
the Walls, than being vanquifht . to leave r a 
bleudy . Yi&oryj- and infteao -df a Palace a 
heap of (lobes and alhes. Many of the Council, 
and amongft them Marquefs St. Andrta Mbrit- 
Jrqn was tw the faine opinioo,' and the Gotn- 
miffary Minio endeavoured to fecond it With 
efficacious Arguments; But in She, after a long 
Difcourfe, they all concluded that the tefblu- 
doo was morb generous than pra&icable; by 
reafon that fo many people could not be Em¬ 
barked without knowledge of the Enemy, who 
was not only quartered near, but within the 
very Walls of the. City. 

.The Captain General was of a different 
Opinion; fot that befides the • difficulty of em¬ 
barking the Spuldiery, the^ were alfo fome 
other coriidetatiobs which might diflWade this 
refolution, and render it more-prejudicial to 
the Publick thari-a, Surrender by Competition. 
After fome ftjprt Rebate, aftlat, length concur¬ 
red in the feme fentimeot, frem, which; alfo 
Grimaldi did not much diflehty cdnfeffing that 
the propofiti^i he had made would prove 
difficult in the Execution; howfoever, confir 
detiog the liftfe faith which thbTqrks. obferve, 
he thoight itmore fecure to. ednfide their 
fefoty to Fortune and their' own Swords, than 
tp thc engagements and moderation of aperfir 
fcs and enraged'Enemy. In fhort, he fub- 
fftitted wholly to the better judgments of the 
Council, and more particularly to the Cap¬ 
tain-General, and the Marquefs of St Andrea , 
who were beft acquainted with what more 
hearlv concerned the fervice and intereft of 
the. Prince; 

. jn fine, die ednelufion was. That they 
(hould enter into a Treaty with the Vizier, 
and endeavour 'to obtaiti the mod advan¬ 
tageous Conditions pofiible. Howfoever; it 


was thought fit to advertife firft this their de- l'6'6'9- 
terminarion to the Auxiliary Forces at Standia ; 
and to renew the inllances they had formerly f . 0 r 
made to them , for three thouland men, with fjfouL 
which; and with two thoufand Gaily Slaves c ji. 
they would endeavour , the making of another 
Retrenchment, whereby the Town might be 
conferred for fome time longer. Howfoever, 
in this Interim rhe Gaptain General being 
willing to touch the Viziers pulfe, that he 
might better difeover in what manner he flood 
affe&ed towards a Treaty, dilpatched one 
Colonel 'Thomas Anand, an Engiifljman, of 
courage,, land of able Parts, and of intire 
honeffy, together with one Stefano CJordili , an 
intelligent young man. to the Vizier’s Camp 5 
arid 'that his defign might not be difeovered 
by thoferif ithe Town, they were ordered to 
pafs from ‘Standia with a white Flag up the 
■River Qibffiro^ arid that being come to a 
Tfeaiiy* they (hould oply difeover the ‘mind 
arid inclinations of the Turks, without making 
krioWri their intentions, or entering iuto par¬ 
ticulars. 

' ' Beiflgicome in this manner prepared to the 
Vifcief’s Gamfp, they told the Turks, Thar 
they WerV cometo renew ihE Treaty begun by 
Si$\\6t -Moliko, which had been broken off by 
the Arrival of the French and Pope’s Forces s to 
which a Turk, then ico'me from the Viziers 
Terit, tefolUtely infwefed, That they (hould 
think hf'riO ‘Articles dor Treaty without a 
Surrender. To which Anand replyed, That 
tHey wOhld do well 'to acquaint the Vizier fo 
much; for that p&haps he might be of ano¬ 
ther ^imori;’ and fo not urging fafther they 
departed ; but retrirnihg ‘ after Dinner the feme 
Turk came down again, called Ahmet Aga, 
a Confident of the Viiter’s together with Pa- 
ndiotti the Vizier’s Interpreter ; and then with 
mote earriefthefe declaring, That nothing would 
be heard, unlefs in the nrft place they were 
refolved tb deliver the Town, and threatned 
them in efife they returned without this Pro- 
pofitiori: The Captain General being advifed 
hereof, the next morning-ana Scordili 
went again <bn the feme meffage; and meeting 
the Turks-under Paleocaflro, they acquainted 
them that ;they had orders to treat about a 
Surrender; but fitft defired to know what Ar¬ 
ticles they would give them, and what Town 
in exchange for this. In this manna a Treaty 
being begun, it was refolved for better expedi¬ 
tion to ere<Sl Tents nearer to the Town for the 
place of Conference, where the Plenipotentia¬ 
ries on both fides were to meet. Ibrahim Paflia, 
late Palha of Aleppo, Ahmet Aga, the Kahya- 
begh of the Januaries, the Spahyler Agafi, and 
the Interpreter Panaiotti, were the perfons 
chofen by the Turks : on the part of the Chri- 
ftians, after fome Debate, no other perfens 
were chofen befides Anand and Scordili , who 
meeting the Turks at the time and place ap- 
pointed, demanded of them fome other place 
in exchange for that of Candida To which . 
the Turks with fome heat replyed. That it 
was againft their Law to deliver Towns where 
Mofchs were built, into the hands of Chriltians. 

To : which the others anfwered. That this 
could net be their Law, fince that in a Treaty 
fotne months pad begun by the Cavelier 
Molina , they had offered to deliver up into 
' the hands of the Chriftians Candia Nuova, Sitia , 

: aqd Giiapitra, all places where Mahometan 
Mofchs 
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1669. Mofchs were ere&ed 5 and though the Turks 
might now imagine it eafie to win the Town 
by force, they affured them that greater diffi¬ 
culties remained; and that if they remembred 
whatbloud, what labours, and what Treafures 
their fmallacqueftsand advance had coft them, 
they might thence calculate what Force (till 
remained to conquer, and that the laft.gafp of 
this dying Fortrefs would fpend it fejf with j 
more ruine and deftruttion than they had felt 
in all the other approaches and afiaults cheie- 
unto. In fine, tne Turks feeming rpfplved to : 
be foie Matters of the whole Kingdom of: 
Candia, the Venetians began to condefcend to I 
receive fome compcnfation in another man-; 
ner. 

Howfoever, the difficulties were not yet 
ended but greater appeared, for the Turks de¬ 
manded iatisfattion for the charge of the 
War; arid the Hatatch or head-mooy, which 
for all thofe years of the Wars they ; bad not 
received from the people of the Ifles of the Ar- 
tbipelago \ they demanded alfo a Tribute for 
the Forts and Iflandsof Cerieo, 'Tino, SLnd Clijfa, 
and the other Conquctts. in Dalmatia* ; all 
which points caufed new Difputes, / which 
were maintained with thofe hearts, and. with 
that obftinacy, as if it had been impoflible for 
both parties ever to meet in a conclufion. 
Notwfthftanding, after long Debates,. on the ; 
fourth of September they came to agree of : 
giving hoftages, and to certain propofols con¬ 
cerning the manner of furrendnng the . place. 
Thc Turks demanded to have the Outworks 
put into their hands, with one of thp Gates of 
the City, and the Palifade of the.,new> Re¬ 
trenchment : To which Anand and Scardili 
anfwered. That this was not a propofition to 
be made to the Captain General, for that they 
were affured, the Garrifon would fooner fuffer 
themfelves to be cut in pieces, chan to. commit 
themfelves to the mercy of tne Turkifh Soul- 
dicry ; whofe faith is recorded in the Hiftory 
of Famagufla , and may ferve for a true ex¬ 
ample and mirror of their treachery and 
faithlefnefs to all Ages. In this manner the 
Treaty had like to have been, broken off; 
but at length they concluded. That it was ne- 
ccffary to render an account to the Vizier 
of the particulars of this Conference, -ad¬ 
journing the Treaty until the next Morn¬ 
ing. 

Notwithttanding all which, the Turks did 
not abate in the leaft point their progress in the 
War, labouring in their Works, and fighting 
with more heat than ever. The Venetians on 
the other fide were not left a£tive, firing con¬ 
tinually their Cannon and Granadoes, and 
making fome little Sallies, endeavoured as 
much as they were able to cover the weaknefs 
of their Forces. The Turks had raifed a new 
.Battery which broke a great part of the Pali- 
iadc of the new Retrenchment, upon which it 
was expected that they fliould make a ftrong 
attempt, for whofe better entertainment two 
Mines were prepared to receive them; but 
they deferring the affaulr, the Caprain General 
gave orders to fire both the Mines at once, 
which confitting of a hundred and fiftv Barrels 
of Powder, made the ground to tremble both 
in the City and in the Camp, overthrowing 
feveral works wich miferable daughter of the 
Enemy. 

The Turks obfemng this refolution in the 


defeqdanrs,became more tra&abie,and lefsfevere 1 
in their demands* fo that Ibrahm Pafha wich t 
the reft contents themfelves with no ocher 
fecuri'ty for performances of Conditions than 
Hoftages j iof which three were confined- mu¬ 
tually on both .fides: After which, other Ar¬ 
ticles were, with. Ids Difficulty, condtided; fo 
that in the morning of the 6th oi September 
: the Turks demanded that the Chriltians fliould 
rive all their ^Articles in Writing; whereupon 
the .Council ordered. Grimaldi to draw them 
up; which wcre:in fubftance as followeth. ■'< 

Firft, That for obtaining a good and lafting * 
Peace, it is agree’d. That the City of Candia, d ‘ 
with, all its Cannon which were planted there 
before the time of the War, be cohfigned into 
the hands of the Vizier. 

Secondly, That - Quiet poffeflion be given 
W. the Republick of Suda, Carabufa, and 
Spttia Longa, with the Territories thereunto 
belonging, with the Fortrels of CUfa in Dal¬ 
matia. ~ 

Thirdly,That the Venetians may carry away 
all the Cannon which have teen brought 
into the Town fince the beginning of the 
War. 

Fourthlyj That for embarking the Soul- 
dieryj Piomeers, and Inhabitants of all Quali¬ 
ties. and Conditions; with their Arms, Provifi- 
ons, and Baggage twelve days time ftaU be 
granted and affigned. 

Fifthly, That what flull remain unftupped 
at the end of the twelve days aforefaid, the 
Vizier fhall, with his own Boats, affift to eh*? 
lading thereof. 

... Sixthly, That during this time of truce, no 
perfon whatfoever ftall tranigrefc his limits, 
of oafs the bounds of his Station or Quarters j 
and that he who doth fliall be treated as an 
Enemy. 

Seventhly, That fo foon as thefe Articles 
fhall be fubferibed under the white Flag, all 
A&sof Hoftilicy flull cafe both on one fide 
arid the other. 

Eighthly, Thar for fecuriry of performance 
of jthefe Articles,, three Hoftages be mutually 
given on one fide and the other. 

Ninthly, That for better affurance, that 
the Venetians will ufe all their endeavours to 
efchbark their Mm and Godds, the Turks 
may employ two Officers for Eyc-witneffes of 
the fame. 

Tcnthly. lTm for better effe&ing hereof, 
all Ships, Gallics, and Other Veffels may freely 
approach near unto the Afore, and enter into 
the Port both by Day and Night. 

Eleventhly, That the Venetian Fleet may 
remain at Standia, or at' ainy other Ifland in 
the Archipelagos until fuch rime as they are 
difpatched, or that tiling are duly prepared 
for their departure. 

Twelfthly, That all Commiffions given by 
one fide and the other be revoked, and that 
whofoever fliall after the fpace of forty days 
commit any A<ftof Hoftiliiy againft the tenor 
of thefe Articles of Peace, fhall be punifhed 
with capital punifhment. 

Thirteenly, That fo foon as an Ambafla- 
dor from Venice fhall arrive at the Port, all 
Slaves or Prifoners of War taker? under the 
Venetian Colours fhall be freed and rc- 
leafcd. 

Fourteenthly, That what depredations fhall 
be made at Sea or Land after thefe Articles 
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1669. are fubferibed, and before the publication 
ISVSJ thereof, fhall be faithfully made good and re- 
ftored. 

i Fifteenthly, That a general pardon be given 
to the Subjects of both fides, who have adted 
conorafy'ta tferir Faith and Allegiance, during 
• this War. 

£•- Sixteenthly, That in Verthe ; of thefe Capi^ 
tulations the former Articles be likfewife con- : 
ifirmed which wete madeTtt tife 'Year 157 * >! 
and that no Tribute or Prefent be demanded' 
from the Port, iirilefs • as' hath formerly been ; 
'’paid for fuch dflands as the. Venetians hold in 

Sevent^nthly, That of thefe Articles two. 
.•'Copies be made, one in Turkifh with its: 
Tranflation into Italian, fubferibed by the' 

! Vizier, and foaled with the Grand Signior’s 
- Signet and the other in Italian underwrote by! 
theOptaih-.General, and feakd with the Seal: 
of, the Republick. 

Thefe Articles being figned, the Hoflages, 
were given both on one. fide and the other. 
Thofe given by- die Venetians were Fauftino] 
daRiva Iieutenant-General, Giovanni Bat.tifla^ 
Calbo Commiffary, and Zaccaria Mocemgo 
who had been Duke of Candia- Thofe given 
by the Turks were Belin Afan Pafha, Mahomet 
Aga of the Janifaries, and Gurgi Bei Tefterdar 
or Treafurer. p ,' . r . 

During this Siege, of the Venetians fide 
there were killed and wounded thirty thoufand 
nine hundred eighty five, of the Turks one 
hundred eighteen thoufand leven hundred fifty' 
four. 

The Batteries which the Turks raifed a- 
gainft Sabioma. and St. Andrea, confifled of 
fifty nine Pieces of Gannon, carrying from fifty, 
to an hundred and twenty pound weight of 
Bullet. 

, The Storms which the Turks made upon the’ 
Town were fifty fix. 

The Combats under ground forty five. 

The Sallies made by the Venetians ninety 
fix. 

The Mines and Fornelli fprang by the Vene¬ 
tians eleven hundred feventy three, by the 
; Turksfour hundred feventy. two. » 

‘ ‘ The Venetians fpent Bartels of Powder 

fifty thoufand three hundred and feventeen. 

Bomboes of all forts by the Venetians of 
fifty to five hundred weight, were forty eight 
thoufand an hundred and nineteen. 

Granadoes of Brafs and Iron an hundred 
thoufand nine hundred and fixty: Granadoes ! 
of Glafs eighty four thoufand eight hundred 
feventy four. . - • 

Cannon-foot of all .forts two hundred feventy 
fix thoufand feven hundred forty three. 

Pounds of Lead eighteen millions forty four 
thoufand nine, hundred fifty feven. Of Match 
pounds thirteen, millions twelve thoufand five 
hundred. , p 

What quantities the Turks might confume 
of Ammunition is not certain y only it is ob- 
fervable. That the Brafs taken up in the ftreets 
which came from the Enemies Bomboes was 
fomuch, that whole Ware-houfes were filled 
with the Metal, and fo much fold as yielded 
many thoufaiids of Crowns. 

The Articles being fubferibed, and Hpftages 
given, the Captain-General attended with all 
application of mind and induftry, imaginable 
to imbark the Men and Ammunition, .com¬ 


mitting in the mean time the care of the 1669. 
City to Corndro the Proveditor of the Fleet. tx'WJ 
• During thefe days that all things were pro- 
vidingin order to a Surrender, there was great 
filenceinthe Turkifo Camp, and no diibrdcr 
fo the City y the Souldicrs on the Ramparts, 
and the Turks in their Trenches faluted each 
ocher with civility, and entertained communi¬ 
cation and difeourfes together wich friendfhip 
and freedom of feveral paffages relating to 
their War, riothiug of quarrel, or fenffle, or 
rude wqrds happening but between them in all 
! the term of foe, twelve days. The Vizier font

In this manner the .Whole Ifle of Candia , The mr 
the caufehand occafion of all that Blood and hl £ in ia 
Treafure that was fpilt, and exhaufted inrtwen- A P;‘ l 
- ty five years War, fell at length to the for- 
tune aqd focreafe of the Turkifo Empire, with 
its moft impregnable Fortrels of the World, 

. ttrengthenedwith as much Art and Indufiry, as 
the human Wit pf this Age was capable to 
1 invent, .after a ftrait Siege of two years^ three 
months,, and twenty feven days. For the 
fpace of twelve days allotted for the Surrender 
befog expired, on the Qtk. of September being Ca idia. 
Friday, the great Crois ere&ed on the Wall ieli ' Jerd -' 
was after midnight taken down, and advice 
given to the Venetians, fo foon as foe morn¬ 
ing dawned, that the Turks did that day at¬ 
tend. the Surrender, which was accordingly 
performed by the Principal Citizen about nine 
of foe clock Of the fame morning who offer¬ 
ing the Keys of the City to the Great Vizier 
in a Bafon of Silver on foe breach of Sc. 

Andrea, was by him prefented with a Veft of 
Sables, and five hundred Zechins in Gold, and 
to his Servants were given two hundred. To 
Morofuti alfo a Prefent was offered worthy his 
Quality; but he refufed it, faying. That he 
' would never give a feeming occafion to the 
malicious World to fiander him with the leaft 
appearance of having fold his important Charge. 

Whilft thefe things were tranfachng on the 
breach, fome oi the moft cowardly and dif- 
orderlyamongft the Janifaries preffed forward 
to have entred by force, in violation of the 
Articles fo lately agreed and confirmed ; but 
fome of the Garrifon noc yet imbarked, 
keeping themfelves ftill on the Guard, repulfed 
the moft forward in the Riot by killing three 
or four of their Companions: which dittur- 
bance and infolcnce of the Souldierv, when 
made known to the Vizier, he affembled foe 
diforderly together j and firft upbraiding their 
cowardife, who durft not enter in the time of 
War, would now counterfeit Valour in the 
time of Peace, fentenced fifteen of them to be 
impaled on the breach, which piece of Jufticc 
F f and 
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Cebegibajbee. , or the Generals of the Ordnance 
end Arms took quiet poffeffion of the Forts: 
and Cannon of the City, and whilft the Turks 
entred over the breach, the Chriftian Army 
withdrew and imbarked themfelves as faft as 
convenience and decency -would permit, who; - 
after the departure of the French, and of; 
fuck who accompanied them, were not com¬ 
puted to be above two thoufand five, hundred 1 
men, and thofe fickly, ill accoutred,, and half j 
naked; and thus this City>nd .wholeIflaud; 
became fubjeft and a prey to,the. Ottoman! 
Arms. Amongft the Officers -.which took! 
poflelflon of the Town were the Teftetdar and- 
the Aga of the Janifaries. The Tefterdar as, 
he palled over tfie breach of St*i Andrea, and 1 
obferving how low and weak the Works were 
on that ude, turned to the Aga of the lani- 
farieSj and with fome difdain faid.ro him,j 
We have here fpent ten days in the\fiurrer»dcti 
of this Town which weraight hayetakenintwo; 
hours. 

The Turkifh Army taking poffeffionon Fri-; 
day the \]tb. of September, ’the Vifcier fnade nis 
Entry on Friday the 4th. of ORoberfm which 
time they had erefted a triumphaat Bridge over 
the breach of St. Andrea , on which die vizier; 
entred into the Town, and pafled direCtly to 1 
the Church of St. Francis, which was converted 
to a Mahometan Mofch, whefe having laid 
his Namaz or Prayer, he went to ? the noufe 
where the Marqucfs St. Andrea was lodged, 
which was prepared for him, with a fumptuous 
Entertainment of five hundred Dijhes at theex- 
pcnce of the Grand Signior. i , 

This City in four parrs of five was ruined and 
demolifhed in the time of the Siege, all the Bells 1 
and Ornaments of the Churched and HQiifes 
to the very Locks of the doors were ■ carried 
away; the Arms remaining were old • and rufty, 
and not above three hundred and fifty Pieces 
of Cannon left on the Walls, and thofe- for the 
mod part very fmall: the Inhahitaftfs remain¬ 
ing were only five, as we have faid before; un- ; 
left fome few decrepit Jews and Greeks, which ' 
m'ght make up the number of about thirty ;fo 
that never could be a more fad fpe&acle of defo- ; 
lation, nor a more clear Mirror of the miferies 
of War* 

The Great V izier being pofleffed of the Town, 
difpatched away an Exprefi with the good News 
thereof to the Sultan, who polled as faft as 
wind and weather would permit. And here 
the Reader may eafily apprehend what joy pof- 
felTcd the minds of the Turks in all places 
where the rumour flew of this Cities Surrender, 
which had for .fo many years baffled and put a 
fland to the Ottoman Sword, And though 
the joyful tidings added wings to theMeflen* 
gets haft, yet the uncertainty of the Grand 
Seniors abode regarded fome dayes the arrival 
of the News: which will feem very ftrangc to 
him that confiders, that the motion of fo 
great an Emperour in the Glorv of his Fortunes 
lbould be lefe obfeure than the light of the Sun, 
perceptible by all conditions, who inhabit < that 
fide of the Globe, where his rays are vifible.

The Turks haviug now finifhed their work, 
dilpeeded a Way their Janifaries and Pioniers 
by all occafions of fhipping: thofe that remain¬ 
ed were imployed all the Winter in fillineihe 
Trenches without the City, and many Slaves 
raken out of theGallies to repair the breach of 
St. Andrea t in which work, whilft they threw 
up the difordered rubbifh, fopoyfonous a flench 
evaporated from the bodies of the flain, which 
lay buried in thofe ruines, as begat a PefKlence 
and other difeafes in the City and in the Gal- . 
lies ; but labouring continually on that work, 
they foon acquitted themfelves of the contagi¬ 
on, by help of the Winters cold which then 
approached. . 

In this manner expired the AChon of this 
Year,fortunate in its fuccels to the Turks; for 
though they gained but thirty Acres of land 
with expence ineftimable of Blood andTreafure, 
yet the Glory and Fame which attended it, be¬ 
ing the confummation of twenty five years 
Wars, and the Theacfe where the whole World 
were Spectators, was of greater value to the 
Turks than any other confideration, and may 
with time prove a place of advantage to the 
farther increafe. of their Weftern Empire,

Grand Signior ottering themfelves Subje&s 
and Tributaries to the Turk, defiring his Pro¬ 
tection of their Religion and Liberties, defigri- 
ing to a£t the part of Bethlem Gabor. 

TheGreat Vizier imployed himlelfthis whole 
Winter paft in repairing the Fortifications of 
Candia , regulating them in fome meafure ac¬ 
cording to the Turkifh Model, and in repair¬ 
ing and beautifying the Town, which was done 
with fuch admirable expedition, that in a few 
months mpft of the houfes demolifhed in the 
time of the Siege were again ereCted, and the 
Churches converted into Mofchs and adorned, 
three of the principal whereof took the Names 
of the Grand Signior, Great Vizier and Cap¬ 
tain Pafha, and were endowed by them with 
an honourable Revenue, fufflcienc to maintain 
them in Reparations, Lamps, and Talifrnans. I 
But the Turks were not more pious towards 
their Mofchs than the Chriftians were carelefs 
and cold towards their Churches; for the 
Venetians inferred not one Article in favour of 
a Chriftian Church or a Religious Hoiife, which 
would have been granted as foon as demand¬ 
ed, only a Greek who was Interpreter to the 
Great Vizier called Panaiotti, a Perfon of Parrs 
and Learning, at the expence of two thoufand 
two hundred Dollars; and an Armenian 
Merchant called A/wC/Wa&K at the charge of a 
thoufand four hundred purchafed twoChurches 
for their refpe&ive Nations. 

The Grand Signior in the mean time return¬ 
ed to Salonica to pafs the remainder of the 
Winter, which place being famous for muld-

the efteem.be,had of the'^nglilh \Natiori,. or¬ 
dering the Capitulatibfts to be renewed ; and 
. commanding the. Chimacam, that if any one 
Ihould break or infringe them, that he fhould 
cut him off without farther argument. But as 
to rene wing the Capitulations, the Chimacam 
falling at the Grand Sign jors feet, befeeched him, 
That that particular might be deferred until 
the arrival of the Grcac Vizier, whofe proper 
power and a£l it was to make War and Peace; 
and therefore for him to intermeddle about- 
Capitularions was to invade the Viziers, 
Authority, which He durft not do without put- -, 


ting his life in danger, or atleaft rendring hisi 6 6 9* 
i erfon obnoxious to his irrecondleable dilplca- 
fure; with which the Grand Signior being fa- 
tisfied, ordered thac the renewing of the Ca¬ 
pitulations fhould be deferred until the return of 
the Vifiier, and fo difmiffed the Lord Ambaf¬ 
ladour from hisPrefence; but this work of re-* 
newing the Capitulations was referyed for the 
care and conduit of Sir John Finch , who fuc- - 
ceeded in the Embaffy after the death of Sit 
Danil Harvey. 

The Grand Signior arifing frdm his Throne; 
mounted into his Saddle to follow his exceffive 
delight in Hunting, which now he purfued e- 
very day without refpeit of cold or wet, or 
Horfes or Attendants; but like an impetuous 
Nimrod raged amongft the timorous Hares and 
flying Harts, over-fpreading the Woods with 
vaft numbers of poor Jews and Peafants, which 
he had commanded forth to drive for Game, 
not refpeaing the extreme rigour and Frofls of 
Winter, by which many of thofe poor Wretches . 
lying abroad in the nights, were benumbed," : 
and dyed. And fo far did his humour tranfport 
him in this Recreation, that lie was difeouraged 
at no inconvenience or labours which attended 
it; for one day appointing his Hunting

poled in his health, or intended a long Journey 
from her, fhe would fall into Swoundings, 
and Paralytical Fits, or fomething elfe, which 
was an undoubted lymptom of true affettion, 
fuch as commonly intervenes amongft us in the 
chart embraces of fingle marriage; that the 
Grand Signior, whofe love to Women were

And now in this place it may be pertinent to 
add; that on the 30 tb. of December of this 
yeat 1660. Sir. Daniel Harvey his Majefties 
Ambafladour, being' then on his departure from 
Salonica , Mr. Wiliam Hedges who was with 
him there, being the Treafurer to the Levant 
Company in Turfy, and Signior Antonio Perone, 
the Drujzgerman or Interpreter, having occa- 
Con of bufinefc attended that day on the .Kea- 
Efendi , or chief Secretary; who fo foon, as 
they came into his prelence he called out to 
them, I hope faid he, that you are come to 
rum Muffelmcn, or believers; for your great 
Champion Serini Ogly, (for fo they tall Serini) 
is become Feudatary, .having fiibmitred, and 
put himfelf under protettion of the Grand Sig¬ 
nior. It was but the night before, that certain 
Mellengers from Count Serini, and his ad¬ 
herents arrived at this Court, proffering to ac r 
ccpt the Standart from the Grand Signior, and 
pay him Tribute, fo they might; obtain the 
power and protettion of the Ottoman Arms 
againft the Emperour. This propolition 
though in appearance lo advantageous, that it 
might feem to admit of no doubt’in the accep¬ 
tance; yet both the Grand Signior and the 
Chimacam were fo ready after the late foc- 
cefs at Candia tb joyn in their Complement 
to the Vizier, that they would neither con¬ 
clude, nor give anfwer to thefe Meflengcrs,un¬ 
til fir ft they had ’cotifulted his fence, ana opini¬ 
on on the proffer,. wherefore to Icofe no time 
according to the ufual expedition of the Turfy, 
twogallres were the very lame night difpatched 
with thefe Meffengers to the Vizier at Candia, to 
ive him notice of this tender, and to demand 
is counfel, and alfeot thereunto : with, like 
Ipeed the galKes were returned with the Viziers 
approbation, though afterwards on better con- 
lidcrations the Turfy touched this caufe fo ten¬ 
derly, that Serini and his complices being de¬ 
tected, die pIotMifcarriedandthe Conlpirators 
brought to condigne punifhment 1 , as fiiall 
hereafter be related ;what fufpition the Gounfel 
at Vienna might have of this defign isHncertain, 
vet this is out of all doubt,that they had noaf- 
fured knowledge thereof, until it was fuff brought 
them by Mr. Hedges ; and yet fo much rime 
was taken up herein, as that he travailed from 
Salonica to Conflantinople, where he arrived the 
13 tb. of January , and chere remaining lome 
time for the better Setlemenc of his affairs be¬ 
fore his journy thence for England , by Land I 


he departed on the 14 th. of Fcburary , and on the 16- 0 
19th. of March following, was by Leiutenant 
General Efterbas received in to Raab, to whom 
giving this firft Intelligence about Serini, and 
nis adherents, was courteoufly treated, but yet 
detained, until advice was given hereof to Ge¬ 
neral Montevuculi then at Vienna, and his li- 
cenfe, and pafs given to Mr. Hedges for his 
farther proceeding? in his journy. Anfwer 
hereof being returned, he had licence given him 
to depart, and a guard to conduct him fafe to 
Fi«MM,wnich{is very neceflary on thofe Frontiers. 

At Vienna Mr. Hedges being examined upon 
Oath by Count Capelliers to the truth of the 
foregoing Relation, Troops were immediately 
dilpatched to the Caftle of Serini, where they 
fo feafonably arrived, as to take poffeffion of 
it for the Emperour fome few hours before the 
Turkifh Forces, (having received a flop by cut¬ 
ting of the bridge) came to feize it for the Grand 
Signior: Count Serini perceiving by this A&, 
that his defign, was difeovered, fled with 
Frangipani his Father-in-law towards Tranftl- 
vama , but being on his way thither over¬ 
taken by the Emperours Editt, he was toge- . 
ther with Frangipani feized at Colonel Cards 
Houfe, and thence brought to Vienna,znd lodged 
at the Convent of Father Nicholas Donilard an 
Irifh Frier in the Suburbs of that city; where 
Serini having feen, and difeourfed perfonally 
with Mr. Hedges, he declared to him. That tf 
the Turfy had been, as good as their wards,he had 
not been there a frifoner at that time. In this 
particular two things feem ftrange, and unufual. 

Firft on the Turfy fide, that a matter , of this 
fecrecy fhould be fo openly divulged and dif¬ 
eourfed by them at Salonica : Andfecondly, on 
the Emperours part,that a bufinefs of this Impor¬ 
tance commonly known at the Grand Signor’s 
Court, fhould want a perfon to advice, .and 
transfer it to Vienna ; until it came acciden¬ 
tally to be piiblifhed by a Arranger, who having 
taken a circuit with it by way of Conflantinople, 
and his leifure there to accomodate his own 
affairs, vented it rather as a Subject of difeourfe, 
then a newdifeovery. *Tis true, the Turfy are 
very commonly open in their counfels, and 
have a qualitie to keep nothing fecret though 
recommended to them under never To many 
Injunctions of privacy: yet that the Emperour 
who commonly [maintains a Minifter tending 
at the Ottoman Court, fhould have no other in- • 
telligence hereof, then fuch ah accidental, and 
unexpetted conveyance, is a matter which af¬ 
fords occafionto upbraid the Negligence of 
the Germans, and at the fame time toacf- 
mire and praife the divine Providence and 
Juftice.

pcnfable in wild and unbridled Youth* but in 
thofe’of riper age, is a vice to be reproached by 
all fober and well-governed men. In the place 
of which they take up the lawful and innocent 
Pill of Opium, which makes men ferious and 
fctled (as they lay) becaufe that it operates not 
like Wine, which m^s men mad, and rafh, 
and violent, but difpofes them tefbe Sots, and 
to fit grave and quiet without doing hurt to any 
man, which is a qualification accounted very 
laudable amongft them, and is one of the 
greateft Vertucs which they endeavour to ac¬ 
quire in their Tekees or Monafteries. This 
being the rcafonfor which it is taken and allow¬ 
ed, it is grown a common cuftom almoft a- 
mongft all the Country-people, who in the 
morning before they go to work take firft their 
Opium, and upon it three or four difhes of 
Coffee} for it ig obfervable, that none eats 
Opium but who accompanies it with great 
quantities of Coffee, which is doubtlefs a kind 
of Opiate in it fclf, and partakes very much 
of a Narcotick Quality; by this means and 
confhnt ufe fome arrive to take ftrange quan¬ 
tities ■, the mod that ever I knew any man take 
was three drams in twenty four hours, viz. a 
dram and a half or thereabouts in the morning, 
and as much an hour afternoon: the which 
fur more cxaftnels I had the curiofity to fee 
weighed. The fame perlon offered for a (mall 
reward to take five drams in twenty four 
hours; but then he faid, it required a long 
time to digeft, and did not doubt but to over¬ 
come it:but 1 was too fcrupulous to put a man 
into a flccp, from whence I feared he might 
never awake. This pevfon was of a thin and 
livid complexion, his skin fhriveled, no more 
beard than a few hairs, his mouth commonly 
open, b -eaufc his chap was fallen; his counte¬ 
nance putting me often in mind of the Pi£ture 
I have feen of the Oorgons head ; for had it 
been incompaffed with Snakes inftead of his 
Tut bant, it might have ferved for a perfedf 
Original. He had arrived to the years of 
forty eight, and from the years thirty he had 
entred r. to Opium from great excels of 
Wine: in which condition he found that his 
ftomach requi ed littled other nourilhmenr, 
being content wich a fmall quantity of bread 
and water for his other Diet, Opium fupplying 
him with all the other Delicacies he could de¬ 
file: he was the father notwichftanding of two 
or three children, which he confefled to have 
begot in the ftrength of his Opium, having no 
dclire to accompany with his wife, until he 
was firft invigorated with his ufual Dofe, being 
till then like a Trunk or Log, wanting fpirits 
almcft to turn his body. For his Opium was 
that only which could revive all, which about 
a quarter of an hour after it was taken began 
to operate, and then we difeoveredin his eyes, 
which, before were dull and heavy, fcarce 


opening, a certain quicknefs and fparkling, and 1670. 
then loon after he was fitted for the work of 
the day, and could labour as others, and take 
a journey on foot of feveii or eight miles to 
Market, and return home at night: his body ‘ 
was always bound, or his belly conftipated with 
the hardnefs of his excrement, 4 nd yet he was 
fubje£t to no other ficknels, unlefs nis vitiated • 
defire to this Poyfon which can nourilh no 
wholefome or healthful body. The Turks, as 
I have learned, make little other ufe of Opium 
than this; yet fometimes they will put it imp 
their Camels ears, and the rioftrils of their 
Horfes, when faint and Weary, wherewith they 
revive again, and foon recover their ftrength 
and force to travel. 

The Vizier having thus palled fome days 
of Entertainment at Scio, entred again his 
Gaily, and palling through the Streighrs of 
the Hellespont arrived at Rodefto, where having 
landed many of his Januaries and fuchof the 
Army as remained with him, after a few days 
continuance he marched to Adrianofle, where 
he was received by the Grand Signior with 
all evidences of farisfa&ion, and entred the 
City triumphant after the manner of the 
Turkilh Altai. 

The Ceremonies and Complements being 
paft, which ufually intervene between Great 
Perfonages after a long abfencc, the grand Con- 
fultation was, In what manner to prevent the 
feditious irruptions of the Souldiery, and how 
to reconcile the Jealoufies between the Grand 
Signior and his Brothers. For the former, 
two things were concluded necellary. Firft, 
to divide the Militia of the Januaries, which 
was immediately executed, and eight tbouland 
of them, under pretence of Incurlions, were 
fenc through Moldavia, to remain on the Fron¬ 
tiers of Poland. Secondly, it being obferved, 
that mod of the Souldiery drank Wine, from 
whence in ancient times arofe many Mutinies 
and Seditions of the Souldiery,. dangerous to 
the Ottoman State, as namely in the time of 
Mahomet III. when the Januaries in the heat of 
drunkennels entred the Seraglio by force, and 
demanded the Heads of the chief Favourites.* 

And as then it was judged the beft Expedient to 
cool the hot brains of the Januaries, to _ pro¬ 
claim a Prohibition of Wine at Cffnftantinople, 
and to command upon pain of death. That 
thofe who had any Wine in their Houfes 
fhould bring it forth, and Have it; fo now the 
ufe of it was universally forbidden in all the 
parts of the Grand Signiors Dominions, and a 
fpecial Command was fent to all places re- 
fpe&ively under the penalty of death, and a 
tnoufand maledi&ions, curling Wine as come 
from Hell, and as a Liquor produced by the 
Devil to enfnare mens fouls, and inebriate their 
heads, and confound States. And fo generally 
was this Prohibition enjoyned, that his Ma- 
jellies Anabaflador at Conftantinyple. with long 
felicitation and charge obtained licence for 
his Family, and the Merchants there to make 
Wine ; but for the Merchants at Smyrna there 
was more difficulty, and this year Wine was not 
made in their Houfes according to cuftom,and 
not without fcruple permitted to be imported 
from the Greeks Iflands, and other parts where 
the Command extended not its force ; for the 
Prohibition was to all places where Mofchs or 
Turks Inhabitants, the Villages or Illes where 
Chrillians only lived were not included; Ta

Thefe Commiffioners, with Thomas Tarm 
Interpreter; met about the end cf July, m we 
plains of IJland betweea Zara and Se.benicoAXQQpX 
Tents erected for that purpofe :' At thts^ meet¬ 
ing were prefenc alfothe Mufti, andTreafurerpi 
Bofna , and all the Kadi's and Military Officers 
of that Province, which might make a Body 
of four. or five thoufand men, ill armed, and 
badly accoutred: With id ant the Commultr 
• 1 oner 
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Loner for Venice, were prefent, Merto Magrn 
t/VSjf Captafn of Zara, Farfetti Proveditor of Clijfa ,; 

.divers military Officers, fuch as the Cavalier 

Vdrifam, Grimaldi Serjeant General, Count 
Rados, the Count Scorn, Vimenato, Cefarini, 
with divers other Colonels, and Ferfors of Qua¬ 
lity, and Nobles of the Province, fome. of which 
were Reprefentatives for their principal Cities, 
fiich a s Zara, Sekenico, Spatjto, and firau.. His 
Excellency, the Coniiffioner Nmi had three 
Troops ofHorfe, and as many Companies of 
Foot, for his Guard, and at Pojfidaria were 
two Gallics and four Brigantines to attend him: 
fo that his Equipage appeared as well Martial, 
as agreeable to a place ordained for a Treaty of 
Peace. 

On the 17th. of July the Commiffioners had 
their firft Conference in the Pafha’s Tent, the 
Debate continued many hours with much neat 3 
which did not only relate to the late Conquefts, 
but new difficulties arofq in regard thaxFerai Aga, 
appointed Commiffioner for the Port, hacl in the 
ye;ir 1573 affigned Bounds and Limits to the 
Confines, according to his pleafureand. arbitrary 
will, which not being affented unto by the Ve¬ 
netians, a new regulation was made by the faid 
Ter at, together with Cavalier Soranzo in the 
year 1576. Time afterwards, and the turbu¬ 
lent fpirits of the Inhabitants had altered thefe 
Limits, and by reafon of the long War the Land- 
Marks and Bounds of the Confines were re¬ 
moved or wholly deftroyed. The original 
CopiesPf the Writings of Agreement were rot¬ 
ted, and much defaced, the names of the places 
and the feituations being wrote in divers Lan¬ 
guages,were confiifed;and the reports of the peo¬ 
ple were fo different, proceeding from the diver- 
fity of their Interefls, that little of judgment 
could be founded on their relations. At length, 
as to the Confines of Zara, it was agreed, That 
they fhould be regulated according as they were 
limited by Soranzo and Ferat 3 for better fet- 
tletnent of which, and to avoid all doubtfulnefs 
ormiftake, the Commiffioners took the pains to 
travel feveral days journey in perfon to eredlthe 
bounds and Limits of each people 5 in which 
though many contefts and differences arofe be¬ 
tween particular perfons, .yet at length peribnal 
interefts were forced to give way topublick de¬ 
terminations. 

In like manner the Confines of Sebentco were 
i determined, being bounded by the River Checa , 
and being arrived ac Scardona, the Pallia Ma- 
mut defired that he might have the conveni¬ 
ence of paffing in the Gaily, and accordingly he 
was received aboard, and treated with that ge¬ 
nerous entertainment which is agreeable to the 
magnificence of the Republics; and landing 
at tne River of Belulla on the Banks of the Vally 
Daniel, where the Pafha had placed, his Tents, 
the Turks who with a greedy eye fwallowed in 
their thoughts the pofleffion and enjoyment of 
all thefe Plains, would have enlarged their Con¬ 
fines to thofe marks which Ferat Aga had fingly 
placed according to his own.arbicraiy pleafurc, 
including alfo VerPogly within their Li- 
Tbe age- mits. This Vetpogly was a fmall Redoubt on 
rence about t [ ie t0 p Q f a Hill once belonging to the Veneti- 
1 erp ° sly * ans, which at the begining of the War they 
abandoned, as coding more to maintain and 
defend, than the value or confideration of it 3 
the Turks afterwards pofieffed it a when they had 
a defign to befiege Sebentco , but afterwards for- 
fook it, and retired; upon this place Mamut 
much infilled, producing a Command from the

force of Argument infilled on the conti aiy, pro-

monies to prove char this place did really, and 
of right belong to the Republick; by which 
though the Pallia was fully convinced in his own 
mind;.yet being ovet-a wed by the infolenc im- . . 
portunities of the Inhabitants, he was cautious 
and fearful of declaring his true fenfe in the cafe; 
but rather endeavoured to overcome the Ve- " 
netiam fometimes with flatteries, and anon with 
meriances, having to that purpofe, bdides his 
own Forces, ordered the Beglerbey of Greece 
to approach thofe Confines with an Army of 
about ten thoufand men. Buc all this did not 
move the fteddy Gonftancy of the Venetian 
Commiffioner from his reafon and right; for 
maintenance of which he appeared firm and re- 
folute, and being neceffitated for convenience of 
Water td remove his Quarters to the Lake 
K ebenich, gave fome jealoufie to the Palha by 
this retirement of an intention to break the 
Pea# 3 howfoever, Nani declared his meaning 
to rhe contrary, and that there might be no in¬ 
terruption 1 to their proceedings, propofed that 
thefe differences might be remitted to the Su¬ 
preme Powers; and that in the mean time, un¬ 
til anfweris came, they might proceed in the 
adjuftment of other parts of the Confines. But 
the Pafha affented not hereunto, but defired 
rather the dilpute fhould be refared to the 
Port, and that in the mean time he himfelf 
fhould retire to Cettina, and the other to Spal- 
lato. Scarce were the Meffages fent, and c he 
Dilpatchesmade (by Ifaac Aga, a Perfon whom Mamut 
I well knew) before Mamut Pafha, after a fhort p*P>* 
iudifpofitionended his .days : he was aiiaan of 
about ninety two years of age, at which years 
I haye admired to fee him ride abroad, and 
tranla& his affairs with great dexterity, with a 
flrong memory, and a found judgment. And 
here it is admirable to obferve with what con- 
ftancy and patience the Turkifh Officers do 
ufually fupport their laborious employments; 
they contemn all difficulties and incommodiouf- 
nefi of living, as if they did not feel them, in¬ 
uring themfelves to colds and hearts, to watch¬ 
ings and labours, being abftemious in their diet, 
and as occafions require, not indulging to fleep 3 
and no queftionbut this aged man travelling in 
thefcalding heat of the Sun, and fuffering 
much for want of plenty, as, well as of good 
water, dried up that little radical moifture which 
remained, and caufed this Autumn-fruit to fall, 
which perhaps might have continued a fhort 
time longer on the tree, had it not been dcfic- 
cated by drought, and fhaken too hard by the 
motion of travels and labour. 

The News of Mamut Pafha's death being 
arrived at the Port, a Commiffion was imme¬ 
diately granted to Chufaein Pafha Imbrahor, 
or Mafter of the Horfe to the Grand Signior, to 
fucceed in his. government and bufinefs of 
Treaty concerning the Limits of the Confines; 
with which Authority and Inftruftions Chufaein 
ported away, and being well informed by Ifaac 
Aga of the ill nature and rapacious, difpofition 
of thofe Borderers, arrived with intentions tb 
agree, and with courteous and benign thoughts 
towards-Cavalier Nani , who had gained 
a great efteem and repute amongft the 
Turks of a generous and noble difpo¬ 
fition.

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. in the Valjey of St. Daniel, (hewing a courteous ' 
y and kind* afpeCt each towards other, Wnere- 
fore JAying all confiderations concerning the 
Limits affigned by For at Aga, and theContefts 
e about Verpoglie , the Line drawn from the 
Mountain Tartarus was agreed, and determined 
’* to be the true and undoubted Confines or Sebe- 
mco. The Valley of St. Daniel, for the plcafure 
and fruitfulnefs of it, adminiftred more or diffi¬ 
culty S but at length the Arguments of. Nam pre¬ 
vailed, and induced the Pallia to aflent to thofe 
Bounds, which had been affigned by Soranco m 
the year 1576. giving, to avoid fumreftHhalces, 
the true names to thole places, which tneTurks 
for their advantage, and to confufe thing?, had 
altered and difguifed, that they might not be 
known. Thence proceeding to the Teritoryoi 
'Tran, where was lefs ot difficulty or trouble 5 
for the Wars not halving made much alteration 
in that place, the Lines were evidently defctibed 
by Soranco , according to whofe delcription the 
Fields, Plains, Rocks, and Mountains were mea- 
fured out an,d allowed. 

Laftly, They came near to Spalato, where 
before the War there was little of any Terri¬ 
tory affigned ; but now by the Conqueftof CMa 
there was affigned unto it a fpatious and fruitful 
Country, extending it fclf to the foot of the- 
Mountains. As to Clijfa there was no difference 
at all: howfoever the Tucks would on no means 
admit, that the Venetians ffiould keep Salonaznd 
Vragmz.z.o, becaufe by that they would cut off 
all communication between Cltjfa and Spalato, 
and thereby render it a place ufelefe, .anTof 
more charge than benefit; and becaufe thole 
two places of Salorn and 
the Dowry of a Sultana Wife of Ruffes Paffia, 
and by her given to endow a Molch, which 
therefore according to their Religion could not 
be given away,. nor alienated. But Nam* in¬ 
filling as vigoroufly on this, as on other points, 
fhewed himfelf refolute to maintain thus parti¬ 
cular, as being that, which if not granted, would 
certainly in a ffiorc time be occafion oF thofe 
quarrels and dilfentions, which mult neceflarily 
break forth into an open War: for that there 
could benofecurity of Peace to the Inhabitants 
oiSahna, whilft they lived amidft their Ene¬ 
mies, and juft on the Skirts of Chfa » Spalato, 
and Sajfo. Cbufaein having well comprehended 
this confideration, and being defirous fco dtfpofe 
matters towards a durable Peace, flighted the 
opinion and fenfe of the Borderers, andfocon- 
duded all matters, and in prefence of Nam 
fubferibed the Agreement on the 14th. of October 
in open Divan held in the Campagneof Salona-, 
the which was alfo mutually mbferibed, and 
Copies interchangeably given. And in this man¬ 
ner the difference about the Confines was con¬ 
cluded, and the long War between Vemce and 
the Turks had an end. 

Whilft all things were reducing themfelves 
into a pollute of Peace, theTimanots disband¬ 
ed, and the Janifaries retired to their Cham¬ 
bers, in the month of QBober returned the 
Turks Envoye from France, bringing with him 
an Ambaffadour from that King called Mon- 
ficur De Nointel, a Perlbn of an excellent tem¬ 
per, grave and ferious in his Treaties and com¬ 
portment ; and to give this Embaffy the greater 
reputation,he was attended with three Men of 
War and a Fire-ftip, which failing along the 
Belief font and Propontich without oppofition, 
came ro an Anchor nearfeven Towers, from 


whence fending advice of their arrival to the if § j? i» 
Chimacam demanded to be refaluredby the 
Seraglio, they promifing as they pafled 
to mew the firft demonftrarions of courtefie; 
but that being denied^s not ufual ; or cuftomary, 
the : Freiich Ships pafled the Seraglio filently 
Without firing a Gun, or any fignifications_ on 
either fide, whether of Friendffiip of Hoftility: 
the Ships came to an Anchor at FondacU, where 
the Ambaffadour remained aboard umaluted 
arid unacknowledged by the qublick Mmifters 
of the City ; unrilthe Great Vizier, who fuppof- 
ed that a breach with France ought td have bet¬ 
ter foundation than a meer Punftilio of Ho¬ 
nour, Teemed more to defpife than take notice 
of the affront. Bor he who knew fo well to 
diffemble, after he had feen the French Troops 
I ranged both in Hungary 2nd Candia, againft the 
Ottoman Forces, and yet politickly connived 
thereat, and acepted an excufe, did not efteem 
it prudence to ground a War for want of the 
fmoke of a few Guns 5 but on the contrary or¬ 
dered ,That the Ambafladour fhould be received 
with the ufual Form and Solemnity of Recep¬ 
tion. The French having the advantage by this 
fucccfs, theSouldters and Sea-men belongingto 
the Ships committed many infolencies in Pera 
and Calata, which never were revenged or ac¬ 
counted, for 5 and when the Ships departed, 
above an hundred Slaves efcaped from the 
Galliesand parts of Conjlantinople, and gained 
San&uary aboard: anaongft the reft one Mon- 
fieur DeBeau-jea a Knight of Malta, who had 
for a long time been Pmoner in the leven Tow¬ 
ers s but at length knocking off his Irons, and 
by help of a Cord letting himfelf down from one 
of the higheft Towers in the nighty recovered 
the Ships, and regained his liberty. Nor yet 
did this nor other affronts, whereby the French 
did really brave the Turks, adminifter fufficient 
fubjeft of choler to the Vizier 5 for paffing 
all by, as if nothing had been done, or nothing 
worthy his notice, frankly gave his Orders to 
let the Ships pals the Cattles, which upon the 
foregoing caufes and pretences had been before 
detained: adding, That it was natural, as well 
for men as for birds, to endeavour to procure 
their liberty, and therefore were not blameable 
but that thofe to whofe care they were commit¬ 
ted, wanting due circumfpe&ion and vigilance 
in their Office, fhould pay for the efeape of 
their charge by the price of their own lives or 
liberties. 

The French Ambafladour in the mean' time 
proceeded in his Journey to Adrtanotle, where 
the Court refided ; and having pafled through 
the feveral degrees and Punctilio’s of Vifits and 
other Ceremonies, at length defeending to mat¬ 
ters of bufinefs, propofol the renovation of 
the Articles of Peace, With an addition of 
thirty two Particulars to be altered or adjoyn- 
ed. The Vizier who all this time kept more 
in his heart than he evidenced in his counte¬ 
nance, refufed to condefcend to a cqnceffion of 
the moft eafieand reafonableof their demands, 
offering only to renew the Capitulations ver* 
batim according to the Tenour of the ancient 
Cannon, withouc other alteration than the 
Name of the prefent Sultan, and the Date of 
the Month arid Year, and herein he was focon- 
ftant and fixed, that no arguments or colours 
of^reafon could feem to move him in the moft 
minute and lefs important points of circum- 
ftaqces j and this perhaps left the World

f 67 u ffiould imagine, that the Turks were affrighted 
fntq Terms and better Treatments of Friend- 
fhip, or that Immunities and Privileges in 
the Ottoman Court were acquired rather by 
rude ufage adjoyned with menaces and 
than by more candid arid fawning 

In this manner the French Affairs rather 
went back than forwards in the Ottoman 
Court, and it feemed that the Turks lateEm- 
bafly into France and of the French to the 
Port ferved to. augment the differences more 
than allay them. For the, new Ambaffador 
falling fhorr in his expectation, having obtained 
nothing of thofe many Particulars, which he 
demanded, retired male-content from Adrta- 
nople to his ufual Refidence at Conjlantinople, 
where he refolved to _ attend what farther In- 
ftruftions fhould be given him from France 5 
and fuppofing his Matter would ill relent his 
ufage fo contrary to what was promifed in 
general terms, did fuppofe, that his next 
Orders would be of revocation, and that thofe 
frequent difgufts and difrcfpcds fo often re¬ 
ceived, and given on one fide and . the erher, 
would at length burfl: out into an open defiance. 
The Turks apprehended fo much themfelves, 
and as tiieir amirs and defigns proved after- | 
wards with Poland , they were difplcafed that 
they had given the moft Chriftian King fo juft I 
an occafion of quarrel; for undemanding to¬ 
wards the Tatter end of the Year 1671. that 
great Preparations for War were’making in 
France both by .Sea and Land, they were con- 
feious that their demerits had juftly deferved 
the chaftifement .of the .French Arms, in re¬ 
venge of tlie many injuries they had offered 
that-Nation, and therefore paufed a while, and 
obferved the motion of thefe Enemies, before 
they would engage themfelves in. a War with 
Poland. Bucac length the: beginning of the 
Year 167Z. having difeovered.'the defigns of 
France to be only intended againft Holland, 
the Tqrks reaffumed their ,purpofcs fo long- 
premedicated againft. Poland, with an arrogance’ 
natural to Turks,, and with a from.not only 
qf France, but-of,all Chrifteridoni. For his 
rinoft Chriftian Majcftv judging . perhaps, that 
the rudp treatment of an Infidel • Prince lo far 
remote, intrenclied not fo much on his Honour 
ancfTntereft, as .the quarrel he ha^J with die

granting the Ambaffador a perfonal Audience 
did then with foft and gentle words fignifie m 
the Interpreters the grand preffures of his Affairs 
: at prefent, that would not permithim time to 
perfect all matters with the Ambafladour, 
whom they ffiould affure, that at his return 
with Glory and ViClory from the Enterprizes 
in hand, thofe requefts ffiould be granted, and 
his promffes performed 5.and in the mean time 
his Nation fhould remain fecure in thefe Do¬ 
minions, as in former times, and the League 
and Fnendlhip continued and maintained.

l. nfiador, called PVifozJ^i, being of a haughty 
and proud (pirit, became the Author of all 
the milchicf which enfued; for being of a 
temper which_ could not equally bear the 
honour of his important Office, lanched out 
into matters beyond his Commiffiori, and it> 
fte.id of imparting his Meffage, would become 
loic Arbitrator of all the differences between 
thole two powerful Princcs;for he being unac¬ 
quainted with the Power or Aflairs of the 
Turks, fuppofed nothing in this World com- I 
parable to the number, riches, and valour of 1 
his own Nation, and therefore gave himfelf 
that liberty of arrogant Language, that by 
way of Command and Menaces he rather 
leaned to aft the part of a Governor or Um¬ 
pire in the differences of State, than of an 
Orator or Suppliant for peace.

it in Hungary ; to which place they had been, and 
t0 were ftul invited by the Reblesofthat Country, 
r who to revenge the Caufe of Serini , Nadafli , 
and fome other Difcontcnts and Aggrievances 
of which they complained, and to defend the 
Proteftant Religion, in which by the zeal of 
fome Churchmen, they were difturbed,rcfolved 
to abandon their Allegiance to their natural 
Prince, and rather feek a protection for their 
Eftates, and allowance for their Religion un¬ 
der the Turks, than remain beholding for either 
to a prevailing party at the Imperial Court. 
The chief Authours of this Rebellion were 
Petrozy, Sepeji, Tende, Gabor, Sutrey, and other 
principal perfons amongft the Hungarians, who 
having on their own ftrength oppofed them¬ 
felves againft the Emperour the laft year were 
defeated in divers engagements, and at length 
reduced to a very low and miserable-condition. 
Wherefore they renew again their Petitions 
and Prefents to the Sultan, fent by.their Agents 
about the beginning of this Month oi April, beg¬ 
ging his affiftance and protection, reprefenting 
the cafinefs of theConqueft, and how large a 
Gate they were able to open to his Armies, 
and make a plain way for him into the moft 
fertile and opulent Countries of the World, of 
which he feemed already half jpoffeffedby reafon 
of thofe Difcontents ana Factions that were a- 
mongft them. 

The Turks though well fatisfied of the rea- 
fonableneisofthe defign, yet being engaged in 
honour againft Poland , knew not howto retraCt, 
and therefore difpatched away the Meflengers 
for the prefent with fair hopes and fecret pro- 
mifes, well treated in private, though they 
received rather a Denial than Encouragement in 
publick. For the expedition againft Poland' 
was that which employed folely the wifeft heads 
of the Empire, who as it were in fury iffued out 
> e immediate Orders, Thar all thofe who eat the 
Grand Signior’s Bread, fhould without farther 
delay prepare themlelves for the Wars againft 
Poland ; and that Provifions and Ammuniti¬ 
on fhould be fupplyed in all places according 
to the ufual proportions; The Tugh, or Horfe- 
T ail, ft he Signal for departure) was fet forth, 
the Tents ordered to be carried into the Field, 
and fuch bafte made in all parts, as if theraifing 
of an Army were the bufinels, but of one day;. 
refolving immediately to proceed againft their 
Enemies, to whom the Sultan returned a moft 
dreadful and menacing Letter, full of expref- 
fions agreeable to the Turkilh Style, which 
threatned Confofion, Sword, Famine, Fire, 
Deftruftion, and a thoufand other more direful 
Judgments: but the Collection of this great 
Army, and the appendages belonging there¬ 
unto, were not fo fuddenly provided as to ad¬ 
mit of fuch a dilpatch as the Sultan’s fury pre¬ 
tended ; wherefore in cooler blood it was con¬ 
cluded, That for this Summer they fhould not 
pafs much beyond the other fide of the Danube, 
that the Winter Quarters lhould be defigned in 
Silijlria , from whence they might more effectu¬ 
ally threaten and affright their Enemies with 
their near approach. 

About this time the French found an oppor¬ 


tune feafon to accommodate all their Affairs f 5 7 a. 
with the Port, and to put a period to the feveral t>V\J 
Articles and particulars they had for many years 
demanded. For now the French King not 
only appeared very formidable by reafon of his ’ 
fuccefs againft Holland, but likewife inftriurien- 
tal to promote the deligns of the Port, whilft 
he kept the Brandenburghers employed, and 
diverted the whole Armies of the Empire; and 
now alfo that they might engage him not to 
contribute affiftance to the Poles, they judged 
it reafonable policy to evidence to that Ambafla- 
dourmore external demonftrations of kindnefc, 
and ftrain their courtefic beyond the terms 
which they could cordially, and in reality afford 
them; Wherefore, at length the Capitulati¬ 
ons were renewed, and fome Articles and Privi- 
ledges fuperadded, which are thefe that fol¬ 
low. 

F Irft, That all religious Perfons and 
aijhops of the French Church Jhall 
remain and continue quiet and unmole&ed 
in their rejpeftive Habitations and Dwellings, 
with liberty to perform all their Ecclefiaftical 
Rites and Ceremonies. 

Secondly, That the Religious of Jerufa- 
lem and of Bethlem JhaH conjerve thofe 
religious places which they have anciently 
poffejfed , and there may continue to cele¬ 
brate their Worfoip of God, and all their 
Devotions, without any difturbance. 

Thirdly, That if thefe Religious of Jeru- 
falem or Bethlem have any difference or 
difeute with the Officers thereof it Jhall 
be remitted to the decifion of the Port. 

Fourthly, HU Frenchmen, and aU under 
their Banner, fhall fafoly at all times go 
to Jerufalenij, and return without molefea- 
tion. 

Fifthly, The two Churches in Galata be¬ 
longing to the JeJitifs and Capuchins , and 
anciently poffejfed by them, are now again con¬ 
firmed by thefe Prefents ; one of which be¬ 
longing to the Capuchins having been burnt, 
free liberty is given for the rebuilding thereof, 
and to remain as formerly in the hands of 
the French 3 and in the HoJpital in Galata, 
if they will read the Gojpel after their fafbion, 
none JhaU give them disturbance or hinder 
them. 

Sixthly, Whereas the French Nation 
' formerly paid 5 per. Cent. Cuftom, now in 
regard they have been ancient friends to the 
Port , and that they have renewed their Capi¬ 
tulations, they [haU pay no more than 3 per 
Cent, and accordingly let no more be de¬ 
manded. 

Seventhly , All Portuguefes, Sicilians, 
Catelatts, Meffinefes of Ancona, &c. that 
have no HmbaJfadors at the Port , if they 
come under the French Banner, JhaU pay 
no more than 3 per Cent, according as the 
French'pay. 

Eighthly , In payment of their Cuftoms, 
they JhaU pay the Currant Mony fuch as 
puffs in our Treajury , and the Farmers 
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1673. of the Cuftoms JhaU not refofe the fame. 

I/VXJ Ninthly, The Me fieri a they JhaU pay ac¬ 
cording to what the EngUJh Merchants pay, 
and no more'. 

Tenthly, HU the Merchandife they bring, 
or JhaU bring, JhaU be, valued accord¬ 
ing to the prefent eftimation, and no more 
pretended of them, and if the Cujiomers wiU 
notwithstanding raife theefteemof the Goods 
above the value, then if the Merchant wiU 
pay his Cuftom in fpecie, it JhaU not be re- 
fufed. 

Eleventhly, The Cuftom of SiUi being 
paid - -- a new Cuftom ought not to be de¬ 

manded. 

Twelfthly, The Cuftom being once paid, 
the Cuftomer JhaU not refofe to give his 
Tejchare, and the Merchant being willing 
to tranjport his Goods to another Scale, 
another Cuftom JhaU not be demanded. 

Thirteenthly, The Officers and Cujiomers 
at Sidon, Birut, Aleppo, or Cairo JhaU 
not compel the Merchants to take Goods by 
Force, not under any pretence whatfoever 
take one Ajper from them, nor demand 
mony to be lent unto them. 

Fourteenth^, The French Vejfels may 
bring Goods from the Indies, by way of the 
Red Sea, unto the Port Suucis, and having 
paid their Cuftom once there, whatfeever 
Goods they cannot feU in that Country , they 
may have liberty to tranjport over land to 
Alexandria, and there relade them again pn 
their own Vejfels without paying another 
Cuftom, or receiving moleftation from any 
perfon. HowJoever, this Capitulation is to 
be underftood with this condition, that this 
point fJmU be fignified to the chief Officers of 
Cairo, who having caUed a Council of the

he with all diligence built a Bridge of Boats to 
pafs his Forces with the greateft facility to the 
other fide, on which lies die Country of Mol¬ 
davia. The Sultan about a days journey ffiort 
of the Vizier, fixed his Court and Camp at a 
place called Babadog ; with intention after fome - 
days ro crols the Raver; and proceed as far as 
Kemenitx., that by the influence of his powerful 
Prefence he might encourage his Army there, 
and provide all things ueceflary for fecurity 
of that Garrifon. But in the mean time ad¬ 
vices coming that the Pdlilh Army, confifting 
of about twenty thoufand men, was roving 
about the Confines of Leotolis, uhder the 
Command of General SdbieskJ, and that a re¬ 
conciliation was pafled between the King and 
him; and that Zircha, Commander of the 
Cofacks, joyned to confiderable forces of the 
Mofcovite and Calmuck Tartars, had made 
incurfibns into the parts about Ofac, caufed the 
Sultan to defift frdm his defigned progrefs to 
Kmenitz., and to pafs no farther than over the 
River into Moldavia for hunting or Other 
paftimes. By thefe matters the Turks being 
fully convinced, that the Poles refolved Hot to 
pay their promifed tribute, hor to fend an Am- 
baflador with propofitions, which were con- 
defeending or fupplicatirig for Peace; the Sultan 
himfelf difpatcned away an Aga with Letters 
into Poland foil of threats, menaces, and pro- 
teftations of bringing all that ruine, mifery, 
and deftruftion on their Country, which always' 
attends the moft cruel and bloudy War, If 
they did not retrieve their error by a fpeedy 
H h 2 fubmiffion 
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i 6 7 3. fubmiffion arid compliance with thofe Articles 
tyvV which were the laft year accorded. And this 
was the laft motion the Turks made towards 
a Peaces which they were defirous to embrace 
on any term?- honourable, that fo they might 
have opportunity to divert their Arms to the 
more mild Climates of Hungary , where, be- 
fidcs the entertainment they expected. to re¬ 
ceive. from friends, who invited them, they 
liquid not be liable to half thofe inconve¬ 
niences of Cold, Frofts, arid Famine, as they 
were probable to meet in the parts of Po¬ 
land. 

. But the Poles Were fo much in earneft, and 
fo little efteemed the menaces of the Sultan, 
that they anticipated his threats by fome a£ts 
of hoftility, and foowed that they fo much 
The Poles feorned his anger. that they were refolved to be 
pifs the the firft Aggreffors. For the great Marefchal 
Neiftcr. $vbie$kf. with his Lieutenant General Wifno- 
nittki marched forward, and boldly pafied the 
Niefter with fifty thouland feleft Souldiers. 
The General of the Turkifii Army, Chufaein 
Paiha, alarmed hereat, immediately iffued 
forth fuch Orders for preparing and fitting his 
Camp as were agreeable to a fpcedy Battel*,and 
that lie might underftand the Hate of his Camp, 
lie called the Prince or Vayvord of Moldavia 
to examine him concerning the date and con¬ 
dition of his Forces; the anfwer he gave 
proving not latisfa&ory to the expectation of 
the Turk, who Was enraged at the approach of 
the Enemy, with high and proud words in- 
l'ulted over the Prince, giving him no better 
terms than Dog and Infidel, and at length 
{truck him over the head with his Pole-Axe; 
nqtwithftanding which, and the difgrace he 
piit upon him, imprudently that night com¬ 
mitted unto him, and to the Prince of Walachia, 
the care of the Guards, which confided of 
three thoufand Men. The Valachians as near 
rh Prince Neighbours arid Alfociates with the others, 
ofvaiachia feemed at firft more. grievoii fly to refent the 
p 7 'omi a ff r 9 n£ » than did; the Moldavians and there- 
Snuiiiers tha . c Night took their Prince by force 
to the and carried him fo the Polilh Aimy. The 
Poles. Prince* that he might make a Vertue’ of Ne- 
cellity, complained,, of no force or violence 
offered unto him by his Souldiers, but as if 
he had voluntarily revolted, foowed outwardly 
a. fair and JcVene countenance towards the 
Foies, until luch time as with forty of his Men, 
he found an Opportunity to efcape ; but being 
by next morning at break of day overtaken by 
rive Troops of Pqlonkin Horfe, has whole 
Retinue was fjain by them, excepting five of 
his men, who .with/hinafclf, faved themfelves 
by the fwiftncfs 'ot their Horfes; Howfoever, 
the Prince received a wound on his left hand 
with a Sword, with jphich prefencing himfelf 1 
before the Grek Vizier, and by that ceftimony < 
boaffirig of his Faith and Loyalty to the Otto¬ 
man Houfe, wascondu£ted by him to. the pre- 
fence of the Sultan, who, in reward of his 
fidelity and valour, veiled him with a rich . 
Coftaii, and reftored him again to his Princi¬ 
pality with addition of three hundred Afpers a 
day.p^v. His Wife and Children which re¬ 
mained as Hoftages at Conjlahtinofle, being 
upon; the News of the Princes Revolt dapt into 
the ifovcp Towers, were again releafed,' and 
conduced to .their houfe with all imaginable 
honour and magnificence. 
yBut the Moldavian Prince was more in 


earneft, and’heartily difdained the affront of 1673, 
fered him by Cbufaein Paiha, towards whom, 
and the other Turks, though he carried aferene 
and calm countenance, yet he nourilhed a 
fecret flame and florin within himfelf ; to vent 
which, and revenge th,q affroric, he maintained 
a correfpondence with Sobiesk, i, giving him in¬ 
telligence of all matters in the Turkifo Camp, rfe 
how he might mod eafily furprize the Forces of of Moida- 
the Paiha of Siva*, and the four Generals of via re * 
the Spahees of Alchabolick^ VBlts ‘ 

The Chriftians made ule of this intelligence 
accordingly, by making their aflauk on the 
Enemy on the. weakeft fide, when the Prince 
having referved' his anger until an opportune 
Seafon, turned his face again!! the Turks, and 
with a courage agreeable to his {pint and com¬ 
mand, he entered the Tabor, or Intrenchment 
of Chufaein Paiha, and wotmded him with his 
own hand. The heat of the Fight continued 
fourteen hours, in which none behaved himfelf 
more valianlty than did Solyman Paiha the Beg- 
lerbegof Bofrn, who though he was as brave 
and fought as ftoudy as any man could having 
fix Horfes that day killed under him, he was at 7 i urk ‘ 
length forced to fly and abandon the field, ov(rttrm - 
following Chufaein Paiha, of Siva* and Ciddi- 
oglay who made better ufe, in laving them- 
lelvcs, of their horfes heels, than their own 
Arms; But. in this Flight his Horfe pitching 
his foot into the hole of a wooden Bridge, 
which he was to pals, was there flopped until 
he was overtaken by a Souldier with a Hat, 
who foot him through the Body; fothac con¬ 
tinuing his flight more faintly than before, he 
was overtaken by a Polonian Huffar, who with 
a Lance bote him to the Ground, where he 
was trod under foot, and cut in pieces by the 
Enemy: The other three Palhaws were 
wpunefed; the Generals of the Green and 
Yellow Sangiacks of the Spahees were taken 
Prifoners, and two other principal Comman¬ 
ders of the Spahees were killed. The .Zagaar- 
geebafoce, who commanded eighteen Chan** 
bers of Janifories, was taken prifoner, the Stan¬ 
dard of the Janilafies taken, and they wholly 
cut in pieces and deftroyedfeorififtingof eight 
thouland five hundred men; aU the Trbojtf i 
and Attendants of thofe Palhaws, with ferarc 
Sangiacks of Spahees, were flain.upon the^placc^ 
which in all were computed to be about tw^n^ 
five thoufand. men. The booty taken was 
very confiderable, for befides the ordinary 
Baggage they rook two thoufand purfes of. 5 
moneys then newly brought for payment' 
of thd Souldiery, and twenty five thou** 
farid Waggons of Provifions' and Ammuni¬

[ fuch as fled from the Battel, c alarmed the 
I Turks, with fuch frightful apprehenfions, that 
they retreated back again to the other fide of 
the Danube, and united themfelves to the 
Forces of the Vizier. But Chufaein Paiha, 
though he faved his life, yet could not con- 
ferve 
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167 3. lerve the Air of the Sultan’s favour; for lb 
t/VVJ loon as he arrived ac the Court, he received 
an ill welcome; for according to die manner 
Chufaein Q f Turks, who punilh 'the ill fuccefs of a Ge- 
imed™' nera ^ c 9 ua ^ to Crimes committed, he was im- 
fU " ' mediately put into Chains, deprived of his 
eflate and honours, and fent prifoner with the 
attendance only of two lervants unto the 
Caftlesof the Dardanelli, where che difturbance 
and unquietnefs of his mind reduced him to an 
infirmity of Body; fo that being lick, and 
without Friends or Phyficians, he fent to Sir 
John Finch, his Majelties Ambaflador, ‘as he 
palled up the Hellejfont , to afford him the ufe 
and affiltance of his Pnyfician; but the Am- 
baflador excufed himfelf, letting him know, 
that his Retinue being palled before on ano¬ 
ther Veflel, he was lorry it was not in his 
power to accommodate him in the manner he 
aefired. 

The Winter being now well entered, which 
is very wet and cold in thole Countries, caufed 
the Armies on both fidcs to draw into their 
warmer Quarters, there to medicate and con¬ 
trive their defigns for the more aftive fealbn. 
During thefe Affairs the King of Poland died; 
rh Kjng fo that the Eleftion of a new Prince, the 
((Poland manner of reconciling their inteftine Diffe-. 
rences, and the means to defend tlieir Coun¬ 
tries, were Subje£ts of important Confidera- 
tion, and matters more than fufficient to em¬ 
ploy the wileft heads of that Nation for a 
longer time than their common Enemy Was 
- refolved to afford them. The Turk oil the 
other fide though full of revenge and anger 
for their laft misfortune, yet patiently took 
this lofs as the paring only of his Nails, that , 
his Claws might grow the longer, and was fd • 
rowfed with this blow, that he furomoned ^11 
the Nations of his large Empire to come in to 
liis affiftance, towards which forty thoufand 
Carts laden with Provifions were appointed to 
rendezvous on the Banks of the Danube to¬ 
wards the end of the month of March. Yet 
in the mean time theTurksnct having patience 
to lee their perfidious Prince, avail himfelf 
of his Revolt, and in Dcfpigk of the 
Ottoman Power- to to feat himfelf in ' 
hisPrificipality of JaJh, were refolved to drive 
him thence; /and in order thereunto notek- 
pefiting a milder feafon, immediately difpeeded 
Tome Troops of Tartars, and two thoufand 
Spahees under, the Command of a new Prince, 
to. drive him out of the Country. In the 
mean time the Poles, fince their late Victory, 
kept the Fostrefs of Kemenitz. ftraidy .blocked 
up on all fides, and- thereby reduced them 
tQ fuch a want of food and ocher provifions,; 
as might probably caufe them td fuhrcnder before; 
the Summer could open a way to their telief f 
. But before I conclude dife Year; I muft not.! 
oltnit to acquaint the Reader, that in the month ’ 
of 2 September an Englilh Faflor at Smyrna l 
defcended of good Parents, and educated under . 
a.fevere and religious Mafter, one who had a • 
reafonablc Efi^te of his own, and in good bufi-! 
nets and employment, did notwithfianding. in 
the abfence pf his Partner, with whom he was 
joyned in-Commiffion, carry out of jthe houfe '. 

fine Cloths • belonging to fe veral Principals I 
of England, with a confiderable Sum of ready 
lyforiy. Jewels, and thin^of value: of which , 
having poffefled himfelf, he went before the 
Kadi, and there in prefence of divers Officers 


^^Turk,- hoping by the Privi- 1674: 
the Mahometan Law, whereby not^vxJ 
Chnftian teftimony can pafs again!! a Turk, 

' to appropriate unto himfelf that whole Lftatc, 
whichhe had thus treacheroufly got into his 
lole cuftody. And it- being impolfible for Turks 
^n atte i r ^ Marks, Numbers, or know the 
Lltates of Perfons being in England , he judged 
hunfelf out of the reach of any Power or Arc 
to dilpoifefs him of his unjulf and wicked ac- 
quefts. Howfoever the Conful did Co clofely 
purfue him both at Smyrna and at the Ttirkilh 
Gourt, that in the fpdee of feven months he 
regained ail the Cloth, and the bcl! part of the 
Mony and Jewels out of his hands.* and in fine 
reauced this Renegado to fo low a condition, 
that he humbly fupplicatcd the Conful to con- 
mye away for his paffage into England, ac 
which time His Majellies Frigate the Cen¬ 
turion being then in Port, he was imbarked 
thereupon, and fo returned into his own 
Country. 

The Particulars of all which having been 
amply related in Writing and Letters to pri¬ 
vate Friends, I purpofely omit the fame in this 
place, that fo I might caft a veil over the 
nakednels and fhame of our Nation in that 
City. Howfoever I judge it requifite to re¬ 
count this Story in brief and in general heads. 

That men .may know there is a God who

Grand Sigttior in the place of Sir Daniel 
Harvey , who dyed in Jugufl 1672. at his 
Country-hcufe not far from Conftantinople. 

His Excellency entred die City on the firft day 
of January k 3 7 | rejoycihg the Englilh Faftory 
with'the light of their new Ambaffador, (that 
Office;haVing been now void for the fpace of 
fixteeri months) who was., welcome alfo to 
people of the Country, judging him fortunate 
for arriving ac the Fed!! of their great Biram: 
nor lefs pfeafing was the News thereof to the 
Court, efpecially to the late Paiha of 7 unis, 
whole Goods and Monies taken by one Da- 
minico Wancef :hi, out qf an Englilh Ship, called 
the Mediterranean, in : her paffage froqi Tunis 
to Tripoli, this Ambiaffador had recovered 
from Ligorhe and Malta-,- which being an affi- 
■ on without example, wds greatly admired and 
i applauded by the Turks, and efteemed an 
jevidept demoriftration of that great Intereft 
and Power which the'Glory of our King 
hath, acquired in Foreign parts, and of the 
lingular dexterity of fuch a Minifter. 

; f About r the iB/A of March, Sir John Finch 
arrived at Cdnftantindfle being tranfported to 
iche Dardanelli on his Majellies Fregac theCen- 
. union 5 and thence on a Gaily hired at Smyrna 
’for ibat'purpofe. Some few davs after his ar¬ 
rival, the Grand Signior and Vizier being ac 
Adrianople > the Lord Ambaffador had audience 
of the Chimacm whom he faluted with this 
fpeech.

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,674. Iam come Anibaffadour from Charles the I 
^YVJ Second Kingof Pi rigland, Scotland, France, ] 
and Ireland, file Lord and Sover aign of all 
the Seas , that environ his Kingdoms , Lord 
and Soveraignof vatt territories , andpof- 
feffions in the Eaft and Weft-Itldies, Defin¬ 
der of the Chrifiian Faith dgainjl all thofe 
that iVorjhip Idoli or Images.

But to proceed to the Wars. The Pclan- 
ders being thus p'-ofperous, made life of their 
fucccfs, and the {harp cold of the Winter- lcafon 
to make their Incurlions, and Winter-quarters 
through all the Principalities of Moldavia ; 
for they being born in cold Countries, and ac- 
cuftomed to the Snows and Frofts, were, more 
patient and enduring of Wiyal 
weather than were the Turks, who were 
brought forth from more mild and moderate 
Climates: fo that neither could the Poles be 
driven out from thofe Countries, nor Kemtmtz. 
be relieved by them, until fuch time, that the 
Sim getting high, and thawing the Snows, arid 
warming the Eattb, prepared a feafon fiefor 
return of the Turks who marching according 
to their cuftom with an Army compofed of 
great multitudes, quickly compelled the Poles 
to retire. For the Grand Signior and Vizier 
having both feated their "Winter-quaiters on 
the Banks of the D an the, were ready at the fait 
opening of the Summer to enter their Arms in¬ 
to the Enemies Countries ; and having railed 
the Tartars to their afliflance x did according to 
the ufual cuftom make Incurlions for depredati¬ 
on of Slaves, Cartel, and whatfoever elfe was 
portable in a running March. 

The Chan or King of this People was at that 
• time greatly indifpofed in his health, of which 
he adviled the Great Vizier, as if he intended 
thereby to obtain a releafe from his perfonal at¬ 
tendance that year in the War : But the Vi¬ 
zier,who cither fuppofedthis excufe to be only 
a pretence, or that.he had a kindnefc for his 
Pcrfon, immediately difpatchcd away his own 
Pliyfician called Signior Majfelm, an Italian 
bom, a worthy Learned man, a pood Chn- 
ftian, and my intimate Friend .- with whom 
mainlining a conrtant correfpondence by^Let- 
A fourny ters, he wrote me. That from the Grand Sig- 
imo Tar- niors Quarters which were at Batadog near the 
*«>'• Banksof the P anube, he arrived after fcyenteen 
days tourney in Chrim, where (he wkU he 
was received with Angular honour and kmdnels 
by the Great Chan, whom he found to be a 
Prince of admirable pmdence, gent enefs, and 
ccncroficy, but greatly affiidted with a Hypo¬ 
chondriacal Melancholy; which being an in¬ 
firmity of l'ome years handing, was with the 
more difficulty removed; howfoever he was fo 
tar from being uncapableto follow his -Army, 
that he frdvifod him to divert his mind with 
the thoughts of War: which counfel having 
taken, alter thirty days abode in the Camp, he 
found himfclf much more chearful than be¬ 


fore, and greatly relieved of that preffu’re of 16 7 4. 
Melancholy and caliginous Vapours which of- 
' fended his Brain. “ We arc now (laid he,! at 
“ Ufjiaax the Mouth of the Bortfthenes, which 
“ we have paffed from the Other fide unto this, 

“ where the River is nine miles bread, from 
cc hence weare marching towards Bender upon 
“ the Nieflcr to pals into Moldavid , and there 
cS to joyn with tne Ottoman Army.

The time for Armies to draw out. of the 
Winter-quarters, and take the Field being now 
comeftfie Grakd Signior and Vizier, with 
great numbers both of Horfe and Foot 
die Danube, and profecuting their March to 
theCcnfirwof Poland, they rel.evedKn«»«regi»»n 
in the firft place, the Poles at the News of their 
approach rafing the Siege. Thrace they pro¬ 
ceed td Chuizam, a ftrong Fortrefs on the 
Nfifler, taken from them m the laft year by 

afterwards put to die Sword. Nor 

worfe fuccefs againft the Mufcovites, Vmc> re¬ 
treated backward as the Turk advanrtt^deav- 
ing Afdcy&er it had been lacked .and almoftde- 
ftroyed, rc> be again rebuilt, which wasfpeedily 
eteded by the affiftance of the Capra«>Paft^ 
who was that year with durty mne ^lhes dif- 
pceded into the Black Sea, and with great num- 
bSs of Slaves and Souldiers reared thefuina 
which the Mufcovites had made.

Mi hornet Pafha 
prepared himfelf to depart, whilft the Creditors 
remained in full expedition of a profitable Voy¬ 
age and fpeedy returns 5 which to improve to the 
beft advantage, the Pafha firft vifited the open 
and undefended Ifles, from whence with the 
greateft feverity aud rapine imaginable he pillag¬ 
ed and plundered what he was able, making 
fome of them to ranfom their whole Country 
with mony.

neft, proceeded fofar in theirway as to Ethefus , 
which is about ten miles diftant from thence: 
the prejudice and danger of which complaint 
Mahomet Pafha greatly fearing, fent Meflen- 
gers to pacifie them with good words and pro- 
mifes to relinquish his pretentions, in cafe they 
would return ; but the uproar was fo great, that 
they found as much .difficulty to quiet it, as 
the Town-Clerk in ancient times had to appeafe 
the Tumult raifed by the Silverfmiths about 
Diana of the Epbefians. Being thus baffled at 
Koujb-adafee , he vented his fury on fome poor 
Iflands which he could more eafily matter, 
and thence proceeded to Napoli di Romania, 
where the people being already alarmed with 
his behaviour, and violence of his aftions mo¬ 
ther places, and encouraged by the example of 


Koujb-adafee, upon his arrival there, wichour 1674: 
farther ceremony fhut their Gates, and appear- 
ed armed againfthim upon the Walls; at which 
entertainment and unexpected oppofition, the 
Pafha fearing fome evil confequences, fet fail 
from thence, and croffing again the Seas into 
Afia, made Rhodes his next Port, Thence he 
paffed to Sata/ta, to Cyprus, and Scanderone , 
and fo again returned for Conjlantimple, taking 
Smyrna in his way, committing moft extreme 
rapine and violence on the people, whofe com¬ 
plaints having gone before him to the Court, 
he was immediately cut off at his arrival; but 
in the firft place, his gains and ill gotten goods 
were feized on tq fatisfie the Grand Signior, and 
his Creditors of the Seraglio, who being fenc to 
fifh For Wealth, was ferved like the Cormorants 
in the Indies, which being made tame, and 
taught to fifh for the benefit of their Matters, 
have a Ring clapped about their necks to 
prevent them from fwallowing the prey they 
take. 

Bur to return to the ACbions at Land, which 
were matters of the greateft importance. The 
Turks had no fooner relieved Kemenitz., re¬ 
covered ChoczJm, and caufed the Mufcovites to 
retreat, and draw their Forces into their Goun- Th . Turl . 
try ; but being Matters of the Field, and ha v~ fedudetheir 
ing the choice of aCHng according to their own cony/eft* 
plpafure, refolved to fecure the places they 
already pofleffed, efteeming it more wifdom to 
make fure their late acquifitions, than to add 
thereunto new conquefts, which they could not 
maintain. And therefore confidering the in- 
conftancy of the Cofacks, who having abandon* 
ed their fubjeCHon to Poland, had fubmitted 
themfelves to their yoke ; and alfo how unable 
Dorojenfijo their Governour was either to keep 
them in obedience, or elfe to defend them from 
thePolonfan Incurlions; they refolved for pre¬ 
vention of thefe inconveniences, and for a fecure 
remedy againft any finifter accidents of this na¬ 
ture, to make feifurc of that Party of the Co* 
facks, who : had not fubmitted to them, and 
tranfport them Into other parts, which they ac¬ 
cordingly put into execution, and fweeping all 
the Countries as they paffed, carried away men, 
women, and children into Captivity: part of 
which, fuch as belonged to the Grand Signior, 
had fome Lands affigned them along the Coaft 
near the Black Sea; the Armenians, who were 
a Trading people, and lived at Kemenitz., were 
tranfported to Philipopoli ; of the Jews fome 
were carried to Adfiaftdple y and others to Con- 
ftantinopie ; but the younger fort of both Sexes 
were permitted to the Souldiefy to carry them 
for Slaves to their own homes;: and were in great 
numbers difperfed through all parts of the Em¬ 
pire: a Policy anciently ufed by Pharaoh td 
his Egyptian Subjects, who having bought 
their Lands of them, did afterwards tranfport 
them from one end of the Land unto the other, 
that fo he might keep them in the greater fervi- 
tudeand fubjedion, Gem 47. 21. And as for 
the people, hesnoved them from one end of the bor¬ 
ders of Egypt to the other • And in this manner 
the fuccas concluding the year, without any 
great Enterprife or Feats of Arnos, the Sultan 
returned to his Court at Adriample about the 
end of November, licenfing all the Afian Horfe 
and Souldiers of remoteft parts to return to their 
own Countries, with liberty to appropriate the • 
the following year to their repdle and care for 
their peculiar concernments.

jeruialem. their Controverfie xVith more malice and fan- . 
cour each againft other, than Princes do, who 
invade onethc other with Fireatid-Sword. For 
the Franks or Wcftern Chriftians fubjefted to ; 
the Popes Dominion, had pofiefted for feveral 
Ages a right tothe Holy Sepulchre, and enjoy- : 
cd the honour of the cuftody 1 thereof, tlotwifn- • 
Handing the pretences of the Greeks thereunto, 
who for many years in vain attempted at the ' 
Ottoman Court to obtain that Priviledge; for 
the Franks being ever more powerful by chari- ; 
table contributions broughtlrom Chriffendom, , 
befides large Sums of Money from the King of ' 
Spain, did always outbid the Market of the ; 
Greeks, and confequently madeufe offtropger ' 
arguments,than the adverfe Party could produce"■ 
in defence of their caufe. Until fuch 'time, that 
one Panaioti, a Greek born in the Ifland of 
Scio, having by his parts .and excellent addrefs 
arrived to the honour of being Interpreter for 
the Weftern Tongues to the Great Vizier, at 
length obtained that favour with his Mafter, 
that he feldom refufed whatfoever he with rea- 
fort and modefty requefted; and being a great 
Zelot in his Religion, and eftcemed the chief 
Patron and Support of the Greek Church, he 
fecretly begged in behalf of his Country, the 
recovery of, the Holy Sepulchre at Jerufalem 
out of the hands of the Franks; which the Vi¬ 
zier would not deny him, both to reward him 
for fome fervices already performed, and like- 
wire becaufe he knew that a conceffion of this 
uatute would againraife the fpirits and animo- 
litiesof Chriftians; the allaying and appealing 
of which being an office folelyinthe power of 
iumlelf, and the fupreme Authority, would 
certainly prove beneficial to the Ottoman Court. 
Panaioti having obtained this Command, and 
confidcring that the defence thereof would be a 
trouble to him, for that thereby he fhould cre¬ 
ate Enemies which were no lels than Kings and 
Princes to contend with, and perhaps lhould 
live to fee it reverfed, wifely laid it by him 
there to remain dormant until the time of his 
death 5 ivhich happening the year paft, the 
Command was produced and brought to light 
and was before the Eafter of this year fet on foot 
at feiujalem, and by virtue thereof the cuftody 
of the Sepulchre feutenced by . the Pafha and 
Kadi of that place to belong unto the Greeks, 
the which was occafion of fo great trouble and 
confuhon, as difturbed the Holy Fcaft, and pol¬ 
luted the Sacrifices with the blood of one or 
two perfons, who mod eamefllv contended for 
the Priviledge of their Nation' and Religion. 

Nor could this difference be decided here, but 
bothfidcsappealed to the Court above; which 
bang heard and debated in publick Divan, the 
polTellion of the Sepulchre was adjudged in fa¬ 
vour of the Greeks; the Franks being only to in¬ 
joy a? precarious ufe thereof, as Pilgrims and 
Strangers to the Country. Howfoever the Fry- 
c . rs . Jtr/tjdh'm would not tamely vield up 
their Right, but again refolved to try their For¬ 
tune at the Court,havingby means of F. Cam - 
fanes their Cornmiffario with expcnce of a great 
Sum of Money obtained a review of the cafe, 


but without fuccefi ; for all ttfefe endeavours f 6 7. 
wd charge proved fruitlefs, the former 1 dev 
tencebeing confirmed in favour of the Greeks s 
^nd the Ffanks having no. other Expedient, atr- 
P^^mfdves tothe affiftante of fhe French 
Ambamdour, to whofe protection the Holy 
placesare affigned by Capitulations. ■ Bht : nei- 
tberthe power of the French AmbaffadoiiP, not 
of any other Chnftian Reprefehtarive was avaiR 
able; .for the Vizier either iriindfol of his-pri* 
mifeto Pana tot j, or being refolute to mamrain 
me command he had given, would on nor terms 
be perfwaded to revoke it; thewhich fotenffori 
of the Vizier being made I^hown'to the Greeks 
their Patriarch' earneftly. ^reffed a heatfegrof 
the cafe; but the Fryars not willing to abide the 
{bock, retired toConftantimplef lei? the Gffieks 
forcing them to Juftice, they fhould be ' con- 
demned jn Judicio contradiSorioj and a ; Hoget 
or Sentence paffing, they fhould be condemned 
.J? ^ well as by Authority of the- Hatte- 

inenft Which to put in'execution, the Pa- 
triarch took out a Command whefeunto was 
s That the Fryers in token of their fiib- 
jection, fhould pay a Drachm of Silver a head 
to the Patriarch, and hold all their places of 
them. This, was the iflue of the prefenc ciontro- 
verlies, which is certainly determined for the 
time of the Vizier without revocation, yet per¬ 
haps in the time of another, it may admit of 
a review for money, efpecially. being received 
when as yet the J new Minifter hath not lariated 
his covetous defires; howfoever, the expence 
will always be chargeable, and the fuccefs un¬ 
certain. Thus have I feen and obferved in this 
particular the effefb and experience of two 
things; viz.. The covetoufbefs and pride of 
Fryars, and the condufion of their LawTuits 
before Infidels. The Franks, or the Weftem 
Chriftians, had until this time the cuftody of 
the Holy Sepulchre, and the Greeks that of 
the Chappel of Bethlrn , but the ufe was free to 
both; but the Franks not being able to enjoy 
the Sepulchre with contentment, whilft with 
envious eyes they beheld the Greeks in poffeffi¬ 
on.of Bethlem , were always contriving defigns 
by force of money, and power of ChriftianMi- 
nifters to ejc£t them from that Right; until that 
i now in thefe contentions they have loft both; be- 
’ ing neither able to recover the one, nor con- 
1 ferve the other. 

[ - Before .we end this year of 1674: and begin 
I j.jl £ 1( ^75; it will be neceflary for us to 
difcourfeof the caufe, and original of that 
War which England had with the Govern¬ 
ment of Tripoli in Barbary , and the fuccefs and 
condufion thereof. 

In the year Old Mahomet boar at w ., 

Scto and of the Gra^race who for many years Tripoli? 
by Baratz. or commiflion from the-Grand ^ ‘ 
Signior had boaren the Office, and Title'of 
Pafha of Tripoli ; and being gtown very rich, 
and covetous by thePytades his Ships made 
on the Ghriftfans, and oppreffion of his people, 
not dividing amongft the Souldiery, that juft 
proportion of the prey, which of right be¬ 
longed to them, lo incenfcd the minds of 
that people, that confpiring againft him they 
murdered him in his Caftle, and feized all his 
riches, to the ufe of the Publick. The Pafha 
being dead all his creatures, and perfons that 
boar Office in his time were displaced, and 
.others of more juftice, and bravery (as they 
imagined, - ) 
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j g 7 4. imagined), put in their places, and a New 
Governor being fet up, he began to make a 
through Reformation, and to alter and change 
every thing according, to his own humor, 
and pleafure. In the firft place he gave leave 
to all people to Arm in Corfo 3 or to fet out 
Private Men of War, as every one pleafed, 
and was able ; different to the pra&ife of the 
former Palha, who referved that benefit, and 
priviledge to himfelf; and next it was propofed 
to con fticute a Divan after the manner of 
Algkr in whom the fupream power of all 
fhould be lodged. In order hereunto they 
immediately, fee forth to Sea fix Sail of Ships 
from forty 'to fifty Guns, excellent Saylors, 
and armed them with the beft and ftouteft of 
their Men, together with four more from 
twelve to thirty Guns; with thefe Ships they 
took many prizes belonging to French, l r ene- 
tians 7 and other Nations; and though they 
had long defired to tafte alfo of the fweetnels of 
EnglijbR}atcs- 3 yct not encountringa prize worthy 
the trouble and evil confcquences of fuch a 
breach; they for fome time deferred the de- 
fign which they had long meditated. Till at 
length about the Month of Auguft 1674. they 
unhappily encoutitred the Martin , a rich Ship 
bound from Venice to Cadiz , which they carried 
to Tripoly ; and on the 17 th of September 
following, they feconded this outrage, by other 
of the like nature, committed on the Hunter 
1 gKgat 3 Thom.i 5 Parker Commander bound from 
Ligcrne to Smyrna -, whom the Tripolines meet¬ 
ing with fix Men of War at the entrance into 
the Arche-pelago 3 they brought her into the 
Port of Tripoly ; where having plundered all 
the ftrangets goods laden upon her, to the 
import of forty thoufand dollars, the par¬ 
ticulars of all which' were given under Oath of 
the Commander, the Ship was difmiffed, and 
difpeeded on her Voyage to Smyrna with no 
other damige to the Englifhj' then the embezel- 
‘ mentof 72 6 dollars, robbed, or pilfered by 
the Souldiery, together which fuch charge, as 
the Conful of Tripoly challenged for his fervice 
therein. This news being advifed into England, 
as a breach of Peace, his Majefty out of his 
ufual and gratious care of the welfare of Trade, 
was pleafed to order Sir John Jdarbrough his 
Commander in chief in the Mediterranean 
Seas, to demand fatisfa&ion from that people; 
"who accordingly Sailing thither, and requiring 
reftitution of the goods injuriously taken, re¬ 
ceived a denial,^ and denunciation of War. 
Whereupon Sir John Narbroygh wrote to the 
Conful of Smyrna in this manner. 

Tbeje are to advert ife yonjhit the people of 
Tripoly have broken the peace rtith his 
Majefly 5 they are refilved to tak§ all the 
Englifh Ships they can meet, and overcome. 

I have been there with a Squadron of his 
Majejlies Ships to demand refiitutioh of the 
goods taken out of the Martin: ind Hunter: 
they ref ufe to make any , Jo that now it is 
open War with thoje people : I am now at 
Malta taking in water, / intend to fit at 
Ligorne 5 J fuppofe his Majefly will have a 
Squadron of Ships to look. a fter thefe people 
of Tripoly this Summer. Sir, I pray fignify 
this to my Lord Amhaffador at Conftanti- 
nople, and to all others his Majejlies Sub -

Sir John Narbrough having fitted himfelf at 
Ligorne, and recruited with an additional 
Squadron of fix or feven Men of War he de¬ 
parted for Tripoly, taking under his Convoy, 
the Vyner, Brijtol Merchant, and Mediterranean 
for Smyrna ; and now appearing before the Port 
of Tripoly in a formidable manner, the Pyrates 
began to repent of their late violation, know¬ 
ing that they mud now either difgorge their ill 
got goods, or prove the evil effeftsof Wat; 
their hearts began now to fail them; fo that 
they unrigged all their Ships, laying them up 
clofe in the harbour, and with them for the 
prefent all thoughts of roving on the Seas; for 
fuppofing, that the Englifh Snips could not lye 
alwaics in that Station, but that bad weather 
or want of proVifions would enforce them fome 
time to retire, they hoped in that interval to 
find an opportunity to lanch into the Seas, 
where Being clear, and good Saylors, they 
might have room enough to efcape. How¬ 
foever Sir John Narbrough with his Squadron, 
continued with fuch .diligence on the coaft, 
plvingthem with continual allarms, ftanding 
off to fea at night, and towards the land in the 
day; that they found not the heart, nor op¬ 
portunity to adventure abroad; until one of 
their Ships, which had formerly been their 
Rere-Admiral, bound with Negroes for the 
Morea-, refolved to hazard an cfcape; but not 
being able to make her paflage good, fhe was 
forced afhoar, and burnt by our Ship, mod of 
the Negroes falling into the FngUfh hands; 
fome few days after Sir John Narbrough fired 
three of their Galeots , burnt a Satee, took a 
fi(her-boat and a Sambechin; with which 
fuccefs being encouraged, and the Enemv 
affrighted, their Ships were blocked up in Port 
for fome months, whilft ours found free paf- 
fage on the Seas; until that at length growing 
weary of fo long a demorage, nccc/fity drove 
them to adventure abroad, which woof their 
beft Men of War .fuccefsfully effoSted on the 
8 th of September in defpight of the Englifh 1 6 7 5 * 
Squadron, being afiifted with calm weather, 
and help of their Oares.- four others obferving 
the fuccefs of the former in a few days after at¬ 
tempted the like, and efcaped in the fame 
manner. And now the Commanders of Eng- 
lifh Ships in diverfe Ports, taking falfe mea- 
fures, on confiden9e that the Tripolines 
were blocked up in their Ports, trufted them- 
felves with unadvifed fecuritv into the Seas ; 
amongft which none was fo'unfortunate, as a 
Ship called the Brijlol Merchant one Plummer 
Commander, laden with eighty two Bales of 
Silk, btfides other rich commodities bound 
From Smyrna to Ligorne , whereon were feveral 
Merchants, fome of which having lived many 
years in Smyrna had acquired plentiful Eftates: 

I i namely 
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1674. namely Mr. John Foley , Mr. Thorny Laxton, 
-sj Mr. Jacob Turner , Mr. Phillip Gell, and Mr. 
Tifon Nephew __ to Mr. Foley ; Perfons who 
expected a profperous Voyage, and a happy 
arrival in their own Country: But obferve 
here the courfc of humane "difappointments, 
for being imbarked on the Ship aforefaid they 
fee Sail from Smyrna the loth or nth of 
September in company with the Vyner which hap¬ 
pened to be about two or three days after the 
Tripolines had firft broken out of their Port; * 
thefe two Ships by bad weather, or want of 
due care loft company each with other in the 
Arcbe-pelago , which proved a happy fortune to 
the turner ; for the Briftol Merchant, fome 
tew days after being off of Cape Sapientia en- 
countrcd the two Tripolines which firft came 
out of Port, and being Veflels of forty to fifty 
Guns, toon made thcmfelves Maftcrs of a 
Mcrchant-fhip ladcn,and of mean force.The Tri¬ 
polines were greatly elevated with this rich prize 
which they immediately carried to a place 
called Derm ; and there landing their goods, 
and men; for better fecurity tranfported them 
over land to Tripoli. The Perfons we men¬ 
tioned before, were forced for the moll part to 
walk all the way a foot, being thirty four days 
journey, unldsfome times, they were favoured 
to mount a Camel, which is fuch an unpleafant 
way of riding, that walking is much more 
eafie ; and travailing in a Tandy, dry Country, 
water was very fcarce, the days jpurnies being 
commonly proportioned according to the 
diftanceof the Wells of Water; which they 
drank with better Appetites, and Pleafure, 
then they formerly rellilhed the mod pleafant 
Wines. Being arrived at Tripoli they were 
ill wellcomed by the -fevere looks, and 
hard diet which they received from their 
Hefts; and the Plague raging greatly in the 
City, added to the miferies, and dread of the 
place. 

The Tripolines encouraged with this prize, 
and with the expectation of the farther fuccefs 
of their Ships abroad, hoped to weary out 
the Englifh Squadron, which ftill continued to 
infeft and trouble their coafts taking their Corn, ! 
Boats, and interrupting all Commerce which 
that Town had with the Sea. At length the Eng- \ 
iijh rcfblvcdto make an attempt on the Ships in 
Harbour which they rcfoliitcly performed in 
the nighr, and with great fuccefs according to 
this relation which Sir John Narbrough gave 
under his own hand.

War in the Port of conftderable force pre-^Y^ 
paring to go out , andcruife, I fitted a fire- 
boat out ofthefirefhips 5 and commandedyhat 
all the boats of my Squadron being twelve in 
number, fhould be manned, armed , and 
fitted with Fire-worlds alfi 5 I ordered a 
confiderable Officer to be a Commander in 
every boat, and my Leiutenant Cloudifly 
Shovel to be Commander in chief of them 
aU$ for being reftlved by Gods permijfton 
to attack, the Enemy that night in Port, 1 
gave inilruftions requifite for fitch a defign. 

About twelve a clock, in the night my boats 
refolvedly entred the Port, took, and ftized 
the guard boat , and killed the people in her , 
boarded the Ships, and fired them, and ut¬ 
terly deftroyed them all, fome Turks and 
Moors fiain, the re& fled to five them- 
Jelves. Theft four Ships lay under the 
Fiefs Caftle Walls, which was all that were 
in Port, except a Tunis Merchant Ship, 
which I ordered fbould not be medled with 
and ft eftaped firing This AHion was per¬ 
formed in left then an hours time without 
JuJtaining the leaf! damage on our fide, 
then the expence of feme Ammunition, Fire¬ 
works f and Fireboat, which were effeSttally 
beftowed, as defigned, to the great aftotiifh- 
ment of the Turks, who endeavoured to 
impede our defign, by plying feveral great 
and innumerable Jhtall flat at our boats, and 
men, which were within Piftol-fbot of the 
Fiefs own Caftle, and Palace. Such was 
the wonderful mercy of God towards us, 
that not one man of ours, was killed,wounded 
or touched j nor a boat any way difabled, 
but all returned in fifty, bringing the Guard 
boat, two Moors , and the Turkifh Colours 
of the four Ships in triumph along with them 
to my Ship. Our men employed in the boats 
on this occafion were one hundred fifty and 
fieven, they all behaving themfelves , as be¬ 
came Englifbmen.

I verily believe that in cafe / had landed 
at that time with five hundred men 
only I might have carried the City, for the 
Turks were fo amazed , that they fled out of 



1 6j4‘ it, they fired feveral great and finall jlsot all 
t/YV fit random, without hurt to any of cur men , 
God being pleafed ft to direct it. 

The 26th 0/January I fired about one 
hundred Jhot into the City of Tripoly a- 
mongft the Inhabitants -. 

The fir SI and third of February I took 
and deftroyed five Corn boats twenty Leagues 
to the Eaftward of Tripoly, and landed and 
burned a Stack of wood and Timber, which 
was for building their new Ship, and feme 
ftnall Mafts, andTards, and feme bags of 
bread brought off, and two Guns fpikgd, 
which could-hot be got off ; it beginning to 
blow, and likely to be bad weather 5 fo I was 
conftrained to leave them, and repair on 
board, and leave the coaft. The tenth of 
this Month the. Portfinouth took * Sambe- 
chee in her ballaft thirty Leagues to the Eaft¬ 
ward of Tripoly, Jbe belonging to that 
Government, the Moors got all ajhoar but 
the Sambechee was brought to Malta.

The Tripolines being .dftcouiaged, and af¬ 
frighted with this boldnefs and diligence of the 
Englijh, and apprehending that they would 
always infeft. their coaft, which would bean 
utter mine, and de[fruition to them; and be-, 
ing touched in the moft fenfible parts of their 
intereft, and welfare; they generally concluded, 
that there was now no fafety, but by making 
a peace with the Englijh: To farther, which, 
ar.d to allift in the Office of Mediation; it 
happened, that there was at the fame time at 
Tripoly , one Haffse^ bey, a great man of Tunis, 
who had been Dei of that Country; but be¬ 
ing droven from thence by his. Nephews, wis'. 
come to Tripoly with an immenle treafure, 
intending afterwards to Tranfport himfelf to 
Conftantinople, to make his aggreivances known 
at the Grand Signiors Court. Of this perfon 
we Aiall difeourfe more at large hereafter;: but 
in this place , it is pertinent to relate, how : in- 
ftrumenral he was to effeit this peace in which, 
he laboured with the greater zeal, that fo by 
alfiftanccof the Englijh, he might findafpeedy. 
and fafe’ conveyance on' their Ships of ,his 
Pet Con,Goods, and Servants;intothe Moreafrom. 
whence he defigned by land to Conftantinople. 
The Treaty being thus began; a peace was con¬ 
cluded between his Majefties of- Great Britain; 
Ere. and Halil Pafba, Ibrahim Dey, Ajgaf 
Div.m and .Governors of the Noble City,, and 
Kingdom of Tripoly, Dated the fifth of March 
\ 6 p\. Being' the laft day of the Moon 2 A- 
hedga , and Hegeira 108 6. By this inftrument 
all the former Articles were’again confirmed 
with . addition o£ two others,;.. 

Firft, that all Perfons tdkga under. Eng¬ 
lijh Colqurs ; j fhould be delivered to Sir John 
Narbrough and fit at. liberty without pay-- 
ment of any ranftmfor themunder which.

the Captain and Sea-men taken on the I & 7 : 4 : 
BFiftol Merchant were 'freed ; whofc rah- 
font otherwift might have coft dear, and 
perhaps almoft the value of their private 
Eftates. 

Secondly, That eighty thoufand Dollars 
(which was the account made of the value of 
goads, and Mony taken on the Martin and 
Hunter) f/jould be made good to Sir John 
Narbrough, in Mony, or Goods, and Slaves. 

To which was adjoyned fitch a fubmijfton, 
recantation, and acknowledgment for their 
late offence, and outrage, as tejtijyed the 
forrow of their true repentance, as We flail 
fee more at large in their following Ar¬ 
ticles. 

And now the peace being concluded; Sir 
John Narbrough returned to Malta ; and foon 
after came back to Tripoly to receive the re¬ 
mainder of the monies, and goods agreed for, 
the Slaves being delivered, already. In this 
interim the fix Ships which had fo: mcrly 
broken out of the harbour, and failed to the 
Levant , hearing of the peace, returned to 
Tripoly 5 where great.' feuds and (Mentions 
arofe; the Souldiery accufing Ibrahim T>ei, nick 
named Mifier ogli as the beginner and Author 
of the War, and for continuing it fo long with 
obftinacy, until they werc' reduced to their laft 
extremity. In,fine they threatned to cut him 
in Prices; but- at length they were contented to 
cafhier him only from his Office; after which 
he filed into thd Morea and. their Vice-Admiral 
Muftapha Grande was made.Dei in his place; 
with whom, and with the.^ouldicrs in general 
now returned; Sir John Narbrough renewed 
the Articles rif Peace,' and dated them the 
firft of May 167 5 ; which are thefe that

H Aving thus related the original caufe, 
proceedings, and conclufionof our War 
with Tripoly. Let us Travel to Tunis ; which 
though fince the year 1655 hath ever main¬ 
tained Peace with England, yet the civil dif- 
fentxons among themielyes have adminiftred 
unto us Subject of difeourfe, and more efpe- 
cially, fince it hath tome relation to Hojfffibey, 
whom formerly we named, as Mediator of 
the Peace between Us, and Tripoly. 

On the fixth of September 1675. Morai Bet civil w&t 
General of all the Land Forces in the Kingdom Tunis 
of Tunis dyed, the moft Politick, and Popular f” Bar ‘ 
Perfon, that ever mannaged that Office, his ^ 
Sons Ciddi Mehrnet and Ciddi Alt by the gene¬ 
ral approbation, and confcnr of the Souldiery 
joyntly fucceeding him in that charge. But 
the ambition of tbefc two young Gallants 
would admit no union in the Government^ the 
Elder would know no equal, and the younger 
no fuperior, fo that it was neceflary for one 
to governor both to be laid afide : the decifion 
of which was referred to a full Affemblv of the 
Turks. In the mean time Hqfffey-ley Brother 
to Marat deceafed, and Unde to the two Com¬ 
petitors, taking advantage of thefe divisions, 
offered himfclf a Candidate for the place- 
and fo operated with the force of mony, and 
with affiftancc of the younger Nephew who 
would rather yield to an Uncle, then to a 
brother, that he clearly carried die riedion by 
i the. common fiifirages of the people. The 
' Elder Son Ciddi Melmet riot enduring the 
1 ^dignity to be thus degraded took the field

all his.Fathers Old Spahees and the Moors 
i abroad: came into him, fo that in a few days 
he became lb' formidable as to give Laws to 
• th c-Dti ;an'd>Pcople of 'Tunis ; obliging them 
immediately to banifh his Uncle, and to re¬ 
ceive him as foie, and abfolute General of all 
the -Land Souldiery in thofe Dominion;. 

Hojfje-bey not being able to refift this fora-. 
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1674. pafled away with fuch expedition that he ad- 
ventured to embark' himfelf, retinue and trea- 
fure (which as was reported being modcftly 
calculated, amounted to three millions of 
Dollars) on no better a Veffel, then a French 
Satee for Tripoli where he was honourably 
received by that Government 5 and Letters fent 
from them to the young Bet at Ta«z5,mediating 
for the return of his Uncle, with proraife, 
that he fliould live quietly, and give no inter¬ 
ruption to the courle of his Government*, but 
Ciddi Mehmet refolving not to truft him, pofi- 
tively declared againft his readmiffion, as 
not coniiftent with his Government, and 
Safety. , 

It happened at this time that the Englijh 
had War with Tripoly , and blocked up the 
Port; and that afterwards a Peace enfuing ; 
(Hofffe-bey) (as we faid before,) (bowed himfelf 
very forward, and zealous in the Mediation ; 
which raking effedtj he was afterwards to¬ 
gether with his retinue tranfported on the 
Briflol Fregat Commanded by Sir John Berry 
to Modon in the Morea , from whence he wdit 
by Land to carry his Complaints to Conflanti¬ 
nople ; whilft the Briftol Fregat proceeded to 
■Smyrna, to receive the Turky Companies Ships 
under Convoy for England. 

Hofffe-bey being arrived, at the Grand Signiors 
Courc prepared an eafie and ready acceft 
to the Grandees, by the great Prefents, he fent 
them 5 which being the only means to mollify 
and make tender the hearts of Turks ; he found 
upon all his addrefles fuch refentments, and 
compaflionate feelings of his aggreivances that 
if affurances in words, and promifes would do 
his work, he might be afeertained of engaging 
the entire power, and puiflance of the Empire 
for his rc-eftablilhment. The news of Hqfffe- 
bey ; beiiig gone to addrefs himfelf to the 
Turkifh Court for relief much perplexed the 
Government at Tunis ; and at the fame time 
the plague defrcrarcly raging there, made them, 
tick, and infirm _boch in body, and mind : 
wherefore after ferious confiderations and de¬ 
bates hereupon; it was concluded neceflary, to 
Fight Hoffj'e with his own Weapons; ana im¬ 
mediately to difpatchaway four Ships for Con- 
flantinople with Mcffengers, and Prefents to the 
Grand Signior and his Officers being the only 
means to open the reafons and underftandings 
of the Turks, and make them as well capable to 
comprehend the juftice of their caufc, as to 
reconcile their affections. The four Ships 
arriving at Conflantinople , were feized oil, at 
the inflance of Hofffe-bey-, and he declaring, 
that thofe , Ships were belonging to him, and 
his own proper Eftate, cafily procured a judg¬ 
ment in hi? favour; and the Captains of them 
being called to the Divan, were Commanded 
10 own Hcfffe-bey for their Matter, and, to 
obey him as-their Pafha, and abfoluteLord 
under the Grand Signior.Ic was too late,when at 
Tunis they apprehended the Error they had 
Committed, in fending thefe four Ships to Con- 
flantinople i which now upon more ferious 
contidciation then the former they expected to 
return freighted with armed Men,; .and Im¬ 
perial Commands to re-eftablifh - HofffFbey in 
the Government of which, and of -wTiatwas 
farther preparing at the Ottoman Court, that 
they might.have good advice ; they.difpatched 
two Mcffcngcrs for Conflantinople on a French 
Satee, which they lud freighted for that pur- 


pofe, to Land them at Smyrna ; where being 1674, 
arrived they addreffed themfdves to me, then (✓Y'v 
Conful there, bringing me Letters of recom¬ 
mendation from friends at Tunis to affift and 
help them in all their occurences. I was well 
informed in all particulars concerning the fuc- 
ceft, and motions of Hofffe-bey at Conflanti¬ 
nople, and I did not omit to relate all matters 
diflin&ly to them; for not long before, I had 
occafion to be acquainted wich Hofffe-bey him¬ 
felf haying at his carneft requeft found means 
to furnilh him with the Sum of three thoufand 
Dollars, upon a good Pawn of Gold, and 
Jewels; amongft which there was a Fetlock 
of Gold enameled, and fee with Diamonds, juft 
in the form and falhion of thofe, which we 
put on our horfes, when they co to graft; and 
this, I underftoed, was one of the Ornaments, 
which* they put on the Ancle of the Bride on 
the marriage day; I know not whether it were 
to grace her legs, as bracelets do our wrifts, or 
to put her in mind of her fervitude, fo loon 
as fhe fubmits to Wedlock. I acquainted 
them, as I faid, with all matters; Thar the 
Grand Signior,and hisOfficers,bad greatly relent¬ 
ed the fuflerings of Hofffe-bey and that they own¬ 
ed his caufe,having ftopt the four Ships of 1 Tunis 
at Conflantinople \ and had promifed to furnilh 
him with a whole Chamber of Janifaries, with 
a Licence to raife fuch Voluntiers on the Sea- 
coaft of Afia, as would willingly, and of their 
own accord follow his Colours. I had not 
many days given them this intelligence, which 
others confirmed in like manner; before Hcfffe- 
bey himfelf with his four men of War and cwo 
other hired Ships arrived in the Port of 
Smyrna-, where having flayed fome days 
to take in provifions, and embark thofe who 
had lifted themfelves for his fervicc in thofe 
Parts; they departed for Tunis ^touching at Scio, 
Navarine , and Tripoly, in their Way, reinfor¬ 
cing themfelves with fuch, as voluntarily fol¬ 
lowed their Standard. The Meflengers potted 
back with all freed, on a Veffel hired at Smyrna $ 
and arriving lorne time before Hofffe-bey-, ren¬ 
dered' an account of the treatment which he 
had found at G>nftantinople,mth the particulars 
of the forces he brought with him. The 
Tune fines being prepared with this intelligence, 
took courage to oppofe a handful of men, to 
whom they refufed Licenfe fo much as to one 
man of them to land ; only out of refpeft to 
the Grand Signior’s Commands, they were 
willing to admit Hofffe-bey to a treaty ; and to 
receive him afhoar with three or four Servants 
and Companions ; They flcightly perufedhis 
Papers, rather to difeover his ftrengch, and the. 
progrefs of his negotiations, then with inten¬ 
tions to condefcend in the leaft to his defires ; 
which having done, and given permiffion to 
fee his houfe, and vifit his wife, and children j 
they hattned him again aboard; and all the 
Country being in Arms, they threatned to treat 
him and his People, as Enemies,.if they ad¬ 
ventured to make a defeenr. Hofffe-bey being 
difeouraged with this rude Treatment, and with 
the .Union , and general Confederacy of the 
people againft him contrary to his expefra- 
tions ; returned to Uavarine ; where he landed,- 
difeharged his Ships, and Souldiers, which lay 
foo heavy upon a Private Purfe, and retired 
himfelf for fome time with much melancholy 
anddifeontent; at length he travelled again to 
Cbnflamnopk, where the Turkifh Officers at¬ 
tended 
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f 675. tended his coming with open mouths, expe&ing 
t/V%jto fhare once more in the recruits he had 
brought with him from Tunis. But his flock 
being low, he was not able to difpenfe hismony, 
and prefents fo generoufly, and plentifully as 
before; which the Turks perceiving fell much 
in their refresh for him, and ftrangly on a 
fuddain loft wholly the zeal and compaffion 
for his caufe; fuffering him to live at Conflanti¬ 
nople in the Condition of a private Aga. In 
the mean time the difturbances, and civil dif- 
fentions ran high at Tunis : the two Brothers 
waging War with various and interchangeable 
fuccefs, caufed fuch agitions in the State, that 
in three months time four Deys were au off 
At length the younger Brother Ciddi Ali gain¬ 
ing the Vi£loty,and always inclining towards his 
Uncle, confented that he fhould be recalled 
from Conflantinople ; whereupon four Ships were 
fitted at Porto Farina, to carry prefents of 
atonement to Conflantinople, and to bring 
Hqfffey-bey from thence with Title of Pafha; 
whom the people now, expe£led with great 
impatience, as the only Perfon, whofe Prefence 
and Authority was able to fettle, and reftore 
them to their former quietneft and union. 
This happened in the year 1677 j when the 
Country was fo harraffed with Civil Wars, 
that a miferable Famiue enfued; fo that a 
Caffice of Wheat which was tea Bufliels, was 
fold for twenty eight Dollars, and of Barly for 
fourteen .• and the fcarcity of this Country ! 
which is commonly the Granary of Italy, had 
fuch influence on tnofe parts and Spain, in the 
years 1677 and 1678 that the State of the j 
Grand Duke of Tuff any fullered much thereby; 
and had more, had not the State of Luca ' out 
of Friendfhip, and on the fcore of Neighbour¬ 
hood relieved their neceffities 
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P Ropoficiotjs of peace not being fo earneftly 
prefled, nor fo advantageous proffered by 
the Poles, as the pride of the Turks did expefr, 
the War ftill continued, but not profecuced 
either on the one fide or on the other with the 
fame violence with which it began. For the 
Sultan defigning this year to circumcifehis Son, 
the young Prince, now about twelve years of 
Age, and to marry his Daughter of feven to 
his Mofayp, or Favourite, Pallia of Mognafia, 
commonly called by the Name of Kul-ogti , 
which fignifies the Son of a Slave, he refolved 
to dedicate this whole Year to quiet repofe, 
mirth, and jollity at home, only two thoufand 
Janifaries were fent to Ibrahim Pafha to recruit 
the Souldiers on the Frontiers of Poland, and 
the Tartars were reinforced with fome Turkifh 
Troops under Vftff Palhato affift Dorofenskq a- 
gainft the Poles, who were with a conuderablc 
Army fallen into Vkyania ; And the Captain 
Pafha, with twenty eight Sail of Gallies, was 
difreeded into the Black Sea for carrying of 
fuch Provifions and Ammunition for War as 
was neceflary for fupply of the Aimy: Befides 
which, no preparations of War were deligned, 
thefe being judged fufficient, though not to 
conquer, yet at leaft to reprels the Incurfions, 
anfl amufe or keep the Armes of the Enemy em¬ 
ployed. 

For at rhe Cttoman Court the face of all 


things was become ferene and calm, no Sedici-1 
ons of great men, nor difeontents of the people, i. 
nor black and cruel defigns of State ditturbed 
or clouded the fplendoar of the Solemnities, or T 
the brows of the great Sfatifts, but all matters fi 
ran ip an uninterrupted courfe of Joy and Fe- £ 
ftivicy. Tiie Sultan, who in his action fhewed 
hirufclf a mod benign Prince, l'paring and com.- 
paffionate of the blood and miferv of his Sub- 
jefts, hath, finee his arri\'al to a mature Age, 
excrcifed a wife manner of Government, fe- 
were and juft, and yet void.of the cruelty and 
tyranny of his Anceftors; under whom the tra¬ 
ding Chriflian enjoyed the privilege of their 
Capitulations with more juftice, and lefs fre¬ 
quent A vanias. The Vizier alfo, and other 
great Officers, being fenfible of the benefit which 
Trade begat, treated Merchants with more 
gendeneft and refpeft than in former times, 
their Ships not being forced on every occafiorf 
into rhe Grand Signior’s fervice, but rather per- 
fwaded to it by rewards and fair promifes; 
otherwife than in the times of former Viziers; 
and it is to be wifhed alfo that the like might be 
faid under the Government of thofe which are 
tofucceed; though if we look forward to the 
years 1678 and 1679 we. fhall find the Scene of 
things altered, and nor only Merchants, biic 
even Ambafladors, and die Reprefentativcs 
themfelves f remain under fad difeouragements. 
Amongft thefe joys and gende ways of Govern- 
ment; the manner of this Court was much al¬ 
tered; the Divan had not for two months fpacc 
been opened for bufinefr, to the great prejudice 
and interruption of Juftice; Wine, that great: 
abomination to the Tufkifh Law, which four 
years part was by the Imperial Decree fotbief- 
: den under pain of Death anil; : a rhoijfafid-£x- 
* aerations ^nd -Gurfcs, was. now the ' common 
, Drink, and divertifemme in, fafhion;. ufed' irn- 
moderatgly by all* excepting the Grand Sig¬ 
nior, the Mufti, and Reis Effendi; the Vizier 
himfelf having beai exceftively intemperate 
[ therein, had ' extinguifhed • the naturalheat of 
his ftomach, which could be warmed by no left 
heat than what proceeds from Aqua Vitd ; by 
which debauchery and indifpofition all Bufi- 
neffes were flowly and negligently difpatchcd, 
and according to his example the Officers and 
Miniftersa&ed in their Affairs, which informer 
i times being always difpatched by nine a Clock 
in the Morning, that became now the time and 
hour of riling. 

The Grand Signior himfelf,though not taught 
by his Attendants to drink Wine, left it fhould 
perhaps betray him to fome a&ions dangerous 
to them, gave himfelf to Amours; for tailing 
in love with a Polifh Woman, lacely captivated 
at Kemenitx., he made her his Second Hafakce 
or Sultanefs; for having had the good fortune. 
to bring him a Son, that honour was the re-' 
ward of her fruitfulnefi; and that he might 
give other teftimonics of his favour, he caft his 
eyes on a poor Chinganee, orGipfy Boy, who 
with finging and dancing fo pleafed him, thac 
he gave him fix purfes of money containing 
three thoufand Dollars, with Horfes and Ser¬ 
vants, and took him into rhe Seraglio. Amidft 
thefe Delights the Grand Signior gave order ro 
the Vizier not to freak to him of three 
things Neither of returning to Conflantinople, 
nor againft his Favourite, nor againft his h unc- 
ing ; in other matters he might ufe free¬ 
dom. 
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1 6 7 5 Another alteration of a better nature, with 
reference to Learning and Knowledge, feems 
a Ifo remarkable in this Court; for the Grand 
. Signior having been fome years paftprefcnted by 
the Dutch Rcfidcnt, with twelves large Volumes 
of the new Atlae, upon an accidental fight 
thereof was fo pleafed, that he commanded it 
Jhould fpeedily be tranflated into Turkifh; to 
which Work Dr. Alexandra Maura Cordato , 
the Viziers Interpreter, who fucceeded in the 

K lace of Panaioti deceafcd, wa? nominated ; but 
c finding it too unweildy for him, defired the 
alfiftance of a French Jefuit, then at Scio, skil¬ 
ful in the Turkilh and Arabick Languages, who 
was immediately lent for, and therein employ¬ 
ed ; and though it is thought, that this bufinefc 
is above their Element, and that it will foon 
cool and be negletted, yet it feems to be the firft 
ftep which the Turks have made unto Learning, 
ana therefore is the more obfervable. 

And now the Feftivals beginning on the 1 6th. 
The grot of May, wemud for fome days lay afide all 
Feflivah bufinels, and. obferve with what orde? and form 
iniwhit thefe Solemnities were performed. In the firft 
Celebrated pl ace * On this day the Grand Signior, with the 
at the tu,- young Prince his Son, went to their Tents, 
Ujh court, which were pitched very fumptuoufly in the 
Plain near the City, and indeed were truly 
ftacelyand magnificent ; all the great men, as 
the Vizier, Mufti, and others, having their Pa¬ 
vilions erefted; amongft which was railed a 
very ftately Throne, with a Canopy of Cloth 
of Gold, extended under the (hady leavinefs of 
two tall Elms,which, fet off with many Lamps, 
in the Night reprefented a very pleafant ana 
glorious Scene. On this Seat , of State the 
Sultan placed himfelf in the morning, being ac¬ 
companied thither by all the Pafhaws then pre- 
fent, and by the Rxeprefentatives ,of thofe who 
were abfent ; who according to their Degree, 
in order kiffinghisVeft, delivered it? a Silk 
Purfe, a Note or Schedule of their Prefents, 
which were afterwards put into the Tefterdar’s 
or Lord Trealurers hands to fee and compare 
them with the particulars received; which 
were fo great and confiderablc, that they far 


furpaffed the Charges and Disburlments of 1673. 
the Solemnity. Oppofite to the Tents were (/y\j 
fcveral poles fixed, between which at Night 
were hung Lamps of feveral lhapes, which be¬ 
ing varied every Night made a verypleafing 
and magnificent Object; by fight of which in 
the Evening were exerrifed feveral tricks of Acti¬ 
vity, as W re filings, Dancing, and Singing, 
and fometimes were a£ted Turkifh Comedies, 
which'confift only of Farces, and fome ridi¬ 
culous Dialogues, and at laft the divertifemenrs 
of the night concluded with Fire-works, which 
were fo many, that (as reported) X40 men 
were employed for four months time in the ma¬ 
king of them, and yet there are better made 
in Chriftendom; only one feemed to excel the 
reft, being a fort of Rocker, which went 
up very high, without any tail of fire, like 
the common ones, carrying only a fmall com¬ 
pared Globe of red fire like a Star, and mak¬ 
ing no noifein mounting, but railed to its height, 
breaks.Thefe were the paftimes of the Night; in 
the day time all the feveral Arts andTrades/ome 
one day, and fome another, pafled before the 
Tents, every one offering their Prefents, as 
they pafled, repiefenting by fome kind of Pa¬ 
geant and Proceffion.their diverfitiesof Trade: 
this continued for fifteen days. On the 25 th. 
of this inftant May, was a folemn Cavalcade, 
in which marched the Januaries with all their 
chief Officers, Ghiaufes, and Mutafaracas, $ac< 

And of the Great Men, the Vizier,Mufti,and 
Kul-ogli the Favourite, the firft on the right 
hand, and the fecond in the middle; after them 
followed the young Prince who was to be cir- 
cumcifed, extraordinary rich in the Furniture 
of his Horfe, and the number and Iargenefsof 
the Diamonds, which were on his Tulbant and 
Bread. In this Cavalcade were carried twenty 
four fmall Nachils, and two large ones, as high 
as the Maft of a Snip, which were carried by a 
hundred Slaves, and fet before the Seraglio, 
which are in form of triumphant Pyramids, 
adorned with Tinfils in thirteen Divifions, 
according to this following Form or Defc 
cripdoa 
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l 6 75. On the 27th. being the day of Mahomet's 
Birth, the Grand Signior rode publickly to the 
Mofch of Sulcan Selim, having no other- atten¬ 
dance than the Retinue of his own Court 5 his 
Pages were very rich in Cloth of Gold, each 
carrying a Feather ftudded. with a rich Jewel 
on his Head • after the Grand Signior rode the 
young Prince, who that Nighc was circumcifed. 
During thisFeftival, a vaft number of people 
was fed at the charge of the Grand Signior, and 
about two thoufand circumcifed, every one of 
which had a Quilt given him, with a fmall 
Tlx man- P^ofthree Afpers a day fob bis Life. •... ' 

neroftbc This Solemnity for the, Circumcifion being 
Mirriige ended, on the loth, of June began the Feaft 
eftbt f or t he Marriage. The Kuzlir Aga, who is the 
shnkr's b,ack Eunuch of the Women, was Bridegroom 1 
Daughter, or Compare to the young Princds, and the Tef- 
terdar or Lord Treafiirer to Kul-ogli,both which 
in the name of the Bride and Bridegroom went 
before the Lord Chief Juftice called the Kadelef- 
cher, and by him had the Articles of Marri¬ 
age wrote, and paffed into publick Aft 5 which 
being done, the Prefents were fent, and firft 
thofe from the Bridegoom to the Bride, which 
were thefe, a great number of Bealls and Birds 
ill-favoiircdly made in Sugar, thirty Mules la¬ 
den with two Cheft's of Sweet-meats apiece, and 
about their neeks each carried a Veil of Sattin 
for the Muletiers, then were carried a great 
many Pots of Sherbet, then an hundred and 
twelve men carrying Veils of Silk, Cloth, Vel¬ 
vet, and Cloth, of Gold, fome had three, fome 
five or fix at lead wrapt up in Linen; then went 
fiveHorfes, one with rich Furniture; then fob 
lowed a noble Veil of Cloth of Gold lined vrith 
Sables and nine Buttons and Loops on a fide 
embroidered with large Pearl, on the top of 
which on the one fide was a very large. Dia¬ 
mond, and on the other a Saphire, with Shoes, 
Boots, and Patterns for the Bagno, all covered 
with Pearl; likewife two Dreffing-boxcs, with 
Looking-glallcs,and a Cap in form ofa Crown, 
a little Cabinet embroidered all over with 
Pearl, eight Girdles fet with Emeralds, Rubies, 
•and Diamonds, a large Diamond-ring, a pair 
of Pendants of two great. Emeralds, with many 
other particulars, which in pafiage were im- 
poflible to be remembred. 

Thefe Prefects being thus performed on the 
part of the Bridegroom to his Bride, the next 
Prefents concerned the Grand Signior to his 
Daughter, which were in place of her 
Dowry according to the cuftom of the Eaftern 
Countries: wherefore the i 9 rj&. of this month 
the Prefents were uttered with a mod folemn 
Cavalcade of all the Grandees of the Court to 
the Houfe of the Bridegroom, which were 
two Gardens made of Sugar, forty little Na- 
chils, eighty fix Mules laden with Houttold- 
fluff, ten men with her Drelfings, as Boots, 
Shoes, Sec. embroidered with Pearl as the for¬ 
mer; then were carried her Jewels fet in Gir¬ 
dles, Bracelets, 8 cc. promifeuoufly together, 
not in that rule as thofe were which were fent 
her by the Bridegroom. The Houttold-fiuff 
was made up with coverts, yet howfoever fome 
part? were left open on the fides, to ttew diat 
the Cuttions were embroidered with Pearl, and 
others were of Velvet embroidered with Gold. 
Atlaftcame twelve Coaches with Slaves and 
thirty fix black Eunuchs. The 13d. the Bride 
was conduced to her'Bridegrooms Palace with 
a folemn Cavalcade, with two great Nachilsof 


the fame form and- bigiefs as thofe carried at 1 6 7 5. 
tbe Ca Y. alcade s£. £be Prince, with two fmaller t/YV 
ones ofStlvcr. The Bride was feated in a hand- 
fom Coach drawn with fix Horfcs, and cover- 
edwrth Plates of Silver, and the fides adorned 
with long^Streamers of Tinfel,: before which 
Tl rl ^Kuzlir Aga or chief black Eunuch of 
of rhc \V°m en -• after followed four Coaches 
with Six.. Horfes apiece, and twenty one 
more with feur Horfes, each carry., 
ing two Eunuchs: than at lornc diflance 
^.^.^ Hafakee or Queen-Mother 
^ £, .} e Bllde a Gpach all covered with Plates 
Of Silver, and attended with ten other Coaches 
more: thenight following the. Bride was Con- 
dufted to the Nuptial Chamber in ceremony 
only, tte not being yet ripe for confummation 
of Marriagetall which Solemnity was attended at 
the Bridegrooms Com t,with the fame Sports and 
Fue-works which were made at the Tears, with 
an addition of dancing' On the Ropes, and 
Hiding down a Rope faftnedro the top of the 
Steeple of theMofch of Sultan Selim, which had 
like to have proved fatal to one who came down 
with a Boy at his backfor when he was about 
twenty yards from the ground, the Rope broke, 
but falling on a tree firft, and then on a man 
he was taken up with little hurt. The moll re! 
markable of,aIl thefe Shows was a man that 
watted up a Rope as high as the fecond Balcony 
of the Menafeh or Steeple of Sultan Selim, 
which is as high as commonly our Spire-Steeples 
are in, England: And another hanging on a 
Rope? with.his hands, with his body extended, 
turned himfelf 1twelve tunes round with his hands: 
at all which Sights the Grand Signior was a 
conftant Spectator. In this manner thefe So- 
lemnmes,ended, the Mqfayp or Favourite rich 
m theefteeinof his Pnuce, and in high honour 
with, all, fiad yet fome allay to attemper and 
moderate his,joy; for the Princcfs not yet fit 
for contummacion, in cafe tte dyed before that 
tunc; all her Jewels and Goods muft return to 
the : Grand Signior, notwithflanding which he 
would be obliged to pay her Dowry, which 
was laid to be the Sum oftwo years. Revenue of 
GrandC atro ,but let it be what it will,he will be in- 
lolvent, being, as reported, three hundred Pur- 
fes already in debt. And now to demonftrate 
the uncertainty of the Courts of Princes, as well 
as ,, ot , J aI1 1 other places and conditions of the 
World, the Great Tefterdar orTreafurcr, who 
had fcr the /pace of thirteen years managed 
this Office with Angular induftry and advan- 
rage, was now removed from thence, and un¬ 
der a fpecious ttew of Preferment, was ad¬ 
vanced to the Dignity of Patta of Grand Cairo • 
this change was the more wondered at, becaufe 
hewasaPerfonfo acute and foproper for the Tiete f tir ; 
Office, that no man that held the place did L 2 ‘ 
ever manage it with greater reputation, nof o« of hit 
with greater benefit to the Intereft of his Prince * °$ ce - 
for befides his good husbandry in other mat! 
ters, he was fo skilful in knowing the price of 
Commodities, and fo near in making his Bar¬ 
gains, that the Merchant could fcarce live by 
him, which in that confumption of Goods made 
in the Seraglio, will produce a confiderable 
abatement, when all things are bought at the 
beft hand ; confideruig which, many reafons 
were alledged, and conjeaures made of his re- 
movnl: fame faid. That the Grand Signior 
having a liking to a youngMan ofhis,to prevent 
his being taken into the Seraglio, the Tefrer-’ 
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16 7 e.dar gave him a Wife, and thereby greatly dif- 
«pleafed the Grand Signior, as if he nad purpofe- 
ly contrived it, to defeat his defires: others 
laid, That the Grand Signior would have bor¬ 
rowed money of him to pay the Arrears of the 
Spahees, which he refufed to lend -• but others 
talked, and that with bell reafon, That Kara 
Mujlapba the old Chimacam, who is always 
with the Grand Signior, had found an oppor¬ 
tunity to reprefent him amifs, fuggefting, that 
the Tefterdar fhould lay. That want of money 
Wiji for t h c Treafury was caufed by the vaft Sums 
TjjJ® confumed in the fooleries of the late Feafts ; 
and the Vizier, though he entertained no per- 
fonalanimofity again# him, yet was willing to 
facrifice him to thefriendihip of Kara Muftapba. 
And (b being difpoflefled of his Office, there¬ 
unto fucceeded the Janifary Efendi or Tudge- 
Advocate of the Januaries, a great Drinker of 
Wine, and one not to hold any comparifon . 
with the parts and abilities of his Predeceffour. 
Money now wanting greatly in the Treafury, 
fevetal ways were fought to bring it in, and to 
fave expences. The firft of which was, that a 
review be made of all Otoraks, fuch as Milites 
emeriti , who are excufed from the War, and 
yet receive their pay; from which number 
thofe were excluded who had bought it, or 
were not come legally by it, which would fave 
the Grand Signior a vaft Sum of Money yearly .* 
and to help at this time of need, the late 
Treafurer mull refund and eafe himfelf of mo- i 
ney, before he enters on that rich and impor¬ 
tant Office of Grand Cairo. And Chufaein Aga 
the chief Cuftomer, who was a man that had 
inriched himfelf by many bad ways and arts, 
was difplaced from his Office, and caufed to 
difgorge great Sums of Money to add unto the 
Supplies of the Treafury. He was a Perfon' 
ofa fubtle difpofition, raifed from, the mean 
degree of a Shoemaker, and being will acquaint¬ 
ed both with good and bad ways of gaining 
money, was a proper Inftrument for the Tur- 
kifh Government, it being his fortune to fifh 
riches rather for others than himfelf. And now 
being deprived of his Office and the beft part of 
his Wealth, he refolved, like all other difeon- 
tentedMinifiers, to take a Pilgrimage to Mtcha, 
and to that end made a folemn Vifit to the 
Pafha of Cairo, then in his Tents near Scutari , 
acquainting him of his intentions to wait on 
him, and perform his Refpe&s in his pafiage 
to the Holy Ktbltch or Mecha. 

The Turks have not of late years been very 
prodigal of the blood of their Subje£ts,nor have 
thofe Executions been done of late on any Offi¬ 
cer, unlefs his Tyranny and Oppreffion of the 
people did juftly draw due punifhment upon 
himfelf. And fuch was the cafe of the Kahya 
or Secretary of the Chimacam or Govemour in 
the Viziers abfence of Constantinople, who taking 
on himfelf the management of all the Affairs 
of his Mafter, afted every thing according to 
his own pleafure; for finding that whatfoever 
he did or propounded, was always confirmed 
andaflented unto by hiseafie Lord, heaflum- 
ed aboldnefs to undertake any thing upon 
the proffers of mony, fo the Sum was in 
The cl,. any manner agreeable to the greamefs 
mtcamof of the matter required, or to the danger 
conftan- fi e incurred ; by which means he involved his 
bhsKnjrd Caxe ^ s and unwary Mafter in fuch intrigues, as 
"<» off. could have noexcufebefides his own fupinenels, 
and_the corruptnefs of his Servant At this 


manner of adminiftring Juftice, the peoplebcing . l 67-5. 
difeontented, haftened me removal of the Chi- l/v\J 
macam : and now another entringon theOffice, 
the Kahya remained expofed to the malice and 
complaints of all his Enemies, amongft which 
none was of greater force than an acculation 
laid againft. him, for having granted leave to 
the Armenian Chriftians at Constantinople for a 
Sum of Money toerefta Church; for which, 
though a Command was granted by the Great 
Vizier, obtained at a good price, to build one 
there of Timber,but of a low ancf mean Fabrick; 
yet the Kahya for a greater Sum of twenty Pur- 
fes of Money, or ten thoufand Dollars, im¬ 
proved this Command, and changed their 
Materials from Timber to Stone and. Mor¬ 
tar : the which Building beginning to rife with 
fome magnificence, offended the neighbouring 
Turks with fo much fcandal, that great num¬ 
bers of them carried the Complaints thereof to 
the Grand Signior $ who calling the Vizier, and 
examining the Cafe, the Vizier would own no 
other Command, than for repairing of an old 
j Church, but not building one new. Where¬ 
upon Sentence of Death being palled cm the 
Kahya, an Officer was fent to execute it. And 
in his way to Constantinople , at a place oiled 
Selebrea , meeting with the Offender, he caufed 
him to return again with him to Constantinople , 
where having ftrangled him, his Body was 
thrown into the Sea. 

We have thus far difeourfed of the Affaire 
at home, which confided for the moft part in 
jollities and divertifements; let us now look on 
the enterprises and attempts abroad, and we 
fhall find no great matter of action this year per¬ 
formed againft Poland^ more than fome incur- 
fions made into Vkranta by the Turks and Tar¬ 
tars under die Conduft of Ibrahim Pafha, in 
which we have no Battels, nor great Skirnufhes 
to recount, only afeizure or fuiprize of thofe 
Cofacks, which were not under the jurifdi&ion 
of Dorofemkp, who like fheep were driven from 
their paftures, and Men, Women, and Chil¬ 
dren carried away into Captivity, and tranf- 
planted into Countries, where they might bet-» 
ter fervethepurpofes anddefigns of the Tur- 
kifh Empire^ towhi^h ends aha vaft numbers of 
Tartars with their~Tamilies, were called to in¬ 
habit the circumjacene parts of Kmenitz, for 
better fecurity of that Conqueft, to which the 
Tartars moft willingly concurred, efteeming it 
a happy Bargain to exchange the Soil of Tar¬ 
tary for the fruitful Plains, and more gentle Air 
of Poland. And thus we may confider what 
the intefHneDifcord of the Poles hath brought 
upon themfclvesj that they, who in former 
days maintained their honour and reputation 
with the Turks, beyond any of the bordering 
Nations; not having ever fuffered them to con¬ 
tinue in their Country, much lefs tofojoum or 
paflefs one palm of Ground therein ; can now 
more eafily fee them before the Walls of Leo- 
polk or Cracovia, and planted in the verv Bow¬ 
els of their Countrey, rather than a King of 
their own Countrey fet over them not agree¬ 
able totheir own humour and fancy; or perhaps 
rather than behold the envied exaltation of fome 
perfons to dignity, or fome little diforders in 
their Government; of which the Turk knows 
well to make ufe, it being no new Leflon for 
him- to profit himfelf of the Difcord and Aui- 
moutiesof the Chriftians. 
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,673, In like manner the Marine Affairs of the 
Turks this year afforded little worthy of obfer- 
varion, uulef* it were. That the Captain Pallia 
was employed with about thirty Sail of Gallies 
Into the Black Sea, for tranfpotting of Aromu- 
nirionapd Provifions to thofe Forces in Vkra- 
ni* i: but he returned- not with an equal num¬ 
ber of Gallies, with which he departed, hav¬ 
ing loft five of them by ftorm, and then ar¬ 
rived AtConJtantinaple on the 76th. of QQobcr, 
calledby the Greeks the Feaft of St. Demetrm s, 
anff by the Turks Cajfm-gbeun, a day which is 
commonly remarkable for Storms at Sea ; of 
which the Turks and Greeks are fo aprehenfive 
or fuperftirious, that on that day or near that 
rime, either before or after, until the ftorm hath 
vented its fury, and taken its courfe, they 
will not adventure themfelves unto the Sea, up¬ 
on the moft prefling occafion, or hopeful in¬ 
ducement whatfoever. 

And here I judge it requifite to conclude this 
Year with two matters very, obfervable relating 
unto Trade: The firft is with reference unto 
the Cienouefes, who in the Year 1666. firft fent 
their A mbaflador Signior Dunzzjo, with many 
Prefents and great Magnificence to conclude a 
Peace with. theOttomariEmpirc.with the fble de- 
fignand; intention of Trade; which having been 
The Trade cflabiifhcd on no other foundation at thebegin- 
ef Genoua. ning,than that of their Temira, and the Fabrick 
of their own Clotb,when the firft failed,as it did 
in two years after, and that their Cloth turned 
not to. account, but was out-fold by the Englifh 
and Dutch,, then their Trade began to decay, 
or rather never came to perfection, like the fruit 
of a ; young tree, which buds fairly, and produ¬ 
ces fruiti bllt hath not fttength to digeft or bring 
it to maturity.* Even, fb it was with theGenou- 
efes, who having been at the charge of anAm- 
bafladour Extraordinary, andfeded aRefident 
at Constantinople* and a Confulat Smyrna^ and 
all the other Formalities of Trade, wanted 
that nourifhment thereof from their own foil, 
which produces the true and natural fruit of 
Commerce, which is gain and profit; and be- 
ing out-done by other Nations in fhipping, there 
' cpukUttde 00 no benefit be expefted from their 
own Navigation in the Levant. For thefe rea- 
fons,. their Trade failing, the Duties of Con- 
fulage on Goods appointed to maintain the 
Officers, and defray the publick Expences, 
were consequently wanting; lb that the Count 
Kief chi Refident for that Republick at Conflan- 
timphy finding himfelf iu great diftrefles and 
necefficies, and unable to maintain himfelf and 
his Attendants agreeable to his Chara&er and 
Quality, oftenaavifed his Prince and theSenate 
of the unhappy ftate of their Affairs, defiring 
from them either to provide a Supply agreeable 
to the occafions, or to recal him from that 
Office, where he could no longer live in that 
Honour required. This importunity produced 
the exchange of Officers, and the Million of 
Signior Giujtiniano to. refide at Constantinople , 
and Signior Gentile at Smyrna ; the firft of which, 
fome few days after his arrival, being unfor¬ 
tunately killed with a Carabine in his Chamber 
at Constantinople, as before related, the Office 
of Refident came to be flill continued in the 
. perfon of Fiefchi, who remaining without pro- 
vifions necefiary to maintain his degree, and 
the annual Prefencs expefted by the Turks,which 
they efteem as due as their Income, and as part 
of their Revenues, was forced to takeup money 


on Pawns, and his own Credit at the Intereft 1 6 7 S. 
ofio, aj-, or 30 per cent, according as h's ne- 
; ceffities iricrealed ; and the apprehenfions men 
conceived of an infufficiency a id hazard iri 
their fecurity, was the caufe that the debt, 
which in the beginning was inconfiderable, in- 
creafing with Intereft upon Intereft, came at 
{ length to the Sum of fixty or fevency thoufand 
; Dollars, which the Republick of Genoua, at- 
! tributing ina great meafure to the ill Condufl 
of Fiefcbi and judging the greateft part of this 
debt to be feigned, fent another.Refident called 
Signior Spirnla to fucceed him in his Office, 
who arriving at Smyrna iri the month of May 1 67 5- 
of this prefent year, on a ftout Ship hired of 
the Valerians, and under the notion of a Man 
of War accompanied with a Merchant Ship, 
and a new Conful fthe old one dying the year 
before) fetled there fuch Orders, as were judged 
necefiary for the government of their Affairs. 

But before thefe Genouefes arrived, a report 
had fore-ran them from Ugorne and other parts, . 
that their Ships brought great quantities of talfe 
Gold and falfe Pieces ot Eight: the which com¬ 
ing to the ears of the Turks, Commands were 
provided againft their arrival to fearch their 
Ships, and try their Monies; to which the 
Genouefes not coridefcending, Arz or teftimony 
wasmade thereof by the Kadi unto the Grand 
Signiors Court. In the interim whilft this Arz 
went up, and the anfwer expefted, the Ge- 
nouefe Refident defigning to proceed forward on 
his Voyage to Constantinople , demanded the 
Kadi’s Morafelau or Ticket of Licence for the 
Man of War on which he came, to pals the 
Caftle, (for that Ship had entred within the 
Port.) The Kadi judging it necefiary, that both 
the Refident and Ship fhould attend the arrival 
of the anfwer from above; refufed to grant this 
Licence; whereupon the Refident all in a rage 
imbarked himfelf; and immediately fet fail, 
and having a fair Breez out of the Port, gently 
fiided along by the fide of the Caftle without 
any flop or interruption. 

This affront being put upon the Kadi, greatly 
difpleafed him; fo that calling the Lieutenant 
and Gunner of the Caftle into queftion, and 
not admitting of their Plea, that the Ship was 
a Man of War, and the perfon thereon a Refi¬ 
dent, both which were privileged, and both 
going up to the Grand Signiors Court, were to 
anfwer there for what was laid againft them ; 
but this I fay, not being admitted for reafon, 
the Kadi committed them both to Prifon, from 
whence with fome charge afterwards they relca- 
fed themfelves. 

The new Refident being arrived at Constan¬ 
tinople, the Creditors of Count Fiej'chi demand¬ 
ed payment of the debts owing to them, which 
was given in, to amout to fixty thouland Dol¬ 
lars, and fo much .was to be paid before Fief- 
chi fhould be permitted to depart, or at leaft 
that part thereof being fatisfied in hand, the 
new Refident Spinola fhould give fecurity for 

S mentof the remainder: the which he re- 
tig to do, as not owning the accounts which 
Fiejchi had given in, in regard he judged them 
to be compofedof extravagant Interefts, and 
to arife on charges not allowable by that Re¬ 
publick, who after the death of GiuUiniano 
difowned Fiefcbi for their Minifter; hereupon 
great difturbances and commotions arofe a- 
mongft the Creditors, fome of which being in 
great Power, as the Janifary-Aga and others. 
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1675. Sequeft ration was laid on their Man of War; fo 
i/YV that lhe was toaed away to the Arfcnal, and 
there laid up, and attached for payment of the 
debt: which arifing on the account of the Pub- 
lick, the Goods of the Common-wealth was 
juftly efteemed liable to the Sequeftration: dur¬ 
ing which time the Peftilence, the Epidemical 
difeafeof that feafonat Constantinople, affcfting 
with its contagion the Ships company, about 
eighteen or twenty of them dyed thereof, 
and all their affairs reduced to a ftrange con- 
fternation... » 

In this interim mariv and various were the 
difpures andcontefts between the two Refi- 
dents i fomettmes they propofed to refer their 
differences to the decifion of the Englifb, French, 
and Venetian Minifters j fometimes again,.find¬ 
ing the di (lance fo wide and fpatious between 
them, they refolved tolhave their matters deter¬ 
mined by Turkilh Sentence. At length the 
new Rcfident perceiving no end of this bufinefr, 
and that the Ship lay ingaged at a great charge, 
and as it were captivated to the great difhonour 
of the Republick, came to an agreement to pay 
thirty three thoufand Dollars, one third where¬ 
of was to be paid in hand, and the other two 
thirds by equal portions in the fpace of one 
year .: the firfl payment to be made after fix 
months, and the other fix months after ; to 
which, not only the Refident, but their Mer¬ 
chants alfo emred perfonally into obligarion. In 
this manner the Ship being cleared, and raking 
fuch Lading as offered for Genoua atConftantinople 
failed torSmyrna-,where taking anotherShipof tne 
lame Country into her company, departed with 
the Dutch, Convoy for Chriftendom. But hav¬ 
ing remained fix months in Port, fubjeftedto 
much charge and trouble, and not finding a 
Freight equal to the time and expence, was no 
great incouragement to the Genouefes to con¬ 
tinue this Trade 5 which by good experience 1 
appears in no manner agreeable to their Coun¬ 
try, nor y ielding fuccels anfwerable to the long 
expectation of ten years part. 

In this Year it was, that the Grand Signior 
and Great Vizierat the inftigarfon of Chufaem 
Aga the chief Cuftomer (whom we have be¬ 
fore mentioned.) carting their eyes on Smyrna. 
and finding it a place of a great Trade, and a 
convenient Port, for which in ancient times it 
was always famous, and for the fame caufe was 
lrequentcd by Merchants both from theEaftem 
and Weftcrn parts of the World * fo that it 
was become the only great and confiderable 
Mart or Scale within the Precinfts of the Tur- 
kifh Empire : confidcring it (1 (ay) in this 
manner with a benign eye, as bring¬ 
ing great profit and advantage, they began 
to think it worchy the Ornament of fome pub- 
lick Edifices, founded with that Magnificence as 
might endure long, and renew the ancient Ho-

The next Edifice erefted was a Cuftom-houfe 
built into the Sea only on Piles of Timber, with 
a handfom Front towards the Sea 5 and this 
the Great Vizier judged to be a work not only 
nccreliary, but alfo agreeable to the Majefty of 
ins Mafter j for until this time the Cuftomer 


lived in ahireldHoufehot unlike the others which 1 c 
Merchantsinhabit.And riowthisHoufe being c6m- 
pleatedjaHattefheriff orRoyal decree came down 
from the Court, commanding that all Ships that 
came into thatPort either to lade or unlade,fhould 
lay their fides to that Cuftom-houfe Scale, and 
thereon difeharge their Gobds^nd receive others. 

And now whereas the Merchants irijoyed at 
all times in former days the convenience of ha¬ 
ving their Goods landed on, and laden from 
their own. Keys or Scales, they greatly refented 
this innovation 5 and as they unwillingly quit 
any Priviledge, fo they , judged this not un¬ 
worthy to be contended for with Angular con- 
ftancy and refolution: the commodioufnefs of 
which was thought fo confiderable, that it not 
only caufed this place, in former days to flou- 
nfh; and to be diftinguifhed from all the Marts 
in the Wqrld ; but alfo the injoyment thereof 
invited the Inhabitant from the more elevated 
'pattsof Smyrna (where was health and pleafore) 
to the dower Bogs and Marifhes ■, exchang¬ 
ing health and chearful air for profit and 
convenience of Commerce; Hereupon ap- 
plications were made by all the Confuls of the 
Frank Nations to-their Ambafladours and 
Minifters at the Grand Signiors Court. In the 
mean time Trade by common agreement wa?in- 
terdiftcd, at Icaft as to the lading or unlading 
of Ships, which continued for feveral days, and 
touched fomewhat grievoufly- the Englifh and 
Dutch Nations: the firft having two Ships, 
and the latter fix Merchants-fhips in Port. The 
Englifh Ambafladour being then perfonally at 
Adrianople, was the firft who without the affi. 
ftance of any other Minifter, moved in this 
aflain but found great oppofition in it from 
die Turkilh Officers; who with fome refent- 
ment of the prefenc reluftancy of the Mer¬ 
chants, declared not without paffion, the re¬ 
folution the Grand Signior had to conform the 
honour of the Cuftom-houfe in fome fem- 
blance with thofe of Chriftian Princes ; and 
1 therefore did wonder that the Chriftian Mer- 
j' chants could fo eafily condefcend to the rules of 
. thofe Cuftom houfes m their own Countries, 
where they were Natives, and yet could not 
fupport _ the fame in thde pans where they 
were Aliens and Strangers. And as a farther 
evidence of the Turks refolution to maintain 
this point, it was (aid by the Vizier’s Kahya, that 
the Grand Signior was refolved to blow up 
both Port and Town, rather than not beobey- 
; ed in his own Dominions; with this Anfwer, 
Merchants defpairing of the fuccels, began to 
unlade their fhips at the Cuftom houfe, or to 
give an account there of the Goods in their 
Boats ; for, the Cuftomer was become (enfible, 1 
there was not fufficient Water for fhips to 
ride at the Key of the Cuftom houfe, and did 
alfo indulge unto the Merchants feveral other 
particulars herein, that fo the innovation might 
fit the more lightly on them, which he per¬ 
ceived was fo iff refented and taken to heart.. 

And this was the firft beginning in 
the Months of Augufl and September , when 
this priviledge was taken from the Merchants. 

And in this Year alfo the Great Ghan next to 
the Befafteen was in Building, and the firft 
Foundation thereof laid, and the great Aqua- 
daft brought from the Plains alBogiaw, and lit- ■ 
tie Harcbi-bonar. 

At the end of the year 1674, we have re¬ 
lated the beginning proceedings," and conclufion 
of 
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I 67 5. of the War, which our Gracious King was 
W\J pleafed in defence of his Subjefts, and Com¬ 
merce to make on Tripoly ; which we brought 
down to this year 1676 5, when Sir John 
Narbrougb Sailing home for England touched 
in his way at Algiers, for better underftanding 
of the State of all matters with that Govern¬ 
ment. Things had for fome time remained in 
a doubtful condition between England, and 
that people} who having lately proved the ■ 
fmart effefts of War with us, were not very 
forward to make a breach. Rowfoever it 
being that time, when by means of a General 
Peace, which we enjoyed with all the World, 
and of a War in which the reft of Chriftendom 
was involved, that our navigation flouri(h’d,and 
that few other Ships betides Englijb paffed the 
Seas j the Algerines grew weary of a Peace 
with us. And herein they feemed to have 
fome more reafon then ufual, becaufe that 
when it was their fortune to meet with ftrangers, 
they were fo dilgiiifed with Englijb Colours, 
and Pafiports furrepcitioufly, and fraudulently 
procured, that they could not diftinguiQi their 
Friends from Enemies, whereof they made 
frequent Complaints, and addreffes to his Ma¬ 
jefty. The King out of a fence of Juftice,and 
a tender cate of his Subjefts welfare, knowing 
that fuch indireft praftifes mult neceflarily pro¬ 
duce a War was pleafed by a Letter to that Peo¬ 
ple, to fignify his care in that particular,and re¬ 
calling all Pafsports formerly given, promifed 
a better regulation of them for the future $ 
as appears by the Proclamation here following, 
which wasiudofed, and fe.it in the Letter to 
Algiers.

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167 6* This Care and juft Expedient of his Maje- 
fly to prevent Fraud and Abufesin thisbufinels, 
was otherwife conftrued by the Algerines , and 
made ufe of, in a contrary fence, then was in¬ 
tended by his Majefty. For now whatsoever 
Ships they met with, without thefe new Pafles, 
they began to fend to Algter and make prize 

of their good S3 not conflaering that the mean¬ 
ing of the King was by thefe Pafles to deter¬ 
mine doubtful cafes about Ships; and not to 
make a fnafe to entrap Ships Englifh built, 
manned with Englifh Men, and freighted with 
die goods of his Subjects. Bur thefe Pyrates, 
and ungracious Villains would find a knot in 
a Bull-rulh, and a fcruple where none was; 
for now they feized molt Englifh Ships they 
met with ; for few had been fo cautious, as to 
procure the new Pafsporc ; fo that by this pre¬ 
tence having made themfelves Matters of a 
confidcrable Eftate belonging to English Mer¬ 
chants; and denying to reftore the fame,a War 
was the neceflary conference of their refufal, 
which broak out in the year 1616, the fuccefs 
of which we may perchance have occafion 
to relate in the following years.

T His Year began with joyful News to the 
whole Turkifh Empire, all Places and 
Cities of lefs renown rejoycing to 
hear the intentions of the Sultan to rdrefh and 
adorn again his Capital Throne of Conftantinople 
with the Imperial Prefence; for that City fwhich 
is the mod proper Scituation of the World, to 
be made the head of a great Empire ) ha¬ 
ving now almoft for fixteen years wanted the 
Rays of Majefty, and the Countenance of 
the Sultan, became almoft abandoned and for- 
faken of its Inhabitants,fo that the fpacious Sera¬ 
glios or Palaces of the chief Miniftersand Offi¬ 
cers of the Empire began to decay and run to 
ruine, and the Artifans and Shop-keepers to 
leave their dwellings, and to follow their Trade 
at Adriample , or in the Camp. But now the 
News of the defigned return of the Grand Sig- 
to Conftan- ni0r to l' 1 is ancient Seat, filled all places wich joy 
tinopte and triumph, efpccialy at Conftantinople, which 
was not more fatisfied with the confiaeration of 
the benefit and advantage it was likely to re¬ 
ceive by the Royal Prefence, than that thofe 
fufpicions and jcaloulies which formerly poffef- 
fed the mind of the Sultan with a prejudice a- 
gainfl tin's place, did feem now to vaniffi, and 
that he rcafliimed a confidence of his Roy¬ 
al City equal to that love and efleem 
which his Anceftors had of it *, fo that the 
humour which then poffeffed Conftantinople ap¬ 
peared like that of London at our Kings Re- 
ftauration, all joy, even to tranfport, lor this 
unexpected Return; the people in the ftreets 
congratulating their mutual happinels, thanked 
God, that they had lived to fee that happy day 
and blelled hour. 

The occafion of this unexpe£led and fudden 
refolution caufcd many roving guefles and opi- 
nations of the realons of it. Some faid a Dream 
which the Grand Signior had, and which gave 
great difturbancc to his thoughts, until herefol- 
ved for Conftantinople. Others faid, the revolt 
a' d troubles at Cairo, of which we Rail pre- 
lcnrly have occafion to dilccurfe, and fome 


added certain Commotions at Bogdat, or Baby- 16 7 & 
Ion-, fome reported, that XeriffotMecha wrote 
him a Letterj that he could not acknowledge 
him the Head and Procedtor of the Mufliilmin coHjeSurt, 
Faith, fo long as he had abandoned his Imperi- «««**«£ 
al City, and lived in the mountains and un- 
known places. Others faid, that the Januaries GrwJsig- 
and Militia murmured, and that his Coming niors re- 
to Conftantinople was forced and not to be avoid- turnt « 
ed ; and that the Sultan being now out of love 9™ an * 
with Adriample, hadcurfedit, and fwom never pe * 
more to fet toot in it, luving ordered the ma¬ 
terials fent for the building of the Great Sera¬ 
glio at Adriample , to be flopped on the way, 

I and returned back again. At this rate all the 
1 World talked and aifeourfed, joy and hopes 
made the people fancy every thing according to 
their wiffies. The Grand Signior being approach¬ 
ed near to Conftantinople, fixed himfelt in his 
1 Camp in the Fields, near a fmall Seraglio of 
his own, called Daout Bajha, from whence the 
people for many days expefted, that he fliould, 
according to the Cuftom of his Anceftors,make 
a folemn Entry; inftead whereof he made fome 
Salies with a fmall Company through the 
Streets, as it were incognito, taking his pafiime 
on the Water, and on the fidesof the Bofphorus 
in his Gallies and Boats, but moft commonly 
frequented his Place of Scutari on the Afian 
fide, where with much delight and confidence 
he lodged and repoled his Court, but made no; 
folemn Entry through the City, nor frequented 
his great Seraglio; where though he might 
perhaps dine, and pals certain hours, yet he 
flept not one Night there; of which the people 
took efpecial notice, and thereby received con¬ 
firmation of the jealoufie their Soveraign had 
of them, to their extraordinary grief and dif- 
fatisfaftion; however it was fome contentment 
to the people, and renown unto the City to 
have their Emperour fo near, though it was 
rumoured as if the Court towards the approach 
of Winter intended again to return unto Adri- 
anople.' In the mean time the Grand Signior 
took his chief delight afid divertifement on the 
Water, palling in nis Gallies and Pleafure-Boats 
up the Bofphorus to the mouth of the Black Sea ; 
and thence returning, much frequented the Gar¬ 
dens, and Houfes of Delight upon the Banks 
of tne River; and vifiting all places, a Country 
Houfe called Therapea, belonging to the Dutch, 
Refidenr, received the honour of his Prefencd£ 
which he liked fo well, that he took it from 
the Proprietor, and conferred it without any 
confidetarion. of money on one of his CourtiorsI 
giving Put a Proclamation, That ho Chrifliaa 
Minifter ftould poflefs "any Seat or Habitation 
on the fide of the Bpffborus, A flrangc things 
and whaeis not to be’paralleled in any part of 
the World. . . v 

About the beginning of this Year the Captain 
Pafha clied, and Zaid Ahmet Pafh-ogliy then rir 
the Camp, fucceeded him; his Father was £ 
famous Man, arid in the fame Charge, but cue? 
off by 'old Kuperlee. . Soon after Ibrahim Pallia,-. 
General of the Army at Ke&initz., likewife diedi, 
and His Office was confcrred.on Ibrahim Pajba,, 
that was Palba of Candid, of whpm we have* 
had often occafion rd fpeak, beinga great friend 3 
to the Englifh Nation. The Great Vizier allb - 
was not far rernotc from the Confines of Death, : 
being now fallen, by realbn of immoderate, 
drinking of Wine, and chiefly of hot Cina- r 
mori . Waters, into -a formed Dropfie and' 
Jaundice. In 
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1676. In the preceding year we touched on the re- 
moval.ot. the Tefterdar or.Treafurer from 
his Office to the Government of Grand Cairo , 
and the rcafons for it, which chough it might 
be a preferment ''being the richeft and moft im¬ 
portant Charge of the Empire) to which the 
efteem the Sultan had of his parts and abilites, 
might probably advance him ; yet the imply¬ 
ing ot him at a diflance fo remote, was certain¬ 
ly an effeft of fome difplcafure, whereby he or 
his Favourites judged him a Perfon not fit to 
remain longer near the Royal Prefence. Where¬ 
fore having commenced his Journey (as before 
mentioned/ he arrived at Grand Cairo , where 
he had not long continued before he began, ac¬ 
cording to the natural acutenefs of his mind 
and hugftering manner, to pierce with a narrow 
infpe&ion into all Affairs of that Government, 
and particularly into the Revenue and Treafure 
of the Country, contriving with himfelf by 
what means the diforders might be corre£ied, 
and the Revenue and Tribute improved; for 
he had an excellent Genius or Spirit in the 
matters of Money, nothing in advantage of In- 
tereft could ever efcape him ; fo that he began 
to lay a new foundation in all proceedings; he 
would not be contented with the old Taxes and 
Jmpofitions, and where he found Lands im¬ 
proved, or the Cuftoms augmented, he would 
put in for a fhare of the Benefits, and would 
reform every thing wherein he judged his Ma¬ 
tter to have been abufed. But though he was 
acute and Amp-lighted in fuch matters as thefe, 
yet he wanted experience in the Government 
of Egypt-, for thefe great Beghsof this Country 
being alarmed with the innovations, began to 
Rand upon their Guard, and to enter into pri¬ 
vate Conlultations, in what manner to oppofe 
themfelves to this new way of Government, 
which looked like flavery, and defigns of 
bringing them into fervitude, and a fubje&ion 
unknown , to them and their Fore-fathers. For 
indeed the Government pf Egypt, if well con- 
fidered, is rather Ariftocratical than Monar¬ 
chical ; for though they acknowledge the Sul¬ 
tan to be their Head, a£id accept his Pallia for 
Ruler, and pay a yearly Tribute, yet the Beghs 
which ate great Lords in their jefpe&ive Coun¬ 
tries, carry the fway and Dominion in all ocher 
matters, and will endure nothing .with favours 
of oppreffion or innovation; lb that thefe per- 
Ibos grown jealous by the proceedings of the 
new Palha, flew into opcii Sedition, and im¬ 
mediately. to Arms, wich force of which they 
aflaulted-the Palha’s Palaces bok him and 
threw him into Prifon.^ The News whereof 
flying with.all hallc to the Ottoman Coring ap¬ 
peared at the firft apprehenfiqn or flirprifeas 
if all Egypt had revolted, and gave the \$(qrlcF 
occafion tq.difcourfc. That the Wars were to 
be carried ; Eaftward, ana that the fudden refo- 
lurion of removing the Court to Conftantinople, 
was in order to a ferchcr March into thofe parrs: 
But; frequent Mefiages with rime making the 
bufinels to .be better underftood, earned the 
Grand Signior to difoeed with all hafte another 
Palhtt, with Commilnon to remove the former, 
and'to ccmunue all the ancient Cuftoms and - 
Priviledges. from the beginning indulged to the 
Beghs of Egypt- with which Meflage and gentle : 
words of grace and favour from the Sultan, all 
difeontetus being pacified, the former Palha 
was releafed from his Imprifonment, and fuf- 
fered to depart, and thence proce ed to the 
ed 


| Ifland df Candia, where he entred on that Pa- 1 6 7 6 
Ihaluck, (acceding Ibrahim Pafha in Charge, who lyvv 
(as before rclatedf was lent to TsemcriiZ to be 
General of the Army, in place of the Pafha 
lately deceafed. 

But here I mull nor forget a ftory which hap¬ 
pened during the time ot this Summer, whilll 
the Grand Signior had his abode and injoyed 
his Recreations in the circumjacent parts of Con- 
ftantimple-, there was a .certain Sultana .which 
had been a call Wench of Sultan Ibrahim, who’ 
after his death, having been .married to fome 
Palha, obtained herreleafe from the old Serag¬ 
lio, and being allb a Widow by the death of 
this Husband, had liberty to take her habitation 
on the Banks of the Bofphorus , or where Ihe 
i thought fit. This Lady was called Soltana 
' Sporcha , in Turkilh Modar- how flie came to T y ni- 
be fo nominated, I cannot tell, perhaps fome ftory of 
Italian Pages of the Court might in refpett to Soltana 
! her way ot living impofe this Name upon her, s f ortlia “ 
for Ihe was no other than a Bawd, orfomething 
worfe, making it her Profeffion to buy young 
Girls, and to educate them in ringing, dancing 
j and in all the ways which bell accomplifh 
Courtifans. Amongft this Train of Scholars, 

Ihchad one more.brisk and aery than the o- 
thers,which could fing{ and dance, and prate in- 
I comparably, and was fo quick in her Rcpar- 
1 ties, that Ihe greatly delighted the Palha’s and 
Lords, whofe plealures Ihe attended, bringing 
from them confiderable Gifts afid Prefents to 
the enriching of her felf and Millrefs; and be¬ 
came fo much the talk cf the Court, that at 
length the report of her arrived the cars of the 
Grand Signior, who being alio delirous to in joy 
fomedivertifementsby the pranks of this, witty 
Girl, fent to the Sultana one of the black Eu¬ 
nuchs for her : which Imperial Command Ihe 
not daring to difpbey, configned her with great 
lubmiffion into the hands of the Mcffenger; but 
with this caution, that Ihe humbly deiired die 
Sultan not to make any attempt on her Chaftity, 
in regard Ihe was both a Virgin and Free-wo-' 
man. The Grand Signior having pleated him¬ 
felf widi the wantonnnefs of this Wench, began 
to take a fancy to her, and refblved to take her 
into the Seraglio; but Ihe Ihewing a kind o£ 
nicety and coinels, the Grand Signior, who per¬ 
haps was better accommodated, fent her back a e 
gain to her Miftrels, refle£Hng (as was fuppofed) 
with fome difguft on the caution which accom¬ 
panied her. It happened not long after, that 
this Girl exerciling her Art in the prefence of 
fome great Pcrfons, one Chcfme Aga, a Bolnian 
by Nation, Captain of thcGreat Viliers Guard, 
a flout and valiant man, happening to be a 
Spe&ator one night, became unfortunately en¬ 
amoured of her, and from that time not being 
able to remove the irapreliion Re had mddein 
his heart, rcfolved, ifpoffiblc, to make her his 
Wifefand to that end made his affeRions known 
and his intentions of Marriage, both to her and 
to her Millrefs. The Girl was well enough 
pleafed to become the Wife of fo honourable a 
Perfon; but the Sultana unwilling to lofe the 
profit and benefit Ihe daily brought her in, re¬ 
filled the Match, declaring. That Re was a 
Slave, arid not at her own difpofal, and there¬ 
fore in no capacity ofbeftowing her felf any wav 
without her confenp. This impediment giving 
a flop to the Marriage, put the two Lovers on 
plots and contrivances in what manner to injoy 
each other, and Love being ingenious, quickly 
L 1 found 
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I 6 7 6- found out a means to bring them together ; for 
the Girl cfcaping from her Miftrels, lodged her 
fclf in thofe Chambers which her Lover had 
found for her. And being now miffed, none 
bur Chefme Aga was charged with her, of whom 
fhc complained to the Grand Signior, and cited 
him before his Mailer the Great Vizier to an- 
l'wer for her ; but he denying to know any 
thing of her, and no witncls appearing againft 
him, all farther proceedings were fuperfeded for 
the prefent : But Soltana Sporcbx keeping 
watchful fpies upon all the motions of chefme 
Aga, at length found him and his Miftrels to¬ 
gether, and by the Authority of Officers brought 
them both before the Vizier: to whom the 
Sultana lent a rude meflage. That Chefml Aga | 
fhould be punilhed, and that her Slave fliould 
be returned. The Vifier hereof acquainted the 
Grand Signior, and gave him to underftand the 
meffage which the Sultana hadfent him, defi¬ 
ring to know what punifhment he was pleafed 
fliould be inflicted on them. In which inter¬ 
rim Chefme Aga told the Vifier, That he ex¬ 
ported no other than a fentence of death from 
the Grand Signior, only he defired that his be¬ 
loved Miftrels might be fpared, for hewasfure 
he fliould live in her. It was not long before 
the fatal Decree came for putting Chefme Aga to 
death, and fending the Woman to the Seraglio, | 
which was immediately executed; which aft 1 
might feem to denote a natural cruelty in the 
Sultan, being in reality very fevere, though the 
whole coutfe of his Reign hath been 
more gentle and mild than of any of 
the Ottoman Emperours ; only this faft ; 
proceeded rather from difdain than thifft of 
blood, being angry that this Girl fhould prefer 
the Love of one of his Vaffals before the Ho¬ 
nours of the Seraglio, and that her Miftrels the 
Sultana fhould charm him with a lyeofher’Leing 
free, when fhe was no other than a Have, and not 
long before bought for an inconfiderable price. 

Not long after this, and towards the iith, or 
1 2th, of September , when the Sun was come ro 
the Equinoftial, the Grand Signior prepared to 
depart. The rumour of which difpleafing and 
Tie Grind making fad the peoples hearts, as much as his 
i' £ ns° 7 iiii P lc ^ cnce before comforted them, it was given j 
loAdri- " our, That the Grand Signior intended to return I 
anople. with the Spring, and divide the confolation, 
which his rcfidence produced, between the two 
Regal Cities, and for an evidence thereof, he 
ordered a Platform ro be laid for erefting a new 
Seraglio ar Scutari , and the Vifier defigned a- 
norher at Bedctyajh, and the Palaces of the 
Pallia’s and great Men were all putting into a 
way of Reparation, which for fome time amu- 
lcd and contented the minds of the Common¬ 
alty. 

About the beginning of Q&ober the Grand 
Signior fet forward towards Adriamplei being 
accompanied with the Mofayp* which is his 
Favourite, and Kara Muftaphx who .'was his 
Chimacam, taking his recreation by’ the way 
in Hunting; but the Great Vizier Achmet 
Pallia continuing flill fick of his Dropfie and 
Jaundice, took his Journey by Water as far as 
Selebra for his better eafe, and thence proceed¬ 
ing in a Horle litter to Churlui which!is the 
Tie Dnib half-way to Adriample, on the twenty third of 
Oftobcr expired his laft; his Difeafe, thqugh 
Aiiimi-'t. Ipshtncd by Wine and hot Spirits, yet was in 
fome part hereditary, his Father dying of. 
the Droplic. His Body was on the twenty 


fifth brought back again in a Coach to Co»j 1676. 
ftantinople with a fmall Attendance, and buried cx'v'XJ 
in the fame Sepulchre with his Father. He 
was a Perfon (for I have feen him often, and hU chi • 
knew him well) of a midle ftature, of a black r<,Uer> 
beard, and brown complexion, fomiething 
(hort-fighted, which caufed him to knit his 
brows and pore very intendy when any ftrange 
perfon entred to his prefence: he was inclining 
to lie fat, and grew corpulent towards his latter 
days. If we confider his age when he firft 
took upon him this important Charge, the 
Enemies, his Father had created him, the 
contentions he had with the Valede Sultana, or 
the Queen-Mother, and the Arts he had ufed 
to reconcile the affeftionsof thefe great Perfo- 
nages, and conferve himfelf in the unalterable 
efteem of his Soveraign to the laft hour of his 
death, there is none but muft judge him to 
have deferved the Charafter of a prudent and 
politick Perfon. If we confider how few were 
put to death, and what inconfiderable Muti¬ 
nies or Rebellions happened in any part of the 
Empire during his Government, it will afford 
us a clear evidence and proof of his gentlenefs 
and moderation beyond the example of former 
times; for certainly he was not a Perfon who 
delighted in bloud, and in that relpeft of an 
humor far different from the temper of his 
Father; He was generous, and free from A- 
varice, a rare Vertue in a Turk! He was 
educated in the Law, and therefore greatly ad¬ 
dicted to all the Formalities of it ? and in the 
Adminiftrationof that fort of Juftice very pun¬ 
ctual and fevere; He was very obfervant of 
the Capitulations between our King and the 
Gratid Signior, being ready to do Juftice upon 
any corrupt Minifter, who pertinadoufly viola¬ 
ted and tranfgreffed them, of which I could 
give leveral inftances, but thefe being improper 
For this place, are only in general to be men¬ 
tioned with due gratitude in honour to his Me¬ 
mory. As to his behaviour towards*the 
neighbouring Princes, there may, I believe, 
be fewer examples of his breach of Faith, 

1 than what his P|:edeceflors have given in a 
fhorter timieof Rule. In his Wars abroad he 
was fuccefsful, having ; upon every expedition 
enlarged the Bounds of the Empire V He over¬ 
came Klewharpfel ox Oyrpar, and daid thereunto 
a cbrifidereble part of Hungary , which to this 
day continues fubjeft, and pays contribution to 
the Turk. . 

He concluded the. War with Venice after

• T P e , ? rcat Vizicr having in this manner ex¬ 
pired his laft brearh, the Seal was immediately 
carried by his Brother to the Grand Signior, 
who upon Receipt thereof, according fo com¬ 
mon expeftation, conferred the fame on Kara 
Muflapha Pafha, who had for fo many years 
Kara Mu- formerly exercifed the Office of Chimacam, 
is as much as Deputy to the Great 
” T- Vizier, of whom in other places wc gave a j 
Charafter of being a wife and experienced j 
. Perfon, of a fmooth behaviour, and a great 
Courtier ; agreeable to which temper of mind, 
lo loon as he attained this promotion, he font 
an obliging and courteous Meffage to the Ser¬ 
vants of the deceafed Vizier, condoling with 
them the death of their Matter, promiling to 
take them and their Concernments into his 
Care and Protection; according whereunto he 
advanced Solyman Kahya (who was the late 
Vizier’s Subftitute,) and for fome years had 
managed all Aflairs to the Office of Embre- 
hore, which is chief Matter of the Grand Sig- 
. mors Horfo, and is a place not only of honour, 
but of great fecurity. He that was his own 
Kahya be made a Vizier of the Bench, and 
Chimacam in the lame manner as he was to 
Achmet Vizier; by which point of policy he 
kerned to have ftrengthened himfelf againft 
all Enemies, for having two Creatures of his 
own fo well difpofcd ; one near the Perfon of' 
his Prince, who would be able to do him all 
good Offices; and the other ('whenfoever the 
Wars or other occafions fliould caufe him to 
be abfont from the Royal Prelence) might 
lupply his place without attempting to fupplant 
him. The Kapifler-Kahyafee, or Mafter of 
the Ceremonies to the late Vizier, he made his 
own Kahya, and all the other Agas which de¬ 
pended on that Court, he received into his own 
fervicc; fo that in efteft there feemed, by this 
great chance of Mortality, to be little other al- 
teration in the Court, than of thefingle perfon 
of the deceafed Vizier; of whofe Memory, 
that the Grand Signior might evidence the love 
and efteem that he retained, he did aot. inter¬ 
meddle or appropriate unto himfelf any pare .of 
his Eftate, or difanulled his Tcftament; but 
refigned all into the hands of his Relations, 
challenging no fhare or proportion thereof: 
And whereas the Vizier left no Children, the 
Eftate fell to his Brother and Sifters, who to 
evidence their Devotion to Religion, and good 
will to the Publick, and to pleafe the eyes of 
the envious World, conferred on Mecha the 
Rent of the new Cuftotii houfe, the Befafteen, 
and new Chan built at Smyrna, and finiflied in 
the year 1677. 

At this firft change there were rumors,that the 
new Vizier had begun his Government in blood, 
having cut off feveral Heads lately in Au¬ 
thority ;but all was falfe,and only grounded oil 
a difpleafiire which he was known to have con¬ 
ceived againft certain perfons. Only one aft 
he performed rather of juftice than feverity, 
having cue off one of the Pay-maftersof the 
Exchequer for falfe Money. The occafioh 
was this: Certain Muletiers having received 
mony from the Exchequer in Veuetian Ze- 
chins, and finding feveral of them falfo, re¬ 
turned them again, but could r.ot prevail to 
have them changed; whereupon having made 


their Memorial thereof, they carried them to j 6 7 6* 
the Vizier, and upon examination, the Pay- 
mafter declared. That he received them from 
the Great Ibrahim Hati-ogli, who being for 
that Caufc font for and accuftd, was put into a 
fear, which proved as dangerous to him as a . 
Oiieale, the apprehenfions of Death being 
worfe than the reality ; but thcGreac Teftcrdar 
I iQ on cleared him of this Accufation, having 
atteited. That to his knowledge the mony re¬ 
ceived from him was good, and dilpoied on 
other occafions; fo that the whole blame ly¬ 
ing now on the Pay-mafter, and upon farther 
learch more of the fame (lamp being found in 
his hands, he dcfervedly fuffered the punilli- 
wvn. 1 ^ Cat ^> t fi e which had lilcewife been 
inflicted on another Officer of the fame rank, 
but not being found fo culpable as the other, 
nc was permitted^ to tedeem his life with forty 
i uries of Mony, or twenty thoufaiid Dollars.

This 
naughty behaviour had a more particular in¬ 
fluence on the Minifters and Reprcfentativcs of 
Foreign Princes, whofe Interpreters were not 
admitted, as formerly, to private Audiences 
or V° n T; CI:ences about the i r Affairs, but Oniv 
at the Publfok Divan, where their Arzcs or 
Memorials were to be preferred in the fame 
manner as was pradlifed by thcSubjeasof the 
Country, and thofe of conquered Nations- 1 
who petition , for Juftice. The which abafe- 
ment was not only call on the Interpreters, but 
on the Perfons of the Reprefentatives them- 
folves^ an example of which we have in the 
French’ Ambaffador ; who coming at the time 
appointed to receive his Audience of thc Vifier ■ 
was forced to expea a long time before he could* 
have admittance, and then entering into the 
Chamber of Audience, was rudely ctouded 
and rufhed upon by a'Crcw of unmannerly 
Chaoules, who no otherwife regarded the Per¬ 
fon of the Ambaffador, than if he had been 
one of the Grooms or Lacquies. Being come 
to ihe Seat of Audience, the Ambaflador c b- 
fcrved. That the Stool for the Great Vifier 
was fee upon thcSoflra, and that for Him be¬ 
low, or at the foot of it; the which being an 
unufual and unpiaftifed diminution of the 
ancient honour given formerly to Ambafiadors,

And though during thp time that he was Chi- 
macam, and bore other inferior Offices, and 
Charges of Truft, his behaviour was gentle, 
affkblc, arid civil; yet I fear, that now having 
changed his Office, he will have altered his 
humour, and that his Grcatncfs will have en- 
creafed his Pride, Avarice, and Ficrcenefs: thus, 
no man knows what another will be, when he 
fhall enter into power.

extending the Hiftory of that great Monarchy 
to our prefent Times. And though we may be 
defe&ive in skill for fo Eminent an Underta¬ 
king, we (hall notwithstanding add Induftry to 
our Endeavours," and compenfate our Failings 
by the candour and ingenuity of our Narra¬ 
tive. 

Achmet , the great Fijier, being dead in his way 
to Adriauopte, was lucceeded by Kara Muftapha , 
his Brother-in-Law, aged about fifty, and who 
had exercifed the Office of Cainiacan for many 
years: The Grand Seignior, to indear him the 
more to him, married him to one of his Daugh¬ 
ters, though very young, not exceeding five 
years of age, according to the cuftom pra&ifed 
by the Sultans , to be rid of their Daughters be¬ 
times 1 , which ate. always numerous, by rcafon 
of the multiplicity of their Concubines, and by 
this means to eale themfelvesfof the Expcnce 
wloich they are obliged to be at in maintaining 
them according to their Quality. 

In the fame Month of January , die ftrong Ga- 
rifon of Canijia , having drawn out a Party to 
attack the Iflc of Sexin, allarmed all Croatia , by 
their Military Executions exa&ing Contributi¬ 
ons, and pillaging and burning inch places as 
did not fubmit to their tyranny. The Turks of 
Newhaufel did alfo ravage the Countrey on their 
fide as far as Fry flat. But before we enter upon 
this ftageofWar, it may be requifite to fay 
fomewnat of the Troubles of Hungary which 
preceded, and their caufes, and how the Infidels 
came to be Principals in a War of Religion be¬ 
tween Chriftians. 

The Kingdom of Hungary, being fubdivided 
into Counties, as in England. or Communities, 
have right to fend their Deputies to the Dyets 
or Conventions of the Eltates, which ought to 
be fummoned every three years, according to 


the Laws of the Kingdom. This AlTcmbly is 
corrmofed of die Clergy, the principal Lords, 
the Gentry, and the faid Deputies ot the Coun¬ 
ties. It hath the right of choofing a Palatine, 
who ought to be an Hungarian according to the 
priviledges of the Nation, and to have die in¬ 
tire dire&ion of War and Jufticc. The great 
Lords have fo great Authority over their vaf- 
fals, that they are look’d upon as fo many Idler 
Sovereigns in their feveral Territories. They 
have alfo great Revenues, which inahles them 
upon occafion to raife confidcrable Bodies of 
. Men, the People in general being ftrong, aftive, 
and valiant, but covetous, vindicative, and in- 
conftant. 

The great Employments of the Kingdom 
were alfo inverted in the Natives, and no Stran¬ 
gers were to be impofed upon them, or Foreign¬ 
ers enquarrcred amongft them •, all which the 
Emperour, upon his Ele&ion to the Crown, was 
obliged to oblerve by die folemnity of an Oath. 
But on the other fide, there being very many 
Arrians. Cahiinifts,3Jid Lutherans in the Countrey,' 
they added to the averfion the Natives have to 
the Germans , having been, as they thought, too 
feverely ufed by them •, complaining, that they 
were hindred in the free Exercife ot their Reli¬ 
gion, their Churches violently taken away from 
them, and their Minifters forced from their 
Duty. It was farther complained, that die 
Grandees of the Kingdom were not permitted to 
injoy their Priviledges, of which one was. That 
none of them Jhotildfor*any Crime nhatfoever be con¬ 
vened before any Judges but thofe of their own Nation. 

Notwithftanding all this, as the Emperour 
had fworn to maintain their Priviledges, he 
had likewife promifed to defend their Country, 
which could not be doncagainft the Infults of fo 
powerful an Enemy as the Turk, without an 
Army •, and thofe ftraugers living ill with the 
Inhabitants,audthey again (hutting their Towns 
againft them, occalioned infinite Violences and 
Diforders on both fides, which Repugnancy 
was the fource of all the Troubles in Hungary.

■ Pricft, known by the Name of Father Jojeph, 
who aiming Proteftant, raifed 6 oco Men at 
his own Charges, and joyning with the Male- 
contents, grew formidable even to the Gates of 
Vienna. But the Impcrialifts had alfo their turn, 
and Count Ejterhaji : , Governour of Papa, at¬ 
tacked 2000 Janizaries and 500 Spahies, near 
Vejfrca : He took fcveral Prifoners, and a- 
mongft them fome Agas; As this Aftion 
might caufe a Rupture, if mif-reprefented be¬ 
twixt the two Empires •, his Imperial Majefty 
difpatcli’d aCourier to the Port, to inform the 
Grand Seignior with the particulars of this 
.— -- Combat. 

1670. The conflancy of the Malccontcnts, and their 

-Intelligence with the Turks did not a little dif- 

quiet the Emperour, but he was more troubled 
when he heard that thefc Infidels were upon 
the point of agreeing with the Muscovites, 
which, would put them into a Condition* to 
turn all their power againfl him. He thought 
he could not do better than to divert them by 
obliging the King of Perjhx to break with them 3 
and therefore fent the Baron of Meier burg to 
JHijfaban to negotiate that Affair. 

The Diet of Tranjilvania being held at Clau- 
fenburg, the Grand Seignior, as well to fecure 
his ownlncereft, as being diffacisfied with.Prince 
Abac’s Conduft, fent the Baffa of with 

a llrong Army to prelide at that Affembly., 
But things being accommodated betwixt them,, 
to the fatisfaftion of the ftrongett the Tranjil- 
vanian and the Baffa’s bordering upon his Prin- 
cipalitVjWho liadbeen at the Dietdiad no other 
thoughts but of deliberating with the Depu¬ 
ties of the Hungarians, of the means how to 
aflift them. Tlie Emperour being advertifed 
hereof, fcntDoAor Ferling to Conflaminople, to 
endeavour , to penetrate into the Intentions of 
that Monarch, and hinder that the Baffaes 
fhould not fuccour the Rebels. There was alfo 
fome under-hand dealing with the great ones of 
the Party, to make their particular Peace with 
the Court. Amongft others, the Propofition 
being made to Palaffi Imbre , he found fo little 
fccurity in it, that to fliew his Companions he 
would never accommode himfelf with the Em¬ 
perour, he freated with the Baffa of Buda, to 
deliver all the Places that were in his power, in¬ 
to his hand and poffcffion, the which alfo he 
put in Execution, tho’ his Caftle of Devin was 
m the mean time inverted by CcnmtStrafoldo, 
before the Turks could enter it, and together 
with the City forced by him, 500 of the Gar- 
rifon being made Prifoners. 

The Grand Seignior, to (hew the efteem and 
fatisfaclion he had of the Perfon of Abaffi , fent 
him a Sable as a token of his Favour -, and gave 
Orders at the fame time to all the Baffaes of 
Hungary , to fend Troops and Forces as oft as he 
fhould require them, being abfolucely refolvcd 
to affirt the Malecontents, which he alfo effe¬ 
ctively did. 

There had happened a great Battel between 
the Turks and Muscovites near C^echerin, which 
the firft had belieged. The Turks had been 
worfted at firft, but rallying their Forces, they 
came before Cgecherin again, where, after play¬ 
ing eight or nine Mines, they fo furioully af- 
faultetf the Place, that they carried ic, with the 
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for all that, after many Skirmffhes, they were 
forced to retire for want of Proviiions. Here¬ 
upon the Great Duke <pf Mujcovy, knowing that 
the Emperour, not without rcafon, apprehen¬ 
ded that the Turks would declare War againft 
him, fentjiim a folemn Embaffie, with offer 
of making a League Offeniive and Defenfivc 
with him againft the Infidels -, but the Empe¬ 
rour, contrary to the advice of Mmtecuculi, 
who offered to .Command the Army in Per¬ 
fon, tho’ his great Age might juftly difpence 
with the Fatigues of War did not think it 
advifable to break with the Port. The Baffa 
of Buda, being informed of the arrival of die 
Ambaffadour, fent a Chaoux to Vienna, under 
colour of complaining of fome Inroads which 
the Imperial ifts had made into the Grand 
Seignior’s Territories, but indeed to obferve 
the motions of 'the Mufcovites. Nor were they 
the onely motives that exhorted die Empe¬ 
rour to Arm againft the Turks. The King of 
Poland fent Prince Radfivil to affure his Impe¬ 
rial Majefty, that he would willingly enter in¬ 
to a League againft the Infidels, if he could re- 
folve to declare War againft them: And how¬ 
ever, two Nuntios of the Pope’s, who were 
then at Court, did prefs this Prince to deter¬ 
mine to prevent the Enemy, who would not 
fail to attack him, when a favourable Occafion 
prefeuted itfelf •, they could not perfwade him 
to embrace a Propofition fo favourable for the 
repofc of Hungary. 

The Emperour, not finding himfelf in a 
Condition to reduce the Malecontents by force, 
refolved to grant what they demanded, pro¬ 
vided they would permit him to levy in 
Hungary the fame Contributions and Taxes 
which were exa&ed in the Hereditary Coun¬ 
trey. Count Lefley Had feveral Conferences 
with Collonel Jofua thereupon-, and having * 
difeuffed this Affair, the principal points were 
agreed upon, which being communicated to 
Keski ancf Tekeley, they promifed to procure the 
confents of the other Chiefs to agree to them. 

Upon this favourable difpofition, Lefley had 
orders to fend his Troops into Winter Quarters; 
but the precipitate departure of the Emperour 
to Magiangel, and thence to Prague, by reafon of 
the Plague at Vienna , this Affair was interrup- 
techana all the meafures taken in it changed.. 

The Plague fpread alfo into the Turkifh 
Countries, and coriftrained 500 Families to quit 
Newhaufel. Thefe were fcarce got a'League 
from the Town,but they were furprifed by five 
hundred Huffars or Haiducs , who took from 
them all they had, of which the Turks made 
great complaints, which feemed the more rea- 
fonable, being they were fo civil to Count Lef¬ 
ley $ Troops-, for he being obliged by the Conta¬ 
gion to change Quarters,encamped betwixt Chem- 
ttii^and Strigoniuni, for the better fubfiftance of 
his Army. "The Baffa of this laft place ? to ihew 
the Count that the Grand Seignior did nor ap¬ 
prove of his Subjefts joyning with the Malecon¬ 
tents ; permitted him to buy fuch Provifions 
as he wanted in the Territories of his Jurifdi&i- 
on, and alfo prefenced him with feveral refrefh- 
ments himfelf _ _

with them againft the Grand Seigniors this 
Prince being not averfe to the propofition, com¬ 
manded his Refident to reprefent to the Empe¬ 
rour, that being he would not engage in this 
Union, he ought at leaft to keep a ftanding Ar¬ 
my in Hungary of 30000 Men, to oppole the 
Male^ 
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i< 58 u Malecontents, and keep the Turks in fufpence 
on that fide, and his Majefty promifed to do it -, 
but the want of Monies hindered him to exe¬ 
cute a Defign fo honourable for himfelf, and fo 
adventageous for Chriftendom. 

However, he endeavoured by th$. Baron of 
Kauniti his Refident at the Port, renegotiate 
a Continuation of the Trevis -, but the Grand 
Seignior would not confent to it but upon con¬ 
dition, that he lhould be at liberty to aflift the 
Malecontents at pleafure -, which indeed had 
been to augment the Evil, not heal ip. This 
Prince was at the fame time advertifed, that the 
Port had concluded a Peace with the Poland 
the Mufcovites ~s which gave him occafion to 
judge that he had a Defign to turn his Arms a- 
gainft him. 

Many were the Treaties betwixt the Empe¬ 
rour and the Malecontents, and his Majefty’s 
conceffions fuch, that the Grand Seignior began 
to apprehend, that Tekeley had fome inclinations 
to return to his Obedience to his Sovereign s to 
prevent which, he fent a Baffa to divert him, 
by offering him the Principality of Tranjilvania, 
after the deceafe of Abaffi. This Baffa had fe¬ 
veral Conferences with him and with the other 
Chiefs of the Fa&ion, and did fo well manage 
them, with the pretended advantages that they 
Would find by putting themfelves under the Pro¬ 
tection of the Port, that eighty of them did 
promife, in the, name of all the Kingdom, to 
pay to his Ottoman Highnefs a Tribute of eighty 
thoufand Crowns, provided he would power¬ 
fully aflift them. This Intrigue being made 
known to the Emperour, he received it with 
• much Indignation, commanding, that none of 
the contrivers of it fhould appear at the Diet. 
In the mean time he ordered the Marquefs of 
Baden, and the Count of Staremburg , to caule Raab 
and Vienna, whereof they were Govemours, to 
be fortifiedjto prevent any Defigns of the T urks 
upon thofe Places. And now his Imperial Ma¬ 
jefty did no more queftion but that the Infidels 
would tranfport the War into Hungary, efpeci- 
ally, being inforined by his Refident Kaunitz 
at Constantinople, that the Port, after many* ana 
long Difputes, had at length concluded a Cef- 
fation with tire Mufcovites for twenty years, up¬ 
on Condition, that befides Kiovia, they fhould 
enjoy Tripol, Staikf and Vafikgw, which had al¬ 
ways been dependants upon Kiovia. The Grand 
Vifier received thefe Proportions with joy, and 
Writ to theC^r thereupon, with very extraordi¬ 
nary Praifes and Titles,affuring himin the name 
of tneGrand Seignior, that he would rarifie the 
Conditions agreed upon, and that he might 
fend his Ambaffadour to fiftifh the Treaty, In 
the mean time, the Vifier, to prevent the CgaPs 
refufal of fending another Mmifter before his, 
which r elided at the Port, (who hadbeen kept 
under reftraint for fome time) was returned 
into Mufcovy.he forthwith difiniffed hum with 
magnificent Prefents for his Matter. The Grand 
Seignior, who feemed refolved to invade Hun¬ 
gary, flaying his removal to Adrianople but till 
the return of this Ambaffadour, did emit a Ma- 
nifeft or Mandate directed to Prince Abaffi, in 
thefe following terms.

In the mean time, you fball from time to time 
inform Our great Ottoman Mightinefs with whiftjhall 
happen, and. what you jhall have done purfuant here¬ 
unto. And you arefarther enjoyned to take, heed that 
you do nothing that may be difadvantageous fo Our In¬ 
comparable Greatnefi. - ■ 

Abaffi, animated with this Mandate, and ha¬ 
ying received the Orders that were neceffary, 
drew his Troops together, and joynqd with Te¬ 
keley, with the Turks, the Valachians and the Mol¬ 
davians, emitting withal a Declaration That 
he did not Arm againft the Intereft of Chriften- 
dom, but only to deliver the Proteftants of 


their Churches, and re-eftablifhing tlfom in their 
ancient Priviledges. Headded, th& the Gtand

, perour, that he rcjc&ed them, preferring a 
War before fuch a fordid accommodation. 

The Ceffation betwixt Tekely and the Germans 
being ended, he joyned Forces with the Turks 
near Pejl, confifting of 40000 Men. He paffed 
near Cajchaw or Cajjooia, and turning fuddenly, 
furprifed the Caftle of Zatnar , and in a few 
days after took the City. Cafrvia and other con- 
fiderable Places ran the fame fate* And now 
the Turks ad by themfelves, Tokai rendring it 
felf to them as foon as they appeared before it. 
The Emperour fent to complain to the Baffa of 
Buda of thefe A£ts of Hoftility butheanfwcr- 
ed,that he did not pretend to break the Ceffati¬ 
on in attacking thefe littl^ places, which were 
but receptacles of Robbers, the Inhabitants there¬ 
of daily pillaging hisHighneffes quarters. Thus 
the ftrongeft feldom fail of pretences to opprefs 
theweakeft. 

On the other fide, the Baffa of Waradin having 
befieged FilecL preffed it hard. He had alrea¬ 
dy affauhed tne place thrice, and though Stra- 
Zoldo, Caprara, Staremberg , ana the Palatine ad¬ 
vanced with aefign to relieve it •, yet all thefe 
Generals, however brave, durft not attempt the 
Enemies Lines; and it might be faid, that they 
were come fo far but to be vritneffes or the Vi- 
ftory, by the lolsof the place which furrendred 
it felf. The lixteenth of September ,the Hungarians 
entred into the Turkilh Service, but the Ger¬ 
mans and all the Officers were made Prifoners, 
becaufe they refufed to fign the Capitulation 6 
and the Women were made flaves, the Turks 
loft 2000 Janizaries in this fiege, which obliged 
them to treat the Officers with fo much Rigour, 
and perhaps the place which they demoliflied 
was therefore razed, or rather to prevent the 
Malecontents ( who demanded the poffcflion of 
it) from enjoying it. . _ 

The faid Baffa, after the forcing of Filek, 
went with 40000 Men and inverted Lencent ^and 
Neutra, which furrendred to him upon de¬ 
mand : And Tekeley, taking advantage of the 
abfence of Strafoldo , rendrea himfelf Mafter of 
the High-land Cities. The Baffa of Buda ad¬ 
vanced alfo towards Gran ,. with defign to make 
a Bridge there over the Danube, to the end he 
might open a paffage into upper Hungary. 

Tekeley * feeing himfelf Mafter of the upper 
Hungary, efpeciiuly of the Cities thereof, which 
by their Mines of Gold made up a great part of 
the Revenues of the Crown, and now having 
refreffied himfelf in thefe rich Quarters, he cau¬ 
fed Moneys to be coined, representing oil one 
fide his Effiges with this Infcription: Emericm 
Comes Tekeley Princeps Hongariae-, and on the ! 
reverie thefe words: Pro Deo, pro Patria isr pro \ 
Ubertate. The Winter being now advanced, 1 
he lent his Secretary to Vienna td offer a Geffati- i 
on of Arms. Thispropofal was not difagree- ! 
able to the Imperial Courtj but they could not 
refolve to leave the faid upper Cities in his pof- : 
feffion; his Deputies reprefented thereupon. 
That their Mafter could not part with them 
without the coiifent of the Baffa of Bwla, but 
rhar he would favour the Imperial Work-men, 
and fuflfer them t-o labour for hisMajefties pro- ; 
fir, provided he might be allowed a Compenfa- 
tion for his Proteftion, if not, he threatned to 
deftroy the faid Cities, worth 20000a Crowns 
yearly to his Imperial Majefty ^ after fome al¬ 
tercation the Ceffation was again agreed upon, 
and the Dire&ors of the Mines were obliged to 
pay Tekeley fix hundred Crowns every Week v 
this Trevis did not hinder feveral Encounters 
betwixt the Chriftians and Turks. - A Party of 


Hujjars ifi November defeated a Detatcllment of 1682. 
the Infidels, commanded by an Aga, who was 
kill’d there. There were found in his Pockets 
nineteen Letters of the Baffa of Budds, writ to 
Officers of that Nation,ordering them to caufe 
the Grand Seignior’s Subjcdts to pay the Extra¬ 
ordinary Tribute, which his HigHnefs was not 
accuftomcd to exadh but when he undertook 
fome great War: Thus the Emperour was as¬ 
certained that the Turks defign was to draw to¬ 
gether all their Forces to attack him the next 
Summer. He was confitmed in this Opinion 
by Letters from his Ambaffadour at the Port, 
who writ to him, that the Grand Seignior was 
gone from Conftantinople on the twenty eighth of 
October to Adrianople •, that the great Vilier fol¬ 
lowed him the next day i that Count Tekeley 
had complained at the Port of the Baffa of Bu- 
£fo,accufing him for having feparated hisTroops 
too far from his, and fo hindered him from 
mating fuch confiderable progrefles in Hungary 
as he might otherwife have done * and finally, 
that the faid Baffa was fummoned up by tne 
Grand Seignior to anfwer this Accufation, 

The great Vifier, being expedled at Belgrade , 
the Emperour fent Saponara to meet him, to ob¬ 
tain more favourable Conditions than thofe 
propofed to Count Albret Caprara. He fent a lfo 
Count Martiniti ^ to the Pope, and to the' other 
Princes of Itah to follicite for Succours in this 
extremity. Count Kaunitzvfas likewife fent to 
Bavaria^ and many other principal Men to the 
other Ele&ors and Princes of the Empire, to in¬ 
vite their affiftauce in fo.preffing ah Exigence. 

To thefe Count tValleJlein, a Knight of the Or¬ 
der of the Golden Fleece, was deputed into Pf, 
land, to be prefent at the Diet of Warfare, tp ne-! 
gotiate a League with that Crown; arid the 
Emperour commanded all his Regiments to be 
compleated and augmented, his Garrifons to be 
fortified, and his Magazins to be filled for the 
better oppofing fo powerful an Enemy.

The Plague jioo men in the Encounter. But if the Wars I 
caufed great ruines in Hungary, the Plague laid 
it well nigh defolate; it raged in Cajfowa about 
Papa , and in many places poffefled by the Turks; 
infomuch that Tekely was obliged to retire to 
Montcats to his Wife, and to chufe another Place 
than Cajfovia to convene the Diet which he had 
fummoned. He had by CelTations and Treaties 
kept the Imperial Court in fufpenfe, propofing 
his Mediation at the Port for a Prolongation of 
the twenty years Trents, for which ena he fent 
Schirmay his Secretary with others thither. Nay, 
the Propofitions he made were thought fo rea- 
fonable, that the Baron Zaponara was fent with 
new inftru&ions to carry on this Peace as well 
with Tekfijy, as with the Vifier of Buda ; but 
whether TeMyjinftead of advancing this Affair, 
did not retard; it, or that the Turks would not 
confent to any further Prolongation of Peace 
with the Emperour, this commerce vanilhed. 
This laft Obftacle was fooner believed than the. 
other, by reafon of the detention of Caprara in 
Turfy, and the vaft Preparations of the Ottomans , 
who wouldliften to noCeflation but upon Terms. 
fo difadvantageous chat his Imperial Majefty 
could in no ways aflent to. 

Zaponara, who had fpent much time with Te ¬ 
kely, being returned the beginning of January to 
Vienna, reported, that the Count Tekely having 
been nek at Montcato^ he had entertained many 
fruitlefs Conferences with him, and now he 
was well, and feeing no hopes of an accommo¬ 
dation with a man who was entirely engaged 
with the Turks, as was vifiblp by all his advan¬ 
ces, he could continue there no longer. And 
fois gained credit by the appearing of a certain 
project granted by the Grand Seignior to the 
Hungarians, which we will alfo infert, to fatisfie 
the curious, though we dare not aflurc them 
that it was exattly fuch: 

' 1. That the Count Emmeric Tekely o/Rits- 
mark, of the Illuftrious Houfe (/Gabriel Bethelemr, 
fhall be inftalled King of Hungary ,and in cafe he come 
to dye, the Grand Seignior mil take the Queen his 
PVfe, as well far her Perfon as Goods , into his Prote- 
flion. 

2. That after the Death of Count Tekely and his 
Children , the Hungarians fhall choofe fuch a King as 
fhall feem good to them , provided they acquaint the 
Ottoman Port with it. 

- 3. That the Prefent, which the Hungarians have 
promifed to give to the Ottoman Port,Jhall never be 
raifed in any manner whatfoever. 

4. That they fhall entirely enjoy their Ptiviledges, 
Liberties , Immunitiesand Fraacbijes for ever , with¬ 
out any diminution. : 

5. That they fhall be prOteBed by the Turks front 
all their Enemies, who, or whatfoever. 

6. That the Turks will religioufly obferve the Con¬ 
ditions of Peace' made with the Germans at St. Go- 
thard, Jo far as they concern Hungary. 

- 7. That the JeJuits, as dijlurbers of the publick 
Repdfe, fhall be-driven out of Hungary, and never 
received there again. 

8 . Thatthe Tributes of the furrendred Places fhall 
never be railed ; but that what they have contributed 
to the Tucks and to the Hungarians hitherto, fhall 
continue to perpetuity in the fame fate. 

,9. That the Treafurers o/Hungarv fhall have free 
pafage through all the parts of the Ottoman Domi¬ 
nion. . 

ro. And when they cany to the Port the Prefent 
of Honour which they have promifed , or fhall come were 
upon any other occafion, they fhall be received magnify 
ftntly. 


1 11. And finally, the Prefent of 40006 ICrownsj 1683. 

fhall, as is already mentioned , never be augmented. 

Thefe and feveral other Paffages fill’d the 
Imperial Court with diffidence, notwithftand- 
ing Tekelfs fair words, and yet the Negotiati¬ 
ons were ftill continued, the Emperour having 
propofed to an Officer that Tekely had ferit him, 
to grant to his Matter the Soveraignty of all he 
poffeffed in upper Hungary, with feveral other 
Demcanes, fo willing they were to have de¬ 
tached this fubtile and-brave Enemy from his 
intelligence with the Turks, who at length de¬ 
clared, that he could not feparate his Interefts 
from the Port, which obliged Hoffman and Sa- 
ponara to retire. 

The 18 of January , 6000 Turks entred into 
Canifia , moft Janizaries, and the Garifons of Bel¬ 
grade and Newbaufel were alfo augmented with 
great numbers of this Militia. The 25 th of Ja¬ 
nuary, 5000 Tartars arrived at Buda, who were 
fent to Newbaufel, and 12000 Foot came in their 
place, who by reafon they could not lodge in the 
City, encamped at the foot of the Walls. 

Upon this News order was given to break 
the Ice round the llle of Schults to keep the Ri¬ 
ver open, the better to oppoie the irruptions of 
the Turks and Malecontents. The Ice, which was 
of an extraordinary thicknefs,broke the wooden 
Bridge at Vienna , with the lofs of three Charets 
loaden with Wine and Oates, which fell in. 

The Inhabitants of the aforefaid file of Schults 
were by reafon of the oppreffion of the Impe- 
riaiifts forc’d moftly to abandon it; the noife 
whereof being fpread through the Kingdom, 
had like to have caufed a general Infurrettion. 

The beginning of February, the Turks entred 
into the Me oiSetin in Croatia, where they com¬ 
mitted great diforders. One of their parties de¬ 
feated a Convoy with Munitions of War, and 
other provifions defigned for Zendra, Loffenhilts 
who commanded the fame, being ttain. 

The Turks, who provided all things neceffa- 
ry to attempt the fiege of Vienna, laid in at Buda 
vaft ftores of Ammunition and Materials to 
make Bridges of; nor were they lefs vigilant on 
the other lide, the 'Suburbs were demolilhed 
round within a hundred paces of the City, and 
the great Mand was fortified and put into a Con- 
dition to lodge a whole Army. Redoubts were 
built at both ends of the wooden Bridge, which 
is on the fide neareft the City, and the Bridge 
which traverfed the great Arm of the Danube was 
taken down to build another on the other fide of 
the Favorites, with feveral other fmall Forts for 
itsfeeurity. Two hundred thoufand pallizadoes 
were fent from Newburg to ferve for the Fortifi¬ 
cations of Vienna, whereof every Citizen under¬ 
took to maintain a Souldier well armed in cafe 
the City ffiould.be bettered. All B6ats were al¬ 
fo ftopped at Vienna, being defigned to tranfport 
Provifions and Ammunition into Hungary. 

However Tekely continued to block up the Pla¬ 
ces which remained in the EmperoufS Obedi¬ 
ence in upper Hungary,-and to lhut up the Paffages 
that no relief might’be fent to them-, he' did not 
ceafe howfoever to teftifie to the Deputies of the 
Loyal Countries^, that he did defire with Paffiop 
that his Imperial jMajefty would grant him rea- 
fonable Conditions, that might reftope him to' 
the obedience which'he owed him-, and to make 
it appear to aU the World, that he had not ta¬ 
ken Arms againft him out of any animofity, he 
releafed an hundred German Prifoners Without 
Ranfom, and fent toafliire the Emperour, that 
he had difpatched Fagou and Sirmay, his two 
chief Miniitere, to the Port to endeavour to ob- 
0*0 z win 
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H58?. rain a prolongation of the Trevis. Hcfpaketo 
the fame purpofe at the Diet he had convened, 
and releafed yet again eighty Prifoners which 
he had taken at Tokay, and gave Count Herber- 
ftein his Liberty upon his parole. 

The Turks, about the later end of February, 
made a new attempt upon the Ifle of Schults with 
iooo men of theGarnfon of Nerrhaufel,cowdud:- 
ed by an Hungarian Renegade ^ but the Ice, 
which was not ftrong enough, breaking, a great 
number of them were drowned: the Imper ialifts 
took many Prifoners, and amongft others the 
Sub-governour of Hewharrfel's Son. A Turkilh 
Officer that offered ten thoufand Dollars for his 
Life had his Head chopt off. At the fame time 
feveral new Troops of the Infidels arrived, who 
lodged at Effek, and along the Rivers Savm and 
Dravres. They armed feveral Brigantines, which 
vogued upon the Danube , to hinder the Imperi¬ 
al ilfs to fend any Succours or Ammunition to 
their Garrifons. The Baffa of Belgrade recei¬ 
ved orders to repair an ancient Palace feated 
upon a Hill near the Town, to lodge the 
Grand Seignior there, who defigned to flay 
tlforc during the Campania. 

In March,Tekely, with a confiderable body of 
the. Turkifh and his own Troops, endeavoured 
to Surprife T imam, to cut off the Communica¬ 
tion of the Fortrefs of Leopolflat, with the River 
IVaagh. But this Entcronfe failing, this Count 
fummoned a fecond Diet in upper Hungary, 
though thofe of the Loyal Counties were admo- 
nifiied not to appear there. At the fame time 
Collonel Albert Caprara advertifedthe Emperour, 
that the Grand Seignior offered to prolong the 
Ccffatioh if he would furrender to him the Ifles 
of Schults, of Serin, and of R aab, with the For- 
treffes of Kaab and Comorra ; but his Imperial Ma- 
jefty did riot think it expedient to accept of fueh 
difhdvdntdgcoiis Terms, which rendered the 
T urks entire Mailers of Hungary , and gave them 
an open paffage to the very Walls of Vienna. 
After that, it was impoffible for this Minifter to 
write Any more to his Mailer, for the Turks 
kept fo ilrifl a Guard about him, that he was 
fufiered to have no Communication with any, 
for fear of informing the Emperour with the 
vail preparations of War which were made in 
all the extent of the Ottoman Empire. 

TheTurks at the fame time furprifed a Quar¬ 
ter of the Dragoons, kill’d forty, and took ma¬ 
ny Prifoners they lodged 15000 men in,the 
Neighbourhood of Ejjhfc, to hinder the Imperi- 
alifts from burning the Bridge, and by. that 
means hinder their Paffage into the lower Hun¬ 
gary. The Einperour on the other fide caufed 
all his Forces on the fide of the Rhine, except 
four Regiments which he left for die Frontiers, 
to march towards Vienna and Hungary.. His 
TrOops alfo that were in Bohemia under the com¬ 
mand of Count Taff 3 were commanded tha; way. 

In the beginning of April, the Grand Seigni¬ 
or ferit die Baffa Zanko, who,though he had but 
one hand, was one of the bed Officers in the 
Turkifh Army, to Cajjbvia , to command under 
Count Tekeley. At the fame time the Emperour 
made a great Detachment of all the Regiments 
that were in Hungary , to march toward Trein- 
fchin , under the Command of the Count of 
Schults , to go meet a great Body of Succours 
which came out of Poland under the Conduit of 
Lubomirski . The Count Herberflein had Orders to 
pal's into Croatia with all the Troops of the low¬ 
er Auftria , to oppofe the Enemy, who pretended 
to make an Irruption into that Province. 

The Grand Seignior fhewecl fo much paffioa 
for the War of Hungary, that to complement 


him, all the Minifters of the Court would par- 1683. 
ticularly contribute to it. Every one offered to

The Emperour received at the fame time ah Mafch 3 l - 
exprefs from Count fValleftin, his Ambaffador in 
Poland, Which informed him that he had con- 
eluded with that King a League Offcnfivc and King of Po- 
Defenfive againft the Turks. This News did land make 
moil fenfibly affefr the Imperial Court with ^League 
Joy, becaufe they had doubted , much of the 
Succefs of this Negotiation, the King of Poland f ive . 
having (hewed fome Diffatisfaftioq, in that the 
Emperour would never affifl him, nor enter in¬ 
to any concert with him, whilfl he alone fup^- 
ported a War againfl the Turin , but Intereft 
took place of Paffion. The King of Poland, like a 
prudent Prince, forefaw, that ff the Turks conq¬ 
uered Hungary and the German Neighbouring 
tares,he (hould be fcarce able to refill fo power¬ 
ful a Neighbour; which made himrefolve to op¬ 
pofe liis DefignSj arid to joyn hi? Arms with the 
Emperours. The Conditions of this mumd al¬ 
liance briefly Were, that the AHi^nqe (hould be 
not only defonfive, but alfo oifeftfiye againft the 
Turks, and laft thl both found their affured re- 
pofc •„ neither (hould make Peace without cop- 
lent of tne other his Imperial Majefty (hould 
entertain 6 ccoo Men, whereof; 46000 (houhi 
keep the Field,andthereftbeput inGarffons-, the 
King of Poland will lead 40000 under his own 
Condu£t: he (hall be alfo obliged to recover 
his Places in Podolia , if Vallachia, and Vkran jit, 
whilft the Imperialiftslhalldo the fame by thofe 
Places they left in Hungary \ Tfie Poles (hall fort 
ni(h < 5 ooo men to a£t againft Tekely. Other A17 
tides not immediately regarding the prefcnt 
War, are purpofely omitted.* 

There had been , ill obferved-Treaties and 
Ceffations continued betwixt the Tekelifts and 
Germans, and now the firft befiege the Gaftle of t>o- 
navifth in the County of Sepafa m upper Hungary, 

C. Caprara having by meflage represented tofe- Tekely 
kely , that it was a violation , of the Trevis, He bre * k ? thc 
anfwered, that he only did it becaufe C. JoaneUt, 
to whom the Place belonged,, had .refofed to 
come to the Diet of Cafovia. fo frivolous an ex-, 
cufe made it apparent to the Emperours Min*: 
fters, that they were not too, miign. to confide in 
the Promifes of this Count, and chat he woidd 
take his advantages as often as oecafions prefent- 
ed themfelves. Some few days after, ne had 
News that his Prinpels was brought to bed of a 
Son at Montcats, whereupon he lent one of his 
chief Officers to Prince Abaffi, .to invite film to 
Chriften the Babe, which-he accepted of, and 
fent one of the principal Lords in Tranfilvania to 
fupply his Place. 

In the beginning of Aky, the great Vifier May 3. 
came to Belgrade with the Van .of the Ottoman 
Army, and more than 300 pieces of Cannon, 
befides Mortars to throw Granadoes bf a prodi¬ 
gious bigfiefi. At the fame time the Troops 
that were to compafs the Imperial Army, began 
W

1683* to draw towards Presburg, where Count Kabata 
encamped, them as they came, according to the 
orders he had received from his Imperial Ma¬ 
jefty, who had chofenthe great Plain of Kinder, 
joyning to that City to take the general review 
of his Army, which being drawn into Bacalia 
in two Lines, extended four Miles in length 
feventy two pieces of Cannon, with the Gene¬ 
ral of die Artillery, Count Starenberg , were 
placed at the head of the Infantry, which was 
ranged in Batalions, and in fitch order that they 
might be perceived on both (ides; they were 
numbered 20000, and the Horfe in two Wings 
. amounted to 12000, befides 5000 Humors drawn 
up on the Right of the German Horfe with four¬ 
teen field pieces. 

The Emperour arrived in the Camp about 
Ten of the Clock, preceded by his Guards, and 
riding between the Dukes of Bavaria and Lorrain , 
being followed by many other Princes and 
Lords, and faluted with three Vollicsof all the 
Cannon and Mufqueteers of the Army. After 
Ma(s, the Archbiihop of Strigonium read with a 
loud Voice the Bull of Indulgence, accorded to 
fuch who (hould fight againlt Infidels, and ha¬ 
ving given his Benediction to their Imperial 
Majeities, who received it on their Knees, and 
confeqUently to all the Army, this Prince cau- 
fed 506600 Livers to be diftnbuted amongft the 
Souldiery ,which was no lefs acceptable to them. 
The Command of the Forces being given to the 
Duke of Lorrain asGeneraliffimo,thc Right wing 
was conducted by the Duke cf Sax-Lamnburg , 
the Left by General Caprara , and the Infantry 
and Gannon by the Count of Starenberg. W ith 
this Army thus compofed mod of the Empe- 
rour’s old and beft Souldiery, and under fo ex¬ 
pert a General as the Duke of Lorrean\ the Court 
hoped for fomewhat extraordinary ^though as it 
will appear they were dffappointed in their Ex¬ 
pectation. In the mean time a Council of War 
was held to fee what might be done before the 
arrival of the Turks, and after what manner 
they fhould act upon the Derenfive when tlje 
Enemy did appear. All agreed that for the 
Offenfive there was nothing robe attempted but 
Gran or NemhauJ'el, and that ? as they ought to 
avoid thofe Enterprifes whicn would coft much 
Blood, arid weaken the Army, fo they l'cemed 
topoiritatOnisas mofteafie, though others were 
for Nerphaujel for feveral Reafons. For the De- 
fenfive, it was concluded they mrift endeavour 
to defend the.Paffages of the Rivers Kaab and 
IVaagh. The refult of this Council being refer¬ 
red to the Emperour, he judged, that for the 
Reputation of his Arms ? and other important 
Reafons ? not to fuller his Army to lye idle the 
fpace or pwo Months time, which " they had 
before the Enemy could take the field, but left 
the choice to the Duke, whether he would at¬ 
tempt Gran or Newhaufel ? He only recommen¬ 
ded to him, that when the Turks advanced he 
flibuld take care for the fecurity of the Garri¬ 
fons, and oppofe as much as in him lay the Ene¬ 
mies ravaging of the Hereditary Countries. 

The Army being advanced near Comorra, the 
Duke having rio certain Intelligence of the con¬ 
dition of Gran, refolved in perfon to take a view 
of the Place, which he did, but being upon the 
point to refolve its Siege, he wasadvertifed that 
the Turks were forming a Camp at Buda, and 
judging that they might from thence relieve 
Gran by Water, ( as tne Baffa of Herphaufil had 
already done upon the news of the Chriftians 
Defign to attempt' the place) and perhaps cut 
off the Communication betwixt him and Comor- 
ra, by polling themfelves betwixt this Place and 


Gran, he quitted the thoughts of that Entcrprife, 1683. 
relolving upon the Siege of Newbaufel as the on- 
ly choice left him. 

This Refolucion being takeri, he fent fome June 3. 
Foot towards Gran, and armed Boats down the 
River, as defigning to burn the Bridge, to gain 
a belief of his intent to bclicge that City,"but 
wheeling about with hisHorie, he marched all 
that Night and invefted Neirbaufel the Day fol¬ 
lowing. The Turks (being this, fet the Sub¬ 
urbs on fire to prevent the Chriftians approach j 
who notwithftanding planted their battery, and 
were advanced within an hundred paces of the 
body of the Piace, with little lols lave that of 
Count Taxis, and might probably have given 
a good account of the Siege, if thc Court, which 
difapproved the Enter prife, had not fent orders 
for them to retire. This command was im¬ 
mediately obeyed, and not without fome Preci- 

S itation, the Army returning to their old Camp 
:twixt Kaab and Comorra. The iudden rai¬ 
ling of the Siege leemed ftrangc to fome, being 
thc Turkifh Army was not yef ready to appear, 
andthat die Chriftians were fo forward in their 
approaches. But the more difeerning thought 
otherwife, becaufe this Town,being ftrong and 
well furnilhed with all things, the obftinacy of 
I the Beficgcd might have wearied the Imperial 
Troops, and have reduced them to an Inability 
of being able to oppofe the 0 tto7>ian Army when 
they came into Hungary , and that therefore it 
was better chufing the certain, than the hazard 
of that which was not fo, as was the taking of 
Nerohaufel , and to keep upon the Defenfive, the 
rather being the Polijh Army was not ready, nor 
yet raffed; and therefore the Imperial Army, 
upon whofe Valour depended the Prefervation 
of Hungary and Auftria, was in no wile to be 
weakned or baffled. 

The DukeoFZ.om«'«,having refrefhed his Ar¬ 
my for fome time, advanced with all his For¬ 
ces on the fide of Kaab, having given orders to 
haften the Works at Leopolftat , and repair the 
Fortifications of Kaab and Comorra. * 

In the mean time, the Turkilh Army, cam- 
pofed of all the Nations under their Obedience, 
conlifting of 200000 Men, advanced into Hun¬ 
gary on the fide of Alba-Kegalis , fending 4000 
Pioneers before them to dig Pits and Wells in 
their paffage to furnilh all the Army with Wa¬ 
ter-, and the Grand Vifier himfelf having paffed 
the Bridge of Effek. with the body of his Army, 
moved towards the Chriftian Camp by Kaab, 
with a Rcfolution to attack it inllantly, and ob¬ 
lige them to a general Battel his Army was fo 
numerous that they covered the whole Country 
from Alba even to the Mountains of Kaab, and 
being come within a League of the Imperialifts, 
he detached a great number of Tartars to fpoil 
and ravage the Country out of which the Chi* 1- 
llians could receive any Subiiftence or Forage, 
which extremely augmented their wants, which 
were already but too great. 

The Grand Seignior arriving at Belgrade the 
Third of June , the Sultan Queenwould not flay 
behind, but accompanied his Highncft in his 
Voyage of Hungaiy . At Belgrade he received 
an Exprels from the Caimacan, of a great fire at 
Constantinople, which had intirelv confumed one 
of the quarters of the City, and that the Grand 
Viliefs Seraglio had been quite burnt if the 
neighbouring Houfes had notbeen pulled down 
to fave that lumptuous Building. 

Tekyly having taken his meafures from the 
Grand Vifier, upon whom he had waited, and 
concerted with him concerning the following 
Campania^ being-returned to Cajfovia, publiihcd 
a Ma- 
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1683. a Manifeft in the Grand Seignior’s and his own \ 
Name, that all the Hungarians that would em¬ 
brace nis Party. Ihould he maintained in their 
Priviledges, Liberties, Goods, Laws, and Re- j 
ligion •, but that fuch who refufed to fubmit, 
Ihould have no quarter. This Manifeft had the 
dclired effcfr, for the Cities of Papa, Tot , and 
Vefprin, the moft remote, immediately opened 
their Gates to the Tekelijts. The Emperour, 
fearing that Neutra would follow the Example 
of thefe three Places, commanded Count Schults 
the Governour, to draw forth the great Guns, 
the Arms and Stores, and to quit the Place. 
The fame Orders were given to the Hilly Cities, 
and to the Officers of the Silver Mines, who all 
obeyed; a Conduct fo extraordinary alarmed 
all Hungary. The Cities and Counties declared 
to the Emperours Commiffioners, that they 
would open their Gates to Count Tekely , to pre¬ 
vent Fire and Pillage, being there was no hopes 
of Succours. To all this, the Hungarians , under 
their Palatine EJhrbaJi's Command, who guard¬ 
ed the Paffagcsof the River Waugh, about 15000 
in number defertedlikewife, putting themfelves 
under the Pfote&ion o iTekeley, and the Turks , 
fo that this Palatine with fcarce a competent 
Guard, was forced to retire to Vienna , becaufe 
he would not violate his Faith fworn to the 
Emperour. 

Whilft the two Armicsdidnothingmaterial, 
but obferve each other, a great Body of Tartars 
under the Conduit of their Cham, who was 
there in Perfon, animated with the hopes of Pil¬ 
lage, having examined the Avenues and Fords 
of tne River Raab , by following it towards its 
fource, paffed over by lwimming their Hor- 
fes, and guided by fome Hungarians , they came 
to Kerment and St. GoJthard , a place famous for 
the memorable Viiiory which the Chriftians 
gained from the Turks nineteen years paft,far 
from finding any Obftacles to hinder therm eve¬ 
ry thing feem’d to favour their Paffage. Count 
Badiani abandoned his poftupon the River,joyn- 
ing with Tekely thofe Hungarians he command¬ 
ed ; fo that the Enemy entered the Country like 
a torrent, putting all to Fire and Sword ; and 
palling the Rabrvitg_, continued their Devaluati¬ 
ons. The Duke of Loirain , finding the Enemy 
on both tides, and fearing left they might cut 
off his way to Vienna and the Hereditary Coun¬ 
tries, having reinforced the Garifons of Raab 
and Comorra , refolvcd to retire with the reft not 
exceeding 24000. And to the end the march of 
the Horfe might not be retarded by the Foot 
and Artillery, they were ieparated, the Infan¬ 
try and Canon marching along the file of Schut , 
the way on the left fide of the Danube , being ex- 
pofed to little Danger •, from thence they came 
lafc to Presburg and Thebes , and palling the Ri¬ 
ver Mark , arrived happily at Vienna. Tne Duke, 
having paffed the Bridge of Raab with the Ca¬ 
valry, marched to Altemboiirg , where he refted 
fome time, ex poling this little Town to the 
Pillage of his Soulaiers, as being loth to let 
their Cattcl and Provilions fall into the Enemies 
Hands, which would infallibly happen. The 
Inhabitants however feemed very diffatisfied 
to be fo ufed by their Friends, though the Cru¬ 
elty of the Enemy, who ravaged all with Fire 
and Sword, effaced the other ill, as wholly dif- 
proporcionable: from thence having paffed the 
Straight there, they marched towards the Plains 
of Kitgot Huger, where two Months before the 
general review of the Army was made. 

Cara Muftapha, the Great Vilier, attributing 
this retreat of the Chriftians to their fear, cal¬ 
led a Council, where it was deliberated whether 


he Ihould purfue them, or undertake the Siege 1683. 
of Raab J But judging, according to the appear- '-'V'- 
ances,that their retreat was no better than a Tun¬ 
ing away, it was refolved to purfue them; 
whereupon he prefcntly raifed his Camp, and 
follQWea the way the Chriftians were gone, 
leaving a bedy of iacco near the faid Raab, to 
fecure his Convoys and Frovifions- 

The Duke perceiving their defign, and net 
judging himfelf in affurance' in the Plains of 
Au^againft fo formidable a power, refolved to 
march towards Vienna. He lent Count JEneas 
Caprara , General of his Horfe, to acquaint the 
Emperour with it, and inform him of all things. 

The Duke following, had fent his Baggage be¬ 
fore, but it happened, that a Troop ot Tartars, 
mingled with Turks, and conduced by Hunga¬ 
rians, to the number of 3000 in all, having 
fwumover the River Leithe, and hid themfelves 
in a Wood betwixt the Villages of Petronel and 
Blend, fell liiddenly upon them, and attacking 
fome Regiments on the left Wing, which fol¬ 
lowed the Baggage, with dreadful cryes and 
howlings, did io furprize them with die rerrour 
of fo unexpe&ed an irruption, that it brought 
them all into confufion, and by reafon of the 
Duft, which was fo thick that they could not 
diftinguilh Friend from Foe, not knowing 
which way to turn, they broke their Ranks, 
and communicated their Diforder to the very 
Regiments that followed. Li the mean time 
thefe Barbarians , taking the ordinary Advanta¬ 
ges of their impetuoufnefs, flew fome of them 
upon the Pedees, Carters, and Servants, which 
they facrifice to their Cruelty and Fury, whilft 
the reft plunder the Chariots and Baggage. Ma¬ 
ny Officers loft there their Equipages, and a- 
mongft others the Duke'bf Saxon-Lmenburg, the 
Prince of Croy, and JEneas Caprara, all General 
Officers, had all their Plate taken away., 

This Accident put the Army into a prodigi¬ 
ous Confternation, it could not be comprehend¬ 
ed, that the Duke having left the Enemy be¬ 
hind him, this fame Enemy ihould poffibly have 
gbt before them, and by ways nearer and fhort- 
er intercept, and fo boldly attack their Baggage, 
which was thought fecure under the Convoy 
that guarded it. As foon as they had recollect¬ 
ed themfelves, and that the Duke had confider- 
cd the diforder part of his Army was in, he 
fent freih Troops to fecond the firft, and to af- 
fift them to repell the Barbarians ; yet fo as to 
avoid a general Engagement, which he great¬ 
ly apprehended. The Tartars feeing the Chrifti- N 
ans rally, began likewifeto draw to ahead; but 
the fear to fee themfelves deprived of their Prey, 
obliged them to retire, and to run away with 
no leis precipitation and fpeed than they tiled 
in their Onlet. The Duke caufcd them to.be 
urfued by his Light-Horfe, who took fome 
randards, being unwilling to engage with the 
grofs of their Troops,as well being this Detach¬ 
ment was fupporred by the Avant-guard of the 
Army, as not to retard his march to Vienna, the 
which he continned afterwards without any In¬ 
terruption. The Chevalier of Savoy } Brother to 
the Count of Soifons , was loft in this Confufion, 
for being too far advanced with his Dragoons 
that followed him, a Tartar knock’d him from 
his Horfe with his Sable, and thinking him 
dead, did alight, and heaving him croft his 
Saddle, with his Breaft upon the Pomel, preft 
him fo there, that he bruifed his Stomach. A 
little after, this Prince being relieved and con¬ 
duced to Vienna, and however his Wound in 
his Head was not mortal, hisdillocated Stomach 
could not bere-fetjfo that he died in a few days.

Count Starenberg, who was Governour Gene¬ 
ral, was all this while bufie in repairing the 
Walls, deepning and palizadoing the Ditches, 
and in railing the Earth which was drawn out 
of the Ramparts and Retreats, to cover them¬ 
felves when the firft Polls and Parapets were 
thrown down, which afterwards contributed 
much to the defence of the Place. 

The Turks advanced their Works on the 
Court and Lebel Baftions fide, carrying them 
on within thirty paces of the Counterfcharp, 
notwithstanding tne continued fire of the Be¬ 
fieged. They alfo dfleharged their Cannon 
ana Mortars without ceafing, and intirely ru¬ 
ined the Emp,erour’s Palace, the Houfes and 
neighbouring Churches. 

Count Starenberg, who neglcdling the danger, 
vifited every moment the Polls, to fee if his or¬ 
ders were faithfully executed upon his going 
out of the Court-Bulwark was hurt in the Head 
with a Brick-bat, which a Cannon bullet had 
forced. He was immediately carried to his 
Lodging, and fo happily cured, that in three 
days he found himfelf able‘to quit his Bed and 
his Chamber during his hurt, the Count of 
Dam was alfo incapable of ailing, being dange- 
rbufly fick of a violent Fever, which reduced 
him to extremity fo that he was not out of 
danger before the fourteenth Day of his Mala¬ 
dy. But the Counts Serin, Souches, and Schaffen- 
berg. Brigadiers of the Garrifon, applied them¬ 
felves with lb much care for the defence of the 
Place, that the Enemy drew no advantage from 
this misfortune. . 

In the mean time, the Duke of Lorrain, find¬ 
ing himfelf obliged to remove farther from the 
City, his firft care was to moleft the Enemy. 
Count Dunewald, Lieut. Marlhal of the Field,was 
fentto Krembs with his Regiment, the two Re- 
ments of Lodronj and Keri,Cravats, Kemgfegs Re¬ 
giment of Polifh Dragoons, were likewife di- 
fpatched thither, not only to keep the Bridge, 
which was of great Importance, but to hinder 
the Euemies Forragers, and oppofe the Parties 
of Tartars which ravaged about/ And here 
we may wonder at the Politicks of thefe Mif- 
creants^ who burn and ruirie all the Forrages, 
and all the Vi&uals, which Ihould make them 
fubfift, aid which would have very much ace 
commoded their Army in the diftreifes they af- 
terwardxfound themfelves, . 

Lorrain likewife fent Orders to Count Her- 
meftein, who was in Styiia, to.advari.ee to the 
Frontiers on- the fide of the Mountains, to at¬ 
tempt the Enemies. He gave alfo the lame 
Orders to-the Garrifons of Raab and Comorra, 
and to Caftets Dragoons who were it Newftat.

He difpatch’d an Officer to Raab, for the Re-, I7 . 
giments of Grand and Baden, which the Duke of 
Croy brought him with fo much diligence, that 
partingfrom Raab at Mid-night,they came in 24 
hours zoPresburgqtnd the next day to the Camp. 

Count Lejley was fentto Krembs to conduct the 
Artillery thither, and to expe£t the Bavarians Au¬ 
xiliaries, thofe of Saxony aria Franconia, and fome 
other ldofe Regiments in the Empire. 

After thefe firft Difpolitions, which depen¬ 
ded on the Duke’s care, his thoughts more near¬ 
ly regarded the Court, and the relief of Vienna. 

He judged the fafety of this Place of fuch Im¬ 
portance, that he thought it not fit it Ihould be 
preffed, and reduced to Extremity, to fearch 
the means of faving it. He knew that the te- 
dioufndsofNegotiations, and thediftance from - 
whence he was to expctl things neceffary for 
this grand Enterprlfe, would make him lofe 
much time, whence he concluded that he could 
not begin too foon. He was not of the Senti¬ 
ment of others, who imagined that the Garri¬ 
fon of Vienna was capable of defending it felf 
againft fuch extraordinary Troops, and caufe 
the Grand Vflier’s Army toperilh, without any 
Succour. But he knew that the want of Necei- 
faries do fometimes produce great Changes in 
the bell Refolutions, that nobody could anfwer 
for the Govcrnour’s Life; nor for the principal 
Officers, nor for the conftancy of the People, 
accuftomed to an ealie Life, and who had ne¬ 
ver feen the Wars but in paint. He knew that 
the Maladies inevitable in Sieges might occali- 
on untoward Accidents. He faw the Defolation 
of the Emperour’s Hereditary Countries, which 
did daily augment. He heard no other' Dif, 
courfe but of Places lacked, and People carried 
into llavery. In this Continuation of Cruelties 
and Violences, he judged it rcafonable to life 
all means to Hop the Rapidity of this Torrent. 

He perfwaded himlelf,that being at the head of 
the Army, he bught not to deferr reprefenting 
all thefe Particulars to the Emperour by fome 
Perfon of Merit and Truft. He gave this Com- 
miffion to Count Toff, whom he difpatch'd to 
Hafau,znd he continued the fame Offices during 
the Siege, for all theObftacles and Oppofitions 
which he Encountred ? "whether by the Difficul¬ 
ties of Paffages, or the llender fuccefs of Iris Ne¬ 
gotiations. 

The Befiegers, who had drawn two parallel 
Lines,- the one on the Court Baftion, and the 
other on the Lebel fide, - joyned them with 
another of Communication, and placed above 
thirty pieces of Battery againft them. And 
though Vienna was environed with eleven Bafti¬ 
ons, the Enemy attack’d and battered but three 
during the whole Siege, which obliged the Go¬ 
vernour to ufeall his eare for their defence. 

The Grand Vilier took his .Poll on that fide 
that regarded the Ravelin above-mentioned,- 
with the Aga of thejanizaries.called as he was, 

Cara Muftapha, his Kiaia, and the Baflaof Rome- 
Ha% this laft was flain with a Cannon bullet. 

The Attack on the right &dq towards the Court 
Bulwark was committed to Hufftanq the Baffa 
of Damos, who, though brave, had been, bea¬ 
ten by Prince Ragot^fii in TranJUvama , by Count 
Souches at Latent .and by the King of Poland 
at Cocavn. This Baffa Was leconded by the Seraf- 
quier,Jariflary Aga, or Collonel of all the Foot. 

. Achmet, Bafla of Temifwar,comita.nded the left 
Attack towards the Lebel Bulwark. He had'been 
Tefterdai'f and died the Third of Septentbei' of a ' 
Dyffeotefy. .. Htajfan Baffa, . who : had alfo been 
jhis'Highrieffes Treafurer, was put in his Place. 

“ ' Pp Ilhail- 
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1683.. I fhall dcfignedly pretermit the particulars of 
this Siege, as to the Approaches, Trenches. Bat¬ 
teries, Minings, Counterminings, Attacks, Sal¬ 
lies, and Concerts, though carried on with ad¬ 
mirable Valour and Conftancy on both fides, as 
being particularifed in the Journals of that Siege 
in all Languages, and of little or no ufe to my 
Country-men : And yet 1 fhall omit no great 
Aft ion, nor any thing that may be required of 
a juft Hiftorian. 

Great was the firing on both fides, and a Gra- 
nado falling on the bpanifh Ambaffadors Palace, 
revcrfed all his Stables* It would have done yet 
more harm without the Governours Precauti¬ 
on, who had commanded a 50 men,under their 
particular Officers, to march inceffantly through 
the Streets to quench the artificial Fires occaii- 
oned from their Bombs dr otherwife. 

Being,as we mentioned,clofe fhut up 3 CountSta- 
renberg was the more defirous to communicate 
Councils with the Duke of Loirain ; for which 
end he offered 100 Duckets to any that would 
but carry him a Letter, without the hazard of 
a return, but no man prefented himfelf upon 
this occalion •, and yet a Spy fent by the Duke 
arrived happily in the City, having traverfed 
the four Branches of the Danube with his Letters 
hanged in a Bladder about his Neck by thefe 
the Governour was informed, that he lhould 
certainly be relieved, and that the Troops of 
the Circles of the Empire, and the Hereditary 
Countries with which the King of Poland , who 
was at Omit was to joyn, did daily arrive. In 
the mean time fome Deferters brought News, 
and it was feen from the top of St. Stevens Stee¬ 
le, that the Infidels were making a Bridge of 
oats over the Danube , a League off, to the end 
they might pafs when they pleafed into the Ille 
i.cyoljht. of Prater. They knew alfo that this Commiffi- 
on was given to the Vavvodsor IVallacbia and 
Moldavia , who employed 6 c00 of their Nation 
in the Work j but being the Turks fufpefted 
them, as being Chriftians, and that they were 
forced, the Vifier ordered Achmct , Baffa of Mag- 
ntjia , a City in Natolia , who was camped in this 
Ille, and Cwr/er, Baffa of Bofna, who had been 
Kiaia to the Sultana Ajfekfy to attend their Afti- 
ons, and fecond them with fix thoufand Egyp¬ 
tians. 

The Baron of KunitZs who was the Empe- 
rours Refident with the Port, being then in the 
Camp, fent one of his Domefticks with a Letter 
to Count Starenberg i which was not very hard 
to do, though the Turks kept a very ftrift 
Guard, by rcalon that the Officers and Servants 
of all the Minifters which refided with the 
Grand Seignior, are habited as Turks, and 
fpeak the Language of the Country. The bufi- 
nefs was kept fo little fecret, that the News be¬ 
came the next day the fubjeft of every Conver- 
fation. This Indiicretion was the caufe that 
they could no more profit by .this Advantage, 
thc'Turks being advertifed of this Commerce 
by their Spies. Kunites Servant being feifed up- 
on in his return, was brought to the V flier, and 
feen no more,but without nis Letters, which be¬ 
ing wrap’d in wax, he prudently let flip into a 
Ditch, when he faw the Turks come towards 
him. 

An Order was publifhed by found of Trum- 
cr, commanding all Proprietors of Houfes, to 
eep every one a Man in his Cellar, to hear¬ 
ken if they could not dilcern any thumping 
or removing of Earth jbecaufc it had been noif- 
ed abroad, that fome Traitors had promifed to 
bring the Enemy through Subterranean Paffa- 
ges into the City. The fame day the Turks paf- 


ling fome great Pieces into Leopolftat upon 1683. 
Boats and Flotes, were difeovered by the be 1 >-'"W 
lieged, who play’d upon them with their Can¬ 
non from the Ramparts fo lukily, that they 
funk two of their largeft, with a Mortarpiece,’ 
which vet did not hinder the reft to arrive at 
Neudof and Erdorf. 

The Cannon on both lides, together with the 
Mortars, play’d without cealing, and though 
they ruined the prime Buildings in the Town, 
they hurt or killed but very few. The 2416, Ni- 
one of the Engineers,came in great hafte to 
the Governour, to tell him, that he had feen in 
one of the Shores of the City, fomewhat that 
had the Figure of a Man, and that it was to be 
feared, that the Turks had found a Paffage,and 
were entered through this Vault, which difgor- 
ges it felf in the Danube , and that they defigned 
to furprife the City that way. The Governour, 
not being yet well recovered of his hurt, fent Hit- 
ski back,with the Baron of lVels 3 his Son-in-Law, 
and Collonel Rumbling en 3 who was prefent,' to 
examine the matter with care ; but being they 
flayed fomewhat long, the Governour, weak as 
he was, mounted on Horfeback. Being come 
to the place, he alighted, and entered himfelf, 
notwitnftanding the infeftions fmells, into the 
hole,- having fcarched all about with Torches, 
he found that they were Carkaffes that the Ex¬ 
ecutioners men had Head.. He very fharply re¬ 
proved the Authors of this Inhumanity, having 
accidentally met fome of them, and returned to 
his Palace, pleafantly rallying this Pannick fear 
with thofe that accompanied him. _ 

The Duke of Lonain had continued in his 
Camp by the Bridges of Vienna to refrefh his 
haraffed Cavalry, from the 16th to the ijth of 
July. He had there News of the defeat of 800 
T mars by a party of a Detachment which Count 
Dunermld Commanded, which rendeBd thefe 
Bar barians more referved. 

The Count de la Tour , the Emperours Envoy 
in Poland , came to the fame Poll to him, to af- 
fure him, that that Prince promifed to come to 
t he relief of Vienna , but that he could not be there 
before the beginning of September. 

At the fame time the Duke of Ldrrain was ad¬ 
vertifed that Tekely having affembled his Troops 
near Timau , defigned to march to Presburg 6 that 
the Governour of that Caftle wavered, and 
that the City was much follicited to receive a 
Garrifon of the difeontented Hungarians ; which 
obliged him to march along the Marck to oppofe 
this defign, and in the interim he fent 200 men 
with Major Okelby 3 to endeavour to put them in- 
. to the faid Caftle with a Convoy of 300 Horfe 
for his Security. 

The Duke difeamp’d from the Bridges of 
Vienna , having burnt them, leaving notwith- 
ftanding the Regiments of Savoy and Ricardi to 
referve the Forts. Being arrived at the Mark 3 
e was informed that Okelby with his Convoy 
were beaten by a party of the Malecontents •, that 
the City had received a Garrifon ; that they 
were by order of the Grand Vifier preparing a 
Bridge for the Communication of both Armies •,. 
that Tekely had 20000 Hungarians , and 8000 
Turks , commanded by the Baffa of Waradin and 
Peft ; and that he prepared to come and befiege 
the Caftle of Presburg. This defign appeared to 
the Duke of that confequence, that he believed 
himfelf obliged to march thitnef notwithftand- 
ing all the Obftacles that feemed to oppofe him. 

This rcfolve was however a great while conte- 
fted. He confidered the difficulty of the ways, 
the Enemies Forces much fuperior ro his; the 
danger of receiving a checks in a t ^ Jtne when the 


Thirteenth Emferour of the Turks. 


1683. Emperours Forces were to be preferved for re- 
v^’Y'N'' lief of Vienna. On the other fide, he forefaw that: 
the Communication of the two Armies at Pres- 1 
burg did put the Enemies in a Condition to joyn 
their Forces to pafs where they pleafed, and to 
hinder the Conjunftion of the Arms of Poland , 
or oblige them to tedious Circuits. Thefe Con- 
fldcrarions made him determine to oppofe the 
Defigns of Tekely. He traverfed the Marck the 
28tJb bf July with his Horle and Dragoons^ be¬ 
ing in all eight thoufand Horfe, and two thou¬ 
fand Poles 3 commanded by Lubomirsky. A party 
-that appeared a League from the River, was 
forced back, the Imperialifts continuing their 
march to the Lanes that defeended to Presburg. 
Night being come on. Prince Lems of Baden , 
and the Baron Mercy were detached with all the 
Dragoons to force the narrow Paffages, and gain 
the tops of the Vineyards, which they did with¬ 
out any Oppofidon, having a fight of the Ene¬ 
my in the plain below. The General upon no¬ 
tice came fbeedily there, from whence he obfer- 
ved two Camps ported at fome diftance from 
e ach other. He caufed his Horfe to advance, 
which he had left behind the narrow Paffages, 
to be ready upon Occafion, and in the mean 
time caufed Okelby to enter the Caftle with two 
hundred Men,commandeda-uew for this Enter- 

^At break of day, the General commanded 
Prince Lewis of Baden to infpeft the Suburbs, 
where fome Malecontents did appear. Upon his 
advance, the Enemy retreated into the City, 
and abandoned the faid Suburbs without refifl- 


ance. 

This happy Succefs, and that in fight of the 
Enemy, feemed an Argument of their Weak- 
nefs, and occafioned the fummoning of the 
Town, which, in the Surprife it was, feeing the 
Imperial Army at their Gates, and the Garri¬ 
fon of the Caftle reinforced, immediately fur- 
rendred, deliberating no longer than was ne- 
ceffary td give means to the Garrifon of the 
Malecontents to retire to their Camp which 
did nbt happen* for one part of them was cut 
in pieces when they* were out, and the other 
made Prifoiiers in the Town. 

After this advantage, the Duke Was refolved 
to attack the Enemy, who were advanced in 
Baralia Within three quarters of an hour of the 
City. He gave Prince Lems of Baden Orders to 
feife with his Dragoons the Vineyards and Gar¬ 
dens at the head of the Suburbs, and tdf Extend 
on both hands from the Danube to thefoot of the 
Mountain *, whilfl the Horfe, corifrhanded bV 
Count Caprara, defeended by the fame Vineyards 
to apbattel themfelves. . ■ 1 

The Enemy on thefrftde made fomer ihotl- : 
ons of coming up to the Imperialifts, aqd de- : 
cached fome Parties to begin the Skirmifh ; but 
the Duke would not Engage tliem btefore all his 
Troopfr Were in Battel-array. As foon as the fe¬ 
cond Line was formed, they began to advdnee •, 
which occafioned the Malecontents to change 
their Countenance, for whereas they had ap¬ 
peared, as if defigriing to brifig the bufinefs to a 
Battel. ^iuch Duft appeared in the Rear of their 
right W ing ? as alfo’ the left, and removed far¬ 
ther offjwmch feemed tio be occafioned by re¬ 
tiring Troops, which alfo proved fo; all the 
Line which flood oppbfite to the Imperialifts, 
wheeling and ieparating into a pferfeft Re¬ 
treat. 

Thofe who were on the Lorrainers right, 
and had a Party of Polanders in oppofition to 
them, finding themfelves preffed by their A- 
vantguard were idtirely routed 3 being chafed.

They feifedon above a thoufand Waggons with 
Baggage, arid purfued them towards Timau with 
fomuch heat,that they forcedfomeof them with 
great Confufion into the Woods, and others in¬ 
to the Danube. The fear was fuch, that they fled 
on all fides until they had paffed the iVaagh. 

Tekely , upon the Advice he had of the march 
of the Imperialifts, by the Party he had beaten 
the Night before, he retired in the Night with 
the greateft part of his Horfe and all his Foot, 
leaving but few of his Men with the Turks, 
who would retire as he did, refolving to expeft 
the Germans. This Aftion produced fomeriiif- 
underftanding betwixt the Tekelijls and the In- 
fidels , who feparated with little fatisfaftion from 
each other ; hut they re-united Alice by order 
of the Grand Vifier, as was found by their in¬ 
tercepted Letters. The Duke in the mean time 
caufed the Timber, the Planks, and the Boats 
prepared for the Conftruftion of the defigned 
Bridge to be deftroyed; and afterwards returned 
to the Marck. 

The Siege, in the mean time, as alfo the de- 
fence was bravely carried on; one Day the 
Turks divertifed themfelves with a contort of 
Flutes, Cymbals, and other Inftruments of their 
Fafhion, and the terrible howlings of the Affi- 
ftants, which they account Melodious, deno¬ 
ting, as was fuppofed by their joy, fome extra¬ 
ordinary Feaft. The Befieged that were in the 
Couuterfcharp, but ten Paces off, could not 
forbear rallying thefe Barbarians^ and ask them 
in fcorn to. give them part in the Divertil’ - 
mfcnt of their Ball, being they had given them 
that of their Murick. Aid the Ball did truly 
follow, but the Leapers were on the Chriftians 
fide: For thefe Infidels Having fpruiig a Mine; 
which they had newly dug, under the Polls 
and Pallizadoes of the Counterfcharp, the 
Earth, with a good part of the Pallizado* and 
about ten *>f the Defendants were blown up. 

The Turks taking advantage of the Opportu¬ 
nity; iifed jfll their might to render themfelves 
Mailers of the Counterfcharp, by the breach 
they had made in if. The Fight was hot, and 
the Slaughter great. The Gonfufion ana Dif- 
order grew high, but moft amongft the Chri- 
flians; which being perceived by Count Semi± 
a!rid St. Ctoixi Lieutenant Collonel to DupignL 
they fan with a hundred Men to their Aid, arid 
employing them to, throw hand Granadoes, 
and other artificial Fires Upon the Enemy, fo 
'encouraged their Friends, that they fell with 
revived Courage upon the Enemy, beat them 
back and kill’d a great number of them, plan¬ 
ning the Heads of the flain irf rows upon their 
Pallizadoes, letting thefe Barbarians know that 
Cnriftian Walls would not tumble withnoife 
of Inftruments and fhoWting,as the Walls of^r- 
rico oiiice did. 

A Meflenger being ferit to the Duke of Lor¬ 
raine fecona time with Letters in Gyfer, was 
unhappily taken by the Turk, and his Letters 
being tyed to an Arrow, were foot, again into 
the Town, With Latin lines affixed to them, 
intimating, that they fent this Letter to the Be¬ 
fieged, being it was to no purpofe to fend it to 
, Eopdn j being affured, that in the ill Condif i- 
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1683. on the place was in, it would betaken before 
the Succours could arrive. 

a 7 . The Governour publifhcd an Ordinance, 
whereby ail Perfons, of what Quality or Condi¬ 
tion foever they were, being abTe to bear Arms, 
and had not yet lifted themlelvcs in the Compa¬ 
nies of the Univerfity, or thofe of the- Magi- 
ftrates, fhould appear at the New-Market upon 
the noife of the Bells, to be inrolled, and form 
a fourth Body^ which was done ; In the mean 
time, many Chriftians taken by the Tartars 
being fhaved, and in Turkiih habits, found 
means to favc themfelves, and efcape into the 
City. 

The Turks continued their Labours, and 
the Advancement of their Works ; and to hin¬ 
der the Eflfeft of the Bombs which were continu¬ 
ally thrown out of the City, they covered their. 
Trenches with great Beams and Trees, upon 
which they threw Sacksof Earth in abundance, 
which not only elofed the chinks, buc rendred 
it proof againft Gratiadocs, as alio Musket ihot. 
When this Work was finiihed, not only the 
principal Baflaes, but the Vificr himfelf came 
to view the Trenches, and lodged in them, ha¬ 
ving their feparate Apartments, pav’d with 
Brick, and divided into Chambers, with all 
the convenicncies of great Houfes. 

Aug. u There arrived an Expreft in the Camp, 
which in formed the Duke, that the King of Po¬ 
land would not part from Cracovia till the 16th 
Inftant that the T roops of Saxony would have 
their Rendezvous at D refden the 416, and that 
thofe of Frankonia , would not begin to march j 
before the 11 th: Thefe Succours appearing re- | 
mote, and the duration of the Defence of Vienna l 
incertain, his Highnefs refolved to approach 
the Enemies Quarters. He thought that he 
fhould be able by the Twentieth of Augufi, 
with his Forces, as well Imperialifts as Bavarians , 
and the Troops of Polanders which fhould en¬ 
ter into Silefia -, to pafs the Danube at Krembs , 
and advance with that Body towards the 
Heights near the Camp of the Enemies, with 
dehgn to maintain himfelf there till the arri¬ 
val of the Allies. During this, he might.wea- 
ry out the Infidels, animate the Befieged in 
their Defence, and hold himfelf in a Condition 
to force a Port for the relief of the Place, ac¬ 
cording to the neceffity of Affairs. He lent 
Count Palfi to Court, to acquaint His Imperial 
Majefty with the Defigh, and prefs thepriapeh 
of the Troops, which might be got together by 
that time ; and fomc other difpofal of Boats arid 
Provifions neceffary for tliat Expedition. ^• f j, 

After he had difpatch’d the Gouni£ ne .was 
informed, that Count TekeTy had 1 fontjfoatsto 
the Turks, that he had paffedthe i^iruH^'^iid 
that they were feen from Entferdoiff, a. jjittlp 
Town feated upon that River where the;im- 
perialifts had fome Magazins.' Tfie^DljKe 
marched thither with four Regimene^nd 
thence to the Bridge of Vienna, where. Hiding 
learned that the Enemy had poffeffccr J tlieiiq- 
felves of a fmall Ifland, and that they had taifcn 
Boats from the Peafants, who had retired into 
the faid Ifle, he ordered the Baron of Mercy to 
diflodge them thence, and returned to Entfer- 
dorf. Mercy caufed his Cannon to advance up¬ 
on the oppofite fhoar to the Ifle, with the Dra¬ 
goons of Savoy which guarded die Bridge, and 
having broken thefe Boats with his great Shot, 
he reduced the Turks to an Inability of being 
able to get out of the Tabo>' or Leopold's Ifle. 

As foon as Tekely underftood that the Impe- 
rialifts were returned towards Vienna he film- 
tnoned Moravia to pay him Contribution. The 


Duke being advertifed of it, returned to Ancren 1683, 

r n the Mark ., to defend that Province againft ’'- <r \ rv - 
Malecontents. He was informed upon his 
arrival there,, that a party of them had repaf- 
fed that River that day, and burnt fome Vil¬ 
lages. He detached prefently 500 Polanders to 
purfue them, feconding them with fome Horfe 
and Dragoons, who encountering them two 
Leagues from Ancren , loadeu with Spoyi, they 
attack’d them fo briskly, though far interior in 
number, that they killed 500, releafed the Pri- 
foners, recovered all the Booty, and took ten or 
.twelve of their Standards. 

The Siege was carried on with no lefs brave¬ 
ry than it was fuftained; and being feveral who 
were out of Employment were neceffitous, an 
Ordinance was publiihed,incimating thatMonies 
and Provifions ihould be given to all fuch who 
would inroll themfelves, with affurance they 
Ihould not be obliged to ferve after the Siege. 

Many accepted of the Condition, received three 
Patacoons each advance Moneys, and were re¬ 
galled with Bread and Wine, by the care of the 
Prince of Swamtenberg, and by the Liberality of 
the Religious and the Citizens. Wine never 
failed, nor indeed frefh Meat for the lick, ftore 
of Cattel having been twice brought in by fally 
during the Siege. The Magiftrates. had by the 
Governours Order taxed the Ecclefiafticks, the 
Cloyfters, the Citizens, and the Peafants, who 
were refuged in the City, to fiirniih for the ufe 
of the Souldiers the hundredth Pint, which was 
pun£lually executed, there being, none,that re¬ 
filled to pay this Impofition : the, gteateft Lords 
and the Emperours Officers not exempting 
themfelves upon this Occafion. ; , i / ; 

St. Stephens Steeple, being very-obnoxious to 
the Turks by reafon of its height, jind thegreat 
extent of its Difcoveries, was mpeh foot at by 
them, though Solyman, when he befi tgg&jfiennp, 
liad declined ruining fo noble a Fabrfek* upon 
no other Terms, but that they Ihould put- a 
a Half Moon, the Arms of that Empire,; .upon 
the Spire of it, which was ftill up. TheGpn- 
tinel that was there the 7 th, perceived.Jbetyrixt 
the River Mark nad Moraviayoa the other fide 
the Danube, Fire and Smoke, which, lafted ’till 
eight a, Clock; C. Starenberg judg’d - they were 
G. Tefel/s Troops, who in paffing the fiVaagb, 
had skutmhhed with the Imperialifts, and it 
rovpd fo, as he found by the return of jqne of 
h'Spyes, which he had font to the Duke. The 
account he .gave was, that the Turks having 
detatcEecL 3000 Horfe to difeover the Suteors 
which r jyere, jWjrived in the Princes Army, out 
oi SaxonyBavaria, and the Circles, thefe Infi¬ 
dels fell into an Ambufcade which was laid for 
where of themwere^utinpie- 
^ that an A^-Gomb Treblys Secretary, and 
ari ‘Mfjigarian Count, fince dead of jus Wounds, 
were taken Prifonqrs i.rbnt the Injraerialifts had 
takep a great numb^^the Eneinc^/Waggqhs 
IvithBh^gage, and.fha/Imce, thi^/^^fltage, 
many pi the chief,of the M^^PJSnjfWere 
come, in to the Duke., *‘ . ,, r , li( j :. 
Ci^ftoi^iHeifter having jgffed *hc ; Danube at 

Hoirfe^ phiie other fidp, theMaleppi^mts con¬ 
tinued to fond fmall parties, intojmra^ia u who 
fot firehy Night on die Hch|fcs‘^d,*yiUateBS 5 
and as it was a hard matter tp rpmedy thefe 
Diforders by force of Arms, the Duke-judged 
that the beft way to reprefs them was by that of 
Reprizals. He cnufedL.Tekely to be advertifed, 
tliat he would fend Orders to Zatpiar ,and to all 
the Emperours Garrifons, to burn the Palaces 
and Houfes of all them of his party. This 
1 threat- 
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threatningput a flop to thefe Incendiaries; j for 
he thereupon font a Perfon co Chevalier Labor- 
miskL under pretext of an Envoy to the King of 
Poland, to the end he might inform the Duke of 
Lorrain that he had not commanded thofe burn¬ 
ings, and that they ihould hear no more of 
them. 

About this time,Count Albret Caprara 3 the fcm- 
perours Envoy at Conftantinopk, had Pcrmiffion 

g iven him by the Grand Vificr, to return to'' 
is Matter, and having paffed by Tuln, he had 
in charge to propofe to his Imperial Majefty, 
that upon the Ceffion of Rxtab he would aban¬ 
don the Siege of Vienna. 

Kotlinskiy a Lieutenant, upon promife of the 
firft vacant Company, had been difpacched 
from Vienna to the Duke, one from the Depu¬ 
ties of the Council of State, and the reft from 
the County Caplier and Starenberg. The firft, for 
they were of feveral dates, marked thp danger 
the Counterfcharp was in, others gave an ac¬ 
count of the ftate of the Siege, minding him of 
the Neceffities of the place, and the Accidents 
that might happen, and praying him to haften 
the Succours, and thefe were writ by the Gover¬ 
nour. Capliefs Letters particulariz’d the flam and 
wounded!, finifhing with earneftnefi for Relief, 
praying him to confider the Officers, their want 
of Granados, their flock being near fpent, and 
• the Difpofition of the Citizens not to be relied 
upon. The laft Letter marked, that C. Staren¬ 
berg was Tick of a bloody Flux, and could an- 
Twer for nothing, unlefithe Succours were great 
and quick. „,. . „ . . 

The Duke, who was careful in informing the 
Emperour, the King of Poland, and the Eleftor 
of Saxony, of all he could learn of the ftate of 
the befieged, failed not to quicken the Auxilia¬ 
ries, to communicate his Intelligence and Let¬ 
ters to them. He difpatch’d Count Caraffa to the 
King oiPoland with them,and haften’d the march 
• of General Slnariski, who was come into Silefia 
fix days fince. This Count had alfo in charge, 
to pray his Majefty of Poland to come with the 
firft Troops,as well for theefleem he had of his 
Merits, as becaufe he believed that upon the 
Kings advance the grofs of his Army would 
follow with more diligence. After he had dif- 
patched C. Caraffa, he font the Count Schaffen- 
berg to the Ele&or of Saxony , to provide Wag¬ 
gons and Carriages for the Auxiliary Troops by 
the way as they fhould pafs. As he did not 
doubt but that thefe preffing Letters would 


the Danube, and in order to it refolved to go to 
Krembs, whereof he advertifed the Emperour by 
anExprefs. About the fame time C. Starenberg 
had News from his Highneft of the defeat of 
C. Tekely near Presburg , as alfo of the taking of 
a great Convoy that was going to the Ottoman 
Army, and that the King of Poland was, upon 
his march to fuccour the Place. This good News 
mfufed Joy into the whole City, and was wel¬ 
comed with all the Artillery, and the ringing of 
all their Bells. As every little Suecefs encourages 
Souldiers at leaf! to hope, fo it far’d here. A 
Scholar having killed a janizary* and ripped 
open his Stomach* found ten Duckats in Gold 
in it •, and a Souldier having after a ftiff Com¬ 
bat difarmed a Janizary, cut off his Head with 
his Pwn Sable i Searching him afterwards, he. 
found a Girdle about him ftill of Moneys,which 
he hid fo well chat his Comrades aid not 
difeover it: Being returned into the City, ha¬ 
ving unftitch’d his purchafe, he found an 100 
Sequins of Gold. He was fo-tranfported at the 


fight with Joy, that he rau like a Mad-mari ^583. 
through the Strees, clapping his Hands, and v>v'~ 
fhewing his Gold to every body, making it ap¬ 
pear by his Extravagancies, that he thought 
himfelf happier than the Emperour. His good 
Fortune gave Courage to his Companions,upon 
hopes ot the like Adventure, making them 
good Anatomifts and diligent Waiters. 

The Duke of Lorrain left Anneren cncampt at 
'Volgerdorp. He there received Letters from the 
Count Caplier and Starenberg : The firft preffed 
ftrongly for Relief,by reafon of the Diminution 
of the Garrifon, and the Ammunitions of War. 

The Style of the iecond Letter was upon the 
’brave, and feemed ot a Perfon not greatly con¬ 
cerned; but in the three laft Lines, being in 
Cypher, he befought the Duke for fpeedy Suc¬ 
cours, becaufe the Retrenchments and cuttings 
off in the Lebel Baftion were very flight-, that 
his Ammunitions and Officers failed him, and 
that he every day loft many of his Men. His 
Highnefs return’d him anfwers full of comfort, 
advertising him of the ftate of the advance of 
the Auxiliaries, and the certitude of his Relief. 

In order to it, he quits Volgerdorp , and march¬ 
ed to Stokerau , the better from thence to difeo¬ 
ver the Ifles of the Danube, and chufe a place 
for making a Bridge for his Paffage. 

Some ot the great ones were of Opinion, that 
Vienna ought to be relieved by the Plain, paffing 
the Danube at Presburg , this Opinion found ma¬ 
ny partifans, their reafon was, that the Army 
porting it felf above the City, would cut off the 
Communication of the Bcfiegers with thofe 
Countries from whence they drew their Pro¬ 
vifions ; which being done, they judged the 
Turks would retire, without the Chriftians 
hazarding of a Battel. _ This reafoning did not 
want appearance, if it could be done before 
the Beiieged were too much preffed but the 
Enemies- main force confifting in Horfe, that 
of the Imperialifts in Foot, tne Duke thought 
Inclofures preferrable to the Plains-, befides, 
the Allies not being able to meet at Krembs be¬ 
fore the Month of September, many days would 
be fpent in marching thence to Presburg, and 
laying a Bridge over the River there, in a 
time when the condition of the Siege deman¬ 
ded all their hafte. Moreover the Conftrutti- 
on of a Bridge in that place was difficult, efpe- 
cially if the Enemy detached any ftrong Parties 
. to oppofe them, as they might eafily do; in- 
fomuch that the Duke, who had in the begin¬ 
ning of die Siege looked upon the Mountains of 
Kalemberg' as the fureft way for the Relief of 
Vienna, without any farther amufing himfelf, re¬ 
folved to pafi tfe’eArmy at Tuln and Krembs, dif- 
pofing all things accordingly for the Execution 
of this Defign. He did not believe the Enemy 
would come thither to oppofehim,not only be¬ 
caufe part of his Army, and of that of the Ba¬ 
varians was already on the other fide of the Da¬ 
nube, and maintained themfelves there, with¬ 
out attempts of the Turks to diflodge diem; but 
alfo becaufe it would be dangerous for thefe Infi¬ 
dels to engage themfelves with a great Body of 
Horfe beyond the Streights or narrow Paffages 
of the Foreft of Vienna. 

Many were the Meffengefs and Spfes which 
paft betwixt the Duke and Befieged, liis High¬ 
nefs being careful to encourage and inform 
them. He now again allures them, that the 
Army compofed of Bavarians, Saxons, Poles * and 
the Imperial Troops approach'd Krembs y That 
■ the King of Poland Commanded it in Perfon,- 
j and that he was accompanied by the Elcftors- 
: of Bavaria and Saxony y That the Emperour 
I Wa? 
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was removed from Pajfatv to Lintt^, to be near- 
i er Vienna, fo that now there was nothing more 
required for the faving of Chtiftendom, but a 
little more refiftance, being all the Troops were 
ready to march. He added, that he himielf was 
going to Krembs , to prepare the Bridges and eve¬ 
ry other ueceflary thing, to the end mat nothing 
Ihould retard the Succour of the Place, alluring 
moreover the Governour ,that he would expole 
himfelf to all dangers to force the Enemy from 
the Siege. Fortune did begin now to favour 
them, being Tekety had been defeated at Pres- 
burg ? and by the River of Marcka with great lots. 
This News caufed a fenliblejoy in all the Inha- 
bitants,and particularly the Ecclefiafticks,where-' 
of many were troubled with bloody Fluxes, and 
verv many confiderable Perlbns had been dead 
of it. The caufe of this Difeafe may well be at¬ 
tributed to the ill Diet, the richelt fort being 
forced to eat fait meats, differing from the De- 
licaciesof their former feeding, befides the Meal 
they made their Bread of was neither clean nor 
well (ground. 

The Duke in the mean time caufed fome 
Troops of the Regiments of Grana and Baden to 
fecure Tula, where there was a Hone Wall and 
a Ditch, for he deligned to prefervc that Town, 
and make it one of the heads of his Bridge: the 
next day he went to difcover the llets of the Da¬ 
nube, and having found them ufeftil for his De- 
lign, he commanded ways to be made in them, 
and Boats to be brought thither. Upon his re-' 
turn he found Count Palfi arrived from Lint 
with orders from the Emperour, that it was 
ueceflary he Ihould expeft the arrival of all the 
Allies before he approached near the Enemies. 

About this time a noife was fpread in the Ci¬ 
ty, that the Turks, who inceflantly mined and 
moved the Earth, had made a Subterranean 
paflage which ihould open into, the Emperours 
Cellars, by which they pretended to furprife 
the Town. The Governour, howbeit he belie¬ 
ved nothing of it,ordered the Emperours Guards 
which were left for the Guard of the Palace, to 
keep watch and Centinels in the Cellars, which 
they did with no great regret. _ The fame day 
there happened ail accident, which for the rare- 
nefs of it may well be recorded. Kimpler , an able 
Engineer, working in a Countermine under the* 
Caltlc-Gatc, encountered, deep in the Earth 
within a walled Vault, a Coffin of Tin, where¬ 
in he thought to have found a dead Corps, but* 
opening it, he was dazzled with the luftre of a 
great many pieces of Gold and Silver, where¬ 
with this Coffin was filled •, he faw moreover 
rich Jewels enriched with precious Stories. Ha¬ 
ving lecured this Treafure, he found in the bot¬ 
tom a Box of Tin, wherein was a Parchment 
where the following words were traced in an¬ 
cient Chara&ers.

Thofe who would divine the Sentiments of 
Rowland Hun of Mets, who had depofited this 
Treafure in the Earth, preceded he had fome 
Knowledge of the faturc, and that by this In- 


feription he would manifeft that he knew this 1683. 
Treafure would he found during the Siege of '-''Yv 
Vienna, and that the Infidels Ihould be obliged to 
abandon ic. Their Senfe of the words follows. 

Rowland fpeaking to Kimpler, fays to him. Si in- 
veneris, If thou doft find what I have hid from 
all others, videbis , tacebis, thou wilt confider 
thefe words, and difcover thy good Fortune to 
no body, Jed orabis, pugnabis, but thou fhalt ren¬ 
der thanks unto God for referving thefe Riches 
for thee, and, as obliged in gratitude, thou fhalt 
fight againft the Enemies of his Name; adifica- 
bis, non hodie nec eras , Thoti fhalt imploy the Mo¬ 
nies I deligned for thee to build Cnurches *, but 
it fhall not be when thy Native Country is defo- 1 
lated by War •, it fhall not be neither to day nor 
to morrow, fed quia univerfus equua, thou would’ft 
ill take thy time whilft the Ottoman Cavalry fur- 
round the Walls of the City ; Turn's erefia & 
armata, but fear nothing, the Ramparts raifed 
for the defence of the Citv, and the brave Soul- 
diers chat Garrifon it,.will preferve it from the 
vain attempts of the Enemy. Diverfa ordinata Ar- 
ma. The Arms of the different Nations that 
thou feed arrayed in thefe Plains, fhall only 
ferve to render the Victories more glorious, 
their Triumph more fplendid, and the flight 
of the Turks more infamous. 

, .Cornu Starenberg received new aflurance by Aue. 24 . 
his Spies from the Duke, of being relieved in. 
eight days, which caufed an umverfal Joy, rer 
doubled the Care, and augmented the Courage 
of all men. On the other fide, the Infidels pro- 
pared for a general aflault, whilft the Gover¬ 
nour on the contrary did every day invent new 
Engines, as Frebu Horfes bearded with Iron, 


palfing the River, burnt fome Villages, but they 
were encountered and defeated by a party of the 
Imperialifts, ebtnmanded by Collonel Heifer, 
who cut in pieces the greateft part of them, the 
reft endeavouring to lave themfelves by fwim- 
ming being drowned in the River. 

We left the Duke of Lorrain marching to¬ 
wards Tuln, but upon advice that the Malum- 
tents were defigning to make Incurfions into 
Moravia, he detach’d Lubomirski, and two Re¬ 
giments of the Emperours Horfe to march to¬ 
wards the Frontiers of that Province. This 
Report was grounded upon the Grand Vifiers 
Order, who upon the Knowledge he had that 
the Imperialifts and Auxiliaries took the way 
of Tuln and Krembs, had commanded Count 
■ Tekely to enter into the Hereditary Countries 
with Fire and Sword, thereby to oblige the 
| Imperialifts to return back to their defence. But 
the Malecontents having no mind to engage with 
the Duke,' Tekely was contented to eneaqap upon 
the Mark ; however, in obedience to the Grand 
Vifiers Order, he caufed the Tartars and Turks 
that were with him to enter into Aujhia, having 
promifed to follow and fecond them with his 
Army. 

The Duke being advertifed that die Infidels 
were burning the Villages towards Eversdorf, 
changed his march, having fent orders to Lubo- 
miski, who was in the Avant-guard to haulc,and 
inftead of marching towards Tuln , he went fo 
meet the Turks, leaving his Baggage at Stoka- 
reau with the Regiment of Rokohdi, leaving to 
Count Lejley the Care of the Execudon of thofe 
things which he had refolved in order to the 
Paflage of the Danube, and the Conjun&ion of 
the Auxiliary Forces.

When they 
arrived in the Camp, they entered the Kings 
Tcntjtogcther with the Prince and the Grandees 
of Poland , where the Duke entertained his Ma- 
jefty with the main Difcourfes that tended to the 
Affairs in hand. , , , ^ 

The Prince of Waldeck, who had no Oppor¬ 
tunity to l'pcak with the Duke in the Kings 
Tent, went to attend him at Stokarcau, where he 
communicated all his Thoughts, and agreed 
with him of the Manner and Method they were 
to ufe in relieving the Place. 

The Duke dined that day with the King, fit¬ 
ting at the upper end on the Right-Hand of the 
King, the Prince being feated on his left, all 
three in Chairs with backs. Some Palatines 
and Officers of the Imperial Army were alfo 
placed at the Table by the Kings Order. After 
this repaft the Duke returned to his Camp very 
well fatisfied with the Civilities done him by his 
Majcfty, who likewife approved of all what this 
Prince had propofed to nim,and upon his reite¬ 
rated Inffcmccs he made to him for haftening the 
Conjunftion of his Forces, he fent Orders to his 
Great General ,w ho was ftayed behind, to haften 
his march: The King himfelf refolved to be at I 
Krembs the fecond of September, where the Em¬ 
perour was to come to agree about the Conjun¬ 
ction and Paffage of the Armies. 

In the mean time the Emperour, who foould 
have come to Krembs , not only to animate and 
auchorife the Expedition by his Prefence, but 
alfo to allay the infinite Difficulties which the 
Competition of fo many Princes would occafi- 
on, was retained at Unl\by an Indifpofition of 
Health. Thus the Care of all was left to the 
Duke of Lorrain •, as alfo to regulate the Preren- 
fionsof the Auxiliary Armies. Having at length 
found Expedients for all thefe Difficulties, he 
went and acquainted the King of Poland with 
what he had defigned, which being highly ap¬ 
proved of, he went thence to Otelfdem , where at 
his intreaty the Duke of Saxony and all the Ge¬ 
nerals met him. After fome Conteftations,. the 
Paffage of the Danube, and the Conjunction, of 
all the Auxiliaries was refolved upon, which 
was to be September 5. in the Plains of Tuln. It 
was determined that the Polijh Army, with that 
of the Emperours, foould pafs where they were.

The Princes upon Confultation deferred the 
Execution of this Defigh till the. fevehth. The 
King began to pals the fixth, in the Evening. 

The Duke of Lorrain, after having detached the 
Contes of Lodrox , R iccardi and Herbermller , with 
their Regiments, and two Batalions of Lorrain, 
to joyn 3000 Poles, which the King ought to 
add to them to form a Body to cover Moravia ; 
he fent Colloriel Heyfter with 600 Horfe to C/o- 
fterneuburg, with orders to make Fires upon the 
heights of Khalenberg , to advertife the befieged. 
by this fign,which was concerted betwixt them, 
of the approach of their relief. 

The befieged had been extreaifily preffed, for 
the Turks had finifoed their Galleries, and at¬ 
tacked the two Baftions of Lebel and the Court , 
fo that the befieged did daily by Meflages and 
Rockets advertife their Friends of the extremi¬ 
ty they were reduced to, the Enemy being now 
attacked to the very body of the place, having 
made a great breach in the Court JBaftion. The 
fixth at Night they were greatly encouraged by 
the firing of five rufees or Rockets upon the 
Mountain of Kalenberg , which made them judge 
their help near hand, and which they anfwered 
by the like Signal. 

. The Grand Vifier, not ignorant of the Chri- 
ftians motion, on the feventh commanded a re¬ 
view of his Troops to be made, which upon 
enquiry were reprefented to him by hi? Officers 
to amount to 1 < 58 ooo Men •, a Lift whereof was 
found in his Tent, as alfo in thac ofRev^Effendi, 
or chief Secretary, the which we have omitted 
' here, not to puzzle the courfe of Hiftory with 
hard Names : but foall however, to fatisfie the 
more curious, fubjoyn not only that, but an ex- 
aft account of the Chriftian Army that railed 
this celebrious Siege, and alfo of thofe Worthies 
who defer veto have their Memories transferred 
to Pofterity, for defending their City with fo 
fignal Bravery and Conftancy. 

It did~ nor ieem that the Chriftian Princes hi 
the.Turkifo Army did ferve them with any 
great good will. Tekely-. who had been but once 
in the Camp to falute tne Grand Vifier, left but 
a thoufand Hungarians with him upon his de¬ 
parture ; and Abaffi, chough often invited to the 
Port, excufed his attendance by manifold Pre¬ 
tences. However the Vifier being encred Hun¬ 
gary, he could not difpenfe with bis waiting up¬ 
on him at Javarin, though but with few Troops. 

He was notwithftanding well received by this 
Minifter, and fent back ‘to guard the PafTages 
betwixt Raab and Ramnit\, and the Bridges 
which the Turks had built upon thofe two Ri¬ 
vers, to fccure a retreat in cafe Fortune proved 
their Enemy.

The Duke of Lorraine fent to complement 
the King, upon the happy fuccefs of that day, 
which was owing te his prefencc. This 1 rince 
returned his complement, confeffing that every 
body had a ffiare in it, but that all the honour 
was due to his Conduft,and to the valour of the 
German Troops, who firft entred the Camp, and 
the Enemies works. _ , , 

During the Night the Turks patted the Ri¬ 
ver at Schunket, making their retreat by the 
Rear of their Front, and quitted their Camp 
with fo much precipitation, that they left be- i 
hind them in the great Vuier’s Quarters the I 
Standard of the Ottoman Empire, and the Horfe 
Tayle, the ordinary Enfigns of their dignity. 
They left alfo all their Tents, and the greateft 
part of their Equipage, all their Ammunition 
and Provifions, which they had in great abun¬ 
dance, all their Artillery, amounting to 189 
pieces of Cannon and Mortars, and they haften- 
ed their retreat with fo much diligence, that 
their formoft Troops had the next day patted 

The Chriftians loft no body of confideration 
except Prince Thomas of Cray, the Counr of 
Tranfmandorff, young Poloskf Captain of a Com- 

K of Hufarss and the wounded, belides the 
e of Croy, the Counts Fontaine, Tilly, and 
Schalemburg,wcre inconfiderable. ... 

The i jth early, the Duke having appointed 
his Army to be ready, went to wait on the King 
of Poland to regulate their march, and the im¬ 
mediate purfuit of the Viftory. But finding 
him little difpofed toit ? he omitted no mftan- 
ces to perfwadc him to it, propofing to him to 
march with all the Army,or with aft the Horfe 
only, or elfe with a great detachment •, bur the 
King oppofed the wearinefs of his Troops, and 
the neceffity of refrelhing them fome hours. The 
King thereunto being unwilling, the Duke en¬ 
tred into the City. r , 

The Grand Vifier, before his flight, caufed 
the Heads of five of the Women of his Serag¬ 
lio to be cut off, for fear they ffiould fell into 
the hands of the Conquerors. The Baron of 
Kaunitr. the Emperors Refident at the Port, 
who was at prefent in the Vifier's Quarters, was 
in danger of being killed by the Chriftians in 
the heat of the Battel, as being habited after the 
Turkifli fefhion. By day there was not a Turk 
left, though they were traced during the obfeu- 
rity of the Night by the Villages on fire, die 
Infidels having marked their retreat with this 
laft cruelty.after they had firft burnttheir Camp, 
as for as the precipitation of their flight, and 
the fear which obliged them to be gone would 
permit them. They retired alfo out of the lfle 
by favour of their lower Bridge, the upper 
Bridge which they had layed being poffetted by 
the chriftians upon their arrival. The fame 
evening many Cavaliers and Souldiers entered 
the City witn great Droves of Cartel, which 
they found in the Camp-and near it,which con¬ 
tinuing the following days, Beef became fo 
cheap that they were fold for five and fix Florins 

The Duke of Lormn being now affured that 
he had no more Enemies to combat, difpatcht 
the Count of Aversberg, Son to the Prince of 
that namcjto the Empcror.to inform him with 
the happy fiiccefs of that day. . 

Oh the morrow of the fight, being thei 3 re, 
the fire took in the Powder which the Turks 
had left a League from the City, andconfumed 


an infinite number of Bombs, Granadoes, and 1683. 
other artificial fire-works. This accident was 
attributed to the negligence of fome Chriftian 
Souldiers, and yet there were prodigious quan¬ 
tities of Powder, Bullets, < be. left Behind. It 
was obfervable that many of the Cannon which 
the Turks had abandoned were marked with 
the Arms of the Emperours Ferdinand the firft, 
and Ro dolf the fecond. 

After the Souldiery had pillaged the immenfe 
Riches of the Camp,which amounted to many 
Millions, the King of Poland entered into the 
1 City, accompanied with Count Starenberg the 
Governour, many Commanders, and a great 
number of the Polifl Nobility, where Te Deum 


being fung,he,the £)uke of Bavaria , and feveral 
Grandees, were fumptuoufly treated by the Go¬ 
vernour, the People by their joyful acclamati¬ 
ons ecchoing the praifes of their Deliverers. 

In the mean time, the Duke of Lorraine was 
employed in giving the neceffary Orders for the 
Army, part of it beginning to difeamp, and all 
togetner with the Poles . defigning to go in pur- 
fuic of the Enemy., which Favourable conjun¬ 
cture was omitted in expectation of the Empe- 
rour, who alfo arrived that evening at Vienna, 
where he was received coming out of his Boat, 
by the two Electors, and the principal Officers 
of War and Juftice. Having taken a view of 
the Enemies works, He cauied Te Deum to be 
fung with all the folemnicy poffible in the 
Church of St. Stephen. That done, he caufed 
the Crefcent and Star, the Ottoman Arms,to be 
taken down from the Spire of that Steeple,pla- 
ced there fince the time of Solyman , being theft 
laft Turks did not ceaft Ihooting at it, and rai- 
fed the Crofs in their place. 

Wcdnefday being the 15 th, the King of Poland 
fent his Grand Chancellor to the Emperor with . 
a numerous Train to complement him, and of¬ 
fer him a part of the booty which he had found 
in the Grand Vifier’s Tent, and amongft other 
things, the Standard which was sdways carried 
before him when he marched. It was made of 
Horfe-hair work’d with the Needle, and em¬ 
broidered with flowers, the ftaff of it was guilt, 
as alfo the Apple which was of brafs. 1 hey 
call it Tugh in their Language, which is to fay 
Horfe Tayle. The Chancellor made a very ele¬ 
gant Latin Speech, and the Emperour anfwer- 
ed it with Sentiments of efteem and acknow¬ 
ledgment for his Majefty of Poland. After a, 
quarter of an hours converfation with this En¬ 
voy, and hearing Mafs in our Lady of Loretto’s 
Chappel, he took Horfe to ride to the Camp, 
where he was to vifit the King of Poland. There 
was fome difficulty about the upper hand. This 
Prince pretended it, and there were examples 
contrary to this pretenfion. In the mean tune 
what he had done deferved particular confide¬ 
ration. To conclude, it was refolved, for the 
removing of thefe obftacles, that the Emperor 
I ffiould go fee the Troops, that they ffiould be 
ranged in Battalia, and that thefe two Sove¬ 
reigns ffiould advance within twenty fteps of 
cam other, which was performed in the man¬ 
ner following. TheEmperour, haying feen the 
Bavarians in Battalia, continued his way to £- 
bersdorff, where the firft Squadrons of the left 
Wing were drawn up, and thence he went to 
Swech where the right Wing was pofted. and 
where the King of Poland expefted him. Being 
within Piftol-ffiotof each other, the King, with 
the Prince his Son, upon a little gallop moved 
forwards, and then both Princes uncovered at 
once, felutcd and covered again in a moment. 
The Emperor fpoke firft, and told the Kmg, 
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.<jg». That he was extremely obliged to him, for leaving his 
Country 3 and undertaking a long and painful voyage) 
to come and combat his Enemies and deliver V ienna-, 
that all Chriftendom flar'd in the obligation, and that 
he had covered himfelf with glory by fo generous an 
afaon. The King of Poland anfwered him, that 
it was to God atone that we ought to render our thanks 
for this Fittory that he had done nothing but what 
every Chriflian Prince was obliged to do upon the like 
cccajionand that he would endeavour for the future 
to do yet more for the Intereii of Religion, that all his 
diflleafure was, that he was not in a condition to purfue 
the Enemy upon their defeat, but that his Troops after 
a march of three days required fome reft, eflecially his 
Cavalry, the Horfe bang extremely tired. Prince 
Alexander who by order of his Father was clo¬ 
thed that day after the German foffiion, kitted ‘ 
the Emperoufs hand, whothereupon returned 
into the City, and the King further into his 
Camp. His Imperial Majefty in his return obfer- 
ved that all the Villages and Palaces were burnt 
around, except the place where Solyman had 
formerly camped, when he befieg’d 1 in 
memory whereof the Emperour R odolf had 
caufed a houfe of pleafure to be built in that 
place, with Towers, which were covered with 
guilt Copper in the famefymmetry or figure 
that the Sultans Tents were; fo that the Turks 
being informed that this building had been made 
• after the Model of Solymans Camp, would not 
ruine it during the Siege, but had made a Ma- 
gazin of it, where was alfo found a great quan¬ 
tity of Bread and Bifquet. ■ 

The Emperour employed the reft of the tune 
that he flayed at Vienna, in vifiting the Retrench¬ 
ments and Fortifications which Count Starenberg 
had made behind the Baftions and the Walls, to 
defend the Ground foot by foot. The Prince 
Eleftor of Saxony parted the fifteenth with all his 
Troops. His retreat feemed precipitated, and 
fuppofed to be upon account of the Pro- 
teftants of Hungary thinking perhaps he had 
done enough in favmgof Vienna, whereto he no¬ 
bly contributed. The Emperour, willing to re- 
compence Count Starenberg Services, made him 
Marffial General of the Field, and of his Privy 
Council he gave him 100000 Florins, and 
writ to the King of Spain to fend him the Order 
of the Golden Fleece. He alfo conferred the fame 
Employments and Honours upon Count Caphers, 
and having prefented Prince Alexander, the King 
of Polands Son, with a Sword richly adorned 
With Jewels of great value. He returned back I 
to Lint?. The greateft part of thofe who fled 
upon the approach of the Turks, returned to the 
City when they knew the Siege was raifed. 
They began to rebuild the Houfes that were 
ruined, and amongft others the Emperours Pa¬ 
lace and Scots Church, 

During thefe Triumphs at Vienna, the Grand 
Vifier, fenfible of his misfortune, and the malice 
of his Enemies, and knowing that the Baffa of 
Buda would render him no good Offices at 
Court, upon the railing of the Siege of Vienna, 
refolved to prevent him, and informed the 
Grand Seignior, by an exprefs he difpatch’d to 
him to Belgrade , that he had difpofed all things 
tAcheck the firft onfet of the Chriftians, and en¬ 
gage them in Battel, which would undoubted¬ 
ly liave been accompanied with Succefr y but 
that he was forced to change defigri, beca.ufe the 
Baffa retired with his Army, the Walachians ? the 
Moldavians, and the Hungarians, which did to 
mainly abate the Courage of his Troops, that 
it was afterwards impoffible for him to bring 
them to fight •, that fo he had been obliged to re¬ 
tire to confer vc the reft of the Army, and not to 


hazard the Perfon of his Highnefs. Neverthe- 1 
left the Grand Vifier,having well examined the N -' 
Confequeuces which the ill Succefs of his Enter- 
prife might have, did fcarce believe himfelf fe- 
cure by this precaution, and he perfwaded him¬ 
felf that he muft immolate the Baffa of Budcts 
Life to preferve his own. He caufed him im¬ 
mediately to be arretted, together with the Batt 
faes of Erfeck and Pojlega, who he knew were of 
Intelligence with the former, and caufed them 
all three to be ftrangled. Thefe proceedings 
furniffied his Enemies with Pretexts to deftroy 
him, chiefly the Kifler-Agafi, a Creature of the 
Sultana Valide, towhom ffie had recommended 
upon her Death-bed, to revenge her upon this 
chief Minifter, which he alfo did. 

After the Death of thefe three Baffaes, the 
Grand Vifier continued his march, but in his 
Paffage by RaaL that Garrifon fell upon his 
Rear-Guard, and kill’d near 600 of them. At . 
Gran he was joyned by a body of 15000 Turks, 
who were going to Belgrade. The remains of 
the Ottoman Army were difoerfed fome at Gran 3 
fome at Newhaufel^ at Buda fome, and the reft en¬ 
trenched near Altemburg. 

On the other fide,the Chriftiaris difccrurfed of 
the reft of the Campania y but as part of the Al¬ 
lies did think they had done enough in contri¬ 
buting to the relief of Vienna, thought of return¬ 
ing home, many Councils were held to examine 
by what means they might be flayed. The 
Duke of Saxony continued inflexible in his Refo- 
lution, and was marched for his Country. The 
Eleftor of Bavaria confe'nted to leave his Troops 
with the Emperours, but the Prince of Waldeck 
gave them to undetuand, that he ffiould want 
new orders for the undertaking of new Enter- 
prifes with the Troops of Franconia, which he 
commanded. But the Duke of Lorrain perfwa¬ 
ded himfelf that thefe Difficulties had not hap- 
ned, if by a quick engagement they had hurried 
the Allies to purfue the Viftory, and this was 
one of the chief reafons that moved the Duke 
to prefs the King in it. 

Several Projcfts were made to divide the Ar¬ 
my for different Occafions, many Conferences 
were had with the Allyes, and all the time was 
confemed in Councils. In the mean time, the 
Duke, who thought of nothing but improving 
the reft of the Summer, propofed every thing 
that he thought favourable, either for the R^- 
duftion of Hungary , for the Siege of Newhaufely 
or that of Gran, or to take the Pofts of Barcam , 
and that of Pefl for the fetllng of their Winter 
Quarters, and made it appear that nothing of 
all this could be done without great Forces, the 
Army of the Turks not being wholly defeated, 
however routed, and that the Rebels Army was 
ftill entire. 

He determined nothing, becaufe he knew riot 
what meafurcs the Turk would take. He only 
affirmed,that they ought to march forthwith in¬ 
to Hungary with all the Difpofitions neceffary to 
aft as the Enemies ffiould direct. 

The Emperour having approved his Pfopo- 
fitions, ana the King of Poland conforming to

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The a ith, news came that Count BudidnLyrho 
' upon the arrival of the Turks had abandoned 
the paflages which he kept upon the Raab, and 
embraced the party of the Maleeontents, after 
having warred againft the Emperour's Troops 
with a Body of Turks and Hungarians of his Ge¬ 
nerality, burnt and pillaged a great number of 
Villages upon the frontier of Styria, had fur- 
prifcd and cut in pieces thofe fame Turks to 
which he was united, and had afterwards joyn- 
cd with the Count of Ajpremont, to endeavour 
to incommode them of the great Army in their 
retreat towards Buda. 

The Bridge upon the Danube,to pafs into the 
Hie of Schuts , being finished the 25 th, the Foies 
began to file over the fame day, and being fol¬ 
lowed by the Emperour’s Army, they encam¬ 
ped the Tjtb at Gersdorff. The Marquis of Barch, 
who in the Prince of Waldedf s abfence,now fick 
at Vienna, commanded the Troops of Franconia , 
advertifed the Duke that he could not follow 
him with the Troops of his Circle , and fent him I 
the copy of an Order from Prince JValdeck , da¬ 
ted the r 6 th. He received at the fame time a- 
nother Letter from the Ele&or of Bavaria, dated 
the day following, from his Camp at Orr, two 
Leagues from Vienna , which gave him notice 
that the Franconians would not leave their Camp 
before they had received Orders from the Prin¬ 
ces of their Circle , which he judged would be 
rather to recall, than caufe them to advance. 
He added, that his Infantry being extremely 
weaken’d anddiminilhed by bloudy Fluxes,and 
his Cavalry ruined, his Troops could not fo 
foon follow the Army of che Emperour •, And 
yet if they would undertake any great aftion, 
where they (hould be neceffary, he would caufe 
fuch as were in condition to ierve immediately 
to march. 

The Duke apprehending that this feparation 
might put him out of condition, of undertaking 
any thing confiderable, fent Prince Lewis of 
Baden to the Elector, who was gone to Bin, to 
change Ayr, by reafon of fome iudifpofirion of 
health; he was charged to perfwade him to let 
his Troops follow, remonffrating to him, that 
it would be a great matter, now that the Forces 
of the Chriftians were diminilhed, to hinder 
the Turks to take heart to oblige part of Hun¬ 
gary to fubmit themfelves, to take Poft for Win¬ 
ter Quarters in the Enemies Country,and there¬ 
by encourage the Franconians to follow their 
example. 

In tne mean time the Seafon advanced; thefe 
Negotiations confirming much time, and the 
Duke could make no fray upoa^command of 
the Troops he was not fure of, aftid willing not 
to lofe the feafon, he perfwaded the King of 
Poland to continue the march of the Army to¬ 
wards Komorra, without the Allies. The King 
advancing always an hour before the Imperia- 
lifts, they arrived near that City the fecond of 
Oflober ; they camped at Wifmar , and a Council 
of the Generals of the Army was held there, to 
know what the Imperialifts might undertake, 
independent without the Allies, in call* of delay 
or being abandoned. 

Intelligence was brought, that Tekely with his

* The attack of Gran feemed but little feafible 
before they were Matters of Barcam , that the 
communication might be cut off. This inclined 
the Duke to attempt the Fort of Barcam , which 
is the head of the Bridge of Gran, after which 
they would further deliberate to pafs to Pefl, or 
beuege Gran, according to the countenance of 
the Enemy. The Duke acquainted the King 
of Poland with what had been refolved, where- 
unto hisMajefty affented. 

On the 3 d of Ottober , the King began to pafs 
that branch of the Danube at Komorra , called the 
iVaagh. The Emperours Horfe followed, and 
all the Cavalry marched to Mofe, where the 
Count of Starenberg was to be on the 7 th with 
the Infantry, the King having promifed to ftay 
for him there. The 7 th day,which lhould have 
been a day of repofe, to give the Infantry time 
to joyn the reft of the Army, the King: fent to 
tell the Duke of Lorrain , that he would march 
towards Barcbam, defiring him that he would 
do the fame. The Duke, iiirpriied with the 
change, having thereupon founded to Horfe, 
fent Count Dunewald to his Majefty,to reprefenc 
to him the neceffity of expe&ing the Foot, -and 
the danger there was in feparating in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of the .stymies of the Turks and Rc* 
bels, and in the middle of their Garrifons.

The Imperialifts being mailers of the City, 
the Bavarians in the Night gained the foot of the 
Caftle^ where they fell to Mining, whilft the 
Imperialifts leaped into the Mote, and lodged 
there. Several men were loft there by the de¬ 
fendants Bombs, Granadocs, Stones, See. which 
they continually threw among/! them, whilft 
they were covering themfelves. The Cannon 
beginning to make a breach about Ten a Clock, 
and the Miner at work, aSummons was fent in 
by a Turhjh Pjifoner, with offer of goods and 
fife, if they would furrender the place before 
the day was ended. The befieged demanded 
till the morrow, which being tpfufed, the firing 
of the Artillery, Musquets. and Bombs were re¬ 
doubled.

As foon 
as he was dead, the Executioner cutoff his Head,- 
and Head it, filling the Skin with hacked Straw, 
which was put into a Box, and carried to Adn- 
anor.le , and given to the Sultan, who received it 
without any great Emotion, as he was coming 
from hunting. 

The Viliers Corps was carried out of his 
Chamber, andexpofed under a Pavilion tp be 
fecnof all Meu. At the fame time they feifed 
on his principal Officers, who were brought to 
Adrianople. Ofthefethe Rei^Effendi washed. 
Maim Coi-dato his Interpreter put in the Cattleot 
the fieven Towers at Constantinople , having firft 
been fpoiled of his Money and jewels. . 

There were found in the Treafury of this 
Miniftcr, ten or twelve Milions in Money, 
Moveables and Jewels, which is very confidera- 
blc,if the prodigious Expences of Prefentsbe con- 
tidcred , thefe Spoils, and thofc of fome of the 
Viliers Officers, and of the Tefterder , who was 
likewife firangled, amounted to fourteen Milli¬ 
ons, which came all into the Grand Seigniors 
Purfc. He refuted to confent that this Moneys 
lhould be employed to pay the Troops, and re- 
cfiablifh the Affairs of Muigurwalthough all the 
Divan was of that Opinion. The Sultan would 
neither fuffer them to open his Treafury, which 
is the great refource of the Ottoman Emperours^ 
and rcplyed to them that reprefented to him the 
neceffity of doing it, that they muft make ufe of 
the accuftomed Revenues, and if that did not j 
flifficc, it was for his Council to fearch out other 
ways to fupply it. And yet he was pleafed to 
give all the Vifiers immoveables to his Chil¬ 
dren. This Humour of his Highnefs, and the 
Difficulties which were forefeen to fettle the Af¬ 
fairs of the Empire, diminifhed the heat of fuch 
whomight pretend tothe Employment ofGrand 
Vilicr. The Kijler Agaji, who was always in 
great Credit, and who fancied, though without 
any ground,that theGrand Seignior had thoughts 
of placing him in this Poll, declared before hand, 
that he would not accept of this Office, know¬ 
ing that he had not Capacity enough to bear the 
weight of it. , . . TT . 1 «- 

Solyman Aga Selietar , who was his HighndTes 
true Favorite, and who judg’d he mould be al¬ 
ways powerful enough whilit he had his Ma¬ 
ilers Favour, fignified to the Sultan, who offer¬ 
ed to make him Grand Vifier, that all his Am¬ 
bition was to plcafe him, and that he eftcemed 
more the waiting upon nis Perfon, than to di¬ 
vide his Cares betwixt his Prince and the State, 
as he lhould be obliged to do, if he accepted the 
charge wherewith he would honour him. So 
obliging a denyal augmenting the efteem and 
affection which the Grand Seignior had for him, 
difpofed him to name Ibrahim Aga , who was 
Kaymacan , and formerly called Kara Kiaia , for 
this high Employment. 

The Chriftians continuing their Progrefs in 
Hungary , obliged this new Grand Vilier to af- 
fcmble the Divan very often, to find a way to 
re-eftablilh their Affairs. He propofed the ma¬ 
king of a Peace with the Emperour,and to con¬ 
tinue the Trevis which Kara Muftapha had vio¬ 


lated without any lawful pretence, and to carry 1683. 
the War into Poland, to revenge themfelves on ' l - r Y v « 
King John, for the ill fuccefs ot the Siege of Vi¬ 
enna. But the Sultan, who had promifed Count 
T ekely that he would not abandon him, was of 
a contrary fentiment. Kara Kiaia urging his 
Opinion with too much heat, the Sultan grew 
fo angry with him, that he was judged loft, 
which *gave room to that falfe report that rau 
of him that he was ftrangled, and that Kara 
Houglou Camaikan of Conftantinople was put in his 
place. . , . 

Moft of the Officers of the Garrifons^ being 
changed, the new Vifier employed all his dili¬ 
gence to raife fuch Forces againft Spring, as 
might falve the difgraces of the laft Campaign, 
which yet they could not compafs, the People 
being deje&ed even to Confternation at fo ma- 
1 ny Ioffes. 

| On the other fide^ the Chriftians having hap¬ 

pily finiihed their Campaign, and taken their 
Quarters in Hungary, ufed great diligence to pro¬ 
cure Moneys, to feparate the Hungarians from 
the Port, and to make new Alliances. 

There was but the Pope that could travel ef- 
fe&ually in the firft of thefe things, feeing the 
other Princes of the Empire had enough to do 
for themfelves, as long as the differences with 
France were not accommodated, befides the Pro- 
teftants could obtain no advantage for their Re¬ 
ligion. ■' 

To effort: the fecond point, a general Aft of 
Oblivion was ptfblifhed by the Emperours com¬ 
mand, with pardon to all that would return to 
their Obedience, and Commiffioners being fent 
to Presburg to receive their Sftbmiffions, very 
many of the Nobility, Counties, and Towns 
were reftored to their Duty as at the beginning, 
though Tekely would not, and the chief Towns 
in upper Hungary for fear of him, did not as yet 
dare to declare themfelves. 

But the third defign had better Succefs, for 
however the C-^ars of Mufcovia would not give 
ear to the Emperours Invitation and Proporti¬ 
ons of Alliance made him by his Ambaffador 
Blomberg , yet the Venetians, Ihewing a great In¬ 
clination to be revenged of the Ioffes they had 
fuffered by the Wars of Candy, eafily confented 
to the accompliflunent of the League between 
the Emperour, the King of Poland, and the Ve¬ 
netians. 

This Alliance was to be offenfive none of 
the ebneerned lhould treat feparately upon any 
Conditions whatfoever *, that this League mall 
tend to no other thing but to make War againft 
the Turks •, the Emperour and the King of Po¬ 
land fliall a<ft by Land with all their Forces, and 
the Republick of Venice with a Naval Army 
at Sea, and a Land Army in Dalmatia , that 
the War be made by diverfion, the Emperour 
( hall endeavour to recover Hungary, the Poles 
Kaminiec, and all the 'Ukraine, ana Venice all lhe 
has loft, ire. 

Whilft this was in concluding, there came 
News to the Imperial Court! of a very great 
defeat the Cofacks had given the Turks and Tar- 
tars, the Chieftains of the Tartars being both llain, 
and Haly Beg , who commanded the Turks 0 taken 
Prifoner, who, though he offered a hundred 
thoufand Crowns for his Ranfom, was flauiby. 
the quarrelling Cojfack in the heat,of their con- 
teft about him. . - _, . 

But now the Seafon did invite both lute into 
the Field, where the Chriftians. were chiefly 
Aggrcffors. .The Chriftian Army in the begin¬ 
ning of June affembled at their general Rende-,-. 
yous betwixt Lchinta and Shelia } to the num-

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1682 ber of thirty thoufand Men, from whence,after 
f ome flay, they patted the Danube near Oran it 

was believed that the defign was formed againft 

Herphaufel, and the rather jsecaufe it had been fo 
greatly ftreigKtned by General M?rcy, who had 
block’d it up all the Winter, and reduced it to 
the Condition, as was fuppofed, of a voluntary 
furrender. But it was at length difeovered that 
Buda was at the bottom of the Defign, as a thing 
of greater Confequence, being therefore to leave 
no Place behind them, the Army was tranfpor- 
ted to Vicegrade, a place fcituate uponthe Danube, 
having left their Baggage under the Cannon 
of Oran *, and having without much labour ren- 
dred themfelves Matters of the City, the Turks 
that were in the Caftle furrendered the next 
day, marching out to the number of feven hun¬ 
dred and forty memln the mean time,theTur ks 
of Alba Regalis, and the Neighbour Garnfons, 
to the number of fix thouland, unexpectedly at- 

gas? 

perialifts was flain in this Fight. 

But the Turks, follicitous for Hewhaufel, and 
finding they could not fufficiently relieve it with 
fmall Parties, refolved to attempt it with an 
Army, and being advanced as for asVaaa, the 
Duke refolved to oppofe them. To this purpofe 
he fee forwards, and found them drawn up in 

Battalia upon the heights near the lowm lire 

place was of difficult accefs,. having on the left 
the Danube, and a large Morafs, and the right 
fecuredbyaWood. The Duke having embat- 
telled his men^noved direftly towards the Ene¬ 
my, and about Eleven ot the Clock Puffed the 
Morals, without any great oppofition, till being 
come upon the heights, they were then charged 
with great fury, but the-Turks not being able 
to break them the. firft time, they bravely at¬ 
tacked them the fecond, and third timebut 
with like fuccels, ftill repelled, efpecially the 
third time with great lofs, aad forced to fave 
themfelves by flight. The Foot faved them¬ 
felves in the Giftle, but were forced to furren¬ 
der at diferetion, after three hours reldtance. 
Hovigrade was hereupon quitted by the Turks, 
and as foon poffeft by the Imperialifts. 

This Viftory animated the Chriftians to pro- 
Jau 27. fecute theft m arch to Peft, whither being come, 
they call: ^ great number oi Bombs into the 
Town,with that fuccels, that the fire taking in 
feveral places of it, frightned the Garrifon fo, 
that taking their belt moveables with them,they 
fled info Buda, after they had alfo reduced fome 
Houfes in the Town to aihes, and fired the 
Bridge behind them. But the Chriftians taking 
poffeffion of Peft, quenched the fire, repaired 
the fortifications, and battered Buda with the 
Artillery they found in the place. 

Hitherto fortune had been fo favourable to 
The Siege t he Imperialifts, that they began to dunk no- 
ofBxda. mfuperable to their courage. This opi¬ 

nion made them pals the Danube again, and un¬ 
dertake the Siege of Offen, or Buda .the Capital 
of the Kingdom, fometimes the Relidence ot 
the Kings of Hungary, and now of the Baffa’s, 
that govern that wealthy Kingdom with no lefs 
authority. After fome ruffling and skirmilhes, 
the City was invefted, and the Suburbs taken 
without any great oppofition. The Turks likc- 
wife quitted St. Gerards Hill, and the befiegers 
began to batter the Walls with their Artfllery. 

The Turks abroad were not idle, for having 
got twenty thoufand Men together, they were 
refolved to attempt the relief of Buda,- But the 


Chriftians having left all their Foot, with what 1683. 
Horle was neceffary to continue the Siege, they 
marched with the reft of the Cavalry, one 
thoufand Foot under the command of Count 
Aversberg, and two thoufand five hundred Huf- 
fars of Count Efterhajis. The Duke marched 
all Night to find out the Enemy, who, though 
well trenched, at light of the Chriftians came 
out of their Camp, and embattell’d themfelves 
foir their defence. The difpute lafted near four 
hours, the Turks making feveral motions to 
gain the Flanks of the Enemy,which being per¬ 
ceived, the Chriftians ufed all poffible diligence 
to prevent them, and engaging at length, after 
a ffiarp fight, the Infidels being difordered, 
were put to flight, and fo clolely purified, that 
not only their Camp aud Camion were taken, 
but.at leaft four thoufand of them llain, and the 
great Standard, the badge of the Grand Vifier’s 
dignity alfo furprifed. 

.. After this Vi£tory,the Duke returning to the 
Siege,fummoned the place, but received for an- 
fwer, that the Governour had in the prefence of 
' his Meffengers cauled forty Chriftian Slaves to 
be hewed in pieces, faying, hewilhed he could 
do as much to all the Chriftian Army. In re¬ 
venge of this, the Chriftians affaulted the place, 
but invain,tndugh upon a fecond attempt they 
carried the lower Town, with their Swords in 
their hands, notwithftanding the oppofition 
they found was great. They raffed a Battery 
there of twenty four Cannon, and feventeen 
Mortars, from whence, as alfo Sr. Gerards hilL 
. they battered the City. Nor were the befiegea 
idle,who made a brave fally upon the Befiegers, 
wherein they flew fome hundreds of them, 
with leveral confiderable Officers, befides the 
wounded: . . 

The Chriftian Army beginning to want For- 
rage, they made a Bridge to pafs to the Hie of 
St. Margaret, from whence they might be she 
better provided with all tilings. Many were the 
attempts, the batterie^ thefallies, and endea¬ 
vours on both-fides. The Chriftians endeavou¬ 
red to hinder the Turks, though in vain, from 
watering at the Danube. The Chriftians fjprung 
a Mine by the great Tower, which did indeed 
take effettjbut it was found that the Turks were 
too well provided to hazard an affault. About 
mid-Auguft, the Governour, or Vifier of Buda, 

Kara Mebemet, was kill’d with a ffiot he received 
in his face,a Perfon very brave, and very know¬ 
ing. Ephraim Baffa fucceeded him in the Go¬ 
vernment, but did not enjoy it long, being like¬ 
wife flain with a Cannon Bullet, fo that the. 
Chief command was de volved upon the Aga of 
the Janizaries. 

As the attack Was vigorous, fo the defence 
was brave, the Turks continually vexing the 
Chriftians with their Alarms ana Sallies, who 
on the other fide^ continued: their approaches 
with great refolution,but their Foot being-much 
Ibcnt, it was judged advifable not to hazard a 
General affault,before the Bavarian Forces,which 
werd daily expe&ed, were come up. . 

In the mean time the Serasquier Baffa formed 
a defign to make a diverfion fome other way,: 
in order to which he marches towards the fron¬ 
tiers of Croatia , where General Lejley was cam¬ 
ped, who had befieged Vuuuitga in July, beaten 
the relief defigned for their fuccour, and there¬ 
upon had the place furrendered to him upon 1 
compofition. Having now notice of the Sera- 
fquier’s defign,he wenrand ported himfelf within 
half a League off his Gamp,-near a Bridge than 
was. lay’d over the. Danube at Turariomt^. A 
vdule after cheTurks approacKcd,who charged 
RT r . lVith' 
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i< 58 q. with great fury eight hundred Croats, newly I 
OvC come to the Imperial Camp, but with the.r ac- 
cuftomedmistortune. They however returned | 
immediately to the fight, and torced the Croats 
to retire, leaving them three Standards tor prde, 
fo that being animated with this advantage,they 
would attempt more, and attacked the lmperi- 
alifts in their PoSt ; but they were fo ill received 
that they were obliged to retire with the lots of 
five hundred men, which were killed upon the 
place. The Chriftians loft two hundred. 

Though this Siege, for the Greatnefs and 
Fame of it, defer ves to be defer ibed in all its par¬ 
ticulars, the Approaches, the Attacks, the Mines, 
the Battels, the Batteries, the Breaches of the 
Chriftians being carried on with fo much Va¬ 
lour and Conftancy, that it amazed thewonder- 
ing World •, yet the Greatnefs ot the Garrifon, 
the Scituation and Strength of the Place, the re¬ 
iterated Succours that were brought m, a potent 
Army commanded by a Seraskur, within the 
noife of their Guns, vea,oft-times their view •, a 
vigorous and intrepid Courage in the Defen¬ 
dants, frequent and furious Sallies- Counter- 
mines, and the advance of a wet Seafon fo fa¬ 
vourable to them, rendred all the Endeavours 
of the Bc-iicgers fruitlefs, and forced them to a 

The Duke of Bavaria had indeed brought with 
his Perfon, a confiderablc reoruit to the lmpe- 
rialifts, and they performed all that Courage 
could fuggeft; but being the fatal moment ot 
the reducing of this Capital City ot the King¬ 
dom was not yet come, we will tranfmit the 
Hiftory of it till then, when the fame great 
Atchievements were in a manner acted over 
again, and indeed by the fame Generals on the 
fide of the Chriftians, but with better fortune. 

The Siege had lafted from the fourteenth of 
July, till the firft of November, at which time the 
Chriftians having tranfported their Baggage, 
their fick, and fome pieces of Artdlery to the 
Ifle of St. Andrew .; the'Army fending their 
great Camion, their Ammunition, and the reft 
of their Baggage by Water,for want of draught- 
Horfes, though well convoyed, followed them- 
felves in a Body uninterrupted, and marched to 
their Winter Quarters, the Bavarians into up¬ 
per Hungary, anuth^ lmperialifts into both the 
upper and lower Hungary, } Boijemia,SileJia,irc. ac¬ 
cording to their Repartitions. 

The Turks attempted nothing upon the nr- | 
my in their retreat, but brought near a thoufand 
Prifoners, which were left in the Iile of St. Mar- • 
gam, into the City, not fingly triumphing for 
fo fignal a deliverance. 

Such was the end of this bloody Siege 5 where 3 
following the common Opinion, the Emperour 
loft twenty thouland Men, and amonglt them a 
great number of Officers. Of thofe of molt 
note were the Counts of Altbeim , two of the Sta- 
rembergs, James and Lems,Carlowitr, Richtari, Ho- 
ken-Zollern , Furjlenburg, Najjau, Durbeim, Chn- 
min and the yourig Counts of Harr ah, and 
great quantity of others. 

The Turks recovered their Garrifons of Pejt 
and Facia, without any great difficulty^ but in 
exchange the Count ot Zober took the Caftle ot ! 
Suran near Newheufel. j 

The Repdblick of Venice had a more fortu- ! 
T he ^' ie ‘ nate Campaign. Their Doge or Prince being ; 
dare War dead, Marco Antonio Jujtiniano being eledfed Duke j 
againit the in his place, the Senate fent orders to their Se- i 
Turks- cretary Capello, at the Ottoman Port immedi¬ 
ately after the conclufion of the Alliance made 
with the Emperour and Poland, to declare War 
againft the Turks, and to fave himfelf as well j 


as he could, which he did •, for having fcatte 
finiffied his Declaration, he retired from Conr v 
Ilantinotle in the habit of a Sea-man, and embar¬ 
ked himfelf upon a French Ship. But two of 
his Domefticks, and fix other fervants, had the 
misrortune to be taken, whilft the. Merchants of 
his Nation took San«auary in the French Em- 
! baffadour’s Palace. The Kaimacan of Conjtanti- 
nople would fearch whether Capello was not there 
alio, but the Ambaffadour anfwered him, if he 
came to re-fearch there without exprefs orders 
from the Grand Seignior, he fhould repent it, 
which fo difeompofed him, that alter fome ex- 
cules, he proceeded no further. 

The Council choofing their great Officers, 

1 made Morojini Captain General, Mocenigo Pro- 
l airer General of Dalmatia ; the Prince of Parma 
General of the Infantry, ire. General Strogoldo 
paffed out of the Emperour’s fervice, to that of 
this Common-wealth. 

The Morlacks did likewife, for the merit part, 
embrace the Party of the Venetians, % holding the 
I Turks in perpetual Alarms, making oft-times 
' very confidcrable Booty, perpetually peftering 
them with their ravagings and excurfions. 

The General Rendezvouz of the Venetian 
Fleet was at Cor/w,where the Galliesof the Pope, 
of Malta, and of Tufcany joyning with^them, 
confifting in all of forty-fix Gallies, fix Galliaf- 
fes, thirty-three Men of War, befides other 
fmaller Veffels, manned with above twenty 
thoufand Foot* and five or fix hundred Horfe. 
i A General Council of War being held in pre- 
fence of all the Chief of the Auxiliary Squa¬ 
drons, it was rcfolved to attempt the Bland of 
St.Maure, in purfuance whereof^rriving before 
the Bland about the 20th of July, the Army en- 
tred the Port of Dameta, on the Baft fide of the 
Bland, where alfo they made their defeent. 
i Seignior Monetta landed firft with one hundred 
and fifty Men, being followed by General Stro- 
croldo, with two Venetian Regiments, the Popes, 

' and the Infantry of Malto , the reft of the Vtne- 
I tian and Duke of Tufcanys Forces landing on 
1 the Weft fide. Having taken their Polls, the 
Generaliffimo font a Summons to them in - the 
! Fort, to furrender in which they with contempt 
: refilling, the Chriftians began to batter the 
I Town from theirGallies and Galliaffenwhcreby 
! the houfes and fortifications of the City were 
j greatly endamaged, as* alfo a Mofque, which 
I was ruined * ana however the Turks were not 
wanting in their defence, yet they would hin¬ 
der the Chriftians to lodge in the Suburbs, and 
j to raife Batteries, which did greatly prejudice 
the Walls, befides that the Bombs did very 
I great harm in the City. The firft of AuguSt , 
a great Breach was made in the Wall, one of 
their Bulwarks being much ruined,* and four of 
their Pieces of Cannon rendred uielels to the 
Bcfieged; befides, the Town flamed in fever al 
parts, being fired by the Bombs * by favour of 
which advantages the Venetians advanced their 
approaches fo well, that they began already to 
fill the Ditch, and making every thing ready 
for a general affault. Things being at this paft. 
General Morojini , by an unaccuftomed kind or 
Clemency* fent them a fecond Summons,which 
they accepting off, hung out towards evening a 
white Flag, and about one in the Morning, fent 
three Deputies, to notifie they were content to 
furrender, upon condition they might carry all 
their goods with them, but they could obtain 
no meffe, than to march out with their Fami¬ 
lies, and what they could carry. Heritages were 
next Morning delivered on both fides, and all 
the Slaves were releafcd, fave that they were 
obliged 
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1683. obliged to ferve as Sea-men inthe Gallies of the 
v-'V'O Common-wealth for a year. The Garrifon 
with their .Army, foven hundred in number, 
marched out that ^vening by the Weft Pore, 
and the Venetians entred by die breach into the 
St. Maura City, where they found ftore of Provifion, and 
taken. eighty Pieces of Ordinance, twenty whereof 
had the Arms of St. Mark upon them. During 
the time of the Siege, which lafted feventeen 
days, the Chriftians loft four-hundred men, and 
the Turks near three hundred. 

And thus this Neft of Pirates, ( the Leucade 
of the Ancients) about feventy miles round, 
and well peopled, and in the poffeffion of the 
Turks ever fince Mahomet the fecond’s. time, 
was re-cakcn in left than three Weeks, with fo 
„ inconfiderable a loft. The General caufed the 
** Mofques forthwith to be re-confecrated, and Te 
Deum to be fung in them for fo_ happy ayi- 
ftory, which was alfo celebrated in Venice with 
great magnificence. 

After the fortifications of this place were re¬ 
paired, and the Garrifon provided with all ne- 
ceffaries, the Government of it being given to 
Laurence Venier, as extraordinary Provider, and 
to Phillip Pari£h<jn. ordinary, both Gentlemen 
of Venice, the General chofetwo thoufand Vene¬ 
tians, the remainder of thofe which were in a 
condition to march, by reafou of the manifold 
fickneffes that reigned, amongft the Souldiery, 
and difpatched them with Collonel Angelo, to 
affemble all the Grecians he could get together, 
and tranfported himfelf to the haven of Pettala, 
in expe&acion of the faid Collonel’s enterprife. 
He went thence, and ancred in the haven or 
Port of Dragomejho, where landing with two 
thoufand Venetians, and one thoufand of the 
Auxiliaries, he joyned himfelf with fifteen or 
iixteen hundred Grecians. Theft Troops rava¬ 
ged the Country, chafed the men whicn Saban 
Baffa, Governour of Preveogg, had ported to 
obferve the Chriftians. Having allured the 
faid Baffa into the field, burnt fome Villages, 
and pillaged the Country five days together, 
they re-imbarkd at Pettala, and failed thence 
to the Haven of Dameta. There, at a Council 
of War, the refolution of attacking Preverga was 
taken, it being the only place that covered the 
Bland of St. Maur , being fome twelve miles 
diftant from it. In order to this defign,the Ge¬ 
neral fent five Gallies, and fix Galliaffes towards 
‘the Caftles called the Gomeniige, within.fight of 
the Fortreis, to oblige the Turks to divide their 
Forces, which alfo happened; for upon a fup- 
pofition that the Chriftians would attempt the 
Towers, they fent moft of their Men thither: 
The Army parted from Dameta the 20th of Sep¬ 
tember % and came to anchor that evening at the 
mouth of the Gulph of Arta or Ambracia , that 
City being famous for the Refidcnce of King 
Pyrrhus, and its Gulf,for the Vi&ory of Augujlus 
againft Marc Anthony. 

The next day the Captain Monetta, who was 
come with twenty four Barks and Brigantines, 
landed his Troops, being affifted by the ap¬ 
proach of the Gallies, which hindred the Turks 
from daring to appear upon the Chore, before 
the Venetians were drawn up into Battalia by 
General Stro-goldo , and had forced five hundred 
Spahis, who came to charge them, to retire. 
They took the Caftle without difficulty, and 
poftecl themfelves upon a height which com¬ 
manded the City, The General thereupon fum- 
moned the place,but the Officer who command¬ 
ed in chief in the abfence of Saba Baffa* refufed 
the Letter and Meffenger, {hooting at the later, 
upon confidence of being relieved by his Go- 


verriour. Several Mortars and Cannon were 1683; 
landed, and Batteries being raifed, the place was 
forely canonado’d, in fo much that all the Ene¬ 
mies Pieces but one were demounted. The 
twenty fourth, they carried their Approaches 
into the Moat, and by Favour of the Obfcurity 
of the Night, carried their Mine under the great 
Towen The twenty eighth they made a Lodg¬ 
ment in the Ditch, and the Breach being very 
large. Order was given for the Affault as foon As alfo 
as the Mine had played •, but the Turks, ftnfible Previa.

it to the laft Extremity but he was not as good 
as his word, for after having been battered two 
days, the 1 urks demanded a Parley.. Hoftages 
were given on bothfides ? and the Articles quickly 
figned,according to which the Garrifon march¬ 
ed out with their Arms, to the number of five 
hundred men. The King turned hence towards 
Swaniec, near the Niefier, over which he caufed 
a Bridge to be lay’d, and his Army to paft ir. 

But he quickly repaffed it again, upon the ad¬ 
vice he received, that thirty thoufand Tartars 
had paffed this River, with aefign to make an 
irruption ’into Poland. His Majefty going in 
queft of them, had the luck to cut four hundred 
of them in pieces, but he could not ingage them 
in a formal battel,- being they ftayed no where, 
for this reafon, and the feafon being paffed, he Go . imc

The fucceffes of the Cojfacks laft year in De¬ 
cember, which we have already mentioned, en¬ 
couraged them with their General Kunincky, be¬ 
times in the Spring, to go in aueft of new Ad¬ 
ventures, and being reinforced with Moldavians 
and Walachians, they marched towards Stravico, 
where the Danube difgorges it felf into the black 
Sea, but being, affailed by the Hojpodar Duka, 
they were obliged to retire, and their General 
fled out of the Field with the Horfe, but the In¬ 
fantry ftanding firm, recovered the day, routed 
the Turks and Tartars, took Jas, the Hofpodaris The cop . 
Refidence, and himfelf Prifoner. But not be- ant¬ 
ing fatisfied with their General Kunicky, they General'^ 
depofed him, and put Mohila inEO his place; 
and however that afterwards the old General 
was reftored by the interceffion of the King of 
Poland, and that the new had but a fubaltern 
command under him, yet the Cojfacks mortally 
hating him, they at length affaffinated him, and 
gave the entire command to Mohila,after which 
they ftill continued their excurfions, without 
ingaging before any ftrong.

The Turk feeing % 
no good to be done with fmall Detachments, ; 
drew a great Body of Men together, betwixt t 
Pell and Ficegrade , and having provided a great i 
Convoy of Provifions, refolved to attempt the 1 
relief of the place, which occafioned, Collonel •- 
Heujler to be daily re-intorced with new Troops-, 
who, ten thoufand ftrong, polled his Men a- 1 
long the River Gran , having taken care to le- • 
cure all the Fords and paffages of it. His num¬ 
bers daily increaling, the Ottomans who were 
gathered together betwixt Peft and Pdcia^having 
intelligence of it,retired, having fent the Provi- 
fion.s, defigned for the relief of NeirhtufeL back 
to Buda , fearing they lhould be attack’d by the 
Imperialifts, if they ftay’d there. 

The Chriftian Army, compofed of.the Im¬ 
perial Troops, and their feveral Allies, being : 
much more forward than the Turks, had ren- j 
dezvouzed, and were now encamped betwixt : 
Nerrheufel and Barcam, wherc,upon the Duke of 
Lorrains arrival, it was reiolved at a Council of 
War to attack Novigrade,to cut off by that means 
the communication betwixt Buda znd NewheujeL 
and afterwards formally to befiege XtwheufeL j 
But he afterwards altered his mind, being it 
might take up too much time to beiiege Now- 
grade, by reafon of the diftahee, and would but 
little contribute to the Siege ot Nerrheujel.

man of extraordinary great parts and refolution. 1685- 
There were found in the place eighty Pieces 
of Ordnance, and a great quantity of Ammuni¬ 
tion and Provilion,fo that the perpetual noile of 
their wants was a fable, theGovernour having 
always a great Magazin ot Victuals, as well as 
Ammunition, which he did not think fit to ex- 
pofe before the Siege. Of the Chriftian Slaves 
there were but forty remaining, the Turks ha¬ 
ving conlumed the reft in their works, expofing 
them {till where the greareft danger was. And 
although the Befiegers did fcarce lofe one hun¬ 
dred in the ftorm, yet it is fuppoied,that during 
the whole Siege,the number of their flain did at 
leaft equal, if not furmount that of their Ene¬ 
mies, yet with this difference,that the Turks loft 
all, and they but an inconfiderable part of a po¬ 
tent Army: excepting the Prince ot PVirtemberg, 
greatly lamented by the good and brave, and 
fome other conlider'able Officers. 

The Seraakier, not imagining the fate of New- 
heufel fo near, having with great induftry ga¬ 
thered a confidcrable Army, eftimated betwixt 
fifty and fixty thoufand ftrong, refolved to at¬ 
tempt the relief of it, in order to which he 
would try the way of diverfion, as lefs hazar- 
dous, and upon that account marches to Gran, 
and though that very day of his arrival an ad- De 
ditional reinforcement of five hundred mendent 
thither by the Duke of Lorrain, got into the Gar- 
rifon, yet he caufed the Trenches to be opened, 
and began to attack the place with his Cannon 
and Mortars, from Batteries railed on St. George 
' and St. Thomas hills. They alfo attackt the low¬ 
er Town, but were repulled with the lofs of two 
or three hundred men. Several other attempts 
, were made upon the Out-works, but with lofs 
• to the Undertakers, who underftanding that the 
1 Enemy advanced, grew more remifs, poffeffing 
> themfelves of all the Hills by which the Chn- 
t flians might attack them, and thereupon quitted 
j -tlic Siege. 

I On the 7 th of Auguft, the Duke of Lorrain, 

- with forty thoufand men, paffed the Danube , up- 
k on a Bridge near Comotra , and arrived the 1 2th 
li at a Village that was burnt, where he found the 
i Turks, who had abandoned the Siege of Gran , 
very advantageoufly pofted, having Mountains 
on each fide, covered with thick Woods, and

Morals before them,which reached toth ^Danube. 
Upon the arrival of the Chriftian Army, they 
skirmiihed near the Morafs, where -feveral were 
killed and hurt on both fides. The following 
1 Night the Chriftian Army camped in Battalia, 
and continued fo the 13^,but the Turks alarm’d 
j them about noon, and skirmiihed all the day 
with the Chriftians right Wing, where the 
Hungarians were,many being flain and wounded 
on both fides. About noon the Duke comman¬ 
ded fome Pieces of Cannon to be planted on a 
Hill behind his Men, from whence they ffiot, 
and the Turks did the fame with two great 
Pieces.from a hdcht where the Janizaries were. 
The 14th, the Turks advanced their Camp to 
the very Morafs, upon Mountains oppofite to 
our advanced Guards, where they made three 
Batteries with great Cannon, {hooting into our 
very Camp. ,

i Chriftian Army did not exceed twenty thoufand, 

s 1 and thought of a retreat,fo that he might eafilv 
f j rout them, if he fuddenly fell upon them with 
t his that was fixty thoufand ftrong. Upon this 
ri advice, the Duke and the other Generals refol- 
i ved to feign a Retreat,- and then,, by drawing 
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itf&j. the Enemy beyond the Morafs, find a place to 
right with them in a pitch’d Battel. 

The fame day the Turks advanced towards 
a place in the Morafs where they might pafs 
with the Horfc, and took Poft all'o in another, 
where they might make a Bridge for the Foot. 
As the Chriftians had already relolved to march 
the day following very carly.towards the Bridge 
of Boats at Vyfali, they let flie fome Guns only 
to amulc the Enemy. In the mean time the 
Orders for the march of the Army were given 
in the following manner. Firft, that the Bag¬ 
gage fhould part that evening. The left Wing 
having the Avaunt-Guard, followed by that of 
the right. Secondly, that the Army Ihould be 
ranged in Battalia before day, and march as the 
place would permit *, the two Wings each in 
two Lines, but if the way would oblige them to 
file, that then they Ihould begin by the left 
Wnig, and enlarge themfelves as the ground did 
permit, into their firft ordfcr of Battel. 

That the fccond line Ihould have the Avaunt- 
Guard commanded by Count D unerralt, which 
was to be followed by the firft line in the fame 
manner. At the right of the firft line Count 
Styrum was to march upon the Mountains (which 
he had viewed the day before ) with his Regi¬ 
ment, the Dragoons of Luneburg, and all the 
Hujitrs, except tnofe of Zoborn i, with fome Field- • 
pieces. That the Fauconets Ihould march before 
the firft line,and every Regiment with its Field- 
pieces, as ufual. And finally, that die Squadrons 
and the Battalions polled on the little Mountain 
on this fide the Morafs,as alfo thofe on the Moun¬ 
tain to the right, commanded by Major Gene¬ 
ral T ungen, Ihould march at the found of the 
Tymbals.

their continual Skirmifhing till it was break of 
day, when a great Mill covered the whole Field, 
that nothing could be difeerned. Bothlides made 
ufc of this accident, ranging their Armies co 
their uttermoft Advantage. 

After feven in the Morning, the Sun having 
difpell’d the Mill, the Turksadvanced upon the 
Chriftians, with the noife of their Drums and 
horrible Cries, difeharging fome Cannon upon 
their right Wirig, charged it with great fury, 
but they were repulfcd •, the fame happened on 
the Mountain wnere Tungen commanded, who 
was hurt there. At the "lame time the Turks 
attacked with their greateft forehand principal¬ 
ly their Foot,the heights on the Chriftians right 
where Count Styrum was, but he was fo feafon- 
ably fuccoured by fome Imperial Battalions and 
other Troops of the lecond line, that the Turks 
were forced to retire, being indeed chafed and 
repelled in all the parts of die Army. Being fled 
by the Morafs,the way they came, they feemed 
to make head again in their Camp,- but upon 
the advance of the Chriftians, who paffed the 
Morafs with their Foot and Horfe, the terror 
and conftcrnation was fo great amongft the Tur- 
. kifli Souldicrs, that it was impoflible for the Se- 
Hic"chri- rafquicr, notwithftanding all his endeavour to 
liuns. perfwade his Men to oppofe the paffage of the 


Morals. They alfo abandoned their Camp, ] 
Arms, Cannon, and other Inftruments of War 
to the Purluers, befides forty Enligns and fome 
two hundred Prifoncrs which were taken. The 
Serafquier was hurt in his Leg, and having left 
five rfioufand upon the place, lecured the reft 
by a timely retreat. The two Armies fepara- 
ting after the fight, the Chriftians went back to 
Comorrapn order to their proiccution of the Siege- 
of Nemheufel: and the Seralquier having rallied 
his Forces, and puni(led with ftrangling fome 
of his chief Officers, who had not well behaved 
themfelves in the Battel of Gran, and paffed the 
Danube, declaring he would relieve Netpheufel 
whatever it coft, but loon after he received the 
news, as the Chriftians had at Comorra , that the 
place was taken by affault. 

The Serafquier however having formed a 
new train of Artillery of twenty Pieces, which 
he took out of Buda, and being re-infbrced with 
feveral frelh Troops ? he marched towards Vac- 
da, incamping betwixt that place and PeSt, but 
hearing of the approach of the Chriftian Army, 
he abandoned hiovigrade and Vaccia , taking the 
Cannon and Ammunition with him that was 
there, demolilhing the faid places, and fetting 
| fire to them when lie left them. He alfo ruined 
the Country about Pejt, and having fent a De¬ 
tachment to re-inforce the Garrilon of Agria, 
he repaffed the Danube with the reft of hi Army 
at Buda. 

And now the Turks do not feem averfe from 
Peace, the Serafquier having fent an Aga to the 
Duke of Lorrain with a Letter, wherein he ac¬ 
quainted his Highncfs, that he had full power 
from the Grand Seignior to treat and conclude 
a Peace, which he conjures him to promote by 
offers of great advantage, as abandoning Count 
Tekely, and delivering of the three Hoftages, 
which were in the Grand Seignior’s hands. But 
the Duke anfwered him, that he had no Orders 
to treat of Peace, and that a Vi&orious Army 
was not to be amufed with fuch Propofols, buc 
that he would acquaint his Imperial Majefty 
with the Serafquier’s defirc. 

The Serafquier having paffed the Danube , 
the few Tartars he had, not exceeding fix rhou- 
fandj left him and returned home. The Baffa’s 
of Agria, Temifmr and Waradin were fent back, 
with the Troops under their command, and 
went home to their refpeftivc Govefrnments,the 
Serafquier with the reft of his Army polling 
himfelf betwixt Buda and Alba-Regalis to obferve 
the Chriftians motion. 

The Imperial Army had advanced in queft 
of the Turks as far as Vaccia , but hearing that 
the Ottoman Army was feparated in feveral 
Bodies, and marched as above, as alfo towards 
the Frontiers of Styria and Croatia ; the Duke 
relolved likewife to fend four thoufond men to 
rc-inforce Count Lefley, and being the Forrage 
was deftroyed, to return, having ordered a De¬ 
tachment of five Regiments of Foot, one of 
Cuirafiers, and two of Dragoons and Croats, 
to march unto upper Hungary, where Count 
Caprara was to command in Chief. 

The Serafquier had made feveral other At¬ 
tempts for Peace, but the Emperour refufing 
pafports to his Aga, thofe overtures vanilhed. 

- There had alfo been an Armenian fent in the be¬ 
ginning of this year with overtures of Peace, but 
he was lent back with this Anfwer * That the 
Emperour will not enter into any Negotiation 
of Peace, but joyntly with the King of Poland, 
and Republick of Venice infomuch that finding 
all his Endeavours for a Treaty ffuitleii, he re¬ 
paffed the Bridge of Effeck 3 fending part of his

^SfriTME^wasaddcdehatof 

the Plague, winch raged much at Conftantinople , 
which, together with the acoompt they had of 
the lols of Newheufel, and the other ill Succeffcs 
of the Ottoman Army in Hungary, Morea, and in¬ 
deed every where, had filled not only that Ci¬ 
ty, but die Empire with Consternation and Tu- 
mult; for the Janizaries, as is ufual in all great 
Misfortunes, mutined, threatned not only the 
Grand Vifier, but the Grand Seignior himlelf, 
and were not to be appeafed without confidera- 
ble Diftributions amongft them it being alfo 
given out,that his Highnels would himfelf com¬ 
mand the Army in Perfon next Summer. 

The Principal Armies of thefe potent Adver- 
faries being in Winter Quarters, we will leave 
them ftrugling there to enlarge their Accom¬ 
modations, ana transfer our Pea to fuch Adtions 
as have been remarkable in other Parts. 

The Cornells in upper Hungary were various 
betwixe the Imperialiils and Tegelites, General 
Schult ^ commanded the former, who had or¬ 
der to attack Vngmar, and afterwafds to befiege 
Efperies and Cafaw. Count Tekely thereupon 
paffeS the Tybifcus , iffembling what Troops he 
could together, fending to the Neighbour Coun¬ 
tries to caufe their Militia to march and to joyn 
him, which Scfot/r^endeavourcd to hinder, ef- 
pecially his joyning againft the Turks. Aud 
now he lays clofc Siege co Vngrrar, which was 
defended with no lefs Valour than Obftinacy, 
infomuch that after the Ids of feveral Officers, 
and a confiderable number of Men, he was ob¬ 
liged to raife the Siege. Sometime after he laid 
fiege to the Cicy of Efperies with eight rhou- 
fand'men, where he found no lefs Oppofition 
than at Ttngwar, the befieged feeming refolved 
to defend the Place to the laft extremity, not¬ 
withftanding the offer made to the Rebels of a 
general Pardon, which was intimated to the 
Magiftrates and Citizens of Efperies by an Offi¬ 
cer fent from the Generali ^ ut in ft ea d of 
taking advantage of the EmpeiouBs Clemency, ’ 
barbaroufly killed the faid Officer, which the 
General relented fo .highly, that he caufed a 

S neral affault to be given the place,bu t in vain, 
ing beaten off with the lofs of feveral hun¬ 
dreds of their Souldiers. The place had-alrea¬ 
dy held out fix Weeks, but General Caprara be¬ 
ing ordered to command in chief in up^et Hun¬ 
gary, and a Detachment of ten thoufond men 
being fent to reinforce the Siege, it made them 
ftoop, and defire a Parley, which produced a 
Ejkeria T;rcaty, and then a Surrender, fuch of the Gar- 
lurren- rifon as would being entertained in the Empe- 
dred. rours Service, and the Magiftmes and Citi^ens-to 
enjoy their anrient Priviledges, and the Places and 
Employments thq at prefent pojfefs. ! 

General Schuhr^ marched from Efperies to Caf- 
cham, and beleagured it, and General Caprara to¬ 
wards Tokay, with a Refolution to take .that 
place what eyerie coft, being itopened a paffage 
betwixt Tranfilvania and 1 Zatmar, nor did it make 
any remarkable O p pofition , bo t wit h other lef- 
' fer Places furrendered wirhofic-'refiftance upon 
Conditions. '

The Garrifon confifted of four thoufond, com¬ 
manded by Count Tekeli's beft Officers, who de¬ 
fended themfelves with great bravery, making 
very many fharp Sallies into the Enemies Quar¬ 
ters. The Imperialiils notwithftanding carried 
their Trenches to the Town Ditch, and began 
to thunder upon the place from three Batteries. 

One of the Attacks being commanded by the 
Prince of iVirtemberg, who was (lain there by a 
Cannon Bullet. But this Siege did not laft long, 
though the Capital of upper Hungary, and pro¬ 
vided with all things neceffary for a long de¬ 
fence. But the Reafons of their furrender, 
which hapned by a very furp.rifing accident, is 
very excufoble. Count T^Mfollicitous for this Novem , 
Capital of this part of the Kingdom, having 
writ to the Baffa of IVaradin of the Confequence 
and Danger of the Place, and to prefs him for 
fpeedy Succour in order to relieve it. The Baf¬ 
fa admitting of his Reafons, affured him he 
would give him all the afliftance he could, only 
he had received fome Orders from the Grand 
Seignior of great Importance to the common 
Caufe, which it was not convenient to commu¬ 
nicate to him by Letter, therefore defired he 
would repair to nim to IVaradin, chat he might 
inform him of the fec*et by word of Mouth. 

And for his greater Security the Baffa fent him 
a pafport. Upon this Invitation he refolved to Corot r?. 
go thither, accompanied with Petrojfi, and fome kebbe tray- 
others of his principal Adherents, and five hun- £ d ^ y V he 
dred Horfe. The Baffa met him without the waadL. 
Gate, and received him with all the appearance 
of Kmdnefs and Eftccm, and condu&ed him in¬ 
to the Town with fome few of his Attendants, 
caufing alL the Gannon of the Place to be dif- 
charged, with other marks, of Refpofts, and en¬ 
tertained him at Supper * but that being ended, 

! an Aga with his Janizaries entred the Room, 
and having told Tekely he had Orders from the 
Grand Seignior to feize him, and carry him to 
Adriahople , caufed Irons to be put upon his Hands 
and Feet. At the fome time, the Baffa told Pe¬ 
trojfi, that the Grapd Seignior gave him the Prin¬ 
cipality and Commands which Tekely had had, 
and that he would aflift him with all his Forces. 

Pernjji, who was next to Tekely in Power, feem- 
ingly accepted of the Honour, but being got out 
oftneplace and Danger, he informed Tekelies 
party of what had hapned, exhorting them to 
return with him to their 'Duty to the Emperour, 
which they confenting to, Petrcfji marched di- 
re£lly to the Camp before Cafchaw.

■ Cheitan Ibrahim ,Seraskier, was condemned to lofe 
his head, the defeat at Gran, the lois of New- 
heufel, and the burning of the Bridge of £tec*, 
being laid all to his account. His eminent fer- 
vices in the former Wars againft the Crown 
of Poland , and his valorous defending of Buda 
in 1684 againft the united powers of the.Ger- 
man Empire, could not obtain his pardon, being 
he was likewife blamed for having dileontented 
the Souldiers in defrauding them of their pay. 
Several other of the Chief Officers being accu- 
fed of not having done their duty at the Battel 
of Gran , were ftrangled with him ; and Solyman 
Baffa, who had fo fuccelsfully commanded the 
Army laft year againft the Poles, was by the 
Grand Vifier recommended to the Grand Seig¬ 
nior, as a Perfon very fit for that Employment

The franknefs of this difeourfe wrought fo 
much* upon the Grand Seignior,. that he immedi¬ 
ately fent to the Vifier, who was. or pretended 
to be indiifcofed, and consequently kept his bed, 
to know.whether he was in a condition of health 
to attend him into Hungary , where he purpofed 
to go himfelf? But the Vifier excufing it, by 
reafon of his indifpofition, his Majefty lent to 
him for his- Seal, which being delivered, he 
immediately gave it to Solyman Baffa, making 
him by that eminent mark of dignity Grand 
Vifier in the others room, who yet had his life 
granted him, and part of his Eftatc to fubfift 
upon, being now in his Houfe on the Canal of 
the black Sea, near Sectary. 

The Treafure of the Seraglio was opened. 
Officers were fent into all the extent of the Em¬ 
pire, and the utmoft diligence was ufed to raffe 
men, not only to recruit their ffiattered Armies, 
but to make new Levies, but with the ufual fate 
that attends unfuccefcful Arms.

The Forces being come together, the Senti-; 
ments of the General Perfons that compofed it 
were very differing. Some propofed the Siege 
of Ma Regalia, as being a place that had much 
annoyed them, by protefting the Smwfcer under 
the Cannon of the place, when they befieged 
Buda two years ago. Others would have Agria 
and Montgatx, the remains of Tefc/y’s rebellion 
in Upper Hungary , attempted, and the reft were 
for marching dirc£Hy to the Bridge of Hfecky. 
for fecuring that important paffage, and then 
to befiege Buda. Others were of opinion, that 
• thefe tliree defigns ffiould. be enterprifed at once, 
by dividing their Army into two parts, for the 
two firft Enterprifes, andtliat General iSchtdts 
ffiould with the Army of Croatia attempt the 
Bridge of Efeck. But they were very few that 
concluded pofitively for the Siege of Buda, which 
had already been abfolutely refolved upon by 
the Emperour and the Duke of Lorrain, upon a 
certainty that the taking of that place would 
vaflly inlarge their Quarters, and a fuppofition 
(though not fo well grounded) that all Hun¬ 
gry would follow the fate of their Capital 

Fit this defign was kept very fecret, nor was * 
it difeovered until the arrival of Count Straat- 
man. Great Chancellor to the Emperour, who 
having in a Council of War prudently compo¬ 
fed the punailio’s and differences between fo 
many General Officers about! theft commands,

The Generals, who expected to begin with 
the Siege of Agria or Alb-Royal, were overjoy’d 
to underhand that the defign was upon Buda ; 
and this News being fpread amongft the Officers 
and Souldiers of the Armies, they all teftified 
their Satisfaction by theft forwardnefs,arid their 
defire to fee themfelves before a Place where 
they might fignalize theft Valour, and revenge 
die Death of their Comrades, who had been 
interred in the Trenches of the former Siege. 

The Voluntiers, to the number of fix thou¬ 
fand, of all Quality and Conditions, which were 
come thither out of Germany, Trance, England, 
Spain, the Lorn-Countries, and other parts of Eu¬ 
rope, to feek Honour in fo pious a War, (hewed 
much Ardour and Zeal to fignalize themfelves 
in fo glorious an undertaking. The Troops of 
the Circles were not yet come, aud they of Bran¬ 
denburg, who marched through Silejia, and die 
Straits of Jablunckfl, advanced but flowly by rea¬ 
fon of the difficulty of their way, and could not 
come fo foon as defired. But the Armies, to lofe 
no time, difeamped on the twelfth of June by 
break of day, the Duke of Lorrain taking his way 
by the Bridge of Gran , had paffed it the thir¬ 
teenth, the Troops of Saxony having the Vaunt- 
guard. The Eledor of Bavaria marched on this 
fide the Danube to poffefs the City of Pefi. Whilft 
the two Ar mi es were thus marching on both 
fides the River, Count Kabatia, who was Com- 
miffary General, had caufed a prodigious quan¬ 
tity of Gabions and Fagots, which the Souldiers 
had made as they came to die general Randez- 
vouz, to keep them from Idlenefs; to be im- 
barldd and fent by Water towards Buda, toge¬ 
ther with the Artillery, Ammunitions, Provifi- 
ons, Forrage, and other neceiTary things for the 
fubfiftence of Armies. The next day. the Ar¬ 
mies advanced, the great one near Vicegrade, and 
the other by Vacua. 

The fifteenth,the Imperial Horfe,followed by 
the Foot, and their Cannon and Baggage,paffed 
Vicegrade , fome Prisoners having been made by 
a party that the Duke, had fent to makeDifco- 
veries. Thefe unanimoqfiy declared,. that they 
of Agria imd Ma Regalis fearing a Siege,had re¬ 
fuged all their beft Moveables in Buda, and that 
this Capital City was,as well as the other Places, 
fomiffied with Troops apd neceffary Provifi- 
ons to fuftain a long Siege, in expectation of Re- 
licf. ■ • _ 

Being come within an hour of the Town 
without any.encpunter,die Horfe made halt, as 
well to repofe themfelves, as to expeCt the com¬ 
ing up of their Infantry and Artillery, and now 
they begin to lay a Bridge of Boats at the file of 
St. Andrew for the Commuaication of the rwo 
fides of the Danube. . 

On the eighteenth, the Baron of Diependal, 
The sieee General de Battalia, invefted the City of Buda, 
of BudJ. whilft the Infantry were marching up. and ta- 
kingup theft Pofts half a League from rheplace, 
they began to break Ground, and work at their 
Line of Gircumvallation. A great party of Horfe 
and Foot appeared out of the Garrifon at the 
Vienna Port, but they returned again upon the 
advance of a Detachment of Imperial Horfe 
who Had Orders to charge them, contented to 
welcome the Affailants with eight Volleys from 
their Cannon, though they kill’d but one Pio- 
nea, by reafon of the too great diftance. __ 

The nineteenth,the Duke advanced with the 
Army as far as the hot Baths, the Turks having 
abandoned that Poft the day before* The ge¬ 


neral Quarters were taken up within a quarter 16S6; 
of a League of the Town. The lame day the 
Ele&or of Bavaria feized upon the City of Pejt, 
which the T urks had quitted,retiriiig with their 
Cannon, Ammunitions aftd Provifions into Bu¬ 
da, after they had broken part of the Bridge be¬ 
hind them. The Croats , who fcouted about the 
Country, took a Turkifli Chiaux, with a Con¬ 
voy of forty Spahis, who was fent with Letters 
from the Port to the Vifier of Buda. Being 
brought to the Camp,hisLetterswcreexamincd, 
which contained rigorous Orders to the Vifier, 
to be very careful of the Places which depended 
on. his Government, and to affure him of a 
quick and powerful relief in cafe he were at¬ 
tack’d. 

On the twentieth, the Bridge over the Danube 
was finifted. The fame day a party of Horfe 
fallied out of the Town with defign to furprife 
the Chtiftians advanced Guard, but the Duke 
being advertifed of it in time, lent four fqua- 
drons, to which many Volunteers joyned them- 
felves,with orders to charge them but they up¬ 
on their approach retired without any engaging. 

The Artillery being arrived, two Batteries were 
raffed againft the lower Town, where the Duke 
of Lorrains Attack was, and at Night the Tren¬ 
ches were opened.

To this the Ja¬ 
nuaries and Spahis replyed, that they were ready 
to facrifice theft Lives in his Highnefs’s Service, 
and for defence of their Laws, upon Condition 
however, that the Vifier would immediately 
give, them ten Crowns a Man, that the Souldi-

The Works were com- 
pleating, and there were two Redoubts made to 
fecure the Communication with the great Bat¬ 
tery. This Night there were but five hurt, and 
one killed, and this Morning an Adjoutant Ge¬ 
neral was hurt in the Head with a Mufquet-lhot, 
as he was carrying Orders into the Approaches. 

There h a j ■ tied nothing in the Bavarian Quarters, 
where rh’.y only continued their Labour and 
their Batteries, made a Breach in the outward 
Rampart. The reft of the Troops of Franconia, 
confiding in fourteen hundred Foot, arrived 
there, who were placed near the reft of the fame 
Circle.

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July the ninth, t;he whole Night was fpent in

There 
were above eighty of the two Attacks foiled 
and wounded in this Adventure, one of their 
chief Cannoneers (lain, and feveral Tubaltern 
Officers. The befieged loft as many; Notwith- 
ftanding this check, the Works were continued 
with the fame Vigour in the Approaches, Lines, 
and Galleries. On the Bavarian fide they ruin¬ 
ed the little Port from their Battery with ten 
demy Cannons, and the breach there was very 
fpacious. 

July the tenth, At the Lorrain Attack they 
work'd all Night to repair the Batteries andthe 
Approaches which the befieged had ruined in 
the former Sally, and to rcdrefs the Gallery 
which they had burnt, and the Miners were 
again fired that Night. At die Bavarian Attack 
the Miners worked under the Palizade of the 
Rondel, and under the Wall, with hopes of 
compleating their Mines in three days; feveral 
were (lain, amongft whom was Lieutenent-Col- 
lonel tVachtenheim. The Chriftians had Intelli¬ 
gence by their Spies, that the Turks,to the num¬ 
ber of feven thouland, reinforced with fome 
Tailors who ravaged the Country, had a defign 
to introduce a new Commander, with a recruit 
of Troops into Buda , which obliged the Duke 
of Lorrain to command fome Foot to poft them- 
fclves on the other fide of the Danube, and upon 
occafion to joyn with the Horfe that were there 
already, and meet and fight the Enemies. 

July the eleventh, This eveniiig five demy 
Cannons were mounted on the two new Batteries 
in the Lorrain Attack, and two Mortars planted 
in a little Fort, with the lofs only of two killed, 
and five hurt. The Brandenburgers placed three 
pieces in battery,and would plant more the Night 
following to (hoot glowing Bullets into the City. 
The Bavarians fortified their Attack by two Re¬ 
doubts. Yefterday in the Evening four hun¬ 
dred Foot were ordered to raife fome Defences 
on Peft fide near th&Danube, to hinder left any 
thing (hould pafs that way into Buda. 

July the twelfth. All the Batteries of Loirain 
and Brandenburg were compleated, and the firft 
lines of thefe two Attacks were fo ioyned, that 
men could pals from the one to the other un- 
difeovered, by the Enemies Fire. And now they 
were fo near the Walls, the befieged did perpe¬ 
tually throw hand Granadoes and Stones to in¬ 
commode the Workmen, but without any 
great harm; The Miner on the left found him- 
felf much advanced under the Wall, but they 
met with more difficulty on the right, and fo 
they would inlarae the breach by force of their 
Cannon. The Count de Souches infpofted the 
breach by order of the Field Marihal Starenberg , 


and it was found fpacious enough to be aflaulted. 1 < 58 <5 
The Brandenburgers began to (hoot their infla- 
med Bullets and Bombs out of twenty two Cau- 


Houfes. The Bombs and Carcafles invented by 
the Frandfcan Frier were h ighly efteemed. They 
iiow only plained and inJarged the Breaches, 
and prepared themfelves for the afla.uk. There 
were nine hurt and three (lain with Granadoes 
and Stones. The Breach in the great Rondel 
on the Bavarian fide was large enough, and the 
Miner was at work under the Pallizade of the 
Ditch. The Duke having Intelligence that the 
Scraskier was advanced with fome thoufands of 
Turks near Hatrran, commanded 3000 Horfe, 
and fix Battalions of-Foot, Impeiiafifts, Branden¬ 
burgers, and Bavarians, under thcConduft of Ge¬ 
neral Mercy , to pals the Danube, and poft thern- 
felvcs on the other fide of the Bridge, to hinder 
the Turks to put a recruit of Troops into theCi- 

g r , with the new defigned Commander, Achniet 
affa, who had the Reputation, of being one of 
the beft Officers that the Grand Seignior had in 
his Service. 

July the thirteenth. This morning the befie¬ 
ged fprung a Mine under the middle Rondel 
near the Chriftians Mine, which was already 
fimffied, which Mine did what the befiegers de¬ 
figned, by throwing down part of the Rondel, 
where they had no breach as yet. There were 
two hundred Turks ready to fly into the adverfe 
Works as foon as the M.ine took, but feeing it 
had a contrary effeft to what they defigned, 
they retfred. All things being difpofed for an 
affault, thereby to make a lodgment upon the 
Wall, Count Starenburg direfted the attack in 
die manner following. Count Guydo Starenburg 
commanded on the right of the Rondel, Count 
Herberflcin the middle of the Curtain, ana Count 
Aversberg, all three field Officers,on the left. They 
had each of them two hundred and eighty Soul¬ 
diers ; the Engineers, Granadeers, Fufeliers, Car¬ 
penters, and Pioneers, were pofted betwixt two, 
And the reft, to the number of two thoufand, 
were divided into three bodies of Referves to 
fupport the Affailants: the Voluntiers who had 
demanded the point, mingled themfelves with 
the firft. Betwixt feven and eight a Clock the 
(ignal for the Affault was given, by a difeharge 
from all the Batteries,and a lhowcr of Bombs and 
Carcafles which were difcharged upon the City, 
and the Retrenchments which the befieged haa 
made behind the breach; and notwithitanding 
all the refiftance of the befieged, the Chriftians 
mounted the breach, where the Combat was 
very rude and obftinate on both fides for three 
quarters of an hour, with all poffible bravery. 
The befieged fprung a Mine under the Affai- 
lants firft line, which buried Captain Kalkreiter, 
and fome Souldiers. But feeing they could not 
take poft for want of Earth, that they could not 
force the Pallizado’d Retrenchment behind the 
breach, and that the chief Officers were already 
all hurt or (lain, by the continual fire of the be¬ 
fieged ; it was thought expedient to make a re- 
treat;five or fix leap’d over the Turks Retrench¬ 
ment, but being ill followed, got off with the 
reft. The Regiments of Souches and Mansfeld 
fuffered moft in this A&ion, and that of Staren¬ 
burg was alfo ill treated. There were more than 
four hundred kill’d and wounded, but the lols 
of fo many brave Officers and Voluntiers who 
loft their Lives there, were particularly deplo¬ 
red : but few that.were hurt efcaped, which be¬ 
got a belief that the Turks (hot with envenom ¬ 
ed Bullets. Amongft the dead were Count Her-.

than thirty other Perfons of mark. The Spam- . 
ends and the Englijh diftingudhed themfelv« by 
a noble Emulation, oppoiing the gteatdt Fury 
of the Turks. The Luglf were io ill treated, 
that of twenty of them, all Perfons ofQpality, 
there were but fix of them that were not flam 
or wounded. The lofs of the befieged was alfo 
great, for they had two hundred_ot theirbra- 
veft men wounded and killed. The Duke of 
Lorrain, andMarlhal Count Starenburg were pre¬ 
rent in this Aftion, giving Orders every where 
as occafion required. It was believed that the 
Brandenburgers\ou\d have attempted fomewhat 
on their fide, but they excufed it becaufe thur 
breach was not large enough. On the Bavarian 
fide there was a notable breach made m the 
Rondel and in the W all that covers the Caftle, 
which the befieged repaired by Night with Ga¬ 
bions, Pallizadoes, and Fagots. 

July the fourteenth. The whole Night and 
Day were imployed in inhuming the Ueaa 5 
and repairing the Approaches, in planting more 
Cannon upon the Batteries, and m advancing 
the Mines. Two Galleries were dike wife fra¬ 
med betwixt the fecond and third Rondel. 1 he 
Duke of Lorrain having alfo fent tor three Re¬ 
giments of Horfe from Alba-Regahs to reinforce 
General Mercy , they paffed the Bridge this 
Morning to go on Pejl fide. The, befieged 
fprung a Mine in the Bavarian Attackon the 
left of the Caftle Rondel , which Succeeded ill. 
His Electoral Highnefs having caufed eight 1 a- 
rapets of thick Oaken Planks to be made, (hod 
with Iron, of a new Invention, each capable ot 
fecuring a hundred armed Men, they were 
thought proper to be ufed in Attacks and Af 
faults. The fame day the Bavanam ; dffcovered 

and difappointed two Mines of the Enemies. , 

July 15 th, They continued to work in their 

Lines, and being lodged clofe to the Wall, the 
Befieged were heard to work under the Breach. 
Gonrales the Spanijh Engineer being now come. 
Bombs and Carcaffes were thrown into the 
Town, which did great Execution. Upon the 
Advice that the Duke of Lorrain had, that the 
Turks that had paffed the Tibifcus near Segednn,. 
were Hill encamped under the Cannon of Hat- 
man, he caufed two Regiments of Horfe more 
to joyn Mercy to oblige the Enemy to repafs the 
' Tibifcus . _ ._ , . , 

July 16th, A new Battery was raffed in the 
Lorrain Attack without the Wall of the lower 
Town to the right againft the great Rondel, 
the which was alfo batter'd on the other fide to 
render the Breach larger, and themfelves Ma¬ 
tters of it. A Rajlian, with Letters which the 
Governour of the Place had entrufted him to 
carry to him of Alb-Royal, came and deliver¬ 
ed them to the Duke-, but they being writ in 
the Armenian Language, and no Interpreter in 


the Camp, they were fent ta Vienna to Be^cy¬ 
phered!, Some Peafants got out of the Town '» 
reported, that the Janizaries Had begun tb-mur- 
mur againft the Baffa, as defigning to hold out 
to the laft extremity, but that he had by the 
Puni&ment of,the moft mutinous, by his Libe¬ 
rality, and the.affurance he had given them of 
fpeedy relief,'reaffured them ter that degree^hat 
they promifed to hold out with their Lives. This 
Evening the Elector ©f Bavariaxbmtntesided i50 
meii, feconded by a greater number .to go and 
attack the Pallzaao which was in the Dicch at 
the foot of the Rondel of the Caftle- ' Lieutenant- 
General Count Fountain was on the 1 right of the 
Attack, and General CoUn %,Afpremont at the 
left. They ufed three of 'the Above mentioned 
wooden Parapets for the firft time with Succefs, 
and they attack’d this Poft fo vigoroufly, that 
they carried it with their Swords in their Hands, 
cutting in pieces all them that defended it, but 
they fold their Lives dearly,being the Affailants 
loft Count Fountaine and 35 Souldiers, and Vo- 
luntiers., Count A fpermotit ' received a Contufion 
1 in his Head by the ftroke of a Mufquet which 
knock’d off his Steel Cap. The Captains Gotta- 
' linsky and Vaubon were dangeroufly hurt.with di- 
. vers others. This Poft gave acceft to the Ron- 
- del. 


aei. 

July VJth, Yefterddy the Befieged began to 
fire from a new Battery of four great Guns, 
which they had raffed upon the inward Wall; 
but General Starenberg having commanded all 
thef Cannon that could bear to ffioot that way, 
they were quickly filenced and difabled. About 
Noon twenty or thirty Janizaries appeared upon 
the Breach of the Rondel to the right, as if they 
had defigned a Sally, but thefe in the Trenches 
having given them a Volly, they quickly reti¬ 
red. The Brdndenburgers and Bavarians aid no¬ 
thing but compleat their Works p befides their 
continual firing from their Batteries. 

July 18 th, A new line was advanced to the 
right, the better to cover the Miners, and be of 
ule in the fubfequent Aflault. The Brandenbur- 
gers augmented their great Battery with three 
pieces of Cannon. Nor were the Bavarians idle, 
their Miners working under the Wall behind 
the Pallizado Moat, of which they were in 
poffeffion. The Befieged did not much appear 
by day, but in the Night time kept continual 
firing, killing a great many of the Bcfiegers with 
their Stones and Granadoes, which they threw 
into their Works. 

Jul. 1 9. The Cannon was mounted upon the 
new Battery,and the Line was ftrengtluicd with 
two fmall Forts. Laft night the Befieged fprung 
a Mine behind our Miners, who worked under 
the Wall, which endammaged our Mine, into 
which a new entry was to be made to make ic 
ferviceable. Some of the Chriftian Miners were 
covered with earth, moft of which were pulled 
out again,except Libert theif Captain,who could 
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feven or eight Souldiers were killed in the ap¬ 
proaches, befides others wounded. The Duke of 
Lorrain, affifted by the General perfons of his Ar¬ 
my, held a Council of War this morning, but 
the refult was kept fecret. Some Deferters affu- 
red the Duke,that the Befieged refolved to make 
no compofition, but to expect the Relief which 
the Grand Vifier would br mg them. 

Jul. 20. The new Line in the Lonain attack 
was compleated. There were three falfe alarms 
given to haraft the Befieged, by caufing fbme 
Granadeers to run up the Breach, and throw 
their Granado’s into the place, upon, which the - 
Turks haftening to the defence, they were falu- 
ted 
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1686. ted with Volleys of Cannon, Bombs, and Car- 
✓vv kaffes, not without execution. Thefe kind of 
attacks were frequently ufed to keep the Enemy 
in continual alarms, and in ignorance of the 
time of the real Affault. In the mean time the 
Mines Were vigoroufly carried on,and a certain 
German undertook a new one, which he under¬ 
took to finiffi in two or three days. In the attacks 
of Brandenburg and Bavaria , the Miners hoped to 
be the following Night under the Rondels, con¬ 
tinuing to batter the Walls with great fury, and 
to fhoot glowing Bullets, Bombs and Carkaffes 
into the City, which produced much diforder. 
Upon advice that the Turks difoofed themfelves 
to attempt to put relief into theTown,the Ditch 
of the Circumvallation was deepened,and forti¬ 
fied with certain Redoubts, the better to fccure 
the Befiegers, to which puipofe 200 Heyducks 
were added to the number of Pioneers. 

Jid. 21. The principal working was now at the 
Mines,which were made in three feveral places, 
and would fuddenly be ready.CaptainZ.zkrt,not- 
withftanding all the diligence that had been ufed 
to dig and remove the earth to feek him,had not 
been found. He was a Walhon by Nation, and 
was regtetted by all the Generals 3 and fiich who 
had skill of his knowledge in conduaing of 
Mines. The Miners were now within hearing 
of each other. A Battery was alfo raffed for 
four Mortars,ncar the three Spanijh Pieces which 
beat upon the Rondel on the right,and they re¬ 
folved to approach all the Cannon and Mortars 
nearer the Breaches, to batter them with more 
force, that they might inlarge them with more 
eafe,and mine the EnemiesDefcnces, which were 
behind the faid Breaches. There were twenty- 
feven ( lain and wounded only at the Lorrain at¬ 
tack-, amongft the dead were Major Bacneburg a 
Dane, and Captain Lemeux the 5 tb of Starenberg's 
Regiment. Gonzales s Bombs and Carcaffes had 
the Succefs expected, and by report of a Fugi¬ 
tive, one of tliofe Bombs funck into a Houfe 
where a hundred Perfons of both Sexes were re¬ 
tired, who all mfferably perifhed in the Ruines 
of it. The Bavarians finiffied their Battery near 
the Rondel, and began another on the Water 
fide, to canonade the Flancks of the City on that 
. fide. At prefent,being the three Attacks were ad¬ 
vanced as far as the Breaches, which were large 
euough, all things were difpofed for a general 
Affault, two thoufand Ladders being got ready 
for falfe and feeming Attacks by foaling the 
Walls, whilft others mounted the Breaches. 

July 22fib,There hapned nothing at the Lorrain 
or Brandenburg Attack, the Turks fprung two 
Mines this Morning, which did nothing but ru- 
ine a part of the.Curtain, where there was no 
Breach. The new Battery of four Guns upon 
the brink of the Ditch of the Rondel in the Ba¬ 
varian Attack being finifhed, the Turks came 
there at break of day, and gave them a bloody 
Serenade, for a ftrong party of them having 
flipped out by the Bridge on the right, they 
crept into die Ditch along the Palffade, and be¬ 
ing come to die Battery, before they were difco¬ 
vered, by favour of the Darknefs, they began 
to howl and make terrible cries,nailing up three 
Cannon, and a Mortar, and ruining part of the 
Battery : The Saxons of the neighbouring Pofts 
ran to the node, but were diforaered. The Re¬ 
giment of Prince Lewis of Baden, which was up¬ 
on the Referve, arrived feafonably, and repul- 
fed the Turks with the lofs of thirty men,which 
was but a forry compenfation confidering the 
lols on the other fide, where above one hundred 
were kille d and wounded, the moft Saxons and 
Bavarians. Amongft the flain,Collonel Lelel, a 


Saxon was one, befides feveral Subakernes, and 1686. 
Gefchmnt, Collonel of the Artillery, was dange- 
roufly wounded with a Cymitar.' The Turks 

f ot no great advantage by this Sally, for the 
dailes being eafily drawn, they began in a very 
little time to play again, as if they never had 
been nailed. And the revenge which was re¬ 
turned was fudden and fatal, tor a Bomb of the 
Bavarians falling into the Magazine of Powder 
in the Caftle, blew it up with fuch a terrible dc- , CaflIe 
ftruftion and noife, that the whole City did not “ Uown 
only tremble with the blow, but alfo the whole 
Camp, and, as was afterward reported by fome 
fugitives, more than one thoufand perfons of all 
ages were buried in the ruines, the ftones being 
thrown up with the violence of the Powder in 
fuch abundance,that they fell like Hail into die 
approaches,that many of the Befiegers were hurt 
by them. 

Jul. 23. The Duke of Lorrain, his Mines be¬ 
ing now all ready, and all things ready for an 
affault, font the Coirnt of Koningjec with an In- 
, terpreter to the Befieged to fummon them to 
furrender. In this interval there was a ceffation 
of Arms on both fides, which was employed in 
burying the flain. The faid Count, after two 
hours ftay,returned into the Camp with a Letter 
from Abcli Bajpt,in a Purfo of Crimfon Damask, 
which he delivered the Duke. Theanfwerwas 
fierce and arrogant, implying, that not being 
neceffitated to furrender,he could not be capable 
of fo abjeft a thought, that he fought for the 

S of his Prophet , and the honour of the 
Imen that he and his Garrifon were refol- 
o try the utmoft extremity, and to defend 
I the place with their lateft breath. That the Go¬ 
vernment had been intrufted to his care by the 
Grand Seignior, which he would preferve for 
him,or lole his life j that when the Duke ffiould 
come to wreft it from him, he (hould fin d him 
upon the Breach to difpute his entrance,andthac 
he might order the affault when he pleafed, he 
would expeft him there without ftirring a foot. 

The Duke having read this brave anfwer, cau¬ 
fed all the Batteries to fire with more fury than 
formerly, and all the preparatives for a general 
Affault to be made ready, for which purpofe he 
font for fome thoufands of Hungarian Foot, who 
had voluntarily offered to be the firft that ffiould 
mount the Breaches. 

So fierce an anfwer, and fo brave a defence,' 
makes it apparent, that the impreffions which 
the Run-aways had at the beginning of the 
Siege given of Abdi Bajfds condu£t, were very 
falfe,affirming he was delplfed by the Souldiery, 
as being more a Merchant than a Man of War 
and the Serafquier was in the wrong in defigning 
to remove him, for it is to be prefumed that 
foarce any other would have eluded the efforts 
of fo great an Army fo long time. A Pole was 
obferved by the Guards in fccret conference with 
two Turks, but upon his return to the Camp 
was foiled upon, vifited and examined, and be¬ 
ing found to be a Spy, he was immediately 
hanged. This evening a Bavarian Gunner was 
apprehended, as he was going over to the Enc- 
my. > « 

Jul. 14th, This morning about eight a Clock 
a great Mine was fprung in the Lorrain attack, 
and 30O men were commanded to lodge upon 
the Breach, together with fome hundreds of 
Hungarians, but the Mine had a contrary effect 
to what was defigned, for it ruined and over¬ 
threw part pf their own Approaches, and filled 
their Lines with Earth, befides the (laughters of 
100 men killed and wounded. The Duke upon 
this ill fuceeft, caufed the firings of the Batteries 
Tt% *0 
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to be redoubled to enlarge the Breaches, to ren- 
der them In a Condition to be mounted without | 
any new Mines. The new Battery which the . 
Bavarians rais’d by the Water fide would be rea- i- 
dy at Night, and that which they had already i 
raifed upon the brink of.the Ditch, had made . 
a great gap in the Wall on the right. By inter¬ 
cepted Letters he was alfo informed, that the 
Great Vilier highly encouraged the Befieged 
to defend themfeives, affuring them that by the 
eighth or tenth of Auguft he would come to 
their relief with a formidable Army. General 
Carnffa who commanded the Imperial Troops 
upon the River Tibifcus , lent an Officer to the 
- Duke of Lorrain, and the ElcAor of Bavaria, with 

an acccount of a great Advantage which lie had 
had over the Garrifon of Agria by the means of 
two Ambulhes which he had laid tor the Turks, 
which luck’d fo well, that having drawn fix 
hundred of the Garrifon into them, he quite 
defeated them, killed three hundred upon the 
Place, with Of man Balfa the Commander of 
Aeria, and took forty Priloners, together with 
tlie.Vice Balfa, who was dangcroufly wounded. 

July zvt/i, The whole Night was fpent in re¬ 
pairing the Works ruined by the Mine, which 
had been fprung with fo much aifadvantage. 
The Duke prefled forward the Preparatives tor 
the General Affault with all poflible Vigour, 
having ordered the making of Places of Arms, 
or Parades, as were necefiary, within the Lines 
and Approaches. Betwixt tour and five the Be¬ 
fieged put fire to a Mine on the right of the 
Rondel, in purfuance whereof they lalhed with 
two hundred Men, but were repulfed by the 
Guard that were in readmels with the lofs of 
fourteen men. A little after, they falhed again 
in greater numbers to the left, where the Bran- 
denburgers were, who likewife repulfed them. 
They returned yet the third time with more 
Troops, and put the Brandenburgers Guards into 
diforder, which obliged the Duke of Marram to 
order the Rcfervc which was ported at the Wall 
of the lower Town to advance^ which General 
Souches, who commanded the Trenches, had di¬ 
vided into three parts, whereof one was placed 
to the left on the Water fide, another in the 
Approaches, and the third was commanded to 
keep by the Mofque. The Duke moreover cau- 
fed the Battalions of Mansfelt . Saint, Souches , and 
Lorrain to advance to the light. The Skirmiih- 
ing lafted a good time, the Turks retiring of¬ 
ten, and asfoon returning with great fury and 
out-cryes. The Hayducks after the firft difeharge 
did alfo charge the Turks, but gave way, occa- 
fioninn much confufion amongft them upon the 
left of the Mofque, from whence the Befieged 
gave brisk fire with their Cannon, though with¬ 
out any great harm, fo that feeing they could 
profit nodiingby a longer flay, they retired into 
the Town. Count Starenbeig, who had fignah- 
zed himfclf, luck’d better than his Adjoutant, 
who had both his Legs (hot off. The Battalions 
of Souches and Mansfelt were ill treated, and had 
moft dead. The Baron of Afthi was hurt in the 
Foot, and the Baron of Hoghenmrth llain, and

reported by a Dutch Boy who run out of Town, 
where he had been fince the Siege of Vienna, ha¬ 
ving been fold by a Tartar to a Citizen of Buda.

Aug to. TheImperialilk continued the hnilh- 
ing of their Mine,the two others of the two other 
. Attacks being ready. The Duke caufed the Hun¬ 
garian Foot to be potted along the Wall of the 
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1 quarters of the/Germans, where they intrenched 
themfelves with a Ditch and a good Parapet to 
fecure them againft furprifes ; arid as the Danube 
is deep thcrc,they funk two Barks foil of ftones, 
and made feveral Spurs of Palifado’s along the 
brink of the River,to take ayray all hopes of the 
Turks relieving of the Town thar way. This 
morning the Infidels gave another alarm on the 
Bavarian quarters,whereupop all the Cavalry was 
commanded to Horfe, but the Enemy retired at . 
t hefame time.Itfeems that their defignwas to make 
apaffage that way,but the JBdiwMnfwerefufficient- 
ly intrenched, to hinder them.The Prince of Cray 
being recovered of his wounds, did reaffume the 
exercife of hk charge in the approaches. Four 
Hujjars very well mounted, advancing againft 
fome Twk}jh Horfe of the place,made as if they 
would chargetheni,butbeingeome upwiththem 
they difcourfed them and lhook hands together, 
which being obferved by the Musketiers of a 
neighbouring Redoubt,they Tallied out and gave 
fire upon the Hujars. who ran away, hurt one, 
which they took,as alfo another of them,the third 
got away, and the fourth entered into the City. 

The Prifoners were examined, who faid they 
did r othing but enquire of the Turks, if they 
would not yet furrender the place,but they were 
to be interrogated more ftriftly. 

Aug. I 1. Some Turkijh Troops did again fliew 
themfelves upon the Mountains on the Bavarian 
fide towards the way of Alb-Royal. The precife 
number of the Turks is not yet known,fome Spies 
certifie that there ate 40000 Ottomans 3 znd. 20000 
Tartars. In the mean time every needfary pre¬ 
vention is put in praftice to receive them,if they 
will attempt to force theCamp.Preparationsare 
made for a vigorous affault upon the fecond wall, 
if the Mines will anfwer expectation. 

Aug. 1 2. All things being ready for the affault, 
the three Mines on the Lorrain attack were fired, 
which had no other fuccels than the turning up 
of a few Palifades,thc Miners not having pierced 
deep enough under the Wall of the fecond Ram¬ 
part, which made it evident that they did not 
well underftand their trade, although they had 
been fent for from all quarters,to have good ones, 
for they were the Mines that contributed the 
moft to the reducing of this important place.Thc • 
affault that was deiigned if the Mines had taken, 
was deferred, and new ones were gone in hand 
with,in hopes of more favourable fuccels. In the 
skirmifhesof thisday,there was an Officer of the 
Turks killed,who doubtlels had engaged himfelf 
to enter into the place, being they found Letters 
about him to the Baffa of Buda. marking the or¬ 
der the Turks were to obferve to relieve the be- 
fiegediby which it appeared,that the Grand Vi- 
fier’s defign was to force a quarter, and fo put in 
a Supply into the place without hazarding a bat¬ 
tel •, ana that 8coo Tartars Ihould harafi the Count- 
try as far as Gran, to cut off provifions from the 
Befiegers,and infeft them with continual icourfes. 
Upon this advice the Duke called a Council of 
War, where it was refolved, to leave part of the 
Army in guard againft the Town,and to march 
with the reft of the Imperial and Auxiliary For¬ 
ces againft the Enemy,who according to the faid 
Letters were above 60000 ftrong, although they 
had it from good hands,that they did not exceed 
40000 Combatants. , . ’ 

Aug. 13. The whole Army marched out of the 
Lines the night paft, except 20000 left there for 
the Guard of the Works,and to hinder the Ene¬ 
my from putting Supplies into the Place. Oats 
and Forage were dittributed for three days for 
the Horfe,and the Volunteers were formed into a 
' fine 
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i<$8 6 fine Body under good Officers. The Duke of Lorrain 
potted himfelf out of the Camp in fight of che Ene¬ 
mies, 4000 Hujjars and Heyducks having the Avant- 
guard.This night theSpiei and fomeDefertersaffured 
riiem,that the tollowing night theywould be attacked 
in Battel-array upon break of day, which obliged 
the Chriftians to difpofe of all things for the Battel. 

Aug. 1 4.The Turks before Sun-rifing formed a Bo¬ 
dy of more than 8ooo Janizaries and Spahis. the moft 
brave and moft refolute of the Army,whobeingdi¬ 
vided into divers Troops, marched from 6 in the 
Morning till 8 a clock.curvetting behind the Moun- 
tains on the fide*of Alud Regality and entered into a 
Plain the better to approach the Camp by the favour 
of a Valley. The Duke of Lorrain having obferved 
the Enemies countenance, commanded Count Dune- 
wold. General of the Horfe, to take poffeffion of the 
ground to the left with nine Imperial Regiments^ 
Cuirafiers,Dragoons,and Croats,to which he added 
fome Companies of Hujjars •, and GeneralHeujkr had 
order to poft himfelf with his Detachment upon the 
* height on the right.The Hujjars who were with Ge- 
neralDunemald charg’d firft,and tho’chey fought with 
all imaginable bravery, they were notwithttanding 
forced to give way, but feeing themfelves fopported 
by the Germans, they took heart and returned to the 
Charge again. The Turks feeing they had routed the 
Hujfars.thonght to have had che others as good cheap; 
upon thefe hopes,they advanced with great fury and 
horrible cries againft the Chriftians, who received 
them without moving. Heufler.who had placed him¬ 
felf upon the height mentionedjcharged them fmart- 
ly, fo that the fight was rude andbloudy,and how¬ 
ever the Turks faw themfelves charged in theirFlanks 
andFront, they did not defift to make ufe of feveral 
efforts to break through the Enemy, and have room 
to execute their defign,but all was m vain,being eve¬ 
nt time repulfed,until they were at length broke and 
forced to fly. The execution was bloudy. The Jani¬ 
zaries being abandoned by the Spabis. and environ¬ 
ed by their Enemies, throwing away their Arms, 
fought tofave themfelves by flight,but were moft of 
them flain. The Turks had above 3000 dead,moft of 
them Janizaries, all chofen men, who had underta¬ 
ken to force a quarter, and enter into che City, or pe- 
rifh.The Grand Vijier had promifed 20 Ducats to eve¬ 
ry one that fhould enter into the City, whereof he 
gave each undertaker 5 in hand: every one carried 
befides his ordinary arms 3 Hand-Granado’s,a Mat¬ 
tock and Spade, to break the Retrenchments and fill 
the Ditches.ThePrifonerswere 500,there being alfo 
taken 30 Enfigns and Standards, 11 Pieces of Can¬ 
non, and 10 Waggons loaden with Ammunition. 
This great ad ion coft the Chrijliansbut little,the flain 
not exceeding 60, and the wounded but 33. After 
this fight the Turks made feveral movements, and 
dre.w up in a Plaid which lookt towards the Bavari¬ 
an quarter, and keeping their Wings upon heights, 
‘ they made meen as if they would come to a decilive 
battel, or relieve the Place with all their Forces. 
Hereupon a Council of War was called, where it 
was refolved to follow the Enemy 4 which was done 
by the Eleftor of Bavaria in the head of his Army, 
but the Turks apprehending an Engagement,retired. 
The Geuerals Dunerpald ana Heujler purfoed them be¬ 
yond the Mountains, and the hujjars had another 
skirmifh with a great Party of Turks which flayed 
behind to amufe the Chriftians, and favour the re¬ 
treat of their Army. The booty che Chriftians got 
was confiderable, for they had all the fpoil of the 
Enemy,whereof there was not one that had not the 
5 Duckets which the Grand Vijier had given him be¬ 
fides his own moneys. The Beficged thinking they 
were already relieved, made great fire upon them 
that kept the Approaches, and fuppofed they might 
ruine fome of the Enemies work, but in vain, for 
they were fo briskly received, that they loft the dc- 
fire of risking further. They however made a very 


furious felly on the Bavarian attack,which was fatal 16S6 
to them,for they were not only repelled by the Re- '—v—' 
giments of Baden and AJjremont , but the retreat be- 
lng cut off,there was great llaughter made of them. 

The Turks being retired without coming to adeci- 
five battel, the Army returned into their Lines,and. 
immediately difpatched young Count Palji to the 
Emperour with the news of this great advantage,and 
to lay 28 Colours and Standards at his feet,chat were 
taken in the late engagement;Thc reft,for lomc were 
taken in the purluit, were planted upon the great 
Rondel,to make che Beficged comprehend the defeat 
of thofe Succours that they had expefted with fo 
much impatience. 

Augii 5. The Germans and Hujjars (touting abroad 
brought fome Prifoners in, who all agreed in thisj > 
that the Grand Vifier notvvithftanding this check, 
would not defift making other attempts to put relief 
into the Town, tho’ with the hazard of his whole 
Army. And in effeft,however he was retired,he did 
not ceafe to alarm the Camp every night. This 
Afternoon a fignal was made to the Bcfieged for a 
Parley, to inform them by the Janizaries Prifoners 
of the rout of their Succours •, but whether they per¬ 
ceived this within or not, they anfwered by tne fire 
of their great and i'mall fhot. 

16. The works of the three Attacks were pur- 
fuedwith vigour,and in the Morning the Befieged’s 
Palizadoes and Defences of Wood upon the Breach 
were fired in the Lorrain Attack, and partly confir¬ 
med by the Flames, notwithttanding all the dili- 
genceof the Turks to extinguifh them. In this Afti- 
on they threw a prodigious quantity of Stones,Gra- 
nadoes. Sacks with Powder, and other combuftible 
matters upon the Affailants, infomueh that four of 
them who fired them were burnt, twelve Crowns a 
man being given to each of thofe who engaged 
themfel ves in this Service as a recompence, and yet 
they could not clear the way for an Affauk,the Be- 
fieged having taken their time in the Night to plant 
other Palizadoes and repair their Defences. In the 
Bavarian Attack,the Cattle and the greatTower were 
inceffantly beaten, which were as it were oyer aim’d 
by the force of the Cannon. 

Aug. ij. All things were ready for the Affault iti 
, the Lorrain Attack,buc the Bcfieged having repaired 
their Defences, and planted double rows of Paliza¬ 
does behind thofe that were burnt yefterday, they 
were obliged to defer it. The Prifoners that the Huf- 
fars brought to the Camp reported, that the Grand 
Vifier was extreamly in choler againft the Com¬ 
mander of the Spain's, for not having done his duty 
in the fight on tne 141^ inftant. by abandoning the 
Janizaries, and added, that of tne ten thoufand men 
which were appointed for that enterprife,- but very 
few returned to the Camp; 

Aug.l Si The two great Mines in the Lorrain At¬ 
tack were fired, but neither with that Succefs that 
the Miners had promifed,which extremely retarded 
the Reduftion of this important Place. The Duke 
feeing they advanced but little by Mining, refolved 
on Sapping, for which end, preparation of Faggots 
and Sacks of Earth were made to fill the Ditch,and 
certain Engines were devifed to approach the Ene- 
.mics with lefspcril,and drive them from their Poft. 

A new Battery was raifed on the right to beat down 
the Befiegeds flanks of Palizadoes on the Breach ^ and 
to do it more effeftually they were to fhoot from the 
Battery on the Curtain with chained Bullets. A Fu¬ 
gitive from the Turkifh Army reported amongft 
other things, that the Grand Vifier was encamped 
atprefentat Ertjchin.

That 
in the laft affauk of the Caftle he had loft more than 
too of his beft Soldiers, that the Recruits thac were 
fent him were but little confiderable, not mounting 
to 200 men, amongft which, more than halt were 
wounded,and confequently unferviceable. That for 
his part he had acquitted himfelf ot his duty .by let¬ 
ting the Chriftians fee, that after a defence fo obfti- 
. nate,during fo long a Siege,puffed on with fo much 
fury and bravery both on the one hde and the other, 
that the M 4 elmen knew well how to fupport the 
caufe of their Sultan fin. doing whereof he pretended 
to his Ihare of glory,profeffing finftly that the Grand 
Tiller ought to give an account ot the ill iucceis of the 
Siege, and be refponfible for a lofs fo confiderable, 
winch he could not avoid, if the Imperialifts attem¬ 
pted another affauk, no more than the bloud ot his 
valorous Soldiers,and his own,if he delayed their re¬ 
lief any longer. TheBaffa did further mark the pla¬ 
ces in liisLetter,which appear’d to him the moft pro¬ 
per to attempt the relief by, and if he took his mea- 
fines welLthat he would fucceed in his enterprife. 
Upon this advice theDuke vifitedm perfonthe place 
marked to the Grand Tifter ,and gave orders for eveiy 
thing to hinder the introducing ot fnpplies. TheSpies

Aug. 27.The Lorrainers having fulfilled then: work

The Court Marlhal,who 
commanded the Vauntguard of the Army, encoun- 
tring with a party of Tartars of 8ooo,engaged them, 
both fighting with great Courage,but the Tartars be- 
I ing ftronger, preffed hard upon the Poles , and had 
worfted them if they had not been fuccour’d by fome 
frefh Troops,who addingnew Vigour to their Com¬ 
panions, turned theScales,forcing the Tartars to a dif- 
orderly retreat, fome hundreds of them were killed, 
and amongft others a near Relation of Saltan Nura- 
dons 3 ior whofe body he offered the liberty of 3 Polifh 
Genlemen; fome Prifopers were likewife taken,and 
one of the Chams Standards,nor was thisfuccefs blood- 
lefs,divers of the Polifb Officers and Souldiers being 
killed-and wounded.

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A FTER five Years refidence at Conjlantinople, in Service of the 
Embaflieof the Earl of IVinchelfea, (my ever honoured Lord) 
and this my fecond Journey from thence by Land into my own 
Country, l judged it a Point of my Duty, and of my Religi¬ 
on too, to dedicate this following Treatife, as the Fruits of my 
Travels, Negotiations, and Leifure in thofe remote Parts, to the Noble 
Perfon of your Lordfhip; as that Votiva Tabula , which many both in Ancient 
and Modern Times, after fome fignal Deliverance, or happy Arrival at their 
defiredPort, ufe to offer to their Gods, their Saints, or their Patrons. And 
truly, my Lord, this Difcourfe treating chiefly of the Turkifi Polity, govern¬ 
ment, and Maxims of State , (eems naturally to appertain to the Patronage of 
your Lordfhip, whofe Faculties of Wifdom and Vertue have given you the 
Bleflmg of your Prince’s Favour, and the Reputation, as well Abroad as at 
Home, of an Eminent and Dexterous Minifter of State. 

It were a great prefumption in me to offer any Obfervations of my own in 
the Courts of Chriftian Princes, to the Teft of your Ldrdfhip’s Experience and 
Judgment - who not only is acquainted with the Guftoms and Manners, but 
penetrates into the Defigns, and knows the Cabinet-Councils of Neighbouring 
Principalities, with whom our divided World may poffibly be concerned ; 
but perhaps, without difparagement to your Lordfhip’s profound Wifdom, or 
over-value of my own Abilities, I may confidently draw a rude Scheme be¬ 
fore your Lordfhip, of the Turkijh Government, Policies, and Cuftoms ; a Sub¬ 
ject which Travellers have rather reprefented to their Country-men, to fupply 
them with Difcourfe and Admiration, than as a Matter worthy theConfide- 
ration or Concernment of our Kings, or our Governors. 

It hath been the happy Fortune of the Turk to be. accounted Barbarous and 
Ignorant ; for upon this Perfwafion, Chriftian Princes have laid themfelves 
open and unguarded, to their greateft Danger ; contending together for one 
Palm of Land, whilft this Puiflant Enemy hath made himfelf Matter of whole 
Provinces, and largely (hared in the rich and pleafant Poffeffions of Europe. 

This Contempt of the Turk on one fide, caufed the Emperor to be fo 
backward in oppofing that Torrent of the Ottoman Force, which in the firft 
Year of the late War broke in upon him ; and the fufpicion of Defigns from 
France on the other, altered the Refolutions and Councils of the Emperor for 
profecution of the War; which then running favourably on the Chtiftians 
part, was no lefs than with the aftonifhment of the whole World, and of the 
Turks themfelves, on a fudden underftood to be clapt up with Articles of a 
difadvantagious Peace; admiring to fee the Emperor give a flop to the Cur¬ 
rent of his Victories, and relinquifh the Game with a lucky Hand.

Jour¬ 
neys l have made through divers parts of Turky, and qualified by, the Office 1 hold of Se¬ 
cretary to the Earl of Winchelfea, Lord Ambajfador, 1 had opportunity, by the conjlant acr 
cefs and practice with the chief Minifters of State, and variety bf Nigotatipns which paf- 
ed through my hands inthcTurkifh Court, to penetrate farther into the Myft dries of this 
Polity, which appear fo ft range and barbarous to us, than hafty Travellers could do, who 
are forced to content themfelves with a Superficial Kjtowledg. 

The Computations 1 have made of the Value of their Offices, bf the Strength and Num¬ 
ber of their Souldiery, according as every City and Country is-rated, . are 'deduced from 
their own Rcgifiers and Records. The Obfervations I have made of their Polity, are 
either, Maxims received from the Mouth and Argument of confiderable Minifters , or Con- 
clufions arifing from my own Experience and Confiderations. Tho Articles of their faith, 
and Confutations of Religion, 1 have fet down as pronounced from the Mouth of fome of 
the moft learned Doctors and Preachers of their Law, with whom, for Mony, or Prefents, 
I gained a familiarity and appearance of friendfhip. The Relation of the Seraglio, and Edu¬ 
cation of their Touth, with divers other matters of Cuftom and Rule, where tranfmitted 
to me by fever al fober Per font, trained up in the beft Education of the Turkifb Learning ; 
and particularly, by an underftanding Polonian, who had fpent nineteen Teara in the Otto¬ 
man Court. 

If (Reader) the Superftition, Vanity and ill foundation of the Mahometan Religion 
feem fabulous, as a Dream, or the Fancies of a diftra&ed and wild Brain, thank God 
that thou wert born aChriftian, and within the Pale.of an Holy and an Orthodox Church. 
If the Tyranny, Oppreffion and Cruelty of that State, wherein Reafon ftands in no com¬ 
petition with the Pride and Luft of an unreafonable Minifter, feem ftrange to thy Liberty 
and Happinefs, thank God that fhou art born in a Country the moft free and juft in all the 
World and a Subjetf to the moft indulgent, the moft gratious of all the Princes of the 
'Vniverfe That thy Wife, thy Children, and the Fruits of thy Labour, can be called 
thine own, and protested by the valiant Arm of thy fortunate Kjng : And thus learn to 
know and prize thy own freedom, by comparjfon with Foreign Servitude, that thou may ft 
ever blefs God and thy Kjng, and make thy Happinefs breed thy Content, without degene¬ 
rating into Wantonnefs, or defire of Revolution. Farewel.

Crime equal, and punilhes it with the laft and 
cxtreameft chaftifement, which is Death-, I 
mean thole which have relation to the Govern¬ 
ment, and are of common and pnblick Intereft. 
Without this Remedy, which l lay down as a 
principal Prevention of the greateft Diforders, 
this mighty Body would burft with the Poifon of 
its own ill Humors, and foon divide it felf into 
feveral Signories, as the Ambition and Power of 
the Governors, molt remote from the Imperial 
Scat, adminiftred them hopes and fecurity of 
becoming Abfolute. 

In this Government, Severity, Violence and 
Cruelty are natural to it, and it were as great an 
Error to begin to loofe the Reins, and eafe the 
People of that Oppreffion to which they and 
their Fore-fathers have, fince their firft original, 
bcenaccnftomed, as it would be in a Nation free¬ 
born, and ufed to live under the Protection of 
good Laws, and the Clemency of a vertuous and 
Chriilian Prince, to exertife a Tyrannical Power 
over their Eilates and Lives, and change their 
Liberty into Servitude and Slavery. The Turks 
hr.d the original of their Civil Government 
found .d in the time of the War: for when they 
firit came out of Scythia , and took Arms in their 
Hands, and fubmitted unto one General, it is 
to be fuppofed, that they had no Laws but what 
-were Arbitrary and Martial, and molt agreeable 
to the enterprife and Defign they had thep in 
hand, when Tangrelipix overthrew the Perfian 
Sultan, podelTcd himfelf of his Dominions and 
Power, and called and opened the way for his 
Companions out of Armenia 3 when Cutlumufcs 
revolted from him, and made a diftinCt Kingdom 
in Arabia : when other Princes of the Seleuccian 
Family in the infancy oftheTurkifh Power had 
by Wars among themfelves, or by Teftament 
made divifion of their Poireflions 3 when ( An- 
no 1300. ) Ottoman, by ftrange Fortunes, aud 
from fmall beginnings Iwallowed up all the other 
Governments into the Ogufian Tribe, and united 
them under one Head, until at laft it arrived to 
•Mi F.fii- that greatnefs. and power it now enjoys. The 
rati chtgli whole condition of this People was but a con- 
bawo, edit ti nue d Rate of War -, whereforent is not ftrange, 
commam jp t j, e j r L aws are fevere, and in molt things ar- 
lewatil binary •, that the Emperor fhould be Abfolute 
ue, &c. and above Law, and that moft of their Cuftoms 
Machi.r.d. fliould run in a certain Chanel and Courfe moft 
del Pm- an fwerable to the height and unlimited Power 
Cl?i ' of the Governor, and confcquently to the Op¬ 
preffion and Subjection of the People , and that 
they fliould thrive moft by fervitude, be moft 
happy, profperous and contented under Tyran¬ 
ny, is as natural to them, as to a Body to be 
nourifhed with that Diet which it had from its 
Infancy or Birth been acquainted with. But not 
only is Tyranny requifite for this People, and a 
ftitf reign to curb them, left by an unknown Li¬ 
berty they grow mutinous and unruly, but like- 
wife the large Territories and remote parts of 
the Empire require fpeedy preventions, without 
Procefles of Law, or formal Indictment: jea- 
loulie and fufpicion of Mif-government being 
Licence and Authority enough for the Emperor 
to inflict his fevered Puniftments all which de¬ 
pends upon the Abfolutenefs of the Prince ; 


CHAP. n. 

The Abfolutenefs of the Emperor is a, great 
fupport of the Turkifh Empire. 

T HE Turks having (as is before declared) 
laid the firft foundation of their Govern¬ 
ment with the Principles moft agreeable to Mi- 
litay Difcipline, their Generals or Princes, 
whofe Will and Lufts they ferved, became ab¬ 
folute Mafters of their Lives and Eftates; fo 
that what they gained and acquired by the 
Sword, with Labours, Perils and Sufferings, was 
appropriated to the ufe and benefit of their 
Great Mafter. All the delightful Fields of AJia, 
the pleafant Plains of Temps and Thrace, all the 
Plenty of Egypt, and Fruitfulnefs of the Nile , xuririfli 
the Luxury of Corinth , the Subftance of Ptlo- Empire 
ponnefm , Athens , Lemnos , Scio and Mitylene , with 
other Ifles of the tAgean Sea , the Spices of 
Arabia , and the Riches of a great part of Ptrfta, 
all Armenia, the Provinces of Ponttu, Galatia , 
Bythinia, Phrygia , Lycia, Pamphylia , Palefiine , Car - 
lofyria and Phoenicia , Colchis , and great part of 
Georgia , the Tributary Principalities of Molda¬ 
via and Walachia , Romania , Bulgaria , and Ser- 
via , and the belt part of Hungary , concur aft 
together to fatifie the Appetite of one Angle Per- 
fon-, all the extent of thisvaft Territory, the 
Lands and Houfes, as well as the Caftles and 
Arms, are the proper Goods of the Grand Signior, 
in his foie Difpofal and Gift they remain, whofe 
PoffelBon and Right they are 3 only to Lands de¬ 
dicated to Religious ufes, the Grand Signior dif- 
claims all Right or Claim; and this he lo pioufly 
obferves (to theiharaeof our Sectaries in Eng¬ 
land, who violate the penetralia of the Sanctua¬ 
ry) that when a Bafliaw, though afterwards 
convicted of Treafon, beftows any Lands or 
Rents on any certain Moich or Temple, that 
Grant or Gift is good and exempted from zxif 
Difpofal or Power of the Grand Signior. The 
Lands being thus originally in the Grand Signior, 
after the Conquefts were made, and the Coun¬ 
try fecured, and in condition to be diftributed, 
Divifions were made of the Houfes, Manors and 
Farms among the Souldiery, whom they call 7 Y- 
mars , as the Reward and Recompence of their 
Valour and Labour3 in confideration of which, 
every one proportionably to his Revenue and 
Poffeflion, is obliged to maintain Horfe and Men 
to be always ready when the Grand Signior Ihall 
call him forth to ferve him in the Wars 3 by 
which means the whole Country being in the 
hands of the Souldiery, all places are the better 
ftrengthened, and the conquered People more 
eafily kept from Mutiny and Rebellion; not 
#nucfc unlike our Tenure of Knights-fervice in 
England, and Lands held of the Crown, but 
with this difference, that we enjoy them by the 
Title of a fixed and fettled Law, never to be 
forfeited but upon Treafon and Rebellion; they 
enjoy them alfo by Inheritance derived from the 
Father to the Son, but yet as ufufruCtuary during 
the pleafure of the Emperor, in whom the Pro¬ 
priety is always referved, and who doth often, 
as his Humor and Fancy leads him to pleafe and 
gratifie 
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gratifie a Stranger, difpoffefs an ancient Pof- 
feffor, whofe Family hath for many generations 
enjoyed that Inheritance. Sometimes I have 
heard, with the Sighs of forte, and the Curie 
of others, how the Grand Signior heated in his 
Hunting, and pleafed with the refrelhment of a 
little cool and cryftal Water, prefented him by 
a poor Paifant, hath in recompence thereof freed 
the Tenant from the Rent of his Landlord, and 
by his foie Wood confirmed to him the Cottage 
he lived in, the Woods, Gardens and Fields he 
manured, with as found a Title, as our long 
Deeds and Conveyances fecure our Purchafes and 
Inheritances in England 3 and this the former 
Mafter dares not name Injuftice, becaufe this Te¬ 
nant is now made Proprietor by the Will of the 
Grand Signior, which was the fame Title and 
Claim with his; Prefeription, Tenant-right, and 
Cuftom availing nothing in this Cafe. For if 
the inheritance hath been anciently derived from 
Father to the Son, the more is the Goodnefs 
and Bounty of the Emperor to be acknowledged, 
that hath permitted fo long a Succelfion of his 
Favouis to run in one Family, in whofe Power 
it was to transfer it to others. 

The abfolute and unlimited Power of this 
Prince is more evident by the Titles they give, 
as GW on Earth, the Shadow of God, Brother to 
the Sun and Moon , the Giver of all Earthly 
Crowns, &c. And though they do not build and 
ereCt Altars to him, as was done to the Roman 
Emperors, when that People degenerated into a 
falhion of deformed Adulation, wherein Italy is 
at prelent corrupted 3 yet the Conception they 
have of his Power, the Ray they conceive to 
be in him of Divine Illumination, is a kind of 
imagery and idolatrous Fancy they frame of his 
Divinity. It is an ordinary faying among the 
Turkifh Cadees and Lawyers, That the Grand 
Signior is above the Law 3 that is, whatfoever 
Law is written, is controllable, and may be con¬ 
tradicted by him : his Mouth is the Law it felf, 
and the Power of an Infallible Interpretation is 
in him 3 and though the Mufti is many times, 
for cuftom, formality, and fatisfaCtion of the 
People confulted with, yet when his Sentences 
have not been agreeable to the Defigns intended, 
I have known him, in an inftant, thrown from 
his Office to make room for another Oracle bet¬ 
ter prepared for the purpofe of his Mafter. 

Some maintain that the very Oaths and Pro- 
mifes of the Grand Signior are always revoca¬ 
ble, when the performance of his Vow is a re- 
ftriCtion to the abfolute Power of the Empire. 
And I remember when my Lord Ambaflador hath 
fometimes complained of the Breach of our Ca¬ 
pitulations, and pleaded that the Grand Signior 
had no Power by fingie Commands to infringe 
Articles of Peace, to which he had obliged him¬ 
felf by folemn Oaths and Vows 3 the Interpre¬ 
ters have gently touched that Point, and been as 
nice to queftion how far the Power of the Grand 
Signior extended, as we ought to bs in the fub- 
tile Points of the Divine Omnipotence, but ra¬ 
ther in contemplation of the Grand Signior’s 
Juftice, Wifdom, Faith and Clemency, infinua- 
ted Arguments of Honour, Convenience and Ju- 
flice in maintaining the League inviolate with 
the King of England. It was JufHnian’ s Rule 
concerning the Prerogative of Princes, Etfilegt- 
bus foluti fumus , tamen legibus nivimus: That is, 
although the Majefty of Princes, and the ne- 
ceHity of having a Supreme Head in all Govern¬ 
ments, did free and privilege them from all 
Punilhment, and exempt them from the Cenfure 
and Correction of the Law, that no earthly 


Power could call them to account for their Er¬ 
rors or Diforders in this World 3 yet it is ne- 
ceilary to the being of an abfolute Monarch, to 
be a fevere Executioner of the Laws of his Coun¬ 
try 3 and it is more his Intereft and Security, 
than to aCt without Rule, and always to make 
ufe of the Power of Abfolute Dominion, which 
is to be applied like Phyfick, when the ordinary 
force of Nature cannot remove the malignancy 
of fome peccant Humours. 

The Grand Signior himfelf is alfo reftrained 
by Laws, but without impeachment to his Abfo¬ 
lute Jurifdiction. For when there is a new Em¬ 
peror, it is the cuftom to conduct him with 
great Pomp and Triumph to a place in the Suburbs 
of Confiaminople called Job, where is an ancient 
Monument of fome certain Prophet, or Holy Man, 
whom the Turks, for want of knowledg in An¬ 
tiquity and Hiltory, ftyle that Job, who 
was recorded for the mirror of Conftancy 
and Patience. For they confound all Hiltory 
in Chronology, faying. That Jobwas Solomon’s 
Judg of the Court, and Alexander the Great, 
Captain of his Army. At this Place folemn 
Prayers are made, that God would profper, 
and infufe Wifdom into him, who is to manage 
fo great a Charge. Then the Mufti embracing 
him, beftows his Benediction, and the Grand 
Signior fwears apd promifes folemnly to maintain 
the Mulleman Faith, and Laws of the Prophet 
Mahomet 3 and then the Viziers of the Bench, 
and other Bafhaws, with profound reverence 
and humility, killing the Ground firft, and then 
the Hemm of his Veft, acknowledg him their 
lawful and undoubted Emperor : And after this 
Form of Inauguration, he returns with the like 
Solemnity and Magnificence to the Seraglio 
(which is always the Seat of the • Ottoman Em¬ 
perors.) And thus the Grand Signior retains, 
and obliges himfelf to govern within the com- 
pafs of Laws 3 but they give him fo large a lati¬ 
tude, that he can no more be faid to be Bound 
or Limited, than a Man who hath the World to 
rove in can be termed a Prifoner, becaufe he can¬ 
not exceed the Inclofure of the Univerfe. For 
though he be obliged to the execution of the 
Mahometan Lam, yet that Law calls the Emperor 
the Mouth and Interpreter of it, and endues him 
with power to alter and annul the moft fettled 
and fixed Rules, at leaft to wave and difpenfe 
with them when they are an Obftacle to his Go¬ 
vernment, and contradict (as we laid before) 
any great Defign of the Empire. But the lear¬ 
ned Doftors among the Turks more clearly re- 
ftrain the Imperial Power only to the obferva- 
tion of that which is Religious in the Mahometan 
Law, laying. That in Matters which are Civil, his 
Law is Arbitrary, and needs no other Judg or 
Legiflator than his own Will. Hence it is that 
they fay, the Grand Signior can never be depo- 
fed or made accountable to any for his Crimes, 
whilft he deftroys carelefly of his Subjects un¬ 
der the number of an hundred a day. And in 
like manner hence it is, that though the Maho¬ 
metan Law determines the Teftimony of two 
Witneffes of that'Faith to be valid for the de- 
termation of all Cafes of Difference, yet by our 
Capitulation it is provided, that no Turkiflr Wit- 
nefles, of what number or . quality foever, can 
avail gny of the Englifh Nation, by reafon that 
the Cafe being Civil, is difpenfible by the Im¬ 
perial Power 3 but 1 doubt, were any Matter in 
queftion Criminal (as we have never, God be 
praifed, had occafion to put it to trial) the Ca¬ 
pitulations would be forced to yield to the Ma¬ 
hometan Law, as being both Religious and Di- 
B vine 
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vine, with which the Sultan hath no power to 

^Of 1 what Conference and Benefit this Abfo- 
lutc Power hath been to the Turks, is evident by 
the extent of their Empire, and fuccefs of their 
Arms. For if the Sultan pleafes the Souldiery, 
no matter how the People in this conftitution is 
contented-, and this was the conduGon of 
Machiavil upon this Government, m the 19th 
Chapter of his Book del Pincipe . And it mult 
needs be a ereat advantage to a Commander, 
when the Vtilc and Juftnm are reconciled and 
made the fame, and that he meets no contra¬ 
diction or oppofition at Home, which may re¬ 
tard or crofs the great Defigns Abroad. 1 he 
Emperor of Germany had doubtlefs fooner en- | 
countred the Turks, and given a flop to his free 
entrance the firft Year of the late War into 
Hungry, had he been Abfolute of the whole 
Empire, and not neceflitated to expert the con- 
fent of his feveral Princes, and the refult of a 
Diet, when the Turks were even ready to enter 
Germany. For when many Heads or Hands are 
required, all Bufinefs moves flowly, and more 
Time is fpent in agreement of the manner of 
Artion, in Arguments and Debates (which are 
moll commonly carried on by Fartion ) than in 
the molt difficult Point of execution. It would 
feem a great Clog to the Grand Signior to be 
obliged to depend on the Bounty of his Sub¬ 
verts, when he would make a War, or on the 
Judgment of a Lawyer that ffiould contradirt 
andcenfuretheArtions of his Prince as irregu¬ 
lar, and exceeding the Priviledges of his Prero¬ 
gative. It is very difficult to underftand how it 
is poffible with thefe Fetters for any Country 
or City ever to arrive to that height, as to be 
termed the Miltrefs of a great Empire, or a 
Prince be faid to have a long Arm , or em¬ 
brace a large Compafs of the Globe, who is 
pinion’d with the Bands of his own Laws. But I 
confefs it is a Bleffing, and wonderful Happi- 
nefs of a People, to be Subjerts of a gracious 
Prince, who hath preferibed his Power within 
the compafs of wholfome Laws, acknowledged 
a right of Poffeffion and Propriety of Eftate as 
well in his Subjerts as himfelf, who doth not 
puninuhe Innocent with the Guilty, noropprefs 
without diftinrtion, nor art the part of that 
King whom God gives in his Wrath. But then 
they mult content thcmfelves with their own 
Borders, or fome neighbouring Conqueft, and 
this is better, and a greater Glory and Content, 
than the Honour of being Slaves to the Lull of 
a Monarch, whofe Titles comprehend the great- 
eft part of the World. 


CHAP. III. 

The Lcffon of Obedience to the Emperor is 
taught by the Turks, as a Principle of 
Religion rather than of State. 

T HE abfolute Power in the Prince implies an 
exart Obedience in the Subjerts; and to 
inftil and confirm that Principle, no Art or In- 
dultryis wanting in the education of thofewho 
are placed in the Seraglio, with defign of pre¬ 
ferment to Offices and great Charges-, fo that 
even the Oath of Obedience, which Friars and 
other Religious Men vow to their Superiors at 
their firft initiation intoEcclefiaftial Orders,isnot 
more exartly or devoutly obferved or profeffed by 


them, than this Dortrine of Submiffion to the 
Will of their great Matter, is carefully taught to 
his Young Scholars who ftand Probationers and 
Candidates for all the Government of the Empire. 

To die by the hand or command of the Grand 
Signior, when the blow is fubmitted to, with 
entire refignation, is taught to be the higheft 
point of Martyrdom ; and whofe good Fortune 
it is fo to fuffer, is immediately tranfported to 
Paradife. Kara Muftapha Pajfaw (a great Vi- 
fier ) after he had been fo fuccefsful in all Matters 
of his Charge, and proved fo excellent an In- 
ftruraent of Virtories and Services to his Ma¬ 
tter, that he was applauded by all to be a moft 
happy and fortunate Minifter, was lb fenfible of 
his own Condition, and the favour of his Prince, 
that he confelfed he was now arrived to the 
greateft Glory and Perfection he could in this 
Life afpire to, and only wanted the Holy Mar¬ 
tyrdom, to die by the Order and Sentence of 
the Grand Signior, as the Reward of his Faith- 
fulnefs, and the Confummation of all his Ho¬ 
nours. 

Such as receive any Wages or pay, coming 
from the Exchequer, or any Office depending 
on the Crown, have the title of Kul, which is, 
the Grand Signior’s Slave fuchis the great Vi¬ 
zier and all the Baffiaws of the Empire, and it is 
more honourable than the Condition and Name 
of SubjeEl ; for they have a priviledg over thefe, 
and can revile, beat and abufe them with Au¬ 
thority -, but thcSubjeSl cannot offer the leaft 
injury to the Slave , without danger of fevere 
punifhment. Slavery amongft the Turks denotes 
a condition of entire refignation to the Will and 
Command of the Emperor, to perform whatfo- 
ever he fignifies ; or, if poffible, what he con¬ 
ceives : though he command whole Armies of 
them to precipitate themfelves from a Rock, 
or build a Bridg with Piles of their Bodies for 
him to pals Rivers, or to kill one another to 
afford him paftime and pleafure. They that have 
been where they have feen and known the man¬ 
ner of this blind Obedience, may well cry out, 

O homines ad fervitutem paratos ! And doubtlefs 
the flattery ufed in the Seraglio towards the 
Prince, by thofe that are near his Perfon, is 
proportionable to this condition of flavery they 
profefs, and cannot but fanfie a ftrange kind of 
projected bafenefs in all the deportment within 
the Walls of the Seraglio, when there appears 
fo much condefcenfion Abroad to all the lufts 
and evil inclinations of their Matter -, fo that a 
generous Prince ( as fome have been found among 
the Ottoman Emperors) though he defired not 
the publick Liberty, would yet be weary of this 
flavifh compliance, and feek other counfel and 
means to inform himfelf of the true Rate of his gid liber- 
own and other Kings Dominions, than fuch as tatan pub- 
proceed from Men unexperienced in any other 
Court or Country than that they live in. This faJeJiu* 
flattery and immoderate fubjection hath doubtlefs pnuntU 
been the caufe of the decay of the Turkilh Di- tedtbat. 
feipline in the Time of Sultan Ibrahim , when Tac. 
Women governed, and now in this prefent Age 
of Sultan Mahomet, whofe Counfcls are given 
chiefly by his Mother, Negroes, Eunuchs, and 
fome handfome young Mofayp or Favourite ; 
feldom any from without being permitted, or 
have their Spirits emboldened to declare a Truth, 
or are called to give their counfel in Matters of 
greateft importance. So that this Obedience 
which brave and wife Emperors have made ufe 
of in, the advancement of noble Exploits,, and 
enlargement of their Empire, is with effeminate 
Princes, (delighted with flattery) the Snare of 
their

Years, and unhealthful in his Body. Wherefore 
Solyman Aga cried out with a loud voice, Aga 
raife the Ichoglans, our King is ready to be taken 
out of our hands ; but the Capa Aga perlifted that 
he would not raife the Ichogla|>s or Pages, un- 
lefs hd brought a Command in writing from the 
King.

The opinion of this fuperftitious Flag fo pre¬ 
vailed, as it brought, not only the Young and 
Healthful to fight under it, but Sick and Old ; 
and Women judged themfelves obliged to run to 
the defence of this Holy Eniign. The news 
hereof, and the death of the old Queen coming 
to the old Chamber of the Januaries; feveralof 
them, and thofe alfo of the principal Heads, 
began to murmure, that it Was now neceflary to 
lay afide their private Interefts, and have a re- 
fpeftto their Faith and their Souls; for Ihould 
they oppofe the Heavenly Banner, they Ihould 
run themfelves into the State of Gaurs and Infi¬ 
dels, and become liable to the fame cenfure or 
punilhment which is inflated upon unbelievers. 
But in the new Chambers Bellas endeavoured to 
remove this apprehenfion from the mind of his 
Souldiers, by large Prefents both of Gold and 
Silver, perfwading them to uphold their Fame 
and Reputation ; for that the Grand Signior and 
his Mother were Enemies to their Name and 
Defigns, and refolved'to abafe or deftroy the 
order of that Militia; and with affiirance of 
Victory and encouragement againft a People un¬ 
armed and undifciplined, animated them to fight; 
and to make the bufinefs more eafie, advifed them, 
to fire the City in feveral parts, that fo the 
People might be diverted and divided for fafety 
of their own Goods and Dwellings. But this 
propofition took not with the Officers and Soul - 
diers, who had many of them Houfes and Pof- 
feffions of their own in Conftantinople, but put 
them into great Diftradtions and Divifions in 
their Counfels. In this paufe, came an Officer 
from the Grand Signior (who to venture his 
life, had thepromifeof a good Reward) with 
a command in Writing which he threw in 
amongft them, and galloped away as feft as he 
could ; crying out as he rode. He that comes net 
under the Banner of the Prophet , is a Pagan , and \ 
his Wife divorced. The Writing was taken up 
and carried to the prefence of the principal 
Officers, which being opened and read, was to 
this purpofe; Bellas Aga, I have made Pafha of 
Bofna, Kara-chiaus I have made Captain-General 
of the Sea ; Kul-kahya I have made Palha of 
Temifwar; and Kara Haflan Ogle I have made 
Janifar Agafi ; and I require , at fight of thefe 
Prefents , that every one of you, upon paw of Death, 
and ruine of his Family , repair to hts Duty and Sta¬ 
in this inftant came news that the old Cham¬ 
ber of Janifaries had left their ftation, and were 
run under the Banner without Arms, and had 
r efufed Bellas s Mony, and deferted bis Caufe ; 
and that the Spahees jn great Troops, and the 
Jebegees (who command the Ordnance) ap¬ 
proached with Artillery to beat upon their Cham¬ 
bers. The Spahees came thuudring in upon the 
Janifaries in remembrance of their paffc Inju¬ 
ries, and had certainly cut them off, had not the 
Vizier, with his Sword in his hand, by good 
and bad Words, reftrained them, and appealed 
their Animofity. The Janifaries of the new 
Chamber proclaimed their new Commander, 


and vifited him With their ufual form of Con¬ 
gratulation, running afterwards confufedly un¬ 
der the Banner. Kara Haffan the new elected 
Aga of the Janifaries,. went to the Seraglio to 
thank the Grand Signior for the Honour done 
him, and with ten or his principal Friends was 
admitted to the Grand Signior’s Pretence; who 
humbly killing the Ground, received the accu- 
ftomed Veils, and with fome Admonitions, was 
fairly difmifled, and ordered to reduce his Jani¬ 
faries to better Obedience. 

By this time Bellas, Kulkahya , and Kara Chi¬ 
ans, with fome of their Favourites, remained 
wholly abandoned, looking one upon the other, 
full of Complaints and Railings, each at other, 
for the mifearriage of the Adtion. But fince it 
was not now time to condole, but to fave their 
Lives, every one made to his Houfe. Firft, 
Bellas fled to his Home, where having ordered 
his Affairs, he clothed himfelf in the Albanian 
falhion, and efcaped to the Houfe of a poor Man 
formerly his Friend and Confident; but the next 
day being difeovered by a Youth, was taken, and 
being fet on a Mule, was with the fcorn and de- 
rifion of the People conducted to the Grand 
Signior’s Seraglio, and there ftrangled. This 
Perfon was held in fo much deteftation by the 
common People, that after his Death, the Cooks 
and inferiour fort of Servants, run Spits and 
Pitch-forks thropgh his Body ; and plucking the 
Hairs out of his Beard, fent them for Prefents 
to their acquaintance through all Conftantinople , 
faying, Thefe are the Hairs of that Traitor, who 
gloried, that before he would lofe his Head, there 
jhould be raifed a Mountain of Heads as high as 
St. Sophia. But Kulkahya being come to his 
Houfe, filled his Portmantles with Gold and. Jew¬ 
els, and accompanied with fixty Horfe, reloived 
to fly to the Mountains of Albania, j places fo in- 
acceffible, that they have never yielded to the 
Turkilh Yoke: but finding himfelf hotly purfu- 
ed in his Journey, and that it was impoffible to 
efcape with fo great a Number, freely diftribu- 
ted a great part of his Gold upon his Retinue, 
and thanking them for their Affeftion, and good 
Intentions, difmifled them all excepting one Ser¬ 
vant, with whom he joarnied with four laden 
Horfes, with Gold, Jewels, and other Riches; 
and perceiving that this alfo was too great an 
incumbrance, they buried a Treafure to the va¬ 
lue of 600 thoufand Dollars In the .Country as 
they travelled ; which was afterwards found out 
by certain Shepherds, who difagreeing about the 
divifion thereof, the Matter came to be known 
to the Judgof that Country, who.feifed upon it 
all, and fent it to the Grand Signior’s Treafury, 
But Kulkahya travelling ftill farther with his An¬ 
gle Page, came to a Town, where wanting Bread; 
and forced for the Ppiment of it to exchange 
Gold, fell into a fufpicion of being one of thofe 
Rebels lately efcaped from Conftantinople ; which 
news being brought to a . Captain of Horfe 
that Commanded the place , t he came immediate¬ 
ly with fome Men to take him; but Kulkahya re-* 
folving not to fall into their hands alive,, refilled 
them until he was killed by a Musket-fhot, and 
fo his Head being fevered from his Body, wa9 
fent to the Grand Signior. . 

Kara Chians in this interim being with two 
hundred Men retired into his Garden, was aft- 
faulted by an Aga of the Spahees (called Par- 
makfis) with 500 Men ; but that this Enterprife 
might be acquired With a little Blood, a Perfon. 
was lent fecretly to advife that Party, that if 
they oppofed the Royal fcommand, they Ihould 
every one be put to death; at vduch the P^ojAe 
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fled and difperfed themfelves. At that inftant 
came in this Aga and took trim, and yet comfor¬ 
ted him with the Clemency and Mercy of the 
Grand Signior, promifing alfo himfelf to inter¬ 
cede for him. Arid fo bringing him to the Se¬ 
raglio by the Garden Gate, his Majefty had no¬ 
tice of it, and looking out of the Window, and 
feeing him upon his Knees begging pardon, the 
Grand Signior gave a Sign to the Executioner 
to ftrangle him, which was accordingly perfor¬ 
med. The new Janifar Aga who knew-all the 
Officers, formerly affedted to the rebellious Par¬ 
ty, for feveral Nights caufed fome or other ot 
them to be ftrangled, to the number of thirty 
eight Perfons 5 which ftruck fuch a terrour into | 
the Janifaries, that for a long time after they 
kept themfelves within the bounds of Humility 
and Obedience. And thus concluded this Tra¬ 
gedy, remarkable, as well for the Difratch, as 
tor the Adtion it felf, being but the work of 
fourteen Hours. And in this manner it is appa¬ 
rent, how the leflons of Obedience which are fo 
carefully taught, and inftilkd into the Minds of 
thofe who ferve and depend upon the Grand Sig- 
riior are corrupted •, and by the Pride, Difcord, 
and Fadtion of the Governours, feduced from 
their natural Principles. ' 

By the Premifles we may confider more ge¬ 
nerally, that it hath always been the misfortune 
of unlimited Powers to be fubjedl to Dangers and 
Violence, arifing from the Difcontents and un- 
conftancy of the Souldiery: for they coming to 
be fenfible of their own Strength, and knowing 
that the Power of the Emperor is but fortified 
with their Hands and Heart, like unruly Bealls 
throw their Riders, and Ihew that the Principles 
of Obedience taught them, areeafily corrupted 
and defaced by evil Perfwafions, or Sedition m a 
Commander or common Souldier. Thus we fee 
in the time of the latter Roman EmperOrs, who 
ufurped Power unknown in the days of the pure 
and happy Conftitution of that Common.-Wealth^ 
arid governed all by the Sword and their own 

Lulls; few of them ended their days fortunately, | 
or died in tlieir Beds in Peace, without becom-. 
ing a Sacrifice to the lame Power that firlt pro¬ 
claimed them Emperors. And though the Mu¬ 
tinies and Rebellions in the Turkift Militia can 
hardly operate any durable alteration in ■the 
State fas we fhall more at large hereafter dif- 
courfe) yet doubtlefs the Tyranny in the Otto- 
man Eriiperors, had provoked the People long 
fince to have proved the benefit of another Race, 
but that there is aftrangekind of Devotion ami 
Religion in their Minds as to the Ottoman Blood, 
which having been the Original of their Ejn- 
pire and Greatnefs, will ever be maintained m 
high Reverence and Hohbur. Nor is it likely 
that the fair Speeches and Allurements of a re¬ 
bellious Slave, will ever prevail to perfwadethis 
People from their Religion to this Prince, or 
that their Arms can ever be profperous under 
the Enfign and Coriduft of an tlftrper. 

And may all Chriftians learn this Lellon from 
the Turks , and add this Principle to the Fun¬ 
damentals of their Religion, as Well Us to their 
Laws. None can more experimentally preach 
this Doftrine to the World than England, Who 
no fooner threw off her Obedience and Religion 
-to her Prince, but (as if that Vertue had been 
the only bar to all other Enormities rind Sins) 
Ihe was deprived of all other Eedfcfiaftical and 
Civil Rights, and in all her Capacities rind Re¬ 
lations deflowrcd and propharied by impious and 
unhallowed Hands. ; . . 

And thus having given a Relation bf the Turks . 


Religion, and firft Principles in order to their 
Obedience to their Prince, let us proceed a little 
into the pemtralia of the Seraglio, and there fee 
what farther care is taken of the Youth, mall 
Points of their Education , to fit and prepare them 
for the management and performance of the 
higheft and weightieft Offices of State * which I 
juag to be one of the chiefelt of the Turkish Po¬ 
lities, and is certainly an extraordinary Support 
and Security of the Empire. 


CHAP. V. 

The Education of young Men in the Seraglio , 
out of which thofe who are to difeharge the 
great Offices of the Empire are eleSled. 

It being a Maxim of the Turkifh Polity, 
to have the Prince ferved by fuch whom 
he can raife without Envy , and dejtroy 
without Danger. 

I T is a fpecial point of Wifdom in Princes, to 
provide and prefer Men of deferving Parts 
and Abilities, to the difeharge of the great and 
important Offices of State, not iuch whom 
Chance and Fortune cafually throws on them, 
becaufe they will not take the pains of a narrow 
and fevere Scrutiny to feek Men able and fit for 
Trull nor fuch whom Flattery, Riches, Gifts 
or Nobility promote, but thofewhom the Prince, 
by Iris own experience of their WilUom, Ver- 
tues, and Diligence, or the Teltimony of his 
Councellors and other Confidents, judges capable 
to improve their Advancement to the Honour of 
the King, and the Bleffing of their Country: and 
not like vaft Mountains which hide their Heads 
in the Clouds, and yet remain without Fruit or 
Herbage; whole barrennels makes their height 
accurfed. Some wife Princes, and great Mini- 
ftersof our ModernTimes, have kept Rolls and Bolxac it 
Regifters of the molt eminent Men famed for 
their Vertue, andKnowledg in any parts, with gd™ 
an account of their Family, Lineage and Con- £ re i eur t . 
dition, out of which (if in their own jurifdi- inmin. 
ftion) they culled and elected fuch, proper for Cardinal 
their OccaGons and vacant Offices. _ 1 

The Turk, is no lefs careful in the choice of 
his Officers, and loves to be ferved by his own, 
fuch as to whom he hath given Breeding and 
Education, and are obliged to employ thofe 
Parts in his Service which he hath bellowed, 
whofe Minds he hath cultivated with Wifdom 
and Vertue, as well as nouriihed their Bodies 
with Food, until they arrive to a mature Age, 
that renders the profit of his Care and Expence ; 
fuch as thefe he is ferved by, whom he can raife 
without Envy, and deltroy without Danger. 

The Youths then that are defigned for the 
great Offices of the Empire, called by the Turks 
Ichoglans , mull be fuch as are of Chriltian Pa¬ 
rents, taken in War, or prefented from remote 
parts; as I have obferved that the Algienncs, 
always amonglt other Gifts, prefent fome youths 
whom they have taken by Piracy; the Policy 
herein is very obvious, becaufe the Sons of Chri¬ 
ftians will hate their Parents being educated with 
other Principles and Cultoms; or coming from 
diltant Places, have contracted no acquaintance, 
fo that Halting from their Schools into Govern¬ 
ment, thriy will find no Relations or Depen¬ 
dences 6n their Interelts than that of their great 
Mrifter, to whom they are taught, and neceluty 
compels them to be faithful. ln | 
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AUgHaqut In the next place, thefe Youths mult be of ad- I 
ijl comitum mirable Features, and pleafing Looks, well lha- j 
tmlatio, ped in their Bodies, and without any defeats' of

guippe^ omnibus barbarism corporum Majeftate ve- 
heratio eft , magnorumque opertim ndh alios capaces 
put ant, quant quos eximia fpecis dotiare natura dig- 
nata eft.. But thefe Youths before they are ad¬ 
mitted, are prefented before the Grand Signior, 
whom according to his pleafure he difpofes in his 
Seraglio at Pera, or Adrianople , or his grCat Se- 
raglio at Conftantinople, which is accounted the 
Imperial Seat of the Ottoman Emperors. For 
thefe are the three Schools or Colfedges of Edu¬ 
cation . Thofe that are preferred to the laft na¬ 
med, are commonly marked out by fpecial de- 
ilgnation, and are a nearer ftep to Degrees of Pre^ 
ferment, and are delivered to the charge of the 
Capa Aga, or chief of the White Eunuchs. 

The Eunuchs have the care of thefe Scholars 
committed unto them, whom they tredt with an 
extraordinary feverity ; for thefe, being the 
Cenfores tnorum, punilh every flight Oniliffiori or 
Fault with extreme Rigour. For Eanufchs are 
naturally cruel, whether it be out of envy to the 
Mafculine Sex which is perfect and entire; or 
that they decline to the dilpofition of-Women, 
which is many times more cruel arid revengeful 
than that of Men; they will not let flip the 
fmalleft Peccadillo Without its duE chaftifement, 
either by blows on the foals of the Feet, or long 
Falling, Watchings, or other Penance; fo that 
he who hath run through the feveral Schools, 
Orders and Degrees of the Seraglio, mull needs 
be an extraordinary mortified Man, patient of 
all Labours,' Services and Injunctions, which are 
impofed bn him with a ftridtncfs beyond the dif- 
ciplirie that Religious Novices are acquainted 
with in Monafteries, or the feverity of Capu¬ 
chins, or Holy Votaries. But yet me thinks thefe 
Men that have bceri ufed all their lives to Servi¬ 
tude and Subjection, fliould have their Spirits 
abafed, and when licenfed from the Seraglio to 
places of Trull and Government, flioultfbe fo 
acquainted how to obey, as to be ignorant how 
to Rule, and to be dazled with the Light and Li¬ 
berty, and overjoyed with thefenfe of their prC- 
fent Condition and pall Sufferings, paffing from 
one extreme to another, that they fhould lofe 
their' Reafon, and forget themfelves and others. 
But in anfwer hereunto the Turks affitm,- That 
none know fo well how to govern, as thofe who 
have learned how to. obey*, though at firll the 
fenfe of their freedom may diftradt them, yet 
afterwards the' Difeiplfne,- ’LCttiires and Mora¬ 
lity in their younger Years* begin to ope¬ 


rate, and colleft theiF fcattered Senfes info their 
driri and natural places. 

But to return frorn whence we have a little 
digreffed Thefe young Men, before they are 
difpofed into their Schools, Which are called Oda, *• • 

their Names, Age; Country and Parents are Re- f ts a 
gillre'd in a Book, with their alloWaricfc from the chambtr. 
Grand Signior of four Afpers a day ; the Copy 
of this Book is fent to the Tefterdar , or Lord 
Treafurer, that lb quarterly they may receive 
their Pen (ion. 

Being thus admitted; they are entred into one jj,, ^ 
of the two Schools; that is to fay into the Bo- Q j Jes . 
jitck^ Oda, which is the great Chainber, ot thfe 
lefs; the former cbmnionly cbntai.ns 40c, and 
the other about-206 or 2^0. Thefe two Schools 
may be faid to be df the fame Forift Or Rank * 
and what is taught in one, is likewife in the 0^ 
ther, neither of them hath the precedency, all 
of them equally near to Preferment: Their firlt 
Lellbns are Silence, Reverence, humble and mo- 
dell Behaviour, holding their Heads downwards; 
and their Hands aerofsbbfole them: Their Ma¬ 
ilers the Hogiasj inltrndt them in all the Rights; 
Difcipline and Superftition of the Mahometan 
Religion, and to fay their Prayers 1 , and under- 
Hand them in the -Arabick^ Language ; and to 
fpeak, read; and write Turkifh perfectly: After¬ 
wards having made proficiency in ■ t-bre former, 
they proceed in the lludy of the Perfian and Ara- 
bick. Tongues; which may be df benefit to then! 
if their Lot chance to Cali them to the Govern^ 
ment of the Eaftern parts; and is a help to the 
Improvement df their Khowledg in the Turkiftii 
which being of it felf barren, is beholden to' 
thofe Tongues for its copioufiiefs arid enrich¬ 
ment. ’ . ... .... 

Their Gloathingrs good Engiifti Cloth and Li- C ^f h Q l ff r 
nen, neither fine nor courfe; their Diet is chiefly ^uslfaiss. 
Rice, and other wholfom Meats which become 
the Table of Scholars, where there is nothing of 
fuperfluity, as there is nothing of want: Their 
Manners and Behaviour are llridtly watched by 
the Etinuchs their calefol Guardians, fo as they 
cannot be familiar one with another at any time, 
without Modefty; and refpedt to the Prefericd 
they are in : If they : go tb perform the iieceflary 
Office^ of Nature, or to the Bath,- they are ne¬ 
ver outof the Eye of ari Eunuch; Whd will ad¬ 
mit none df their rieareft Relations' to fpeak 
with them, or fee them,- unlfefi fpecial Licence 
be obtained from the Capa Aga, or chief of the 
Eunuchs. Their Bed-chambers are long Cham- . . , 

bers, where all Night Lamps a‘re kept burning; 
their Beds are laid in ranks one by andther, upon Bed-cb^ 
Saframes ot Boards railed from the Ground ; bers.- 
arid between every five or fix lies an Eunuch* fo 
as conveniently to fee or over-hear if there be 
any wanton or lewd behaviour or dilcourfe a- 
jmongft them. 

When they ate arrived to'fome ptofidericy,- 
and almofl to Man’s Eftate, and ftrengthof Bo-' 
dy, fit for Manly EXercifes, they are trained up’ 
in handling the Lance; thfowing the Iron Ear* 
drawing the Bow* and throwing the Gcife of 
Dart: 1 In all thefe Exercifes they friend many 
hours, being conllarit in all or lbfne of them,-arid 
are feverely corrected by their Eunuch's, if they 
feem to’be renri'fs of riegligerit therein : Marly of 
them fpCnd much tStae principally in drawing- 
the Bow, in which they pfoceed from' a Weaker 
to'ene more ftrong, arid by continual exercife? 
and ufe, come at laft to draw Bows of an nrCfe- 
dible Ihengfh, more by Art and Cultony than? 
j of prife Force ; and-thiis by corillant bodily Ex-' 
ercife, they become .Men of great Strength* 

> ’ Health* 
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Health, and Agility, fit for Wars, and all adtive 
r Employments. Amongft their other Exercifes, 
Hor/w- is a principal Leflon, both to fit 

1% ' in a handfom pofture, and to imp their 
Horfe with dexterity; to draw the Bowon 
Horfeback,. forwards, backwards, and on either 
fide; which they learn with that agility and 
pliantnefs of their Joints, in the fnU carriere or 
Speed of the Horfe as is admirable. They learn 
1lrDjrt0 r alfo to throw the Gerit or Dart out of to 
o . if hands on Horfeback ; which becaufe it is a Sport 
or Recreation the prefent Grand Signior de¬ 
lights in above all others, every one in hopes of 

Preferment, and in emulation one of the °ther, 
endeavours to be a Matter in it Vjf d f® 1 *^ 
become fo dextrous, that they will dart a Stick 
of above three quarters of a yardlong,with 
that force, that where it hits, it will endanger 
brealdng of a Bone. The Grand Sigmor every 
day palles his Time with feeing his Pages exer- 
cifed m thisSport,in which ordinarily one knocks 
another from his Horfe-, and feldoma day paffes, 
in which fome receive not Bruifes or defperate , 
Wounds. This Sultan doth many times appoint 
days of Combat between the Black Eunuchs, 
and fome of his White Pages °n Horfeback, m 
this manner with the Gent*, and then happens 
fuch a Skirmifli with fuch emulation, each fide 
contending for the honour of his Colour, Race, 
and Dignity, with that Heat and Courage, as if 
they contended for the Empire ; this Pattime 
leldom concluding without fome Blood. But it 
te °S, tilt none of thefe Exerafes ore 
performed by any of thofe that Wong to the 
two Chambers, unlefs wlthm the Walls of the 

Seraglio: the other Pages whoaccompaniedthe 

Grand Signior abroad, are fuch as are preferred 
to farther and higher Chambers, as hereafter

are greatly entertained, both with Mony, Jewels, 
and rich Furniture for Horfes, fo that very few 
of thefe Forty, but in a lhort time gam Eftates 
of their own, fit to equippe and formfli them to 
enter into any Office of the Empire. 

As Offices fall in order. Supplies are made out rbsdegms 
of thefe, others arifing from lower Chambers .f Sucaffi. 
fucceffively in their places; whether it be to the 
I four moft confiderable Governments, which are <#>«'• 
Cairo, Aleppo, DamafcUs , ami Buda y or if none 
‘ of thefe Places be void, to be Btgltrhegt afGre- 
via , or of Natalia ; tobe^oF the 
Spaheeltr Agafet, or General of the Horfe, or 
to fome linall Pafhalicks or Governments fcattered 
in feverdl places of the Empire. 

But we /hall not here need to difeourfe of the 
1 particular Offices and Dignities within the 

Power and Gift ofthe GrandSigmor, ^tending 
to make a diftinft Chapter of die feveral Offi¬ 
ces, Governments, Dignities and Places^ from 
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whence the Grand Signior’s Profits arife, that 
fo we may the better deferibe the Wealth of this 
Empire, and the Importance of'thofe Offices, for 
difeharge of which young Men are educated 
with the care beforementioned. 

But before the conclufion of this Chapter, it 
will be neceffary to add, that none, unlefs by 
fpecial Grace, are advanced from the Seraglio, 
until the Age of about forty Years, by which 
time they are ripe and mature for Government, 
and the wantonnefs and heat of Youth allayed. 
Before their departure to their places of Truft, 
they are courted and honoured by all with Pre- 
fonts; the Queen-Mother, th&Sultanaes, the rich 
Eunuchs, the Great Vizier, and Officers Abroad, 
concur all to adorn them with Gifts and Riches 
at their Advancements, as undoubted Confe- 
quents of the Grand Signior’s Favour. And at 
the farewel, with much fubmiffion they vifit the 
Capa Aga, or chief of the Eunuchs, and other 
principal Officers of the Seraglio, recommending 
themfelves, in the time of theirabfence, to their 
good Grace and Favour, defiring to live in their 
good Opinion and Friendfhip ; and this is done 
with as much Ceremony and Complement as is 
exercifed in the moft civil Partsof Chriftendom. 
For though the Turks, out of Pride and Scorn, 
comport themfelves to Chriftians with a ftrange 
kind of barbarous haughtinefs and negledt, they 
are yet among themfelves as courtly and precife 
in their own Rules of Complement and Civility, 
as they are at Rome, or any other parts of the ci¬ 
vilized World: 



CHAP; VL 

Of the Meth6d of the Turkifh Studies and 
Learning in the Seragliif. 

W E have rather /hewed in the foregoing 
Chapter, the Education of young Scho¬ 
lars, in reference to exercife of Body, and dex¬ 
terity in Arms, than the method of their Studied 
and Speculations, according to the manner of our 
Seminaries and Colledges, which more refpeft 
the cultivation of the Mind, with the Principles 
of Vertue and Morality, and the Notions of 
fublime Reafon, than the Improvements of the 
Body by affiduity of Exercife, which makes 
them become aftive, and begets an agility in the 
management of Arms. And though the latter 
is a Bufinefs moft attended to by fprightly and 
ingenious Spirits, who know Preferments in the 
Ottoman Court have always depended, and ftill 
do, on the virtue of the Sword yet Specula¬ 
tion and Knowledg in Sciences are not wholly 
eftranged from their Schools, which we /hall in 
brief touch upon to fatisfy the curioiity of our 
Academies, who I know would gladly be refol- 
ved what fort of Phylical or Moral Philofophy, 
what Tongues and Sciences fall Within the con¬ 
templation of that barbarous Ignorance of the 
Turks* To dilucide which the moft clearly as 
I can, according to the belt information of the 
Learned Turks i it is reported by the Kalfaes, | 
or Pedagogues of the Seraglio, that their chief 
Defign is to inftruft their Scholars in reading 
and writing, fo as they may have fome infpe&i- 
on into the Books of their Law and Religion *, 
efpecially the Alchoran, whereby may be pro¬ 
duced in their Minds a greater reverence to 
them. For being once palled from the firft form 
of their A, B, C, arid joyning Syllables, they are 


then inftrutftcd in the Arabian Tongue, Wherein 
all the Secrets and Tredfure of their Religion 
and Laws are contained, and is a neccfiary ac- 
compli/hment of a Pafha, or any great Minifter, 
in relation to the better difeharge of his Office, 
being thereby enabled to have an infpedtion into 
the Writings and Sentences of the Kadees, or 
other Officers of the Law within his Jurifdifti- 
on, as well as fornilhed with Knowledg and 
Matter of Difeourfe concerning Religion. And 
to adorn thefe young Candidates of the Grand 
Signior’s Favour, with more Polity and ingeni¬ 
ous Endowments; the next Leflon is the Perfian 
Tongue, which fits them with quaint Words 
and Eloquence, becoming the Court of their 
Prince, and corrects the groflnefs, and enriches 
the barrennefs of the Turkifh Tongue, which in 
; it felf is void both of Expretfion, and fweetnefs 
of Accenfi It teaches them alfo a handfome and 
gentle deportment, inftruds them in Rbnlan- 
ces, raifes their thoughts to afpire to the gene¬ 
rous and vertuous Actions they read of in the 
Perfian Novellaries, and endues them with £ 
kind of Platonick, Love each to other, which is 
accompanied with a true Friend/hip amongft 
fome few; and with as much gallantry as is eier- 
cifed in any part of the World. But for. their 
Amours t;o Women, the reftraint and ftri&ncfs 
of Difcipline,makes them altogether ftrangers to 
that Sex ; for want of Cpnverfation with them; 
they burn in Lull one towards another ; and the 
amorous difpofition of Youth wanting ihote 
natural Objds of Affe&ion, is tranfported to a 
moft paffionatc admiration of Beauty wherefo- 
ever it finds it, which becaufe it is much talked of 
by the Turks, we will make it a dlftifidt Difeourfe 
by it felf. = 

The Books they read commonly in the Perfian 
Language, are Daniftcn, Schaihdi, Pend-attar ; 
Giulifiin, Bo flan Hafiz., and the Turkifh Bookscal- 
led Mtdemma , or a mixture of the Arabian and 
Perfian words, both in Prole and Verfe, faceti¬ 
ous and full of quick and lively Expreflions. Of 
thefe forts of Books, thofe moft commonly read 
are called Ktrkpiz.ir, Humaiuhname$ or delilc ye 
Kemine, El fulcltale, Seidbatal, and various Other- 
Romances : thefe are ufually the ljtudy of the 
moft aiery and ingenious Spirits amongft them. 
Thofe others who are of a Complexion more 
melancholick, and inclinable to contemplation, 
proceed with more patience of Method, and are 
more exatt in their Studies, intending to becomd 
Matters of their Pen, and by that means to ar¬ 
rive to Honour and Office, either of ReftEfendij 
or Secretary of state. Lord Treafurer, or Se¬ 
cretary of the Treafury, or Difpen/atory, 
or elfeto be Emaums, or Pari/h Priefts of feme 
principal Mcfchs of Royal Foundation, in which 
they pafs an eafy, quiet, and fecure Life, With a 
confiderable competency Of livelihood. ^ Others 
aim in their Studies to become Hazifiz.^ Which 
fignifies a Conferver of the Mlclwan, wK6 get 
the whole Alchoran by Heart, and for that rea- 
I fon are held in great efteem, and their perfons 
as facred as the place which is the Repofitory of 
theLaw. * c ‘ i 

Thofe who are oblerved to be more addicted 
to their Books than others, are named by them 
Taiibulilmi, or lovers ^of Philofophy ; tho very 
few amongft them arrive to any Learning really 
fo called, yet they attain to the degree of Giuz-r 
chott, or Readefs of the sllchorah, forBenefit and 
Relief of the Souls of thofe departed, who for 
that end have bequeathed them Legacies.', .At 
certain Houfes,' they read Books that treat of 
the Matters oftheirFaitffand render them out of 
ArabtctX 
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Arabiik. into Turkjjh, and there Books are, Schu- 
r/:f. Saint, Mukad, Multcka, Hidaic, &C. which 
they difcant upon in anExpOfitory manner in- : 
itrudling the more ignorant and of lower fortn, 
by way of Catechifm. They have alfo fome 
books of Poeti yi wriden both in Perfian and 
Arab ilk, which run in Rhiineand Meeter, like 
the Golden Verfesin Pythagoras, containing ex¬ 
cellent- Sentences-of Morality, being, directions 
for a Godly Life,and contemplation of theMife- 
ries and Fallacies of this World, which many of 
them do commit to memory, and repeat ccca- 
honally as they fall intodifeourfe. 

• For? other Sciences, as Logick, Phyfick, Me- 
taphyfick, Mathematicks, and other our Uni- 
yerfity Learning, they are wholly ignorant> un- 
lefs in the. latter, as far as Mufick is a part of 
the Mathem. ticks, whereof there is a School a- 
part in the-Seraglio. Only fome that live in 
Conftantincple, have learned fome certain Rules 
of Alhology, which they exercife upon all oc¬ 
cafions,; ar.d bufy themfelves in Prdphefies of 
futiiie Contingencies of the Affairs of the Em¬ 
pire^ and. the untonftant Eftate of great Mini- 
iter :, in which their Predictions feldom divine 
grateful or plealing Stories. Neither have the 
wifeft and molt adlive Minifters or Souldiers a- 
monglt them, the leaft iulpeftion into Geogra¬ 
phy, vy hereby to be acquainted with the fituation 
of .Countries, or difpofition of the Globe, tho 
they themfelves enjoy the poflellion of fo large a 
proportion of the Univerfe. 

Their Seamen, who feldom venture beyond 
light of Land (unlels they be thofe of Barb/try, 
whoareRenegadoes, and praClifed in theChri- 
itian Arts of Navigation ) have certain Sea- 
Charts ill framed, and the Capes and Headlands 
fa ill-laid down, that in their Voyages from Con- 
ftawivofU to Alexandria, the richeft place of 
their Trade, they truft more to their Eye and 
Experience, than the Direction of their Maps j 
nor conld'l ever fee any Chart of the Black Sea, 
made either by Turk or Greek, which !could give 
the leait light to a knowing Seaman, foas to en¬ 
courage him, according to the Rules of Art, to 
lay any confidence thereon in his Navigation. 

The Art of Printing (a Matter dilputable 
whether it hath brought more of Benefit or Mif- 
chief to the World ) is abfolutely prohibited 
among!!: them, becaufe it may give a beginning 
to that fubtilty of Learning, which is inconli- 
ftent with, as well as dangerous to the groffhefs 
of their Government, and a means to deprive 
many of their Livelihood, who gain their Bread 
only by their Pen, and occafion the lofsof that 
lingular. Art of fair Writing, wherein they excel 
-or equal moft Nations : The EffeCt of which is 
evident: araongft the Weftern People, where 
Printing hath taken footing. And though there 
be few Hilfcorians-among them who have any 
knowledg of pall Times or the being of other 
Empires-before the Ottoman , mixing all Stories in 
ronfulion ^together (as we have faid before) 
without diftinClion of Perfons, or refpeCt of 
'.Chronology ^ yet as to :the Succeiles and Pro- 
grefs of Affairs in their own Dominions, they 
iceep molt ftriCt Regtfters and Records, which 
.-Icrve them asPrefidents and Rules for the prefent 
Government of their Affairs. 

And thus the . Reader may found the depth of 
rhe Turk Pliilofophy ; who tho they reach not 
;thoie Contemplation^ of our profound Sophiet, 
have yet lb much Knowledg, as neither to be 
•over-reached in their; Treaties with the'Wits of 
the World, nor for Want of good ConduCt of 
Affairs lofe one inch of their Empire. 


CHAP. VH. 


Of the JjfeElion arid Friendjhif) the Pages in 
the Seraglio bear . each other. 

S ince, in the foregoing Chapter we liaVe made 
mention of the amorous 'Difpofition that is 
to be found among thefe Youths each to other j 
it will not be from our purpofe to acquaint the 
Reader, that the DoClrine of Platonick Love 
hath found Difciples in the Schools of the Turks* 
that they call it a Palfion very laudable and ver- 
tuous, and a Hep to that perfect Love of God, 
whereof Mankind is only capable, proceeding 
by way of Love and Admiration of his Image 
and Beauty enffamped on the Creature. This is 
the colour of Vertue, they paint over the defor^- 
mity of their depraved Inclinations -, but id re¬ 
ality this Love of theirs, is nothing but libidi¬ 
nous Flames each to other, with which they burn 
lo violently,' that Banilhment and Death have, 
not been Examples fufficient to deter them from 
making Demonftrations of fuch-like Addreffes t, 
fo that in their Chambers, though watched by 
their Eunuchs, they learn a certain Language 
with the motion of their Eyes, their Geltures, 
and their Fingers, to exprefs their Amours •, and 
this Pallion hath boiled fometimes to that heat, 
that Jealoufies and Rivalties have broken forth 
in their Chambers, without refpeCt to the feve- 
rity of their Guardians, and good Orders have 
been brought into confulion, and have not been 
again redrefled, until fome of them have been 
expelled the Seraglio, with the Tippets of their 
Veils cutoff^ banilhed into the Iflands, and bea¬ 
ten almoft to death. 

Nor is this Paffion only amongll the young 
Men each to other but Perfons of eminent 
degree in the Seraglio, become inveigled in this 
fort of love, watching occafions to have a fight 
of the young Pages that they fanfy, either at 
the Windows of their Chamber, or as they go 
to the Mo fine, or to their Walhings or Baths; 
offer them Service and Prefents, and fo engage 
them, as to induce them to defire to be made of 
the Retinue of him that ufes this Courtlhip to¬ 
wards them, which they many times obtain -, and 
being entertained in the Service of a Mailer 
who fo highly fancies and admires them, they 
become often lharers with him in his Riches and 
Fortune. 

The Grand Signipr’s therafeLves have alfo- 
been Slaves to this inordinate Paffion. For Sul¬ 
tan Marat became fo enamoured of an Armenian 
Boy, called Mufa, as betrayed him, though o- 
therwife a difcreec Prince, to a thoufand Fol¬ 
lies ; and at another time preferred a Youth for 
his Beauty only from the Novitiate of GaJata , 
to be one of the Pages of his Hdz. Oda, or Cham¬ 
ber of his Royal Prefence, and in a fliort time 
made hime Silabtar Aga, or Sword-bearer, one 
of the greateft Offices in the Seraglio. And this 
prefent Sultan became fo eiiamoured of a Con- 
jlantinopolitan Youth, one of the Pages of his 
Mufitians-School, called Kitlogli , or Son of a 
Slave, that he made him his chief Favourite, ne¬ 
ver could colitent himfelf 'without his compa¬ 
ny ; cloathed him likfc Himfelf, made him ride 
by his fide, commanded all to prefent and ho¬ 
nour him, in the fame manner as .if he had made 
him Companion of the-Empire. 

This Paffion likewife reigns in the Society of 
Women; they die with amorous Affections one 
to the’other ; efpecially the old Women court 
the 
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the Young, prefent them with rich Garments, 
Jewels, Many, even to their own impoverflh- 
ment and ruin -, and thefe Darts of Cupid are 
Ihot through all the Empire, efpecially Confiantt- 
tiople, the Seraglio of the Grand Signior, and the 
Apartments of the Sultans. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of the Mutes and Dwarfs. 

T> Elides the Pages, there is a fort of Atten- 
J 3 dantstomakeup the Ottoman Court, called 
Bizebani , or Mutes, Men naturally born deaf, 
and fo confequently, for want of receiving the 
found of words, are dumb : Thefe are m num¬ 
ber about forty, who by Night are lodged a- 
mongft the Pages in the two Chambers, but in 
the day time have their Stations before the 
Mofque belonging to the Pages, where they learn 
and perfect themfelves in the Language of the 
Mutes, which is made up of feveral Signs, in 
which by cuftom they can difeourfe and fully ex- 
prefs themfelves ; not only to figmfy their fenfe 
in familiar Qjieftions, but to recount Stories, un- 
derftand the Fables of their own Religion, the 
Laws and Precepts of the Alchoran, the name of 
Mahomet, and what elfe may be capable of being 
expreffed by the Tongue. The moft anaent a- 
mongfl them, to the number of about eight or 
nine, are called the Favourite Mutes, and are ad¬ 
mitted to attendance in the Hat. Oda -, who only 
ferve in the place of Buffoons, for the Grand 
Signior to Iport with, whom be fometimes kicks, 
fometimes throws in the Cifterns of Water, 
fometimes tnake fight together like the Combat 
of Clineas and Damctas. But this Language of 
the Mutes is fo much in faffiion in the Ottoman 
Court, that none almoft but caa deliver his feme 
in it, and is of much ufe to thofe who attend 
the Prefence of the Grand Signior, before whom 
it is not reverent or feemly & much as to whii- 

^The Dwarfs are called Gittgt -, thefe alfo have 
their Quarters among the Pages of the two 
Chambers, until they have learned, with due 
Reverence and Humility, to ftandin the Pre- 
fence of the Grand Signior. And if one of thefe 
have that benefit, as by Natures fortunate Error, 
to be both a Dwarf and Dumb, and afterwards, 
by the help of Art, to becaftrated and made an 
Eunuch; he is much more efteemed, than if Na¬ 
ture and Art had concurred together to make 
him the perfeCkell Creature in the World i one 
of this fort was prefented by a certain Palha, to 
the Grand Signior, who was fo acceptable to 
him and the Queen-Mother, that he attired him 
immediately in Cloth of Gold, and gave him li¬ 
berty through all the Gates of the Seraglio. 


CHAP. IX. 

Of the Eumchs. 

T His libidinous flame of depraved Nature, is 
fo common a Difeafe among the Turk, and 
fo ancient a Vice, that both for State, and pre¬ 
vention of this unnatural Crime, it hath not been 
efteemed fafe or orderly in the Courts of Eaftern 
Princes, to conftitute others for the principal 
Officers of their Houfoold than Eunuchs *. The 


like is obferved in the Seraglio of the Grand Sig¬ 
nior, where two. Eunuchs efpecially have the 
principal Command, and are Perfons of the 
highelt and eminentell efteem', viz. the Kuzlir- 
Agafi , who is Superintendent over the Womens 
and is a Black Eunuch. . 

The other is Capa Agafi, or Matter of the 
Gate, who is White, and commands all the Pa¬ 
ges, and White Eunuchs refitting in the Court 
under him are aH the Officers that are Eunuchs 
as firft the Haz Odabafchi, or Lord Chamber- 
lain, who commands the Gentlemen of the Bed¬ 
chamber. . , _ •

Houffiould, who overfees the Chambers of the 
Pages, and the Seferli Odafi, or the Chambers of 
thofe Pages who are defigned to follow the 
Grand Signior upon any Journy, and of thefe 
he hath care to fee them provided of Cloaths 
and all other Neceflaries for the Service they 
undertake. , _ 

3. The Haznadar Bajlti, or Lord Treafurer 
of the Seraglio, who commands thofe Pages 
that attend the Treafury *, I mean not that which 
is of prefent ufe, as to pay the Souldiery, or 
ferve the publick and prefent Occafions of the 
Empire, for that is in the Hand of the Tefterdar j 
but that Riches that is laid apart for the Expen- 
ces of the Court, and that which is amaffed and 
piled up in feveral Rooms of the Seraglio, of 
which there have been Colleftions and Additions 
in the Time almoft of every Emperor, diftin- 
guilhed and divided by the Names of the Sul¬ 
tans, through whofe induftry and frugality they 
had been accquired •, but this Wealth is confer- 
ved as Sacred, not to be ufed or expofed, unlefs 
on Occafions of extreme Emergency. 

4. The Kilargi BaJlu, that is, the chief Com¬ 
mander over the Pages, to whofe care the charge 
of the Difpenfetory is committed, or Expences 
for the daily Provifions. 

Other Officers there are of Eunuchs, as he 
that is firft Mailer of Scholars for their Books, 
called lkingi Capa Oglani, and his Ulher} the 
chief Miergidgi or Prieft of the Grand Signior’s 
Mofque under whom are two other Affiftants, 
for cleanfing and well ordering of the Mofques. 

Thefe are the only Officers of the White Eu¬ 
nuchs, the others are of Commonalty, which 
are in number about fifty, and have ordinarily 
twelve Afpers a day pay, which alfo are aug¬ 
mented according to thtWakfiov Legacies of the 

Thofe that are Curates of the Royal Mofques , 
and have Pluralities of Benefices of that nature, 
have fometimes a Revenue of 100 Chequins a 
day: among thefe alfo due order is obferved, 
the Younger, or Juniors in the Seraglio, always 
giving refpeft and reverence to Seniority. 


Of the Black Eumchs. 

T HE Black Eunuchs are ordained for the 
ferviceof the Women in the Seraglio) as

The Daughters that are born from the Grand 
Signior, are oftentimes at four or five years of 
Age wedded to fome great Pajha, or Beglerbeg, 
with all the Pomp and Solemnities of Marriage, 
who from that tune hath care of her Education, 
to provide a Palace for her Court, and to main¬ 
tain her with that State and Honour as becomes 
the Dignity of a Daughter to the Sultan. At 
this tendernefs of Age, Sultan Ibrahim* Father 
of the prefent Grand Signior, married three of 
his Daughters; one of which called Gbeaher Han 
Sultan, hath had already five Husbands,. and yet, 
as is reported by the World, remains a Virgin; 
the laft Husband deceafed was Ijhmatl Pajha, 
who was flain in the paflage of the River Raab * 
and is now again married to Gurgi Mahomet Pa - 
(ha of Buda, a Man of 90 Years of Age, but 
rich and able to maintain the greatnefs of her 
Court, though not to comply with the youthfol- 
nefsof her Bed, to which he is aftrangerlike 
the reft of her preceding Husbands. 

After the death of the Grand Signior, the Mo¬ 
thers of Daughters have liberty to come forth 
from the Seraglio and marry with any Perfon of 
Quality *, but thofe who have brought forth 
Sons, are tranfplanted to the old Seraglio, where 
they pafs a retired Life without Redemption * Un¬ 
lefs thd Son of any of thofe Mothers, by death 
of the firft Heir, fucceeding, releafe his Mother 
from that Reftraint, and make her fearer with 
him in all his Happinefs and Glory. 


CHAP. X. 

Of the Agiam-Ogtans. 

W E have hitherto fpoken of the Ichoglans, 
or Pages, Mutes, Dwarfs, Eunuchs, and 
the Feminine Court •, it will now be neceflary to 
fpeak of the under Officers and Servants called 
AgiamJOglans , who are defigned to the meaner 
' Ufes of the Seraglio : Thefe are alfo Captives 
taken in War, or bought of die 7 W, but 
xnoft commonly the Rons of Cbriftians taken 
from their Parents at the Age of ten or twelve 
Years; in whom appearing mote ftrength of Bo^ 
dy than of Mind, they are fet apart for labour 
and menial Services 1 Thefe are, 

1. Porters. 

2. Boftangies , or Gardiners. 

3. Baltagiet , or Hatchetmen, who cut and car¬ 
ry Wood. 

4. Ajgees , or Cooks, with all the Offices of 
the Kitchin. 

5. Paicks and Solacks. 

6 . Butchers. 

7. Holvagees , or Confectioners. 

S. The Attendants of the Hofpital of fick 
Pages. 

And all other fet apart for fervile Offices. 

Thefe are feldom the Sons of natural born 
Turks* but yearly collected (as I faid ) from the 
increafe of poor Chriftians in the Marta and 
Albania * by which means thofe Countries are 
greatly dispeopled* the yearly number of thofe 


thus collected, amount moft commonly, as I am 
given to underftand, to about 2000, which be¬ 
ing brought to Conftantinople , are firft prefented 
before the Vizier, who (according as his Hu¬ 
mour directs him ) are placed in divers Stations, 
either in the Seraglioes of Galata^Okpiedon, or 
Adrianople * others are put forth to learn divers 
Trades in the City •, others to be Seamen, and 
learn Navigation; others efpecially are placed in 
the great Seraglio, where they are made to ferve 
in the Stables, in the Kitchin, to dig in the Gar¬ 
dens, to cleave Wood, to row in the Grand 
Signior’s Barge, and to do what other Services 
they are commanded by the Superiors fet over 
them, called Odabajhees , who are Men of An- 
cienter Handing than the reft, having about fif¬ 
teen Alpers a day Salary, two Veils of Cloth a 
Year, and two pieces of linen Cloth for Shirts 
and Hankerchiefs, &c. and thefe arc fubjeCt to 
the Boftangi Pafha* who is the Head and abfolute 
Commander of all thofe who have the Name of 
Bofiangees , or Gardiners, of which there may be 
iooooinand about the Seraglioes and Garden 
of the Grand Signior. 

Of thefe Bofiangees , fonie art faifid to a 
higher degree, and called Hafaki* whichSignifies 
Royal, and attend only toMeflages fentbythe 
Grand Signior himfelf, and are Men of fpecial 
Authority- Their Habit or Cloathing nothing 
differs from the Bofiangees , unlefs in the finenefs 
of their Cloth. 

The Power of the Boftangi Pajha is very great; 
for though he himfelf arofe but from the Agid- 
moglans , and wore a felt Cap, yet he hath the 
command of all the Grand Signior’s Gardens and 
Houfes of Pleafure overfees all his Water¬ 
works, and hath Power and JurifdiCtion along 
the Bofphorus* unto the Mouth of the Black Sea; 
commands alfo the Country at a large diftance 
from Conftaminople * having power to punilh all 
Debaucheries and Extravagancies in an;J about 
the Country Villages, and is capable,' by the 
Grand Signior’s Favour, to become Pajha of 
Grand Cairo, Babylon , Buda, &c. and of the firft 
degree, which is Vizier Azem. 

The Agiamoglans who are defigned to the 
Grand Signior's Seraglio, are of the choiceft 
amongft the whole number, theftrongeft Bodies, 
and moft promifing Afpedts, and are dijtributed 
into feveral Companies as they want to \hake up' 
their Complement. This Difcipline is very fe- 
vereand ftridt, fo that they are taught Obedi¬ 
ence, and readinels to ferve, with Watchings, 
Fallings, and other Penances. ? 

Their Cloathing is of coutfe Cloth made at 
Salonica, anciently called Thejfalonica * their Caps 
of Felt, after the form of a Sugar-loaf, of a 
Hair colour. Some of them are taught to Read and 
Write, who are efteemed the moft acute and fit 
to receive ingenious Learning: but the moft part 
are exercifed in activity of Body, in Running, 
Leaping, Wreftling, throwing the Iron Bar,- 
and other Agility, wherein the ftrength and acti¬ 
vity of Body is belt praftifed. Their Lodgings 
are under federal Pent-houfes or Sheds, built 
under the Walls of the Seraglio -, their Dyet is 
Flcfto and Rice, fuffitient, though not luxu¬ 
rious. 

Out of thefe belonging to’ the Seraglio, none 
are drawn out for Janifaries* but are fometimes 
preferred to fervice of Palhaes for their Fidelity 
or good Deferts, and by thofe Matters arife to. 
conliderable Riches, and commodious manner of 
Livelihood * others of thefe, in great numbers, 
are made ufeoffor attendance on the Grand Sig- 
nior’s Tents, when he gooes to the Wars, and in 
D other 
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other Tournies are ufeful for the management of 
the Grand Signior’s Carriages and travelling Ne- 
celTaries. Such Agiamoglans as we have find 
before) that are diftributed into other Quarters 
befides the Royal Seraglio, are principally de¬ 
fined, as they grow ripe, and of ftrength ot 
Body, tob^knade Janifanesin the place of the 
deceafed •, fo that their principal Education is in 
order thereunto, of whom we Ihall fpeakmore 
largely when we treat of the Militia. 

The Names of the Agiamoglans are written 
in a Book, with the Places where they are di¬ 
ftributed, their feveral Pays of two, three, or 
five Afpers a Day, which Book is under-written 
by the Grand Signior, and configned to the 
Tefterdar , or Lord Treaforer, who rays their 
Salaries every three Months, being obliged at 
that time to enquire who is dead or removed, 
and fo accordingly to make a true report to tne 
Grand Signior. 

And thus I have given you a brief account oi 
the Grand Siginor’s Seraglio, and the Regiment 
of it, which, if well confiderd and weighed, is 
one of the moft Politick Conftitutions in the 
World, and none of the meaneft Supports of the 
Ottoman Empire: which Relation I had from 
the Mouth of one who had fpent nineteen Years 
in the Schools of the Seraglio. I muft confefs 
I have not treated fo amply thereof as theSub- 
jejH; mighc require, became the. Rules and Oeco- 
nomy obferved among the Women, Mutes, 
Eunuchs, and other of the retired Apartments, 
I conceive to be a kind of digreilion from my 
purpole^ my intention being principally to de- 
fcribe the Government, Maxims, and Polities 
of th e Turki And therefore 1 proceed to treat 
of the diverfities of Offices, and Places of great 
Riches and Truft, which remain in the power 
of the. Sultan to confer on thofe Favourites, 
Minions, and Creatures, whom thus at his own 
Charge he hath nourifhed, like a Father, from 
their Infancy, to inveft in their riper Years with 
great Honours, forfecurity of his own Perfon, 
and flourifliing Eftate of his Dominions. 


CHAP. XI. 

Of the Vizier Azem, or Prime Vizier , his 
Office, the other fix Viziers of the Bench , 
and of the Divan or place of Judicature. 

T HE Prime Vizier, called in Turkijb Vizier 
Aze,m, is as much as chief Counfellor •, he 
is fometimes termed the Grand Signior’s Deputy 
or Reprefentative, or Vicarius Jmfcrn, becaufe 
to him all the Power of the Sultan.is immediately 
devolved j there is no other Solemnity, as I 
know of, in the creating a Vizier, than the deli¬ 
very of the Grand Signior’s Seal, which he al¬ 
ways carries about him in his Bofom, on which 
is engraven the Emperor’s Name, by which he 
becomes invefted in all the Power of the Empire, 
and can, without the formality and procels of 
Law, remove all Obftacles and Impediments 
which hinder the free fway of his Government. 
It hath always been the Policy of the great Prin¬ 
ces of the Eaft, to ereCt one as Superintendent 
over all the reft of their Minifters •, fo Daniel 
was conftituted by Darius over the Prefidcnts 
and Princes, becaufe of the admirable Spirit 
and Wifdom that was in him : and Jofeph was 
made chief Governor and abfolute Commander 
over all Egypt j and by this means thofe Princes 


who gave themfelves much over to foTtriefs and 
luxury, could with more eafe demand account 
of Mifcarriages iir the Rule of their Empire, it 
being their Policy to conftitute one on whom all 
the blame of Mifcarriages in Goyerrimpnt might 
be thrown. / • 

The firft conftitution thatwe'rneet with in 
Hiftory of the firft Vizier, was in the . time of 
Amur at h the third. King of theT«rJ^,'who paf- 
ing into Europe with;fiis Tutor called Lata Scha- 
bin , he made him his chief Counfellor^; and com¬ 
mitted to him the Charge of hfis' Afmy, with 
which he won Adrianople , formerly 'tailed Ore- 
ftias. , and ever fincethe Grand Signit^Hath con¬ 
tinued to maintain that Office' dr VHjier,'- uling 
that common appeliadori of Lola,' 'wfrifcji figni- 
fies Tuhor, whenfoev'er in faihifiaf Bjfltourfe he 
Ipeaks to him. . . 

There are befides the firft, commonly fixother 
Viiiers, who are called Viziefs of 1 the Bench, 
that have no Power nor Authority ih the Go¬ 
vernment, but only, ar,e grave Men a .that have 
perhaps had Charges ,and Offices, and are know¬ 
ing in the Laws, and fit together With'.the firft 
Vizier in the Divan or Court where Cdqfes are 
tryed, but are mute, and cannot give their Sen¬ 
tence or Opinion in any Matter, linrefr tjfie fir ft 
Vizier pleafe to demand their COunfeTQrj'lj&dg- 
ment in point of Law,- whidi {r he .fepfqnfr does;,' 
not to dilparage his own Re£jqp; and; Experi¬ 
ence. Their Pay proceeds from the Grand Sig¬ 
nior’s Treafury, ahd is/dot above_-z odp Dollars 
a Year: any of tfreie lb? can write the Grand 
Signior’s. Eirme or Autogra upon all Commands 
or Decrees that are fentabroad } and becahfe 
their Riches are but moderate, and the Office 
they^re in treats not much with the dangerous 
Parts of State, they live long without Envy or 
Emulation, or being fubjedl to that inconftancy 
of Fortune and Alteration, to which greater 
degrees of Place are expofed. And yet when 
any great Matter is in confuit, and of con- 
fiderable Importance, thefe fix, with the firft Vi¬ 
zier, the Mufti and Caddselefcheers, or Lord 
Chief Juftices, are admitted intp the Cabinet- 
Council, and are often permitted freedom ta de¬ 
liver their Opinions on the matter of Qfieflion. . 

The State and Greatnefs the Prime; Vizier 
lives in, is agreeable to the Honour of him whom 
he reprefents, having commonly in his Court 
about 2000 Officers and Servants"} when he ap¬ 
pears in any folemnjty or publick Show, he car¬ 
ries on his Turbanf befoje. two Feathers, as the 
Grand Signior wears three, _ fet on witha handle 
of Diamonds, and other rich Stones j and be¬ 
fore him are carried three .Horfe Tails, called 
the Tugh, upon a long Staff, upon the; top of 
which is a gilded Knob } the like diftin&ion of 
Honour is permitted only to the three other prin¬ 
cipal Palhaes within their JurildiCtion, viz. the 
Paflia of Babylon, of Cairo, and of Bifda -, the 
other inferior Palhaes have only ofie Horfe Tail 
carried before them, without other. Diftinftion 
or Badg of Authority *, and thefe three .fore- 
mentioned Palhaes have a - right to be;Viziers of 
the Bench, and can take their places in..the Di¬ 
van, when the Time of their Offices axe expired, 
and any of them found m the Court in entire 
Grace and Favour. „ 

The Prime Vizier, as he is the Reprefenta¬ 
tive of the Grand Signior. fo he is the Head or 
Mouth of the Law •, to hint Appeals, may be 
made, and any one may decline the ordinary 
courfe of Juftice, to have his Cafe decided by his 
Determinaiion,unlefs the Vizier,thrpugh the mul¬ 
tiplicity of his Affairs, and a fmall confideratr- 
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on of the Cafe, thinks fit to refer it to the Law. 
And that be may evidence his care of the Publick 
Good, be is always prefent ac the Divan, four 
times a Week, that is, Saturday , Sunday, Mon¬ 
day, Tuefday, and the other days ( excepting Ert- 
days) keeps Divan in his own Houfe •, fo diligent 
and watchful are thefe Men to difcharge the ACts 
of Juftice, and their own Office. 

He is attended to the Divan, which is the 
Chamber of the Seraglio, by a great number of 
Chiaufes, and their Commanders in chief, who 
are a fort of Purfevants, and other Officers, who 
only ferve to attend him to the Divan, called 
Muta-faracan , and may be termed Serjeants or 
Tipftaffs*, as he defcends from his Horfe, and 
enters the Divan, or upon his return goes into 
his Houfe, he is with a loud Voice of his Atten¬ 
dants, prayed for, and wiftied all happmefs and 
long Life-, not unlike the Salutations th e Roman 
Souldiers ufed to their Emperors; Cum fub au- 
fpiciis Cefaris omnia proftera & feltcta precaban- 
tur When he is fet upon the Bench, all Caufes 
are brought before the Caddeelefiheer , who is 
Lord Chief Juftice, and by him all Judgments 
pafs, unlefs the Prime Vizier frail think the Caufe 
proper for his Cognifance, or fhalldifapproveat 
any time the Sentence of thejudg i and then by 
virtue of his unlimited Power, he can reverie 
the Verdift, and determine as he pleafes. AU 
Officers in the Divan wear a flrange fort of drefs 
upon their Heads, called m Turkifh Mugeve- 

**"The Lord Chief Juftices which fit with the 
Grand Vizier, are two of Romlia and Afta, cal¬ 
led Kadilefcher, or Judges of the Army. And 
this Ihall in Ihort ferve for what is neceffary to 
fpeak of the Divan in this place, in regard we 
only touch upon it for the better explanation of 
the Vizier’s Office. . 

The Prime Vizier hath his Power as ample as 
his Mailer who gives it him, except only that he 
cannot C though he is the Elder Brother of all 
the Palhaes) takeoff any of their Heads with¬ 
out the Imperial Signature, or immediate Hand¬ 
writing of the Grand Signior nor can he pumih 
a Spaheebr Janlfary, or any other Souldier, but 
bv means of their Commanders^ (the Militia 
having referved themfelves that Privilege, which 
fecures them from feveral oppreffions Tin other 
Matters he is wholly Abfolute,, and hath fo great 
a Power with the Grand Signior, that whomlo- 
eyer he jlhall think fit of all the Officers in the 
Empire to proferibe; he can fpeedily obtamthe 
Imperial Hand to put it in execuuon. 

WhatfoeverPeationsand Addrefles are made, 
in what Bufinefs foever, ought firft to pafs 
through the Hands of the Vizier: but yet when 
a Party hath fuffered fome notorious Injury, m 
which the Vizier is combined, or hath refilled 
him Tuftice, he hathliBerty then to appeal to the 
Grand Sigmor himfelf, which is permitted by 
an ancient cuftom -, tbe : aggrieved Perfon put- 
ung Firepn his Head, , enters the Seraglio, runs 
inhaft^ and can be llopt by no Body until he 

comes to the prefence of the Grand Sigmor, to 

whom he hath licence to declare his wrong. 1 he 
like was done by Sir Thomat Bendyfh, when Am- 
baffiilor at Conftantinople, putting Pots of Fire at 
the YardrArms of fome EngUlh Ships then in 
Port, and came to an Anchor near the Seraglio. 
The realon thereof was, the violent l|izure oi 
the Merchants Goods, as foon as arrived in Port, 
for the Service of the Grand Signior, without 
Bargain or Account of them 5 which being taken 
up bv thofe Officers and great Perfons who were 
out of the reach of Law, forced the worthy Am- 


baflador at that time Refident to reprefent his 
Grievances with much rcfolution,fignifying them 
to the Grand Signior, by Fire on the Yards of 
eleven Englifh Ships then in Port, which were 
drawn off from the Scale, where they ufually 
lay, to the fide of the Seraglio which coming 
to be difcovered firft to the Vizier.; before the 
Grand Signior had notice thereof, he immediate¬ 
ly extinguiflied thofe Fires by a fair Accommoda¬ 
tion, before they burft into a more dangerous 
Flame, by the knowledg of the Grand Signior, 
who might juftly deftroy him for fufiering fuch 
notorious Injuftice to run to that publick and 
known extremity. 

The Perfians in like cafes put on a Veft of 
whitepaper, iignifying, the aggravation of their 
Injury is not to be deferibed in as much Paper as 
can cover their Bodies. 

This great Office of Charge and Truft, as it 
is the higheft, fo it is the neareft to Jove's Thun¬ 
der-bolt, and moft expofed to Envy and Emula¬ 
tion •, ftrange Stories are read and confirmed by 
Eye-witneffes in our days, concerning the un¬ 
expected rife and afrent of unworthy Men, on a 
fudden, without degrees, fteps or approaches, to 
this mighty Power and Glory, and as foon have 
been thrown down, and been the Subject of the 
Peoples Cruelty and Revenge 5 feme have been 
the Sons but of a few days growth, and the 
Sun hath fcarce fet, before their Greatnefs and 
Glory hath declined } others have continued but 
a Month, fome a Year, others two or three -, 
and withal, even in thofe who have lived longeft 
and happieft,Fortune fports with that wantonnefs 
and inconftancy, chat it may ferve to be the 
Mirror and Emblem of the World’s Vanity, and 
uncertain Riches: It is the Fate of great Fa¬ 
vourites, with barbarous Princes, to be but fhort- 
liv’d. For either the Prince delights to exercife 
his Power in debafing fome, and advancing 
others, or hath bellowed fo largely, that his 
Bounty is at a Hop, and begins to be wea¬ 
ried with heaping of Favours, as the other 
is glutted and latiated with receiving them Ea- 
to potentia raro fempiterm, an fatias capie aut illos 
cum omnia tribuerunt, ant hos quod nihil rehquum eft 
quod capiant. Tacit. Lib. 3. Emulation and 
Flattery are likewife great, and the Factions are 
commonly many in the Ottoman Court, whereby 
the. State of the firft Minifter is endangered. /»- 
fita mortalibtu natura recentem aliorum felicitatem 
agfis oculis introfticere, modumque fortune a nuHis 
magis exigere, quam quos in aquo vident. Tacit. 
Lit. i. Sometimes the Queen-Mother rules, 

. fometimes the Kuflir Aga commands} perhaps a 
beautiful Woman is Miftrefs of the Power, as 
well as of the Affections of the Sultan j every 
one of thefe have fome Favourites, fome or o- 
ther who watch Preferments, and are intent to 
obferve all Mifcarriages of State, which may re- 
fiefron, or queftion the Judgment or Honefty of 
the firft Author, by which means the unhappy 
Vizier, either by • the Sultan’s immediate Com¬ 
mand, or Tumults of the Souldiery raifed by the 
powerful Factions afore-mentioned,, yields up his 
Life and Government .together} whofe Power 
and Greatnefs being only borrowed from his 
Mailer, and depending on another's Pleafiire, by 
its Ihort continuance and mutability, verifies that 
true faying of Tacitus, Lib. 12. Nihil rerum mor- 
talium tom inftahile & fluxum eft, quam fama po¬ 
tentU non fub, vi nix*. * , „ . 

But it doth nor always happen that the Prime 
Vizier, becaufe he is deprived of his Office, 
ffiould therefore lofe his Life s for many times, 
efpecially if he be a Man whofe Difpofition is not 
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greatly fufpedted of Malice or Revenge to the 
Contrivers of his Fall, or be not of a generous 
Spirit, and great Abilities and Popularity, 
whereby he may be venturous and capable of 
railing Rebellion or Mutiny,he is permitted calm¬ 
ly to retire, and quietly to defcend from his high 
Throne of Honour, to enter into a lower Re¬ 
gion and Air of a fmall and petty Government of 
a Pajha ; as not many Years palt the PredecelTors 
of Kuperli , Father of this prefent Vizier, be¬ 
ing degraded, had the Pajhalick. of Kanifia 
( which is accounted one of the meaneft of all 
the Governments which are. fubjeft to a Pajha ) 
conferred on him ; and here I cannot tell whe¬ 
ther fuch a Vizier hath not more reafon to blefs 
and congratulate his Fortune, than accufe it; for 
in this condition he is more free from Cares and 
Dangers, and much more happy, if his Ambi¬ 
tion and greatnefs of Spirit render not his Re- 
pofe and Eafe lefs pleating, becaufe it is not in 
thehigheft Lodgings of Honour and Command. 
But it is feldom fo among the Turks for with them 
it is efteemed no difgrace to be tranfplantcd 
from the Mountains to the Valleys*, they know 
their Original and Compofition partakes not 
much of Heavenly Fire, and that the Clay they 
are framed of, is but of common Earth, which 
is in the Hand of the Grand Signior, as the Pot 
to frame and mould, as is moft agreeable to his 
Pleafure and Will. And as it is no difparage- 
ment to decline and go backward in Honour a- 
mongft the Turks, fo it is no new thing, or Ab- 
lurdity in their Politicks,to fee MenrifelikeMulh- 
romes in a Night, and from the meaneft and 
moft abjeft Offices, without Degrees or conve¬ 
nient Approaches, at once leap into the Seat and 
Quality of the Prime Vizier : 1 (hall inftance in 
one Example worthy of Record, which was of 
late days, and as yet that I know of, hath had 
no place in Hiftory. It happened that in Con- 
fiantinople, there was either great fcarcity of 
Flelh, or the negligence of the Butchers had 
made it fo i fo that they who were not fo early 
abroad as to watch their ufual time of making 
their days Provifion, or came any thing late, 
were neceffitated to pafs that day with a Lenten 
Diet ; among thofe who had mined one morning 
their common proportion of Flelh, was one 
Dervife , a Cook of a Chamber of Janizaries; 
this Man knew the Blows and Punifhment he was 
to fuffer from the chief of the Chamber , that 
through his floth and want of care, the whole 
Company fhould that day pafs without their Din¬ 
ner, which caufedhim in great paffion, with loud 
Exclamations, ashepallea the Streets, to accufe 
the ill Government, and little care was had to 
rectify thefe common Abufes : It fortuned that 
at that time that Dervife was lamenting his Cafe 
to all the World, and curling the principal Offi¬ 
cers, that the Grand Signior in difguife palled 
by, and feeing a Man in fuch diforder of Mind, 
came in a courteous manner to demand the Rea¬ 
fon of his Paffion *, to whom the Dervife replied, 

* It was vain for him to be inquifitive *, or for me, 
*ftid be , to inform you what you are able to af- 

* ford no Remedy unto ; for none but the Grand 
4 Signior himfelf is of fufficient Power to redrefs 
4 that for which I have fo much caufe to be trou- 
4 bled. Sit lafi, with much importunity , he told , 
4 what great Abufe there was in the Butchery, 
4 that the Shambles were ill ferved, that he had 
4 miffed the ufual proportion of Flelh that inorn- 
4 ing for his Januaries Chamber *, and what Pu- 
4 nifhment he was likely to fuffer,for having come 
4 ffiort only one moment of his due time. He ad¬ 
ded further , 4 That the Vizier, and other Olfi- 


4 cers, were negligent in rectifying thefe mean 
4 and low Diforders, being wholly taken up in 
4 enriching themfelves, and intent to their own 
4 Intereft : But if I were firft Vizier, I would not 
4 only caufe great plenty of Flelh in this City, 

4 but at all times of the day it Ihould be found 
4 by thole who wanted it. And now, what be- 
4 nefit have either you, faid he, by hearing this 
4 Story, or what releafe am I like to have of £u- 
4 nilhment by repeating it to yoji ? 

The Grand Signior afterwards returning 
Home, and conlidtring of the Difcourfe the Ja¬ 
nuaries Cook had made him, whether to prove 
the Abilities of the Man, or becaufe he conceived 
Providence had offered this Encounter j or that 
Princes delight to exercife their Power in crea¬ 
ting great Men .from Nothing, he lent imme- 
diatly for the Dervife ; who being come into his 
Prefence, and fenlible of the familiar Difcourfe 
he had made him, trembling, call himfelf down 
at his Feet, fuppofing that the free Language he 
ufed of the Vizier and the Government, was 
the caufe he was now to lofe his Life. But it hap¬ 
pened quite contrary, for the Grand Signior en¬ 
couraging him to lay afide bis fear, told him, he 
was refolved to make him fir Ik VizJer , to try an Ex¬ 
periment , whether he was able to amend thofe Abufes 
he complained of. And that herein he might not 
tranfgrefs the Degrees whereby he was gradually 
to pafs, he firft made him chief of his Chamber, 
the next day Captain, the day following Aga or 
General of the Janifaries, and thence with one 
ftep to be great Vizier, who not only remedied 
the Abufe in the Shambles, according to his pro- 
mife, but proved a famous and excellent Minifter 
of State. And though Examples of the like na¬ 
ture are frequent among the Turks, yet this may 
ferve at prelent to lhew in part the Fortune and 
Fate by which Men are raifed, and the uncon- 
ftancy of Greatnefs and Glory amongft the 
Turks., above any other part of the World be- 
fides. 

It was a hard Problem in the Turkjjh Policyr, 
which as a wife Prime Vizier propofed to certain 
Paihaes, amongft other Queftions, Whatcourfes 
were poflible to be fonnd out for a firft Vizier to 
maintain and continue his Office, and acquit this 
fo dangerous Charge, from the hazard and un¬ 
certainty to which it is liable ; For you fee , Bro¬ 
thers, faid he, how few enjoy or grow Old herein ; 
their Venue, their Care, and their Innocence, are 
no proteQion ; fame remain a Day, a Weck^t Month ; 
others protraEl the Thred to a Tear or two , but at 
length they are (to ufe our own Proverb) like the 
Ant , to whom Cod gives Wings far their Jpeedier 
defiruElion. The Paihaes were for a while all II- 
lent, not knowing what Reply to make, or how 
to refolve fo difficult, and knotty.a Point, until

Buf the Precopentian Tartar, which inhabits 
Taurica Cberfonefus , now called Crim, the prin¬ 
cipal City of which is Theodofia, now Cafa, and 
the Nagaentian Tartar, which inhabits by the 
Palm Meotis, between the Rivers of Polga and 
Tanais, are the People which may be accounted 
amongft the Subjects, or at leaft Confederates of 
this Empire •, though only the City of Cafa, of 
all thofe Dominions, is immediatly in Polleflion 
and Government of the Turk., which in my opi¬ 
nion appears to be a cautionary Town and Pledg 
for their Obedience •, and though the Han, or 
Prince of the Country, is Elective, yet heischo- 
fen out of that true Line, and confirmed by the 
Grand Signiors, who have always taken upon 
them a Power to depofe the Father, and in his 
place conllitute the Son, or next of the Lineage, 
when found remifs in affording their Auxiliary 
helps to the War, or guilty of any difrefpeCt or 
want of Duty to the Ottoman Port. * 

This prefent Han which now governs, called 
Mahomet Ghirei , (for that is the Sirnamcof his 
Family) remained, during the Life of his Fa¬ 
ther (according to the cuftom of theeldeftSon 
of this Prince) a Hoftage to the Turl ^ in Jan- 
boli, a Town in Thrace, four days journey di¬ 
ftant from Adrianople, fituate on the Euxine or 
Black Sea; but from thence, upon jealoufy of 
too near a vicinity to his own Country, was re¬ 
moved to Rhodes, where he p2fled an cbfcure 
and melancholy Life until the Death of his Fa¬ 
ther -, and then being recalled to Conftantinople , 
had there his Sword girt on, fwore Fealty to the 
Grand Signior, with all other Fbrmalities per¬ 
formed according to their Cuftom of Regal In¬ 
auguration : But being fetled in his Kingdom, 
and mindful of his Sufferings at Rhodes, he had 
ever ftomached the Pride of the Ottoman Empe¬ 
ror •, by which, and the diffuafon of the Polo- 
niam, and the other Neighbouring Tartars, as a 
thing difhonourable to fo ancient and powerful 
a People, to refign the Heir of their Kingdom a 
Hoftage to their Neighbours -, this prefent Prince 
hath refilled this part of Subjection, which the 
Vizier Kupriuli often complained of; but not be¬ 
ing in a condition to afford a Remedy unto it, 
thought it prudent todiffemble. 

But yet thefe People are efteemed as Brothers, 
or near Allies with the Turk, to whom, for want 
of Heirs Male in the Ottoman Line, the Empire 
is by ancient Compact to defeend the expecta¬ 
tion of which, though afar off, ar.d but almoft 
imaginary, doth yet conferve the Tartar in as 
much obfervance to the Tierk, as the hopes of an 
Eftate doth a young Gallant, who is allured to a 
complacency and obfcquioufnefs, with the petu¬ 
lant Humour of a Father that adopts him, who 
is refolved never to want Heirs of his own Fami¬ 
ly. And thus the Tartar is as obedient as other 
Subjects -, and though the T/w^, exercifes not his 
Power there by Commands, as in other places of 
his Dominions, but treats all hisEulinels byway 
of Letters; yet thefe Letters ferve in the place

By ancient CompaCt between the Empire and 
the Kingdom of Tartary , it is agreed, that when- 
foever the Grand Signior goes in Perfon to the 
Ware, the Tartar Han is to accompany him in 
Perfon, with an Army of one hundred thouland 
Men ; but if the Vizier, or fome ocher General 
be in the Field, then is he only obliged to fond 
forty or fifty theufand under the command of his 
Son, or fome principal Officer of his Kingdom, 
who are paid and maintained out of the Booty 
and Pillage they acquire. 

In the Year 1663, the Tartar called on occa- 
fion of the War in Hungary , to the afliflance of 
the Turk, they made fuch Incurlions into that 
Country, Moravia and Silcfia, lacking and burn¬ 
ing all Cities ar.d Towns, that they 1 carried away 
One hundred and fixty thoufand Caprice Souls 
in one Year; which preciic number 1 am infor¬ 
med from thofe who had received good infor¬ 
mation of the Pengi'ck or Certificates that were 
given upon every Head-, for tnc tartar being an 
abfolute Free-booter, makes prize of al! that 
comes within his Power and left he Ihould prey 
on the Subjects of the Turk they are bound to 
take out Atteftations from certain Regifters, of 
the Names, Countries, and Age cf their Cap¬ 
tives, left they Ihould deceive the Turk, with the 
fale of thofe, who are already their own Sub¬ 
jects and Slaves. 

The Tartar is to the Turk, asthcGiacal to 
the Lion, who hunts and finds the Prey for the 
Lion to overcome and feed : And fo the Tartars 
make Incurfions into the Neighbouring Coun¬ 
tries round about, and pafs in great Bodies, 
fometimes ten or twelve days, without doing the 
leaft damage or fpoil in their Journey outward •, 
but as foon as they turn their Faces Home, they 
rob, fpoil, burn, and carry all the Inhabitants, 
of what Age or SeCt foever, like a Torrent be¬ 
fore them ; and every one of them leading three 
or four Horfes apiece, on which they mount their 
Captives, and load their Prey, make a running 
march Day and Night with few hours intcrm.T- 
fion for natural Repofe, too fall for any order¬ 
ly Army to overtake ; and any other, that is 
not fo, is not able to give them Battel. Such of 
their Slaves as in their journey are wounded and 
infirm, and not able to accompany the Camp, 
they kill; thofe which they bring fafe into their 
own Country they fell to the lurks, w ho come 
thither to trade for this Merchandife, w hich is 
the moft profitable Commodity that Tartary af¬ 
fords. Young Boys and Girls are rated at the 
higheft Price, the latter of which being beau¬ 
tiful are like Jewels held at an unknown value -, 
but few of them eftape the lull of the Tartars , 
who deflower them even in the Years of their 
very infancy. This fort of People were by the 
Ancients called Sarmati , and were always fa¬ 
mous for their exploits on Horfeback, but heavy 
and ignorant of Foot-fervice which Character 
Tacitus gives of them, Lib. 1 . Hifi. Gmr.is Sar- 
E matum 
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nut urn virtiis quafi extra ipfos , nihil ad pedeftrem 
pugnam, turn ignavum ubi per turmas advenere , 
vtx itlU acies objliterir, iners videtur fudore acqui¬ 
rers^ quod pojfis fanguine par are, mirk diver fit ate 
n.itura cum tidem homines fic ament inertiam , & 
oderint qmetem They live very hardly, and feed 
efpeually on Horfe-flelh, which dying in their 
march, they never examine his Difeafes, whe¬ 
ther furfeited or overheated ; but distributing 
his Flclh amongft their Companions, place it 
under their Saddles : and thus baked between 
the heat of the Man and the Horfe, chafed with 
that day’s labour, is a night judged fufficiently 
prepared, as a Dilh fit for the Table of their 
Prince. 

And as the Men are nourilhed with a Diet of 
raw Flclh, Herbs and Roots, or fuch as the Earth 
naturally produces, without the concodtion of 
the Fire to prepare it for their Stomachs, fo alfo 
tlieir Horfes are of a hardy temperament, pa¬ 
tient of Hunger and Cold; and in the lharp 
Winter of thofe Countries, when the ground is 
covered with Snow, nourilh themfelves with the 
Bmksof Trees, and fuch Herbage as they can 
find at the bottom of the deep Snow. 

Their Towns or Villages confift of Huts ra¬ 
ther than Houfes, or Hurdles made with Sticks 
ar.d covered with a courfe hair-Cloth; of which 
Villages there are accounted Two hundred thou- 
fand, fo that taking one Man out of every Vil¬ 
lage fas their cuftome is when they go to the 
War ) they fpeedily form an Army of Two hun¬ 
dred thoufand fighting Men. But now having 
carried great Riches out of Poland , and gained 
a confiderable Wealth by the Market of their 
Slates, fome of them throw off their homely 
Plads to wear Sables, and fome more frugal, 
employ their Mony for building Houfes; the 
riotous and diflblute are addi&ed to ftrong Wa¬ 
ters, and a drink called Bona made of a certain 
Seed ( which drank in a great quantity doth in¬ 
toxicate, ar.d is now much in ufe amongft the 
Turks) and give themfelves up to a gluttony, as 
brutilh, as that which is natural unto Swine, 
having no art of Sauces to provoke their Appe¬ 
tite, but reft delighted with the mere content¬ 
ment of Idlenefs and a full Stomach. 

But this Ihall be fufficient to have fpoken of 
the relation the Tartars have to the Government 
of the Turk,, and their fubjedtion to this Empire, 
their Cuftoms and Manners being more amply 
and fully deferibed in other Books. 


CHAP. XIV. 

Of the Tributary Princes to the Grand Sig- 
n 'tor, r uiz. Moldavians, Walachians,Tran- 
fylvanians, Ragufeans, &c. 

T HE Power and Puilfance of an Empire 
is not more judged of by the many Go- 
vernours, the rich Offices it can difpofe of, the 
multitude of Provinces it contains in Obedience, 
and the neceffity it can impofe on other Princes 
tofeek its confederacy (which we have already 
treated of) than it is by the many Tributaries 
which to redeem the remainder of their worldly 
Goods, willingly facrifice the belt part to ap- g 
peafe his Fury, in whofc Power it is to raafter 
all: and fo thefe diftrelfed Nations, long wea¬ 
ried out with tedious Wars, oppreffed between 
the Emperor of Germany , the Polander, and the 
Turk,, and more damaged by their own Civil Dif- 


fentions, and Domeftick Perfidioufnefs, than 
vanquilhed by the Force of Arms, were forced 
at laft to furrender up their fruitfull Provinces 
to the devotion of the Turk,, which are now 
harafled and oppreffed beyond all expreffion, 
and arethemeereft Slaves to the Turk, of allo- 
ther his Subjects; and may well be compared to 
the induftrious Bee and profitable Sheep, whom he 
cares for and maintains alive for the fake of their 
Honey, and the intereft of their Wool; and as 
if all this were too little, when it /hall be fo 
thought fit, he opens the Gate to the Incurfions 
of the Tartar , who having gained a confiderable 
booty of Goods and Captives, fells to the Turks 
for Slaves, thofe which were before his Subjects. 
Thefe three poor Provinces formerly called the 
Daci , which withftood fo long the Roman Arms, 
were always efteemed a valiant and warlike Peo¬ 
ple, according to that of Virgil, lib. 8. *AL».

Which Countries have been the Graves and 
Cemeteries of the 1 urkt, and in thefe modern 
Times been the Stage on which fo many Trage¬ 
dies of War have been adted, being defended 
with as much valour and variety of Succeffes, as 
could humanely be expedted in fo unequal a Match 
as was between thofe Provinces fingly and the 
Ottoman Empire. But now at laft they are for¬ 
ced to yield, and become not only Tributaries, 
but Slaves and Subjects to the Turk,, who having 
deprived them of the true Line of their natural 
Princes fucceeding in a lawful Inheritance, place 
over them fome Chriftians of the Greek Church, 
without confideration of their Conditions or 
Riches, or Qualifications; nay rather chufe to 
give the Standard ( which is the fign of the Grand 
Signior’s Confirmation of the Prince ) to fome 
inferiour Perfon, as Taverners, Filhmongers, or 
other meaner Profellions, purpofely todifparage 
the People with the bafenefs of their Gover- 
nours, and expofe them to the oppreffions of 
Men of no Worth or Dexterity in their Office. 
It hath feveral times heen under the confidera¬ 
tion of the Turks, at length to reduce thefe 
three Provinces to the command of fo many 
Pajhaws ; contrary to the Original Capitulations 
agreed on at the time that thefe People firft fub- 
mitted to the Ottoman Yoke: but as yet it hath 
been carried to the contrary, as more profita¬ 
ble, and better ferving the Ends of the Empire ; 
for hereby Chriftians become the Inftruments 
of Torment to their own Brethren; Outrages 
and Spoils may be the more boldly adted ; more 
Turkilh Officers employed on every flight Occa- 
flon on gainful Meflages; and the People, by 
long Oppreffions, living under the Jurifdidtion 
of a Prince, who can rather fpoil than protedfc, 
may be reconciled more willingly to the Turkifh 
Government, and learn to value the Gentlenels 
and Power of a Pafisa, compared with the re¬ 
membrance of their former Agrievances. But 
of this Government they will rather let them 
imagine the Eafe and Sweetnefs, than enjoy it; 
for were a Pafl/aw the Governor, the Power of a 
Turk, would be concerned for their Protection, 
he would efteem himfelf their Patron, and his 
Honour engaged in their Defence, by which 
Means thefe Countries would be relieved in a 
great meafure of Extortions and Violences, 
which is not fo beneficial to the Turk, as the pre- 
fent miferable Eftate in which they remain. 

Moldavia 
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Moldavia. ' Moldavia called by the Turks Eugdan, was firft 
made Tributary to the Turks by Mahomet the 
Great, but under the fmall Tribute of 2000 
tbi morel c rowns p er _Annum ; afterwards Bogdanut, Vay- 
feltiksas vod thereof. Anno 1485, fearing to become ab- 
as folute Vaffal to the Turk,, taki.-.gto his Alibciati- 
PraefeAus on the Kingom of Poland, took op Arms againft 
Milici*, or Selymus the Second, by whom being drawn out 
ofmArmy from his Country, John a Moldavian born, but 
1 one who had embraced the Mahometan Super- 

ftition, was preferred by Selymus to the Princi¬ 
pality ; but no fooner was he fetled therein, but 
he returned to his former Religion, for which 
caufe the Turk, taking into his alliftence the Pro¬ 
vince of iValdchia , made War upon Moldavia ; 
but John the Vayvod by treachery loiing his Life, 
this Province fell totally into the Power of the 
Turk , and was united to his Empire in the Year 
1574. The Tribute in thofe days of this Pro¬ 
vince is recorded in the Turkilb Hiftory to ha/c-

This is the ordinary and annual Tribute this 
Country acknowledges to the Supremacy of the 
Sultan ; and it were well and happy for this Peo¬ 
ple were it all; but there are fo many acciden¬ 
tal Expences, Pretenfions, and Artifices of the I 
Turks, framed and contrived Meflages merely 
to extract Mony and Prefents from this oppref¬ 
fed and harafled People, as do more than equal, 
and fometimes double the charge of their year¬ 
ly Tribute. 

To which yon may add the Price paid for the 
Principality, which is every three Years fet to 
fale, and is,

All which Mony is taken upat Intereft at 40 
or %oper Cent, and fometimes on condition to be 


doubled; and this is done by Men, who having 
no Eftates of their own, the Debt comes to be 
charged on their Country, which is pillaged 
and poled for it to the very Bones, firlt to fa- 
tisfy the Price of the Principality with the In- 
tereft-mony, for what; it is valued, then to pay 
the annual Tribute, then .to iatisfy the multi¬ 
tude of covetou-. Turks, who like fo many Vul¬ 
tures purfue after the Skeleton of this confumed 
Carkafs,. - . 

And laftly, the Prince himfelf mnft take his 
Accounts, and take his Meaferes to be capable 
for the future, after he hath laid alide the Or¬ 
nament of his Office, to live in fome proporti¬ 
on agreeable to his pait Condition ; and this is 
neither done moderately nor modeftly, but 
with a cov.toufnefs and greedy Appetite, com¬ 
monly incident to the nature of Men born of 
mean Parentage, and educated with the parfi- 
mony of a lcanty Honfe; who alfo thereunto 
add many prams of allowance to the limits of 
ther Gains,"in confideration of the yearly Gra¬ 
tuities they mult make to reconcile the Friend- 
ftip of tiie Turkic Alinifters, whereby they may 
enjoy protection lor their Perfbns and Eftates. .. 

The State and Condition of the Province of 
Walachia i not better, but rather worfe, and 
more aiifidted than that of Moldavia ; for this 
Country, is now equally with the former in the 
foie and entire difpofal and polleffion of the 
Turk,, to whom it became firft Tributary under 
their own Princes in the time of Sultan Bajazet - 
Afterward in the Year 1462, Mahomet the 
Great undertook the entire Conqueft of it, then 
governed by its Vayvod Wladus , whofe younger 
Brother fupported by the Turk , and Factious 
Party in that Country, pollefled himfelf of the 
Principality, contenting himfelf to be Vaflal to

Michael the Vayvod thereof joining himfelf 
with Sigifmmd of Tranfylvania, and with the 
Vayvod of Moldavia, waged a long and terrible 
War againft the Turks, until Revolutions, Un- 
quietneis and Fa&ions have fo fpent them, as 
that they are at length become another addition 
to the Empire of the Turks , who now impofe 
on them a heavy Yoke and ftrait Curb, not to 
be imputed to any thing more than to Divine 
Juftice, which takes occalion to exercife a hand 
of Severity againft the unfeafonable negligence. 

Sedition, and Variance of Chriftians amonglt 
themfelves, at a time when the common Enemy 
to their prefeffion attended only the opportunity 
of their own Dilfentions, to enter ana devour 
them. 

The Tribute of Walachia to the Grand Signi¬ 
or was formerly 120 Purfes of Mony, or 60000

and fo ltill continued, had not lately Mathew the

the Turks with the fame efteem, as the Jews do 
the Tables of Mofes, or we the moil Sacred and 
Holy Reliques ; ever fince that time this Tribute 
hath yearly continued, and been brought always 
in the month of July by two_ Ambafladors, who 
refide at the Turkifi Court for the fpace of a 
Year, the former returning Home; thefe are re¬ 
lieved at the fame Seafon of the following Year, 
by the acceffion of two others with the like Tri¬ 
bute ; which with the Prefents they alfo bring 
to the Prime Vizier, chief Eunuch of the Wo¬ 
men, the Queen-Mother and other Sultans, with 
the Charges and Expences of the Embafly, is 
computed to amount yearly to the Sum of twen¬ 
ty thoufand Zechins. 

They were in Times pall, before the War be¬ 
tween the Republick of Venice and the Turk, ve¬ 
ry Poor, and put to hard Shifts and Arts to 
l-aife the Turkiflt Tribute; but this War hath 
opened their Scale, and made it the Port for 
tranfmitting the Manufactures of Venice, and all 
Italy into Turkey, which yields them filch confi- 
derable Cuftoms, as thereby their Tribute is 
fupplied with Advance, and other Neceflities 
provided for: So that now the old Ornaments 
of the Ambafladors, as their black Velvet Bon¬ 
nets, and Gowns of Crimfon Satten, lined here¬ 
tofore with Martins Fur, but now with Sables, 
are not laid up in the common Wardrobe for 
the Ambafladors of the fucceeding Year, but a 
new Equipage and Accoutrements are yearly 
fupplied at the common Charge : and thus they 
pafs honeftly and in good efteem at the Ottoman 
Court, being called the Dowbrai Vmdick. by the 
Turks, or the Good Venetian. 

This petty Republick hath always fupported 
it felf by fubmiflion, and addrefles for Favour 
and Defence to divers powerful Princes, cour¬ 
ting the Favour of every one, never offering In¬ 
juries, and when they receive them, patiently 
fupport them which is the caufe the Italians call 
them le fette Bandiere, or the fevenBannerers, fig- 
nifying that for their Being and Maintenance of 
the name of a free Republick, they are contented 
to become Slaves to all parts of the World. And 
it is obfervable on what a ftrange form of jea¬ 
lous Policy their Government is founded ; for 
their chief Officer, who is in iraltatibh of their 
Doge at Venice, is changed every month, pthers 
weekly '; and the GoVernour of the principal 
Cattle of the City, is but of 24 hours continu¬ 
ance -, every night one is nominated by the Se¬ 
nate for Governor, who is without any Prepara- 
• tion ‘or Ceremony taken up as he walks the 
Streets, having a Handkerchief thrown over his 
Face, is led away blindfold to the Cattle, fb that 
none can. difeover who it is that commands that 
Night -, and by that means all polfibility of Con- 
fpiracy or Combination of betraying the Town, 
prevented. 

Thefe People, in former Times, were great 
Traders into the Weftern Parts of the World; 
and it isfaid, that thofe vail Caracks called Ar- 
gojies, which are ib much famed for the vaftneis 
of their Burthen and Bulk, were corruptly fo 
denominated from Ragofies, and from the Name 
of this City, whofe Port is rather forced by Art 
and Induflry, than framed by Nature.

befides other Slaves, for Prefents to great Men ; 
this People chufe rather this fort of Tribute 
than any other, becaufe Cuftom hath introduced 
a forwardnefs in the Parents, without remorfe, 
to fell their Children, and to account Slavery a 
Preferment, and the miferies of Servitude a 
better Condition than Poverty with Freedom. 
Of the whole retinue which thefe Beggarly Am¬ 
bafladors bring with them, ( for fo the Turks cal¬ 
led them ) being about feventy or eighty Per- 
fons, a crue of miferable People are all fet to 
fale, to the very Secretary and Steward, to de¬ 
fray the Charge of the Embafly, and bring back 
fome Revenue to the Publick Stock ; lo that the 
Ambafladors return without their Pomp, refer- 
ving only the Interpreter as a ncceflary Atten¬ 
dant to their Voyage home. 

The Emperor of Germany may allb not im¬ 
properly be termed one of the Tributaries to 
the Ottoman Empire, (whom for Honour’s fake 
we mention in the laft place in Co ungrateful an 
Office) being obliged, according to the Articles 
made with Solyman the Magnificent, to pay a 
yearly Tribute of 3000 Hangars ; but it was 
only paid the firft two Years after the conclufion 
of the Peace; afterwards it was excufed by the 
Germans * and diflembled by the Turks ; until 
taking a refolution to make a War on Hungary , 
made that one Ground and Occafion of the 
Breach: for upon the Truce made for eight 
Years, between Sultan Solyman, and the Empe¬ 
ror Ferdinand, as Augeriut Busbeck. reports in 
thofe Capitulations, that the Tribute is made 
the Foundation of the Accord. Cujus concords, 
pacts ac confcederationis he conditiones funto prime, 
ut tua dileEHo quotannis ad aulam noftram pro arra 
induciarum 30000 Hungaricos Ducatos mitt ere te- 
neatur, and cum ref duo, quod nobis proxime pra- 
terlapfum biennium refervetur. 


CHAP. XV. 

The Defolation and Ruin which the Turks 
make of their own Countries in Afia, and 
the Parts mojl remote from the Imperial 
Seat , efteemed me caufe of the conferva- 
tion of their Empire. 

T HIS Pofition will appear a Paradox at firft: 

fight to moft Men who have read and con- 
fider’d the Roman Conquell, whofe Jurifdidtion 
and Dominions were far larger than this prefent 
Empire ; and yet we do not find tfct they fo llu- 
dioufly endeavoured to difpeople, and lay wafte 
the Nations they fubdued, but rather encoura¬ 
ged induflry in Plantations, gave Privileges to 
Cities meanly ftored, invited People to inhabit 
them, endeavoured to improve Countries rude 
and uncultivated, with good Husbandry, and 
Maritime Towns with Traffick and Commerce ; 
made Citizens of their Confederates, and con¬ 
ferred on their conquered Subjefts oftentimes 
greater Benefits than they could expeft or hope 
for under their true and natural Princes ; arid 
certainly the Romans thrived,- and were richer 
and more powerful by their Policy -, and there¬ 
fore why the Turk, might not proceed in the fame 
manner, and yet with the fame advantage, is 
worth our confideration. : ; . .. 

For the Solution of which Difficulty, it will 
be n&effary to confider, that thefe two Empires 
being compared, there will be found a yaft dif¬ 
ference in the Original,' Foundation, 7 Progref| 
and 
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and Maxim; each of other. For the Romans 
built their City in Peace, made Laws, by which 
the Arbitrary Will of the Prince was correded 
and afterward, as their Arms fuccceded, and 
their Dominions were extended, they accommo¬ 
dated thcmfclves often to prefcnc Necefiuics and 
Humours, and Conftitutions of the People they 
had conquered, and accordingly made Provi- 
iion, and ufed proper Arts to keep them m Obe¬ 
dience •, and next, by thdr Generofity and 

Wifdom, won thofc Nations to admire and imi¬ 
tate their Vertues, and to be contentod in their 
Subjection. „ , 

bat the Turks have bat one foie Means to 
maintain their Countries, vvh'uh is the fame by 
which they were gained, and that is the cruelty 
of the Sword in the moll rigorous way of exe¬ 
cution, by Killing, Confuming, and laying de- 
lolate the Countries,and tranfplanting unto parts 
where they are nearcll under the Command and i 
Age of a Governor*, being wholly deftitute and j 
ignorant of other refined Arts, which more civi¬ 
lized Nations have in part made to ferve in the 
place of Violence. And yet the Turks made this 
courfe alone anfwer to all the Intents and Ends 
of their Government. 

For the Subjects of this Empire being go¬ 
verned better by Tyranny than Gentlenefs, it is 
neccflary, that corn fee Jliould be taken, whereby 
tlidc People may remain more within compafs 
and reach cf Authority which they would hard¬ 
ly be, were every part of this Empire fo well 
inhabited to aHord entertainment within the 
Fortifications of its vail Mountains and Woods, 
to the many unquiet and difeontented Spirits 
that Jive in it- And this may be one caufe, that 
fo rarely Rebellions arife amongll the Turks, 
though in die reraotell parts of AJia ; and when 
they do, are eafily fupprelled. This alfo is one 
Caufe, why great Men fo eafily refign themfelves 
up to die Will of the Grand Signior to Punilh- 
ment and Death, whether the Sentence be ac¬ 
cording to Law, or only Arbitrary : This is the 
reafon that Fugitives and Homicides cannot 
ofcape ; for having no place for flight, neither 
the inhabited Cities, which are immediately un¬ 
der the Eye of a vigilant Commander, will af¬ 
ford them refuge, nor can the defolate Coun¬ 
tries entertain them •, and Chriftendom is So 
abhorred by them, that they will never take it 
for their Sanctuary. And thus deprived of all 
means of Safety, they wholly attend to pleafe 
and ferve their Great Mailer, in whofe Favour 
and Hands alone is the Reward and Puniffi- 

Another Advantage, and that not mconfide- 
rable, that this manner of difpcoplmg the Coun¬ 
try brings to this Empire, is the difficulty an 
Enemy would find in their March, ffiould they 
with a Land Army attempt to penetrate far into 
the Country •, for without great quantities of 
Proviiion they could not poflibly be fullained •, 
from the Country none can be expedled ; what 
little it affords, the Inhabitants will conceal or 
carry away, and leave all Places as naked and 
barren of Food for Man as the Sea it felf._ 

And though it is known often, that in Afta 
the Troops of fome difeontented Bet or Ago, to 
the number of three or four hundred Men, in 
tiie Summer-time, having their retirements in 
the Woods and Mountains, aflault Catavans, and 
rob all Paflengers from whom there is any hope 
of Booty ; yet in the Winter they are difper- 
fed, becaufethey have no Quarters againfl the 
Weather, nor Proviiions for humane Suite- 
nance, every one Ihifting for himfelf in fome 


place where his Condition is the leaft known or 
iufpedted. 

And ic may not be here from our Purpofe to 
adraonilh the Reader, that as the Turks account 
it one good part of their Policy, to lay a confi- 
derable part of their Empire defolate \ fo on 
the contrary,they obferve in their new Conqueils 
to fortify, llrengthen and confirm, what they 
have gained, by numbers of People, and new 
Colonies of their own ; and when they have 
reduced any conliderable Country to their fub- 
jedlion, they commonly are inclined to make 
Peace with that Prince from whom they have 
won it, fo as to have time to fettle and fecure 
their new Conqueils; for Countries over-run in 
halle, are almoll as fpeedily again recovered, 
and are like Tempelts and fudden Storms, which 
are the fooner difpei fed for being violent. Au- 
gufius Cxfar, who was a wife and judicious 
Prince, confidering the extent of the Roman Em¬ 
pire, wrote a Book, faith Tacitus, which was 
publifhed after his Death, wherein he delcribed 
the publick Re enue, the number of Citizens 
and Confederate > lifted for the War, the Fleets, 
Kingdoms, Provinces, Tributes, Cuftoms, &c. 
Addider^ttque infuper Confilium coercendi intra ter- 
minox imperii, incertum , ( faith that Author, Tac. 
Lib. I. Annul.) metu , an per invidiam: Which 
doubtlefs this wife Emperor meant of a mode¬ 
rate, and not a precipitate progrefs of their 
Arms, as well as of preferring fixed limits to 
the ultimate Confines of the Empire, beyond 
which a Statute Ihould be made of Non plus ultra, 
notwithftanding the moll promifing Defigns and 
Incitements that could offer. 


CHAP. XVI. 

AU. Hereditary Succeffion in Government, as 
alfo the prefervation of an Ancient No¬ 
bility, againfi the Maxims of the Tur- 
kifh Polity. 

H Aving formerly entred into Difcourfe of 
the feveral great Officers of State,it will be 
necelTary to declare what care the Tariff take to 
prelervethe Body of their Empire free of Faclion 
and Rebellion: for there being many Provinces 
in the Sultan’s Gift, which are remote, rich, 
and powerful, and fo adminifter temptation to 
the Governors to throw off the Yoke of their 
Dependance, and make themfelves and their t 
Pollerity Abfolute ; great care is taken to pre¬ 
vent this Mifchief by leveral Arts, none of which 
hath been more effedtual amongll the Turks, nop 
more feduloufly pra&ifed, than the deftrudtion 
of an Ancient Nobility ■, and admitting no fuc- 
ceffion to Offices of Riches, but only in the di¬ 
rect Ottoman Line, as my Lord Perulam fays, 
Effay 14. A Monarchy, where there is no Nobility at 
all, is ever pure and abfolute Tyranny, as that of the 
Turks ', for Nobility attempers Sovereignty, and 
draws the Peopie fomewhat afide from the Line 
Royal. By which means it comes to pafs, that 
Pajhaws Education in the Seraglio, (in the man¬ 
ner as wehavefaid before) without knowledg 
of their Blood or Family, and without the fup- 
port of powerful Relations or Dependencies, 
being feat abroad to Foreign Governments, 
where they continue but for a ftiort feafon, have 
no opportunity or poffibility of advancing 
any Intcrcft of their own above that of the 
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And though fome have, out of an afpiring and 
ambitious Spirit, alfiimed a blind Confidence of 
renting away part of the Empire as AfanAga 
Pajhaw of Aleppo of late Years, with a Ihrong 
and powerful Army marched aster ns Scutary, 
threading the Imperial City ; and the Turkijh 
Hiftory tells us of the revolt of feveral Pajhaws ■, 
yet aU thefe Rebellions have been but of ftiort 
durance; the Grand Signior never defign- j 
ine, by open Force and Dint of Sword, to l 
try his Title to the Empire with his own - 
Slaves, but only by fome fecret Plot and Strata- / 
gem, getting the Head of the Rebel, he is allu¬ 
red of the Vidtory without other hazard or 
difpute of War : for immediately thereupon the 
whole Army difperfes, and every one lhifts by 
flight to fave himfelf from the Sultan s Anger. 
Nor is it imaginable it can be otherwife; for 
thefe Men are but Strangers and Foreigners in 
the Countries they ruled, have no Relations 
there, or Kindred, to fecond or revenge their 
Quarrel, have no ancient Blood or Pofleffions 
which might entitle their Heirs to the Succeffion, 
or out of Affection or Pity, move their Subjefts 
to intereft themfelves in their behalf; but being 
cut off themfelves, all falls with them, which 
affords the ftrangeft Spectacle, and Example of 
Fortune’s unconftancy in the World ; for n Turk 
is never reverenced but for his Office, that is 
made the foie Meafure and Rule of his Greatnefs 
and Honour, without other confiderations of 
Vertue or Nobility. And this is the Reafon the 
Tarh value not their great Men when taken by 
the Enemy, for not otherwife looking on them 
than onordinary Souldiers, they exchange them 
not with Commanders and Perfons of Quality on 
the Chriftians; for the Favour of the Sultan makes 
the Pafhaw, and not the Noble Blood or Vertues; 
fothat the Pajhaw imprifoned, lofing the influ¬ 
ence of his Sovereign s Protedrion and Greatnefs, 
lofes that alfo which render’d him noble and con- 
fiderable above other Perfons. 

There are notwithftanding fome Pajhaws of 
r>ettv Governments, who have obtained to them- 
lelves through fome ancient Grace and Privilege 
from the Sultan, an Hereditary Succeffion in 
their Government, and as I can learn, thofe are 
only the Pajhaws of Gaza, Cor&ftan, and three 
Sawiacks formerly mentioned under the Pajhaw 
of Damafcus and Matick., and Turcman, under 
the Pajhaw of Aleppo. _ , - _ 

And fince 1 have mentioned the Pajhaw ot 
Gaza, it will be but requifite to recal to mind 
the Memory of one lately of that place, with 
-much Honour and Reverence, being one whofe

• Mahometan Faith : and might deferye the Cha¬ 
racter that Tacitus gives of L. V<tluftus , that he 
was, Egregia fama, cut Septaginta qutnque anm 
fatium vivendi, pracipuaque opts boms ambus, tn- 
offenfa tot Jmperatorum malttia fiat. And yet 
this good Man having for Seventy five Years 
lived innocently in that Government, and recei¬ 
ved the inheritance from his Father, was by pro- 


mife of fair Treatment allured to the Port* 
where without farher Procefs, or any accufation* 
his hoary Head was fevered from his Body, for 
no other Reafon, than left the Permiffion and 
Indulgence to this long continuance and fucceffi- 
on in Office, fhould prove too ample a devia¬ 
tion from the Rules of the Turkjjh Polity. 

And that all means of attaining ancient Ri¬ 
ches, which is the next degree to Nobility, may 
be cut off; the Turk, obferves this Maxime of 
Machiavel, A reprimere la infolenfa di uno, non vie 
piu ficuro, emeno fcandolofo modo, che preoctupargli 
quelle vie, per le quale viene quella potenza. And 
fo the Grand Signior fuffers no poffibility of ar¬ 
riving to ancient Wealth ; for as eldeft Bro¬ 
ther to great Men, he makes feifure of the 
Eftates of all Pafhaws that die, who having 
Children, fuch part is bellowed' on them for 
their maintenance as the Grand Signior fhall 
think fit and requifite. If a Pajhaw dies that is 
married to a Soltana, which is the Grand Signi- 
or’s Sifter, Daughter, or other Relation, her- 
Kabin or Dowry is firft deducted from the Eftate 
(which is commpnly 100000 Dollars) and the 
remainder accrues to the Sulcan, as Heir to the 
reft; and by this means all ancient Nobility is 
fuppreffed, and you fhall find the Daughters of 
ancient Greek Houfes efpoufed to Shepherds and 
Carters, and the ancient Reliques of the Noble 
Families of Catacuzeno and Paleologi, living more 
contemptuoufly at Conjlaminople, than ever DU 
onyfius did. at Corinth. 

But not only in Pajhaws and great Men is care 
taken to clip their Wings, which may hinder 
them from foaring too high, but alfo in the 
Ottoman Family it felf greater feverity and 
ftriftnefs is exercifed than in others, to keep 
them from growing great in Offices or Wealth, 
whereby to have poffibility of afpiring to the Su¬ 
preme Power m , and therefore by the Original and 
Fundamental Laws of the Turks, the Children of 
a Soltana married to a Pajhaw are not capable of 
any Office in the Empire, and at molt cannot rife 
higher, than to be in the quality of a Capugiba- 
Jhee, which is one of the Porters of the Grand 
Signior’s Gate. They that are of this Race 
never dare vaunt of their Pedigree, it is a contu- 
raacioufnels and almoll Treafon to name it; 
nor have l learned that there is any Family 
amongftthe Turks of this Line, of any account 
or efteem, but one alone, who is called Ibrahim 

I - Hun Ogleri, or the OfF-fpring of Sultan Ibrahim , 
their Father being a Son of the Grand Signior’s 
Sifter, and married to a Sultana (and arefaid 
to be of the Race of the Tartars) fo that_ pro¬ 


ceeding by the Womens fide only, the leis no¬ 
tice is taken of their Blood : their Rent or Re¬ 
venue is yearly about 70000 Dollars, jQuibus 
magna opes, innocenter porta, & modefie habita, 
which they manage with prudence and difereti- 
on, live honourably without Oftentation, feek 
no Office, or intermeddle in the Affairs of State ; 
by which means they hitherto have preferved 
themfelves from envy and fufpicion in the re¬ 
volutions of the Turkjjh Government. 

The Grand Signior, many times, when he 
fears the Greatnefs of any Pajhaw, under colour 
and pretence of Honour, prefers him to the f^ tMxrr \.

^Another Danger to the Empire, which the 
Turks fedulouily avoid, befides Hereditary Suc- 
ceffion in Office, is Rivalry among Princes of the 
Blood, during the time of their Father’s Life -, 
for afterwards the Succeffor takes care to fecure 
his Brethren beyond poffibility of competition.^ 
The Story of Selymus and Bajazjet, the Sons or 
Solyman the Magnificent, is a perfect Experi¬ 
ment of the Feud and Diffention which is bred 
in the Defires of Barbarous Princes; fo that 
when they arrive to any maturity of Age, they 
are always tranfplantcd to different Seraglio’s 
Abroad, where they keep their Courts dikindt, 
and cannot enter within the Walls Constantinople, 
during the Life of their Father; lek by inter¬ 
view with each other, their Minds (hould be mo¬ 
ved with Emulation, or inhabiting m the Impe¬ 
rial City, ihould be provided with Means before 
their Time to attempt the Throne of their Fa¬ 
ther. And for this Reafon the Grand Signior 
hath fcarce performed the Ceremonies of his 
Inauguration, before he hath feafoned his en¬ 
trance to his Throne with the Blood of his Bio- 
thers ■, which- barbarous cukom began m the 
time of Sultan Bajaz.ec. 

But if the Brothers are but few, and the 
Grand Signior of a difpofition more naturally 
inclined to Clemency tlfan Cruelty, he fecures 
them in the Seraglio, under the tuition of Ma¬ 
kers, and care of a faithful Guard •, differing 
nothing from Iraprifonment, but in the Name, 
prohibiting them the Socity and Converfation 
of all: and thus the two Brothers of this pre- 
lent Sultan ATahomet^ live in as much oblcurity 
and forgetfiilnefs, as if they had never been 
born, or having pak a private Life, were de¬ 
parted to the place where all things wfere tor- 

^ It is no great digreffion from our purpofe 
here, to take notice of two forts of Govern¬ 
ments purely popular , the one hath already had 
its Period, and the other is of late beginning, 
and at prefent flonriihes •, and thofe are the 
Common-Wealths of Egypt under the Mama- 
hikes, and the other in our days w the Domi¬ 
nions of Algier: The firft not only depofed the 
whole Family of their Prince from having Power 
in the Government, and from all Succeffion, but 
alfo made it an immutable Law, that the Sons 
of the Mamalukes might fucceed their Father in 
the Inheritance of their Ekates, as Lands and : 
’Goods, but could not aflame the Title or Go¬ 
vernment of a Mamahike *, nor not only fo, but 
that all that were born in the Mahometan or 
Jemijh Faith, were uncapable, tpfo fatto, ot the 
Order of a Mamalnke and only fuch preferred 
thereunto, who had been Sons of Chrikians, 
and become Slaves, inkrufted and educated m 
the Mahometan Superkition * or elfe Men of ma¬ 
ture Age, who having abjured God _and their 
Country, were come thither to feelk■ Pre . fe ™^ 
in that Kingdom of Darknefs.

The perfent Government of Algier is but of 
a few Years; the firk Original of which was by 
one Barharofe a famous Pyrat, and afterwards by. 
the acceflion of great quantities of Turks out of 
the Levant , the Protection of the Grand Sig¬ 
nior was craved, and a Pajha received from the 
Portbut now the Pajha remains without any 
Power : the whole Government being trans¬ 
ferred to the Scum of the People, who fearing 
lek the Power Ihould at lak become fubject to the 
Natives, have made it a Law, that no Sons of a 
Turk, born in that Country, whom they call Co- 
lolies, can be capable of an Office in their Com¬ 
mon-Wealth, but only inch, who having been 
born Chrikians, are perverted to the Turkifh 
SeCt, or elfe fuch who come from parts of the 
Turkilh Dominions, to be Members of their 
Republick. 

And thus much fliall Serve to have declared 
how much the Turks are jealous of all Succef- 
iions in Office and Authority, which may pre¬ 
judice the Abfolutc Monarchy of their great Sul¬ 
tan. 


CHAP. XVII. 

The frequent Exchange of Officers, viz. the 
felting up of one, and degrading another , 
a Rule always pra&ijed as roholfcme, and 
conducing to the Welfare of the Turkilh 
j State. 

H E that is an Eye-witnefs, and kviCt o'b- 
ferverof the various changes in Great- 
nefs. Honours, and Riches ot the Tiuks, hath 
a lively Emblem of Contemplation betore linn, 
of the unconkancy and mutability of Humane 
Affairs Fortune fo krangely fports with his 
People, that a Comedy or Tragedy on the Stage, 
with all its Scenes, is fcarce fooner opened and 
ended, than the Fate of divers Great Men, who 
in the Day-time being exalted to high Sublimi¬ 
ty, by the powerful Rays of the Sultan s Fa¬ 
vour, in the Night fall, or vanifli like a Me- 

te< The Reafon hereof, if duly confidercd, may 
be of great ufe as Things Rand here, that is, to 
the Power of the Grand Signior ^ for in this 
| ConRitution, the Health and Benefit of the 
Emperor is confulted, before the Welfare of the 
People: And the Power of the Emperor is m 
no AClion more exercifed and evidenced, than 
by withdrawing and conferring his Favours; 
for by thefe Means, having many whom he hath 
educated and prepared for Offices, and-Rand 
Candidates to receive them, his Power would 
feem to be at a Nonplus, ar.d appear like an m- 
confidcrable Father, who had fpent more Mony 
in the breeding of his Sons, than the Patrimony 
amounted to hehadtobekow upon them': and 
therefore the Grand Signior, to imitate the Sun, 
benights fome part of the World to enlighten 
others, that fo, by a general influence and com¬ 
munication of his Beams, he may be acknow¬ 
ledged the common parent of them all. 

• And this Courfe doth not evidence the Power 
of the Grand Signior, but likewife encreafos it ; 
for none are advanced in thefe times to Office, 
but pay the Grand Signior vak Sums of Mony 
for it, according to the Riches and Expectation^

for their Matter; and only the Odium and Cur- 
fes which the opprelfed Wretches have vented 
Againft their Rapine, remain to therafelves ; 
Rebus fecundis avidi , adverps autem incauti. Tac. 
Apd this is like the Policy that Cafar Borgia 
ufed, other wile called 11 Due a Valentine, who 
the better to reduce Romagna, lately fubdued to 
Obedience, made one Mejfer Romiro d? Oreo his 
Deputy, a Man of a cruel and tyrannical Difpo- 
iltion, who by Rigour and Force reduced Affairs 
to the Will and Order of his Prince : And the 
Work now done, and the People remaining ex¬ 
traordinarily difeontented, the Duke thought 
it time to purge the Minds of his People of the 
ill apprehenfion they had of his Government, 
by demonftrating that the former hard ufage 
proceeded from the bad Inclination of his Mi- 
nifter; commanding the fame Romiro d? Oreo, 
at Cefanna to be cut in pieces, and expofed to 
the publick view of the People, with a piece 
of Wood, and a bloody Knife by his fide. This 
faith Machiavil, Lib. del Principe, cap. 7 'Fj*l 
aquetli fopoli in hh tempo remanere ftnpidi & fodif- 
fasti ; and the Turk underftands well how profi¬ 
table in the fame manner it is for the conftitu- 
tionof hisEftate, toufeevil Inftruments, who 
may opprefs and poll his People, intending af¬ 
terwards for himfelf the whole Harveft of their 
Labours; they remaining with the hatred, 
whilft the Prince, under colour of perform¬ 
ing Juftice, procures both Riches and Fame to¬ 
gether. 

If it be fufpe&ed that any great Man intends 
to make Combuftion or Mutiny in his Govern¬ 
ment, or that his Wealth or natural Abilities 
• render him formidable •, without farther inqui- 
fition or ferutiny, all dilcontent of the Grand 
Signior is diflembled, and perhaps an Horfe, a 
Sword, or Sables Veft is reported to be prefen- 
ted, and all fair Treatment is counterfeited, un¬ 
til the Executioner gets the BoW-ftring about his 
Neck, and then they care not haw rudely they 
lib. 6 . A- deal with him : juft like the Birds in Plutarch, 
poch. who beat the Guckow, for fear that in time he 
ffiould become a Hawk. 

And to make more room for the multitude of 
Officers who crowd for Preferments, and to aft 
the cruel Edicts of the Empire with the leaft 
noife ; times when a great Perfonage is removed 
from his place of Truft, and fent with a new 
Commiffion to the Charge, perhaps, of a grea¬ 
ter Government •, and though he depart from 
the Regal Seat with all fair demonftrations of 
Favour, before he hath advanced three days in 
his journey, triumphing in the multitude of his 
Servants, and his late Hopes, the fetal com¬ 
mand Overtakes him •, and without any Accufe- 
tion or Caufe, other than the Will of the Sultan, 
he is barbaroufly put to death, and his Body 
thrown into the Dirt of a foreign and unknown 
Country, without folemnity of Funeral or Mo¬ 
nument •, that he is no looner in the Grave, than 
his Memory is forgotten. And this methinks is 
fomewhat agreeable to the crafty Policy of Ti>- 
beritu, who fometimes would commiffionate Men 
for Government of Provinces, to whom before¬ 
hand he had defigned not to permit licence to 
depart the City; Poftrem'o e'o provelhu eft, ut 
nutndaverit quibufdam provincias quos egredi urbe non 
tfrft pajfurus. 

Hence are apparent the Caufes of the decay 
of Arts amongft the Turks, of the ncgleft, want 


of care in manuring and cultivating their Lands j 
why their Houfes and private Buildings are 
made flight, not durable for more than ten or 
twenty Years ; why you find no delightful Or¬ 
chards and pleafant Gardens and Plantations ; 
and why in thofe Countries, where Nature hath 
contributed fo much on her part, there are no 
additional labours of Art to complete all, and 
turn it to a Paradife ; for Men knowing no cer¬ 
tain Heir, nor who ffiall fucced them in their 
Labours* contrive only for a few Years enjoy¬ 
ment: And moreover. Men arefearful of {hew¬ 
ing too much oftentation or magnificence in their 
Palaces, or ingenuity in the pleafuresof their 
Gardens, left they ffiouid bring on them the 
feme Fate that Naba !s Vineyard occafion’d to 
his Matter: and therefore Men negleft all ap¬ 
plication to the Studies of Arts and Sciences, 
but only fuch as are oecelfery and conducing to 
the mere courle of living 5 for the very Fear and 
Crime of -being known to be Rich, makes them 
appear outwardly Poor, and become naturally 
Stoicks and Philofophers in all the points of a 
referved and cautious Life. And here I am at a 
ftand, and cannot conclude this Chapter without 
contemplating a while, and pleafing my felf 
with the thoughts of the Bleflednefs, the Hap- 
pinefs, the liberty of my own Country •, where 
Men, under the protection and fafe influence of 
a gratious and the beft of Princes in the World, 
enjoy and eat of the Fruit of their own Labour, 
and purchafetothemfelves, with fecurity, Fields 
and Manors, and dare acknowledg and glory in 
their Wealth and Pomp, and yet leave the Inhe¬ 
ritance to their Pofterity. 


CHAP. xvm. 

The fliteral Arts the Turks ufe to encreafe 
their People, is a principal Policy , with¬ 
out which the greatnefs of their Empire 
cannot continue nor be encreafed . 

T Here was never any People that laid Foun¬ 
dations and Defigns of a great Empire,, 
but firft thought how to make it populous, and 
by which means they might beft fupply them 
with People, not only fufficient for the Sacrifice 
and Slaughter of the War, but for the Planta¬ 
tion of Colonies, Pofleffion and Security of what 
the Sword hath conquered. We never uuder- 
derftood how one People alone that was Mar¬ 
tial, and by fuccefles in War had framed a large 
Empire, was able, from the mere original of its 
own Stock, to abound with iffiie of natural Sub¬ 
jects, to bear proportion with the ftronger Na¬ 
tions ; nor how a handful of People, with the 
greateft Policy and Courage in the World, was 
able to embrace a large extent of Dominion arid 
Empire : It is true, that Alexander did with an 
Army, for the moft part, compofed of Mace¬ 
donians, as it were in a Rant, make aConqueft 
of the beft part of the Eaftern World •, buc 
this Empire, like a Ship that had much Sail, and 
no Ballaftj or a fair Tree over-charged with 
Boughs too heavy for its Stem, became a Wind¬ 
fall on a fudden. 

The Lurks therefore, during the continuance 
of their Empire, have not been ignorant of 
this Truth; for no People in the World have 
ever been more open to receive all forts of Na- 
1 tions to them, than they, nor have ufod more 
Arts to encreafe the number of thofe that are 
I F z called 
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called Turks ; and it is ft range to confider, that 
from all parts of the World, fome of- the moft 
diflolute and defperate in Wickednefs, Ihould 
flock to thefc Dominions, to become Members 
and Profcflours of the Mahometan Supcrftition; 
in that manner that at. prefent,'the Blood of 
the Turks is fo mixed with that of all forts of 
Langaa:es and Nations, that none of them can 
derive his Lineage from the ancient Blood of 
the Saracens. 

The Romans , who well knew the benefit of re¬ 
ceiving Strangers into their Bofome, called this 
freedom they gave Jus Civitatis , whereby Fo¬ 
reigners became as lawful Polfeflours of Eftates 
and Inheritances, and had as much right to the 
common Privilcdges, as any that were born in 
the Walls of Rome ; and this Jus Civitatis was 
given to whole Families ; fo that as Sir F. B. 
fays well, that the Romans did not over-lpread 
the World, but the World it felf. The Eng- 
lijh call it Naturalization, the French Enfran- 
chifement, and the Turks call it Becoming a 
Believer ; for they joining with it a point of 
Religion, not only the Proffers of the Goods of 
this World, but alfo of Delights in the World 
to come, make the Allurements and Arguments 
the more prevalent; and it being an Opinion 
amonglt them, as over all the World, that it is 
a Meritorious Work to create Profelytes, fcarce 
any who hath Mony to purchafe a Slave, but 
will procure one young and fit for any Impreffi- 
on, whom he may name his Convert, and gain 
Reputation amongft his Neighbours of having 
added to the number of the Faithful. Of all 
this Number, which yearly are added to the 
Profcflors of Mahomet , none can retreat on low¬ 
er Terms than Death and Martyrdom for Chrift ; 
which caufes may whofe Confciences, though 
touched with the fenfe of the denjpl of their 
Saviour ; yet having not Grace or Courage to 
aflert their Faith on fo hard a Lefton, grow de¬ 
fperate or carelefs, and die in their Sin. This 
lort of People become really Turks , and fome 
through Cuftom and their own Lufts, are re- ] 
ally perfwaded of the truth of this Profeflion, 
and have proved more inveterate and fatal Ene¬ 
mies to Chriftianity, than the natural Turks ; 
which will appear, if we confider, that all the 
Succefles they have had, and Exploits they have 
done at Sea, have been performed by fuch who 
have denied the Chriftian Faith, as namely Chi- 
gal , Ogli, and others. 

It was the cuftom formerly amongft the Turks, 
every five Years, to take away the Chriftians 
Children, and Educate them in the Mahometan 
Superftition ; by which means they encreafed 
their own People, and diminiflied and enfeebled 
the Force of the Chriftians ; but now that cu- 
ftom, in a great part, is grown out of ufe, 
through the abundance of Greeks, Armenians, 
‘jews, and all Nations where the Iron Rod of 
the Turki Tyranny extends, who flock’in to en¬ 
joy the imaginary Honour and Priviledge of a 
Turk. And indeed it is no wonder to humane 
Reafon, that confiders the Oppreflion and Con¬ 
tempt that poor Chriftians are expofed to, and 
the Ignorance in their Churches, occafioned 
through Poverty in the Clergy, that many (hould 
be found who retreat from the Faith; but it is 
rather a Miracle, and a true verification of thofe 
words of Chrift, 7 hat the Gates of Hell fball not 
he able to prevail againfl his Church , that there is 
conferved ftill amidft fo much Oppofition, and in 
defpight of all Tyranny and Arts contrived 
againfl: it, an open and publick Profeflion of the 
Chriftian Faith; which next to God’s Provi¬ 


dence,- confidering the ftupid Ignorance of the 
Greek^andJhrmenan Churches, their conferyation 
of their Faith is not to be attributed to ainy in- 
ftance more, than to the, ftritt obfervation of 
theFeafts rind Fafts t>f their Churches; for ha¬ 
ving rarely the helps of Catechifms or Sermons, 
they learn yet from thefe outward Ceremonies, 
fome confufed Notions and Precept* of Religion, 
and exercife with feverity and rigour this fort of 
Devotion; when through Cuftom," Confufion, 
arid‘fcarcity of knowing'Guides,-all’cither fei> 
vice 'is become obfolete and forgdtten amongft 
them./ 

THe Turks have another extraordinary fupply 
of People from the Black Sea, lent them in by 
the Tartars , who vVjth their light Bodies of 
Horfe make incurfions into the Territories of 
the neighbouring Chriftians, and carry with 
them ri Booty of whole Cities and Countries of 
People, moft of which they fend to Conflantino- 
ple to be fold, and is the chief Trade and Com¬ 
modity of their Country ( as we have already 
difeourfed.) 

It is fad to fee what numbers of Saykes, or 
Turktjh Veflels, come failing through the Bofpho- 
rus, fraighted with poor Chriftian Captives of 
both Sexes, and all Ages, carrying on the Main¬ 
top a Flag, either as a Note of Triumph, or 
elife as a Mark of the Ware and Merchandise they 
carry. 

The number of the Slaves brought yearly to 
Conflantinople is uncertain -, for fometiines it is 
more, and fometimes lefs, according to the 
Wars and SuccelTes of the Tar tart ; but as it is 
apparent in the Regifters of the Cuftoms at Con¬ 
stantinople only, one Year with another at the 
Ieaft 20000 are yearly imported •, amongft which 
the greatell part being Women and Children, 
with ealie Perfuafions, and fair Promifes befcome , 
Turks ; the Men being ignorant, and generally 
of the Ruffian or Mofcovite Nation ( who are re¬ 
ported not to be over-devout, or of famed con- 
ftancy and perfeverance in Religion ) partly by 
Menaces and Fear, partly by good words ana 
allurements of Reward, defpairing of Liberty, 
and return to their , own Country, renounce all 
Intereft ita the Chriftian Faith. 

Of this fort of Metal moft of the Turks are 
in thefe days compofed, and by the fecundity 
of this Generation, the Dominions of this Em¬ 
pire flow; for the Turks of themfelves, though 
they have the liberty of Polygamy, and freer'ufe 
of divers Women allowed them by their Law, 
than the feverity of Chriftian Religion doth per¬ 
mit, are yet obferved to be lefs fruitful in Chil¬ 
dren, than .thofe who confine themfelves to the 
chaft embraces of one Wife. It is true, we have 
heard how in former Times there have been par¬ 
ticular Men amongft the Turks, that have fe- 
veraUy been Fathers to an hundred Sons -, but 
now, through that abominabe Vice of Sodomy, 
which the Turks pretend to have learned from 
the Italians , and is now the common and pro- 
fefledlhame of that People, few fecundious Fa¬ 
milies are found amongft them ; efpecially 
amongft the Perfons of the greater Quality, who 
have Means and Time to aft and contrive their 
filthinefs with the moft deformity. And in this 
manner the natural ufe of the Women being 
negletted amongft them, as St. Paul faith. Men Rom. c.i 
burning in litjl one towards another ; fo little is 
Mankind propagated, that many think, were it 
not for the abundant fupplies of Slaves, which 
daily come from the Black Sea (as before we 
have declared ) confidering the Summer-flaugh- 
ters of the Plague, and deftruttions of War, 
the 
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the Turk would have little caufe to boaft of I gained with Labour, and the Sweat of their 


the vaft Numbers of his People: and that a 
principal Means to begin the ruine of this Em¬ 
pire, were, to prevent the taking of fo' many 
Captives, or intercept thofe numbers of Slaves 
which are daily tranfported tonourifhand feed 
the Body of this great Babylon ; by which means, 
in tiine, they would not only find a want of Ser¬ 
vants; but a decay and fcarcity ofMafters ; fince 
as it is before-mentioned, thefe Slaves becoming 
Turks,- are capable of all Priviledges, and being 
commonly Manumifed by their Patrons, through 
the help of Fortune, arrive equally to Prefer¬ 
ments with thofe who are of the ancient Maho¬ 
metan Race : This is the true Reafon the Turk 
can fpend fo many People in his Wars, and va¬ 
lues ridt the lives of Ten thoufatd Men to win 
him but a fpanof Ground, and yet almoft with¬ 
out ariy fenlible diminution of his People ; and 
on the contrary, the invention, of an Inquifiti- 
on, arid the diftinttion between Chriftianos vieios , 
and flfitevos in Spain and Portugal , have caufed 
that decay and fcarcity of People hi thofe Coun¬ 
tries, as hath laid the belt part of thofe fruit- 
fbl Soils defolate, and forced them both to a 
rieceffity of entertaining a mercenary Soldi¬ 
ery. 

It is no fmall inducement to the vulgar People, 
who is moft commonly won with outward Allure¬ 
ments, to become Turks; that when they are 
lb, by a white Turbant, or fuch a particular 
Note of Honour, they lhall be diflinguilhed from 
other-like Setts, (all People amongft the Turks 
being known by their Heads, of what Religion 
or Quality they are) and fo may the better be 
diretted where they may have a priviledge to 
domineer and in jure with the moft impunity. 

If we confider how delightful the Mode is in 
England and France , efpecially to thofe who are 
of a vain and gay Humour, and that nothing 
feems handfome or comely, but what is dreffed 
in the Falhion and Air of the Times; we lhall 
not wonder, if the ignorant and vain amongft 
Chriftians, born and educated in thofe Coun¬ 
tries. Ihculd be catched and entrapt with the 
fancy and enticement of the Turkijh Mode, and 
be contented to delpoii themfelves of the Gar¬ 
ment of Chriftian Vertues, to aflurae a drefs 
more Courtly and pleafing to the Eyes of the 
World ; for fo the Britains , and other Nations, 
after Conquered by the Romans, began to delight 
themfelves in their Language and Habit, their 
Banquets and Buildings, which they accounted 
to be Humanity, and refinement of their Man¬ 
ners; but Tacitus faith. Pars fervitutis erat, a 

De vita fignaf Symptom of their fubjettion. 

Agric. And it is worth a wife Man’s obfervation, 
how gladly the Greeks and Mrmtnian Chriftians 
imitate the Turkilh Habit, and come as near to 
it as they dare; and how proud they are, when 
they are priviledged, upon fome extraordinary 
Occafion to appear without their Chriftian di¬ 
ftinttion. And thus the Turk makes his very 
Habit a bait to draw fome to his Superftition ; 
Riches to allure the Covetous; Rewards and 
Hopes, to rule the Ambitious; fears and terrours 
of Death, the cowardly and timorous; and by 
all means works on the Difpofitions and Humours 
of Men, to make additions to his Kingdom. 
Such as adhere to the Chriftian Eaith, the Turk 
makes no account of, and values no otherwife 
in the place of Subjetts, than a Man doth of his 
Ox or Afs, merely to carry the Burthens, and 
to be ufeful and fervile in flavilh Offices : they 
are opprefled, and are fubjeft to all advantages 
and Pretences; and their Goods and Eftates 


Brows, liable to the Rapine of every great 
Man ; they are difarmed, and never exercifed 
in War, by which means they become Effemi¬ 
nate, and lefs dangerous in Rebellion: only the 
People of Tranfylvania , Moldavia and Walachia i, 
under the condutt of their refpettive Princes, 
that the Grand Signior fets over them, ferve 
him in their Perfons in the War, and are the firft 
thruft forward in all defperate Enterprifes; fo 
that the oppreflion of the poor Chriftians under 
the Turk, is worthy our compaffion, how poor 
they are become, how their former Wealth is 
exhaufted, how the fatnefs of their rich Soil is 
drained, and made barren by poilbnous Suckers ; 
fo that it is evident that the Turks Defign is 
no other, than by improverilhment and enfee¬ 
bling the Intereft of Chriftianity, to draw Pro¬ 
felytes and Strength to his own Kingdom. 

Wherefore fome fort of poor Chriftians, ei¬ 
ther aftually Subjetts to the Turkilh Tyranny, 
or Borderers on them, who often feel the mifery 
of their Incurfions, being fearful of their own 
conftancy in the Faith, have contrived ways to 
preferve themfelves from any other ProfeiDon : 
wherefore in Mengrelia , the Chriftians, at the 
Baptiim Of their Children, make a Crofs on 
their Hands; and in Servia their cuftome is to 
make it on their Foreheads, with the Juice of a 
certain Herb, the ftain of which never wears 
out ; fo that fome of thefe Nations, who be¬ 
come Renegadoes to the Chriftian Faith, bear 
always a Badge and Note of defignation about 
them to a Holy Profeflion, which may ferve to 
upbraid their Perfidious defertion of the Faith ; 
the Crofs on their Forehead appearing for a 
fhame arid difcountenance to the White Turbant 
on their Heads. By which pious Art, many of 
thefe diftreffed Chriftians have, notwichftariding 
fear arid dcfpair of Liberty, and promifes of 
reward, through the apprehenfion of this in¬ 
congruity between the Crofs and the Banner of 
Mahomet , preferved themfelves firm to their firft 
Colours. 


CHAP. XIX. 

The manner of Reception of Foreign Ambaf- 
fadours amongft the Turks, and the efleem 
they have of them .' 

T Here was no Nation in the World ever fo 
barbarous, that did not acknowledg the 
Office of an Atribafladour Sacred and Necef- 
fary.

A Mbafladorsin this Country, have need both 
of Courage and Circumlpedion, wifdom 
to dillemble with Honour, and difereet pati¬ 
ence, feemingly to take no nodee of Affronts 
and Contempts, from which this uncivilized 
People cannot temperate their Tongues, even 
when they would feem to put on the molt 
courteous deportment and refpedt toward Chri- 
ftians. 

The French Ambaflador, Monfieur le Haye, 
fent once to advife the great Vizier Kuperli, 
that his Mafter had taken the ftrong City of 
Arras from the Spaniard, and had obtained o- 
ther Victories in Flanders, fuppofing that the 
Turk outwardly have evidenced fome iigns of 
Joy, and return an Anfwer of Congratulation •, 
but the Reply the Vizier gave, was no other 
than this, ( What matters it me, whether the 
Hog worries the Hog , or the thg the Hog, Jo 
my Mafter s Head be but fafe !) intimating, 
that he had no other efteem of Chriftians* 
than as Savages or Beafts, and with no other 
Anfwer than this, due to an officious Court- 
ftip towards a Turk, the Meflenger rctur- 

There is no doubt, but of all thofe means 
wherewith Kingdoms and States are luppor- 
ted, there are two more principal and chief of 
all others : The one is the fubftantial and real 
Strength and force of the Prince, which con- 
fifts in his Armies and Intereft •, and the o- 
ther is the Honour and Reputation he gams A- 
broad, which hath fometimes proved of that 
Authority and Confequence, as to make the 
State of the weaker Prince to appear more con¬ 
fiderable, or at leaft, equal to the greater For¬ 
ces of the other. ... 

This Reputation is principally maintained 
by a prudent manner of Negotiation, and 
depends on the diferetion of the Reprcfenta- 
tive, in which, for many Years, the Republick 
of Venice had great Advantages in the Turkiffi 
Court, through the Caution and Policy of 
their Minifters, who nourilhed in the Turks 
an opinion of their ftrength of Arms, and 
force of Wifdom, beyond the reality thereof; 
that beforethe War broke forth, no Nation in 
Amity with the Turk had their Affairs treated 
with more honour and refpeft than this Com¬ 
mon-Wealth. 

An Ambaflador in this Court ought to be 
circumfpedt and careful to avoid the occafion 
of having his Honour blemiftied,. or of in¬ 
curring the leaft violation of his Perfon * for 
afterward, as one baffled in bis Reputation, 
he becomes fcorned, lofes his Power and In¬ 
tereft, and all efteem of his Worth and Wif¬ 
dom ; for having endured one Affront, their 
lnfolence foon prefumes farther to trefpafs 
on his Patience: For certainly Turks, of all 
Nations in the World, are moft,apt to crufh 
and trample on thofe that lie under their 
Feet. As on the contrary, thofe who have a 
Reputation with them, may make the belt 


and moll advantageous Treaties of any part 
of the World 5 according to that of Busbe- 
quius, Ep. 1 . Sunt 'litrei in utramque partem ni- 
mii five indulgcntia , cum pro amicis fe probare 
volant, five acerb it ate cum irati funt. To reply; 
according to the Pride and Ignorance of a Turk, 
is properly to blow up Fire into a Flame; 
to fupporn with fubmillion, and a pufillani- 
mous Spirit, his Affronts and Indignities, by 
negotiating faintly or coldly, is to add Fuel 
and Wocd to the burning Piles; but folid 
Reafon and Difcourfe, accompanied with chear- 
ful Exprelfions, vivacity and courage in Ar¬ 
gument, is the only manner of dealing and 
treating with the Turks. 

That which is called good Nature, or flexi¬ 
ble Difpofition, is of little ufe to a Publick 
Minifter in his Treaty with Turks : A pun¬ 
ctual adherence to former Cuftoms and Ex¬ 
amples, even to Obftinacy, is the beft and 
fafeft Rule ; for the concellion of one Point 
lerves to embolden them to demand another* 
and then a third * and fo their Hopes increafe 
with the Succefs, having no Modefty nor Wif¬ 
dom to terminate their Delires * one ACt 
or two of Favour is enough afterwards to 
introduce a Cuftom, (. which is the chiefelt 
part of their Law ) and to make that which 
is merely voluntary, and of Grace, to become 
of Obligation. 

But a principal Matter, which a publick Mi¬ 
nifter ought to look to, is to provide him¬ 
felf of fpirited, eloquent, and intelligent In¬ 
terpreters ; fpirited, I fay, becaufe many times 
the Prefence is great they appear before, and 
the Looks big and four of a barbarous Ty¬ 
rant •, and it hath been known, that the Am- 
baflador hath been forced to interpofe his 
own Perfon, between the Fury of the Vizier 
and his Interpreter, whole Offence was only 
the delivery of the words of his Mafter *, fome 
of whom have notwithftanding been impri- 
foned, or executed, for this Caufe, as we have 
partly intimated in the foregoing Chapter: 
The reafon of which Tyranny and Prelump- 
tion in thefe prime Officers over the Inter¬ 
preters, is, becaufo they are moil commonly 
born Subjects of the Grand Signior, and there¬ 
fore ill fupport the leaft word -raif-placed, 
or favouring of Conteft from them, not di- 
ftinguifliing between the Senfe of the Ambaf- 
fador, and the Explication of the Interpre¬ 
ter ; and therefore it were very ufeful to 
breed up a Seminary of young Englilh Men, 
of fprightly and ingenious Parts, to be qua¬ 
lified for that Office, who may, with lefs dan¬ 
ger to themlelves. Honour to their Mafter, 
and Advantage to the Publick, exprefs boldly, 
without the ufoal mincing and fubmillion of other 
Interpreters, whatfoever is commanded and de* 
dared by their Mafter. 

The French Nation hath taken a very good 
courfe, in breeding up Youths to make their 
Drugger-men or Interpreters-, fome few Years 
paft, twelve were fent to Smyrna , where be¬ 
ing awhile inftrufted in the Convent of Ca¬ 
puchins, and there taught the Turkiffi and 
Vulgar Greek, they are afterwards difperfed 
to the feveral Factories; fuch as were of 
moft pregnant Parts, being placed with the 
Ambaflador at Conjfantinople. Such a provifiou 
of young Drugger-men, at leaft twelve, ought 
to be allowed, for fome of them die, fome 
grow weary of the Country, and are defirous 
to return Home*, others not having a fum- 
ciency of Parts* nor. Health, anfwer not Ex- 
G pectauon i 
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pertation •, To that if two or three of fuch 
a Number happen to fucceed well, they are 
a 'Teat help to the Amballador, and the Con- 
ful where they ferve. 

The Englijh Amballador had once three Youths 
fent Aboard on this Delign, but they are now 
all three dead, and one alone came into Em¬ 
ployment. 

It is certainly a good Maxim for an Am¬ 
ballador in this Country, not to be over-ftu- 
dious in procuring a familiar Friendlhip with 
Turks; a fair comportment towards all in a 
moderate way, is cheap and fecure •, for a 
Turk is not capable of real Friendlhip to¬ 
wards a Chriftian; and to have him called 
' only, and thonght a Friend who is in Power, 
is an Expence without Profit ■, for in great 
Emergencies, and Times of Neccffity, when 
their Affillance is moll ufeful, he mull be 
bought again, and his Friendlhip renewed 
with Prerents, and farther Expectations: howfo- 
ever this way of Negotiating by Prefentsand 
Gratuities, is fo much in cultom amongft the 
Turks, that to fpeak truly, fcarce any thing 
can be obtained without it ■, but is the Wif- 
dom of the Minifter, to difpofe and place 
them with Honour, Decency, and Advantage. 
For there arc, and have been always, two or 
three powerful Perfons in this Courr, which 
in all Times carry the principal fway, and 
command of all -, thefe mull neceflarily be 
treated with Refpert, and often fweetned 
with Gratuities : He that hath Mony, may 
doubtlefs make Friends when he needs them, 
and with that fecure his Capitulation and his 
Privilege, purchafe Jultice, and if his Stock 
will hold out, art any thing that can reafonably 
be imagined •, yet it is the mofl profitable and 
prudent way, to refer fomething to Friendlhip 
and good Correfpondence, and not all to mere 
force and ilrength of Mony. 


CHAP. XXI. 

How foreign Princes in particular ft and in 
the Efteem and Opinion of the Turks. 

T HE Turks, as we have occafionally in- 
itanccd before, are naturally a proud and 
infolent People, confident, and conceited of 
their own Vertuc, Valour, and Forces, which 
proceeds from their ignorance Of the Ilrength 
and conflitution of other Countries ; fo that 
when the Danger which may arife from the 
Conjunction and Union of Chriftian Princes 
to the Mahometan Intereft, is difeourfed of, 
they compare the Grand Signior to the Lion, 
and other Kings to little Dogs, which may 
ferve ( as they fay ) to roufe and difeompofe 
the quiet and Majclty of the Lion, but can 
never bite him, but with their utmoil peril. 

They fay farther, as by an ingenuous Con- 
feflion, that they are unable to encounter the 
Chriftians at Sea, to whom God hath given 
that umlable Element lor Dominion and Pof- 
fefiion but that the Earth is the Lot and In¬ 
heritance of the Turks, which is demonftra- 
ble by that great Circuit of Empire, obedient 
t-o the Mahomet mi Arms. 

Thefe are the Thoughts and Apprehenfions 
of the Commonalty concerning Chriltendom in 
general, ( which I have heard often difeour¬ 


fed amorgH them ) but the Opinion and E- 
llecm wh.ch knowing Men and Minifters 
frame of Foreign Kingdoms and States diftjnd- 
ly, is for the moll part according to thefe fol¬ 
lowing Particulars. 

Of all the Princes fo for remote as En <r- 
/W, none amongft this People itands in bet¬ 
ter account than his Majefty of Great Britain • 
not only for the convenience of the Trade, 
which provides the Empire with many necef- 
fary Commodities, but for the fame of His 
Shipping, and Power at Sea, which makes 
him, though divided from all parts of the 
World, yet a Borderer on every Countrey, 
where the Ocean extends : And this Elleein 
and Honour the Sultan bears towards'His Ma¬ 
jefty, hath been evidenced in feveral Particu¬ 
lars, and by none more than by the fccurity 
and freedom his Merchants live in in thefe Do¬ 
minions, and a readinefs always in every rea- 
fonabie Requeft, to gratify His Majefty’s Ambaf- 
fadors. 

. As for the Emperor, the Turk knows that 
his own proper and peculiar Force in it felf, 
is inconfiderable, but that with the conjunrti-. 
on and afliftance of the German Princes, they 
are allured, and have proved it to their ex¬ 
perience, in the Year 1664, that his Strength 
is equivalent to the Ottoman Power ; but yet 
they are not ignorant, that the diveriity of 
Religions and SeCts in Germany , abate much 
of that vigor and coalition amongft them- 
felves, which is requifite to the vigorous oppo- 
lition of fo potent an Enemy. 

And it is evident, that the Emperor’s un- 
feafonable Severity againft the Proteftants in 
Hungary, difobliging his whole Dominion there, 
by depriving them of their Churches, and 
exerciling other courles for fupprellion of the 
Reformed Religion, ripened the Turk’s De¬ 
lign of War, firft laid in the Year 1663, 
conceiving in that conjuncture, holding forth 
the fpecious pretence of Liberty in Religion 
and Confcience, the Hungarians would either 
wholly defert the Emperor, or very coldly 
and faintly apply themfdves to his Succour : 
The Eflert of which was in the fucceeding 
Wars plainly verified, and known, that the 
Hungarians were not only fparing in their 
Contribution and Supplies of Men in the Ser¬ 
vice of the Emperor, but held fecret Juntoes 
and Councils, Whether it were not better to 
accept the Turk’s Sovereignty, on the Con¬ 
ditions propofed, with Liberty of their Re¬ 
ligion, rather than to continue in Allegiance 
to the Emperor, who neither afforded them 
freedom of Confcience, which is the Deftru- 
rtion of their Spiritual Ellate, nor was able 
to withftand the Turk, which argued infuf- 
ficiency to yield them Protection in their Tem¬ 
poral. 

The Emperor fends his Amballador to the 
Turk, under Notion of the King of Hunga¬ 
ry, becaufe at his Ihftalmcnt as Emperor, he 
fwears to make a perpetual War with the 
Turk; and indeed their Peace is little better 
than a War, confidering their frequent Incur- 
lions into each others Territories; and that to 
skirmilh or fight in Bodies, under the number 
of five thoufand, not taking Forts, orbringing 
Cannons in the Field, is no Breach of the Capi¬ 
tulations. 

The French King, though the firft Chrifti¬ 
an Prince, that having no Confines bordering 
on thefe Dominions, entred into Capitulati¬ 
ons with the Turk for a free and open Com¬ 
merce 
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merce and Traffick; and obtained the Title 
of ?odc(haw, which figmfies as much as Em¬ 
peror, and is denied to an other Chriftian 
Kings, and even to the German Emperor 
himfelf, being adjudged an Honour amongft 
the Turks, proper and peculiar only to the 
Grand Signior: Yet their efteem of the French 
is not fo great as fome would perfwade the 
World it is, having C as we have at large 
declared in the foregoing Chapter ) given 
ample Teftimonies in the Perfons of the Am¬ 
ballador, of their fcorn and negleCt of the 
Prince he reprefented. „ 0 

I have heard the wife Lord Chancellor Sa- 
mofade fay. That the French gained that Ti¬ 
tle of Podejhaw to their King, by Craft and 
Subtilty, and was never fully examined nor 
confidered: and in that Bufinefs there is a 
ftrange Romance told of a fair French Lady, 
preferred to the Seraglio, whom the Turks 
were willing to receive for a Pnnces ^ and 
thence challenging Affinity with the King of 
France, was the more profufe in the honour 

° f I tissue!* there was a timewhen the French 
Ambalfadors was called to fecret 
and admitted within the Walls of the Serag¬ 
lio, to private Meetings and Debates of the 
Turk; but it was when the French plotted, 
and openly affifted in transportation of the 
Turks, for the Invafion of holy ; but fince 
that time, and efpecially in the Year 
through the Force given the Emperor, and the 
Bravado upon Barbary, the French hath always 
(and that not without fome reafon) gone de¬ 
clining in the good Opinion and Efteem in the | 
Ottoman Court. 

The Pope is more efteemed, as a Princfea- 
ble to blow the Coals, and excite other Prin¬ 
ces to the Damage of the Mahometan State, 
rather than by his own Power or Force to 
effort any thing himfelf •, and having no Con¬ 
fines bordering on the Turks, h'^ches, Power, 
or Greatnefs, feldom falls as a Subjeft for their 
confideration. F , 

As little account would they make of the 
Kina of Spain, but that the Granadtne lurks, 
of which there remains in Corftantmople a con- 
fiderable number fince their Expulfion, through 
an extreme Affertion, naturally inherent in 
them to Spain, difeourfe of it with a Paffion, 
not altogether free of a little Rodomontade, 
and Vain-glory, Vices incident to their Coun¬ 
try ; whereby they create in the Turks a con- 
celt of the ^Greatnefs, ^hes. and f orce ° f 
Spain, according as it flounlhed in the Time 
that the Moors poffeffed their Seat and Habi- | 

yeTthe Turks, though a People inju¬ 
rious and negligent of the accurate ftate of 
other Places, betides their own, are mot alto¬ 
gether ignorant of the decay of Spain, the 
Wars in Portugal , and the Menaces from France, 
which makes them aim at one of the f 
Ports in Dalmatia, to Kaye thebetter profpea 
andeafier paffage into Stcily, or the Kingdom of 

The efteem the Venetians are in at this 
time amongft them, is greaterthanwhenthe 
War firft began, for then they g ained 
an Opinion of their Force, much lnferiorto 
the real eftimation thereofas they donow 

the contrary beyond their true Strength, making 

always calculates from the Effort and Succefs of 
Things. 


Yet the Turk knows, that the Venetian power 
is not comparable to his by Land, and that 
nothing but Friuli Hands . between him and 
the mattery of Venice •, which makes him a- 
ftamed and angry, that after fo many Years 
Wars, no greater Additions fliould be acquired 
to the Empire, than his footing in Candia, the 
whole pofleffion of which was imagined at the 
beginning of the War, would, upon a bare De¬ 
mand, been quietly prefented as the Price and 
Purchafe of the Peace. 

The King of Poland is none of the leaft 
amongft the Chriltian Princes efteemed at the 
Ottoman Court, by reafon of his great Power, 
confining chiefly in Horfe, which in the Opi¬ 
nion of the Turks, is the molt Warlike-, 
and looks on the People as Martial, and with 
much difficulty brought under their fubjerti- 

° n But by reafon of the great Combuftions 
and Inteftine Troubles of that Country, the 
Polanders apply themfelves with much Dexte¬ 
rity and Caution in their Treaties with the 
1 Turks; and efpecially, being Borderers with 
them, and fubjert to their IncurhODS and Rob¬ 
beries of Men and Cattel, they endeavour alt 
means of fair and reafonable complyance. And 
on the other fide, the Turk is well inclined 
to the Polander, and defires his profperity 
beyond others of his Neighbour-Princes •, be¬ 
caufe he looks on him as the only Curb, up¬ 
on all Occafions, of the Mufcovites , and whom 
they may make ufe of, to give fome ftop and ar- 

reftunto the progrefs of his Arras. 

The Mofeovite hath yet a greater Fame and 
Renown with the Tifrks, being reported to 
make One hundred and fifty thoufand Horfe ; 
fo that he treats with the Turk on equal 
Terms, and fills his Letters with high Threats 
and Hyperbolical Expreffions of his Power, 
and with as fwelling Titles as the Turk. 

I The Greeks have alfo an inclination to the 
Mofeovite beyond any other Chriftian Prince, 
as being of their Rites in Religion, terming 
j him their Emperor and Protestor-, from 
whom, according to the ancient Prophefies 
1 and modern Predictions, they expert delivery 
and freedom to their Church. 

But the greateft dread the Turk hath of 
the Mofeovite , is from the Union with the 
i SofK, or Per fan, which two uniting together, 

1 would be too unequal a Match for the Ottoman 

i El B P ufabove all the great Potentates of the 
World, the King of Per ft a was molt .feared 
1 and efteemed by the Turk, not only by rea¬ 
fon of his great Force, and that the Borders 
of his Dominions run a long fpace on the 
Confines of the Turks; but becaufe it is al- 
moft impoffible, by reafon of the vaft Defarts, 
and uninhabited Places, to carry a War in¬ 
to his Country, without the cumberfome car¬ 
riages of all neceflary Provifions, which with 
how much difficulty and incommodity were 
performed in the laftWar.s between thefe two 
great Princes, the Hiftory fufficiently relates^ 
but fince the Conqueft of Babylon, and decay 
of their Riches, they are now the fubjeds ot 
the Turkifh fcorn arid' contempt; ' 

\ The nearnefs of their Faith, though de¬ 
rived from the fame Founder, hut afterwards 
receiving fome difference by the interpretati¬ 
on of Holy, is in no-wife a reconcilement ot 
their Affedions but rather a ground and mat- 
ter of their Fear and Jealoufy, left at any 
time, waging a War ^gamft the 1^/^that 
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Herefy fhould begin to be fet on foot amongft 
the People, which, like a Spark that caufes 
the Conflagration of a whole City, may breed 
thofe inteltine Civil diftradtions, which may 
prove of more danger and ruin than the for¬ 
mer War. 

It will not be neceflary to fpeak much of 
the Hollanders, in regard, that though they 
have a Refident there, they are fcarce taken 
notice of as a Nation different, bat depending 
on the Englijh. 

Thefe foregoing words of Holland , have 
been liable to cenfure amongft the Dutch but 
for my Apology therein, I have thus much 
to fay. That though the Aflertion may feem 
ftrange in thefe our Times, yet when it was 
firft wrote, which is now above feventeen Years 
paft, it might have paft for Current Truth} 
Diftingue te/upora & bene doces. 

When I came firft into Turky , which was in 
the Year 1660, there were very few of the 
Dutch Nation then in Turky , and their Trade 
very inconliderable. 

At Aleppo they had no Conful, till fome 
Years after my arrival Levinm Warner , Refi- 
dent at Conftantinople , fent his Brother firft to 
that place ; but before that time, they always 
lived under the Engliflt protection. 

At Smyrna they had no other for their Con- 
ful, than one Evan Ogle a Greeks of whom 
either the Dutch or Turks took little notice, 
having recourfe very often to the Engltjh 
Conful for his Advice, and Alliftance. 

At Conilantiuople, for many Years, the Dutch 
lived under the EngliJIt Ambaflador, which was 
the occafion of thofe differences debated in 
the Divan between ours, and the French Am¬ 
baflador. Likewife Levinm Warner , a German 
born, lived for fome Years in the Houfe of 
the Engliflt Ambaflador, until afterwards, that 
by the Lords the States, he was promoted to 
be their Refident at the Port. 

All which happening in fo Ihort time after 
my arrival in Turky , it will not appear ftrange 
to confidering Men, that the Dutch Nation 
fhould not at that time, by the generality of the 
People (though the Minifters of State might 
know otherwife) be diftinguilhed from ours, 
or their Puiflance, and Greatnefs fo well un- 
derftood as it is at prefent. The Heer Co- 
lyer, formerly Refident, but now dignified with 
the Title of Ambairador at the-Perr, and the 
fcveral Confuls in their refpeOive Factories being 
much refpeCted ar.d efteemed. 

And thefe are all the Nations confiderable, 
with whom the Turk hath occafion to Treat, 
or that fall under his Cognifance or Bufi- 
nefs. 

When the Grand SigDior hath occafion to 
write unto any of the Chriftian Princes, he 
commonly ufes thefe Exprelfions, at the begin¬ 
ning of the Letter. 

To the Glory of the great Primes of J E- 
S U S, Elected by the Reverend Sena¬ 
tors of the Religion of the Mefliah, 
Cowpofer of the Publick Affairs of the 
Chrifitan Nation. Patron (or Mafter) 
of • a Courteous and Modeft Train , 
Lord of thofe Ways which lead to Ho¬ 
nour and Glory } whofe End may it be 
happy, &c. 


CHAP. XXII. 

The regard the Turks have to their Leagues 
with Foreign Princes. 

A S the Chriftian Religion teaches Humili¬ 
ty , Charity, Courtefie, and Faith to¬ 
wards all that are within the Pale of Humane 
Nature, to be eptkoBiot it, tpikouidpcrmi } lo 
the Turkilh Superftition furniihes its Follow¬ 
ers with Principles, not only to abhor the 
Doctrines, but alfo the Perfons of fuch whom 
they term not Believers. The fordidnefs of 
their Blood, and ungentlenefs of their Edu¬ 
cation, makes them infolent and fwelled in 
Profperity} and their Victories and Spoils 
upon Chriftians, render the Arms and Force 
of other parts contemptible in refpeCt of 
theirs. 

Upon thefe ConGderations of the vileneft 
of Chriftianity, and fcorn of their Power, 
they aflume this into a Maxime, That they 
ought not to regard the Leagues they have 
with any Prince, or the Realbns and Ground 
of a Quarrel, whilft the Breach tends to the 
enlargement of their Empire, which confe- 
quently infers the propagation of their Faith. 

Many and various are the Examples and. 

Stories in all Ages, fince the beginning and 
increafe of the Turkilh. Power, of the Per- 
Mioufhefs and Treachery of this People} that 
it may be a Queftion, Whether their Valour 
and Force hath prevailed more in the time 
of War, or the little care of their Faith, 
and maintenance in their Leagues hath avai¬ 
led them in the time of Peace? 

Thus Didymatichum in the time of Peace, 
under Amurath , third King of the Turks, 
whilft the Walls and Fortifications were build¬ 
ing, was by the Afian Labourers, which were 
entertained in the Work, and the help of 
other Turks which lay near in Ambiuffii, fur- 
I prized and taken. 

So alfo * Rode ftum, in the time of Peacd,.by * Nowca i. 
command of Amurath , was by Eurenofes oSkuL- led Rode- 
ted and taken by ftrategem. fto- 

I So Adrianoplc in the Reign of the lame 
Emperor, after Peace made again, and Aflu- 
rances given of better Faith, was by/ the 
Art and Difguife of Cbafis-Ilbeg , pretending: 
to be a difcontented Captain, and a fugi¬ 
tive from the Turks, by fair Speeches, and. 
lome AClions and Skinnilhes Abroad, gained; 
fuch confidence amongft the credulous Greeks^ 
as enabled him afterwards to fet the Gates 
open to Amurath 1 s Army, which aftfcr fome 
Conflict, was taken, and never recovered again- 
by the power of the Greeks. 

It is an old and praCtifed Subtilty of the Turks, 
immediatley after fome notable Misfortune, to. 
enpreat of Peace, by which means they may' 
gain dine to recolleCt their Forces andProvi-. 
lions to profecute the War. 

It is notable and worthy of Record, the 
Treachery of the Treaty ufed the Year 1604, 
begun in the time of Mahomet the Third * and 
broken off by Achmtt his Sacceflour- The 
Overtures for a Treaty were firft propounded 
by the Turks} and Commiffioners from the 
Emperor appointed, and met the.Turks at 
Buda twelve days Truce were concluded for. 

.con- 
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confideration of the Articles, and Prefents 
lent by the Turks to the Emperor, to per- 
fuade of the reality of their Intentions. Ma¬ 
homet dying, Sultan Achmet renews his Com- 
miflion to the Bajfa of Buda to continue the 
Treaty; whereupon the Chriftian and lurks 
Commiflloners have another meeting at Left } 
where whilft the Chriftians were courteoufly 
treating the Infidels in Tents near the Town, 
and they to create in the Chriftians an aflu- 
rance of their faithful Dealings, were produ¬ 
cing Letters from their Sultan, and Prime 
Vizier, filled with Oaths and Proteftations, as 
by the God of Heaven and Earth,, by the 
Book of Mofes , by the Souls of their Ance- 
ftors, and the like, that their Intentions for 
Peace were real, and meant nothing but what 
was honourable and juft: At that very time 
the Turks of Buda, conceiving, that in the time 
of this great Jollity and Confidence, the Walls 
of Peft were negledled and flightly manned, 
iflued out in great numbers to furprize it} 
the Alarm of which ended the Banquet, and 
the Turks finding Matters contrary to their 
Expectation, returned only with the lhameof 
their Treachery. 

It is no wonder the Difciples fhould. In a 
Point of fo great Liberty and Advantage, fol¬ 
low the Example and Dodtrine of their Ma¬ 
iler; for the like Mahomet did when over¬ 
thrown, and repulfed at the Siege of Mecba, 
made a firm League with the Inhabitants of 
ftnCt Peace and Amity: but the next Summer, 
having again recruited his Forces, eafily fur- 
prized and took the City, whilft that People 
relying on the late Agreement, fulpefted no¬ 
thing lefs than the Prophet’s Treachery. 

And that fuch prefidioufuefs as this might 
not be Chronicled in future Ages, indilparage- 
rnent of his SanClity; he made it lawful for 
his Believers, in Cafes of like Nature, when 
the Matter concerned thofe who are Infidels, 
and of a different Perfwafion, neither to re¬ 
gard Promifes, Leagues, or other Engage¬ 
ments } and this is read in the Book of the 
Inftitutions of the Mahometan Law, called Ki- 
tab Hadaia. 

It is the ufual Form and Cuftom, when a 


I noble Advantage is elpied on any Country, 
with which they have not fuflicient ground of 
Quarrel, to demand the Opinion of the Muf- 
tee, for the lawfulnefs of War} who without 
confulting other Confideration and Judgment 
of the reafonable Occafions, than the utility 
of. the Empire, in conformity to the forego¬ 
ing Prefident of his Prophet, partes his Fet fa, 
or Sentence } by which the War becomes war¬ 
rantable, and the Caufe juftified and allow¬ 
ed. 

It is not to be denied, but even amongft 
Chriftian Princes, and other the moft gallant 
People of the World, Advantages have been 
taken, contrary to Leagues, and Faith, and 
Wars commenced upon frivolous and flight 
Pretences; and the States have never wanted 
Reafons for the breach of Leagues; though 
confirmed by Oaths, and all the Rites of Re¬ 
ligious Vows: We know it is controverted in 
the Schools, whether Faith is to be maintained 
with Infidels, with Hereticks, and wicked 
Men } which in my Opinion were more honou¬ 
rable to be out of Queftion. 

But we never read that Perfidioufneft, by 
Adt and Proclamation, was allowable, or that 
it was wholly to be Faithlefs, until the Doctors 
o£ the Mahometan Law, by the Example of 
their Prophet, recorded and commanded this 
Leflbn , as a beneficial and ufeful Axiom to 
their Difciples. 

And here I cannot but wonder at what I 
have heard and read in fome Books of the 
Honefty and Juftice of the Turks, extolling 
and applauding them, as Men accomplifhed 
with all the Vertues of a Moral Life } ihesce 
Teeming to infer, that Chriftianity it felf im- 
pofes none of thofe Engagements of Goodnefs 
on Mens Natures, as the Profeflors of it do 
imagine. But fuch Men, I believe, have nei¬ 
ther read the Hiftories, nor confulted the Rules 
of theiF Religion, nor pradtifed their Conver- 
fation: and in all Points, being ignorant of 
the truth of the Turks dealing, it is not ftrange, 
if through a charitable Opinion of what they 
know not, they err In the Apprehenfion and 
Charadter they paft upon them. 


THE 
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CHAP. I. 

Of the (Religion of the Turks in General L 


T H E Civil Laws appertaining to Reli¬ 
gion amongft the Turks, are fo con¬ 
founded into one Body, that we can 
fcarce treat of one without the other 5 
for they conceive that the Civil Law came as 
much from God, being delivered by their Pro¬ 
phet, as that which immediately refpefts their 
Religion, and came with the lame Obligations 
and Injun&ions to obedience. And though this 
Polity was a Fiction of fome, who firft founded 
certain Governments, as Numa Pompilius , Solon, 
and the like, to put the greater Engagements 
and ties on Men, as well of Confcience, as 
through fear of Punilhment yet in the gene¬ 
ral that Propolition is true. That all Laws which 
refpedt Right and Juftice, and are tending to 
a Foundation of Good and Honelt Government, 
are of God For there is no Power hut of God, 
and the Powers that he, are ordained of God. And 
then if God owns the Creation and Conftitution 
of all Princes and Rulers, as well the Pagans as 
Chriftiaps •, the Tyrants, as the Indulgent Fa¬ 
thers of their People and Country no lefs doth 
he difallow the Rules and Laws fitted to the 
Conftitution and Government of a People, gi¬ 
ving no Difpenfation to their Obedience, be¬ 
cause their Prince is a Tyrant, or their Laws 
not founded according to true Reafon, but to 
the humour of their corrupted Judgments or 
Intereft. 

It is vulgarly known to all, that their Law 
was compiled by Mahomet, with the help of 
Sergius the Monk (and thence this Superftition 
is named Mahometanifn) whofe infamous Life 
is recorded fo particularly in many other Books, 
that it were too obvious to be repeated here : 
and therefore we fhall infill, and take a view of 
the Rites, Do&rines, and Laws of the Turkijh 
Religion, which is founded in three Books, which 
may not improperly be called the Codes and 
PandeEls of the Mahometan ConftitUtions. 

The firft is the Alcheran •, the fecond, the 
Confent or Teftimony of Wifemen, called the 
Affonah, or the Traditions of the Prophets •, 
and the third,the Inferences or Deductions of one 
thing from another. 

Mahomet wrote the Alchoran, and preferibed 
fome Laws for the Civil Government: the other 
Additions, or Super!!.ruptures, were compofcd 
by their Doflors that fucceeded, which were 
* 


Ebbubecher, Omer, Ozman and Haly -, the Ca¬ 
lifs of Babylon and Egypt were other Dodtors 
and Expofitors of their Law; whofe Sentences 
andPofitions were of Divine Authority amongft 
them; but their efteem of being Oraculous faiL- 
ing with their Temporal Power, that Dignity 
and Authority of Infallible Determinations, 
was by force of the Sword transferred to the 
Turkijh Mufti, And though there is great di- 
verfity amongft the Dodtors, as touching the 
explication of their Lavy, yet he is efteemed a 
true Believer, who obferves theft five Articles 
of Fundamentals of the Law, to which every 
Turk is obliged. 

The firft is, Cleainnefs in the Outward Parts 
of their Body and Garments. 

Secondly, To make Prayers five times a day. 

Thirdly, To obferve the Ramazan or Month¬ 
ly Faft. 

Fourthly, To perform faithfully the Zekat, or 
giving of Alms according to the proportion pre¬ 
fer i bed in a certain Book, wrote by the four 
Dodtorsof theirs, called Afan, Embela, &c. 

Fifthly, To make their Pilgrimage to Mecha, 
if they have means and .poffibility to perform 
it. 

But the Article of Faith, required to be be- 
lived, is but one, viz. That that there is but 
one God, and Mahomet his Prophet. 

Other Rites, as Circuracifion, Obfervation of 
a Friday for a Day of Devotion, Abftinence 
from Swines-flefh, and from Blood, (as they 
fay) amongft the five pincipal Points, becaufe 
they are enjoined as Trials and Proofs of Man’s 
Obedience to the more neceflary Law. 


CHAP. II. 

The Toleration that Mahometanifm in its ip- 
fancy promifed to other Religions \ and in 
what manner that Agreement was after- 
wards obferved. 

W HEN Mahometanifm was firft weak,- 
and therefore put on a mndeft Coun¬ 
tenance and plaufible Afpedl to deceive Mankind,' 
it found a great part of the World illuminate^ 
with 
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with Chrillianity, endued with aftive Graces, 
Z.al, and Devotion, and eftablilhed within it 
felf with purity of Doftrine, Union, and firm 
profcilion of the Faith, though greatly fhaken 
by the Herelies of Aritu and Nefteriut •, yet it 
be"an to be guarded, not only with its Patience, 
Lcng-fufleiing, and Hope^ but alio with the 
Fonilications, Arms, and Protection of Empe¬ 
rors, and Kings: fo that Mahomet anifm coming 
then on the difadvantage, and having a hard 
Game to play, either by the luftre of Graces, 
and Good Exair pies of a itrift Life to out-lhme

Chrillia: 1 , drawing its Tenents and DoCtrines 
in feme conformity to that Rule, con felling 
Chrift to be a Prophet, and greater than Mofes ; 
that he was born of a Virgin ; that Mary con¬ 
ceived by the fmell of a Rofe/, that the blelTed 
Virgin was free from Original Sin, and the 
Temptations of the Devil; that Chrift was the 
Word of God, and is fo ftyled in the Alchoran , 
and cured Difeafes, raifed the Dead, and wor¬ 
ked many Miracles y and by his Power his 
Difciples did the like : and I have heard fome 
fpeak of him with much reverence, and with 
heat to deny Chrift's Pafhion; faying, it were 
an impiety to believe that God, who loved 
and had conferred fo much Power, and fo ma¬ 
ny Graces on Chrift, fhould fo far dilhonour 
him, as to deliver him into the Hands of the 
Jewt, who were the worll and moft fcorned of 
Men •, or to the Death of the Crofs, which was 
the moll infamous and vile of all Punilhments. 

In this manner they feemed to make a 
League with Chrillianity, to be Charitable, Mo- 
deft, and well-wilhers to its Profefi'oursand 
Mahomet himfelf fays in his Alchoran thus : “ O 
“Infidels, Ido not adore what you adore, and 
“ you adore not what I vvorlhip ; obferve you 
“ your Law, and I will obferve mine. 

And for a farther allurance of his Toleration 
of Chrillianity, and evidence to the World, 
that his Intention was neither to perfecute nor 
extirpate their Religion ; he made this follow¬ 
ing Compadt, the Original of which was found 
in the Monaftery of Fryarson Mount Carmel, 
and, asitisfaid, was tranfported to the King’s 
Library in France ; which becaufe it is Ancient, 
and of Curiofity, it will not be impertinent to 
be inferred here. 

“ Mahomet fent from God to teach Mankind, 
“ ar.d declare the Divine Commitfion in Truth, 
“ wrote thefe things. That the Caufe of Chri- 
“ ftian Religion determined by God, might re- 
“ main in all parts of the Eaft, and of the Weft, 
‘ as well amongft the Inhabitants, as Strangers,

“ all thefe People I leave this prefent Writing, 
“ as an inviolable League, as a decifion of all 
“farther Controverlies, and a Law whereby

“alfo to preferve their Religion and their 
“Goods in what part foever they are, whether 
« at Land or Sea, Eaft or Weft, even as I keep 
“ my felf and my Sceptre, and the faithful Ber 
“ lievers of my own People. Likewife, to re- 
« ceive them into my Protection from all Harm, 
“Vexation, Offence and Hurt. Moreover,, to 
“ repel thofe Enemies which are offenfive to 
“them and me, and floutly to oppofe them, 
“ both in my own Perfon, by my Servants, and 
“all others of my People and Nation. For 
“ fince 1 am fet over them, I ought to preferve 
“and defend them from all Adverfity, and that 
“ no Evil touch them before it firfl afflift mine, 
“ who labour in the fame Work. I promife far-

could be expe&ed ; but in thefe days they are 
more remifs in this manner of Confutations 
fometimes it is done for formality s but moft 
commonly the Prime Vifier conceited of his 
own Judgment and Authority, affumes the Power 
to himfelf, and perhaps firft does the thing, and 
afterwards demands the Approbation of it by the 
fenfe of the Law. # 

And herein the Mufti hath a fpacious Field 
for his Interpretation ; for it is agreed that their 
Law is temporary , and admits ot Expcfitions 
according to times and Hate of things: And 
though they Preach to the People the perfe&ion 
of their Alchoran s yet the wifer men hold, that 
the Mufti hath an expofitory power of the Law 
to ii; orove and better it, according to the itate 
of things , times and conveniencies of the Em¬ 
pire s for that their Law was never deligned 
to be a clog or confinement to the propagation 
of Faith, but an advancement thereof, and there¬ 
fore to be interpreted in the largeii and faithefl 
fetched fenfe, when the ftritS words will not 
reach the defign intended. 

So it was once propounded to the Mufti, what 
rule (hould beobferved in the devotion of 
carried Slave into the Northern parts of the World, 
wherein Winter is but one hour of day, how he 
might poffibly comply with his obligation of 
making prayers five times within the twenty 
four hours i viz s. Morning, Noon, Afternoon, 
Sunfet, and at an hour and half in the Night ; 
when the whole day being but of one hour, 
admitted of none of thefe diftindions ; for re- 
Iblution of which, the Mufti anfwered, that God 
commanded not things difficult as it is in' the 
Alchoran, and that matters ought to be ordered 
in conformity to time and place, and making 
fhort Prayers once before day, then twice in the 
hour of light, and twice after it Is dark, the 
duty is complied with. 

Another queilion of the fame nature was pro- 
pefed to the Mufti, concerning the Kiblab or holy 
place of Mecba, to which they are obliged to 
turn their faces in th«ir Prayers; how at Sea 
where they had no mark, efpecially bad Geo¬ 
graphers as commonly theTWr^xare, itispoffible 
to comply with that neceffary formality requi¬ 
red in their devotion > the Mufti rcfolved this 
doubt almoft like the former, preferibing a kind 
of circular motion in prayers, by which means 
they cannot mife of having at fome time their 
faces towards the holy City, which in a cafe 
of fo much difficulty is a Efficient compliance 
with the duty. 

Many cafes of this nature are propofed to the 
Mufti ; and many particular rules of Confluence 
required, one of which is remarkable, that Buf- 
bequiut relates, that occurred in his time during 
the Wars between the Emperour of Germany, 
and Sultan Solyman: Whether a few Chriftians 
taken Captives by the Grand Signior, might be 
exchanged with many Turk/ in the hand of the 
Emperour. It feems the Mufti was greatly per¬ 
plexed and puzzled in the refolution i for fome- 
times it feemed a difefteem to the value of a 
Turk, to be rated under the price of aChriftian ; 
on the other fide, it appeared want of chari¬ 
ty and care of the intereft of the Moffelmant 
to negled real terms ot advantage on fuch airy 
and fubtile points of formality. In fine, he con- 
fulted his Books, and declared that he found two 
different Authoutsof great Authority of contra¬ 


dictory opinions in this controverfie; and there¬ 
fore his Judgment was to incline to that which 
had moft of favour and mercy in it. The Mufti 
vvhllft qualified with that title, is rarely put to 
death, but firft degraded, and then becomes liable 
to the ftroke of the Executioner; but in cafes of 
notorious crimes or convi&ion of Treafon, he is 
put in a Mortar for that intent remaining in the 
Prifon called the Seven towers at Conftantinople, 
and therein beaten to death, and brayed to the 
contufion of all his bones and flefh- 
; The next Office to the Mufti is Kadelefcbere 
or Judge of the Militia, otherwife Judge Advo¬ 
cate, who hath yet power of determination in 
any other Law Suits whatfoever > for this pri¬ 
vilege the Souldiery of this Country enjoys, to 
have power extenfive over all other conditions 
of people, but to be onely fubjecV themfelves 
to the Government of their own Officers; this 
Office a Mufti rauft neceflarily pa's through, 
and difeharge with approbation before he af- 
cends the top and height of his Preferment. 

The next inferiour degree is a Mollab ; and 
thefe are of two forts, one of Three hundred 
Afpcrs, and the other of Five hundred Afpers, 
fo called for diftinCtion fake; the firft fort are 
principal Judges in petty Provinces, containing 
under them the command of Kadees of poor and 
inconfiderable places ; the others have their jurif- 
di&ion over the whole dominion of a Beglerbeg, 
and have the Kadeet of feveral rich and renow¬ 
ned places under their Government; thefe rife of¬ 
ten to the Mufti's Office, but proceed by feve¬ 
ral degrees and fteps, and muft firft gradually 
command where the Imperial Seats have beer, 
as firft to be MoUab in Prufa , then in Adrianople, 
and laftly in Conftantinople, at which time fie is 
next to the Office of Kadelefcbere , .and thence 
to that of the Mufti. 

The Sultan, when he writes to any of his 
MoVabt , or Kadeet of the firft degree, he ufcs 
this following ftyle, 

to the moft perfect judge of the Faithful)the 
beft Proficient of Believers in God , the Mine 
of Vertue and true Knowledge , the Difiri- 
buter of all juft Sentenoe to all Humane 
Creatures , Heirs of the Propheticand ApO- 
ftolick. DoSrines, elided by the fmgular Grace 
of God for our Governour and Judge , of 
whofe Venues may they ever 

flourijb. 

Thefe and Kadeet , which are the lower and 
ordinary fort of Judges, are as much to be rec¬ 
koned In the number of religious men as the 
Mufti himfelf: for as I have faid before, the 
Civil Law of the turks is conceived by them to 
be derived from their Prophet, and the other 
Expofitours of their Law with as much engage¬ 
ment and obligation as thefe which immediately 
concern the Divine Worfhip: and therefore are 
to be treated and handled together. 

The Emaumt or Parochial Priefts, m.uftJ>e able 
to read in the Aleboran, and be counted men of 
good fame and moral lives amongft their Neigh¬ 
bours, before they can be promoted to this 
Fun&ion; and muft be one of thofe who have 
learned at the appointed times of prayer to call 
the people together on the top of the Steeple, by 
repeating thefe words, AUab ekfer, Allah ekber t 
Efebedu enU llabe ilallab we efebedu enne Ma- 
bammed evveful: tuab Fleie ala Selab beie ala 
Felab AUab ekper, allab ekf>er, la llabe ilallab, that 
is, God . is great, God is great, I profefs that 
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there is no Deity but God, and confefs that Ma. 
hornet is the Prophet of God ; in this manner the 
people of a Parifli recommending any to the 
Prime Vifier, declaring that the former E maum 
is dead, and the Office vacant, and that this 
perfon. is qualified in all points to tfie Fun&ion 
or better and more knowing than the prefent 
Incumbent; he receives immediate indudion and 
eftablifhment in the place ; but for better proof 
or tryal of the truth of the tefti nr.ony that accom¬ 
panies him, he is enjoynedto read in prefence of 
the Vifier fome part of the Alchoran, which being 
done, he is difmiffed and approved, and takes 
the Vifiefs tefebere or Mandamus for the place. 

This is all the Ceremony required in making 
an Emaum ; for there is no new Chara&er or 
Hate of Priefthood (as they hold) conferred upon 
them, nor are they a different fort diftinguiftied 
from the people by holy Orders or Rites , but 
meerly by the prefent office they manage; when 
being difplaced, they are again numbred with 
the Laity; their Habit is nothing different from 
others, but onely that they wear a large Tur- 
bant like the Lawyers, with fome little variety 
in folding it up, and put on a grave and ferious 
Countenance. Their Office is to call the People 
to Prayers, and at due hours to be their Lea¬ 
der in the Mofque , and to read and repeat up¬ 
on Fridays certain Sentences or Verfes out of the 
Aleboran i few of them adventure to Preach, un- 
ids he be well conceited or rtally well gifted, 
bur leave that office to the Soigb, or him that 
makes Preaching his Profeffion, who is one 
commudy that pjffcs his time in the Convents, 
that we (hail hereafter treat ofi 

The Mufti hath no JurifdidHon over the Ema- 
ums, as to the good order or government of the 
Parilhes, nor is there any Superiority or Hie¬ 
rarchy as to rule amongft them* every one be¬ 
ing Independent and without controll in his 
own Parifh , excepting his Subjection in Civil 
and Criminal Caufes to the chief Magiftrates; 
and confidering the manner of their Defignation 
to the Religious Office, the little difference be¬ 
tween the Clergy and the Laity, and the man-; 
ner of their Angle Government in Parochial; 
Congregations, may not unhappily feem to fquarej 
w ( ith the Independency in England, from which; 
Original pattern and example our Se&aries and 
Phanatick Reformers appear to have drawn their 
Copy. 

The Church-men and Lawyers are greatly ln : 
efteem arpongft them, as is apparent by the Title 
they ufe towards them in their Writings and- 
Commands, directed to them in this manner ; 
Tou that are the glory <f the fudges and Sage- 
men ., the profound Mines of Eloquence and Ex¬ 
cellence, may your Wifedom and Ability be aug¬ 
mented. 


CHAP. V. 

Of . the Mufti’r Revenue, and from whence 
ft doth arife. 

A Fter the Mufti is ele&ed, there is no Ce-i 
feijjony us’d in his Invefture than this: 
he prefents himfelf before the Grand Signior* 
who Cfoaths him with a Veft of rich Sables of 
One thoufand Pollars price, and one thoufand 
more he, prefents him with in Gold made up in 
a Handkerchief, which he delivers with his own 


Hand , putting it in the fold of his under Gar¬ 
ment doubled over his breaft , and beftows on 
him a Salary of Two thoufand Afpers a day, 
which is about Five pound Sterling money ; be¬ 
sides which he hath no certain Revenue, unlefs 
it be the power of Preferment to fome Preben¬ 
daries or Benefices of certain Royal Mofques, 
which he fells and difpofes of as is beft to his 
advantage without the fcruple of corruption or 
Simony. 

By the fentences he gives which they cali 
Fetfat, he receives not one Afper benefit; though 
every Fetfa cofts eight Afpers, yet the Fee there¬ 
of goes to his Officers * that Is, to his Mttfewe- 
degi , or he who Hates the queilion, is paid five 
Afpers; to his Mumeiz , or he who Copies or 
Tranferibes the queftion fair, two Afpers ; ter 
him that keeps the Seal, one Afper. 

Other benefits the Mufii hath little, excep¬ 
ting onely that at his firft entrance to his office, 
he is faluted by all Ambaffadours and Refidents 
for foreign Princes ; as alfo the Agents of feve¬ 
ral Pafbaws refiding at the Port, none of which 
come empty-handed but offer their accuftomed 
Prefents, by which he collects at leaft Fifty thou¬ 
fand Dollars. 

When any Mufti is deprived of his Office 
without any other motive than the pleafure of 
the Grand Signior, he is gratified with an Ar- 
palick,, which is the difpofal of fome judicial 
Preferment in certain Provinces, and the foper- 
iiitendency of them, from which he gathers a 
competent Revenue for his maintenance. 

And becaufe he is a perfon whofe advice and 
counfel is of great Authority with the Grand 
Signior and Vifier, and that his word and can¬ 
did report of matters is coofiderable, and his 
favour in fentences very eftimable* he is there¬ 
fore courted by all the Grandees of the Empire* 
who know no other way of reconciling and pur- 
chafing the affeiSions of a tnrk, than by force of 
Prefents, which haye more of power in them, than 
all other obligations or merits in the World. 


CHAP. vr. 

Of the Emirs. 

W E may here bring in the Emirs , other- 
wife called Eulad Refill, into the num¬ 
ber of the Religious men, becaufe they are of the 
Race of Mahomet, who for diftimftion fake, wear 
about their heads Turbants of a deep Sea-green, 
which is the colours of their Prophet; out of 
reverence to his efteemed holy Bloud, many pri¬ 
vileges are indulged by the fecular Authority, 
that they cannot be vilified, affronted or ftruck 
by a turl^ upon forfeiture of his right Hand ; 
but left they (hould be licentious by his impu¬ 
nity, they have a chief Head or Superiour amongft 
them, called Nakib Efcbref, who hath his Ser¬ 
jeants or Officers under him, and is endued with 
fo abfolute a power over them, that as he pleafes 
it extends .both to Life and Death ; but he never 
will give the feandal to this holy Seed, to exe¬ 
cute orpunifh them publickly. A nd though few 
of them can, derive his Genealogy clearly from 
Mahomet : yet thofe who can but onely pretend 
to it, are often helped out In their Pedegree ; as 
often as the Nakib defires to favour any Perfon, 
or can have any colour to acquire a new Sub- 
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icdt and then to clear all fcruple from the World, 
he gives him a Tree of his Lineage:and pefcent. 
The Turks being well acquainted with this abate, 
carry the lefs refpeft to the whole Generation; 
fo that as often as they find any of them drunk 
or difordcred, they make no fcruple to take off 
their Green turbants firft, Rifling them and lay- 
ing them alide with all reverence, and afterwards 
beat them without refpcdk or mercy. 

Their fecond Officer is called Alemdar, who 
carries the Green Flag of Mahomet, when the 
Grand Signior appears with anv Solemnity in 
publick i they are capable of any Offices i few 
of them cxercifc any Trade, unlefs that which 
is E ftrai or one who deals in Slaves, to which 
fort of Traffick this Sainted Off fpring is greatly 
addi&ed, as being a holy Profdlmn to capti¬ 
vate and cnflave Chriftians. Thefe a-e the molt 
abominable Sodomites and abufcrs of Mafcuhne 
youth in the World, in which fin againft nature 
they exceed the foulnefs and detellable Luff of 
a Tartar. 


CHAP. VII. 

Of the Endowments of Royal Mofthes, and 
in what manner Tithes are given for 
Maintenance of their Priefls and Reli¬ 
gion. 

T HE Turks are very magnificent in theiri 
Mofthes and Edifices eretfed to the honour 
and fervice of God, and not onely ifi the gil¬ 
dings, but in the Endowments of them, with 
a Revenue which Records the Mempry, of the 
Donor to all Pofterity, and relieves many pom 
who daily repeat Prayers .for the Souls of iuchj 
who died with a perfuafion that they haveneed 
of them after their deceafe i for thofe I fay who 
dye of that belief * for the condition ofthe oul, 
untill the day of Judgment is controverted a- 
mongff the lurk*, and thequeffion not decided 
as a matter of Faith, or as revealed or deter¬ 
mined by the Alchoran. For fo large benevo- 
lence is given to places deffined to God si fer¬ 
vice, that as fome compute , one - third of the 
Lands of the whole Empire are allotted and fet 
out to a holy ufe i much to the (harne of thofe 
who pretend to the name of Chriftians,, and yet 
judge the fmalleff proportion to be too tyrge a 
competence for thofe who ferve at the Altaar. 

The principal Mofthes and thofe of ncheff eiK 
dowment (as in all-reafon ought) are ; thofe of 
Royal Foundation, called in Turtyh Selattn Gra- 
meleri ; over which the Prime Superintendent is 
the KuzUr Aga, or the . chief Black Eunuch of 
the Sultan's Women:,and in his power it is to 
diftribuic all confiderable offices of Eccleliattical 
Preferment relating to the Royal Mofches ? which 
office makes a confiderable addition to his Power 
and Revenue: for there are many of thofe Mojcbes 
in divers places of the Empire > but efpecially 
where the Sultans do or have refided, as Prufa, 
Adrianople and Constantinople. . 

The Royal Mofthes of Constantinople are Santa 
Sophia •, Sultan Mahomet , who Conquered this 
City, SultanBajazet.Sultan Selim,SultanSolyman, 
Scbezade , or the Sou of Sultan Solyman , Sultan 
Ahmet , and three other Mofches built by thc 
Queen-Mothers, one of which was lately erefted 
and richly endowed by the Mother of this prefent 
Sultan. 


I (hall Pearce adventure to acquaint my Rea¬ 
der with the particular Revenue belonging to all 
thefe Royal Edifices, but certain it is they have 
Rents as noble and fplendid as their Founders i 
for example of which, I (hall inftance onely in 
that of Santa Sophia , built by Jutinian the Em- 
perour, and rebuilt by Tbeodofms, and was the 
Metropolis of old Bizantium , and the Mother- 
Church belonging to the Patriarchal See of Greece, 
is Hill conferred facred and feparated for ufe 
of Divine Service i of the Revenue of which, 
Mahometan Barbarifm and Superftition hath made 
no Sacrilegious Robbery, but maintained, and 
improved, and added to it in that manner, that 
the Income may equal any Religious foundation 
f Chriftendom i for when I had the Curiofity 
of procuring from the Regiflers of that Church 
diftfo&ly all the particular Gifts, Benefices, 
Lands, Monies at Intereft, and other Endow¬ 
ments belonging thereunto , and offered accor¬ 
ding to my ability fomething confiderable, to 
have a true Copy of the Riches and annual Rent 
of the place i the Keepers of thofe Lifts would 
perfuade me (whether out of oftentation, or 
fcruple of fin to make one of my Faith acquain¬ 
ted with the particulars of their Religious of¬ 
ferings; that the Wealth, Rent, and Account 
of all thofe Royal Endowments are fo many, 
that as they are diftintSly fet down, fill a Vo¬ 
lume, and the knowledge of them is the (tody 
alone of thofe who are defigned to this fervice > 
but in general I am given to underftand, by 
thofe who magnifie not matters beyond their 
due computation. That the Revenue amounts 
ro about One hundred thoufand Zecbins a year; 
which proceeds not from any Lands or Duties 
raifed without the Walls of the City, but all 
from within : the Sultan himfelf being a Te¬ 
nant to that place paying or acknowledging a 
Rent of One thoufand and one Afper a day tor . 
the ground which the Seraglio (lands on, being 
in times of the Chriftian Emperours fome 
part of the Sanctuary or Gardens dedicated to 
the ufe of that (lately Temple, which the Turks 
efteemed Sacrilegious to feparatc intirely from 
the holy fervice to which it was afligned i though 
the admirable fituation thereof rendreth it unfit 
for other habitation, than the enjoyment of the 
Sultan i and did therefore think fit to oblige the 
Land to a Rent, adding the odd Afper as a fig- 
niheation, that the thoufand Alpers were not 
a fufficient confideration for the ufe of the Church 

Lands ', and might therefore be augmented as the 

piety and 'devotion of fucceeding Emperours 
ihould move them. . 

It is reported by the Turly, that Constantino¬ 
ple was taken upon Wednefday : and that On the 
Friday following (which is their Sunday ox Sab¬ 
bath , as we call it; the vidorious Sultan , then 
fiift entitled Emperour, went with all Magnifi¬ 
cent pomp and folemnity to pay his thankfgivmg 
I and devotions at the Church of SanUa Sophia i 
the Magnificence fo pleated him, that he im¬ 
mediately added a yearly Renty)f i oooo Zecbins 
to the former Endowments, for the maintenance 
of Imaums or Priefls, Dodours of their Law, 
Talifmans and others, who continually attend 
there for the education of youth teaching them 
to read and write, inftruding them alfo in the 
principles of their Law and Religion. 

Other Emperours have fince that time erected 
near unto k their Turbem or Chapels of Burfel, 
in one of which lies SultattSehm , fimamed S*r- 
b e fe , or the Drunken , with his one hundred 
Children, and therewith have conferred* mam- 
tenance 
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tenance of Oil for Lamps and Candies which 
burn .day and night, and a provifion for thofe 
who attend there in prayer for their Souls de¬ 
parted. j to which opinion the Turly (as I have 
faid already) are generally inclinable, though 
not preached or enforced on any man’s belief as 
an Article of Faith. Over and above this ex¬ 
pence,'there is daily provifion made for relief of 
a multitude of poor, who at certain hours appear 
at the Gates of the Temple, and receive their 
daily fuftenance ■, whatfoever advances, as yearly 

f reat Sums are laid up in the Treafury, is num- 
red with the Riches of the Mo/cb, and remains 
for the fervice of that place, as for the reparation 
or building thereof, in cafe of fire or other ac¬ 
cidents. 

Befides the fumptuous Edifices of the body of 
the Royal Mofchs, there are annexed unto them 
certain Colleges for Students in the Law called 
Tehmele, out-houfesor Kitchens where the poors 
Meat is drefled, Hofpitals called Timarbanelar , 
Hans, or Houfes of Lodgings for Strangers or 
Travellers, publick Fountains, Shops for Artizans, 
and whole Streets of low Cottages for habitation 
of the poor, whofe (lock reaches not to a higher 
Rent. 

All thefe Appendages bring fome Revenue to the 
Mofcb , which is conftantly paid in to the Recffor 
or Prefident thereof, called ' MuteveVi ■, but be- 
. ca ufe this is not a fufficient maintenance, there 
are divers Lands, Villages, Mountains, Woods, 
and whole Countries afligned to this ufe, called 
Irakfi, which are hired out at certain Rents for 
the behoof and benefit of the Mofchs j fome Rents 
being paid in Corn, others in Oil, and all forts 
of Provifions > and out of every new Conquered 
Countrey, fome part thereof is afligned to the 
ule of Adofcbs of modern Fabrick > as now from 
the Countrey gained lately about NewhaufeU 
(which as I am informed from thofe who gave 
in the account to the Grand Signior, there are 
2000 Villages which pay Contribution to the 
T«r^; are afligned certain Lands for encreafe of 
the Rent of the Mofchs built at Conftantinople 
by this prefent Queen-Mother: which Rents are 
fometimes raifed by the way of Tenths or Tithes, 
not that the Turi$, makes Tithes a duty or Rule 
for the maintenance of perfons, places, and 
things confecrated to Divine Service, but as 
they find it a convenient and equal expedient in 
tome Countries for leviation of their Rents. Such 
Countries and. Villages as thefe which are called 
"f a kp, are greatly blefled and happy above o- 
thers, in regard that the Inhabitants enjoy not 
onely particular privileges and immunities from 
thence, but freedom likewife from oppreflion of 
Tajhaws and the Turkifh Souldieryin their march, 
or of great Perfons in their journey or paflage 
from one Countrey to another, who out of reve¬ 
rence to that lot to which they are feparated, 
abftain from all kind of difturbance and abufe 
towards that people. 

Other Mofchs of inferiour quality, founded 
by private perfons and the contents of Dervifes 
and other Orders, which cannot have their Re¬ 
venues in Land like the Mofchs of Royal Foun¬ 
dation, have their Eftates in Money bequeathed 
by Teftament or by Gift of the Living, which 
being lent out at eighteen in the hundred per 
annum, produces a conftant Rent; and though 
Intereft for the mod part is forbidden by the 
Mahemitan Law, yet for the ufes of Mofchs and 
fupport of Orphans it is allowed * in all other 
cafes is Haram and abominable. And becaufe the 
taking up of Money upon Loan is in fome man- j 


ner neceflary and conducing to the better fubfi- 
ftence and being of Trade, and that iiien will 
not lend without a confideration or benefit i the 
ufual manner is to borrow Money for a certain 
time, and in the Writing or Obligation to ac¬ 
knowledge the receipt of as much as the Prin¬ 
cipal and Intereft may amount unto, and often¬ 
times double of the Capital fumoa i which be¬ 
ing delivered before witnefs in a Bag or in 
Grofs, the Creditor declaring the fumm to be 
fo much therein contained, and the Debtor 
acknowledging it, the Teftimony is valid when 
the Debt comes to be demanded. And thus 
much (hall ferve in brief to have declared 
concerning the Endowments and Manner of 
enriching the Turki/h Mofchs, from whence the 
Conftitution of others of the like nature mav 
eaiily be collected. 1 


CHAP. vnr. 

The Nature of Predefiination according to 
the Turkiih Dolours. 

T HE Do&rine ofthe Turly in this point feems 
to run exa&ly according to the Affertion 
ot the fevered Calvinifts and in proof hereof 
their Learned men produce places of Scripture, 
which feem to encline to the fame Opinion* 
As, {hall the Vejfel fay to the Potter , Why halt 
thou made me thus ? I will harden the heart 
°f Pharaoh» Jacob have J loved , and E(au have 
I bated , and the like. For the Turks attribute 
no fmall Reverence and Authority to the Old 
Teftament, as wrote by Divine In(piration> but 
that the Alchoran being of later date, and con¬ 
taining the Will of God more exprefly and 
perkily, the former is now abrogated, and gives 
place unto this. 

Some are fo pofitive in this aflertion, that they 
are not fraid to fay that God is the Authour 
of Evil, without diftindion or evafions to acquit 
the-Divine Purity of the foulnefs of fin according 
to the Do&rine of the Manichees. And all in 
general concur in this conclufion. That whatfo¬ 
ever profpers, hath God for the Author > which 
was the reafon they deftroyed not Bajazet's Chil¬ 
dren during the time of his War againft his 
Brother Selymus , expecting to receive an un- 
doubted argument of the Will of God therein, 
from the good or bad fortune of the Father. 
And from the feme rule they conclude much of 
the Divine approbation and truth of their Reli¬ 
gion, from their Conquefts and prefent Profpe- 
rity. 

They are of opinion, that every man’s deftiny 
is writ in his forehead, which they call Nafip, 
or TaQir, which is the Book writ in Heaven of 
every man’s fortune, and is by no contrary en¬ 
deavours, counfels or wifedom to be avoided > 
which Tenet is fo firmly radicated in the minds 
of the Vulgar, that it caufes the Souldiers 
brutiffily to throw away their lives in the de- 
(perate attempts, and to efteem no more of their 
bodies, than as dirt or rubbiffi to fill up the 
Trenches of the Enemy: And to fpeak the 
truth, this received affertion hath turned as 
much to account to the Turks, as any other their 
bed and fubtleft Maxims. 

According to this Dodfrine, none ought to 
avoid or fear the Infe&ion of the Plague* Ma¬ 
homet s 
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hornets precepts being not to abandon the City- 
houfe where the Infcdion rages, becaufe God 
hath numbred their days, and predeflinated their 
fate i and upon this belief, they as familiarly 
attend the Beds, and frequent the company of 
Peflilential perfons^s we do thofe that arc affected 
with the Gout, Stone, or Ague. And though 
they evidently fee that ChrilHans, who fly into 
better Airs, and from infeded habitations, fur- 
vive the fury of the years Peltilence, when whole 
Cities of them perifli and are depopulated with 
the Difeafe •, yet fo far is this opinion rooted 
amongft them, that they fcruple not to flrip 
the contagious fhirt from the dead body, and to 
put it on their own, nor can they remove their : 
abode from the Chambers of the lick > it being 
the cuffome in the families of great Men to lodge 
many fervants on different Palats in the fame 
room, where the difeafed and healthfull lie pro- 
mifeuoufly together, from whence it hath hap¬ 
pened often, that three parts of a Tajhaws Family, 
which perhaps hath confided of Two hundred 
men, moft youthfull and lutly, have periihedin 
the heat of July and Augufis Peftilence. And 
in the fame manner many whole Families every 
Summer have perilhed, and notone furvivor left 
to claim the inheritance of the houfe i for want of 
which the Grand Signior hath become the Pro- 
prietour, 

Though the Mahometan Law obliges them not 
to abandon the City, nor their Houfes, nor avoid 
the converfationof men infe&ed with the Pefti- 
lence where their bufinefs or calling employs 
them: yet they are counfelled not to frequent a 
contagious habitation, where they have no law- 
full affair to invite them. But yet I have pbfer- j 
vedin the time of an extraordinary Plague, that 
the ‘lurk* have not confided fo much to the pre¬ 
cept of their Prophet, as to have courage enough ] 
to withftand the dread and terrourof that (laugh¬ 
ter ficknefs hath made: but have under other ex- 
cufes fled'to retired and private Villages, efpe- 
dally the Cadees and men of the Law, who be¬ 
ing commonly of more refined wits and judg¬ 
ments than the generality, both by reafon and 
experience have found that a wholefome Air is, 
a preferver of life, and that they have lived to 
return again to their own houfe in health and 
ftrength, when perhaps their next Neighbours 
have through their brutiih ignorance been laid 
, in their Graves, And this is the opinion moll 
general and current with theTwrly, who are cal¬ 
led Jabare : There is another fort amongft them 
called Kadere. 


CHAP. IX. 

The difference ef Setts and difagreement in 
Religion amongft the Turks in general. 

T Here is no confideration more abftrufe and 
full of diftradtion, than the contemplation 
of the moft ftrange variety of Religions in the 
World : how it is poffible that from the ratio¬ 
nal Soul of man, which in all Mankind is of 
little difference in it felf, and from that one prin¬ 
ciple, which is the adoration of a Deity, Ihould 
proceed fuch diverfities of Faiths, fuch Figments 
and Ideas of God, that all Ages and Countries 
have abounded with fuperftitions of different na- I 
tures; And it is ftrange to confider, that Nations] 


who have been admirably wife, judicious and pro¬ 
found, in the Maxims of their Government, 
ihould yet in matters of Religiop give themfelves 
ovgr to believe the Tales of an old Wotnan, a 
Pytbonefh, or the dreams and imaginations of a 
melancholy Hermit. And it js as ftrange that 
men who embrace the fame Principles in Religi¬ 
on, and have the fame true and infallible Foun¬ 
dation, fhould yet raife fuch different and difpro- 
portionate Fabricjks, that moft (hould maketheir 
Superftrudture of Straw and Stubble, and but few 
of a fubftantial and durable Building, without 
uniformity, harmony or agreement each toother. 
For refblution of which difficulties, nothing can 
be faid more than that the God of ibis Wirid 2 
hath blinded the hearts of them that believe not , 
lejl the light of the glorious Goff el of Cbrifi mho 
is the Image of God, fhould fhine unto them. 

The Mahometan Religion is alfo one, of the 
prodigious products of Reafons Superfetadons, 
which hath brought forth nothing good, nor 
rational in this production, more than the Con- 
feffion of one God. And yet even herein alfo 
are diverGties of Sefts, Opinions and Orders, 
which are maintained in oppofitiori each to o- 
ther, with Emulation and Zeal by the Profef- 
fours, with heats, difputes and reparations, ter¬ 
ming the contrary parties prophane and unholy » 
the particulars of which SeCts and diverfity in 
their Tenents, I (hall as far as I have feen or * 
could leam, fetdown and defciibe, having with 
the more curiofity and diligence made the ftriCter 
Enquiry, bccaufe I have not read any Authour 
which hath given a fatisfaCtory account of fuch 
SeCts as are fprung up amongft them in theft latter 
and modern times. 

It is a common opinion, that there are feventy 
two feds amongft the ‘Turks, but it is probable 
there arc many more, if the matter were exadly 
known and (canned. The Turkfih Do&ours fanfie 
that the feventy two Nations which they call 
(Tetmifjh ekee Melet) into which the World was 
divided upon the Confufion of the Languages 
of Babel , was a Type and a Figure of the divi- 
fions which in after-Ages (hould fuccced in the 
three moft general Religions of the World. In 
this manner they account feventy different Se<3s 
among the Jews, feventy one amongft the Chri- 
flians, and to the Mahometan they aflign one 
more, as being the laft and ultimate Religion, in 
which, as all fulnefs of true Do&rine is com- 
pleated, fo the Myftery of iniquity, and the de¬ 
viation of mans judgment, by many paths from 
the right rule,* is here terminated and confined. 

The Turky have amongft themfelves as well as 
in other Religious, Se#s and Herefies of dange¬ 
rous confequence, which daily increafe,mixing to- 
gether with them many of the Chriftian DoCfrines 
(which (hall in their due place be described} 
and in former times alfo a fort of Fanatick Ma¬ 
hometans which at firft met onely in Congre¬ 
gations under pretence of Sermons and Religion, 
appeared afterwards in Troops armed againft the 
Government of .the Empire. 

So one Scbeicbes Bedredin Chief Jufiice of 
Mufa , Brother to Mahomet the Fifth King of the 
Turly j after the death of his Mailer, was bani- 
(hed to Nice in Afiia, where confuting with his 
fervant Burgluz.cs Mufiapba, by what means they 
might raile Sedition and a fecondWati they a- 
greed, the readied courfe was by broaching a 
new Se<a and Religion, and by perfuading the 
people to (omething contrary to the anciept Ma¬ 
hometan fuperftition. Whereupon Burgluz.es mar¬ 
king his villany under a grave and feriouS coun¬ 
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tenance, took his journey into Aydinin , other- 
wife Caria , where he vented Dodtrines properly 
agreeing to the humours of the people, preach¬ 
ing to them Freedom and Liberty of Confidence, 
and the Myftery of Revelations, and you may 
believe he ufed all arts in his perfuafions, with 
which Subjects ufed to be allured to a Rebelli¬ 
on againft their Prince, fo that in a (hort time 
he contracted a great number of Difciples beyond 
his expedition. Bedredin perceiving his Servant 
thrive fo well with his Preaching, fled from his 
place of Exile at Nice into Valscbia, where with¬ 
drawing himfelf into a Forett like a devout Re¬ 
ligious man , gathered a number of Profelytes 
compofed of Thieves, Robbers and Out-lawed 
peoplei thefe he having inftruded i n the prin¬ 
ciples of his Religion, fent abroad like Apoftles 
to preach and teach the people that Bedredin was 
appointed by God to be the King of Jurtice, and 
Commander of the whole World i and that his 
Dodrine was already embraced in A fa: The 
people taken with thefe Novelties, repaired in great 
numbers to Bedredin , who conceiving himfelf 
Ihrong enough to take the Field, iffued from his 
defim with Colours difplayed, and an Army well 
appointed, ; and fighting with his deluded mul¬ 
titude a bloudy Battel againft thofe Forces which 
Mahomet Tent to fupprefs him under his Son 
Amurath j the deluded Rebels were overthrown, 
Bedredin taken Prifoner, and his pretences of 
Sanctity and Revelation were not available to fave 
him from the Gallows. 

And thus w,e fee that the name of God’s, 
caufe, revelations, liberty, and the like, have 
been old. and common pretences and delufions of 
the World, and not onely Chriftians, but Infidels 
and Mahometans haye wrote the name of God 
on their Banners, and brought the pretence of 
Religion into the Field to jultitie their caufe. 



C H A P. X. 

Of the two prevailing Setts , viz. Of Maho¬ 
met and Hali ; that is, the Turk and the 
Perfian j the Errours of the Perfian re¬ 
counted and confuted lj the Mufti of Con- 
ftantinople. 

J J -HE two. great Seds among the followers of 
-!-f Mahomet, which are moft violent each 
againft other , the mutual hatred of which di¬ 
verfity of. Education and Intereft of the Princes 
have augmented, are th? Turks and Terfians : 
The ;firft hold Mahomet tp have been the chief 
and ultimate Prophet i the,latter prefer Hali be¬ 
fore him *, and though he was his Difeipie and fuc- 
ceeded him s yet his infpiratiqns they efleem grea¬ 
ter and more frequent, and his interpretations 
of the Law moft perfed and Divine. 

The Tar^ alfo accufes the Perfian of corrup¬ 
ting the Alchoran-, that they have altered words, 
mifplaced the.Comfoa’s and:Stops, that many 
places admit of a dobbtfoU aid ambiguous fenfe j 
fo that thofe Alchorans which were upon the 
Conqueft of Babylon brought foence to Confian- 
tinople, are- feparated, and compiled in the great 
Seraglio, in a place apart, and forbidden with a 
Curfe on any that (hall read them. The Turk/ 
call the Pe'rfians , Forfak^n of God , abominable 
and blafpbemers of the Holy Prophet •, fo that 
when Selymus the Firft made War in Petfia, he 


named his Caufe, the Caufe of God, and pro¬ 
claimed the occafion and ground of his War to be 
the Vindication of the caufe of the Prophet i and 
revenge of the blafphemies the Perfians had ven¬ 
ted againft him j and fo far is this hatred radi¬ 
cated, that the Youth of what Nation foever is 
capable of admittance into the Schools of the 
Seraglio, excepting onely the Perfian, who are 
looked upon by the Turl{_ as a people fo far A- 
poftatized from the true Eelief, and fallen into 
fo defperate an Eftate by a total corruption of 
the true Religion, that they judge them altoge¬ 
ther beyond hopes or poilibility of recovery, and 
therefore neither give them quarter in the Wars, 
account them worthy of life or ilavery. 

, Nor are the Terfians on the other fide endued 
with better nature of good will to the Turks, 
ettranging themfelves in the fartheft manner from 
their Cuftonas-and Dodtrines, rejecting the three 
great Dolours of the Mahometan Law, vies. 
Ebbuhecher., Ofiman and Omar, as Apochryphal 
and of no Authority -, and have a Cuftome at 
their Marriages to eredt the images of thofe three 
Dolours of Fafte or Sugar at the entrance of the 
Bridal Chamber, on which the Guefts firft call¬ 
ing their loons, leave the impreftion of any fe- 
cret Magick which may iffue horn their eyes, 
to the prejudice or misfortune of the Married 
Couple j for in the Eaftern parts of the *.A orld 
they hold that there is a ftrange fafeinarion innate 
to the eyes of fome people, which looking at¬ 
tentively on any, as commonly they do on the 
Bridegroom and the Bride in Marriages, produce 
macerations and imbecillity in the body , and 
have an efpecial quality contrary to procreation: 
and therefore when the Guefts are entred, having 
the Malignity of their eyes Arrelted on thefe Sta¬ 
tues, they afterwards cut them down and diilblve 
them. 

And that it may the mote plainly appear what 
points of Religion are moft controverted amongft 
them, and what Anathema*s and Curfes are by 
both (ides vented each againft the other, this fol¬ 
lowing fentence paffed by the Mufti Efad Efendi ., 
upon Scbah Abbas Tutor to the King of Perfia, 
called Sari Halife , and all the Terfians, will be a 
fufficient teftimony and evidence of the enmity 
and hatred that is between thefe^ two Nations, 
an Extra# of which is here drawn from the Book 
it fel^ licenfed and approved at Confiantinople. 

If you had, fays he, no other Herefiethan the 
rejection of thofe elevated familiars of Mahomet, 
viz. Omar , Ofman and Ebbuhecher , your crime 
! would notwithfianding be fo great as were not 
expiable by a thoufand years of Prayer or Pil¬ 
grimage in the fight of Gud i but you would be 
condemned to the botromlefs Abyfs of Hell, and 
deprived tor ever of Celeftial blifs* and this fen- 
I tenceof mine is confirmed by the feme opinion 
of the Imams , viz. imam Az^m, imam Schafi 
Imam Malick and Imam Hambeli , and therefore 
j I friendly admoniffi you to correct this efirour

And alLotfi^ of thofe examples drawn from the 
Holy Scriptpfes with which the Alcboran is fil¬ 
led, and .where in familiar exprefllons, the Di¬ 
vinity is pleafed to condefeend to the infirmity 
of humane* Capacity. 

Kadari. The next Se<ft is that of theKadari, who 
deny wholly the Divine Decree or Predeftination, 
affirming that every man is a free Agent, from 
whpfe will as from the firft principle all good 
and bad actions flow and are derived , fa that 
as with juft reafon God crowns man’s good 
Works with the Rewards of Blits and Felicity , 
fa on the other juftly punifaes his evil A&ions 
in this World and in the next to come j and 
this they ftyle the DoQrine of Equity, and de¬ 
fine it to be a meafure of man’s adions, accor¬ 
ding to the re&itude and difpofition of that 
right line, which the prime Intelled hath drawn 
out by wifedoms proportions. This opinion 
is abfolutely rejefted as heterodox in the Mabo -•, 
met an Religion, and yet it is not fully deter- 1 
mined how Mahomet moderated in the difpute 
Ebnol A - between Adam and Mbps, Mjjipm ap Arabian 
thir , Mr. Dodlour comically introduced, pleading and jufti- 
fying themfelves before God. Afqpr,beginning 
Arabian. fi rl h reproached Adam, that he was one, imme¬ 
diately created by the proper hand of God, in 
whom the Divinfe Mature breathed the Breath 
of Life, whom Angels were made to adore, pla¬ 


ced and featedjn Pafaffife, apd fortified with 
a&ual graces againft the enormities and crooked 
irregularities of inferiourafftiftions , fiom which 
happy fiate that he (fiopld fall and precipitate 
Mankind, together with himfelf, his crime was 
aggravated with all the degrees of his former per¬ 
fection. Adam to excufe hjmfelf, replyed in 
this manner. Thou Mofet whom God hath cal¬ 
led fa a familiar parly, revealed his Will and 
Pleafure onto in thofe engraven Tables, where 
all Morality and Veitue »s.*ontained, refolve me 
this one Quere and. difficult Probjcme, . How 
many years before I was created, doft thou find 
that the Law was wrote ? Mofet anfwered. For¬ 
ty. And did you find, reply’d Adam, that Adam 
rebelled againft his Lord and finned f to which 
Mofet anfweriog in the affirmative. Do you 
blame me then, faid he, for executing that 
which God forty years before predeftinated and 
defigned me uftto i and riot onely forty years, 
but many Myriads of Ages before either the Hea¬ 
vens or Earth were framed. Mahomet confoun¬ 
ded, as the Kadari report with this Argument, 
left the queftion undetermined, though his fol¬ 
lowers, as Men ate raoft prone to errour gene¬ 
rally, entertain the contrary Tenent. 

The great Enemies diametrically oppofed to Jobori. 
thefe are the Jabari or Giabari -, who maintain 
that a man hath no power over his W.ill or Ani¬ 
ons, but is wholly moved by a Superiour Agent, 
and that Gpd hath a power over his Creatures, 
to defign them to Happinefs or to Mifery, as 
feems beft to his Divine pleafurei but in the 
explication of this opinion they proceed in the 
moll rigorous manner, and fay that man is 
wholly neceflitated and- compelled in all his 
a&ions > that neither his Will, nor Power, nor 
ElefUon is in himfelf » and that God creates in 
him his a&ions, as he doth in Inanimate and 
Vegetable creatures the firft principle of their Life 
and Eflence i and as the Tree may be faid to 
produce Fruit, the Water to run, the Stone to 
move downwards, fa are the Actions in Man, 
for which yet there is a reward and a punilh- 
ment properly and neceffarijy allotted. This 
point is very fubtily controverted by the Arabian 
Dodtours, to which how the Turk* are addicted, 
we (hall farther difeouife in the Chapter of Pre¬ 
deftination. 

The Se<ft of Morgi , are the great Favourers Merit. 
and Patrons of the Mahometan Religion, main¬ 
taining that a Muffelman or Believer, though 
guilty of the groffeft fins, is not puniftied iot 
them in this World, nor receives his abfalution 
or condemnation after death, untill the day of 
Refarre&ion and Judgment: and farther, that 
as impiety with the true belief fhall never. be 
punilhed; fo Piety and good Works proceeding 
from a falfe and erroneous Faith, is of no va¬ 
lidity or power conducing to the fruition of the 
joys of Paradife. And to thefe may not im¬ 
properly be compared fbmc Se&aries in England , 
who have vented in their Pulpits that God fees 
no fin in his Children -, and that the infidelity of 
Sarah, being^of thehoufeofthe faithfall, is more 
acceptable to God, than the Alms, Prayers and 
Repentance of an erroneous Believer, without 
the Pale and Covenant of grace. 

Theoppofite Soft to thefe are the Waidi, who Wadi. 
efteem that a man fallen into any great or mor¬ 
tal fin, is put into the condition of a deferter 
of his Faith i and though Ifc be a profeflour 
of the true. Belief, fhall yet without recovery for 
ever be. punifhed in Helli but yet that his tor¬ 
ments fhall be in a more remits degree .than that 
of 
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of Infidels: But that opinion which in this point 
is efteemsbOrthodox among!! the Turks, Is this, 
That a finner in a high nature going out of this 
world without repentance, is wholly to be com¬ 
mitted to the pleafare of God, either to pardon 
him for his mercy, or for, theinterceffion of the 
c!,a P* Prophet Mahomet, according to what he faith in 

the Alcboran, My intercejpoh jball be for thofe of 
my oven People who have greatly finned ; that being 
firft punilhed according to the meafure of their 
iniquity, they may afterwards in companion be 
received into Paradife i for it is impoffible they 
fhould for ever remain in the eternal flames with 
the Infidels i becaufe it is revealed to us, that 
whofoever hath but the weight of an Atom re¬ 
maining in his heart of Faith, fhall in due time 
be releafed from fiery torments i for which caufe 
fome fedls amongft the 'Iurkj ufe Prayers for the 
dead, and place their Cemeteries always by the 
fide of Highways, that Paflengers may be remem- 
bred of their own Mortality, and pray for the 
Souls of thofe departeds of which we fhall have 
occafion to difeourfe hereafter. The fitftions the 
Mabometant frame of Hell, are as ridiculous, as 
thofe they fanfie of Paradife; For they imagine 
when they fhall be called by Mahomet from this 
Purgatory at the day of Judgment, the way to 
him is over Iron Bars red hot with Fire, over 
which they muft pafs with naked Feet s onely 
the Paper which they in their life time have 
taken from the ground and conferved from be¬ 
ing trampled on by the Feet of Men and Beads, 
fhall at that day beftrowed on the Bars of this 
hot paflage, that they may pafs that fire Ordeal 
with lefs torments which is the reafon the‘Turkt 
fee no fmall piece of Paper on the ground, but 
they immediately Hoop for it s and place it in fome 
fecret corner of a Wall, to redeem that (as they 
fay) from the difhonour of mens feet, on which 
the name of God is or may be wrote, and with 
expe&ation to enjoy the benefit promifed, when 
the foies of their feet fhall tiy the intenfe heat 
of this burning Iron. The fame refped alfb 
they fhew to Rofe-leaves, inconfideration (as they 
believe) that a Rofe was produced fiom the fweat 
of Mahomet. 

The Sbii are the Sed fpoken of before, oppo- 
fed by the Subjects of the whole Ottoman Em¬ 
pire, as the moil heretical of any of the reft, in 
regard they prefer Alt before Mahomet in-the Pro¬ 
phetical Office, and reftrain the Prophetick gift 
to the natural line derived fiom Ali , and that 
none is worthy of the Title of a Prophet, who is 
guilty of fin though of the lower nature s fome 
of which Profeflours called Alnofairi, affirm that 
God appeared in the form of Ali, and with 
his Tongue proclaimed the mod hidden Myfte- 
ries of Religion s and fome have proceeded yet 
farther, to attribute to their Prophets divine ho¬ 
nours, afleiting them to be elevated above the 
degree and date of the Creatures: thefe exped the 
return of their Prophet Ali in the Clouds, and 
have placed that belief as an Article of their 
Faith, from whence may feem to be grounded 
that miftake amongft our vulgar, that the € Iwby 
believe Mahomet fhall again return into the 
World. 

Chawarigt. xo the foregoing are oppofed the Cbatvarigi, 
who deny that there is or hath been any fach 
Function- as that of a Prophet, allowed by God 
in any particular perfon s nor any ever fent in¬ 
to the World endued with that power of Infalli¬ 
bility, torefolve doubts, and teach and impofea 
new Law on Mankind s but if at any time fach j 
an Office fhouid be neceffary, it can never be 


reftruned to one Lineage : for the perfon being

World by fome glimmerings and rays of his 
Glory and Eflence, is fufficient to lead them into 
Paradife, and rank them in the number of the 
faithfall: 

Another fort there are called Jabaiab , which Jabaiak< 
denies God’s Omnifciencc, affiming That God 
governs the World by Chance and Accidents, 
not comprehending from Eternity or at the Crea¬ 
tion of the World, a perfe& certainty of the par¬ 
ticular Affairs that were to J>e tranfaded in it, 
and that God improves in knowledge by time, 
as men do by conftant praftice and experi¬ 
ence.

fore they animated : as the Soul of the Glutton

ding moreover, that of this opinion it was pity

They are likewife generous and compaffionate of 
humane frailty i and are not Covetous, Stoical, 
or Conceited of themfelves, by which means 
their behaviour is rendred extremely taking 
through all Confantinople j they are greatly de¬ 
lighted with an ingenious Afped in youth, and 
from thence gather matter of contemplation on 
the comelinel's of the incrcated beauty: they 
are addided to entertain a charitable affedion 
for their neighbour, becaufe fas they fay) he is a 
Creature of God, from whom our love is con¬ 
verted to the Creatour.

But they on the contrary, alledging Da¬ 
vid's example, and his Dancing before the Ark, 
as arguments for their Mufick and Giration, have 
b- the help of feveral perfons in power, many 
of them being greatly afle&ed with their devo¬ 
tion, maintained from time to time this cudome 
and infiitution of the firft Founder of this Order 
notwithdanding that one Vanni Efendi , a great 
Seigh or Preacher,efieemed as a knowing perfon by 
the Grand Signior, and all the Court, hath by his 
Authority endeavoured to Reform this Corruption 
as he calls it) amongft them. 

They profefs Poverty, Chadity, and Obedi- Jheir 
ence, like Capuchin Fiyars or other Orders of Pr0 
St. Francis ■, but if any have not the gift of 
Continence, he may obtain licenfe to leave his 
Convent and Marry } but of thefe, they obferve 
that none ever thrived or lived happily with 
contentment, that renounced this Dedication to 
God’s Service. 

The Novices ferve in the mod fervile Offices, Their Em* 
and in time others fupply their places} they lie P Io J mcnt • 
as Companions two together in a Cell, fome 
of which employ their time in Learning to Reade 
and Write in lurktfh , Arabic1^ and Perfian, but 
mod yield to the flothfull temperament to which 
they are naturally addidted : > but becaufe the 
nature of Man is refilefs, and muf* employ it 
felf either in good or bad adions } mod of thefe 
afTociates excrcife fome kind of Legerdemain, or 
tricks to amufe the minds of the common peo¬ 
ple i and fome really apply themfelves to Sorce¬ 
ries and Conjurations by help of familiar Spirits. 
Busbequius tells drange dories of one with whom 
he was acquainted, and he would drike a done 
of great weight and bignefs againd his bare Bread 
with that force and violence as were fufficient to 
knock down an Ox, or break the bones of the 
douted G>ant, and that the fame man he hath 
feen take an Iron Bar red hot from the Fite and 
hold it in his mouth, and though the fpittle and 
moidure of his mouth hiffed with the heat, yet 
he feemed to take it thence again without the 
lead hurt or burning Imaginable. 

This fort of people of alf^ther Turly, addid 
themfelves to drink Wine, Strong Waters, and 
other intoxicating Liquors 5 and eat Opium in 
that quantity, by degrees ufing their bodies there¬ 
unto that no Mountebank or Mitbridates himfelf 
who was nourifhed by Poifon, are capable todiged 
half that proportion that thefe men will do, 
the effedi of which is at firft, like men 
drunk or mad, to raife their fpirits to a fort of 
diflra&ed Mirth, and afterwards when the fub- 
tile vapours are confirmed and fpent, and a 
dull dupefa&ion overcomes them, they name it 
an eedafie, which they account very holy and 
divine in imitation of their firft Founder, wha 
was often obferved to put himfelf into this con¬ 
dition} and therefore what helps may. be found 
to excite. mirth or didradtion, is lawfull and 
allowable in this Order. 

There is a famous Monadery of thefe in Egypt, 
invoking for their Saint one Kederlte, which by 
the Stories they tell of him (hould be S. George , 
in conformity with whom all other Dervifes 
maintain a reverent edeem of this Saint, affirming 
that in his life time he was a valiant Horfeman, 
killed Dragons and all forts of venomous beads} 
and now being departed this life, God for pre- 
fervation of good men, hath given him power 
to deliver fuch as being in didrefs, invoke his 
affidencc} 
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adiftencc} efpecially thofe who are at Sea," and 
at the point of fhipwrack } and that he with an 
extraordinary fwifthefs pf,motion dies from one 
part of the -World to another in the twinkling 
of an eye, and feafonably .comes in to their fuc- 
cour. Thefe by virtue of that bleffing Kederlee 
confers upon them, pretend to charm Serpents 
and Adders , and [handle them as familiarly as 
we do . the .mod innocent, and domedick Crea¬ 
tures.} which art, as: I ,have heard, from " good 
Authority, is not peculiar in Egypt onely to 
Dervifes, but to other men who are faid to be 
naturally ; endewed w ; ith- a virtue againd the 
poifonouli bites of Vipers and other venomous 
Beads } who putting great numbers of them in¬ 
to a Bag together., do cull and fort them out 
with their hands, as one. would do Worms or 
MufTcls> and others with, a word charm Ser¬ 
pents from moving as they crawl along the 
Banks of which Gifts thefe men pretend to' 

inherit from their Parents* awd others to poflefs 
in reward; of their Vertue and Sandtity. This 
fort of Egyptian Dervifej have Sainted the Horfe 
of St. George, and have feated him in Paradife 
with the other three beads in high : refpedl and 
edeem amongft the Turks, viz. the Afs on which 
Chrift rode* the Camel of Mahomet, and the Dog 
of the feven Sleepers. 

Thefe Dervifej have Monafieries in the mod 
famous places of the Turkifh Empire, which ferve 
the travelling Pilgrims of this Order for Inns 
and places of entertainment: for they above all 
other Religious 1urkj, journey and travel from 
one place to another,, where the Mahometan Re¬ 
ligion is profelfed, under pretence of preaching 
and propagating tneir ^aith } and thus they tra¬ 
vel upon Charity of~their Monafieries and Alms 
of others, into Perfit, China, and the Dominions 
of the Nlogul, by which means they become the 
bed fpies and intelligencers of iny that are found 
in the Eadern parts of the World. 

I remember at Adrianople to have feen the 
ruine of one of thefe Monafieries fituated on a 
pleafant Hill, and in good Air, that overfees the 
whole City and Plains round about i which up¬ 
on enquiry I underdand was demolifhed by the 
famous Vifier Kuperli-, becaufe it was difeovered 
to be a Rendezvous of the lewd Women of the 
Town, and a Stew where the young Gallants 
debauched the Wives of the riched Turk*, to 
whom their Husbands had given liberty in ho¬ 
nour to the Sanflity of the place, to be often 
prefent at the devotion of the Dervifes ■, but their 
way of pradHce being too publick and fcan- 
dalous , the. Foundation of their Houfe by the 
order of the Vifier was razed to the ground. 


CHAP. XIV. 

Of the Order of Religious Turks called 
Ebrbuharee. 

T His Order of Ebrbuharee was firft inftituted 
by their Founder and Inftitutor Ebrbuhar, 
from whom they have their denomination, who 
herein followed the Precepts and Rules of his 
Matter Kackfbende, from whom in like manner 
the Order of Mevelevee or Dervifes are derived: 
for the better underftanding this fort of people, 
the Reader may take this following, as an au- 
thentick difeourfe relating to their Manners and 
Original, which I (hall delivei Verbatim as given 


me in writing by one efteemed Learned amongft 
the Turks, and was a Hadgi or Pilgrim, and 
made it his bufinefs to iqform me of this Sed. 
Sultan Bajjzet, ' laid he, 1ft the year of Mahomet 
Nine hundred and eleven, ere&ed a Mofcb and 
Convent in Confiantinople, dedicated to this 
Holy Emir Ebrbuhar (that is the Race of Ma¬ 
homet) upon whom reds.the, mercy of the.'Qrea- 
tour. This man both .extrinfecally as to-ap¬ 
pearance in the World, and intrinfically.asito his 
devout Soul, was famous and renowned .for the 
Miracles he worked i on which Fabrick Sultan. 

Selim afterwards bedowed a Fountain of Wa¬ 
ter. .. • ; : ' 

This Ebrbuhar Scholar of Nack*bendt’, taking llah. 
into his--company the affiftence of Abdulla and 
Ilahi and If eft , Preachers and Heads of other 
Convents, came out of Aft to propagate their 
Do&rine in Europe. 

Their adtions were governed with Meeknefs* 
Gravity and Silence, and laying alide all fuper- 
fiifious Worihips, they exercife themfelves in 
pious adfions} their difeourfes amongft them¬ 
felves were nothing in relation to the things 
of the world, but of Matters relating to a future 
life. 

Thefe poor Religious faft for the moft part 
on Mundays and Tburfdays ; and both they and 
thofe devoted to their order abftain from all 
Meats that carry with them any fetulent or un¬ 
grateful! fmells, and in this manner thefe de¬ 
vout people exercifed in abftinence and a mo¬ 
ral life, and fwallowed up or tranfported with 
the illumination of God, and attending to their 
daily prayers. Commemoration of God’s mer¬ 
cy , and other offices of devotion, acquire 
a holy difpofition and preparation for Celeftial 

glo*y- ’ ' 

As.sto the Holy Emir Ebrbuhar, whole My- 
fterious life may God fanftifie to’ us,. he was " 
nourifhed with Bread made ofBarly, Oil of 
Olives, Hony and Grapes, and abftained from 
all things of a ftrong feent or favour} he eat 
but three times a year, giving himfelf continu¬ 
ally to Fading and Prayer} he was a man of 
great San&ity, full of Divfne Revelation, his 
attra&ive vertue wasgratefull to* all, to his Feet 
from divers Countries were many djfeafed per¬ 
fons brought, which afterwards returned found 
and healthful! to their own homes, all which is 
the relation of my Dolour and great admirer 
of the Mahometan Religion, 

In commendation of the Religious of this Or¬ 
der, are thefe Verfes in the Perfian Tonjgue, 

Gber bakjkj iabi der geban bultndi • 

tfakjcbibendi Kiun Nakscbibendi » that Is, 

Ifitbou wouldft find in the World oHe accom¬ 
plished as a true Hexoe, make tby felf a :Nak£ 
chibendi, mho is the true pattern of a Servant of 
God. 

• And notwithdanding this great pretended pu¬ 
rity and fandfity of thefe men, they are:yet. by 
the generality edeemed Hcretickj in the Mahome¬ 
tan fuperftition , becaufe they judge themfeLves 
not obliged to the Pilgrimage of Meeba , by rea¬ 
fon of their pretended purity of Soul : and Se- 
raphick Raptures, which elevate them above 
the World, and enable, them in their vary Cells 
to be prefent or have a clear Profpedl into their 
Holy Meeba. 
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CHAP, xv. 

Of the Nimetulahi. 

O N E of thofe who are accounted in the dum¬ 
ber oSCbalvMUs the Nimetulabii they 
had their beginning in the Hegira or year of 
iiabosrieijyj, and their denomination from one 
of that namte, famous for his Doctrine and fc- 
vcrity of life in the time of Sultan Mabomtt , Son 
of Bajazet, called by the Turky llderim, or the 
Son of Thunder, He was an excellent Phyfieian, 
and renoWried for his vertues amongft the vulgar * 
for better knowledge of his Life and Do&rine, 
the Reader may take notice what one of this 
Order related to me in admiration of his Ma¬ 
iler. . 

He was one, faid he, who preached and pub¬ 
lished the Truth, mortifyed his Body, followed 
not the affe&ions of the carnal Appetite, knew 
the intrinfick nature and quiddity of all Creatures, 
rendred continual Prayers and.Praifes to his Crea- 
tour> and fo long refigned himfelf entirely to 
(peculation, untill he arrived to the ravlftiment 
Of Ecftafies and Raptures, in which he often¬ 
times obtained the happinefc to difcouife with 
Gqd. 

He eat of all thofe things which God made 
lawfull for humane nourifhment, without ob- 
fervatkm of Fails or ftridnefc in Diet, but day 
and night continued his Prayers and Devotions: 
while he flcpt he extended not his feet like the 
ieaife of ftnfc, whq eat Corn and Hay in the 
Stables* fbmetimes the fear of God made him 
tremble, and his countenance became melancholy 
and affrighted with the apjJrehenfion of his Ma- 
jefly. And to this perfetffion none over arrived, 
nor to that intimate knowledge of the Divine 
SccretS. 

The Prd&fTaurs of this Order aflemble every 
Monday night to praife the Unity of the Divine 
Nature, and Celebrate the name of God with 
Hymns and Songs. 

Thofe that would initiate themfelves into this 
Order, are obliged to make a Quarentine firft, 
remain fequeftied in a Chamber for the fpace of 
forty days, with twenty four drams of Meat a 
day, during whkh time they fee the Face of 
God, the'fublime Paradife, and piiaife the Cifea- 
tour and Framer Of the Univerfe * at the'expi¬ 
ration of their term, they are taken forth by the 
reft of tBe Fraternity, who taking hands Dance 
in a Mifor//, in Which Vagary if any Villon ap¬ 
pear to the Novices from God, they throw 
tb hr Ck»iBs behind thdm, and foil flat With 
thfcir Facet; On the ^ground, like men aftokifhed 
qr (truck with an ApQpkxy, untill foch time as 
their Prior or chief of their Order coming knd 
majdnfe Prayers for them, they return by degrees 
to their fenfe again, and taking them up with, 
their eyes red and diftorted , they remain a 
whik like men drunk, diftrafled or ftupid * but 
afterWards their fcatteted fpiiitsfceing better col- 
k&ed, the Prior demands in feflret their Vifions 
and Revelations , which they communicate to 
Him-, or fome other ferious and grave perfon 
well inftid&cd in foe Myftcries of thdir Profef- 
(lon. 


C H A P. XVI. 

Of the Kadri. 

T His Is another of thofe fix Religioris Which 
are derived ft ora Cbalvetti , which had one 
Abdul Kadri GbilaXi (or its firft Founder, a man 
greatly admired for wlfedom and abftincnce, 
whofe Sepulchre is found without Babylon, to 
which place many of thofe Who enter Into the 
Regular Orders of thofe Convents make their 
Pilgrimages. 

Thofe who enter Into this Religion, trtuft per¬ 
form their Novitiate With degrees of abftinence 
and faftfng * wherefore When firft they take the 
profeflion upon them, there is bellowed upon 
them a (mall cudgel tirade of the Wood of a 
Willow, weighing when frefti and green four 
hundred Drams, which they are always to carry 
about them hung at their Girdle * by the weight 
of this they take their daily allowance of Bread, 

; untill fuch time as the wood becoming exceeding 
dry, is alfo much the lighter, and fo according 
as the weight thereof lightens, their proportion 
of Bread diminifhes. 

Betides their prayers of five times a day, to 
! which all Mahometans are bound, they are ob¬ 
liged to fpend the whole or beft part of the night 
I with turning round at the found of a littk Pipe, 
and to utter this word Hoi, Hat, which fignifies 
Alive, being one of the Attributes of God: and 
this drey do in imitation of the Cuftome ufed 
by their Founder, who is feid to have pronoun¬ 
ced this word Hai (o often, and with that ve- 
hcmency , that the vein of his breaft burftlng, 
the bkoud gufhed out upon the Wall and made 
the word Hai. wherefore all his Difcipks to 
follow the Example of their Matter, taking hands 
together in a ring, repeat this word Hai, Hai, 
with fotnuch violence, and fo often, untill they 
fall on the ground Without breath or life* thofe 
who laft out longed cany off the dead from the 
Chamber, and lay them to recover their Spirits 
after their drained Exercife: and this they do 
every Friday night. Every one of theft are ob¬ 
liged once in the year to a retirement of forty 
days, in a little Cell free from all company or 
converfation,. during which time they are wholly 
to give themfelves to Meditations, and to ob- 
fetVe thfeir Dreams, and recount them to their 
Superioua, whoStudles the interpretation of them, 
and foom them Divines of future things. 

They have many times licence from their Su- 
periour to be drunk or intoxicate themfelves 
with Aqua vita , Opium, or any ftupifying Drugs, 
to be better able to perform with more fpirit 
and yehemency their mad Dance. 

Thefe fellows are of a refined Wit, notable 
Sophifters and Hypocrites* their fccrets they tef 
veal to none but thofe of their own Profeflion, 
by which means they are fubtle to cheat thofe of 
other Religions. 

They are not debarred from the liberty of 
Marriage s but if they do marry, they ate ex¬ 
cluded from the Covenant, and may wear any 
fort of Habk, yet for diftknftlon fake they wear 
black Buttons* thofe that live fii the Convent, 
carry a certain white Plad of a couife Cloth , 
their heads with hair unfliaven, without Caps 
or other covering, and their Feet bare. Thefe 
are called Kadri, and havea Cotoventat Tcpbans 
in Qn#4Mhtoplt. 
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The Founder of this Order, called, as we 
have (aid before, Abdul RadirGbilan , Was bow 
in the Hegira ox year of Mahomet Five hundred 
and fikty One, and died in the year Six hundred 
and fifty- feven * he Was efteemtd both a Lawyer 
and a fmilbfopher > his Matter cr Inftrti6four was 
Abdul Mamin Gazeli, who compbfed twp Books, 
one called Mugrib, or the Arabitn Grammar, and 
another called Andaliu. At thit time that Hcla~ 
kin Son of Genghiz Han came to Babylon, he caufed 
him to kill one Atkanii then Vice-Ring of that 
City,' for being of the PerfianSiO, called by the 
Turks, Rafizi or Hereticks, becaufe they rejedf 
Abubecber , Omar and Ofinan, as Apocryphal 
Writers, and attribute tibt s to them that honour 
of Holy linen, which Is giVen by the T'ai-^/. 

The Prior or chief of the Convent of thisOr- 
der, teach their Difeiples a certain Prayer, which 
they Whlfper in their Ears, that it may not be 
overheard or known by others i this they are 
obliged to repeat every moment with little inter- 
miflion, tmlefs at times fet apart for the offices 
of nature* and boaft that it hath fo much of 
efficacy in it, that by virtue thereof, they obtain 
the enjoyment of Divine Vifions and Revela¬ 
tions. 

Their pofture is like other Religious Mahome¬ 
tans, to fit with their heads hanging down, 
and their Nofes in their Breads, which they call 
Murakybe } the better to keep them from diftrac- 
tion, or wandring thoughts, during their con¬ 
templations of Heaven, and the vanity of fatif- 
fying the carnal appetite. 

Amongft the many Miracles that the followers 
of this Order recount of their Matter, one is this. 
That coming once to Babylon to inhabit amongft 
the other fuperttitious perfons and Santonet of 
that City, they hearing of his approach went forth 
to meet him, one of them carrying In his hand 
a difli filled With Water* from whence they 
would -infer, that as that di(h was full to the 
brim foas to be capable of containing no more, 
fb their City was fo replenifticd with Learned 
and Religious perfons, that there Was no place 
to receive him: Whereupon this fubtle Sophiiter 
ft tidying to confute this Hieroglyphick, whereby 
they would excufe the courteGe of due Hofpita- 
lity, ftretching his Arms firft towards Heaven, 
and then bowed down gathering a Rofe leaf 
which he laid on the water, which before had 
filkd the difh * by which piece of ingenuity, he 
not onely confuted the Parable of the Churlifli 
Babylonians , but alfo fo took with them, that 
they regiftred it as a Miracle of Wifedom, and 
bringing him into their City with triumph, made 
him the Supefiour of aU their Orders. 


In the time of Mabotnet Manfut, Son of MeU 
kazist Oboma the Son of Silabdin, being ready to 
refign. up his laft breath, bequeathed to his Son 
Mahomet Melik^Kiamel, the Government of Cairo, 
and all the other parts of the Kingdom of Egypt 
Vdmafcut and Jerufalcm to his Son lfa Melick, 
Muazin and Diarbekjr, to his third Son FJcbref- 
mufa-. There lived a certain Sant one, who always 
mentioned the name of God with the found of 
his Pipe * and with that Mufick recreated him¬ 
felf day and night, not after a chearfull and 
merry humour, but with fad and melancholy 
Tunes, accompanied his Pipe with Tears and 
Sighs. He was an excellent Mufidan, and a 
deep Philofoplier, endued with thofe fiipematu- 
ral vertues as enabled him to work Miracles 
clear and notorious to all the world * he was 
an Htrmite, called in Arabick.Abdal went with 
his head bare, and his body foil of wounds, 
without a Shirt or other Cloathing , befides a 
Skin of fome wild Beaft thrown about his Shoul¬ 
ders* at his Girdle he wore fome fine poliflied 
Stone * on his Wrifts, inftead of Diamonds and 
Stones of value he wore counterfeit Jewels, which 
carried a lufter and fair appearance with them > 
this man was called Santone Kalenderi, Who was 
continually finging Arabic\ Sonnets, and accor¬ 
ding to them Mufical Airs, making alfo har¬ 
monious compofitions fo artificially, that he Tee¬ 
med another David. But how ftrid and fober 
this Santone was, his Difeiples or Profelytes are 
of another temper, being wholly given up to 
jollity and delights, they banifh all kind of me¬ 
lancholy and fadnefs, and live free of cares, palfi- 
ons or torments of the mind, and have this fay¬ 
ing amongft them. This day it ours, to morrow 
U bis who Jhall live to enjoy it * and therefore 
ftudioully attend to lofe no moment or lead part 
of their pleafore, but confome their time in 
eating and drinking * and to maintain this glut¬ 
tony they will fell the Stones of their Girdles, 
their Earings and Bracelets. When they come 
to the houfe of any rich Man or perfon of Qua¬ 
lity, they accommodate themfelves to their hu- 
moyr, giving all the Family pleafent wotds and 
chearfoll expreffion* to perfuade them to a libe¬ 
ral and free entertainment. The Tavern by 
them is accounted holy as the Mqfcb, and believe 
they ferve God as much with debauchery or li¬ 
beral ufe of his creatures (as they call it) as others 
with feverity and mortification. And the Turkt 
(ay. That in the Hegira 615, the Chrifiians be¬ 
came Matters of Jerufalem, by reafon that the 
InftitutOiir of this Order of the Kalenderi, who 
had a chief hand in the Government of the City , 
was found drunk when it was aflaulted. 


CHAP. XVII. 

Of the Order of Kalenderi. 

T His Order may rather be termed the Se<ft 
of Epicureans, than men retired to mortifie 
their appetites, and deny the world, as all other 
of the religious and regulated Turks pretend * but 
yet this fort of Fanaticks pretend to Religion 
by a- different way of Ltbcrrinjfm and loofenels 
in their Converfation * which they z€t ,fo pub- 
lkkly, that they are not aftumed to profds their 
inttitution and cuftoms to be after this manner. 


CHAP. XVIIL 
Of the Edhemi. 

T H E original Founder of this Order waS one 
Ibrabim Edbem, concerning whom the Dif- 
ciples themfelves, or Followers, recount things 
very obfeurely, and tell us Stories that his Fa¬ 
ther was a Slave and Abafme by Nation, and 
went one day under the Fort Horanan to dif- 
courfe with Ibmmek\ King of Cairo * that he was 
a man very comfy, facetious, and fober in 
his carriage, always defiring to pleafe God, con¬ 
tinued in the Mofibr reading the Atcboran, and 
■ in 
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in prayer day and ('night with his face proflrate 
on the ground, and often repeating thefe words ; 

0 God, thou bsfl given me fo much IVifedom, at 
that I know clearly that I am in thy direBion ; and 
therefore fcorning aU Power and Dominion, l refign 
tny felf to the fpeculation of Pbilofophy and a 
Holy Life. 

His Servants feeing this his devout way of 
living,‘applied themfelves to the imitation of his 
Aufterity, and abandoning all greatnefs and vani¬ 
ties of the World, applied themfelves to folitude 
and mortification, their fupeifluous Garments 
they beftowed upon the Poor, giving to thole 
whole neceflities required them. 

Their food is Bread made of Barley, and Pray 
frequently with Falling, and their Priors apply 
themfelves to a faculty of Preaching. 

Their principal Convents are in Cities of Per- 
fia } efpecially Cborafan. 

Their Cloathing is of a courfe thick Cloth, 
upon their heads they wear a Cap of Wooll, with 
a Turbant round it, and about their necks a 
white Linen Cloth firiped with red. In the 
Defarts they converfe with Lions and Tigres, 
falute them and make them tame, and by the 
miraculous power of Divine alfillence entertain 
difeourfe with Enoch In the Wildernels ; This 
and many other wild difeourfes they make of 
this Edhem ; but becaufe there are but few of 
this Order in Constantinople, being moll appro¬ 
priated to Perfia ; I could not receive fo particu¬ 
lar an account of their Rule and Inllitutions, as I 
have done of others. 



CHAP. XIX. 
The Order of Be&afti. 


T H E original Founder of this Religion, is 
of no ancient memory or Banding, nor had 
his.Birth or Education amongfl the Santones of 
rirabja, from whence molt of thefe fuperflitious 
pretenders have had their beginning ; but one of 
thofe that was an Army-Preacher, that could 
fight as well as pray, of whom my Learned 
Hogia gives me this account. 

In the time , fays he, that the Warlike and 
ViUoriout Sultan Amurath paffed with hit Army 
Vii. Chap, into Servia, and overcame Lazarus, the Defpot of 
so. /. i. that Countrey, and Jlew him in Battel , Beftafh 
wat then a Preacher to Amurath, who amongfl 
other hit Admonitiont forewarned him of trufling 
the Servians ; but Amurath out of hit couragiout 
fpirit relying on- hit own Wtfedom and Force , ad - 
milted a certain Nobleman called Vilvo, upon pre¬ 
tence of doing him homage, to .approach near him 
and kjft bis band, who having his Dagger ready 
and concealed, ftabbed Amurath to the heart, and 
with that blow made 'him a Martyr. Beftafh 
knowing that tbit treacberout death of bit Prince, 
mufl needt alfo be the caufe of hit, for being fa 
near bit perfon, and prophefying of tbit fatal 
ftrok, if, fought not to prevent it, but made prepara- 
tiont for bit own death.

But whatloever he fays, this Order is the; moft 
abhorred in the World by the Kadizadeli, be- 
caule that BeBa(h left :it to. the free .will.of, his 
Difciple^, either to obferve the conftant jipurs of 
prayer, or not ; by yyhjch .great liberty. and li- 
centioufnefs is entred amongfl the Janissaries, 
who are Souldier-like, npt over zealous: or de¬ 
vout in their Prayers, ;Uttje attendant to the 
Offices of,devotion, jn : .fome Songs which this 
BeBaJh is fa id to have compofed, it is often re¬ 
peated, That none hath, known God, beepufp none 
bath feen him : And for this reafon the ; moft ■ 
zealous Mahometans call thp JanizarUs Keferefis, 
which fignifies without-Faith j and a certain 
Mufti, called Ebufnud delivered his Sentence or 
Fetfa, to the queftion demanded him ; If a 
Muffelman ot Believer fhould fay to a Janizary, 
thou art a Pagan, what punifhment he fhould 
merit by the Law; he replied, that a man is an 
Infidel, who holds a Janizary for a true Be¬ 
liever. 

Some Fryars of this Order of BeBaJh do in all 
publick Shews and Solemnities march-near the 
perfon of the Janizar Aga, : crying continual. Flu, 
bu , with their Daggers drawn, They are a molt 
licentious fort of people, much given to Sodomy, 
for which the ignorant and loofe fort ofjoni- 
zariet are willingly their Difciples ;; apd. are 
now grown into that vaft multitude, as is ajmoft 
importable to extirpate them or their Vices, 
though corrofiyes are laid to eat away this Gan- 
green in the Militia, which goes creeping on 
with an unfenfible pace'*, as we lhall 'dlfcourfe 
more largely in the next Book of the 7 'url^ifh 
Militia. 


CHAP. XX. | 

Of the Order of Herewi or HizrevL 

I N the time of Orcbahes the fecond : 'Kirtg'of 
the Turks, who Governed thirty five year's, 
and Reigned eighty three, and died in the Hegira 
of Mahomet feven hundred and fixteen, there 
lived in Prufa , then the Regal Seat, a famous 


Sant one 
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Santone called Herewi, who ufed to walk up 
and down, and as an aft of charity to buy the 
Livers and Lights of Beafts to feed Cats apd 
Dogs ; he profelfed poverty and fevere mortifi¬ 
cation with Tears and Sighs, and he afted with 
that fervency that the Angel, leaving Heaven, 
came to be witnefless of his holy Penance. 

The fame of which moved Sultan Orchanes to 
difeourfe with him, and to know theiiory of his 
part life ; which he fmiling began to recount, and 
told him, that he formerly was a King derived 
from the Line of Mahomet, had compafled with 
his Arms the Rivers of Nilui , Euphrates, and 
Tigris, had governed Provinces with his Sword 
and Sceptre, had been triumphantly adorned 
with pretious Stones and glittering Arms, and 
had made the World tremble at the very mention 
of his name. But at laft confidering the vanity 
of tills world, he refolved on a folitary life, and 
to renounce all the follies and fmall fatisfaftion 
of Riches and empty Honours. At which faying, 
Sultan Orchanes w as amazed, and faid, IVe ought 
not to defpife thofe who under the guifi and appea¬ 
rance of mad and diflraBed per foes wander through 
the Wirld, for their Vertues are rare i and in tbit 
man particularly J difeovet fo much of fanBity, 
that I judge my felf unworthy cf the name of one 
of his Servants. And this is the reafon why Fools 
and Frantick people have ever fince been had In 
honour and reverence amognft the Turks, as thofe 
whom Revelations and Enthufiafms tranfported 
out of the ordinary temperament of humanity. 

This Herewi was very Learned and experien¬ 
ced m Ch'miflry i and to thofe Who profeffed 
his Order, and entred into the regular life of his 
Religion, inftead of Afpers he beftowed. Gold; 
he wore a Green Veit, and fired very abftemi- 
oufly} he mended his own Cloaths, and dref- 
fed thf. Dyet for his Convent. He endowed 
many M f hs, and feveral Hofpitals of Charity 
at Grand Cairo and Babylon. His Sepulchre is at 
Prufa, which is greatly vifited by Pilgrims, and 
adorned by the Bounty and Munificence of 
thofe who reverence the Memory of this holy 
Santone . 

This is the bell relation I could procure from 
one of the Seight or Preachers, and one that 
Was Prior of this Order, whofc example, as the 
original Copy,others of this Order imitate. They 
have a Monaflery in Conftantinople , as. all the 
others beforementioned ; befidts which in this 
Capital City nor m any parts of the Turkifh 
Dominions in Europe, have I obfirved any Ttkp or 
Monaflery, where Turks profefs to lead a religious 
Life, but is one ofthe.Orders before-mentioned i 

fome others, there may be about Babylon and 
E gypt, i.nd remoteft. parts of Afia, whofe names 
and conftitutions I have not repeated here, who 
have (as I am informed) fomewhat more of 
ridiculous and fuperjftitious woik amongfl them 
than I have declared in the account I have given 
of thofe I have been, acquainted with in the 
parts I have travelled ; yet it is obfervable they 
all of them pretend to Poverty as theneareft way 
to arrive to the happinefs of Paradifei. but with 
their. Poverty (as I have feen in fome of their 
Tekes where I have been, efpecially thofe remo¬ 
ved frond Cities; they mix fo much negligence in 
their living, not caring for, neatnefs in their 
Houfes, but leave things in a diforderly and con-: 
fufed manner, as teflifies their hzinefs as well as' 
poverty; and are not like the Ctlls of Capuchins, 
who having nothing to attend to befides their j 
Prayers and Gardens, improve all things with 
that advantage, as graces Poverty, and convinces I 


the World that in a moderate enjoyment of it 
there is more fatisfadhon* than in thofe vexati- 
ons which attend the di^ofal and government 
ot riches, and the fatiety of opulency and plenty. 
Ids worth noting alfo, that on the Monuments 
ot Santones and in the Gardens, or. before the 
Gates of thefe Religious, there is always fome 
ridiculous adornment, fuch as agrees with the 
fancy of Bedlams; as Crowning the Hearfe of 
the Dead with Beads and Horns, and Ribbons, 
and pieces of Tinfcl, &c. and their doors with 
the like;, accounting it a chief difpoiition to Di¬ 
vine Service tohavea.mind endued with an hu¬ 
mour inclining to the fancy of Hypocondriacal or 
diftrafted Heads i fo that I fhall not enlarge far¬ 
ther m this Difeourfe, nor glut my Reader with 
fo lnlipid and fulfome a fubjeft. 


CHAP. XXI. 

Of Marriages and Divorces, and how fat 
Concubinage is indulged amongfl the 
Turks. 

I T H u E ftat f , of ^ arria 8 e I* accounted both 
honourable and holy amongfl the Turks, by 
| which the Race of Mankind is bell encreafed 
and maintained; yet: the Prieft, as I may call 
him, or their Church-man, hath the leaft hand 
in the Solemnity; the matter, as an aftfon wholly 
Civil, is performed before the Caddee or Judge ; 
not uplike the manner praftifed in England fof 
fome few'years, according to that abfutd Aft of 
Marriages by a Juftice of Peace ; and is in the 
nature of a Recognizance, whereby the Husband 
dqth perfonally oblige himfelf before the judge 
to take fuch a Wife, and in cafe of his death 6r 
divorce, to endow her with a certain Eflate to 
remain to her own difpofai. The Woman is 
not there prefect, but appears by her Father or 
fome of her neareft Relations, and is afterwards 
by a great attendance of Women brought cove- 
red, fitting aflride on i orfeback under a Canopy 
to the Habitation of her Bridegroom, who re¬ 
mains at the Gate with open Armes to receive 
her ; there is great rejoicing and feafting hereat, 
the night before fhe is brought to the company 
of her Husband > but when the precedent cere* 
monies to the Marriage afre peiformed and com¬ 
pleted, theHoufe is all filent, and fhe is brought 
into the Bride-Chamber by an Eunuch (if fhe 
be of Quality; if not, by fome Women of near 
Relation, and delivered to her Husband, who is 
himfelf to untie her Drawers, and undref; her 
for his bed, not unlike the cuflome amongfl -the 
Romans pf Zonam Sphere. 

I Polygamy is. freely indulged to them by theit 
Religion as far as the number of four Wives, 

I contrary to the common report, that a Turk may 
have as many Wives as he can maintain ; Though 
Mabornet had nine Wives, and Mali had four¬ 
teen, as being men more.fpiritual, and of afiiore 
elevated degree, had greater privileges and in¬ 
dulgences for carnal enjoyments. 

This refiraint of the number of their Wives is 
cettafoly no .Precept of lhair Religion, but a rule 
fuperinducc-d upon fome politick confideratioiis, 
as too great a charge and weakning to mens eflates, 
every one that takes a Wife, being obliged to make 
her a Kabin or Dowiy, as we have faid before; 
or .elfe for better regulation of the Oeconomies, 
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and to prevent and abate fomewhat of the Jea- 
loufies, Strifes and Embroilments in a Family, 
which muft neceffarily arife between Co many 
Rivals in the affe&ion of one Husband who is 
obliged by Law and Covenants to, deal and be- 
ftow his benevolence and con)ugalkindnefs' 
an exad proportion of equality. And left this 

confinement to a certain number of Wives, foould 

feem a reftridion and impeachment of that li¬ 
berty and free ufe of Women winch they fay 
God hath frankly bellowed on Man, evc *7 °" e 
may freely feive himfelf of his Women Slaves, 
wfth as much variety as he is able to buy or 
maintain > and this kind of Concubinage is no 
ways envied or condemned by the Wives, fo 
long as they can enjoy their due maintenance and

as under the condud and good Houfe-wifry of 
one Woman, but contrary filled with noire, 
brawls and diffentions, as paffes the Wifedom ot 
the Husband to become an equal Umpire and 
Arbitrator of their differences i which confide¬ 
ntial reftrains many, though otherwife inclina¬ 
ble enough to gratifie their Appetites, From in- 
cumbring themfeves with fo great an inconve¬ 
nience v and I have known force, though child- 
lefs, have adhered to a Angle Wife, and pre¬ 
ferred Quiet and Repofe, before the contentment 
of their Off-fpring.

to be a Kaic\gee or Boat-man, who it feems fo 
well fatisfied and pleafed the Wife, that (he af¬ 
terwards renounced all intereft in her Husband, 
and refolved to adhere to her new Lover, of 
whom fhe fuppofed (he had fufficient proof 
and acquaintance with already to efteem a bet¬ 
ter Husband than her former. ’ There are but 
few amongft the Turks, though fome are found, 
who fo heartily repent of their Divorce, and 
fo fond of their feparated Wives, as to be con¬ 
tented to take them with the foregoing Condi¬ 
tion : for it is reputed a kind of an Abomination i 
and when they would fignifie any matter far 
alienated or eftrangcd, they call it (OucbTalac) 
fomething fo divided and feparated as to be a 
Sin and Prophanation fo much as to covet or 
delire'it. 


Of the other parts of the Turkifh Religion. 
Of Circumcifion. 

C ircumcifion is not reckoned amongft one of 
the five Points which conftitutea true Ma¬ 
hometan believer, but *tis onely (as we have faid 
before ) propofed as a tryal and proof of man’s 
obedience to the more neceffary parts of the 
Law. This' Rite of Circumcifion is not recei¬ 
ved by them as an Article or Precept delivered 
exprefly from the Alcboran , but by tradition 
and ancient praftice and ufe amongft the Ara¬ 
bians , before the time of Mahomet, derived ori¬ 
ginally from JJhmael or E fan, whofe Progeny 
they are, and from thence give themfelves the 
name of Ijhmaelites. The Arabian Doftours af¬ 
firm that Mahomet himfelf was born with his 
Navel cut, and naturally circumcifed» perhaps 
to equal the lame Story which the Jews report 
of Mopes, and fome others of the Patriarchs* 
and it feems in thofe Countries where Circum¬ 
cifion is in praftice, that it is not undfual for 
Children to be foborni who are therefore called 
Sons of the Moon , on whom the virtue of the 
Moon hath more than ordinary manner of in- 
Pocokii fluence. Gredtbant ftquidem Arabes, quod Me qui 
ma de A- i MH£ ra ^ »afceretur , centrahi perinde ae cir- 
ribas! m °‘ cumcifum praputium. 

The Turks never circumcife their Children un- 
till the age of feven years and upwards > and then 
they do it by a Barber or Chirurgion , it not 
being eftcemed a matter appropriated to the Office 
of the E maun, or Priefts» for (as we have faid 
before) they make no fuch diftinftion as Clergy 
and Laity i I mean as to any fpiritual Character of 
Priefthood i for a man may cry upon the Steeple to 
day, and like their Paftour be the firft to lead 1 
his Congregation to their Prayers, and expound 
the Alcboran in the Pulpit i and next day be 
expelled his Pariih, and become free to any o- 
ther fecular Employment or Profeftion : They 
obferve fome Ceremonies amongft them on this 
occafion, often differing according tothe Coun- 
trey and place* but commonly the child is fet 
on Horfeback in his belt Cloaths attended with 


his School-fellows and Companions, who with 
loud fhouts repeat fome words in the Alcboran j Ceremo- 
and being brought home, and the ad of Cir- ciraimci^ 
cumcifion performed, he is carefully attended for fi 0n . 
his Cure, and in the mean time there is a Feaft 
or Banquet prepared for the Guefts* thofe who 
of riper years become Mahometans in fome pla¬ 
ces are carried about the Town on Horfeback, 

; with a Dart in their left hand pointing to their 
heart, fignifying that they will rather fuffer them¬ 
felves to be palled through with that Inftrument, 
than renounce that Faith they then profefs. And 
this Circumcifion is an admiffion and intro- 
duftion of them into the number of the Faith- 
full, as it is amongft the Jews, and Biptifm with 
the Chriftians. 


CHAP. xxur. 

Of the five neceffary Points which are re¬ 
quired to conftitute a true Mahometan. 

Of their Wafhings. 

T Hough Mahomet faith in the Alcboran that his 
Religion is founded in Cleannefs, and that 
it is half of his .Law > yet much before Maho¬ 
met's time Wafhings were obferved according 
to the fa.me prefcriptions by the Arabians, who 
defcending from IJhmael , maintained by tradition 
the' pradice of Wafhings: and he had no other 
fhare in this invention, than that it was enfor¬ 
ced by his Authority on-the Profeffours of his* 
Sed. The Turks are certainly a very cleanly 
people in their exteriour manner of living i as in 
their Wafhings relating to their holy exercifes 
and duties, they are very precife and fuperfti- 
tious: fome of them believing that the very wa¬ 
ter pyirifies them from the foulnefs of their fins, 
as well as from the uncleannefs of their bodies: 
There being three forts of Wafhings obferved by 
them. 

The firft is called Abdeff, which is a prepara¬ 
tion for their Prayers, entring the Mofcb , or 
reading the Alcboran > they firft wafh their hands 
and armes, then their neck, their forehead, the 
crown of their head, their ears, their teeth, the 
face, under the nofe, and laft of all their feet » 
bvit if the weather be cold, not convenient to 
uncover them, it is fufficient, if they make fome 
evidence thereof-by any other outward fignifi- 
cation. 

The fecond is called Gufitl, which is the clean- 
fing of the Bath after copulation at nodumat 
pollutions \ until! which time a man is called 
Giunub, that is, his prayers are accounted abo¬ 
minable before God, and his Society to be avoided 
by Men. 

The third is Tabaret , which is a Wafhing af¬ 
ter the eafe or evacuation of nature > to this home¬ 
ly office they defign the three laft fingers of .the 
left hand > and upon this account they sail Ghri--- 
flians Tabaratfu , which is as much as one ..defi¬ 
led and impure for want of this manner of clean- ‘ 
fing.

Red-Sea, 
enjoyned to the Arabians the fame, time of Ab- 
ltinence ; but afterwards apprehending it dilho- 
nourable to be beholding to the Jews tor the. in¬ 
vention of a Fait, inllituted the Ramazan, the 
time of which is governed by the epurfe pf the 
Moon, and falls out commonly teh days foon« 
than in the preceding year, fo that this Fait with 
time comes to run through all the Months, and . 
is more eatie to the lurks when it happens in the 
Ihort days of the Winter, rather than in the Sum-; 
mer, when the days are long and hot, which 
become tedious to the ordinary fort, of . people,

Fourthly, Of their ZacaL 

Which is another neceffary point tout he cod* 
Hitution of a Mahometan , which is thebeftowing 
Alms 'according to certain rules prefcribed by 
four principal Dudours of their Law.: the word 
Zacat iignifies as much as Encreafe> becaufe the 
A litis procure the bleffing of God, and multiply 
the ifoxe of the Mercifull. According to this 
command every man is obliged to give one in a 
hundred of all their Ellate to the relief of the 
poor * and though this Precept is enjoined as an 
ingredient to conftitute a true Mahometan , ygt | 
covetoufnefs and Policy fo much prevail with 
the 'lurks, that the Rich are both unwilling to | 
part with fo much of their Ellate, and feaifull 
to evidence their Wealth by a true calculate ac¬ 
cording to the Zacat i fo that the Poor are the 
bdlobfervers of this injunction, the Rich concei¬ 
ving it fuperfluous, and never intended by God 
to make the performance of Religion a fnare to 
their Ellates. 

Fifthly, Of their Filgrimage to Mecha. 

Which is enjoyned to every one who hath 
Riches and Freedom from great Offices and Char¬ 
ges of Government, to perform it i being a Type 
or iignification of their paffage out of this world 
into the next. The number of thofe who yearly 
undertake this Pilgrimage is uncertain, though 
moil commonly are regillred from divers parts 
where the Mahometan Religion is profeffed, above 
Fifty Thoufand Souls i thefe Pilgrims depart a- 
bout the latter end of May from Conjlantinople, 
and meet with thofe from Anatolia, CaramaHia , 
and others of that quarter of the World at Datnaf- 
tits : thofe from Ferfia affemble at Babylon 1 thofe 


.of the parts of Egypt at Grand Cairo, and all unite 
upon a Mount not.far diilant from Mecha , where 
they obferve divers Ceremonies, as making Cor- 
i ban or Sacrifice, which they do by killing Sheep, 
and fending part thereof as Prefents to their 
Friends, and diftribution thereof amongft the 
Poor. They alfo here (trip themfelves of their 
Garments, and being coveted onely with a Blan¬

T HE Bairam is the Feafl of the Turks, of 
whichithere; arc .two .in., the year * one im¬ 
mediately following the Faftj of Ramazan, m 
our .Eajler doth,the Lent, which, is. called ‘.the 
great Bairam * itbe other is the little Bairam, which 
happens about jfeventy days after the former* at 
Which time the people for three days ceafe from 
their labour: piefent one the-other, rejoice and 
take greater; liberty than at other times v which 
no queftion but was invented by Mahomet, for 
relaxation of the bodies and minds of his Fol¬ 
lowers, as, well, as in imitation of the Chriftian 
Feafts. . 

The Bairam is then conceived to begin at the 
fiift appearance of the new Moon after the Ra¬ 
mazan ■, which is fometime deferred a days time* 
if the weather prove cloudy, that the Mooh is 
not vifiblei if longer the Sky be obfeured, ac¬ 
cording to the qourfe of nature, it is prefumed 
that the Moon is begun, and fo.their Teafi! be¬ 
gins alfo v which is publiffied at Confianunople 
by the difeharge of the great Guns at the point 
of the Seraglio upon the Sea-ffioje, at whichtune 
I the Lights or Lamps on the Steeples of the Miftbs 
are extinguiihed or omitted to be lighted, 'and 
Drums and Trumpets are founded in all .pubr 
lick places o£ the City, and Courts of greafPer- 
10ns: fo that every one betakes himfelf to Mirth 
,or Paftimeasbis own inclination or convenience 
leads him. ' But 
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But that which will be moil curious to the 
obfervatidn of the judicious Reader, is the rela¬ 
tion of.the Ceremonies ufed in The Seraglio at this 
Eeatiby the leveral Officers of State to the Grand 
Signior, and to one another ; which are fo for¬ 
mal, ;precife, and conllant to the leaft motion of 
every Member of the Body, as. will clear the 
Turk;-, from that opinion which paifes of them 
in the World, of being rude, uncivil, and void 
of all Ceremony or Courtffiip in their comport¬ 
ment and behaviour > which according to the 
beft information I could procure, is for the moft 
part, in this manner. 

: ;The Antiport leading to the Lodgings of the 
Rapa Agafi (or chief Eunuch who commands the 
Pages) being adorned with rich Carpets, Cufluons, 
and other Furniture after their fafliion, on the 
Vigil or Eve before the Bait am, all the Prime 
Officers of State belonging to the Empire then 
at ConftantinopU, affemble themfelves at the Grand 
Signior s Swag/to three or four hours before day, 
where.as foon as day breaks, the Grand Signior 
mounted on Horfeback, paffe, through the midft 
of them* and goes to the Mofebs of Santa Sophia, 
where having laid his morning Prayer, he re¬ 
turns again to the Seraglio, 

Being returned, he enters the Hafoda or Royal 
Chamber, and fetting himfelf in his Seat of State, 
having the chief Eunuch of the Pages on his left 
hand, the Sons of the Tartar Han (which remain 
for Hoftages in the Turkjffl) Court) upon ligns 
made to them, are the firft who prefent them¬ 
felves before him to wifti hire a happy Feftival i 
whom (as I have heard reported) he walks 
three Paces to meet, and they proftrating them¬ 
felves, lay, E iamifeherif, which -is. May tbefe 
days be happy •, and arifing kifs his hand, and fo 
retire. The next who makes his addreis, is the 
Pritpe Vifier, wholtanding on the right hand 
of the Grand Signior in the fiont : of all the Btg- 
lerbegs, Pajhatvs, $ nd. other great Qfficers, Com* 
elements the Grand Signior upon one knee, and 
nearer approaching,. kiffes his hand, and then 
arifing takes the lfation of the Rapes Agafi, or 
Eunuch of the Pages. The next who follows in 
this- Ceremony is the Mufti, who on the left 
hand fronts the Officers and principal Heads of 
the Law, as the Radelefcberes or Lords chief 
Juftices.of Anatolia and Greece, the Kakjh Ef- 
chref, principal Head or Primate of the Kin- 
drerf- of Mahomet , the Mollahs ,. Preachers called 
S e ‘gbs, and others.^ Then the Mufti bowing 
his head to the ground, holding his hands on 
his Gird'e, kiffes-him on the left fhoulder, and 
the Grand Signior fteps one p:ce forward to meet 
him, and fo retires to his place s then all the 
others fo their feveral Orders take their turns to 
pafs this Ceremony, who are treated according 
to what the Prime Vifier informs the Grand 
Signior. j. for fome kite his Hand, others the hem . 
of his Veil, fome his Sleeve, others his Breaft, 
thereafter as their Quality and Authority is, 
which is fo full of variety and formal niceties, 
that there is a Book wrote exprelly treating of all 
the particularities of this Ceremony. The laft 
of all who is called to perform his Complement, 
is the Janizar Agafi, or the General of the Ja- ■ 
ttizaries. 

This part being thus fir paffed, the Grand , 
Signior enters into a more retired chamber of j 
the Seraglio , where the Arz Agalar, or the four 
principal Pages are the firft of the Court to do 
their obeyfanceas before: thenfollow the Eunuchs 
and other Pages j In the mean time a Dinner is 
provided in the Chamber of the Divan, where 


the Officers of State having complied with their 
obligation, take a plentiful! repaft at the Grand 
Signior’s charge i after which the Grand Signior 
makes a prefent to each of the fixteen principal 
Officers of Sable Veils, with which the Ceremony 
concludes. 

Then is way made for the Coaches of the Sul¬ 
tana's who having been Cloyltered in the old 
Seraglio the whole year before, are glad at the 
Feaft of Bairam to have occafion to make their 
Vifits to the Grand Signior in the firft place, as 
Being of his Kindred and Relations, and then to 
the Queen or Queen-Mother, and to the other 
Sultana's and Ladies, with whom they ufe va¬ 
riety of Ceremony according to their Condition 
and Quality; and there have liberty to remain 
for the fpace of three days in Eanqueting, and 
other divertifements of Mufick and Difeourfe. 

It may well be obferved from the premiffes, 
how generally the World is miftaken In the 
opinion is conceived of the Courtlhip ufed a- 
mongll the Turks, commonly reputed by Travel¬ 
lers to be rude, coming much Ihort of that 
quaintnefs, bowings, cringings, and reverent 
poftures ufed in Cbriffendom. It is true the 
Turks deportment even in the moft vile and me- 
chanick vulgar, though never fo mean, is carried 
with a ftrange kind of barbarity and rudenefs 
towards the beft of Chriftians in thofe parts* 
which proceeds rather from a fort of pride and 
deteftation taught them by their Religion, than 
from any want of being inftrudled fo their duty of 
due reverence to their Superiours *- for in their 
carriage one towards the other, they obferve the 
rules and niceties of Complement with as much 
variety and exadnels, as is exercifed in Rome-, 
or the moft civilized Courts of Chriftendbtn 4 
and amongft the chief Minifters* there Is much 
precifenefs and caution ufed not to exceed the 
limits of that Ceremony which inferiours owe 
the fuperiours, left they fhould difparage their 
own quality, or give occafion to the World to 
believe their diforderly fubmiffion to be a part of 
adulation. And therefore it is worthy the ftudy 
of Chriftian Minifters employed in Embaflies in 
the Ottoman Court, to be well informed in the 
rules and manner of their carriage in the prefence 
of the chief Minifters of State i for uncovering the 
bead, as in Chrifiendom , is amongft them efteemed 
ridiculous and affrontive, and the manner of 
little bowings and often inclinations of the body, 
taken as acknowledgments of the great diftanefe 
there is between the Matters they reprefent'i and 
therefore a little Ceremony at the entrance, and 
the like at departure, with a fteady and conftant 
behaviour at the time of the Treaty or Difeourfe^ 
is the beft rule for a Chriftian Minifter i which 
is, interpreted amongft Turks as the effedj of 
gravity and efiimation of themfelves •, it being 
certain, that the contrary hath caufed many- 
Chriftian Minifters to fall lower in the reputation 
of the Turks * than they had deferved for their 
wifedom and dexterity in the management of 
the more fubftantial points of Affairs. 
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chap. xxv. 

Of the prohibition of Swines Flejh and 
Wine. 

T HE five foregoing Principles already trea¬ 
ted of are (as we have faid before) the 
elTential points required towards the conftitutton 
of a true Mahometan other matters are proofs 
and trials of their obedience i amongft which 
none is more enjoyned than the prohibition ot 
Swines flelh and Wine: which are called Haram 
things abominable and forbidden. The firft in 
reality abhorred by them, and as difplealing as 
the Flelh of a Man to civilized People, or a Dogs 
thigh to fuch as have been ufed to Delicacies 
and wholefome Viands. But Wine of late years, 
though forbidden by the Law, hath gained a 
better reputation j and though accurfed by them, 
is yet accounted of fo ftrong a temptation, that 
the fin is the more excufable and though the 
Alcboran pofitively inhibits the ufe thereof, and 
the Expofitors of the Law have fo far removed it 
from all polTibility of becoming lawfull that 
they have determined that if Wine be fpilt on 
the ground, and in that place Grafs grows, and 
with that pafture a Sheep or an Ox is nounlhed, 
thole Cartel become Haram , and are as abomina¬ 
ble as the Flelh of Swine. 

But notwithflanding the fevere Prohibitions 
hereof by their Religion, Wine is fo commonly 
ufed, that it is publickly drank without cautions 
or fear Qf giving fcandalthe great Men, became 
In Office, are more carefull how the World dif- 
covers what delight they take in that liquour, 
left the mifearriages of their Office Ihould be 
attributed to the excefs of Wine * or their know¬ 
ledge of the ufe of that which deprives them of 
their reafon, render them uncapable of their | 
Truft and Dignity. For the Turks account it 
impoffiblc to drink Wine with moderation, and 
are ignorant of the benefit of it for Concoction of 
crude humours and indigeftionsof the ftomach* 
and wonder to fee it by Engl if, French , or Ita¬ 
lian .f tempered with Water » for unlefs they 
may drink it with full Bowls, and have fufficient 
thereof, to give them their Kaif (as they call it) 
thv is to tranfport them into a diilblute mirth, 
or the ridiculous aftions of di unkennels, or to a I 
forfeit or a vomit, they efteem it not worth the 
drinking, and a provocation to the appetite 
and palate to remain with a defire of demanding 
more. 

But fuch as would appear Religious amongft 
them, and are fuperflitious, morofe, and haters 
of Chriftians, abftain wholly from Wine, and 
are of a Stoical pride, melancholy temper, and 
cenforious of the whole World. Thefe men who 
drink onely Water and Coffee, enter into Dif- 
coutfes of State matters, cenfure the Actions, 
and pafs Charafiers on the Grandees and great 
Officers ’, AJfumta Stoicorum arrogantia, SeSaq-, 
qua turbidos , & negotiorum appetentes faciat. lac. 
lib. 14. And this was the reafon why the great 
Vifier Kuperli , put down the Coffee-houfes in 
Confiantinople, and yet privileged the Taverns - , 
becaufe the firft were melancholy places where 
Seditions were vented, where reflexions were 
made bn all occurrences of State, and difeon- 
tents publilhed and aggravated * but Wine 
raifed the fpirits of men to a gay humour, and» 
would never operate thofe effe&s to endanger 


his condition as the Counfels which were con¬ 
trived in the Affemblies of thole who" addicted 
themfelves to a more melancholy Liquor. 

The drinking Wine in young Men isefteemed 
amongft the extravagancies of Youth, but in 
old men is crime a more undecent, and fcan- 
dalous in a higher degree. But why Mahomet 
(hould fo feverely forbid the ufe of Wine to 
his Difciples, is recounted in a Fable on this 
occafion > That their Prophet being once invited 
by a Friend to an entertainment at his houfe, 
changed in his way thither to be detained a 
while -at a Nuptial Feaft, where the Guefts 
raifed with the chearfull fpirits of the Wine, 

I were merrey, embracing, and in a kind temper 
j each towards other i which pleafing humour 
I Mahomet attributing to the effed of the Wine, 

1 bleffed it as a facred thing, and fo departed. But 
it happened that in the evening returning again, 
and expe&ing to fee the love and careffes he had 
before bleffed, to be augmented, he found the 
houfe to the contrary, full of Brawls and nolle, 
[fightings, and all confufioni which he alio 
1 having underftood to be another effett of the 
I Wine, changed his former Bleffing into a Curie, 
and for ever after made it Haram, or an abomi¬ 
nation to his Difciples. 


CHAP. XXVI. 

Of their Morality , Good Works , and fonte 
certain of their taws worthy of obfer- 
vation. 

T Hough according to the preceding Dif- 
courfe, the Character that may thence 
Irefult from the nature and temperance of the 
Turks, doth not promife any long Treattfe 
concerning their deep Morality, Vertues, and 
[ elevated Graces: yet in the minds of all Man¬ 
kind, though never fo barbarous, God having 
wrought the Law of Nature, and made that 
impreffion of doing right to our Neighbour, 
which tends towards confervation of the World > 
we may well expeft to find the fame Principles 
in the Turks i efpecially their Vi&ories and 
Spoils abroad, having procured them converfa- 
i tion with other Nations, jnd their Wars and 
Treaties with Chriftians, having refined their 
minds in a good part of that rude temper they 
brought with them out of Scytbta, it will not be 
ftrange for us to find amongft them, men whom 
Education hath made civil, polilhed in all points 
of vertuous deportment, and made Heroes of 
their Age-, though I muft confefs I cannot ap¬ 
plaud the generality of this people with fo high 
encomiums, as I have read in the Books of feme 
ingenious Travellers, and do believe without 
partiality that they come fhort of the good nature 
and vertues are to be found in molt parts of 
Christendom. Howfoever, wherein they conceive 
a great part of charity is placed, and meritorious 
Works, it will not be unworthy nor unpleafant 
to confider. „ . . , 

And in the firft place, they efteem it a good 
work to build Houfes, though from thence they 
obtain a Rent, becaufe it is a habitation for 
thofe who have no Lands or.Eftates, to have 
them of their own. But efpecially fuch as are 
Princes and great Men, who build Chans or Inns, 
which are receptacles for Travellers at night, 
are 
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of watchfull fpirits, and ufed to quiet retirements, than the Horfe, becaufe it fctheBeXJoftcZ’ 
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over-tired with labour, and accuftomed thereunto Alcboran in Pilgrimage’*' thai I hate ob'Sved 
by divers days Journies, hath been always a thofe who havefoe foVe« ofThcCaTef 
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of vanous Companies, fome of which are always to take off the foam or froth that comes

THE 


THIRD BOOK, 

Wherein is Treated of 

The Turkifh Militia. 


CHAP. I. 

Of the prefent fiate of the Military Difcipline in general 
amongfl the Turks. 


W Hoever Is acquainted with the Rate 1 
of the Turhjfh Empire, and hath duly 
confidcred die piemiflcs of this fore¬ 
going Treat it, will eafily judge that 
the main Sinews of the Ottonun Kingdom con- 
fift in the force of the Spakeet, Janizaries, and 
the other Auxiliaries * and that this Govern-: 
raent being wholly founded upon Martial DiP- 
cipline, and the Law of Arms, is mod obliged 
to the Conftitutions, and fupported on the Props 
related in this following Difcourfe: for this People 
having neither entred into the Poflelfion of this 
Empire, as into an uninhabited and defart Land, 
as Colonies of other Nations have done into 
Countries new found or difeovered ; nor got 
admittance precarioufly from the Grecian Princes 
for the benefit of their Neighbourhood and Com¬ 
merce bur have opened their way to PofTeffion 
and Government by metr force and power of 
the Sword i whereby their Conftitutions, Laws, 
Cuftoms and Manners of living are wholly a- 
greeable to the warlike Difcipline of a Camp, 
and to the quicknefs and ready execution of Mar¬ 
tial Law. And if it be true in Morality, as it 
is in Nature, that things are conferved by the 
fame caufe by which they are produced * it will 
necefTarily follow, • that this Ottoman Empire, 
which was begot by Arms, and had Mars its 
onely Father, will never be nouii'hed by foftnefs, 
and the arts and hlandifhmcnrs of Peace. 

But he that takes a view of th ^Ottoman Armies, 
as deferibed in various Hiftories, renowned for 
their Chivalry and Difcipline in the times, of 
Sultan Selim , or Solyman the Magnificent, and 
defigns thence to extra# a draught, or Copy for 
his prefer.t (peculation, will find himfclf much at 
a lofs in framing true conjedtures of the puiffance 
of the 2 or the Rules of their Government, 
by comparifon of former times with this.prefent; 
age. For that ancient fublimity and comely j 
Majefty in the Empire Is much abated j the 
Forces by Land decayed, and the Maritime power 


by ill fuccefs and unskilfull and flothfoll Sea¬ 
men, reduced to an inconfiderable condition j 
the Countries are difpeppled, and the Royal 
Revenue abated > nothing remains of thofc plen¬ 
teous ftores and provifions of War, nor that Re¬ 
giment and Difcipline continued in peace, none 
of that ancient obfervation of their Laws and 
Religion, nor that love and iefpe# to the Mili¬ 
tia, which Is noyv become degenerate, foft, and 
effeminate *,? nor is the Ottoman Court fo prone 
to remunerate the Cervices, and exalt the intereft 
of the Cavalry , or maintain the reputation of 
the Janizaries. In brief, there are no Reliques 
of ancient Juflice, or Generofity of difereet Go¬ 
vernment, or Obedience to it, of Courtefie or 
Concord, of Valour or Counfel, nor yet of Confi¬ 
dence, Friendfhip, or generous Fidelity. 

But though this Empire hath many of thefe 
diftempers, and begins to grow factious, and yet 
flothfoll, and deiirous to avoid the occaiions of 
War , as all Governments have been which in 
their youth and firft beginnings were eager, a#ive, 
and provoked through Poverty, In their riper years 
grown Rich, and Luxurious with Plenty, have 
declined afterwards as from the Meridian of their 
Greatnefs and Power i yet the T ttrkj maintain 
ltill the extent of their Dominions, and if they 
have loft ground in one place, like the Sea, they 
have recovered it in another i if in Afia the Per- 
fians have taken from them Kivan , S.tbirvan , 
Tibris , Lyris and Gbettge > it is but a recovery 
of their own Dominions i if they are difpoffef- 
fod in Ethiopia of Eden , and other parts of Ara¬ 
bia Felix , they have recompenced themfelves in 
Europe , by their footing in Candia ; and in Hun¬ 
gary , by the late Conqueft of Nezvbeufel and 
Novigrade > and in %ranfilvania, by the additions 
of Janova and Waradin. 

But this Empire, as vaft and large as it is, is 
yet difpeopled, the Villages abandoned, and 
whole provinces as pleafam and fruitfoll as iempe 
0* 7 bejfaly, uncuitwate and turned into a Defart, 
M or 
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or Wildernefs : all which defolation and mine 
proceeds from the Tyranny and Rapine of the 
Beglerbegs and Fafhaws > who either in their Jour- 
nics to the poffeffion of their Government, or- 
return from thence, expofc the poor Inhabitants 
to violence and injury of their Attendants, as 
if they had entred the Confines of an Enemy, 
or the Dominions of a Conquered People. 

In like manner the infolenceofthe Horfe and 
Foot is unfupportable, for in their marches from 
one Countrey to another. Parries of 20 or 30 
are permitted to make excurlions into divers parts 
oftheirown Dominions, where they notonely live 
upon free quarter, but extort Money and Cloaths 
from the po >r VatTals, raking their Children .to ; 
fell for Slaves, efpecially the B»»/gw/a«x, and Sef,-, 
vi ms, and the people of Bofnaynd Albania, which ! 
being ignorant of the Turkifh Tongue, are fold for- 
B iffiiHt , Hungarians or Mofcovites, fo that ra¬ 
ther than be expofed to much mifcry , and li¬ 
cence of the Soldiery, the poor people choofe 
to abandon their dwedings, and wander into 
other Cities, or feek for refuge in the Mountains, 
or Wi o i<= of the Countrey. In fine, though 
generaUy the Military Offices are in the fame 
form, and the Soldiery difpofed according to 
the ancient Ru'e and Canon, yet licentioufnefs 
and negligence have fo prevailed in the Officers, 
as to introduce that corruption which renders 
them wholly altered and eftranged from their 
fir ft Difcipline: For the Commanders upon every 
light occafion are contented to make Otoracks or 
Stipendiaries, fuch as enjoy the pay and privi¬ 
leges of a Soldier, and yet ate exculed from the 
W ats which they eafily purchafe with a fmall 
Sum of Money, for a fcratch, or a flefh-wound 
gained in the Wars ■» wholly againft the Origi¬ 
nal Inilitution, which defigned that benefit one'y 
for maimed and difabled Soldiers ', fo that now 
there is fo great a number of Soldiery lufty 
and healthfull, under the title of Dead mens 
pay, as disfurnlfhesthe Grand Signior’s Treafury, 
and weakens his Forces. 

The Janizaries alfo marrying freely, and yet 
difpenfed with as to the abfence from their 
Duty and Chambers, apply themfelves to Trades 
and other Studies befides the War, by which 
means having Children and Dependencies, they 
are forced by other Arts than their few Afpers of 
daily pay, to feek the provifion and maintenance 
of a Family > and their minds growing eftran 
ged from the War, arc folicitous with the care 
and anxiety for a Wife and Children', and in 
my time, have fo abhorred the thoughts of the 
War both in Candy and in Hungary, that many 
have offered great Prefents to be excufed and 
fo general hath been the diflike of all kind of 
Martial a&ion for the reafons before mentioned, 
that at firft the very rumours and difeourfe of 
War, and afterwards the reality thereof, caufed 
fo general a difeontent, as had, if not prudently 
prevented and timely fuppieffed , burft into a 
Mutiny of the'Militia i whofe meer enquiry but 
into the reafons and grounds of the War, is little 
different from a Sedition. 

Another Corruption hath the Covetoufnefs of 
the Officers produced for fmall Prefents and Do¬ 
natives, in owning many under the title and name 
of Spabees and Janizaries, which have no name 
or place in the Rolls, or Regifters of the Soldie¬ 
ry by which means many Offenders, and out¬ 
lawed perfons are defended by the Military Pri¬ 
vileges i and the ancient honour due to Arms 
is proftituted for the maintenance and protection j 
of the rafcalities and feum df the World. 1 


And this (hall ferve to have fpoken in gene¬ 
ral of the prefent Hate of the Turkifh Soldiery : 
we (hall now proceed to the particularities of 
the force and numbers of the Turkifh Militia, and 
from Whence and how they are raifed. 



C H A If. 


• Of the Turkifh Militia . 

I N the twelfth Chapter of the firft Book we 
made an eftimate of the Efevenue and the 
Riches' of all the Beglerbegi and Pajhaws of the 
frmpire, be which might-by collected the num¬ 
ber of Soldiers which thefe great men are able 
out of their own Families to furnilh unto the 
Warsi it will be now time to make a julf com¬ 
putation in its due place, of the Forces in par¬ 
ticular, the numbers, the Countries from whence 
they are raifed, the feveral Military Orders, and 
the true puiffance of the Ottoman Empire» which 
is indeed Co incredibly great and numerous. That 
with good reafon they have formed it into a 
Proverb, X bat, no.Graft grows there where the 
Turkifh Horfe bath cnee fet bit foot. This fpe- 
culationiiabsolutely neceffary to a true deferipti- 
on of the Regiment of a Countrey ; for the Martial 
Conliitutions. ate the beft part of the Political 
Science, and Civil Laws have no vigour unlefs 
they receive their Authority by the enforcement 
of the Sword: This confideration Isalfo'necef¬ 
fary to the Art of a Statefman, that he ill ftu- 
dies the Geography of his Enemies Provinces, 
who knows not the utmoft llrength it contains 
by Land and Sea, and is ill prepared to gain a 
perfect knowledge of the prudent Art where¬ 
with a Nation or People is conferved in Peace, 
who is ignorant of their Force, and Conftituti- 
ons appropriated to the time of War. Wherefore 
we (hall difeourfe as fuccin<31y of this Subjeft 
as the matter will permit, and with the fame 
certainty that one of the principal Muftcr-Mafters 
of the Turkj(h Rolls, long pra&ifed and accurate 
in his Office, hath decyphered, from whole Re¬ 
port it (elf I profefs to derive my Authority in 
this following Relation. 

.The whole Turkifh Militia then is of two 
forts» one that receives maintenance from cer¬ 
tain* Lands or Farms beftowed on them by die 
Grand Signior i others that receive their conftant 
pay in ready money. The great nerve or finew 
of the TurkjSh Empire is that of the * firft rank, ♦Called in 
which are of two forts, viz. Zaims , which are Turkifh 
like Barons in fome Countries s and Timariots , 
who may be compared to the Vecumani amongft 
the Romans. Thofe of the fecond fort, paid 
out of the Grand Signior’s Treafury, are Spabees , 
Janizaries, t Armourers , * Gunners , 2nd Soldiers f Gebegi. 
called Levem, who have no pay for life, or are * Topi. 
enrolled amongft the Military Orders i but onely 
make an agreement for five or fix thou'iand Af¬ 
pers for their Voyage, which being ended, they 
are disbanded. 

Of the Zaims and Timariots. 

The nature of thefe two, and their Inftitution 
is the fame i theonely difference is in their Com- 
miffions or Patents, or rather we may call them 
the Conveyances or Evidences for their Lands, 
which they have from the Grand Signior: For 
the 
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the Rent of a Zaim is from a=.- n of Afpers to 99999, 
and no furthers for adding one Alper more, 
it becomes the-Efface of a Sangiackbeck, called 
a Pajhaw , which is from 100000 Afpers to 
I 9 m 999 > tor adding one Afpec more, it becomes 
the Revenue of a Beglerbeg. 

The Timariots arc of two forts j one called 
Tezkfrelw, who have their Evidences for their 
Land from the Grand Signior’s Court, whofe 
^txent is from 5 or dooo Afpers, to i9 m 999\ 
for then with the addition of Qpe Afper they 
enter-the number of Z aims: The other fort is 
called Tezktretis, who hath his Patent or Wri¬ 
ting from the Beglerbeg of the Country, whofe 
Rent is from 3000 Co 60 00 Afpers. 

The Zaims in all Expeditions of War are ob¬ 
liged to ferve with their Tents, which are to 
be fun.ilhed with Kitchins, Stables and other ne- 
ceffary Apartments agreeable to their State and 
Qyahty ; and for every s c °° Afpers of Rent re¬ 
ceived from the Grand Signior, they are to bring 
a Horfe-man inro the Field, which is called 
Gebelu s as for example, one of thirty thoufand 
Afpers is to come attended with fix, one of 
ninety thoufand with 18 Horfemen, and fo pro 
portionably ; every Zaim is intituled Kulitcbgee , 
or Sword-man > fo that when the Turk* cal¬ 
culate the ftrength or numbers that a Beglerbeg 
is able to bring into the Field for the fervice of 
his Prince , thev make a computation upon fo 
many Zaims and Timariots themfelves , which 
they cal! fo many Swords, not numbring the 
people with which, they come accompanied. 

The limariots are obliged to ferve with lefler 
Tent, and to be provided with three or fom 
Baskets tor every man that attends them j for 
then Office k, b-iidcs fighting, as alfo of the' 
“ ,ms airJ pahers, to cariy Earth and Stones 
for making Batteries and Trenches, whilft the 
Jan zims arc in skirmifli with the Enemy. And 
for evtry three thoufand Afpers Rent the T>ma. 
riots .re frffed a t a Man and Horfe, as the Zaim , 
is for every Hve thoufand i And both one and 
the otner of thefe Souldiers little differ from thole 
in England which hold their Lands in Capite 
or the ancient Tenure of Knights Service. 

Both Zaims and Timanott are difpofed into 
Regiments under command of Colonels, called 
* r t ft' B ‘, gler > who march with Colours and the j 
kim ml !L Keitk * DrU . m: thefe Colonels are again under 
A/an. T command of the Pafhaws, or Sangiack-beg, 
and he under the Beglerbeg \ which Forces being ' 
united mto one body, repair to the Rendezvous 
f Iu Tur- appointed by the + General, who is either the 
k,nr*™- Grand Signior in Perfon, or the Vifier Azcm, \ 
‘ , ie _ other eminent perfon qualified with the ! 

Title of Vrfier. 

Thefe rwo Orders of Souldiery are not onely 
appropriated to Land fervice, but fome alfo are 
deitincd to the Sea, who are called Deria Kele- 
ant * are un<kr t he command of the Captain 
Pajhaw or Admiral: but the Z aims are mod 
commonly difpenfed with as to the Sea-fervice 
m their own perfons, upon the payment of fo 
much Money as they are efteemed at in the Sig- 
mor s Book, out of which Levends are raifed, 
and enrolled in the Regifters of the Arfenal -, 
but the Timariots can never be excufed from 
their perfonal duty and fervice with their at- 
tendapee of Souldiery, according to the value of 
their Lands. 

Neither the one nor the other of thefe can 
oe uiipen&d with from their {ervtce at Land > 
no excufe in time of the Grand Signior’s Wars 
is lawfull or pleadable: if lick, they are carried in 


d° T ^ Litters or Buds, if Infants in Hampers or 
Baskets, and in the very Cradles accultomed to 
the hardfhipj hazard, and Difcipline of War. 
And thus much (hallforve in brief to have (po- 
ken in explication of the Nature of the Zaimi 
and Timauots, which come under the general 
denomination of Spaheet, and compofe tf e beft 
part of the Turkifh Armies i we (hall now pro¬ 
ceed to declare, as far as can pir-babiy be com¬ 
puted, the numoer of thefe Horfe which fill up 
the vaft Hoft that hath overfpread fo latge a pro¬ 
portion of the World. 


CHAP. III. 

A Computation of the numbers of the Forces 
arifing from the Zaims and Timariots. 

I T were a work of too great labour confide- 
ringthe littlefatisfa&ion and delight it would 
afford the Reader, to proceed accurately in def- 
cribing the juft numbers of thofe which follow 
thefe Zaims and Timariots \ it will he fuffi.ient 
to denote, that, the fmallett number of a Z aim is 
four Men, andis theg,eareftof a Timanot, whofe 
loweft condition is obliged to maintain a Angle 
Man, and the highelt of a Zaim to ferve with 
Nineteen; fo that whofoever will furvey this Tur - 
kJSh Hoft, mud make his Calculate a little more or 
lefs by conje&ure and judgement. 

And this difficulty is the more augmented, 
when-1 confider the fraud is ufed by the Ac- 
comptants, Regifters, and Mufter-Malters of the 
Grand Signior s Enrollments, who are as well 
acquainted with the arts and fwcemefs of ma¬ 
king falfe Mufters as they are in the molt in¬ 
genious places of Chriflendom \ and perhaps Po¬ 
licy may afford a connivence to this Fraud, for 
the fake of a fuperlative face of their Armies, 
which they love to exprefs by this ufual fir.iili- 
tude, Asker reml deria mifal. As Innumerable as 
the Sands of the Sea-fhore: but in effed the 
noife is greater than the reality, and he that will 
fum up their number, may find Arithmetick to 
make the Account, which by the vaft extent of 
Tents, confufion of Baggage, train of Servants, 
and Attendants of the Camp, appears infinite 
in the popular eflimation. Befides the Turkish 
Army admits of gieat increafe and decreafe by 
the many interlopers, as we call them, which 
the Zaims for their own honour introduce to fill 
up their numbers on a day of Mufter, or Ap¬ 
pearance. fo that one would admire to fee, in 
fo fhort a time fo apparent a decay in the Turkifh 
Camp: which abufe, the great and famous Vi¬ 
fier Mahomet Kiupruli with cruelty and extraor¬ 
dinary feverity endeavoured to remedy upon his 
expedition for recovery of Tenedos and Lemnos j 
and conqueft of Janoua in Tranfilvania ; but it is 
impoffible for one man to know, and fee, and 
remedy all diforders, and is amongft the Turks 
called Aain oin a fecret fraud, as difficult to be 
totally remedied as it is to be throughly difeo- 
vered. , 

But that which makes the principal difference 
and various change herein^ is the death of Zaims 
and Timariots , fome of which holding an Eliate 
onely for life, and others dying without Heirs 
of their Bodies, their Lands revert to the Crown: 
Which Eftates being improved by the Induftty 
.of the Poffeffours, above the primary valuation 
M2 in 
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in the Records, and afterwards falling into the 
hands of the Prince, are bellowed again on others 
according to their true eft i mate, which is often¬ 
times double of the former. By which means, 
the number of the Grand Signior’s Souldiery is 
increafed » and it is a point very obfervable, that 
as other Princes loofe by the fall, and death of 
their Subjedts, the Grand Signior is the onely 
gainer i foe of the moll that are flain in the day 
of Battel, the Eftates accrue to him, in difpofal 
again of which he obferves this Rule, to gratilie 
many with that which was before the proportion 
of a Angle perfon. 

But to come now to rhe exprefs and diftii.cd 
account of the Ziamets and 7 imariois in every 
part and Government of the Empire, this Com¬ 
putation is extracted out of the Imperial Rolls, 
and Regiilers of the Grand Signior.

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Befides this Militia in Romania, there is ano¬ 
ther fort called Juregbian or JerukJcr, who have 
their Eftates in Fee from Father to Son, ol which I 
there are accounted about 1294 Families: There | 
is alio another fort in the Province of uobridge, 
called Ogiackj of which there are about 4000 
Houfes: Of the fame kind In the Province ot 
Kizlige are 200 Houfes: In Tchtrmen 351 ol 
Cingani, which are the. fame as amongft us the 
Race of the Gypfies , in Wiz> 170 : So that the 
whole fum of Ogiackj may arrive to the num¬ 
ber of 4721, or at the n.ofl to “Jcco. Thefe are 
obliged every year to draw out of every thirty, t 
fiveperfons, called Efchkjngi or Voluntiers. who 
arc to join themftlves wirh the Tartan tor ma¬ 
king Excurfions into Raffia 1 Poland, or other 
parts i and fo yearly they interchangeably take 
their courfe. The other twenty five remaining are 
called Jamak and are not obliged perfonally to 
ferve when the Grand Signior’s Wars call them 
to employment; but then for every 5000 Afpers 
Rent they poflefs of the Grand Signior s Lands, 
they are (elfcd at one man, who are affigned to 
ferve out of th .fe whufe turn it was that year to 
have accompanied the Tartan in their Robberies. 
The Principal Office of theft is to attend the 
Artillery, Baggage and Provifions, to mend the 
Ways and Bridges for paflage of the Army. To 
the like fervice are obliged certain Families ol 
Bulgarian/, for carriage of Hay, and cutting 
Grals, according to the feafon of the Year. _ 
The number of the Z aims and Timariots in 
the Governments of the Beglerbegt of Buda, 
war and B.fna, I tind not particularly deferibed 
in Ottoman Books i but however according to 
the belt information, that Militia on the Con¬ 
fines of the Empire called Strbadly, amount to ] 
the number of about 70000 fighting men paid 
out of the Rents of the Sangiactj of that Coun- 
trey. But though the Militia of Buda be not 
ftt down in the itegifters of more ancient date 
at Conftantinople, becaufe it is as it were a prin¬ 
cipality independent both for its Eminency, Re¬ 
venue, and large extent of Dominions : yet in 
that City it felf is ftruft order obferved, and the 
Rolls of their force molt exa&ly known and 
computed ; to which the Turks have a ftri& eye 
it being a frontier Garifon of much importance 
and the Key of Hungary ; the Militia of which, 
as I learned from Officers of Notci during my 
relidence in that place, was according to this 
precife Account ; Of

In all 22180; to which adding the Militia 
of Bofna , and other parts of Sclavonia, and all 
along- the Frontier Countries, which extend for 
above 800 Eng'ilh miles, the number may a- 
mount to no lefs than 70000 fighting Men. 
But we here difeourfe onely of the number of 


the Zaims and Timariott , which whole fum a- 
mounts to, of Zaims 1OP48, and of Timariott 
7243 6, which makes in all 83380» but this is 
calculated at the loweft rate, they may very well 
! be reckoned to be one third more, betides other 
Militia’s of Cairo, or other Orders of Souldiery 
to be treated of in the following Chapters. 

Thefe Partitions or Divifions were firlt made by 
Solyman the Magnificent, as the belt Rule and 
Method for an orderly difpofition of his Militia, 
and as the tlrongeft nerve of the Ottoman Force : 
but as with time in the mod exact compofitions 
of Ditcipltne, cotruptions through covetoufnefs 
and ambition of Officers are introduced; 1b al- 
fo in the jult difpofal of thefe Rents according to 
the ancient Inftitutions: fo£ the Beglerbegt , Pa- 
fbaws , Treafitrers , and other Officers, inttead of 
bellowing this maintenance to the Souldiers, ac¬ 
cording to their merits of Valour or long Service, 
referve it to prefer and gratifie their Servants and 
Pages, oblig-ng them in recompence thereof un¬ 
der various Services; fome that live at Confian - 
tinople, or near the Sea, to defray the Charges 
of all Boats and Veflels which carry their Hou- 
Ihold Provifions; others thac live in the Inland 
Countries agreeing with the Teafurer of the 
Souldiery, without regard to the true Heirs, or 
any other confideration, fet to fale thefe Rents to 
them who prefer molt; lb that in time of Har- 
velt the Pajhaw (ends abroad his Officers to ga¬ 
ther his Profits from the poor Timariott, with 
that oppreffion and violence as caufts diiiurban- 
ces , differences and Law-Suits amongft them, 
which being to be decided by Judges partly in- 
terelTed in the quarrel, the Sentence is certainly 
determined on. their fide who have moft Power 
1 and moft Money. . 

The foregoing account of Z aims and Timariott 
is the moll reafonable one can be given: And be¬ 
caufe we have reckoned them at the loweft rate, 
making fome allowance to the 83380, this Mi¬ 
litia may amount to an hundred thoufand Men, 
which, as I have heard, is the utmoft number 
of this fort of Soldiery. 


CHAP. IV- 

Of certain Ctlftoms and Laws obferved a- 
| mongft the Zaimets and Timariots. 

A Mongft thefe Forces of Ziamets and Tima¬ 
riots, are in time of War and A&ion mixed 
certain Voluntiers or Adventurers call’d by the 
Turks Gionulli , who maintain themfelves upon 
their own expence in hopes by fome fignal A&i- 
ons of Valour to obtain the fucceffion into a 
Zaims or Timariott Lands, as places are made 
void by the flaughter of the War. Thefe Men 
are often very hardy and ready to attempt the 
moft defperate Exploits, moved by a defire of 
the Reward, and by the Perfuafion, that at worft 
dying in a War againlt Chriltians, they become 
Martyrs for the Mahometan Faith. It is repor¬ 
ted, that in one day, upon the aflaults given to 
Serinfwar, or the new Fort of Count Sertni , one 
Timariots Farm was bellowed eight times i one 
being (lain it was conferred on another, and lb 
on a third, and fo the reft i all which had the 
misfortune to fall, untill it refted on the eighth, 
the others dying with the Title onely of Ttma- 
riott.

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The. Zaims or Timariott being aged, or impo¬ 
tent, .hive in their life-time power to refign 
up the Right of their Eftates to their. Sons, or 
other Relations. ■ • . 

, *Tf' is/not lawful! for a Peafanf or Clown to 
mount Bis Horfo, or girt his Sweird.like, a Spabee , 
until! hrft he hath had part uf his Education in 
the Sprvice or Family of fome Pdjhiw, or perfon 
of Quality; unlefsit be on the Confines of the 
Empire, where having given evident teftimonies 
of his Courage, f he may then become Compcti- 
tour for the vacant Farms of a Ziim or Tirna- 
riot. 

It is the Cuftome of Romania , that a Zaim or 
Timariot dying in the Wars, his Zaims Rents are 
divided into as many Timariots Farms as he hath 
Sons ;’but if a Timariot hath no more than 3000 
Afpers Rent, it defeends entirely tbhiseldeft Son; 
bijf 'if jt be more, it is proportionably divided 
amcrigft the reft of his Children. 

But if they die of a natural death at their own 
homes, the Lands fall to the difpofal of the Beg 
Ifrbeg of the Countrey, either to confer them on 
the Heirs of the deceafed, on any of h s Servants, 
or. foil them at thebeft advantage. 

But in Anatolia there are many Zaims and Ti- 
mariots whole Eftates are Hereditary to them and 
their Heirs ; and are not obliged to lerve in 
Pfrlbn in the War, but onely to lend their 
Gtbilues, or number of Servants according to 
theya.lue of their Eftates; of which duty if they 
fail inf the time'of War, the years Renta confifca- 
, ted to the Exchequer > and this Eftate defeends 
to the next of Kin, whether derived from the 
Male or Female Line. 


CHAP. V. 

"The flate of the Militia in Grand Cairo, 
and Egypt. 

T H E guard and prote&ion of the Kingdom 
of Egypt is committed to the charge of 
twelve Begs , fome of which are of the ancient 
Race of the Mamalukei, confirm’d by Sultan Selin 
upon rhe taking of Cairo ( -, theft have the com¬ 
mand of the whole Militia in their hands, where¬ 
by they are grown proud, powerfull, and ready 
upon every difeontent to rife in Rebellion ; every 
one of thefe maintains 500 fighting men, well 
appointed for War and exercifed in Arms, which 
ferve but as their Guard, and for Servants of 
their Court; w ith which they go attended in Jour- 
nies, in their Huntings, and publick Appearan¬ 
ces; under the command of theft twelve Cap¬ 
tains are 20000 Horfe, paid at the charge of 
the Countrey, whofe Office is by turns to con¬ 
vey yearly the Pi grims to Meeba, and the an¬ 
nual Tribute of 6000b Zecbiss to the Ottoman 
Court, whether it be judged requifite to fend 
it either by Land or Sea; theft are the Handing 
Militia of the Countrey, out of which, unlefs 
upon the foregoing occafions, they are not ob¬ 
liged to other fervice > their principal duty being 
to prevent the invafion of the African Monta- 
neers, who often make incurlion from the bar- 
fen Rocks, into the fat and fruitfull Soils of Egypt, 
Befides this Militia are computed SooocTimariots, 
out of which they yearly tranfport about 2500 or 
3000 men to the Wars of Candy -, but to more 
remote Countries, or the late Wats of Hungary , 


I did not hear that this Soldiery hath ufially 
; been called. 

| Thefe t wel ve Begs of Egypt are m.ble by bloud, 
enjoying an hereditary Eliate defeendin *. from 
1 Father to Sou; which richnefs joined with the 
command of a powerfull Anny, hath rmdred 
them fo formidable and infolenr, that often rimes 
: they Jake. upon them an authority, to impufon 
and depofe the Pafoarv from his Office, ana §joII 
him of all the Riches he hath collected irThis 
three years Government; b>y. which means are 
alway great, jealoufies , arid.enmities between 
the fafhaw and thefe Begs -, Diflentions and 
Rebellions to that high degree, that many times 
it hath been little different from an abfolute Re¬ 
volt. Ibrahim Pafbaw was in fhe year 1664. 
imprifoned by j'pcm, and obtained, his liberty for 

* 600 PurRs of Money y after whofe departure * 
the Brother of the faid lbfeibim upon fome ’cef- 1 
tain pretences on'the Pajhaw's fcore, falling into ^ 
their hands, was imprifoned alfo, but ftortly 
after obtained'his rcleafinerit by the Grand Sig¬ 
nior’s f Mailer of Horft, who was fent exprelly f 
to compofe the diforders of Egypt, which were e 
now proceeded, to that degree, -as. without iome b ° 
fatisfadory atonement could not be termed other- 
wift than ; a total defedion; and therefore th.y 
religned up one called Sulficar Beito juftice, who 

* being brought to Adriample, was immediately * 
in prefence pf the Grand Signior put,to death. 11 
.But the Turfc hath alway on-occafioh of thefe F 
difturbances } arid infolences, d iffembled and con¬ 
nived aF tlje diforders, perceiving ihe diitemper 
pf that kingdom, to be fitch, as c«n with much 
difficulty beredrelTed, fearing that were forcible 
remedies applied, they would caufe lb violent a 
commotion of humours, as would abfolurely rent 

it from the body of the Empire. 

The Auxiliary Forces to the forementiontd Mi¬ 
litia of the Turks, 

Are the Tartars, Valacbians, Moldavians and 
Tranfilvanians, under the command of their re- 
fpedive Princes. Who are obliged to forve in 
perfon whenfoever called by the Sultan's com¬ 
mand. The Tartars, I mean of Crim, are to 
furnilh one hundred thoufand men; the Tartar 
ban, or Prince, in Perfon to lead them, when 
the Grand Signior himfelf appears in the Field : 
but if the Army is commanded by the Vifier 
onely, then the Son of the Tartar ban is to ferve, 
or having no iffue, the Army to the number of 
Forty or fifty thoufand fighting men, is to be 
conduced under the chief Minifter. But the 
Princes of Valacbia, Moldavia and Tranfilvania 
are never excufed from perfonal attendance in 
the Camp, each of which refpe&lvely are to be 
attended with Six or feven thoufand Men apiece. 
And though the Prince of Tranfilvania called 
Apafi, was in the laft War againft the Empe- 
rour not called out of the Confines of his own 
Countrey; it was with defign that he Ihould 
keep that ftation free from the irruption of the 
Enemy, not that he was dilbbliged from his per¬ 
fonal attendance on the Vifiers Camp.

Of the Spahees. * 


H itherto we have treated of the 1 ‘urkjflf Hotfe 
that are maintained by Farms and Rents of 
Lands i now it Will be neceflafy to' difcourft of 
thofe that recelvd theii conftant pay from the 
Gratid Signior’s Treafury ; and thefe ate called 
Spaheei, who may not improperly be termed the 
Gentry of the OtfotHaH Empire, becaufe they ate 
commonly better educated, courteous, and refi¬ 
ned than the other fort of "lurks, and are In num¬ 
ber i2boo. OF thefe there are tw6 Orders, one 
called Sildcbtari, Who carry yellow Colours i 
and the cither Spahaoglari or the Servants of 
the Spahees, and have their Colours red i thefe 
Servants have now obtained the precedency 
above their Matters j for though tht Sildcbtari 
are vfiry ancient, and deduce' their inttitution 
froth All their firft Founder, whoWas One of the 
four Companions of Mahomet yet Sultan Ma¬ 
homet the Third, On a day of Battel i h Hungary, 
feeing the SSlMeri routed and putto flight, with I 
violent pafRon and earned fids endeavoured to 
flop their courfe« and perceiving, the Servants I 
of thefe Spabecs to remain ftill Inbody, incited j 
them to revenge the ihamefull toWardife df| 
their Matters, who immediately epeouragfed With 
die wotds of the Sultan, clapping u$ a red Flag' j 
gave fo bold an onfet on the Enemy!, and with 
that fdcfcefs as wholly tecovered the £tory of 
the day : in remembrance of which fervice and 
notable exploit, the Suit an as. difpofer Of all 
Honours and Orders, gave ever after the prehe- 
minence to thefe Servants before their Matters j 
i fince which time this ne\v InftitUtkm of Spahaog- 
lary hath always been continued. 

Thefe Light horfe-men are armed with their 
Scimetir and Lance, called by them Mizral ^ and 
fome carry in their hands a Gerit, which is a 
Weapon about two fobt long, headed With Iron,

There are befides thefe two foregoing forts of 
Spabeet , other four, the firft called Sag Vlefigi , 
that is appointed to march on the right hand of 
the Spabaoglani , and carry white and red Co¬ 
lours. The fecond is Sol Vlefigi , whole place 
Is on the left hand of the Selabtari ; which carry 
white and yellow Colours. The third Sagurtba, 
that is Soldiers of Fortune that are to march on 
the right hand of the SagVlefigi , and carry gtcen 
Colours. The fourth is Sol Gttfeba , whofe place 
is to march on the left hand of the Vlefigi, and 
carry white Banners: but thtfe four forts of 
Spabeet are railed and lifted according to necef- 
fity and occalions of War, and are obliged to all 
fervices and duties i their pay is from 12 Afpers 
to 20 a day, and are capable according to their 
merits, of being promoted to one of the fuperiour 
Orders. There is alfo another fort of more 
elevated Spabeet called Mutafaraea, who Ulue 
out from the Seraglio with more favour than 
the ordinary fort of Spabeet , and arc four or 
five hundred in number, their pay is forty Afpers 
a day, and have always the obligation or duty 
on them to ferve and attend the Grand Signior 
when he goes in progrefs for pleafure from one 
Village.to another. 

And thus much lhall ferve to have declared in 
brief concerning the inftitution and difeipline of 
the Spabeet , alfo of the Militia of the Turfyfh 
Horfe» we lhall now proceed to declare Ibme- 
thing of their Infantry. 


CHAP. VII. 

Of the Janizaries. 

T H E next main linew of the Ottoman Power 
is" the Order of Janizariet , which is as 
much as to fay, the new Militia, and their An¬ 
tiquity may be deduced from Ottoman the firft 
King of the Turfy •, but becaufe they received 
honours and privileges from Amuratb their 
third King, our Turfy/h Hiftory accounts that 
Their be- to be the time of the firft Original: it is certain 
ginning. t h a t in his time they were modelized, and cer¬ 
tain Laws preferibed both for their edneation 
and maintenance ; when by the counfel of Caira- 
din, otherwife called Kara Rufbettet, Amuratb’s 
Prime Vifier, it was ordained that for the aug¬ 
mentation of this Militia, every fifth Captive 


taken from the Chriftians, above the age oF 
fifteen years; (hould be the dues of the Sultan. 
who af firft were to be diftributed amongft the 
lurkjfl) Husbandmen in Afia, to learn and be . 
inftruded in the Turkjfh Language and Religion. 

Their number at firft was not accounted above 
fix or feven thoufand, now with time they are 
encreafed to the number of twenty thoufand 
eflfc&ive men: but were there a lift taken of all Their 
thofe who afliime this title of Janizary, and en- numb *- 
joy their Privileges, though not their Pay, there 
would be found above i ooooo > fix or fovea 
go under the name of one Janizary, for gain¬ 
ing by this means a privilege cf being free 
from all duties and Taxes, they bellow a certain 
fum of Money or annual Prefonts on the Officers, 
in confideration of which they are owned and 
countenanced as Janizariet. Their Habit is as Their Hi- 
the Pi (Sure reprefonts, wearing always the Beard blt * 
on the Chin and under Lip lhaven, which fome 
fay they learned from the Italiant j but certain 
it is, that this cuftome is more ancient, j than 
fince the time of their Neighbourhood unto Italy: 
this manner of their lhaving being generally ufod 
as a token of their fubje&ion, and (b all the 
Pages and Officers in the Seraglio of great Men, 

Orders of Gardeners, BaJtaget or Hatchet-men, 
and others, arediftinguithed by this mark to be in 
forvicp, and obliged to the attendance of a Ma¬ 
iler : ;But when they are either licenfod from the 
War, or promoted to Office, or freed to their 
own difpoifal, they immediately fuller their Beards 
to grow as a fign of their liberty and gravity. 

In former times this Militia confilted onely of The jam- 
the Sons of Chriftians, educated in the Mabomt- of 
tan Rites i but of late that Politick cuftome hath 
been difofod, thereafonof which fome attribute . ‘ 
to the abundance of people the Turfy have of 
their own to fupply all their occaGons: but I am 
induced rathlr to another opinion, having not 
obferved the multitude which Hiftories and Tra¬ 
vellers tell us, that the Turfy fwarm with i and 
rather affign the negle<ft of this pra&ice lb pre¬ 
judicial to Chriftian Intereft in thefo parts, to the 
corruption of the Officers, and carelefnefs in their 
Difeipline. 

And though this ele&ion of Janizariet , out of The No- 
the eldeft and luftieft Sons of Chriftians that in- vices, 
habit Europe (for Afia was exempted) is now 
difufod i yet fuch as enter into this Order, who- 
foever they are (unlels the neceflity of the prefent 
Hate of the War be over urgent) are obliged to 
perform their Novitiate like Tyrones Romani, 
before they can be enrolled in the Regifter of 
Janizariet, and are called Agimoglat. The chief 
Officers of thefe are called Stambol Agaft, in 
whofe care and charge it is to enure thefe mep to 
all labours, pains, and fortifications, as to cut 
wood, carry burthens, endure heats, colds, and 
other fufferings, which may render them obedient, 
temperate, vigilant, and patient of all the incon- 
veniencies and mifories of War. 

The quarters many of thefe have in the Gar- Their 
den-Lodges of the Grand Signior’s Seraglio's Quarters! 
f whereof there are many in and about Conflan- 
iinopfe) to manure and dig the ground, learn the 
Art of Plantations, and Husbandry, and pra&ifo, 
as occafion requires, meaner Offices of labour and 
forvitude: others T>f them are placed in the three 
Seraglio's (we have beforementioned in the 
Chapter of Spabeet ) viz, of Per a, Ibrahim , 

Pafham, and Adrianople, where their principal 
art is the Myftery of Plantation and delicious 
dilpolal of Gardens into the variety of Knots, 

Walks, Groves, and Fountains > and though 
there 
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there are many of this Proftilion who have no 
other thoughts' to employ their minds, few of 
them are acquainted with any part of polite 
Husbandry, or know more than the foafon to 
plant their Artichoaks or Colworts s as to the 
rules and fymmetry of fotting Trees, ordering 
the Labyrinths of Knots, making pleating Walks, 
Fountains, and Groves; it is ftrange a people 
that delight fo much in Flowers, in Fields, and 
Arbours, and have themfolves or Anceftours 
ruined many of the delightfull Paradifos of 
Chriftians, lhould be fo wholly ignorant and 
dull in the contrivance of what they love, as not to 
be able to borrow one example or model, which 
amongft all the Grand Signior’s Gardens in Con- 
'ftantinople may deforve a better name than of a 
Wildernefe. 

Others of thefe Agiameglans are made B alt ages 
or Hatchet-men to cut out wood for the Sera, 
gfa i others are made Cooks and Officers in the

The eighth is Subajbi and Afatbajhi, who are 
chief of the Sergeants and Bailiffs, and attend 
always at the Grand Signior’s Stinrop when at 
any time on foiemn occalions he Ihews hirofejf 
to the people. 

, The ninth is the Peifyajhi, or Commander of 
that fort of Pages which are called Peiks. who 
wear Caps of beaten Gold, of which there are 
60 in number, who march at Solemnities toge¬ 
ther with the Solacfy near the perfon of the 
Grand Signior. 

The tenth is Mezurga, ortheheadBaiiyofthe 
Janizariet. 

Thefe eight laft arife from the order of the 
Janizaries, and have their feveral Commands 
in the Army, though the Grand Signior, to 
augment their Power and Honour‘the more; 
beftows on them Titles and Wealth in other 
Offices.

In thefe Chambers thofethat are 
not marriea enjoy their Lodgings and Habi¬ 
tation » and twice a day find their Repaft, as we 
have before-mentioned : And thus inftead of Mo* 
naileries of Fryars, the lurk maintains Convents 
and Societies of Soldiers, who are trained up 
with all modefty and feverityof Difcipline. 

Officers of The principal Officers of thefe Chambers are, 
the Cham- Firfl, the Odabajhee , or Matter of the Chamber, 

ber1, who in the Wars ferve as Lieutenants of the 
Company. _ , 

Second is Wekilbarg, or Expenditour for main¬ 
tenance of the Chamber. 

The third is Bwackter, or Enfign-bearer. 

Fourth is Afigee, or the Cook of the Cham¬ 
ber. 

Fifth fs KarakjAu\gee, or the under-Cook. 

Sixth is the Saka, or the Water-carrier. 

The Cook Is not onely an Officer to drefs the 
Diet and Provifion of the Janizaries, but isalfo 
a Monitor or Obfetvcr of their good behaviour > 
fo that when any one of them commits a Crime, 
the Cook is the Officer that executes the punilh- 

ment. The under Cook ferves alfo for an Appari¬ 
tor, and is he who fummons the married Jani- 
antes at their feveral Dwellings in Conftantinople, 
when their Officers command their attendance. 
Janizaries The greateft part of the Janizaries confifts of 
married. Batchellours or iingle Men i for though Marriage 
cannot be denied to any of them, yet it is that 
which determines their Preferments, and ren¬ 
ders their Seniority uncapablc of claiming aright 
to Offices, or Military Advancement ', for be¬ 
ing incumbred with Wife, and other Dependencies 
they are judged in a condition not capable to 
attend the Difcipline of the War, or fervice of 
the Grand Signior; and therefore as toother 
duty in the times of Peace, befides their appea¬ 
rance every Friday in their Chambers, and pre¬ 
fence of their Officers, they wholly are difpen- 
fed with. • 

In the Wars this Militia is confidered as the 
moft valiant and beft Difciplined Soldiery of 
the Turkiflt Camp, and therefore are kept as a 
Referve, or march in the main Body of the Army. 
In times of Peace their Quarters are many times 
changed, to keep them in employment, from 
one Cattle or Garifon to another, as to B nda, 
Kanifia, ’temefrvar, to R bodes. Cant a, and other 
parts: fome of them are appointed to keep Courts 
of Guard at all Gates and Avenues of Con/lantiho- 
flf, to prevent the Infolencies and Injuries their 
Companions are apt to offer to Chriftians, Jews, 
and others in the Streets, who at fome times, 
being heated with Wine, have in open Market 
forced Women whilft their Comrades have with

where after examination of their fault, he orders 
them to be beaten, or if their . Crime be greats 
to be ftrangled, orfowed in a Sack and thrown 
into the Sea i but always their punifhracnt is 
infLi&ed privately, perhaps becaufc they are jea-' 
lous of a Mutiny. i _'~ : 

Serdirs. In every Province the Janizaries have their 
, , Serdars , who are Colonel or chief of all the 
Janizaries within that Jurifdi&ion, who greatly 
abufe their Office by taking into their protc&ioa 
any that piefentorpay them for this Privilege > 


by which means they have grown fo powerfull and 
rich, that fome time paft the Command of the 
whole Ottoman Empire hath repofed In the 
hands of this Militia. 

Their Arms are Mufquets and Swords, they 
fight confufcdly in the Field, and with no more 
order than the Spabees ■, onely fometimes they 
draw themfelvcs up into Cunei, obferved amongft 
the Romans. 

And thus much ihall ferve to have fpoken of 
I the Inflitution and Difcipline of the Janizaries : 
We ihall now proceed to declare how this Mili¬ 
tia is decayed, and upon what grounds it is not 
maintained in its ancient honour and flouriihing 
Eftate. 


CHAP. VIII-

Of the Chiaufes. 


T HESE having both offenGve and defen- 
five Arms afligned them, may be reckoned 
in the number of the Militia, though their Office 
being chiefly in relation to Civil Proceffes and 
Laws, they may deferve rather the name of Pur¬ 
suivants or Serjeants. They are in number about 5 
or 600, their pay is from 12 to 40 Afpers a day i 
and chief Officer is called Cbiaus Bafcbee, to 
■whofe cuftody Prifoners of Quality are com¬ 
mitted > their place of Attendance is the Palace 
of the Prime Vifier, to be ready on all occafions 
to carry Letters and Commands to any part of 
the Empire* fuch Chriftian Rcnegadoes. as be¬ 
come Turks, they mod commonly for their In- 
couragement and fubfifience in the Mahometan 
Superflition, admit into this Rank* bccaufc 
having commonly an endowment of other 
Languages befides the Turkifh, are moft fcrvi- 
ceabie on meffages into foreign Countries > and 
fometimes are fent with the Title of Ambafla- 
dours, as one was once into England , France, 
and Holland. Their Arms are a Scimetar, a 
Bow, and Arrows, and a Truncheon with a knob 
at the end, called in Turkjfh Topous j thofe of 
theft Officers that are Servants to the Vifier or 
Beglerbegr carry this Truncheon covered with 
Silver, called in Turkfih Tcbeugbian ■, but the 
Chiaufes of Ample Pajhares onely of Wood : 
their Harveft they make upon the occafions of 
Law Suits and Differences between one party 
and another, being Apparitors or Serjeants to 
call the guilty perion to jufiice i or if the bu. 
finefs comes to compofition, they commonly 
are in the midft to perfuade both fides to rea- 
Ibn, in which adion they want not their Fees 
or acknowledgment of labour from both Parties. 


CHAP. X. 

Of the other parts of the Turkifh Militia, 
the Toptchi. 


TH E S E are Gunners, called Co from the 
word Tope, which in Turkjjh fignifies a 
Cannon* and are in number about 1200 diftri- 
buted in 52 Chambers * their Quarters are at 
Topbana , on the place of Guns in the Suburbs 
of Confiantinople -, few of theft are expert in 
their art, and are ill pra&iftd in the Proportions 
and Mathematical part of the Gunners Myflery * 
for were they as skilfull as many Ingeneers in 
the World, they might doubtleis with that 
vaft Train of Artillery they either march with in 
their Camp, or found in their Trenches, give 
much more annoyance to the Chrifiian Forces: 
And therefore knowing their own imperfe&ions 
in this exercift, when Chrifiian Gunners are 
taken in the War, they entertain them with 
better ufage than other Captives, quartering 
them in the Chambers appropriated to that 
Profeflion, allotting them with others a pay 


from 8 to 12 Afpers a day* but becaufe this 
is too inconfidcrable a maintenance to allure men 
who are otherwife principled, moft of them as 
occafion offers, defert the fervice of the Turk,, 
and fly to their own Countrey. 

Their Officers are, 

1. The Topgibafcbi, or General of the Ordi¬ 
nance. 

2. The Dukjgibafcbi, or the Chief of them 
that found the great Guns. 

3. The Odabafcbi, the Chief of all the 
Chambers of the Gunners in the Suburbs of 
Conjiantinople. 

4. Is the Kiatib of their Mufler-Mafter, who 
is always a Spabet. 

Their Guns are the biggeft, and as well caft 
and moulded as any in the World; for the hft 
Expedition in Hungary there were 40 Pieces 
of new Cannon caft and tranfported byway of 
the Black Sea, and thence by the Danube unto 
Belgrade and B uda. Their Gunpowder is made 
but in fmall quantities about Constantinople, but 
comes from divers places of Europe j but that 
from Damafcut is moft efteemed. The biggeft 
fize of their Bullets are from 36 to 40 Inches 
Diamiter, but theft are moft commonly of 
Stone, which they make ufe of in the Cafiles 
or Block-houfts fituate on the Sea, as at the Cafiles 
upon the Hettefpont, called anciently Stftot and 
Abidoi, and at the Forts at entrance of the 
Black Sea. Once an Englijh Man, Gunner of 
a Ship which lay at Conjiantinople, had the cu- 
riofity and confidence to meafure the dimehfions 
of theft Bullets * but being apprehended in the 
very adi, was impriioned for a Spy, but by the 
interceffion of our Ambaffadour then Refident, 
with much labour and fome cxpcnce was at 
length rcleafed. 

Of the Gebegees. 

Theft are Armourers *. fo called from the 
word Gebeer, which fignifies in Turkjjh as much 
as Arms of Back and Bread * they ate in num¬ 
ber <*39 difiributed into 60 Chambers, and 
have their Quarters near the Church of Santa 
Sophia in Conjiantinople i their Office is to con- 
ferve the Arms of ancient times from tuft, by 
cleaning and oyling them, fo as to remain as 
Trophies for ever of the Turkjjh Conquefis:

This 
fort of people being naturally more faithfull 
than the Tur.j, and more inclinable to the Vifier I 
Kupriuli, for being of the fame Country, he 
maintained 2000 of them for his Guard : which 
was fo great a curb to the Janizaries and the 
other Militia, that they were never able to exe¬ 
cute any Confpiracy againft him. The fame 
courfe his Son the prefent Vifier follows, and is 
doubtleis next the Grand Signior’s favour, his 
principal fecurity. 


Of the Segbans and Sarigias.

I of our Lord ,66 S* the Earl of 

Wincbelfea , our Lord Ambafladour for cer¬ 
tain Affairs of His Majefty and the Company of 
Merchants, having commanded me to meet the 
great Vifier in his return from t{ie Wars in 
Hungary ■, through ill, or rather uncertain in- 
formafion of the Vifier’s motion, I was forced 
to proceed as far as Belgrade in Servia, on the 
Qmfines of Hungary, 23 days Journey from Cox- 
fiantinople , where finding a good part of the 
Turkjjh Army encamped near that City, for 
better convenience and expedition of my bufinefs 
I entred wifhin the Quarters of the Spahees 
and pitched my Tent as near the Vifier’s and 
the other principal Officers as confifted with due 
refped * in which place I remained feven days, 
untill the Army removed towards Adrianople \ 
and not having fully compleated my buiinefs 
there, I marched and remained other 13 days 
together with the Army: in which time I had 
leifure to make fome reflexions op the Order of 
the Turkjjh Camp.

take up a large extent of ground, leaving a 
Ipacious Field in the midft, [ in the centre of 
which is raifcd a lofty Canopy, under which 
Offenders are correifred or executed, and forves 
to (belter from the Sun or Rain fuch as attend 
to the Dij/anj, or pther bufinefs with the Officers 
of Stats. Within the fame Jpace of ground 
alfo is (he Hrfujt qr Treafury, in fmall Chefls 
one piled pn the p(tier, in form of a Circle, 
for gHard of which 15 Spahees every night 
keep watch with their Atm? in their hands. 
Near tjysfe quartets *re the Tents of Ptfibasps,

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~Be<pt7 Agaes, and Perfons of Quality, who 
with their Retinue fclely make up a confiderable 
part of the TurkP Army. In the Rere are the 
quarters of the Spahees, and others that attend 
the Horfe fervice as Segbant, Sarigitx , and others. 

On the right hand of the Vifier without the 
Camp are placed the Artillery, and Ammunition, 
which in the time I was there was inconfidera- 
ble, the great Cannon remaining in Buda and 
in the City of Belgrade, onely 40 or 45 fmall 
Field-pieces of Brafs (as I reckoned them) each 
drawn by fourHorfes, marched with the Vi her, 
more at that time for hate and otlentation, than 
for real fervice. Thq Pavilions of the great | 
Vifier, and other Perfons of principal Office and 
Quality, may rather be called Palaces than Tents, 
being of a large extent, richly wrought within | 
adorned beyond their Houfcs, accommodated 
with ftately Furniture, with all the convenience 
of the City and Countrey, and in my opinion 
far exceed the magnificence of the beft of their 
Buildings for being but for few years continu¬ 
ance, the maintenance of them is beyond the 
expence of Marble and Porphyry, or the perpe¬ 
tual Edifices of Italy, durable to many Olympi¬ 
ad! and Myriads of years. With thefe Houfes 
and movable Habitations, which with the Polls 
that fupport them, are of that great weight and 
bulk, the Turkjfh Army marches daily, four, five,

i temperance of his Countrey : Neque veto, faith 
he, graviore imperio Turce Gracos premant, quam 
nobtt dominantur vitia , luxus, crapula. And fo 
fenfible are the “lurks of the abufes and diforders 
j which arife in their Camp by the ufe of Wine, 
that they endeavour all that is poflible to debar 
I their people from it, and therefore two or three 
days before the Army arrives at any place, 
Officers arc difpatched before to feal all Taverns, 
and make proclamation againft the faleof Wine: 

I for though it be againft their Law to drink 
Wine, yet Drunkennefs is now become fo com¬ 
mon a Vice amongft them (as we have already 
declared in the fecond Book) that fcarce one in 
ten but is addided to a brutifh intemperance 
therein. 

I The Camp is always free from ordure and 
filth i there being holes digged near every Tent, 
which are encompaffed about with Canvas 
for the more privacy and accommodation in 
mens neceffary occafio. si and whenfoever thefe 
I places become noifome and full, they are covered 
with Earth, and the Canvas removed i fo that 
I the whole Camp is clear of all excrements of 
men, as alio kept more free from other ftench 
(which may caufe putrefadion) than the moft 
orderly Cities of the World. If the march be 
in the Summer-time, and the weather hot, the 
Beafts of Burthen and Baggage begin to travel 
about feven a clock in the evening, and the 
Pajharvs and great Vifier prefently after mid¬ 
night •, who are accompanied with fo many 
Lights as equal almoft the brightnefs of the day.

Turks Capi Dervent, which is as much as the 
Gate of the narrow way i the afeent thereunto 
is rugged and (harp, commodious for Robbers, 
who there have fuch Cave^ an^ places of refuge, 
that they defie very confiderable Forces that are 
fent .againft them. On the top of this. Hill is 
,a Village of Bulgarians, where the Women 
iufed to the diverfity of Travellers, are become 
! f iee fo (heir difcourfe, and only entertain ftran- 
gers, -whilft their Husbands are in the Fieldj or 
with their Cattel, Or fly away for fear of fome 
: injury; from the TWiy. ' Etefcehding hence is a 
very nafrow iriclofuire, on both (ides being envi¬ 
roned with high Mountains and Woods,• which 
is a fliady and melancholy Journey fix the-fpace 
of two hours ■, to this place the Hcydduts, or 
Heyducks (as J that'pedple-eall 1 them) frequently 
refort iri great numb^s but bf TranfilvuniajMoli 
davla^ 'Hungdry, and o'ther parts,-which taking 
ad vantage of thefe clbfe Wools.' dlfeharga Vol- 
lies of Shot' on "the- ftropgett Caravans,. and 
rolling* Ston« from the' MfSuntains ,J iri thenar- 
roweff jiaffagies, do as. much execution 5 as with 
Cannon i 1 for; as I have underllood,iin one ’oF 
thok J)ervcHit (for there are many ;of-tHis; na¬ 
ture iri the Journey to Belgrade') 18-.Thieves 
onely killed above 300 V erchafttt, wfio -for 
fecurity united together, and their'whole iBag- 
gage arid Goods became a prey to the Robbers. 
In thefe places; thus fortified by Nature; the 
Inhabitants refitted the. force of the Grecian Em- 
perours, and killed Baldwin Earl of Flanders 
after he had fubjg&ed the City of Confiantinople. 
Amongft thefe Bulgarians is a fort of 1 people 
which they call Fdulines, who had in former 
times 'ftrange J corifnfed notions of Chriftiariity, 
pretending to follriW the ' Dodrine of St. Paul, 
nfed Fire .in-the-Sacrament of Biptifm, and 
prdferrtd this Apoftle before his Matter Chritt: 
but there being fome Roman Priefts-in thofe 
parts, that obferving the ignorance of! thefe poor 
people, arid their wHlingnefs to be inftru^ed, 
took the-advantage rind reduced them ail to 
the Roman Faith, to which now they are ftridt 
arid fuperftitious adherers. / 

Through thofe narrow Dervents before fpoken 
of we-arrived after three days of.weary journey 
at Sophia, a place fo wholly Turkjfh , tliaf there 
is nothing in it that appears more antick thin 
the Turks themfelvess it is fituated in a pleafant 
Plain or broad Valley, between two high Moun¬ 
tains, the higheft of them wearing a fnowy 
head in the heat of the Summer Solttice, which 
is the reafbn that that City is cool and whole- 
fome, but of a fubtile penetrating Airy being 
fupplied with admirable waters of eafid digettion, 
which come pouring down in great abundance 
from the Mountains, and fupply the Town 
with plentiful! ttreams in all parts of .it, and are 
faid to be waters of thofe Fountains which Or- 
phetts delighted in. There are befides thefe cool 
Waters, certain Baths naturally hot, to which 
the Turks refort very frequently, being of the 
feme nature and virtue with ours in England. 
From this place we made nine long days Journey 
tq Belgrade, in which paffage there is nothing 
more memorable than the defoliation of the 
Countrey i and being there arrived, we pitched 
our Tent in the Camp, where after fix days we 
marched back with the Army, to whom nothing 
could come more joyfull than their return ;home, 
and the conclrifiom of the Wars by which may 
be obferved in foftie manner,, how far the na¬ 
ture of the Turks is degenerated froth the ancient 
warlike difpofition of the Saracens. 
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CHAP. Xil. 

Of the Turks Armata, or Navil Forces. 


H Avlng particularly run over the Force of 
this formidable Enemy and fcourgc of 
Chriftianity by Land, we are now to take a 
view according to the true metho.d of this 
Difcourfe, of the ftrength of their Fleets and 
Maritime Forces i which though to a Nation 
fituaced on the Continent, are not fo neceflary 
or prevalent to defend themfelves from theur 
Neighbours, or tranfport their Power and Con¬ 
quers Into other. Dominions, as they are to a 
People whofe Habitation is encompaffed bvthe 
Sea i yet certainly a Prince can never be faid to 
be truly Puiffant, who is not Mailer in both 
Elements i for not to expatiate on the common 
Theme of the Riches and Power which arife 
from Navigation, it is fuffident, cohfidering how 
often the mighty force of fo t Ottoman Ejmpire 
hath been foiled and baffled by the fmall Re- 
publick of Venice , for want of true knowledge 
or fuccels, or application of their minds to Ma¬ 
ritime Exercife, to dempnilrafe of what efficacy I 
In moll defigns is a well provided and regulated j 

F1< The^ Turk/ are now very, much weakned in' 
their Naval Forces .finoe the War againft Candy, 
and are fo dffcouraged in thfir hopes of fuccels j 
at Sea, that Ships and Galeaffes, called by them 
Mabumcs, are wholly in difufe amoogft them, 
whether it be that they wimt able Seamen to, 
govern them, or that theyd^fpair ofbeing able, 
to meet the Venetians in open Sea (for which; 
thofe Veffels of Battery are onely in ufe) they; 
are fallen into a fancy of light Gallies, a fignj 
that they intend to trull more of theiir fafety toj 
their Oars than their Armsi of which in the 
year i<S<Si. (after the lofs.of 28 well-provided 
Gallies wreck’d with their Men in the Black Sea) 
the Vifier Kupriuli built thirty others for repara-i 
tion of that lofs, but of that green, and unfea- 
foned Timber, that the firft Voyage many of 
them became unfervlceable for the Leaks i and 
the reft, at the return of the Fleet in the month 
of OQober following, were laid up amongft the 
old and worn Veffels. 

It may feem a difficult matter to affign the 
true rcafon why and by what means the Turks 
come to be fo decayed in their Naval Forces, who 
abound with fo many conveirfendes for it, and 
with all forts of materials fit for Navigation, 
as Cordage, Pitch, Tar, and Timber, which 
arile and grow in their own Dominions, and 
are eafily brought to the Imperial City with 
little or no dinger of their Enemies. For 
Timber, the vail Woods along the Coall of the 
Black Sea, and parts of Afia, at the bottom of 
the Gulph of Nieomedia fupply them: Pitch, 
Tar, and Tallow are brought to . them, from 
Albania and Walachia Canvas and Hemp from 
Grand Cairo , and Bisket is in plenty in all parts 
of the Turk! Dominions. Their Ports are fevcral 
of them convenient for building both Ships and 
Gallies > the Arfenal at Conflantinople hath no 
lefs than One hundred thirty feven Voltas, or 
Chambers for Building, and fo many Veffels may 
be upon the Stocks at the fame time. At Sinopolis 
near Tr apt fond Is another Arfenal: at Midia 
and Ancbiale , Cities on the Black Sea, are the 


like > and many parts of the TreptHtir, the HeU 
lifpoM , and the Bofpborus , are fuch Ports and 
Convenience for Shipping, as if all things had 
conipired to tinier Conjlantikople happy, and not 
onely. capable of being Mlftrefs of the Earth, 
but formidable In all parts of the Ocean: and 
yet the Turk, for feveral years, elpecially Once 
the War with Candia, and their defeats at Sea 
have riot been able at moft to Equippe a Fleet 
of above 100 Sail of Gallies, of which i4 are 
1 maintained and provided at the charge of the 
Beyet of the Archipelago , for Which they have 
certain illesin that Sea affigned them* 

[ The Turks do neither want Slaves to bogue at 
the Oars of the Gallies i for Tart ary fupplits them 
with great numbers i befides, divers perfons in 
Constantinople make it a Trade to hire but their 
Slaves for the Summers Voyage for dooo Afpers 
running the hazard of the Slaves life, who .re¬ 
turning 'home fife, is configned to the poffef- 
fion of his Patron : and iif wantflill 'be of'the 
Cbiurma , as the Turks call it, or Slaves for foe 
Oar, a collection is iiiade in feveral Provinces

with fome appreherifion, and more than ordinary 
vigilance and caution to pieferve'my'lifei'for 
being all Robbers and Free hooters, 'We ldmltfed 
! no Treaties or Difcourles. with tKcta but* with 
our Arms in our hands. Others there ate alfo 
obliged to Sea-fervice, who art Zatms and Tiwa- 
riots , and hold their LandsIn Sea-Tefiour i'btot 
being not bound to go in perfon thetfafeHes, 
they bring or fend their Servants (railed in 
Turkijh Bedel f to fupply their plaee,every"Otic 
providing one, two, or more, according to thc 
value of his Lands, af we have before'declared 
in the Chapter of the Zaims arid TltMrtots. Some 
Janizaries are alfo drawn out for Sea-firvfce, 
and fome Spabees of the fouririferfourBatiners, 
and not to make too bold' with tlw 1 Veterttie 
Soldiers, command driely fuch to Sea. as"'4re 
new and green Soldiers, lately ttgiftted in the 
Rolls of the Spabees. 

The Auxiliaries of the Turks Foicef %Sea, 
are the Pyrates of Barbari, from' thofe 'trace 
Towns of Tripoli, Turns, and Algin ,‘tmt theft 
of late years have difufed the cuftome of coming 
into the Turks affiftence» yet ofterittmeJi thejrply 
towards the Archipelago, and to the LMfctttfj but 
it is to fupply themfelves with Soldlfrs-and 
recruits of people for eriCreaft'of their Colo¬ 
nies,

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The other part of Auxiliary Forces is from 
the Beyes of the Archipelago i being 14 in number, 
every one of which commands a Galley, and 
for their maintenance have the Contribution of 
certain Iflands in that Sea allotted to them > the 
which are better manned and armed than thofe 
of Conjlantinople, but thefe neither, are not wil¬ 
ling too much to e^pofe their Veffels tp fight 
or danger, in regard that |ieing built and main¬ 
tained at their own charges, and their whole 
fubftance, they are the more cautious how they 
venture all their Fortune in the fuccefs of a 
Battel : Thefe Beyer alio give themfelves up 
much to their delights and pleafure, and employ 
more thoughts how to pleafe their Appetites, 
than to acquire glory and fame by the War* 
what they gain in Summer, when joyned with 
the grots of the Turkijh Fleet, is the Prize of 
foe Grand Signior but what chance throws 
upon them in the Winter, is their own proper 
and peculiar Fortune. 

The Gunners of the Turij/h Fleet are wholly 
ignorant of that Art, for any perfon who is 
either Euglfo, french. Hatch, or any other, 
Chriftian Nation, they defign to this Office, 
Whether 'he be skilfull or unskilfull iq foe ma¬ 
nagement of Artillery; having an opinion that 
foofe people are naturally addicted to a certain 
pronenefs and aptitude- in Gunnery; in which 
they find their errour as ofttn as they come to 
skirmifo with their Enemy. 

The chief Admiral qr Gencraliffimo of the 
Turiffb Armata, is called the .Captain Pafiw, 
his Lieutenant-General is called Terfhana fjia- 
biafi foe next Officer is Terfane Emini , or 
Steward of the Arfenal, who hath the. .care of 
providing all neccffaiies for,the Navy i but this 
place being bought, as almoft all other Offices, ;

The Arfenal at Venice is fo greatly efteemed 
by the Turks, that they feem not to defire the 
conqueft of that place for any other reafon more 
than the benefit of the Arfenal i as a perfon of 
great quality amongft them faid once, that had 
[ they made a Conqueft of Venice, they would 
not inhabit there, but leave it to the Venetianf 
m regard that the City affords riot frei(h‘wate£ 
which is p,eceffary for the ufe of their Mofcbt, 
and their Waffiing before Prayer i but that the 
f apd , a Tribute would jatisfie foe defires 
of the Grand Signior. " ' ; T
